HE Liberty that Writers of all Sorts have 
taken, of prefixing Honourable and 
worthy Names to their Labours, is too 
general to need much Apology, unlefs 
it be to your Lordfhip in particular, for prefum¬ 
ing to make Ufe of yours on this Occafion, with¬ 
out your exprels Leave and Approbation ; and I 
. muft confefs, nothing but the univerfal Report 
of ypur Lordftiip’s Candour, can warrant or ex- 
'.,pufe this Prefumption in me. But as I was cail- 
»ing abe^ for fome proper and worthy Perfon, to 
patroni^ the enfuing Memoirs and CoUeBion, my 
•Choice was foon determined, and your Lordlhip’s 
Name prefently occurr’d to me. Not from any of 
the‘ ordinary Motives, of Dependance or Ac¬ 
quaintance; nor from the Senle of any Favours 
or Obligations; fince I am unknown to your 

Lordfhip, unlefs by Name. Nor from any Appre- 
• A o nenfions 
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henlions of Fear or Difblealure,\lince my Defign 
is honeft and well intended j and tlierefore I think 
I have the lefs Need of fuch a powerful Patro¬ 
nage. Nor yet from any Hopes or Expectations j 
lince I have nothing to ask, and expeCf nothing, 
but that Protection which is due to all the King’s 
SubjcfRis, or that Countenance, which yourLorcf- 
fhip is always ready to impart to the mcaneft 
Stranger. None of thel’e, My Lord, are my Mo¬ 
tives. But as the following Sheets treat of a Terfon 
that was once a conliderable Minilter, and Prin¬ 
cipal Secretary of State, they naturally inclined me 
to think of your Lordfhip, his Succellbr, and one 
of the prefent Ornaments of the fame High and ' 
Honourable Station. And if Sir Leolme has no 
flriCt Right, on that Account, to your Lordlhip’s 
Patronage yet, as far as may be guefs’d by this 
imperfect Idea, I hope he is not altogether un-. 
worthy of it. I won’t prefume to fay, there ’is 
any other Analogy between your Lordfhip and 
Him,unlefsit is, that He was fome time a valuable 
Member, of the fame Univerlity j and like yoiir 
Lordfhip, during your Refidence there, of unble, 
mifhed Reputation: Or nnlefs it was, that He 
had the fame Honour with your Lordfhip, to 
ferve the Crown Abroad in fome important N®* 
gotiations. And if your Lordfhip has acquitted* 
your felf well in all Stations and Capacities,’ He 
was generally acknowledged to have tlW 
fame. And as your Lorclfhip has hith^o, like! 
Him, been zealous for the Honour and Prero¬ 
gatives of the Crown j fo you will, I doubt not; 
ever have the fame juft and tender Regard to the 
Liberties of your Fellow-Subjeds, and the true 
Intereft of your Comitry at Heart, 

Could 1 believe that your Lordfhip was un¬ 
acquainted with any Publick Treaties or Ne^tia- 
^ * * tiorts, 
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tioiis, efpecially that here treated of, wherein the 
Crown of England made fo conliderable a Figure, 
I fhould recommend the following Colleclwn to 
your Perufal. But I am fully fenlible, that every 
Thing fo immediately within your Province, as 
this feems to be, mnit be too well known to need 
niy poor Recommendation, or in the leaft to fail 
of your Lordfliip’s Approbation. Nor am I fo vai n 
as to think your Lordfliip can receive InltrucFion 
from any other Matters herein contained, who 
are already fo accomplifti'd a Statefman, and lb 
perfe6t a Judge of them. If they can atford En¬ 
tertainment to a vacant Hour, or at any Time ferve 
to unbend your noble Mind from the Hurry and 
Fatigue of publick Bulinels, it is as mucli as 1 
expebfc. Perfons of ordinary Capacity, read Mat¬ 
ters of this kind to learn or to imitate, thofe of 
. your Lordfliip’s Genius, not only to imitate j but 
tb exceed them. And when I conlider thofe high 
1-mployments Abroad and at Home, which Your 
Lox'dlhip (young as you are) has already pafs’d 
through, and with what Applaufe you Hill go on 
.for the Service of your Country: When 1 conli¬ 
der your Lordfliip’s Abilities, every Way equal to 
thofe ImploymentSi your Acquaintance with the 
4_.earncd, both dead and living, foreign and do- 

* meltick, and the many diiferent Kinds of Litera¬ 
ture, which you arc Matter ofj it mutt be owned, 

'‘-that y<)ur Lordfliip does not copy after any Pre- 
' lident, 7^r the Example of any former Age, that 
you are but little beholden to Time or Experi- 

* ence, and have attained to them by fome unknown 
and more compendious Way. In a Word, if your 
Lordfliip’s high Birth and ample Fortune, have 
given you fome Advantages above ordinary Men, 
Your own Genius, and early Application to Buli- 
nefs, have certainly afforded you many greater.

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They that are honoured with a liearer Approach 
to your Lordftiip’s Perfon, I doubt not, might add 
a great deal more; but every one knows thus much, 
and even your Enemies, if you have any, muft 
allow this little to be true. But I, that am at lb 
great a Diftance, and now as it were fpeaking of 
You to Your own felf, fhall fay nothing further, 
unlefs it be to hope,that the Portraiture here oder’d 
may not be utterly difplealing to your Lordfliip, 
tho’ it fhould be too mean and imperfed: for the 
Exadtnefs of yourjudgment. Were Sir LEOLINE 
ftill alive, (as great and as modelt as he was) he 
would,I am fure,be proud of yourLordOiip’s Ap¬ 
probation j which mult needs do his Character-a 
real Honour, and convince the ignorant and in 
credulous Part of Mankind, that 1 have barely 
done Jultice to his Merits. However, 1 fhall have 
this Satisfaction at leaft, that it has adbrded me 
an Opportunity of fhewing, in Ibme meafure, by

<tiiy living Mans Ad ions ^ more tfpecially to form the Reafons of their CondnUy 
after their Deceajiy and at jnch a widefDiftancc (/Time. I cannot therefore 
take iCpcn me to jay^ that I have committed m MiftakeSy that I have not 
omitted any rc^narkahlc Raft ages of bis JJfCy which could they have been 
retrievedy perhaps might have JJjcwn him ft ill better to R(ftcritx, Neither can 
I affirm y that no printed Taft ages have ejeaped my Obfervation: Rut I can 
JaVy that J have faithfully coUcclcd and put together the jevcral Tar eels cf 
his Lifcy tin a have any way come to my Knowledge y and all the Metmirs of 
him v^hich I could meet withy and- fa ffly depend any either among thoje that 
were familiarly nofnainted with himy from his own Original Ijette)*s and- 
Tapers^ 0 ^ eljl in Trint, 1 have alfo particularly confldi rrywhat is laid of

ters^ but dejeribe "Things and Afiions^ while they are alhe and breathing as 
it W0^c j whereas all other Accounts are of Things pad and dead. And it is 
apparent^ that Collctlions of this kind^ where they ha'vc been reputed genuine^ 
han)e always met with a fa’votir able Reception^ thd they hatr been wit bout Or¬ 
der andCoherence of Time or Matter^ but confufed Thoughts^ or meer Scraps^ 
and I think I may truly add^ fometimes on ocry trifling Subjefls, Many of the 
Liters and Papers contained in this Colleflion^ arv^ I confejsy writ at eery 
dlftant Times^ and on mry different Occafions^ and perhaps not finifhed in 
an equalHegree j yet / dare promife the Readery are valuable both as to the 
Matter ana Manner of themy and upon eery weighty and ufcful Subjefis, 


For fome of them contain the Solution of many nice and curious ^uediony of 
the Civil Law, and Laws of Nations, that arofe within the Time of his Mi- 
n^ryy and in my bumble Apprehenfiony ftem to be thoroughly confider dy and ju- 
dicioi^y founded. Others of themy afford the proper Conftruttion of fome im¬ 
portant Treaties (f Peace and Commerce y not only ufcful totheProfeffors qf Law y 
but abfolutcly neceffary to be known by thofe who would truly defer^e the Name 
of State/men i ana by all, who either hat^Cy or intend to baoc any Intercourfc 
with Foreign Nations, Some of them more immediately concern ana treatff the 
R^hts and Privileges of rj&^Univcrlities. And others qf them Jhew theTranf- 
amons and Debates of thofe Times in Parliament, and (everal great Cedes qf 
Proper'ty at the Council U'abie, where a wife Prince frequently prefided and 
adjudged in Perfon, 


*I'hc reft, and the great eft Part of themy concern the two famous Embaihes' 
of Cologn and Nimeguen* Of the fir ft oftbefcy little or nothing has been ever 
publiftocd that 1 can meet with. And thd the latter has been the Stibje'cl of 
many able Pens alreadyy yet the Method in which it is here prdtnted to the 
Reader is altogether newy if not the moji faithful and genuine, l^at ;j, not bs 
dry or inf pid FormsyPrqjctlsyMcmorialsy&LQ, which bam beettindeed already 
in a great me afare colleUcd and puhlijhcdy (^and arc therefore here wholly omit¬ 
ted^ nor by way of Hiftory or Memoirs^ but by an cxaH Series if original Lfct* 
from the Pcgfnning to the End of thofe Embajftes. I doubt noty but the 
Reader will cbjcrc'c many material and remarkable IncidentSy wbitp were 
before either unknewn^ or at kaft omitted by all former Accountsy both in the 
latter as well as in the former Treatyy Sir Lcolinc being the only Mediator 
that continued there throughout the whole Cotirfe of it.

1 need therefore fay Utile in Favour of this Part of mv Collet ion: For^ I 
thinks it is miverfally allow d^ that the Memoirs and Negotiations left by 
pnhlick Miniftirs^ contain the moft natural and nfcfulKnowledgc^and by which 
the Myftcries and Policies of States may he beft unfolded, Pecaufe none can 
make fo faithful a Report ofTfhings done Abroad in all Nations as Ambalfa- 
dors, who always have the heft and moji authentick Intelligence^ and confe- 
qnently give us a better Account ofPfhings^ Times^ and Perfons^ than any others 
can do. And thefe that know the true Value of this Sort of CollcfJions^ will 
never think them antiquated or out of date. For thd the Perfons or Names of 
the Agents are not the fame ^ yet theCircnmftanccs of Things^ thcPoiicies^ tJ e 
ReaJbningSy and Interejl Qf States^ and their Minijicrs^ are^ and probably will 
bCy much the fame at all Times, 

The general good Reception which the Jjord NeXvagyod s and Sir Tem¬ 
ple have met with among the Learned,, is too well known to need any 

Mention, Put not in the lea ft to derogate from their refpeUive Worthy it mitft 
be admitted,, that the SubjeUMatter of them concern only private and particu¬ 
lar Treatics with Princes of the Fjmpirefsjz, \vh ereas the fo 11 ow ing Colledion 
concerns General Peace of Chriftendom, and a I moft every Prince and State 
fl/Europe^ that by fomc Means or other were drawn into theje Treaties, In 
thflt of Cologn, bejides other remarkable Occurrences that fell out^ within the 
Compajs of it^ there is related all that can he urged^ as well on the one Sidc^ ns 
on the other^ upon thofe two important Articles and Prerogatives tf the Crown 

England, the Flag, and the Fifhcry. And when I conjider the Length and 
Impot^tance of the Treaty Nimeguen, where the England made not 

onlfthe great eft Figure^ which it ever yet appear d in^ hut a/fo that it has been 
Pajis and Foundation for feveral fucceeding Treaties ; I cannot but think 
this Collefiion will be extrcamly ufeful to tbo/e^ that may happen to ferve the 
Crown* hereafter in fuch Honourable Stations, Put at this Con jundure furety 
cannot he improper to be revived^ when all Europe is under the like ExpcBa- 
tions from the prefent Treaty of Cambray, and when every one therefoi'c is 
apt to turn bis Eyes towards Relations of this Kind, 

It has been a long and jnfi Complaint^ that cur own Countrymen have hem 
fo modeft and referved^ as not to make publick their Negotiations abroad,, fo that 
the World has hardly any Notion of them. Whereas the FrencJi and Italian 
Minifters have general^ done it with great Oftentation; and for that Reajon 
only* have been thought to excel in this Way, To obviate then in fome Meajure 
fuch Complaints for the future^ here is aftdl and a faithful Account of thofe two 
Treaties, ;;j which Sir Lcolitic Jenkins was concerned ; at the one,, under the 
Charafier Ambaflador and Plenipotentiary ; at the other, in the Funflion 
of ^iality ^iii'Mediator j carefully taken from his own original Papers, with¬ 
out derogating^ the leajl from that Share and Part which his CoJIegucs 
at qny Time had in thofe Negotiations, And its own intrinjtck jferth, is 
the Encomium that can be given of it, 

* As toltbe Sincerity i7;/i/Gcnuinenefs cf thefe Materials,as well as of the reji 
of the following Collemon, thd mofl of them, I doubt not, will prove and authen¬

Or as if I was conjeious of any Ble- 
mify in bis Chardfler; unlcfe Jbme may reckon it a Crime, for a Suhjett to he 
over-faithfur^^^/jf Prince^ and d Servant to he true and conftant to the Inte- 
reji of a Mafl'er, from whom be bad received the ^eatefl Favours and OHiga- 
tionsf Or unlefs tbe^majjj efeem djifdfa^ and I^nterejfed Jjcve of bis Native

HE Perfon whofc Life I have here undertaken to write, 
whether he be confidcr’d in his private or publick Capaci¬ 
ty, may in moft Refpeds, and almoft in every Period of 
Life, be an ufeful Pattern and Example to Polterity j and 
therefore I fhall relate all that 1 know of him under both 
Capacities, and becaufe the one will necefl’arily ferve for 
the Connexion or Introduttion of the other. 


He was born in the Year 1525, in the Parifli of UanUithian^ in the 
County of Glamorgan, and was the Son of jLeoline Jenkins, or Jenkins 
• •Uuellin, of the fame Place, a Man of about 40/. a Year, and who left 
Vbel^d him in that Neighbourhood the Character of a very honeft, prudent, 
ano'^duftrious Man. I'here have been thofe, who have inlinuated a much 
meanci' Extraction, but without any other Reafon, than as one of tlie 
ufual Artifices fome Men take, to render a great Man dcfpicablc, when 
jjMhing more likely can be invented. But his Father really was, as I before 
deferibed him, a Perfon, that by his frugal and prudential Method of living, 
was not only capable of beftowing, but alfo well underftood the Value of 
^that liberal Education, which he bellowed on his Son ; and whom Mr. 
U^avid Jenkins, one of the Judges of North Wales, and the famous Cham¬ 
pion of the Royal Caufe, treated, if not as a Relation of bis ancient and 
honourable Family, yet as a Perfon worthy of his Care; and under that 
CHaradlcr very early recommended him to the Protection of Dr. Wilkins, 
at that Time Warden of Wadham College, and afterwards Bilhop of Che- 
fter ; as appears by a Letter of the faid Mr. *Daioid Jenkins from Walling¬ 
ford Cajlle*, where he was detain’d a Prifoner for his Loyalty in the Year 
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ii The LIFE of •$/> Leoline Jenkins. 

Jlut in I'rutli he had fo much real and intrinfick Merit of his own, and 
flood little in need of fuch foreign and remote hmbclliflimcnts, that 1 
have not tliought it worth the Reader’s while, to make a further Enquiry 
into til is Matter. For if the Vertue of the Mind be the only true Nobility, 
or the mofl rcafonablc and genuine Source of Honour, none of his Time 
was more noble or honourable than himfelf, for there were few greater 
Inftances of Vertue. And I mention this the rather, becaufe he feems to 
have been of this Opinion himfelf, from the Choice of his Motto, Vigiliis 

f irtnte ; as if he had plainly told us, that he was more beholden to 
iiis own Vertue, Merit, and Induftry, than to the Credit of his Name or 
Family, to recommend him to the World. 

The firft Effays and Foundation of lA.r.yenkins\ future I^earning, was 
laid at Cowhrieff e School, very near the Place of his Birth, and even then 
no inconliderable School j which, as a grateful Acknowledgment of thofc 
-early-Helps to Piety and Learning he received there, he afterwards libe- 
i*iiSy*'cndovvcd w ith a fufficient Provilion for a M after, and Penlions for 
of the Scholars, who diftinguiftied themfelves by a more than ordi- 
; ■ hdry ;l>iligcnce and Application. Here it was that he laid the Foundation 
of th’it Knowledge and Accuracy in the Luitin and Greek Tongues, to 
hii-afterwards arrived; and by his great Induftry and Proficiency 
."it f 'l^tj j^arts of lt>carning which that Place afiorded, gtu'e an early Allurance 
to’ims Friends of thofc excellent Fruits which he afterward brought fortli. 

Having foon out-run the Difeipline of a Country School, his I^nends 
were unwilling he fhould want any Advantages or Improvements proper to 
his Age, and therefore fent him to the Univerfity of Oxfm'd., where he was 
admitted into yefus College in tlic Year 1641, not quite 16 Years of Age. 

Mr. Jenkins's Behaviour, from his firft Appearance in the College, 
was fo regular and exaift, that a good Opinion was (bon taken up of him. 
Modefty and Condefceiiilionf wlnr deeply rooted in his Nature; and he had 
fuch a remarkable fcttler Cravity, and ferious Deportment, that even k^i 
the youthful Part of his Idfe, he had but little of the Youth in him. 

But the Troubles of the Nation foon after coming on* Mx.Jtnkins took 
Arms for the Royal Caufe, as many others of the Univerfity then did ; 
and was prefent in aiStual Service on fome Expeditions with the reft of 
that Plapc, whom the Circumftances of the War had drawn together; not 
that thcle Military Exercifes did fo wholly take him up, as to occafion the 
utter Negleft or Interruption of his Studies: His natural Abilities, and his 
own eager Palfion for Reading, were no ways allay’d, but feeined rather 
to be whetted by the Difficulties and Dilappointments ol the Times, and, 
probably occafioned a quicker Progrefs than ordinary thro’ all the Parts of 
his E!.ducation. d’hiis w'cre his tender Years leafoned and cxercifed, ,/uot 
only with 1.earning and Diligence, but alfo with an equal Mixture of 
Adverlitics, the belt Preparatives for the fuccceding Varieties of his Life. 

For the Society, into which Mr. Jenkins had been admitted^ was'fjQt 
only obliged to give Way to Strangers, but alfo the College it felf was 
difraantlcd, and became Part of a Garriibn by Order from Court; and for 
fome tinae continued to be the Quarters of the I.ord Herbert, afterwards 
Marquifs of Worcefter^ and of other Perfons of Quality, that came out of 
Wales on the King’s Service. The Garrilbn of Osford ^ing furrendred in 
the Year 1645, and the Vifitation of the Univerfity by the two Houles 
comiag on in tfie following Year, this College, among others, loon felt the 
fatal Effeds of it, for of 1 5 Fellow's, and as many Scholars, there remained 
but one Fellow, and one Scholar, that was not oufted of their Subfiftance. 

T H E Principal of this College, Dr. Manfeli, was as remarkable for his 
Sufferings, as for his great Learning, his primitive Vertue and Conftancy, 
and deferves a particular Remembrance in this Place; and rather,, be¬ 
caufe h.have lately feen an authentick Account of it in Mr. Jen^ns's own 
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nand-Writing, at the Museum in Oxfordi whichj as far as I think relates 
ta my prelent Purpole, I lhall purfuc very near in his own Words : 

H E was one of thofc that was forced very early to quit his Station 
at Oifordy upon the firft Approaches of the Enemy i and retreated into 
Glam(nrganjhire^ in Company with Dr. Archbilhop of and 

Dr. Sheldon, afterwards Archbilhop of Canterbury, and fojourned fcveral 
Months there, at the Houfe of Sir Antboty Manfcll his Brother j where 
their Prefence among the Gentry, had the happy Influence of confirm¬ 
ing •them in their Duty and Allegiance to the King. 

Upon the Vifitation of the Univerfity in yuly 1^47, Dr. Manfett re¬ 
turned to his former Station in the College, not without a conliderable 
Rifquc of being taken in his Journey near Worcefter, tho’ it w’as in the 
Rear of the King’s Army. And tho’ tho Earl of Pembroke, who was 
the Chief in that Adion, owned him as his near Kinfman, and \vas the 
natural Vifitor of that College, and tho’ the Earl’s two younger Sons 
had been of that Society for feveral Years under his Care ; yet neither 
the Propenfions of tho Earl, nor the kind Offices of his Sons, could bring 
him to the leaft Evafion, much lefs the dired Acknowledgment of that 
, Power ; but on the firft Opportunity he publilhed and declared his Non- 
. Submiffion, with that excellent Mixture of Modefty and Courage, as 
k^ade his Vifitors aihamed of their Reformation, and openly to bemoan 
^e Difficulty of the Times, that forced them to turn out a Perfon lb 
linbiameablc in his Life and Condud, even to the higheft Rigour and 
Partiality, and fo ufeful to the College j whofc only Crime confelfcdly 
was his Affiedion to the King. And which was ftill more furprizing, 
while the Reformers were thus bufy in turning out him and his Society, 
Dr. ManfeU was as adive as if no fuch Thing had happened, in follicit- 
ing of new Benefadions to the lucceeding and fuch was his 

Intereft and his Relation to many noble Familiar jind which was more 
prevailing, his own publick and generous Spirit, tMt he not only fettled 
a new>Bounty from* himfelf, even after he was turned out, but alfo adu- 
al|y* procured a very conliderable Addition from others to the Library, 
as well as to tho Revenue of that Infant College. 

. Dr. ManfeU being at laft totally ejeded M(^ 21. 1^48, and having fuf- 
fer’d all the other Extremities of Plunder and Sequeftration, and his Bro¬ 
ther, Sir Anthony ManfeU, being llain in the Battle of Worcejier, he with¬ 
drew once more with his former Companions into Wales, and took up 
his Rcfidence at Uantrytbyd in Glamorgaffbire, at the Houfe of his 
* JCinfman, Sir yohn Aubrey Knt. and Baronet j which Houfe was left void 
By Sequeftration, (Sir yohn himfelf, the Owner of it, being in Prifon for 
his Loj^lty) and afforded them tho Convenience of a more private Re¬ 
tirement. .. 

as'the County of Glamorgan happened to be one of the laft that 
bi^me fubjed to the Ufurped Powers, fo it was the Refuge of many 
Perfons of Qjiality, and of other diftrefled Royalifts, whom the Par¬ 
liament Army had driven out of their own Homes. And it was prodi- 
'Kiotis to obferve, (fays that Account) how careful and induftrious Dr. 
ManfeU was, for the Accommodation and Supply of fuch Perfons. Nay, 
it may^'be truly avert’d, that there was not a Stranger of Quality, Mi- 
litacy *or Civil, Clergy or Laity, either in that or in the Neighbouring 
Counties, who did not either receive a Supply of ready Money, or feme 
other Service at his Hands, or ellb an affedionate Tender of it. 

The Reader will eaftly pardon this (hort Digreffion, if it can be called 
fo, of a Perfon that deferves to be on all Accounts highly honoured by Po- 
fterity. ^n ipe£^ing of the one, 1 was naturally inclined to enlarge a little 
upon the dkhety the Circumftances of whofe Lives for fome time waS fo 
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much interwoven, I could not pafs over one fo dearly loved and rcfpeflcd by 
the Perfon of whom I write, and who feems to have fet before him Dr. 
MfinfeU, as a Pattern for his Imitation, as near as might be, in the fuccccd- 
ing Parts of I>ife. But to return now to Mr. Jenkins^ who, after the fad 
Cataftrophe of the Year 1648, had left the Umvedity, and likewife retired 
to his own Country, with an Intention to pafs his 'fime in a contented Pri¬ 
vacy, in Expedation of better Times ; applying himfelf to the Profecution 
of his Studies with his wonted Diligence: Yet he could not be fo private 
or obfeure, but that his intrinfick Worth began to fhine out, and every 
Day almoft gave fome Specimens to the Neighbourhood of his Orthodoxy 
in Religion, and of an innocent and ufeful Converfation. As it is fome 
Comfort to every Man under Troubles and Misfortunes to have Fellow- 
Sufferers ; it was much more fo to him, to behold the Advcrfitics of Perfons 
fo much fuperiour in Merit and Condition than himfelf,and doubtlcfs rendred 
thofe of his own Life little and contemptible. For none could have more 
in Number, or more eminent Fellow-Sufferers, than Mr. yenkins had at that 
Time j many of the brighteft Lights and Ornaments of the Church and 
Univerfity, who chole rather to preferve their Confcicnces than their Sub- 
fiftenccs, and of which the Reformers poffefled thcmfclves without Shame 
or Remorfe. ' 

Mr. Jenkins's Misfortune indeed was abundantly made up to him, and 
proved as happy in its Efl'efts as was poffiblc, in fo publick and general . 
Difalter. For it happened, that his Place of Rcfidencc was not far from 
JLantryti^d^ fo that he was foon taken notice of by Dr. Manfell^ his former 
Principal, who from the Experience he had of his Behaviour in the College, 
could well judge the dawning of Merit, and his growing Capacity, and not 
only invited him to pp.fs his Time with them at Sir JoIm Aubreys Hpufe, 
but introduced him tntc^ffifr’J'Kendfhip of thofe eminent Men his Compa¬ 
nions : Which indeed iJrovcd the Caufe and Rife of all his future Prefer¬ 
ments, and from whom he received thofe early and lading Imprel&ons of 
Duty and Allegiance. • • 

I'he firft Employment they found Mr. Jenkins^ for the Excrcife of |bis 
Vertue and Induftry, Avas the Tuition of Sir John's Elded Son. Wherein 
he gave fo much Satisfaftion, that he was foon after recommended, in the 
like Capacity, to many other young Gentlemen of the bed Rank and Qiia- 
lity in thofe Partswhom, under the Influence and Example of thofe great 
Men, he educated in the edablidied Dodrine of the Church of England^ 
and improved in jud and s ertuous Principles, as well as Letters. 

Thus Providence, which ties it felf to no Rules in preventing of Evilj 
or in fliowing of Mercy on whom it will have Mercy, by an unboundoi'Pre¬ 
rogative often brings Good out of Evil, and Order out of C^^onfufiqii": And 
as formerly tlic ejetting of the abled Divines in Queen Mary s Reign, help’d 
to propagate the Reformation abroad ; fo the Perfecution of thefe *£^cs 
ferved to cncreafe Religion and Literature in the mod remote and obl^re 
Corners of the Kingdom, by forcing fo many able and eminent Men to take 
upon them the Education of Youth. 

In this Neighbourhood, in this Employment, and in a condant Cdfrat^ 
fpondcnce with thefe learned Men, Mr. Jenkins continued for fome Time, 
till at lad the Soldic^ quarter’d in thole Parts, didurbed their Retirement, 
and treated their I^erlons Avith many barbarous Infolencies, which are caarth' - 
cularly related ih that Account. ^ Among others, they carried away the 
young Man (for lb Mr. Jenkins modedly ftilcs himfelf) as their Prifoner, for 
the better and mote •efleidual difperfing of his Scholars, which was the Re¬ 
formation principally ^t ,* abd he was foon after indited at the Quarter 
Sciljons for keeping a Seminary of Rebellion and SeditiodL and Apas there- 
upon^orced to leave that Country; becaufc the lndi<dment ^s J;)6 fa}^s) was 
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hot to be traverfed without firft owning the ufurped Powers, and then de¬ 
nying that, which, as an honeft Man, he ought not to do. 

Upon this he was forced to retire, and in May 1651, removed with his 
Charge to Onford, and fettled there in a Town-houfe, belonging to Mr. 
Alderman White in the Uigh-ftrect^ which from him was then commonly cal¬ 
led and known by the Name of the little Weljh-Hall (all the Colleges at. 
that Time, cfpccially that of which he had formerly been a Member, as 
well as their Revenues, being pelfcfs’d by Covenanters and Soldiers). But 
the Irreligion of no Place or Example, how contagious foever to Perfons of 
an ordinary Apprchenlion, could breed in him a Ncgledt of the legal and 
cftablifh’d Dodtrincs of the Church of "England. He* could not be induced 
to part with his Intergrity by any unjuB Compliances, or in the leaft betray 
the Truft rcpoled in him, but rcfoivcd to go boldly on in the Caufc of Re¬ 
ligion and Loyalty. 

Dr. Manfell not many Months after followed him to Oxford^ partly out 
of a Defire to be near his beloved College, and partly out of a Regard to 
the young Gentlemen his near Relations already there, under Mr. yenkins'a 
Tuition. For one of them was Sir Erancis Manfell^ the Heir of his Father’s 
Houfc j Sir Edward and Arthur his Brother, Sir Anthony Manfell s two Sons ; 
Sir John Atihrey's Son and Heir; deputy and Vaughan, two other of his 
Nephews j Sir SackvilCrown Son and Heir j Sir Robert Moyle of Rlackwell 
in JLenti and Mr. Walter l^homas of Swanzey, and others j wdiere they lived 
'^tiredly in that Houfc under Dr. Manfell s Eye, mixing as little as polfible 
with thofe of the Univerfity j and he was the conllant Overfecr of this lit¬ 
tle Flock, and folemnly oinciated there vhimfclf on Sundeys and Holidays, 
or elfc at that Affembly in Dr. Willis n Houle l«jder the Condud of Dr. Veil. 
Where (Mr. Jenkins fays) the Church it fclf might be faid to have retired 
to that Jwif9)V [or upper Chamber] witll wi^li^i^umftances of Primitive 
Devotion and Solemnity, as was hardly to be ^sdlcll'd clfewhere during 
the Storm of that Perfecution. 

It can hardly bt prefumed, that any Endeavours of a Perfon fo young and 
^iflconfiderable, as Mr. Jenkins feems then to have been, could much contri¬ 
bute to the Advancement of the Royal Intcreft j but certain it is, that he 
. was employed on feveral MelTagcs and Correfpondcncics between Mr. V)avid 
Jenkins, Dr. Sheldon, Dr. Manfell, Dr. Veil, and therefore to fay no 
more, it muft be allowed to be feme Teftimony of their great Confidence 
in him, to be lb early intrufted with Secrets of that dangerous Nature, 
^ which, if it had been mifplaced, might have proved of fatal Confequence 
to them all; and it will be the Icfs Wonder to find him fo firmly attached 
loyal and religious Principles in the fucceeding Parts of Life, after 
he h 24 given fuch early Experiments of them. 

1 Aes.ljenkinsn regular and orthodox Behaviour at Oxford was not quite 
fij^lofe and relcrved, as to efcape all Obfervation, but he began to give Of- 
^ence to fbme of the inquifitive Ichifmatical Members of the Univerfity, who 
publickly talked of him as a dangerous and obnoxious Man ; and his new 
Patron, Dr. Wilkins, (to whofc Protedion he had alfo been recommended, 
* ^ I before mentioned) being in Vertuc of his Relation to Cromwell, about 
this Time removed to the Maflerlhip of T^rinity-CoUege in Cambridge ; he 
was pbligcd to retire from thence, with his Pupils as it were in his Arms, 
-anj go beyond Sea, for Fear of Imprilbnment, or of fame worfe Difalter. 

Even this was no unlucky Accident to Mr. Jenkins, but like many others, 
which at firft pafs for fuch, in their Confcquences often prove the greateft 
Advantages, for it helped to add to his former Acquirements the Knowledge 
of Men as well as Letters ; it ftrengthned and improved his Judgment, by 
obler^g the .different Conftitutions^ and the various Policies of foreign Go- 
vemlhen^ Jt gave him an Acquaintance with fomc eminent an^earned 
Men, particularly Meflieurs Spanbeim and Cmrtin, who afterwa^s met to- 
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gcthcr again in the Service of their refpedivc Princes j and in fliort, it was 
the Means of acquting a great Accuracy in the French and other Languages* 
and of laying that Foundation in the Knowledge of the Civil Law, or ra¬ 
ther of determining his Thoughts in that particular Study, which qualified 
him for thofcfuture Stations and Preferments to which he afterwards attained* 

It is Worth the Readers Note, that of three Years he fpent with his 
l^upils in France or in foreign Parts, he pafs’d little or none of it at the 
Englijh Court then refiding at Farts, or in the Pleafurcs and Diverfions 
which ufually attend thofe Places j but made it his Bufinefs to point out t(/ 
them fuch Things as would plcafc their Underftanding, more than gratific 
their Senfes. 

IT appears by a little Diary which I have fecn, that he had in this Re¬ 
treat, made a 'Four over a great Part of France^ Holland, and Germany ; 
fometimes he rclidcd at their famous Scats of Learning, to fliow his Pupils, 
as much as he could by fo weak a Reprefentation, the Methods of a Uni- 
verfity Life, which they were not permitted to enjoy at Nome j but I don’t 
find Mr. Jenkins was fo much a Friend to them as to take any Degree there, 
tho’ encouraged more than once at Leyden, For whereas foreign Univerfi- 
ties, he ufed to fay, in conferring Degrees, regarded meerly the Performance 
of fome Forms of Exercife, and perhaps the Perfon or Recommendation 6f 
a Man ; thofc of England, befides fuch formal Performances, required a 
certain Rcfidcncc and Expence of Time, on a Suppofition, that however fuch. 
Forms may be deceitfully or carclefly palTcd thro’, yet that one, who lives 
fome confidcrable Time amidft the Advantages and Helps of Knowledge, he 
thought could fcarcc avoid Improvement in fome Art, even by his ordinary 
Converfation. 

After Mr. Jenkins's R^tBq i.from beyond Sea, he delivered up his PupHs 
to their refpedtive PareMS^widRelations, who were by this Time advanced 
in Years, as well as Kncwlcdge, and afterwards became ufeful and loyal, 
Members of the Nation* His vertuous and religious Example had produced 
a fuitable Influence on the well grounded Minds of his Impils, and he "had 
the Satisfadion to fee, in fo Ihort a Time, the Fruits of his Induftry; an*d» 
that they did not only anfwcr, but almoft exceed the Expet^ation of their 
Friends. To prove my Aflertions, I muft refer the Reader to one or two * 
Letters in the following Colledion j “ and others might have been added to 
the fame Purpofe, which would almoft afford an entire Syftem of Education ; 
not that his Notions on this Subjeft are uncommon or entirely new, but 
were rather a Compendium of fuch Rules, which he had found by his own, 
Experience to be moft ufeful and proper for the Occafion, or for the Times 
in which they lived ,• the Subftance ot one or two more is here fubjoineefc"^ ‘ 

What has been obferved upon the old Roman Method of Education,’ 
feems to have had a chief Place in Mr. Jenkins's Eftcem. That tht'Reafon 
of the great Progrefs made by young Gentlemen under fuch private Tut?>^ 
was the Love and Endearment, which was found to have been between thff 
Maftcr and the Scholar* Fori find Mr.Jenkins'sfirR. Method was,to gain their 
ftood-will, to create a mutual Confidence, and to convey his Inftrudfions, 
without the Severity of a Mailer, and in fuch gentle and agreeable LelTohs *• 
as would become even an intimate Friend. And this benevolent Temper, 

1 have been inform’d, was remarkable in him to his dying Day; and it is 
ftill remembred by fome with Pleafure, how often he became the Means</>isf^ 
fome little Hints and Suggeftions, to perfwade a Youth to the Purfuit of his 
Studies, or to recal him into the Paths of Vertue and Induftry, when a £e- 
vercr Method had been attempted in vain. Nay, I can truly add, that even 
after he had quitted the adlual Service of a I'utor, he was often ^plied 
to bj^fomc of his Pupils, for his Diredlions in the Profecutions their 
Studic\ or for the Conduft of their Aflairs. Such a mutugl Friendlhip 
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and Eftccm there was between them, and fuch a Itifting; Impreifion liad his 
Admonitions made on them while they were under his immcdiute Care. 

He was very fcnfiblc how much not only the future J^rofperity of a 
Man, but even of the State, depends upon a right Education of Youth, 
and a skilful Management of the Spring of Lifcj and altho’ tliere were 
many other ncceflary Rules to be obferv’d therein, whicli have very im¬ 
portant and lalting Confequcnces, yet that it was the early inftilling of 
confeientious Principles, and the Seeds of Vertue and Religion, that rauft 
knit and confolidate all the reft; and therefore he endeavoured on all Op¬ 
portunities to fet out to them the Excellency of Vertue in its moft lively 
Colours, and the true Delight which flow’d from vertuous Courfes ; and 
gave them to underftand, that as corrupt and degenerate as the Practice of 
thofc Times was, yet that folid Vertue, and true Religion, would one time 
or other recover its proper Place and Eftccm. And this he was continu¬ 
ally teaching them, not only by the dead Letter of a Precept, but alfo by 
the Example of his own irreproachable Life and Converfation. 

H E feem’d to have been fo little ruffled or difeompofed at the Troubles 
and Difficulties of the Times, that it only gave him an Opportunity, as 
ho often declared, to acquire and excrcife many excellent Vertues, which 
could never have taken Place fo well on more ordinary Occalions. He 
coyld find nothing in them able to daunt his Courage as a Man, much lefs 
as a well-refolved Chriftian. And he was not only ftedfaft and uniform 
k in his own Condudt, but by frequent Admonitions ftrengthned and fupp»)rt- 
’ jsLmany of his Fcllow-Sulfcrcrsand to the utmoft of his Abilities admi- 
niftred to their fevcral Necefllties. 1 fhall trouble tlic Reader but with one 
i.etter of this kind, to Mx.j 4 thanafius kelpies \ wherein is to be found all 
that can be faid upon fo pious and weighty Argument. 

• The Troubles of the Nation being not yet over, nor the Government of 
thq Univerfity reftored to its regular Courfe -aifii former Vigour, it was not 
fafe for Mr. Jenkins ^ or any other of his loyal ^r,,orthodox Principles, to 
appear in publick ; and being now in a manner out,of all lumloyment, he 
was ijivited by S\xWiUiam Whitmore^ another great Patron of the diftrefs’d 
Cavaliers, to live with him oXjppky in Sbropjhire -y the ingenious Mr. Kob. 
Waringy whom he had for fbmc Years kept in his Family, being then juft 
dead. Where }Ar. Jenkins continued from the Year 1658, to the Year 1660, 
under the Cover and Protection of this loyal Gentleman, enjoying the Op¬ 
portunities of Study, and a well-furnilhed Library; which he followed 
with the fame indciatigable Diligence and Application, for in this only he 
oblerved no Moderation; And in Confideration of this noble and generous 
•Treatment, he afterwards leaves a Legacy in his Will to this Gentleman 
•4flil,his I.ady, bcfidcs many repeated Aits of Friendfhip and Acknowledg¬ 
ment the Courfe of his Life. 

As Ibtjn as the King was reftored to his Kingdom, and the Univerlity. 
to yK jum Rights, its primitive Order and Conftitution, Mr. Jenkins re- 
tmmed to Je/iis-CoUege, about the Year of his Age j and his Reputa¬ 
tion among his Countrymen was fo conlidcrable, that upon his firft Appear¬ 
ance and Settlement of the Society, he was chofc one of the Fellows’ and 
-Jii* Behaviour gained fo faft upon them, that he was very foon after, upon 
the Refignation of Dr. ManfeUt unanimoufly chofe Principal of tlie College, 
and thereupon commenced Do^or of the Civil Law. 

■— , | Ak b indeed the College had never more Occafion of fuch a Ruler than 
atwis Time, when the former Difeipline of it had been fo long interrupted 
by the late diftradted and licentious Times, and had fuffer’d fo much by 
the Management of his infamous and corrupt PredecelTor Dr. Michael Ro¬ 
berts^ if we may believe the Articles exhibited againft him in the Year 
BV the Fellows, to the Protestor and his Council ; tho’ both he, and 
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they were feme of the godly Minidry, appoint'‘d by the Parliament of that 
Time. And if this was not the only College undtr tliof^ iiniiappy Cirenm- 
Itances, yet it may not be amifs juft to touch upon the Subftaneo tft' thoft; 
Articles, that it may the better appear wliat a low i.ftate it was reduced 
to, both in Point of Revenue, as well as DTcipPnci and from thence one 
may he able to form feme Judgment, what the nft of the Univcrlity pro¬ 
bably fuffered from the Fury and Malice of theft* Rclormcrs. 

1 'hb Articles fet forth, T hat V>r. Michael Roberts^ Principal of 
College^ had made no Account to the Society for the Space of ftve Years, 
and for two Years or upwards he himfelf had executed the Place of Bui^r 
of the faid College, 'I'hat the Accounts laft tender'd by him, and furrep- 
titioufty rcgiftrecl, upon r.xaminat i{>n, did appear falfe and unjuft in feve- 
ral Particulars. 1 )iat he had let l-caies at under Rates, had detained the 
Rents and Revenues, and afterwards denied the Receipt of them, and 
converted tliem to his own Uft*. That he liad deprived the poor Scholars 
of the Penlions and Lxhibitions to them belonc^ing, and had difpofod of 
them at Ins own Will and Pleafure i and had diminiflied the ftatutable 
Allowance of the Fellows, in order to augment his own,- contrary to the 
exprefs Will and Directions of th.eir refpeCtivc Founders. That he had 
made many illegal and unftatutahle FJeCtions into the College, and had 
been un juft, arbitrary, and partial, throughout the w hole Courle ol:'his 
Ciovernmenr. d'hat he had been negligent in recovering the juft Dues and 
Prolits of the College, and bad fufter’d many I.oaft s to expire, by fecrct'' 
and indirect Practices converting the fame to his own Ufe ; and having ili^:- 
gally gotten the College Seal into his own Cuftody, had, without any fuf- 
heient Authority or Need, engauftd the College in divers Debts, in '^iTuft 
for himfelf. , 

But notwithftanding.*hcfe Complaints, and their loud Demand for Rc- 
drefs. Dr. Roberts wa/ co/tilrawi there as a competent and well-qualified 
Governour. Such w^/fchc fhattcr’d Condition of this College at the 
Time of tlic Reftoration, that it was in no wife able to fupport the moft 
juft and neceftury Charges of it j and was almoft beydnd Hopes' of Reco¬ 
very, and mult have felt very fatal Confequcnccs, had it not rcccivled 
a fcafonablc Relief by the happy Management of Dr. Jenkins^ But the 
Vilitors appointed by his Majefty’s Commiflion, again reftored Dr. Manjell 
to his Principalfliip now the third Time, and from which he had been dc- 
pofed in the Year 1548^ in Favour of the aforefaid Dr. Roberts. Dr. 
Manfclt s Infirmities being great, and the Decays of Age, cfpccially of Sight, 
prclUng hard upon him, he would not he perfwaded to at 5 t longer i^ 
that Station ; and had for tlie fame Reafon juft before tw'ice rcfuled ■ 
the Dignity of a Bifhop. The belt, he thought, he could do for-LxiC 

Society w as, to give W’ay to a more bufy and a6Uvc Succeftor, thapVould 
ftudy the Intercft of the College with the fame Concern as he clone: 
Accordingly having by new Conveyances, fettled thcRemains of nis Effete, 
w liich the Civil AVarhad left him, upon the College, he refigned his PrinCT- 
uallliip, and recommended to them Dr. William 'Bajjet., Fellow of 0 -SioulSy 
a Man of conlldcrable Intercft in his own County of Glamorganjhirci whom 
he thought would have added to the Reputation of the College by his Grb- 
vernment, and to the Revenues of it, in all Probability, by his generous 
Mind and ample Fortune. But T)r. 3 iq 0 ct\ Want of Health not allowing 
Jiim to accept of fo great a Burthen, Dr. Jenkins was looked upon 
next Perfon among them, capable of retrieving the Credit and Difeipline 
of the College, and therefore was, as I before faid, at a free £lc£lion of 
the Fellow s, March r. 1660. unanimoufly chofen in his ftcad. 

In this Capacity T>r.Jcnkins did abundantly Ihtisfie the Hopes conceived 
of him, and rcfolved carefully to apply himfelf to the Difchargfc of his 
Duty.'^ He made it his firft Concern to reftore the Exercifes, Dii]^tations, 

and 
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and Habits, and to reform all Abufcs, and irregular Pradices, which thd 
general liberty and Liccntioufncfs of the late Times had introduced; 
Then he fet about to review and conlldcr the Body of Statutes, to explain 
fuch of them as were not rightly underftood, to lupply and enforce others 
that had been ncglcdcd, or difeontinued ; and accommodated them all to 
the beft Advantage. At the fame Time he review’d the Lcafes and Eftate.? 
of the College, fet alide fcveral illegal Debts contraded by Dr. Robert 
and recovered many of the Revenues ; and fuch of the Beneradlions as had 
been mifapplied, he re-condu6ted to their proper and original Ufes, ac¬ 
cording to the true Intention of their refpettive Founders. 

By thefe prudent Methods, he retrieved the Reputation, and advanced 
the Difeipline of the College. And it was obferved, that even thofe who 
by Nature, or a former loofe Education, were moll refractory, and impa¬ 
tient of Order, in refpeCt to the inferiour OtHcers of the College, paid 
Dr. Jenkins a great and real Deference. For the moft inquilltive of them 
could not find any Thing to objedt againft him that was immoral in any 
degree, or misbecoming the Duty of that Office he was called to over them ; 
but fo exadt in all the Parts and Circumftanccs of his own Conduct, that 
he might be put in Competition with the very beft of his Time and Fun- 
dtion in the Univerfity. There was nothing of Humour, Morofenefs, or Pre¬ 
judice, in the Rules he enjoined them. His Behaviour was juft, equal, and 
indifferent to the whole Society, without refpedt of Perfons or Degrees; 
Unlefs it were of fuch as challenged from him a greater Share in his Eftecm 
b^^heir ftridf Regularity, or diftinguilhed thcmfclves by a fuperiour Me¬ 
rit i whicli he never fail’d to commend and promote by all proper Methods, 
wherever he found it. And as it is a certain Truth, that Men will never 
have any Regard for what any one fays, if they. find him contradict it in 
his own Pradticc; fo he had a ftronger Influence the Manners and Piety 
of the College, by the gentle Methods of Pcfifafioh, by his affedlionatc 
Exhortations in private, and by his ow’n powerfullixample, than any Cen- 
fures or Severities, or the moft ftridt Statutes or Penalties could have. 
Many*of the foregofng Particulars the Reader will find verified, by a finglc 
Lifter of Dr. Jenkins to the Bilhop of St. Afaph-^ among the following 
Collcdion *, who had, it feems, importuned him for his Intcrcft, in Behalf 
of a Nephew, at an enfuing Election of the College. Where he had 
the Importunity of a worthy Prelate, his intimate Friend, and w'ho, 
he hoped, w'ould one time or other prove a confiderable Benefactor to 
the College, to encounter with; and yet had the Courage and Honefty to 
pqflft the Temptation; which a Man of ordinary Refolution or Integrity 
could fcarce do. 

-These and many other Things he performed in Behalf of the College, 
while fie was among them; and much more he has fince by his Will pro- 
videj^'f^“,*^s ftiall be hereafter related. He continued the Governour and 
Ornal&ent of that Society till the Year 1673, when he was called away by 
hi^mbafly at Cohgn. And the College received this additional Honour 
from him, that for fomc Time, during the Sicknefs at Lmdon, it became 
the Seat of Judicature for the High Court of Admiralty. 

Or. Jenkins's next Preferment was given him by his Friend Sir W- WhiU 
more^ who had been fo well acquainted with his Learning and Abilities 
during ^liis Retirement at Appley, and in that particular Sort of Bufinefs, 
began now openly to profefs ; I mean, the Civil and Canon Law: 
It wai the Commiflarylhip of the peculiar and exempt JurifdiClion of the 
Deanary of ^ridgenonb in Sbropmre. And as he was wont to obferve, 
that thofe in any Profefllon fuccecd beft, who neither defer their Refolution 
too long, nor begin their Pra^ice too foon j fo Dr. Jenkins having laid a 
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firm and folid Foundation before he openly declared his Profeflion, Bufi- 
nefs and Preferment came faff upon him. 

After this, he was made Rcgifter of the Confiftory Court belonging to 
the Collegiate Church of St.^etcrJfeftfniiificr'i and foon afterwas appoint¬ 
ed by his Friend Dr. Sheldon, (who was juft before tranllatcd to the 
Archiepifcopal See of Canterbm'}^ his Commiflary and Official for that his 
peculiar Diocefe i and, if I miftake not, he was alfo made his Vicar or Offi¬ 
cial General, as fomc Letters ’’ to him from that Archbifliop leem to inti¬ 
mate j However, certain it is, he was about this I'imc made his Diocefan 
Commiflary, as appears (among other Pieces in this Collection) by a learned 
Defence drawn up by him in Behalf of the faid JurifdiCtion to prove it 
had of common Right the Probate of Wills, and the granting of Admini- 
flrations, in Cafes of 2 iona Motahilia within that particular Diocefe, ex- 
clufive of the Provincial Commiifary. 

As Dr. Jenkins gained every Day more and more on the Eftccm of his 
own private and particular College, he did the fame in the lifteem of the 
Univerfity in general, where his Abilities in that Profeffion began to dif- 
play thcmfelvcs. Here he was appointed AflclTor of the Chancellor’s 
Court } the Proceedings of which are chiefly according to the Practice of 
the Civil I.aw, and the Statutes and Ufages of the Univcrllt^. And I,be¬ 
lieve that learned Body never had lefs Rcafon to repent of their Choice i 
for he was their Friend in the ftriCteft Senfe, lived in a conftant Correfpon- 
dence with tltcm to his lafl Moments, and W'as upon all Occafions a vig:.- 
rous and zealous Defender of their Rights, and performed many emi¬ 
nent and ufeful Services for them. As few underftood the JurifdiCtion with 
which he was intrufled mpre perfectly than himfelf, or the true Meaning 
and juft Extent of thei^ Privileges ; few have had fuch frequent Oppor¬ 
tunities to fland up^ tlj,^i)efencc of them, as Dr. Jenkins at that TOmc 
had, when almoft;every dneof their ancient legal Privileges was called in 
Qpeflaon; as the ipieadcr may find by fcvcral Letters In the following Col¬ 
lodion, between hktt and Dr.Yet, confidcring all Thing?, the 
UnivcHity did derive this one advantageous Confcqucncc from thole Dif* 
putes, that their Charters and Privileges were at that Time thoroughly 
inlpcCtcd, and more accurately confider’d by thofc able Men, than had been 
done for feverai Years before, and which the late difordcrly Times had 
almoft deflroyed. 

In the fame Year 1S62, he was by Dr.&wwV made his Deputy Profcflbr 
of the Civil Law, which, by reafon of his great Age and Infirmities, and 
his Attendance on the Court of Arches, (or which he w'as alfo Dean) he 
was unable to officiate iti his own Porfon. How well qualified Dr. Jenkins 
was for the Function of a publick Pfofeflbr, fomc of the follow ingLcttcrs 
will fl^cw and whafSatisfoCtion Dr. received from him, upo^llOpcafi- 

on^, ia thc Difchargc of that Deputation. The Ledures which hcf^ead;-tv ure 
upon that large Title in the Civil Law dajudiciis ^^Hcjfu Judicttt.'h* 
Wherefo he treated of the levoral JurildiCtions of this Kingdom, that received 
or allowed any Part of the Civil Law in their Judtci«d Proceedings; what 
Cauies and were properly Tryable in each, the Forms of Proce-ed" 

ing in civil as well as> crifncnal Cafes,, and- occaTionafly Ihcw'd the Agree¬ 
ment of tihc.Chril.Und Common Law of Mi^andi and laftly, lip therein 
debated and expJiauicd the. pecaliar Cdnfiitution, and Manner of Proceed¬ 
ing in the COttvtsi held before the Chancellor or Vicc^hancellor of the 


Univerfity. And indeed as long' as he continued among them, be feems to 
have boon! a Sorts Oracle in all Queftioits and Matters- of Law^ as will 
appear by (everal> luOrRevs j in; one o£ which U to be found the Method of 
trying a Scholar for Felony before the Steward; which PnvilegeLAafmuclt 
as itte’as not of late Tears aeegpcifed, majrtrot be fo coffinromy-fcnowtrv 
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lit was alfo of fingular Ufc to the Univerfity, in maintaining their Fo¬ 
reign Correfpondcnces, by his Skill in tJie trench^ and other Languages j 
and his own generous and hofpitabJe 'J’emper, w'hich drew many Foreign 
Ferfons of Note to vilit him. And when he was called aw ay by his higher 
and more weighty Imployments, Hill the Interell of the Univerlity, and 
their jult and legal Privileges^ had a great Share in his Concern. He never 
omitted any Opportunity to do tliem Service in the Courfe of liis Oliice, and 
he was as conllantly applied to by them on all fuch Occalions, even to his 
laft Moments. 

• During his Rclidencc there, he was alfo very inArumcntal to his Friend 
and Patron Archbifliop Sbeldon, in the Settlement of his Theatre and 
Printing-Houfe. He not only framed the Draught of that Grant with his 
ow'n Hand, which 1 have fecn with Axchh'xVao^ShcldoJi ^ Strictures on it, hut 
alfo the Statute de cefperiis & comitiis d H. Virginis Mcirix tcmplo irmf~ 
ferendis ad '^theatriim^ &c. that the Houfc of G o u might be kept free for 
its own proper and pious Ufes. And after that magnificent Delign was 
finillicd, he was, 1 tliink, appointed one of the Curators of it. How ufeful 
Dr. yenkins was to that Reverend Prelate upon many other Occaiions, relat¬ 
ing both to Church and State, I need not particularly mention; becaufe hav¬ 
ing juft now faid, that he was his Diocefan, and foon after his Provincial 
Gommiflary, through whofe Hands of Courfe pafs’d all his J urifdiCtion, it 
muft be in a great meafure fuppofed: And if we confidcr the known Inti¬ 
macy and Fricndftiip of fo long a date between them, 1 tliink he may, not 
"3>nly in the Language of Law, but alfo be properly ftyled Ociilns Jipifeopi 
[the Lye of that Reverend Prelate]; and as a further I'eftimony of the 
Eftecm which this Prelate bore to Dr. yenkins^ he afterwards left him 
Truftcc and Overfccrof his laft Will. 


, It is hard in many Cafes to alTign the true i' eafon of the Advancement 
cf private Perfons, or to difeover the proper CH>^ncxion between fuch diftant 
jneidents. Tho’ the firft Stone in the framing of Dr. yenkins future For- 
*tune, might be faid to be laid in the College, yet that was too inconfidc- 
rablc to promife any great SuperftruClure; and tho’ fomething may be aferi- 
Iled to a Man’s own Worth, and happy Management, yet tire firft Advan- 

* tages, or lucky Accidents, arc beyond the Compafs of our own Power; 

, and no Man can ftate the Acquilition or Prefervation of what he has, 

upon any certain Rules. Let him projeCt as accurately, and purfuc as dili¬ 
gently, as it is pofftblc for human Induftry to do; or, to fpeak in the Lan¬ 
guage of Scripture, let a Man toil all Night, and groan under the Hiirtbcn 
and Heat <f the yet he cannot promife hirafclf certain Succefs ; cfpe- 

* cially in the Courle of a Profclfion, which Dr. yenkins often lamented, 
.. »tvas fo little favoured in "England, where all other Arts and Sciences met 

witk^a fuitable Encouragement. 

this narrow Profpcift therefore we could not entertain any great 
■'■■fy^pcs, or expcdl to hear of any confiderable Incidents in the Relation of 
■^\s Life. To what then can we impute the Rife and Advancement of Dr. 
yenkins ? He had himfclf too great and generous an Idea of G on, to aferibe 
any Thing to his own Strength, or to the Acquifitions of his own Prudence; 
ftnd perhaps never was the Pratticc of Vertue and Religion more eminently 
cohfpicuous in any one, than in him, throughout the whole Courfe of his 
Lif<>i and I lliould not be thought to ftrain ray Panegyrick too high, if it 
-: , i^ re proper to entertain the Reader with all I could fay to this Purpofe. 
^As far then as we can judge of fecundary Cauies, Dr. yenkins's Rife 
was owing to the firm and happy Friendlhip contracted with that Reverend 
Prelate beforeraentioned, during the DiftraCtions of the Nation: Of which 
h« always fpoke in the higheft Terms and Accents of RefpcCl. A Friend- 
ihip/^'hich continued on both Sides as true and unalterable, as humane 
: perhaps is capable of, till Death put a Period to it j but ifiH has 

b a y an 
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iin AnmVerlliry Coraflnemoration in the College^ hy the Dir^^ion of his 
Will. That being the 6ttly !Return (as he fays therein) for the many 
valuable Ads of -Priendlhip he had received his Grace j and bccanfe he 
had all his I.rfc-tkrtc Kbught to give fome Evidence of his Gtatitude, but 
never had any Opportunity. 

T H o’ the Valhe of the Etnployments which he had now attained to was 
not very 'confidcrable, yet they werefo many Means to encreafe his Repu¬ 
tation, and to render Dr. Jenkins ftill-more confjpicuous to the “World. His 
own happy Management and Addrefs, not only added a Luftre to every one 
of thefe Fundions, but alfo (how’d that he was ftill deferving of much higher 
fend more exalted Stations than thofe which be poflefl’ed. 

The fjnivcrlity now began to grow tbo h^tow a Field for fuch an adivc 
Mind, and too (canty an Employment fbr thofe high and enCreahng Abili¬ 
ties which exerted themfclves in him. 'He was therefore encouraged by his 
Friend the Archbiihop, to remove in-GrdUr to apply himfclf to 

the publick Pradice of the Civil I.aw, and was admitted about the latter 
tend of the Year 1663, into the Society of j-Omww;j ■, and in Order 
to his Pradice in the Court of Arches, had the following Recommenda¬ 
tion from the principal-Dodors of that Society.

Fo'r tho’ his’tiracc had^d a long and perfonfel Knowledge of Dr. Jln^ 
■il/i»x’s'QpaliEcati6ns,-as I before faid; Vet the Society were willing to giv* 
thawr cbneurrent Iwiinony of them, or elfc the Forms of Admifllon re¬ 
quired fomethihg of‘that Kind. * 

Here he was ihimediately made a Deputy or Alfiftant to Dr. Sweity Dean 
dFthe*Cburt 6f Arches, as he bad been to him before in the Olfice of Pro- 
fellbr. And the ^rpL*jyutCb War breaking out, his Majefty ereded a new 
Kind t>f GommMion, cbhiifting of the iLords of the Privy’Council, for hear¬ 
ing and ^t<?fmining 6f fell Matters and QiOllibns that might happen to 
arife concerhlbg'Ptitcs-ahHCaptuifes. Upon Whieh Dr. by Order 

of the (aid Xords^omfej^BtOners, 'bearing date 'J%&. 6 . appoiiltedy 

together with lbniei 5 th€r the moft eminent Civilians, to teWeW'the maritime

the Antiquity, extent, and Jurifdidion of thofc Courts *. 

As others acquit themfelves well, if they can perform the orclinary Bu¬ 
llnefs of their ProiEellion, Dr. fenkins not only did fo, but alfo foon after 
his Appearance in any Court, was called up to (it in the very Scat of Judi¬ 
cature ; and tho’ he entered upon this Employment in a difficult Time, 
amidfl an infinite Variety of Bufinefs, yet he found but little Difadvantage 
in fuccoeding a Perfoh of fuch Ability and Experience as Dr. Emoh his Pre- 
decc 0 bf was. And as he had before difeharged the Duty and Office of a 
Judge over thofc inferiour Courts, fo when his Authority was extended over 
larger Jurifdidtions, he IHll purfued the fame laborious Methods, and made 
it quickly appear that he deferved to prefide there. 

During the Continuance of this War, Dr. Jenkins w as obliged to a con- 
ftant Attendance in this Court, which fat twice every Week, or oftner, as 
Occafion required, in Vacation as well as in Term Time, for the Difpatch 
of Ships ana Goods brought up as Prizes j and the Encrcafc of Bufinefs was 
fo great, that I find by a Report of his to the Lords Commiifioncrs of Prizes, 
in lels than two Years Time, he had given 43d final Sentences, according to 
the ftrid Rules of Proceedings, and the ordinary Courfc of the Court. Bciides 
which, the Lords Commiffioners had from Time to I'imc a previous Ac¬ 
count in Writing, by Way of RepOTt, in moft Cafes. Sometimes upon his 
Majefty’s particular and occafiional Diredtions, at other times on the Repre- 
f?»>tation of foreign Minifters ,• that where there appeared but a flight Caufc 
of Sufpicion, the Ships might be bailed or difeharged, in Order to purfuc 
their Voya^s without further Lois of Time j or w'here the Circumftances 
of the Cam requited it, that thev Ihould undergo a Icvcrer Examination, 
*an^ be left to the ordinary Courllc and Methods of Law. 

In giving an Account of his Behaviour in this high Employment, I might 
dp it in few Words, by faying, that Dr. Jenkins was in all Refpedfls, and 
in the fcveral Parts ^ his Office, an able, conlciontious, and impartial 
Judge: But to be*more particular, he had mofl, if not all, theQjialities 
and Ornaments that are delirablc in thofc who fit in the Seats of Jultice^ No 
Man could acquit himlclf better, and but fewr fo well. If he received any 
.Credit from his Station, his Station received as much from him, and as it 
were, only refle^d back again the I.uftre it received from him, in that it 
was filled by one of his Capacity and Integrity ; and confidcring the many 
Years Dr. Jenkins fat in that Court, he advanced the Honour and Repu¬ 
tation of it to a very high Degree, by the Impartiality nf his Juflite, by his 
* Bxadtnefs and Difpatch. 

’His learned Decifions rendred bis Name famous in moft Parts oiEurepi^ 
(theroL*J)eing at this Time almoft a general War, and feme of all Nations 
freqwently Suitors to this Court) and his Anfwcrs or Reports of all Mattera 
fef^’d to him, whether from the Lords Commiffioners of Prizes, Privy 
Council, or other great Officers of the Kingdom, were fo folid and judicious, 
as to give uiiiverialSatisfa&ion, and often gain’d the Applaufc of thofe Who 
diftented from him; becaule they ihpw’d not only the Soundncls of hfr 
Judgment in the particular Matters of his Profeffion, but a great Compafs 
of Knowledge in the general AflWs ftnd in the ancieht, as well 

modem iPradtice of other,Nations. Upon any Queftions or Dilputes arifing 
Sea between his Majefty’s Subje^ and thofe of other Princes, they 
ofti^ had Rfcourie to Dr. Jenkins^, Bvep thole who prided in the Seats 
of foreign Judicatures, in lotne Cades applied to him, to know how the 
like Point had l^n ruled in the Adiniralty here, and his Sentences Were 
often ^eoapiififld and obtained as Prefidents there, and he had fo much 
ti[)iniari^y accompanying his Knowledge, that he never failed doing any one 
tlwt ftaight Jdm nil the good Offices in his Power. t t( 
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When he was called abroad by thofc foreign Employments in which he 
afterwards had the Honour to ferve the Crown, tho’ his Scats of Judicature 
were filled by v’ery able Reprefentatives, yet a great Part of the Bulinefs 
followed him, and he was as much importuned and bufied by References 
from hence j and often by hisMajefty’s and his Royal Highnefs’s fpccial Di¬ 
rections. Such a great Confidence they were plcafcd to hat e in his Deter¬ 
minations. As upon the Death of the Duke of Kicbmond"'^^ his Highnefs was 
plcafcd to confult him about his Title to the Seigneury of Anhigiiy, So up¬ 
on an Application made to his Royal Higlincfs for the Reverfion of the 
Regifter’s Office of the Court of Admiralty his Highnefs would do notlii'ng 
in it, till he received his Opinion of it from Nhnegnen^ wliich his Highnefs 
thought was with that Jufticc and Impartiality, that he not only refufed 
to pafs the intended Grant, but afterwards conferr’d it unask’d, and beyond 
all Expectation, on the Perfon barely intimated by him, to liavc aCted well 
in it as a Deputy, 

So upon the Electoral Prince T^alntines Settlement, and many other Ca¬ 
fes of the greateft Importance*, as will appear in the following Collection, 
which I need not here particularly refer to. For Dr. “Jenkins was like the 
celebrated Jtiris-confnlti among the Romans, (out of whofe Rcfolutions 
the Body of the Roman I.aw was compofed) not only in his great Know¬ 
ledge of the I^aw, but alfo, like them, freely and without Reward, gave 
his Opinion in all Cafes put by tlie State*'. 

So when a Controverfy has arifen between his Majefty and his RoyaP 
Brother, or between his Majefty and his SubjeCfs, before the Commiifioiiers 
of Prizes, (as many fuch there were during the Courfe of tins War, and in 
Matters of confiderable Value) they were ufually referr’d to Dr. “Jcnhns\ 
as a moft indifferent Perfon, that was not to be byafled by any Confidcra- 
tion, who they were perfwaded would do exaCf Right between them, and 
give his Judgment according to T.aw. And in fome Cafes w'herc he Was 
actually concerned, and had interfer’d as Judge, it was referr’d to him, 
report whether his own Sentence ought to be review’d j and how honeltly, 
he acquitted himlclf even in fuch Cafes, the Reader mdy fee by fevctal In- 
flanccs in this Collection ^ ' . 

He had fo much Integrity as to withftand the Importunity of the greatefl: 
Men, and to whom he often ow'cd the greatefl Obligations ; and could not 
bo prevailed on to ftrctch a Law in Complaifancc to any one, or to give 
the Icaft Regard to private AddrefTes and Recommendations in Matters of 
Jufticc. There is a remarkable Inftance of this in his I^Cttcr to Sir Jofepb 
Williamfo7i Clerk of the Council where the Reader will find, that nothing, 
could induce him to give his Judgment in that Cafe, contrary to his own, 
Sentiments, or to make bold with his Confciencc for Reafons of State ,• -but 
defired rather to refign his Charge at his Majefty’s Feet, if his Opiuton was 
not confident w'ith his intended Service. 

As he was of a tender and compafllonatc Nature, nothing gave liim*h^orc 
Uncafinels than that Part of his Office which he had in the trying of Crimi¬ 
nals, upon Commiffions of Oyer and Terminer for the Admiralty, which 
fat very frequently in tho Time of the two Wars. Of which Com¬ 

miffions, the Judge of the Admiralty is conftantly one, and the Perfon more 
immediately or ufually concerned in giving the Charge, in fumming up the 
Evidence, and' in pronouncing Sentence, in which he behaved himfclf with 
that tender Regard to the Prifoncr, which became both the Gravity.Atnl 
Jufticc of a Judge, and the Pity that was due to one of his Fellow Crea¬ 
tures, whofe Idfe, Fortune, or Liberty lay at Stake; that even the Criminal 
had a Reverence for him, who with fo much Jufticc, Gate, and Humanity 
pronounced Sentence againft him. His Applications to the Prifoncr 

. Were

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(vere not only free fromthofc bitter SarcafmSj unrcafonable Aggravations, or 
padlonate Reproaches, fo common inthofe Days j but were compofed, grave; 
decent, and with a real Reluctance, fetting forth the Nature and Circum- 
ftanccs of the Offence; and in Cafes where there was Room for Mercy to 
^ interpofe, he never went to all the Extremity that the Law or Prelidcnts 
might authorize, and never failed to recommend to the Offenders, the moft 
proper and effectual Method to make Amends, by their future Conduct, for 
the Crimes of which they flood convicted. 

He was fo tender and pitiful, that he often generoufly remitted his juft 
and moft legal Fees, and was pleafed when he had a decent Opportunity 
to exercife that Piece of Charity. He gave Encouragement to the meaneft 
Suitors to apply to him in that Refpect ; nay, he often became a Suitor, 
where the unalterable Rules of Juftice would admit of it, and made it las 
own Requeft to Sir I'Bomas Allen *, and other Admirals, to fend the pot.r 
Relations of their deceafed Seamen, that happen to be concerned in prov¬ 
ing of Wills, or taking of Adminiftrations, ftrait and immediately to him, 
that he would fee Juftice done them, and that they fhould have the full 
Benefit of the new ACt; or to fend him thofe that had Reafon to complain 
of unjuft Demands, or unncceffary Delays in any of the Officers of lus 
Court, and he would fee them righted to the utmoft. For belides the 
ftrict Regard he had to Juftice and the Laws, he always cxprcfled an un¬ 
feigned Tendernefs for a poor Seaman j there being no Sort of People, fays 
I;.*', that gain a miferable fmall Livelihood, with more of Hardlliip and 
Danger, than they do ; and none that venture their Lives more freely for 
the Honour and Security of the Crown. 

As he was compalftonatc in his own Perfon, and in RefpeCt to Ins own 
JDucs, he was the fame in Refped: to thofe of his under-Officers, whom he 
not* only narrowly and conftantly watched, that they were not exacting in 
tbeif Fees, but alfo would often work in them the fame compafllonatc 
'temper, and difpofc them to abate, or part with fome of their Profits, to 
fuch poor charitably ObjeCls, tho’ they were fufficiently w^arranted by Law 
and Ulage. 

* A N D whoever confiders the Nature of this Court, muft allow' Dr. Jen¬ 
kins^ or at leaft a Perfon of his Difpolition, to have been proper for it; for 
’tis a Court whore the Suitors are generally very miferable People, ihip- 
wrackt or undone Perfons poor Prifoners in Goal, fome for Debt, others 
for Crimes, where the Judge and Regifter are forced not only to forgive 
their Dues, but to be at the Charge of keeping thofe that arc to anfwcr 
• Juftice, from ftarving in the mean time. And ’tis a Court where Fo- 
•reigners almoft of all Nations arc Suitors j and fuch a Truft ought to be 
commktcd to one that will take effectual Care, that nothing of male- 
Ad mi^ifftration, either through Ignorance or Corruption, be charged upon 
hijrL* FdlK fome Mifearriages in this Court have at laft come to publick 
Shiirpnels and Rofentments between ours and our Neighbouring Nations. 

But altho’ thefc Selftons of the Admiralty were very frequent and 
chargeable to him, as Judge, yet he took more than ordinary Pains and 
Ctfre-inthem. Hd was conftantly prefent at them himfelf while in £«- 
gland^ and by his learned and inftruCtive Charges, let the Suitors and Jurors 
IbidW.the fullRxtent and Nature of thofe Commilftons i and as he had 
jQppoftunity^ alluded to the Laws and Practice of other Nations, in order 
towlrice the Juftice of thole Proceedings, from the general and uniform 
Practise. For he always thought thefe criminal Seflions, if he rightly 
underftood them*, Were of great Concern and Support to the old B,nglijh 
t)ifclplt«e at Sea, and to the Good of Navigation and Commerce. 

In the Year iddy, after three Years Service in this Imployment, I find 
ths ftriiWing Maihorial prelentod by him to his Majdfty, fetting

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THAT his conftiint Attendance in the Admiralty had been fo chargeable^ 
that the Salary of ^ool. per Ann. allowed him by his Majcfty, was not a 
competent Subfiftence, or equal to the Expenees unavoidably incident to 
that Service, and to the many Difficulties of the Times. 

That bclides his daily Attendance on that Judicature, the Right Ho¬ 
nourable his Majcfty’s Commillioncrs of Prizes were plcafed to command 
him, to give their J.oi-dfliips, from time to time, an Account, by way of Re¬ 
port in Writing, of the Ships and Charges recommended to them by his 
Majefty, or cHe reprefented by Foreign Minifters, as belonging to the Sul> 
jedts or fomc of his Majefty’s Allies. And he humbly hoped their Lord- 
fhips, before whom moft of his Proceedings have pals’d by way of Review 
or Appeal, will make known unto his Majefty, what they may have ob- 
ferv’d of his Pains and Diligencej (which were altogether gratis to the 
Claimers and Perfons concerned) as alfo of his Care and Faithfulnefs to 
his Majcfty, in the Difcharge and Execution of his faid Truft. 

1 ' H A T during that his Service, he W’as not capable of any Pradice or 
Advantages in his ProfclTion, nor of any the leaft Share in the Fees or Per- 
quifitcs of the Court, thofe being entirely referved to his Collegue Dr. 
Rxton^ in Regard of his Age and Infirmities. Bclides which, his Salary 
c’ro long was of Courfc to determine ; for that the Funds upon which it 
ftood chargeable, would in a fliort Time be exhaufted, and at an End by 
the Peace : W ncr. as the faid Court would ftill require a great Attendanro 
for the Difpatch of thofe Controverfics which remained unfinilh’d. 

That if his Majefty would be gracioufly pleafed, out of his Royal 
Bounty, to order 200/. per Ann. to be paid him out of the Prizes, as au 
additional Salary to what he had already received for the three Years laft 
paft, that Addition would bear fome Proportion with thofe Salaries 4 ndl 
Encouragements, which now and in former Times have been met with by 
others in this Service. 

And fuch was his Majefty’s Approbation of him, that he immediately 
fign’d the following Warrant:

W E taking into Our gracious Confideration, the acceptable Services 
performed to Us by Dr. Leoline Jenkins^ Judge of Our High Court 
of Admiralty, as well by his great Labour and Pains in the faid Court, as 
upon the frequent References to him from Our Selves, Our Privy-Council, 
and principal Coramilfioncrs of Prizes,- as alfo the little Allowance or Ad¬ 
vantage he hath hithetio had in the faid imployment, the Perquifites of 
tire faid Oifipc being entirely referved to his Collegue HDv.JExton i do think 
fit to compenlatc his faid Services with the additional Allowance p's 200/, 
more than the 300/. which yoU arc already diredted to pay him "by Our 
Warrant, for each Year he hath ferved in the faid Office. ’“-7 

And Our Will and Pleafure is, that you iffuc out, and pay unto the laid 
Dr. Leoline Jenkins, or his Order, at and after the Rate aforefaid, from the 
oiL^ccemher \ 66 /^, to \fi of November 1667, the Sum of 541/. 
13 j. ^d. accordingly, and that you continue the Payment of this additio> 
nal Allowance of 200/. per Ann. by Quarterly Payments, fo long as 
lhall contihuc the Payment of the other Allowance or Salary, purfijant to 
Our faid former Warrant.

I If .a Word, his Majefty was fb well fatisfied in his Ability and ihtegri^ 
for th\^jfcharge of this high and important Office, that when the 
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Toi'k (under vvhofc Letters Patents Dr. yenkins at firft held it) had furren- 
dred his Office of Lord High Admiral, in confequence whereof his Com- 
miifion was at an End, his Majcfty would hear of no body elle to fupply 
it; and, which was more remarkable, no one elfc of the Profeffion would 
make Application for it; and a new Commiffion was made out for him, tho’ 
he was beyond Sea, by the King’s own particular Direftions, as may be fccil 
in his Letterto the Lords of the Admiralty. And whoever reflects on the 
excellent Judgment of that Prince, may be apt to believe that \>x. Jenkins 
deferved his Favour. 


• One would think the Bufinefs of the Court of Admiralty, efpceially at 
this Time, was a Field large enough for any Genius, and futficient to en- 
grofs his whole Study and Application ; yet his Know ledge w?as no lefs emi¬ 
nent in the Canon Law, and the Conftitutions of the Church. So that 
upon the Death of Dr Merrick^ Judge of the Prerogative Court of Canter- 
imjy in the Year i558, the King himfelf was plcafcd to recommend Dr. 
Jenkins to the Arcljbifliop for his Succeffor; faying, that as he had accept¬ 
ed his (the Archbilhop’sJ Recommendation for the Court of Admiralty, 
he expedted that the Archbifbop lliould take his Nomination to the Prero¬ 
gative Court: But the Archbifliop, with his ufual Gallantry, told his Ma¬ 
jcfty, he was forry he had prevented his gracious Intention, yet w ould not 
dofpair of his Pardon, fince he had before conferr’J it upon the very fame 
Perfon his Majcfty had thought moft worthy of it. 

He was now advanced to the two highelt and moft confidcrable Stations 
111 his Profelfion, and with as little Envy from others as any before him; 
and continued many Years a great Ornament to both, his Conduct from 
the firft to the laft Day of his fitting in thofc Courts, being uniform and 
worthy of him. 

* How well Dr. Jenkins acquitted himfelf in this laft Station, to the Sa¬ 
tisfaction of that judicious Prelate, various Inftanccs might be given; as not 
only in the framing of many good Rules and Orders, for the preventing of 
i)elays, and other undue or vexatious Practices in the Ecclefiaftical Courts, 
but alfo by a confthnt and firm Adherence to them, without which the beft 
J^Mcs would have been infignificant. And indeed all thofc excellent Rules 
and Refolutions w'hich he feemed to have laid down to himfelf, in relation 


4:0 his other JurifdiCtions, were as remarkably remembred and applied by 
him to this Court, as Occafion required ; and from which he fcldom or ever 
departed, but in Cafes of greater Equity. 

He made it his conftant Endeavour to prevent all immethodical and fri- 
^ volous Pleadings, all clamorous and indecent Practice, and to check the te- 
*^dious Sallies and Excurfions of theCounfel, but in the moft mild and gentle 
Manner, and always in Terms of exaCt RefpeCt, unlefs where the Matter 
juftly 'deferved a more fevere Remark, as in the following Inftance: Sir 
W- one of the Advocates, having given indecent Language to Dr. 

Mi}les in Court, and to Dr. Jenkins himfelf for reprimanding of him ; by 
filying, among other Things, ‘ That he would fpeak what he pleafed, and 
‘ did not value the Judge, becaule he was afraid, and durft not reftrain the 
‘ Liberty he took.’ Upon which Dr. Jenkins fpokc to the Regifter in AHis 
t^^prafentidCuria^ ‘ That as he never was beholden to Sir W. Walker, fo 
‘ he had no Reafon to be afraid of difpleafing him. That he had never 
* do*iC any Thing to become obnoxious to him, or to any one elfe, nor 
'Mlqpd in need of any ACf of Oblivion or Indemnity, to bring him to the 
' Honour of that Society. He had a Regard, it was true, for the Cha- 
‘ ra^er and Relation he bore to his Royal Highnefs, and Ihould ever be 
‘ cautious how he fhew’d Sir W-Walker, or any other Gentleman, the leaft 
‘ Difrq^eft, while they behaved themlelves as they ought. But he was 
‘ not a!l^id now to enter a Monition among the Afts of Court, whereby 
* ___c_ J ‘ he 
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‘ he required Sir Walker to conform himfelf in his Language and Bcha-' 

‘ viour, to the Refped and which the Conftitutions of the Courts 

‘ and common Civility required, fithpand juris ijy contemptus. This Mo- 
* nition being enter’d, if Sir William takes any more fuch Liberties, or runs 
‘ again into the like Excclfes, I ftiall not cnaure them i but fpeak to his 
‘ Royal Highnefs, that I may by Sufpenfion, or otherwife, vindicate the 
‘ Reverence due to the (.'ourt; and he (hall Ice I will not be afraid to put 
‘ in Execution what I think for the Honour of the Court.* 

This Inltance llicws, that Dr. yenkins did not want Spirit and Refolu- 
tion to exert himfelf on a proper Occafion; tho’ I believe it was the only 
one of that Sort that ever happened to him. For as he was wont to carry 
himfelf equally and indifferently to the whole Society, and with Patience 
hear what the meaneft Perfon had to offer ; fo that Society had a juft and 
honourable Eftccm of his Merits and Abilities, to prefide over them in 
both Courts, and always treated him with a due Regard. 

His Sentences were efteemed fo juft and equitable, that all Parties, 
more than could be expeded, were fatisfied with them ,• and there w'ere 
but few, conlidcring the Number of Caufes, or the Length of Time he fat 
in both Courts, appealed from ,• and of thofe, hardly any reverfed. For 
his Opinion, whether in the Civil, Canon, or Laws of Nations, generally 
paffed as an uncontroulable Authority, being always thoroughly confider’d, 
and judiciouily founded. And when his Decrees have been at any Time 
attacked, I do not mean by Appeal, which is the Right of every one, jn 
every Caufe almoft if he thinks fit, but in a clamorous irregular Manner, 
before the Committee of Grievances, he ufed to acquit himfelf with Ap- 
plaufc; and tho Complainants only obtained the Charaders of contentious 
and vexatious Pcrlbns. Some fuch Inftanccs there arc among the following 
Collodion”, when he was out of Midland, and confequently under the 
greater DifadvantageNay, one would think, utterly incapable to make 
a proper Defence, which was to depend upon a Rccolledion of the Ads t£ 
Court, and upon a Variety of Proofs and Arguments,,urged on the, one 
Side as well as on the other; yet in thefc alfo he fuccecdcd as well as in 
the former. 

1 liavc been the larger in this Part of his Charader, to flicw the general 
good Opinion and Eftccm he had thus early acquired, and that he did not 
ftand in need of any of thofe pitifulExcufes, or pretended Apologies" from 
his Collogue, in the Affairs of his Embaffy j and I doubt not but this Ob- 
fervation wrill be more fully verified, by his Condud in fomc others of the 
fuccccding Incidents. And as his Credit and Reputation was thus cftablilhcd* 
upon a Fund of real and fubftantial Merit, it was not fubjed to the ordi¬ 
nary Rules of Diminution or Alteration. And tho’ he may be faid to have 
lived, as it W'erc, but in one Reign, and under a wife and judicious ^ncc, 
yet it muft be allowed to have been a Reign of great Variety, Attended 
with a great Mixture of Councils, and a ftrahgc Vlciflitude of good and Bad 
Incidents throughout the greateft Part of it: Yet his Majefty’s Favour ihined 
upon him to the Day of his Death Avithout Interruption. 

In Auguji 16693 died the Queen Mother in France^ which gave anotlu=;r 
Occafion to Dr. yenkins to exert his Abilities, upon a Dilpute that was 
likely to arilc about the Succcflion to her real and perfonal Eftate^., His 
Majefty had commanded Dr. yenkins to give his Opinion of the Mhfte r,^ 
which the Reader may find in his own Letter to my Lord Arlington’"; ^* 5 * 
upon the Perufal of it in Council, he was afterwards order’d to prepare a 
Commillion for himfelf to go to France^ together with Mr. Montague^ at 
that Time Ambaffador in France^ the Earl of St. Albans^ and the Lord 
ArundeL Officers of the faid Qpcen’s Houfhold. / 
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The chief Bufinefs of this Commiflion was, to demand and recover the 
Queen Mother’s Effects, to pay the Arrears of her Servants and Officers^ 
according to their Eftabliflimcnt, and to provide for the ncccffary Expcnces 
and Ceremonies of her Interment. 

Dr. Jenkins was fcarce arrived at ^aris^ and the CommifTion opened, 
but a Memorial was given into them of Msmfienr and Madame Royales 
Pretenfions, to which Dr. Jenkins was directed by the reft of the Commif- 
fioners, to draw up an Anivver, both which are inferted among the follow¬ 
ing Collection “ i and tho’ they are Pieces of curious Learning, have never 
yet, ar far as I can inform my felf, appeared in Print, or been fo much as 
taken Notice of in Hiftory. 

The Ground of the Controverfy was thus: Henrietta Maria^ Wife of 
King Charles I. the late Qpcen Mother, was youngeft Daughter of Henry 
IV. King ot Trance, and Sifter to Lewis XIII. and had relidcd at Columbe in 
France ever lince her Departure from Tn^land in July 1644. being cntcrtaii;- 
cd there at the Charge of the Trench King Lewis XIV. her Nephew. Upon 
the Reftoration fhe came to London, and after a fliort Kelidence here, return¬ 
ed again into France, to beftow her Daughter, tiie Lady Henrietta, in Mar¬ 
riage to the Duke of Jnjou •, and I think after that, returned once more into 
Tti^land} but being under an ill State of Health, did not ftay long here, 
and foon after her Return into Trance died. Upon thefe Circumftanccs it 
was pretendt?d, that the faid Qiicen Mother was not only a Nat if, but an 
Inhabitant oi Trance -, confc^uently that whatfoever Eftate ftie was pofl'efs’d 
of there, ought to be Subject to the J^aws and Ufages of that Country : 
And that Madame Royale of Trance, the aforefaid Dutchefs of Anjoii, was 
by thofe Law's, the only Perfon capable of fucceeding: His Majcfty and the 
• Duke of Tork, as well as the Princefs of Orange, her other Children, be¬ 
ing exprefly excluded and difabled by thclDiW d Aabaine, becaufe they were 
not born, nor w'cre Inhabitants within the Allegiance of the Trench King. 
•*But at laft his Majcfty’s Claim prevailed, and the Queen Mother’s Ef¬ 
fects .were difpofed»of according to his Directions. 

•The remaining Bufinefs of that Commiflion, w'as the Interment of tho 
Queen, which as 1 have leen in a Journal of that Commiflion, was after this 
Manner. Nov. 19. A folemn Service was performed at the Nunnery of 
'Chaliot, at which Monfietir and Madame Royale afllfted in Perfon, attended 
with the principal Officers and Domefticks of her late Majcfty, and feveral 
Perfons of Quality, both Tnglijh and French, her I.ord Almoner officiating, 
and M. JjAbbe de Rojfnet pronouncing a funeral Oration. On the ^oth 
•ftillow ing, the Ceremony of Interment was performed at St. Dennis -, and on 
•the %’^th oi the fame Month, another Service was performed at Notre Dame, 
where »thc Archbifliop of Raris officiated, and Father Senault, General of 
the O^torians, delivered another Funeral Oration, fetting forth the emi¬ 
nent-Virtiies and Qualities of the dcceafed Princefs. 

.Jisr the following Collection, there is a curious Letter, written by Dr. 
Jenkins to the Lord Arlinffm^, giving an Account of a Converfation be¬ 
tween him and Father Senault, by Rcafon of fome Reflexions he had thrown 
on* the Memory of King Charles I. in his faid Funeral Oration. For the 
Father, it feems, enquiring into the Caufes which might provoke the Di¬ 
vine l^ovidcnce to affliCt a Prince of his excellent moral Endowments fo 
forcly,* after all his Difquifitions could afllgn no other, than that of his In¬ 
finity j for fo that Father was pleafed to call the brighteft of that Prince’s 
Merits, the Soundnefs of his Religion: Which continued unalterable to 
his laft Moments, tho’ he had for fo many Years carried France in his Bofom, 
and was the firft unhappy Inftance, as he faid, of any Proteftant Subjeds 
taking vp Arms againft a Proteftant King; yet no Confideration coul^ di- 
vorce,*!:^ ftagger his Affedions ftom the Principles of his Religion :/And 
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Dr. Jenkins % Rcfentmcnt upon this Occafion againft the Father was fo 
great, that he would not let him reft, till he had convinced him of his Mi- 
ftakc, and had his Promife to expunge the Paflage whenever his faid Ora¬ 
tion fhouJd appear in Print. 

The Bulineis of this CommifUon being at an End, Dr. Jenkins returned 
Home, and received the Honour of Knighthood from his Majefty, and a 
moft gracious Approbation of his Services. 

Immediately after, Dr. Jenkins^ whom I lhall hereafter call Sir LeoRue 
Jenkins, had a frelh Opportunity to fignalizc his Merits. For the King 
having upon feveral Occalions exprefs’d his Define of a ftriuft Union of the 
two Kingdoms of 'England and Scotland, in Profecution of the Attempt made 
by his Royal Grandmther, moved both his Parliaments, to authorize Com- 
miiEoncrs for a Treaty ; Accordingly in the Seflion of Parliament for the 
Year 1 669. an A<ft palfed for that Purpofo; and foon after a Commiflion 
under the Great-Seal of England: Of which. Sir Leoline received the fol¬ 
lowing Notice from the Lord Keeper. 

S I R, 

I Am commanded to acquaint you. That his Majefty, in Confidcration of 
your great Abilities and Experience, hath nominated you by Commillion 
under the Great-Seal to be one of the Commilfioners of the Realm of Eng¬ 
land, to treat with thofe authorized from Scotland, touching an Union be¬ 
tween both Kingdoms j and that the Commiftioners arc to meet at Wcftinii 0 (r,’ 
on the Day of this Inftant September. I doubt not, but that you will 
be plcafed to give your Attendance accordingly at that Time and Place for 
this Service j which his Majefty looks upon' as of the greateft Importance, 
for the Good and Welfare of both Nations. ,

Upon the meeting of this Coramiifion^ Snx Leolinefjenkms, together 
with the Earl of Anghfey, and Sir William Jones the Attorney General, wei e 
appointed to be the Committee on the Paat of England, that were to pre¬ 
pare and confider leparately, of the fovcral Articles and Matters to be pro- 
pofed in their general Meetings, as the Subject of Debate; but 1 need 
mention no more of this proje^ed Union, but refer the Reader to Sir Leo- 
line's own I.etter upon it to his Royal Highnefr % wherein is contained al- 
moll all that can be feid on the one Side, as well as on the other, upon 
that difficult and intricate Sabjed j tho’ it may be oblerved in general, that 
the many Confisrences and Debates on that Occafion, were not fo very 
infignificant, but the Projeft might then have taken Effedf, and injhiany 
Circumftanccs more honourably in Refpeift to both Kingdoms, but'for 
fomc Niceties of the Scotch CommilTioners in the fmaller Terms of AcCopi- 
modation, * 

In the Year 1671. S've Leoline was chofe Member for Hftb, one of the 
Cinque Ports, in the long Parliament that was to meet at Wefhninfler 
by Prorogation the i 6 tb ox April folk*wing, tho’ I find nothing of him coh- 
fiderable under that Capacity i but as Judge of the Admiralty, he had his 
Hands full. For the Peace that had been concluded with NoHand iit-the 
Year 16^7. wds not like to be of any long Cmitinuance. The firft Appeajs. 
ance of War, was by our intercepting twid falling upon their Smyrna Fleirt:, 
and afterwards by a formal Declaration of War. 

What the true Motives or Occafion of this Rupture was, more properly 
appertains to general Hiftory, but the invading the Right of the. Flag was 
one, tf not the principal Reafon that was publickly given i and iur what 
a flight'ng Manner this ancient Prerogative of the Crown, as well^as^that 
V -.. -of 
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of the Fiihery, were afterwards real^ treated at Cokfft by the lyutcb^ the 
Reader may fee at large by the enluing CoJle(ition of Letters from that 
RmUfly. 

There arethofc, who have juHified the Manner and Ciicumftanccs of 
this Quarrel, Inafmuch as the Right of the Flag (fay they) is the ancient 
' and undoubted Prerogative of the Crown of i^i^land j the Denial of it by 
the *Dutcb Fleet, was in Eflieft the declaring of War againft us ; and there¬ 
fore we needed not to declare it on our Side, That if one Party do refeind 
a Leaguo or Treaty (which is an individual Ait, and the Violation of one 
Article doth annul tlie Obligation of the whole) then is the other ipl'o faiJo 
in a Condition of War, and omitting all Formalities, may immediately 
proceed to carve out his own Satisfaction by an advanced War. 

Th.e3b, and the like Arguments, have been made ufc of by fomc to juflific 
this Encounter ; which by others is reprefented as fo very diflaonourable, 
and'more arbitraisy, than the Law of Nations or common Jufticc did allow. 
How far in Striitneis it might be juflahed, is not my Intention to enquire i 
bjut I thought it necelfary to premife thus much of the Caufes of the W ar, in 
Order to open the Nature and Bulincfs of the enfuing Negotiation of Peace, 
which makes fo great a Part of this Collection, Tho’ it may be fuppofed 
Sir Leolinc yenktnsy from what has been already faid of him, was confultcd 
on ):his important Occalion, as in Fact he was, and gave his Opinion pofi- 
tively againft this Action with an honeft Freedom j He could not be pre¬ 
vailed on, by the Humour and Inclination of the Courtto give a wrong 
Judgment, or to fay, becaufe they would have him, that the feemiug Ne- 
ceflity of State was a competent Apology for fuch an Action. 

And when he found the fatal Blow was given, and a Commifllon directed 
,to him as Judge of the Admiralty by the Duke of to proceed to the 
Adjudication of Prizes taken from the ^Dutch in that Encounter, the Part 
he *aCted was with all the Regret and Tendernefs that could be, as if he 
ccuiidcred only the Offence with an Eye of Severity, but not the Offenders. 

‘ Prating his Royal Highnefs ftill to continue all Humanities to the Per- 

* ^ons of the *T)utch., without putting them to Hardlhips or Ranfomtliat 
*^he would forbid Hoftilities, Confifeation, Irabezzlement, or ill Treatment 
^ of all that fhould demean themfelves refpeCtfully, and not refufe to be 
^ brought up. He defired his Highnefs to confidcr, befidcs the fatal Confe- 
‘ quences fuch a Prefident might one Day or other produce to our felvcs, 

‘ that the moft juft War was the laft Neceility of good Men, and that Mercy 
‘ and F'orbearance were worth a thoufand Victories. And therefore hof’d 

, • his Majefry and bis Royal Highnefs would be pleas’d to put their Ships 

only in depofito, till Juftice were done them, or a more latisfaCiory An- 

* fwer given by the Tbutcb AmbafTador j but if the Detainment of their 
‘ Shi^ would not do, and fuch mild Inltanccs and Applications proved in- 
‘ ef^ftual, then to make War in earneft, in Order to awaken them into a 

* jSenfe of their late Treaties, and to put them in Mind of the Honour and 
‘ RefpeCt due to his Majefty.” 

But the fecond Dtach War begun in earneft, aod in the Month of May 
h^pened the Sea-Fight at Sould 'Bay j wherein, by the publick Account 
given of it, the obtained the ViCfory. Our Allies, tlic French^ \x\ 

the mean l ime were more rapid in their Con^efts by Land, and carried 
allH^ore them, having an Army of the beft Troops that for many Years 
'had been feen together, emnmanded by the 'Preneb King in Perfon, and 
two of the greateft Generals of the Age, the Prince of Conae^, and Marefchal 
^urenne. But the Nation was foon weary of the War, and the Parliament 
agprehenfive of the Power and Intrigues of Prance^ and feveral Encoun¬ 
ters having pafTed at Sea without any decifive Action, both Parties began 
to en^rtain Thoughts of Peace. 
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Upon this a Treaty was propofed at Cohgn^ under the Mediation of 
Siaedcn^ between the Emperor, Spain, and Holland, and fomc Princes of the 
J -inpirc on the one Part, and England and France on the other. And in 
May 1673. Sir Leoline Jenkins was appointed Ambaffador and Plenipoten¬ 
tiary for this 'J reaty, together with the l.ord Sunderland, and Sir Jofepb 
Williantfon. Accordingly Sir Uoline and Sir Jofepb TVilliamfon fet out for 
the Place of Treaty, and arrived there the \ith of June following. The 
J.ord Sunderland never acting in that Comniilfion. 

What their Inftrudlions were for this Negotiation, may be feen at large 
in the following Collection*. 

But the Number and Variety of Pretenfions were grown fo great by fo 
many Powers of Europe, that were by this Time drawn into the War, that 
there was not much Hopes or Appearance of a General Peace. As the Dc- 
figns of fomc were to keep the Body of Confederates united in the Treaty 
as well as in the War : So the Endeavours of others were to break that 
Union here, which they could not in the Field j and to find out fome Ways 
of entring into feparate Meafurcs of Peace. Moll of the Confederates de- 
fired a Peace between England and Holland, but not with France. And 
the States, who were encouraged by a fecret Corrcfpondcncc from hence, 
took this Advantage of his Majefty’s NccelTities, and the Humour of the 
Parliament, to draw' him into a feparate Treaty i and accordingly juft before 
the Selfion, they made formal Overtures of Peace by the Hands of the 
Spanijh Ambaflador. Which his Majefty imparted to both Houfes, and 
were accepted and figned at Wejifnhtftcr, by his Majefty’s Commilfioners, 
and the faid Ambaflador of Spain, on the Part of the States General. 

The Pbint of greatell Difficulty was that of the Flag, which was car¬ 
ried to all the Height it was demanded, or his Majefty could wifh. The 
Matter of Trade in the Indies, &c. being too intricate to bo then fettled, 
when there \\ as fuch an immediate Call for Pea»e, was agreed to be left to 
a fubfequent Treaty j in which Sir Leoline likewife had his Share, being 
appointed by another Commifllon, to treat with the L^uteb Ambafladors 
upon the Reglement of that Trade. 

Thus (fays Sir W- I'emple^) the Claim of the Crown of England, to the 
Acknowledgment of its Dominion in the narrow Seas, was allowed by Treaty 
from the moft powerful of our Neighbours at Sea; which had never yet 
been yielded to, that he remembred, by the weakeft of them, in the whole 
Courfc of our Pretence, and had ferved hitherto, but for an Occafion of 
Qiiarrcl, whenever we or they had a Mind to it upon other Reafons. 

W HI R E A s this Right (with Submilfion to that learned Author) was 
not only inherent in the Crow n of England, paramount to all Treaties, but 
alfo ’tis notorious, that the States had yielded this Point fully to Cromwell, 
and that it had been folcmnly acknowledged by the Treaty of IBreHa, in 
the Year 1667. and which is ftill a greater Argument of the Soveraignty of 
the Seas, had fo lately as the Year 1636, aftually paid 30,000 Pounds* for 
a Idbcrty to fifli on the Coafts that one Year, and were then willing to pay 
a yearly Tribute for the King’s Permilfion to filh for the the Time to come. 

Now as on the one Hand, the Right of the Flag was the ancient Pre¬ 
rogative of the Crown, and no Pumftilio the King had more at Heart, or 
the Nation more univcrfally jealous of at that Time: So on the other 


Hand, there was nothing the Utacb were ever more inflexible to, thah 10 
yield this Point of Honour to us, when they thought themfelves in a fit 
Condition to difpute it, or the Conjuncture of the Times to favour their 
Attempt. For thefe Realbns, no Man perhaps had better confidcred the 
Strength and Fulneis of the Proofs to warrant this Right, than Sir Leoline 
Jenkins. He had often urged ^xx'Lbomas AUen", and the reft of the Ad¬ 
mirals of his Time, to make an Enquiry of the ancient Seamen, what l;hey 
_\_ ki\ew 
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knew or rcnticmber’d about it, that Pofterity might not want all the Lights 
that could be given them in his Time, and that fome Courfc might be 
taken to tranfmit it to after-Ages. 

And I cannot without the greateft Injury to Sir Leoline s Memory, omit 
two notable Palfages that happened to himfelf, wherein he had an Oppor¬ 
tunity to vindicate and afl'ert in his own Perfon this Prerogative of the 
Crown. 

The firft was on the \']ih oi i^74j In his Return from Cologn^ in 
the very Sr///, where he made three Dutch Men of War, with four Dutch 
Ambailadors on Board, ftrike their Sail to his linglc Yacht; Sir yofeph Wil- 
liamftm-y the other Plenipotentiary, being then gone on Shoar, to his great 
Mortification when he heard of it. I mention this the rather, bccaufc there 
is no Account, that I remember, in Print, of this Paifage in Vindication 
of the Flag. And confidering the Behaviour of that Minifter to Sir Leoline 
in fome other Refpedts, there may probably be no Memorial of it in the 
Paper-Office, (of which Sir yofeph was the Keeper) fince Sir Leoline was 
the only Ambalfador on board, and he could not write, but only report the 
Paifage ore tenus : But his own modeft Account of it, is to bo found at 
large among the following Collcdtion “. 

The other was in the Year 1675, in the very fame Place where the for¬ 
mer Encounter had happened ; as may be feen in his firft Letter from the 
Embalfy at PSnteguen ’’: Wherein he forced the fame Refpedt from two 
other Men of War belonging to the States General. So that it is to be 
hoped, this Point upon that Coaft will never admit of any other Difpute. 

F R o M the two foregoing Palfages it does abundantly appear, that Sir 
Leoline yenkins was not of that timorous irrefolute Temper, fo diftruftful 
c/ his own Judgment, or in fuch uliial Agonies upon any unexpcdlcd Inci¬ 
dent^ as he is fometimes reprefented to be by Sir W- Temple ' j but that he 
behaved himlelf with as much Refolution on the one Hand, as tvas nccef- 
fary to alfert the juft Rights of the Crown j and with as much Caution on 
the otljer, as could.bc on fuch an Occafion, not to draw the Nation into 
a frplh Embarrafs, to the Hazard of a Peace fo lately made i and when 
the Dutch were confclfcdly watching all Opportunities to repair thcmfelvcs 
againft him for the Advantage he had gained over them in tliefe two 
Encounters. 

The Peace between England oead Holland being thus concluded, there 
was little more to be expe(ftcd from our Ambalfadors at the Congrefs at 
Cologn^ unlefs it was to alnft in the keeping up the Form of a Treaty, in 
» «pder to give the reft of the Parties in War an Opportunity to make their 
Peaces. But at laft the Alfcmbly quite broke up, upon the Emperor’s 
feizing ,the Perfon of Prince William of Fierjiemhurghy as Agent of the 
Eleftor^of Cologn, and a Partifan of France, after he had appeared nine 
Months under a publick Charafter, upon the Pretence of his being a Sub- 
je<^ of the Empire j and not many Days after, in a like hoftilc manner, 
foizing 4000 Crowns from out of the French Ambalfadors Carriages, with¬ 
in a Diftriift which was agreed and declared by ail Parties, before the Con¬ 
gress, Ihould become neutral. So that there was no Hopes or Appearance 
of Peace on the Side of France, till Satisfadfion was made them in thole 
two ^ints j and the Emperor refolved to hear nothing of them till the 
ConCfulion of a Peace. 

The Manner of this Wtxicds Enlevement, has been theSubjeft of many 
curious Manifefto’s on both Sides, which being already in Print in their re- 
fpedive Languages, lhall have no Place in this Colleftion. But it cannot be 
unacceptable to the Reader, to have a particular Account of that Alfalfi- 
nation from our own Ambalfadors, who were the moft early and generous 
in their Refentments of it i and, as far as I can inform my fclf, is not ouIj- 
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lilh’d with all its Circumftanccs by any EngliJJ) \V ritcr. It is one of the 
grcatcft Inllances of the Violation of the Laws of Nations, and the Surety 
of the Perfons of PublickMinifters, that perhaps can be produced in Hiftory, 
In the Letters from that Embalfy ^ is to be found tlie whole Series of that 
remarkable Incident, and the Pretences given out to juftific and authenti¬ 
cate that A<Stion } and the Character of that Prince, who made fo conlide- 
rablc a Figure in that AlTembly, and whofe Misfortune it was, notwith- 
flanding the repeated Inftances of almoft all the Princes of Europe^ to re¬ 
main a clofc Prifoncr uW May 1675?, when the particular Treaty between 
the Imperialifts and French began- 

Bu T no Temperament or Expedient of the Swedijh Mediators prevailing 
to keep up this Congrefs, and all the other Ambafladors being either gone, 
or juft upon their Departure, Sir Leoliiie and his Collcgue received his Ma- 
jefty’s Orders to return Home ■, and in May following 1674, arrived in Ij>n- 
don. And Sir yofeph Williamfon was foon after made Principal Secretary 
of State, Sir Zjeoline being referved, as the moft proper for his Majelly’s Ser¬ 
vice in the fucceeding Embafly and Mediation for the Ocneral Peace j 
which was in the following Year 1675, and the next Thing in order of 
Time to be fpoken of. The reft in this Commillion were the I.ord 'Berk-' 
ley^ at that Time Ambaftador at Farts ; and Sir W- ‘Temple, Relident at 
the Hague. 

Nimegtien, after fomo Difficulties, was agreed to be the Place of the Con- 
grcL, accordingly Sir JjeoHne fet out, in all the Extremities of a hard Win¬ 
ter, and arrived there the 6 th of January, tliat he might influence and 
difpofe the reft of the Parties, by his Example, to make Haft thither. 

Among the many extraordinary Incidents banded down to us by the 
laft Century, the Congrefs of Nimeguen is not one of the Icaft j whether 
we conlidcr it for the great Number of Ambalfadors and Publick Minifters, 
and other illuftrious Perfons that made up the Aflcmbly; or whether we 
conlidcr the Weight and Importance of that Negotiation, which was no 
Icfs than to reftore Peace and Repofc, by the Means of his Majefty’s Media¬ 
tion, to all the Princes of Cbrijiendom. * 

And tho’ the Negotiations of this Treaty have already been the Subjc<ft 
of fomc able Pens, yet inafmuch as they took up fb great a Part of Sir 
Zjeoline's Time, and make no inconfidcrable Circumftancc in hisCharadtet, 

I cannot wholly pafs it over in this Relation, without rendering of it 
much more impcrfeift than it is. But I fhall not enter into a particular 
Detail of all the Incidents in the Courfe of this Treaty, upon Punctilio’s 
or Ceremonials, which indeed take up too great a Share and Expence of 
Time in every Treaty, and muft ncccflafily be underftood to have made 
a great Part of the Bolincfs of this Place, where fo many illuftrious Per¬ 
fons were met together under a Parity of Power. I fay, I need n^t here 
enter in fuch Matters, which are fo fully contained in the enfuing Colle¬ 
ction of Letters from that Embafly j and tis pofllblc that there may be 
fomc remarkable Paflages in them, not touched on by any former Writer. 
For it muft be agreed. Sir Jjeoline Jenkins was not only the firft of our Am- 
bafladors upon the Place by feveral Months, but was relident there through¬ 
out the whole Courfe of that tedious and laborious Treaty, which cannot 
be faid of any other Perfon in that Commillion. 

As fruiticfs then as the Negotiation at Cologn at firft appeared to fek,,. by 
its untimely Interruption, yet it ferved as a Preliminary Treaty, and gave 
Occafion to this which fucceeded ; wherein the Crown of England made 
one of its greateft Figures ; and his Majefty might, if he had pleafed, have 
been the foie Arbiter and Judge of the Intcreft of Cbriftendotn. For notwith- 
ftanding our feparate Peace with Holland, and that there was noSatigfaftion 
given in Relation to the Seizure of Prince William, yet his Majefty’s Me- 
\ dfiation 
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diation was courted by all Parties ; and the general Opinion vva^, that no 
Prince in 'Europe could be fo iiiftrumental towards a General Peace, as hi'' 
Majeliy, by the great Influence, it was believed, his Intcrporition with the 
. Prince of Ornngi\ and his Credit and Authority w ith tlie Ercncb King, 
muft needs have, 't hat it was in his Power to incline the one to give a 
reafonai)lc Peace, and to difpofe the others to receive it. And this it was 
that gave Idicouragement to the Mediation at Nimegncn. 

But in Truth, tho’ many of tlie Parties w’ere weary of the Oppreffions 
and Miferics incident to War, and cried out earneltly for Peace, yet others 
were willing to try the Lvent of War fbine Time longer ; and feem’d to 
be of Opinion, that it w'as the War alone that mull determine the 'I'erms 
and Conditions of the Peace. France w as not willing to have the whole 
Matter made up by a fpeedy and general Accommodation, but iMther, as 
a Point of Honour, tho’ iingle, (as it was then in a manner like to be) try 
the Fortune of another Campaign, than prefently come to a Peace j which 
would look as if they bad been aw’d into it; and valued themfelves as 
much as ever upon their ufual Vigour, the l-,xperience of their Commanders, 
and the Advantage they had in being under one Head, and confequently 
in having as it were but one Heart. The F)titch and their Confederates, 
on the other Hand, were fo fiufli’d v\ith the Peace between England and 
Holland, and an Expectation that the Parliament would incline the King 
to engage with them in the War, that they talked of nothing but hum¬ 
bling France, and of fitting a Barrier to the fwelling Ambition and dan- 
g rous Greatnefs of that King. And therefore tho’ Sir Leoline and many 
other Amballadors were upon the Spot, yet there were not many real or 
actiyil Paces made towards a Peace on either Side, and his Majelly’s Media- 
tion.was at prefent a Matter of more Form than Ule. 

Xh l SuccciTes of the Campaign this Year [1676], that were expcvfted to 
govern the Motions of the Treaty, were not fo decilive as was expected, 
any more than in tlte preceding Year; that is, they were various as to the 
Grijfs of the War, but in both feem’d to run moft to the Advantage of the 
French, who had at the End of each 'V'ear conflderably enlarged their 
Borders, and were carrying the Frontier of their Dominions into the 
Bow^cls of the I’mpire. 

But the Campaign being ended, moft of the Parties began to turn their 
Thoughts towards Peace, more carneftly than they had hitherto done ; 
and to think it not only their Intereft, but abfolutely neceftary for them. 
Ff'ancc feemed as willing as any to have the War ended, provided they 
could fecurc w hat they had gained by it. The Dutch more than any w ere 
now' w'sary of the War, blaming their Allies for making fuch flow Paces 
in the Treaty, and were rcfolved on a feparate Peace, if their Allies any 
longer*dcla^’d a General one. So that every Thing necelfary towards it 
began to be made in good earneft on all Sides. 

Things liad not long continued in this Condition, before Sir Leoline, 
by his great Vigilance and Intelligence, found out a Negotiation carrying 
..on between the French and Dutch Ambalfadors, feparate from their Allies, 
and without his Privity or Intervention as Mediator ,• w'hich (as he ac- 
quainj^his Collegue, Sir 'U'’. L'emple, at the Haguc^ he fufpefted would foon 
end^ a feparate Peace, if fome Meafures were not found out there, or at 
Home, to prevent it. 

But for want of proper Care, or an early Belief of Sir JjCoHne s Intelli¬ 
gence, together with the Difpofitions of the People of Holland for Peace, 
the Terms between them were foon adjufted ; and then the French Ambaf- 
fadors defired Sir Leoline, as Mediator, to hand them to the reft of the 
Confederates; Which he utterly refufed to do, or to have any thefleaft 
PartiM a Treaty of Peace, fo hard and injurious to the reft of the Parties 
in fo c^rogatory to the Mediatorial Right, which had been generally 
\ ' d «c- 
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accepted, and fo different from what the King his Mailer had propofed to 
obtain. 

And as if France had now no other Regard but for the Interell of Hq^~ 
land, a Ceffation of Arms was foon after agreed and proclaimed betwcerji 
them. The Confederates in the mean time falling into the higheft Terms 
of Reproach againft the States, for abandoning them, after they had en¬ 
ter’d into tlie ar, chiefly for the Prefervation and Defence of Holland ; 
and for impofing fuch arbitrary I'erms of Peace upon them, without their 
Privity and Confent. Notvvithftanding thefe and the like Complaints, the 
7 )titch were little moved, and were juft upon figning of the Peace, 
when an Accident fell out, tvhich had like to have overturned the whole 
Affair. Tor in the Conditions which the F>utch had made, for the French 
to reftore the Towns in Flanders to Spain, there was no particular Time 
exprelled for that Reftitution : And when the French Ambafladors were 
called upon to explain themfelves in that Particular; they owned, that 
their Intention was not to evacuate thefe I'owns, till thofe of Sweden 
were likewife reftored, and the reft of their Allies fatisfied; without which, 
they faid, they could not induce the Princes of the North in their Alliance 
to accept of the Peace. 

Thus the Peace was in Sufpence for the prefent, upon this Refufai of 
the French. The Dutch began to repent of the Haft they had made in 
purfuing of it, and to think of betaking themfelves to different Meafurcs. 
And frelli Application was made to his Majefty, not only to defer the dis¬ 
banding of his Forces, but alfo to engage in the common Alliance. So 
that the King was once more at the Head of Affairs; and a Treaty 
was concluded at the Ha^ue between England and Holland-, by which 
France Ihould be obliged to declare within 14 Days, whether they would 
forthwith evacuate the Spanijh Towns or not ? And in cafe of their Rdjfo- 
fal, Holland was to go on with the War, and England was engaged imme¬ 
diately to declare War againft France, in conjunction with the reft of the 
Confederates. 

After the Conclufion of this Treaty, the French imployed all thei- 
Artificcs to elude it, or at Icaft to protraCt the Time of it j but both Par¬ 
ties wxTc firm and refolute. Till at laft the fatal Day came, which was 
limited by the faid Treaty, for determining whether Peace or War was to 
be the Fortune of Chrijiendom and then the French Ambaffadors declared 
their Confent to evacuate the Towms forthwith, and to fign the Peace. 

The fame Day tiiey acquainted SirZ/. Jenkins and Sir W.F’emple (wh^'. 
arrived at Nifneguen the Night before) with their Agreement upon all 
Points in Difference between them, and that the Treaty fhould be figned 
that Evening, at one of their Houfes, that they might have that Part in it 
which was due to them as Mediators. But inafmuch as his Majefty’s In- 
ftru(ftions were only to mediate a General Peace, they refufed to affift at the 
figning of a particular one, contrary to what had always been his Mai^fty’s 
Intention, and was fo highly injurious and diflatisfaftory to all the Allies. 
Nor would they at all intervene, or bear any Part, either by haying, it 
figned at their Houfes, or by ufing their Names as Mediators in it. lJo\v- 
cver, fuch a quick Difpatch was given to the Draught of that ^resaty, 
that it was figned between 1 1 and 1 2 that Ni^t. The jpreifejrtiiig 
the Certainties of a Peace, tho’ ruinous and deftrudive in the Tenus anjd 
Event of it, before the uppertain Advantages of War, and lather than trw^ 
to the Danger ne:^rt Morning, 

Thus France gained the Peace with Holland-, and the Treaty fp lately 
concluded between Ef^and apd Holland) to die feenodng $atisfaC^oa pf 
both ,Sides,^ became of no' Ufe; and his Majefty was excluded from aiW fair 
Preteftee of entering into the War, after the Expence of raifipg and ^nfP 
p(Mting a great Flanders* alio, notwitjbf9:.andjag 
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fliiirp and violent Proteflations, was ncccflitatcd to accept of the Terms the 
^uteb had negotiated for them. '^J'hc Peace of the Empire was left at 
the Mercy and Difcrction of France ; and the Reftitution of the unfortu¬ 
nate Duke of Jjorain^ which had been fo ftrongly inliltcd on as a prelimi¬ 
nary Article, and had taken up fo great a Share of this 'Treaty, was at 
length abandoned and left out. 

The next Day after the ligning of this Peace, Sir U\ Tcmp/c returned 
to his former Poft at the Hague, Sir Leoline ftill continuing at Nimegticn, 
in the Form and Quality of Mediator, tho’ he declined the Function of it, 
nor would allow himfclf to have had the leaft Part in the making of that 
Peace. Whereas the Dutch imployed thcmfeivcs with great Zeal, and no 
longer as Parties, but rather as Mediators or Umpires: And notwithftand- 
ing all the Difficulties raifed by Spain and the other Confederates, made 
fuch Difpatch of what remained in Conteft between France and Spain, that 
the Treaty was perfected and figned on the 20th of follow'ing. 

* But in all this Sir Ijcoline W'ould have no Part, as in an Affair difap- 
proved by the King his Maffer, and wherein his Mediation, he conceived, 
was unworthily treated,- till at laft he received pofitive and exprefs Orders 
from liis Majclly, to return to his Function; tho’the remaining Part he bore 
in tliat Bufinefs, was but little like that of Mediator ; excepting it was 
in alfiffing at the Negotiation and Conferences, after they were renew’d 
between the Fmpire and France -, which alfo had fuch an ill Appearance, 
that he was neither pleafed with it himfelf, nor believed many others like 
to be fo. 


’’ A great Part of the following Winter was taken up in thefe Conferen¬ 
ces between the Imperial and French Arabalfadors, and were folcJy manag¬ 
ed ‘by Sir L. yenkins, who went from the Appartment of the one, to that 
of tho other, in the Stadthoufe, with the Alterations and Amendments pro- 
jqited by the Parties, which, by means of an excellent fliort Hand, he was 


able exadly to reprefent ,• addrelTing himfell to, and debating with the /w- 
perialijis in Latin* and with the French in their ow'n I.anguagc. After 
fliiany Months thus fpent in this new. and laborious Method of Treaty, which 
frequently engrofs’d the whole Day, and held till Midnight, and was at- 
^'^ended with incredible Fatigue and Application; Sir Leoline gave Notice 
to his Collcgue at the Hague, that he looked upon the Peace to be as good 
as concluded, and therefore dclired him to come and affift at the figning 
of it; not, as Sir W-T'cmple vainly cxprelfcs it % out of any Apprehenfion 
Fear, or Agony that he was under, in being left alone, but becaufe it 
t'Was an JB, W'hich, by the very Words of their Coramiffion, neceffarily re¬ 
quired two of them. Upon this Sir W> T^emple returns to Hmeguen, and 
when 5 t was ready, the French offer’d to yield the Precedency to the Me¬ 
diators in, figning, as they had very frankly done in the whole Courfe of 
this Treaty; but theImperialijis downright refufed it; and the Mediators, 
according to their primitive Orders, refufed to fign without it. So that 
the only Point then gained by the Mediators being order’d to adt in that 
Affair was, as they had very rightly forefeen, the having that pofitively 
” determined againft them, which till then had remained in Sufpcncc. 

And afterwards, upon a fubfequent Treaty between the Imperialijis 
^a^e 9 rench for the evacuating of the Empire of the Forces on both Sides, 
when an Expedient was propofed by M. Colbert, one of the French Am- 
baifadors, that it fhould be figned by each Embaffy at their own Houfes, 
and by the Mediator at the Stadthoufe, Sir IjeoUne refufed to enter into 
any fuch Expedient, beneath the Dignity of his Character; or to intervene 
in any manner at the palTing of this explanatory Aft; lince neither his Col- 
leguc nor himfclf had alhfled at the figning of the main^Trcaty. told 
M. Colbert, he beft knew upoawhat Grounds his Majefty’s PretcnfioiA were 

d 2 founded 
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founded, that it was upon the Moft Chriftiau King’s own Concert, to give 
in all Tilings the Place of Honour to the Mediators at Co/ogn^ and after¬ 
wards upon his (M. Co&iert\) own Inftance, as well as of the reft of the 
Ambalfadors, that he and Ws Collogues had flood upon the firft Vilit, and 
the Place of Honour upon all Occafions before tlie Imperial's. And w hert 
they afterwards font to notify Sir Lcoline that the Treaty was figncd_, to¬ 
gether w'ith a Draught of it, he abfolutely refufed even the Communication 
of it, that they might have no Colour or l^tcnce to report, that ^hc 
had acquiefeed in that lixpedient. 

Soon after this Incident, Sir Leoline received a Letter written by his 
Majefly’s ow’n Hand, wherein he tvas pleafod to exprefs the highefl Marks of 
Lftcem and Approbation of his Conduct, with an Intimation to him to leave 
Nimegticn and go for the HagnCy and at his Departure to exprefs fome 
publick Marks of Difplcafurc. * Which he accordingly did, by going ab¬ 
ruptly out of the Town, in the middle of the Day, in full Parade, without 
acquainting or taking leave of any Ambaflador or publick Minifler upon 
tlic Place. 

U r oN his Removal from Kivnegtien^y Sir Leoline received a frefli Com- 
raillion from his Majcfly, to be Ambaflador Extraordinary at the Hagite, in 
the Room of Sir W. Lempk j and in Purfuance of it, arrived there the i fi 
of March-, But he had not been many Days at this new Station, 

before he was importuned by the Prince of Orange and the States, and in- 
treated by the Not'tbern Princes, to return again to his former Poft, in Order 
to endeavour the Peace of the North. Which, upon the like Application 
to his Majefly, He was pleafed to leave entirely to Sir LeolinCy to ufe bis 
own Dijeretiott^ whether he wottldreturn thkher or noty and witbont any 
other Iii/ln 0 iott than thiSy viz. to aifik as he Jhould judge vntfi confifiignt 
with bis Majefty 5 Honoury and the good cf the General 'Peace. 

Upon this and the repeated Inftances of his Royal Highnefs the Prince 
of Orangey and the States General, Sir LeoHne thought^ it mofl adviieable 
to return to NimegiteUy and reaffume his Mediatorial Funftion j having juft 
before received a new Commifllon, impowering him to ati alone in that 
Capacity, if he ihould think fit to return thither. As foon as he arrived 
there, he took the firft Occafion to acquaint the Affcmbly with the many 
juft Caufes of the Kings Diflatisfadions: Yet that the great Confideration 
which his Majefty had for the Repofe of Luropcy and the feveral Princes 
ftill in War, had prevailed with him, not to determine his Mediation, but 
even to facrificc all his P.efentments to his Zeal for the General Peace. 

And all Matters being adjuftod between the Imperialifts -and Frencby the 
Northern Princes made what Hafle they could to finifti their feparate Pea¬ 
ces with one another, and lb put an End to this famous Negotiation, which 
had fo long amufed the Aflembly at Nimegtteny and Chr^endont was^ left 
for the preient in a General Peace. And nothing confidcrable remaining ki 
Diflfercnce between them. Sir Leoline received his Majefty’s final Orders of 
Revocation in Jtdy following. 

T« u s have 1 bronght Sir LetHine yenhins through the feveral Stages cf 
this great and weighty Poft. A Poft, whwc (as Sir WiUiam Hempk in his 
Letter to the Iiord Troa^rer'* obferves) it haj^ened unfortunately, ^at^ 
thd the wife Paces n mediesy may never he worth taking notic^i^ 

yet he Hes every J^y in fhe Way if mahif^ iU onesy and upon them lies 
as open both to ms MayeMs'^I^ifhoimtr and ms own, as perhaps in my Emh 
ployment of the Werid bepdes. Efpecii d^ly it he true, what Sir W. Lemple 
afterwards affirms in smotiher Place*: "Twr whoever Jhould take the Pains 
to lay together the Paces they had made for fame ’Time pe^ in that weat 
Ajfairf, would conduehy the Secretaries ef Beate never remanbredy one 
Lk^y what bad been done tdbe P^ay beforey or never cared what woidd be 
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done the next j fo as to Icate very qfteny foi~ fnaiiy Months togethery an 
Iimbc 0 of the great eft Import anccy without any liijirufiion at all. And 
thcrcFore the Succeflbs and IH'uc of this Negotiation are not fo much to be 
wondred at, while our Miniftry was fo unftable in their Councils and Con- 
dubl, uncertain in their Ends and Dcfircs, and the Condud of France was 
fo admirable and uniform throughout the whole Courfe of that Atfair. 

1 ihould before have told the Reader, that Mr. Hyde (aftcru ai ds Earl 
of F.ochejier') was alfo joyned in Commiflion with the Mediators in Septem- 
Cer’i6'7’j. but his Stay there was but Ihort, and without entring into the 
Management of any Conferences or Dilpatches. So that by his Modejiy, 
(fays Sir lemple '"^ and my Lord Berkley V jIpc and Infirmities^ the 

Fatigue of that Lmplcyment lay Jiill upon bimjclf and Sir i.coline Jen-* 
kins, who writ alternatively the Difpatcbes from that Lmbaffy to C’jtirty 
and to the other Princes and Minifters : Lord Berkley indeed, after a fli rt 
Stay of about lix Months at Himcgucny returned into England^ and died 
foon after. But how fur each of thefc Mediators, or who in Truth tvas 
moft concerned in the Affairs and Fatigue of this Erabafl), will bcil ap¬ 
pear from the Letters and Difpatches thcmfelves in the follow ing Collcdtion. 


1 'f may be expeded that I Ihould now' draw lomc little Parallel bctw'ecn 
thefc two Collogues j and 1 am in feme Mcafure drawni into it unawares, 
by a Paffage to this Purpofe in Sir W. Temple's own Memoirs". Two more 
diff'orent Men (fays he) were never joined in one Commiflion^ nor agreed 
better in it . Js at Evening Entertainments and Collations, in ^Dancings 
or Tlay, I feldom failed cf making a Tart; fo my Collcguc, Sir Leoline 
. Jenkins, never bad any in them; which gave Occafion for a good Word 
tbht pqffed upon it i That the Mediation was always on Foot, to go on 
with its Buflnefs. For I tfed to go to Ted and rife late, while my Colleguc 
•alas a Ted ly Eight and up at Four. 

Npw there ccr^inly were fomc very great Difparitics in the Tempers 
and Difpofitions of thefc two Perfons ; as 1 do not intend to derogate in 
the Icaft from Sir W» Temples Charadter, fo juftly and defcrvedly cftablilh d, 
fo I hope 1 ihall not be thought to do any Wrong, or to be wanting in Rc- 
■^Ipcd to his Merit, if I endeavour to do fomc Right and Jufticc, where I 
think it has not yet been done. And this will give me Occafion to cotili- 
der ibmc Things Sir W. Temple has faid of Sir Leoline, wdth the fame 
Freedom he himiclf has exprefs’d them; tbo’ I mult confefs all he fays, is 
• after fuoh an agreeable and engaging Manner, that a Man is almult tempted 
*to receive it without Examination or Coutradidion. As to the Paifage 
that Ijhave juft now cited from him, 1 ihall fay no more than this, that it 
often happens that Men bellow real Praife, and in the moft elfedual 
Mann^, when they leaft deftgn it ,* fo with what View foever thefc Cir- 
cumftanccs were infinuated, they could never make Sir Leoline lole his 
Place in the Eftcem of fober and virtuous Men. It muft be agreed to have 
been his ufual Method to retire, as foon as his publick Engagements would 
permit him, in Order to recoiled and digeft the Bufineis of the preceding 
'‘Day i that he fpent little or no Time at Collations or Entertainments, 
whet^e could decently avoid them; that -he departed not from the Strid' 
ndRr'^ his formerCoUegiate Life, and abftained from moft of the innocent 
and .ordinary Ploafures that attend thofe ^aces ,* whereas it .was rhis 
Fortuae to he joined in all .his publiok Commiflions with Men ja£.£a& 
and fPleafttre, fo that the labouring Oar lay chiefly on him. 

TiHeke are -many other Particulars in his Cbswadcr to fliow, that he 
VMs m bredhy ^rsW-Tempk, as he is pleafed elfotvhere in his Memoirs 
vait%, ^ iofinuate*, or at leaft thede that ^knBW them both .muft,t)wji, 
“ “ m&s a very indifferent Seholar, and of a very oppofitc Difpali- 
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tion, for he lived very little after his Maftcr’.s Example. ’Tis true, hft 
wanted that Manner, with which fome Men alfcrt the Merit of their own 
Performances j and it was not his Method to fupprefs the Worth or l^xcel- 
lency of another, in Order to advance his own, but always paid a juft 
Refpett, and a proper Rcg;ard to every one concerned with him. And Avjiat 
he wanted of Sir W. Temple\ Vivacity and Courtlincfs, was amply made up 
to him by a folid Judgment, an indefatigable Induftry, and Application 
to Bufinefs. 

Sir TCcfnple is plcafed elfewherc to obferve of him, and in Subftance 
repeats the Oblervation, as if he believed it to be true '; "^I hat Sir Leolivc 
had ever fo much of his own yndgment^ that aJthd he had the 

greateji ^Uejire that could he to do wcll^ yet utany T’imcs he could not refohe 
how to go about it^ and was as much perplex'd about the little ^unililio's ef 
Vi jit and Ceremony that btijied that Lmbajfy, ah if gycater Jfi'airs had at¬ 
tended it. Bolides (fays he) Sir Leoline lay under the Lajh of Secretary 
Williamfon, who^ upon old Grudges between them at Cologn, nei'er failed 
to lay hold of any Occajion he could, to cenfnre his ConduZi, and expofe it 
at the foreign Committee, wliere his l.etters were read to his Majelty. 

I have from fome former Incidents of his Life fliow’d, that there was 
little or no Reafon for fuch a Reprefentation \ and when this Paflage is 
fully conlidcrcd, there will, I doubt not, be found as little Reafon or Ju- 
IHce in it. Indeed, if Sir W. ffemple by this means a due Deliberation or a 
prudent Precaution and Behaviour in thefe Alatters, in cxpe<iting thofe 
Regards which were juftly Due and Incident to his Character, he is not 
miftaken j or if he means an humble and modeft Way of cxprelfing his Sen¬ 
timents of I'hings, and that great Deference whicli Sir Leoline always paid 
to his Experience and Abilities in thefe Sorts of Employments, he is cer¬ 
tainly in the Right of what he fays. For in Truth Sir Leoline was punftual 
in keeping to his Inftrudions, where he was limited ; wary and cautious; 
where he was left free. He was afraid cf affefting Novelties, or making 
any Experiments where his Orders were pofitive and exprefs ; which lliould 
they in the leaft have failed of Succefs, muft have forfeited his Reputatiort 
and Safety. And every one almolt knows, how firidt an Account is exacted 
even in Matters of Ceremony i which, notwithftanding the Value that 
the World puts upon them, muft be agreed to be trifling and minute, in 
Comparifon of the more weighty and fubftantial Bufinefs of fuch Commif- 
lions. But the Servant is not to difputc the Orders or Inftrudtions of his 
Principal and as Sir Leoline was in himfelf a Man of no Ceremony, but' 
rather a profpfs’d Enemy to fuch vain and trifling Diftindtions, except where 
it might be of Confequence or Prejudice to the King’s Service ; fo he was 
too folid in his Apprehenfion of Things, to retard any real Bufinefs by 
Forms and Pundlilio’s, where he could fafely and confiftently with his 
Inftrudtions depart from them. • 

But what Sir W- ffemple has told us in the very fame Paragraph is, one 
would think, a fuflicient Reafon for him to have ufed more than ordinary 
Caution in the minuteft Circumftanccs, when he was to exped fuch fevocc 
Ufage from one, at that Time a powerful Minifter of State; and with 
whom, in Vertue of his Office, he was obliged conftantly to correfpond. 

Here the Reader may flop and wonder, that lb humble and inoffenfivb-a 
Man as Sir Leoline ever was, both in his Language and Converfation, (hould 
have fo fevere an Enemy, as Sir yofeph Williamfon is there infinuated to have 
been; Without entring into the particular Humour and Temper of that Mi- 
niftcr, the only Realbns that I can alllgn for thcle Grudges are two: The 
one was by Reafon of Ibme Articles in their Bills of Extraordinaries, during 
their'^Embafly at Cohgn, while they lived at a joint Expence, which jbeing 
objed^ed to for its Extravagancy, Sir Leoline cleared himfelf from jiving 
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had any Share in the Diredtion or Appointment of them. The other was, 
for gaining fingly from the Dutch that Point of Honour and KefpeOt to the 
Flag beforementioned, in their Return from Cologn^ which was fo acceptable 
at that Time to the King, witliout Sir Jofepb'^ Intervention. 

But whatever the Condudl and Behaviour of Secretary Williumfon was, 
I cannot find the leaft Sign of Rcfentment on Sir LcoUnc\ Part, which, if 
it had been mutual, might have proved of extream Prejudice to the Pub- 
lick Affairs ; but, on the contrary, the greatefl Generolity and Deference 
to the Merit and Experience of that Minifter, and uncommon Strains ol 
Refpedl through the whole Courfe of his Letters, as well as iipon other 
Occafions of Intercourfe between them. Nay, there are fucli little Foot- 
Heps of Grudges or Refentmcnt on Sir TjCoUvc\ Part, that unlefs Sir W- 
Temple had given fome furtlicr Credit to it, I fliould have wholly pafs’d it 
over. It was either SatisfadUon enough to the Greatnefs of Sir JLeoIines 
Mind, to know thofc Cenfures were undeferved and unprovoked, and that 
they were aimed at him without doing him any Harm ; or that whatever 
Interpretations fliould be put upon liis Adtions, he was relolved to adt as 
he conceived he ought, as the moft ready Way, when rightly underflood, 
to filcnce his Calumny, or at leaft to render it ineffectual. But, on the 
other Hand, a very remarkable inftance may be found, in the jMcmoirs of 
Sir jy. Temple^ where that Minifter has done fuch low Oftices in refpeCt to 
Sir JjcoUnc'^i and my Author 1 am fure cannot be fufpecied of Favour or 
Partiality to Sir jLcoUne i from this finglc Inftance, every one may judge 
how groundlels and unreafonable the reft probably were, or what Tem¬ 


per was ufed on fuch like Occafions. 

, The AmbalTador, fays he, firft appearing in Publick, gave No¬ 

tice'to the Imperialism after which they fent a formal Notification of it 
to Leoline as Mediator, and then to the other Ambafiadors. Sir Leoline 
hcR'ing Orders to pretend the JirJi Rank of RefpeU before the Imperialiftsm 
and having likewife; another Order^ which was^ upon Matters in Ceremony 
doubtful, and not admitting the Delay of new Orders, to confiik with the 
otdoer Jtnbaffddors, and govern himfclf as well as he coidd by Trefidents 
and Lxamples i Accordingly Sir Leoline confultcd them, w hethcr he Ihould 
y''^'ifit the Spaniards, after having given the firft Notice to the Importalijls-^ 
and they concluded, that he fliould firft know of them, whether it was 
done in Form, as to Ambalfadors in general, or upon Account of the near 
Alliance in Blood between thofc Tw'o Houfes of Aufiria. The Spaniards 
. efjiiring him, it was only upon Accotmt qf the Nearnefs of Wood, and not 
hit if any DifrefpeZt to the Mediation, and that the fame bad been done 
before bettieeen ibofe Two Crowns at Munjicr Sir Leoline was fatisfied, 
having It from the in Writing; and thereupon made them his 

Vifit, *and ^received theirs. For this he was fliarply reproved by Secretary 
WUliamfon^ Letter, who had reprefented it to the King as a Difobedicnce 
to a pofttiyc Order, and giving up the Point to the Imperialifts; notwith- 
Jianding '‘.be bad cQffdrmed himfef to his other Order, <f conjultit^ the 
reji ef the Ambfid^s, and proceeded according toTrefident. Whereas 
““if he h^d broken .tyith tho Apetniards uppn this Point, he would have pro- 
fmperialifts to declare their Refolution pf not yielding to the 
upon which the reft , of the^Amh^^ors would have rccallod 
thpjrjCpncpWPn, .and fo have hazarded the Pp0elfipn his Majcfty was in, of 
tbe .foftRc&eft eivpn to his E^ediatjipn.' But Sir being then 

before,. the Cp^^fttqe of Council when ,his Letter ,was read, he had the 
good fortune, no fays, to fajLi^fte his M^jf^y and his Miniftors, and to ob- 
^^n Ordets-fowhis .gracious I> 9 rdQn, to .be . Vent to Sjx Leoline -, for they

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Of the foregoing Cenfure, I confefs I can trace nothing among S'sJ^ro- 
lines Papers, and therefore leave it upon the Credit of Sir //". ^j’empk ; hut 
I have abundant Rcafon to doubt of the/t»r/Vr Tart cf tbai Tara'^mPb. 
For I am verily perAvaded, from thofe high Strains of (.Iratitude and Hu¬ 
mility that run through all his l.cttcrs, that if he had received the lead 
Favour or Indulgence, in that or in any other Particular, lie would not 
have failed in his Acknowledgment of it, but muft ncccilarily have taken 
Notice of it in his Difpatches of that Time, which he has wholly oi]iiH:ed 
to do. It is poilible Sir X.coline might think his own Conduft, founded on 
fo much Reafin", juftihed by fo ftrong a Prclident, and fo conformable to 
his Inftruiitions, that it flood in need of no Anfwer or Apology from him. 
And ’tis plain, that notw'ithflanding the Reproof in the foregoing Inflancc, 
lie did not apprelumd that he had in the Icafl tranfgrcfs’d his Authority, 
hccav.fc he joon after followed the z'cry fame Method in refpef} to one of the Im¬ 
perial Jmhajjadors, and was fully approved of; as w ill appear by the follow¬ 
ing Collcttion of i.etters. But if there was an) Clround or Reality in the 
foregoing Reproof of Secretary IVilliamfon^ it fucceeded as ufual when 
I'hings appear in a true Light, and under a proper Rxainination, w here 
nothing is regarded but plain Fatt: That is, the Accufation redounded 
only to the Author’s Prejudice; and as a broken Bone well fet, is faid to 
become flrongcr, fo it made ^\x 1 jcolincf- Merit receive a greater T.uflrc, from 
his vain h.ndeavours to tarnifli it ; and he was every Day more contii'in’d 
in his Majefly’s lifleem. And the Secretary was certainly very unliappy, 
to pitch on the foregoing Paflage for the Excrcifc of his ungenerous and 
cenforious ’remper. And fo little, it feems, w'as Sir Leoline the worfe for 
tliofe Reproofs and ill-natured Reprefentations^, in the Opinion of his Ma- 
jefl\’, or the Kingdom in general, that Mr. Wood^ in his Athetue Oxon. men¬ 
tions a Report that foon after flrongly obtained, upon the Death of AixB- 
bifliop Sheldon^ tliat Sir Leoline was to fucceed him in that Sec, Icing efieem- 
edy fays he, eminent for his TrofeJJion, for his great Loyalty to his TrineCy 
for his Love and Care of the Church of England, and its Orthodox Clerfy^ 
And how great a Confidenee the King had at that Time in Sir Leoline s 
Judgment, and howmtich the Miniflry relied on his good Conduit, I think 
appears bej ond all Difpute, in that he was fo long trufled alone in that 
Commiffkn^ and was left for many Months together in an Embaffy of tlic 
greatefl Confequcncc, and often at the moft critical Times, without any 
Inftrnfiion at alf but to purfne his own Liferetion. ^ 

And yet a late Writer'■ of thofe Times (among his many other pewj;* 
and ill-groundt'd Conceits) would make us believe, that Sir Lieoline neither 
fpoke nor writ well; in iliort, that he underfiood nothings efpcciilly of 
Foreign Affairs. 1 am loath to call this a wdlful and malicious Mifreprefen- 
tation,whd1%i»yiiaa: is fo much outward Show of Sincerity, fuch a feemiftg Re¬ 
gard to Truth, and fuch an Air of Afl'urance to perfwade his unwary ReacTcrs 
that what he fays is well founded; but the Icatt I can fay is, that tkc Author 
was not really acquainted with Men or Bufinefs,ncar fowcll as he pretends to 
have been. And if I had no Evidence to produce, or if there was nothing in* 
this Collection to difprove fuch an ill-natured general Suggeftion, it would 
he futficient for me on the one Hand to deny, what he has on thoojAer 
affirm’d, without the leaft Ground or Foundation whatfoever. Indee^in 
Embaflics of a fhort Continuance, and deligned chiefly for Show or Com¬ 
pliment, a great Name, and a magnificent Appearance, may do; but when 
Bulinefs is to be traiifadled, a Man of Bufmefs was certainly ncccffairy, a 
mcer Cypher would have been of little Service. 

Th at Author was the more unlucky in this particular Afperfion, be- 
caul^the noble Lord, whom he would make to be the only Perfofc then 
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about the King that underAood Foreign Affairs, was of a quite different 
Opinion from him in relation to Sir J^coline ; and was Secretary a great 
Part of that very Time, and whofc peculiar Province it was to corrcf})ond 
with him. Yet he, as well as others in the MiniAryj was fo well fatisfied 
with his Judgment and Conduft, as to leave Sir I^eoUnc f<j Jong in tliat 
bufy and difficult Station, without any Inftrufrion at all. And tho’ that 
Lord happened afterwards to differ in Opinion from lum, in refped to fomc 
other Matters that came under Debate, yet he alwa} s evprcffed a great 
Rogard to S\xLcolinc\ Judgment in Foreign Affairs, and treated him upon, 
all Occafions with a becoming Deference. 

And when that "^Writer was thus endeavouring to reprefent Jiim, as a 
Perfon tmdcrdandmg nothing at all, he ought furely to liave remembred 
what he had juft before owned, that he was confidcrahly learned. A Con- 
cclfion very great and unufual for that Writer to make to any one. And. 
when he was deferibing him in one Place, as phlegmatic/:^ dull, and ^floze-. 
he ought alfo to have remembred, how foon afterwards he reprefents him 
as an adtive Inftrument, or the chiej' Manager for the Court in ^Parhament, 
and as it were in Oppofition to the whole Houfe of Commons. In anotliei 
Place, as the only Perfon that could manage and inJJncnce the Clergy and 
Citv»(f London. Which are fuch feeming Inconfiftencies, that I muft own 
my felf at a Lofs hotv to reconcile. But upon the whede of Avhat that 
Writer fays, I think every impartial Reader cannot but infer, that Sir 
J^eolinea Credit and Lftecm in general was great, and the Reputation he 
had for Probity very confiderable j whether he gave any juft or real Occa- 
lion to blemiJJj that deputation, (as he there likcwife infinuates) 1 fhall 
afterwards more properly confidcr. 

• for thofe low and ungenerous T'erms beforementioncd, which Sir W. 
‘Temple is plcafod fometimes to make Ufc of in Behalf of his Collogue, 
afterJjc was dead, and confequently unable to anfwer for bimfelf; they 
favoun too ftrongly of Vanity and Self-conceit, to induce an impartial Per¬ 
fon in^the leaft to bfclicve, they are a true and finccre Reprefentation of 
hinf; and, as every one may fee from the follotving Extracts, in a iverK 
different Stile and Language from Sir Williams own Letters at that Time, 
jis well thofe written to Sir Leoline bimfelf, as to others, in which lie 
' was occafionally mentioned by him. 

I need cite but a Paffage or two to this Purpofe, and becaufc the Tcfti- 
mony of them fhall be the more unexceptionable, 1 will rather borrow 
them from the Colledtion lately publiflied from Sir W. Temples own Pa- 
* than from any of thofe which I happen to have in my Pofleftion. 

^ In a I.etter'* from Sir W. Temple to Sir Leoline himfelf, from the Hague, 
are thetfollowing Words : This is all I can fay upon this Subjedt, .^Count 
Kinski's Embarrafs with the French) and IJhoula not have faiddtny Thing 
to yodr Lordjhip, who are fo well able to judge your felf all thefe 
Lfhergencies, but that you are pleafed to engage me to it ly your Letter, 
and I caft«iot make a Difficulty upon what you fo carneftly delirc of me in 
this, or in any other Kind. 

-• And fince 1 have mentioned Count Kinship the Reader may, for his 
further Satisfadtion, compare the Account given of this Affair by tlie Em- 
baf^ at that Time and the after Gloffes of Sir W> Temple ‘ upon it. 

The next Paffage'' is in a Letter from Sir W- Temple to Secretary IVd- 
Uamfon from the Hague, wherein are the following Words: What you in¬ 
tended towards the Tkitch Ambaffadors at Nimeg^en, I believe is already- 
performed ,* for among leveral Queries in Point ot Ceremonies, which Sh 
Leoline Jenkins's great Modejiy fent me laji Week, upon the expedted Ap¬ 
proach *of the French Amh&Sa.dors, one was, whether he fhould takej^o- 
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ticc of that Matter to Upon bis carnejl 7 )efire I ad<oentured 

to pii'c bhn my Opinion in tbem. 

In a Letter to the Lord Treafurer, in the fame Book % fpcaking of Sir 
IcoUnc^ he fays, that be was homtd up by fuch Jirifl Orders in ‘Point of 
]'firms^ that be did not jec bow he could poffthly with tbem perform the 
‘Part of a Mediator. And yet he did, as 1 have before Ihewn, with a 
great deal of Honour and Reputation, both to the Crown and to himfclf. 

T H E R E is another remarkable PufTage in the fame Book in his liCttcr 
to thcliord 'I'rcafurer, Atg. 2. ijJyS. from the Hague-, that gives us toun- 
derftand, tliat Sir W. ‘Temple bimjclf was no Stranger to thefe Lafljes and 
Reproofs of Secretary Williamfon^ but rather much better acquainted with 
them than Sir LcoUnc was; and the Reafon he gives for it in the one Cafe, 
may be as juflly applied to the other ,• and if true, will be the beft Anfwcr 
and Jullificiition that can be made. 

After all the Applaufes, fays Sir William^ that have been given me 
here, upon the Perfection of the lalt 'I'reaty, and among ail the Accounts 
given me this laft Poll from Fjigland, of his Majefty’s and the general Sa- 
tisfoction, I received a i.etter from Secretary Williamfon, finding twenty 
f'aults in it, and allowing nothing in it that was good ; but I conclude 
this mult be perfonal in the Secretary, and I have written to him accord¬ 
ingly, and jultified my felf ,• and if there was a Fault, it mult have been 
m tlie I.ainencfs of his Inllrudtions, which no AmbalTador can aft by, and 
upon which I call Mr. Hyde, yir.Qodotpbin^ and Sir Zi.jfenkins to witnefs j 
and your l>ordfliip too, upon that Angle Period in his lalt Inftruftions, upon 
the Time of our declaring War, which I was much prefs’d about here, and 
was fain to fence off as I could j my Secretary and I were both very long 
buly, not to find out the Senfe, but his owm Meaning of it, and were fain 
to give it ablblutely over; which has happened to me fo often, that ’tis 
nothing new from that Hand. Thefe Ijfhcs and Mortifications are as Ijtfle 
fo tooy having^ very often befallen me from him ; but never onec from my 
Lord JrlingtoUy Secretary Trevory or Secretary Coventrfy in ten Years’’ Ser¬ 
vice under their Correfi)ondencc. 

IF therefore Sir W. Temple had fb great a Share of his I.afhes and Re¬ 
proofs, and lb undcfervedly, as he himfelf was plcafcd to think, it is no 
great Wonder if Sir Leoline lliould fometimes meet with them, from a Per* 
fon fo familiarly and fo unreafonably addifted to Cenfure. 

Comparison, as I faid before, was not my Intention, nor indeed agreeable 
to me, but the foregoing PalTages have lead me into it unawares; and upon 
the whole, I think I may juftly fay,that if the one was great and eminent in 
Point of Abitities, the other doubtlefs was fo too; if the one had Credit 
and Lfteem Abroad as well as at Home, the other had all that w'as poifible 
both to his Charafter and Perfon. If Sir W. Temple acquitted himfelf 
well in thofe high and important Imployments which he w^as engaged in. 
Sir X. yenhins \\ as generally acknowledged to have done the &me in all 
his Stations. As, on the one Hand, he knew how to fupport the^Dignity 
<if his Rank, and to adt the Part alfign’d him with all fuitable Decency i 
fo, on the other, he never made Ufe of his Charafter to ill and unworthy« 
l^rpoles. He had always the beft of Intelligence, was punftual in his Cof- 
rcfpondencc, exaft in purfuing his InftruftionSj wary and judicious im. all 
his Steps, and upon all Occafions endeavoured to advance the Intereft and 
Reputation of his Matter with an indefatigable Zeal. He was never ac¬ 
counted partial to one or other of the Parties whofirfi he had to deal with as 
Mediator, hut was refolved to execute indiftbreritly, and to the utme^ of 
his Ability, what he thought was for the ^onMir of the King, qnd the 
truct^ntereft of the Kingdom, or intmfled to his Core by the Parties con¬ 
cerned. But yet the contrary has been faid of Sir W. Temphy as nlay be 
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fccn in the Lord Arlington % T.cttLrs^; whefe bis Majeliy was pU-afed u 
rccal Sir W. 'Jcmplc in the Year 1671, hccaufe be held fonvd^ h a loro. ]:.x- 
pv rience, that a rougher Hand than Sir \\. 'I'entpli- mvji l>e in/ploy d io / 
him Right of the States, and one not to he ini angled in pclitnk 1 les, to h/.^ 
T)ifadt'antagc. Neither did Sir Ij. Jenkins c\er entertain or encourage any 
private Negotiations feparate from his Colleguesj or purfue otl.er Steps 
than tiiofe of a(ienera] Mediator, and properly uppertaining to his Cha¬ 
racter; ’whether that can he Jb properly (jftirmed of Sir If-‘Jemf-ley lathe- 
Header judge even from liis own ],ctters‘. Many were the Ciimpluints of 
tlic open and avowed Partiality of the Szi'ediJJj Mediation at Cohgn, as 
appears by various Paflages in the enfuing (JolleCiitm t)f I.etter;. from ti.ut 
Itmbafly j but there is nothing in the leaft to impeacli Sir fjcolnu ' Ca>u 
duet in that Imployment; but, on the contrary, many 'filings to llicw, and 
Jiving Witnefies to evince the S^alue and Coulideiice he had from all tlai^^ 
illuilrious All’cmbly,and the high Opinion wliich tliey had entertain’d of las 
Probity and Judgment, Proof of a Matter fo notorious, one v.ouLi think 
unnecellary, after what has been already faid ; and Poreiga '!\dimony 
moll of all fuperfluous, but in one refpcet the moreconlidcrable, becaufe n 
mill]; be fuppofed Icaft partial, and proceeding from a right Judgment, ra¬ 
ther than from any Biafs of Kiudnefs or Afiection. M. dii Crofs ', Miniiler 
of the Duke of Gottorp at the Congrefs of Kimegncn, is perhaps too warm 
and fevere in his Heflexions; for he accufes Sir Jf.‘I'e?]tplei> Memoirs, in po- 
litive and dirc6t 'i'erms, of a grofs indecent freedom, aiiel of many ill- 
grounded Reprefentations of his Collegiic Sir 1.. Jenkins, as well as oi 
others the moft able and eminent Minijtcrs of State, and v horn lie thoughi 
all along fo partial in his Mediation, that he dclircd lor the future to he 
recemmended to the particular Offices of Sir feoline, for tlic Difpatch of 
thofe Affairs he Ihould liavc in Commiffi.on to negotiate. 

the Sicur dc St.ff^ifdier, in his Account of that Congrefs, as on the 
one Imnd, he was wholly unconcerned, or as a Sort of By-llander in thu 
Treaty ; fo, on the other, feems to have preferved an exadt inditference ; 
afld lias in his Treatife given a Sketcli of tlie Characters of every Ambaf- 
fador that compofed tliat illuftrious Aflembly ; fuch at leall, I fiippofe, as 
f Avas tlic general Senfe and Opinion of that ''l ime and 1‘iacc. 

And ipcakingof the Amhafladors ’, Six W.fcmplc, fays he, is a 

Alan of Ixarning, lingular in his Manner, as well as in his Sentiments. 
J Ic was look’d upon as partial in the Bulinefs of the Mediation. Many Per 
• ^ns thought they difeovered a Vanity and Inequality in Ids 'Peinper. Be- 
rldes, he is a very llrong and thorough Republican, as may be feon by the 
Obferv^tions he has wrote upon the United Provinces of the Netherlands- 
Six X. Jenkins, his Colleguc, is lincerc, courteous, even in his 'I'emper, jull 
and right In his Sentiments, and attach’d to his Religion, lias Abundance 
of •ufefiil Knowledge, and has upon all Occalions fliew’d himfeif a good 
Mediat^ 

And Icaft the Reader fliould think even this Citation to he too levcrc 
..jm*the Charaifter of Sir W- Femplc, and the meerf^remdice of French Ifrt- 
ters, let him confult the Hiftory of thofe Times lately publilli d % tlio’ 1 
dclire^iot to be anfwcrablc for the Truth of it.

p.378. SitW.T. was a vain man, much blown up in his own Conceit,which lie fhew’d too 
upoiyill Occafions. lie thought Religion w^as fit only for the Mob. He was a Corrupter 
of^l Ac cyj[<B near him. And delivered himUlf up wholly to Study, Eafe, and Pleafure, 
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Asa further Argument of Sir Leo/incs Credit and Reputation abroad, 
the Reader may fee Letters" from the Lmperor and the Magillrates of 
weguen and Zealand to him, upon tlie ConeJulion of that l^cacc ,• and many 
more from other Princes and States might have been added, if 1 was in¬ 
clined either to fwell this Collection, or thought their Teltimony to be in 
the Icaft needful. And they being upon much the fame Subject, arc there 
omitted. 

There tvas another remarkable Difference between Sir leoline ycuhim 
and his Collcguc, which ought not to be forgot. I fhall not determine 
which of the two was moft in the Right, but barely mention the Reafons 
of Sir Lcolinc\ Conduct, and leave every one to give his own Opinion 
on it. After the Treaty was figned between the Emperor and the French 
King, thofe Princes were plealed to order very confiderable Prefents for the 
McdiatC'rs, in Confideration of their 'I’rouble and Services on their Behalf, 
in the Courfe of that long I'rcaty. Accordingly Sir IK Femp/e recehed 
his ‘Prejents from all ihc Farties^ being indeed no more than what the 
Staedifh Ambafladors had received from his Majefty, upon their JVIediation 
at Colos^n^ Fireda^ &c. Yet Sir Z.eoIinc Jenkins had fuch a tender and feru- 
pulous Regard for the Honour of his Majefty, and the CJharaetcr with which 
lie had been entrufted, that he abfolutely refufed them, and could not be 
prevailed upon, by any Arguments of thofe Ambaft'adors, or of his Ph-iends, 
to accept his Prefents from any of the Parties, but perfifteti in his Refufal 
to the laft^'. 

TH E Conference on that Occafion between Sir Leoline and M. Colbert^ 
the French Ambafiador, was fo generous and common on both Sides, that 
1 cannot forbear giving of it a Place here. A Day or two after the ligning 
of the Peace, M. Colbert came to Sir Leoline's Houfe, and after a long Pre¬ 
face, full of RcfpcCl and Reverence to his Majefty, for his infinite Care and 
Zeal in bringing about the General Peace by the Means of his Mediation i 
and concluding with an honourable Mention (f the F^ains taken "ly his 
Majejlys Minijlers there, and in ‘Particular ly Sir J.coline, -who bad affified 
fo much longer than his Collegues, took out two little Cafrs, wherein he 
faid were the Pictures of his King (a very large and rich Jewel of Diamonds) 
and faid, that he had it in Charge from his Mafer, to deliver him the one 
for himfelf, as a Mark of the King his Maftefs Fjjicem for his Perfon and 
Merits, and to con/ign the other into his Hands for Sir W. Temple, then 
abfent. Sir Leoline's dnjwer was full of Refpefi to his Moji Chrijiian 
Majejiy, and of the great Acknowledgment thett was due to him for daign 
ing to think of him j and how much he was obliged to M- Colbert and his 
Collegnes, for making fo favourable a Report of him ; that he fhonld took 
upon the Prefent as an infinite Honour intended him, hut dejired to be 
excufed from receiving it, and would be content with the Honotir of being 
thought worthy of it by fo great a ‘Prince. M. Colbert replied u^n him 
with all the Civility and Complaifancc that could be but ftill Leoline 
defended himfclf from receiving of the Prefents. When M. Colbert faw he 
was in earneft, he ufed many Arguments to induce his Acceptance of it, from 
the common XJfage of all Kings and Princes, cfpecially of the Kings of Eng¬ 
land, to give Prefents toAmbajfadors ; from the PraHice in all other ‘treaties 
of a General Peace; and from the particular Example ^ the Popes Nuncio 
in that very ‘ 1 ‘reaty, who, tho’ a Churchman of great Rank and Quality, and 
had ferved but a mort Time in the Function of Mediator, yet had accepted 
the King his Mafter’s Prefents. To this Sir Leoline anfwer’d, that he had 
the great eft Rcs^ard that could be to all thofe IJfages, and was far frpmprc- 
fuming himfclf to be in the Right, but that he had feme little Scruples of his 
owft,*which he did not knew bow otherwife to fatisfie, hut hy with-holding bis 
Hands from fo great a Prefent, which he was fenfible he had no Premme to 

Mefetoe. 
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defcroe. 7’hcn M. Colhcrt told him, he wets ftirc the King his Mafier would 
he greatly offended with bis Rcfufal but Itill Sir Ijeoline cxcufed himlclf, 
by rcprcfcnting to him, that be was too kw an ObjcH for the TDifpkafiire of 
fo great a ‘Prince. When he faw Sir Ijeoline was refolv^cd not to take the 
Jewel, lie told him, it was a Mortification to himfclf in Particular^ to fee 
hip Mafters Prefent refnfed; and that he would write to M. Barillon, to 
complain of him at Court ; and doubted not^ but that upon his Motion^ his 
Mfticfty would be plcafed to lay bis Commands upon him to rcceiz'c it. U o 
this Sir Ltcolinc anfvver’d, that hejlmdd always haz'c a perfell Obedience for 
his Majefiy in all ‘Things, yet hoped that his Majejly, who heft knew how 
little ^vorthy be was of it, would judge it a fvffictent Honour, that he had 
fneb a Prefent offer'd him, without his prefuming to take it. 

A T lall M. Colbert put up the Cafe, and faid he would fend it to M. 
ddcaux at the Hague, to remain in his Hand (fc-r that he himfeJf fliould 
go Irom hence before M. !Barillon$ Anfwcr could come) to the End it 
might i) ‘ tlicre ready for him, when the King’s Injunctions fliould be laid 
upon him to receive it. 

'I’hi n he ask'd Sir Lcolinc, whether he w<iuld fuff r himfelf to bechar- 
gv«i with the Prefent his j\lafter had doftined for Sir ff. ‘lemplc; Sir Leoline 
aoi’wer’d, that he would acquaint Sir Jf'. ‘Temple of it hy that Night’s Poft| 
hut deliivd, that he would he plcafed to fend that likewife to M. dJesanx, 
rather ihan charge him with it, the Journey he was to carry it in being 
not uithout Kilque. M. Colbert faid, his Mafter’s Orders were cyprefs to 
leave it in his Hands; and that he thought he (Sir Teoiine') could not take 
upon Imn to give an Anfwcr for Sir ]J'\ Temple. 

* .jM. Colbert was as good as his Word^ for foon after Sir Tcoline yenkim 
received his Majefty’s Commands in a Letter from the Lord Arlington, to 

of the French King's Prefents, and likewife thofe of the Emperor, 
Wh^ they fliould he offer’d. In Anfwcr to which, there is Sir Leoline t 
dwn'l.etter to thtit Lord in the following Collection % and another upoi? 
fame Occalion to the T^ord Sunderland. 

In which he prays thofe noble Advocates to rcprcfcnl his Rcafons to his 
. Majefty, w ith his moft humble Petition that he might he left to his own 
Liberty. That in his Opinion, a Mediator ought to carry himfelf with a 
perfect Impartiality tow'ards all Sides, and therefore was as improper tc' 
receive Gifts or Gratuities from either Party, as a Judge or an Arbitratoi 
^or giving of a juft Sentence. Not that he meant in the leaft to reftrain his 
^yC^llcgues in their I.iherty to do otherwife. Thar he had ferved there mheh 
longer than they had done ; and therefore thought, he had greater Obli- 
gatiofts upon' him to that StriCtnefs. Neither fliould he defirc this, but 
that he thought it moft fuitablc to the Dignity of that Character with which 
he was honoured, and that it could not he in any wife to his Majcfty s 
rfi in?lvicc. He would not accept of any pcrfonal Kindnefs from thofe Hands, 
from wliich, he thought, his Mafter could not obtain Jufticc. That the 
Peace of Holland, as well as that of Spain, had been made without any In-- 

• t^rvention of his Majefty’s Ambaffadors; and tho’ the Peace ol the Em' 
pile wras made under his Majefty’s Mediation, yet the Precedence juftly 
due fo him at the flgning of it, was refufed. That there was as*littlc Rea- 

-^n to be obliged to the French, who had carried every Point that tliey 
had thought fit to ftand upon in that Treaty with the Emperor i and 
might, if they would, have carried this Point of RelpcCt too, for his Mu- 
iefty’s Mediation. 

T jj A T the Peace of the North was really not made at Nifneguen, but 
in Franco; that his Majefty had interpofed many Offices on that Sid^, and 
diredbd the fame to be done by him at Nifneguen, for the Elector Palatine, 
the fcukes of Newburgh, Lorain, Deuxponts, and many others, in Cafes 
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of the greateft Equity and Judicc, but without the Icaft Siicccfs: tor thijr 
Rcajons he heped^ his jMajefty would be plcafed to difpcnfj with him from 
accepting that I’rcfcnt from tlie D ench Amballador, or from any otlicrs of 
the Parties, if they fliould be otier'd him j beciinle, in his humble Opinion, 
the rccch'ing of' them •would impl)\ that bis Majcfiy was fatisjicd with 
the Regard that had been paid tv his Mediation^ which he had theje zrry 
^rcat CeH fi'clivns of his own to ajfare him 'he Wiis not i but, on tljc con¬ 
trary, had many juH Caules of Refentment given him, tho’ he waA.fo 
gracious as tt> facrilice tliem all to his Zeal for the Peace of Chriftendom. 

T H I s was an uncommon Piece of Philofbpliy, and fuch an Inflancc of 
Self-Denial as cannot be often parallell’d. And when his Majefty was af¬ 
terwards pleafed to leave him to purfue his own Inclinatii'ns, Sir Leoline 
acknowledges it with as much Thanhs^ and in as high Terms of Refpect., 
as many others would hac'c done the Receipt of a Rounty. 

A N 11 whoever conliders the following excellent Rules, which Sir Leoline 
laid down to himfelf at his tirfl Entry upon this high Ismployment, and 
liow carefully he adhered to them, as will abundantly appear by the cn- 
fuing Collection of Eetters, need not wonder, that he acquitted linnfelf fo 
w'ell. W’liether they arc altogether new or not upon the Subject, I fl'all 
not determine, but they are doubtlefs fuch, as his owm Knowledge 
and Experience in thofc Affairs had convinced him to be truly iifeful. Some 
of them feem to concern cliicfly the particular Character of a Mediator, 
with which he had been invellcd. Some of them relate to that of a ge¬ 
neral Ambafladori but may perhaps not improperly be applied to fome 
other Capacities of Idfe. 

A Mediatory fays he, ought to be a Man of Temper, Patience, and 
I.onganimity. Patience and Temper may overcome Difficulties, tvhen Heat 
and Earneflnefs, a pcevifli or contradictory 'I'empcr cannot, or ofteiif fail. 

He ought to know how to yield and comply with the fudden Paffions 
and Excurfions of thofe he treats wdtb. ' 

H t ought to be well inflruCtcd of the refpeiftive Intereft of the Princes 
or Parties in War, and to let their Miniflers fee, that he fludies their Ho¬ 
nour, and is concerned for the Safety of their Eflates. 

H E ought to inform himfelf before he come upon the Place of Treaty, 
from tlic Minillers his Mafter may have in the Courts of the refpeCtive Par¬ 
ties in War, not only of the general Intereft, but alfo of the particular Views 
and Inclinations of thofc Princes, with whom he is to negotiatei and. 
the CJharaCicr, Palfions, and Intereft of their Plenipotentiaries, which often* 
Influence the Prince himfelf. 

H E is to conlider how their Confidence is to be gained, and wliat In- 
ftruCtions they may probably bring w ith them, othcrwdfe he will necefiarily 
have falfe Views, and give faJfe Advices to thofe that employ him. ' 

Above all, he is to preferve an exuCt Impartiality and Indifference, 
without which, there can be no Confidence in a Mediator j and without. 
Confidence, no Fruit can be expetted from the Mediation. And thercfoic - 
lie is not to iliow either on his ow n, or on his Mailer’s Part, any Appre- 
licnlions on the Newrs of ill Succefs, fo as to caufe any great Change or 
Confecjuencc in either of the Parties Pretenfions. 

Whatever Secrets are committed to him, he mull be careful not to 
difeover them to the others, further tlian he has fpecial Leave from the 
Parties to do it, and lie is to take all proper Occafions to alTurc them of the 
ftritteft Secrecy; not that he is to be always upon the Referve, but ought to 
dillinguilh Things of Conlequcncc from tl iole of little, or of no Importance. 

Awn forafmuch as the Prejudices or Inclinations of the People abewt a 
Man, arc apt to be faftned on himfelf, he ought to forbid his Peo^ to 
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irritc of the AflFairs of the Mediation ^ cfpecialiy to difcover any *fbing 
uJating to it, to the Attendants of other pubUck Minifters. 

IF the Parties arc unwilling to advance their Propofitions one before- the 
thcr, leait one ftiould feem more needy of a Peace than the other ; then a 
Mediator is to think of Expedients to fave the Honour of both; as to have 
t done at the fame time, or elfc to confign them privately into his Hand. 

1 F»thc Mediator is fure of one Side, he may lay it before the other by 
vay^f Difeourfe; or to propofc it as the Opinion of feme third or neutral 

H E* is not to prefs any Thing but with great Circumfpedion, and in its 
iropcr Scafons, avoiding every Thing that may choqner the Party, 

He is to dwell in general Terms, and to rcalbn only upon the Propoll- 
:ions made by others, but to make none formally himfelf i cfpecially in 
he Beginning of a Treaty, when Matters are crude and undigellcJi fur 
)uc Side or other will unavoidably complain. 

A Mediator is to refufe any Thing in depojitutn, that may render him a 
^arty. He is only, as it were, to hand the Propolitions of one Party to the 
ithcr, to difpofc them to accept or abate, by fiich prudent Motives and 
Arguments, as he thinks arc moft likely to prevail. 

A»n n as the Parties may be apt to utter fliarp Expreflions, or hard In- 
rcclives one of the other, a Mediator is to make- Ufe ot fucli Words only 
IS conduce to the End propofcd j and to avoid whatever tends to heat, or 
to widen, rather than to heal the Difference ; becaufc fuch Invectives will 
not only be returned, but Heat and Earnellnels will over be Grounds of 
Sufpicion and Partiality in the Mediator himfelf. 


* The other Rules feem to relate to the Charai^r of an Ambaflador;, or 
Publick Mini Iter in general. 


E ought not in the Icaft to exceed the Letter of his Commilkon or In- 
Imi^ihns, as the French and Spanish Generals did in Maly^ in making a 
particular Truce, tfhich the Two Crowns aftcrwajjds difapproved j but if 
t^’Intention is not fully and clearly exprefled, he ought to apply as foon 
as poffible for an Explanation thereof. 

. He ought never to undertake m Triers ^Prince. 

H E ought not to quit his Rclidcnce fuddoaJy, or upon flight Occaiions, 
for it creates Jcaloulics, and often hasobftruCted an intended Negotiation; 


cfpecially if it be without the Knowledge of the I^ince or State with 
whom he refides. 


■i 1 ^ o Publick Miniftcr is to exped; to enjoy his Privilege as fiicb, to the 
Prejudice of the Laws of the Land j but ought to demean himfelf in a jult 
Conformity to the Laws of every Country where he rclides. 

H E ouglit to be careful what Menfwrials he delivers and receives ; that 
th^ meddle not with Matters of the Governnaent where he refides; that 
th(^ not couched in harih and angry Terms, or unmannerly Language, 
A Mehaorial is befl in general Terms, and the argumentative Part oout- 
ted, and to be rather inlinuatcd at the Delivery of it to the Prince or his 
^fbillcr, without any Terms of Sharpneis, or comparifon of Governments, 
which are ever choquant and odioi^ and will give a Handle to reply. No 
private Intereft ought to be ingredient in it. A Minifter ought to mcrifice 
Affronts relating to himfelf in his personal and private Capacity, buc 
not to cater into any Aeeommodatioti, or even to determine what will 
amount to a Satisfadion in any Thing relating to his Charader. ^t the 
fafeft Method, on all Oocafions, when the Time will bear it, is to fend the 
Miuutf s of the- Memorial to be cenfider’d and approv’d of at Court before 
it is given in. . / ,

tv^ich^ay^ercafter prove prejudicial to it« I t 
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It is a fafe and good Courfc pradtifed by the Court of France^ to aii- 
fvver Memorials by word of Mouth ; and no Importunity can draw it from 
them in Writing, unlefs it is particularly directed by the King, in order i<> 
make his Anfwcr the more publick. 

These were fomc of thofc Rules, bcfidcs many others which may be 
obferved in the enfuing l.cttcrs, that Sir Leoline fet himfclf, at his I.ntry 
upon tliat important Trult. And I muft here acquaint the Reader onc^ for 
all, that it was his ufual Method, and preparatory aimoft to every T. hiing 
he undertook, to pafs fomc Time in Reflexions, which he writ down jull 
in the fame Simplicity that he firft formed them in his Mind, and the Rea- 
fons which offer'd themfelvcs on the one Side, as well as on the other j as 
might be fliewn by many others of the fame kind under his ow n Hand, but 
that they do not fall fo properly within the Nature of my Defign. 

n'ME Congrefs ^tNifncgiicn being come to a Conclufion,and S\r L-yenkins 
Jiaving received Orders for his Return, arrived in Ijondon about the middle 
of yln^uji x6’J9^ and was very gracioufly received by hisMajefly. "^^I'lie 
21 th oi February following he was fworn a Privy Counfellor, and foon after 
made Secretary of State in the Room of Mr. Coventry. But before 1 fpeak 
of him in that Capacity, it will be ncceflary to go a little back in Point of 
Time, in order to ilicvv how critical and dangerous the Conjuncture was, 
when Sir Leoline came into that Office j and to give fomc Account of the 
Proceedings in Parliament, in which he had fo great a Share. 

^Phe Long Parliament w^as juft before diffolvcd, which had continued 
by feveral Adjournments and Prorogations aimoft ig Years,- being fallen 
into great Heats upon the Alliances with France.^ and the Bulinefs of the 
*Popijl} Plot, which was then in the Height. And as 'J'hings which may be 
called the beft in their Nature, and within their due Bounds, become *thc 
worft and moft dangerous when they arc corrupted ; fo this Parliamv^?-,, 
after having given the greateft Proofs of I.oyalty and Affedion to thc^King, 
being growm diftemper’d, called in Queftion his moft jult Prerogatives, and 
even many of thofe which they themfelvcs had before unanimoufly declared 
to be inherent in him by I.aw% And fome of the leading Members, out of 
fccret and particular Motives, others out of Fondnefs to their old licen¬ 
tious Principles, others out of a prefumptuous Value of their former Me¬ 
rits, and the nearer Profped of the Duke of ‘TorFs fuccccding to the 
Crown, (who was now generally deem’d a Fapijf) began firft to form the 
Delign of a Bill of Exclufion. 

The firft Step they took was, by a gentle Addrefs in November 1^78 
that the Duke might withdraw himfelf from his Majefty’s Perfon and 
Councils; in Compliance of which, he retired with his Family to 'Fruxehy 
to try if that would allay the Heats and Sufpicions of the Parliament j but 
that not producing the defired Effect, they were, as i before faid, dilfolyed. 

A new Parliament meeting in March 167^-80, run immediatcly^»fito the 
fame Heats, notwithftanding the King offer’d to confent to any ^ws for 
the Security of their Religion and I.ibcrty, that no Succeffor in after- 
Ages might be able to work the leaft Alteration. But this was not at ‘all 
fatisfadory i and the many Meffages and Affurances from the Crown, were 
conftrued only as fo many Arts of Popularity, and laughed at as Court 
Tricks, too ftalc to pafs any longer. So that \xiMay following, they brouglit 
in a Bill to exclude the Duke of Tork., which firft occafioned a fhert Pro¬ 
rogation, to fee if thefe ill Humours would fpend themfelvcs and go off,- 
and w as foon after followed by a peremptory Diffolution. 

Another Parliament was fummoned to meet in the Month of OUoher 
in tlje fame Year, his Majefty hoping, that the Country refleding on the 
late Mifearriages, and the Danger of being involved in another infdline 
War, would proceed with more Caution in the next Eledion, and* fend 

‘ ^ up 
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uj) Men of cooler TVmpory. But lie foon found hirnfelf miftalccn. I or the 
prevailing Men rif the former Parliament', being again returned, the) were 
refdved to begin wliere they had ended, and again brought in a Bill of 
I'-xclulion. No Interval or Kecefs could cool them, the former Jealoulies 
were rather heightened, and grown more inveterate by Delay, and 'l ime 
brought in frefli Suggeftions, and new Occaiions of Sufpicion, inflead of 
wearing out the old. 'i'he Confequence of which hot I’roce"dings was, 
thiij this Parliament hkewife was lirlt prorogued, and within a fea Days 
after diilohed. 

IK thefe feveral Parliaments, Sir J_j. yenkins was elected a Burgefs for 
the Univerlity of Oxfjri/, and had a very conllderuble Share and Manage¬ 
ment in tliis Debate, as W'ill appear by two entire Speeches on that Occa- 
l)on in tire lollowing Collection ; tho’ 1 cannot fix the exact Time, or par¬ 
ticular Selilon of Parliament in tvhich they were delivered. 

'I'h i Ki are, I conlels, fomc Heads or Minutes ()f Speeches, faid to be 
Sir XceV/V/i’ s, on this Subject, in a printed Collection of Debates in 8'^", but 
as a ‘W'riter of that 'I'lme jufUy obferved, whoever reads thofe Collections 
attentively, will eahly clifeern them to be only fo many Snaps of Difeour- 
fes mihcioull) jnitcli’dtogetlicr: Not that they are entirely fail’e, without 
anyi Mixture of 'I rtith, hut that I’ruth for the mofi part corrupted, trans¬ 
formed, and fpitefully difguifed i and appears quite another 'firing to the 
World, than wlntt was delivered upon the Place, 'fhe Paluons, the Rca- 
lonings, and the Diflempers, are heigliten'd on the one Side, w hile ail the 
Arguments and Anfwcrs on the otlrcr are eitlier quite left out, or at the 
bell maimed and blunted. 

A new Parliament was fummoned to meet at Oxford on the 2ijf oi 
•Mnrcb i <580-1, in which biv JLeolnw w'as again returned, as one of the Rc- 
prejentatives of that Univerlity. 

Tut Change of the nfual Place was very difplcafing to many Perfons of 

S oufes, and a great Difappointment to others, whofe Power and In- 
necdl’arily ftifier’d a Diminution by it; and feveral of the Nobility 
petitioned his Majefty to alter his Refolutidn, that they might not lit at 
a^^lace w'hcrc they could not be able to adt with tliat Treedom and Safety 
as was nccelTary. '"j'hc King notwnthftanding pcrlillcd in his Refolution, 

> and met the Parliament at Oxford on the Day appointed j and declared, 
fhnt he called a Parliament the Joojut, that no Irregularities Jhould feem 
to make bin out of IjOI'c tjoiih them. That he •was -joilling to forget all 
former Jlhff'i rian^eSy and to ^/ce one Inflanee more^ that be had not ncfleft- 
OH his I'art, to gk-c that general Sat isfdel ton and Security, •which, by 
fhc*2ilcijing of QOfD, might, be obtained, if they, on their Parts, brought 
fidtahH\fI}ifpoJttions towards it ; and that the juji Care they ought to have 
of Religion, be not fo managed and improved into nnncccjfary Fears, as 
to be mads a Pretence for changing the very Foundations of the Govern- 
mcirt.^^ 

THE\^cbates of the Commons in tliis Parliament, began with a Mod 
tion for Printing the Votes and Proceedings of the Houfo ; w hich, conli- 
jjeiing the ill Ufe that had been made of it in the former Parliaments, 
was oppofed by Sir Jenkins, as againfi the Gravity of that Jjfembly, 
and thflt •which was not done by any great Jjfembfy in Chrillendom, and 
'"Au^bt be of dangerous Confequence, to expofe in Print any of their Pro¬ 
ceedings to the Cenfurc of the People, wherein either the King or his Jld- 
fninijlration is rejiefhd on, or the Prerogatives of the Cro^wn are fubjefied 
in a kind of Appeal, to the Arbitration of the People. But it was rcfolv- 
ed that they fhould be printed, that inafmuch as they were not at Liberty 
to pafs \hcir Refolutions into Laws, yet it might appear what their ^nle 
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of Things was, and that the I’coplc wliom they reprefonted niigb.t have 
an Account of their Proceedings, 

From this Debate they fell upon a Bill of r.xclLifitni, to which Sir 
Leolinc again gave his Negative, and his Reafons in few Words, rinding it 
to little Purpofe to ufc more. "Beccitife the Kin^ had often declared^ that 
he would never confent to any Alteration in the Sncccfion ; that his Ma- 
jejly ^ave them a Latitude for Expedients, which he hoped they would 
confider of, and not have the lull any more put to the Hazard ql a Jie- 
jetiion. But the prevailing Part of the Houfe was Bill of the fame Opiiaion 
as before, tliat no Expedient could be entertained, but that of a total £x- 
clullon; and that there could be no Security againlt the Duke of Lork, it 
he once got in Poffcflion of the Throne. And to violent were they in tlieir 
Proceedings on this Bill, that nothing could refill or divert them; and the 
Oppolition that was made, like the fprinkling of a little Water on a Fire, 
only ferved to incrcalc and advance the Violence of it. 

B u T I think it was for one Day fufpended, in order to give Place to 
another Debate, which was upon the Impeachment of one Fitzbarris, for 
writing a Libel, and therein traducing the King and Royal Family as be¬ 
ing Papifts, and arbitrarily affcftcdj and that it w'^a.s as much in the Power 
of the People to depofe a Popifh Pollcflbr, as a Popifli Succelfor. '^fhis 
Libel was induftrioufly reported to have been wrote with the Privity and 
Confent of the King, in order to be fix’d upon the Dillcnters, and leading 
Men in Parliament, as a Dclign of theirs to raife a Rebellion, or dilturb 
the Government. And this Opinion the Commons feemed to be of ; and 
taking it for a Continuation of the Popifli Plot, the Heat and Ch-edit of 
which was cafily preferved by every little Accident, they refolvcd to make 
the moll of it, and formally impeach’d Fitzharris and to put yet a greater 
Indignity upon the King, they pitch’d upon Sir Ljenkins, then Secretary 
of State, to carry up the Impeachment to the Houfe of Lords j whiclf he 
at firft refufed, as a Proceeding very reflefting upon the King his 
and the Character he bore under him : But the Houfe being war in, as 
well as pofitive in their Order, Sir Leolinc was perfwaded by his Friends 
to explain himfclf ; by faying, that he was far from thinking Lnmfelf too 
hig to become a Mejfenger cf that Houfe, or that his Office was any Excuje 
to him j hut apprehended the Motion was not made in earneft, for the fend- 
ing of him on fitch a Mejfage, which, he thought, look'd like a 'Reflexion 
upon the King ■, and no Confideration but his Tlcal to his Majcjly could 
have induced him to fay fo; but if the Houfe injijicd on their Order, be 
was ready to obey. The Truth is, the Motion was carried on with In¬ 
decency and Ridicule j and propofed by a Gentleman, wEo had received 
many pcrfonal Civilities and Obligations from Sir Leolinc ; which w as a 
Circumllance that rendred it fomething more ungrateful and difplcafing to 
him. 

But the T.ords threw out the Impeachment, and directed Fiizharrii.to 
be profecuted at Lawj which the Houfe of Commons carried to t^t Ex¬ 
tremity, as to vote it a Denial of Juftice, a Violation of the Cofrftitutions 
of Parliament, an Obllru^tion to the further Difeovery of the Popifli Plot, 
and of great Danger to the Proteftant Religion, ^he firft Fime, as ar 
Writer * of that Time wittily obferves, that leaving a Man to the Law, was 
held a FFenial of yuftice j and that thofc who ftiled themfelves thl true 
'Proteftants, ftomd ftickle fo zealottffy for the Deliverance of a prtf^ftdH 
Pe^ifty and at the jame Ftme vote the Trial of him an endangering of the 
proteftant Religion. 

This Difappointment occafioned the Commons to fall again with great¬ 
er Heat on the Bill of Bxclufion. So that his Majcfty perceiving the Ani- 
molkics of the Two Houles were untradable, and that there was no Pofli- 
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bility left W a Reconciliation, diffolved them. And thus ended this fliort^ 
liv’d Parliament, which had continu’d but eight Days, and was the laft 
Parliament of that Reign. 

Such was the State of Things, and thus difficult were the Times when 
Sir Leoline w’as appointed Secretary of State: He received the Seals on 
the 26th of Jpril i^So. being at firft Secretary for the Northern Province^ 
and for the Southern in the Years idSi, 2, 3, 4. No Man has been fo un- 
as to fay, that he gave Jix or ten Tihoufatidbounds for this Promotioii5 
wl^ich Sir W- ^^tnplc more than once tells us notwithftanding all his 
b'vafted and fuperiour Merit, was the Terms and Conditions upon which it 
wds qfferd to him: Nor could any one in the Icaft furmife that he was 
guilty of any dilhonourable or unworthy Compliances to obtain it j but on 
the contrary, was called to it by his Merit, his unfliakcn Loyalty, and his 
long Experience in publick Bufinefs. 

And as the Times were critical and dangerous when Sir Ijcoline Jen- 
"kins firft entered upon this important Office, they were no lefs fo during 
the whole Time he continu’d in it, whicli was four Years. A Head lefs 
fteady, or a Condud lefs prudent and fedatc than his, could not have held 
in fo long in fo bufy a Scafon, under fo many Difficulties, and when the 
Proceedings were fo warm and violent; and if ever his Honefty and Inte¬ 
grity ftood him in Stead, they furcly did at that Time. He had the good 
Fortune to efcape Addreffes, Commitments, and Impeachments, which he 
could not have avoided, if he had given the lead Foundation for them. 


either in the Courfc of his EmbalTies, or in his other Employments, 
as the many Inftances of that Time leave no Room to doubt: He had 
given fufficient Proof that he was above all ordinary Temptations, that ho 
was clear from the Sufpicion of foreign Penfions and Dependence, and it 
was well know’n that he had rejedted the rich Offers of France and of other 
l^inces, with a generous Indignation, thd th^ were fiich as were well 
founded in Ctifiom, and to be jtifiificd by numerous Frefidents; ’tis truoj 
■^ESNid not oppofe this or that Nation from any vulgar Humour or popular 
Pre^dice of the Times, but only as it feem’d to him to be more or lefs for 
the Intcreft of his own Country : And in all his Employments at Home 
"and Abroad, Ihow’d himlelf to have an Heart entirely JEngliJhy and dif- 
charged himfelf upon all Occalions with a Conftancy that became him. 

The breaking out of the Fanatick or Rye-honje Conlpiracy in the Year 
1683, was as fevere and troublcfome an Incident as any that bcfel him in 
the Courfe of his Miniftry. The Particulars of which are fo well know n, 
that I fliali fay nothing of them here, but that as Sir Leoline^ in Vertue of 
• his Office, had a great Share in the Difeovery, and in thofe prudent Me- 
^tfiods for the preventing its ill Effcdls, fo his Majcfty had that juft Sence 
of hjs Fidelity and Service therein, that he was pleafed to acknowledge 
it by*a moft condefeending Ixttcr under his own Hand. 

Amo^g thefe Confpirators was tho "Duke oi Monmouth, whom the reft 
had^rawm in under an Oftentation of Honour, and the Temptations of 
Famoj^y afferting the Caufc of Religion and Liberty, and by inflaming 
him \viw Sufpicions of the Duke of Torlis irreconcileable Hatred to his 
Perfon. But he foon after, in Confidence of the Love and Regard his 
Majefty was known to have for him upon other Reafons, befides that of 
beit\g his Subjed, difeovered himlelf to the King by a Letter full of pathe- 
^tick Terms and Acknowledgments of his Folly, for having offended his 
Majefty, and promifing an entire Obedience for the future, and did therein 
freely and fully acknowledge the whole Conlpiracy j and not only confirm’d 
what was before known, but revealed many PalTages of it, which till then 
were unknown. In which the King thought he faw a greater Spirit of 
Sincerity and Ingenuity than after proved. And upon his Majefty’s Com- 
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maud, the Duke immediately furrendred himfelf to Secretary ynihius^ 
and by his Means was introduced into tl-.e Kind's Prefence, and reconciled 
both to tlie King and his Royal IlighncR. Jiut this Reconciliation lafted 
not long, for lie foon fell again under the King’s Difplcafure, and was 
ordered to retire beyond sSca. Jlis Majefty hoping, that at fo great a Di- 
llancc*, the Influence of his AObciates would be Icfs elfeiiiual; and that by 
his Ablence, he might be kept innocent, of tlie treafonablc Deligns winch 
w'erc then carrying on agaiidt the Government. lJut the Duke retirklg 
into Holland^ met Aieh a Reception among the difeontented People frhm 
as made h,im giildy, and }nvvailed over his unwary Underftiinding 
to enter into a new Courfc of Dilloyalty, and to embark in thofe defperatc 
Knterpri/es which were fo averfe to his Nature j the Confeqiieiice of which 
is too well known, to need any Place here. 

Now whatever Foundation there was in Reality for this Plot, or the 
former, 1 fliall not pretend to determine. I'or as on the one Hand there 
were fome at that ''I'imc under fuch terrible Apprehenllons of a Popilli Suc- 
ccllor, that they believed at large of the Popilh Plot, and were ealily 
difpofeil to receive the moll frightful Relation.s of it ; So on the other 
Hand, there were thofe that disbelieved the w hole Popiili Plot, as if it 
were only a Cover to a Republican Confpiracy, and a mecr Artihcc to 
advance the latter, under the Apprehcnlions of the former. ’I'hcre were 
others again, that looked on the Fanatiek Plot as a Piece of Policy, and 
a mcer Contrivance, in Order to bailie the Popilli Plot, and to crulli tlie 
Ring-Ieadcr.s of that Party, who had for fcveral Years fo w-armly ciulca- 
voured to prevent the Duke’s Accclfion to the Throne. There w ere yet a 
difl’erent Sort of People, w'ho look’d upon both with a more carclcfs Rye, 
thinking it as necefl’ary for Minifters to have Factions and Confpiracics, as 
it w'as for the State to prevent them, and as if tlicy themfelvcs ha!d 
created or fomented them, that they might have Opportunities to evidence 
their I.oyalty and Vigilance in tlie Difeovery of them. So that Truth^iS^' 
almoft loft bctwccn thcfe lixtremes. ^ ? 

It cannot be pretended that there A\erc no Deligns managed by tho 
Roman Cathv/icks or ‘Presbyterians^ for the promoting of their refpeCtive* 
Intcrcfts, or indeed for embroiling a State, under which they conceive thera- 
felvcs to be feverely dealt with (which is almoft natural to every Sett, 
agaiiift the eftabliflicd Religion of a Country). There W'cre doubtlefs many 
true Circumftances at that Time, tho’ it miift he agreed, that they were 
refined and improved by tlie Indiiftry of others, and had more Art than 
'fruth througlK Ut the woole i and there Averc many ftrangc Particulars and ' 
Impro’Dr.,bilitt«<. in both, which could never liave found Credit, or produced ^ 
fuch fatal I ffeCts in the Nation, at any other 'fime. 

A vr r r all, 1 fliall not interpofe my Opinion on thofe difficult and’^my- 
llerioLis Matter^, Avhichmore properly belong to general Hiftory. But .yet 
could not Avlioliy pafs over in Silence any 'J'ranfatiion in which Sir ZjCoL^M- 
mull have been deeply and immediately concerned, in Vertue of his Q^e; 
and with what ’I'cmi’er and Difpolition he behaved on thefe OccaliolSs, will 
foon appear. ^ . 

It was, as I have before faid. Sir T.jeoline's ufual Method, on moft Inci¬ 
dents, in Order to ftrengthen himfelf for publick Encounters, to ftep a^dc 
as it were flrft, and conlider calmly with himfelf, before he forma any 
final Judgment or Determination, and to commit to Writing his Reflexions 
juft as they occurred to him. That bufy Scene of Things abovementioned, 
feem to have been the Occafion of many a fevere and troublcfomc Re¬ 
flexion. Thefe enfurng arc fome of them, and ’tis hoped, Avill in fome 
Mcafurc ftioAv the virtuous and honeft Motives on Avhich he aded. As*the 
firft or tkad Colouring of a great Maftcr feems to have more Likenefs than 
when it has received the laft and finiflicd 1 ouches, fo from thefe fewet 
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llcceiius and firft Imprcflions of the Soul, \vc can attain a better and cleari.?. 
Difeovery of any Man’s Adtions, than by the more elaborate and artihcial 
Produdtions of liis Mind. 

What is amifs in the prefent State of Affairs: 

I. WHATivtR Amendments Law and Ju/liee require, tlu'f; oue.lit firfl 
to be made, whether in Civil or I'cclefiaftical Atl'airs, and without i’avoin 
o^Interelt. And it will become thofe in I’ower to be the lirfl Mowrs, and 
m^ zealous Stricklcrs in this Kind of Reformation. 

‘ l^ightcoujhcfs cxaltcth a NatioVy but Sin is a 'R.cproach to ''Pc?p/c.^ 
Prov. xiv. 34. 

The Work of Rtgbtmifvcfs JJm/l he Teaci\ and the T.ffcH of Right(oufu R,, 
^lietncfsy and /ijiirance for every Ifa. Nx\ii. 17. 

Now the Adts of Law and Jiiftice are, 

1. The fecuring Religion from Atlieifm, Profanenef , and Ii .moriliity. 

2. The punifliing Offenders againi! the Law, relating to jiLiblick or 
private Right indifferently, without isefpedt of Ptrfons. 

3. Seeikc that the Laws themfelves be not a Snaie or burd.n to the 
Subjedt. 

Sccondity What Amendments, Difcvetion or Policy may require in lI'C 
prdfent Poflurc of Affairs e 

'rHERE arc three Parties in this Kingdom to be cenfider'd : (. TI;e 

Church of T.ngland. 2. The Non-Cone-rmil;-. 3. The Papifls. "J he lalf. 
cannot be obliged, without contradiding the J .ilabiifii’d lrav> s, irritating 
the whole body of the Nation, and ruining of all. 

As to the ^d Party, it is to be coniidered, that they arc at this 'f ime 
.numerous. But will they, wdio cannot be governed now they have no 
Potver, be more eafily governed when they have a Share in tlie I’ov.ei 
and Government of the Nation ? Can any Method or lixpediert be found 
ovc-te unite and cement them with the Churcli of Tingland ' If Religion 
be thb real Groun 4 of Difference, they cannot; for it is not Dotdrinc , but 
Difeipliue or Government, which they contend about. From whence it 
clearly follow's, that they muft differ as much as ever, till that Form o£ 
Government, which they like, be eflablilT’d. If Religion be but a Ih’c- 
tence, then it is plain what is really intended. But flill they are numerous, 
and they muft cither he governed with firm and ftcady Reins, or their 
Ficrccnefs muft be abated by Concclfions ,• but w hat thofe can he that 
will fatisfie. Goo alone knows. Fv^r l.ibcrty and Indulgence doth not 
ol^lige ungovernable and ambitious Men, but render them more haughty 
.aid licentious ,• and the more is granted, the more ftill AvilJ be expected. 
Voluntary Conceffions are Favours, forced ones are a Diminution of 
princely Power, and feldom obtain a fuitablc Return, but are only aa 
lincouragemcnt to popular Heat and Confidence. Yet in troubJefome 
'Fiwftis^. no Prince fliould exert fuch an Act of Power as may fubject his 
Prerog^i^vc to Difputc ; but his Prerogative is beft excrcifed in remitting, 
rather thali exacting the Rigour of the I.aws. 

lyiis late Majefty, in his hiK&p r,Acj>.y ch. i. profeffes, that he deligncd 
th the Calling of his laft Parliament, to give all Satisfaction to moderate 
and fober Defircs, and to redrefs all publick Grievances in Church and 
Sta te. * A little after, he wiftics that he had kept himfclf within thofe 
'bounds, and not liavc fuffer’d his Judgment (he fliould have faid his Refo- 
lution) to have been overborn by Importunities ,• and he might have added, 
by mecr Appearances of Danger, and by popular Tumults. 

As to the 3 d Party of Men among us, thofe of the Church of JLnghindy 
I am fure they have deferved much, and have luffcr’d much, they are the 
only People, Avhofc Pretenfions are founded on the Law, and whofc i^rin- 
ciples Ind Form of Government ftrengthen and fupport Monarchy. 

Whic« 
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Which Way may wc be fccurcd for the future 

The Things moft apprehended or feared arc, a Common\vcaJth, Popery, 
or a lading War about the Succcifion, which probably will be both foreign 
and domeltick. 

A Commonwealth, if the Fadions on Foot prevail i Popery, if the 
Duke fuccecd ; and a lading War, if he be excluded. 

Either of thofe are great Evils i but if One mud neceifarily come to 
pafs, which is eligible r Tbelieve, if the Nation were at this Time to.^^ 
fwer, confidcring the Quedion abdraitedly, they would fay, that Popery 
was the worit. War the next, and then a Commonwealth. But if we con- 
fidcr, that a Commonwealth cannot be cdablillied, nor the SuccclUo^ in¬ 
terrupted, without the highed Injudice, the Anfwcr is eafy j for it is 
better differ the greated Evil, than to do the lead Injudice. 

The late King liatli this Obfervation f/. cap. 2. upon my Lord 
Straffm'd% Death. Nor hath Goo’s Judice failed in the Event and fad 
Confequenccs, to fliow the World the Fallacy of that Maxim; Better 
one Man perilli, tho’ unjudly, than the People be difplcafcd. 

To do Evil, that Good may come thereof, is the Corruption of Popery 
it fclf. Wo! to him that hiiildeth a T'ovon with Wood, and efidbUjbetb a 
City in Iniquity, Hab. ii. 12. 

And if a Commonwealth were to be cdablidicd, what Good flioyld 
we obtain ? It would but change one Mader into many, and the Law's 
of wife and fober Men into the Novelties of Projectors, and the wild 


Fancies of a Multitude. 

There is no governing without Laws ; and true labcrty confids in 
a Conformity to rational Laws. What now a Days is meant by Liberty, 
is but the Overthrow of cdablidi’d and approv’d Laws, and to fet up Hu¬ 
mours, to w'hich Obedience mud be exacted as Laws. ^ • 

But may not all thefe Evils be prevented, and that with Truth and 
Judice ? A Commonwealth the King can calily prevent: i. By dandjpg 
firm and rcfolutc to the fundamental Laws. 2. By making no more^on- 
ceflions than may fatisfie moderate and ingenuous Mon, or rather, ' than 
Confcicncc and Judice will require. And above all, 3. By promoting 
true Religion, in the Decency of Worfliip, Sobriety of DoCtrinc, and Beauty 
of Holincfs. 

Popery the Duke may prevent by a hearty and fincerc Profeflion of the 
Protedant Religion, w’hich it ought to be the Endeavours of every honed 
Man to excite in him. 

And AVar the Parliament may prpvent, by doing no Injudice. Tcm- 
peds in State arc greated, when 'I'hlngs grow towards an Equality j aJy 
natural ’femfieds arc greated about the EquinoUia. * ” 

When Princes lean to a Faction, or particular Party of their SqbjeCls, 
the Boat is foon overfet, one Way or another. Henry III. of France en¬ 
ter’d into a League for the Extirpation of the Protedants, and’ prefcntly 
after the I .eaguc was turned upon himfelf. ^ 

IT is a dcfjjcratc Cafe, if thofe at the Helm arc full of Diij^d .and 
Faction, and thofe againd them be entire and united. 

He that w'alkcth uprightly, walketh furcly. As a plain and open DC-*, 
claration of ones Scnce removes private Jealoufies; lb the free palfing of 
the Law upon all fufpeCted Perfons, and a plain jud Trial upon all Sufpi- 
cions of Moment, takes away the Ground of publick Fears. The molU 
dangerous is that difeontent, where the Fear is greater than the feeling.) 
T^o/endi modus, timendi non item: And it is the Judice of God oftentimes 
to punilh Men by that very Thing which is immoderately feared. 


I l^FORE acquainted the Reader, that Sir Lecline was fworn of the Privy 
Council, in Vertue of liis Office of Secretary of State ,• he was an cffecial

aMcmbcr, and flioiild now fliy fomctliing of him under that Capacity ; but 
inalmuch as that Sort of Work is, as it were, beliind the Curtain, and 
under the ftri(ft Obligations of Secrecy, it will in a great mcafure efcape our 
linquiry j tho’ it may be undcrltood, if I were altogctlier lilent on this 
Head, that Sir Leoline^ who fo well underftood the Intcreft and Conftitu- 
tion ot his Country, and had gone through fo many important Negotia¬ 
tions of the Oown^ he, I fay, that had given fuch convincing Proofs of 
his nonc/ly and Integrity, could not be an idle or an ufelefs Counfcllor. 

The Alatters which tliis honourable Aifcmbly has to deal with, ’tis 
Well ^nown, are not only of the grcatdl Importance to the whole Kingdom, 
biYt"^ it is in many In fiances a Court of Jultice, and determines Matters e)f 
private Preiperty, eitlier in the firft Inftance, or on Appeal. Here thei*e- 
forc Sir Leoline muft have had frequent Occafions to fliew his hxperience 
in Bulinefs, and liis great Abilities in the Law and Practice of Foreign Na¬ 
tions. Here lie had frequent Opportunities to alTert and maintain thofc 
JurifdiCtions, in wliich he had fo long prelidcd, againft the Incroachments 
made upon them, as lie had in former 'I'imcs done agai:i/l thofe two emi¬ 
nent Authorities, the l>ords Chief Juftice Hides and Hmigban . One of 
his Arguments on that Occalion is to be found among the following Col¬ 
lection. 

He had one very memorable Occafion to exert himfelf at the Council 
Board, and that was, upon the Privileges of the City of London. For the 
Diffolution of the two laft Parliaments having caufed a Spirit of Difeon- 
tent, many Petitions were prefented to the King for the fitting of the Par¬ 
liament } and among the roll, fuch a Petition was zealoully promoted and 
prefented from the City of London. This and fome other Circumflanccs in 
^he Behaviour of the City at that Time, occalioned his Majcfty in Coun¬ 
cil fo refolve on a Qyo Warranto againft them. What Debate it had in 
Council, I am not able to conjecture, any further than from a Letter of 
to tlie * Duke of Tork^ containing his Sentiments on that Sub¬ 
ject : fVhcrcin he fqpms to have differ’d widely from the reft of that Ho- 
noiyrablc Board j and had the Refolution to ftand unmoved, by the Impor¬ 
tunity and Example of thofe, w horn he thought it was his Duty in all 
Things elfc to obey. How'cvcr, a Warranto being brought in tlie 
Kins^s-^eneb^ Judgment was given, that the Liberties of the City fliould 
be feized into the King’s Hands j but by the King’s fpecial Command, tlie 
Entry of the Judgment was refpited, to fee if they would fubmit them- 
fclves to his Majefty’s Plcafure. 1 cannot politivcly fay, this Forbearance 
vtas the Rcfult of Sir Lcolinc's Advice, but it certainly was agreeable 
'to his Sentiments. And fome of the City had that grateful Senfe of the 
Part which he had aCted in that Afl'air, that they conferr’d the greateft 
Tcftimfeny of it in their Power, by prefenting of him with his Freedom, 
and afterwards choofing of him Mailer of the Salters Company ; and leaft 
Sir fhould think it any Difparagemcnt to him, in the Poll in which 

he ha!d>^e Honour to ferve the King, the Company acquainted him in 
their Lm^r, that the Lord 'Berkley, Sir yofeph Williamfon, and fcveral 
othpr Minifters of State, had born the like Offices in other Companies. 

And here I cannot but take Notice of another groundlcfs Calumny, in 
the Hiftory ’’ of thefe Times lately publifhed. Jenkins, fays the Author, 
(for that was the moft decent and courtly Appellation he could find, for 
Perfons of the greateft Character and Diftinftion) managed the whole But 
/ inefs of the City with fo many indirect TraHices, that the '^putation he 
bad for probity was much hkmifhed ly it. What thofe indireii 'PraHices 
were, which he fuppofes Secretary Jenkins to have been concerned in, I 
am notable to difeover^ neither has his own fruitful Invention been able 
to inform us ; And therefore fuch general and groundlcfs Afperfions, with- 
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out one Dot;Tec of real Evidence to fupport them, deferve no other Anfvver 
but Contempt. As he had a great Interelt with the Clergy and cliief Ma- 
giflrates of the City, he might perhaps pcrfwadi; tliem to a Snbmijfiou and 
CofnpUance in fame ‘j'bings, as tlie ivcjl iiffcli 7 ia! Met bed to prcz'cnt worjf: 
He might, and I believe did, influence them to be pafftcc in the JMs f{ 
fomc of their ^Pricilce[cs^ tho’duly and h'gally inherent in them, asti.c 
only Means to prcferce and fccni c the }\(i : When lie found all Oppenition 
would be ineftettiial, and the King refolved to go thro’ with the Work lie 
hid begun, and cfpccial/y jince the jhad^es^ to whom it more immediately 
belonged, bad ley^alizcd tbofe Proceedinpy by their folcran yndymentsi 'hut 
his 01X11 Opinion k'ems to liave been cv/r/j', and ahxays apeiinfl them. How 
the City, after fomc few Days Deliberation, prefented their Subiniif-on to 
hisMajefl), and tow that Judgment teas afterwards rtaerfed by Act of 
Parliament as illegal and arbitrary, are Particulars too well known to be 
here related. 

'’I’h I RE were other Inliances wherein he difi'er’d from the general Vogue 
and Humour of the Court : He was a certain Enemy'^ to all cldmencal 
Projects that came before tlie Council, and however, through Inadvertency, 
or other fccrct Motives, tliey nailed glib with the refl, they were fure to 
meet (.)ppolition w'ith Sir Ji,eo/ine^ who had llefolution to diflemt, uikM'.s:- 
perience enough to dillinguilh between wJiat was practical and really ufe- 
tuJ, from whatwnis mcerly chimerical. Sir JpdJetnp/e ' tells us a remark¬ 
able Inltancc of this in Sw yames Sheen's Project, incrcafine^ the Kinys 
Revenue in Ireland, by a nciso Farm of it to himjilf; w hich, tho’ approx ed 
of by the re /1 of the Council as very advantageous, yet Sir //'. Femp/e and 
Sir JL. yenkins^ by their Afliduity, found out the Cheat, and laid the Mat¬ 
ter fo bare, as to fliew, that it was in Ffie'cl not only a Farm of iheJkc- 
‘venne i?/" Ireland, htit alfo of the Crown it felf. And if Sir Lcoline ‘had 
not had a more than ordinary Share in the Conduct of that Difeovery^Sir 
W> Femplc (who w'as fo fond of aggraitdillng his own Merit) would ^anfly 
have allowed liim to partake in the Credit of it. 

He conftantly and timely declared againll every irregidar oi' illegal Pro¬ 
ceeding ; and where it was not in his Pow’er to hinder or mitigate the Vio¬ 
lence of fomc Profcciitions, yet it wnis contrary to his Inclination andl'cm- 
per to heighten and increafe them; or in the Icaft, to haften the Fall of 
thofe unhappy Perfons, W’ho were not to be reclaimed by any other Me¬ 
thods than thofe of legal Severities ; anvl. Phaeton like, chofe rather to 
burn, than not to manifeft their ill-grounded Zeal. As ho w as moderate 
and tender in all Matters, where he liad any direct Autliority or Conccrjl' 
in vertuc of his Office, fo in other RefpeCts he f)ften appeared as a SojTi- 
citor, to relieve many at that Time under the Preflurc of the Law** 'J'ho’ 
he was molt loyal to his Prince, both in I’rinciple and Practice, and a great 
A/fcrtcr of Monarchy, and the Right of Succeflion in the Crbwn^ yet I 
could never find that he was for enforcing a blind Obedience from^rf^fone, 
or that he was for altering or tranfgrcffing thofe Bounds had 

fixed, between the juft Prerogatives of the Crow’u, and the legal Rights 
of the Subject. But he thouglit Obedience had its proper Bounds, as wcl* 
as every Thing clfe, and did not extend beyond the Rules of Juftice. And 
I have before lufficicntly flievvn, that ho w'ould not execute every Purpofc 
of the Court whether right or wrong, but made the known eftablilbtij 
I.aws the Mcafurc of his Actions. Ho had learnt by the Experience of 
many Years, and a Variety of Inftanccs in that Reign, that the Prince’s 
Will was not ahv^s fufficient to protcCl his Minifter from popular Rcfent- 
ments j and therefore ho purfued the fame juft and honeft Refolutions 
in his Behaviour at the Council Board, as lie had all along fet himfelf 
in Dis other Parts of Life. I 
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At length, after 4 Years Service in this high and bufy Station, Sir Ijco- 
iinds Conllitution was I'o wafted by his Zeal and Application for the Pub- 
lick Service, that he became unable any longer to bear the Fatigues of his 
Office j and the more fo, (as Mr. JFood fays) hccmlb bi\' lU other Secret ary 
did not iinderfland it So that he obtained I ,eave of liis Majefty, on the 
14/^ of yy/j;*//1684, to deliver up the " Seals of his Office; tho' (as tlie 
publick Account of that Time has it) •with 7 mub lJni£iillingne(s^ bcccmfc of 
the great Saiisfafiion his Majefty a/ways had in his Services. Not as the 
^ 1 -natured Pen of the beforementioned Autlior exprefles it beeaufe he 
sjjfid now done all the ’JJrudgery that the Court had Occajion for from him^ 
and was capable to ferce thpm in nothing elje. For this was the 1 /anguage 
he thought proper to make Ufe ol' for tliat honourable Service i and fuch 
is the injurious 'iVcatmcnt he gives not only to Sir Leoline^ but almoft to 
every other eminent and worth} Perfon of tliat Reign, liut Sir Leoline s 
Retirement w'as not from any fuch Motive or Conlideration, it wa'- 
Nature founded his Retreat; and he had Itill tJie fame Place in theLfteem 
of his Royal Matter. 

Her tor ON he gave a farew'el to all fecular Implojmcnt, and retired 
to an Houfe at Hammerjinith., where he refolved to hnifli the Remainder 
of his Days. Having now attained to that Privacy which he liad fo often 
wifli’d for, he began to conlider his approaching DifloJution with a more 
ftcady Fye, and to clofc his Accounts between (ion and liis Confciencc, 
which indeed he had ever made one of the moft important Articles and fa¬ 
miliar I'.xercifes of his w hole I-ife. But tho’ he had left oh all Commerce 
with the bufy Part of Mankind, yet as long as he lived, T-earning and 
learned Men were ftillhis Care as much as ever, and he was ufefultothem 
• in many Refpcdis. His Friends had an eafy Accefs to him, and ftill applied 
td him whenever they had Occalion. The King himfelf was not unmind¬ 
ful of his long and faithful Services, and vouchsafed often to enquire after 
ills Healt*!, and fometimes to require his Opinion, as if he had been ftil! 
onc »of his Minifti^. 

• In the middle of March 1684-5;, King James W.. being then on the 
•^"'hrone. Sir Leoline was again fworn of the Privy Council, and at the 
fame Time elected Burgefs by the Univerfity of Oxford; and upon fome 
little Return of Health and Strength, frclh Application was made to him 
to appear in Bufinefs j but his Indifpofltions of Body foon returning upon 
him, he w'as never able to fit in that Parliament, but died the i Ji of Sep¬ 
tember ioWowlng^ in X\\e6zd Year of his Age. But if we conlider the 
,, •Manner in which he pafs’d that I.ifc, which was ever in the reallmprove- 
'aarcnt of himfelf, to the Advantage of thofe he lived with, or in the Care of 
l-*<?ftcrity i I fay, if we compute his Time by fuch Meafurcs, he may be faid 
to haVe lived twice as long as many others of the fame Age. 

What fecret Warnings, or Prefages of Death, he might have, I know 
ivs»*^but as he had often fpoke of it in full Health without Concern, as a 
mcc^t^bt to Nature, or as fome indifferent Thing ; fo the latter Part of 
his Lif^vas a continual Theam and Meditation upon it. He feemed to 
thole about him, not only to be well prepared, but alfo patient, eafy, and 
free from all thofe fearful Apprehenfions, which arc the certain Compa¬ 
nion; of a departing Sinner, after an ill and immoral Courfe of life. 

^ It is the Remark of a late polite Author, that there is nothing in Hifto- 
fy fo improving or qfteZiing^ as the Accounts (f the Deaths of eminent Ter- 
fonsy and tf their "Behaviour at that Seafon^ beeaufe there is no other Cir- 
ctmftance in the Story of a Berfon, which can poffthly be the Cafe of every one 
who reads it. A Battle^ a Triumph^ or a publick Miniftry^ are Conjnn^ 
Zlures which not one Man in a thoufand is likely to be mgaged in; hut when 
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The LIFE of Sir Leoliiie JenkiivC 

a ^Pcrfon is at the Point of Tfcaih^ we cannot forbear being attentwe to eccry 
’’Thing he fays or does, bccatife we are jitre that fome Time or other, we our 
fek'cs JImU undoubtedly he under the fame melancholy Circumjianccs. And 
lince 1 hav(j endeavoured to fpeak of Sir JLeolinc in every other I'art of 
]nfc, it may not be amifs to give fome little Account of his Behaviour and 
Difcourfcj a very few Days before his Death; as it was attefted by Mr. 
Pedford to the reft of the Executors, and was taken as Part of his WRl. 
This Gentleman had belonged many Years to Sir Lcolinc, and was Deputy 
Rcgiftcr of the High Court of Admiralty, had for fome Time atten^d 
him in his I’orcign Imployments, and was a Perfon of great Integrit^y^ 
J-earning, ami Ingenuity, efpecially in his own particular ProfelTton. He 
compiled a curious Abftra( 5 t of all the Sea-Laws, and dedicated it to Sir 
L.ycnkins, but it was never lYintcd; and by Sir Ji,^’^»//«^’s Will was reftored 
to him again. 

His Honour, fays he, feveral'I’imes after the making of his Will, fpokc 
of being buried by his dear friend Dr. Manfell, in Jefus-College Chappel, 
and deferibed to me where he lay-, at the fame time weeping much out of 
the great Affection which he had for him. He fpokc particularly againftauy 
Monument for himfelf; but at my carneft Retjueft permitted an infeription 
upon his Grave Stone. • 

H E delired me to take Care, that bis Corps might not be mangled, hut 
to be buried in Woollen, according to the late Aft, and wrapp'd in Lead, that 
it might not be offenfive. 

Afterwards he recommended to me his Chaplain, cjleeming the 
Vacancy of Nutfeild (theAdvowfon of which he had given to thcCollege) 
to he too great an Uncertainty for him ; and was defirons fome other Way 
might he found out for bis being fettled in a Living. He alfo defired my 
Care of his other Servants, for their diligent Attendance of him in hfs 
Sicknefs, and befides half a Year’s Wages, left it to his Executors to 
tify them further ; not knowing, as he foid, how much longer he might c^ti~ 
nue in that Condition -, intimating, that if he lay long, thdy Ihould be con- 
fider’d accordingly. At the fame time he likewife told me of fcvcral prt~ ^ 
vate Charities he had conflantfy allowed, and gave me fome Directions in 
them; and that I might take more for the fame Purpofe, if I thought fit, 
and that his Executors would readily allow it. 

A T another Day he was pleafed to fpeak to me as to one of his Execu¬ 
tors, to take Care of thofc who attended him, and in particular to ufc my 
utmoft Endeavotirs in Pchalf of thofc two of Jefus-College about him (mean- , 
ing his Chaplain and h\s Amanuen^s'); faying, he was more obliged to con^ 
fider them, who held taken fo much Pains and Care about him, than an hun* 
dred‘ of the College whom he had never fecn, nor ever f mild fee. 

And fome Days after, by a Codicil, he again intreats his Executors^ to 
gratifie all thofe, who tn his Sicknefs bad or Jhould attend him, in fuchiyh 
ample and comfortable Manner, as they, Jhould judge reafonable ; and tj^be. 
muft leave it to their T>ifcretion, yet. / wotdd have it done (fays hdf with 
a Regard to that Tendernejs, that a Man who doth conJid&rabJe Legacies for^ 
pious Ufes, and to fiicb as be never faw, mufi he prefumed to have tomardt 
thofe that do bipi real and aUued Service. 

Just before his Death, he faid, it was indifferent to him wbetbef be^ 
was buried at Jefus-College, or 0 St. Bennct PaulT-Wharf, London; but* 
Mr. Sedferd fuppofing, that he might fpeak it out of Fear of his having 
fome Trouble to get hisCoi^s carried to Oofprff, told.him, that it might be 
cafily carried thither: Upon which he tvas pleafed.to fay, That be had. 
bis ^ginning 0 Jefus-College, send fo bad tboi^ft fit in Return to leave 
to the (Mege the greatefl Part (f what he had} and therefore feemed to 
like it oeft to baVQ bis returned-thither ol^* I 
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These and the like Expx'cffions frequently from Ixim, made his 

Friends to apprehend that the Day of his Death drew near. And when 
that Day was come, he put olf Mortality witli as much Content, Ciiear- 
fulnefs, and Peace of Mind, as he ufed to exprefs in the ordinary Occur- 
I'cnces of his Life, without any violent Agonies, or Striigghngs of Nature, 
and in’ the full and perfedt Ufe of his Reafon to the lalt. So that the Cir- 
cujaaftances of his Death were every way fuitahle to ihufe of lus Life, and 
he died as lie had lived, with great Piety and Relignation. 

.Whereueon his Body was embalmed, and carried from his Houfe at 
to Oxford^ being attended by fomc of his intimate Friends, 
and domcftick Servants. And if the Bodies of Men be capable of any 
Honour, Sir JLeclincs had as much as any Man’s could havci and he wa^ 
attended to his Grave with all the Decency and Splendor becoming thofe 
high Imployments lie had undergone. So grateful and obliging to Jiim uas 
that learned Body, for the many ufeful and accep>tab!e Serv ices he had 
performed for them in the Courfe of his Life. And Wit and idoquence 
were now at work, to offer up their I'ributc to his Memory. 

The Pomp and Manner ot his Reception there, and of his Interment, 
is thus deferibed by one that W’as an Fye-witnefs '. When the Corps came 
near the City, fevcral Doctors, and the principal Memix rs and Officer,-, of 
the Univerlity, the Mayor, Aldermen, and Citixcir, fomc in Coaches, 
and others on Horfeback, went out to meet it, and c-unlucted it to the 
Publick Schools, where the Vicc-Chanccllor, Jhiliop of the Diocefe, and 
the whole Body of the Univerlity, were ready to receive it, and placed it 
in the Divinity-School, wdiich was fitted and prepared for that Purpofe, 
with all convenient Ornaments and Deporations. 

• ^’^vo Days after, the Vice-Chancellor, fcveral Bifiiops, Noblemen, 

Dpftots, Prodto'rs, and Mafters, met tliere again in their Formalities, as 
well as many others that came to pay their laft Refpeds to him ■, and the 
3vie)i»ory of the Deccafed being folcmnized in a Jjattn Oration by the Uni- 
vcrlity Orator, thp Corps was removed to the Chappcl of Jcjus-Colkgc 
■\Mhcre the Vice-Chancellor (who happened to be the Principal thereof) 
•fead the Offices of Burial; and another Latin Oration was made by one of 
the Fellows of the College, which was accompanied withMulick, Anthems, 
and other Performances fiiitaljlc to the Occalion. After which it was m- 
terr’d in the Jrea of the faid Chappcl, with a Marble Stone over his 
Grave, and a Latin Infcription on it, I'uppofed to be made by his old 
Friend Dr. Fell^ I.ord Bifhop of Oxford^ and Dean of Chrift Church , a 
^•Copy of which is to be found in the following Collection. 

-w.^ A VI NG thus endeavoured, by tlie foregoing imperfeCt Draught, to give 
an Account of the moft remarkable Paflages of Leolinc\ bufy and ufeful 
Idfcy and having traced him from his Birth to his Grave, from his Appear- 
arfoi^i Publick, to his mofl private Recefl'es ■, I am thinking w'hether it 
woulcK^ an Abufe of the Reader’s Patience, after what has been already 
faid, t^dd any Thing further of him. But inafmuch as there arc fome 
particular Circumftances, and fome conliderablc yertues, which I have not 
yet had an Oppbrtunity, or at leaf! not fo fully, to Ipeak of before; and 
lohtg others which could not be fixed to any one Period of Time, but were 
.habitual, and confpicuous in all his TranfaClions ^ it may not be amifs to 
add thefe further Obfervations on him. 

From what has been faid, it appears, that his Life tvas, as it were, one 
continued Courfe of Labour and Indufiry for the Publick Good. Few va¬ 
cant Spaces, or neglected Moments, flipp’d away from him, and he was 
praifli worthy almoft in every Part of Life. His moft indifferent ACIions 
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were agreeable to the Dictates of Rcafon, fuch as became the State he 
was called to, and fuitablc to a Life of great Application and Bulinefs. 

Those that are altogether Strangers to thcCharatler of Sir i. 'Jenkins, 
may polTibly think, tSiat I delign only a Pancgyrick, and pafs over in Si¬ 
lence what might be faid to his Prejndicc. I am far from thinking, that 
he, of whom 1 am Ipcaking, Was perfed, and void of all Frailties. I am 
fully fcnfiblc, that from the beft and wlfcft of Men an Aiftion has fome- 
times fallen, which has caft a Blcmifh on the reft of their Condudi but 
in the Charadlcr now before me, there were as few Blemilhes as can be 
fhewn perhaps in any, and none df Guilt. Whatever might have had the 
Appearance of this kind in ’his Conduct, I fincerely profefs has erthtr 
’cfcapcd my Enquiry, or elfe is‘here feirlytalcen,Notice of. 

A s few Petfons have had Opportunities of doing fo much Good in the 
■Courle of their 1 dves ; lb few. If they 'had, ’tis 'to be feared, would havo 
'had Inclination to do it. But Sir Jjeoline feemed not to have been con¬ 
tent in the Merit of his former Actions, while there was any Thing left 
•in his Power to do. For, not yet to mention that large Scheme of Cha¬ 
rities he projected to himlelf, he had many other Things in his Intentions 
for the Publick Service. So unwilling was he, while he did live, to live 
in vain, and not to employ the Remainder of his Days to the fame gene¬ 
rous Purpofes. 

That which he had moft laboured in his latter Days, was in rela¬ 
tion to the Commiflions of Delegates. That whereas many Suits of great 
^Weight and Confcquencc, are from time to time appealed to the King in 
Cbancery, from divers Ecclenaftical, and Otheir Courts of the Civil Law, 
both in jEngland and Ireland: And fuch Appeals are committed to the 
Hearing and Determination, not of aqy one landing Court, but of fuch, 
<Ferfons as arc appointed by the Lord Chancdllor pro hoc vice i and upon* 
every Btffinefs there is a now CommilUon and new Judges. To prevfent 
many Inconveniencies that arife in fuch occasional-Commilhons, his yrifb- 
cs and'Intentions were, if he could have br'^ught them to bear, thatfl^rc 
fhould be one ftanding Commilfion of Delegates; and fol that Puxpofe, -Jbe 
liad with great Care and Judgment formed a Draught of Rules, to be ena- 
bliflied by the King s Authority, What Directions or 'JEncour^ement he 
might have from his Majcfty, to hope for Succefs in this Attempt,- or whe¬ 
ther it'mifearried by his Death, Which happened not long after, I am not 
able to determine. 

Not to mention feveral other Matters which he had jwepared, hut 
proved abortive, as a to prevent clandeftine Marriages j and another 
to revive the ancient Authority c^ Kural^eans, as a Delign, he thought, * 
of great Concern to the Difdpline and Polity of the Church, and for ihe 
better preventing of Vice and Immorality. He had two coididerable De- 
iigns in View the One was, a SHI to wdtc and fuhjeZlTeadiars and estentpt 
^urifd0iOns, to the refpeuive^iocefes wherein they layi arid to veft^Ji© 
whole' Power of proceeding and determining, as well in Caules of l^anc^s 
as of (!>fAcc, in thetofpeCtive Bilhops. But this Deljign he Toon lala afide, 
for Fcrir the Abolition Of thole Uttle JurildiClions, like that of the ifmall^ 
Rciigioris Houles 'in ‘jShn.'VUI. Time, might u^er in the Downfall of the 
greater. / 

'The othrir wa$ a'Bill de eontttmacecapiendo, wbere^ the fame PrDee% 
Penalties and Difkbilities Were to be criaCted, -as in the Cafe of-a Penfoh 
excommunicate by the Statute 5 EHz. and to iqipofB a pecuniary Mulct 
for IdlTcr Contunlacies and'C^ffences, to be applied'for the Repairs of Ca¬ 
thedral Churches, ^is Ikll has been the Eridi^vour of Tome learned Men 
lince, arid therefore it‘ may not be rimifs jrift to touch upon tbe-SubBaucc 
Of as then projOaed by Sir X. Jenkins. 
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H E was vcrfi;d in many modern Languaj^cs, and fpokc them fluently ^ 
and had fomc Gleanings in moft Parts of Learning, even in thofe which 
gratify the Curiolity, more than theUndcrltanding of a jMan ; but he had 
chiefly addidted himfelf to thofe of real and immediate Benefit, hie w as 
not only eminent as any one of that Age, but alraoft perfedt in thcBuliiiefs 
of that ufeful ProfclTion wherein he had engaged himfelf / and, conlidering 
his particular Bent to the Civil and Canon Laws, he had a very gr.eat 
Knowledge of the Common and Statute Laws of the Realm. 

He was a Man of little l.cifnrc, and of no Sort of Pleafure, even t» a 
voluntary AblHnence from innocent and agreeable Divcrlpmsj and 111^1*5411^ 
Things of I.ife exceeded the moft rigid Stoick. To this he probably owed 
his great Strength of Body, and a Conftitution not only healthful,' but 
alfo* capable of the clofcft Applicationj and always lived in a fparihg, ab- 
ftemious Way, that he might be the fitter for Bufmefs, and the Duties of 
his Imployments. As he conftantly went to Reft early, fo he rofe early, 
and often before the Sun, even in the midlt of Summer Nature exadting 
very little Sleep of him. 

He w'as frugal and temperate in the common Management of his For¬ 
tune, and was an Enemy to all Sort of Luxury and Extravagancy, at a 
'Pime when there was a general E-ncouragcfiicnt given to' it. His ujiial 
(larb was of the beft^ but tlic Emblem of his Mind, grave, plain, and un- 
aflfedted ; and if lie exceeded at any Time his ordinary IMethod, it was 
more to fuit the Office or Capacity wlierein he ferved, tlian any Pleafure 
or Inclination he took in gaudy fuperlieial Embellilhments. And yet lie 
was noble and magnificent when Occafion required, where his Publick 
Charadter, or the Honour of the Crotvn, called upon him to,be fo. Iii his 
Embafty, he kept open Table three Days a Week, amply furnilhed \y itkf 
the choiceft I^rovifions,; he had many Gentlemen of Fafliion and Diftindfion 
in his Train, and his Equipage every Way fuitable. And I have bcch in¬ 
formed from a very good Authority, that he has expended near 2 o 64 at 
one extraordinary Selllons of the Admiralty Upon his Return from ^ime- 
and every the moft ordinary Sefiion was a great and certain Expehcc 
to him, which he chearfully beftowed, in order to keep up the Grandeur 
and Reputation of them. His Eimbafly at Cologn was not only an Expence 
to him much greater than the Allowance belonging to it; but when the 
Ededtor of Cologn was reduced to Straits by the Ncglcdt of his Allies, be 
voluntarily pledged his own private Credit for his Supply, as will appear 
by the enfuing Colledtion of T.etters. 

He was far from overvaluing any of the Appendages of Life, and 
even carelefs to a higli Degree of thofe vulgar and circumftantial Part;^'bi 
Happinefs. Afid one may judge of the Greatnefs of his Mind, anJ henv 
little he followed tlie Didtates of Ambition, or any narrow and felfiAiCon- 
liderations, hv refnjing thofe botintifnl Qfters that had been made hfm by 
the Minifters of the Emperor and King of France^ and other Princes k£i? 5 re- 
mentioned, upon the Conclufion of the Peace. He likewife ref^d *Pre» 
Cents qf Mine from the Elcdtors of Cologn and palatine, during that Treaty, 
which were accepted by others ; and fomc other extraordinary ExemptidHs, 
whicli were ofl'er’d him as jMediator ; contenting himfelf with the uiifal 
and eftabjifli’d Rights of hi.s Cbaradter. Witli the fame Greatnefs and fee- 
nerofity he afterwards refitfed to accept of the Kings Service rf. 
upon liis Return from Wvnegnen^ which in that one Embalfy only amount¬ 
ed to 732 Ounces of gilt Plate, 37P5? Ounces of white Plate and no pre¬ 
vailing Cufhm or Ufage^ nor the Example of his CoHegues^ or Predecef- 
fors, could induce him to accept of them. And I have been told by good 
Authority, that in the latter End of that Regn, when the Parliament had 
denifid Supplies, and his Majefty was refolved on Methods of Frugality, 

that 
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that Sir LcoUnc gcncroufly offer’d to fave his Majefty a great Part of the 
ufual Allowance of his Secretary’s Ofhee. 

As it has been generally obierved, that Men of a lilieral and vertuous 
liducation, difeharge their Imployments with greater Honefly than jMcn of 
the World; fo it is certain he, or whom I now l]icak, w'as free and clear 
from Corruption in all Degrees, and under all Denominations; that 
he lt»od his Ground again!! every Attack made upon him, and even 
departed with many of liis moll legal and accuftomed Dues. And as he 
hati not fought his Preferments by any unjuftifiable Methods, he ieemed 
f^ioJkKjd not to enrich himfelf when he was in Poifeflion of them, by any 
of thofe Gratifications, which little ivorldly Minds can hardly forbear. As 
if he defired, to find no other Advantages but the Glory of ferviiig well, 
and no other Recompence but the Pifteem of good Men. 

I have before fhewn how impartial he was in the Diftribiitiiai of Tuflicc, 
without refpedf of Perfons or Opinions. That he was not only juli between 
Man and Man in all ordinary Cafes, but alfo where his intimate P'riend, 
his Patrons, his Enemy, or his own Intereft interfered ; P'or in a “Word, he 
feemed to have loved Juftice as his Life, and the Iraws as his Inheritance ; 
and a6ted,as if he always remembred whofe Image and Commillion he bore, 
and to whom he was accountable for the Equity of his Decrees. 

He was by Nature mild, affable, and courteous, of unaffeded Goodnefs 
and Benevolence. He would often by a foft perfvvalive Word dropt from 
him in the opening or breaking of a Caufe, put an End to Suits in an ami¬ 
cable Accord of the Parties, which in themfelves perhaps had more ill 
Nature and Prejudice, than Difficulty j and w'hich otherwife., by the ordi¬ 
nary Forms of Juftice, muft have been dilatory, and by their Expence 
Btlighf have undone the Parties without his Interpolition. 

He was fo humble in his Carriage and Apprehenfion of Things, tliat he 
was almo!! beyond Example ; and his Behaviour friendly and inofenfive to 
Inferiors as well as Superiors; without invading any Man’s Province, or 
arrogating the foie Merit to himfelf, where others were equally concerned 
withhim. So far from any Mixture of Pride and Conceit, that it was hard to fay, 
wfiether his Knowledge, or his Modefty and Condcfcenfion w as the greater- 

He ufed to propofe his own Senfc of Things with a due and decent 
Diftruft, and with a proper Deference to what was fuggefted by others. 
He was not offended with any, bccaufc they w'ere not of his Mind^ or 
..^ever abandoned Friendfhip, Rciped:, or Decency, in the Profecution of his 
Argument j but having fairly and honeftly propounded hisowm Sentiments, 
Itt every one Judge for himfelf, without expreffing any Zeal or Eagernefs 
tortviy them over to his own Opinion. As when his Judgment lead him to 
o^pme kis ■* Collegue Dr. Exton^ in any Matter referred to them jointly, 
it was not in a pecvifli, arrogaut Air, but in a rclpeftful and obliging Man¬ 
ner, wifh a* proper Diftruft of himfelf, and Deference to his Collegue’s 
grcat’l^fwit and Experience. And he was of the fame candid Behaviour in 
re{J»ed toVithers from whom he differ’d in Judgment, as may be fecn by 
various Inftances in the following GolleiJlion ^ 

• Th IS great Modefty in- His Language andConverfation, fometimes made 
a diiddvantagcous Impreffion of him on thofe, who judged altogether by 
outv^d Appearances. And‘ it was this rectify which often gave Occajioti 
tO'fdme vain and Conceited Perfons to rob him of his Merit, and to arro¬ 
gate more than belonged to themfelves. When he firff aCted m the Com- 
mififion concerning the Qjicen Mother’s Eife^s, the Erench Courtiers fell' 
into this Error, and feemod' to entertain butr a mean Opinion of him, beitlg' 
not a J\®|n oBFinefs^ or of that airy Carriage and JJJurance, fo peculiar td 
Perfons of that N^on. One of them more forward and conceited thaii^ 
the reft>a^ed/himj in what Elate or Country he was bom? To wliich 
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Sir Lcoline aiifu erod, that he "jeas a Cambro-Urhain } hut tlic Frenchman 
hciii.;; ftill at a I.ofi, ddircd to liear fomc of the J.anguau;c of the Place ^ 
and the l^-xprclhon he chofe was^ AvV zsrTb J /'/^ mae adnahod Cyffylod^ - 
wliicli IS a Jielcb Proverh, fi^nifying, that [Fbe Qoodnefs cf] a Woodetek 
not to he known by bis 'FUb And they foon found tlieinfelves mi/lakcn 
in their Apprehenlloiis of him. It mufi: he owned S\x J^eoHne was not one 
of thofe Men, tvlio at lirft Siglit, or at a Diftance rather appear heft, juul 
can exliihit tlie whole L.xperience of their natrow laves at a lingle InK-r- 
view. 11 is good Senfe did not lie in a fudden 'lurn of Wit, but raiher 
in a f(did Conception, and a ferious Reflexion. He was rather \\h^i^^ay 
he faid to he agreeable or delirable, than lliining or lively inCtmverfation, 
and pleafed the Underftanding moi-e than the T.ye. He was like a Piece 
of true Architecture, which cannot fltevv it feif perfectly at once, but 
v\ill hear an agreeable Vhew and Review on all Sides ^ and the more 
accurately it is conlider d by a skilful Artift, the more perfect and fa- 
tisfactory every 'J'ime it appears to he. For in a W’ord, tho’ his Deport¬ 
ment had much of a (ientleman, it had more of a Scholar, and moll of 
a Chriftian. 

His Civility did not confift only in Words or courtly Rxpreflions, but he 
was llrictly jult in his Words, as well as faithful in his Promifes; and had 
a real Regard wherever he profefled it. He was an Fnemy to Flattery of 
any kind, and was unoafy on the h'rft Approaches of iti and it was not with¬ 
out fonie Sort of Conftraint, that he could ever hear the good Opinion or 
lilleem conceived of him. 

1 F his Majelty was pleafed at any Time to commend or approve his Ser¬ 
vices, Sir Fcoliuc received it with the mofl profound Deference and Re- 
fpect, ahvajs ccnlidering himfclf as his Subject; and that what thc^bgft 
Subjects can do, was no more than their Duty. And was fo far from over¬ 
valuing his Merit, or thinking that he had obliged his Prince by any of 
his Services, that he ftill acknowledged himfclf the only Debtor “i ancT as 
he had pofiefs’d his Majefty’s Favour by his Prudence, ib he ufed and pre- 
ferved it with an equal Humility. And whoever reads Ibmc of the follow¬ 
ing Letters, cannot in any wile think that I have ftrain’d my Panegyrifck 
of him. 

H t w as of fo grateful a Temper to every one, that he never failed to 
exprefs, in the molt proper and becoming Manner, the Favours he Jiad re¬ 
ceived i and tho’ the Modelly of his own Perfon was fuch, that he had ^ 
rather confer Obligations, than have them publickly owned ; and it was a 
kind of Violence to his own Nature, to be put in Mind of them agrfm* 
from others j yet he himfclf went by another Rule, and in this Thin^l^r.ly 
he did not do ns he would he done by : For he let flip no Opportunity* oi 
fliewing his grateful Acknowledgments to thofe that had in any wife 
obliged him, or intended fo to do i and was uneafy till he had fourfd fomc 
proper Metliods of extending his Kindnefs to them. 

IN his molt fcanty Circumllanccs of Life, he had an cafy, p^jlcnt, and 
contented Mind ; and in his greateft Affluence, he had nothing of Pride or 
Arrogance in his Behaviour. As his firft Purpofes were to be humbleund 
jult, the PoU'eflion or Acquifition of Power, which arc apt to elevate rfdi- 
nary Conceits, did not in the Icaft alter his Manners, or make him renemnee 
his old Principles; and he could withftand the Charms of Profpcrity,Nmd 
of an exalted Station, with the fame Eafe and Refolution as he had for¬ 
merly done the Storms of Advcrlity. And after his Advancement behaved 
with the fame Decency, Temper, and Moderation, as in his low'cft Parts of 
Idfc. As an Inltance of this, 1 may mention, that w hen Sir LeoUne once 
come to vifit his own Country, after a long Abfence, he was invited by 
fev6ral Gentlemen of the bell Rank andQiiality, to take up his Quarters 

at 
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at their Houfcs j'but he declined all their Offers, and contented himfell 
ivith a Lodging;, tho’ a much more homely one, in his Father's own Moure. 

If he was fubjcdl to Heat or Pafllon, (winch fome have reckoned the 
common Failing of his Country) it was but in a low Degree, or orl 
feme extraordinary Occafions, and utterly void of Malice and Revenge, 
:ho’at Times that he was fufliciently armed both \\ ith Power and Oppor- 
mnity ,• and never fo intemperate as to lofe the Command of himlelf. 
Fh^jrc hav'^e been fome Inftanees of Warmth in the foregoing Account, and 
,/was never more than at the Abufe of Scripture, or ferious and facred 
Matters by licentious Railleryj but in Matters of JufHce, his Paifions never 
ijJIjiMhc Icaft Place. And when he oppofed any one upon a Publick Account, 
t was not out of a fowre 'remper, or upon any narrow felfifh Conlidera- 
:ion,but with a perfect Refpedt and Regard to their Chara»iter,- without neg- 
icfting to do them any friendly Offices, that he could fafely perform wiiii- 
aut Violence to his Confcience, or being guilty of any unjuli Compliance. 

It muft be confelfed, that he had as few perfonal Injuries to forg^e as 
my one almoft could have j and as few Adverfaries, but thofe v bo wci -., 
fo to his Vertuc and Integrity ; and thofe only, whofe Prailes would liave 
aecn a Reproach ,• and therefore not fo man\’ Opportunities to exercifc this 
peaceable and forgiving Temper. As for thofe envious M'hifperings of dif- 
:ontentcd and difappointed People, or the little Cenfures of Ignorance or 
Malice, which affedt moft People in an eminent Station ; when any fuch 
:ame to his Ears, they were pafs’d over with Pity and CJontempt, and they 
:ouId never tranfport him beyond the Bounds of Civility and good Mau¬ 
lers, or extort from him a rude or haughty Return. And however un- 
:imely their Intrufion, or ill-grounded their Importunity might be at fome 
particular Seafons, yet he difeouraged no Man, at a more proper Conjun- 
jfurp, from applying to him. 

He feemed to have been unacquainted with that falfe Popularity, 
:o comply with the fudden Humours and Pallions of People, whenever lo 
little out of the Road of IVuth and Juftice. He chofe rather to proceed 
on a more fure Foundation, and to pleafe the worthy and judicious Part of 
Mahkind. And as he had no ambitious Views to purfue, lie fliunn’d the 
Very Appearance of Popularity, and all the ufual Means to obtain it. 1 le 
did not therefore affedt an artilicial Harangue, or a plcafing Elocution in his 
publick Debates, nor always endeavour’d to exprefs his 'J'houghts in fo ele¬ 
gant a Drefs, in fo exact and regular a Method as perhaps he might have 
donei as if he thought them impotent Helps to Perfvvafion, in compari- 
fon of the Honefty and Sincerity of one, who utters ivhat he really means. 
Vt:t he had a ftrong and nervous Way of Speaking, his Sentiments were 
jcrfi’^nd appolitc to the Occafion ; and however they affected in the Dcli- 
they certainly do in the Reading. 

There were fon\c other Things to be taken Notice of in his Condud, 
which ^rerc doubtlefs the Effeft of a great Prudence, and a found Judgment. 

HiMsi^d an open, generous Difpolition, in declaring his Scnic of Things, 
and of Ipqjiking the Truth without Referve, when properly called upon to 
do it. And tho’ others of a bafer Temper, may hold Diflimulation and 
Dil^ife to be neceffary Maxims of Life, he had too much Candor and 
Gcncrofity of Mind, to be capable of thofe little Crafts, and looked upon 
them with Difguft and Abhorrence. This prudent Quality he w as wont 
to ifnink, befides a Man’s own Security, and other Advantages that it had 
above the Artifices of Deceit, often had this remarkable Confcqucncc, 
that it would put his Adverfaries (who naturally run counter) to a Lofs in 
their Enquiries. Whereas when a Man had once forfeited the Reputation 
of his Integrity, he would be always fufpcified, and not believed when he 
fpoke I’ruth, nor trnftcd, when perhaps he intended honcftly. ^ 
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And Icaft many ufcful Notions might be raflily condemned befor:- they 
were duly coniidcr’d and undcrllood, he made Choice of the moil pertiP'. nt 
Times and Seafons to declare his Senfe of 'I'hings ,• whether it was in tl-- 
Cafe of Publick Ciricvances and Defeats, or fraudulent and undue- i-*raciicc,s 
he had found out j and never failed to fuggeft what he conceived to bo the 
proper Methods of retrieving or amending them. Many In fiances of this 
kind are to be met with in his Reports to the Privy Council, and other 
great Officers of the Kingdom »- 

Another Lffecl of his Prudence was, an habitual Caution and Rcfcr\\ 
in all his Converfations. No Man could penetrate into his Secrets bi^fcfi-e, 
the proper 'I'imc, or further than he thought fitting. And th(/ ho was'W:^'' 
moft communicative and free in his Sentiments of ordinary M’hings, efpecially 
among his Acquaintance, yet by a very early P.xpcTience he had learn’d 
how to be lilent on Occalion, with as much P.afe as any Man. He did not 
think a Man Avas bound to give the inquiliti\’c and malicious World round 
about him a Survey of all his Thoughts, but that as Nature had given 
every one a Right to defend himfelf. Silence and Refervcdnels was, he 
thought, a fafe and innocent Defence ; '^'et Avhere Ni-ccIfityT or any jiill 
Reafons, called upon him, (as I before faid) he never failed fpeaking out 
with an honeft and becoming Freedom. He could not in fuch Cafes be lilent 
with tlie Peace of his own Mind, much Icfs profefs himfelf what indeeei he 
was not, and had refolved not to be. 

How cautious and wary he was in his Office of Secretary of State, many 
Inftanccs might be given. As when the King was wont to entertain him- 
Iclf in the D. of 5P.J.odgings, Sir Leoline always avoided going thltlier, well 
knowing, how difficult it w'as to rcfifl the Kiiquiries of a Perfon of that 
Quality, and of a Temper naturally inquifitive, without loling the Re¬ 
putation of good Manners. Whereas many other Minifters were glad 
luch Opportunities to make their Addrell’es there j but he cholc rather to 
wait without the King s Lcifure, and that good-natured Prince, who knew 
the Man, and would not let his Pleafures interfere with Publick Bulinefs, 
upon the firft Notice came out and difpatchcd him. ' 

Another was, that as M. ‘Biirillon^ the Trench Ambaffador, woidfl 
often intrude upon him with his Vilits, cither as Fxprcflcs or Difpatches 
were received, or in a Hurry of Bulinefs, to prj- into them ■, but with all 
his Artifices and Dexterity, was never able to draw any ''i'hing of that 
kind from Sir Leoline j which made him often complain to the King, that 
he could not cultivate any Degree of Confidence or Fricndfliip, (as he call- ^ 
cd it) with Secretary Jenkins. ^ 

He was as cautious how he tniflcd the drawing or tranferibing of^03?' 
Papers of Confequcncc to inferiour Clerks j moll of the Drauglits an(k,^li,. 
Conceits of I'hings being in his own Hand-tvriting; or elfo wrote'by one 
lie had approved by a long Experience to be both able and faithful j ^and of 
Avhora he makes this honourable Mention in his laft Will.

tention, fupplied many Defcttts andOmiffions, and placed them in the Paper-

four large Prelfes, and tliercupon obtained his Majefly’.s Warrant of Appro¬ 
bation And I may prefume to fay, tha.t fo large, curious, and ufeful a

may not be improperly reckoned among tin; many other Inllances <.f Sir 
Eeoline's generous and Publick Spirit. 


Hav INC thus reprefented Sir Eeo/tnci. moral Lndotvments, from tin; 
bell flights and Alfiltances I have been able to procure, I flioukl now fpeak 
of his religious Sentiments^ but the bare iVlenticai ol any fuel) '1 lung may 
feem a Sort of Paradox; or one may be apt to rliink of wliat Mtichias.'eU 
recommends to his Followers, as a Piece of Policy proper fur this World ; 
that is, by aU Means to have the Shadow of Re/igfon, withczit the Stihjlancc. 
But the Reader may learn from hence, that Great ticfs is not always out (f 
• the Road of Goodnefs-, and that a Statehnan may, if be will, be conjlant to 
his*Trinciplcs of Vertne and Religion. And tho’ fome Things arc to be 
yielded to Place, Time, or Perfons, yet that his Compliance may be inno¬ 
cent,^ flnd fuch as may w’cll conlill witli a Chhftian Integrity. 

And it has been very juftly obferved by a late polite Writer, that not 
only the greateji and wtfcji Men of all dges and Countries, were renowned 
for thpir Tiety and Tfertuc, but that even all the Laymen of our own Elation, 
who have exerted a more than ordinary Genius, and were the Glory oj their 
ftimes, were Men whefe Hopes were filled with Immortality, and who lived 
in a dutifulSubmiffton to the Doilrincs of revealcdRcligion. Sir L.yenkins 
was certainly a Man of excellent Piety and unaffeiilcd Devotion, lie did 
ij^t ufc his Religion as a Cloak, to cover or keep him warm, but was early 
acquainted with religious Principles and Practices ■, and through the whole 
Courfe.and Tenor of his Life, was a ferious, finccrc Chriftian, of a ftrong 
^and-Th^-fculinc Piety, without any Mixture of Fnthufiafm or Superftition, 
and S^fiearty Proteftant of the Church of England. Not that it tvas mccr- 
ly owing to h^s Education and Climate wherein he was born, or becaufe 
thofe Principles wereinftillcd into his young unwary Undcrftandingj(to which 
the greatc^Part of Mankind owe their relpcutivc Perfvvalions in Religion) 
but as few Men better underftood the real and clfential Differences, and 
the juft Standard of Religion and Church Affairs, both for DoCfrinc, Devo¬ 
tion, atfd Difeipline, than himfclf, and in his riper Years had Opportunities 
to fee aad examine it Abroad as well as at Horae, thro’ all its Sfiapcs and 
Appearajnc&s, and under all Denominations: So upon a mature Judgment, 

. a ferioUs and impartial Information, he was of Opinion, that no Church 
[ in every Part of it fo exactly fuited with his Rcafon, for the Loyalty of its 
\Principles, the Simplicity of its DoCtrines, and the primitive Purity of its 
jYorftiip, as the Church of England. 

This Judgment of his he vifibly exprefs’d, by a conflant Attendance ^ 
fome Part of every Day upon the Publick Offices of the Church, even 
» _i _ h 2 amidft 
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amidft the moft important Bufinefs of his Life. In his Lmbaffics he \va: 
as remarkably conftant to his Hours of Prayer, and an exact Obferver of 
all the Bated Falls and Fcafts of the Church ; and theB^ Princirles he net 
only publickJy profefs’d, but pra(Slifed them confcientioully u ith a uniform 
uiilhakcn Zeal. 

He never failed to defend the Integrity of this reformed Religion in his 
Converfations abroad, infomuch that M. Conrtin, the Vrench Ambalfudor 
(with whom he lived in a particular Intimacy at Cokpi) was plcafed to 
tell him on fuch an Occafion, that if he had not had abundant Rea/on\to 
know his partictdar Study and Rrofejjion^ he jhould have thought his Concer\ 
fat ion had been entirely among the ancient Fathers, and that he fhou!d*hM)c 
a better Opinion of the Church of England for his Sake. 

He^ was as great a Lover of the Peace and Unity of the Church ; he 
w-as far from being bitter or violent againll thofe tliat differ’d from him 
in any religious Sentiments : Tho’ he was in his own Mind a firm and ftriCt 
Churchman, in Oppolition to all Sorts of Difi'enters, whether Popilli or 
Presbyterians, yet he was not overcome with popular Prejudices, or biafs’d 
by the more inconliderable Matters of Religion, but maintained fudi a 
good Temper, and fo exad a Neutrality, that he was honoured and re- 
fpeded by Men of the moll different Perfwallons. 

The Kcadcr mull not be furprized, if he fliould find this true Srm of 
thc moll pure, Protellant, and Reformed Churcli in tlic \\'« rid, branded 
with the Name of ^apifiy otFopiJJjly affeUedy by any lewd Pamphlet of 
thofe Times. Popery was the Word of Alarm, and the ufual Artifice to ex¬ 
cite the Paflions of the Populace at that Time. Some of the bcfl Minilters 
of State, almoll every honourable and ufeful Part of the Covernment, 
and the Beady Adherents to the Crown, had no other Language and Apcl- - 
lations from the Libellers of thofe I'lmcs j but it was fuch an extravagant 
Fallity, that Malice it felf, one w^ould think, Ihould have been aflianaed to 
report it of Sir FeoJinc, who was born and baptized in the Bolbm of the 
Church of England, and had taken all the Oaths and Tells required by i.aw. 
Wht) had been fo often prefent at tlic Service of the Churcli of Fungland, 
and had ever lived in a conformable Profellion, and under aflriCt and reveren¬ 
tial Regard to the Conllitutions of it. His Family all Protellants, fome 
of them eminent Writers and Ornaments of the Church, and his Pupils 
(as before-mentioned) brought up by him in the llrictcft Protellant Inllitu- 
tion, at a Time when the Church of England was not, at Icall not able, 
to countenance or protea him. I fay to have fuch a Charge upon Sir 
Leoline, after he had all his Idfc-time given as much Proof of his Atfebtion 
and Zeal to the Church of England as any one could do, and all pollpble 
I'yidcnco of his Firmnefs to the reformed Religion, and more thar^^^Jo 
a 1 houland ever had the Opportunity to do; the very Accufatiem^ffuit 
only have redounded to the Honour of the accufed, by forcing him, as it 
were, upon new and conllant Telhmonies of it. And as an Autlk>r of that 
'^I'ime writes of hirn'*. Sir Leoline was a Ferjbn of fo cxemplj/ufTand fo 
known a ‘Piety and Vcrtiie, of fuch unwearied Fidelity to his Spveraign, and 
of fuch puhlick Zeal towards Church and State, that it would be a Dif 
honour to him to imply fo much as the Need (f a Vindication. jVhjg ’tis 
fome Degree of Reputation for him (fays he) to fuffer under the Malice of 
a Regicide, and to have Ink thrown upon him by a Hand that isi^dipt in 
the ilkod ol his Soveraign: Who would not be cifltamcd to be welFfpoken 
of by a Rlafphemcr of God and the King ? 

However, this tyas the chief, if not the only Calumny that could then 
in any Refpedt be invented of him : I’or I do not reckon thofe intended ^ 
by the jiuthoi' of the late Hijiory, which rcB only upon his finale Sugge-*' 
dion, and as 1 before faid, without any particular Inllance, or one Degree of 

— », . Evi- 
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Evidence to fupport them. And the great Probity and Sandity of his 
Life, not only gained him a particular EHeem and Veneration" among 
thole, vvliofo Praiies do a real Honour where they are bellow’d, but often 
forced an open Approbation from them, whofe Intereft or particular Self- 
ends lead them to oppofe him upon other Accounts. Nay even he (w'ho 
is fo injurious to his Memory in other Refpeds) could m t but atteft*, that 
he was a Mnv of an exemplary TJfe, and that the Sufpiiion of his leaning 
toTopery was eery nnjuji, thd he was fet on eeery Timclilio of the Church 
yf*England, as he a Bdiiop of that Church, out of his great Regard to 
'rtic Conllitutions of it, thought fit to exprefs himfelf. 

E had fome Reputation as a Cafuifi, and fcveral Perfons ufvJ to ap¬ 
peal to his Judgment for the Refolution of Cafes of Confcience, as well 
as of Law*^; and if the doubting Perfon was not fatisfied with his t'ff 
hand Difeourfe, he would give them the Reafons of his Opinitn in 
Writing: iiut how tender and fcrupulous his Confcience was in Jlcfp.\t 
to himlelF, to mention no other, there is the following remarkaMc 
Inliance : 1 here being at that Time fome Proclamations for th.e better 
Obfervation of JLent, and being then indifpofed, Jiis Phylicians advded 
him, that it was ncceflary to eat I'lelli, but could not pci fwttde him to it : 
And when his Friend Archbilhop Sheldon^ offer’d him Ins I.icence ('r Difpen- 
fation, according to the Adt of Parliament in that Cafe, he uf. d many 
Arguments and Intrcatics before he could perfwadc him to accejit of it. 
^his ^icce of Obedience to the l.aws and Conllitutions of his Country, 
(which were always thought to lay an Obligation on the Confcience of 
every one, when rightly cltablilh’d, and fo long as they continued l,aw s) 
was one of ihofc innocent Aftsy that was fo malicioully reprefented by a 
lewd Pamplilct of thofc Idmcs. Whether his Reafons were religious or 
political, 1 cannot pofitively fay ; hut ’tis certain, he was a molf Ariel Ob- 
Iprvcr of all the appointed Times of Falling and AbAinencc. But to Aiow 
the Impertincncy of fuch a Cenfure, as if this Alfiincnce had been meerly 
'*Popifl} and SnpcrJiitioiiSy 1 need only refer the Reader to the Adi of Par¬ 
liament made in^hc 5 tb Year of Queen Elizabeth’'y and the Reafons there 
given for the enjoyning of it. 

•• 1 muA confefs, this is a rare InAance of a tender Confcience, and might 

be apt to create fome Sufpicion or DiAruA of his Sincerity, hut that ]i;> 
whole Life, and the conAant Tenour of his Actions, was innocent and ir¬ 
reproachable, never Aaincd nor fo much as branded with the Imputation 
of Vice, or any lewd Compliance with the Times, but even and uniform 
in the Practice of the brightcA Vertues, and abounding w ith numerous and 
• multiplied Adts of fioodnefs and Charity. Had there been any Room for 

- Jealoufy, or the IcaA CircumAances of Sufpicion, I am perfwaded, they 

- Vvould have been handed down to us, by thofe inquilitivc Times, in the 
moft plaufible Manner. For of all ImpoAures, a religious one is the IcaA 
fuccefsfiil. Nature will peep out and betray hcrfelf one Time or other, 
and it would have been impolAblc for him tlius to have carried on a w hole 
Life*'pf Hypocrify and Difguife. To this I may add the 'FcAimony of Ids 
CollcgCc, Sir W- TfemplCy in a l.ettcr to tlic Billiop of Wincbejief"\ who was 

•for a conlidcrable 'J'ime an Eyc-witnefs of his Idfe and Convcrfition, and 
one, that from w'hat has been faid, appears not to have been in the IcaA 
p^tial to him: Where fpcaking of that Prelate’s Son, he Aiys, the Cir- 
cumftance of his bcin^ fo particularly under the Eye of 7 uy Eord Jmbajfadtnr 
Jenkins \at Niraeguen] wilf 1 doubt noty keep him fafe from any of 
thofe gangers abroad in ^oint of Moralsy which von fav he efcaped at Homcy 
and from which no TIace is free. 

This Aridt and regular Behaviour, and the remarkable Gravity of his- 
Ddportment and Habit, (which was conAantly bLack) has given Occalion 

f 
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10 fomc to think that he was in Holy Orders j and the rather, bccaulc 
upon the Death of Archbifhop Sheldon^ (as I before faid) a Report ftrongly 
obtained that iie was to have been advanced to that See j * but 1 cannot 
be of that Opinion. For upon a Reference to him, whether one in Holy 
Orders could be a Judge of the Vice-Admiralty, he gave his Opinion in 
the Negative*-. Not that he thought his Orders did difqualify him for it, 
but that in Cafe a Commiflion of Oyer Ihould be executed within his Ju- 
rifdidtion, it would be incumbent on him, as Judge, to pronounce Sentence, 
and it might happen to be in Cafes in Blood, which he thought a Clcrgy-\ 
man could not do. Much Icfs therefore can I fuppofe S\r Lcoline himfelf 
to Jiavc been in Orders, having aded fo long as Stiprcam Judge 
Admiralty of England^ and confequcntly in many Comtnijfions of Oyer 
and terminer. But I have abundant Reafon to think, he had entertained 
fuch Thoughts in his younger Years, and that he had made Divinity a 
principal Part of his Studies; whether the Alteration of his Refolution 
was ow ing to the low hbb and unfettled State of the Church at tliat Time, 
or the Diltrefles of the Clergy, docs not appear. How’ever, the Church 
and Cdergy had in him a linccre and conflant Friend, and a great Example 
of Piety and Virtue. He w'as to them a common Referrec^ and they were 
glad to fubmit their DiHcrences to him by Way of Arbitration, without wait¬ 
ing his Dccifion in a Courfe of Judicature. I'iiey pretended a Sort of Right 
to appeal to him, and he readily aded in their Behalf the Part of Council 
or Judge, as Occahon required, but without the Profits that ufually at¬ 
tend thofe Offices. 1 fhall here mention but one Inftance of this Kind out 
of many, and that was between the Bifliop and the Dean and Chapter 
of St. Jfaph^, where he compofed feveral old Differences and Animolities, 
and reftored Peace and Unity to that Church. 

As he was not afliamcd of the publick Fxcrcifes of Piety and Devotion, : 
and was vertuous and devout upon no other Ground but his Duty, and, 
the Principles of Reafon, fo he had a conftant Care of Religion, and pro¬ 
moted the Eftccm and Pradicc of it in others by his own Authority j he ' 
was ready upon all Occafions to do good Offices for the /Vdvancement of 
it, or to lend his AlTiftance to thofe that happened to fall under Rigours- 
and Severities upon the Account of it. Not to mention the Cafe of the * 
French Proteftants in the Year 1681 that were driven by a fevcrc Perfe- 
cution from their own Country, and came into England for Shelter and 
Protedion j he not only encouraged them in the Courfe of his Office, but 
alfo bountifully relieved them by his own Purfe. I fay not to mention 
this, and fome other Inftances in the following Collodion, there is one 
that deferves a Place here : And that was, in the Converfion of one Eve ' 
Cohan^ alias Elizabeth Verhoon^ a Woman of Qiiality of the Jcwijh Nation^- 
who was baptized by the Bifliop of St. Afaph at St. Martins in the Ypar*^ 
1680. When that Bifliop gave Sir Leolinc Jenkins^ then Secretary of State, 
the Hiltory of her Converfion, and the Perfecution and Severities ufed to- 
w'ards her by her own People: He, laho had cxprcjjed in his 'whole Lip 
(fays the Author of that Account ^ a true and finccre Love to the ChrijHan 
Reliy^iony and teas fo great an Ornament to it by the Qravity and"Striti- 
nefs of his ^Deportment in all his higjb Employments^ not only received the " 
Eipop's Information with that Sence and Goodnefs which might be cx- 
peUed from him^ but alfo offer'd all the Affiftance he could give her in his\ 
Offer^ or at the Cotincil-Eoard^ when the Matter jhould be brought thither ; 
and wots not ajhamed to be her Sufeeptor in Raptifm, with thofe two reli¬ 
gious and devout Ladies^ the Countclfes of Tfhanet and Clarendon. 

T o this may be jullly added the many alfcdionatc and preflfmg In- 
(tauces he had made to his Royal Highnefs, to perfwade him to return to 

the 
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the Communion of the Churcli of Knghmd bf)th by r.etti r iind (.A'nvcrl’a- 
tibn Dr. barker's Letter to Sir l^coline yenkins ii> alivady in I’riut, aiui 
the l.ord Clarendons Letters ou the fame .Subject, which I have fome 
fon to tliink were pubJiflicd by Sir Leolinc s Means, in (^rder to promote 
and encourage others in the Jibe Addreffes. I'here is likewile a l.etter in 
the following Collection to his Highnefs, when he was retired to Scotland \ 
wrote juft after the Debates in the Houfe of Commons, iijxai the bill ol 
Lxpkilion, full of alfeCtionate Ji-xprcflions and pathctick Arguments, to 
bmucc him to forfake the li. 07 nan-Catholick but aiv/j no pioic^ as 

«|Tic •therein fays, tljan what he had often prcfttnicd to nrge in bis private 
ahd 'bccajional Conferences "joith him. 

T H I s is alfo fome Lvidence of a true and lioneft Courage, to attack liis 
Royal Highnefs fo often fo warmly in fuch a nice and te-nder Point, and jin 
from inferring fuch ajf'cakncfs orDiftrnfl of his o'von Judgment as s.r //'. 
‘Temple has endeavoured to infinuatej and jnjficicut almcft in it felf to de- 
^nonfiratc., how groiindk fs and nnjnfl the Charsc of ‘‘Popery was upon hira. 
But to ftiow ftill further, how diftant his AHeaions were froMi the Church 
of TkomCy I ftiall mention tlie Words of his lalt Will, accordirg to the Pra¬ 
ctice of the Primitive Chriftian.s, declaring in what I'aith and C^ommunion 
he died; and furcly at fuch a Time, there was no need to diliemi.lc ei- 
thci» with G o 1) or Man, viz. 

1 do declare., that by the Grace of God^ 1 die a Cbripiaig in the Cem- 
miiniun of the Church of Lngland, as it Jiands eJiahliJJjed by God's Providence 
and the Laws in Forcc^ and do believe this Church to be a tir.c i:nd Jomd 
Member of Chrijts Catholick Churchy which he hath pur chafed with his 
'iVood. Cloath hetg O Lord., with a firifl and exemplary flohncfs in Inr 
PrieQs and Pcophg and maintain her in her Truths Peacc^ andPatrimon)\ 
h the End of the World. 

Now, it is impofliblc, I think, to produce a fuller Proof, or a more fa- 
ti^faCtory Lvidence, to fliow the Sincerity of any Man’s Heart, than lias 
been done in this Cafe j but there is ftill another Palfagc that deferves Re¬ 
membrance. That*Sir W- Temple and Sir L. Jenkins being together at tl;e 
fjftfue^ after the Ckmclulion of their Lmbafly, Sir William fent a Melfage 
to the Princefs of Orange,, for leave to receive the Communion tlie next Day 
in her Chappcl. Accordingly her Highnefs w^as pleafed to give Orders to 
her Chaplains to make every 'I'hing ready : For tho 1 am perjwaded (fays 
fhc) he docs not intend it., and by the Morrow will bethink himjclf of jome 
, Ptifinefs or Exenfe i yet my Lord Amhajfadvr Jenkins, I doubt not, will 
^ hp there, thd he has not fent Jb formally to me. Thus remarkable and 
well known was his Piety and Devotion to tliat difeerning Princefs ■, and it 
‘hapjpened exactly according to her Conjectures. This Pallage I have olten 
hoard fpoken of, as w’dl as many others, to the Credit and Honour of Sir 
L’Jcpkinj, by a Right Reverend Prelate now living, wlio tvas at that 
Time Chaplain to her Royal Highnefs, and from w'hofe judicious Mouth, 1 
confefs to have received the moft early and ftrongeft Imprefliions of his 
Chara£l:di> 

IT muft likewife be of fome Weight, to inform the Reader, that his 
Chaplains that attended him in his foreign Lmployments, and indeed were 
the frequent Companions of his Lcifurc Hours, W’crc Dr. Henry Maurice, and 
T>t. "Richard Lucas, Alcn both fo w'^ell known to the World, no Icfs for 
their eminent Zeal and AffeCtion to the Church of England, than for their 
found Judgments, the Integrity of their Lives, and their learned and or¬ 
thodox Writings, and of whom Sir Leoline makes a very honourable Men¬ 
tion ifl his Will, devifing to the one the firft Prefentation to a good LPring, 
if it b$came vacant in bis Life-time, as a Rccompcncc of his Service, and a 

%okcn 
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'Token of Ills great Merits. To the otlicr, (Dr. ^hmricc') he leaves Jifty 
Ciitivcas^ as a Mark (fays he) (f my Value jvr him^ and for acquitting him 
Ji'h 'fo laorthi/y at Nimeguen, thd be need it not^ having nothing in my Tower 
or ^JJij'po/a/ that can be in the haji anfwcrahlc to his Merit. 

A s tlic Bleffings of G on upon Sir Leoline's lioncll and vertuous Endea¬ 
vours had been great, fo lie was not without making a grateful and fuit- 
ahle Return to liim, in Acts of Merey and Charity. Not that he was* one 
of tliofc narrow 'Tempers, who only propofc their Death as the 'Eime 
begin them, but he was in many Inftanccs thcOverfecr of his own Bounty^ 
and the living Witnefs to fee it was rightly and duly beftovved. 

Things of this kind he actually and daily performed while he lived, and 
many more he hath taken Care of and provided for in his Will. 

H F was upon all Occaiions liberal toPerfons of narrow Fortunes, and poor 
hopeful Scholars, even at Times when his own Incomes were but fmall. It 
had been his conftant Method for many Vears, to fet apart fome certain Por¬ 
tion of his Kevenues for this Purpofe. The exact Proportion of it was then only 
known to G on and himfelf. 'J’his he look’d upon as a certain Debt due 
from him, belidcs the numerous and accidental Charities which he met 
with, in comforting the liopelefs, and relieving the diftrefs’d, in the Courfe 
of his Imployments ■, w hich was a J’erquilite of his Office he moft delighted 
in, and which he thought as real a Chanty oftentimes, as any Largefs, or 
Method of Benciiccnce whatfoever could be. He had himfelf been edu¬ 
cated by Adverlities, to a quick Senfe of the Struggles and Dillrcfles of 
others I and had been prepared in his younger Years, by a numerous Train 
of Accidents, to conlider that all Things are fubjedt to Time and Chance; 
and therefore he condcfccnded to hear the Requefts of the mcanell Per- 
fons; his flavours were not extorted from him by Importunities, Homage^ 
or a long Attendance ; they came cafily from him, cfpccially to the def«rv- 
ing, and to thofe that tvcrc reduced, not by their Vices, but by their Mis¬ 
fortunes. He needed only to be informed of a proper Objeft for his Cha¬ 
rity, which to him was the moft powerful and effeifttral Sollicitor ; and 
when he thought himfelf rightly informed of fuch an one, he w'ould even 
prevent his Requefts, and meet the Petitioner half'way. So that the 
Manner was as obliging, as the Matter of his Favours, and it was not 
cafy to find out from what unknown Hand the Relief came. 

A s his fecrct Diffributions were many, his open and publick Benefadions 
to his own Country, for the Service of Vertue and Religion, were no Icfs j 
which liaving been fo up’ ightly adminiftred and conduded,according to the 
true Intent of their pitms Donor, under the late and prefent worthy Trin-' 
cipals^ as far as I was able to obferve in fome Years Refidcnce and*Ac¬ 
quaintance in the College, 1 hope they will cafily cxcufc me, if I drajv alid'e 
the Curtain, and give the following Account of them extraded from his 
laft Will. ^ ^ ^ 

In the 'rompers of Men there is as great a Variety in Charities, as in 
other Rcfjieets j the fame Objeds don’t make the fame ImprcflloiFs upon all. 
Some are more fenfibly touched one Way, fome by another j but Sir Leoline 
has left us fuch various Examples of Charity, that Ihew him to have had 
a very general and extenfive Compaffion. 

'Phe firft: and principal in his Thoughts, feems to have been thcfecur- 
ing the Innocence of Youth, by imparting to them a vertuous Education, 
and an early Knowledge of Religion. I'he Place where to bellow this 
Bounty, or wnth whom to intruft the Diftribution of it, did not coft him 
much 'Thought; his pious Regard to the Place of his own Birth and Edu¬ 
cation, gave them a Sort of Title preferable to all others. 

i) therefore, having firft devifed to the Principal Fellows and Scho* 
lars of Jefus-Codege in Ovford^ all his Lands, Tenements, ji^ad Heredita¬ 
ments. 
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•ments. And the Frcc-School and School-Houfe, with ita Appurtenances in 
Co'xhridgc in the County oi Qlamo)gan^ whiclihc liad jjurchafed, be firfi 
changed his faid Lands with the yearly l^iyment of joo/. for ever to tlie fol¬ 
lowing Ules, C 7 ^. to theScliool-malter forthe’^l’ime heing, (to be nomiiuitcd 
by the Principal of the College) fo long as he doth not undertake any Cure 
of Souls, but keeps wholly to the Bulinefs of tlie School, \oLpcr Ann. belide^ 
the Ufc of the faid School-Houfe, Orchards, and Apj)urtcnancei Kent-lVee, 
«i 5 i Confideration tliat he teach gratis five Scholars, to be known by the 
^l^ame of Penlioners j and (as a Whet or Lncouragenient to their hididlry 
and Application) he devifed 61 . a-piecc to the faid live Pcniioner-., to be 
continued to tliem for four Years, and no longer ; But to liavc no Alhwv- 
ance made to them for any 'l ime that they Ihall be abfent from Sdool, 
and the Deductions thereout, to be divided among tliofe that 11 .all be pre- 
fent: The faid Penlioners, upon every Vacancy, to be nominated by the 
Mailer, and approved of by the Principal. 'I'hey are not to be admitted, 
until they be full i 2 Years of Age or upwards, nor after they be comi’leat- 
ly 16- 'l o three of the faid Penlioners aslliall be fit for the College, lie cle- 
vifed an Exhibition of 10/. a-piece for 4 Years, in cafe tlic) be not in the 
mean time elected to a Scholarlliip or E'ellowlliip of the laid I loufe, and 
provided they be not abfent from College above 30 Days, eitlier continiils 
or*dicerjis dicbiis.^ in one Year, upon any I^retence whatever; the faid Al¬ 
lowance to be dc die in diem., as they lliali be prefent, and have tlieir 
ciHnm ( 3 ' cithilc in the College, and attend the publick Prayers and Exer- 
cifcs ; but a Deduction is to be made from fuch as are abfent p', a rain., and 
to be divided among thofc that are relldeiit. 'I'he Nomination of the faid 
Exhibitioners upon all Vacancies, to be by tlie Principal for the Time being, 
• Ani) whereas there may be in the faid School other hopeful Youths for 
tlfeir l.earning, bolides the faid five Penlioners, he appointed 10/. a Year 
more to the Schoolmaftcr, for teaching of ten Youths, the mod towardly 
hi this School, to be eIcCtcd by him out of the 'I'own of Cirjchridgc., and 
the neighbouringj^ariflics, being the Children of fuch who arc not well 
able to pay for their Schooling. 

•• Thl remaining 20/. per Ann. of the fiid 100/. he hequeathed to the 
binding Apprentices, poor Children born in the Pariflios of IJaniriJJ'a.iU 
JLlanblctbian^ the 'Eowm of Coziobridgc., and the Parilli of Tjirad OiJi'en., or 
the Cloathing old poor People of one of the faid three Parillies or Tow n, 
at the Difcrction of the faid Schoolmaller, he lirlt confulting tlie refne- 
Ctive Minillers thereof, but the Determination being left to himfelf. 

• Which faid Parilhes and Town are to have and receive refpeCtivcly 
, the Benefit of the fiid 20/. per Ann. not a fourth Parr yearly, but the 
-'..nole 20/. every fourth Year for ever, in the fame Order and Priority as 
they lire herein fet down and the faid Schoolmaller to give an Account 
in W<ritiiig, of what he lEall fo order. Year by Year, to the Principal. 

And whereas the Allowance of the Principal of the faid College, was 
not fuitable to the Truft and Dignity thereof, he bequeathed to him and 
his SucccRbrs 50/. per Ann. for ever, out of the Rents and Profits of the 
Premifes, to be paid at fuch Times as his other Allowance w as payable to 
him by the Statutes and Ufage of the College. 

A,nd whereas the Allowances of the 16 Fellows and 15 Scholars, toge¬ 
ther with the Principal’s Allow^ancc, by the Statutes and Ufage at that 
Time, and the other Charges nccclfarily incident to the Government of tlie 
College, could not be well raifed out of the Revenues thereof, without 
defalking from the Maintenance of each Fellow and Scholar, or clfe leav¬ 
ing fome of them without Maintenance, and to be honorary only, as they 
are termed in the Statutes ; 

To theliitcnt therefore that the greater Refpec'i might be paid totht pious 
Memory ofiall the particular Bcncfatfors,that have founded and endowed any 

i E’ellow- 
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Fcllovvfhip or Scliolarfliip, in keepinu; thofc Places always full, tho’ feme 
i'ndowmciits liappcn not to be equal in ^'^aluc with others, nor proportion¬ 
able to the Allowances that the other Fellows and Scholai's have at prefent 
from the College; and to the JBnd there might be no more honorary Fel¬ 
lows or Scholars admitted into the faid College, but that all the \6 Fel¬ 
lows and Scholars may equally have and receive their full Stipends, He 
did bequeath out of the laid Premifes the Sum of 120/. a Year for ever, 
to be added to the Kevenue of the College; and that it might be im\, 
ployed as Part of their proper Revenue and Stock, towards the Hlling and 
making up the refpcttivel''cllowlliips 20/. a Year, to each and every I’elletv, 
and 10/. a Year to each and every Scholar, under the Regulation of the 
prefent Statutes, and under the Rules and Conditions preferihed by the 
particular Founders and Benefactors. If it lliould happen that their Re¬ 
venues were fuflicient to anfwer the faid Allowances at the Rcte of 50/. 
per j'lnn. to the Principal, and 20/. a-})iece to each of the I'eliows, and of 
ro/. a 'V'ear to each Scholar, then the fiid 120I. per yltm. or fo much as 
Ibould remain, to be divided between the faid Fellows and Scholars, for 
an Augmentation of their refpeCtive Fellowfliips and Scholarfliips; every 
Scholar having one half of what fhall fall to a I’ellow for his Share. 

Ano as nothing is more valuable in a Society of Men that follow liberal 
and pious Studies, than Peace and Concord among themfelves, elpccially 
in lUections, together with a great L'.xaCtncfs in obferving the Will and 
Intentions of their refpeCtive Founders and Benefactors ; he did therefore 
engage and recommend to them^ before they received any Part of the faid 
xzol.perjnn. to fill up all the vacant FelJowfhips and Scholarfhips, and 
to fet them forth in a Scheme, to what Diocefe, County, 'J"own, Place, or 
Family, each of them, by the Difpofitions of their refpeCtive I'ounders,, 
did, and ought of Right to belong, and (in cafe it were not perfected.in 
his Fife-time) to deliver the fame to his Executors under the common Seal, 
by way of Indenture between them and his Executors ; and did requeft 
his P.xecutors to get the fame approved and confirmed wndcr his Majcfty’s 
.Letters Patents. In cafe the faid Principal and Fellows did not agrco’to 
fuch Settlement, his Exccutcr.s were to fettle and difpofe of the faid laU 
mentioned Sum of 120/. a Year, (if they thought fat) towards the aug¬ 
menting the Charities relating to Co-jehrtdzc School and P<jor, or any other 
Charities, for the better Service of the Church in Waks^ or for Advance¬ 
ment of I^oarning in the faid College, as to them in their Difcrctions feem’d 
moil for the Glory of God. 

A N D fince it was but too obvious, that the Perfons in Holy Orders inf- • 
ployed in his Majefly’s Fleets and Plantations, are too few’ for fo greg^ a- 
Charge, he befought his Majefly that he would be pleafed to flitter anir 
authorize tliat two additional Fcllowfhips be new founded and endowed 
in the faid College, witli fuch Allowance and Maintenance as‘the*other 
Fellows rcfpeiHivcly have or might have. And therefore under his Majefly’s 
I-eave, he d'd derife and bequeath out of the faid Eflates, fufh Salaries 
and Allowances to the faid additional P’ellowfhips, as any of the other 
J6 have, or may have; and that they lltould be admitted to all other Ad¬ 
vantages, Ofiices, and Privileges, that by tho Statutes or Practice of tho 
College arc or may be claimed, by any of the faid Fellows already fownded 
and endowed. 

And fincc he owed (under God) all that he was, and all that he had, 
to tlie Royal Goodnefs and Bounty of bis late Majefty, and his Majefty 
that then was; he humbly befought, that the firft of thofc Fellows and 
his Sueccllors, may be known and diftinguiflicd by the Name of the Scho¬ 
lar uad yllumnus of King Charles II. tho other {ind his Succeffors, by the 
Kamcof the Sc holar txwiXjlimjnus oi Kin^^amesll. and that tho^ may be un¬ 
der an indifpeufible Obligation to take upon them Holy Orders cfPriefthood, 

I fo*- 
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To foon as by the; C<-)n{lituti?)ns i)f tliis Church and the l^aws of this Realm 
they fliall be cajniblc of them; and altervsards that they out to Sea, 
in his Majeity's l icet, tvhen they, or either ot tliem, are thereunto fum- 
moned by tlie J.ord High Admiral. If tliey refufe to take Orders, or re- 
fufe or delay to obey fiich Summons, then their I'laces to be iplo^fa'do 
void, and others to be chofen in their Room, as if they were naturally dead., 
And in Cafe there be no Ufe of their Service at Sea, and tliey be called 
b^the Lord Bifliop of J.Mndon for the Time being, to go into any of his 
#^uajefty’s foreign J'lautations, there to take upon them a Cure of Souls, 
an^ rxorcife the Minillcrial Function, under his I.ordiliip’s Directions and 
Obedience j and they refufe or delay to go, then their Flace or Places to 
be declared immediately void, and fupply’d by a. new Flection. 

And to the Lnd they may not be without fonie fpcciai l.ncourage 
ment, in Regard of the extraordinary Obligation and Duty they are to he 
under: lie furl her bc[on?Jjt his MiTjefly^ in his J^etteiN Patents of I'oun- 
dation, to order and direct the faid principal 1 \ lion s uiul Sihulars for 
the 'I'iine being, to allow them refpeCtuely as full Sal.uies as any other 
of tlieir Degree, notwithftanding their Abfence, fu long as ti < y fnall be 
eitlier in the Fleet or Plantations, and be ccvtilii.u b) llie l.dvi Admiral 
and the J.ord liiiliop (d hendon refpccnvely, that tiny ha\e hien in the 
faid*Service, and have behaved themfcive.s in ali I'hings as became them, 
y\nd that his Majelly would be plcafed to declare in In.s fiid Litters Pa¬ 
rents, that during tlieir Abfence, they are in (jbicffniodJinuni ‘tnd 

confequcntly intitlcd to all ilenellts and Advantages, as if they li id been 
aCiuully relidcnt in tlie College. And for their d'urtlnr Lncuirageincnt, 
over and above the Allowance that they are to receive equally with the 
«jihcr Fellows, JJe di'vifcd the Sum of 20/. a fear a Piece to be paid to 
One‘fail! two additional Fellows, or tlieir Order refpeCtively, while they 
are*O' pro rnta of the 'l ime of their being actually in either of the faid 
Sorvices (due Ccrtibcate being firft produced to tliat Lffect). But no Per- 
fon to be chofen ^ill F’cllow alter the Year of his Probation into cither 
of the faid two Fcllowfliips, till he is actually in holy Orders of Prielt- 
hftod, and that lie be a Native of the Diocefe of jMndaff^ or St. T^hic/ds, 
and that among tliem, a lirft Refpect be had, catcris pcivibuSy to thofe bred 
at Cvwbvidgc School. 

\V HEN the faid two Fellowfliips Ihould be founded and endow d, he di- 
rctlcd that then two of the three Exhibitioners from Cv^bridf^c School 
I aforementioned fliould he taken and reputed new additional Scholars ol 
.tke Uuufe, equally witli the other fixtecn, to all Intents and Purpofes j and 
that the faid two additional Fellows, and their Succeflors, lliould be chofen 
:v:t ot them preferably to all otliers, if they be equal with other Candidates. 

An ft whereas the forementioned Eftates (when the Charges on them 
ccafed^ were not only fufficient to fupply all Dcriciencies, but to bear a 
further coniidcrable Charge, he rccemmcndcd to tliem the fettling fome 
Lectures in the College, for the opening and explaining Cialfical Authors 
in Grech -Jlid hat in to the under Graduates, and raw Youtlis that come 
out of Country Schools in Welles^ and to aflign 15/. a ^’^ear a Piece to the 
faid tw'o Lecturers. 

And wlicrcas the primary Intent of moft of the Foundations in the 
Univerfity, is to enable Men to fet forth with more Fitnels, to do Service 
in Church or State, and not to continue in Colleges all their Life-times ,• 
and the Scafon moft proper, fo to fit and enable thcmfclves, is, after the 
firft five Years of their being in the Univerfity j he did recommend it to 
the Principal and Fellows, that they would allow to four or five of the 
faid Fcllotvs, eight or ten Pounds a Year a Piece, to be received and en¬ 
joy’d by them refpeCtively from and after the prccifc Time of their Being 
five Years l?anding in the Univerfity i the fame to be paid them yearly 

i % fot 
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for and during the four Years next, and immediately to follow, and nd 
longer. And the firft Fellows that fliall enjoy the fume, lliall be thofe 
that arc Seniors in the Houfe, and under nine Years Handing ; fo that they 
fliall enjoy the fame, till the Time of their being full nine Years Handing 
in the Univerllty, and no longer. The faid Fellows to be nominated by 
the Principal and Fellows, or the major Part ol them, from among thofe of 
the moft vertuous and Itudious Fife. 

And whereas there was a Chappel of Eafe, called Cnppeinal y 
in the Parifii of LiantriJJant^ very near the Place where he was born, tlion \ 
ruinous and quite out of Repair, he dircBed\\\& Executors to purchafe-the 
Scite of the laid Chappel, if it were to be got at a reafonable Rate, and 
to put the fame in good Repair; and in Cafe it could be done, I:c further 
charged his faid Eftates with the Payment of lo/. a Year for ever, tow ards 
maintaining of divine Service in tlie laid Chappel. And Ity a Codicil he gtree 
a Chalice, which he had ufed during his Embally at Nimcgnen^ to the per¬ 
petual Life of the ftid Chappel. 

He bequeathed a like Sum of lo/. a Year for ever, to be paid to the 
Incumbent of St. fiennets Vauls-Wharf, for his better Encouragement in 
reading daily the Service of the Church, •where he had been a frequent 
and devout Attendant^ and in a thankful Remembrance cf God's ‘Bomlics 
•which he bad recehed in that Blace. 

And for the better and perpetual Support of the Charities before- 
mentioned j He further declared his Will to be, that the faid Principal, 
Fellows and Scholars, do not at any Time, by taking any Fine or Confi- 
dcration whatfoever, link or low'er the prefent yearly Value or Rent, or 
not above one fourth Part of the lame, unlefs there be an inevitable Nc- 
ccllity fo to do, and a Licence in Writing firft had from the Right Honpu-,’ 
table their Lord Vifitor for the Time being, after a juft and full Repre- 
fentation of the Cafe to his Lordlliip under the College Seal, fuch Licence 
cxprclfing the Caufe of his granting the fame j wEich yet it’s hoped his 
I>ordnup will not extend any further or longer than fu«h Necclfities fliall 
require: And fince the lowering of one fourth Part of the Rent is allowed 
only in Order to fccure the reft, and not to get any Fine or Dividend'; 
He order'd, that when they did lower any Part of the Rent, and take a 
Fine for fo doing, that fuch Fine fliould not be divided among the So¬ 
ciety, but be laid out in purchaling other Lands, in Order to keep up fo 
much as may be, without Defalcation of the prefent Rents charged with 
the faid charitable Ufes, that arc intended to laft to Perpetuity j but in 
Cafe there be any Fine to be taken for the renewing of Leafes without ’ 
lowering the pgpfent Rent, fuch Fines may be divided as ufual. ^ 

And whereas the Eftatc, w^hich it hath plcafed God to enable him tu“‘' 
give or intruft with the College, was fo confidcrablc, that it dcfefvcd a 
fpecial InfpeCtion into tlie Management of it; He appointed that flic Senior 
Burfer of the College, for the Time being, lliould have the receiving and 
ilfuing out of all the Rents, Profits and Perquifites ariling thereby, in the 
fame Manner as he receives and pays the other Eftates of the College; 
and that he receive for fo doing the Sum of 8/. for his Year of Burfcrlhip, 
provided he digeft and place to Account, by Way of Charge and Difchargc, 
all the Receipts and Disburferaents that he lhall have made withii* his 
Year, and make due Entries, not only of the Receipts and Disburfements, 
but of all Demifes, Rentals, and Charges, and of all Defalcations, and 
Dedudions happening within the Compafs of his Year of Burferlhip, (^c. 
And to the End it may be better done, the faid Accounts, and all other 
Things incident to them, to be made and kept in Books feparatc and 
diftind from all other Account Books of the College: And thofe books 
to b(f produced when any of his Executors flibuld call fctf them, or 
when any Bilhop or Archdeacon of Land^f^ for the Time bcinr (whom he 

5 did- 
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• did appoint jointly and fcverally Infpeitors and Auditors of thc^fuid Ac¬ 
counts, and Overfecrs of his Will, as far forth as any Pcrfon of tJ ''' 
of Landaff be concerned in the due lixccution thereof) 11 
to fee the fume. 

H I s perfonal Eflate he dcc'ifed to tlie Archbilliop of 97 >r/e, 

Oxfordy \yx. Uoyd, Principal of the College, and 'Thomas 'Jitdicvdy J.fi; 
wliom he made and conftituted his Executors, in Truft, that after the Pui- 
^jicnt of his Debts, I.cgacics, they would difpofe the Relidue tlietcof, 

' fpr increaling cr augmenting the Exhibitions, Allowances and Endowments 
before-mentioned, or for new founding additional Fellowlhips and Sdiolar- 
Ihips, or for any other publick and pious Ufes, in fuch Manner as in their 
higli Diferetion fliould feem meet. And in Cafe his J:,xecutors, or the Sur¬ 
vivors of them, lliould find, that any Bcquell, Settlement, or Difpoiitjen 
by him made, was Icfs pradicable, or might be changed for the hettir, l.c 
gave them full Power to alter and refettle the lame, as they lliouki find 
molt practicable, or molt tending to thofc charitable l;.nds propofed by liim. 

By 'JiCodicily Sir T. yenkins mdkes thelc/wrr/w remarkable . 

That in Regard he never had an Opportunity to manifeft how grateful lie 
deiired to be to his Grace Archbilliop Sheldon in his Relations, he git es 
fcvcral conliderable Legacies to his Grace’s Kephews and Neices, and their 
refpeCtive Children and Grand-children; and to the Emd, tliat the great and 
jult Veneration he liad for his Graces Memory might not expire ith him, 
but be in fome Sort tranfmitted to thofc that come after, lie ordained tliat 
out of his Revenues which he had given to the College, the Principal fliould 
fet alide, and give the Sum of ^os. every Year for a Speech in the College 
Chappel upon every gth Day of Novembery in Commemoration of his fuid 
iGracc, who departed this Life that Day 1677. and that it might be perfor- 
m^*d with that Decency and Piety, that becomes fo worthy a Subject, he 
did appoint that one of the EYIlows, being in holy Orders, lliould make 
the faid Speech. He appointed the like Sum for a Speech in Commemora 
tion of Dr. ManfeM before-mentioned, whom he ftiles another of his moll 
honoured Patrons, and Predecelfor in that Hcadlliip, and the bell Benc- 
ffidtor the College then had, to be fpoken on the iji of Mayy 166^. being 
the Anniverfary of his Dcceafe. 

And not to mention feveral confiderable Legacies and Bcquells, full of 
the moft tender and grateful Exprclfions of thofc that had entertained him 
in the late Troubles, to his dear Pupils (as he calls them) Sir y. yivebrey. 
Sir Ed. Maiifelly &c. and others that had obliged him in the Courfe of his 
»Rife ; He moreover devifes to the College, the Advoufon and I’atronage 
of the Rectory of Koihcrficld 'Peppardy in the County of Oxfordy to liold 
fatjie to them, and their Succelfors for ever. In I'rull and Confidence, 
that u^on every Vacancy fuccelfivcly, the Principal for the Time being 
lliould* be ^ircfented thereto. His Delign in purchaling the faid Advoufon 
being mccrly for the better Support of the Headfliip. 

He likewife devifed to the College, the Patronage and Nomination to 
the Parilli Church of Nuffield in Surreyy for one Turn in three for ever. 

To the Society of TioUors-CommonSy he s^ave 40 Vt)lumes in Folio or 
4*" of Law’, or other Books, to begin their Library, to be chofen by his wor¬ 
thy Ericnd Dr. Richard Lloyd. The reft of his Books, which were very 
conliderable both in Number and Value, and fuitable to his great Know¬ 
ledge, he bequeathed to the College, defiring them to give fuch of 
them to Cotsohridge School, as they Ihould think fit for the Ufe of a 
Grammar School, and to fell or dilpofe of fuch as w’ere double, or not 
fit for the Purpofe of their own Library. 

• 

After Sir Leoline % l^eath, Mr. Redford proved the Will, and took 
upon him the Execution of thcTrufts, (the other Executors confiding wholly 
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on his CflVe and Integrity) and in Confcqucncc of it, there was a Scheme or 
Eftablifliniciit made of the fcvcral Fcllovvfliips and Scliolarfbips in the Cej- 
Icgc, in ihc JVtanner direded by the Will ,• and thereupon the T.ands \yerc 
convey’el to tlicm and their Succofl’ors, upon tJic Ufes and Purpofes before- 
mentioned : And Mr. "Bedford having fatisfied all the l.cgacies and Ap¬ 
pointments contained in the Will; and there being a Surplus, he pray’d 
the Diredtions of the Court of Chancery for the laying of it out in oth'r 
Lands, which lay commodious to the roll of their Eftate. 

In purfuance of an Order of Court, '^\x. Bedford accounted before a 
Mailer in Chancery^ who approved the intended Purchafe, and reported^ 
that the Elhitcs devifed by thcTeftator Sir L.ycnl'ins^ when the Annuities 
and Charges thereon ihould ceafe and determine, were fully enough to 
fatisfy the ievcral Charities, Payments, and Charges contained in the "Will. 

There were alfo fome prtvatc Charities intended by the Teftator, and 
left entirely to the Difcrction of the laid Mr. Bedford and Dr. Jfynne^ the 
Perfon or Perfons being only known to them j but inafmuch as their Place 
of Abode could not then be difeovered, and they had declared, that they 
conceived 50/. would tlien make good the 'I'ellator’.s Intention,- the Mailer 
diretted, that the Principal and Fellows ihould pay the fa id Sum of 50/. 
unto filch Perfon or Perfons, for fuch Ufe or L'fes, or in fuch a Manner {is 
by the fiid Mr. Bedford^ and in cafe of his Deceafe, by Vix.Wyunc^ fliould 
at any Time be directed and appointed, in Satisfaction <if the Tellator’s 
laid Intention. 

The Value of thefe I.ands, upon theliiidMailer’s Report, appear to be 
full 700/. a Year, clear of all Deductions, belides F’ines, which are to be 
taken w'ithout lowering the yearly Rents. So that he may be jultly 
ellcemed a fccoiid Tonnder of this College. 

1 ’hese and many other Eenefadtions Sir perform’d at hisDeatb, 

as well as in his Life-time, to this Society; as by a pretty large Contribution 
to ihcBvMding \\\ the new Qiiadranglc, on thcWeJl Side of the College-Hall. 
He lihewife gave to the College in his Life-time, tlie Sinc-€urc of L/andyffil 
in the County of Cardi^an^ in Trull, that upon every Vacancy they fiiouW 
prelcnt to it the Principal for the Time being. And to this, 1 tliink, I may 
not improperly add, the Donation of the ReClory of Fnrtho in the County 
of Northampton^ given to the College by one Fix. Arnold 1, for the Donor 
fays it was upon this remarkable Conlideration, ont of the Re/peH he liore 
to Learnings and to the Univerlity of OxfinA, and as a particular Mark 
of the Vjflecm and Friendfl’.'p he had of a long ’I’ime had for ^\x Ijlfcnkins 
Knt. Judge of the Admiralty, and Prerogative Courts, and lately Brincipat \ 
oi JcfnsfColkgc. And how mtich more might fi\x Jjcolinc have done, it he 

had not had the Philofophy to defpife many Advantages thrown in lu?^' 
Way, and if he had conlidcr’d only his own perfonal Gratifications, and 
private Self-F.nds. ’ ‘ 

His Lllatc in fome meafurc proves his Integrity, and how little he had 
fet his Mind upon the heaping up of Riches j which, confidcring that he was 
at one Time Tutor to many Perfons of great Ellatc and Quality for about 
15 Years j that he was very early joined in Commilfion with Dr. JSartol/; 
that he was afterwards foie Judge of the Court of Admiralty for about 
21 Years, and at the moll profitable Scafons; and Judge of the Prerogative 
Court for about 17 Years j the Foreign Iinployments he had undergone at 
France^ Cohgn, and Nimeguen and of Principal Secretary of State for the 
Space of four Years: 1 fay, confidcring all thefe Imployments, which he 
had almoll all at one TL imc, and fome ethers of lelfer Value, and his 
conllant moderate Way of l.iving, the lillate he has left behind him was 
but Ihialli and 1 hope, I have in fome meafurc Ihewn, how much even of 
that, while living, he bellowed upon worthy and generous Purpofes, and 
that it was not in the leafl canker’d with the Acquifitions of Fraud, In-r 
jullicc, or Extortion, Having* . 
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• j 

Having thus far purfucd Sir L. Jenkins in the publick Parts ^of his 
lafc, nothing remains, but to fpcak of his private and dome/lick Oircum- 
Itanccs : And of this 1 have very little to add, for he was, as I havcibcforc 
flicwn, almolt wholly devoted to the Publick. 

H E had only one brother, named Hz'an Jenkins^ and there is (.'no Parti¬ 
cular. concerning him, which 1 have heard from good Authority, winch 
opf^ht not to be omitted j that when Sir Leoline W'as Secretary ol' State, 
.doroc of his Countrymen put him in Mind of an Imploymcnt for his bro¬ 
ther. Sir Xco//«c anfwcr’d, that J^rovidcnce had fuffukntly enabled him io 
provide for him himfelf\ without hurthenhto the 'Publick with his Kclations^ 
and in a Method of Life more fitted to his Capacity and 'Temper. And in 
Fadt, did decently and liberally maintain him while he lived, and at his 
Death left him a Kcnt-charge of loo/. per dun. and to the Heirs or hn. 
Body begotten ; and a like Rent-charge of 30/. per Jmi. to his faid Bro¬ 
ther’s AVife j who, 1 think, is Hill alive, and enjoys the Beueht oi it ; but his 
Brother dying without llfue, his Rent-charge is fallen to tlie C hlege, to 
whom he had given the reft of his Isllate, in Charities and Benefactions 
W'orthy of him. 

'^ 1 'H 111E were two Relations of Rife to which Sir Leoline vi as a Stranger, 
to wit, tliat of a Father and Husband i and confequently he had no Op¬ 
portunity to excrcifc the Vertues more particularly eminent in thofe Cir- 
cumftances of Life j unlcfs the being a Father to the Friendlcfs, and a 
common Guardian (as it w’cre) to the Orphan and Widow, may be reckoned 
to bear fome Analogy to them ; and in thefe Refpedts aifo, he w as of an 
unfpotted and irreproachable Reputation. 

•. H o w^ kind and tender a Mafter Sir Leoline was, has already in fome 
meaJiirc appeared by his laft Injunctions ,• but was no lefs vifible in the Acts 
of Kindiiefs to them, while in perfeCt Health. Belides, one that was of fo 
tender and compaflionatc a Nature, of univerfal Benevolence to the reft of 
Mankind, and feu^afy to be made a Friend of, cannot be prefumed to 
have been othervvife to thofe under his own Roof, who daily did him 
re*al and actual Service. And in Truth, he was not only a kind and indul¬ 
gent Mafter to all his Domefticks in every Degree, but as their Morality 
and Behaviour recommended them to him, he treated them rather v. itli tlic 
Affection of a Friend, or of an Equal, than with the Air and Diftance oi a 
Mafter ; and confidcr’d them at Home as of the fame Nature v. itii himfolf, 
'tlio’thc Policy of Men had thought it ncceftary to make a DiltinCcion, and 
in*Publick to affix Meafures of Diftance bctw^cen them. 

r H o’ he had no llfue of his Body, yet thofe of his Mind were many ; 
but nothing that I know of has appeared in Publick under his Name, ex¬ 
cepting the linglc Letter abovementioned, prefixed toDr.?*t7r/:r;‘’sDilcourfe. 
Mr. Jfodd iii his Jthena Oxon. bcfidcs that, aferibes to him a Ct>lIcction of 
Debates in the Houfe of Commons, at the Parliament held at U'lfim/ufier, 
October 21. iOSoj but for the Reafons before given, I may venture to pro¬ 
nounce it not publiflicd either by Sir Leoline himfelf, or by his Pri\ ity and 
Direction. If we confidcr the aCtivc and bufy Part of his Life, w itii w hat 
Diligence and Application of Mind he difpatched the Matters that came 
underHiis Care ; if we confider the Variety of his imployments, which by 
his great Induftry he prevented interfering with one another, and the long 
Attendance which fome of them required, we may wonder how Sir Leoline 
could pofllbly find Time for them ; but much lefs for Compofition, or any 
other Excrcifc of the Mind ; and yet even in them he imploy’d a great 
deal, when he was difengaged from Publick Affairs, and continued his 
Study and Reading to thi^laift. And if we confider the publick I.ette^s or 
Difpatches of his Embaflies, his numerous and elaborate Reports to the 
Lord Chancellor, Treafurer, Privy Council, on the moft confidcrable 
Cafes and Incidents of his Time, his Arguments on various Occafions, his 
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inftrilftivc Charges at the Scfllous of Oyer and Terminer for the Admiralty, 
and t^) the Clergy at his Vifitations; and if thefe and others of this kind 
werc/duly digcfted and publilhcd, lie might be reckoned no inconlidcrabie 
Author. Some of them are here prefented to the Reader, wliich were moll 
fuitable to my prefent Dclign. 

And, as far as my weak Judgment does enable me to think of them, they 
are wrote in a clear mafculinc Stile, in the moft cxprelllve and ligniticant 
Manner, that the Matter or Nature of the Things will bear, in the i^ill 
Strength of the lEnffid) Diction, and not inferiour to the polite I'ime iiv 
which he lived. Tew Compolitions of the kind are more elaborate, or 
appofite to the Occafion. And they difeover a great Variety of Reading 
and Obfervation, as well as an able Judgment and a found Reflexion. 

As to his Foreign I.ettcrs, which make fo great a Part of thisColledion, 
they are modeft and Ample in the Expreflion, free from Affedtation, and all 
trifling Ornaments, or fuperfluous Words, yet folid and judicious, full of 
curious Fadts and Circumftances, and deferibed in fuch a clear and perfect 
Manner, that the Minifter who received them might be able to know the 
true State of Things as diftindtly as if he had been upon the Place Jiimfelf. 
1 lay not this in the Icaft to anticipate the Reader, but dcflrc he \\ ill judge 
and determine for himfelf from the enfuing Collection.

Lor as his Grace’s Care and Vigilance for tJie Church in general are verv^ 
great, lb his Concern tor this Dioceie is ib much the moie preliing, as it is 
^ more peculiar Part ot his Paltoral Charge. 

with that my Lord makes this Obfervation, and it is as obvious to every 
coiifideriiig Man, that ’cis one of the fad black lalting lilTetts of tire late Confufions, that 
on the one bide, Prophanenefs, Irreligion, and open Atlicilm •, on the otlier, Popiih Su- 
pcrftirioiis, Herefics, bchilms, and wild Fanatick Opinions of allborts, have taken their 
Growth and Advantages *, nay, have their Batteries lo ftroiigly agaiidt the Church, that 
there muft be a more than ordinary Application on all Hands by her Sons, eTpeciahv 
her Minifters, to prevent the overlpreadi ig of fuch Gangrenes, leall they o ice mc-re 
produce the Dcvallation and ExtiiiiVion of tlie Church. 

As to the Temporal l/aws and civil Confiilution ol'tliis Kingdom, I ffiall fay no 
more at prelent, but blels and adore that merciful Providence that l\ath rcftorcd them, 
as the main Fence againft Rebellion and Coiitufion ; and pray, that th.ev may be duly, 
conl'cieiitioufly, and courageoufly put in Execution, lor the Honour and Salety of the 
King, for the Peace and good Order of all hisSubjefls. 

As (or tlie EcclcfiaRical Laws, 1 intend to olfer you a Word or t wo, in order to fliew, 
th'>ttliev are the King's Laws, as well as thole of Civil Conftitiition *, aihi conlequently 
are tt^ be oblerved under the fame Pain and Danger, vvhicli the Holy Scripture denounces 
agairdi: tlioli', that are dilobedient to tlie liigher Powers. 

To piovc that our Ecdefiaftical Canons and Conftitutions have the Sai clion of Royal 
Autliority, I need only cite tlie Statute of the 2 ^ Hert,\\\\, and all Ecclefiaftical Con- 
fLitutions made bv rlieClergy fnice that Time, have been under the King’s Authority *, 
and theretore ;int to own luch legal Conftitutions to bind our Conlciences, would not 
0 ]Tly be derogatory re- liis Prerogative, but alfo a fiat Coiitradiftion to that lupieam 
^Ai^'iiority, which is lb ofien attributed to the King in Caufes Ecclcfiaftxal. 

Xhi’k!* is a Sort of Men, whole Tendernel’s of Confcience (as they fay) will not 
allow them to ow-i our Ecdefiaftical Conftitutions, tho’ authorifed by the King, becaule 
they find them not in Holy Scripture *, but I fear the true and only Caufe is, becaule 
they arc not of* tlj^r own making. *Tis fufficieat for us, that wherever our Saviour 
thought fit to plant his holy Religion, there he fenced it with Power and Jurirdiflion. 
JjJot but that the Cliiirch of England moft readily acknowledges, flic hirh no Power 
derived unto her diretHy and immediately from him, bur what is purely fpiricual. I 
mean the Power of binding and lofing by fpiritual Cenfurcs, and of a fpirirual Effcir 
and Co’ifidcration. Whatever Appendages there are to Ecdefiaftical juritdiflions, cli.u 
are coercive, or penal upon the Body or Eftate, that the Churcli derives trom rhelpe- 
cial Grace and Wiflom of our Kings ^ who being by their Office Nurfing Failiers ot 
the Church, had oblerved, that the fpiritual Methods of tlie Church againft fenfual 
I jyid perverfe Offenders, were often delpifed as Corretlions of no vTible Effcfl: and Im- 
preffion, unlefs tlie Secular Arm were ftretchVtout, and ilie Royal Power imployed to 
maintain the Honour of Religion, and the Injundions of the Church. 

Whatever then there is of divine Authority in the Epilcopal ]urirdi3:ion,it is purdv 
fpirituaTi •, whatever Advantages theWifdom of pious Princes and Governours have 
thought expedient for tlie better Management and Execution of that Jurildidion, me 
Additions from the Civil Power, and upon that Account ought to be fo acknowledged 
and revered by all goodSubjefts and good Chriftiaris. 

And yet tifcere are fome among us that have entered into a folemri League ami Cove* 
fiant to extirpate and deftroy the Epifcopal Order and furifdiftion. And there are ftill 
thafe, whole Coiilgieuces (as they fay) will not give them Leave to confeis and declare 
this Covenant to be unlawful, and impofed upon the Subjeft againft tlie ki.own Laws 
and liberties of this Kingdom. 

But if it be an unlawful Oath, (as it certainly is) it binds to nothing but Repentance, 
as the Prophet David hath ftated the Cale of Confcience, when he had Iworn to be 
the Death of NabaL For all he did in Profecution of his Oath was, to repent and 
glorifie God, who had prevented him in his intended Mifchief. 

That the Covenant was in it felf unlawful, I will endeavour tofliew by one familiar 
parallel. Suppole in this loyal City, Lome of the Aldermen and Commonalty fliould 
draw up a grievous Charge againft fome others of them, would it not be hard mgaliire 
to feize and confilcate their fiftates, toprofecute and deftroy their Perfons as Outlaws, 
upon a bare Charge and Surmife of Male-Admiuiftration, without bringing them to a 

It lawful 
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la\Vful iVial, where t]\ey mi^ht liave the Benefit of a fair DeFciKe ? Yet tins was tlie 
Cali* of the I/ifhops. Every Billiop, every Dignitary, that had either Promotion ci jurill - 
ciidioii, wis deprived ot' tliat wJiich the l.aiw reputes his Free-liold, without being 
fjucftionu/hy due Courle of Law, for any one OlFence fo much as pretended to be 
commiti^ by them, againft the known l.aws of the Land. But the true Keaiou was, 
tliat their rebellious aiid iiicrileaious Appetites could not be latisfied without I’uch a 
Morfel. 

Tnr moft mortal and Jecret Venom of all, lay in that Claufe of the Covenant that 
concerns the King ; wherein tliey promiled to defend hisMajefty in the Prel'ervation of 
lhe 7 > 2 /r Religion ; that is, they were to be the Judges which was the true ReJigiony, 
and it was in their Breafts to determine how far the King did preferve it • and conle- 
quently were to inch out to him rlieir Allegiance, not by the Rule or Standard 
of Scriptine, aiui tlie Propc^rtioii of the Primitive Cliriftians, but juft as they 
fancied that tJie King did patronize tlieir Ichilinatical Perlwafions. \\"hereas tJ.e 
Apoftles and tlieir Succeilbrs, in tlic firft Ages of the Chuj cb, uled no fiich Limitation 
or Pvefcive in their Allegiance, totJie moft brutal and bloody of tJie Heathen Emperors. 

Kinv can any one therelore imagine that (Covenant to be lawful, or in any Senie 
cxculiible, that was made the Engine to Kebellioi; ^ tliat was by tJie King’s Proclama¬ 
tions, and by the Declarations ot that loyal and Ibber Part ol'the Nobility and Gen¬ 
try aUembled dt Oxford, pronounced to be a trealbnable and ieditious Inventioir, and 
was fiiice order’d by the fi'ceft and lulleft i\n'lianient tliat Fjnr^Lvtd ever law, to be 
burnt by the common Hangman-, that was tlie Colour to invade the I'atriniOijy, to 
confound the Order, and oppugjj the Dt^fVrine of tl.e Church, and to devour that witli- 
out I.aw or Prcceilent, wjiich, befides tlie Pi\Jteflion ot Cburt.iy was tied to the 

Church under the moft lolemn Execrations. 

But leaving that fatal Oath, where tlie Order of Parliament moft juftlv brougJ^t'ir^ 

I lhall addrcls my felf firft to you Crrrtlcmcf^ of the Clergyj and Ihall (nler you It-,me 
Account of what the Canons of tlie Churcli nt T/wc does moft prehingly require 
at your Hands. T he general Lines of your Duty 1 lhall not infill upon, coufidering 
my felf as one who ought rather to learn thofe Things irom you. 

T. You are bound, in your Sermons and 1 .eilures, to affert and vindicate the Khro'^s 
Svfrcmary^ and to remonftrate to your Auditors, that whatever Right, Power, ;mj 
Authority, the ancient godly Princes had among the Jevps^ or the Chriftian .Emperors 
in the Primitive Church, the lame hath our Soveraign Lord the King over all Peribns 
and Eftates of Men, and in all Caufes, as well Ecclefiaftical as Civil, within this and 
other his Majefty’s Dominions. 

2 . You are to provide yourfelves of a Book of Canons^ to read to your Cure once 
a Year which [)uty you muft look upon at this Time as more than ordinarily necef- 
lary, in Regard that People may learn fiom thofe Canoiis, how dangerous it is to 
oppugn or dcipile tlie 1 )offrines, the Publick Worlliip, or Government of the Cliurch ; 
and how deeply rlicy incur the Cenliires of theChuich, who do either i'rcquent, abe! , 
or juftifie any unlawiul Conventicles or Alfemblies. 

Therh is anoijier Thing which 1 moft earncftly recommend to you, partly as the 
heft Antidote and Prelervative againft the Irrebgion and wild Opinioiis now reigning 
among us ; partly as a lioble Inftanceof your Charity and Coiidefcenfion towards thofe 
that moft need ynur Help, and of your Submiflion to the \\ ifdom of the Church •, tha*- 
is, that you apply your lelves to the Catechifing of Touth every Sunday in the After¬ 
noon : 1 his tiic Canons enjoin moft cxprefly, this my Lord’s Grace recommends moft 
earncftly, and f>f the doing of this, or neglcding of it, 1 muft and ftiall take Account 
moft impartially. 

The Church has prepared an excellent Form to your Hands, wherein "you are to 
inftruft and examine the younger and more ignorant Sort of People*, and 1 will not 
be fo injurious as to think, that any here want either Reafon or Conviftion to perfwade 
him, that it is a Duty indifpenfably iieceffary. If we coiifider who the^ were that 
firft fell away from the Church, and were given over to ftrong Delufions, and carried 
away with every Wind of Toftriney we fhall find them to be fuch as had bc^erl never taught the 
firft Principles, and the true Grounds of our Religion. On the other Side, let Us con- 
fider how Papifts, Presbyterians, and Anabaptifts, came to be fo firmly rooted in their 
Opinions, and to increafe in theNumbCis of their Profelytea; they do not preach as 
publickly as you do, at leaft not fo frequently *, and I am fore not fo well by many 
degrees, as even the Generality of you do, either to the convincing of the Under- 
ftanding, or prevailing upon the Affeftions. I can give no Reafon for it, (and would 
gladly learn the true Reafon from any Man here) but that firft their Teachers live 
regularly andftriaiy, mfogle fparingly with the Me/j and Bufinefs of the World, fo as 
to giro no Scandal to thofe that are without; and ih far they are richly worth our 
Imitation. 2 . They inftruft their Followers moft diligently in the Grounds of their 

Opi- 
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Opinion ; they ihew them the pretended Beauties and Advantages of their Perfwalions, 
*not fo much by general Difcourfes, as by private Applicatiojjs. So that take their Di- 
fciples and our Novices, and compare their Proficiency together, theirs, 1 am lorry to 
fay itj but lb it is, can give infinitely a better Account than ours. Theirs, tho’ but of 
very ordinary Talents and Capacities, are full grown Meir in their Tenets, candilpute 
of the higheft Points \ and ours (tho’ as ripe and forward as they in other Relpctls) 
do leem but very Babes, even in thole Matters which moft nearly concern their Sal¬ 
vation. 

This, Gfnti.kmfn, is the villble Fruit, the undeniable Elfoft 6f Catcchifing ■ elpe* 
•fcially where the Teacher, by way of Comment, is pleated to familiarite himl'elf to the 
ipeanell; Capacity. May we live to lee the like Methods of a winning Condelcention, 
a charitable Converft and Familiarity ufed among our lelves, and we may boldly expc£t 
far more excellent Fruits, and far more glorious Elfeas, than any of thole Separatills 
now enjoy. In a Word, Sirs, if you would have a Church ol Men, you mult let up 
for a Church of Children ^ and that you cannot expett to obtain, but by this Method; 
for I dare appeal to every one’s Obfervation here, whether they have found any Tiling, 
next to the preventing, allilting, and reltraining Grace of G(>i>, that has kept us from 
running into falle and erroneous Opinions, fo lleadtly, lb effetlually, as the early Pre- 
pollellion of our Church Catechilm, and the C.i re and Example of our Parents recom¬ 
mending it unto us. 

Anotiifr Thing which I have in fpecial Charge from my l ord to recommend unto 
you is, that you would daily ufe the Uturgy of th Chtrch With all pollible Devotion 
and Solemnity, in all its Offices, and at all the appointed Times ^ not prefuming to 
curjrail aiiyjpart of it in Favour of your own Inventions, or upon any other Occailon 
whatlbever. There are many Arguments to induce Men to have a fpecial Regard 
for our Liturgy, and to value it as a principal Part of that Sacrifice, which the Church 
offers in the Houfe of Goo. 1 lhall forbear to tell you of the Clergy, how excellent 
the Compolition is, how devout and humble the Confeffions, how grave and divine the 
Abfblutions, how pathetick and comprehenfive the Prayers and Supplications, how 
fwcet and exalted the Hymns and Thankfgivings, how charitable and compalfionate 
the Interceffions for all Sorts of Men ; in a Word, how excellent and divine the Mat¬ 
ter, the Method, and the Decorum of the whole Liturgy is. So that neither Romt nor 
Ojburgh nor jimfierdamf have any Thing in their Publick Services, that can 
enter into comparifbn with it. And as I do but glance upon the Excellency of it, 
(which would afford an endleft Theam) lb I ihall Ipeak very little of the Merit and 
Fate of it, which oi^ht furely in fome meafure to enhance our Value of it: So true a 
Friend, (as I miyjtma it) and fb conftanc a Martyr of our Church and Religion. It 
has’undergone the Fate or the great Catholick Verities, it has been crucified between 
Thieves, upon the Right Hand and upon the Left, as all the Articles of our Nicew 
Creed have been. And we have not yet forgotten, that it had the Honour to fall by 
the very fame Hands as the Church and Monarchy itfelf. 

These two Things, elpecially of Catechifit^y and the Liturfry Iblemnly and 

devoutly, without Omiffion or Variation from the Direaions of the Church, being 
duly put in Execution; you will, I doubt not, fbon perceive the edifying of your 
Flock, the Satislaftion ol your Diocelan, and the Joy of your own Souls. 

*I hope I need not mind you of the Reverence and Devotion that becomes you in 
adminiftring the Holy Sacraments ^ the Diligence and Charity incumbent on you in 
viliting of the Sick ^ a holy, fober, meek, and exemplary Life, and a Separation from 
the Woeld, are Things that every one knows to be fo much your Duty, that I lhall fay 
nothing,of them; and your own Reading, Meditation, and Conlcience, are able to 
furniih you with proper Motives to them. You have Arguments on all Hands, and if 
the very Adverfaries of the Church do make fo much Advantage among their igno¬ 
rant Auditory of a little lullen Refervednefs, and a few negative Vertues, how much 
greater Advantages will the Beauties of a truly godly, righteous, and fober Life 
afFo«l you ? j 

As for you that^e Scheolmafiersy I muft heartily recommeind unto you, to have a 
Care that your Scholars profit in Religion and Morality, as well as in the Rudiments 
that aft commonly taught by you. To that End, Gentlemen, you are enjoin’d to 
bring them upon Sunders and Holy-Days, or at all convenient Times, to attend Divine 
Service, and to fee that they behave themfelves quietly and reverently, and to r^uire 
of them feme little Account of what they have heard there. You muft likewile be 
very vigilant to prevent, as well as to punifh, all Curfing and Swearing among them, 
remembring always, how eafily evil Habits are contrafted, and how long they are re¬ 
tained. You muft alfo be careful that they ufe civil Language, and a refpeftful, fub- 
ffliffive Deportment tdwards their Parents, and all other Perfons of A^e and Authoritr. 

A s Ibr you that are Chureh4f'iirdetu, tho* we are not yet provided of a Book, 
• k 9 that 
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that may direft you to make a true aucl exatt Prefeutmeiit of what is fitting Ibr your 
Ordinary to be inform’d of, yet 1 ihall touch at two or tJiree Branches of your Duty^ 
wJiich moft require your Care and Atteiidaucc. 

Tirflj You are to iee, that your Church be provided of the Holy Btbley a Jiook of 
Common-Prayer, (as let forth by Authority of this laft Seflion of Parliament) and of 
a Hooi of Homilies and Canons, hoping, that your Mini her will at all fealbnable Times 
make the proper Ule of them as Authority direfls- Nor muft you forget a Ecgificr 
of Parchment, for all Chriftenings, Marriages, and Burials. The Canons likewiie re¬ 
quire a poor Maris Box, which I am afraid the Coldnefs of Charity in this Age hath 
lb often taught us to pafs by, that it is now commonly look’d upon as a Thing quiu 
out of Ufe. 

But in a Ipecial manner, Gentli mi n, I muft require you to provide for the Pitfa - 
rationo^ your Churches, and lor the keeping of them decently and cleanly. There is 
an excellent Homily upon this Subjeft, whereto 1 lhall refer you •, hoping, that you 
will be prevailed on by that and other Motives to this good and piousWork,lbas to take 
oflf that Objeftion which our Adverfaries of Rome lay to our Charge ^ I mean, that our 
■Religion is cheap andllovculy^ and that Aloors imiS. Mahometans rany not one Day rife 
up in Judgment againft us, fince they are at more Care and Expence with the Mini- 
fters and Temples of Idolatry, than we can afford for the ilonour and Service of the 
True Gon. 

Tin- lafi Thing, Gi ntj.j m) ■s, tliat 1 fliall exhort you to, is to fee diligently (as the 
Canon requires) that your Parifliioners relbrt to Church, and that they continue in 
Poftures of Reverence and Devotion all the Time of Divine Service. And for thofe 
that you ftiall take Notice frequently to abfent, you ought in Charity to intreat and 
advife them not to uegleft or contemn the Service of Gon, and the Laws of the Land, 
upon any Account. And if they flight this friendly Admonition of yours, you muft 
Prelent them, that tliey may.be proceeded againft according to the i.uws in Force. 

Thus have I briefly touched upon the chief Parts of your Duty •, and what need have 
I to do more to Men lb well apprized of it already ; and who will, I doubt not, dul; 
and carefully perform the Engagements of it; and 1 ftiould not have laid lb much, but 
that I was exprefly cornnianded by my Lord your Diocefan. The very propofing; of 
thefe Things carry lb much Weight and Conviftion with them, that to prels them 
further might feem in Ibme meafure to imply, that either the Authority of thefn is 
not fo ftrong, or the Injunftions not lb realbnahle, as they really are* 

If tJien you have any Senle of the Progre}? of Atheilm, Irreligion, and Schlftn ; if 
any Zeal for the Church, the King, or your Country or any Regard to the Direflious 
and lujun&ionsof your worthy Diopeliin-, if you have any Defire*tojheal and unite our 
unhappy Divifions, or any Conlide^'ation for the Concerns of this World, or of that 
which is to come; lep every one forthwith apply himielf, with the utmoft Care aftd 
Induftry, to the Dilcharge of his’Duty let him walk worthy ot his holy Profeflion, 
and adorn the Station to which he belongs and let his Light fo fhine before others, that they 
feeing his good Examyle, may alfo be induced to glorifie God. 

5Dr. Argtiment, in behalf of a’BiU to afcertain the Jttrifd0ion 

^ the Admiralty, in the Hotife of Lords. , 


My 1. o R D s, 

I T is with the greateft.Diladvantage imaginable, that 1 do appear befbre yo^ir Lord* 
Ihips, fince it is expetted that 1 Ibould fupport a Bill, which my Lord Chief Juftice 
Caughan has rcprelented to be againft , the Common Law, and a flat Contraditfion to 
leveral Statutes for I have not only the infinite Want of his Learning, Realbn, and 
Experience, but I am to go out of my own Profe^on % 1 am to expefl: no Aids from 
the Civil Law, but am to make out what 1 lhall oner to your Lordlhips, 'by the, pecu¬ 
liar Law and Praftice of this Kingdom. 1 , 

Hov'e.v^r, fince his Royal Higbnels expefls, ^qd your Lordmips are plpafed to 
command, that I Aould lay befbre you what 1 have to lay •, I lhali do it with all Sub- 
miflion polfible to ypur hprdlhips, and vi^h that Deference which I owe to the*Perlbn 
and Judgment of my j^ordChieL Juftice. 

My Lord Chief Juftice was plealed. to begin his Argument with three Statutes; I 
ftiall not need to recite or,repeat them, your Lor<yhijps, 1 doubt nol!,» remembring (the 
Words and Purport of them very exafUy. But Lmuft crave Leave to l^ak to that 
which was oblerved impR] them. i , 

Thb learned Chkf JuJUce was pleafed to fay, that they were the Foundation of 
the Admiral’s JurifdiSidn; but, with Submilfion to his, Lordftdpy f do cow«ve the 
Jurildiflion of the Admiral was founded long before. For thofe Statutes iaqply. ijpt 
■ only. 
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only, that there was fuch an Officer, but that he had fuch a JunTdltllon, mFJtp.JlL 
TTme, before this SututCj ijiteiiding no more but to reduce him to thatdtaudarJi 

That there was luch an Officer in Ed. Ill. Time, having a JurifJiaion in maritime 
Caules, I will produce to your Lordfhips a Copy ot a Roll in the Tower ; ’cis the Patent 
ot Robert dt Herle^ wherein, i. He has h's Juriltiiflion let out to him as to certain 
Caules that is maritime. 2 . Over certain Perlbns, ■tn'z.. Seafaring Men. 3. His Law, 
whereby he is to govern himlelf^ front de jwre juxta le^em marulfnam ^ which wc 
fay, are the Laws of 0/o-w, the Conftitutions ot the Admiralty, and the Imperial 
Civil Law. 

•In tJie 12 Ed. III. there is another Roll, de artuulis fnper ejulbmj See. 1. For the carry¬ 
ing-on of the Proceedings, and re-eflablillung that Jjudicature, that his Grandfather 
Ed. I. and his Council had ordained, for the Prelervation of l.is Soveraignty and Admi¬ 
ralty in the Seas. 2. The interpreting, declaring, and afferting thole Laws, whicli his 
PredecelTors had made for Seafaring Men ; which Laws (fays the Record) were corred:- 
ed and publiihed by Rich. I. coming from the Holy Land. 

Therk is a Tljird Record mentioned in my Lord Coke and Mr. Seidenj de Sufcrtont.H'. 
Afarhf which imports at leafi thefe two Things. 

1. That there were then (22 Ed.l.') Maritime Laws, Statutes, and Ordinances, and 
Defences in being. 

2. That the Admiral had then all manner of Cognifante, h. 7 nt h.tffe f'^Jiicey upon 
all Fadls that might appertain to the Soveraignty of the Seas. 

This Record has the Countenance of 22 Ed. I. 22 Ed. II. wliich was 1 294 •, and the 
13 Ric. II. which was 1389. 

That which 1 conceive is a natural Inference from thele three Records put together 
is, I. That the Admiral was then in Polfellion of a Jurifdiffion over maritime Perlbns, 
and in maritime Caules, and that he had all Power and Coercion, nay, of Life and 
Limb, within his JurifdifVion 3 for fo the Words haut Jujlice does imply, and it conti¬ 
nued in him till the 28 th of Hen. VIII. 

2. That the Caufes we humbly contend for, are lb many Species of maritime Caufe.s, 
tho’ they may have Ibme Circumfkmces in them done upon the l.and, and are lo 
reputed by all Nations j and are every where adjudged, not by the municipal or 
ordinary Law of the Land, but by a Law peculiarly adapted to the Nature pt. thofc 
Caufes. Caules, My Lords, 1 fay, which have nO Rules for them in the Common 
l,aws, but have been always adjudged in tlie Admiralty Courts as properly belonging 
to.that Jurifdiflion. 

3. T HAT thele Statutes arc capable of an Interpretation, that may preferve to tho' 
Common Law all^a^juft Pretenfions, and yet leave the Admiral in PolTellioii of all 
thefe Caufes which are properly his, and which he defires may be declared to be hi.*: 
Mght. 

1 hope. My Lords, 1 may take l.cave to meafure maritime Caufes, by the fame 
Rules and Realbns that we do other diftintt Claffes and Species of Caules ^ the mecy 
Locality does not make a Caufe maritime, but the Analogy that this Species has witli 
others; For it was oblerved yefterday, that the fealing of a. Bond or Leale fufer 
altum marcy would not make it cognifable in the Admiralty y I fubmit it to your Lord- 
ihips then, whether the fealing of z.Charter-Party to go from London to Lifbony can 
xfake the Caufe a Land Caule; fince the main Scope of the Charter-Party is to be 
I performed on the Sea, and nothing of the Undertaker’s Bufinels is to be performed 
upon the l.and j and therefore by a Parity ofReafon, that Cafe ought to becognifiible 
in the Admiralty, and not at Common l,aw. 

So t^at if is the Law only that makes the Provifion, and is decifive in the Caie, 
and is to determine whether the Caufe be maritime or not. And If it be enquired, 
whether there be a Breach of Charter-party, by not coming in due time to the Port 
doilgndd, bj^aking a wrong Courfe, or by not delivering and keeping the Goods, be 
a maritime Uaufe ; we fay, with Submiflion, that it is, becauie the maritime Law 
doas determirie when any Thing of Fault or Nqgleft Ihall be imputed to the Mailer, 
of when he iKall be tocufed, as in irrefiftable Cafualties. And -the Admiral being a 
^uiex vrdinftriHS, calls fuch as have theiif JfiirifdiftioBS fix’d, perpetual, and 

hatai 91 ) for too Years bejfbre this Statute^ it liot he inteneJed foreftraiu him any 
fhfther than the Wdrds do neceifarily ahd unavoidahty import. 

For iriftahee, the Statutes fay, that the Admiral ihall intermeddle only with Things 
done ttpon the Sea \ it'wUl be too hard a Conftru&ion to remove him further^ and to 
hii^ only Jkfer tdttmtkart'y if he had Jurifdij^On before in Havens, Torts, and 
Creeks, he ffiall have 'k fiill j becanfe all Derogations from an antecedent Right are 
odious^ and ought to be ftrikly tgk^' 

Besidbs, when a Law is made foiiiie emeirinhtampulfiveCaufe, the La^vgiver 
ihall .not 'M ^nd^ftood tbiiiaike fikdiic Prbvinm wah tor that Caufe \ nor td redrels

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any more than the particular Milchiefs complained of. 1 lhall therel'ore enquire what 
thole Mifchiefs were that occafioned this Statute. *

That is. They complain that the Admirals came into the Franchiies of Lords ^ but 
the Lords of Franchiies had nothing to do with trying ol maritime Contrasts by the 
maritime Law -y the Invafion therefore made upon them, was in meddling with the 
l.and Alhiirs properly depending before them, which the Admirals had no Right to 
do, and the Intent was only to reduce them to the ancient Standard of Edw. ill. Time. 
As when they pretended to the Cognilance of RegraterUy the Lords of Franchiies 
and others had Reafiin to complain; for by the 15 of FA Ill. cap. 3. and 1 Ric. II. Fore-, 
ftallers and Regraters were inmftable only in the King’s Courts ; and if at the Suit of 
the King, the King had the Penalty ; if of a common Perlbn, he was entituled to half; 
and by the Admiral’s aRuming a Jurildifkion, they were deprived of thele Advantages. 

That there are other Countries, as Spaiuy Francey Sicilyy Denmarky Swedeny anjl the 
Seven Provincesy that do coniine their Admirals to Sea Athiirs; but there is no Country 
whatever that denies the Cognilance of the Caufes now in Queftion; and there is no 
Country that 1 know of, which has a Lex terruy or any Rules in their ordinary muni¬ 
cipal Law, for the Determination of them. Nay, 1 may truly lay, that every Place 
in Europe intrufts the Admiral with a more ample JurildiRion than England does. 

But, My Lords, we are in Ewlandy and I am to offer to your Lordlhips, what In¬ 
terpretation the Statute of Ric. u. is capable of, according to the Rules and Under- 
Handing of the Laws of EstUmd. • 

Eirft then, the Admiral onng an ancient Judge, of a fix’d and known Jurildiftion, 
we are to interpret thefe Statutes which derogate from that Right, he is foundecl in 
de Jure communiy in a ftrift Senle. And my Lord Cole fays, that a general Statute is 
often conftrued particularly, upon Confideration had of the Caules ol making the Aft, 
and by comparing the feveral Parts of it together. 

Ftrfi of the Caufe; There are no lefs than 8 Petitions of the Commons againlP the 
Admiral, from the 13 FiV. II. to the ii Hen.\V. Horn 1389, to 1409, in a matter *6f 
20 Years; and on three of them chiefly thele Afts were made. 

The Subfiance of thole Petitions was, that the Admiral and his Officers held Pleas 
of Contrafts arifing within the Bodies of Counties, of Trel'pafles, Debts, Quarrels, 
Wears, Kiddles, breaking open of Houles, carryii^ away Goods, illegal Imprifonments, 
exceflive Fees and Extortions ; but there is not one Syllable of Complaint, that they 
held Plea of Contrafts in Foreign Parts, of Charter-Parties made within the Realm, 
of building, repairing, or viftnalling Ships: And whether ’tis polfible to be fuppof^ 
that there IbouJd not be Ibme of thele Caules depending before liich a JurilHiftioa 
in thofe Days, that would judge of allTlungs by the Civil Law, in Time ol Traffick 
as this was, efpecially intoFr^ffurv/ And whether they could have omitted glancing 
at Ibme one of the Things Reified in this Bill, had it been then thought a Grievance. 
For ’tis oblervable, that in the 14 J?ic. II. there are 12 Statutes made, and 11 of them 
concern Trade and Navigation. 

Bbsides that, there is not any Mention of them in thele Petitions, I ^rpeal to the 
Year Books, and the Abridgers of them, whether there be any Infiance of a Prohibi¬ 
tion brought in any of the Cafes now before your Lordlhips, from the utmoft Fqot- 
fiep of Judicial Records^ down to the 13 Rie. II. And if there ^ no Infiance to be 
given, that any Article in the Bill was prohiluted before Rk. 11 . /Time, and not one 
Syllable in the eight Petitions upon which thole Afts were fbunded, I will hope it is 
evinced, that there was no Defign to dimmfli the AdmiraPs prraer Jurililiftion, but 
only to reftrain the Innovations and Exorbitancies of it; and tonlequently, that he is 
fiill in Poffeflion of the Cogniflince of all maritime Caules as before thofe ^tutes. 

My Loans, 1 need not enquire what are maritime Caules in the genera 4 or what 
Species there are of them; *tis flifiicient for me to ihew eveiy one mention’d in this 
Bill to be of that kind. And that 1 hope to do, 

1. From the univeiial Acceptation of the Civil Law. 

2. From good Authorities, judicial Records and Books m tito Gonunon Law. 

3. From the Patents of the Admitals ever fince Rk. IL Time. Ifliall 
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I Ihall i)egiii with Forcif^n ComAiciSy i. Kegativ'ely, that the Common Law cannot 
JioU Plea ott Foreign Contiaib. 2. 1 ’Jiat many VV^riters expreily allow ihc Admiral to 
do il. / 

Ladetonten, L 3. 440. lays, a done out of the Realm, cannot bo try\l 

withm this Realm by the Oath of 12 Men. titz. Nut. Br- w^U. lays, that if :\n 
Merchant be Jpoiled of his Goods by Merchants btningers, ixtru AnoJ^urtty and have no 
Juftice done him, he fhall have a Writ out ot' Chatmry agaiiift iucli wrong Doers and 
their Goods, and both lhall be detained till Satishtilioii- But an EnyLjl} I\h;rchant lhall 
not have fuch a Writ for any Debt duetolnni, upon aContrad made Ik yoiid So t, if 
the Debtor Ihould come into Fuerjund with his Goods. 1 mull conlels tli«.‘re is 
adefed to it \ but had llie iiiiquiry been befoic him, whether there weie any Writ to be 
had 4it Common Law in tins kind, that would run either by Land or WalcM', he would 
have left out his (Jtm'ey and relblved, that there was none*, and that the l^emcdy 
^muft be had from the Admiialiy Piocels.

1 will make no Inference from Ciimiaal Caules to Civil ^ ’lis certain tliat Tieafonr: or 
Felonies committed beyond Sea, can be tryed in E-nglund: And thele are Tilings ol 
gieater Conlequence to the Publick Peace and Salety, than bills and P>onds arc. But 
liuill next prove affirmatively, that Foreign Coniracls are tryable here by the Admi¬ 
ral, and that many Writers of Common Law have exprcfly allowed it. 

In the Terms of tlie Law, (a very ancient Book) an Admiral is d( ffned to be an 
Officer under the King, who has Authority upon tlie Sea, (and arno.ig other Things) 
dc faire droit dc CoatralEs pur enter purtie panic, cofwcrn.wt chofe faitc fin, 0“ ot/tfC Li Afer^ 
and tor tliat Purpole he has his Court of Admiralty. St. Germain, in his Book cabod 
* Vofl'cr and Studenty 1 . 2 . c. 2. fiys, it has been often argued in the Laws of Lnj^lavd, 
wBat JViatters of Right ought to be determined by the Laws ot Enoland, and wliat bv 
the Admiral’s Court. And alio if an Obligation bear Date out ot the Realm, it is 
Laid in the Law, and the Truth is, that it is not pleadible at the Common Law. So 
in the black Book of the Exchequer, p, 29, 30. 

To this 1 may add. Brown/. Bep. 2d Part, where it was urged by Juftice F/au^hton, 
(on Motion for ^.iProhibition to the Admiralty, Sjac.) that the Intent oi the ^Mtuie 
ot 13 Bic. 11 . was not to inhibit the Admiralty to hold Plea of any Thing made lx- 
yo*ndSea, but only of Things witliin the Realm, which appertain to iJie Common 
I.aw^ ^i\d IVaImJhy and Juftices, agreed, that if an Obligation bear^ Date 

beyond Sea, or be fo local that it cannot be tryed at Common Law, a Proliibition 
.^ihall not go. l.ord Chief Juttice faid, that that Court could not hold Plea of 

a Contract made at Marfeillcs, and therefore would not prohibit the Admiral; y from 
^holding Plea. £V iljint fuit le ley prlfe du temps le Boy Edw. L quand aucunc doubt fait 
fait^ fur cettc matticrc, quod pur Ic Roy fort c'ourijeil fuit determine curmne senjuit. Tins 
Law in the black Book is cited in Latin by Chief juftice Andcrfcn: Hjcc eft trdinatio

Period 3 ^nd in the dole of all the Chief juftice adds,- actordam a queux ordinance,^, 

les Admirmx ont ufe leur author ins en les lieux avant dits tunque a ce temps, cy bjeri pour chofes 
fains outre la Mer, fur la Afer, comme entre le Floud-mark, comme Ic Low-watev-mark, 
queux prouvf qig ceft lien eft d^eftre prife comme parceK del mer, hors dc thacunc counte. 

So that the Judgment of Foreign Coutrafts is of Right in the Admiralty; and 
there is nothing in all the ancient Books of Common 1 -aw, to aythorize iJie late 
Method of drawing fftaritime Caules to the CognUknee of the Common Law. "Tis a 
Praftice the Civil LaVv declaredly abhors; it feigns a Thing impoifible in Fail, and 
withoui^ th^ leaft Colour of Equity^ andtho’ there are many Fiftions in our own 
Law, yet they are fuch^^as are grouiided in ibme exprefs written Text, and fiich 
as are both poflible and elji|itable. And as the Jurildiftions Abroad, where the 
Civil Law obtains, ane numerous, and there are many Parliaments, and (as 1 may fay) 
mmy Wejhninftef^^ if fiicbaFiftton were once to take Place, they would all be 
quickly confounded by Che Parliament of Pari undGrenokle. 

Tku 2 d Thing, io this Bill, is Afarinars WKgrri Freight, and Breach, of Charter^ 
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The Cognilaiice o( Mariners IVa^es is not much denied to belong to tile Admiral, 
tho’ contraded for upon the Land. 14 A/V. II. liot. Pari* i r. 37. I'hc Ownrfrs of S^ips 
trading out ot England into France, complain to Parliament, tliai* Mariners^^by a Eiom- 
bination, did exact twice as much Salary and Freight, as they had ufed to do in "Xing 
Ediv^ III. 'l ime, and would not lerve in Englif} Bottoms, to tlie Detriment of the 
Owners, and the Navy of England"'", for Redrels whereof they pray, that the Mayor 
and Bailitfs of downs, where luch Mariners lived, miglit have Power topunifh them, 
at the Suit of every Man that complain’d. To this the King (ciifcnis-, but Icrr! 
Not to the Prejudice, or in Derogation of the Admirals lawful and ancient Juril- 
diftion: But anfwcrs, that he will charge his Admirals to ordain, that the Mariners 
lliould have tliat which was reafonable for their Service •, and to punilh tliem if they 
did otherwife. Mariners were then hired at IVapping anel the Bank-fidc, as now ’they 
are, and tlie Qvercla did arile upon the Land- yet the Admirals were ever allowed to 
have tlie Cognilance of it ^ and jiOt only of this, but allb in thole Days, de touts ma¬ 
riners, vittuals veihint hors dc Mer, ijjuant hors d^kellc, s^ils font bens, ou raifonable, ou 
nemy, c- aufi dcs artificers & laborers demeurant pres Us coftes de la Aier, s^ils preignent cx- 
c((fivc pour Uur labour mi nemy* 

Bi.'i to come nearer Home, Serjeant PoHs^ in his Abridgment, 533. nu- 21. fays, it 
was judicially refolved by the Kings-Bcnch Court, that a Suit for Mariners Wages would 
TiOt Vie hors del Admiral!ic", and tlie lame, he lays, was refolved in the Bi each of a 
Cliarter-Party. 

And if Mariners Wages belong to the Cognilance of the Admiralty, wliy not 
Freight as well. Freight being the Mother of Wages. Wlicn Owners and tlieir Freigh¬ 
ters dilfer, the one demanding the Wages due by C?.harter-Party, and the other plead¬ 
ing Damages fuftained, or Imbez/lement of their Goods, when the Matter is heard in 
the Admiralty, the Style of the Court is to aflign to or 12 Days To the Merchants 
to prove tJicir Damages • and where the Damage is proved, the Court allows Stoppage 
of Freight, pro ruta, by way of Compenlation \ wliere it is not proved, the whole 
Freiglit is paid witli Cofts ^ however, if the Mariners be not charged, the Court orders 
fo much of tlieir Freight to be brought in, as will pay off the Mariners. That the 
Dil'pute of the Owner and the Merchant may be no Hindrance, nor an Occafion of 
arreftiiig the Ship for their Wages, and by that Means prevent her going to Sea again. " 
Whereas if the Owner and Merchant go to Common Law, the Owner will recover his 
whole Freight, as I'ar as the Charter-Party is proved, nor can he plead Stoppage in 
Bar: Nor, it may be, arrefl the Owner orMaftcr for his Damages, they perliaps . 
being infolvent, or not appearing, fince tliey may as well lue for their Freight by L^brer - 
of Attorney. 

BrsiDfs this, in a Trial at Law for Damages, Ibme of the Crew mn/l be 

necelfarily had to witnefs how it happened and while they are detained at Htype 
feveral Terms, their Families muft ftarve: Whereas the whole Affair is determined 
within a few Days in the Court of Admiralty. 

T'ue next Article in the Bill is concerning building of Ships, and viclualling of them. 

Ill this Serjeantallb allows a Prohibition will not lie, and that it was lb agreed 
by the whole Court in the Cafe of Tir/fcfr and OW/. 42 There is anotlier Cafe of 

one Rolf, who agreed \^\ih Freeman to build him a Ship wtWoolwich, and was to have 
lb much for his own Work. hisServants their Victuals, and lb much lor Timber and 
Materials. Freeman huWAsi and furnilhes the Ship : Rolf takes PolTcffion of theVelfel. 
and afterward? fells her to another, who accordingly polfeffed himlifff of the Ship’ 
Rolf arrefts her by an Admiralty Procefs for his Work and Materials. The other prays\ 
a Prohibition, and fuggells the 3 Statutes, and alledges that theContratt in Kent, ^ 
the Work done, and the Materials furnilhed there, and a Prohibition-was granted. 
But the CoL^rt being more fully informed ot the Matter, awarded a Confultation. 

39 FJIz* Ruckhvrfi arrefted a Ship belonging to one Afeough, for the Materials and 
Necellaries which he had furnilhed for the Voyage Afeough d.p'pear^dn^t, but another 
bailed the Ship, and tlien obtained a Prohibition, but afterwards a Confultation was 
awarded ^ and in the Rule of Court for the Conliiltation, there is this remarkable 
Expreffion: Qjtod prohibit to ilia intprovide emanavit, & nolumus per h^jufmodi maliciofas fig^ 
gefUones Admiralli cognitioncm derogaru 

31 f/f/z. Vlll. and other Merchants were fued before the King’s Council in 

the North, upon a maritime Bufinefs, the Defendants conyjlatii’d inOsancery, and ob* 
twined Superfedeas* 

TI HenAV. Wagloff {uesjohtfon in the Admiralty, and is condemned; the Caufe is 
appe^Td to CWtery, and is reverfed^ and afterwards ilfued aCommiffion of Review. 
And TO Hen. IV. there was a like Gale, and ’tis remarkable that for many Years after 
this, there was no Prohibition, nor any Attion upon the Statute in any ofthefe Ii> 
iiaiibes.

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r o iv^ the 4 ?/) Article, the Jurildi^fciou cannot be (liCputed ; for the Admiral ahvays 
had, and ftill has the Care of the Royal Navy ^ he has a Commiffion to execute all 
\»tatuteji about HearSj and tor perfonal ContrailSf If at Wappia^f Cravefcnd^ and in the 
Mouth of the Thames j and therefore I lhall not add to your Lordfhips T rouble upon 
fliat Head. 

Having thus fpoken of the particular Articles of the Dill, I think it material to 
obferVe next to your Lordfhips, that this Bill in the general, for alcertaining the Jurif 
diftionof the Admiralty, is the lame in Subfiance with tht jill of Council 1632 , lub- 
Icribed by the Twelve Judges and the Attorney General, in thePrelbxe of the King, 
his Majefty’s Father. 

• This Aft of Council was theRefultof many folemn Debates, and not the Elfef't of 
y^rtifice and Surprize: For the King having taken Notice of leveral Differences be¬ 
tween his Courts of Juftice, ilfued out a {landing CommifTiou to his Privy Council, to 
hear all Queflions of jurildiftion between his Courts, and to frame fuch Orders and 
Regulations as fhould be fit to be eftablifhed. I'his Aft of Council was enrolled in the 
Jfeveral Courts of H'yimhificr, as the Refolution of all the judges, and as a {landing Rule 
to be oblerved for the future. And it was punflually obferved as to the grant ■ g and 
denying of Prohibitions, till the late diforderly Times bore it down, as an Ad of 
Prerogative prejudicial (as was pretended) to the Common Laws, and the Liberty of 
the Subjed. 

Yit it was not long before the Ufurping Powers found it neceflary, for the Encou¬ 
ragement of Trade and Navigation, to make leveral Ordinances (no lefs than four in 
all) to the very fame Elfefl with this Bill, even after they had abolifhed the Office of 
High Admiral. Thole Ordinances being vacated by hisMiijefty’s moll happy Return, 
th(j moft cenfiderable Merchants in London (above an hundred in Number) petitioned 
his Majefty, that the jurifdidion of the Admiralty might be re-ellabliflied, for the Be¬ 
nefit of Trade and Navigation j annexing this Ad of Council as the trueft Mealure of 
a good Efiabliffiment. 

There have been divers Overtures fince made to his Royal Highnefs, from many 
hundred Families that'lulfer in their Trade, efpecially material Men, for want of 
fuch nu Eflabliffiment; but his Highnefs will not fuffer fuch Addrelfes to anticipate 
your Lordlhips, who will, he doubts not, take Notice of thele Grievances in your own 
*Time and Method. 

This being true in Fad, theInconveniencies to the Publick are very great, for want 
of^lbme Settlement in this Affair^ and 1 lhall only crave Leave to lay before your 
la)rd{hips fbme few of them, which from what has been laid does already in lome 
Meafure appear, and may be reduced under thefe two Heads. 

I. The Uncfisiiffftty of Jurildidion, and confequently of bringing any Caufe to a 
final Hfue in the Admiralty, by Reafon of Prohibitions. 

•* 2 . The Incompetency of the Common Law Courts, to give Relief or Execution in 
maritime Caules. 

From the firft Head, that is, Vncertalnty of Jurifdiilion, arifes Dangers, Delays, 
, and extraordinary Charges. As for InRancc, the Admiralty has been Time out of 
Mind in PolTeffion of judging Mariners Wages, &c. without Danger of being fued tor 
double Damages upon the Statute ^ but there was a late Cafe iiiTrinityTeim i568, 
where one Rand brought his Adion in the Admiralty againll Goflmgs Ship for his 
' Wages, having been hired as Mailer of the Ship from London to Lifion, and back 
I again; and alfo for Disburfements made at to the Ship’s Ufe, and Sentence was 
f given for Rand. Appeals to the Delegates, and they affirm the firft Sentence; 

and UofUnj^ being taken in Execution, pays the Money with Coils of Suit; but the Mat¬ 
ter endgd not here, for Gofling brings his Adion againll Rand for double Damages, as 
having fued in the Admiralty againll the Statute 20 Hen.W. The Trial being at 
Guildhall^ the Jury found for the Plaintiff and he recover’d 80 /. not from Randj 

(for he hapgpned to die pending the Adion) but from his poor Relid and Admini- 
llratrix. 

And this Adion might have been laid as well againll the Judge, the Regifter, or the 
Prodor, as againll Rsmd^ and not only in this, but in any other Cafe: For there is 
not that Sort of Caft to be named, wherein the Admiralty has not been lome Time or 
other*Vrohibited, either for want of being heard, or elfe becaufe the Matter was not 
fully before the CouPhyAnd where a Prohibition has been granted, how unjuftly 
Ibever, according to thatTSqdrine, an Adion upon the Statute may be brought, and 
the Damages commonly give), are greater than the Colls of the whole Profecution in 
the Admiralty amounts to. | 

Nothing can be more pernicious to Sea-faring and trading Men, than l)elays in 
their Law-Suits ; and therefore every maritime Country in Chrifiendom, has a legarate 
Judicature for Differences among Merchants and Sea-faring Men: So had we once, 

J[ W€^ 
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we had a Law Merchant, and by it the Proceedings were de die in diem ^ we Ifave yec 
left the Form of a Court of Admiralty, and are bound by it lo proceed not only de 
in diemy or as I'ummary as a Judgment de Jure Gentium can be, but irom ^idc Id T/Vf| 
That is the ancient Stile of the Admiralty *, and not without Realon, lince there is nt/ 
oneCaule in ten before that Court, ljut lome of the Parties, or Witnelfes in it, are 
prehing to go to Sea with the next Tide. And the Mariners had better lofe the Wages 
of a whole Voyage, than not go olf the next that oilers it ielf. They and their F,n 
milies would be ftarved by flaying at Home till thel'enti, and then the Wages re* 
covered would Icarce quit tlie Cofts, when every one is forced to bring his AHion fliigly 
(as he muft) at Common Law. , 

But now ’tis a frequent Praftice, to fuffer Plaintiffs to come firft to a hearing in the 
Admiralty, and then appeal to the Delegates, and alter they have affirm’d the firft 
Sentence, the Defendant lues out a Prohibition. This obliges the Plaintiff^ that has 
recover’d in two Inftances, to begin again at Common Law, or elle to fit down by his 
Lois; or if he obtain a Confultation, the Admiralty mult not allow him either Dama¬ 
ges or Cofts, in Regard of the Expences at Common 1 .aw. 

I have already Ihewn fomething of the hcomfetemy of other Courts for marine 
Caules, but may add, that it frequently occafions an utter Lot's to the Merchant, and 
is a fad Difcouragement to Trade. As in the following Inltauce : 

A Spanijfi Merchant owes me Money, I underftand he hath a Sliip or Goods come into 
the River, noProcels but that of the Admiralty will reach upon the Water; when I 
liave arrefted them, and good Ball is offer’d, 1 cannot refute to accept it, and the Ship 
or Goods muft of Courl'e be freed and deliver’d to the Confignatory. When 1 declare 
in the Admiralty for Feei^hty Jireach of Chartcr~Party y or the \\\ie ; thv Spaniard y by his 
Attorney, or his Bail, flies fora Proliibition ; and liiggefls, tJiat the Contrail was rtot 
made fuper ahum marey but upon tlicLand at Malaga-y hereupon the Admiralty is pro¬ 
hibited to proceed, and I am left without Remedy ; lor the Ship or Cioods, which I 
had arrefted, are gone, my Debtor is in Spaitiy and I can Jiave no Allion agaiiill the 
Bail in any other Court. Not unlike this is Bridgman s Cafe in I/ehart's Rep. 1 2 . but tijis 
llhall have another Occafion, under your I,ordlhtps Favour, to Ipeak to. For (uch 
LolTes as thele are frequent ; and which is more confiderable, an EngUfl) Merchant here 
owes Money upon a Foreign ComraHl to a Spaniardy he lues for it in the Admiralty, but ^ 
the En^lijh Defendant flies to the Common Law, and has a Prohibition. The Spaniard * 
in his Trial at Law produces the Contrail in the Form ufual beyond Sea. The Defen¬ 
dant pleads How can the Party be relieved againft this Plea ? For the 

Original Contrail lubferibed by theCoutrallors, and (he Witnefles, is a Record that the 
Kotary in Spain will not part with, without lor 1 wearing himfelf, sm^ofing his Office; 
the Copy exemplified will be no EviJence to a Jury, nor can the and the Wit¬ 

nefles be had and heard wer, without a thoufand Contingencies; whereas the 

exhibiting hisluftrument upon Oath, for a true and real Inftrument in the Ad¬ 
miralty, the Adverlary mull either contcls or deny it; if he confels the Inftrument, 
(as notarial Inftruments leldom are denied) there is lb much in Proof before the Court 
as to judge of the Contents of it; if it be denied, the Plaintiff may have a Commiifioa 
into Spain pro ferutimoy and the Copies exhibited here may be iulpelled, and compared 
with the Original remaining in the Notary’s Hand. And the Magiftrates of the 
Place will certify, that the Not ary is a publick and authentick Ferfbn there, towho(» 
Alls Credit is given in Judgment, and then that Inftrument is before the Court in due 
Form of Proof; without this Help of the Admiralty, the Stranger would be without 
Remedy ; wliich how much it hath been made a Reproach to the Nation, the/e are 
others here that can witnefs as fully as I can. 

All Merchants Abroad make their Contrails according to the marine or’civil Law, 
the Differences tlierelbre upon thofe Contrails, lliould not be judged by a Law that hath 
nothing irf it, either provifional or decifive in fuch Cafes. 

And pardon me, My Lords, if 1 fay the Judges of the Common l,a\\^ cannot fo 
eafily or naturally take Notice of the marine I .aw. There are fo many Terms and 
Claufes (which are vocalmla jirtisy tF claufula Juris") in every Contrail, that it is vefy 
liard to make an TTW/yj; Jury to underftand them ; not to Ipeak of the Differences there 
are among the Civil Law Writers themfelves about the true Meaning of them. •• 

So it a Matter of a Ship fue for his Freight, or Wages, by of Attorney at 

Common I,aw, he may recover without appearing: But if tlj^J^chant have Damage 
by iB StmagCy ImbezxJementy lojing his Market by the 3\#!{fter’s Defliult, how lhall 
he recover, in cafe the Matter hides himfelf, or be inlblveir ? What Remedy or Con^ 
penfation can the Common Law give ? The Court ol Chaheery indeed .may relieve, if 
the Matter appears and proves folvent; but the Civil T aw aflows a juft and adequate 
Comp^fation in all thele Cafes, and will in the lame judgment flop 16 much of the 
Plaintiff's Wages, as the Damage of the Merchants Defendants fliall amount unto. The

For there is not any Mafter but mav co!:u 
mand 1000 /. worth of Goods upon his Ticket iji aMorniiig, wiieii the maici ial Ak 1 
do know, that they may arreft a Ship with Eiletl:, in cale he and Ills tJwi.er'*' do > 
come, and give each material Man Juch Money or :5ecurity as wiii eontent Jiim. Wlejn - 
as if they be forced tor their Remedy to Common L/aw agalnh the Mafter, and his 
Part Owners, (who are moft commonly Perlbiis unknown, and at a Diflance; they liad 
better keep their Wares in their Shops, than pui I’ue lo many,upon fuch u?R\)uai 1 erms. 

But then Viv objctlcdy tliat Prohibitions are the King’s Writs, the lienelit and Se¬ 
curity of the Subjeft, and no inferiour Court ought to pretend to be exempt ironi lacli 
a neccirary Reftraint. 

With Submiilion to thofe learned Peribiis, the Admiralty does not preteinl in tlie 
leaft to be exempt from Prohibitions;^ and they will uevertheleis be jubjtkl to ProJii. 
bitions, tho’ it iliould be declared by Law, that no Prohibition jUall lie iii any of tiic 
four Cafes Ipecified in tin’s Bill. 'Fhe Clergy in their Jrticuh Cten^ piei’ented ar Lmtoi. ^ 
complained, that Prohibitions were iifued outagainft the S]nritu:il Couris to llien e>- 
ceifive Grievance. Upon which the King by tliat I.aw lets down 5 or 6 C^afe.^, wherein 
a Prohibition lliouId not lie, and as many in which it Ihould lie. 1 lie Ilfue wa^', Uiai 
^he Courts Chriftian never attempted any Thing wherein the Law did then limit them , 
3 ind#yet we fee, that in Cafes not Ipecified in that 1.aw, Prohibition come out againh 
th(wn now as thick as ever. 1 his will be the Cafe 01 the Admiralty with I'ome Ad* 
vantage •, for then it would be out of Danger of the penal Statute, and un.difturbed m 
four Articlc> fpevrified in the Bill *, but as toother Matters, it vydll be flill as fubjeit 
as ever to the Courts oi' Wcftmwfler-HulL Proliibitions, My Lords, moft properly bj 
to a Court waniMSf*'furifdii.tionbut where the Subjeft is aggrieved by male Proceed- 
V^s, or wrongful Judgments, the proper Remedy is by Appeal to his Mujelty lu 
Chancery. And fince Prohibitions are never without Charge and Delay, two great Dil- 
couragements to Trade, and I may pretume to lay, have been fbmetimes granted 'v:th 
Excels, as appears by the Anlwer to th^ j 4 rticuti CUrij We hope tlie iameCourle m; y 
iiow be taken, as was by that Statute, viz. to determine where a Prohibition JJiiiii lie 
by Law, and where not. 

Thert is another Caufe of Botttamry^ which hatli as mucli Lofs and Dik'ouragement 
ii^it as any other. Many Inftances might be given from our own Kegiftries ^ but \ 
choole them rather from the Books of Common 1 .aw, as leaft partial to usand out ol 
many thence which might be produced, I fhall mention but one. In my Lord Hobjn\> 
Rcforts^^fol. 12. where tlie Cale was this: 

One Bernardy Owner of a Ship, makes Williams Maftcr oi her, and fends lici into 
Spaifiy JFiid the Ship happens there to come into Diftrefs. Wiliiums applies him lull in one 
Bndgmany an Englif^ Merchant refiding there, and prevails with him to leiid f /o 
repair and furnilh his Ship, and lor his Security, impawns the Ship *, the Shi]> coining 
mtoEnilandy^ViwABridgman being not paid his Money, arrefts the Ship, and declares in 
the Admiralty againft the Owner of the Ship *, who being condemned to pay tlje Aloney, 
fiieS a Prohibition, and luggefts, that the Mafter had no Power to pawn his Ship. 
EL^V^xx^onBridgmarty who had lent his Money bona fide, to preferve the Ship [rom perifh- 
ing, his PawnUaken from him, and is left to his Remedy againlt tlie Mafter ; 
indeed if the MafteA^jje folvent, he muft pay the Money, from which he never liad 
any Advantage •, if he^'^i^Qve inlblvent, Bridgman muft lole it. Which will be a fufii- 
cient Difeouragement tolm^ and every one elle, another Time, from lending their 
Money to prelerve an En^Ufih Bottom. The Reafon of this Prohibition muft liave been, 
theContraft was madqupon the Land in SeviL And yet tlie Judgment of the 
Admiralty is there approved of, in allowing the Mafter Power to pawn hisOwnei ^s 
Ship for the Prelervatiou of it, tlm it was difagreeable to the Rules of the C(>mmou Law. 

It is fiaid, that the Commflu Law Courts have often judged thefe Cafes; aiid*wlien 
they do, they judge according to the marine Law: And that what Defeft is \i\ their 
• 1 2 Law, 
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Law, as to Arrcfts or Executions on the Water, may be cafily 
Ad in Favour of them, and not of the Admiralty. 

It is true, My L'^jujs, that tlie Legillative I’ower is at Liberty to 
fir, witli Jiis Majeliy’s Jurifdiilioii up^on the Watery but we hope, 
was veiled with this Juriididioii before knew Charta^ and that j)/e have 

iioLliing U) torleit tliat Title, that we have done nothing contrary to J[m5 Maje- 
fly’s J.)igiijty, contrary to the juft Rights of his Subjcds, or to the Prejudice ot his 
Neighbours, that we ihall not be laid afide- And as for that, that the Courts of Common 
I aw are willing to judge marine Caules by the marine Law ^ 1 will not take upon me 
to lay, how far they may recede trom their own Law in thole Cales, wherein theirs 
and ours do diilFr *, but I tliink they may as well ask the whole fpiritual Jurilciidion, 
and fay, they will govern their Judgments according to the Ecclefiaftical Law, and 
ihe Canons of the Church. 

'rni: Inconvcnieucies of a real and pretended Jurifdiftion being thus ftated, G?;?- 
vcmcNvivs oj tlji< Billy does, 1 hope, more mainleftly appear. For if it be declared 
by a Law, that no Prohibition fliall lie in the Cafes therein fpecified, it will be, 

I. A gyciU Satifli^lion to Foreignersy that have Caules ot Ailion here. For a Mer¬ 
chant or FaeVor in Sf^iriy France^ or Hollandy as loon as Ills Proftor or Correlpondent 
Ihall tnnifmit unto him the Copy of a Libel, put iu againft him in the Admiralty, 
he may have recourle to the Civilians of his own Country, and learn trom them, as 
well as from us, which is moft advifcable, to conteft, or fubmit. Kay, it Sentence 
goes againft him, his Proftor will be able to tranlmit him the Arguments and Reafons 
of Law, which the judge at tlie Time of giving Sentence goes upon; and lb he 
may advife, whether he had beft appeal or acquiefee: Whereas now, all Foreigriers 
do complain extreamly, that they can have no other Account of their Caule, but 
that the Forv^mnn of the Jury fauly they found againft them. 

“idlyy Mauinfks will have their IFdgcsy or their Pun!fljmenty Time enough to go to 
Sea again with the next fair Wind; and all the Crew of a Ship may joyn in one Aftion, 
and not coft them one Shilling a Piece: And if they be faulty, the Mafler or Mer¬ 
chant have a Remedy againft their Wages, fro ratay without being put to feveral Suits. 

^dly^ OwNEiis Ihall recover their Freighty and Merchants their Damagesy when they 
happen, ojte and the fame Judgment^ and Charter-Parties^ winch are only calculsU:ed!f 
for Sea-Affairs, fliall be interpreted and adjudged by the Sea-Laws, and according^to 
the Stile of the Court, not from Term to I’erm, but from Day to Day, and Tide^to 
Tide, all the Year round. ^ • 

4thtyy When Part-owners of Ships do differ (which is very frequently) about fetting 
out their Parts to Sea, about a Voyage, about letting out their ShipKii,Freight, about 
conftituting or removing a Mafter; fome being for one Mafter, one Defign, Ibme for 
another; they will have their Differences, as loon as they can be ftated, decided by 
the Laws of the Sea. Whereas it is Ibmetimes impoffible for them to have a Hearing 
in leveral Months at Common Law ; and when they have had it, 1 know not ot any 
Thing (as 1 before laid) that is provilional or decifive in thet'e Cafes, but muft be 
borrowed from the Civil Law. 

Bi' r the great efi Convcniency of all, will be the Encouragement to material Men’:y if 
they be but lecure of their Aftion againft the Ship, there is nothing iu tlieir Ware- 
houle, but will be forthwith funiiflied upon the Credit of the Ship- And if we maj^ 
believe Men of Experience, this will contribute more effeftually than any Thing to hLs 
Majefty’s Defigns, Ibr the Encreale ot Shipping, and the Encouragement ot Kaviga- 
tioij. And if the Bill before your l,ordthips will naturally produce thele Effefls;, as it 
certainly will, 1 need not enlarge upon any other Conveuiencies. • ^ 

Yi t one more 1 cannot forbear to mention; the Encouragement of a Profiffion^ not 
only as it is a Protellion or Body of Men devoted to fuch a Study, but as it may 
prove, and has been reputed in fome little Mealiire ufeful to the Publick and 1 hope 
-r will not be thought invidious, if 1 choofe the Words of a great and wife Prince, 
Jiis Majefty’s Royal Grand-father. • 

I do greatly efteem (fays he) the Civil Law ; the Profelfion thereof ferving more 
for genera* Learning, and being moft necelfary for Matters of Treaty with foreign 
Nations. And I think that if it ftiould be taken away, it wouM make an Entry to 
Ilarbarifm, and blemiih the Honour of this Kingdom. For^T^s in a Manner Lex 
Centhmiy and maintaineth Intercourfe with all foreign Ka^ii^s. My meaning is not, 
to prefer the Civil Law before the Common LaWy but only tfet it ihould not be extin<^ 
guilhed, and yet fo bounded (I mean to fuch Courts andlCaufes as have been in an^ 
cient XJfe) as the Ecclefiaftical, Court of Admiralty, 0)urt of Requeft, &c. 

Tni’s that great and difeeming Prince in termirwy with much more to the lame Pur- 
]>ole. The Truth whereof, as to the Ufefulnefs of this Science, is abundantly verified 
iu a very modern hiftance, 1 mean, the Pretenfions of Erme over the Netherlands^ 

For. 
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Vck by the Uceufed Manifefto’s, publiftied on both bides, about three Yecus ago, it 
wll appear, not only hoW iifetul the Profelfors of that Law were to I'upport the J itles 
^ theifl rel'peftive Matters, and allb how iieceffary tlie AHiftance of Men, conlummate 
in that/Sciencej would be to any Neighbour Frirv:e, that had Orcafioii to inform him- 
lelf (ait Arbitrator or Ally) as his Majefty might have liad, ot the true btate and 
Merit the Differences. For the leveral Points of Devolution^ Renunciation^ and 
Succeffionj upon which thofe Manifefto’s joyii Iliue, are neither to be tiioroughly uii- 
derftood, nor rightly ftated, but by a coufiderable Skill and Knowledge in the Civil 
^Law. And in all I'uch Sort ol Iniercourles or Dlfputes, what Rule or Law ran we 
by, or how is it poflible. My Loros, to convince Foreigners of what we lay, but either 
ffom the Principles and Maxims of their own Lawy or clfe by that Lawy which is in 
IbmeMeafure received by all, as the fixt and unalterable Rules of juftice. 

HowiivER, we have no Reafon to fear the Extinguilhment, which King James I'peaks 
of, fince we owe the very Name and Being we have of a Profellioij, to his Majefty’s 
moft happy Return to, and his Moft Gracious Influence upon the Church oi EnoL-rd^, 
and this her conftaiit Handmaid. And ’tis in Contemplation of this Revival, that the 
Study of this l.aw begins to flourifli in the Univerfities. And thoJe Members of Col¬ 
leges that are bound by their Statutes to Ipend their Time, and take their Degrees 
in this Science (and of thefe there are 53 Perions iiidilpenlably bound in the Uni- 
verfity of Oxford) do not now lay, as they did in the T imes of Ulurpatlon, that tJicy 
are condemned to a jejune and bairen Study by a three Penny Planet. But there is 
Icarce a College or Hall that hath not leveral Volunteers, that, under the Favour of 
his Majefty, who lb well knows the Efteem ot* this Profeflion abroad, have given in 
their Names to this Study. 

B u T whether tliis oi encouraging fo many young Studc^itSy of farisfying Foreign Tra-‘ 
dersy of giving Difpatch to MarinerSy and to material Aien the Security which they 
like beft, lhall be efieemed real Convenicncics or not; yet I hope. My Lords, to 
conclude with Ibmething that will give all Parties content, and muft be underftood to 
be a Convenicruy y it is, that we ol the Admiralty are content, that Suitors may have 
their Option of the Court they would fue in: If Mariners will go for their Wagej^, 
^Owners for their Freight, Merchants for their Damages, Material Men for their 
•Mcney, to the Common Law, weihall not in the ieaft regret it: But if they choole 
rather to come to the Admiralty, (as certainly they will not, unlefs they find the 
iJifpatch quicker, the Proceedings lefs chargeable, and the Methods of Judgment 
and Execution more fultable to their Bufinefs) we defire leave to receive them, and 
to do them juftieg, without the Danger of a penal Statute, and without the Intel 
ruption of Prefiibitions when once we are poffeffed of the Caufe. And this is aP 
• «ve defire.

Gentlemen of the Juryy 

O U are here empannelled and fwoni to make a diligent Enquiry, and a trur 
1 Prefeiitment of all Crimes, Offences, and Abufes, that have been already commit¬ 
ted, or are now prevailing within the Jurifdiflion of the Admiralty ol the Cinque Ports 
’Tr^ not ray Bufinefs now to Ihew you how ancient this Admiralty is in Story ; noi 
to trace it up to William the Conquer or y or Edward the Confijfor^ 3 Time: The Records ol 
the Towet of London do fully vouch the Antiquity of it, and by them it appears, that 
when there were leveral Admirals in Englandy (as about 400 Years ago there were al¬ 
ways 2 or 3 at a Time) the Admiral of the Cinque Ports was ftill one, il not the 
chiefefi ol^them. And thofe great Fleets which thele Ports did then furnilh out upon 
all Occafions (called and reputed by Way of Preheminence the Kings Navies Royal) 
ivere ftill commanded by the Lord Wardeny as their Admiral; and he had all the Au¬ 
thorities, Rights and Royalties, belonging to an Admiral, annexed to his Office, as 
appears by the Ccitemiilions of Beauchamp and Herlvy who were Wardens and Adniirai-^ 
of thele Ports in Ill- Time. 

Nor are there the^fceqprds of the Tower only, but leveral Afts of Parliament, that 
declare this Admiralty tb'Sje an ancient entire Thing of it lelf, diftinfl: from that an¬ 
cient g;reat one, commonlyjcalled the Admiralty p/*England: For Inftance, in the Statute* 
of 2 Hen. V. and 28 /ifew.iVIII. where the Proceedings of the Lord High Admiral ol 
Englapdy in Cafes of Treafon and Felony, are direfted to by a Jury of 12 Men, ar * 
cording to the Courfe of the Common Law, there the Cinque Ports have their Admi¬ 
ralty Jurildiftion, and the Cognilance of liich Caufes entirely relerved to them, a.s 
and independent from the Lord High Admiral’s Jurifdiftiom 
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UtioRf 1 come to die Particulars of your Charjre it will not be amifs to lay 
the true BouikIs within which you are to limit your Enquiries, that you mayi not eil- 
crouch upon the Charge of juries and Inquefts within the Land. You are therefore fo 
enquire id further than within the-Jurildidion of the Admiralty of thele ^J^inque 
Ports, and liis Jurifdidion is not only upon the main Sea witliin your Franchiu^s, but 
alio in all the Ports, Havens, and Creeks, and in the main Streams of gre/c Rivers 
beneatli the firft Bridges, as alio every where upon the Sea-lhore within High-water 
Mark. Thus much the Statute of 28 He?i. VllL compared with the Forms oi Com- 
miilions of Oyer and T erminer lor the Admiralty, does very fully import. And thefe. 
CAimmillions are the beft Comment upon that Statute, being not only ilfued out in 
Vertue of it, butftill palling the View and Approbation of every Lord Chancellor, 
fince the making of that Statute. 

TviEsr are your Bomids^ Gr n ri tmln, the Particulars you arc to cmjuire of 1 fliall 
deduce from thel'e three Heads- The Laws of tlie Realm, the Laws of 0/rw;, and the 
Laws of the Admiralty. 

F/V/?, As to niofl of thole Crimes and Offences tliat are enquirable, by the Laws of 
the Ecalm^ I Ihall not need to lay any more, but that whatjocvir u Treafon or Fe¬ 
lony, Murthcr or Manflaugher, Mayhem, Riot, Larceny, or Mildemeanour, upoii the 
main Land, within the Body ol‘ any County, the fame changes not its Nature, Name, 
or Punifliment, wlien 'tis committed upon the Sea, witliin tlie Jurifdittioji of tlie 
Admiral. 

Fok liiftaiice, ’tis no lets High Treafon trcacheroufly to deliver up one of his Ma- 
jefty’s Ships to an Enemy, tlian to betray one of his Caftles or Garrilbiis- and he 
that gives the King’s Enemies any Intelligence, Aid or Relief at Sea, is as perfectly a 
Traytor, and as fully witliin the Pourvicu of the Statute of 25 Edxi\ III. as if lie Jiad 
done it upon the Land. 

You are theretbre to enquire within the jLirifdittioii of this Admiralty, of all Trr.?- 
fotis and Confpiracics againft the King, for to compafs, imagine, or devile the Deatii 
of the King, or any bodily Harm or Keftraint upon his Perfon, the levying of VV^ar 
againft him ^ or the inciting of* any Foreigners with Force to invade any of his Ma- 
jefty’s Dominions • 1 fay, ’tis High Treafon not only to do any of thefe Tilings, but by^. 
a Statute lately reviv’d, to compafs, imagine, intend, or devife anv of rhefe black Helfili' 
Things, where fiich Imaginations or Intentions can be difeovered by any Word or Deed. 

So precious in the Eye of the Law, lb carefully fenced about is his Life, his Safety, 
who is, as the Holy Scripture ftyles him, the Breath of our Nifirilsy and the anointed of 
the Lord> 

By the fame StatutCy the malicious and advlfed fpeaking of fuciiSKdngs, as may 
incite the People to Hatred and Diflike of the King’s Perfon or Government-, made* 
(tho’ not High T reafon) yet very highly puiiiihable, to the Forfeiture of all Trufts and 
Employments whatlbever^ you are therefore to enquire, whether any wirJiin the 
Jurifilidion of this Admiralty do, by leditious Infinuations, endeavour to alienate 
king’s Subjetls Irom their Duty and Allegiance. *** 

Birr here you niuft oblerve, that in Treafbns and Crimes of tliis Kind, as alfo in 
Felonies, we can only make the Inquifition in this Court, they cannot be tried and 
leijtcnccd here, it muft be either before his Royal Highnefs and his Afliftants at hie 
Court of Shipwey, (for that Court has CogmT'ance of Treafons as well as of other | 
Crimes) or die by his Majefly’s Commiffion of Oyer and Terminer, in Vertue of \ 
the Statutt? of 28 jHcn> Vlll. 

Thhhh arc tome Sorts oC Felonies and OfenceSy which cannot be committed any 
where eile but upon the Sea, within the Jurifdiftion of the Admiralty. Thel^I flxall 
inlift upon a little more particularly, and the chiefeft in this Kind is Piracy, 

You are therefore to enquire of all Pirates and Sta-roversy they are in the Eye of 
the l,aw Hofics Imwanigenerisy Enemies not of one Nation or of one Sort of People only, 
but of all Mankind. They are outlaw’d, as I may lay, by the Laws of all Nations; 
that is, out of the ProteiHon of all Princes and of all Laws whatfbever. Every Bocly 
is commillioned, and is to be armed againft them, as againft Rebels and Traytors, to 
fubdue ai^d to root them out. j 

That which is called Robbing upon the Highway, the famej^ing done upon the 
Water, is called Piracy: Now Robbery, as ’tis diftinguiflxfd'l^om Thieving or Lar¬ 
ceny, implies not only the attual raking away of my Goojfi' while I am, as we lay, in 
Peace, but alfo the putting me in Fear, by taking them away by Force and Arms 
out of my Hand?, or in my Siglit and Prelence \ when thij is done upon the Sea, with¬ 
out a lawful Commillion of War or Reprisals, it is downright Piracy. 

And fuch was the Generolity of our ancient EngHJIsy fuch the Abhorrence of our 
Laws ligaiiift Pirates and Sea-Rovers, that if any of Uie King’s Subjefts robb’d or mur- 
thered a Foreigner upon our Seas, or within our Ports, though the Foreigner happen^ 

to* 
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to b| of a Katioii in Hoflillty againft the King, yet if he had the Kiiijjfs PafTport, 
oi^Jfe L.ord AclmiraTs, the Offender was puiiiilied, not as a Felon only, bnt this Crime 
wii| made Higii'riealoii, in that great l^riuce hJctrry V. I1me^ and uo*: only himlMh 
bu^all Ms Accomplices, were to luifer as Tray tors agairift the Crown and Dignity 
of the KMiig. • 

Ther\ are certain Statutes relating to T>^a 4 e (^.nd Nav^utio}!^ vdnch mal:e feveral 
Things Criminal * concerning thefc, ihft Lord Warden^ as Admiral, isdpeciafy iiitruil- 
ed to enquire and take an Account. 

You are therclore, by Vertue of thole fevcral Statutes, (and of Ibme made fiure his 
I\Jajerty’s mofl happy Return) to enquire whetlier any within your Frandiile'^, liavc 
exported Sheep, VVooll, Yearn, Fullers Earth, or any other Commodity proirlbitcd 
by •Law to be exported. 

You are likewile by the Aft for the Encouragement of Navigation, to enquire \v!ie- 
ther any have imfnrtcd any Goods or Merchaiullzes of the Growth ot' JJiiy 
or America^ into any of his Majefiy^' Domiinons, m any otfnr Bottoms tlian fuch ar 
are really and truly KngLl^iy three fourths at leaft of the Mariners being the Kira’s 
Subjefts. 

You are by another Aft of Parliament, T6Ctr. II. to enquire if ai y Mafters of Mer¬ 
chant Ships have been fo cowardly, bale, and treaclierous, as to render and fuhmh 
themfelvcs to any Turks^ Pirates, or Sea-Rovers, without lighting. For by that Aft, 
if any Mafter, having a Ship of 200 I'uns, and Guns mounted, do yield without 
fighting, or do take any Part of his Freight, or of hisGood*'' back again, as a Gratuity 
from the Pirate, or do yield to any that has not at leaft double his Force, how little 
Ibever his own Velfel or Force be; he is to be declared by the Court of Admiralty tor 
ever incapable of ferving in any EngHjh Ship, and to anfwcr the Merchant tor his On- 
mages to the utmoftof his Ability. 

iW the fame Aft, if a Mariner do rcfvfc to fyLt in thefe Cafes, he is to fuffer fix 
Months Imprifonmciit, by Warrant from the Court of Admiralty ; but if he I violent 
Hands on his Matter, to hinder him from fighting, he is to fulfer Death as a Felon: 
And fo is fuch Matter as lhall be found to have raft away his Ship, or otherwifewih 
fully deftroyed it, having firft taken up more Money upon Bottomry than his Advem 
Niure was worth. 

fl fkall lay no more of the I aws of the Realm ; and the Time will permit me to fiy 
■but^a Word or two of the Lawsof O/rm/, which is the Second Head I propoied to give 
you*in Charge. 

Thl Laws of Olcrorij arc the ancient umverfally received Cuftoms of the Weflem 
Part ot the V\ orld:j,,^)yhich Rich. I. of immortal Memory, being upon his Return Irom 
the Holy Wa/y^hbught fit to review and reform ; and then to give them the Stamp 
o/Jiis Roftfl Authority. Thefe Laws all the Sca-faring Nations of this Wefiern Part of 
tJie Wc^ld, loon after received and entertained from the Engllflj, by way of Deference 
to th^overaignty ofour Rings in the RrhiJIj Ocean, and to the Judgment of our Coun- 
tryjK/fen in Sea-Affairs. 

on are therefore, bv the l.aws of to enquire, whether any have taken upon 

them the Conduct of Ships as Mafters^ without lufficient Skill and Experience; and 
^ whether any Damage or Danger hath arifen thereby W'hcther tliere be any Matters 
^|of|iShips that do not pay oft tlieir Mariners honeftly, without Cavil or Delays; that 
Viave not treated their Manners with Humanity and Care, when they were fick in their 
pervice ; efpccially when they were wounded in Defence ol their Ship ? 

/ You ^u*e to enquire after all fiuhborrty quarreUbme, thieving, mutinous, and rebel- 
/ lions AEariners^ after fuch as have run away from Service, or liave not come in to f? 
accordlifg to •their Covenant ; after fuch as fleal away Ruoys^ or cut Buoy Ropes. And 
whether any have imbezzlcd, or polIelsM themfelves of Goods call away, and are no 
Wrecks but are purfued and demanded by the true Owners? For that is no Wreck, 
properly fo (ftilled, tho’ the Ship it lelf be call away, where any Creature, tho’ bur a 
Dog or a Cat, efcapes to Shoar alive. The Cuftody of fuch Goods belongs to the 
Lor^ Warden as Admiral, and are to be reftored to the Owners, the Savers firft receiv¬ 
ing a reafonablc Recompence, in proportion to their Hazard and Pains. 

I call,thele the Laxhs of Oleron^ not but that they are peculiarly enougli FnAijh^ being 
long fince incorporatM hito the Cuftoms and Statutes of our Admiralties; but the 
Equity of them is fo ghsM;, and the Ufe and Reafon of them fo general, that they 
are known and received all World over, by that^ rather than by any other Name. 
The Third and I aft Head, Are the Statutes and Vfages of our FngHjh Admiralties; 
^ among them Ibme are ap ancient as K.Johtfy and'^^/c. I. Time; —- 


and 


others, as that 


famous Inquifition -.it Queenborou^hj had above 300 Years ago; all of them peculiar to 
the Powers and the Office of ^an Englip Admiral. • 

The 
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Tmi Mmiral has, as well by ancient Prcfci iption, as by the Statute of i and 
ocher Statutes, the Corf fey zf at ion of the jrreat aiiJ jiavifMc Rhersy not only tVoil ‘^l[ 
maimer or Nul'ances, but alto prelerviiig the Breed oi I'iih. 

You are therefore to enquire ot fuch as ule any Nets^ En^inesy or otherVuiila\xful 
Alts to catch Fifh withal, contrary to the Statute of i Elli:^. or theCufton\s of the 
Ports*, of I’ucli, for Example, as have not the Meaflics o[ their Nets twoInJhcs and 
aiialf broad ^ of fuch as do by any manner of Way deftroy the Spawn g/d Fry of 
fh’ili *, ot‘ luch as deftroy any Fiih before they be ot a ftatutable Size ^ ot fuch as dreg 
for C^yfters witJiin the fbi bidden Times, that is, from tlie ift of Afajfy to the i^th ot 
September ^ by an ancient Statute of the Admiralty of Englandy or within any othgr 
d ime iorbidden by the Cuftoms of thele Ports. 

You are to enquire, wliether any F/Jlirmrw, Subjefts of the fm/r/j King, do prefume 
to fifli upon this Coaft, without Jpevial Liccr/fe from his Royal Highnefs ^ and if tJiey 
liave Licenle, whclher tliey fifli with any oilier Nets than fuch as are ot the Enfiijlj 
Size ? 1 he Offenders and llicir Boats are to be leized on, in any Fort where they 

happen to come. 

You aie to enquire, whellier any do annoy your tiuvhrable Riversy or his Majefty’s 
Ports, by throwing into tliem any Rubbilli, Filth, or iiallaft, or by taking up their 
Balbft in undue or imprequr Places ? And after wW Rvgrmtvrs and Eoreflallcrs o\' tho 
Market upon the Watery that is, fiich as do way-lay, and buy up any manner of 
Provifloii or Merchandile, before it be brouglit into the Port of Dllcharge ^ and do fell 
It again by Retail in the fame Port, or within 4 Miles of it. 

The l.orJ Warden, by vertue of his Office of Admiral, has a fpccial Truft repoled 
in him, in Matters relating to War, and for the maintaining of liis Majefty’s Sove- 
raigiity in thele Seas. 

You are therefore to enquire, whether any Commander at Sea has, upon any Occa- 
fion, neglected to require and exatt the juft Refpedls, Deference, and Salutes, due to 
his Mdjefiyf Flag from all Foreign Ships, and hath not fought, and, if need were, 
funk fuch Ships as have refufed that ancient Acknowledgment, which all Nations 
have Time out of Mind paid to the Banner of England. 

h 1 Ihouldgive you in Charge to enquire, if any Foreigners have refufed to flrike 
to Dover-Cajlhy and to falute it, (as I think I might do, without leatling you out of 
the JurifUiftion of our CommifFion) every Stranger and Foreigner that hears me, w^uJ® 
think the Enquiry very reafonable^ becaule it hath been always ufual, they ki^pw,^ 
to pay that Tribute of Relpeft, in lieu of the Safety and Protedlion every Ship is hue 
to find there. • 

You are to enquire, whether any of his Majefty’s Subjefts have taken any Commlf- 
fion, or do lerve in any Man of War, under any Foreign Prince without fpe^ 

dal Leave from his Majefty, or liis Royal Highnel's-, his Majefty havuig.,not lopg 
fluce declared by liis Proclamation, that lie will liave llich proceeded againft as pirates; 
they are to be I'eized on, if any ot them liappen to put into your Ports, and to ive lent 
up to Ills Royal Highnels’s Lieutenant \i\ Dovcr-Caflle ? And whether any Maftel of 
SJiips, or otliers, in the late War, liave been inftrumcutal to tlie Efcape of any Pri*^ 
loners, by conveying them or their Goods beyond Seas, without Letters of fafe Con¬ 
duit from liis Royal Highncfs? Whether any Perfons commilfion’d to take Prizes in 
tlie late W'ar, liave defrauded his Majefty of hisPr/w, or his Royal ilighneft of his 
juft Share and Tenthsy either by not bringing all fuch Prizes as they took to Judg¬ 
mentor elfe breaking Bulk before Sentence or Decree of Apprailement and Sale? 
Or of fucli as fiave bought or received any Priz^e Gondsy before they were declared 
to be lawful Pr*ze in judgment, fuch Goods being p,o?ia Piratorumy belong to the Admiral. 

The Lord irardcn'y as Admiral of thele Ports, has certain lawful y/ttcW/n'a, and 
ancient belonging to his Office, whereto you ought to have a fpecial Regard 

in your Enquiries, that they be not violated or encroach’d upon: As, Whether any* 
Sliip or Velfel Irath, upon any Pretence, broken any Imbargo or Arrcft laid upon it by 
Authority of tlie Loid Warden? And whether any Mariners, preft by the Lord 
Warden's Order, have fled away, or departed his Majefty’s Service without Leave ? 

You are likevvife to enquire, whether any do hinder the Execution of the Warrants, 
Arrefts, or Decrees, of this Court of Admiralty ? And whether any do fue qr im¬ 
plead others clfewhere than in this Court, in fuch Caufes of Aftian as arile wittin the 
lurifdi^tionof the Admiral, and belong tohisCognlfance?^ Afid whether any Officer 
belonging to this Court, doth abufe the rlonour he hath to lerve under his Royal High- 
ncl's, by Corruption, Extortion, unrealbnable Demands,for fraudulent Dealings what- 
loever ? Whether any do ufurp or encroach on the l\rd tVardens Droits and Royal¬ 
ties, as Admiral? Forluftance, whether any Lords of Mannors, or others, do chal¬ 
lenge to themlelves Wrecks at Sea, or other Droits of Admiralty, in their Manners, 
without fufficient Title in Law lb to do*, and whether their Bailiffs, Servants, or any 
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otl?/r Perfbus, have fei/.ed or polfelFeJ themlelves ot any wreck’d Goods, which by an 
uninterrupted Prelcription belong to the Admiral? 

YfirsiDP-; thele Wrecks at Sea, all Jetlbns, Fictions, Lagons, Dereliils, and I)eo- 
d\|ids, belong to the Admiral •, which Words, becaul'e they are not lo eahly underhood, 
may be thus explained: yrr/w-v, are luchGoods as are thrown over-board, to lighten 
a Shi^ in a Stotm: Flotfunsy are I'uch Things as are floating upon tlie V* arer, whe¬ 
ther IwEpt away (as it happens Ibmetimes) from the oppohte Shore, or elle V’elleis 
of Wine, or Oil, or other Cioods in Barrels orChefts, that are raft away, but not yet 
brought and left upon the Sliore: La^omy are Anchors, and I'uch v'eiidiry Tilings, 
^s being loft and funk in the Sea, are taken up again; Dcrcldlsy are Boats, or other 
Velfels, forlaken, and found empty, without any Perfon in them : 1 hel’e the Lord 

Warden has but the Cuftody of, for where the Owners are only iriglited aAr;iv, tliey 


may be recovered upon Claim within tJie Year and the Day : I'lendundsy au- cither 
luch Things as were immediately inftrumental to the Death of a Man on Ship-boat d, 
or elfe I’uch Goods, Moneys, or Jewels, as are found upon a dead Man’s Body, tliat is 
caft a-fhoar by the Sea. 

To the Lord Warden likewife, as he is Admiral, do belong all Goods appertaining, 
to the King’s Enemies, either lying conceal’d, or elfe furpri/.ed and taken without 
Commiflion, orotherwife brought in by Storm or Cafualty, within the Jutildiflion 
of the Admiral. The Goods and Chattels of Traitors, Pirates, Felons, and of all 
Accelfaries, not only where the Trealbn or Felony happens to be committed upon 
the Sea, but wherelbever the Faft is done, or the Perfon attainted happei;s be in 
the King’s Dominions, if the Goods lie within the Jurildiftion of the Admiralty, tJiey 
are the Admiral’s. So it is of the Goods and Chattels of Fe/ons de fty of Fugitiv'cs, 
Ouriaws, fuch as are put in exigent: All Fines and Amerciaments impoled by this 
Court are the Admiral’s, all Royal Fifties, fuch as Whales and Sturgeons, are ids, 
with many other Particulars, which I have not Time now to inlift upon. 

Thus, Gentlemen, 1 have given you fbme Account, the briefeft 1 could, of the 
Matters you are to enquire of, I muft needs in this haft have omitted many Particu¬ 
lars, which your judgment and Experience of what is amifs, and punifhable at Sea, 
will be able ealily to fupply ; but I muft defire you to be very exaft in fetring down 
1^1 Circumftances of Time, Place, and Perfbns, as near as you can, in every Matter 
you fhall think fit to Prefent. 

Ir you do make your Prefentment honeftly and confeientioufly, with a juft Regard 
to *the Oath you have taken, you will in fo doing, acquit your felves of a Duty not only 
infumbent on you, but acceptable to the Ki. g, and to his Royal Highnefs our Lord 
Warden. For fince^jche Safety, Honour, and Wealth of England, does fo much confift, 
under the rovidence oF God, in that great Force, and in the Commerce and 

T/ 3 fIiclu(VTiich is maintained by Sea, it muft needs be a Service of Importance to the 
King, imd a very high Satisfaftion to his Royal Highnefs, (who is principally intru/f- 
ed uj^cr his Majefty in all Sea-Affairs) to keep up the old Erglljh Diicipline among our 
Sj^ii^mring Men, to reform the Abufes, andpunifhthe Mifdemeanours, that are a Ble- 
mifli to the Name and Reputation of the Engllfh-, and how can this lie done effeftually, 
unlefs Men upon their Oaths (as you are) be diligent in their Enquiries, exadt and 
faithful in their Prefentments ? 

^ND truly, Genteemen, you had not been liimmoned hither this Day, (as you are 
\ by his Royal Highnefs’s fpecial Direftion) but there was Reafon to iiope, that the 
J mutual Satisfaftion which the Lord Warden and his Ports have this Day in each other, 
^ would be a frelh Motive, and a very prelfing Engagement upon every one of you, with 
Vigour and Zeal to preferve and promote the Publick Good, as it will be, I am very 
well afthred; his Royal Highnefs’# Care to watch over your Privileges, andtoefpoufe 
the Defence of them, with as much Concern and Tendernefs, as any of his Predeceffora 
in this Place have done before him. 

And as yoa. Gentlemen, (I mean not only you of the Jury, but the Gentlemen of 
thefe Ports in general) do owe thofe great Privileges you have thele many hundred Years 
enjijyed, far beyond any Part of the Kingdom, to the aftive, fignal Loyalty of your 
Anceftors, to that Height of true EwliPt Valour and Prowefs, they have upon all Oc- 
cafionsilhewn; to that facial Zeal and Devotion they always had for the Crown ; fo 
the fame Spirit of Valour, the fame Frame and Temper of ancient Loyalty, ftiewing 
it felf in you, as it did'hxt.hem, will make it lefs difficult to preferve your Privileges 
ftill entire and inviolable, eip(;|cially under fo gracious and juft a King, fuch an illuftri- 
ous and affeftionate Lord Warden. 

And if you confider righ^y the AffefHon which his Royal Highnefs has for your 
Publick Good, you may without Vanity value your felves altogether as highly as thofe 
your Anceftors, who had the great Duke of laoicafier, and the viftorious Prince of 
Walts, afterwards for* their Wardens. What they boafted of in their Days, 
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you do as compleatly enjoy, blelTed be God, in yours; you have for your Guar)||ian 
and Proteflor, under the King, as they had, the greatelt Subjeft of Eughvict: Nay,<^I 
may add truly, his Affcions, his Merits, liis Blood coufidered) the greateft S^bjed Jii 
the Chriftian World ^ and which is peculiar to the Honour, and the lnterefl\of Sea- 
Port Towns, as great an Admiral as ever weigh’d Anchor ^ wlio, as he bearsli prin¬ 
cipal Part in the Glories of his Majefty’s Reign, lb he defires, and will end5,".vour to 
do, in the Reftauratlon and flourilhing of his Cinque Ports, and all that depend upon 
them.

H I S Majefty’s Commillion, in virtue of which you have been fummon’djimpanneH’d, 
and fworn, being now read over, it is proper for you, in order to the better Dif- 
charge of your Truft, to be inform’d, 

I. With the Nature and Scope of the Commillion. 

1. With the Extent and Limits of it, as it differs from Commillions of the fame 
Name, before you take in Charge thole particular Matters which are made enquirable 
by it. 

That hisMajefty ilfues out Coramilfions of the fame Name with this, to all the 
Counties in England^ when his Juftices do go the Circuits, and oftner, as Occafion requires. 

The Scope and End of thole Commilfions is, to enquire of, l-ear, determine, and 
punilh all Crimes, Offences, Mifdemeanors, and Abulcs, that are againft the Dignity 
of tJie King, againft the Peace and Well-government of the Kingdom, or againft the 
Security of the Subject, in his Rights and Property ; that in the due Execution of 
thole Commilfions, the Publick Peace, and good Government, is provided for in all 
Parts of this Land^ that thole Commillions are bounded within the l.and, and no 
Crime or Offence is enquirable by them, but fuch as is committed within thole Coun¬ 
ties or Liberties to which they are limited ^ juft lb is the Commiffion now read as to 
the Scope and End of it: It is to enquire of, hear, determine, and punifli all Crimes,-^ 
Mildemeanours, Offences, and'Abules, either againft the Dignity of the King, a^ain^ 
the Peace and good Government of the Kingdom, or againft the Rights and Secq{ity_ 
of the Subjeft, when and as often as luch Crimes and Offences happen to be committed 
upon the Sea, or in lome Haven, River, Creek, or Place, where the Admiral hath Power 


and Jurildiliion. 

So that the Scope and End of both Commilfions is one and theKhaig^but the Bounds 
and Limits are different and diftinft. That of the ordinary Selfions and''€l<Ml Delive¬ 
ries, relating to Things done upon Land ■, this, to Things done upon the Watl^. ** 

Evehy &wlijhman knows, that his Majefty Irath an undoubted Empire aiuL Sove- 
raignty in the Seas that environ thele his Kingdoms, which by the ancient ^ 

laws, are called the qtuttumr Maria^ by Foreigners, and by our modern Treaties, th*. 
BritiJhSe*s. And it is certain, that Empire or Soveraignty is precarious, nominal, or 
titular only, where the Soveraign doth not keep and maintain the Publick Peace. To 
keep the Peace, and to punilh thole that violate it, being the chief En/gne, as well as: 
the principal Buiinefs of all Empire andGovernment \ ’tis this that gives hisMajefi^ a. 
Right, and indeed lays on him an indifpenfable Obligation, to keep the Publick Peace 
upon the Seas ; that is, to preferve his SubjeRs and Allies in their PolTelfions gnd Pro-\ 
perties upon thele Seas, and in all Freedom and Security to pafs to and fro on them, 
upontheir lawful Occafions. <■ • 

But befides thele four Seas, which are the peculiar Care, and as it were, Part of 
the Domaine of the Crown of England^ his Majefty hath a Concern and Authority (in 
Right of his fn^erutl Crov/n) to prelerve the publick Peace, and to maii]^ain the Free¬ 
dom and Security of Navigation all the World over : So that not the utmofi Bound 
of the ^Uoitick Ocean, not any Corner of the Mediterratuofiy nor any Part in the^Sotah 
or other Seas, but that if the Peace of God and the Kiim be violated upon any of his 
Subjefts, or upon his Allies or their SubjeRs, and the Omnder be afterwards brought 
up or laid hold on in a^ of his Majefty’s Ports, .fuch Breach, of the Peace is to be 
enquired of, and tryed in Vertue of a Commilfion of Oyer and Terminer, as this is, 
in fuch County, Liberty, or Place, as his Majefty dhalj. |>lea& to direft. So long an 
Arm hath Goo, by the Laws, given to his Vicegerent (he King ^ and Hb-odious are the 
'Crimes of P/mry, Bloodflted, Robbery, and other VioleKes upon -the Sea, that ji^ice 
oblerves and reaches the Malefaftors, even in the remoceft Comers of the World^ and 
Vei^geancejpurlues them dole at the Heels to their own Homes} where theyiddom 
elcape thole Punilhments they have deferved. * 
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T^is Pov/er and Juriididion wliich hisMajefty hath at Sea in thole remoter Parts 
ol^^e World, is but in Concurrence with all other Soveraign Princes that have Ships 
anl Siibjeds at Sea ; and it is on this Ipecial hegard that Pirates are called Hajtes Humani 
Ce^rts ^ in that as they do give themlelves the liberty of making a Prey without 
Diftindvon of all Nations, and all manner of People; and do, as much as in them lies, 
hinder tl\at mutual Amity and Supplies, which Providence harh ordained as the Means 
to cherilh andprelerve that Humanity andSociablenel's, which diftinguilhes not only 
Chrillians, but all Men, from Savages and Beafts of Prey ; So all Nations a?id Sove- 
raign Princes that meet with them, have a juft and competent Authority to execute 
die Law upon them; And they are therefore efteemed to be out of the Pro- 
tef^ion of all Princes, and of all Laws; becaufe every Magifirate that hears the Sword for 
the Terror of thofc that do evily is to draw it againft them ; and is made a Minifter to 
execute Juftice upon them, whenever they can lay hold of them. How keen the Pro* 
lecution againft them was, even in the mildeft Ages ot the World, will appear by the 
ancient Jmfcrial Law ; the Judges who were by Law to have that Regard to certain 
Feftivals and Times of Devotion, fo as not to hold any Criminal Pleas upon them, being 
exprefly commanded not to forbear any of their Proceedings even upon the moft folemn 
Times, when any of the Ifauri * (the Corfaires of thofe Times) were brought before them, 
making this Piece of Service for the publick Security to be tant a mount to an Aft of Re¬ 
ligion and Worlhip to Almighty God. 

So that whatever Obligation or Advantage his Majefty hath, in having his Laws put 
in due Execution againft Robbers and Highwaymen upon Land, the fame he hath in 
Proportion to have it done effeftually againft thofe at Sea. Since Trade cannot flou- 
rilh where there is not Security for thofe that manage it, and Shipping and Naviga¬ 
tion muft decay (elpecially in an Ifland as this is) where foreign Trade and Commerce 
doth not flourifti with Safety and Freedom. 


Tins Confideration made our Kings always zealous for the Security and Freedom 
of our Trade at Sea, and made them eftabliih 1 -aws and Ordinances for preierving the 
publick Peace, and the ancient Difeipline of the Seas. 

Nor to mention the Laws of Olerorsy which King Rich- I. gave his Royal Stamp to 
on that Ifland, part of the Inheritance of his Queen, a Countel’s of Guiemtey nor the an- 
evnt Ordinances of King John and Edw. I. in the Black Book of the Admiralty, a Mo- 
lAim^nt of Antiquity well known, the Care that Edw- III. took, how Merchants Stran- 
*gefl, as well as his own Subjefts, may with moft Eafe and beft Speed come to their 
GcK>ds, when they are defpoiled of them, is well worth our Notice; and the rather, 
in that that Statute (which is the 13 rfc Chap. Stat. Stable) is one of the Statutes that 
the Juftice of this,C(5;urt is fpecially direfted to enquire of, and to put in Execution. 
But no Statj*ta>*ffikt we have, Ihews the Value that we ought to have of the publick 
Pfekee, a(( 0 ~ the Security of our Navigation, like that of 2 Hen- V. c- 6 . that great 
Princ^^akes it no left than High Trealbn to break the Truces made with Francej or to 
viohpll his fafe Condufts, by Killing, Robbing or Spoiling of Merchants Trading and 
naliing to and fro Upon our Seas, and High Treafbn not only in the principal Aftors, 
but in fuch as flrould maintain, abett or conceal them; fo deeply concerned was the 
Honour ot the Er^lifli Nation in the Judgment of that Prince and his Parliament, to have 
the Truces and fafe Condufts of the King kept facred and inviolably, and to have thefe 
I^Sdls fcour’d of Rovers, tho’ it was in the Time of War, where it might be pretend- 
iCd, that the Trade of the Enemy was to be difturbedbjr fuch Means. So much for 
'the Scojie and End, or rather the Neceflity of this Commiillon. 

The next Thing that is to be fpoken to, is theFjttrwr and Limits of it. 

IN a yVorjl, the Statute hath fixed them, the Enquiries and Prefentments are to be 
of Things done tifon the Seasy or in am Haveuy Rivery Creeky or Place where the Admiral 
hath or pretends to have Power, Authority or Jurifdiftion. 

The Word ^etendy may feem to denote fome Uncertainty; but Lord Chief Juftice 
Coke in the*Expofition of this Statute, clears it thus; That between the High-water 
Mack and the Low-water Mark, the Admiral hath Jurifdiftion fitper amamy when the 
Sea is full, and as long as it flows, tho’ the Land be irfra Corpm Comitatus at the reflow, 
ib as of one Place, there is (fays he) Dhiftan Itaperium at leveral Times. 

Buf the felf explains the Word in a more particular ^Manner, in direft- 

ing the Enquiry to be of Things done, not only upon the Sea, and in Havens, Creeks 
and Rivers, as in the Statute, but alfo in all Places whatfbever within the flowing of 
the \Vater, to the full Sea-Mark; and in all great Rivers from thofe Bridges downwards 
that are next the Sea: Which Words being in the Commiflion, are the beft Comment 
.upon the Statute, it having fo often pafs’d the great Seal in thefe laft fevenfeore Years, 
under the View and Approbation of fb many Lords Chancellors and Keepers, and of fb 
many Attorney Generals, Meo of the greateft Eminency in the Laws of the Land, lb 
‘ r .m2 that

that the Words of the Statute and the Commillion being taken together, do not' 
afcertain the Power ot this Court, to hear and determine Otfcnces done in all or an^of 
thole Places, but do alfo declare all and every the Places themlblves to be within me 
Jurifdidlion of the Admiralty •, for ptherwife, the Jurildiftion of the Commiffioners 
iincc the Statute, would be of larger Extent, and in more Places than the Judi'diftion 
of the Admiral was before the Statute, which ’tis clear was not intended by/che Law¬ 
makers. 

Having thus Ihown you the Grounds and Realbns of this Commillion, as alfo the 
Bounds and Limits ot your Enquiry, that it mull not be of Things done upon the Lan^ 
within the Body of a County, but of Things done upon the Sea, in Havens or Creeks, 
or elle upon Rivers beneath thole Bridges that are nearefl the Sea. I come now to the 
Subjeft Matter of your Enquiry, and to the Tarticulars which you are, in Vertue of 
your Oaths, to prel'ent. 1 lhall reduce them to three Heads. 

Under thcjlr/, I lhall place theTrealbns, Felonies, and Confederacies, pointed at in 
the Statute of Hen. Vlll. which is the Ground of this Commillion. 

Under the fecondy thole Otfences and Mildemeanours, which are made fo by feveral 
other Statutes recited in the Commillion, for the due Oblervation of which, this Court 
are made Juftices of Peace and Goal Delivery, in thole Cafes where the Tranfgreffion 
is upon the Water: Under this Head I lhall reduce thofe Things which are Offences 
and Mildemeanours at Common Law ^ you being to enquire of, and preleut them alfo 
when they are committed ufon the Seay or within the Limits of this Commillion. 

Under the third Head, 1 lhall reduce thole Mildemeanours and Abufes that are con¬ 
trary to the ancient Laws and Ufages of the Sea, and contrary to the particular Con- 
llituciuns and Ordinances of the Admiralty of Englandy for the Commillion direlks idiole 
Things to be enquired of here allb, tho’ they nmy be punilh’d folefyy before the Admiral 
or his Lieutenant in the Court of Admiralty. 

I begin with thole of the firil Rank, but the blackeft and moll; heinous in the Eye 
of God and Man. They are, as the Statute of Hen. VIII. enumerates them, Treafonsy 
Feloniesy RohberieSy AfurtherSy Aianflai^hters and Confederacies. 

You are therefore to enquire of all Treafons or traiterous Conlf iracies upon the Sea, 
or in any Haven, River, Creek, or Place within the Limits of this Commilfion, agaii^ 
the facred Perlon of our Soveraign Lord the King, againfi his Royal Coi&rt, tSp 
Queen, or agaiull his Regal State and Dignity. ^ ^ 

* It is High Treafon to compal^ imagine, invent, devile or intend Death or Deftru- 

* Hion, or any bodily Harm tending to Death or Deftruftion^ maim or wounding, 

* Imprifontnent or Reftraint of the King’s Perlbn, or to depole him from the Stile, Ho- 

* nour or Kingly Name of tlx Imperial Crown of this Realm, or OiV’^jf other hisMa- 

* jelly’s Dominions or Countries, or to levy War againfi his Majefiy upvn the Sp^, 

* widiin this Realm or without it, or to move or fiir any Foreigners or Strangers 
‘ with Force to invade this Realm, or any other his Majefiy’s Dominions or Cobptries, 

* being under his Majefiy’s Obeilknee. _ _ < 

‘ It is High Trealbn to be adhering to the King’s Enemies upon the Sea, that is, as 
‘ the Statute of 25 Edw. III. explains it, to give them Aid and Comfort, under which 

* is comprehended, giving or holding Intelligence with any Enemy or Rebel againfi 

‘ the King. - ^ f 

‘ It is High Treafon wilfully and rebellioully to bar, block up, and fiop any of his 
‘ Majelly’s Port^or navigable Rivers, Havens, or to betray, or carry away any of his 

* Ma jefiy’s Ships in a Time of War, or wilfully to burn or defiroy them. _ 

* It is High Trealbn to counterfeit the King’s great or Privy Seal, or his Majefty’s 

* Coin tliat is Current, and ’tis enquirable here, if it be done ufon the Sea, O'- in any 

* Place ellc, within the Limits of this Commilfion.’ 

I lay it is High Trealbn not only to do and execute thofe horrid Things upon the 
King’s lacred Perfon, or againfi his regal State, but alfo to compafs, imagine, or in¬ 
tend them, when liich Compaifings, Imaginations, Devices or Intentions, are expreffed 
or declared by feme flavrrf Aft, tW is, by any Printing, Writing, Preaching, or Mali¬ 
cious and advifed Ipeaking, as the firfi Aft of this Parliament explains it. 

Your Bulinefs is now to enquire, if any of thofe black and hellilh Things haypbeen 
hatch’d upon the Sea, or in any other Place upon the Water within the Limits of this 
Commillion^ tho’ 1 am perfwaded you will find none, for wp feldom hear of Treafons 
hatch’d at Sea: The EngUft Loyalty difplaying it felf there in its brightefi Colors. 
Our Seamen having bwn as forward, and as early, as any other of the King’s 
Subjefts, in his Majefiy’s moft happy Reftauration, andl having for exceeded all other 
Nations in their martial Valour and Zeal, writtai in Blood for the Defence and Ho¬ 
nour ^of our King and Country. * 
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Tic.tflulij you arc to inquire of all Aiders and Abettors, Counllilors, Mui.!:?.’;!’,- !";, 
<^d Keceiversof Traitors; the Law repuliiii; all lucJi to be Traitors and Fiinoip;'l>. 
\Yoh are to enquire of all/'c//y-7ir<{/'wr ; thole are, when a iicrvaut kills hisMalLi, 
or a Wite lier Husband. • 

Tilt,next Sort of Oliences mentioned in the Statute of Heu. Vlll. arc l-ilmUs ; that i 
certainXlrimes, which have the Judgment oi Death for theii 1’uiiiihnii.iit, either by 
Ibme Stat. Law, or elle by tlie Common 1.aw of the Realm. 

AMO^c'■ them, Murdn is the molt heijious; ’tis reckon’d by the old Laws before 
.the Conqueft ■**, interScilcra ?/ullii hunutno Jure expiabilia. For this Otfence tliere were no 
Cities of Refuge under the l.aw of Mejh ; nor is tliere any Favour in the Laws of 
£>ijrland: For a Pardon of all Felonies in general, is held to be no Dilcharge of a 
Murder. 


You are to enquire of all Murders committed upon the Sea, or within the Rounds 
of thisCommiflion. ’Tis Murder when one kills another that is under the King’s Peace 
with Malice forethought, either exprels’d by the Murderer, or imply’d by Law, and 
the Party die of the Wound or Hurt within the Year and tJie Day. Whether the 
Wound be given, or the Hurt done privately or openly ; whether it be on an 
man, or a Foreigner; whether it be by violent Allaulr, or by foilon covertly admi- 
niftred, if it be done fedatu animoy if there be Malice propenled, it is Murder. 

So ’tis in fome Cafes where there is no fuch Malice or Forethought, but imply’d by 
Conftruflion of Law ; as, i. When one killeth another, wirliout any Provocation on his 
Part that is flain, or llabsaMan that is out of Defence, and Jiad not given the firft 
Blow. 2. Or when one kills an Officer of the King’s, ferving any Procefs; or a Watch- 
malh upon the Watch doing his Duty. 3. So if one Man alfault another to rob Jiim, 
and in refilling he that have been robb’d is kill’d, here the Law implies Malice, tho’ 
the AggrelTor never faw the other before. 

You are to enquire of fuch as by hanging, drowning, or other wile, have m.ide them- 
lelves away; if their Bodies have not afterwards been found, and tlie Coroner of the 
Admiralty has not tnade his Iiiquifition fuper vifttm corperU ; it he lias, there is no 
Traverfe to what he Hath found; if he has not, you may enquire, but the Executors 
X^of the Party may have a Traverfe. 

f Vou are to enquire of all Manflaughters if any Perfon hath killed another upon a 
'' fqdden falling out, a chatde demeUy or Scuffle, this is fuch a Manflaughter as the Law 
ijaakes Felony, tho’ not without Benefit of Clerfy the firft Time. 

* You are to enquire of the Accellkries after the Fafl:, for in Manflaughter there can 
be none before theFaft ; but in Murder there may be both before and after. There is 
a ManflaugJ'^* in Defence of a Man’s fclf, which you are alfb to enquire of; for in this 
•Cafe, J^to’the Statute of Clocefier fave the Man’s Life, (before which he would have 
liifle^ Death by the Common Law) yet he fliall forfeit his Goods and Chattels, except 
he^e a Pirate or Thief whom he kills, who offers to rob or murder him in his own 
..Smp ; nor if he kill a Man that refills him in executing a lawful Warrant; in thcle 
Cafes he forfeits nothing. 

Therf. is another Sort of Homicidey which is by mifadventure 'y or, as the Common 
Law calls it, chance medley ; where a Man is doing a lawful Aft, without any Intent to 
hurt another, and Death cafually enlues. This being neither with Forethought, nor 
voluntary, is no Felony. But you mull be liire to examine and weigh, whether the 
Faft that was the Caule of Death, was lawful or unlawful. If unlawful in it fell', 
or i^yith an evil Intent, then ’twas Murder. 


Tub Calender of the Coal, makes me think you will be concerned to weigh and exa¬ 
mine iTery lerioufly, the Cafe of a Mafier heating his Servanty who dies of that beating 
within the Year and the Day. For a Mafier to give Correftion to his Servant, that is 
mifdoing or behaving himfelf undutifully or obflinately, is a lawful Aftion, if he do 
it with Re^on and Moderation; and he that does it foy mufl be thought to have done 
it without evil Intent. But if he beat him in a Paflion, in a Fury, with a Reiblutiou 
Of doing Mifehief, Ira vel edit net^iter in feloniay or where the Inflrumeiit exceeds 
, the proper Proportion, the Aftion is not lawful, becaufe the Intent is evil. 

iThbrh. is no fuch Thing as a Slave in England ; no Mafier hath Power over the Life 
and Limbs of his Servant; they are under the King’s Proteftion. The Stat. of 33 Hen. 
VIII. c. 12. that provides againfl Bloodiked in the King’s Houfe, fiifficiently Ihews, 
..that Mafiars, thb\they be Peers of the.Realm, or the greatefl Men, are yet account- 
. able for the Life even of their meanefl Servants, if they come to untimely Death after 
, Blows givon for Correftion* For tho’ the Statute does not difallow a Nobleman or 
any other Perfon, to ftrike his Servant with his Hand or Fill, or with any fmall Staff 
orStick, for Correftion upon an Offence, yet if the Perfon fo flruck, die of tHe Blow 
vkhin the Y«ar, the Statute gives no Proteftion in this Cafe; the Striker is left to the

F.aw. So in the Statute of Labourers, ^ Eliz. c. 4. tho'the Power of giving due 
moderate Correitioii to Apprentices, be not there taken away from Matters, yet in caW 
of a Kcfraftorinel's in an Apprentice, it diretb, as the lafer Way, that the Juftices <x' 
Peace, or other Head-OfKcers, Ihall minitter due Correftion to I'uch a one, as by their 
Wildoms and Dilcretious Ihall be thought meet. 

IJowrvi K, you are to enquire ot Perlbns that come to their Death by mifadvkntures 
for tJio’there be no unlawful Aft, or evil Intent in theCale, yet he that kills,” forfeits 
]iisfloods and Chattels that are within the Jurifdiflion of the Admiralty \ Ib odious 
in the Eye of the Law is the Etfufion of Man’s Blood, that the Law punilhes what 
we call meer Misfortune, and allows of no Excufe or Precaution fufficient in that * 
Aflion where Death hatli cnfued ^ and’tisfbr that Rcafou, that every Moveable, hk- 
animate or animate, that moves to, or caufes the untimely Death of any Perfon, be¬ 
comes a r>endand, and that is forfeit to the King, who is intended to imploy the Value 
to lome pious Ule. 

Tnr next Sort of Offences pointed at in the Statute, ate Robberies ^ and a Robbery, 
when’tis committed upon the Sea, is what we call A Robbery, when’tis com¬ 

mitted upon the Land, does imply three Things: i. That there be a violent Affault. 

1. That a Man’s Goods be aftually taken from his Perfon, or Poffeffion. 3. That he 
who is de/poil’d, be put in Fear thereby. 

VVni'N niis is done upon the Sea, when one or more Pcrfons enter on Board a Ship, 
with Force and Arms, and thofe in the Ship have their Ship carried away by Violence, 
or their Goods taken away out of their PolTeflion, and are put in a Fright by the 
Affault, this is Ptracy and he that does fo is a Piratey or a Robbery within the Statute. 

Kor does it differ the Cafe, tho’the Party fo affaulted and defpoiled, fhould bp a 
Foreigner, not born within the King’s Allegiance ; if he be de yimicitia Rrgisy he is eo 
nomine under the King’s Protettion ; and to rob fuch a one upon the Sea is Pira^. 

Nor will it beany Defence to a Man, who takes away by Force another’s Ship or 
Goods at Sea, that he hath a Committion of War from fbme Foreign Prince, unlels 
the Perfon he takes from, be a lawful Enemy to that Prince. *Tis a Crime in an 
Englijhmatt to take Committion from any Foreign Prince, that is in open War with ano¬ 
ther Prince or State. ’Tis Felor^ in fome Cafes, ’tis always punifKoIe as'a greatA/t/^ , 
prifiony fince his Majefty hath torbid it by various Proclamations. Yet if a Man 
take filch a Commiftton, or ferve under it, then’tis no Robbery to affault, fubdue, aijd • 
delpoil his lawful Enemy, nor yet to feize and carry away aFriaid, liippoled to.be an 
Enemy, provided he do bring that Friend, without pillaging or hurting him, or talring 
any Compofition from him, to Judgment, in fome Port of that Prince whole Committion 
he bears. ’Tis not only Pir.asyy when a Man robs without any Commi-^on at all, but 
’tis Piracyy when a Man having a Committion, defpoils and robs thole wlttL-kjWs Com- 
mittSon warrants him not to fight or meddle with; fuch, I mean, as are de L^eantia 
vet jimicitla Domini noflri Regi^y and alfb de Ligeantid vet Amicititt ol that Prince orVState 
that hath given him his Commiffion. S. 

Yon are therefore to inquire, if any Perlbns have committed Robbery upon the Sea," 
entering with Force and Arms into any Ship or Veflel belonging to the King’s Subjefls, 
or to the Subiefts of any Prince or State in Amity with the King, and not in War with 
any Prince that hath given a CommilBon to fuch Aggreflbr. Or, if after liich en¬ 
tering and boarding the Ship or Veflel, they have felonioufly carried and failed away 
with the Ship it felf^ or taking away any Merchandizes, or Goods, Tackle, Apparel, or ' 
Furniture out of it, thereby putting the Matter of liich Ship and his Company ip Fear. 

You are carefully to Prefent fiich Perfbns, their Names, Surnames, and Additions, 
their Places of Abode and Occupation, the Ships and the Goods they have.fpoil’d and 
robb’d ’y the Perlbns they have fo affaulted and delpoiled j the Kinds, Quantities, Va¬ 
lues of theG<x)ds they have taken away; the Names and Burthens of the Ships or 
Veflels they committed the Piracy in; and where thole Veflels, the Goods, and the 
pirates themfelves now are; together with the Time, Place, Manner, and Circumflances, 
.asdiftin&ly as you can. . . 

You are to enquire of all fuch as have been AccefTaries to fuch Robbers, in aiding, 
abetting, comforting, or receiving J- them. For there may be Accettaries in this as 
well as in other Felonies, and they are punifhable here; Piracy being now mzidPeUity 
by a Statute Law, and when any Offence is Feloayy either at .the Common Law, or by 
Statute, all AccefTaries both before and after are incidently included. 

Thfre are feveral other Things that are Feloniesy as cutting out the Tongue, or 
putting out the Eyes of any Subjeft of his Majefty, with Malice propenfed: So is 
the horrid Sin of Sodomyy not to be named, and Ftlomota 1 (apesy all wnich may be done 
upon the Sea.

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TfE lafl Sort of* Offences Ipecified in tlie Stat. of Mw. VIII- arc Confederacies'^ and 
th^e are of leveral Sorts- 

l|oij arc to enquire, if any Ship Carpenters, or other Workmen, beinj^ imployed to 
work in any Haven, Port, or Creek, or many Place wirliiii the flowing or retiowing of 
the Water, for the building, repairing, or fitting eut of Ships, Ic.ive confederated not 
to work under luchand fuch a Rate; or not to work but at fuch Hours of tlie Day , 
or eUe not to finifh a Work that another hath begun: I'his was ancicutiy ^ Fehny in 
Ibme Trades, and ’tis Itill fevercly puniihable. 

Yon are to enquire of fuch Mahers of Ships, and otliers, as have colournbly, and by 
Fraud and Confederacy with Foreigners^ gotten Foreign Bottoms,or Ships, to be made fiee^ 
whjle Foreigners have any Iiitereft in tliem. You arc to Prelbnt tliofe Ships and the Con¬ 
federates. " Or if any have confederated, and taken in on Board tliem any Goods or 
Merchandizes to be exported, or elle to be imported, in jraudem Legis^ and contrary 
to the true Intent of the feveral -(*' Atts made fiiice liis Majefty’s moft happy Reftaura- 
tion for the Encoziragcment of Navigation. Or il' any being upon the W'ater, leave 
confederated and received Goods or Merchandizes on Board them, or elle delivLnVl 
out Goods or Merchandizes from on Board them, without paying his Majefty’s Cuftoms: 
This we are likewile enjoined, by an ancient Coiiftitution of the Admiralty, to enquire 
after with all Diligence. If any Seamen, Officers, or common Mariners, have either 
upon the Sea, or in any Port, (efpecially in any Foreign Port) by mui inous Words or 
Pratlices, invited each other, or conlpir’d together, to oppofe or dilbbey their Com¬ 
manders, or to obftruft or hinder any Service they were upon, efpeciallv to hinder or 
break any Voyage in Hand ; 1 fay, luch Confederacies are intolerable \ ’tis the Dilho- 
nour^of our Nation, the Ruin ot our Merchants, and the Deftruflion of our I'rade ^ 
therefore to be enquired after moft diligently, and to be puniftied moft leverely. 

Thi*he is another Sort of Confederacy much more dangerous than all this, becaufe 
it involves in it a publick Affront to the Crown and Dignity, to the Right and Sove- 
raignty of the King, and alfo a publick Dilgrace and Reproach to this Nation. It is, 
when Foreigners Privateers, or others, do confederate and refule to give and allow to 
his Majefty, his ancieyt Right of the Flag ufon his four Seas •, or his undoubted Right 
^of Sanctuary in his Ports, and other Places of Safety, commonly called the AV»f’j 

1 or when they conipire to dilallow his Right of lafe Conduft to fuch Ships as 
Ais’Majefty ftiall grant his Royal Letters of fafe Conduft to pafs thele Seas in a Time 

^Var, as this is^ All thefe are direft Confederacies againft the King, to ufurp his 
Rights, and by degrees to incroach upon a Poffeffion, the moft conftant, uninterrupted, 
and ancient, in the whole World. 

You are thergfo"*e to enquire, if any Foreign Ship, Man of War, or other, being 
met jfty Part of the four Sritijh Seas, hath refufed to firlke her Flagy and lower 

fferTop -^f to any of his Majefty’s Ships or VelTels, carrying his Majefty’s Flag, Enfign, 
or Ja^ Or if any Captain or Commander of any Ship or Velfel, carrying the King^s 
Fla^f Jack, or Enfign, hath not demanded that Refpeft due to the King’s Colours, 
“^vhen it was delayed, or refuled, or not paid at the due Time, and after the accuftomed 
Manner, and hath not purfued fuch Retulers as Pirates. Or if any Foreign Men of War 
^aave prefiimed to wear any of his Afajefy^s Colours^ or the Colours of any Prince or 
hfetion, faving their own, in thele Seas. Which is ever the true Badge of a Pirate^ and 
* tHbfe that do it, are to be purfued as luch. 

next Thing is, the Right of Sanftuary and fafe CondtiElj which the King hath 
Time out of Mind exerciled, not only in his Harbours and Ports, but efpecially in his 
Chamh^s*'., that is, in thole Trafts of Sea which are between fome of the moft eminent 
Promot^forios, or Points of Land (a ftrait imaginary Line being drawn between them) \ 
for inftance, between Flamborough Head and the Sporn, between the North Forelandy and 
the South Foreland % between Portland and the Start \ between the LaneCs End and Milford j 
thefe Chambys being fo reputed Time out of Mind, and lb return’d in the Year 1604, 
(about 7D Years ago) by Jurors upon their Oath, to the Court of Admiralty. 

are therefore to enquire, if any Men of War under Foreign Commiflion^j, from 
any of the Parties now in War, do lie hovering near any of his Majefty’s Ports, Havens, 
or Harbours; or skulking within any of thole Spaces called the King^s Chamber Sy in 
ordef Yo furprize Merchants Ships belonging to the King’s Friends and Allies, and to 
foap them as they are coming or going out of our Ports; you are to prelent fuch 
if you know any, and the King’s Majefty is to be inform’d of it out of the Records and 
Prelentments of this Court ^ that they may be feized and arrefted, if they be driven, 
or do come in, orelfe may be fetch’d in by hisMajefty’s Ships, and punilh’d as wilful 
Violators of the Treaties his Majefty hath with his Neighbours, and as malicious Di- 
fturberd»oi our Trade. 

• • You 
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You arc to enquire if any Men of War have prefumed to I'earch, flop, or carry\\vay 
by Force, our Merchant Ships in their Courle at Sea, under Pretence of Sulpicion\|rat 
they belonged to their Enemies ^ if they have brought them out of their Courfdto 
tlieir ovvn Forts without lufficient Caule, I'uch as is allow’d of by Treaty between'his 
Majefly and the Prince or State from which the Man of War hath liis Commiffioni 
that is a grievous Trelpafs, and the Party that hath done it, coming into any of his 
Majefty’s Forts, may be arrerted, and his Ship made to anf'wer and latisfie die Mer¬ 
chant’s Damage. It they have robb’d or pillaged them, it is downright Piracy^ as I 
have already told you. 

You are to eiujuire, if any foreign Men of War have broken the fafe Conduit granted 
by his Majefty to any of liis Allies within the four Seas, or have prefumed to fight or 
ail Hottilities againft each other, when any or his Majefty’s Men of War were in Sight, 
and had given the Signal to forbear and keep the Peace. Thel'e Rights of theF//*^, of 
giving Sattliu.'.ry, PmiCIion, and fafe Condu'ety are Emanations of his Majefty’s Sove- 
raiguty in theleSeas, and where you know of any Thing done to the Infringement, or in 
Derogation of them, you are to prelent and fpecilie the Particulars, to the End they 
may be laid before his Majefty, that lie may, in his Royal Wifdom, provide fome Re¬ 
medy and Redrel.s, either by giving Orders to his Men of War at Sea, or to his Officers 
in Port, to arreft Inch Ship and Commanders, as lhall have olfended in any of thele 
Parricular.s, or elle may, by his Minifters and AmbafTadors abroad, demand fuch Re- 
p.iiation and Satisfaflion, as by the Law of Nations is due. 

Having done with the Crimes and Offences, Ipecially direfted in the Statute oP Hen. 
V'lll. to be here enquired of^ 1 lhall in a very few Words tell you, what you are to 
enquire ot upon other Statutes related to and fpecially cited in this Commijfmiy for the 
due F/Xecution of which, the Juftices of this Court are Ipecially appointed b)? his 
Majefty, to be his Juftices of Peace and Goal-Delivery. 

You are to enquire of all Nufances and Abufes upon our Salt-Waters and Navigable RiverSy 
beneath thole Bridges that are next tlie Sea ^ by eretHng of Water-Mills, Wears, 
Stakes, or Kiddles, whereby the free Courfe and Paffage of Boats and Veffels is hin- 
dred, or the young Fry of Filh deftroy’d, and you are to prelent as many as are 
within the Limits of this Commilfion. 

You are to enquire of all fuch as have caft Ballafiy Rubbijhy or Filth, into our Navj '^ 
gable Rivers, below the Bridges next the Sea, or have laid any Stones for Lighter.^ 
or other Boats in the River of "themesy and not laid them a Yard deep in the Grottlid^ 
for by that Means our Harbours and Channels come to be choak’d up, and the palling 
and riding of Ships at Anchor become daily more and more unfafe. 

You are to enquire ot all fuch as ufe any unlawful airtsy Engines, Nets, or Means, to 
catch Fiflt withal upon the Sea, or below the loweft Bridges, contraryTOi>-he Statutes in 
that Behalf provided, and contrary to the ancient Ordinances of the AdmirS^y, like- 
wife fuch as do deftroy Filh out of proper Seafons, or while they are of an tMjl^able 
Growthy and particularly fucli as dredge for Oyftersy between the 3d of May arid the 
14 of Septensber, that is, out of the Seafons prefix’d by the ancient Statutes 01 cht 
Admiralty. 

You are to enquire of all Foreftattersy Regratttrsy <nrsA Fngroffers of our Merchandizes 
and Provilioris, while they are yet upon the Sea, or in our Rivers in the Way to oi<r 
Ports or Markets, or diverted them from coming to Market, thereby to keep up the 
Rate of their Commodities. This was anciently Felony in fome Giles, and is flill < 
feverely punifliable by Law. 

You are to enquire, if any ufe falfe Weights and Meafures upoia the Water;’if any 
Cufiomers ox Comptrollers have Ships of their own trafficking*. If any do hire and em¬ 
ploy foreign Bottoms, whei'e tliere is Plenty of our own to be had at reafbnablb Rates. 
Or if any Cuftom-Houfe Officers, Water-Bay liffs, and others, do exaft or receive any 
illegal Fees or Gratuities upon the Water, to the Dilhonour of the Government, and 
to the Prejudice of our Ports in the Point of Trade. Touching this, we have a Ipecial 
Conftitution of K\ng Johns in the Admiralty, enjoyning that ftrift Enquiry be itjade 
after liich ExaSlions and Extortions. 

You are to enquire, if any Perfons have poftels’d themfelves of Goods or Merchan¬ 
dizes cafi away by Storms, or elfe ftranding, bulging, or fplitting againft Rocks,* <when 
any living Creature (tho’but a Dog or Cat) is efcaped with Life out of the Ship or 
Veffel fo caft away, fuch Goods are no Wreck, theCuftody of them belongs to the 
Admiral, and they are to be reftored to the Proprietors without any Fees or Salvage, 
but what the Pains and Labour of thole that fav’d them, may realbnably delerve. 

' You 
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Ymi are to enquire of: lUch Matters of Ships as have willingly or wittingly received 
any rfilver, Gold-Plate or Bullion on Board them, to be tranlported over Sea or any 
\A^ 5K)11, Leather, Tallow, Fullers Earth, raw Hides, live Sheep, l.ambs, or any other 
Coi^modity prohibited by Law to be exported, cither ablblutely, or without Liccnl'c, 
our of the Kingdom. ^ 

You are to enquire, if any Matters or Commapnders of Merchant Ships, meeting 
\y\xhTurhsy Pirates, or Sea-Rovers, liave yeilded up their Ships, or fuffer’d any Goods 
or Merchandizes to be taken from them without fighting, unlefs it were in a Gale, 
where the Enemy had more than a double Force to theirs ; or having Ships of 2 go 
Tuns Burthen or upwards, ajid mounted with 16 Guns or more, have yeilded to any 
Force whatfoever without fighting * fuch Matters are to be declared for ever incapable 
of J:akmg the Command of any Er/^UJh Ship upon them •, and if they do, then to liiffer 
Imprifonment during the Space of "6 Months for each Offence. Or it luch Matters of 
Ships have accepted of any Freight, Reward, or Gift, fromfuchT^rL or Pirates, ejiher 
in Money or Goods : Their Part of liich Ship, (if they have any in it) and all they are 
worth, is to go to repair the Merchants Damages. 

You are to enquire, if any Aluriner^ in thele Cafes of meeting with Pirates, hatli 
declar’d, or refus’d to join with their Matter and Commander, to fight and defend 
their Ship ; or it diiy Marl^ier h^Lve laid violent Hands on his Commander, thereby to 
hinder him from fighting ^ this is mdde Felotiy. Or if any Mafler of an Ship 

being at Sea, and having difeovered any Ship that haled him to be a Turhjh Slnp, Pirate, 
or Sea-Rover, hath departed out of his Ship, and gone on Board fuch Sea-Rover, there¬ 
by hazarding his own Ship, by his Detenfion on Board the other. Or if any Maftem 
of Ships have infur’d their Ships, or taken upon Bottomry greater Sums of Money than 
the of their Adventure, and have afterwards wilfully caft away, or otherwife 

deftroyed their Ships, or procur’d it to be done by others •, this is Felony. 

1 have now done with the Statnte Laws^ referred to by the leveral Titles in the Com- 
mittion \ but the Direftions of the Commiflion end not there ^ for all Statutes^ Ordi^ 
nances, and Proclamations, that are for the Good of Peace, for the Safety and good 
Government of the Kingdom, are to be oblerv’d at Sea (as far as they are praRicable 
there) as well as at Land : And when they are tranlgrels’d or contemn’d at Sea, they 
H^are here to be enquired of and punillied. Therefore you mutt take this one general 
Aule along with you, that whatever isTreafon, whatever is Felony, whatever is MiC- 
/^meanour, whatever is a Nufance, or an Offence, whatever is Mifprifion, or an Abufe 
committed upon the Land, and is enquirable by a Jury within the Body of a County, 
the lame Thing being committed upon the Sea, or within the Limits of thisCommil^ 
lion, mutt be routed and adjudged Trealbn, Felony, Milprilion, Offence, Mifdemeaiiour, 
Nufance, Abule^ it is the lame Thing, it carries with it the fame Guilt, it is liable 
to the Degrees of Puiiifliment, and you are bound to enquire of it, and prefent it. 

niext Things I fliall commend to you, are Ibme few Things that are made en- 
quir|ole by theZ-^wr of the Seay and the ancient Confiitutions of the Admiralty. 

^ "Phe firft relates to the tla^ : You are to enquire, if any Mailers, or Commanders 
of Merchant-men, have prelumed to wear his Majelly’s Jack, commonly called the 
Union Jacky or any other jack, in Shape or Mixture of Colours approaching to it, fo 
■•^at it cannot be ealily tlillinguilhed from the King’s jack • or any other Flags, Jacks, 
^ px Enfigns whatfoever, than thofe ufually worn on Merchant Ships, viz., the Flag and 
jSck white, with a Red Croft, commonly called St. Gew^/s Croft, palling quite thro’ 
"CJm fame, and the Enfign Red, with a Crols on a Cantpn white, within the upper 
CoW<5f thereof next to the Staff. 

And‘ if any of our Merchant-men, Scotchy Trijh, or belonging to any of his 

Majefiy’s Dominions and Plantations, meeting with any of his Majefty’s Ships or Vel- 
fels, c.ytying his Majefty’s Flag or Jack, have prelum’d to approach too near before 
they did their Duty by lowering their Topfail j this is an Infolence that our own Country¬ 
men are fon^etimes guilty of: We have known them before the Troubles fined linartly 
for daring to come too near the King’s Ship before they ftruck •, fomfe rool. feme 300 /. 
nay, fome 500/. You are to enquire of thele Men, that teach our Neighbours to be¬ 
have themfolves unmannerly, and give them a Pretence to deny an undoubted Right 
of the Crown. 

Vbh are to enquire, if any have received and harbour’d Traitors, Felons, or out¬ 
law’d Perfon, or Enemies of the King, in the late Wars, on Board any Ship or VeflTel 
at Sea, or in any Harbour or Creek, or carried them over Sea. If any, during the 
late Wars, having taken any Prifoners of War, and afterwards difcharged, or put them 
toRanfom, without the King’s and the Admiral’s Knowledge. Or if any in the late 
Wars, have ftopt any Ships or Veflels at Sea, belonging to the Subjefls of his Majefty, 

* n or 
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or his Allies, and pillaged them, afterwards letting them go, this in Piracy'^ or having 
taken fuch as were really Prizes trom the Enemy, and have broken Bulk, or imbezzled 
them, or lubduttcd the Evidence or Documents belonging to tliem, betore they brought 
them to Judgment, or elfe accepted Compofition tor them, or carried them to Foreign 
Ports, without bringing them to Judgment. 

Yoti are to enquire, if any Ships or Mariners^ being frcjl for the King’s Service, 
have been withdrawn, or run away, or left it without a lawful Difcharge.^ Or if any 
of the King’s Subjefls, or the Subjects of any of his Allies, nay, if any of his Ene¬ 
mies in the Time of the late War, have been evil intreated by any Perfons, ading 
orpretending to aft by the King’s Commiflion, by beating, torturing, or abufiugthem, 
contrary to the Law of Arms, and the Permiflions and \Jlages of War. If any Cap¬ 
tains or Commanders of the King’s Men of War, having any Merchant-men in tiair 
Charge or Cojivoy, have not defended them in all Dangers, as Men of Courage and 
Fidelity ought to do, or have exafted any Gratuities or Rewards from tliem, contrary 
to their liiftrudioiiS. 

You are to enquire, if any have bought Prize Goods of any Foreign Ships, coming 
in this Time of War Abroad into our Ports, without their having Ipecial Leave to 
fell, for their necelTary Vittualling or Repairs, to enable them to reach their own 
Ports. The buying fuch Goods, where tliere is no Ipecial Permiilion to fell, being 
prejudicial to that Ncutrnlity^ which his Majefty is plealed to oblerve and maintain 
toward.s the leveral Parties now in War, and againft leveral Treaties now in Force 
between his Majefty and his Neighbours. 

Yon are to enquire, if any have taken upon them to condufl Ships or VelTels m 
PilotSy being not firft approv’d of by ihelrinity-Houfc ’y and if any Velfels came to 
milcarry, or to fulFer Lois tlirough their Negligence or Want of Skill, ’twas Death 
without Mercy by the ancient l.aws of the .Sea •, it was Death likewilc if any did 
remove an Ajichor out of its Place, without firft giving Notice to the Ship it belong’d 
to, if the Death of any Man, or the Lois of the Velfel, enlued upon it. 

You are to enquire of all iMrccnicsy that is, all fraudulent and injurious taking of 
other Men’s Goods, without the Knowledge of the Owners, and in their Abfence * 
where the Tiling ftollen is above the Value of ii Pence, ’tis Death by tJie ancient- 
Cuftoms of the Admiralty y if under that Value, ’tis but fetty Larceny. 

You are alfb to enquire, of thole that rob and pillage his Majefty’s Stores or 
vifton-s, out of any of his Ships or Veffels, and of thole that being intrufted with them, 
do imbezzle or make them away at Sea, or in Foreign Ports, fraudulently and falfly, 
contrary to the Truft repoled in them. 

You are to enquire of thole that fteal jinchars and Cahlesy Long BoatSy Bvoys or Buoy- 
Bofes. He that anciently ftole a Buoy or Buoy RofCy tho’ of never lo little Value, fulfer’d 
Death as a Felon. And of thole that maintain and ule BumhoatSy as they‘*'Ut'll theip- 
upon the River j they are a great Abule, and, as I may call it now, become a^blick 
Nufance j for young People that are by their Mafters intrufted, are under a pei^tual 
Temptation to be cheated by thole in the BumboatSy till at laft they become Chcat.«, 
Thieves, andfalfe to thofe that truft them. 

But above all Things, you are to look to tl>e Honour and Safety of your PortSy that 
Strangers and others may be as fafe in their Ships, as in lb many Caftles, from Thiev^a 
and Robbers by Night. And fuch was the Care of our Anceftors anciently for Strain 
gers, that if a Foreign VelTel lying in Harbour or Port was robb’d in the Night, the 
Admiral took fix or leven of the moft fufficient Neighbours next to the Place, a^d 
put them in ward, till the Thief was found out, and the Foreigners had their f "oods 
reftored to them, without being bound over to profecute the Thief, the Admiral 
taking on him that Care. «• 

You are to enquire of all Jlfutiniesy BiotSy FightingSy Btoodjhedy Maimingy Curfirgy 
Snearingy Blafphcmingy in any Ship or Velfel within the flowing and reflowing of tfte 
Waters; particularly of fuch Mariners as have allaulted their Mafters,.been difobe- 
dient and rebellious againft their lawful Commanders % as alfo of fuch Mafters as treat 
their Mariners inhumanely, and do not pay them the Wages they have honeftly earn’d. 

Lafl!yy There are leveral Rights and Emoluments belonging to the ancient Office 
of High Admiral of England^ that are at this Time, by .Surrender of his Royal I^igh- 
nefs, return’d to, and vefted in the Crown •, and it has always been the Courfe ot" thks 
Court to give them in Charge. 

You are to enquire therefore of thofe that have feiz’d and taken to themfelves 
Wrecks at Sea, having neither Grant nor Prelcription whereby they way lawfully do 
it. Of thole that have poflefs’d themfelves of Elotfonsy jetfonty la^onsy DereliSsy 
Deodandsy Treafure-Trewey the Lord Hi^^h Admiral’s Thsths in Men of War, Royal 
Fijhey. liich as Whales, Sturgeons, Porpoiles, Shares in the Cafualties, and ejeSamenta 
the Goods of Pirates, the Goods of Enemies in Che late Wars, the Goods of 
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Traitors, Felons, Out-liuvs, Fcloms dc /r, wlien lying within the Jurifdiflion of the 
Admiralty ^ or of any other Rights or Perquifites belonging to tJiat Office. 

You are to enquire of thole that have broken the Arrefts, or refus’d to be affiftant 
to the Officers ot’the Admiralty, in executing the Warrants and Attachments of the 
Courts of flich as in Contempt of the Jurilditlioii of the Admiralty, have lued and 
impleaded otliers inGuild-hJIy or other Courts, touching Matters avifing within the 
Jurifdiftion, and of Right belonging to the Cognifance of his Maieftv’s Court of 
Admiralty. 

Upon the whole, GtN rrrMEN, if I have omitted any Tiling material in this Charge, 
• your own Obfervatlon and Experience will llipply il \ or elle the Direifions oi the Court, 
either upon the Informations and Bills brought to you, or elfe upon any Emergency, 
Htting to berelblv’d by the Court. Befidcs that, you lUall, according to ilieCourle 
of the Court, liave Iiiftrudions in Writing lor the perfetiing of your Prefenimt'uic;. 

I muft remind you alfoof the Oath you have now taken, and confequently that you 
are under the fhiftefl kind of Obligation to Gun and the King, to do your ha it in 
enquiring and making true Prelentment, without Fear, Favour, Hatred, oi Parti riv, 
of liich Tilings as have, or lliall come to your Knowledge, as done againlt the Peace 
of God and the King, or againft the wholfome Laws and Government* of his People, 
being committed either upon the Sea, or in our Ports and Rivers wiililii the Limitc of 
this Commillion. 

Th AT the Peace and Plenty of thele Nations, tlie Honour and Safety of the Crovv^u, 
does in a great meafure depeixd upon the Freedom and llouriiliing of our Ka ngation- 
that our Navigation can be neither free iior flourifliing, where Pdoodfhed a!;d Robbe¬ 
ries, where Mutiny and Dlfobedience, where Wickednefs and Vice, are not punillfd 
anti reftraiiied with proportionable Severity, according to the Rules of Juftice, and the 
Prefcriptioii of tlie Law. 

1'hat you, Gentlemen of the Jury, doing your Part in Favour of juflice and Right, 
it would be a great Service to the King's Majefty : Solomon^ the wileft of Kings, hav¬ 
ing left it upon Record, that by Jufticc the Tyrone (it felf) is cjlahlijbcd: Juftice being 
(next to Religion) the beft Security to the Government, and tlie beft Service to our 
Country, and will render us glorious in the Eyes of our Neighbours: It is the Bond 
'^^aiid Cement, it is the Fence and Warranty of all publick Society fo that tJierccaii be 
y4i«fliing raoie worthy of a good Member hi a Common-wealth, than to contribute all 
can in his Station, much more in a publick Truft, as this is, that Juftice and the 
Laws may take Place, and have all the Effefts intended them by the divine Appoint* 
meat, and by the publick Wifdom.

Speaker, 

Muft confefs my felf very unfit to open a Debate of this Conlequence \ but yet I 
§ cannot be wholly filent, nor lorbear offering my Sentiments, however iiiconfider- 
i«,,^le or difagreeablc they may happen to be, in a Gale where my Dufy aiul my Alle- 
^flSance call fo loudly upon me. Every Gentleman that is for the palling of fuch a 
• Law, muft furely found liis Opinion upon the abfolute Necelliry there is (as he appre- 
^nds) in the Cafe. For my Part, I muft think, till better advifed, that there is no 
ulhhNeceinty, nor any Thing in the prefent Scituation of our Affairs fo frightful, 
or lo*fcpgent, as to require fo hazardous and defperate a Remedy. But in order to 
difcover, whether there be fuch a Necellity or not, let us fairly and calmly confider 
the En 4 propofed by this Bill, and whether it be proper, or even convenient to attain 
to that End. 

The. End, I hope, is the preferving of our Religion, fo as no Popifti SuccelTor may 
alter it, nor lie in a Capacity to introduce, much lefs eftablifli his own Religion among 
us. This is our End, and we ought to purfue it by all lawful and juft Means \ and lo 
much the rather, in that no Man is a Stranger to what happened, when Queen 
a Papift, fiicceeded her Proteftant Brother to the Crown, i. The Religion ol the Na¬ 
tion swas wholly changed, i. Thofe that were of the Perfwalion and Communion that 
we are now of, were not only difgraced and perfecuted all manner of ways, but feme 
hundreds of them laid down their Lives, under the cruelleft Torments of being burnt 
alive, for no other Caufe but that they were Proteftants, and would not change or abjure 
their Religion. 

This Change in Queen A<faity*s Days, we have often heard urged in Favour of this 
Bill, an 4 I do confefs, it comes the neareft of any Thing we can fear or think of, to the 
Cafe in hand. It Ihews us indeed our Danger in its moft difmal Colours, but we have 
nothing in thofe Times, that is a Provifion leading to this we are now making. On the 
\ n 2 con- 
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contrary, there are many Things in that Example, that makes it evident, that thi 
Rights of a lawful Succelfor are not to be taken away from him, becaufe’tis probable^ , 
nay, apparent, tliat he will abule his Power to the Deftruftioii of Religion. ' 

By looking into the Records of thole^Times, we may fee K'ui^ Edmard fall ill of a 
Conl umption in January we may find a Parliament allemble inMxrch^ and the King fb 
weak, that he could not meet them at Wejiminftcry but calling them to Whitehally'^fot 
the Ceremony of opening, and declaring the Caufes of Summoning it. Yet that Par¬ 
liament, tho’ it law the King delperately languilhing, tho’ it liiw and knew the Succelfor 
to be a Papift, a ftrojig oiae by Addiftiou, and yet a ftrongcr by Intereft, never once 
propofed to difinherit her 1 Ipeak now ot a Parliament that was thoroughly Proteftanr, 
and of a Time that the Reformed Religion of the Church of England, in Doftrinc, in. 
Worlhip, and Government, was eftabliih’d by Law. 

There lay before them a Matter of Juftice and Duty, and that was clear and unde¬ 
niable, therefore they refolved to keep dole to that. There lay before them a fad 
Profpefl of troublelbiue perlecuting Times, they left the Event of that foGon, with¬ 
out lim ting or prelcribing to him, or fetting up their own Power in Competition with 
his. TJiey left it to him, to raile good Etfefts out of evil and unlikely Accidents, and 
they knew Goo did not need the Alfiftauce of any, much lei's would accept of an unjuft 
or evil 1 'hiiig done by Man, for the promoting of Religion. 

They knew it was the Glory and Advantage ot the Chriftiau Religion, that it di- 
fturbed no Man’s Polfellion, nor derogated from no Man’s Right. That Sr. Tcter and 
•St. Eanl taught tlie lame Obedience to Nero and Caligula, as all cf us acknowledge to be 
<iue by l.aw and Conlcience to the King that now is. They knew, belides the Ex¬ 
ample of Primitive Chriftianity, that it was the Dottrine of their peculiar Church, to 
pay Obedience to their Govemours, whether good or bad, juft or unjuft: And they 
tJiought, that to difinherit a Prince for no otJrer Caule or Crime, but for being of a 
different Opinion in iome Points of Faith, was contrary to the eftablilh’d Law of the 
Laud, contrary to the Principles of that Religion which they profefs’d, and even to 
the Reformation it feif. 

’Tis true, the Zeal that that incomparable Prince had for the reformed Profeffion, 
and the Ambition of the Dukes of Northumberland and Suffolk, made them let up that 

S ious Princels the Lady Jane Grey but we all know, what tlie Event was, notwith-v-' 
adding the Circumftances of Queen Mary were fo low and defperate, that her Thougftfe*j^ 
and Intentions at that Time were, rather to fly the Land, than attempt the Crown. *“* 
One Thing I take to be extreamly remarkable in that Change ■, it i.s, that the Judges 
of the Land, and the King’s Learned Council, being confultcd about a Form to trans¬ 
fer the Crown from Queen Mary, they exculed themfelves to the King and his Lords, 
from digefting the Articles that had been prepared, laying, that they rfiooK,! .thereby 
bring themfelves and their Lordlhips in Danger of High Treafon j but being told bjr 
the King, that it mull needs be done, and that he would call a Parliament to c^firm 
it, they were at laft prevailed on, (Sir Jo- Hales of the Commen-pleoi only excepted/'but 
upon this Condition, tliat they Ihould be commiflioned by a fpecial Warrant under the''" 
broad Seal to draw up the Inftrument, and that they Ihould have the King’s Pardon 
when the Inftrument was palled. Hence it may be oblerved, i. How dangerous it - 
to have a Hand in the Dilherilbnof the Heir to the Crown, as it was thought by aV 
the judges of the Land. 2. How fruitlels the Attempt was, tho’ all the rowers ' 
the Duke of Nbrthamherland, and all the Pretences that could be borrow’d from tho 
Danger that Religion was then in, did countenance and abett the Thing. 

IF we look into the Hiftory of our Neighbours, we Avail find, that upon the Death 
oi'Hen. III. oi prance, the Succellion was ftrongly difputed, but at laft the major and 
founder Part came to tliis Opinion, that there could be no Prolpeft ot Peace or Settle¬ 
ment, without continuing of the Crown in the riglit Line and juft Defcent that if they 
ihould once deviate from that Rule, every one that had Strength and ^ower, might 
pretend Right, and there would be as many Kings as there were Men of Command or 
Intereft in Prance. And that there would be more Danger to Religion by excludin^the 
right Heir, than by admitting of him; and that it was eafier to take Care of Religion 
when the Kingdom is fettled, than when it is in Dilpute. 

Par no N me therefore, if I lay liich an Attempt is unlafe, and againft thepiiblicfc 
Wildom of the Nation. It is a fundamental in all publick Councils, as not to make 
any Change without an important Motive, fo not to come to Extremities, where a Ne- 
celfity does not drive us, or where there is Room left for elfitying Ibfter and gentler Re¬ 
medies. Now there is not a greater Extremity to be imagined in the Cale than this 
Bill, becaufe it is utterly, and at once, depriving the King's Family of the Benefit of that 
Law,* which is the juft and legal Claim of every the meaneft Commoner inEr^^d. 

IF we were fure the King would out-live the Duke, there is no Man, I believe, but 
would tiiink this Bill ablbiutcly unnecelTaryj his Majefty (bleftfed be God) is 




•ftud well, and we hope, tliat that bleffed Providence which Jiath watch’d over him to 
dilcovcr and prevent the late Conlpiracies againft liim, will frill dirett hisbteps, and 
defeat all traiterous Intentions againft him. 

Whll then, the King is yet alive and lal'e, and thus far our Religion is lafe, and 
the Danger isnotfo unavoidable, but tJiat we lutve lar better Grounds of Hope that 
we lhall avoid ir, than we have Realbiis to fear tliaft we may fall into it. Had the 
Succeffor declared, or could it be evidently proved, that he would change unr Religion, 
there would be more Reafoii, I confels, for this Bill^ but if the mecr Hopes of the 
Papijls, muft be the Mealure of our Safety, and the Foundation of our Judgments, we 
ihaU never be at quiet ^ they will hope even againft Hope, we did (6 our lelvesin his 
Majefty^s Exile, when he was excluded- I Ipeak this, becaule Mens Hopes, as lomc- 
times*rheir Fears, are improved and heightned by their Fanlies. 

Wh know, how many Plots Queen EltTLabcth furvived, we know what her Parliament 
did, they declared the Delcent of the Crown might be limited by Parliament, but 
they did not do it: And at the latter End of her Reign, thole that had prepared a 
Bill to entail the Succeffion of the Crown, tho’ they went but in a modeft humble 
Way, by Petition to the Lords to get it brought on, were but ill treated for tlieii 
Pains, and the Thing was no more heard of. 

B E s ID r» s, the Confequence of this Bill is altering the Government from fucceffive to 
eleftive. The Succelfor is to be difinherited, becaule of a fuppoftd Demerit; and 
where wc can punilh Demerit, we may reward Merit, and confequently the 
Crown may be remov’d Irom the Royal Line to any otlier. But 1 confels my fclf 
at a Lofs to know, by what Law or Authority we can do this, or by what Rules we 
are to try and judge of the Qualification of our Princes. 1 do not here confider tlie 
Duke’« peribnal Merits, becaule I Ihould Ipeak as much for any one next in Blood, tho’ 
without any Merit at all. I might fay firft as to his Religion, if it is Popijh^ yet tJiat 
he is no Bigot, becaute his Children are all bred Pmefta^itSy and (o are his Servants, 
cfpecially thofe that have the largeft Share in his Efteem, and tliat he has never been 
wantifig in Refpeft and Favour to any one of that Protefiioii. That he is not only 
the prefumptive Heir of the Crown, Brother of his prefent Majcfty, but the Son of a 
King, lor whom fo many of' your Anceftors have laid down their Lives and Liberties, 
ard moft Men their Fortunes. That he hath fought our Battles with Bravery, that he 
isiiLK^tly juft between Man and Man, a ftrift Obferver of his Word, and never yet 
^ elfcpjiiched on any Man’s Property. 

T E s E Tilings Malice it lelf cannot deny, but with me they are the leaft confide- 
rabfe in this Cafe, for it is his apparent undilputable Right of Succcllion, which I moft 
contend for. The Law lays, that if a Man is diffeifed of an Eftate tail, his Child, 
tho’ not born at, the Time of his DilTeilure, lhall have a Writ of formedorjy and lhall 
retf:«ver ;/b’e<*’aufe his Father was diffeifed contra formam donatiom^ And if in private 
Eftatesfibelcents do regulate Poffeffions and Properties, why Ihould it be otherwife in 
the C/le of Kingdoms ? Or what Cafuift can give me a fufficient Reiifon, why the Birth- 
of Princes Ihould not have the fame Rules of natural Juftice as thole of private 
^'^Men? Or how can any one think, that Wrongs and Injuries done to Princes, mull 

f Time or other be as feverely accounted of, as thole done to other Men ? Could 
? King have difinherited his prelent Majeftv ! No, becaufe he was to lucceed 
Law. No more therefore can his prefent Majcfty conlent to difinherit him, 
next in Blood; aod I dare fay, this is the firft liiftance of iniy luch Attempt, 
a Prince whofe Proximity of Blood is undifputable. * 

rON me, if I fay further, that a Government cannot alter the Species it is of; 
for ’tis not the People that made this a fucceflive Monarchy, neither can they agree 
to take*it a\vay. 

Governours qua Governours and Legiflatures, have but a Truft or Adminiftration,that 
implies two Things, i. A limited and a derivative Vo^Ner. 2dly^ An Account. T he 
very Writ dk'efts inftruftions, the very Salary implies our being conftituted, and the 
Praftice of Parliaments in asking l.eave to confult our Principals, and which is indeed 
th? Method of the States of the Vnited Provinces^ as well as of our own. 

The paffingot this Bill therefore is againft the Intereft, againft tlie Wil^loni, and 
agakift the Juftice of the Nation. It is a Bill, no Man can pretend to be at Liberty to 
confent to, without fpecial Inftruftions from his Principals. And how they can give any 
liich, for the changing of the Government from one Form to another, I cannot com¬ 
prehend ? 

The Maintenance, and the very being my Principals have, is from and under the 
, fucceffive Monarchy, audit would be the moft monftrous Ingratitude in the World, 
for them at once to abjure*their Founders; I fay, the Founders ot every College in 
lioth Oniverfities, In one Refpeft or another, i. fey fpecial Donation, Benefaftion, or 
Foundation, a. By the Couhtenance and Employment under our Kings, given u> their 
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mifne Founder?, as I may call them. 3 . Our Kings are our Founders abfolutely, by • 
tJieir Charter, tliat firft erefted us, by dilpenfing with the Statute of Mortmain^ with¬ 
out whicli our Founders could have done nothing at all. 

H ow H V F. H, no Profpett of Difficulty or Oppoiition ought to hinder an honeft Man 
from demanding, that he may have the Liberty to confult his Principals. Ic is the 
Stile and Practice of former Parliaments •, fome one muft then have begun this Mo¬ 
tion, before luch a Refolution palfed, and 1 Jiumbly move for Leave and Time to do 
it in this Cale. 


Another Speech of Sir liColine Jenkins upon the fame Occajion, 

M* Sl’l AKI ]', 

A S the OLieftioii before us is of tl\e greateft Moment that ever came betore the 
Houle, lb it requires tJie greateft Caution, and the calmeft Deliberation. It is 
no Ici.s than the Difpolal of a Crown, and the Settlement of th^ile tliree Nations^ and 
ill its more remote Conle([uences, muft alfcft the Peace and Repole of all Europe, 

I'ln prel'uinptive Heir at Law, with all the Right to the Crown, that any one in this 
Houie Jkls to his Eftate, is here as it were before you, and the Queftion is, whether 
lie fliall l)e difinherited, and made incapable of fucceeding ? 

Jn^aiural Juftice will furely ftop any precipitant Relblution, by the previous due- 
ftion oC ViUiiv^ IVktt Evil hath he done r and it will be ftrange to every Body without 
Doors, to hear a Council of iiich Authority and Gravity as this Houle, about to re- 
Iblve on the Punilhment before they examine tlie Crime : Pardon me, if I tliiuk it not 
unlike that infamous Procedure of executing firft, and then bringing the fuppofed Guilt 
to Tryalor as the Centurion did by St. Vaul^ ordered h\m fir (I to be fcour^cd and 
hoynd in Chains^ and then asked him^ who he waSy and what he had done. It is an ealy Mat» 
ter lor any one to fay, that this Man pall not rule over m j yet I am lure in Realon, in 
Juftice, and Modefty, every one ought firft to examine the Strength and Validity of the 
Exceptions that are made againft him, 

’Tis true, we are entrufted with a Power to prepare Laws, for to be animated by the 
Royal Affent^ but all our Voting cannot make Things equal and juft, that are not Ic. 
in themfeivcs. We may call Right wrong, and Wrong right, but the Things 
lelves are as unalterable as the Courle of the Sun ^ and we may make falfe Calculatiw 
but tlie Sealbns of the Year will ftill fucceed in their due and regular Order. ’And 
therefore ’tis our Bulinels not only to vote, but to weigh the Reafons of our Vote with 
an impartial Confcience; and to examine our Judgments by the Rules of Juftice and 
Equity. For tho’ lome Things may be agreeable to our IncHnatiori&.^ or may Ibem 
convenient and political, yet unlefs they agree with Realon and the Mefffiic(?s of 
ftice, we ought not to think we have any Power to conlent. ^ 

If we will at once fuppofe his Royal Highnef?? guilty without hearing, and ginJty of 
a very high Mildemcanour, yet wq muft confider, that a Mifdemeanour does not lbi%. 
feit a Man's Birth-right and difinherit him. We have leveral levere Laws already againft 
Paptfisy and yet under the greateft Provocation from that Party, we never came to that 
Extremity, as to alter tlie Courle of Inheritance in any private Eftate. The lecaid 
Son being a Proteftanty wa.‘ never yet preferrM to the Eldeft, tho’ he was a Papifl ^ and 
it has been liitlierio, 1 liiy, thought unjuft and barbarous to exclude any Man fron 
his natural Right upon the Account of his religious Perfwafion. And fince thatr,.n- 
not incapacitate any Man for Succeffion in a private Eftate, by a Parity of Re&fon, it 
ouglit not to prejudice tlie Succeflion of the Crown. 

We nniy l-iyr, that our Proceedings in this Cafe are not to be governed by the Com¬ 
mon l.aw of the Land, or the ordinary Rules of Defceiit ^ but it is not only the Law 
and theUfage, but the Reafon and Equity of the Thing which I infift upon. For I 
lay, tho’ many pofitive and fevere Laws have been made to comply with the juft De- 
figns of funprefling Poperyy yet none of our Fore-fathers fince the Reformation, ever 
thought or going lb far, as to difinherit for Religion ^ tliey did not know ho\V to 
anfiver it to their Neighbours or themfeivcs, nothing taking away any Man’s Inheri¬ 
tance with us, by our Law or Conftitution, but that "which forfeits his Life to<v^ 
And as this Proceeding is contrary to natural Juftice, which requires us to mete 
the fame Meafure to the Royal Family, that is dealt to every one of us j lb it is to 
the fundamental Conftitution of this Government, which we have Power indeed to 
preferve and maintain, but not to deftroy. Tho’ we may in fome Cafes fuperlede the or- 
nary Methods and Circumftaiices, yet Things that are effential to the Government, it 
is not (with Submiffion) in our Power to alter. We caniiot, for inftance, betray our 
Truft by aholilhing Parliaments, or by letting afide the Houle of Lords orCoftimoiis. 
It is not in our Power to put down Monarchy, as long as»there Is any Perfon that has 
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Right to the Crown ^ becaule the Succelfioii of tills Monarchy is as effenlial to our 
Government, as Monarchy it lelf. Wc may with llie tame Authority cliange the 
Government into a CommoiMvealth, as pretend to alter the Succeffion. And tJierefore, 
for my Part, I think, if lucli an Aft fliould pafs, it would be void, and ot* no Force 
nor Obligation at all. 

But confider, 1 belbech you, wherefore is all this'intended Alteration ? Js it to pre¬ 
vent Popery? Alas! that would be to exclude Popery, by the very Means of Popery 
it felf, and to eftablilh that which we pretend todeftroy. It is only a Popilli Doftrine 
and Praftice, to depofe Princes for their Religion ^ nay, it is the Corruption even of 
Popery it felK Molt of the other Corruptions of the Church of came in betimes, 
tlTro’ theMiltakes and Errors of good Men -, but the Meadire of tliole Corruptions 
was4ull long before this came in. Hildebrand was the firft tliat broached this Doftrinc 
againft the Right of Princes, and let up a Cliiid agaiuft tlic Fatlier and the Hjcoeed- 
iiig Popes, when they found the Convenieiicy of it, confirmed it by their Laws and 
Praftice. It has been praftifed againft the idoufe of Bourbon in France^ and Queen //,- 
z.abcthhcre ; any Title is lufficieiit with them againft a Heretick. Let tholb therji’f u- 
that would appear luch Zealots againft Popery confider, whether tliis Way be nor 
rather to introduce, than to extirpate it. 

No Body of Proteftants, that I know of, ever owned or praftifed this Doftrine. TIic 
Scots indeed forced Queen A/<iry out of her Kingdom, but it was nr^t for lier Religion r 
And the only Inftaiice that I remember, is that of Slg^ilmund King of Poland and Srvede^ 
land \ but it was not for being a Papift himfelf, but for endeavouring by Force and 
Violence to bring in Popery upon the Kingdom- But the Princes of Sweden then were 
little better than Kings of Lacedemon^ Captains rather than Kings:, for by tlieir very 
Conftjtution, tJie Senate feems to have relbrvcd to themlelves an Authority over them, 
from the Beginning of that Monarchy. 

This Exclufion therefore is downright Popery, inconfiftent with Proteftaiit Princi¬ 
ples, and tends to the overthrowing of the very Being and Conflitution of our Govern¬ 
ment. Our Government is a fucceffive, hereditary Monarcliv, and if we exclude the 
next Hcdr, we may by the fame Realbn and Authority exclude the next to him, and 
the next to that, and in fhort all the reft ; and lo from Hereditary, bring it to Rleftive. 
After the Exclufion of the Royal Line, it will be in our Power, 1 tiippofe, wliether 

will clioole any King or no • or we may introduce fome other Form of Government • 
it^there is no flopping when once we begin to change in Fundamentals, and one Alte¬ 
ration muft iiecelfarily draw many more along with it. 

ftjT fuppofe this were originally in our Power, and that we might, upon Kecellity, 
or for our common Security, enaftfuch an F.xclufion, yet let us confider wliether we 
have not now put it out of our Power, by the Oath of yilleoiame^ whereby we fwear, to 
hear^Fatth true Allegiance to the Kln^^ hts Hetrs^ and Succeffors, WJio can wc mean by 
rfieK in^'s Heirs? Are they llich asweJliall Vote to be lb? Or ellelurh as are lb by 
5.11 autebedent Right? That the Oath obliges before any furh Ait of Exclufion is made, 
pp Man, I fuppole, will doubt ^ and if lb, by a parity of Realbn, it obliges us, who 
xhave taken it, not to pafs fuch an Aft, to the Prejudice of thole, whole Right we 
have thereby fworn to maintain. For my Part, as I Iiave taken this Oath of ^Urgiducc 
''TlJ^he King, his Heirs, and Succeffors, I think my lelf thereby bound to his Royal 
j^hnefs, as prelumptive Heir, unlefs it had plealed God that his Maje/ty }iad }iad 
Cinildrcn, and that no Power on EartR can diipenfe with my Oath, and therelore can 
nemer conlent to this Bill. 

InVs, if we confider the Imprudence of fuch a Bill, welhall find the Mifehiefs we 
would prfeveut by this Exclufion^ are much niprp uncertain than thofe that will attend 
it. WeavouJd by thish^ans prevent Poppry, there may be no need of this Caution ^ 
for the Duke may not furvive ; there js no fuch Difparity either in their 

AgeorConftitution, that lhoul<i.m»k« ^Uicitous. Arid tho’he ihoukl fur- 

vive, yet Pop«ry will not unavoidably come iu aloi)g with him; for there may be furJi 
Expedients found out, as may fupciently fecure qur Religion ^ and there are fuch Laws 
already, that cannot be abrogated but by P^vhltxient, \vhich-will be Ibme Security to 
us. And then it is not impollible, tnb* tlie D^e ^ now a Roman-Catholick, but he may 
change^his Opinion ; and therefore it woiiid j&ir to ufe ibme Endeavours towards 

his better Information, before he is condemn^ atid given over as irrecoverable. We 
ought not to be more violent than the Papift^srere againft Hen. IV. If we precipitate 
and make fuch Haft to exclude him, it will look rather like an Averfionof his Perlon, 
than of his Opinion \ or as if we were afraid of his returning to the Proteftant Re¬ 
ligion. 

But the Evils that will folldw his Exclufion, are many of them certain and unavoid¬ 
able. His Exclufion from the Crown fuppofes his Banifhment Since the Govern¬ 
ment cannot befafe, while fo*great aPerfon, fb highly injur’d, lives within it. ‘His 
. Banifh- 
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Baiiifhment will force him to make liich Engagements with Foreign Princes, as will be 
to the certain Diladvantage of thefe Kingdoms ^ and he will be neceUitated to join 
with every Enemy of the Nation. The Caule of his Exclufion will be invidious, and 
dilpofe all Princes of the Roman-Catholkk Perfuafion to liipport his Intereft. Why then 
Ihould we enter into a certain prefect Mifchief, to prevent one which is only remote 
and may happen never to be our Portion? So that it is plain to me, there can be no 
liich Thing as Demonftration of the Nccellity and Expediency of this Bill, as is pre¬ 
tended •, becaul'e it it were obtained, it will be liable to thele Mifchiefs that I have 
mentioned, and many others ■, and moft probably not fecure us at laft. 

I.ET us therefore (pend our Time in framing and providing fuch Laws, which may 
fecure our Religion in all Events. Some few Provifious added to what we have already, 
and the Number of People which are in this Nation Proteftants, will, in my Opinion* 
be an impregnable Fence againft Popery. * 

That it was no fuch ftrange Thing to have a Prince of one Religion,and the People of 
another. The late Duke oi Hanover wasaPapift, yet lived in Peace with his People 
that were The prefent King of Franre, iiotwithftanding hisGreatnefs and 

ablolute Dominion, permits a great Proportion ot his People that are to live 

in Peace under him. And fince there is the fame Probability that we may do lb too 
and that we may have what other Laws we will, to fecure the free ProfelTion of our 
Religion, tho’ the Duke fhouldcome to the Throne, why fhould we engage our lelves 
further for the palling of this Aft, which the Lords have already pofitively declared 
againft, and which the King has lb often told us, he cannot confent to. 

Upon the whole, we can never enough refleft on that wife and juft Caution 
given to us by his Majefty \ not to let our lelves be fo far tranfported with the Fears 
of Popery, as to negleft the Opportunities of making Ibber and lafting Provflions 
againft it; nor to lay fo much Weight on any one Expedient, as to determine all others 
to be ineffeftual. Which is the only Hopes of Papifts, thus to fee our Zeal out-run our 
Dilcretion, and that we our felves Ihould become the unhappy Occafion of making our 
own Councils abortive.

to .pafs flraight from Ghent thither; he was pleas’d next Morning to 
fend to our Landlord here, that it was his Meaning to defray all our 
Charges,. (as was intended to have been done at RruJ^ch) but our d-:- 
clining that Civility was allowed of. 

On Sunday the Dukes de MontaltOy and Villa Jlcnmja^ Ics Cemtes 
Philip de Horne^ (jy dc Uyfell, and the Lieutenant General yieorta, 
gave *us the Honour of^a Vifit; Yeflerday the Marquifs dc Ojerra^ 

C 3 Cvm- 
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Commandant of the Caftlc, did the likcj all of tlicm by Orders cX’ 
prefs (as th jy were pleas’d to declare) from the Governour. 

J. A ST Night \^tQ.T>on’Bernardo dc Salinas gave us a Vifit, being 
nev. ly arrived from BrnJIc/s i after the ufual Civilities lie took us alidc, 
and offering us all Service, he was plcafcd, out of a fpecial Confidence, 
(and, as he laid, as an ILn^liJlmiaii) to take notice that w'e difeovered 
not any Thoughts of giving the Governour a Vifit, therefore he had- 
thouglit fit to otfer his Help for removing Difficulties, and was ready 
(but as of his own Head as he faid) to propofe Expedients for an inter¬ 
view, infainuch tliat we found ourfelvcs obliged to let him underftand, 
that found not ourfelvcs at Liberty to entertain Expedients in 
Difficulties of this Kind. Only that we having Orders moll cxjsrefs 
from the Iving our Alaftcr, to labour the Service and Sati-sfadtion ot his 
Cathrdiqiie jMajelly in tins Congrefs, we would receive moll readily his 
lf\';-.;liency’.s Command.-, in Order tliercto, by any Hand that he Ihould 
pleafl- to make Choice of. 

’j'lus Morning M. dc Salinas renewed his Effort upon me, Sir yofepb 
in/iiamfon^ and difeovered that the Governour intended to give us the 
Rencounter at the Callle this Afternoon, when we return our Vifit to 
the Commandant there ; but 1 endeavoured to latisfie him, that notwlth- 
llanding tlie Honour and Satisfaction it would be to each of us, in lus 
ou n particular Mind, to wait on his Excellency, yet that wre durft not 
adventure upon any Compolition in a Matter fo delicate as this is, and 
fo we are over all Difficulties in this Affair. 

We thought it our Duty, My Lord, as foon as we came hither, to 
difpatch an Exprefs to his Grace the Duke of Monmoutby in Order to 
recc-ive bis Grace’s Commands, and under one to learn from Sir WiUi^ytz 
lackharty what Courfe the Plenipotentiaries of France are directed to 
Itecr; it being uncertain here whether the Treaty holds at Jix or 
Cologn: Only a Gentleman that w'c had difpatchcd from England to jdix 
about Six Weeks ago, advifes us, that the Swedijh Mediators, and Wic 
States Plenipotentiaries, w-erc there on Saturday laft, but begin to >e 
convinced that the Treaty will be at Cologn ; and the Paper cnclofc^^ 
which ray l.ord Caftlchavcn brings this Day from ’BruJJvlsy is a further 
Argument that ’tis intended there. 

My Lord, jull as w'c are doling this, we have the Honour to re¬ 
ceive your Lordfliip’s letter of the 23d Current. We have been forced 
•to make a Halt here of three Days, not fo much in Expectation of our 
1 ^) landers, winch arc now' come within thefc Lands, as in Order to 
Voituivs for four or five Days march towards Wc rcfolvc (God 

willing) to be gone from hence on T!lmrfdayy fince wc cannot polfibly to 
Morrow. Wc arc, (jc.

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]^Ih‘'SiEURs hi T'^illc did us tljcir Complement on trahicfday^ 
with their moft humble Thanks to his Majelly, for liis p-acious Ko2;ards 
to the j>;ood of their City, in Ordering the '1 reaty tv) he at this Place, 
where the Veneration they have for his ICiyal Perfon is Hill freih, and 
.where they profefs to retain always a Palfion for his Serxice. 

Turv gave us an Account (being asked) of their State ol' Health in 
.this 'Pown, alluring us, that tho’ there be a Keport entleavoiiring fto 
their Prejudice) to^read it felf, tliat feveral have within thefe few D.iys 
died of the Plague, yet that there is no '^fruth in it ^ neither tliv Pe- 
gent (who W’as prefent) nor any other among their Magilh'ates, liav;:-,g 
had any fuch Advertifement, eitlier from tlu-ir Phylicians, or from any 
other of their Officers intrullcd in that IChalf. 

On the fame Day, being the next after our Arrival, tlie Plenipoten¬ 
tiaries of France gave us the Honour of the hrlt ^'i^it; JVl. Ic J)iic dc 
Chatlines^ after the ufual Congratulations, told us, that the Mediators 
had been w ith them (as fooii as they underftood of our being come to 
Town) the Night before, and had prclTed them very much, to enter 
forthwitli upon the ufual Preliminaries ; I’irft deliring, aiul elilring, U) 
receive and adjult the Powers from France and l',)rj,;vd ; Secur.diy, 
propoling the Place and Manner of our puhlick Meetings, and Con¬ 
ferences. 

'J’he Manner of Communicating the Powers is intended t*) he by 
Prcfeiiting tlic Mediators with our Originals, and with Copies autlun- 
ticated under our Hands and Seals refpedtively ; the (.)i iginals to he 
reftored us, together with Copies collation’d and attelled by tlie Media¬ 
tors. The ID. de Chaiilncs asking us, wliether we approved of tins 
"JX^ry, to which they of France had no Exception to make. We readily 
' iwf^eed to it, and undertook to be in a Readinefs, wlieiicvcr we are 
cajlcd upon for our Powers. 

Til E other Preliminary^ (as the Duke told us) was propos’d by the 
J\l(»iators to be thus adjufted ; That there fliould he a Covent, or fume 
gyat Houfe, or Quarter found out, wlierc the refpeCtive I'arties inte- 
w^s’d might have their fcvcral Chambers or Apartments, by' wlhcli 
< Means the refpeftive Allies might, with much Eafc, and upon all Occa- 
lions, refort each to other, and the Mediators to all, and any of tiie 
Parties to them : This not to be underftood, as if tlie JNl ediaters intend¬ 
ed all tho IntcrelTcnts ihould afl'cmble in one Room upon c\cry Con- 
• fta'cncc, but that each Party ftiould render thcmfelvcs in their ow'ii 
N Apartment, whenever the Mediators Ihould notify their Defres to 
that Effeift. 

T H s Duke further told us. That he and his ColJegucs had anfwcrcd 
the Mi:diators, that they could not rcfolvc this Point, till tluy Imd 
fpoken with us, adding, that if W'e agreed to it, they would concin-; 
the Mediators having charged themfclves with the I'rouble of finding 
out a^laccf convenient. To this Propofition (the Precedents conlidcred) 
no Caufe to demur, but did readily declare our Concurrence. 
Duke told us, the Mediators had gone further with them, and 
defired to know what were the Demands of France, Jn Fonds ,• adding, 
that *to tliis they had anfwcrcd moft exprefly, that they could not enter 
upon any Bulinefs, or Branch of Affairs, till they had communicated w ith 
us, their Orders being prccife not to do any thing, but in Conjunition 
with England ; upon this SubjcA the Duke and Monlicur dc Cvarihi, took 
Occaiion to enlarge upon that Cordial Union between tlic two Kings, and 
to let »s know, nothing can be more exprefs and prccife than their Inllnitti- 
ons arc, to labour the Sefvjce and Satisfa<ftion of our Maftcr, as muclT as 

that 
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that of their own: That there might be fuch aFranknefs of Communicati¬ 
on between them and us, as may correfpond with the Union between our 
JVIaftcrs : That our Vilits and Intcrcourfcs might be for tlie future Sanx 
forme & cn Amis: that tlie good l.uck we have of being lodged fo 
near (as we arc) the one to the other, might fo far be improved, as 
that hereby our conftaiit Communication and good Underftanding may 
be taken notice of by, and cclater to all tlic World, that thofc w ho 
malign it, may be put into a perfeft Defpair of being ever able to d'f- 
concert us, by any Jcaloufy or Mifunderftanding. 

1 N the Clofe the Duke did propofe, that avc might take a Liberty to 
viht tlic f)utch Plenipotentiaries, and to pay them the ufual Civilities. 
M. dc Cuirtin added, it was very julHHabic, in Regard their King did 
hill in his Pafsports call them T'rcf-chcrcs grand Amis^ and that this 
Kind of Vilit was practis’d at Mnnjier and ^reda ; Monfieur de 'Barillon 
adding, that this was a Place of Truce, and all of them concluding that 
it was moll fuitable to the AJajcfly of both our Mahers to ule a Condc- 
feenfion of this Nature, where there is no Pretence of Competition, and 
where their prefent Succclfcs will be yet more glorious by this Inhance 
of Moderation. 

TIIE Plenipotentiaries of France having thus ended their JLntrcUcn^ 
we w ent and made the firh Vilit to the Mediators, w lio were plcafed to 
txflure us, they intended the frh to us, as our due, having indeed font to 
take an Hour of us for that Purpofe. 

Monsifur Ic Comte deFott difcourled to us, of the Impatience and 
Vows of all Europe for a Peace, as alfo of the Manner of Communi¬ 
cating the Powers, and adjuhing the Place and Manner of the Confe¬ 
rence" as they projected it ,• adding, that they defircd we Ihould out lixf 
Hand foil to the main Work ,• wdiich (tho’ the 'JVeaty of Mnnjier liad 
foiled five Years) might be finillicd in a very fhort Time j fuch is their 
Confidence in the Goodnefs of both Kings. ( 

The Plenipotentiaries of tho ^)ntcb came to this Town about thVee 
Hours after us, on the fame Day, and font a Gentleman yefterday 
notify it; Monfieur Odyike came not till Wedncfdqy at Night. 

'^I'liE liifliop of Strafhnrgh gave us a Vilit yelierday, profclfmg himfclf 
a Well-wiflxcr to the Peace, and a very faithful Servant to his Majefty. 
We are, dsc.

(the Duplicate whereof is here inclofcd) of the Vilits wt- have 
received lince our Arrival here, which was on T’uefday laft the'-jd 
Current, as alfo fome Part of the Entretiensy which we had wdth the 
Plenipotentiaries of EraneCy and with the Mediators : But underlland- 
ing that the Poll Letters arc frequently opened, and fometimes loll,; 
we referv’d the reft for this Conveyance, judging it to be in this JunClure 
of Importance enough for an Exprefs. 

Whfn the Plenipotentiaries of Francey My Lord, told us they 
had anfwcrcd the Mediators, they could not eilter upon any Particulars 
of ^flairs, without our Conjunction, Monfieur de Cowrtin was pleaFcd to 
tdd, that tho’ the T)nTcb Ihould offer them more than the Moft Chriftiart 

King 
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Kinj; can cither pretend to, or hope for, yet tliat tliey are not to liearken 
to tliem unlcfs the Satisfadtion of viur Kinij be in the fame Meafure pro¬ 
vided for. 

This gave us Occafion to let them know, how precife our InHrudti- 
on.s were, not only to communicate with their l^xcellencies in every 
thing we had to propofe, or hope for in this M'rcaty, but aH(> to banifli 
all Manner of Sufpicion or Referve, and to live in an entire Conhdence 
aifd Union of Counfels with them, throughout this Aft'air. 

HfcRi- the Succefs of his Majeflies Fleet in tliu Fngagement ol the 
28th part, and the Forwardnefs of the Siege ol Mdcftricbl-y coming to 
be mentioned, M. de Conrtin took Occafion to tell us, that we liad 
no need to be prefling in our Demands, but to fufi'er the 7 J///fZ' to make 
the firfl 7 )cmarche ^ that a Month, or two, or three at fnrthefl, (with¬ 
in which time a good Account of Miteprkht was to be expeded) would 
ripen things very much, and difpofe the Hollanders to believe, they arc 
in more need of Peace than they think themfelves to be in at this 
prefent ,* that the tw'o Kings are profperous in their Arms, and that no¬ 
thing prefles hard upon either of them : He added further, that tlie 
moli Chriftian King had no Particulars to infill upon by AVay of 
Demands for his own Satisfadion : That when they (liis Plenipotenti¬ 
aries) lliould be called upon to propofe their Demands, would have 
little to lay more, than that his moft Chriftian Majefty would quickly 
reft fatisfiecl (the Cages he hath already in his Hand being very fiiifcient 
to imlempnifie and fecure him) when his Allies (the king of Creat 
^ritahiy the Eledor of Cologn, and the Bifliop of Mnnjlcr) had recci\ ed 
Tthat is Satisfadory in their Pretenfions. M. de Court in repeating more 
* ti-fiLn once, that when Maejiricht (which hindred the Communication of 
tl^eir Conquefts, and had colt them a vaft deal to keep in, and watch 
ovm* it the laft Year) were taken in Id effiare menriroity their Mailer 
wqlild be able to prefs them mote on the 'Brahatit Side, and our’s w oufd 
it by Sea, and by a Defcent, and fo in a few Months more, the) 
^uld be more cffedually, and more eafily brought to Rcafon. 

had likewife a Difeourfe of Monfleur JLc ^aron del Ifolay as a 
. Perfon moft likely (w'hcn he came) to attempt fomething, in Order to 
raife Jcaloulics, and to difconccrt us, it being fiiitabic to his I'alcnt and 
'Manner of Proceeding. M. de Conrtin adding, how nccelTary it is that 
ihould ftand W'Cll upon our Guards againft his Infinuations. It was 
>, faid, that *Dou Emanuel de Lyra and He would come hither with the 
Chatadcirs of Envoys only, and wdll not vilit Ambaftadours, as cx- 
pedins where they do Vifit, to have tlie Hand given them ; which is 
contrary to the Style received both in England and France. 

M. de Court in faid, that the Penfioner Fagcl had difeovered to one of 
the Mediators, at their Parting from the Haguey that M. Uccerning is 
folcl;^infrftfted wdth the Secret of this Negotiation ; his Refledion 
xvqf^bat he is an able and a wife Man ; and fuch as, if he be left to 
Aiumdfy will not be impofed upon by the Promifes, or other Arts of Spahiy 
(well knowing how little they can do) but wdll come to Reafon fuitablc 
to fKc prefent Exigency of his Country, unlefs he be tycd up too clofe 
by his Inftrudions, or elfc overaw’d by the Fates of the *Dc JVits. 

M. dc Courtin gave us a Vifit (as he calls it) cn amyy coniing on F»)ot 
to our Houfe, the next Morning after they had feen us in Ceremony. 
He was plcafcd to be theyt very free, and carneft in pcrfw'ading us that 
we ihould not prefs forward in any thing, but rather fuffer the Dutch to 
advance, and to draw u 5 on, only wilhing to avoid the giving any Vm- 
hraee of Backwardnefs on our Side : he advifed us not to infill upon a

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]'!•( jedt, \\hich he guclfcd (as he faid) we might liave of a Treaty of 
Cvmmcric^ but to refer it by a relative Article to be adjulled liercaftcr, 
at or other where, his jVlalkr having the like Project, 

(iho’ his (Jt'mmerce be not fo great as <;ur.s) but thinks ft to adjourn it 
to another Seafon ; adding, that hereby both Kings will be able to 
avoid all Imputations of Delay, and yet will be fure to have very good 
Terms fe.r tlieir Commerce, when tlieir Succefs fliall have brought oiij 
and eli:tl>!'ihed an advantageous Peace. 

Hr h'll repeated, (My I,oki>) that fifteen or twenty Days after the 
(.)per-ing (i tlie Trenches at Mdcjlricht^ would bring a good Account of 
tliiU I'iace; and that afterw ards the would find, when xha French 

i 'orces were difengaged from that Siege, they have more need of a Peace 
than- now they feel. 

iiE let US know likeAvifc, that his raoft Chriftian Majefty had font to 
and Rai 'ishne^ to let the h.nipire and the Princes of the Dmpirc 
know , that (ince it is cxpreAy provided in the T reaty of Mmjicr^ that 
no forces <.1 tlie f.mpirc fliall be employed in Aid of the Tnemies of 
France^ be delirc.s no more than the Obfervation of that Articles and 
if the Princes of the Empire w ill pJeafe to become Cuarands of the moll 
c liriflian King, that neither the Emperor nor any other Princes fliall 
cniplviy their i 'orces, in Aid of the Hollanders his Enemies, againft liim, or 
liis Allies in the Empire, he w'ill fortliw ith witlidraw' all his Troops out 
of the Empire, and leave all the Pells, he is there now polIcTl’ed of, as 
he found them. 

jM. dc Conrtin bcTicves, there is among the Princes a Party ftrong 
tnougli to form this Guarranty, and his Mailer does expert to receive a 
good Acccunt very fuddcnly of his Applications utKatisbonc^ and ot^.r 
where in the Eimpire, upon this Point. 

'i H A T therefore there was nothing prelfed on the Part of France^ 
fuicc the 'Brandenhurgher was taken olF, and the French Troops in the 
I'impire like to be at Liberty from attending further there, ibid 
that tlieir Conjunction with the Army before Maejiriebt^ and of bo'.h 
{lince that Siege is not likely to detain them long) with the Prince of 
0 .-ndcL\, w ill in all likelihood bring tlie Hollanders upon their Knees, 
wlicn all tln-fc Eorccs are poured upon them. 

The Bifliop of Strasburgh^ at the Vifit he gave us, and at that wc' 
returned him, fpokc tliis Sence, and this Language of the French PlcaL 
potentiarie-T; his Judgment is, (as he lays) that the are not as 

yet fiiditieiitly humbled, and he has a Quarrel with them (befides thole 
T'etniK'ral ones of this EdeCtor) upon tlie Account of Religion. 

T he Catholicks (as he lays) mull be brought in to Sway Vot^ and 
Oflices, fo far as to Ballancc the Cahinijis^ and then the Catholicks 
will rind it to be their Intcrclls to oppofc tbcmfclvcs againft the Exorbi- 
tancies and Revolts of the adverfe Party. 

M. Ic FFic dc CImuIhcs^ and M. de Barilkn^ told "us, in 3 **Vilit 
fans formcy (as they call it) which they were pleafed to give us, 
they thought it worth the while to impart to us, what fell from the 
*I)ntcb Ambalfadours in a 'Vilit they gave them j they bemoaned •tiieir 
M i.sfortunc very mucli, in that their Allies (they named thofe of Spain) 
w etc not yet arrived. It is very pwibablc, by the Circumftances of the 
Difcourle, that the French do diflike tlie Coming of thofe Allies j but 
wliether they will make any Oppofition to their being admitted Parties, 
w e cannot yet difeover. , 

Thi 
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. The ^utch indeed made the fame moan to us, faying, that the Em¬ 
peror’s Plenipotentiaries muft be tlie longer before they come, in Regard 
they muft ftay for new Pafs-ports for their Coming to this City. 

M. le Comte de Tott, in our Vifit tq/tlie Mediators, began with an 
Intimation of the Impatience \vhcrcw 7 th they (tlic Mediators) had ex- 
pefted our Coming, enlarging himfelf upon the Intcrclls and Vows of all 
Europe for a Peace j that now the War is not againft Holland only, but 
"begins to involve all. That it will be for the Clory of the two Kings, 
t (3 remit of their Rigours, and to fuffer thofe l\‘ople to live ; that now' 
they are fufficicntly mortify’d, and will not in a hundred Years recover 
the Devaftation of this War ^ that they will accept of any thing, 
but dune ^aix rtiinenfc ; That the King of Sweden had fufficient Caufe 
to be diffatisfy’d with them, but that he had facririced all to that Ihty 
which he has for their prefent Miferics j adding, that it was very much 
the Delirc of the Mediators, we fhould forthwith fall to tlie main 
Work, hoping it would happily be Hnifticd in a fhort Time : 'J'lio moft 
Chriftian King having affured M. Ic Comte de 'Tott, that his Ainbafladoufs 
fhould have Orders to give all the I'urtherance and Difpatch polliblc to 
this Affair. 


l!j\.de Court ins Reflexion upon this Difeourfe was, (A\hcn wc told him of 
it) That (befides that a Difeourfe of this Tenor became a Mediator vet)' 
Well) the Swedes are very unwilling, as all their Neighbours arc, that 
Holland fliould be fwallow'ed up, and the Government extirpated : That 
thofe private Leagues and Menaces of the Princes of Qir7nany\ ■ now at 
J^rnnlwick^ are carried on tvith View' and Contrivance of Sweden yet that 
Sweden dreads to offend the tw’o Kings, and that it will not attempt any 
■^hjyig to favc Holland.^ till it comes to yet greater Extremities : So tijut 
i$ithe Swedes do ftir, they are like to come too late, flnce all the French 
Forces will be ere long to attend them in their Attempts. 

"On Saturday^ the Ambafl'adours of Fra^ice told us, the Mediators had 
pr^cd them very much to enter upon the Particulars of their Demands. 
T^eir Anfvver was, that they tvcrc to communicate the Overture tvith 
; but that in Truth, they had nothing more to ask, but that the 
Aiyutcb would give Satisfa<ftion to our Mafter; w'hen that were accom- 
plifh’d, their Mafter would be content w ith his Conquefts, and mal.e up 
\thc Peace as foon as they pleafed : The Mediators hereupon repls ’d, 
/that the F^uteb were at a Lofs, how to fatisfie our Matter, when the 
^i^ench had told them, our King expefted to have fome Places put into 
Ills Hands : I'heir Reply was, that the F) 7 itcb Plenipotentiaries durtt 
not confent to give any Part of their Country, for Fear of the fame Fate 
with the De Witz. 

La^t Night, (My Lord) Monfieur Sparr made us the fame Over¬ 
ture, (cn Conjiance^ as he was pleafed to fay) as had been made on 
Saturday^ to the French : He dettred to know our Mafter s Demands, not 
to publifli them, but to manage them for his Majcftic.<f Service. Wc told 
him^at wc muft (according to the fundamental Rule given us) defIre 
JnifPermifCion to communicate upon this Overture with the Amballadours 
' of France, that our Mafter’s Demands are (as we conceive) not unknown 
to any that are inquifitivc : Since our Mafter is not more high or difficult 
in his Demands, notwithftanding the Succefs of his owm Arms, and thofe 
of France, than he was by his Ambaffadours in Holland about tins U ime 
twelve Months. 


Here Mr. interpofed, laying, that probably tve defire to have 

fbrac Ifland, or fome other footing in the United Provinces ; w hich could 
not be> as the Dutch gave out, without the utter Diffolution (»t tlicir

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Government j that it had been a (^eftion not long fince briskly argued 
pro and con^ in 'England^ whether it was the Intcrefl; of that Crown, to 
have and hold any Places upon the Continent: But wlien he was told that 
nothing was dehred by our Ma<ier*but what the ^ntch mull now do for 
fYdncCy and had formerly done iorEngland, and that he aimed at no more 
than by a more probable Gage in his Hand, (then n reatics have hither¬ 
to proved to be) to fecure his Kingdoms (wliich had now, in the Compafs 
of twenty Years, been forced to engage in tliree very blocnly and ex- 
haufting Wars) from being embroil’d again, as foon as that Kepublick 
fhall Hnd it for their 'Purn to break the l^eacc ,• he leemed to be well 
fatisfyed, and to find Fault with the Conduct of the States in what 
hath palled. 

U 1’ON Communication of M. (Overture with the French, wc 

find them refolved not to give in any Demands of their own in Writing ; 
and tJiey dillwade us from doing it, for the ill Ufe of thofe given in 
the laft Year: Yet we mull here. My Lord, beg leave to obferve to 
your I.ordfhip, the Ditference between our Cafe and theirs : Firji, Tlic 
French need not make any Demands; the Fyiitch, as the Calc Hands, 
will make them Oifers; on the otherfide, unlefs we make our Demand, 
the ^)ntch will be fure never to offer any thing to our Purpofe; 
Secondly, The French liave already more in their Hands than they do 
pretend to hold by '^I'reaty : We have got hold of nothing yet j fo that 
we mull come to a Particular with the Mediators of his Majellies De¬ 
mands, but they lliall be communicated to them, by Word of Mouth 
only, and not in Writing. 

My Lord, to keep clofe to our Inftrudions, a<ftir\g 
in Concert with the French, fo as not to give in any in WTiting, butyjo 
dclire their Alfiftancc to fuch Demands, as W'c lliall lay firll before tliera, 
then before the Mediators by Word of Mouth, and wc lliall be ready to 
fupport their Lxpedations of Offers from the F)iitch, with thofe A^u- 
ments which their prefent Poffeffion, and their Progrefs does afford, 

That this of propoling our Demands, mull be done very fuddcniy, 
we have Keafon to believe ; for the Mediators having had our fever:’! 
Pow CIS four Days ago, are pleafed not to except againll the Sufficiency 
of any of them, as M. de Fott told us lall Night. Only the *I)utch, as 
to the Place, are limitted to Jix, w hich the Mediators do undertake tc 
get fupply’d, in the Interim the Treaty to go on. 

The Mediators have given notice to the French and to us, that they 
have pitched upon the Covent of Carmes in this City, as the moll con¬ 
venient PMce they can find, for the general Conferences ; defiring us 
to make Choice of the Chambers, that we would retire to, in thy gene¬ 
ral Meetings. 

'P HEY have defired us, to forbid our Footmen and Pages to wear 
Arms, as they have forbid their own. 

AIy Lord, we moll humbly beg your Lordlhip's Pardon for tliis very 
tedious Narrative ; but we knew not how to omit any Mattet.*,of 
Fad or Difeourfe that came in our Way, thinking it fafer, in our firlt 
Steps clpccially, and in the Want we feel of my Lord the Lajrl of 
SunderImda Conjundion.

w'e had the Honour to receive both together laft Night. Nothing 
could be more welcome here, than the Confirmation of w hat his High- 
/icfs Prince Rupert was pleafed to Order his Secretary to write of the 
Uvo Engagements: This City entertaining all with Greedinefs, and 
l 5 ifpcrfing all over Germany thole Ihamelcfs Untruths, that the Ilol- 
hindcrs think fit to impofc upon them. 

IWe lhall with all Care obey his Majefties Orders concerning St. 
Helkna ; The News of the Tlaniflj Treaty was come to the Trench Anv 
• ^ffadours, but they liavc no Particulars ; and indeed had a great Diffi¬ 
culty to believe it, before this Confirmation from your I.ordlliip. 11 is 
their Opinion, that the Swedes may have given fomc kind of Encou¬ 
ragement in it, as well as in the Leagues now carried on at Rrmjwick. 

^ Having firft communicated with the Trench^ we did yefterday Dif- 
,^courfe his Majefties Demands to the Mediators, as they lay in the 
fecond Article of our Inftrudtions j they faid, the obtaining of Places 
would be very difficult, they would not (as they phrafed it) fay impof- 
fible: They ask’d, what Places ? Wc anfwefcd, the fame that were 

demanded laft Summer. , • 

To this they faidj the King of Trance had fallen much in his De¬ 
mands, they hoped our Mailer would alfo come lower. Whereupon we 
faid, thaL to be free with them, we wou’d cn Confance^ tell them our

I^JacL-s to liis Majcfty, (without which, wc declared folcmnly there was?, 
an l iid of 'J'rcating on our Part^ and which, if that we could once fee, 
there w ould be Means found polrtbiy of foftning and leflfening our De¬ 
mands in fome Circumftanccs j and this w'e faid, for this Rcafon, that 
as, on the one Side, we were loath to expofe our felves, by giving the 
very laft and loweft of our Demands in this great Point at firft, till wc ' 
can be allured by the Mediators, if the Hollanders be willing to grant 
at leafl fome Places ; fo wc were defirous, on the other Side, to prevent 
that tlic Hollanders fljould be difmayed in the Treaty : If indeed they

O UR laft was of the ~d Current, wherein tve gave your Lordftiip 
an Account in Cypher of the Converfation wc had had with thct 
Mediators, and how we had opened to them his Majeftics Demandsf*. 

My Loro, on the T.th, and having not fecn or heard 
from them lince, we gave tliem yefterday a Vifit. 

H I Y told us, liow forry they were that the Conferences w'crc n^t 
ah'cady begun, they having thought to bring it about e’re this at th^ 
Cannes ; that the 'Hutch and tlieir Allies were the Caufe of the DeJay^ ' 
and that they had told them fo to their Faces; that they had hitherttr^' 
heard nothing from the Spanijh Minillcr arrived here 5: or 6 Days ago; 
tliat he had not fo much as notified them of his Arrival. That they 
had font to his Houfe to awaken him (as they phrafed it), but that he 
•.vould not be found at Home. 

H o \v EVER, that it was their Requeft to us (having made the fame to'

*13 Y the Ordinary on fuefday the ~ th, we troubled your I.ordftiip 
Ij v^ith two Letters, containing an Account of what had palfed here 
to that Time. . • 

OnWedneiday the -r.th we met at the Carmes^ when appear’d only tli* 
Mediators, and Ambafladours of France The Mediators took Occalion 
i t.> 
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to tell lis, of the Difficulties they were in, how to enter upon the 
Work, in regard that the Affihafladours of France would make no De ¬ 
mands in Form, but expect Offers trom the Ambaffadours of the States ; 
and that it would be hard to prefs us, who arc in all Things to make 
our Steps and Advances, as Frame docs, to make any further Demands 
or Declarations of our Maftcr’s Pleafure, than that wo have already 
made: For your Lordfliip will pleafc to rccolledt, out of our former 
Letters, that we have moft diltinctly, and Point by Point, communicated 
to them (the Mediators) the princip^il Matters of liis Majefties Demands, 
as they lie in the fecond Article of our Inftruftions. Tlicy therefore,' 
the Mediators, had at firft, as they faid, thought to draw up a Project 
of their own for the Parties to debate upon : But upon fecond I'houghts, 
tlicy do not judge tve afe ripe yet for it, till the Demands on both 
Sides arc better digefted. Therefore the Mediators made it their Pro- 
ptifal to us, that we would forthwith enter into debate of the common 
Articles, and fuch Points as might with Icfs Difficulty be accommodated; 
they initanced in that of the Flag, and fuch as the Ambaffadours of 
the States had already Power to adjutt; leaving the Ambaffadours to 
confulr their Principals in the mean Time upon thofc Points, of Tow’ns 
and Places efpecially, which arc of greateft Difficulty. Another thing 
they offer’d us, not as a Propofition, but as they ftyl’d it, a politick 
Reflexion upon this laft News from T/mw, and other Parts of the Lm- 
pirc. It was, that nothing could be more glorious and fafe for the 
two Kings, than to condefeend to a general Ceflation of Arms for a 
Month of Six Weeks, prefcntly to begin; that without this, the Empe¬ 
ror would very fuddenly fall towards thefe Parts wnth an Army of /as 
fome fay) ay, others of 30 thoufand Men, the i6th of ytily being ap¬ 
pointed for a general Rendezvous at Fy^'a ; and that Spaniard like- 
wife would come to a Rupture: If a Ceflation of Arms w'erc agrted, 
the Mediators would let the Emperor know, that the Swede woold 
oppole liis March f and they would let the Fintch know, they woi|Icl 
joyn againft them, unlefs they gave a rcafonable Peace to the two Kingj..-' 

They difeourfed very long and w’armly upon this Subject; much iii- 
fifting, how^ glorious it would be for the tw'o Kings, while their Arms 
thus profpered, to condefeend, firft, to a Ceflation, then to an eafy 
Peace^ to fave Holland from Ruin ; to prevent the further Shedding-cf 
Blood, and the Engaging of all Europe in immortal War; adding, that 
if, during tjiis Ceflation, tlie F)titch w’ould refufe to come to Rcafon,' 
the King of Prance might have Time enough to chaftife them, a:,nd our 
Mafter to make his Dcfcent, before the Campaign were ended, f 

A s to the Propofals, which the Alediators had made, that wc fhould 
treat the more common and eafy Articles with the Ambaffadours of the 
States, while they did confult their Superiors upon the difficult PointSj* 
our Anfwer w as fhort, that we would firft communicate upon 'n» with 
the Ambafladours of France^ and then give their Excellencies, as S.'e 
have done lince, our Anfwer. 

As to tlic Politick Reflexion; our Anfwer was ; That we hadr no 
Power to treat of any Ceflation of Arms : We added, that it was an 
improper Seafon to move for it, in the heat of a Campaign : That for 
our Part, (fuppofing his Majefties Allies fatisfyed) wc fliould be able to 
conclude a Peace, fooner than to give an Account of our Mafter’s Pleafure 
touching a Ceflation of Arms: That if all Europe were put in a flame, 
thofc who engage in new Alliances and Obftinacies, to continue the 
War, arc to bear the Blame : That the World would fee, there is no¬ 
thing in his Majefties Demands, that the *Dutcbi their prefent Condition 

ahct 
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and State conlidcred, have Rcafon to refufe him, and to continue the 
War. 

Having thus broken up at the Carmes, we went and communicated 
with the Ambafladours of Francb^ about^chtrine; into a Treaty upon the 
common and eafier Articles. We had found them upon all Occalions 
very averfe from entring upon Particulars j and it was their Sence, that 
^wheti the Subject JVlattcrs were agreed on, the IVcaty would, with 
Tafe, and without any I'ime loft, be formed into Words. We did upon 
tRis Occalion, as nearly as we could, conlider the Words of our Inftruai- 
ons, which are, “to fupport each otljer in our Demands, and to obviate 
“ all Occalions of Jcaloulie,” which, as we conceived, would ncccfi'a- 
rily follow, if we did treat of any Matter, tho’ never fo common, in the 
AI)fence of the French, and feparatcly from them. We told them there¬ 
fore, that our Anfvver, if they approved of it, fliould be, '^I'hat wc 
would not treat upon any common Articles unlcfs they did the like. 

HhKFUi’oN the French declared themfelvcs to be well content, that 
wc Ihould difcourfe and debate; wherein their Advice ivas, that nothing 
of Wr.ting fliouId intervene, of any Article that the Fhttcb had Power 
to conclude ; and to this hfteCt was our Anfwer to the Mediators and 
thii is as far as w'c intend to go, with the View and Communication of 
the French all along, hoping it is feitable to his Majefties Plcafure; and 
we b. feech your I.ordlliip to give us, by the firft, his Alajeftics Com¬ 
mands, in Cafe it fhould prove otherwife. 

Y i ST 1 R o A y, M V I. o R n, the Mediators fummon’d us to the Ccirmes 
again, where wc found none but the Amballadours of France that appear¬ 
ed ; 'Phe liulinefs was to acquaint us, that the Mediators having com- 
itiwnicatcd to the Ambafladours of the States, that both the Kings 
- vftould undoubtedly ftand upon having fomc feveral Places put into their 
Hands, had left them in a great Perplexity ; fo that they could not then 
re*)l\o whether they would dare to write, or not, to their Principals, in 
a Foint fo fatal to their J.ibcrty. I'hen the Alediators were plt;afed to 
/<^cat the Keafons and Arguments they had made ufe of at our former 
Meeting, by Way of Politick Reflexion, upon a Ceflation of Arms to 
forthwith had, conjuring us to lay them before our ATafter, adding, 

) that tho’ our Alalter will not be fo merely concerned in a general War 
upon the Continent, yet that it W'ill be for his immortal (llory to prei cnt 
it by this Ceflation. 

,‘^•AI. /e Comie He ^’ott further told us. He had Orders from his Mafter 
to go to the Camp before Macjlricht, to make fomc Fschiircijj'ements 
tlicre, of fomc late Proceedings in Sweden ; and that when he w as there, 
he w duld lay the Reflexion above mentioned, with all his Rcafons for a 
Ceflawon, before the moft Cliriftian King; tho’ he w’ould not flay lor an 
Anfwer, as well knowing, that no Anfwer will be given w ithout Crm- 
munication firft had witli our King and Mailer. Upon this w hole Mat¬ 
ter, cJfnnot but obferve to your I.ordfliip, firft, that the {Swedes) 
J'^d'mors, when they prelfcd us to treat of the common Articles, they 
^ ^ifid more than once wilh, that one of the two Kings might be firft content¬ 
ed, that he might afterwards be brought to joyn with them as a Mediator 
to'the other.

Only Mr. dc Courtin hath told us, that he pretending to Arms, and 
hoping to fucceed the old Conftablc in Swedeiiy did propofe it as an A^i- 
vantage to himfelf, to be prefent at fo famous a Siege. We ftiall crave 
l.cave to add one I'hing, that fell from the Mediators at the latt Confe¬ 
rence ; it was, that the Dutch did not want great Offers of Affittai^cc 
from the Emperor and Spaitty but that they dare not embrace the Cc^h- 
ditions upon which that Offer is made j fince the Conditions of recover¬ 
ing what Spain lott in 67, and of Lorain and Jlfaccy would unavoidably 
engage them in a perpetual War.

Y F s T E R D A Y M. Ehrcnflceny in a Vifit he gave us, excufed it, that 
our Conferences at the Carmes arc at the prefent difeontinued. M. le 
Comte dc Ton being gone to the Camp at MaeQrichty and Mr. Sparr 
b;ing laid down of the Gout, he durft not, in his ttngle Perfon, under¬ 
take the Management of thofe Meetings. Thus be ivas plcafed to in¬ 
troduce 
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troducc himfelf to a Recapitulation of the fcvcral Heads of his Majefty’s 
Demands^ in the fame Order as we had communicated them feme Days 
ago to the Mediators. He dwelt longeft upon the Right of the Flag, and 
tlie Acknowledgment for the Fifliing i ft^’fng, it was only in order to 
inform himfelf of the Matter of Fadt, and of our Reafons. We told 
him, the King our Mailer would never endure his immemorial PolTellioii 
of the Right of the Flag, (being a Thing too highly notorious to all 
the World) to be made-the Subjedl Master of Rcafohings and Difputcs ; 
only that as private Perfons, in ordinaryiConverfation, we could let the 
Mediators fee, and fatisfy themfelves^olit of Evidences authentick, how 
tlie Matter of Fa<il hath gone for leveral hundreds of Years laft paftl 
The like was faid of the Filliery, as far as tiic Matter of Fad would 
bear, without launching into any Reafons of our owii, in cither cafe. 

He was likewife plcafed to dclire fpmething in writing from us, foi 
the Help of his Memory in thefc Points, and for the eafing of the Me¬ 
diators Task, in framing of Articles, fit for both Sides to acquiefee in ; 
Our Anfwcr was, that his Excellency had (by the Enumeration of his 
Majelly’s Demands he had then made) made it appear, that he had 
fully digefted all the Matters of Moment that Avere to be infilled on, 
on pur Parts; thajr, on the other fide, Reafons and Arguments in wri¬ 
ting, did ahvays beget endlefs Exceptions and Replies, and were at- 
tcinled with fuch Inferences and Dedudions, when they came to be made 
Publick, as were fit to widen, but, not to clofe a breach; But we 
allured him, we. Ihould be ready, whenever the Mediators lliould find 
any Grounds to believe, that the *Ikitch did feek a Peace in carneft, and 
were rcfolvcd to comply with his Majelly in the Subftance of his feve- 
ral •Demands, but. moll cfpccially in that of Places, to lay before them 
tlfwfe Demands, drawm up into fo many Articles, in tliat very Form as 
we lliould dclire to have them inferted into the I'reaty. 

^roN our Communication, My Lord, of this Intcrcourfe with 
thrf AmbalTadors of France^ we found that M. Fbrenjicen had been 
jv’i'th them likcAvifc, and had prelfed for fomc Helps to his Memory in 
t^iting { but that they were of Opinion, not to give that Handle to 
me Diferetion of Tranferibers; only they would be content thcMedia- 
\tors lliould write down what they ihould think fit, as their Senle, and 
hven in their Prefence. 

{ We found likewife. My Lord, that he had told them, (indeed he 
, Rif fall the fame UEing to us) that the *T)utch AmbalTadors had acknow¬ 
ledged the Receipt of Letters from Monfieur Fagel^ in Anfvver to 
'thofc they had written, touching Places demanded by the King of 
“ Frihce ; and that in thofe Anfwers, M. Fa^el had plainly told tliem,' 
“ it would be impolTible to difpolc the Provinces to part with that 
Equivalent, which the Moll Chrillian King demanded, much more to 
“ make a Peace Avith him, he holding what he hath gotten.” 

We^ound alio, that lie had told them fomething of what had palled 
betAv^n him and the Spanijh Plenipotentiary Lyra^ about an Ex- 
, difiange of Places to be made by the Tyutch with Spain ; fuch as would 
make up that Equivalent wliich the French demanded, and would be 
raolf* convenient for each Side to part with j he had anfwcrcd him 
plainly, he had no fuch Inllruftion, but would write about it: yet M» 
Fbrenjicen did not find, that SJain had any Inclination to that Expedient. 

We have received, Mr Lord, from M. Fhrenjieen, a Copy of the 
Uyutcb Plenipotcntia, as *tis pretended, to be reformed (upon the Obfer- 
vations we had made upon it to the Mediators) by the States General. 
We liaA'c not yet had Time enough to examine it, only we find at the

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firft View, that the Preface, wherein a Qjieftion is begg’d, in faying 
they have offer’d to the Powers that arc now in Arms againft them, aJl 
the Satisfadtion and Reparation they could pretend to, which makes the 
"IVo Kings to be in the ^Vron^V^^nd the States in the Right, is not at 
all altered. We think it. My Lord, ftill our Duty, tho’ the Swei^es 
(w hen we complained of it in our Remarks upon the firft Powers pro¬ 
duced us) made flight of it, to infill for an Amendment; fince we have 
a Precedent for it in Point, in the Treaty of MnnficTy and fince the 
Powers being to be incorporate'd into the Treaty, arc as authcntick, as 
to Matter of Evidence, as any Par/t of the Treaty : We lhall tlierefore 

S ut in (with the Mediators) fuch an Exception againft the ^Prtface^ as 
lall not hinder Proceedings, but lliall ftill be entire unto us, till we 
ha\’e the Honour to know his Majefty’s Plcafure in this Point: We 
inuft not cxpcdl the Ambafladors of France to joyn with us in this Pointy, 
their Preface having the fame Fault. We arc,

to acknowledge ; there hath fince our laft nothing occurr’d, that we can 
think worth your Lordlhip’s Notice, unlefs it be a Report of the Arri¬ 
val of an Imperial Minifter (we conceive him to be the Baron delIfolci) 
on Wednefday in this City. ^ 

W E find, by a Converfation had on Wednefday with the Mediators,’ 
That they w'ill (as foon as M. Ic Comte dc ^ott comes Home f<om 
Macjirichty w-hence he is expeded this Day) prefs earneftly, that 2wc 
fliould begin the Treaty, and enter upon the Articles cafieft to be hd- 
jufted : We tell them ftill, the whole Work will be ihadc very Ihort and 
eafy, as foon as we can difeover the Hutch arc rcfolvcd to comply with 
his Majcfty, in that Fundamental Point of giving him Places for his bet¬ 
ter Security: And they ftill return to their ufual Anfw^ers; ly?. That 
they hope his Majcfty will forego that Demand, when he finds his Satis- 
fadion to the full in all other Points; and that all Europe will owe ‘'ts 
Repofe to lys Majefty’s Cdndefccnfion in that Point. 2. That it will 
not much avail his Majcfty, in order to hinder the Hutch from break¬ 
ing, when they have a Mind to it, to have a Place or two in the'c Pro¬ 
vinces, which they will be able lufficiently to provide againft. But, idly^ 
Another Argument w^as ufed in the laft Converfation, Avhich we had not 
hitherto heard mentioned i it was. That the demanding of Places, for 
the better Security of a Peace, was a Thing would ftartlc" sMxJ^urope 
with its Novdty; and that it would derogate from the Glory of hiirMa- 
jefty,to introduce into the World a new Way of fecuring Treaties, which 
all Princes, not engaged in this Qparrel, muft needs diflike ,* fince it will 
be, when they are in a War, and not fuccefsful, their own Cafe; ‘Tf'his 
was the only Thing new, excepting it be, that they were very earneft 
to have their Hopes and Defires (touching his Majefty’s remitting his 
Demands of Places) reprelented with all Speed by us to our Mailer. 

The Reflexion, My Lord, we have upon .the whole Matter is, 1/?,' 
That we exped to be called upon to enter upon Treating the common 
And cafieft Articles very fuddenly. 2. That tHe Mediators do propofe , 
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to thcmfelvcs, tJiat the ‘Dutch will make very liberal Conedfions to all 
liis Majeftics Demands, excepting that of Places ; which, as the Media¬ 
tors have more than once intimated, they are oWUnatcly refolved not 
to part with, either to the French in the Equivalent, or to us. 3. That 
it may be a l^rcjudice to the Succefs of this Service, if after the perem¬ 
ptory Declarations of the Dtttch^ that our Mailer is to expett no Com- 
•pliance in Point of Places, we be prevaHed upon to agree and conclude 
other Points of Idler Moment; fince, cn the one Hand, it may beget 
in the Dutch a Perfwalion, that hisv'tklajcfty may be at lall t\ holly 
brought otf from that Point i and that, on the other Hand, if proceeding 
thus in the '1 rcaty, they fltould happen to clofe fully with liis Majdiy 
in every other Point, as we find by the Mediators ’tis not unlikely but 
they may, we fear it may be a Diliidvantage to his Majdiy, tlmt the 
World fliould fee this '^J'reaty break off upon this fingle Point ^ cfpeci- 
ally confidering of what Nature it is, and that it is pretended that 
Securities of another Kind, equivalent to this of Places, will be found 
out; which equivalent we cannot yet imagine, can be fuch as will an- 
fw'cr the End, his Majdiy propofes to liimfelf in that Article. 

Wtlliall therefore go on and continue our Converfations and De¬ 
bates, as the Mediators lliall lead us, and even declare our Readinefs, 
(as the Conjuncture diall happen to prefs) to go low’cr and lower with 
them, llill keeping within the bounds fet us in each Demand. 

ji u T in our Proceeding, W'c fliall fuflrer nothing to be committed to 
AVriting ; and w^c fliall profefs, even in the Time that we thus treat and 
negotiate, that all is to no Purpofe, till we find a better Difpofition in 
liiy^^Dutch to part W'ith Places to his Majefty. I'hus, My I.ord, avc 
ietend to govern ourfelves, till your Lordfliip fliall pleafe to lignifie to 
us, his Majcflics Pleafurc in this Point. 

t fliall not. My Lord, forget, in due Time and Place, to take 
notice to the Mediators, that it is now 14 Days fince they have been 
pl;iafed to communicate our Demands to the ‘Dtitch^ who then took 
'Time to confult their Ih-incipals upon them : So that now w'e may juftly 
. expect their Anfwcr, and confequently know^ wdiat we are to trull to,

S INCE our laft, w hich was of tlie w'e have the Honour of 
your I.ordlhip’s of the 23d, iNT. S> to acknowledge. 

On Fridayy M. Ehrenflccn acquainted us. That the Ambalfadours of 
the ;8fates were much troubled with the Exceptions we had taken to 
tilt Preface of their Flenipotentia^ and fay, that if they would look fo 
^ narrowly into the Powers of the French Ambafladors and Ours, there 
would not want Matter of Exception ; But we could not obferve that 
any Thing had fallen from them againft Ours, but what M. Ehrenjieen 
was fatisfied would not bear a Debate. 

M. le Comte de‘Fott being returned from the French Camp on Friday, 
we had notice to be at the Carmes on Saturday in the Afternoon, 
where we underftood the Ambafladors of the States were in their 
Appartment* None hath yet appeared there for Spain j this ElcClor^ or 

E 2 the 
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the Biftiop of Munjier. The Minifters of the two lall, as alfo of the 
Emperor, being no^et come to Town. 

M. Ic Comte de l!ott coming to our Appartment with M. Ehrenjiecn^ 
he began with giving us an Account of Jiis going tp the Camp; it was, 

I. To give the Moft Chrillian King an Account of fomc Things that 
he had in Charge from the King of Sweden to acquaint him with, rc> 
lating folely to the Crowns of l^nce and Sweden ; and, as he faid, to 
none otlicr: He tvas not at all\plear<.in that Affair, but paffed it over, 
as willing not to open any View'^'^pr uc into it. M. Tott told us, lie 
propofed to the King two Things relating to this Treaty, i. A prefent 
Ceflation of Arms for fome Ihort Time; and knowing there could be 
none w ithout the King our Mafter s Concurrence, he defired the King of 
Trance to mediate with his Majefty to confent to it. 2. A Moderation in 
liis Demands from the Hollanders^ and that he would accept of fuch 
an alternative, as would be commodious for Spain^ as wrcll as the Low 
Countries. We underftood partly by himfelf, partly by the Ambaffa- 
dors of France^ and partly by Sir William Lockhart's Letter, that he 
prdl’ed the Celfation of Arms with great Earndtnefs, allcdging, as one 
of his principal Arguments, how much the general Commerce did fuffer, 
and particularly that of Sweden^ in the Ports of Scotland and England^ 
by Reafon of Privateers. Infomuch that he faid that his Mafter mult 
grant Letters of Rcprizals, to his Subjcdls agaiaft the Scots and EngliJljy 
in Cafe their Commerce cannot be fuddenly reftored to its Freedom j firft, 
by a Ceflation, then a Peace. He urged this Ceflation likcwdfc, as the only 
Means to hinder the Breaking of the Clouds now gathering in the Empire 
into an univerfal War. The Anfw'er which he received was (it Icerps^ 
another Qiicftion, tvhether this Propofal of a Ceflation came from the 
Hollanders or no ? The Comte nothing able to fay, that it came from 
them, was told, that if they made any fuch Propofal, the King our Ma^.jr 
muft be confultcd with, and his Concurrence muft be had; The Cof^te 
infilling that at Icaft the moft Chriftian King would declare, it was .|o 
his own Liking, in Cafe the King of England Ihould be of the fanp 
Mind, as the King faid he did, in Point of the Place for the Treaty- 
He w as anfwercd; That the King did not by any Means think fit to go 
fo far as that, but would firft underftand the King of Englands Mind, 
before he would declare himfelf in that Matter; that this is a Point of 
a more Important Nati:’*e than that of a Place of Treaty, and the»2- 
fore lie w’ould not fo far prejudge the King our Mafter’s Mind in it, 
as to fpcak liis own firft, concluding it w'ould be a Motion exceeding 
unfcafonable to our King, by Reafon of the prefent Pofture of his Arms*, 
as to the Matter of the Swedijh Commerce, the King of France woulq write 
to our Mafter, and doubted not to obtain all redrefs pofllble from his 
Ma jelly’s innate Love to Juftice. As to the Matter ot moderating of 
the French Demands, lie was told, that the Plenipotentiaries of France 
in this Place were fully iaftreufte^ and that that whole Mattch-was 
refen?ed to them. ‘ • 

The Di&ourfe of his Voyage being ended, he defired us to aflure- 
ourftilves, that in the late Treaty between the King of Sweden and the 
Sketchy ^ere was nothing at ail pafled whddi concerned this prelent 
War; it was only a Satisfadion which they propofed to themfclves, 
to compafs in this Town, 1 ^ the Intcipofiticia of the two Kings; 
who liaving engaged themfelves in the Treaty iaft Vear, to procure 
it to thc^ in Cidfe the Fkadb fliould not otherwtfe do them, Rca- 
IbiU but it happened, that the LMtttby when, toms of thefe Mediators 

were 
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were at the chofc to fatisfie the Suvites in fuch Manner, (iho* it 

be not fully to their Minds) as they thoudit lit to accept of. 

The Mediators having left ns, the Ainhailadors of Frevee^ partly at 
the partly afterwards at their Todging, gave us an Account of 

their King’s Motion, faying, they had Orders fo to do : 'I'hcy told us, 
^that the King himfelf will camp upon the Mojl/le^ that lie may he in a' 
Polture to reinforce M. tlie Troops now’gathering 

ifl the Empire ; That M. dcTurcnfe^ f^edy Advance, together with the 
Countenance of the Dukes of and Jlaio-jcr^ will be more likely 

to divert the Emperor, than a greater I'orce will U; able to flop him, 
wJien he is fet forward this Way. 

1 HAT this will lie of abetter Influence upon the commonCaufe, tlian 
tlie befieging of or fome other 'flow n, can be; belide tliat the 

French Army is too much liarraflcd for another Siege ; ’’I'liat there are 
7000 Horfe, and Four Battalions of Foot, font to Ve-inforce the Prince 
of Condcc^ and that there was Order to get tlie beft Appearance of I'orcc 
together that could be made, in the Bottom oi Flanders j whicli is all 
that can be done at the prefent, for the countenaneing our Defeent into 
Zc/iland. 

The flime Evening, Comte dcTott^ in a fecond Convcrfiition at the 
Carmes, having fpoken with thc 7 )urch^ toMus, with a more tlian ordi¬ 
nary I’ranknefs and Gaiety, that they came not now to demand a Tmfc, 
but a Feace ; that tlic 77 utch Ambalfador.s had received an Exprefs from 
the States, with a pofltivc, deciflve Anfu er, as he Itylcd it, in relation 
to tlie main Matter of the Demands ; which was, as he continued, tliat 
*tl^ Tyiach did now revere the Arms of the Two Kings; that they faw 
k necefl'ary to buy their l^cace j and therefore he w ould learn the jufl 
Terms upon which they mufl purchafe it ■, and, as lie phras’d it, they 
t^uld peremptorily know the bout du Sac : 'J'hey did therefore prefs to 
know of us, whether we had any'J'hiiig in Rclervc; and whether tve 
, -ivould content our felves with tliofe principal Demands, w'c had com- 
inunicated to them, the Mediators. We told them, that, fuppoling our 
• Allies to be fatisfied, W’chad nothing clfe but what was common to all 
Treaties, and eafily adjufted. I'hey feemed then to complain of France., 
tliat tho’ they had prefl'ed tliem very much, yet they could not get them 
to fpcak out, what thofc other Points are, which they pretend to infill 
, jppon, after that of the Ccflion of Places is granted them; fliying, they 
are afraid of other Articles, about (i.) The Bilhop of Munjicr. (2.) Rc- 
—figilm. (3.) A Sum of Money. (4.) An Annual Embafl'y. (5.) The 
' StatL of the Knights of Maltha.

The Sum was, that we left the Mediators going to make 
their iitmofl Effort on Irhe French AmbalTadors, that feeing they tliem- 
fclvcs will not be perfuaded to fpcak out, what thofe further l^oints are,

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they \vill ask beyond the Ceflion, and can be prevailed with to lay no 
more, than that they are furh as will not be of Importance^ or flop 
the Peace : That at leafl; tliey will allow tliem, the Mediators, to pals 
an Aflurance, as of thcmfclves, not from the Trench^ to the ^nteb 
Ambaffadors, that Trance has no other ^principmtx Points to ask, after 
that of the Ceffion is granted; and this in order to the having M. ^e- 
•verning (as tlie Mediators tol^«^ go immediately to the Hagiie^ for* 
the States Refolution upon the\vhoIa^; and we, on our Part, did, at the 
Dcfire of the Mediators, at the la^ic^'ime repeat to them, that our 
MaAcr hatli not any Trincipanx Points (as they put the Words) to ask, 
befides thofe in the zd Article of our Inftrudtions.

W L were forced to break off our laft of the ,-4 ynfy by the extra¬ 
ordinary, the Poll being upon parting, only we inferted in a 
Poftfeript, the Sum of the Conference f)f that Day at the Carmes. 

On Wednefday tlic Mediators acquainted us with a great Difficulty 
they were in, defiring us to help them out of it j it w^as, that the Frencby 
on the one Side, would neither thcmfclves declare, nor fuffer the Mc^* 
diators to tell the TJutchy what Point of Importance, befides the Ceffion 
of fcveral Places, they intended to inlift upon ,• That the T)titcby on 
the other Side, were peremptory to know the utmoft of their Demand^; 
faying, They had Orders to make a l^eace, if they fliould find tnO 
“ Terms fupportable j if otherwife, they would declare to continue the^ 
“ War.” 'J'his the Mediators thought rcafonable, and did rcfolve to 
profs the Trench^ that they, the Mediators, might be permitted of them- 
lelvcs, to give the TJutch Aflurance, that there were no other Trinci^ 
f aux Ikiints, that Avould hazard the breaking of the Treaty, in cafe 
tlie Ceffion were to their Mind. I’his they defired us to fecond them 
in with the French ; but we took the Idberty to cxcufe our fclves veiy 
roundly, faying. We are bound to Hand by and fupport the French in 
their Demands'to our utmoft, without entring into the Merits of ylifftic , 
Demands, or the Method of their Proceedings j the Satisfa^hon »f tbt/ 
Molt Chridian King being as fundamental in our Mafter’s Intcirtions,’ 
as that of his owm Demands. This we did, in regard the French 
had refufed to interpofc in our Demands of Places, which the Me¬ 
diators defired them to do, in order to bring us to accept »f pother 
kind of Security equivalent, 'fhe Ambaffadors of France nSi^'ing 
anfwer’d them, it w'as their Bufinefs to ftand by us, whatever dlir 
Demands were, till our Maftcr was fatisfied. They did not leem to be 
dili'atisfied with this Lxcufe, but leaving us to our Liberty, defired *to 
know of us, w hether w^c had any Frinetpanx Points, (that was ftill the 
Word) befide thofe that w^c had already intruded to them ; and whether 
YV'e would empower them, as Mediators, and as of thcmfclves, to affurc 
the lhiicl\ wc had no Referve : When we told them, we had no SPm- 
fipaiix Points, but thole they had been told of j that our other Points 
we»e fuch as were common to every Treaty after a War,- and that we 
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were content they fliould aflurc the *JJiiich of ii, as from tlicmiclvcs .■ 
they were very well fatisfied. ^ 

They were plcafcd to tell us ai Covfja^\ that a T.]-otitlhric liad hap¬ 
pen’d a Day or two ago between tlieni and xlaiUuich:, but now they are 
Friends again. The Mediators it feems had, fome 8 or lo Days before, 
with fome Freedom, remonftrated unto the ^Dutclu tlvat their Mopes from 
^ the March of the Fmperor, and from a Rupture by Spain^ w ere not fo 
well founded; for, bolides that the,iil^c\ts of tJiofe new' Meafurcs would 
come on but llowly; they (the S^ecksp had an Army, whicli would op- 
pofe the Fmperor^s March, in citlc tffc UJiitcb lliould refufo to come to 
a Peace upon reafonable Conditions : 'fhe Amballadors of tlic States, 
itleems, gave an Account of this Converfation to their Maflers, whic’n 
occalioncd a formal Complaint of the Mediators, in a Letter w hich tlic 
States writ to their Ambafl'adors; as if the Mediators liad departed mudi 
from their Office, and even from that of Neuters, in tliat they ufed fitch 
tltreatning Inlinuations : Tlie Mediators finding tliemfelves obliged, a 
Day or two ago, to ufe the lame Reafonings with the in order 

to take them off from their Confidences in tlieir new Alliance ; the 
Utitcb Ambalfadors could not give them a better Anfwer, than t<j pro¬ 
duce and flicw them the very 1 setter, tvliich the States had written 
upon that Subject; Avhich l.etter, the Mediators told us, was fuller of 
Rcfentment, and not tvithout a Mixture of Rudenefs, than they had 
Keafon to expert; but that, tliey tell us, is now w ell over. Before we 
left the Cannes^ we communicated with the French, the Earnefinefs 
wherewith the Mediators had preffed us, to give them Leave, as of 
thcmfelves, to alfure Xhe'J^uteb, that tve had no Referve ; and that we 
ftrtod to the fame TrincipauK Points, that w e had firft imparted to tliem; 
telling them, wc had no Difficulty to i*epeat to the jMediators, that 
Afl'urancc which they defired to have from us, and which wc had for~ 
rrlDrly given them, w-ith their Advice and Approbation : I'iz. tliat W'c had 
no other Demands that w ould endanger the Peace, fuppofing our Allies 
• latisfied as well as we. The Amballadors of France did not impart 
unto us what had pafs’d between them and the Mediators, upon the 
Matter or Nature or their principal Points ; only they told us, that they 
would have likew ife fome Points of lelfer Moment, fuch as w ould be 
the Rc-eftabliflimcnt of fuch French, as had been turned out of Holland, 
and the Regulation of their Trade, to be provided for by an Article 
fcr a fubfequent Treaty to that Effc<ff j they told us indeed of the 
^jmillerie, and the I.ettcr abovementioned, and of the quick Return 
tVe Emperor’s Currier from 'Briiffcls, which, as M. dc Chauhes told 
'us, Hy-ftanders did look upon, as if fome Parole had been there given 
to break. 

The Day before this Conference, they had taken Notice to us, of a 
Defign the Mediators had to frame a Projed of their own, whereby 
they, ^th(? Mediators, might reprefent to the ^Duteb, the principal De- 
niaiids of both the Kings. Their Obfervation upon it w'as, that the 
Mediators mull be left to their own Forms and Method, without any 
Oppolition from the Parties ,* but they would not allow of any Project, 
that Ihould alter or limit the principal Demands, which they had alrea¬ 
dy in Conference trufted to the Mediators ; they liaving not hitherto 
taken any Occafion, to entertain us upon the main Point of the Celllon 
of Places, (as we had already heretofore obferved to your Lordlliip) 
otherwife than in telling us, the Places w-cre the fame, as we had feen 
tranfinitted to M. Colbert, to be communicated to our Maftcr. 


But 
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But upon ycftcrday’s Conference, the Mediators gave us fomc View 
into thofe further Points, wlri^ the French intend to inlift upon, beyond 
that of the Cclfton ; for tliciiubftancc of yelterday’s Conference, was 
to communicate unto us, the 3 irouillon of a Letter the Mediators intend¬ 
ed to write to the ‘Dutch AmbalTadors, upon the Subjed of our Demands, 
%Vhich gaVe them the Occaliori to Ihew us the like upon the Demands 
of the French : The i.etter Was, That whereas they, the Dutch Am- 
balTadors, did defire to know thclc^1*«unts upon whicli the Bnglijh Am- 
baffadors were likely to infift j tl\M«^tors Paid, they believed, Nos 
crayons^ (that was the Word) th?\E«^^ will infift, i. Upon the Pa- 
“ villon. 2. Prince d’Orange. 3. Surinam. 4. Recognition delaPcfche. 

5. Reglemcnt du Commerce do Indes & de la Guinec. 6. Dedommage- 
" ment dc frais dc la Guerre pat un fomme d’Argent. 7. Des Places". 

'Thus Ihort were the Heads fet down, and in thefe very Words, as 
near as wc can recoil eft them : The Letter doling in a very few 
Words, that aflufed the Dutch of a good IlTue, and the Repofe of 
Clrijiendom^ if Satisfadion were given to our Mafter on thefe Points. 

T H T ‘Brouitton^ relating to the French Demands, had the very fame

‘‘ mais nous Croyons quo Meflieurs les AmbalTadors do France vous en 
“ Parlerons, e’eft Celui dc la Religion Catholique Romaine. 

The laft Article w’as hinted at in our firft Converfation With the Bi- 
Ihdp of StYashurgh, as we have had the Honour to obferve unto your 
l.ordftiip, otherwife wc never heard any mention made of it, nor 
that of the Bxpcriccs of the War, before this Conference ; nor can we 
olfer any rcalonablc Guefs, why the Atticlc of Places (which wc con¬ 
ceive to be touch’d in the Words ce fur qmy nous tivons dej* entretenit) 
flioiild be fo worded, only M. C. Fott, after fomc Parenthclis between 
him and M. Ehrcnftecn in their own Language, read it to us, in thofe 
very Words out of tha Brouilhn. 

The Mediators told us, theic were the printipal Points 6f the French 
Demands ; they might have fomc Mattets of Recommendation bolides, 
but nothing more of that Importance, as Ihould put a Stop to the Peace: 
They told us alfo, they feared the Emperor Would move in the Buiiriels 
of Lorain in this 'Treaty : But that he Ihould be anfwcrcd, that this 
is not the proper Time and Place for that Debate j fo likewife for the 
Debt of Denmark^ and fomc Pfetenlions of the Duke of Netobjf^^ 
the Count of Fmbden, and others, which may be very juft, but nol lea- 
fonable, Icaft the Treaty be protradted into a length ,• the Mediators 
being rclblvcd to take thofe.Recommendations only into Conlideration, 
which were cither an Ingredient to the Wtfr, or clfe fuch as will caufe 
the continuing of the War, unlefs they be adjufted. * ^ 

They were plcafcd to acquaint us likewife, they were much embof- 
falfcd upon the mention of the Article, of Religion,' they having no 
manner of Inftiwdlioh, as they faid, to guide in that Point; and there-^ 
fore they faid, they durft not fo much as name it in their Letter, buf in 
the very Words abovew ritten. I'koy farther’ told us, that Meflieurs Lie-- 
i'crhing and Van Varen^ were to go away for Hollaiid with all Speed, as 
indeed th(w did, having gone hence laft Ni^ht ; That they wefe to 
have a Pals from the Fr^h Ambafladots,' in order to their palling on 
the River Day and Ni^ht, without being obliged to land or flop in any 
of the French Conquefts. The Mediators do prbmife thcmfelves a good 

llfuc. 
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Iflue, relying much upon the Prudence and Credit-of M. J^evernmg, who, 
they fay, they find every Day more and mojyi carntfi for a Peace, and 
they expert their Return hither will be ve-Ty fpeedy. 

Up ON this laft Stepi and the going of tlic Ambalfadors to the Hague^ 
which, the Mediators feem to think, is a very great and hopeful one to¬ 
wards the Peace ; we forefec it may fo happen, that we lhall be earlier 
called upon, than we had expedted, to explain our felvcs, as to the Man- 
*ncr.and Way in which our Mailer d'(TmAnds to have the Places remain 
ill his Hands i and this being ngt particularly cxprefl'cd in our Inltru- 
^itions, we humbly befeech his Majclly will plcafe to confidcr of it, and 
lignify his Pleafurc to us by the firll, that lb the Negociation may nut 
flop at that Point, nor we be left on our own Heads to fettle a Circum- 
llance of fo great moment to that Article ; and by Confequence, to the 
whole Treaty : Hitherto we have not otherwife opened our lelves, than 
by faying, our Mailer did demand all thofe Places ; When we lliall be 
prclTcd particularly to exprefs, in what Way our Mailer underllands to 
have them, we lhall firll attempt to have them in full Sovereignty for 
ever ; if that cannot be obtained, as tve fcarcc hope it will, we lhall 
next infill, to have them as in Sovereignty for a certain Number of Years; 
(which, upon the Foot of the Inllalmcnt of the Remaindtr of the Mil¬ 
lion, payable towards thcExpencc of the War, will be i6 > ears) b)' So¬ 
vereignty here, we mean the abfolutc Power of ordering all the Inhabi¬ 
tants^ as to Arms and Jullice, a Powder of levying all Droids, and lay¬ 
ing on Impofitions, cxclufively of the States. If the Sovereignty 
cannot be attained, our next Gradation mull be, leaving the JulHcc of 
the Place to the States, that his Majelly have Power to place and main- 
tais Garrifons of what Force foever, to alter or add to the Forti¬ 
fications, as he fliall find Caufc, without Regard to the prefent Sclieme, 
or to private Property, ^c. And this either for ever, or at leall for a 
ceiVain Number of Years ; together with a futficient Provifion for the 
Entertainment of the Garrifons, and all Sorts of Incidents, ^c. Now 
jn this lall Way of having Places, to wit, of having Garrifons in them, 
either for ever, or for Term of Years, there are many Circumllances to 
• be fixed and fettled, on w hich the very EfFed of the Article, in great 
mcafure, will depend : For Inftance ; Firji^ how’’, and in w liat Way Ids 
Majelly*s Pleafurc is, that this Provifion or Revenue for that Entertain¬ 
ment of the Garrifons, lhall be now' fettled ; if from the Revenue 
,oj^ the Towns and their Dependencies, as the fame is now fettled, and 
received by the States; and then the doubt is, whether this, as now it 
vj^wlW be a fufficient Maintenance ; and if not, whence we are to pro- 
wde t^at Supply be had. And yet a further Difficulty will occur, we 
fee through all this Part of the Article, that is, being in the Power of 
his Majelly to make that Garrifon, from Time to Time, of w'hat Force 
he pleafes, how any Provifion can be afeertained as fufficient. Next a 
Doubt jfrill 4 )c, hotv far each Garrifon lhall reach, what be the Hounds 
of it, fo as the States not to be permitted to ered any Forts, or c\ en 
to Bring any Forces within it. Thcfe, and feveral other Difllculties that 
may occur to his Majelly in the Debate of this Matter, W’c moll hum¬ 
bly *ptay an exprefs Signification of his Pleafurc in, by w'ay of Inltrudi- 
ons; as being the great and w'eighty Part of our tdiole Negociation, 
and in which we lhall therefore need your r.ordlhip’s more particular Fa¬ 
vour, to obtain for us clear and dillind Diredions, as to every Point and 
ICircumllahce that can be forefeen by your Lordlhip’s Care, fit to be pro¬ 
vided for; which, by the Blclfing of God, we lhall apply our felvcs to 
follow, with the bell Carc*and Circumfpedion w'c arc capable. W c arc, ^ c.

It is, as he lays, to their utter lUiinc, 
and a Thing which their Government docs take tlic more to Heart, in 
that the good Offices their King has done always to "England^ eli^ecially 
in tlie Jait *Dntch War, arc wortli the taking Notice of; and the an- 
fwering (thofe were the Words) by fuch Returns, as the Execution of 
the Treaty between the Two Crowns requires; He delired us like- 
wife, to write earncftly in Favour of a Cdfation of Arms; it being a 
'lulling which the Mediators have ftill in View' ; as hoping that if they 
cannot procure a fuddain Peace, which they arc now^ attempting* to 
bring about; they hope to effedt it, wdicn a Cefl'ation is granted. M. 
Jiccernin^ and Vein Harcn are gone for tlic llagiic tliis Morning, and 
M. dc Iwa accompanies them thither. The C. Kon/ngfeck is in his 
Way from Tlcnna to this City. M. Ic Serron dc t Ifola is every Day 
expedted in a Houfe w ithin a League of this Place. We arc, &c.

O U R Jail to your Lordfliip was of the -^th by the Ordinary, wc^ 
muft beg Leave, M y Lor d, to repeat that liumble Petition, 
wherew itii we clofcd our lafl to your Lordfliip, w hich was, for a fpcedy 
Signification of his Majelly’s Plcafurc, upon all Circumftanccs relating 
to the 'fitle and the Terms, upon which his Majefty expedts the Places, 
we are to infift on, to be put into his PolTcffion ; for if the ^Ikitch <do 
defire a Pea^c in good earncll, and if Mcfficurs "Beverning and*«i^» 
IJcwcn (who went with all Speed to the Hague on Triday morning lau^ 
do return wdth full Powers, and the final Refolutions of their Prbjcipals, 
in all likelihood we lhall be prelfcd to come to our lowcft Demands 
about l^laccs, as foon as they come, fince the Fate of the reft w'ill de¬ 
pend upon that Article. 

W E do likewifc forefee, w'c lhall w’ant fome further Liglit Upon the 
'Article about 3*’illiing, for our Projcdl feems to lead us, to infill that 
the *I)utch fliould fue out I.icenccs; this the Trench have always done 
for the I.iberty they have about TSiepe . The Projedt adds, they (hpuld 
not Fifh W’ithin a I.cague of our Shore; w hich Claufe may be better 
couched in the Form of the I.iccnfe, than in the Body of the Article. 
However, we humbly defire to know, whether the Form of the Liccnlc 
mull be agreed on in this Place ; and what Time of the Year (for* we 
fuppofe it muft be a yearly I deenfe) it lhall be fued out j as allb 
t'Uiat certain Days flrall be fet for the Payment to be made ihto the 
Exchequer of both Kingdoms, 
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Wf have in our laft given Notice to your l.ordiliip, that ‘^Doii Kma-^ 
niicl dc Lyyci^ hatli accompanyed the 7 )iitch Amjiafladors to the Ilagiic^ 
wliich vve cannot but look upon as an ill.-Dmen to tJic Peace. Nor 
have we (Mv 1 >ord) as we liope, omitteJ any Matter of Fad or Con- 
verfation, or any Subjed of Difeourfe or Obfervation, that we liavc not 
tranfmitted to your l.ordlliip as it occurred to us, iince cur Coming to 
this Place j and we would be very glad to be able, with Grounds of Safe¬ 
ty, to offer your J.ordfliip fonie Judgment r>r Inference fn m wirit tve 
obferve from Time to I'ime, as to the-Succefs of our Negotiation in all 
Points j but wc liave found fucly'different Appearances of 'I hings, tl:at 

* we are extreamly tender, how vve curfelves take up any Belief < r Opi¬ 
nion of the final Iffuc of this Meeting j much lefs dure, we lay any of 
thefe Things before your Lordlliip, as proper Meafurcs whereby to 
make a Judgment thereof, what is to be hoped, or expeded from this 
Treaty. 

For Example ; The Mediators, both in our two laft Conferences at 
the C^rwcj', and on Night in Converfation, feem to hope Well 

of the Peace i and tho’ they have ftill told us, the I'oint of Places was 
thehardeft, nay, upon the Matter, the only hard 'I'hing in our Demands; 
yet they have never given us Caufe to exped that our Mailer will be 
refufed all Degrees of Satisfadtion in this Point: I hey defired from us 
a new Declaration, that our Mailer had no other principal Points in 
Order, as we conceive, to give the T)ittcb Amballadors the utmoll Elli- 
mate of what a Peace would coll them. 

They told us ftill, they relied very much upon M. 2>crcr;//«ff'v 
great Prudence and Intcreft, but more upon the Earneftnefs they found 
him in, to make a Peace; looking upon it with the more Gaiety in 
d^eir Carriage, in that they could not but confefs they had a clear Pro- 
fped into all the principal Points his Majcfty would infill on : Yet the 
Biftjop of Strashm'if^h, coming frelli from his firll Con\ crlation w ith the 
Mediators, after his long Abfence at the French Camp and at Licgc^ 
let fall, in a Vifit he gave us, feveral d'hings, that we know not how 
^ to reconcile to tho abovementioned Carriage of the Mediators; as, Firfl, 
The Hollanders^ and the Mediators too, for it feems, by the Complexion 

• of the Mediation, as well as that of our adverfe Party, thought their 

Buiinefs would be foon done, if they could but fatisfic France w ith foine 
ToAvns, (^c. 2. That they wwuld leave Us, Colcgn^ and MnnJIer, to be 

content or not, as W'c fee Caufe; and we obferved, he delivered this as 
exprefly faid to him by the Mediators. 3. That for the Demand of 
flaces which our Mailer made, the Stitch neither would, nor could 

,^^aht it. 4. We perceived plainly, by what the Billiop fiid, being 
•comp^ired with wdiat fell from M. !Z)’ Odyike in Converfation about the 
fame Time, that the had given the Mediators a Notion into their 

Heads, of delivering up to our Mailer the Illand of Surinam ; the Biihop 
having remark’d it as a Thing the Mediators thought might be an liqui- 
valcnt^ to •the Places wc demanded; and M. Odyike having dif- 
courfed ferioufly of it, as of a very fair Expedient; tho’ he was tc'ld 
plainly enough, his Majcfty knew too well the Value of that Place, and 
would not much envy the Enjoyment of it to the Hollanders^ w lien his 
Subjeds were out of it, as they ought to be, by the 'J’reaty of dlreda ; 
for his Majcfty w^ould think it, his Subjects being come off, Icarcc worth 
the holding. That therefore it w'as in vain for the F)ntch to think (ff 
fatisfying the King’s Mind, by any Expedient, or any I'hing lefs than 
Places, not in America^ but in their Netherlands.

' We could not but take fpecial Notice of the prcfciit Seiicc of the 
M^iators, upon our great Demand, as they did it to the BifliOp, conii- 
dering how much it differs'‘fljom what w’c judged their Minds to be, in 
the two kll Conferences. 

^’HE BiHiop W'cnt on, faying, that the Demands of Cologn tvould be 
very rcafonablc, and would confift but of three t'oints: i. Satisfaction 
for Loffes and Wrongs. 2. Reimburfement of the Charges of the War. 

3. Security, (tho’ not of Places) that the 'Dutch w ill not makeWar upon • 
them again: It would be hard,^hiT(aid, if France would not Hand by 
Cohgn in thefe Points, and procure it.Satisfaction, whicli yet it did 
omit to do in the laft Treaty with Holland^ tho’ Cologn called upon 
Franca to do it at the proper Time; and tho’ France was oblig’d to do 
it, in Virtue of the T.eague of the Rhmc ; nor did tlic Bifliop then en¬ 
large upon this Subject, without intimating himfelf to be really appre- 
hcnlivc, as if by the Scheme and Defign of the Peace, the IntcrcH of 
Cologn and Mtinjlcr may be paffed by, and made light of; and that ab- 
folutely tlic Satisfaction of our Mafter, as far as it lhall depend upon the 
Article of Places, will be refufed ,• and as lie did belpeak our Mailer’s Aids 
and Supports in the Pretenfions of Cologn^ fo he feemed in a manner to 
fly to, and lay hold of it, as that of an Ally, left in the fame Cafe 
with his Friends in the prefent ProjeCt of Affairs.

O U K lall was yefterday by the Ordinary, with tlic Duplicates of 
the foregoinj^ j wc have now* the Honour of your T.ordfliip’s I.et- 
ter of the 26th of ytinc^ whicli came to our Hands from Sir IVillit^u 
Lockhart^ as alfo the Duplicate of it by the Ordinary. 

W E cannot but conceive the Anfwcring of your Lordfliip’s T.cttcr, to * 
be a fuflicient Matter for an Exprefs, confidering the Confequences it 
w'ill have for our better InllruCtion upon the Return. 

A s to his Majefty’s firfl Conclufion, which your l.ordfliip gives us, of 
rejecting the Propolition touching a Cclfation, we have upon all Occali- 
ons declar’d to the Mediators, how improbable and inconvenient w’c 
thought it, that liis M a jelly fliould Jicarkcn to a Collation, the Po»- 
Hurc of his Arms at prefent confidered. However, w^c could not tcWii 
the Charge, Avhjch the Mediators gave us on Monday lall, of Con^dn^ 
their King’s LetW, (which they brought us, and is here inclofedy for 
our Mailer ; the like Letter being committed to the French AmbalTadors, 
for theirs j nor could we refufe a Hearing to M. de Ic Comte dc I'otis 
Arguments for a Cclfation, which heraifed ; i. From the Danger that 
FoJand was in, of being partly over-run by the Dirk, partly t?lrn in 
Pieces by its Neighbours. 2. From the great Tire ready to kindle in 
the Empire, which will put every Corner of Europe into a Flame. 3. 
F'rom the general Decay of Commerce, cfpecially theirs in Sweden, ,he- 
caufe of our Captures on their Ships; this was enlarged upon wdth his 
ufiial Vehcmency j but we thought it fufficient for us to anfw^er, that we 
had ho Power to enter into fuch Conlideration or Debate i and when the 
Mediators lhall happen to offer arty Difeourfe upon this SubjeCl, we lhall, 
Avith his Majelly’s Favour, prefume to refer them to our Mailer himfelf;

meet Avith fomc MVmpcr, as to M'erms and Cireumlhances j and that ve 
Would deliver it in to them, fo foon as the Ambalfadors fiiGiiUl 

declare they had PoAver to part Avith Places for Ins Majefty’s Satisfa- 
i^tion ; yet aac have continued all along to tell them, that until they 
(the Mediator.-.) could allure us, the ^)t:tch A\c^e in a Difpo/ition to 
gratifie his Majefty, and to gis'e liim fome l^laces, Ave could not treat 
Avith them j nay, that we muft abfolutelj' refufe to treat upon ain’ other 
Point; and upon this Ground AVe Hand towards them at this preft-nt, 
and conlidering the Isxprcfnefs of his Majefty’s Pleafure in your l.ord- 
fliip’s laft, AA'c lhall fo continue. 

•As to his Majefty’s third Conclufion, aa herein A\e arc commanded to 
prefs the Amballadors of Fr^n'cc, that thej' AAcaild refoK e to gu e in tljoi’- 
Demands joyntly Avith ours in Writing, it has liappen’d^ that between 
the Time of his Majefty’s making tlio Conclulion, and <.f our feeeiving 
it, tlie Mediators (as your ].ordlliip Avill haA'e fecn by cu-s of the .-^th) 
have formerly by their letters to tlic FJutcb Amballadors, the Urcni/kn 
of Avhich they had communicated to the French Amballadors and us, 
lignified the Frincipciux I’oints, as they ftylod them, of the French De¬ 
mands and our Mafter’s; fo that aax' prefume humbly to tliink tliat our 
Mafter’s Mind is already comply’d Avith in the main as to thi.s Point : 
M'hc F)nTcb being noAV polVelled of the final Demands of the two Kh'g-' 
in Writing, and by that Means tlie Odium of having th.c Pc.ace ftick at 
.the French refufing to fay what Avould content them avoided. 

As to his Majefty’s Command, Avhich is the laft Thing in your I.erd- 
fliip’s r.ctter, that avc lliould lay before him all the Remarks that may 
have occurred to us, of thofe Alterations Avhich the taking of Mdcf.richt 
may have wrought in the French^ cither as to their Averfenefs or i-’ropen- 
fions to a Peace, avc have this humbly to offer : Firfi^ M'lnit Ave have 
ruit failed to give your l.ordlhip, from I’imc to Time, tlie be ft and moft 
mj,nytc Account that wc could, of all Occurrences that liad any man- 
v/cr ofRcfpcdt to our Ncgociation ; tlio’ aac have not dared to frame any 
Judgment or refult of them; and noAV upon his Majeftics Command, 
My Lord, aa^ fliall prefume humbly to think, that avc may fafely fiy 
thus much of the Ambalfadors of France ; it is, that aax never yet met 
AA’ith any Thing in the Communication enjoyn’d, or in the Cenverfation 
wx ha\^ hffd with them, to bclicvx they have any Haft or Concern to 
bryig this Treaty to quick Ilfuc ; AA'hich, for any Thing avc know, Avas 
not thought to be their Temper and Complexion, Avhen wc came out of 
England. They (the Ambalfadors) told us indeed, foon after that 
Maejjhicbt AVas taken, they had Orders to give us an Account of their 
King’s March, and of the Rcaftins that lead him to it, a' hereof avc ha \x 
already given your Lordfhip an Account; but as tlicy did before the ta¬ 
king of that Town, tell us the Fintch aa-ouM be brought to Rcafon and 
a Peace, when Maejiriebt Avas reduced; fo noAV they tell us the fame 
Thing* of a good Account of the F)iitcb and their Compliance, Avhou it

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j'nall appear to the 'W’orld, that the Emperor is check’d by their Eorces 
and Alliances, fo, as not.^o dare to march in Aid of thc^) 2 itcb. "1 his 
they do now hope to have 'ft-good Account of, fince they hav e Intelli¬ 
gence (as they tell us) that thofe Spirits that were for the giving of 
Pallage and Qiiartering to the Jimperor, while the Freneb Avere engaged 
before Alacftricbt^ do now demurr, and make a Difficulty of doing it, both 
at Jiatishonc^ and in the Afl'emblics of the Circles at I lome. 

My 1 >ord, 'J'hc Contemplations that thofe JMeafure.s and Rcfoluti- 
ons which the ‘Dutch lhall take upon this Journey of their Amballad(;rs, 
will go a great \\’ay in the Illue of this Treaty, make us extreamly fol- 
licitous to be inftruited in every Thing of his xMaj.-fty’s Pleafure j when 
upon their Return the Mediators fliall engage us to enter further into 
Matters. 

IF upon tlie Return of the AmbalTadors from the Flaguc^ their Orders 
and Powers be favourable to our Demands of Places, we lliall naturally, 
upon the Debate, be lead to come lower and lower, as to the Number of 
tlie Places, and the Terms upon which liis Majelly is to be poffelTed of 
them, governing ourfelves as the 'J'hing fliall happen to prefs us. hut 
if the Refolutien be peremptorily in the Negative, and tliat they talk 
only of Parting with Surinam^ or having the Prince of Orange tyed by 
fome Oatli, or having the flriCteft Guarrantce from Neighbours, as can 
be invented, which the Mediators have by the by talked of, as their 
vViflics, not their Propofals ; A\e humbly delire to have his Majelly’s 
PJeafure, Avhetlier, in Order to tlic lividencing of his Majelly’s linccre 
Defires of a Peace, and leaving the Wrong, yet more notorioully of 
their Side, we fliall not then open ourfelves, and fpeak out plainly, 
hewv low our Mailer will be w illing to defeend in the Matter of Places : 
And nejt only name the two Places in the 1 all Branch of the Alternative, 
in the fecond Article of our Inllrudlions j but alfo add, that his Majelly 
will be content to hav^c Garrifons in them only for a I'crm of Y'ears; 
'J’his is it, Avherein we humbly defire to have his Majellics exprefs PlcCi- 
fure, by Way of Inllrudtions, if your I.ordfliip fo think fit j and confider- 
ing our Inllrudtions in Writing do not exprelly lay, to what Degree his 
Majelly As ill have us to infill upon tliis Point of Places ; and that we are 
of Opinion, as far as Ave can make any Judgment from the Mediators, 
M. a Odyike^ and other private Converfations, the ‘Dtitcb are not un- 
Avilling to comply Avith his Majelly in all other principal Points. We 
(that Avc may Ire fure in this moll important Point to govern ourfelves 
precifely according to his Alajelly’s Pleafure) do molt humbly beg his 
Majelly’s Orders, whether we lliall abfolutcly and finally infill upon Pla¬ 
ces to be given, or elfe hearken to fuch Notion of Equivalent, or JRxp^^s,.

One Thing more we take leave to add, that as, on the one Hand,’ 
AVC prefume his Majefty’s Pleafure in that Article of his laft Commands, 
(that wc fliould call upon the F'rcncb AmbalTadors, to joyn with us in 
giving in our Demands in Writing) is already in the main comply’d with; 
that AVe fliall do no more in it,till aa'c undcrlland his Majclly’s further Plca- 
fure: So, on the other hand, becaufc it may happen, upon the Return of The 
Dutch Anfwcrs, by the AmbalTadors now at the JJaguCy that the Freneb 
may continue in that inditferent and cold I'cmpcr, they (as wehavctdld 
your Eordfliip) have appeared all along offi, towards the Haflening of 
the Peace, avc do prefume, from his Majelly’s laft Commands to us, when 
the Negotiation feemed to ftick at their reUiling to declare the Particu¬ 
lars of their Demands, that by a Parity of Reafon, Avherever we find 
the Matter rolling upon them, our Part Avill be, to call upon them and 
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prcfs them to give it Eafo, and to concur with us:’ to advance and for¬ 
ward the Bufinels of the 'JVeaty all that is polnble. 

We have on fcveral Occalions obferved to your ] .orJlhio, the verv 
open and frank Way, with whicli the French AmbaUadr.vj, have dealt 
with us, in every Part of our Bulinefs and C'onverfatio!i ; e.nd fo indeed 
they continue to do, as far as we can judge, with great 1 k'.rtiiiels 
only we ftiall take Notice, that they continue extream fliy, m u ni 
dndullrioufly to decline, as well to receive us into the Knot\L(.lg ■ of 
their Demands, otherwife titan by intimating, as if they were tlie iarne 
that had been fent to Monfieur Colheri in Fv^land^ as to receive cu.. 
Information or Difeourfe from us, of the Nature and Merits of tlvmr 
Demands; and even as often as we have offered the Difeourfe to tliem, 
they have vilibly enough put off, and avoided ittvhich v. e do not 
know how to apply, or make any Inference upon ; but think it {rur 
Duty to repeat, as a Matter that may be of Importance.

^ffulations and n'hrcats of Comte F’ott in the Trench Camp, upon the 
.Subject of his Majelly's Demands, is pcrfcdtly new to us : I'he Comic 
having neither before his going hence, nor Imce his Keturn, intimat* vl 
■•■o us, that he had taken any fuch luberty, in fpeaking of our Maibr . 
Affairs. The French Ambafiadors likewife, not giving any other Ac¬ 
count of w hat related to our Mailer in his Negociation, but tliat he l.ad 
complained of the Difturbance w e gave the Sm'des in their Commerc e , 
upon w’hich Siibjedt of doing them Juftice, the King of France undertook 
to write to our Mailer. But his taking Exceptions againfl his Mnjekv s 
other Demands, as well as that of Places, is fo much the me re 1 \ r- 
prizing to us, in that he and hisCollegues feemed to be coinineed all 
along, that there is not indeed any Hardnefs or Unreafunablenefs in any 
•of the other Demands. 

. s to the Sufpcnlion, which we undcrflood by your l.ordfliip’s of tlie 
of his Majclly had concluded to reject,- conlidering thal 

the Words in your Eordfhip’s Letter did not bear an exprefs DircLtif-i 
to us, formally to make that Declaration here, as a final Anfwcr on Ins 
Majelly’s Part to that Propofition ^ we had chofen (as we prefume to 
tell your j;.ordlliip in our large Difpatch this Day) to give the Media¬ 
tors jfti Intimation only, that their Propofition w'ould be (as w e had un- 
derftood) certainly rejeded: But to leave the Declaration of it to fuch 
a final Anfwer, as his Majelly Ihould think fit to give upon the 0 \ er-

W E arc here not w’ithout Impatience, in Expedtation of the Return of 
Meflieurs ‘Bcccrnmg and Van Uaren from the Hague^ which, we arc told' 
may be in the latter End of this Week i in this interim here occurs no¬ 
thing that is worth your Lordlhip’s Notice, unlcfs it be what falls now 
and tlicn in ordinary Converfation. Iwo Days ago. Prince William of 
T'iificmhcrgh (whom your l.ordfliip knows to be intimate in all the French 
Councils and Bufinefs in this Part of the World) falling upon the DiS 
coiirfe of this I'rcaty, and the Conditions that were inliftcd on by eve¬ 
ry Party, was in the fame Note with liis Brother the Bilhop of Stras- 
hiiigh^ that the Iclfcr Allies, Cologn^ Mnnjicr^ &c. ought not to be fatis-, 
tied in the clofc j but we could not gather by him there w'as any fuch 
Danger, as we at firft apprehended from the Bilhop’s Converfation/ of 
leaving our Mailer too in the lurch : So as we hope there is not Caufc 
to put fo great a Strefs upon that Reflexion of ours wEich comes to your 
I .ordfliip, by way of Account of the Bilhop’s Judgment of our Affairs, 
Prince William let fall one Thing that is pcrfedlly new to us, for 
he feemed to have been informed, there w'cre Thoughts of dontanting 
our Mailer, as to his Demand of Places, by giving him Sluys^ and (as 
he at lall added) the Town of (Trmiingen. What is the Bottom of this, 
or what Ground there is for it, whom it comes from, whether from 
Holland or from the Mediators, and how' far Trance is privy to or a^Vc 
in any fuch Model, we cannot find out; but he was anfwered, that 
Slays and Groningen were not (for many Reafons) fuch Places as would 
anfwer our Mailer’s Aim j which was indeed, not to enlarge of add to 
his ow n Territories, and to Iclfen thofe of the States ; the Angle Thing 
that he propolcs to himfelf, being to have fuch Places in his Hands, the 
holding vvhciccf w ell garrifoned, may cffcdually dilpofc thc Dutch to 

obferve 
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obfcrvc their Treaties, and to leave the Kinj^’s .Suh)et:,s quiet and free 
in their Commerce, and the reft of Jinropc in Repufe. 

This Prince told more plainly what tlie Billiop did hut intimate, 
that our Friends did fear, and our Lneuiics did liope, there would be a 
confiderable Change in our Publick CJouucils, from what has happened 
of late at Court: He did not Itick to iind Fault with the Mediators, 
for prelTing the Celfation fo much, it being a 'Tiling fo unequal in its 
Advantages to one Side above the other, thici; the urging of it was fcaree 
^o be reconciled with that Inditfercncy which they ouglit to hold to¬ 
wards both Parties j efpccially confideriug, ihat they, in their farmer 
Mediation, (and others too) have been more fuccefsful in making l^caec 
without Truces, than with them. He added, that it had been well the 
Mediation of funic ot the Princes of the Fmpiiv had been accepted ol, 
and they joyn’d with Sweden in the Work ; for, faid he, thole Prince s 
would not have judg’d it fo hard and unreafonable, as the Swedes do, 
that our Mafter lliould have Places put into his Hands. 

The Prince profefl'cd his Hope, that our Mafter will Hand to this 
Fledtor, and fee him fitisficd in the Peace; allui'ing us, that this LleCtor, 
and this State, will ftand firm to our King, even tho’ the FleCtorate 
ftiouid, by this Prince’s Death, change its Mafter. We are, C^r.

1 M Mr 1) IA T E I. Y after we made up that Difpatch, the Secre¬ 

tary which arrived here about 'J en Days ago, having demanded Au¬ 
dience of us, did, in his Mafter’s Name, delire, that the King of T)c"i:- 
marlia Pretenlions OipswW Holland (ftated in an arbitral Sentence given 
by the molt Chriltian King between both thofe Parties) miglit receive 
Countenance and Support from our Mafter’s Authority, when it flioidd 
come to be debated in this Place : 'i’hc T^utch it feems net acquicfc- 
ing in that Sentence, being given, as they alledgc, at a 'l ime that 
f'rmce was ready to break with them. He had likcwdfe in Command, 
as he faid, to tell us, that whatever the ^Diitcb Gazetts do reprefent of 
the late Treaty between his Mafter and the States^ yet in 'J’ruth it w as 
but a Treaty of mutual Security to the Ports, and to the C Commerce of 
both Parties : In this Difeourfe, he read two Claufes out of a Script of 
Paper, wdiich he brought with him, whereby his Mafter was made to 
ftipulatc with the ^uteb^ “ That he fliall not be underftood to engage 
himfelf in the leaft in this War; nor the Treaty be interpreted to 
extend to the Prejudice of the 'Two Kings.” — He was large upon 
this Subjevft, telling us, that as it was lawful for his Mafter to make 
Ufc all Conjunttures for the Benefit of his Subjedts, fo his Procccd- 
jngs were the leaft to be excepted againft, in that the Swedes, after 
their being declared Mediators, had made a Treaty w ith the States in 
April laft, without Offence taken at it ,• and that his Matter had been 
palfed by, not without fome Negledt, (as he faid it might well be cx- 
prelfed) without any Communication given him by the Two Crowns, 
of their *entring into this "Vyar. He alledgcd it as an Argument, wl\y 
if ihould not be thought of any Advantage to the Hollanders, that th<,‘ 

G lynri. h 
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I^utch wlio concluded it at Copenhagen^ “ liad refufed to lign but with 
“ this Claufe /ms T approbation de Mejficnrs ks FJiates ; nor liad tlic 
“ States yet ratified it; and it was Jus private Opinion^ it never wouhi 
“ be ratified by them. 

T H E fame Day M. Courtin told us that their general Advices from 
Holland bear, that the Ambafladors will not have any Refolutions fa¬ 
vourable to the Peace, to bring back with them to this Place ; ' 11 ,e» 

Spaniards liolding them lliR'lfi Hope of dividing the two Kings. 'I'hat 
Salinas was gone into Fns/and upon that Delign, and that the Prince ol 
Orange had aconfidcrable Sum of the Debt due unto him, now paid him, 
in Order to keep himfelf to the Spanij!) Councils. 

'J'h F. fame Day AI. Ic Comte de Fott told us, that their Alinirter {/Puffen- 
dorffe) at Vienna^ had joyned with theMinifters oi Paz'oria ixnd Newbtirg^h^ 
to remonllratc to the Emperor, the fatal Confequences that would be from 
the Alarch he is now' upon, if he were not pleas’d to delift, tho’ the French 
Ambafladors here had, as he faid, entertained great Prejudices againft that 
Alinifter as favouring the prefent Councils at Vienna. Here we obferv’d, 
that he added, that would go w illingly as for as it had Light. But the 

Alatter of Religion, now advanced by the King of France^ is that w hich 
he cannot fee into : He has already (faid he) given the 'fown of Vrfm't 
to a Bifliop. He now propofes that the Roman Catholicks Ihall come 
to the Alagiftracy in Holland^ and lie clofed with this, that he could 
not but take notice of fome Changes in our Court upon that Account. 

But yefterday he and ATonlieur Fhrcnftccn gave us a folemn Vilit, 
w herein Al. Fott did enlarge upon the Ceflation, from his ufual To- 
picks, of the Alarching of the Emperor, the Rupture of Spain^ and,the 
Coming in of the F'nrk. This gave us an Opportunity wiiich we fought 
before, but had mifled to Jet them know, in the fiilleft and plaineft 
Alanner we could, how our Alaftcr’s Pleafure and Order to us was moft- 
exprefs, not to hearken to any Propofol or enter into any Debate touch¬ 
ing the Celfation. 

From this Subjed, they pafled to another, which they called a pri¬ 
vate One; it w'as upon an Advertifement they had had, as they faid, 
from AI. de I^eycnbcrgh., that your I,ordfhip had complained to him of 
three Things which you were pleafed to except againft in the Conduit 
of the Alediators here. i. Their arguing ftrongly againft the Pretenfi- 
ons of our ATafter. 2. AT. do Fott's going to the French Camp without 
giving us Notice upon his Departure, nor acquainting us with the Uc- 
cafions of his Journey. 3. 7 ‘hirdly^ The making of the late Trejaty at 
the Hague. Upon the firft Point, they excufed thcmfclvcs vouching the 
Obfervations that we might have made on them ; That they hall never 
argued in earneft, otherwife than as Alediators to moderate and at¬ 
temper 'Ehings, except in the Point of our Defccnt in Zealand^ which 
they ftill owm to diflike; as that which, if it fucceed, wiU ruin that 
Government. As to the 2. JVT. F’ott^ w hom alone it concerned, was a 
little embarrafled to make his Excufe ■, faying, he was then ill, •and 
took leave of no Body : That lie had, as he laid, occafionally difeourC- 
ed to us of his Intentions to make that Journey, and wdiat was to be his 
Errand in it. 

As to the Treaty, which wras the third Thingj his Anfwcr was, what 
we have heretofore troubled your Lordftiip with : That is, was no more 
than the doing of that for thcmfolves, which the two Kings, in Gale 
they did not thcmfclvcs prevail, were obliged fo do for them : He clos’d 
with this, that their Aleaning in what they had faid in this Alatter was,’ 
to take away from our Alafter and his ATinifters any Kind of Imprefltoii 

os: 
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or Umbrage, as if the King their Maftcr, or they in their Perfons, could 
be wanting in any Occafion to ferve the Intcrclt of Ungland, and to fa 
tisfic our Matter with all imaginable Zeal and Sincerity, dcliring us to 
do them that Right, as to make this Rcprclcntation to your Lordfliip.

with them now, that they fee, we have an exprefs Warrant from our 
Maftcr to infift upon it., 

WE are very glad to find his Majefty is not difpleafed with the Me¬ 
thod, whereby wehave,*(being fundamentally tycd by our Inftru&ions to 
a^ and move as the French do,) been forc’d to propofe our Demands to

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the ‘Dutch, and wc prefume to think our(blves fufficicntly commifiion c’ 
to call upon the 'French, and prefs them, in Cafe we find tlic Expediting; 
of tliis great Affair, in Order to bring it to a Clofe this Summer, fliall 
Jiappcn to flick in any Point on their Part. 

W E do liopc, wc do fully enough comprehend his Majefty s Pleafure,' 
as to the (Iradations wc arc to make, in Reference to Places, in that 
Part of your I.ordfhip’s Letter, which directs us to infill upon an Enter-* 
tainment lor 2500 Men, it is faid to be towards the Expence of his 
Majeflies Gurrifon in the fingular Number j our Inflrudlions bearing, that 
Wc fliall infill upon 2 Places at the leaA, we have a Doubt arifes whe¬ 
ther his Majefly intends an Entertainment for 2500 in each of the Places, 
or only that Number in both Places ? We humbly beg your Lordfliip’s 
Pardon, if this Scruple may pofllbly appear to your Lordfhip without 
Caule, wc being anxious to underftand our Maftcr s JVlind fully and 
plainly in every Circumllancc, in a Part of our Bulinefs fo important as 


this is. 

W E gave your Ixirdfliip an Account in our laft, how the Mediators 
had thought fit to purge themfclves to us of tliat perlbnal Concern and 
Partiality, wherewith your Lordlliip, as they faid, had charg’d thern to 
M. dc Ldcuherg againlt our Demands: But when we communicated 
their Apology in this Point with the Ambafladors of France, M*. Cour- 
tin did not llick to avow unto us openly, that the Mediators had even 
declaimed to them againft our Unrcafonablcncfs in Demanding Places i 
and that not fo much out of a Zeal in their Office of Mediation, as 
out of their own proper Concernment, and as of themfclves, from their 
own Realbn, and tlie intereft of their Crown ; as they ow n’d it exprt^y 
that our Maftcr Ihould not be by that Means, lb much above the Bal- 
lance, w hich they propofed to themlclves, to IcaVc lettlcd in Furope. 

M. Cotirtin, as he told us, had argued with them fcveral Times, and 
endeavoured to lliew them their Miftakc about the Ballancc, from this 
Reafon, ciz. That the Dutch do at this Time fufficiently Ballancc. 

the Power of Fiigland ; yea, now they keep tlie Sea as the ftrongcr, 
‘‘ notwithftanding that confidcrablc Force which 'France joyns to Fng- 
“ land" : If therefore they are a Ballancc to Fngland, notw'ithftanding 
the Embarrafs they arc in at this prefent, by thc^War at Land, and not- 
w itliftanding the Acceffion of France to it, they will be fo much more 
in a Time of Peace, notwithftanding a ftrong Place or two the EngHJb 
may hold in their Country ,• it being not reafonable to think, that an 
F^nglijl) Garri&n or two, which M. Courtin was pleas’d in his Argument, 
as he repeated it to us, to take for granted, the jEngliJh would be loon 
weary of, by Reafon of the Expence of Entertaining it, ftiould weigh 
more in the Ballancc to bring the Dutch beneath the Fug^h, than the 
Attack of the King of France by Land, and his Ccmjuntlion with the 
Fnglijh at Sea, docs at this prefent. ' • 

W E were extreamly furpriz’d at this Difeovery, and could not forbear 
to exprefs as much to M. Cotirtin, and that with fomc warmth, con¬ 
cluding this was to give up our Caule, before it was argued j it being 
not to be cxpe<Jled, that ever the adverfe Party Ihould be brought to 
grant a Point, that goes fo near their Heart, as this of Places muft needs 
do, when the Mediator, who is the indififiOTent Perlbn, and holds the 
Ballancc in the AdjuftmeUt, fliall of himleif, and as of his own Reafon 
unask’d, fo Prejudge the Demand, as to declare not only that the De¬ 
mand is unreafonabie, but that he himlblf is concerned, that it Ihould 
not‘be granted. ' ‘ 
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\Vt fliould have forthwith cntrcd into an open Kxpollulation with 
tlic Mediators upon this Matter, but that we fetircd to make a Step of 
this Moment without liis Majefty’s exprefs Order j but yet we concluded 
it abfolutely necelTary, that the Swedes iliould underlland our Mafter, 
as foon as he ihall be advertiz’d of this from us, and muft needs think 
it is an unfair Sort of Proceeding, as contrary to the indifierent '.fem- 
per Mediators fliould be of, and a very unequal Return to the Confi¬ 
dence our Mailer repofes in tliat Crown j by Intrufting all his Interefls 
on this great Occafion lingly in tlieir Hands, fo as to refufe all oilier 
his Neighbours and Allies, who offer’d themfelves to joyn in the Meuin- 
tion. ’Phis we chofe to do for the prefent, under his Majefty s gracious 
Favour, by the Vrciich Ambafiadors, to w horn the Swedes had open'd 
themfelves fo heartily againft our Mailer’s Demands; and \\c did no 
fooner let them know our Defires in tliis Particular, but they readily 
undertook, as of themfelves, and as they chofe to derive it upon an 
Advertifement from the French Ambafiador in JEngltVid^ \Jl^ ’I'o take 
notice to the Mediators of that Partiality, wherewith they are obferv’d 
and talk’d of in Fngland^ to Intereft themfelves againft our having of 
Places. 2. ’fo convince them that they are in an Lrror, as to the turn 
wAich tliofc Places, when they arc in his Majefty’s Hands, uill gi\c to the 
Ballance, they ufually fpcak of. 3. To repeat to the Mediators uhat 
they have upon all Occafions profefs’d, that their Mailer will never 
liearken to a l^eacc, tho’ the Oners to him fliould prove as full as he 
can defire, till our Mafter alfo be fully fatislied in his Pretenfions. 

T'his, My Lord, they did undertake to do, and did it to JM. Fitt 
«ij Sunday lalt. We muft do the French Amballadors that furtlicr Right, 
as to acknowledge, that in our Converfation with 1 \T. Court in on Satur¬ 
day lafl, he told us, we fhould have a Peace whenever we dcllred it, 
and that the Moft Chriftian King would fo far conllder the Defires and 
Occafions of our Mafter for a Peace, that when he fliould fpeak tlie 
,Word, he Ihould be made the Judge and Arbiter of tlie Reafonablenels 
of the French Demands; and the Moft Chriftian King won hi fall much 
lower, rather than continue the leaft Difaffedtion to our Mafter, 

Ht told us likewife, he had fome Days ago taken the Liberty to give 
the Mediators a round Ledure, in telling them, that it was their lain 
being obliged by Treaty, and receiving fo confiderable Sublidics, as they 
do out of F'ance^ to declare the Emperor’s March to be on Grounds that 
are not juft or rcafonablc, conlidering the Terms on which France hath 
all along offer’d to withdraw their Forces out of the Empire j and that 
thcir.Minifter Ft^endorffe^ docs a Wrong to his Mafter, as well as a 
Dilfervicc to France^ in Favouring, as he does, the Councils of Spain^ in 
the Emperor’s Court. 

In Conlequence of this, the Mediators did, as he faid, apply them¬ 
felves,to >hc French Ambaffadors, defiring they might be furniih’d with 
Keafons proper for the Remonftrance they intended to make to the lim- 
plror in Oppofition to his March: And that the Mediators brought the 
French the ^rouillcn of a Letter very well written, wherein tlicy remon- 
ftfatc to the Emperor, that the French do not hold their Trcx)ps within 
the Body of the Empire, but for want of AlTurance, that the Emperor 
will not employ his Arms againft France j and that as foon as France 
hath a Declaration cither from the Emperor himfclf, or from the Dyet 
at ’Ratisbone, or from a competent Number of the moft confiderable 
Princes of the Empire C that the Emperor will not march to the Aflill- 
ance of Holland, the Moft Chriftian King will forthwith call back all 
his Troops out of the Empire: which Declaration, if it ftiould be relufcd 

to 
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to France^ and the Emperor fliould march^ the Swedes muft execute 
their Ireaty with France, and oppofc him; and fA.Cmrtin and his Col- 
Icgucs, are, as he fays, very well fatisfied with the Swedes, as to this 
Remonftrancc. 

U PON Sunday, Monficur Courtin doing us the Honour to dine with 
us, we had the Opportunity, even before your Lordlhip’s Letters were 
decypher’d, to let liim know M. de Salinas had met with a very morti • ' 
fying Reception from our Mailer; this News warmed him into Expref- 
fions of Veneration and Service for his Majelly: He told us, France 
would cither make no Peace at all, or make fuch a one as fhould be 
fully and abfolutely to the Mind of our Mailer. 

At Seven in the Evening, wc met with him and his Collegues at the 
Bifliop of Strashnrgh's, and liaving decypher’d our i.etters, wc commu¬ 
nicated to them the whole Paragraph in your Lordlhip’s Letters touch ¬ 
ing h\.dc Salinas his Reception, as likewife a Paragraph of the fame’I'e - 
nor out of a I^ettcr from Mr. Secretary CoveiUry : \Ve cannot exprefs the 
Clratulations, and, we may fay, the Tranfports wc met with in tht: 
French Ambalfadors after wc liad read them an Account of that Affair, 
neither they nor wc finding any Exprelfion big enough to give it’s due 
to fuch a Condudl, fo highly generous and magnanimous as that of our 
Mailer was in this Point; and the Fclat of it has engaged them, the 
Bifliop of Strashtirgh, and the Minillers of all Eriends here, in giving us 
their (Iratulations and Carelfcs ever fince. 

Conn in had promis’d us in the Morning that X\\Q.French Ambalfadors 
fliould fay and do, what Ave fliould defire of them, in Order to remove* 
tlie Mediators from their Partiality againll us, in Point of Places ; 
Night they took their Meafurcs liow to do it; M. de Chatlines, and M. 
Court in gave us an Account feparatcly, liow they had acquitted them- 
folves to M. ’Tott in that Undertaking; faying, that M. F^ott for his 
Apology, profclfcd two ’I’hings : \Ji, That it Avas never in his Thouglito 
to efpoufe the Intcrcll of any of the Parties, but that he thought it his 
Duty to argue againll their Prctenlions, in fome Cafes, in Order to mo¬ 
derate tliem. 2. That lie has the Infirmity of too great a E'ranknefs in 
his Applications and Difrourfes, which may have given Umbrage; - but 
that for the future he will endeavour to govern himfelf Avith the Rc- 
fpeQ that is due to our Mailer in all '^I'hings, and keep himfelf llriftly 
Avithin the Bounds of his Office. But we do not find in all this, that 
the French Ambalfadors hctve particularly infilled upon the Point of Pla¬ 
ces, as a I'hipg either reafonable, and fit to be granted us in their 
Judgments, or nccclfary to be parted A\ithy in Order to bring their King 
to Jiearkcn to a Peace. 

W E mull not forget to tell your I.ordlhip, that M. Courtin, in the 
Converfations abovementioned, and likewife in that of yefterday, hatl* 
declared that Ave mull have a Feace within thefe three Monthc; and, as 
he phrafed it, before Winter ; fooncr it cannot well be, becaufe there 
will be an Expedation of what our Attempts at Sea, what the MulleV* 
ings of the Emperor, and Threatnings of Spain will- produce; if it go 
further than three Months, it will be fo much the worfc for us, f<M: there 
Avill be fo many leagues and Confederations againll us upon the Anvily 
that vi'e muft receive a Peace upon far more difadvantageous Terms, or 
clfc none at all. 

U I'oN the whole Matter, we prefume humbly to oblerve to your 
I^ordfliip, our great Point of Places may, vve fear, have been renacr’d 
of late more difficult, by the Prejudices the Mediators have call upon 
it; and we liumbly conceive, that the Way for our Mailer to obtain 

fully 
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fully uiid certainly liis Satisfattion, wiAiicl lx., as to let i it,lit, fo 

to bring trance to own and Hand by his Maji.lly in this Article of Places 
exprefly and by Name ; which, as we liave often obfevvc'd to your I.ord- 
fliip, we could never yet find the Amballadors here could be brought to 
do ; tho’ we have frequently, not only given liicm the Occafion of it, 
but in a jManner let them know, avc expected it from tliem ; tla y e\'er 
induflrioully Aiding it over, or liudling it up in the general, of Itarding 
by our Mafler in all his Demands. Sccond/y^ M'hat there appears to us 
more Reafon to fufpedt fometliing like that which M. dc Sirashiruh and 
his lirother fuggelted fcmie while ago, w hereof W'e gave your 1-ordlhip an 
Account, as if tlie Scheme for the Peace had been hitherto laid, l)y 
Providing that France fliould have its Satisfaction to the full ; and then 
for our iVIaftcr, and the common Allies, tliey fliould be content to take 
what they could get i it being not unlikely, but that, as foon as Hol¬ 
land can be wnought about to find a Satisfaction for France^ a Neceflit) 
will be pretended to huddle up tiie Peace before \\ inter, for many Con- 
fiderations, particularly for Fear of the Cionjunction that will tlicn be 
forming againft France^ and the whole Alliance; to which Senlc we 
think, that ishich hath fallen more tlian once now of late from Monficur 
Ccrslin^ of having a Peace before the Winter, is to be applietl. 'f'hus. 
My J.oru, finding your I.ordfliip not to difcountenancc us, we conti¬ 
nue now and then to ofler our humble Reflexions, but it is flill with that 
Sub’riifTlon that is fit. 

lit FORE AVC clofe this Difpatch, avc fliall crave leave to add one 
W<.'rd of an Afternoon Converfation, A\hich Ave have had this Day with 
the Bifliop of StrashiiroJIj^ fince it feems not to vary much from Avhat is 
altovemcntioncd, of Meafures already taken, to fatisfie France^ and to 
leave the reft of the Allies to fliift for themfelves as Avell as they can ; 
for elfe Ave cannot imagine, Avhat thc“ Bifliop meant, in faying that oiu* 
Mafter fliould have fome Frontier Places (he named Z'‘jooU) put into liis 
Hands, if he have not that good Succefs in his prefent Defign, as to take 
'fome Places by Defcent; letting us fee plainly enough, that there is 
fome iieAV Way tliought off for the Gaining Places for us, other tlian 
that of Obliging the Hutch to deliver thofe that we noAv demand intc* 
our Hands; efpecially Avheii Ave compare A\hat the Bifliop laid, w ith tliat 
which fell from M. Conrtin laft Night, ‘I'iz. that it is but juft the French, 
conlidering hoAV generoufly our King lias ftuck to them in this War, 
fliould content themfelves with tw o or three Places lefs than thofe they 
have, and may hold, rather than fufter our King to go out of his War 
unfatisfied, and without having gain’d any Thing to his Share : As if 
liis Majcfty, taking no Place by the Force of his Arms, Avcrc to 
content himfelf with fuch Inland Places as his Allies are Avilling to fpare 
him: Some fuch Notion wc fufpedt may be in Agitation at this 
Time, but we cannot yet get any further light into it: Yet w e take 
all OcCafions to declare, that fuch Expedients will be far from anfwcring 
oar Mafter’s Aims, or fatisfying his Mind in this Point.

great and fatal Crihs the Council of Holland is upon, now at this 
as to Peace or War; concluded with an carnell Delire to us, that we 
would at once let tliem know the very lowelt our Mailers would go 
tlicir Demands, in Order to the preventing Holland from throA\ing it felf 
into defperate Councils, by embodying it felf into the Alliances of tl;r 
I'impcror and Spain, now upon that Part to be formed againll us ; V>'e 
thought ourfclves obliged, having hrll communicated thereupon witli 
the French Ambafl'adors, and received their Approbation in it, to let 
them know, the very lowefl that our Mailer would be content with as 
to llie Point of Places, (which we find is Hill the only one that Hicks) 
fo that t\e concealed that lall fall, ciz. his MajeHy being content to 
pay tlie Carrifons himfelf. I'his Declaration of our Mailer’s lall Mind, 
ue were, by your Lordlliip’s Letter of the 14th, diredted to make upon 
the Return of the *J^ntch AmbafTadors from the Hague. But we find this 
Occalion fo weighty^ and the Mediators fo prelTing in it, that we judged 
it for his MajeHy’s Service a little to anticipate the I'imc, and to do,it 
now , as \\ c have done folemnly this Meriting, at tlie Cannes. In whicli 
we liope we fliall be the more juHilied, that tve find the French Ambal- 
fadors bemoan tlicmfelvcs they' had not done the fame on their Part, not 
having more of their MaHer’s Mind, than witat they had firlt brought 
with them, agreeing this to be the proper Time for the tvt'o Kings to 
declare their lafl Minds, and wiflting it had been done fooner. I’his is 
the Sum of the Particulars we referve for an Lxprefs, which we wiil 
fend to MorroAV.

Y BSTLRDAY the Mediators rcprcfeiited to the French Ambafia- 
dors and to us, that the Councils in Holland, as tlie S’uccdijh Mini- 
Her thence informs them, arc at this Time in a delperate Crilis ; 
and that it is feared tViat, according to the prefent View' they have of 
the Demands of the two Kings, tiiey may determine them to be unfup- 
portable ; and confcqucntly throw tlicmfelvcs into a perpetual War; as 
Spain will have them j then tlicrc will be no Hopes of tliis Treaty, nor 
indeed of a Peace in our Days : Jmjierdam, and the greatcH Part of 
Holland, is, they fay, for a Peace, if it be tolerable; I'hc Prince of 
Orange, Fagcl, and the Military Officers, are for a War; arid do cry- 
out ugaiiiH the Demands of the two Kings as mofl intolerable ; They 
(the Mediators) have only hope left, that if they may have the very 
loweH Demands of the two Kings rcfpciHivcly Time enough conffded 
into their Hands, and thofe prove to be fuch as they (the Swedes) m*ay 
ou n for rcafonable, they may'^, b}'^ their MiniHers thei'c, make fuch In- 
Hances, as may either Hop the Hgning of the Treaty now dratving up 
iMitw oen the States and the Houfe of jtujiria, or elfe get the fccrct lign- 
ing of it to be revoked by the Party that is for flic Peace; they being

I N our fliort T.cttcr of the which wc had the Honour tv) wrile 
to yoyr l^ordlliip by the Ordinary, wc gave your Lordfiip an Ac¬ 
count *of a Step w*c were brought to make that Morning of \ ci y great 
Importance, promifing the Particulars by an Isxprefs, which we lliall 
cndqavour to deduce in their Order as follow eth. 

• The F'ench Ambalfadors font on Friday Morning to take an Hour 
of us, but wc took Occalion to prevent their Vifit; and going to M. dc 
Chaulnes, Mclficurs Courtin and ’BariUon came thither; tliey told us, 
they had a Defire to communicate 4 Converfation they had liad witJi 
the Comte dc T"ott the Evening before, w ho had called upon them, as 
he returned from our Houfc after Dinner. 

He had told them, (as they were ploafcd to repeat it) that by ^Let¬ 
ters which he had newly received from the Sicur Jtppkhoonc, (the Szu'c- 
dijh Miniltcr at the Hague) they found the Dutch were now upon a

prineipaj Points given in refpcCtivcIy on their Behalfs : The Reafons 
he (.fered, were'i^, 1 'hat by thefe Means, thofc who now appear ih- 
el lud to a Peace, will be prevented from Iveing prevailed upon by the 
<Vil:cr Party to thirow themfelves into defperate Councils, and joyn in 
tiierefulve of a War, rather than fit down under fuch very liard* and, 
as Caalc Lett pl.'rafed it, enormous Conditions. 2. That by thefe fame 
.Means, the Szscdcs would be enabled, upon very good Ground.s, to fpeak 
roundly to lloUand ■, and finding tlie Demands reafonable (as they hogc 
to find them) and fit to be complied w ith, they will make no Difticulty 
to d elnre againll: the States, and openly break with them, hecaufe they 
rel’uf- a Peace upon reafonable 'J’efms, in Execution of their MVeaty 
with tlie 'fwo Crowns. 

'I'm Duke told u.s, x\vx\ Comte‘Tott had here inveighed very vehe¬ 
ment !v and feverely againll the Demands of France^ as exorbitant and 
intelerabJe i and that be did alfo cnchahtcr thofc of our Mailer in the 
fame ( diai ;',e : 'J'hat the Mediati^rs (as the proceeded) liad the 

fime Propi'iition to make us, but that they had not been willing to do 
r., rcnifuiering tlie Di/lalle they underftcod wc bad taken, upon what 
h,. .1 1 Uely come to our Know! etlge, of their partied Coiuludt and Dec I a- 
r.ii.'io, relating to ot.r Mailer’s Demand of Places: And that thcrc- 
Core lie prated them, the French Amballadors, to communicate this 
Ovevluvo to us. * The 7 ';TWf/? Amballadors owned the Reflexion niade 
by the Mediators to be very important, and tliat the Crifis at this 'I’ime 
in the Council of Holland was like to be fatal, at leall decifive f.;r a. 
fudden Peace cr an everlalling W'ar. 

IN this Sentiment we could not but declare our Concuriencp with 
them ; and therefore 1 ia\’ing prayed the Liberty of withdrawing for a 
moment to fpeak together of il*, they immediately left us the Roont: 
We reflcdting upon his Majefty’s Ple'afure, frequently repeated to us, 
tliat w e fliould not only be ready upon all Occalions, and forward* to 
give in our Propofitions in Writing, but alf.) profs the French to joyn 
with Us in all Things, that fliouidconduce to quicken Proceedings, and 
to bring this Treaty to a happy Ilfue, did pr . fume humbly to think, that 
tliofc lnllruaion.s, which your l,ordlliip’s Letter of the i/[th of yiily 
Jail, furnillved us with, againll the Time the FFutch Ambafladors lliouJd 
retufn from the Hagrie, (how and by what tiradations we fliould fall 
lower and lower in our Treating with them) might be not improperly 
appJ}'’d to a Conjuncture of this Importance and Exigency; upon this 

Per- 
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Pcrfvvafion, that as, on the one Side, it will be for the Reputation of 
his Mijefty’s Zeal to the Peace, to have liis lowcft Demands come time¬ 
ly enough, and as foon as the Mediators call for them, to the Know¬ 
ledge of his Adverlarics ^ that they may not, in Cafe this Treaty fliould 
not fucceed, have the Advantage of throwing the Odium of continuing 
th<' War, either upon any Backwardnefs in his Proceedings, or any Isx- 
orbitancy in his Demands; fo, on the otlier Side, that in Cufo the 
Tr aty do go on, liis Alajefty’s Prctenlions, in (Jafe Succelles do vary, 
will not be the lefs Entire for. this Confidence in, and Communication 
with the Mediators, upon an Occalion fo important, and a Remonllrancc 
fo curneft as theirs W'as : So that upon thj: whole Alattcr, we did, under 
his Majelfics gracious Favour, adventure to comply forthwith with the 
Inllances of the Mediators, and we thought it our Duty by no Mean'? 
to h’t this Occafion Hip, but nakedly to acquaint them witli the lowcfl 
Terms our Mailer had directed us to defeend to, in Cafe we came to 
clofc Treating with the T)utcb upon the Article of Places: Thus re¬ 
turning to the French Ambafladors, we told them, if they pleas’d to 
call upon the Mediators, from whom they had received tlic Ih-opolition, 
we would make a flmrt Turn to our Houfe to look over our Papers, and 
irfimcdiately joyn them at the Carvnes^ and there, after Communication 
firft had with their Isxcellencies, we w'ould frankly declare to the Me¬ 
diators, our Mailer’s laft Mind as to the Article of Places. 

Wi rendred ourfelves as fall as w'e could at the Citrmcs^ and having 
communicated w’ith the French., and had their exprefs Approbatiim, in 
what W’e refolvcd to fay to the Mediators, we repair’d to tlie Szseee/ts 
.Appartment, where Comte F’ott repeated to us in Subftance, what he had 
■Taid the Day before to the French Ambafladors j prelling us to let them 
know', in Conhdenee, and as very hearty Servants of our Mal’ier, w hat 
Were the very lowell 'I'erms that a Peace might be had upon, on our 
Mailer’s Part: ’fhe Article of Places was the only I'hing fpoken of in 
that Converfation, the Mediators not feeming to make any great Doubt 
of the reft : He added, they had Reafon to fear the new 'J’reaty with 
the Emperor was very near ligning, if not already fecretly ligned by the 
Prince, the Penfionary, and fomc others deputed to the fecret A flairs; 
that this was given out by fomc, but that their Minifter could not 
penetrate into the Ciertainty of it ,• how’ever, that no Time was to be 
loft, yea, and that tho’ it was fign’d, yet the Knowledge that a Peace 
•was to be had on tolerable Terms, would make thofe that are inclined 
— to it, fo to ftrugglc, as to break that Knot, rather than involve thcni- 
fclves in a perpetual War. 

U PON this, we told the Mediators plainly, and in Confidence, to be 
iifed to the beft Advantage of our Mailer, and the Furtherancee of the 
'Peace j that our Mailer had given us Order, that the World, and tlie .Me¬ 
diators principally, might fee how heartily he delired the Peace, to let the 
Medfators know, in due Time and Place, he was contented, as to Article 
dF Places, inftead of all thole named on the firft Overture by us, to ac¬ 
cent of the Towm of Fkijhing and the Fort of Ramekins j but if that 
could not he had, that he would accept of Hehoetfinis and Gorce ,« and 
in Cafe thofe were not to be obtained, his dernier mot was, that he 
muft have the RriU and Qme. 

As to the Way and Manner of holding thefe Places, we W’crc in the 
Courfe of the Treaty, as we told them, to ask them firft in Sovereignty, 
as the States now hold them, and for Perpetuity ; but rather than fail 
of the Peace, his Alajijfty was willing fo far to deny himfclF, as to^ h aw 

, Vvil Power wholly to the States, and to be contented w itli puitiiiE. 
thoc Hz 
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in of fufficient Garrifons of his own, the States being obliged, by a fjw - 
cial Proviiion, to furnifti wherewithal to pay and entertain them j and 
if his Majefty were prelfcd to go lower yet, he would be content, for the 
Peace’s Sake, to hold them for a certain Number of Years only, to be 
limited in the Treaty. Here, My Lord, w'e thought it beft to keep 
to ourfclves the fingle Branch of the Secret ; that his Majefty would 
rather pay his Garrifons himfelf, than go without thofc l^laccs j becaufe 
that as Places arc the principal 'fhing we arc to contend for, fo they arc' 
the only Thing that will bo ftiffly denied us ; it being certain, that, if the 
*JDutch will yield the Places, Ave fliall have no great Difficulty to adjuft 
the Expcnce that will be confequent to the pofl'cffing of them. 

This the Comte acknotvlcdged to be a conlidcrable Abatement, and 
thank’d us for the Communication of it ^ but he told us uithal, that 
upon feveral Debates he had had with the T}ntcb Ambafiadors, they did 
ftilJ fly out upon the Mention of Places ,• and tho’ lie gave them all the 
Hopes he could of fomc Abatements in our firft Demands, yet he could ne¬ 
ver gain from them a patient hearing of any Part ofthePropofition of Places. 

\JroN this Occalion, he did not fpare to tell us, the Convictions, as 
he call’d it, of his own Judgment, which could not, as he often repeat¬ 
ed it, but conclude the Propolition very hard in it felf, at the very bcl'f, 
and very loweft : Befides that, it was an Article a\ hich had nothing re¬ 
ciprocal to it, and was of a Stamp not yet heard nor known of \\\ JB-n- 
r^c: However, that they (the Mediators) would ask thofe Places for 
hisMajefty with all Earneltnefsj tho’hcmuft,ashcfaid,tcllusplainly,thcir 
Inftru6tions did not go fofar, as to en joyn them to obtain any Sea-Ports for his 
Majefly, tho’they Avere to labour for his Majefty’sSatisfadion to their utmoft 
in his Demands ; giving us plainly to underhand, that tho’A. 9 xv^c«Av^asrc- 
foived to declare againft theif they fliould rcfulc areafonableSatis- 
fadtion to both the Kings j yet that Stseeden would never be brought to 
determine theRefufal of Places to us to beunreafonableinthc!Dzz/z^i'i and 
confequently, that they would not declare againft them on this Account. 

1'hey asked us, how far Ave Avould give them leat'c to make Ufe of 
this Communication ? We told them, Ave defired firlf to fpeak with the 
Trench Ambafiadors upon this Point, fiippofing that the Trench had given 
their Commilfion on their Mailer’s dernier mot to the Mediators upon 
this Occalion, and refolving that ours llAould be the fame; but when we 
put this to the French^ they let us knoAA", after feme Helltation, they 
had not been able to comnAunicatc their Mailer’s lowell Demand to the' 
Mediators, having received no more of their Mailer’s Mind, than what 
they brought hifher along Avith them in their llrfl Inllrudlions. 

Having told us thus much, and the Mediators coming in to us,' 
they Avent further, and made no Difficulty to declare, That they 
wilhed heartily they had their Mailer’s Mind to communicate in this 
Point, difeoyering a Fear, that this is a fatal Moment, and that Things 
may go too far, if they be not gone too far already. 2. They under¬ 
took to write Avith all Diligence and Earnellnefs to their Court, uling 
that Exprclfion, that they Avould attack their Mailer in this Point; 
and requefting earnellly that the Mediators would WTitc to the French 
Minifters, and that wc W'ould write to Sir Wtllietm Lockbarty and into 
F^n^hnd^ that tlie Moll Chrillian King may be prefled of all Sides to 
enable his Ambafladors here to come to the dernier mot. 

Upon this Communication, wherein M. Cotirtin bore the greatefl: 
Part, and had all the Appearances of being in gdod carneft j the Medi¬ 
ators vtook that Occalion of having this Rcquell made to them by the 
French, to make a Requcll, as they called it, to us; it was, that we

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Xvould reprcfent to our Mafter, as their Scnfj and humble Suit, tl.at Ijc 
would take it into his Royal Con fid.rat ion, tJiat there are feveiVii Sort;, 
of Sureties, bcfidcs thofe of Places; wliich his Majell) re.ay ira\e, ii' 
he pleafe and which will be, in their Judi^ments, more to l.ii Sati-- 
fadtion; they named five, and did it as a 'i hinti; premeditated : j.

Princes and States; they undertooli for their (A\n King, and tool, it i';;r 
granted, in the Prcfencc oi the rt ench Amballadors, tliey aiJentn.g, 
that the King of France would do the fame. 4 . ^tichfies chf fcs aur 
hides i {o the Cmnie hott was pleafed to word it, in tlie Prefence (a 
the Ambalfadors^ tho’ wlien he was upon the Theme in his own 

Appartment, he ufed the Werd, qnclqncs l^laces anx Jndcs. '^l iie lafl 
Security w'as the prefent Dillrefs of the Hollanders, which they tsould 
needs perfwade us to be fi) great, that they will not think of a ^\'ar 
in an Age. This IVl. Ic Comte do F'ott delivered in a great I' leurilli ; 
and our Anfwcr was, tliat we could not believe any e.f th.-ife expe¬ 
dients would anfwcr thofe 1‘inds that our Mailer had propofid W> l. m- 
felf„ in order to make it more dilficuit ftir the hjulch to violate tJieir 
Treaties hereafter. 

'Phus this Converfation ended, and we are the me,re in 1 lopes of 
hating his M a jelR s gracious Apj. robation of what we did, in that wo 
found, in a Converfation lall Night, the p/wr/'Ambalfadors freely and 
fully acknowledging, that what we had done was very well done, and 
in the proper moment. Monlieur Cvnrtjn did not flick to break out in- 

S ry extravagant Expreifions againfl their Mini/ter.->, who have l^ept 
in the dark all this while; flying, it is very much to be feaixd. 
Mailer's lafl Word will come to their Hands when it is too late; 
arftl adding, that had they known it at this 'fime, tliey might ha\ c 
clofcd a very advantageous Peace for their Mailer, wluch they foixfee 
fliev will not be able to do another ^'ime. From feveral Pallages in 
this Converfation w ith the Mediators, we faw plainly, tliat not only 
the Partiality, (we had charged them with to the French Anibalfader , 
of having hitherto rather difcountcnanced cur Demands, of which v. e 
gave your Lordfiiip a difrinct Account hi a late D'fpaich) was nor w wh- 
out ground ; but that indeed, we are not to expect they will, f r the 
J'uyire, govern thenifelvcs otherwile in that Matter: ]-\;r we lind the 
W.ay they take in this Alediation is, ni't only to interpofe t.heir Dilices, 
/^y perfwading, prelling, arguing the Parties into a Moderation, whieii 
wc think, generally fpeaking, were the proper and utmoll Work of a 
Mediator j but even to judge of the Conditions propofed between them, 
fo as exprefly to countenance or difcountenance, fecond or oppofe es cry 
Demand, as it appears to them, in their own Judgments, and by the. 
Mcafurcs* thty go upon, to be reafonablc or othervvife; and tliis not 
onlv to the Party that is unrcafonable, which were polllbly to be allow¬ 
ed them as Mediators too, in order to the bringing him to Moderation, 
but evCn clfewherc j and, as we have Rcafon to believe, to the adverfe 
Party*himfelf; which, wc humbly conceive, is a little beyond tlie Fi¬ 
gure and Perfonage of Mediators, and ferves only to render Jiim more 
prefuming and infolcnt on his Part. 'I'his they did as good as profefs 
to be their Method, giving us plainly to underiland, and indeed faying 
it almoft in exprefs Words,: i. That till wc have brouglit our De¬ 
mands to be fuch as they, the Mediators, lliould judge reafonablc, tli(;y 
could not give them any Countenance towards Holland, in tlic refining 
them; (to that Senfe it went to the full, according to the beft of our

Obflrvation) and next, that our Demand of thcfc Places, even as notv 
qualifj't.d by us, neither is, nor ever will by them be judged rcafonablc.

But from the whole Te¬ 
nor of their Difbourfes upon tins Point, and from fevcral particular

thus j The Mediators having had Advertilcmcnt inwliat Crifis the Coun¬ 
cils at tlic Hague were at this prefent, and having madj \ ery earnejft 
Inltanccs with the French Ambafladors to come to their loweh Demands, 
they profclll'd to the F'rcnch^ quits n cjioicnt quo nowvcUcmcni faiix d'nn 
cfchtircijfcmcnr wxth us, upon the Imputation of IHirtiality, which tlr \ la¬ 
bour under in England ; defired them to acquaint us witli the Keceii ty 
of’clofing with this Conjuncture, in Order to prevent tlie FDufeh to run 
dcfperatcJy into a perpetual War; faying, that if they miglit kiu.w his 
JVlaj'.'dy’s loweft Demands, they would make the bellL'fe of it, in Cjd.r 
to bring \h'‘F)litch to Reafon ; hoping they might either flop the i L,n;n ', 
of the now Treaty between the States and the Houfe of duflria^ or get 
the fecret ligning of it by the Prince, F'agcl^ and others de}'uted to the 
fecrct Affairs, revoked.

once to the Mediators the very laft and lowcB Mind of our MaBer as to 
t]ic Article of Places : In which wc humbly conceived, according to the 
Stati* 'l lungs appeared then to he in, wc did w hat was befi for his,Ma- 
jcll} s Service, but do in all Humility implore, through your Lordfliip's 
Intcrcellion, his MajcBy’s Grace, if we have erred in it. 

A s wc were finifliing our Difpatch of ycBcrday, the Mediators came 
to Vilit us upon the old Itrrand of a general Sufpcnlion, in tvhich th;. y 
ran over their ufual Ring of Arguments, the Fear of a general Flame 
breaking out in the Empire, the fatal lingagcmcnts now entring into 
betw ecu Holland and the Houfe of Jhijiria^ the Glory fuch a Condefc^” 
tion would be to the two Kings, cfpecially to our MaBer; that 
tlie Expiration of fuch a Cclfation, in Cafe the Peace did not folf , 
''riiings wxnild Bill be but in the fame State; the two Kings would oe 
as Brong as now they any and Holland and its Allies not at all tlie 
lircngcr.

ucciare openly againB h'rance^ in Succour of an Elector, without warning 
the Hollanders in the (Jafe : We anfwci ed, as to any Sufpenfion. in the 
Empire, our MaBer had left that entirely to the Judgment of the moB 
ChriBian King, and that the Trench Ambalfatlors have often declared 
their MaBer never had been, nor yet was againB it, if it came propofeil 
on the Part of the Emperor : But as to any general one, they 'the Me¬ 
diators could not but think it a moB unreasonable Propolition ; and pur 
MaBer had order’d us, as we had heretofore acquainted tlicm, to declare,

ane-s (?f our I'lpet on the Coaft; others faydng, that they have not yet 
adjufled all Particulars witli the l.mpcror and Spain, for the continuing 
of the War. M’his is agreed on all Hands, tliat Jmjfcrdam and other 
great Mow ns, are much inclin’d to a l^cacc ; but that they dare not fpcak 
it out, for Fear of tlie Prince of Orange, and thofc that arc for War. 

Thf greatefl New's from Vienna is, the Kmperor's Protcllaticfli here 
inclolbd, which meets with Rellexions upon it here, that arc fomcwltflt 
fevere ; cv:-. M'hat there w as no fjcli Proteftation tliought of when he. 
march'd fome Years ago againft the lurks ; and that this Preface is 
fomewhat improper, liis 1 Expedition now' being in Aid of the llollaneferSy 
who arc declared Lnemies of that Church, for w'hich he Ihould employ 
his Arms ; if not againft them, yet againft the Vtirk, that threatens it 
w ith a prefent Ruin ; and it is a w onder >hat the jefuits, wlio arc re¬ 
puted h Te to be the Authors of tliis Flouriih, did not bctliink them- 
lelves of thofc Objedions. 

Iy lias been hitherto believed, that the Lleitbrs of Mentz Saxony 
would meet the l .mpcror at Jl.gra, but it is now faid, that both of them 
Iv.tv'e cxcufed tl.enifeives and tlio’ the Duke cf Faxonv liath all along 
. dc- 
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declared his Approbation of tlie Emperor’s March, yet lie will not, tlicy 
fay, joyn bis '^IVoops with the Imperial one , Lot lease them sslioJi)' to 
tlic Direction of the Dy^ct at liatishone. 

On Wcdncfday\ we dined at the jMediators, vtlierc yte found a Gen¬ 
tleman, faid to be an Envoy from the Elector of v, itli Com¬ 

plaints of the Kavage made by the Trench "J'rooj’s in lii.s Mailer’'^ 
Country j he did not make any particular Application to us, but took 
•all Occafions to lay, that the Dcgrit was fo great, that lii.s AkilLrk 
Subjects had now nothing left; that even a Peace will come too lute 
for their'I'urns, fnee they are defpoil’d of every 'Idling that tliey might 
have hoped to keep by a Peace ; yet the Trench Amball’adors do tel! u.s, 
that their Mailer hath fent Conunilfaries upon the Place, to inform 
themfelvc.s of, and to fatisfy for all the Spoils that have been commit¬ 
ted ; and that tlie Officers of the l ledtc'r have attefleJ in good Form, 
that the/'irwe/; have given full Satisfaction everywhere; and thofc 
Attellations arc fent to the Dyct, and to/ 7 V«;w, to be oppofed to the 
Clamours there made by that IdeLtor againfl the Trench. 

But the Mediators did, up(ai tlie Occarion of . this Env'oy’s being 
prefent, tell us, that the Jrcnch have /ears iiffdives in the ill 

'Idvatment of Trcccs ; for the I'mpcrer, that would havi? had man) 
Difficulties to declare his March to he f,r ilvj Succour of Tlvluind., and 
to break with Trance directly upon tluit Point, will now have as fair a 
Pretext as he can w illi, to march lor the Relief of an Plecior, whufe 
Eftates are ravaged by Strangers, in the nov els of the J'mpire. 

In this Converfation w ith the Mediators, nothing more fell from 
-ul^.em, than that they gave us many Thanks, that we made fo little 
‘Itiliiliculty to communicate to them our Mailer’s lowcft Demand, as to 
l/liHes, the other Dav. They told us, they hoped it would liave a I'cry 
^ good Effect, in order to the Peace : 'fhey added, that they are nov\ 
riglitly underllood in the Court of T.ncsland^ and that our Mailer is fu- 
tisHed with their Inclinations for his Service; but Hill they cannot fo’- 
bear, though we have conftantly, and upon all Occafions, protefieJ 
againft it, to mingle tlieir Hopes and their Wiflics, that liis Mujeliy 
w ill ftill fliew furtlicr Clondefcenlions in the Point (T l^laccs, wliieli is 
(in their l>anguage) to accept of feme of the Equivalents that they are 
fo fond of in their own judgments. M'e are, ci r-

wifeli the Trench Ambalfadors, thefe our new Orders. 'I hey had indeed 
imparted to us yefterday their Mailer’s Mind, not to inlift further upon 
Bei'ghen ap Zoo9n, IVilhelmftadt^ and Zcccnhcrgh ; but in lieu of 
them, as they Hand in his firft Demand, to content himfclf with the 
Town and Ifland of ‘Bommel., the Fort St. Andre the Ifland of T^ooin^ 
Nimes^iien., and that Par’t of Gtielderland which is between the Wall and 
the Meufe: But finding*, as they do, by this further Step which • our 
Mailer hath made, that this will cither bring him a Peace, cr clfe fully

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difchargc him of the Odium of continuing the AVar, do think it v. i/I bo 
needful for their Matter to come much lower yet, and give in his dcm/iT 
mot to his Plenipotentiaries hero. 'I'hcy told us, they will write for it 
V ith all Earnettnefs by this Con'i^cyancc, and they think it will be nuich 
in Aid of them, that you. Sir, do pleafe to prefs their Matter to come 
to his loweft. In Hopes of a favourable Anfwer from their Matter upon 
this Point, they have defired us, not to communicate to the Mediators 
this latt and loweft Word of our Matter, till the Return of this Courier 
at which 'I'ime, Itbey hope to be furnilhed with Inttrudtions to go yet 
lower than they have done. AVc have made our Requeft unto them, 
as we are difeOted in our Matter’s Name, that they w ill pleafe to profs 
their King to facrifice as much as he can poffibly of his Pretonfions to 
this Opportunity, which, if loll, will never be recovered. 

AV^ £ have told them, this very Juncture, while our Fleet is abroad,’ 
will not fuffer us to conceal the very loweft we can go, lince the Stitch 
may opiniitfe thcmfelves, when the Campaign is over, and when the Meet¬ 
ing of the Parliament is approaching j and that therefore if we have any 
view, that the opening of ourfclves to the Mediators, even before they 
the French have an Anfwer from Court, appear likely to prevent any fatel 
Step or Refolution in the T)utch, that we mutt do it i but it fhall not 
be without Communication had with them, and theit Advice taken 
how to proceed. 

You fee, S i r, by thefe Steps, liow far w e have hitherto been before¬ 
hand with them, in making towards a Peace,- and wc hope they will 
not, as Things now^ ftand, fulfer any Backw^ardnefs in the Manner, or 
Exorbitancics in the Matter of their Demands, to hinder us from tl|c* 
wilh’d EfFedl of this Negotiation j and ttnee they arc attiamed, and inix 
Confufion, that the ill Fate of this Treaty, if it have any, mutt lye 
their Door j We hope they wdll pi-ovail this Time for their further Or-' 
dors, and we doubt not your appearing very vigoroufly in Conjunction 
with their Suit, lince it imports his Majctty, beyond Bxprefllon, not to 
jofc this prefent Opportunity, which w-e reckon the more ripe, in that 
MclTicurs Jicz'crning and Vein Heircn are this Morning arrived here from 
the Heiguc. AVhat they bring we know not; but as foon as we know’’, 
you lhall have Part of it.

Sunday the ^th Inftant, in the Motning, the French Ambalfadoirs 
having dclired an Audience of us, the 2 ). de Cbaulncs told us, the, Oc- 
cafion of it was to give us an Account j 

I. Of a Letter they had received from the King their Matter, to the 
King of Sweden^ to be delivered into the Hands of his Ambaffadors here, 
in Anfwer to that he received fome Weeks fiace from that King; ot 
which your I.ordlliip may pleafe to remember, we gave you then an 
Aecount, in the Matter of the Su^entton, of which he, the JD. de 
CbatihicSy at the fame Time delivered us a Cop}', W'hich wc take leave 
here to inclofe to your I.ordlhip. The Sum of it, as they told us, w as^' 
that as to a general Sufpenfion, their Matter could not in any Degree 
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find it rcafonablc, and that confcqui'ntly Ijiat Point v/as for the feturc 
wholly at an End. 

2. To acquaint us, that the King, upon the Knowledge of what v.'c 
had done here feme Days lincc, in tlie jModeration we had declared on 
our Matter’s Part, as to his Demand of Places, liad tiiought fit likewife 
to defeend on his Part, to a confiderablc Abatement, as they faid, in 
^:he Point of the Celfion of Places ; which tvas, that whereas his JVIajefty 
had hitherto infitted to have, in lieu of w hat he now poirefles of the States 
Territories, the Place of Macjirichu Grace^ ^ofi^nc^ ^reefa, TSergen ap 
Zoom^ Lilh-t &c. with the Dependencies, being generally the whole 
Country between the Meufe and the Sc held ■, his Majefty, to facilitate 
the Peace, was now willing, inttead of fuch of thefe Places as w ere like 
to give greateft Jcaloufy, and to be moft ftuck upon by tlie States, to 
receive Ulh^ 3 icrghen ap 2 ^omj Wilbclmjiadt^ and Seccnlwrgbcn the 
firft for the Sake of Holland^ as being the Key that locks up the Scheldt 
and upon which, by Confcqucnce, the whole Trade of ylmjlcrdam de¬ 
pends j the other three, as the Frontiers and Security of Zealand { in- 
ttcad of thefe Places, his Majefty was content to accept of tlie 'I'own 
and Iftand of 'Bommell^ the Fort of St. Jlndr'e^ the Cnall I/Ie of pcietnie, 
thc*'yown oi Niwtegttcn^ and that Part oi Gnelderland which lies be- 
tw'een the Waatil and the Menfcy wnth their fevcral K ights and Depen¬ 
dencies. I'his, they faid, their Matter had directed them to declare in 
his Name, as a confiderablc Abatement of his Demand upon that Arti¬ 
cle j but that in the firtt Place they were ordered to communicate of it 
with us, and to take our Opinion, whether we tiiought fit forthwith to 
^.aequaint the Mediators w ith it, or how otherwfife bett to manage it, for 
tllibk common Advantages of our interefts in this Conjunifture. 

E returned their Complements, as was fit, adding, w e were glad 
^his Abatement was come; that we hoped it w^ould yet arrive Time 
(^enough at the Hague to aflltt ours, in the diverting any fudden and defpe- 
ratc Refolution, the States might otherwfife take, as to the continuing 
of the War i and that, as we humbly conceived, no I’inie was to he 
loft in communicating it to the Mediators, as well in Order to the Ir. 
fluence, it is to be hoped, it may have upon the prefent Councils of Hol¬ 
land j as particularly, for that, after this Declaration on the Part of the 
Mott Chrittian King, w’^e lhall have further Grounds to prefs the Medi- 
^ ators to fpeak yet more home to the ^^ntch, and their Adherent ^ in the 
Eanpire, in Cafe they Ihould ftill continue obftinate;, and think of profe- 
' efiting the War; upon which the Trench Ambalfadors very readily 
agreed, without Lofs of a Moment of Time, to fee the Mediators im¬ 
mediately after Dinner on this Occafion. 

After this, the Ambalfadors communicated to us what had come to 
their Knowledge by the laft Letters from Vienna^ and the upper I'arts 
of Germany : They told us, the Bilhop of Strasburgb had the Day before 
been with the Mediators early in the Morning, to lliew them a Letter 
he*had received; in wEich the Writer, after he had given an Account 
of the Emperor’s Refolution to part next Day towards Egra^ that a 
good Part of the Spaniards and Hollanders Money had been already 
touch’d by that Court, and Bills lodged at Vienna for confiderablc fur¬ 
ther Sums, efpecially by Heemjherke the ^ntch Envoys now lately re¬ 
turned thither from the He^ue^ to a Degree fufficient to entertain the 
Emperor’s Troops the toft or this Campagne, and a good Part of the Win¬ 
ter : After thcle and fonle other Occurrents in that Court, the Writer, it 
feems, had added, that the Minifters of that Court made no great Acemnn 
of S'weden in the Cafe, as not being at all in a Pofturc to if thev liad 

a 
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a Mind to do it, ^'c. which the Ambalfadors told us, the Biftiop had 
bluntly put into their Hands to read, on Purpofe to nettle tlie Amballa* 
dors a^ainft the Emperor and his Party j as tlicy told us the next Dav, 
they fancied it had, by the ill Humour they found tlicm in, at tlic Au¬ 
dience they had of them, upon the Point of their new Abatement. 

'J’hc fame Advices of tlie Emperor’s March, and the Returns from 
Holland and Spain^ tlie Ambafladors confirm to us, out of M. dc 
monvilts l.etters j which added, that tho’ no other Publick Miniller, 
befidcs that of Spain^ were allowed to follow the Court in this March, 
yet that he had been invited in a manner to it, but that he had refufed 
it, as a '^riiing that could by no Aleans become liim ; and by the man¬ 
ner of his writing, it look’d as if he had already received his Orders 
wholly to return, fo foon as ever tlie Emperor liad begun his March : 
His Eetters are of the 3 if, and he adds in the clofe, tliat liaving, for 
the exliorting the Elector of y^Jcv/rA/, appear’d a little firm in demand¬ 
ing an Account of the jMinifters, how' the Emperor meant to deal witli 
that Elector in this Conjuncture ; the Count liad told him, the Jsmperor 
liad no Intention at all to aCt any Hofiility again!! him, in the lielicf his 
Imperial Majelly had, the Elector w ould do the fame on his Part, car¬ 
rying himfelf like a good Neighbour and Kinfman, and as becainc a 
Prince Elector, towards the Head of the Empire, which is look’d upon 
us faid out of Form only, and to fignify no more. 

Monlieur Coiirtin palled over the fame Heads, much to the fame Ef¬ 
fect, adding, tliat the Night before, meeting with the Count de Pparr 
at tlie Promenade, he had ask’d him, the Count, if he had fceii the 
News from Tlcnna-, he anfwer’d, yes: Well, rcpjy’d AT. Courting 
fee w hat Account they make of you in the Empire ; methinks ii/ik" 
Time to look about you, and tliat this is the true Seafon of difabulVg 
them, and of rendring your felves coididei'cd among them : He told ihv, 
^\.Sparr feemed not onlyfenlible of it, but w'ithal confefied in a manner, 
tlie Matter of the Reproacli, and that indeed they were not in goinf 
Readinefs to aCf ; however, that this was not the Place to prefs that' 
Point ; that they, the Alediators, wore licre with InllruCtions only to 
ferve the Peace j that all Inllanccs relating to the other Point, were to 
be made at Stockholm wdiich, M. Conn in told us by the by, liad carneft- 
ly been made, and tvere now daily renewed there, by M. dc J'uncqv.icrSy 
their Alinilter in that Court; But that they, the Alediators, were ready 
to do whatever might be tliought to depend on them, in this Conjun¬ 
cture ; that if it lliould be thought fit, they were willing immediately.' 
to difpatcli away an Exprefs to meet the Emperor, declaring to hiin 
yet more peremptorily, that in cale he lliould continue to precipitate 
Things by this Marcl'i of his into the Empire, fo as to prevent them, 
the Alediators, in the Work of Peace, which, they had reafon to hope, 
by a little more gaining of Time, might be happily compcifed^ that 
StiCeden would be forced abfolutely to declare again!! him. I'o w’hich 
AT. Conrtin liad anfwer’d, as he faid, that they knew the Obligations 
they wxTc under to France^ in that cafe ; and, on the other haikl, as 
Alediators’, they were be!! able to judge what Ways and Aleans are uwft 
hkely to effect the Peace, and fo it mu!i be left to them, to do as they 
tliought fit. Upon this Occafion, the French Ambafladors took Notice 
to us, that the S-wcdcs of late had carried thcmfelvcs every where 
much more to their Satisfaction, that is, ilic Ambalfadors here had 
fpoken in a better Tone to all Matters j that particularly their Minifter 
at Kali shone ^ liad acquitted himfelf very well towards our common In- 
tcroHS in the Dvet. 


The 
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Thk Amb'ifUKjors told us, they were in good Hopes, thericiftor of 
'Brnndcnhnrs^b would continue hrm to his new Lngagements, conlider- 
ing I Ipecieliy the need he will have of the Support of tlie tAvo Kings, 
in the Matter of his Prjtenlions, at the winding up of the Pe-ace, which 
are many • as the cxtingiuiliing tlie old Debt pretended upon him by 
•tlie States, the recovering of certain Arrears of Sublidies, due from the 
States to him, upon feme of the late Alliances between them j a conli- 
derablc Caufe he Iras at prefent depending in the Council at JiU/nirs, 
and fome other Points of tlvat kind, wliicli they hope may be able to 
keep him a little Heady to his late Treaty. 

As to the Tledor of we find they are a little more doubt¬ 

ful of him j the Jbmperor, tliey fay, having fent the C. Sinrenhergb now 
lately to recjuirc a Categorical Anfvver, w liether he means to come in¬ 
to the Councils of the Lmperor, or to favour 1 -) unce if tlie latter, 
that he mull expett the Imperial Forces will immediately turn upon the 
Upper '■Palatinate^ and make fure of him in the h'rft Place.

Horfe under ^\.de I'^anhriin^ to advance on the other Hand, as far as 
Pbil/pshctgh., whither jM. is alfo polled in Halt, to fee what 

ma>' be further neceflary for the fecuring Matters on that Side ; and it 
is not unlikely, but tht; King himfelf may look that AVay, if there he 
Caufe i'or it. M his is what the Ambalfadors told us, in relation to the 
A li i i rs < 'f G( Tinany. 

*"SAs to otlier NeU'S, they told us, they had come to learn by chance, 
(their own Letter, as they fnppofed, having mifearried) that the Princi 
/ . C't'ude had palled Maijh'icbt with a Body of 3 C'r 4000 Horfe and 
'^Dr.igooits, on li.s way into Flanders., having left 5 or <Jooo more in the 
^a rts of Brabant about Bofiiditc^ under M. dc Lnxcmhcrgb: 'I'hat be- 
*Jides that this Reinforcement of thc'r 'I'roops in the Bottom of J'uar 
ders., would be more ufeful to our Mailer as to his intended Defcenr,

ticle o£Places, in cafe we find the Peace cannot etherw ife take LlFcct. 
AVc do moll humbly acknowledge his Majelly’s Grace, in fo clear a 
Signification of his Plcafure in that tveighty Part of our Bulinefs ,• and 
rcfolte, by the Blefllng of God, to execute it according to tlie bell of 
oifr*Undcrllanding, with all poflfible Caro and CircumfpeCtion. In order 
to which, conlidcring Avhat your Lordfliip was plcafed to intimate, that 
bis Majelly had already acquainted tire French Amballador at London 
with it, in order to the tranfmitting of it to his Mailer ,• we thought we 
could not do amifs, immediately to communicate it to the, French Am- 
balfadors here, which Accordingly wc did ycllcrday Morning ; lotting 
them know, wc had Orders firft to concert with them,when, and in v> hat 
manner, to open to the Mediators this great and conliderable Condo- 
{cenliou of our Mailer’s, for the common Advantage of the Peace and 

next 
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next, in his Majefty’s Name, to pray them, tlic French Ambalfadors, if 
they had it in their Hands to do, on their Part, to come at the fame 
Time at their Mafter s loweft Word, and fo by facrificing wliat was pof- 
Cble of their Pretenfions, to Iccure the good Effect we had Reafon to 
hope from our Mailer’s great Moderation in this critical Conjuncture of 
Councils in Holland. It they wanted Orders in tliis Point, we faid the* 
next Thing to dcfirc w'as, that they would plcafe immediately, w'itlj • 
out Lofs of ’I'ime, to fend to Court, to obtain them. T’lie Ambafl’a- 
dors anfvver’dus, the Truth was, they had no Orders yet of going low¬ 
er in their Demands, than what they declared two Days lince to the 
Mediators, of w hich your I.ord(hip has an Account in tlie Hrlt Part of 
this Dilpatch; but that they would tliat very Afternoon fend an h x- 
prefs to Court upon that very great Incident, and doubted not but in 
5 or 6 Days at the furtheft, they Ihould receive new Orders and Di¬ 
rections in that Point, and that proportionably to the great Step liis 
Majelly had made towards the Peace, in this laft Condcfcenlion. in 
the mean time, they pray’d us, wc would for fomc few Days forbear 
the difeovering to the Mediators, this nevf Abatement of Jiis Majehy; 
being, as they laid, extream defirous this great Step might be made by 
the two Kings, at the fame Time and together. We anfwcred, we dc- 
lircd it likewife very much : that our Mailer had to this End already

Fall of our Mailer in his Demands, provided no very prefling and im¬ 
portant Conjuncture Ihould in the mean time call for it from us of 
which wc faid, wc w'ould ilill communicate w'ith them, and take their 
Judgment in it. And fo the Matter was to remain entirely as a Secret 
among ourfelvcs, not to have the leaft Light imaginable of it come to 
the Mediators, till wc liad further adjuiled, wdien, and in what manner 
to apply it. Only the Aml/alfadors at parting, prayed us to fecond tlic 
Applications thw were making to the Court in this Affair, by engagiiYg'^v, 
Sir William Lochhart at the fame Time, to joyn his Inilanccs wfrh the 
Minifters, that all imaginable Diligence might be ufed, in tranfmitting 
that King’s laft and loweft Condelccntion to his Ambafladors here: 
Which accordingly w'c did, in the moil effectual manner w'c could, the 
I.cttcr having been font that Afternoon by their Ambaifadws Jixprefs, 
Wc are, (^c.

I’lierefore the Emperor, as Prince ]l illiani judges, wid be eontciit t.t 'ee.d 
himfelf in this Polture, and to continue iti lince it is mod at the C( fl ( f 
his Allies i it gives him Reputation againlt the Ti:rk^ and it g \ es 
Weight to the 1 rctcnlions oi the Houfe in this 'Treaty of IVac ■. 

Hh further told us, 'J'he Billiop of ^Sir;Ci'vrefpf.iK'ei.t at 
flcnna^ had a Project there put into his Hands, which had be.n : :r..xd 
on, as it was there given out, between the S'u.'cdiJJj Mediators and the 
ythitch Ambalfadors, iince their coming to tliis 'Town: In that hr ')-,::, 
t'raiicc IS to have fuch Places as may accoirmodate tire (.'rown ('f .yf.’///, 
if *that Crow n fliall think fit to make an I xchange of feme r]..:e,s of 
its own, for tliefo which the‘/l/z/c/; lliall jfirtwith to the; 4 Z''; In 
the fame Projeiit, Jingland is to content it fclf w ith S/.rniirm^ < r I'mie 
fuch Places in the Indies^ nom' of thofe Places w hich it now demr.eds ), 
to come to its Share by this Project; only it may get a Sum of M'lwy 
into tlie Bargain. 'I'he Bifliops of Coign and Miniflcr mull crmtciit them- 
fdves with a Sum ofjMoney, nor is it to be any great Sum : 'J’his i, the 
'■ .'^.^)jeCt ; which Prince Wdliaon fufpeCls to be a 'Thing feigned ; hew ever 
■ hath promifed us a Cop)' of it, as foon as it comes to h's 1 lands. 

H i repeated again tvhat he had told us once before it was his Judgment, 
^■■''tliat tlie two Kings fhouJd have admitted the Elector of Mdycncc, w lien lu’ 

‘ xoflered himfelf into the Mediation, only they fliould have joyned with 
•li\m the Electors of 'Jiacaria and llvandcnburgh^ as alfo tlie Dul.e (,i 
ISk'oObnrgh^ wlio all three of them wouid willingly have come in ; and 
tho’fomc of thefe might have cnciined to favour Holland, )et the ) r 
Part would certainly have been tor the Diminution of it, and would net 
have concurred with tlic S\i)cdcs in the Ditficulties they make to e!>iain 
a footing for T.ngland in JsLctherlands. He enlarged much m jufi- 

• fitation of thofe, who now rctufe to joyn with the Houle of /Injlria ; 

. Aying, that thofe who arm againll tlie King of France, do tliereby cise 

him a fair Pretext to execute his Defigns, if he have any, againll tl.e 
Empirt: whereas thofe who do not arm againll him, do as much a. n 
them lyes, oblige him to make good that Promife, he hath oiV. n 
made, of withdrawing his Forces, as feonas he fliould Hnd himll lf fci: 
red, that Afllflance fliould come to the Hollanders owt of tlie Linph c. 

The *famc Evening, we had a Convcrfition with the French m'na 'fa 
do«s, who gave us an Account of a Ectter, which C F'oit had ri-cvi’. cv! 
from jhcfZ)//rc>& Ambafladors, fince the Return of thofe from \.\vj JLy iu' ^ 
by,\yay of Anfwcr to that Account, which the Mediaters had given to 
the Fh)utch Plenipotentiaries before the Journey to the Hyne, <'f the 
principal Points, which they, the Mediators, believed the French would 
infill upon ; Upon which I.ettcr of the Mediators, Mellieurs IkKcrvinig 
and Van Harcn made that Journey to the Hague. 

THIs l.ettc’r of the to the Mediators began, as th • 2 ;v;.’;/ 

Ambalfadors told us, with a Complaint,' that they, the F)iilch, eitfdd 
never yet know the Caufc, why the King of France had made this -a 

K up- i

upon them faying, it was grounded upon the Matvsaifes vokntess of the 
King againft their Government j and there were in the Letter Reproach¬ 
es more than tacit ones, that the French had aflifted the HSutch in Shew 
onJy, and without Effcdt; nay, that they had dealt fraudulently w^ith 
them in the laft War of 66 , again!! the Englijh: However, that for the 
Peace’s Sake, tliey were content to Part with tlic Coun^ of Zietphen; 
at Icaftw'ifc with great Part of it ,• and wuth the Town of Huyi in Flan¬ 
ders, with its Dependencies. In the i.etter there were Icveral little Vil-^ 
lages fet dowm by Name, fomc whereof, X.hQ*jyjitch were willing to part 
with to the French, others they referved to themfelves, as alfo tw o Miles 
in breadth all along tlic IJJcllJidcn, within the County of Ztitphen ; but 
none o!" tliefc were prcfently to pafs to the French, but to remain depo- 
lited in the Hand of the Spaniards, till an equivalent were found out. 

M o K s 1E u R dc Chauhics declared himfelf to be very much furpri/ed 
with tlie Contents of this I.ettcr, more particularly w’ith that Part of it, 
which reflected fo highly on the King his Maftcr, as if it had been a 
Manifelto defigned for the Juftification of the Fintcb as to the Caules 
and Occafions of this War : He told C Lott, that tho’ he could not but 
give him a liearing w'hilc ho fpokc, and while he read the Letter, yet 
that he durft not otvn to his Maftcr that he had received an Overture* of 
that Kind from the FSntch, tho’ through the Hands of the Mediators; 
much lefs Dcfirc or Admit of any Copy of the Letter itfclf. 

The Count further telling him, tliat they had fuch another ]setter,’ 
w hich concerned the FngliJJj Amballiidors, it being an Anfwer to theirs, 
tlic Mediators, upon the Communication they gave the *Dutch of our 
■Maftcr’s Demands : The Duke told him, that how'cver they, the French, 
took patiently the harlh I.anguage, wherewdth the Fketch treated th?u 
Maftcr, fuch Kind of Refentments being, as they faid, beneath his 
Greatnefs in his owm Caufe; yet that they, the FYcnch, very much 
advifed the Mediators to conceal from the Englijh Ambafl'adors thofe Re¬ 
flexions w hich were in the Letter that concern’d them ; for that, if tho 
Englijh fhould complain to them, the French, of any fuch Indecency,' 
they muft be bound to take their Part, and to refent it more highly to the 
Mediators, than they had done that which concerns their own Maftei. 

U r ON this Occalion, the French did with much Earneftnefs remonftrate 
to us, how neceflary it W'^as for them and us to go Hand in Hand all along 
in this Bufinefs, and to aA nothing but of Concert: Thw likewife ad- 
vifrd, that we fliould be carerful not to open the Secret of our lowcft De¬ 
mand all at once, nor with any Precipitation, but that we ftiould do ii 
by Degrees only, and after that the Mediators ftiall have prevailed wdth 
the ‘JFitch ; \Ji, I'c make it appear, that they arc not fo far engaged in 
their new' Alliances, as not to be able to treat and conclude w ithout 
them. 2. To make fomc Steps towards us, in advancing their OflTcrs, as 
•vve have already done towards them, in abating of our Demands. 

But we ftill obferving, that that French have not that Scllicitoufnefs,’ 
much lefs that Anxiety, which our Maftcr has, to clear themfelves tothc 
Mediators and the World, by the Rcafonablcncfs of their Demands, and 
by their Forwardnefs to propound them, that in Cafe a Peace be not to 
he had, tho Odium and Reproach of continuing of the War may unavoid¬ 
ably lie at the Doors of Holland ■, did think ourfclvcs obliged to let them 
know, that our Maftcr had judged this Time, while our Fleet is in Adfi- 
on, and while it does not appear that tiic LSntch have determin’d a 
War to be their Choice, to be the proper Seafon wherein to communicate 
to •the Mediators, how' low*^ he is rcfolvcd to 'go for the Peace’s Sake: 
and we further told them upon this Occafion, as we had done before,' 
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upon our opening of this Secret to them, (whereof your Lordfhip has an 
Account in our laft) That tho’ we were content to expert the Return 
of their Courier, before \vc made known to the Mediators our Mafter’s 
lafl Mind, in Hopes they would have the fame 'Jliing to do on their 
Mailer’s Part j yet that we muft not defer to execute our Mailer’s In- 
llrudtions, Avhilc the Application is fealbnable ; and that we never fliall 
be able to anfwer it, if wc let pafs that Conjun»itufe, wherein his Ma 
jclly propofes one of two Things to himfelf infallibly ; eitlier to have 
an honourable Peace, which yet he does not think of, without tlve Sa¬ 
tisfaction of his Allies, as well as his own ,• or clfe, to render his l .nemies 
unexcufablc; when all Unropc fliall conllder, to which of the Partle^ tiie 
continuing of the War is to he imputed. 

In this we were the more plain and prelfing, becaufe tve underllood bv 
a LiCttcr that Sir William IjOckbart writ to us by the French Ambailri- 
dors Courier, that the firll Abatements which his Majelly made, as to 
the Manner of holding Places, were known at the French Court; and 
that Sir William Lockhart had prclTed the French Minillers, that their 
King might make and declare fomc Abatements liketvife : 'This Sir It'il- 
liam was dclired to do by us, in Aid of the French Ambafladors hicrc, 
and at their Inllance ; but lie advifes us, that the French Ambafladors 
hQrc, had not been, as he beliet'cd, fo prelfing with the iMiniller-., as 
they had promifed us to be, to know what Abatements their King 
w ould make. However, ’tis certain that the French Ambalfadors gave 
us no Account of that RtfeCt w Inch Sir William Ij)ckhart\ Inflances, and 
their own, had had at Court telling us, the Courier that brought us 
Sir William Lockhart's Letters, brought them no more than DuplicatCi 
of former Difpatches. 

’•Yesterday the Mediators fummon’d us to tlie Carmer^ and there 
told us, they had a I>etter, which the ‘Duteb had w-ritten to them in 
Anfwer to one of theirs, wdierein they had given them a View of our 
' Demands ; and upon w'hich, tw'o of them had made the Journey to the- 
Hague : They told us, that a great Part of the I.etter was dry, and 
, not pertinent to the Atfair in Hand, it being a Juflification of their Mii- 
flers, as to the Caufes of this War; therefore they'^ ref-rr’d it to u‘., 
whether or no wc would not firll advife w^ith the French, (who were 
concern’d in fuch another Letter) as to the Manner Avhereby we would 
receive the Communication of it from them, the Mediators, tvlietiit r by 
receiving from them a Copy of the whole Letter, or an Abflract of it , 
pr elle by hearing it read all over, or thofe Parts of it only, which w ere 
intended for an Anfwer to our Demands. 

’ H ERE UP ON WC did advife with the French Ambalfadors, and thev 
appearing to be fomewhat embarrafled, how to pafs by thofe Reproaches, 
which the Letter that concerned them contain’d againll their Mailer, 
and yet rcfolvcd not to refent them, or take any Copy of the i.etter^\ e 
thought it moll agreeable to our Duty, with hisMajelly’s gracious I-’avour, 
to dcliTc %he Mediators to read to us thofe Paragraphs only, wherein 
tjpeir Compliance with, or refufal of his Majefty’s Demands, were ligni- 
fied to the Mediators j we telling the Mediators, that wc hoped they 
would not require of us to give a hearing to any Thing that pretended 
t6*be a Jullification of the Dutch, as to the Merits of their Caufe , 
while wc had a Protellation depending before them, againll the Frefaci 
of the Dutch Pleinpouvoirj becaufe it did alledgc Matters of Fail, which 
ive cannot admit to be trucj and that wc had done this, by Orders moll 
Exprefs from our Mailer. 


P i. 
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The Mediators being herewith very well fatisfied, C. T’ott began wit?v 
the Flag j in that Section, as jfar as we could comprehend it by once 
reading, 'was offer’d to be declared, the Matter of linglc Men of War 
meeting their Fleets j but there was no Provifion, tliat we did obferve, 
about Tachts and Icll'cr Veffels carrying the King’s Colours : the Section, 
was clofed with this, that his Majeffy Ihould be fuffer’d to explain the 
Article of the Flag in the Treaty of 'Brcda^ according to his own 
Senfe. 

For the Sum of Money towards the defraying of his Majeffy, the\ 
faw no Colour to demand it from them, they having given no Caufc to 
this War j but, on the contrary, having fuffer’d extrcamly by it, and 
that wrongfully, their Anfwer was, {nettement) that they would nor 
give one Peny. 

'V o the I'iihing : Their Anfwer was, they were in Poffcffioii of it, hi 
a Prefcriptioii of about 200 Years j they had the memorable Treaty ol 
Ijiurcfirfus magnus (in Hen. VII. Time,) on their Side j and they 
could not think there was any Reafon or Juftice to difturb them in th. :t 
Poll'elfion of a Cuffom and tlfagc, fo ancient, and fo uninterrupted as tiii^ 
was: but however, they were content nothing Ihould be laid of tlr.it 
Matter in this Treaty. 

"^ro the Reglemcnt of Commerce, they were content there flioujd-h. 
one treated of in fuch Place, and in fuch a Manner, and at fuch d'mrj.. 
as Humid be agreed on j but they would have it provided, that th.e Trc\:'•. 
Ihould be free, and the I'erms reciprocal, and that the Parties concerned 
Ihould neither before nor after fuch Treaty, be at Idberty to be their own 
Carvers; to ufe Violences, or have Rccourfe to the Way of Arms. 

Hire wc took Occafion to tell the Mediators, that tho’ wefliould h 
content to remit the Regulation of Commerce in general, by an Artiefj^,- 
to fome other Time and Place j yet that his Majeffy’s Subjects had Xo 
great (irievanccs given them in the Indies, that they muff be pre 
fently provided for, or elfc one main Caufe of the War w ill remain Hill, 
unremoved j that therefore wc muff, in this IVeaty, offer fomething by 
AVay of Redrefs, which ffiould be in few Lines, and fliouJd be accoi dl'' 
ing to the Meafure, (ffi 11 approved of by the Mediators) reciprocal to 
the ^Dntcb as well as to us. ^ 

’J'hu Matter oi Surinam, they faid, was a Thing already perfectly 
fettled by the Treaty of "Breda, and executed beyond Lxception on t!ie\r 
Ikirt, 

As to the Prince of Orange, there was fo perfed a good Underffand 
ing between the States and him, that they had exprefs Orders from his 
Moll Serene Higlmcfs, not to admit any fuch Article to be treated of. 

As to the cautionary downs ; their Words were, that tliey wcr^ ex¬ 
ceedingly furprized at that Demand; and the rather, in that (iod Al¬ 
mighty had not hitherto given any Advantage to Ins Majeffy’s Arms 
againff them : d'hat this being the third War that has been ipade upon 
them, lince the Year 53 ; the JLngliJh being always the Aggrelfors, and 
in the Wrong; they had Reafon to expert the ftrongclt Guaranty’ polfbk; 
from his Majeffy : but there was not the Icaft Colour to demand 'v eu- 
rity from them, who had been always exadt in obferving their 'IVeatjc'-. 

'I’liEY clofed with a Kind of an Appeal to the Mediator^, telling 
them, they expeded it from their Jullice to be drawn out of tlie preleni 
Fmbarrafs, by giving them a Ipeedy Peace, fuch as the Goodnefs of tluar 
Caufe did deferve; but if that could not be, they left it to tlic Media¬ 
tors, and the World, to bear Witnefs to the great Candour of their Lords 
and Mafters, the States, in making fuch Offers for Peace’s .Sake which 
• Offers 
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offers they defired might he iindcrltood to be retracted, and go for no¬ 
thing, in cafe the Peace fhould not be conciud. d. 

This, JM y Lori>, is the exacteff Account wo aw able to give, of 
that which Comte T’ott read to us out of iJieir J.etter ; we had not tlie 
l^etter at aJl in our Hands, nor did we look into it, only we could 
perceive^ that it confifted of lix Teaves in Fidit;, w ritten on bulh Sides : 
Comte T^'ott began to read at the Bottom of the 4/Z7 Leaf, which makes 
' us conjedture, that the foregoing Part tvas all upon the Theme of jufti- 
fying themfelvcs ; and the rather, in that the Mediators told tw, the 
*jyn 1 ch had given them in tlieir Hands, at their Hrlt coming liither, an 
Anfvver to his Majefty’s declaration againll the in the Beginning 

of the War : WJiich Anfwcr, the OJateb pretended they did forbear to 
print, out of a Refpedt to his JVla jelly, and to prevent further 

The Mediators W'ere pleafed to obferve to tn, fevcral I'hings in this 
Converfation ; Firft^ that the ‘J)nicb Amballacic.rs fjn.ke higher, than 
they liad done before their going for the Ud^itc wli'ch, together w ith 
other Circumftances, makes the Mediators fufiieCt very much, that the 
Meafures are already taken for continuing the War: Therefore they 
prelled us earneftly to come to cur dernier mot, with the foonclt poffible, 
and to bring on our Allies, (for they are pleafed to allow us tf< be Hill 
the-moll forward of all) that the World may fee the Fyntch l.ave refufed 
a Peace upon reafonabic Terms Another 'filing w;.s, that the HJittcb 
Ambalfadors do declare, that they ha.ve exprefs Orders not to make 
any further Steps or Offers, till the tw o Kings and tlieir Allies do conic 
yet low'cr on their Part. 

'I'he Mediators did intimate to us very plainly, that the Prince of 
Cii' cute^c is againft a Peace, and that there is but a Week or a Fortnight 
la nioll, left to be imployed in preventing a general Combullion ; that 
the}, the Mediators, delire nothing more pallivinateJy, than to hasc 
Arms put into their Hands, by winch they mean, as they explain’d 
therafelves, reafonabic and moderate 'I'erms j then will they bo able 
demand a Peace with Confidence, botli from the ‘lynlch and the Fm 
•peror and their Words will have Weight in them, not on]} from the 
K’lafonablenefs of the Demands, but likcwilc from x\\e btscediJJj Arnu 
of *17000 Men effective, which they have now in all Keadinefs polTibie . 
filial their King (a Prince ambitious to flicw hinifelf to the Werkf be¬ 
ing at this '^I'imc within one Day s Sail of tlieni, w ill probabls appear 
iyi the Head of his Army : And then the Fmperor, and others concern d, 
' w*!!! hearken to Propolitions of Peace, witli more of Concei-n than now 
they feem to do. 

''f H u s the Conference ended. 

Upon the whole Matter, whereof wc hav'c no more to fay, but 
that the French liaving delired us to llay a few Days, till their Oairiev 
do return, w c will, with his Majelly’s gracious Favour, wait one Day 
or two Ijonger before we do communicate his laft Condefcenlioiis to the 
Mediators: And then wc lliall cJofe with all Opportunities to execute 
his* Ma jelly’s Commands in this great Point, as wc lliall find tJiem arilc 
to us*; In the mean time, we fliall prefs the Mediators to get out of 
the T^ntcb the bell Terms they have in their Power to grant us, in or¬ 
der to make lus Majclly’s Bargain the better, and give your 1 .ordfliip 
an Account of every 1 hing that occurs. We are, di'c.

O U R laft was of the -Ah Current, fiiice which wc have tJic Fa¬ 
vour of yours of the to acknowledge. 

Yesterday we had our firft Alfembly at the Carmes., fince the Re¬ 
turn of the two Plenipotentiaries from the Hague, 't he Mediators ac- 
^juainted us, that tlic Tyntch Ambafladors liad written them an Anfwer 
to tliat Fetter, tvlicrein tlic Mediators, before the Journey for tJ>e 
IlagnCy liad given them an Account of our Mailer’s Demands. 

T HEY did not fliew us the Letter, nor did wc dciirc to fee it, in 
regard it contained, as the Mediators told us, the Arguments at length, 
w hereby they pretend to jufiify thcmlelves, as to the Merit t'f tlieir 
Caufe, in this War. The Mediators read to us tlicir Anfwer upon our 
principal Demands, which, in regard it is not, as the Mediators tell us, 
their lalt bidding, but that they will come nearer yet, wc cannot think 
worth your Notice, only wc mult tell you, every Period was full ■ of 
that Stiflfnefs and Infolency, wherewith that People ha\ e treated our 
Mailer all along. 

The Mediators were pleas’d to oblervc to us, that thole Ambafladors 
arc now much more high and fier in their Difeourfes, than they were 
befoi'c this Journey to the Hague j infomuch that the Mediators do fear, 
that the Meafures and Refolves are already taken to continue the War : 
w hich is fo much tlic mc^rc probable, in tliat (as they, the Mediator:;, 
tell us) the Prince of Orange and his Party are abfolutely againll the 
I^eace. 

Another Thing tlic Mediators tell us, that thofe Ambafladors do own, 
they have exprefs Orders not to make any further Step cr Conceiiion, 
than thofe they have already made, till the two Kings and their Allies 
do come yet knver in their Demands. ( 

The frefli Inftruilions wc have, as we acquainted you in our hUi, 
being compared with thefe Remarks upon the SO///we find ourfeJ'.es 
obliged to communicate with the Mediators, our iall and lowelt lt)e- 
mands, with the firlt Opportunit)'. 

W'f therefore went this Day to the Ambafladors of France^ to tell 
them, that our Mailer having judged this to he tlie critical moment, 
w hile the Fleet is in Action, and while the‘Diuch (for ouglit appears) 
are yet at l.iberty to declare either for a Peace or War, as tliCy fee 
Caufe : And therefore, that we delired them to joyn with us, in giv¬ 
ing their Mailer’s dernier mot likewife. 'They tell us now, a,, they did 
before, that they do charger ^ Halle when they write, lor ^that tlieir 
Mailer, in a Time when tlie Emperor is marching, and Spain is ready 
to come to a Rupture, would not he feen to llirink, or to come lower 
in his Pretenlions he will yield, they faj, to any 'filing, in Conlidera- 
tion of the King of England^ but notliing at all upon any other Account: 
They pray us therefore. Hill to be very cam' ll with you. Sir, to profs 
this Affair, and to tlo it home to tlic King in Perfon. But they defirc 
it may not appear to be done at their In (lance, ccla Icv.r faircit des 
aff'aives ; bolides that, the Miniflers there are apt to interpret all fuch 
Dvertures from the Ambafladors here, as an Effed: of their Ambition, 
to have more and more of this Affair in then-own Hands anu Power. 

H o sv- 
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However, Sir, wc affurc ourfelvcs, tliat his Mdjcfty liatb commu¬ 
nicated to M. Colbert in 'England^ all liis Tlioughts and Deligns in this 
Point, and laid before him the Plan upon which lie goes ; and avc doubt 
not the like is done to you by my Lord Jrlin^toih. Hand. We there¬ 
fore promife ourfelves, that you will be Jiearken'cl unto, witli all Rc- 
fpciit, in what you prefs upon this Point. We, on our Part, are re~ 
folved, as we told the I'rench Ambaffadors tliis JiiVening, to lofc no 
Tipie, but to clofe with the firfl Occafion, to impart to the Mediators, 
our Mailer’s laft and low eft Word : And we doubt not, you will be 
able to juftify us in that Court; lince we hope hereby to gain one of 
two Things infallibly ; cither to make a happy Peace, or elle to render 
our Enemies inexcufable : Whereas if we let pafs this prefent Juncture, 
the Fleet will not l>e able to llay out at Sea to countenance us, and 
fome will be apt to fay, (when the Parliament alTemblcs in Otlohcr 
next) that the Conditions which liis JMajeAy lield at, were 

more intolerable than a War. 

So that upon the wliole Matter, as we liave yielded to the French 
to ftay 7 or 8 Days (5 or 6 whereof are already gone) before \ve will 
communicate this lalt Secret of our Mailer to the Mediators, in liopcs 
they, the French Ambafladors, lliall have full Orders to do as we do, 
w ith the Return of their Courier : So, in cafe no Anfwer or Orders 
come, we cannot, nor will not Hay any longer. W'e mult and fliall 
give his Majelty’s dernier mot to the Mediators. We are, Oc.

to recur in (almoft) every Step we make in this difficult Negotiation. 

Your Lordlhip will have feen, by our tAVo laft Difpatches, tlie Pain 
ASX were in how to govern ourfelves ariglit, and to his Majefty’s Satis- 
fattion, in the Execution of his Majefty’s additional Inftruttions of the 
^%th paft. ^ Wc had prefuraed, at the Deiire of the French Ambafladors, 
to forbear the imparting it to the Mediators, fome few Days, till they, 
th*? French Ambafladors, could receive Orders from the Court, to make 
a proportional Step at the fame Time Avith us; and yet Ave could not 
but apprcliend the prefent Conjuncture of Councils in Holland fo cri¬ 
tical, tliat the liofs of a Day in making his Majefty’s Condefcenlion 
known to the States, and the People there, might be of great Danger 
on the other Hand: And therefore reckoning every Hour aa’c had thus 
alloAved the French Ambalfadors, avc took Occafion, particularly on 
Friday Fiveiling, to let them knoAV, we began to tliink the 'l ime long 
till this laft Secret of our Mafter were in the Mediators Hands, to be 
made Ufc of, as they fhall find Occafion to call for it, to our Mafterk 
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b'.’fl Advantai?'.', for the F.nds his Majjfty propofed to hirnfelf in it; to 
wit, c ith'.r to oblige the States to come to a I’cacc, or, if they fliould, 
aft.r fo great Condefeeniions, ftill continue obftinate in the War, to 
lay the I’ault and Krpn'ach of it notorioufly at their Doors j giving 
them to underlhind, that alter two cr tlirce Days more, if they receiv¬ 
ed nothhig frcin (J<;i;rt as to that Point, wc muP, on our Part, think 
of executing <'<i:r Maf'er’s Commands in it, which we told them, wu 
would lK>\\e\er, acc('rding to our Orders, fivll communicate and advife 
with them in. Arid tlais far we had thought bell to prepare tliem in 
all Events, not knowing, but that indeed W'c might have been obliged 
to have made tins Step at lafl Avithout them. On Sunday the rjb In- 
llant, early in ihr* M ;rning, the French Ambalfadors fent to delire an 
AudiMicv before D iniur, upon a Courier they had receiv’d from (iiourt: 
Accordm'dy at half an Hour pall ten they came, Monlieur dc Chaubics 
told us thev had to enteitain us,

whicli was, '■J'hat tlicir Muller having underllood, by a Courier from M^

and (as ih. y W(u''d'ed it) for the previ.nting thofe Moiiccmcnts^ that might 
Gth'rv. if - happm upon the meeting of the Parliament, he found it nc- 
celiary vlnilly to depart fnmi the Article- of Places ^ the King their 
Alaller, os well ftr his own Jullilication in this Omjuntture, as more 
efpecially to comply w ith whatever the King of Jiiighind S[\o\x\(\ judge 
to be his Int-.-rcll, had ordered them to deci-are to us, that he was wil¬ 
ling to make a Step on his Past, proportioned to that our Mailer Had 
made on his ; and accordingly that he tvould, out of the hall Equiva¬ 
lent ill' y had f-me Days before made to us, inllead of Lillo^ ‘Bcrgbcn 
ith ll'ifbchnjhidt^ and Scccnhcrgbcn^ which was the Town and

liuve been prevailed witli to have done for any Conlideration, but that 
lie lound the Peace was ufeful to our Mailer,

be leared, after fo prefumptuous and infolent a Declaration, as the 
7E.'/r/’ Ambaliadors have noAV made up<*n tl\pir Return, through the 
Hands ol the Mediators, might feem to harden them the more in tlieir 
.ArrfigancA : Or finally, wlvether, as a middle to thefe two, they lliouJd

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put it into the Hands of the Mediators, as a Secret of the Jafi 
dence j to be ufed towards the as tliey, the Mediators, Ih.ouJd, 

in tlieir Diferction, and according to the Care they ov\e to the Intcrells 
of the two Kings, find moft ufeful to the making the Peace, upon the 
befi: ^Vrms they could fortliem.

Up OK this, we Avent afide, and came to an Opinion,

as welUsy the Trench Ambalfadors, of this Abatement of the Trench King ; 
and, in the fir/t Place, particularly by us, of our Mailer's great Conue- 
fce^ilion, in wholly departing from the Article of Place*.; becaufe the nr!*- 
and great Effcdt hop’d from it, viz. 'I'he pivA'enting oi’ a fatal 1 ngage- 
ment in new and unalterable Meafures Avith Speiin and tin.

of the LlcCtor of Cologn and hifliop of with what we Ivad done, 

as well to comply with what we owe their I'nendlhip and Alliance, as 
to prepare and difpofe them, on tlieir I'arts, to make proportionable 
Abatements, when called upon by tlie j\lediat<rs. V'e are expedting, 
w hen and what Islfedts wili ajipear upon tins lall great Moderation ; 
one we think w'e already find very evident from it, to wit, that we 
have gain'd very conliderably upon the Minds and Inclinations of the 
Mediators i fo as w'e believe they will now' work in good earnelt for 
us. God Almighty bicfs it with a Succefs anfwcrable to tlie great and 
gracious Condefcenlions liis jMajelly hath ufed, to a People that lia\e 
hitjicrto deferved it fo little from him.

^^'’'11 Is lafl we had the Honour to write to your l.ordlhip was of the 
4 -Ijh Current, by the Ordinarj', the Duplicate whereof goes here¬ 
with inclofed. We have fince had a Meeting at the Cdrmcs^ it was on 
U'cdnclcLiy t\\c -lAh'. M’he Mediators began tlieir Converfation with it ; 
.there, with a very fad Complaint, of the Anxiety, or rather Defpair 
th.} w.re now under, in relation to the Succefs of this Treaty: 'I’lie 
iv. ;;f in they gave for it was, the Haughtinefs and Obllinacy they met 
with in the ‘Jyjitcb Ambafiadors; (from whofe Appartment they were 
juit then come to ours) for they found them (as they exprelfed it) llill 
more and more lier, rude, and untradtuble : d'heir Way and Deport- 
ryent being quite another 'filing, than it Avas before the Journey that 
two of them had made to the Hiigiic. 

Onf Inflance of their Untradtableuefs they gave, Avhich related 
equally to the whole Alliance. It was, they otvn a Kefolution of not 
making any further Otfers, till the two Kings, and their Allies, do come 
yet lower in their Demands than they were,- after we had declared his 
J\]ajefl)’s firll Abatement, hoAV he would content himfelf with having 
GarrifoiTs cA' his own for a Term of Years in two of their Places: And 
A\[ien the had laid afide their Pretenlions to IJllo., tierghev tip 

!sc-z'cnhcrghcn^ ixndlJV/iamJiadf , and to accept t)f an Tquivalent 
in other Places lefs incommodious to the iMtcb. Another Iniiance of 
thfifr KefraCtorinefs and Height was, as the Mcdiatci*s reprefeiited it, 
in a particular Concern of our Mailer’s. For the Mediator.-, conceiving 
the Article for reimburling his Majelly with a Sum of Money, for his 
Ivxpcnccs in this War, to be one of the eafiell Points to be gained from 
them, enter’d into a Debate Avith them upon it; but found them fo 
fiiflly bent, and f) politivc and forward in declaring they would not 
part with one Peny of Money upon that Account ; that they, the l^te- 
diators, could not, as they faid, think fit to give them any View of his 

. 1,2 ' Ma- 
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Majcfty’s lall Condcfcenlions, of departing wholly (if need lie, and if a 
Peace could not be otherwife had) from his Demand of Places ; they 
only told them, (as C. 1‘ott repeated it to us) that they had fome 
Hopes his Majelly would be prevailed with to hearken to Ibme further 
Overture, in order to accommodate that great Point of Places, rather 
than that his inlifting upon it finally, fliould be made and ferve for a. 
Pretext to break off this Treaty, and to continue the War : But that 
the Anfvvcr which they, the Stitch Ambafladors, had lately given in, 
(meaning their I.ctter to the Mediators upon the Subject of his Majefty’s 
principal Demands, as they had been intrufted with the Media.tors, of 
which Ix'tter, by our Difpatch of ther^^, tve gave your Tordfliip the 
belt Account we have been able) was fuch, that they cannot expett any 
further Facility in the where they find fo little of Compliance- 

in the Dutch. 

Thv; Mediators clofed up this Converfation with a Requeft to us., 
it was, that we would go on and treat the main Points or our De¬ 
mands, Article by Article, with thcDntch, that the Mediators might 
thereby fee how near tlie Dutch and we may be brought the one to the 
othe r ,■ and not that they dclired, as they faid, we lliould come at this 
'fimc to the wording of any Article, but that the Mediators might, by 
this means, inform themfelves, v\herein the Difficulties would chiefly lie., 
and confequcntly, v.iiat Points would moft need their prefeiit Applica¬ 
tion i intimating alfo, tliat they were not without Hopes, hut that we- 
had ftlll fome little Circumlhinces to yield up and facrilice (if need 
were) to the Merit of making this Peace. '^I’o this we anfwcrcd them, 
that as tlicy had prefled us with great liarneflncfs to obtain, if we eolild 
polfihly, from his Majofly, a Declaration of his ttltimalum^ (that is the 
Word here) fo his Majefly had bona fide tranfmitted it to them, as his 
very Ittfl: and loweft Demands ; and we thought ourfclves obliged to let 
them underftand plainly and exprefly, that Ids Majefly was not come* 
to thofc Condefcenlions about Places, but upon Condition, that the refl 
of Ins Demands would not be in the Icaft difputcd to him ■, but granted 
entire, as we had laid them before the Mediators, at our firft opening 
this Secret, and as tve repeated them Point by Point in this Conv'erfa- 
tion. And as to our coming to treat Article by Article, we told them., 
that tlie fooncr t\e had a Categorical Anfvvcr to each Point from the 
Dttlch^ the better it would be for us j in regard our Mailer would thew- 
by know what he was to tnift to^ and all the World would fee, whe¬ 
ther it was to his Majclfy, or to the Dutch., the continuing of the War 
was to he imputed ■, hut that it was not his Majefty’s Mind, his tdiimit- 
ttlin, now intrufted with the Mediators, was to be made the fubie<ft 
matter of chafi'ering and disputing, in order to gain further Abatements 
in thofe Points. ^ 

'J'hf Mediators being gone, the French AmbafTadors were pfeafed to 
communicate to us, what had palled between them and tlie Mediat^^rs, 
it was briefly to this FffcdlThat the Mediators had complained to 
them, the Dutch \\cyo fo intolerably high and ftiff, that they had^ not 
thought fit to give them Part of the King of Pre!ncc\ Abatement; that 
the Mediators had, notw ithftandmg this Untraftabicnefs in the Dutch, 
prefled them, the French, very mncli, to think of fome Equivalent, fuch 
iis Spuin would be able to give for thole Places, of tvhich the French de¬ 
mand a Celfion to he made them by die Dutch. That to this they had 
aniu'crcd the Mediators, that the firftl'hing to done, was for the Dutch 
to ucclare themfelves ready to make a Ct'lfion of tlic Places'^I'hat it 
was too early, and altogether to no Purpofe, to talk of exchanging 

Places 
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Places with Spain^ while it did not appear in the leaft, that the 7jui(h 
would conf.nt to the Cclfion propofed, or tliat Spain would be brought 
to make any Lxchange of thofc Places when the Ceiiion were made : 
That this w as the more to be doubted, in that ‘iJon Timanncl dc hyra 
had deelarud, not long fiuce, that he and the Plenipotcutiar.e'. of Spiiiu 
liad no Power to treat of any fuch Matter : That he knew n >i \Jic- 
* thcr the Count dc Monterey has any fuch Power ; and the utmoil that 
he could promife was, that he would write into Spain about it. liov«- 
cver, the p'rcnch told the Mediators in Conlidcnce, tliat as foon as e\ er 
Ilolhmd would alTure tlicm, they were ready to make the Celfion of Pla¬ 
ces demanded ; they, the French^ would hearken to any Lquivalent tl.at 
fltould be offer’d them otherwhere. ’I'lie liifliop of Strashurgh\>d\x\^ like- 
wif-' at tlie Carmes told us, the Fiiitch would give the Isledor of Cc'/w/S 
nothing but Khynhcrgh back again, and theBifliop of Mimflcr thowld bas e 
notlnng at all ; the F)u1cb alledging that they have very great Preten- 
fions againll him upon the Score of tlie former War, as well as this. 

The Biihop of Strasburgh and his Brother Prince William are very iin- 
calie, in that the French Ambafl’adors and us have not communicated 
unto them our refpcetive Abatements, before we gave tliem in to tlie 
Mediators; and that we do not concern ourfelves in the Dcmaiub wl.icli 
the two Bifl'.ops are likew'ife to make; it being their Sentiment, tl.at ail 
the Aili'-s llioiild put their Heads together, and judge of eacli other’s 
Demands ; and where tliey find any exorbitant, that they fliould mode¬ 
rate rlr m ; and thofe that ihould be jointly approved i)f, lliould be jointly 
d'l.xered unto the Mediators. \W\ncc William is fo perpetually upon 
ipis ’I'heam, that he difeovers in himfjlf a great Jealoiifie (tlio’we 
l.opv- a Very caufelefs one) of the French^ as if the two Biiliop.s \vere in 
dang' r of being left by them in the l.urch. We, for our Parts, have 
iifjd this Cionduit towards thof - that arc for thofe two Bifliops, to com¬ 
municate to them all '1 hings as they pafs betw een us and the Mediators, 
aliuiing them it is our Mailer’s Command to us, to Hand by and fupport 
tlicin in tlu'ir l^retenfions, and to labour for tlicir Satisfaction, as well as 
tliat of our own Mailer s,w herewith they feem to he very well fatished. 

Since the Meeting at the Carmci\ M. Fbrcnftccn gave us a \ liit, 
wlierei". h-e difeover'd very much liis I'cars of the Succefs of this Treaty, 
and ]jis Diflatisfavition with the Haughtinefs of thii F)utcb: He pro- 
tclied, that wlien we firlt open'd to him and his Colleagues, our Mailer’s 
•lall Secret (about Places) the I’ears came in his Eyes for tlie Joy and 
the Hopes lie had, that it would difpofc his Majefty’s Allies to tlie I ke 
Moderation, and the FJntcb to embrace a Peace upon thofe Terms, n; 
thcr than plunge in an immortal War. 

The Mediators have all of them fevcrally declared, theyliave ali the 
.Satisfaction poflihly in hisMajefty’s Condefccnfions, and in tlie S. af’on 
ablenQfs of intrulling them to the Mediators ; and if their AppJi'. arion 
in uling them have not that good I'.ffect as is to be willi’d, they attri¬ 
bute it to that Afccndant which the Spaniards have at tliis T ime over 
the Prince of Orange in his Councils, and an ill Pate over thefe Amhaf- 
fadors, whom tJiey (the Mediators) do not Hick to call Fools and (tndis 
upon all Occalions; M. Fhrenjiccu^ after his ufual manner of Arguing 
againll our Demands, (in order, as he fays, to inform and fortifie him- 
felf) fell upiin two Points only (the Fifliery and the Prince of Oransc'} 
in this Converfation : For the Fifliery, it was his Obfervation, 'J'liai 
thefe Aniballadors, before the Journey to the llagtic, would have matk' 
no great Difficulty to iicknowlcdge hisMajefty’s Right, only the) wcaild 
have ftruggled hard to redeem the Annual Impolition, by the Jkb, ment

Ill liavc us tlirce feveral Reafons, wherein thc^Dtttcb do think them- 
fjlve.s very much fortified againftour Pretenfions for the Prince of Orans^Ci 
the one is, that fiicJi a Difadvantage ought not to he put upon the 
States, as to make tlieir Stadtholdcr Hereditary, lince by that means, 
the Oliice may come, in time, to be devolved upon an Infant, or a Pc^- 
f()n othen\ifj inilifficicnt and uncapable. 2 . 'i hat it is hard for a Go¬ 
vernment, altogether independent of us, to have its Conftitution alter’d 
by fucli a],a\s, as we think fit to give them : and the harder, in that 
the Prince Inmfelf difowns our meddling therein. 3 . Tliat the prefent 
Prince, being of t)ie Jilood Royal of Jivgland^ fomc hereafter defeending 
of him, may come to inherit that Oown ,■ and confequcntJy, that the 
Uiiiti,'d Prosinces may come to be no more, than a perpetual Appendix, 
to the Kingdom of Jiv^land. 

W f. mention tliefe Argument.s, not for any Force we find in them, but 
for tlie Diftictilty that appears of executing your I.ordfliip’s Inflru(Jtions 
to ns, of a]ipl} ing ourfelvcs to thofe among tin; Ambafladors, that are 
molt djxoti'd to the Prince of Orange^ and intrufted with his Secret: 
For if his Higlincfs be (as he is univerfally believed lierc to be) againlt a 
Ikace, thvofe that liavc his Secret Atill think of nothing lefs, than of 
joA Uing Councils tvith tis, in procuring his Fiflablifliment by this ’iVeaty. 

A s we were clofing this Diljsatch, we were fummon’d to a Conference 
at tlie Cdnncx^ w here avc found only tlie l-'rcncb Ambalfadors, and the 
Deputies Odo^n and Mnnftcr : J-'or tlie Mediators had to acquaint us, 
th-it the) liad been repeating new Inltaiices to the ^Jnicb AmbalTadow,* 
to cc'ine nearer to Reafon, as to our Demands ^ but without any Sue ■ 

< efs: N’a\', they told us plainl}’, by the Air they fatv the 7)ntcb tvere 

<'f, in all they faid and did notv, they, the Mediators, were apt to be¬ 
lieve, they Were too far engag’d already, to be able to clofe with a 
Peace j and they were the more confirmed in their Belief, in that tlie 
'■Dnich Ambalfadors had this Morning, very formally called upon them 
lor an Anfwer from them, the Mediators, to tlie tAvo Papers they had 
delivered them, in Antwer to that Avhich they, the Mediators, had 
written upon tlie Subject of our Demands, and thofe of France; AA'hich, 
fij,' the iVlediators, looks as if it tended directly to a Breach of the 
iScg^.'tiation: "Upon the A\hole, the Mediators having left this Propofi- 
t'.on of the F)ntcb Ambaifadois, for an Anftver to us to conlidcr of with 
the I'ccricb Ambaliadors, concluded, that lince '^I'hings looked fo like 
a il'dblution, if not a Pre-engagement on the Part of Holland^ to break 
oft the Negotiation of Peace, and to purfue the War: That they had 
once again humbly to pray his JMajefty Avould think of Avhat polfible fur¬ 
ther Abatement he could malse, to eafe the Points of his Demands, 
ef| ecially tiuit of the Rcimburfemcnt of Fxpenccs, and by that Means 
to {Hit the Fintch yet more notorioufly in the Avrong, in the indifferenj 
and middle Part of tlie World : and tliis to he therefore the rather 
«F'ne, the IcN Hopes or l.ikclihood there is, as flir as they can yet 
n dge, that the Fhiicb Avill noAV by this, or indeed hy any Condefeeh- 
in the PoA\er of tlie tAvo Kings, he brought to make the Peace. 
And rifts they ha\'c obliged us to lofe no 'Time to reprefent to hisMa- 
jofty, becaufe feeing fo little Appearance of attaining the firft End his 
ATajvlty propofed to himfelf in his Condefcenlion, (Avhich they acknoAA- 
Icdge upon all Oecalions, to be \’cry great and gracious) ev's. thcPcacCi 
they, 4 lhc Mediators, are very follicitous that hi.> Majclly may not fail 
*.■!'the licoiid. tliat w, a full and clear Juftirication of himfelf from the

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Blame of having been the Caufc of the Continuation of tlie War, but 
that the Guilt of that may lie notorioufly at tije Doors ot the Hollanders.

S INCE our laft to your Lordfliip, by the Ordinary, of the 1 ’a/^ a Cop) 
of which, we take leave to fend herewith, w e have recciN ed tlie 
Honour of tw'o of your Lbrdlhip’s, (of the 8 //; and 11 //?, O. S-) for w liicl* 
we return your Eordihip our mofl humble Thanks. In tlie hrfl, your 
I>ordlliip is pleafed to give us an Account of las Majelly’s Delire, iignili- 
cd to the French Ambalfadors, that the French Plenipotentiaries here, 
may have Order from their Mailer to joyn with us, in demanding from 
tlie F)ittcb Ambalfadors a catagorical Anfvver by a Day preHxt, to the 
Demands of the two Kings, upon the Conditions of tlse Peace ^ w itli a 
Signiricatiou of his Majelly’s Pleafure to us, if we found a Difpolition in 
the /Ambafladors to concur with us in fuch a Propnfition, to pro¬ 
mote it on our Part. 

1 Obedience to w hich, we did this Morning delire an Audience of 
th .‘ French Ambalfadors, where we imparted to them the Orders we had 
received from the King our Mailer in that Point ; and found them i'.i 
thv'.r own Keafon, m Virtue of their general InliruCtions, (which thev 
tliiT.k uoil'd Warrant them enough to do that) fatislied and difpofed 
lo make that Step with us, whenever it lliall be thought proper: liut 
conlidering tliat his Mujdty had already remanded it by M. Colbert to 
the King their Mailer, and that they had net at prefent any particular 
Orders for fuch a Step, they del red 'Time to liear from Court, upon 
\\hat had been written by their Ambaliador at Fondon in oi-r Mn.'', 
Name in that Particular; tshich, in 3 or 4 Days at mod, tJi.y I.)-,' C, 
to receive ; in the mean Time, while we arc expecting thele Order;., h. - 
caufc we had found by the Account the Mediators gave us, what !.\d 
palled of late between them and the SDA'/r-D Anshall'adors, that ththe 
Mediators, finding the F)ntel\ upon the Return of MeifieursAVcv; I'lng and 
fjuren, fo abfurdly infolent, and peremptor)' in their Carriage ,• and indeed 
much more averfe, as they told us, to Reafcn, than beh re thofe two 
went lienee for the; they, the Mediators, had forivern expreii”, 
and iifd'crms, to impart to them the lall Condefeentions of the iv.c 
Kings ; becaufe, as the Mediators told us, they did not judge, that lu 
the arrogant Humour they then found the [Ddtch., it would liave at all 
further '<i tlv Peace, but rather ferv'd to harden them the more, not but 
that they had, as they laid, fuificiently intimated it to them but lu't 
fp(i^<.en it quite out in exprefs 'Perms: Conlidering the Matter relied 
thus, «wc V. ere a little doubtful, whether the Mediators liad carried this 
Point yet htr enough, fo as to fecure to tlie two Kings the laid they 
pnrpofcd t. themfclves from their lall and great Condefeentions ; which 
was, in Cafe a Peace could not he compalfed by it, yet it lliould at Icall 
be made notorious to the W'c.rld, that the P'ault was lo be charged up¬ 
on the Jlol/andersy and that nothing imaginable had been ('mitted on 
the Part of the two Kings for the procuring a Peace. 'Phis is the Point 
we now think w c ouglit to be molt er.reful of, and therefore v\ e t^)ok 
thi.s Occafion to oficr it to the Zvr/,Y7m\mballadors, whether ii; i.on'd 
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not l)C Weil forthwith to fpcak exprefly of it to the Mediators, t6 
the iind, either that wc mijj;ht he fatisfaed from them that they have 
already communicated thofe laft and great Abatements of the two King-S 
to the 7:>utch Amhafladors, fo far and fo fufficiently, as linally, in the 
Judgment of the Mediators, to jufUfic our Mafter’s, and to leave the 
[Dutch notorioufly anfwerabje to tJie World, in Cafe they refufe the Con¬ 
ditions as noW' moderated : Or, if vve did not find tliis w ere yet fuffici- 
ently done by the Mediators, then, wdtliout a Moment’s lofs of Time, to 
call upon them immediately to do it. 'J he French Ambaffadors feemed 
very fenfihle of the Importance of this Matter, and therefore, with their 
Opinions, Ave agreed each of us apart to fee the Mediators upon this Oc- 
calion. We took the firft Handle and went prefently after Dinner j and tho’ 
tlie Mediators gave us for Anfvver, that however tliey Irad but imperfedcly 
intimated the Condefeentions of the King our Mafter in this great l^oint 
of Jdaces, by faying, that they had had Hopes that the King of 
if he had been complied with in the principal I’oints of his Demands, 
AVOLild have been prevailed with Avholly to have gone off from that of 
I’laces, that they Avere fatistied the Matter liad been fufficiently 

intimated to them, to leave them notorioufly in the AArong, in Cafe they 
refufed the Conditions ; and that they, the Mediators, had thereupon 
proceeded to tell them moft exprefly and folcmnly, that in Cafe they 
did, after thefe Condefeentions on the fart of the tAvo Kings, refufe tlic 
Peace, they muft declare to the World, they Avere the Caufe of tlie 
Kupture, and of all the Confequences of it ; and that S-uttec/en lliould be 
<ibliged immediately to make good its Engagement againfl them asfuch ; 
fo lar the Mediators faid, they underflood the Conditions of the tAVO 
Kings to have been already notified to the [Dnich j as that they the 
Mediators Avent tliiis far in their Declaration upon it. 

ii i' T yet confidering the great Weight they find us put upon tliis 
Matter, and the Anxiety aa c appeared to be in, that it fliould be tlirough- 
ly and effectually done ; they refolved this Morning to take an Occafion 
to fpcak it out to them in exprefs Words,- and to add, that they had liad 
it intriifled in their Hands by the tAAo Kings noAV fifteen Days, in AAhich 
’fime they had not been Avanting fufficiently to intimate it to them, fo 
as to lease them Avithout Excufe, in Cafe they lliould pcrfift in their 
Kefufal of Peace on the Terms offered by the tAvo Kings: We found 
tlie Mediators of an Opinion, this Avas more than Avas neceffary; but in 
a Circumflance of fo great Weight and Confequence to the Succefs of 
tliis Negotiation, avc Avere defirous rather to err on this Hand, and 
even to overdo it. In Asliich Ave moft humbly beg his Majefty’s Pardon 
for AAliat A\e may hat'c been miftaken. 

The King of FrdJicc-, finding that he has not been able, by all the 
Inftances and Application he has hitherto made, by his Minifters at 
1 'kuna and Kdiislwnc^ to divert the Emperor from his Rcftilutions, of 
aififting the IloUar.cicrs in this Qiiarrel, but that he docs really intend 
to march his Forces towards the Rhine \ the King begins to think noAV 
of otlier Arguments, and to call in good earneft upon S’csceefcn todpeak 
in the Matter ; having, belldes Avhat he lias faid in Sweden by M. de 
Fi'uquicrs^ and to M. Coningjmdvk the Swediflo Miniftcr in his Court, 
thought tit to Avrite a formal i.etter to the King, luch as may be fit to 
be feen abroad in the World ^ (a Copy of which aac has^e received from 
the French Ambaflad(-rs, and goes here in< lofcd) as likeAsife of the Me¬ 
morial given upon the fame Occaiion to MoiUicur de Conin^jn<jrk- 
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The Ambafiadors here, efpecially lince the laft and great 

Condcfccntions of the two Kings, upon which they have fo IblcmnJy ju- 
ftified the Kings, and declared the Hollanders to be notorioufly in the 
wrong, appear extream hearty, and refolve to make good their laft 
Treaty with France^ in Cafe Things be brought to that Extremity. And 
accordingly, they told us two Days ago, they had fome time lince w rit- 
ten to Ftjffcndorffey their Minifter at Vienna^ that he fliould immediately 
follow the Emperor to Egra^ in Cafe he were not already, btfere the 
Arrival of their Letter, ict forward on his Way thither ,* and once mere 
ferioufly to reprefent to him the Confcqucnce of the Councils he is noAv 
in, of marching his Army into the Empire ; that finally, after all tlicy 
have faid upon this Matter, if his Imperial Majefty lliall perfift to march 
in this Quarrel, they do from henceforth declare, firft, that he will be 
the Caufe why they the Mediators ftill lofe the Peace, of which they 
have otherwiie fo fair Hopes; next, that he w'ill be the £rft Caufe of 
the Rupture that will follow ; and laftly, that they fliall, by Confe- 
quence, be obliged immediately to execute as well their Warranty of 
the general Peace of Munjicr, as the particular Treaty they made tlic laft 
Year with France: On the contrary, if he lhall pleafe to keep within 
the Hereditary Countries, and not march into the Empire, the King of 
France will ftay his Army under M. Turenne Avhere it is, without ad- 
\ ancing further into the Empire ; and if he can obtain his SecuritA', even 
Avhclly draw tlAcm off to this Side the IFbinc. That in the mean Time 
tiiey, the Mediators, have great Hopes to be able to compafs the locate ; 
and laftly, that the Peace following, they \a ill ancAv enter into Warran- 
tv of the Treaty of Jix la Chapette^ for the furtlier Security of Spain 
anid the Spanifl) Flethcrlands i and with this Mefl'age, their laft Letters 
from Tlcnna tell them, Fuffcndorjje was gone to the Emperor in all Haft i 
and they hope it is fo reafonable, and prefted Avith that Earneftnefs, that 
it may have fome good EfFetit upon liim for all this. 

I N the mean Time, the King of France has difeovered, it feems, that 
a Prc'jettt is laid between the Ihnpcror and Prince of Oranc^e^ and tlie 
dc Montereyy for tlieir fitft entring into Adtion ; Avhich Avas to have been 
by the Duke dc Lorain falling down toAvards yi/jacCy Avith s ('r acoz.- 
Men he has AAith him in Hrifgayse ■, joyn’d to about as many m(;re in tlie 
Franchc Corapti: At the fame l ime the Empen r fliould have gi\en AI. 
'J'tirenne the Go by in Franconia ; and the Prince of OrangCy ftrengthn(.d 
Avith wdiat Troops the C. de Monterey can fpare, fliould have advanced 
foAA ards Frcces and fo all the three Bodies to hayc united, if there had 
been Occafion, in Order to the falling upon France wlicre it fliould have 
appeared raoft ufeful. In Order to this, the Spaniards have really a 
Body gathering already in Lnxembergby with an Eye, as is thought, on 
tlie Town of Freccs. But the Mine is thought to be E'vcnte b) this 
Difeovery ; the King of France being himfelf in Perfon, adianced 
into JUdC9y to fee all Things in a Condition on that Side, and AI. 
dc Fi'V.rclks having polled himfelf on a fudden betAveen the Spanijh Body 
in Lnxcvihergh and the Town of I rcc'cSy to prevent a Surprize of that 
impdrtant I*aflage. Jjefidcs this, the French Ambaffaders tell us, Al. de 
Liexcmhogb has liad Advice of fome fecret Delign the Prince of Orange 
Juts to be (. xecuted noAV in few Days, fomewhere on that Side j Iioav far 
lie knoAVs tlie Particulars, is not faid, but he hopes he knows cnoiigli 
not to be caiily furpriz’d any A\hcrc. 

'I’he Baron a Ifohiy Avho takes the Character of Ambafiador for the Em¬ 
peror, having, a Day or fwo before, notified to us, by two Gentlemen, his 
Arrival on Friday the -///*/&Inftant, we made liim our Hrft Vifit in the mfual 

M Man- 
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Manner ; our Converfation was cold and formal, nothing towards Bufi • 
nefs, more than that he lamented, in his Canting Stile, the great Spoils 
and Violences committed every where in the Empire by the French, the 
Burthen of the Song being — If this muft be called Peace, he was to feck 
what was War. That thefe Proceedings of the French, had been born as 
long as pofliblc; and that the World could not but juftifjr any other Coun¬ 
cils, that ftiould be henceforth taken by the Empire, for their neceflary . 
Defence and Reparation : However, that he was come, not to declare q. 
War, or make Manifefto’s, but to endeavour a Peace ; which, he Paid, 
tho’ M. eic Koningfcck w'as not yet upon the Place, he and his Col¬ 
logue (one Vijfcher) already in Town lomc Weeks, had fufficient Power 
to negotiate and conclude: That the Emperor w'as moft delirous of it, 
only it muft be taken, that the Plaftcr be as large as the Sore, that the' 
Peace be general; intimating, that the Aim of the Emperor and Spitin 
will be, to have all their Concerns in this Part of the World, of all Kind, 
cfpecially what may be depending in any Way between them and 
France, provided for in this Treaty ; And this is the Note he is gene¬ 
rally in, in all his Difeourfe,- for the reft, it is generally taken notice of, 
that, according to his ufual Manner, he is in a difficult Style andlianguage 
to every Body he converfes tvith, according as he apprehends their Inte- 
refts or Affections to be. 

W E arc yet without further Know ledge of the Succefs of the late En¬ 
gagement off of the F'cxcH, more than w hat the Fhitch w ill give ns ; 
but we conclude, from the great Moderation and Coldnefs we find m 
all the Ix'tters and Prints, that certainly, with the Blelfing of God, 
the Advantage has been on our Side. We are expecting w ith great Im¬ 
patience the Particulars of it, either directly from his Highnefs PrinA; 
Rupert, w hich, as the Elect lyes, we think may moft likely come by the. 
Way of Hamburg, or from your 1 .crdfliip by the Poft of yefterday. (lod 
Almighty grant it be fuch as may help to mend the Criiis our Negotia- 
titni is now draw ing to. We remain tvith all humble RefpeCts, 0"r.

O UR laft that we prefumed to trouble your I.ordfhip with, was 
of the '^h paft; the Duplicate of it w e take the IJberty to in- 
clofe herewith : ^dle Mediators having not given lince our laft, any Oc- 
callon to meet at the Carmes, we have nothing more at this Time to 
trouble you with, but the little OccuiTonccs of ordinary Converfations: 
We fliall not undertake to affign the Reafons why the Mediators have 
not thought fit to alfemblc the Plenipotentiaries together fince this Day 
feven Night; only we do guefs they may be at this Time in Expectati¬ 
on of fomc further Condefcentrons from the French Court: Eor M. Siparr, 
in a Converfation W'ith us on '^luejdav Night, took Occafion to en¬ 
quire, w'hethcr the French Ambafl'adors had yet any Return by the Cou¬ 
rier tliey had lately difpatched to Court ,• as if that Courier had been 
font away.whth the Privity of the Mediators, and upon fomc Errand, 
Avherein they had a fpecial Concern. With this Qiieftion, M. Sparr did 
introduce himlelf into a I>ifco;irfe of the Impolfibility to have any Suc- 
ccf-> in this Negotiation, unicfs the French may be prevailed w ith to 
accent of a rcafonable Equi\’alcnt in lieu of Rreda, Taddiie, and other 

I’laccs 
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Places they now infift upon. The 7)titch having declar’d, (as he exprefs’d 
it) nettement^ that they will rather continue the War, and run the 
utmolt Hazard, than part with thofe Places: An Equivalent, he 
faid, the T^utch will give, but it will be difficult to find out fuch a 
one as will content the French. The Offer that they make of Zntphen^ 
and fomc Places about it, will never be accepted of, it is fo remote 
jfrom any Place the French is polfeffed of } and Speiin^ on the otlier Side, 
v^hole Politicks it is to continue the Wat, will not frame itfclf i<j ac¬ 
commodate thefe t\vo Parties with any Exchange. 

It was Courtin's Obfervation, that the Mediators, in their Coun¬ 

tenance thefe four or five Days laft palf, have appeared more chearful 
and promifing, than at our laft Conferences j nor are they fo defponding 
in their Difeourfes of the Temper they find the 7)ntch in, as they 
W'^ere upon the firft Obfervations they made of them, after the Return 
of the two Ambalfadors from the Hague. On jreeinefday the Baron de 
/ Ifola^ rendered us the Vifit we had given him as his Imperial Majefty’s 
Ambaffador ; he quickly let himfelf into a large Difeourfe upon feveral 
Infractions of the Treaty of jlix la Cbapcllc^ wherewith he charges the 
French ; partly in their manner of reftoring \\\cFrancbe Compte to Spain^ 
whiph was (as he faid) after tliey had diflirmed and utterly ruined it : 
partly in their violent poffelfing themfelves of above 400 \'illages, under 
the Notion of Dependencies to their Conquefts in the Spauifi Kcthcr- 
lands^ before any Reafon or Arbitrage could be heard i but abus e all, 
in their Placart of Refidence, which cut the Throat (as lie pliras’d it) 
of the SpaniJlj Subjects : So that in this, as tvell as in that Vifit we 
gave him, (wherein he took Occafion to declaim againfl the Frcvcl\ for 
they make at this Time (as he fays) in the lileCtorate of 
r/ fcrj, and for tlie Contributions they exact in the Pro\ iiice of Lim~ 
hiirgb) his Conclufion and great Remark w as, that the I’eace at as 
alfo that at the Fyrrhciiccs^ did but marqncr la chaJJ'c pciirnnc autre 
guerre, thofe were liis Words; and that it w ill be in a manner impoifible 
^o contrive fuch a Peace, and a (iuarant\% as I'hings now llaiul, as 
Avill be fufficient to preferve the SpaniJJj Netherlands from being v.hell', 
fwallow ed up by' another War. 

Ur ON the whole Matter, we mufi expeCt all the Oppoiiiiun and 
Traverfes imaginable from him, to the good llfue of this fslegotiat on ; 
And it is an ()bfervation that M. Fhrciijleen has made to us more than 
^ once, that if tlie Imperial and French Armies do come to Blows, the 
Baron de t IfvlawxW then come into this 'I'reaty, .as one the Parties 
principal in his Mailer’s Name, and throng it wfith fo many Pretenl'ions, 
that it, wall be in vain to think of accommodating them, till the I'or- 
tune and Revolutions of the War do bring a greater Neceliity tlian now 
tliere is, upon the one Party to fubmit and receive I.aws from the otlier. 
'The bell <>n’t is, every Bod)' is here full of tlie Baron de f Ifola's Cha¬ 
racter, and‘we do not find that the Reputation of that is like to 
giv^ him any Afcendent at all o\er our Mediators, but that the) arc 
fufticiently upon their Guard againlt all the Inlinuations of his Sophillry. 
Here Vs a Report fpread Abroad, as if 7)on Bernard dc Salinas v;t re 
notv upon a fecund \'oyage into lingland, but we do not find that any 
here do mucli heed it. 

1’his 7 vlornir.g the ivYwr/; Amballadors did, witlithe iifual Sfdem- 
iiity, notify to us the Orders they liad had from their Mailer, to jo\n 
A*, ith us in demiinding a Ciategorical Anfwer from the Dutch, upon tlv- 
Sub)'Ct of our fevtral D anands, and in prefixing them a'I'inie to rise 

in : Elpon this Overtliiv, we immediately entered into a Deidf'r.:- 
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tion with them of the Time wc ihould go to the Mediators upon this 
Errand: We, for our Parts, knowing how our Matter is plcafcd to profs 
this Affair, propofed to go this Morning; but M. Courtin having been 
yetterday with M. d Odyikcy about Provifions for his Houfe this Winter, 
M. d Odyike told him, he thought he fhould not be here after the lotb 
of this September M. Courtin having rallied him upon that Subject, M. 
d Odyike offer’d to lay a Wager with him, that he Ihould not be here 
longer than that Day; and when he and M. Van Haren met him a 
fccond Time the fame Evening, he took Occafion to tell him, that he 
(M. Courtin) Ihould fee to Morrow, (meaning this Day) whether he, M. 
Odyikcy were in carnett or not. This being compared with what fell 
the other Day from M. ^everningy viz. that they, the Dutchy were no 
longer free to treat with them, till the \^tb of Sept ember y after which 
Time their 'I'reaty with the Spaniard (in cafe a Peace be not made) 
is to take Place, and be in Force, hath brought the French Ambafladors 
and us to a Perfwafion, that as the ^Duteb Ambaffadors had this Day 
fevennight at the CarmeSy defired the Mediators they might have our 
feveral Anfwcrs upon the two Letters they (the Fkitch) had written to 
the Mediators, touching the Demands of the tw'o Kings; fo they, the 
*Dutcb Ambafladors, were upon making a further Step, c/s. of prefi^cing 
to us a certain Time to give in thofe Anfwcrs they called for this Day 
fevennight: If they do prefix us a Time before wc do it to them, wc 
think it an Advantage to our Matters, for fo they will have made the 
firft ^Demarches tow’ards the breaking of this Negotiation; and that 
after wc have made Abatements, (and thofe very confidcrable ones) fub- 
fequent in Time to the Offers they have laft made: We therefore, 
with his Majetty’s mott gracious Favour, have thought it bett, there.be¬ 
ing but two Days Difference, to joyn with the French Ambafladors in 
their Sentiment of not demanding this Anfwer, and prefixing a Time for 
it till Monday next, in Expedation of what M. d Odyike's little Mena¬ 
ces w'ill produce: If they do cither to Morrow or next Day prefix us 
a Time, wc fhall be more at liberty to demand their Anfwer, and to 
prefix them a Term of 15 Days (lefs wc cannot think to be a competent 
Time) to give it in : And yet they will appear to the Mediators and 
the World, to have made more Haft than was rcafonable in this Step ; 
if they fay nothing, wc lhall, w ithout fail, on Monday next, folcmnly 
denounce to the Mediators, that the French Ambafladors and w^e do 
exped the Categorical final Anfwer of the ^tetchy upon the Abatements 
our Matters have made refpedively, within i y Days. 

Since wc began this Difpatch, wc have. My Lo r n, the Honour of 
your Lordlhip*s of the \ ’)th of Aug. come to our Hands, and wc do with 
all humble Thanks acknowledge yourLordfhip’s Favour in it, in letting 
us know how infinitely gracious his Ma jetty is pleafed to be, in pardon¬ 
ing the many and gteat imperfedions of Duty, w^e may, and mutt have 
fallen under, in fo difficult a Negotiation ; that Notice which his Ma- 
jefty defeends to take, of the Application and Zeal wc owe to his 
Service, being fuch a Comfort and fuch a Reward, that the greatett and 
happieft Performances can have no Pretence to, much lefs that Obedi¬ 
ence we are bound to, under the deepeft Obligations and trueft Senfe 
of Duty imaginable. Wc arc, (^yc.

IN it, we gave your Lordfhip an Account of the Rcfolution we had 
prefumed to joyn in with the Jb'rench Ambaffadors, of forbearing a Day 
or two to put in Execution the Orders we had received, (and in which 
they had then likewife received Inftrudions to joyn w ith us) of demand¬ 
ing a Categorical Anfwcr from the T)utch, upon the Subjed of our De¬ 
mands, by a certain Day, in Expectation that the ^Duteb Ambalfadors 
here might in the mean time very probably prevent us; and in the 
peremptory prefuming Humour they appear a to be in, limit us a Time 
to give in our laft Word to them, which was judged much more to the 
Advantage of our Mafters, in the Opinion of the World, in cafe the 
Negotiation Ihould come indeed to mifearry, than if we ihould have 
firft fet them a Time. 

1 T happen’d juft as we had conjedured it, for Friday in the 
Evening, the French Ambaffadors gave us an Account, that the Media¬ 
tors had that Afternoon fent in much Haftc to have a Meeting with 
them i the Occafion was, to communicate to them a Paper, they, the 
Mediators, had received from the TFiitch Ambaffadors that Morning, 
lign’d by 'Beverning^ Haren^ and Ishrandts^ bearing Date that Day, de¬ 
manding from the Ambafladors of the two Kings, and their Allies, a 
final Anfvver what they had more to fay, as to the Matter of their De¬ 
mands, and their laft Word how low tliey would go ,* concluding, that 
in cafe they, the *Dutch Ambaffadors, fhould not be fo happy as to ob¬ 
tain fuch a final Declaration from them, they fliould not be able to pro¬ 
ceed further in this Negotiation — phis continuer le Coiirs dc cette 
negociaiion, thofe were the Words. The Ambafladors told us, the Me¬ 
diators had a like Paper for us, w’^hich they had intended to have hke- 
wilc communicated to us, at the fame Time, if we had been at Home ; 
and that they certainly would take next Morning to do it: An Hour 
dfter we met the C. Fott at the Bifhop of Strashurgh\^ (where we all 
paffed that Evening) and he repeated the fame Thing to us. Upon 
w hich we went afide with the French Ambafladors, the Bilhop of Stras- 
hurghy and Prince WiUiam his Brother, to confider a little of the Matter, 
and what Anfwcr we fhould give to it. We judged it of great Weight 
how and what Anfvver we made to it, confidcring by the Way and 
Manner the 7)utch had demanded it, that it might probably be made 
the Foundation in Holland of their Rcfolution as to Peace or War; 
and therefore we agreed to take till , the next Morning, to confider of 
it edch apart, and then to meet and take a joynt Rcfolution, fuch as, 
upon the comparing of Opinions, fhould be found moft advifeable in the 
Matter. The Queftion, as it lay before us out of the Stitch Ambalfa¬ 
dors Paper was, whether and how far we fhould liitisfy their Demand, 
in fpeaking out each of us finally and precifely, the low eft our refpeCtive 
Mafters would fall in their Demands : We, on our Part, immediately, 
without any Difficulty, 'concluded, we ought by all Means to do it ; 
efpccially conlidering the Orders we had received from his Majefty, for. 

the 
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the fottini; a Day to the in cafe tlicy had not thus luckily pre¬ 

vented us, by (in a manner) fetting us one ; and accordingly having 
tlic next Morning communicated it to the French Ambaffadors, they rea¬ 
dily concurr’d in it, and we together prevail’d with the Deputies of the 
lile^ttor of Cologn and Bifliop of Mnnjici\ (whom we found otherwife of 
a Mind, to liavc bargain’d and chaffer’d in the Matter) to joyn with us 
in the Refolution, and each to declare the very lowclt of our Mailer’s 
Mind. 

In the mean time tve receiv’d a Summons from the Mediators the 
lame Day, being the to meet in the Carmes^ about 3 a Clock in the 
Afternoon, the Mediators came to our Appartment, and delivered us 
the like l^iper, fign’d by three of the F)uich Ambafl'adors, c'iz. ‘Bcrjcr- 
n'lng^ llarcn^ [(brmdts^ dated the 17-^'*; (a Copy of which we take 
l.eavc to fend here inclofed) : We told them, tve had already takcit 
Notice of tlie Demand of the FFitclu from the Paper given the Night 
l>cfore by them, tlie Mediators, to t\\^ French Ambalfadors: That we 
had conlidered of it witJi the faid Ambafladors, and the Minillers of our 
other Allies, and that wcw'ould that Night, or the next Day, give them 
our Anfwer in Form. I'hey began to repeat to us, the Heads of our 
principal Demands, praying us, that w’c would, if w'e had it in our 
Power, give yet a further Moderation to them ; or if we had it not in 
our Hands to do, then to reprefent it once again to our Mailer, for his’ 
further Pleafure. We told them, we had already frankly, and Avith 
that Confidence the King our Mailer has in the FriendOiip of the King 
of Sweden in this Negotiation, told them all our Mailer’s Mind : '1 hat 
lower than that wc could not go, repeating to them the fevcral Heads 
of our principal Demands, <viz. The Flag ^ The Annual Sum of i2cooa(. 
for the Fifliery j The Million of Pounds Sterling for tlic Fxpences of 
the Warj The R.eltitution of SiivintWi\ I'hc calling in all labels. Prints, 
and Medals, The Regulation of Trade in tlie Indies^ and on tlic 
Coall of Afriai \ And laltly, The Ellablifhment of the Prince of Orange 
Hereditary Stadtholder. 'J'hefe, we told them, were fuch Points, as 
the King our Mailer would finally infill upon, in the lame Degree wc 
Jiad lall moderated them, Avithout any further Abatement. They took 
them in order, and began to argue upon them, as Mediators oni)', as 
they told us, and in no Degree A\ith Partiality toAvards the ; 

w ho, they faid, had play’d the CroA\ n of Sweden more Tricks, than they 
had done any State in Flurope. 

’Phi! Flag, they faid, they thought Avas confeiited to j The Annual 
Payment for the Fifliery, they told us, A\as abfolutely denied ; the Hol¬ 
landers pleading, Firfl^ I'hat they had been in the quiet Polleflicn of 
it 200 Years, ever lince the 'I'reaty of 145)5 and that they had never 
been dillurbed in it, lave in the 'Fime of King once, Avhich, upon 

tlie Reprefentation of their Ambaflador, was laid allde, and the ^J'hing 
left as It was. Secondly^ That in all the ’IVeaties that had‘bee*n ever 
made Avith that State by the Ci’OAvn of F^ngland, this Point of tlyi 
Fifliery had never been mentioned. , 

Wt anfvvered thefe Arguments as Avell as avc could; i. That the 
Right they founded on that Treaty of 1495, mull needs have expifed 
and fallen Ai ith that ’I’rcaty, by the firll \\'ar that folloAi'ed betAveen 
the Parties, of Avhich there liad been many lince that Time ; iinlels they 
could flicAV that it liad been again renewed and rellored by fublequent 
I rcaties, A\hich, Ave told them, they could not do. That there is no 
Reafon this Article of that 'freaty 1495, Ihould be thought this Day to 
I blige liis Majehy, no more than that tAventy other Articles of the Iqpic 

I'rcaty, 
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Treaty, by which confiderable Advantages arc ftipulatcd to the Subjects 
of the Crown of Ungland^ fhould be thought now to oblige the King of 
Spain, Each Article in a Treaty being of the Nature of a Condition 
to all the reft, which failing in Performance, the reft of the Articles arc 
not taken to oblige unlefs exprefty fo provided, s. Tliat it is verj' 
quoftion{d)lc, how far the prefent States General, Jiaving creded them- 
Iclvcs into another Form of Government, by a notorious Separation from 
'the Subjeftion of the Houfe of burgundy^ can pretend to a Riglit or 
Privilege affc<ftcd particularly to the Subjects of the Houfe of littrgnndy. 
Lajily^ that to ftiew them, no Right as to the Fiftiery (granted by 
that Treaty) is underftood to be on Foot, the very Inhabitants of tlic 
Spanijh Netherlands^ 'who are actually Subjeds of the King of Spain^ 
Succelfor and Dcfccndant of the Dukes of "Btirgundyi and who are 
the very People, in Favour of whom that Treaty w’as tJien made, 
have in all Times, and do at this Day, take Licences from his JVlajcfty, 
which we confirmed to them by the many Licences diftribiited in p'hm- 
ders in the Years between 1630 and 40, by Sir ^althaffer Gcrhiei\ liis 
JVTajefty’s Minifter at lirtixells j and by what was done within tlicfe Six 
or Seven Years by the Town of Jirnges j who have a ftanding incence 
'i'erm from his IVlajefty, for a certain Number of Velfels to filli yearly. 
Secondly^ As to their fecond Objedlion, to wit, that this Point Inid never 
been mentioned in any treaty between them and the Crown of En- 
glitnd ; we allow’d it, but faid, it proved, as we tlioiight, upon the Prin- 
cif le laid down in the former Argument, viz. That the Right they 
claimed, was grounded on the '^freaty of 95 ; that having never been 
prov ided for in any otlicr Treaty fince, between them and the Crown of 
E^iglmid ; that in Truth they therefore had no Right at all to it : 
In our Debate, upon this latter Argument, they would have flown qftj 
faying, the ’Dutch did not own that they derived their Right from the 
'I'reaty of 95 wholly, glofling it thus, that to avoid Contefts and Dif- 
pute.s that liad Jiappened frequently, till that I'lme, between thofe that 
fiflied, O'c* tlie two Parties had agreed fo to fettle the Liberty of the 
*l''ifliery for the future. 

W h faid wliat more we thought proper on this Subjedt, for the con- 
\ incing tlie Mediators, in Cafe they themlelves fliould ftill doubt of our 
-blight, and to give them wherewithal to lilencc thoDutch in tlie I’oint, 
'They told us, they hoped his Majefty would pleafe to find fome Tempe¬ 
rament in it, intimating, that this l^oint might be fatisfied, by one 
pA'fent Sum of Money, and not to infill on an annual Pa)’ment, v\ hicli 
they told us, they feared the Dutch would never be brought to. 

Next, they came to the Article about the Prince of Orange^ in which, 
we oblcrved, they argued with much more Warmth and Serioufnefs, tlio’ 
they profclled wliat they faid, was not for the leaft Intercft tlicy had in 
tlie Jvxciufion of that Article ; but perfectly as Friends and Servants to 
the Crown «f England., and for the Intercft tlie King ourMaftcr had, (us 
they thought) that tlie Peace do not break on any Point, that the 
World fliould not afterwards judge very reafonableon his Majefty’s l^art. 
Now 'they faid, they doubted extrcamly, whether the World would 
think this Point (about the Prince of Orange to be eftablifhed Hereditary 
Stadtholdcr) fuch. i. This is to preferibe a Law and Form of Govern¬ 
ment to another Neighbour State, which looks very odd. 2. 'J'his is 
wholly to^deftroy their Government of Rcpublick, and render it a Mix¬ 
ture of Sovereignty or Monarchy. 3. How deferving foever the prefent 
Prince of Orange may be of this great Truft in his own Perfon, yet wlio 
knows what his Defeendants may be in any Time, how uncapablc, Ikiw 

little 
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little dcfcrving it. 4. The Ncarnefs in Blood of the Prince of Orange 
to the Crown of England^ makes it a Matter of wonderful Confcquencc 
to have him fettled in the Hereditary Right of Stadtholder of all thefe 
Provinces j and laftlyjfeU this, contrary to the Dcfire of the Prince of Orange 
himfelf, fo as certainly the World muft needs think, after the Carriage 
of the Prince of Orange towards the King out Matter, during this whole 
War, and particularly hiS Conduct now as to this Negotiation, thcre^ 
muft be feme great Myftety in it (fo they worded it), that the King* 
ihpuld thus infift, finally, upon the eftabliflring him as Hereditary Stadt¬ 
holder, fo as ever to lote the Peace, rather than not prevail in it; And 
this Point of all others we found them moft carneft in, efpccially as to 
the Circumftance of making it Hereditary to his Houfe. 

As to the Expences of the War, they faid, they hoped the King 
Avould pleafe to lelTen the Sum ; Not that they could fay, as they told 
us, that they had hitherto found any Difpofition in the ^nteb to give 
any Money at all, upon this Head. However, they would humbly re¬ 
commend it to the King, to Icflfen it what poflibly he could. 

As to Surinam^ they Aid over that Article, faying, they did not be¬ 
lieve that would ftick much. 

The other two of the labels, and the Reglcments of Trade in, the 
Indies^ they liketvifc patted over without making any Exceptions to 
them. This is the Sum of what patted between us and the Mediators 
in that Conference, and fo we parted. 

Sunday wc received the Honour of your Lordlliip’s of the 4 * 

paft, containing his Majefty’s Commands to us, that we Ihould, by Concert 
with the French Ambattadors, do as much as in us lies, to put the '^I'rea- 
ty to a Period ; by declaring to the Mediators, that if bis Majetty Iv^ . e 
not Satisfa( 5 tion, according to the late Inflrudtions font us, of the of 
Jtily-, by the i^th of September', O. S. he will hold himfelf refufed ^ and if 
his Allies will concur A\ith him, he will therewith break off the Treaty : 
Your Lordfliip being plcafed to add, that his Majefty had directed, that 
that Refolution of his Ihould be imparted by the lame Pott to Sir 
liam Lockhart^ to the bind, that he lliould acquaint the King of France 
with it i and obtain that Direftions be font to the Plenipotentiaries of 
France^ to co-operate w ith us according to thefe Meafurcs. 

TL'he next Morning, wc communicated thefe Orders to the French 
Ambattadors, who not having the Directions necettary from Court, to 
concur wdth us in this Point, and being otherwife of the Opinion, that 
if they had them, yet that it would be much better, and more for tfie 
Service of the Negotiation, to divide the Time into two, and fet for 
Example, Jirft^ 15 Days or 3 Weeks to have a final peremptory Anfwer 
in ; and thence, as there fliould be Caufe, to remove it to a further Dajr, 
within the of September finally fixed by our Matter, rather than at 
once to fet that Day for the utmott Term. In this Conlideration, wc 
were inclined to agree to the Judgment of the French Ambanatters, that 
in the mean Time, till they had received their Orders from Court, upon 
what your Lordfhip has written to Sir William Lockhart on this Subjed, 
and that we have his Majefty’s Plcafurc to govern ourfclves otherwife, 
if it be found fit j we fliould, in Execution of the former Orders wc had 
in our Hands, and which wc otherwife refolvcd (as wc acquainted your 
T.ordfhip in our laft) to put in Execution that Day, to proceed to let 
the ‘Untch a Day ; within which, to give in a categorical Anfjver to the 
Demands of the two Kings j and we agreed it would be beft to do it in 
the C.'lofe of the Anfwer wc were that Morning to deliver into the laft 
Paper of the F)utch ; pretending to ground diir fixing a Day for their 

final 
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final Anfwcr to us, upon their peremptory Way of Proceeding, thus th call, 
as it were, in an Inftant, for a final and conclulive Declaration from us, of 
our Mailer’s Demands j but fo as not to denounce to thorn, that we would 
thence forward, in Cafe they anfwered not, break ofl tlie 'I'leaty: Tliat 
we judged, was to be referved for the utmoll 'rcrni we ihould hereafter 
remove our Day to. In which, tho’ we may have varied from the Itridl 
ILetter of his Majefty’s InllrudUons, yet we humbly hope wc liavc fol- 
low'ed the Scope and Intention of his Pleafurc, and that his Majelly 
will pleafe fo to allow of it; At lealt, it was all we could get the 
French AmbalTadors to come to ■, and we hope it is not lefs in our 
Powxr, whenever his Majelly fiiall think fit that we do it, to proceed 
even according to the Letter of our lail Order, to fet the ^oTh of Sep¬ 
tember for a final Day, with that Denunciation affixed to it, that in 
cafe w'c then received not an Anfwer, w'e lliall break off the Treaty. 

From the French AmbalTadors, we went to the Meeting at the Car- 
mes^ Avhere, according to the Refolution w <; had taken witli the French 
AmbalTadors, and our other Allies, we did, by way of Anfwer to the 
Paper of the Ftulch AmbalTadors, declare Iblemnly to the Mediators, the 
lall and lowcll Conditions our Mailers would rcfpcttiycly fet the Peace 
at ; Ave, for our Part, telling them, as the French Ambaliadors did like- 
wife on theirs, that wc had already imparted to them, the King our 
Mailer’s very loAvcll Terms j and that they Avere the fame Ave had com¬ 
municated to them the zoth of Jiigufi: And fo Ave again repeated di- 
llindtly the fevcral Heads, faying, avc could not but cxtreamly wonder 
at this Sort of Proceeding in the Fiutch j that after the King our Ma~ 
Iter had fallen fo very low, by two great and important Abatements, 
by the lall of which he had wholly departed from the main Article of 
Places, which they, the Media,tors, had found the only one of Difficulty 
in our Avhole Demands; that after all this, the 7 Jutchy w'ithout mak¬ 
ing any one Step towards us, Ihould thus briskly and peremptorily fum- 
mon us immediately to give in our very lowell, threatning us, that 
unicfs W'e did it, they lliould not further proceed in the Negotiation r 
We told them, avc thought they, the Mediators, and all the World, 
would judge this a very lirange Proceeding ; and lince it Avas flius, we 
and our Allies had thought fit (having thus faid each of us our very lall 
Word) to declare to them, the Mediators, that avc did expect, that 
\vithin j ^ Days they, the FJtitch^ lliould on their Part give us in a 
Categorical Anfwer to our Demands. ’I'hey told us, they mull confefs, 
our Proceeding had been all along very frank and fair ^ that they Avould 
ufe tlieir utmoll Endeavours to procure the King Satisfaction in his De- 
mands ; but that they had Hill humbly to befeech his Majelly, that he 
would pleafe to foften them yet further what he could, efpecially they 
faid, to lower the Sum of Money ; to give Eafe in the Article ot 
FillAcry j and to find feme Temperament in that about the Prince tE 
Orange. 'I'liefe Points, they laid, they humbly pray’d his Majelly a\ ould' 
plcal« yet once more to conlidcr of j but that hoAvever, they Avould in 
the mean time ufe their utmoll Endeavours for hisM*ajelly’s Satisfaction, 
jull as if this Inllance of theirs were not depending ; and fo w c parted. 

W E were of Opinion, confidering our Demands are now brought to 
the very IoaacII, and that as well in our firll lnllru£tions, as in fomc 
later Significations of his Majelly’s Pleafure, it w'as faid, we Ihould joyn 
with tlic French AmbalTadors, to give in our Demands in Writing ; wc 
were of Opinion, that vi^e Ihould have given them now into the Me¬ 
diators in Writing; but the French AmbalTadors being of a contrary 
Mind, adding for Reafons principally, that they had engaged to Hand 

K ‘ “ h\- 
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by the Intcrefts of the Eleftor of *BrandenhuTgb^ and Duke of Kewhiurgh^ 
in this Treaty j which thio’ they meant to do as far as all poflible Offices 
^nd Endeavouts could ferve, yet that they would not. finally break the 
Peace upon that; for that Reafon, fliould they give in their principal 
Demands in Writing, they muft either infert that, and fo fwell theit 
Pretenfions by an Article they did not indeed intend finally to ftand * 
upon i or elfe leave that out of their Demands, and fo hazard th^s 
lofing of the Eledtor of Srandenhurgh^ who is naturally none of the 
furell Confederates : So as, upon the vrhole, they being not able to 
joyn with us in the Way we had propofed to give in our Demands, we 
contented ourfelves to dilate the Heads of them, as they ftand in ouf 
Inftrudtions, to the Secretary of the Mediators, which we have done 
tJiis Morning, and have engaged the Mediators to give us a Sight of 
the Anfwer they Ihall make on our Part to the Ixifore it be 

delivered j and this Precaution, we hope, is fufficient in this Point.

I N opr laft, which was of the paft by the Ordinary, a Duplicate 
whereof goes here inclofed; we had the Honour to give your Lord*- 
fliip an Account of the Demand which the l^utch Ambaftadors, by 
their l.ettcr of the iji of September^ had made to the Mediators, to know 
the ultitnatum of the two Kings, and their Allies. We gave your Lord- 
fhip likewife an Account, how the French Ambaftadors and we had con¬ 
certed together ; 

I. To let the Mediators fee how fenfiblc wc were of the Indecencies 
wherewith the ^Dtitcb Ambaftadors did ftill prefs for an ukimativtn on' 
our Part, without taking the leaft Notice of the fevcral Steps and great 
Abatements which the two Kings had made, as alfo without making 
any Advances or Offers worth the heeding, on the Behalf of the States 
their Mailers. 

2. To give in our fevcral ultimatums to the Mediators once more 
with Solemnity i only the Wrench being not at liberty to do it in Wri¬ 
ting, wc thou^t it fafeft for us to repeat the fame Things again, by 
way of dictating them to the Secretary of the Mediation, whom we in- 
treated the Mediators to give liCave to attend us for that Purpolc ; 
a Tranfeript of what we dictated, wc lend herewith inclofed j it being 
agreed on all Hands, that W'e were to do no more at this Tim/;, ^nd the 
Mediators cxpedled no more from us, than to give in a Brief of' our* 
Pretenfions, and not the Words at length, as we hope to couch them fti 
Articles. * 

3. To d.efirc the Mediators, in our Names, to prefix a Terra of . 15 
Days, for the Ambaftadors to give Categorical Anfvvers upon our 

ultimatums : The. Ambaftadors having not their Orders to joyn 

w ith us„ in prefixing a peremptory Term of the ^otb of September^ O. S. 
with ai) Jntimation, that their, not anfwering by that Time would be 
taken for aRefufal: It was their Judgmeut*, and- tve could not but 
concur with them, in regard that we Ihall be, when thefe firft 15 Days 
are expired,. in.Po^oftkin of as many more, to give them for c>ur perem¬ 
ptory 
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ptofy and laft Term, and all that Within the Term limited to us, viz, 
the lotb of OBober this Style. 

This being done, the Mediators were pleafed to promife us a Sight 
of that Anfwcr, which they intended to give to the ^uteb Ambaltadors, 
by Way of an Account of our Ultimatums j they gave it us on T^uefi/ay 
Night to confidcr of ; wc told them next Day, that we could not ac- 
Vjuiefee in that which they had fet down concerning the Flag, for wc, 
in that which wc firft faid to them, and afterwards dictated to their Se¬ 
cretary, reflrain’d ourfclvcs to thefe two Words, k Droit du *Paz'ilkn ^ 
but they, the Mediators, added of their own, de . 4 ?, maniercy quo ves 
’Excellenciesy (meaning the Dutch Ambafl’adors) knt projette,: The Pro¬ 
ject referr’d to in thefe Words, is a Paragraph of that Letter (or rather 
Manifeflo) of the \^tb of Atigujiy which the Dutch Ambafladors writ to 
the Mediators upon their Return from the Haguey the Paragraph runs 
thus: “ Mclficurs Ics LHats Gencraux s’elargiront au Point du Pavilion 
“ dc donner tel fens al’ Art: 19. du Trait6 de Breda del’ an. 16^7. & 
“ d’ en Lxpliquer Ics Mots de la facon que fa Majellc le dci*rc, & 

“ que par une nouvelle cxtt'ntion d’ un Art. Ion le couchera en ccs 

“ •'^I’crmcs-Qpod naves & navigia Foedcratarum Provinci- 

“ arum tarn bcllica & ad heftium vim propulfandam extruda, quam 

alia five fingula lint, live in clalfes redacta, qu* navibus Britannicis 
“ obviam dederint, live ctiam lingula? lint, live plurcs modo aplu- 

“ lire regium gcllent, vcxillum fuum c mali vcrtice detrahant, & 

“ fupremum velum demittant, eo modo quo ullis retro temporibus 

“ unquam obfervatum fuit. - Lt qu’ils donneront ics Inllrudtions, 

**• & les Ordres necclTaircs aleurs Admiraux & autres Chefs ii fin

This being the Projed referr’d to, we told the Mediators, we could 
not by any Means acquiefee in it, or think it would fatisfic his Majelty 
in this Point ; for tho’ they fay, that they arc content to give Inch a 
Scncc to the Article of Preday and to expound the Words of it in the Man¬ 
ner his Majcfty has delired, yet the new Lxtcnlion (as they called it) 
that they give to it, is much Ihcrt, in four fevcral Things of his Ma.- 
jefty’s meaning : i. Wc told them, the Word in marihus Pritannicis 
are left out ,• his Majcfty being founded, in a fpecial Right and immemo¬ 
rial Prerogative in thofe Seas ,• and if he grafps at the fame Honour in 
jill Places, they the Duteby and all the W'orld belide, would have Rca- 
fon to difpute it with him. 2. Wc told them, that in Regard the 
Dutch chicaned upon the Word Dichty juft before the breaking out of 
this War, his Majcfty delired, that the Article of preda might be fo 
explain’d, as that Dachts by Name, and all Vcflels whatfoever, being in 
the King’s Service, and wearing his Colours, Flag, or Jack, may have the 
fame Right done to them, tvhich is not provided for in the Dutch Pro¬ 
ject. That the Word eo modo, in the Projed, might be made ftill a 
Handle for a Cavili therefore that the Dutch may not, upon Words that 
arc*only relative to the ancient Modus hereafter pretended, that the 
Burthen of proving that Modus lies upon us, his Majcfty dclircs it may 
be* firft fet down nilly and clearly,- what the Dutch are to do (as to 
the Flag, and how they are to do it, in future Times) j and then, that 
it be politivcly and clearly alfertcd, that fo it was done, as is now agreed 
on by this Article, in all former 'Pimes. Our /^th Exception was, that 
the Dutchy in the Clofe of their Paragraph, are content to fay they w ill 
give all Inftruaions and Orders neceffary to their Admirals and other 
Commanders, that this’Article bo faithfully and prccifely obferved^ but 
they arc not pleafed to add it to their Latin Proje^: This wc did infift 

N ^ upon 
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^peu to the Mediators^ as the groat Security of that Article : It is true, 
it is not in that Projc6t which wc have brought hither along with us, 
yet we do, under his Majefty’s moft gracious Favour, humbly conceive, 
that the gaining of it will be of go^ Moment to the Honour of the 
King, and the executing of the Article, and the *I}tacb having made it 
Part of their Concofl&ons by their Letter, even in their greateft Heights, 
Wc (hall contend all wc can to bring this ClauCb into the Cloib of the 
Article. 

The Mediators heard us with Patience enough upon thefe four Ex¬ 
ceptions, and commanded their Siccretary to take the Heads of them, as 
we fliould diAate them unto him j which we did in as few Words as wc 
could, and we (hewed a Project of this Article in Latin to M. Ehrenfteen, 
who, as we conceive, holds the Latin Pen among the CoJlegues : he read 
it twice over, and (aid, that tho’ it ty’d tlic Dutch pretty hard, yet 
(ince the Article of Hreda rauft necelfarily admit of a new lixplanation, 
he faw no Caufc, why our Projedt m terminis fllwuld not be received : 
.This paft between us and the Mediators on Weditefday about the Flag. 

We had fome Difeourfc likewife with them upon ibrnc few Regulati¬ 
ons, which we defired might be provided for in this treaty, upon tlic 
Matter of Commerce in the Indies^ and upon the Coaft of Guinea; as, 
I. That it may be declared by this 'i'rcaty, in what benfe. Towns or 
ftrong Places there, (hall be underdood to be belieged or blocked up by 
the one Company or the other, fo as to hinder the Commerce of thofc 
that are Neuters, and not in War. t. That no (^retcnce of the one 
Company’s leaving contradted for all the Commodities of a kind in a 
Country, (hall hinder the other from trading thither. 3. That no Fores 
(hall be built by the one Com}»any, to hinder the foce Paliage of the 
other, where it has a Fadtory or liOdgc cftabliflicd. 4. That no fucli 
Treaty as that with the King of Macaff'ar, e-xclulivc of the one or the 
other Company to trade, (hall be g<x)d. 5. That the Company that is 
not in War, (hall have all the Benefit of Neutrality in its Trade. 

When the Mediators (aw, that wc defired thefe Things only to 
prevent prefent Violences, and Rceourfc to Arms, between the Compa¬ 
nies in thofc Countries, and that wc intended them to be reciprocal j 
and that wc would ftipulatc in this Treaty, to have another ’J rcaty 
more large and exadt, touching Commeroe, at another ’i'imc and Place, 
they did not infill further upon it, nor lay (tlio’ tlicy leemed to intimate 
fo at firfl) that it would be ncccflary for them to explain themfclves to 
the Dutch Anjbafladors, with any great Exadtnefs upon tliis Point; 
thereupon they wont Home, w’ith a Refolution to alter wliat tlicy haR 
Let dow'n in their Letter about the Flag; the Alteration they made 
was in thefe Words, faying, that we infilled upon “ ic droit du Pa- 
“ villon touchant Jequcl ils (bnt contents de 1 ’ offre de JVfollieurs les 

Ellats Generaux de donner tel fens al’Art. 19. du Traite de Breda de 
“ r ann. 1 661. Sil d’en expliquor les mots de la fadon quo fa Majclle de 
“ la Gr. Bretagne la delire raais fc rclervcnt d’ajuder les paroles avee 

vos Excellencies quand on viendra a Couchcr les aj’ticlcs. —>■ When 
wc law this new Claule, (and now it was not a Draught, but a I.etter 
compicated, and figned by the three Mediators) w'c thought it our Duty 
to repeat the Inftances that w^c had made once before to thmn, and to 
delirc them to let the Dutch Ambalfadors be fully informed by chis I-et- 
tcr, of thole four Exceptions we had taken to, their Projeil ,• wo told 
them further, that our Mailer bad di< 5 latcd to us brfore wc came from 
Hoi) 4 e, the very Words, Syllables, wherein he was refi^ved to have this 
Article couched j Ujid having »cccivcd a P^ejec* from his own Royal 

Perfon,

Pcrfon, duly weighed and cotilidpred by himself, we durft not vary 
freon it in the leaft, otherwife tha^ji by turning the Engliflj into Latin. 
To this their Anfwcr was, that thpy would not fail to reprefent our 
Objections, with all the Force in them, to the Dutch y but that they 
chofc to do it rather by Word of Mouth, than to charge their Lcttct 
, with Objections: The fleafon they gave wgs, that they think the 
■Vmoothelt Language, and feweft Wprds, arc the moft fuitablc to the 
Grills we now are in, where the Dutch fearch for nothing more than 
to find fome little plaufible Pretext, to break this hlegotiation upon : 
Having again repeated our four E:fpcptions about the Flag, we left it 
to the Mediators to ufc their Diferetipn, the Mediators being undoubt¬ 
edly Mailers of the Method and Langpage on thefe Occafions. But we 
mull crave Leave to obferyc to ypur Lordfliip, that it is not only in 
the Point of the Flag, but alfo in the Artiple of the Prince of Orange^ 
tliat the Mediators have thought fit to depart from the Draught they 
firll made, and iTicwed us, and from the Words we had dictated to their 
•Secretary, touching that Affait j for in the Draught of the I^etter they 
iliewed us on Dicfdayy they couched our 'jth and lall principal Point in 
thufe Words: — “ 1.’ Etablilferacpt dc Mpnficur Ic Prince d’ Orange dans 
“ la Charge de Stadtholder Genetal Hcrcditaire,C^r. a luy & a fes delccn- 

dants Males. -But in the Letter ready fign’d, which they lliew’d 

us yelterday, tJicrc was no m,or.c bjit — “ F Etablifl'emcnt dc M. le Prince 
‘‘ d’ Orange — the Words fpllovying, which particulariz’d the Office of 
Stadtholder General, ^c. to him and his Heirs Males, being quite left 
out. 

••We took the liberty to obferve to their Excellencies, Jiow Ihort this 
Article was of our Words and Meaning j but they returned us the fame 
Anfw'er, that this OmilTion was not without clpecial Regard to his Ma- 
jelly’s Service, and to the Good of tloe Peace, wherein we ought, they 
faid, to acqviiefce. One Alteration more there was j for in the clofe of 

, tlieir firil Project, there were thefe Wpvds: - “ Mefficurs Ics Am- 

I)afladors d’Augleterre ont finis qclle propofition cn Nous priants de 

leur faire avoir une Reponfe Categorique dans qninze Jours. - 

But in the J.etter, w'hich they lliewcd us yellcrday, thefe Words were 
quite left out ; which, when we had obferved unto them, their Anfwcr 
w'as, that their Diferetion in the prefent Conjuncture had obliged them 
to it; and they hoped, as they laid, we wfould the more readily cxcufe 
tliem for this Omiflion, in that the Trench^ who had the very fame 
Claufe to a Syllable, in the Letter which concern’d their tihimainir.y 
uow kft out upon fecond Thoughts, and that w itli their exprefs Appro¬ 
bation. I'hey did further remark unto us upon this Matter, of prefix¬ 
ing a Time, wdien thcy% the Mediators, firft mentioned to the Dutch 
by Word of Mouth, that a Time prefix’d would attend the jilfima- 
tumoi thd two .Kings ; they, XhcDtitchy received it with a Mixture of 
- Sgorn and Indignation ^ faying, that Ifhc tw o Kings might have prefix’d 
SI much Ihortcr Time, (ten Days or fewer if they pleas’d) that they 
would be fare tOjhave a Categorical .Anfwcr as foon as they can dellrc it. 

•y puR l.ordlliip, I doubt npt, .will,take Notice, that in this Letter 
of the Mediators to the tlaprc is no mention of the Libels ^ the 

Rcaibn is, the Mediators haye thought fit not to mention them at this 
Time,, biqojufe that they, the Mediators, in the firli .View they gave to 
the Dutch in JunCy of his Ma>jelly’s .Demands, .they made no mention 
of them, and eonfequently hgid np Anfwcr about them, in their long 
Manifriio. of the oF Mgufiy tfe Mediators ,pfpcco,d|ng ,at this ‘prc- 
feut,wpon tlmt Plan : Hotycycr, they dcfired.ws.to tejPt. alfured, tJaat that 

Anicle 
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Article would be gained for us in our own Terms, and to take Notice,’ 
that they charge themfclves with the doing of it; for if the ^Xkitcb will 
grant any Thing, it is impolfible they Ihould have the effironterie to 
deny that. 

Our Converfation was no fooner finiflied, but the Mediators fent 
away their Anfwer yelterday in the Afternoon to the *Dtttcb Ambafla-^ 
dors, a Copy of it, (which we have made a ihift to keep) we take the 
Boldnefs to inclofe in Cypher. 

The Mediators, in thefe feveral Converfations, were pleafed to give 
a raoft fpecial and moft ample Teftimony, to the Sincerity and Frank- 
nefs of thofe Orders and Inftruftions his Majcfty had honoured us with, 
in the whole Procefs of this Negotiation ; and to repeat again, that 
tho’ tJicy hoped they had (by our Diligence in giving an Account to his 
Majclty of fuch I'hings as they thought fit to recommend to us) an 
humble Suit at this Time depending before his Majcfty, which w^as, for 
fome further Moderation and Temperament in the three feveral Points 
of the Reimburfement, the Filhery, and the Prince of Orange; yet that 
they would labour with all Earneftnefs andFaithfulncfs poflible, to gain 
for his Majefty his own Terms and Demands in thofe Points : They 
likewile told us, the Affliction they were under, to obferve the *T)utcb 
Ambafladors, even upon W^dnefdi^ laft, (a Time when they could not 
but be poffcflcd of that mortifying Piece of News of their Eafi India 
Affairs) were not only more inflexible in their Reafonings, but more 
intolerable in their Converfations, than they had obferved them at any 
Time before. 

O N Wednefday Morning, we had the Honour to receive your Lotd- 
fliip’s of tlic ^^tb paft, by the Exprefs ySr.Carleton^ wherein we find 
great Caufc to blcfs Almighty God, for the Succefs he hath given to his 
Majefty’s Service in Captain Hands. The were pof- 

fefl'ed of the News as foon as we, if not fooner ; and we wifh heartily 
it may liave a better EffeCt upon the Spirits at Home, then appears hi¬ 
therto in the Conduct of their Plenipotentiaries. We are, (^c.

have none from your Lordfhip to acknowledge, no EngUJh Letters being 
Come by the laft ^ruxclls Ordinary. , , 

The Mediators having, at a Conference on Frid^ Evening, prclTed 
us, at the Defire of the ^Duteb^ to give in the Terms in which we •ex¬ 
pected to have that Article, which is to relate to the Pavilion, ctAich’d, 
as alfo thole 4 or 5 principal provilional Points, relating to the Free¬ 
dom and Security of I radc in the Indies i we did accordin^y yefterday 
at a Conference, deliver them to the Mediators, the firft in Latin^ in 
the Terms wc were to infift to have it pafs, being the Tranflate of the 
Article of the EngUjb ProjeCl, wc had delivered us by^ hi^ Majefty’s 
Command ,• and, we hope, will be found to his Majefty’s Satisfa^ion: 
The other is But the general Heads, without any great ExaCfnels of 
Form,, of what we w’ere to endeavour to get inferted provifionally into 
this Treaty, in the interim, till the main Re^ement can be adjufted ; 

wlucli 
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which \vc think we arc authorilbdj and dircftcd to endeavour, if fairly 
it may be, to pafs into the Treaty of Peace, but not fo to infift upon it, 
if we find it prefs fo hard, as to hazard ot retard our other main and necef- 
fary Points ; and we have contented ourfelvcs with Icfs Lxadtnefs in the 
wording, provided the Subftance of the Thing be fuflficiently exprefs’d ; 
becaufc we were afraid to frighten the Mediators with the I.cngth of 
1^: But it is, we hope, full enough to reach the feveral Abufes in¬ 
tended to be remedied ; and by chaiicc w'c had by. us, almoft the very 
fame in Words, prepared before my Lords of the Committee of Foreign 
Affairs, with the Opinion and Hblp of Sir George Downing^ to be, if 
pofliblc, thruft into this Treaty of Peace, in cafe the w hole Reglemcnt 
of Trade could not at the fame Time be adjufted. 

In the Projcdl of the Article about the Flag, we found the Mediators 
make a Stop at the Claufe, — Utpote quod^ &c. which indeed is the 
main Point we aim to get clearly and exprefly avow’d in that Article. 
They asked us, W’hy that w^hole Claufe might not be left out, as not 
being at all neceffary, the Thing defired being fully llipulated and pro¬ 
vided for in the reft of the Article. We told them, that Claufe w^as 
but the fame that had been in the Treaties of "Breda and of the Ufurper, 
for the King our Mafter had always underftood that — codem modo quo 
uUis retro j in thefe Treaties, W'^as not to be taken as leaving it un¬ 

certain, and Matter of Enquiry, what had been the Prattice of former 
Times, &c. which W'as the Senfe they, the T)iitch^ ti^ould give it ; but 
it was to be underftood as a Conclufion and full Aflertion, that fuch had 
been the Practice of all former Times ; wdiich Sefife we now defired to 
lay'down in other plain Terms, which might not be fttbjedt to an Equi¬ 
vocation or double Meaning. 

Upon w hich they reply’d, they foUnd by VaH Bct'erhing^ the *Tiutch 
would infift, that that Claufe eodem modo qno^ &cc. wdrich was in the 
former I'reaties, or any other Words we IhOuld offer to clear it by, 
anight be w'holly left out ; alledging, that to admit of fuch a Claufe, in 
the Senfe we intended, that is, afferting politivcly that to have been 
the Practice in former Timies, would be to condemn thcmfelvcs in w hat 
they liad done, “ They W'crc w-illing to do the Thing for the future, 

but could not think it reafonable to avow fo openly that they were 
“ in the wrong, in not having don6 it hitherto.” We afifwercd, that 
• mpft certainly and notorioufly, this is the ancient Right of the Crown 
of England^ Ave have the Proofs of it in all Ages.- I'he Dutch them- 
felves cannot deny it in the general, they only Ihuftle it hi fomc Cir 
cumftances of doing it. To fuffer thefe Words therefore to be left Out, 
were to accept of a Thing out of Courtefie, or upon Compaift, Avhich 
is already our own by Right ; and therefore wc told them, that muft 
never be thyught ofj befides, we told them the very Words of this Ar¬ 
ticle had* been preferibed us by our Mafter before vve parted : Upon 
Which they took the one and the other, and immediately went and com- 
mnnidated them to the Dutch Anibafftldbrs in their Appartment, with' 
whom they now reft. 

'I'he Mediators having appointed a Meeting yefterday in the Fore¬ 
noon, 1 , Sir Jojeph WiUiamfim^ in the Abfence of Sir Leoline yen^ins, 
(who had been foi^ Days iudifpofed) delivered them in Form, thV 
abovefaid 7\.rticle about the Flag j and that other about the provifional 
Points of the I'rade in the Judies. UpOh which C. ‘ton tolcr me, they 
had another Matter to acquaint me with of Ibmc Weight j I told them, 
my CoUeguc not being prefent, I had not Power, finglc of my fel^ to 
enter into' any Bufinefs: They toId‘ me, Avhat they tvcrc to fay was 

not 
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not by Way of Conference or Negotiation, only Converfation and Dif- 
courfe; but that however, they thought fit to acquaint me with it; he 
told me, that having found by Letters from M. Lcyenhergh at Lendon, 
that we were likely in a lliort Time to be recalled, and at tlic fame 
Time been told from the Hague by their Miniller Jppkbovm^ that cer¬ 
tainly the Dutch Ambalfadors would have Orders luddenly to be gonci 
by wrhich this Aflcmbly would be broken, and all the Hopes of t’.*e 
Peace loft, which was a Thing they could not hut be infinitely concern’d 
for, and therefore they had been tliinking wliat Way u as polfible to 
prevent it: They faid, they had been refolving of three U'liings, which 
they thought it their Parts, as Mediators in this Conjuncture, to do. 
t'irfti To endeavour immediately to bring the Parties nearer together as 
to the Conditions of the Peace : Secondly^ ’fo find an P.xpedient ior the 
Difficulty they find made by the Parties, w ho fliould make the next 
.Step, and fpeak firft: And laftly, ^J'hey faid, they liad refolved in a 
Manner to proteft againft whoever ftiould firft depart, and leave tlie Af- 
fembly, and, as Mediators, pronounce that they were tlie Oecalion the 
Peace did mifearry, 

They told me as to the firft, for tlie bringing the Parties nearer to¬ 
gether, they had refolved, as to the Demands of France^ to oiler to the 
Dutch^ by Way of Negotiation, that the French fticiild dc/ilf Irom the 
Ifland of Voorncy Fort St. Jndrcy and the Part ( f Gucldcrhaid between 
the Waahlc and the Muefc ; and that they, the FhUchy fliould yield 
them all tlie reft of the Places demanded, or a full Jit^uivalent for them 
in the SpanijJj Netherlands ; and this, they lliid, they had acquainted 
the French Ambalfadors with j that the French Amballadcrs had proteft- 
ed againft any fuch Propofition as coming from tliem, or w ith their Ap¬ 
probation i but that however they, the Mediators, tvould j’roceed to 
make it to the Dutch, to the End to oblige them to offer fometliing, 
and to enter into Negotiation ■, not that w hat the Mediators thus offer¬ 
ed, fliould bind the King of France, unlcfs he plcafcd ; but they faid it 
was only to engage the Dutch to bid fomelhing j that fo the two Kings 
might he encouraged to continue on tlie Alfembly, (jc. This they faid, 
they w ere going to do, as to France. 

As to the King ourMafter, they faid, they had refolved, in the lame 
Way, as Mediators, and to draw* on a Negotiation, to fay to the Dutch, 
that they fliould grant to the King the Article oi' the I’lag, and that of 
the Commerce in the F^ap- Indies ; (as now framed by us) iuppofing, as 
they faid, the Dutch w ould be brought to agree to tliofe Articlesnext 
that they fliovfld agree to the llcftitution of Surinam. ’I'hat they fliould 
pay the King 6oc,ooo Pounds for the Expcnces of the War j and that as 
to the other principal Points of the King’s Demands, they, the Media¬ 
tors, would endeavour to prevail with his Majefty, to moderer on Re~ 
IJcher les autres Foints (thofc were the Words) : Noiv this, laid they, 
is what we think to do of ourfelvcs as Mediators, by Way of Negotia¬ 
tion, meerly to draw' on the FFiitch to offer fometliing, fo as tha King 
may be encouraged to continue his Ambalfadors here / not that it is in¬ 
tended the King fliall Hand by any 'I'hing we thus offer, but that he 
fliall, if he pleafe, for all this, infill finally on the fevcral Articles in the 
Degree they now ftand qualified: And upon this Matter they faid, 
they would ask my private Opinion, not as an Ambaflador, or in 
Conference, but as their Friend in Difcourle. 1 told them, 1 knew not 
what to fay to them; wliatfoever they meant to do as Mediators of 
thcmfclves, they themfclves only were judges of. I would give no 
l^ind of Opinion or Advice in the Matter by no Means: all 1 could fay 
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vvasj that the King our Maftcr had fo faid his laft Word, that tlierc 
was no thinking he would or could come lower in any Degree : That 
I defired them to be alTurcd of ; and that they would not in any thing 
of this kind they ITiouid do, cither thcmfelves fancy, or give an Imagi¬ 
nation to the flitch, that it is polhble to bring his Majcfly to abate 
any 'riiing of his laft ultimatum, as it had been given in to them three 
.'TVccks fincc : That they lliould be furc to take that with them, and 
then let them govern themfelvcs in what they Ihould do, as of them- 
felves, as they pleas’d, I had nothing to fay to it; that I was in tliat 
Meeting fmgle, and without any Power, and therefore all was but Dif- 
courfe ; only I lliould acquaint my Colleguc with what they had faid 
to me on this Occafion : They pray’d me, I would at leaft give an Ac¬ 
count of it to the King my Mailer, protefting with great Zeal, what 
they did was intended meerly in Service to the great Work of the 
Peace, w hich they forefaw w as in great Danger to mifearry, in cafe the 
Aficmbly came to depart fo abruptly; and out of a particular Refped 
to cur Mailer’s Satisfaftion, which, they faid, they did not intend 
Ihould be at all prejudiced in the Degree his Majefty now inlifted upon 
it in the feveral Heads; and fo w e parted. 

Wf have been this Morning with the Mediators jointly, and with 
Autlirrit}', to make the finic Declarations that one of us had done 
ydlerday by way of Difeourfe, upon uliat tlicy are intending to fiiv 
next to the 7)//rcZ> Amball'adors ; We told tliem, they were Mailers of 
their own Methods, and Were to be lelt fo to judge what Were the fit- 
t'.r Means to attain the J'.nds of the Mediation ; only we had thougiit Hr, 
tainlidering what we found was the Scope and Aim of what they "meant 
t(f l.i\ to the 7)iiicb, as to our Alafter’s Demands, thus jointly and toge¬ 
ther to declare unto them; 'That we would not be taken ejnfenting to 
the 'riling, or fo much as privy to it; and to let them knou, we "liad 
given them already the King our Mailer’s very laft and lowcft Condi¬ 
tions, in the uliimutnm A\e delivered them three Weeks ago, without 
• any the leaft Referve : So as there was no Hopes in the World that 
the King could ever be brought to make any further xModeration cr 
Abatement in any of thofe Articles. And when we liad told tliem this, 
we told them we had no more to fay. 

^\.Sparr, who was the only one of the Mediators tve could fee, the 
other two being iudifpofed, anfwer’d, that what they did, ttaslingly 
^ir the good of the Peace ; to provoke the Hollanders to make fome 
conlidcrable Advance to the two Kings, whereby they might be encou¬ 
raged to continue the Negotiation, and not call away their Ambalfa 
dors :• 'I'hat they were far from intending, that either of the King^ 
fliould have their Hands tyed with this ; but that they fliould ftill be 
left in their full Liberty, hnally to inlift, if they faw Caufe, on their 
Demands, in tlie very Degree they now ftand. 

Ik our Return from the Mediators, A\e palled by the D. dc Chanlnc^, 
“"Wilu're Imding the other two /-/vwf/? Amballadors, we did, by the b}', 
cnqilire of them, tvhether they had not yet received any Orders from 
Court upon the Inftances made in tlic King’s Name by S\v IViHiam ImIl- 
Isart, for their joyning with us in Hxing peremptorily the ^otb of Sep 
icmbcr for a precife and final Anfwer from Holland, ficc. 

T H E y told us, they had not yet received any ; that their laft l.ctters 
from COTrt were of the zid, a very old Date; which they imputed 
either to the King’s being in his Voyage of "Brifack, or that the Pacquets 
had met w ith fome Mift^dventiire by the Way.

This 
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This is a Point wc arc vcty follicitous to govern ourfclvcs aright 
in, as being of great Weight in its fclf, and as haying the King’s ex- 
prefs Orders in it, as foon as they fhall be impower’d to joyn with us 
in it: By our next wc hope they may have received fome Inftrudtions 
in it. 

W E find, upon Difeourfe with the French Ambaffadors, they take it 
for granted on all Hands, that Spain is refoived to declare, and Mon:*' 
ficur le Frince makes, they fay, the lame Judgment, from the Prepara¬ 
tion he obferves them make of feveral kinds in Flanders. 

I.etters of the 9th from Frankfort, arrived this Morning, fay, M. 
de Ffarenne arrived on the 7 th at Mariendale, within 6 Hours of the 
Avant Guard of the Emperor’s Army : That this laft was changing his 
Courfc, and turned now his March upwards, through FYanconiei, by the 
Way of Wartshurgh j that he was about 24000 Men j and that if the 
Number w ere 34000, as fome gave them out, Monfieur dc 'Tiircnnc did 
not doubt of the Succefs : It is at prefent the great Oilis of our Ne¬ 
gotiation, God grant it profperous. Wc are, (^c.

W E have yours of the 9th of Septernher from Nancy to acknow¬ 
ledge; wherein you are plcafed to let us fee, what Applications 
you have made in tliat Court, for Power to the French l^Ienipotcntiarics 
here, to joyn tvith us in prefixing the %oth of October, N. S. for our laft 
peremptory Term to the FDtitch. Wc muft take 1 .cave to obferve unto 
you, that wc know not how it comes to pafs, that wc are directed to 
prefix the \oih of Ofioher N. S. ciz. the ^olh of September Englilh St. 
and you arc to propofc the lotb of Ofieber N. S. in that Court: How-’ 
ever, as you find little Inclinations there to this Propofal, fo we find it not 
well reliftied here ; for the Mediators have taken a great Alarm, as if 
we Were fuddcnly to be called Home, and therefore have put themfelves 
upon a Prtsjedl, to keep the 'iVeaty on loot; (as you will fee by a 
liCtter here inclofed, which they lent two Days ago to the F)utch Am- 
bafl'adors) by taking it for granted, that our Mafter has fometliing ftill 
to moderate and rcldcher in his great Points. 

W r have pr6tcfted to tlicm with all Solemnity, that there is no luch 
Matter, and defired them not to perfwade tlicmfclves, or to give the 
*Dutcb Caufe to fancy, that our Mafter will come lower, in any Cir- 
cumftance of the 7 l^oints, which wc here inclofe, in the very fame 
Words we firft gave them to the Mediators, and then dictated ^them to 
choir Secretary.. , , 

They do not mention the Herring Fifliing in this ] xtter jthey 
Write to the Fhttch AmbaftTadors, but that which the ffiutch would he 
at is, to redeem the Annual Acknowledgment (of 10000/. for Fngland, 
and 2000/. for Scotland^ with one round Sum. The Lftablifliment of 
the Prince of Orange Hereditary Stadtholder, is that w hich wc arc 
Worft fumilhcd in Point of Argument to contend for; for p. hcn the 
Mediators prefs us, as they often do, with asking how' w e come to 
give I.aws to a Government that in no wife depends on us ? HoW' wc 
can pxpett they will endure to have the clfential Form of their Govern¬ 
ment changed, and all that without the Delire, and againlt the Will 
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jof the Prince himfcJf ? We have no more to anfwer, but that the Gc- 
nerofity of our Matter does oblige him to do all he can to ettablifli a 
Family, that that Government did its utmoft Endeavour to ruin, for 
his Sake. 

It is now 9 or lo Days, fince we defired the Mediators to let the 
^Dutch know, wc expert their categorical Anfwer upon the Ultimatum 
here inclofcd. Within 15: Days : The ’French Ambalfadors joyn’d witli 
V us, to prefix the fame Time tor an Anfwer to thcmfelves j but without 
any Intimation from either of us^ that their not doing it would be taken 
for a Refufal j wc referving to do that, in Cafe we give them 15 Days 
more, as we intend to; arid may do it after the Expiration of the firft 
15 Days, and all within the 1 tith of Otiober, N. S. The Mediators do 
in a Manner threaten us, that they will declare thole that arc firft 
called off this Place, to be the Caufc that the Treaty hath not fuccccd- 
cd : and we arc not without a Jealouly, that they are fet on to do it 
by our Allies ; who arc afraid that the l^utch will not for Shame dare 
to refufe us a Peace, upon the Terms we are now come to ; and that 
they will offer it in JEingland as foon as we are gone hence, in Hopes that 
the Parliament fitting, there will be lefs Difficulty to accept it. Wc 
are, (jc.

I N our laft that wc had the Honour to write to your Lordfliip, which 
was of the 'Titb by the Ordinary, (a Duplicate whereof goes here¬ 
with inclofcd) wc gave your l.ordlhip an Account, that the Mediators 
Were poflclfcd of our Article of the Flag, in the very fame Words, that 
we lio]>e to have it couched in the Treaty ; and alfo, that we had given 
in to tlicm, a Scheme of thofc Points in the Faji India and African 
Trade, which wc pretended to have adjufted, and inferted into this 
Treaty, leaving other Points to a Treaty hereafter, to be had on Pur- 
pofe, for the general Settlement of our Commerce j the Copies of which 
Article and Scheme go now along, 

Wf gave your Lordihip likewife an Account, of the Apprehenfions 
the Mediators are now'^ in, that the Dutch Amb'affadors and wc, arc 
upon the Point of being recall’d very fuddenly ; as alfo of a Projed that 
the Mediators, upon that Confideration, are now entered upon, in Or¬ 
der to engage us to flay here, and to continue the Courfe of this Nego¬ 
tiation i conceiving, they have a Right to challenge from each Party, an 
Anfwer to thofc Overtures, and an Attention to thofe Debates, that 
they thb Mediators are pleafed to fet on Foot upon the feveral Preten- 

^ ^J\h IS Projed or Overture, your Lordfhip will beft fee and judge of in 
heir i.etter, whicli they font on Wednefday laft to the Dutch Ambaffa- 
dbh, and which wc have licrc inclofcd in Cypher: To this the Media¬ 
tors arc pleas’d to add, in their Applications to us, and the feveral 
Parties, that they arc rcfolved to proteft againft that Party that fhall 
break oS the Courfe of this Negotiation, and go aw'ay i and to pronounce 
fucli going away, (notvvithftanding their Inftances for oiir continuing 
here) to be the Caufc of the Mifcarriage of this Treaty. ,

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Yesterday we took Occafioh* in a Vifit, to repeat to the Count 
de ^otty and M* Bkrenfieen feverally, (for they continue ftill indifpofed) 
what we h^d declared on T!mfday Morning to M. Sparry upon Occafion. 
of this new Projeft and Declaration of the Mediators, viz. that as, on 
the one SidOi we thought ourfelvcs obliged to fubniit to their Excellen¬ 
cies Method and Condudt, in the managing of this Treaty, and to con¬ 
form ourfelves to what they preferibe us ; fo, on the other fide, it w as a 
Duty that lay upon us indifpenfably, to make it our humble and earneft 
Suit to them, not to go upon that wrong Suppofition j as if the King 
our Matter would be brought ftill either to reSkbey or to moderate his 
iaft Demands; for that we had given in, hmd fidcy his laft and lowett 
Ultimatum three Weeks ago i fo that they w ere not to expedt any the 
ieatt Abatement in what Circumftance foever. 

The Anfwcr which C. ‘lott gave us, was, that the French Ambaf- 
fadors liad made fucli anotlrer Declaration as ours was j and that the 
Jititch after they had received the Mediators Letter, had come to 
tliem with a very formal Proteft, that the Mediators ought not to have 
preifed them, as they do by that Letter, to make any further OfltTs 
upon our Demands; but that, on the contrary, Wc ought to be brouglit 
to (vet) further Abatements : I'his the Count told us, confirm’d them, 
tlic^jMediator.s, that they were fo far in the Kight, and tvithin tlie 
due Bounds of their Office; in that all the l^artics had taken Occafion 
equally to complain of this Condud, that therefore they would purfuc 
their Point, fo as to obtain an Anfwcr ; or clfeto declare him notorioufly 
in the Wrong that fhould refufe it; hut he declared w ithal, that not- 
withftandi'ng' tins their Project, it lliould he entire to our Matter, as to 
each l^irty," to adhere to Ins Ultimatum, as it was delivered to the 
Hands of the Mediators ; adding, that as they had had, iipon all Occa- 
fions, full Satisfaction in tlic Sincerity and Frankncft of his Majetty’s 
Proceedings, and in his Forivardnefs all along to bring this Treaty to a 
good Mluc ; fo they had not had t() this Day any one Offer from the 
^Jiit-chy tending to the Satisfaction of his Majetty. 

Count Fott in this Converfation reckon’d, that his Majetty owes the 
Prince of Orange aoo,ooo PohikI, which the States taking upon them to 
difeharge, and paying tl>e King 600,000 Pound, the remaining Sum wdJl 
be too inconlvderahle to break this Treaty upon, and to continue longer 
in fo bloody and fo expenfive a War; he did not enlarge (as his Cuftom 
hath been at other I'iraes) upon the Point of the Fifliery, nor the Prince 
of Oransoy which are both omitted in the J -etter to the 7)ittch Ambaf- 
fadors the Rcafon of that Omiffion he had given in-another Converfati- 
on ; it was, that their main Hopes and Dcfign by this Project, being to 
keep us an 4 the 7)uteh from parting, he thought one finglc Point would 
he lutticient to continue the Negotiation upon; and they had chofcii 
that that had the leaft of Difficulty in it, referving the others,to^a T'imc,, 
tvliuJ^i” tliey Ihould find their Spirits bettor difpos’d to a Peace, and not 
fo fearching for Occafions to come to a Rupture ; for the fame 
they" bad, he faid, pUrpofely mentioned no imorc but the rclinquilhiiig 
of the Iflc of 'Voorncy Fort St. JadrCy and Haut Fats de Gmldre^ la 
the Letter which they had written to tlic Dutch Ambaffadors upon 
tlie Concerns of France they had not made the leatt mention of the 
great Sum which that King demands t'f the Dutch, nor of any other 
.principal l^oints, befidcs the three Places above-*fpecified; contenting 
thomfrlvcs with that Point only at this Time, taking it for granted, 
that while one finglc Head of this Negotiatign holds, they may bring 
on the reft of the Points when they fee it fcafonablc ; whereas, if their

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Work be once wholly interrupted, it will be in a Manner impofltble to 
knit it together again. 

W E were told in this Converfation, tliat tlicy, the Mediators, had 
newly received Letters from their King, wherein he did, with Expreflions 
of lingular great Satisfaftion and Joy, congratulate our Mailer’s having 
departed from that great Point of cautionary Towns: Not without pfo- 
miling himfelf, (the Count told us) that in fuch other Points as lliould 
^rovc of extream Difficulty, his Majefty would continue Hill to let the 
World fee his great Moderation and Zeal for the Peace of Chrillendom ; 
It was added, that their Mailer, in his I.etter, did wilh that the, French 
had not given to the Emperor that fair Pretence he now has, to declare 
for the Protection and Relief of an Ele^or and his Country, which can¬ 
not but meet with great Applaufe ; yet that the Sweden declares 

that he has feveral Caufes to be highly dilTatisfied with tlie prefent 
Conduct of the Emperor, who of late carries himfelf not as the Chief of 
an Ariftocracy (thofc were the Words), but as an abfolute Monarch ; 
which the limpire will not allow him to be by any Means : He inllanc’d 
in a 'Town that he hath lately given away by Ins Sentence from the 
Prince 1,lector Feilatinc, and ho fpoke of feveral other Sentences that 
have been lately given, by Meafurcs not fuited to the limited Powers of 
the Imperial Court. 

Y ESTtRUAY the French Ambalfadors gave us notice with Solemnit)’^, 
of the Orders they had had from Court, to com})ly and joyn with us in 
prefixing the loth of Oiicber,^ N. S. for a 'ferm, wherein the FJntch 
fliould be required to give in their categorical Anfwcrs upon the Ulti¬ 
matums of the two Kings. 

fy intimated unto us, (and it fccmed to be done by Way of An¬ 
ticipating of us) that it was their Sence, that the Menace we are to 
deliver together with this lalt Term, lhall be to this ElfcCt, ciz. 

That in Cafe we have not then a categorical Anfwcr, we lhall hold 

curfclves free, and difeharg’d from all the Concclfions and Abate-

W E have the Honour of your Lordlhip’s of the ^ 9 tb paft, now come to 
our Hands, which we acknowledge with all humble Thanks : It is fo 
fcarcely out of the Cypher, that we muft beg your Lordlhip’s Refpite 
till the next, for our enlarging upon it; Only we may afl'urc your Lord^ 
Ihip, that as we arc for our own Parts, in all the fair Corrcfpondcnce 
poiTible with the French AmbalTadors, fo vie have taken all Occafions to 
check thofe. Reflexions, that are endeavoured to be fpread abroad to tlie 
Prejudice of the French^ in Reference to the late Fight at Sea ; we are 
fure that the 'Dutch AmbalTadors are moft bulic in fpreading abroad, that 
there is a Mifunderftanding between the two Nations, and they affgn a 
Mifcarriage at Sea to be a principal Caufe of it. 

W E have therefore hitherto looked upon it as their Artifice; and 
have given it all the Difcountenancc vve have been able accordingly.

T N our laft of the th Inftant, a Copy of wliich goes here incloled.,. 

wo gave your I.ordlhip an Account of the Orders the French Am- 
balTadors Jiad received, to joyn with us in fixing the ^oth of September^ 
O. S. according to the King’s Inftruttions to us, for a final Anfwer from 
the Dutch ; and that we had taken Time each of us to confider, when, 
and in what Manner, to proceed to the executing that Order. In the 
Interim of which, having received the Honour of your Lordlhip’s of the 
Z9th paft, which we had Time only to acknowledge in our laft, con¬ 
taining his Majefty’s Diredtions to pcrfill ftill in the utmoft Points of his 
Demands, as enjoyn’d us in your J.ordlhip’s of the ^'i>tb Jul)\ as alfo 
upon fomc Keprefentations we liad liumbly taken leave to make to his 
Majefty, of the Importance it feemed to be of to his Majefty’s Service, 
that if the Negotiation muft break off without Fffed't, it ihould break 
lirft on the Part of Holland^ rather than ours : His Majefty is there 
plcafcd to Icavc'it to us, and the French Amballadors, to make Ufe of 
the afotefaid Diredtions or not, as we Ihould fee Caufe. Whereupon, 
having taken Audience of the French AmbalTadors yefterday Morning, 
we did acquaint them of this laft Signification of his Majefty s PIcafure, 
whereby we were at Liberty, upon Advice with them, to execute or not 
execute the firft Orders, of fixing the ^oth of September, as Ihould])c 
fudged moft to the Advantage of our Mailer’s Service j fo as we faid^^pWi* 
Bulinefs tvas to confider with their Lxcellcncies upon that Point, j'hev; 
anfwered, that the King their Mailer having given in to that Refolutiefe 
of fetting a Day, meerly in Contemplation of the Intereft our Mailer’s 
Affairs feemed to have, that Matters Ihould not be doubtful at the ATeet- 
ing of the Parliament,- but that the King might be able to fay, whether 
there was Peace or War; they thought their Part W’as to go‘the Way 
tve defired; and that the Judgment of what was fit to be done in this 
w’hole Matter, was to arife from us : We replied, that a\c apprehended 
the K.ing our Mailer had concluded it abfolutely neceftary ftr him to be 
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at a Certainty, as to the Ilfuc of this Negotiation, wliethcr Peace or 
not, before the meeting of the Parliament, for Keafons that any body 
might calily judge; fo as that was the great Point wo conceived tlie 
King liad laid down to himfclf; but the Way and Manner how to bring 
the Negotiation to a Certainty within that Time, was left in a great 
Meafuro to us upon the Place, with the Advice and Concurrence of 
<^heir Excellencies : In order to which, it leaving been at firft agreed 
on all Hands, that it were mucli to be wiflted, if the Negotiation miift 
be broke off, or the AfTembly parted, that it fiiould be the *Dntcb tliat 
fliould do it, and not we. The Point in Deliberation now feemed to 
be, wdiether and how far it was probable, tliat within the Time our 
Mafier’s Affairs will oblige him to be at a Certainty, the ^^ttch will of 
themfelves come to break off the Negotiation, leave the AfTembly, or 
fet us a peremptory Day, under fome fucTi Denunciation as we are 
thinking to do to them ; for if we can have any fair 1 akelihood of that, 
we fliould be of Opinion, by no means for us to fet them any fuch 
Day : This, wefaid, we took to be the State of the Quellion, and wo 
prayed their Excellencies Opinion of it. 

It was remembred, tliat ten or fifteen Days ago, before we had fet 
theft! the 15 Days, the ‘iJtitch w ere very hot upon this Point, of pref- 
ling for our lowelt Terms by a Day, of tlireatning that they mull be 
at a Certainty by the j 5: of tliis Month, of laying Vv'^agers they fliould 
not be here the 20 ib, ike. that all this had grown coUl lince tliey had 
found us fetting them a Day; and it w as not now' fo eafy to judge 
what the ^JnU'b ivould do in that Particular; hut however, their Opi¬ 
nion w as, that confidering there were at prefent tw o Matters upon their 
hfirnds, which W'ould oblige them in a few Days to fpeak out a little 
plainer, c/z-. The 'I'crm of 15 Days preferibed them by us, to anfwer to 
our lall nhhnjtuvis^ and the new Overture or Propolition, on the Part 
of the Alediators, for reviving the Negotiation ; that the Ambalfador’s 
Opinion was, that we fliould have Patience three or four Days, to fee 
•what kind of Anfwers they made to thofe two Matters, befiire we took 
any Kefolution, as to the fixing or nf)t fixing the ^otb Septemher : 
'That if the Anfwers were uot reafonable, and in Ibme Meafure fatis- 
factory, it v\as probable they would be very extravagant ; and fo might 
furnilh us an advantageous Rife and Oecalion for the making that lalt 
and great Step, of fetting a final 'I'erm lor the Negotiation. And in 
• tl^is Refolution we all aerecd, and fo left that Point; refolving, as to 
'‘the o>tlier, in a Day or two to call on the Mediators, for an Account 
what Anfwer the ‘J)ntcb have made to our uhimatiims^ now that the- 
'rerin prefix’d them of 15 Days is expired : Which, if it prove to be a 
flat Negative, as we have been told by CJ. ‘Jolt it is like to be, we in¬ 
tend provilioiially to make Ufc of it, as an Argument to prepare the 
Minds of tl^e Mediators, and to juflirie the Proceedings of the twoXings, 
in cefdving, after fo much Patience, fo many Applications in vain, to 
•Cl^^mAthc Negotiation to an Illuc : Becaufe, as wc have intimated herc- 
5(^oreto your l.ordfliip, we find the Mediators will oppofe very llrongly 
aTO ^fcriouliy, any Step that leads to the breaking oft', or putting an 
llfue to the Negotiation ; how' ready foever they are, on all Occalions, 
to ju/tify the lair Proceedings of the two Kings, and to condemn and 
blame tlie Perverfenefs and Arrogance of the JJniih. And this is ano¬ 
ther prinwjKil Conlideration, that makes it adviflible, above all Things, 
to have that Step made Uy the JJntch., and not by us. 

In the clofc of this JVlatter with the J'rcucb Ambalfadors, we tejok 
Notice to them of a fmall Dilfercnce wc laid we had obferved in tiie 

'Terms 
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Terms of their Orders, as they had repeated them to us, from tliole wc 
received ours in j which was, that when wc arc directed to declare, tluit 
for want of Satisfadlion by the Day to be prefixed, we lliould declare 
our Mafter would hold himfclf for refufed : Their Orders ran, — to 
declare, that the two Kings would from henccfortli hold thcmfelvcs dif. 
engaged from any 1 erms and Conditions they had hitherto offered, 
and to be at Idberty in their Demands for the future, (^c. which, A\p 
faid, wc had obferved, not for any great Difference there feemod in 
Reality to be in the Thing, but only to fpeak of it timely enough, tliat 
when wc fliould fee Caufe to make the Declaration, we might both of 
us be exactly in the fame Words, as well as Scnfc\ ^fhey told us, they 
underftood the Thing to be the fame, and indeed, that they faying n liUt 
they did of their Mailer’s being difengaged, was to go a Step fur¬ 
ther tlian what wc did; but that, however, they were ready to adjuft 
their Words upon thofe we liad preferibed us, and would fay jidl as tve 
did : And fo wc think ourfelvcs agreed in tlie Words of Avhat wc arc 
to fay, when wc lliall have refolvcd that that Step is to be made; 
which is the great Point that now lies on our Hands to take Care in. 

As wc were parting, the Ambaffadors acquainted us vsith a Propor¬ 
tion, now lately fet on Foot between the Mediators and certain Pi-nicxs 
of the Empire principally, and in the main for the favoi ring the Ifiue 
of this Negotiation, but under the Notion of preferving the Peace of 
Mitnjicr: The Bulinefs is, to invite certain of the bell afleCtcd Princev 
of the Empire, as ‘Braiidenlmrgh^ Ncwlmrgh^ lUttcvbnrg^ ''llnivf- 

wick^ &c. to fend their Miniiler^ liither, to conlider of the State of 
Things, and to concert togetlier of fome c-mmon Meafures to be tak:, n 
among thcmfclvcs, and with fucli other Princes and Members of li e 
Empire as lliould joyn in the Confederation, for the prcfer\ ing the ikace 
of the Empire, according to the Treaties of H'cfiphalia ■. 'I liis is the 
Outllde of it; and in order to it, the Duke of Nc'-ji'bnr'^h has already 
written to the Elector of 'Urctndcnlmrgh, and the reft, to conlider of tj:v‘ 
Proportion ; and it’s hoped, as they fay, tliat in a Month or five "Weekf 
there may be fome EtteCt of it. '('he Secret of tliis Defign is, as tlie 
Mediators fay, to have fome body on tlie l^art of tlH'fe Princes, to be 
truly and throughly informed of uhat has pafi'ed in this Negotiativ n, 
Iiow far and how frankly the two Kings and tlieir Allies hat e conde- 
feended in their Demands, in order to a Peace. 'I'hat if it does miff 
carry, it muft be wholly charged upon tlie Infolence of the flSl’)- f 

ported and heighten’d in that 'Pemper by the Houle of ylnflriri ; and' 
that therefore it is the Part of all that rruly tender the Peace of the 
Empire, to think of Ways of bringing them to Reafon, ' 

HI s is faid to be the true Intent and Aim of this Delign but wc 
find on the one Hand, by the French Ambafladors, that their Opinion is, 
that Sweden finding itfelf very backward in its Preparativjcs,, for anv 
real Action ; which, by the 'i'reaties of tlie laft Year, it ought lon^liii- 
forc this Time have enter’d upon ; and fufpeCting that this is Ibt^en ' 
Notice of in the Empire, that they begin not to be altogether iA th‘'.i: 
Confideration they hitherto had been in, in this Part of Europe ; , and 
that therefore there is but fmall Weight like to be put upon their Me¬ 
diation : They arc now thinking of drawing together Parties for a 
new Confederation in the Empire, in which tliey will hope to be con- 
Cdorcd as the Head, and by that Means to render thcmfelves at Icaft 
conliderable by Negotiation and Alliance, feeing they are no longer fo 
by4thcir Arms. 


This, 
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This, the French Ambaffadors fancy, is the fecrct Reafbn that moves 
the ^aedc in the Matter ; On the other Hand, we think, by what we 
have heretofore fometimes obferved to your Lordftiip, from the Dif- 
courfes of the Biftiop of Strashurgh^ and Prince William his Brother, that 
the particular Confideration they have in luch a Dclign, miglit be to 
intereft more of the Body of tlie Empire in the Negotiation of tliis Peace, 
,^by which Means they ihould lelfen the Envy and Reproach which they 
think at prefent lies fingly on them, to have joyn’d themfcives with 
Strangers, (as they call the Party and Alliance of France) againft the 
Quiet of the Empire j and at the winding up of the Peace, be able to 
obtain better Conditions for fuch Members of the Empire, as are con¬ 
cern’d in the Treaty, efpccially for their Principals, the Eicdor of Cologn 
and Bifliop of Mitnjicr, than they find they have Reafon to cxpc6t nots', 
theCt France fo much overweighs in the Ballance, and that the Media¬ 
tion lies wholly in the Hands of Sweden. 7 'liis is a Subjed thofc two 
Princes have fpoken very often and very freely to us upon, and tis 
plain this whole Matter has rilen originally from them. What it will 
come to, cannot yet be forefecn ; but the French Ambaffadors have arr 
f\\ cred, they had nothing at all to fay to it, their Maftcr had therefore 
wKolIy rejedted a like Overture, and they do not know but that it is 
his JMind ffill ; if Prince William has a Mind to go and reprefent it at 
Court, as he has, it feems, propofed to do, he may i but they can give 
no E,ncouragcment to it. 

U PON the whole Matter, wx ftill find the French Ambaffadors very 
much perfwaded of the good Intentions of the Swedes^ as to our Inte- 
j*i.fis in the Succefs of this Negotiation, one Way or other ; and upon 
this Occafion, M. Cofirtin let fall as an Argument, that they, the Media¬ 
tors, arc ftill at Work, the beft they can, for the tw'o Kings; that they 
perceived plainly upon that Plan, the Mediators were endeavouring to 
get the l^cace for us, to wit, that France fliould depart from thofc laft 
mentioned Places of the llland of Woorn^ Fort St. Jndr 'e^ and Part of 
* Gneiderland i and that tve, on our Part, fhould accept in "the Article of 
I'iflicry, of one entire Sum of Money, by Way of Ackncnvledgment, in 
lieu of an Annual Sum, payable to Perpetuity ; and next, to find feme 
Temperament in the Bufinefs of the Prince of Orange^ as to the Circum- 
ftance of making the Charges Hereditary ; and that, he faid, they 
•found by the Mediators, was the Plan they defign’d to bring it to, 
/We arc, cb'c>

I^INCE our laft, which was of Wxa r^th Sept, by the Ordinary, a 
Duplicate whereof goes here inclofed, we have the Honour of 
your Lordftiip’s of the 5 th of September., O. S. by Mr. Smith the Exprefs, 
to acknowledge ; Avherein your I.ordfhip is pleafed to favour us (among 
other I'hings) witli an Explanation of his Majefty’s gracious Pleafure, 
upon t^vo Heads of our prefent Negotiation : The one, touching the 
Term of the “^oth of Sept. O. S. to be prefixed to the FJiiich Ambafia- 
dors for their Categorical Anfwer ; the other, touching three of our 
great Points, in w hich .the Mediators have been carneft with us,^to re¬ 
prefent to his Majcfty, that it is their moft humble Suit to him* that 

P liC 
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he will plcafc to defeend to feme further Moderation and Temperament^ 
fuch as they have propofed, and we have conveyed (as from them, not 
from ourfclves) to your Lordfhip, in each of tliofe Points. 

As for this Term to be prefixed, we were not without ^eat Anxiety^ 
till now that we have his Majelly’s moll gracious Pardon for dividing it, 
which w’^e fhould not have prefumed to do, but that the French Ambaf- 
fadors (without whofe Concurrence w'e were not in a Capacity to prefix^ 
any Time) were clearly of Opinion, that w'e Ihould divide it i and alfo 
that we forefaw', his Majclly’s Orders would reach us (as tliey do) Time 
enough to rectify what we had done, if his Majelly lliould think it nc- 
celTary to prefix the ^otb of Sept. O. S. as the longelt Day, beyond 
which his Majelly would not expert an Anfwcr, but take himfelf for 
refufed. 

W i have had a ferious long Debate with the French Ambafladors up¬ 
on this Subjedl, fome few Hours before the Arrival of this l’.xprcfs, 
which w'as on Wceiuefday about feven in the Afternoon j and we came 
to a Refolution, that they, and W’c, and alfo our other Allies, lliouki ‘ 
feverally (as wo for our Parts did yellerday in the Afternoon) demand 
Audience of the Mediators, wherein our liufiiiefs was to mind thum, 
that it is now id or 17 Days ago, fince we gave in his Majelly’s tilti- 
matim to their Hands ,* that we had made it tlicn our Prayer to tlicir 
Txccllcncios, to procure us an Anfvs er from the *Dutch AmbalTadors 
within Days; that now this Term is fully elaps’d, and that we de¬ 
lire to know, if their Excellencies were polfelled of any Anfwer ; and if 
fo, we defired them to impart it to us, that we might, according to our 
Duty, tranfmit it to our Mailer. •• 

"1' H E Mediators Reply was, that they had not yet any Anfw cr from 
the F)utcb AmbalTadors upon our nltimattim: they had heard indeed, 
they faid, from the Minillcr at the Jlagnc^ that the Bufinefs was 

come thither, and w as lately under Dcliberatioji; they added, that M. 
Vein licccruing had fpoken fome Tilings in general to that Minillcr upon . 
this Subject; rcprelenting the Demands of tlie tw o Kings and their 
Allies, as not moderate enough, in order to become tlic I'oundation of 
a Peace, nor fuch as the States w ould be able to comply with : The 
Mediators were plealed to fay, they would within very few Days fpcak 
witli the ^)ntch AmbalTadors upon this Subject, and call for their Aii- 
fwer : This being all that palled upon this Matter in that Audience. 

W E fuppofe tlic Anfwer of the Mediators to the French, and the othc\„ 
Allies upon this Subjedt, will be to the fame I .lTedt: How earnell they, 
tlie Mediators, w'ill be with thcFyntch AmbalTadors, for an Anfw;er to 
our tiUhimium, we cannot tell, lincc they are by this Time informed 
more clearly of the Engagements the FJnUh arc under, than probably 
they were when they gave us this lall Audience; and wdicthcr they 
will demand a Compliance from the *T)iitch, to the Projcdl tihtft t hey, 
the Mediators, arc entred upon, rather than prefs for an Anfwer toySj^ 
ultimatum, we are not able to conjecture from any thing that fell 
them ; only the Project feems to be the more practicable, in that it aim^ 
at no more than to get fuch an Anfwer from the F)utch AmbalTat^rS, 
upon one only Point (and that none of the hardell) in each Parties 
matnm, as may keep the Negotiation here alive, and not give 
a Handle to break it olT, ujx)n a Heap of Diificultics, which is a^rctext 
they would be glad to clofe with (as the Mediators fay they fufped) 
in this Conjundlure. 

Yesterday Moniing we acquainted the AmbalTadors, with 

the Compliance his Majelly is pleas’d to come to, in putting off the Pe¬ 
riod 
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riod he dulires to prefix to this Treaty, for lo Days lon^2;cr, out of Re¬ 
gard to the Moft Chriftian King’s Atfairs ^ notvvithflandiiig, tliat liis 
Majcfty is extreamly concern’d to be at a Certainty, eiilier of a Peace 
or a War, in Order to take his Meafures againft tlie Time hi*j I’arliament 
meets in. 

Hereupon the French Ambafladors and wc refolvcd to fit ffiil, 
having made our Inftancc now after the 15 Da) s laft expired, and to 
‘ expert what tlie 'JJutch will do, and what the ^Mediators can draw I’roni 
them, between this and the <^tb of Ociober this Stile : At wliich Time 
we fliall have 15 Days Itill in Store, to give tlie Amballadors for 

their Anfvvers, and then we Ihall prefix the twentieth to thewi, (m 
Cafe his Majelly do not think fit to prevent it, by Orders to the con¬ 
trary) tvith a Denunciation, that if we have not their categorical An- 
fvver by that Day, Le Roy Je F’icndra refnfi^ thofe being the \\ or Js of 
our Inftrudtions, and- further, — jo tiendra degizge de ionic d(7)t! 'c 

Cr dc/iftement fait^ Sera en Libcrtt eniicrc dc faire comntc ii iroi. tera 
d propos^ which it feems arc the Words that the French Amballadors 
are tyed to; They and we having agreed to exprefs ourfelves b) Way 
of Difeourfe, both in the one and the otiicr , but we perceive plainly 
that tliey have no Mind, and further, tliat tlicy do confefs, tliat they 
have no Power, to life any Words or Menace', tending to the breaking 
up of this Allembly ,• and we aiknowlcdge, in all Humility, that liis 
JVjajelty’s great P^orcliglit prevents a Dilhculty, that we, for our Parts, 
and indeed tlie whole Affair, w'ould have been brought to, in that he is 
pleas’d to difpenfe with us from making any Mention of a Rupture , 
till he hath fo concerted it with the King of Franic^ and the oLhei 
Allies, that all the Plenipotentiaries fliall he directed, as well Uo we, 
at one and the fame Time, to make that Denunciation. 

But that the Rupture will be made by the other Side, before vte 
can come at the Period we intend to prefix tlicm, is more than probable , 
and not only from the prefent Height and Fierce of the Fdntclg which 
the Mediators do complain ofj and others do take notice of, now of 
very late Days more than ever: We fend your l.crdfliip, by thi-i Con¬ 
veyance, an Isvidence which feems to us but little Short of a Demon- 
flration j for we fend your l.ordfliip a Copy of a d'rcaty, figned the y.ih 
f)f diigujt, by M. dc Lyra for Spaiii^ and by f'au Rcccrning and others 
for the States j tlie French Ambafladors had it tr.infmitted to them from 
iheir King, with Orders, they fay, to communicate it to iis, which 
^hey were pleafed to do yeflerday Morning. WC fliall lu-t prelumc to 
make any Remarks to your I.ordlliip upon it, hut what Concerns the 
breaking of this I'reaty : In the 13/Z7 Article it is flipuUifed, I'hat 
when the Dutch find they cannot get a Peace, “ the Oatholick King 

fliall enter into open War jointly with tlie tmperor ^ anpfi-ixt i:p,es 
“ la premiere Reqnijition quo en Sera faite^ by the States (jeneral to 
the (iovernour of Flanders and in Cafe this Rcqiiifition be made before 
che^Ratification comes from Spain, for which there is t\\f> Months Time 
^allowed, to be reckoned from the '^oth of ylngufl, the Governor miift att 
*Jvith all his Forces par Frovijton, that is (as we humbly conceive) as 
vigaroufly, and in the fame Manner, as if the Ratifications were already 
cxcftjjnged. 

In i^ic \yth Article it is faid, that the War being entered upon by 
Spain, the States do oblige thcmfelvcs not to keep on Foot any longer 
the Alfenibly now cftabliflied at Cologn, or to enter into Negotiation for 
Peace or 'J'ruce for foinp Years ^ fo that, upon the whole Matter^ the 
Rupture of Spain will fall out of Courfe by the ^olh of Oitobcr, if the 
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Treaty be ratified j and there are feme Probabilities it may be declared 
before that Time ; for, not to mention the prefent Brags and Expecta¬ 
tions of the Stitch, the calling Home all the Spcinijh Supplies out of 
Holland^ the French AmbalTadors have Advice, that Spain is bound by 
'I'reaty to the Emperor, to declare againft France^ as foon as the Impe¬ 
rial Forces lhall have advanced as far as the JLhinc Side ; to all thefe 
boding Things, Avhen \vc add the Judgment of the Mediators, wc have 
Keafon very much to fear the Succeis of this Treaty : We gather it ' 
from M. SpaiTy tvho, in private Converfation, hath told us Icverallv,. 
more than once, that tliere is no good to be expected from this Treaty ; 
that tlie IJnich^ in all Probability, will break it off ere long; that the 
iVlediat<'rs liavc advifed their Malter, that no good is to be expected 
from this i’lace; that now he muft refolve upon other Meafures, adding, 

that our Mailer mult do the fame. - il faiit fc preparer^ il fant 

s ari)ici\ il faut forcer^ cello Canaille la a la Kaifon - I'liofe and the 

like we ol)f;rve to be his Words, with a great Mixture of Indignation; 
fo tliat Avhat Step foever his Majefty fliall pleafe to preferibe us here, 
as to the breaking up of this Alfemhly, it is very much our Fear, that 
the jMeafurcs arc Jong lince taken to fnillratc the Isnds of it, and to 
continue tliis War. 

Hire we take 1.cave humbly to fuppofe, that Ins Majefty, upon 
View of the whole Matter of this Difpatch, may polfibly alter his De¬ 
termination of prefixing the 20th of OUohcr^ this Stile, to the 
and adjourn it to a longer Day ; for if Spain fhould happen to fufpendi 
its declaring againlt France tliis I'ortnight yet, within which Time we 
hope to have the Honour of his Majelty’s more particular Command, 
yet we cannot but think the View will be ftill more and more gloomy 
and threatning on that Side; and the French will be very lotli to joyn 
with us, on the ^th of the next Month this Stile, to prefix the 20?/;, 
ev'e- I 5 Days, for the TJntch to give in their Anfwers ; for they, the 
French Ambail’adors, A\ill be Hill in Expectation, that tlie *I)utcb^ by 
vertue of their Treaty with Spain^ will break up this AlfcmbJy, which 
they and we cannot but reckon upon as an Anfwer more categorkai 
and advantageous for us, tlran that which tliey arc like to bring in up¬ 
on our Inffance to the jMediatcrs. Wo, f< r our Parts, do underftand 
the Kule that your l.ordlhip is plcafed by your laft to refer us to in 
this cafe, of fetting a ’’I'inic to the Dutch-i to be that great End hi* 
Majcily propofes to himfelf, with all the Keafon in tlie World, fron^ 
this Negotiation, C7". a Ct rtainty undeniable againft the Beginning of 
tliis Sefl'ion of Parliament, that he hath been refufed a Peace, and there¬ 
fore that he mult go on with the War : 'Phat Isvidence (as wc hilmbly 
conceive) w ill be then only undeniable, when the Aflembly here is ab- 
folutely difperfed, and the Mediators have left it Jinc die ; or clfe, 
w hen his Majefty hath been plcafed to rccal thole, that on his; Psyt have 
the Honour to alfift in it: 'I’his Jaft, wc perceive by your I.ordlljin. 
his Majefty will not fuddenly come to, until the reft of his Allies (wJiieTT 
is not to be expeCted before the iMooting of the Parliament) do the faiffe 
'filing. 'I'hc Evidence therefore to the Parliament muft be rak’d from 
the diiperfing of the whole Aflembly, and not out of any Dcnuncigt^ion 
or Menace, that we, the French Amballadors, or all of us joyning^joge-^^ 
tl icr, can make. That Piece of Evidence, the FJntcb (if thc)^. purfue 
the Method and Steps that they have alroad^y made) will be furc to fur- 
nilh, by the Beginning of Novemberi and if they.do not, wc cannot per- 
fwady ourfclves, that his Majefty’s Allies will lie brought to it in that 
fhort Time, that fuits with tlie Beginning of the approaching SelTion. 

There- 
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Tt;E RFFoRE we moft humbly beg your liordfliip, to intercede with 
his Majefty for a Pardon, that we beg to know his gracious Plcafurc, 
how we arc to goV'crn ourfelves upon the 5 tb of VUohcr^ or thereabouts, 
in prefixing, or not prefixing, the zoth to the Stitch^ for their Anfuer i 
bccaufc we forefee very apparently, that the Vrench Ambafl'adors \\ ill 
be (if the Face of Affairs do not change very much) for tlie adjourning 
of the Denunciation we now intend, to a yet further Day \ and in this 
tve hope we arc the more capable of his Majefly’s moft gracious Pardon, 
bccaufe of that fundamental Point in our InflruCtions, of carrying on 
this Negotiation, in all the Parts of it, with the ^evr, and of Concert 
with the French Ambafladors : It hath alwaj s been our Endeavour, 
upon thole Views and Intercfts of our own, whicli are different from 
theirs, to bting them over to our Side ; and tvhen we have not been 
able to do it, we then thought it our Duty to lay down their Argu¬ 
ments (not as ours, but as theirs) before your l^ordftiip : But in tliofe 
Cafes, wherein we cannot obtain from, them that which we contend 
for. We take Leave to think it to be his Majefty’s Meaning, (and we 
hav'e hitherto govern’d ourfelves precifely according to tliat Rule) not 
to feparate, and take a different Courfe from them, in any Adt or Ap- 
plicjition that is here to be made, without his Majefty’s expref. Dire¬ 
ctions in the Point; and fo we fhall beg Leave to do in this cafe of 
prefixing the 20fb of OEiober to the^nfeb. 

The other main Head, which your l.ordfliip is pleafed to enlarge 
upon by this Exprefs, is an Explanation of his Majefty’s gracious Plca¬ 
furc upon three of our principal Points, wherein the Mediators had de- 
li\ creel their Sentiments and Dcfircs to us, of a ^remperaraent and Mo- 
dtiration in them, to be yet obtain’d from his Majefty, charging us (not- 
withftanding the Proteftations we made, that his Majefty’s lafl Mind 
was now honufide depolltcd in their Hands, and tliat it would be in 
vain to feck from him any further Kcluchcmcnt) ftill to reprefent it to 
his Majefty, as their humble Suit, for a further Moderation ; yet pro- 
, miling us at the fame Time, that they w'ould labour to obtain his Ma- 
jefty’s Satisfaction in thefe Points, as amply and fully as we defir’d it, 
without giving the F^ntch any the Icaft Idght or Hopes, that they, tlic 
Mediators, had any Petition depending before liis Majefty, for a Tem¬ 
perament or Moderation. 

Ix the Article touching the Prince of Oran^c^ we underftand Ins 
^ajc/ly’s Pleafurc to be, that the Peace is not to be broken upon tlie 

hole, or any Part of it; but that if the ‘Dutch .allow^ of his Eltablilii- 
ircnt, but contend for a Temperament in our Demands, that we fliail 
laboui; all that we can poffibly, to have the Dignities he enjoys at thi' 
prefent, fettled and confirmed upon his Highnefs during Life, as amply 
and fully as any of his Anceftors enjoy’d them : But to rclinquifli (111 
cafe the Importunity of the Mediators force us to it) the Preteniions we 
now hai?c for his Defeendants. 

his Majefty is now plealed to direCt, in the Point of tlie 
.F 4 jiery, c>iz. that we hearken not to any Offer of a Compenfation, in 
lieu of that annual Acknowledgment that his Majefty expects, w e liave 
had .the good Luck hitherto, to execute as far as we have been able 
to prevail with the Mediators, to take Notice either of our Rcafons or 
our ESrneftnefs- ,• ftill telling them, that it now, and always w'ould be, 
the Palubn of tlie King, and the Subject of FjUgland, to aliert and pre- 
ferve that great Royalty ; nor have they, the Mediators, ever offer’d 
us this Compenfation in'the Name of the Dutch ; they have ftill own’d 
it as a 'remperament bf their own finding out, excepting that M. 

Flncnficcn 
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Jlhrcitftccn let fall at one Time, that he had found M, T^an Hcircn^ iipoii 
his firll appearing here, not averfc from complying to this Expedient. 

IN the laft Converfation tve had with the Mediators, when they 
liappen’d to touch upon that String, they feemed to fay, that tho’ the 
^J}ntch fliould he unwilling to give any Thing by ^way of Acknowledg¬ 
ment for the I.iberty they have of Fifliing in the open Seas, yet that 
it appears to them, the Mediators, not unrcafonable to pay an AcknoA^'- 
ledgmcnt, in cafe his Majefty fliould accord a Liberty to thcTiutcb to 
dry their Nets, and to accommodate themfelves in the fame manner as 
our oil'll Liflietmen do, with the Convenicncies of our Shoar. The 
fame 'filing having fallen lately from feme of the T)ntcb AmbalTadors, 
we are apt to believe there is a Defign to elude that Ellabliflimcnt, 
which his Majefly intends of his Right and Prerogative, by inferting, 
that (.'onlideration of Convenieneies to be allow’d thefe Strangers upon 
our .Shoar.s, as the principal, if not the only Thing, for which they 
W{)uld pay their Money : We therefore think it our Duty, upon this 
Occalion, to beg the Honour of knowing his Majefty’s exprefs Pleafure, 
whether or no, in cafe the ^Mitch do come up (whereof we have but 
little Hopes they will) to an annual Acknowledgment, and that it be 
exprelly flipulated, that that Acknowledgment is fingly and folely in 
(Contemplation of the Liberty of I'ifliing in our Seas, it fliall bo fur¬ 
ther added, -only as a diftinft Grace of his Majefly’s, not in Con- 

fideration of the Money paid, that hisMajclly allows them the Liberty 
of his Ports in cafe of Storm, and alfo the Convenieneies of our Shore 
in drying their Nets, and accommodating themfelves with Huts and 
otherwtfe, as our own Fifliermcn do, provided that this I.iberty of 
coming a Shoar be rcftrainable, as his Majefty fliall fee Caufe, for tfic 
Good of his Government; and as thofe Perfons we treat i\ith, have lb 
much of ch.atfering in their Genius, that they will labour with Might 
and Main, to bring us to the loweft Penny poUlble, we will take l.eave 
to fuppofe, with his Majefty’s gracious I'avour, that tho’ he gives us 
Power to abate in the Sum of the Annual Acknowledgment, yet he' 
does not mean, that we fliall take Icfs than the one half of that, which 
our iird Inftructions bear, eve:. 5000/. per Ann. lor Ujiigland, and 1000/- 
for Scot hind. 

I'oR the 3^ Point, which is the Million of Money, we fliall under- 
ftancl that his Majefty will abate nothing of it, nor give any Encou¬ 
ragement to that Proportion that is made touching the Prince of Orai^ r 
his Debt, unlefs we base his Majelty's exprefs Orders to that EflFcdt. 

As to thc,Mattcr of the Flag, wherein your Lordflup is pleafed to 
give us a fpecial Caution from his Majefty, we arc cxtreamly aftlidcd, 
that the Project of an Article, w'hich your T.ordfliip is pleafed to fend us 
by this I'.xprefs, came not to our 1 lands before We delivered into the 
Mediators (as we did the \itb of this Month) an Article in Form, af- 
furing them it was a precife'Franflate into Lett in, of thofe A\^ords, by 
which his Majefty, after mature Deliberation in his Council Royal,^'l^id / 
refoived to have the Article of explain’d : We have already 

fent your I.ordfliip that Latin Article, and w'e fend herewith inclofed 
the Lni^liOj one out of w'hich we drew it, which had been approved of 
by my I.ords the Committee of Foreign Affairs, and w'ith the ^.prefs 
Direiition of his Majefty, commended to us in April laft b^*fore our 
coming away. Your Lordfliip, by comparing that Article in the JLnpJijb - 
w ith thus now fent ns, (they being both draw'n into two parallel Co¬ 
lumns) will find we are fliort in nothing, but in not mentioning — the 
Cdpi: t’inijlcrrc, ttnd t\-iQ North Otpe in Ntr'jcay. We were not with¬ 
out 
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out Wiflics, all the while we were preparing this Article for the Media¬ 
tors, that there had been Means to afeertain the liounds of our Seas, 
as well as there is of clearing that Point, touching whole Fleets link¬ 
ing to a Angle Ship; but we concluded that his Majefty, and my Lords 
the Committee, had, in framing the Article, lookt upon it as a 'I'hing fo 
invidious and difficult, as not to lx; attempted in this Juncture ^ and if 
it be his Majelly’s Plcafurc, that any Thing be yet attempted in it, \\c 
are fo far from hoping any Alfillance from the I'rcnch or the Media¬ 
tors, that we fee very plainly, they have a Difficulty to contain tliem- 
felvcs from difputing with us againll the Right of llvikirig in the ge ne¬ 
ral ; yet in the Matter of llriking generally in the 'Brilijti Seas, we ha\ e 
fo many Lvidcnces from Authcntick Records at Home, and fo many 
undoubted 'rdlimonies from Abroad, that our Adverfaries mull yield 
tve are fuflficicntly founded as to the Ulage \ but if w’e fliould come to 
infill upon tliofe Idmits, and bring Arguments from Geography or 'fra- 
d;tion, or be demanded our Proofs or Inllances in the Matter of FaCt, 
T’. jar thofe Limits, we forefec that fuch Objections and Replies would 
Iv made upon us, that we mull confefs \\e arc not yet futficiently iu- 
liriiCied to anfwcr, as becomes the Importance of thcQuellion. 

m cannot deny but Difputcs may arife, and Confequcnces of the 
uorft 1 ind, upon Ifi'etencc, that the Bounds, within which llriking is 
liue, are nc»t yet afeertain’d, and that our Officers exceed the true Id- 
mits \ hut as it is abfolutely impolfible to prevent thefe Difputes by 
jMatliematical Idnes or ocular Demonllrations, fo as that there will not 
be a thoufand Rencounters, which may give a Pretence to a Cavil: So 
if ,we attempt to fix the true Bounds, we lliall take upon us a Burtlien 
which properly lies upon our Adverfaries; for w hen his Majelly’s Right 
of the Flag is eftabliflied, as not to be controverted within tlie 2 ivilijh 
Seas, he that affirms, that llriking is required of him in a Place that is 
not to be reputed within thofe Seas, mult prove it ^ lince every Man 
that founds himfelf in an Lxception to a Rule, is bound to prove his 
I'xccption. 

But it being our Bufinefs to obey, not to argue, we moll humbly 
beg your l^ordlliip’s Pardon, that wc take the Jnberty to reprefent how 
unfurnillied wc are with Arguments to fupport this Demand, and that 
W'e take l.eave to tell your Lordlhip, that we fear the Mediators will 

S upon it as a Thing much againll the Forms, to offer fo conlidcr- 
u Change in an Article, we had given in as our Mailer’s ow'n 
ite ; and that therefore if it be his Majelly’s Pleafure, that we 
Id contend to have thefe two Capes affigned, as the Bounds and 
errfities of the 'Hritijli Seas, it may be as well done in that Article 
that concerns the Celfation of Hollilities ; w herein (according to the 
Style of other Treaties) there will be Occafion to mention the ‘Brii/fh 
Seas, and tWat before we come to the Article of the Flag. 

As to your Lordlliip’s other Caution, of getting an Article ti) con¬ 
firm foregoing Treaties, (which wc fuppofe your i.ordfliip means) fo 
far as they happen not to be alter’d or derogated from by this, we lhall 
be careful to oblerve it i and as we have hitherto, upon all Occalions, 
giverl^hc French to underlland, that there was no further Abatement to 
be exp^j^cd in his Majefty’s tihimauim^ fo we fliall be careful not to 
^ give th^ any the lealt View of thofe Condefeenlions his Mujclly frames 
’ himfelf to, in cafe the Necelfity of the Peace do require it, until we do 
know what are the utmoll Kelachements that the French will come ti> 
for tlte Peace’s Sake. 
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All that we have yet learned in this Point is, that the Mediators^ 
in their laft Projedt, writ to the Stitch Ambafiadors, that they wou d 
try what they, the Mediators, could do, in getting the French to recede 
from their Demand of the little Hie of Voornc^ Fort St. /Jndre, and ban* 
7 ais de Qtwldrc: They, the French Ambafiadors, feemed at hrft to 
difavow this Propofition of the Mediators, but now they have Orders, 
they fay, to come to this Temperament, that the Fort St. Andre fiiivll 
be raz’d, and that they will oblige thcmfelves not to fortify any wIktc 
elfe upon that Ifland j but they feem now to take it for granted, that 
the Xing their Matter may be prevailed upon tvholly to relinquitti his 
Pretcnlions to that Ifland, and that Part of Gticlderland^ which is all 
tlvat V e have been able hitherto to difeover in that Point. 

\V F liavc kept the Exprefs for fome Hours, in Hopes to have fomc - 
tiling Avorth your Lordfliip’s Notice by the German Poll ^ but we cannot 
hear of any Thing new fince our latt. ’VVe are, Qc.

My Lord, 

'Tj'^HE latt we prefumed to trouble your Eordlhip Avith, was of the 
1 ^,th Inttant, by the Exprefs Mr. a Duplicate w'hereof goes 

licre inclofcd ; fincc Avhich not much has happened of any kind worth 
}oiir Ivordlhip’s Knowledge. ^ 

Saturoaa' Fwening, the Mediators, according to the Demand the 
French Ambafiadors and we had made to them two Days before, in an 
Audience they took of the ‘Dutch Ambalfadors for that Purpofe, called 
upon them for an Anfvvcr, as well to the ultimatnms of the two Kings 
and their Allies, as to their, the Mediators, OA'^erturc, or Project, as 
they term it, of A\hich we formerly gave your Lordlbip an Account : 
’I'he Dutch Ambafiadors told them, they had not yet received Orders 
in any of thofe two Matters ; that the Points Avere tlien under a Debate 
at the Hague j and that they doubted not but in tAvo or three Days 
they fliould have the Refolution of the States upon them. And as avc 
are Avriting this, \\c arc told by the French Ambalfadors, that the A i- 
fAver arrived latt Night by Exprefs; that it is a flat Negative to c/u 
Demands, and a Refufal even to the Propofition or Projedt of the Mc- 
diators; Thdt the Refolution liad been taken in the States, upoy a 
large and vehement Harangue of the Penfionary Fagcl^ reprefenting, in 
tfie Name of the Prince of Orange^ and of the Deputies of fecrct Affairs, 
hoAV pernicious it Avould be to the State, to agree to thofe Conditions, 
and how much more preferable a WarAvas, to fo unjuft asd ruinous a 
I’eace. We arc expedting every moment to hear from the Mediators 
upon it, and hope Ave may yet knoAv fomething more particular in 4 tfbe • 
fore the Pott parts. 

In the mean time, the French Ambafiadors have, upon vvhat^ tlicy 
reprefented to the Court of the late Projedt or Overture of the I>dedia- 
tors, received Orders, to make yet one furtlier Degree of Ab;.ccment 
in their ultimatum^ viz. the departing wholly from that Part of Quel- , 
dcrland betAveen the H'aahl and the Mcnfe^ hitherto inlittcd upon, and 
to agree that the Fort St. Jndre^ in the Ifland' of Voornc^ fliall be raz’d, 
with an Obligation on the Part of his Molt Chriftian Majcfty, not to 
make any Time hereafter any Sort of Fortification upon that Ifland ; 

fo 
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fo as liis ithhmitum^ as to Places, confills now fxily in tlie five Places 
of Miicjlrichi^ Gmi'c^ 'Bofleduc^ ‘Mrcda^ aiul Crazc(\i7iy i to which lie 
finally infills t«^ have the Ifiand of J^oorne added, tho’ naked and witli- 
out fortification, for the nccclfary Ufe it is of, for the Pafl'agc and 
Accefs to tliofe three laft Places j and of tins tlie/\,mhalfador-> had 
already given a Communication to the Mediators, ‘and they to the 
^Jntch Amlialladors. 

\V t underftand by the French Ambalfadors, the Mediators, in a late 
Conserlation tliey had with them, began to toncli again upon the old 
Point of a Sufpenfion, pleading that tlie Matter having lluck principallv 
witli the King of Enghind, now that the Seafon for Adlion at Sea is 
pafs’d, they had Hopes, upon any Degree of Difpofition to it in the 
Freitcb Court, that the King our Mailer might be brought to admit of 
it j the Ambalfadors anfwered, it was a Point they had been long 
warned from their Mailer, not to meddle further in ; that ablblutely 
they would not enter into it ; that they, the Mediators, might, if they 
pleafed themfclves, make the Propofition to the King; but, for their 
Parts, they durft not give it the Countenance of fo mucli as mentioning 
it to Court: And fo the Matter fell. 

*r n F Freitcb Ambafludors tell us, their laft l.ctters from Court fpeak, 
as if the King, upon the Appearances every where of a fudden Breach 
on the Part of Spain., had rcfolvcd on fomc very confiderable P.nter- 
prizc, and in all Probability with relation to Spain ^ but of what kind 
it is, they fay, 'SA.Fompone does not tell them, but it is believed a very 
few Days will difeover. 

We find the Mediators of Opinion, That that is the only Way now ts> 
attain the Peace, and that without a fudden Blow given to the Impc- 
rialifts, or fome great Incident to difable or overaw e Spai^i, we are to 
expert but little good of our Negotiation here. 

W E troubled your l.ordfliip, in one of our late ]_,etters, with an Ac¬ 
count of a Complaint the feveral Ambafl'adors and Publick Miniftet ' 
here, had thought thcmfelvcs obliged to make to the Magiftrates (>!' 
the Tow n, upon the drawing out 4 or joo of the Marquis de Grands 
Hegiraent, to be fent clfewhere upon Service not known, which w'as taken 
to bo againft the Neutrality of the Town, and might, if fuch a 'I’hing 
were once fuffered, be of Confequcncc hereafter, in cafe the Tmperor's 

§ rccs fliould draw' down towards thefc Parts: The Magiftrates have 
uited to the feveral limballies to cxcufe themfclves, that what Avas' 
le Avas Avholly Avithout their Orders or KnoAvledgc ; I'hat the Ofti- 
s, by Avhofe Orders the Men Averc draAvn out, had anfAvered, they 
undertlood the Regiment AA'^as by its Oath to obey the Magiftrates, 
while it Avas in the Town, but that whenever the Emperor pleafed, he 
might order any Part of them away, upon what Service he fliall think 
fit i that they AVerc fo commanded aAvay, as that they were not at all 
to return into the Toavu again; but that they, the Magiftrates, would, 
h®vever, for the future, take Care, no Part of the Forces at prefent 
ill the ToAvn, lliould, upon any Occalion, be marched out of the ToAvn, 
Avithout firft acquainting them Avith it j and that they Avould be anfvver- 
ablc^o the feveral Ambaliadors, that the City lliould obferve an exaft 
Neut^ity.

To the Earl of Arlington, 

Cologn T^th Sept. 1673 : 

M y L o R Dj 

I N our laft, which was of the -c^thy by the Ordinary, a Duplicate 
whereof goes herewith inclofed, we gave your Lordfliip an Account, 
that the Mediators had the Day before, called with Solemnity upon 
the Stitch Ambalfadors, for their Categorical Anfwer to the ultima- 
turns of the two Kings; as alfo for their Refolution upon the Overture, 
or Project, which they, the Mediators, had (as we took tlic Liberty to 
acquaint your l\,ordlhip in former Difpatches) enter’d upon, in order to 
prevent the tacit difeontinuing, or (which they were more apprehenfivu 
of) the abrupt breaking off, all Negotiation in this Place : The An¬ 
fwer which the l^utcb Ambalfadors then gave was, that they had not 
yet received their Orders, but that within two or three Days they 
lliould (they doubted not) receive the Refolutions of tlieir Principals 
upon tliofc Matters. And as we were at the writing of our laft, in £x- 
pedtation of their Anfwer, (becaufe we had been informed, that they, 
the *Dutcb Ambalfadors, had received an Exprefs the Day before) fo 
Wfc have been (and not only we, but the Mediators too) under fomc 
Impatience ever lince, for an Acconnt of this Exprefs, but altogether 
Avithout Succefs. 

On Wednefiay in the Evening, we gave Vi. dOdyike a Vifit, In 
Hopes he W'ould impart to us fomething upon that Subjedt; but he told 
us no more, but that Affairs were at this prefent in a very ill Afpedt 
for a Peace : That they, the *Dutchy had been forced to enter into 
Engagements of vaft Confequence with the Spaniardy which they v\ ould 
not have done, he faid, but that Nccclfity forced them to it: He told 
us further, that fome Hours before that Time wc were in Converfation 
with him, he had, in Conjundtion with his Collegues, ilgn’d a Memo¬ 
rial which concern’d us, and that wc lliould very fuddcnly hear of it 
from the Mediators ,• he told us, it was fomething that concerned the 
Flag, and the Million of Money; adding, it carried that with E 
which we w'^ould not be able to deny, but w^as fatisfadlory to our Pre- 
tenlions ; This giving us a fair Occalion to ask, wEethcr the Memoria 
reached to tho'Filhery to? His Anfwer feemed to acknowledge thJTt 
it did not. 

W E being put thus to a more than ordinary Impatience, to learn 
what this Memorial contain’d, apply’d ourfelves firft to the French Am- 
balfadors, who told us, that they knew nothing of it; then to the Me¬ 
diators, they indeed acquainted us, that having underllood of an Ex¬ 
prefs which the ^Duteb Ambalfadors bad received on Monday^ and hai'/- 
ing obferved, that after Deliberation (which is very probable they hid 
the Day following) upon the Orders which that Exprefs brought them, 
they had on Wednefday fpent a great Part of the Day in Commur i’ea- 
tion with the Imperial and ^anijh Minifters, they had judged it nef un- 
feafonable to delirc them, the Ambalfadors, to give them r'Jileet- 

ing yefterday at the CarmeSy none other of the Parties concerned being 
fummoned to that Meeting: The Caufc of that Aleeting, the Mediators 
told them, was, that they had been informed, that they, the Flutcb 
Amhalfadors, had lately received an Exprefs from Hollandy w hicli they, 
the Mediators, did hope and prefume, might bring them an Anfwer 

to 
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to what was then depending, and alfo good Matter to work upon for 
a Peace : To this the T>utcb AmbalTadors anfwcred, that it was true 
they had received fome Letters from the Hngm^ but they were bid to 
exped fome few Days longer, and tlicn they mould receive the Rclblu- 
tions of their Principals, and Orders to impart them to the Mediators. 

T o this they added, that the States their Matters had now agreed 
with Spethy on Meafurcs to defend thcmfelvcs by a War, rather than 
to fubniit to a diftionourablc and ruinous Peace ; telling them, that as 
there had been a Treaty made and agreed on between the Crow n of 
Spain and their Matters, fo the Ratification liad now been brought and 
exchanged by the one Side and the other. 

Here the Mediators took an Occafion to complain to the ^Dutch Am- 
baffadors, of their Want of a jutt Confidence in them, the Mediators, 
who had, in all their Proceedings, carry’d thcmfelvcs w ith all the Sin¬ 
cerity and Ingenuity towards the Dutch j telling them, that they be¬ 
ing asked fome Days ago, vihcthcr it were true or not, that they, the 
Dutch, had obliged thcmfelvcs by Treaty to difeontinue the Negotia¬ 
tion here, and to break off this Affcmbly c* They had anfwcred, there 
was no fuch Obligation, nor any fuch Article. The Anfvver and Apo- 
logy which the Ambaffadors thought fit to make to this Ob¬ 

jection, was no more, but they had never feen the Treaty ; and if there 
Avere any fuch Article, they had not the leatt Knowledge or Notice 
«f it. 

In the mean time we arc at this Lofs, as not to know how to re¬ 
concile M. d'Odyikes figning of a Memorial for us, with that Anfwcr 
the Mediators, that the Refolutions of the States were not yet come 
to Hand ; only it is plain the Dutch do fancy to thcmfelvcs, his Ma- 
Jefty is under fome kind of JEmprcjJ'cmcnt, to know the lllue of the 
Negotiation here, before his Parliament do meet; And therefore M. 
cTOdyike told us, as News, that his Majetty had adjourned the Meet¬ 
ing of the I'arliamcnt from the zoth tothc3o/Z7of Englilli 

’ Stile: It is therefore pofliblc, that upon receiving of that Advice^ 
(wiicthcr true or falfc) they may have deferr’d to put their Anfwcr 
into the Mediators Hands j which, all the Appearances hitherto make 
us belicvcj whenever it docs come out, will be far from being fatis- 
faftory to his Majetty. 

p I'uE 7vv7/r/7 Ambaffadors, w^owJVcdncfday latt, came to us, as tney 
jaid, on Purpofe to communicate with us, upon a great Surprize tlicv 
in, as to fome late Proceedings of the Elcftbr of ‘Jir(indcnlmrgb \. 

T^erjus, the French Miniftcr there, had from Time to Time allured 
them*, all Things tvent to his Mind in tlie Court of tliat llcAor, yet 
that notwithttanding M. Schwerin tlie Envoy of that Elcdor here, hail 
fhewed them on T'nefday latt, an Inttruction which the Eledtor his JMatter 
had feat tp his Refident at Vienna, Avhereby he diredted liim to propofe 
a general Truce; and to undertake, that if the Imperial Army would 
cither retreat to the Hereditary Countries, or engage to advance no 
father towards tlie Rhine, the King of France flvould accept of the 
'I'rucc, and AvithdraAv all his Forces out of the Empire. 'I'Jiis, the 
Fri^h Ambaffadors fay, is quite contrary to the Senfe of their Court, 
and\riicy afliirc thcmfelvcs that the Eledtor has no Commilfion from 
their Matter to make any fuch Overture. 

The French Ambaffadors have alfo told us, that their Matter is noAv 
marched from Nancy with a great Force, and that tho’ it be not yet 
publiflied what his Dcfign is, yet that M.de Loucoy hath given private 
Advice to M,. Qotirtin, that it is to furprize the Franche Compti * that 

Q. 2 the 
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the reducing of that whole Country, cannot he the Work of above 
Weeks; except it he the Cittadel of which, the '^I'own being 

open, they will be able to prefs and ftarve at their J..eifure. 

The Teague which the Duke of Newburgh had, in Conjundtion 
with the Sweaty projedted to carry on in this Place, (whereof we gave 
your Lordlhip fome Account in former Letters) does not feem to ad¬ 
vance ; only we obferved the other Day, that M. Span\ in a Conver- 
fation with tlie Duke cic Chaulwsy argued for it with feme Warmth, 
as the only Moans left: to prevent thofe Princes, who had not yet de¬ 
clared, from joyning themfelvcs avowedly with the Emperor’s Party. 

M. cfc ChitnlncSy on the other Side, faid, the King his Mafter had 
now of a good while rejedted it, as a Thing that would introduce the 
private Intcrefts of all the Princes entring into this J.eague, to emba- 
rafv the jMediation, and the Treaty withal j and that his Mailer had 
ver)’ lately, by M. dc Vittry^ llopt aMinifter of the Kledtor of 'i^nvnrui, 
tliat was come as far as Ratisbanc upon that Errand, towards this Place; 
that therefore if they, the Mediators, or Prince Widiam of yurfiembergh., 
(who is very fond of this l.cague) have a Mind to bring it on, they 
muft be pleafed to do it by Inliances of their own in the Trench Court ; 
they, the Trench Ambalfadors, not thinking fit, after that their Mdfter 
has tu ice rejedted it, to own any Approbation or Dcfirc of it. 

M. Courthiy on the other Side, does, in his private Difeourfe with 
us, feem to defire it ; faying, that tho’ tlaere was no Reafon or Ufe for 
any fiich Ixague, when the 'Mrandcnbnrghcr was taken ofl, and thtr 
Emperor withdrawn into his Hereditaiy Countries laft Year j yet that 
now the Emperor is come on again, and makes all the Alliance he can, 
it would he a Means not improbable, to prevent thofe from declaring 
for the Emperor, who arc hitherto in a Condition of Neuters : How ¬ 
ever, the Mediators do upon all Occafions declare to us, tl:at it is tliei! 
Senfe, that there is no Way now^ left of reducing the TTitch to Reafon, 
but by beating them to it ,• and therefore do advife, (we know' not up 
tin what Motive) that our Mafter Hiould yet enter into a ftridLer Alli¬ 
ance with Trance^ and make all tlic Preparations he can polfibly for a 
War the next Summer: Which being their Senfe fo often repeated, 
wo think it our Duty to lay before your J.ordfliip, not prefuming to 
offer any Reflexion of our own upon it. A\'e are,

O U R laft, by the Ordinar}', of the '^tb of Sept, a Copy of w<hich tve 
take Leave to fend here inclofcd, will have given your i.ordlli'p 
an Account, that the Mediators having called upon the Tkitcb Amb?f- 
fadors for aiv Anfwcr, as well fo the ultimatums of tlie two Kings and 
their Allies, as to their own Projedt, or Overture, in order to the-re¬ 
viving of the Negotiation, had been anfw'cred Iw the Ambalfadors, it-hat 
hitherto they had not any Orders upon cither of thofe Points, bu'J that 
tliey were bid to expedt them in a few Days ; which Anfwcr \v\j could 
not but be a little furpri/’d at; in that M. eP Odyikcy the Night before, 
had, in a Vifit wc made him, told us cxprclly, he then came from fign- 
ing a^Memorial (as he called it) in Anfwcr to two of our Points, viz. 
that of the Flag, and that of the provilional Points of Trade in India. 

While 
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While we were in doubt what thii might mean, we received the '^th of 
September, a Summons from the Mediators, for a Confereucc at tlie 
Cannes : In our Way we called upon the French Amhall'adors at M. 
Courtin's Lodgings, but being interrupted in the Account they were 
giving us of a late Difpatch they had received from Court, by the C. 
^ T’ott'a coming in, we adjourned the reft of that Matter to the Cannes, 
whither the Ambalfadors promifed immediately to follow us. 

Being artived at the Carmes, we found in tlie Apartment of the 
Mediators M. Ebrenjicen, who acquainted us w ith a certain Paper they, 
the Mediators, had received the Day before from the FJutch Amballa- 
dors, of the iqtb cS. Sept, by way of Anfwer upon our two Points of the 
Flag, and of the provilional Articles for Liberty and Security of (com¬ 
merce in Fidia ; a Copy of which we herewith fend inclofed, which tie 
had already had a Sight of from the Count de T’ott. M. Ehrcnjicen im¬ 
mediately entered into (Jonverfation upon it, asking us, if it were not 
to our Satisfaction > W'c anfvvered, that it was not in any Degree ; as 
propoiing to leave out of the Article of the Flag the moft material 
Claufe, which w'as, the Declaration of the ancient Practice and Ciiltom 
in that Point i beginning — Utpofe quod, He replied, that fo long 

as we had an exprefs and formal Article lor the I’hing for the future, 
he lltould think that were enough : AVc anfvvered, we could not by 
' any Means agree to that, for this was a Prerogative of tlic Crown of 
England, famous in all Ages ; and was not now to be left founded fingly 
on a Contract or Convention, w hich might, upon the Breach of this 
Treaty, fall to the Ground next Year: That thofe Words carried our 
Riglit, and the Confeflion and the Acknow ledgment of it, and thcrc- 
fdi’ e were more conliderable in our Opinions, than all the reft of the 
Article. To this he replied, that the Matter of Practice and Cuftom 
feenwd not to be fo clearly granted i that the FStitch pretended to have 
many Proofs by them, that this had not been praCtifed in feveral Times, 
nor fo much as demanded by Englandi We denied they could mak;. 

• any fuch Proofs, for, we faid, we had by us affirmative Proofs, tliat in 
all "J’imcs that Duty liad been fo paid; and their Part being to pn.ve 
the negative, it would be very hard for them in that Regard to do it - 
But that in the Thing itfelf, we were allured there were no fuch J’ruc.fs 
in Being : W'e repeated feveral other Arguments in the Point, htieto- 
made Ufe of upon Occalion, elfew here in the (^ourfe of this Nc- 
,«otiation ; concluding finally, this was looked upon as fo important a 
risLight of the Oowni, that tve had the very W'ords dictated to us by 
th|j; King our Maftcr before our Parting, and could not in the Icaft vary 
from them. 

Here the Count Tc/r told us, they had fomething of moment k- 
negotiate with the French Ambalfadors, and therefore they would del.ri. 
for the prejl-nt, to leave us to think a little further of the Ihitch Am- 
balfadors l^aper, and that they might be allowed to tinifli the rcH of 
,\vlat they had to fay to us at that Time, which, as he proceeded to 
tem us, was : 

■ I'hat they had received frelli Orders from the King their Mailer, 
agaifc to renew their Inllanccs to the two Kings for a general .Sufpenlioii 
of A^ns, as the only" Means they could fee, in tlie Pollurc '^J'hings were 
now brlStight into, toeft'eCt the l\‘ace. 'I’he Kcafons, he faid, for which 
they thought thcmfelvcs obliged to reallumc that Matter afrefti, were 
more particularly thefc :,- Firjl, T'o keep Spain from actually break¬ 

ing, and to prevent at the fame 'fimc, if poffible, tliat the two Arjnies 
of the Lmperor and the King of Irance, do not come to Blow s: I’ov 

if 
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if that fhould happen, bcfidcs tlic general Flame that would break out 
all over Europe^ Spain and the Emperor, who arc at prefent in the 
Quarrel but as Acceffafics, and confcquently can come into the Nego¬ 
tiation in order only to an Inclulion, would from henceforth become 
I’rincipals in both, and fo we muft cxpc< 5 t that the whole Frame and 
jMcthod of the Negotiation of the Peace, would be moft certainly, 
changed, and take a quite other Form j and particularly, that the Me¬ 
diation would, in all Probablity, be palfcd into other Hands, if the 
Treaty itfelf were not finally laid afidc: This, he laid, was one of 
their Conliderations, and a very prelTing one, as they judged it. 

Next, That tlie Seafon for Adtion, cfpecially by Sea, feemed now 
to be holly over, fo as whatever Rcafons from that Confideration the 
King ouf Mafter might have liad, not to admit the Propofition in the 
Summer, the Mediators conclude, they arc now ccafed with that Sea¬ 
fon ; and tliat his Majefty cannot now refufe the general Sufpenfioa 
from thofc Rcafons. 'J'hcn, as to any further ones, which, they fiiid, 
the King our Mailer might polfibly have, from the particular Conftitu- 
tion of his Domcftick Affairs, that is, in Regard of the Meeting of the 
Parliament, which now draws on: They asked us, if that ihould 
cliancc to Hand in the Way with his Majefty, whether there might not 
a W^ay l>c found, of having a Supply of Money conditionally, that is, 
in cafe the War Ihould continue; laying, it was frequent wdth them in 
S''^cdcn to give Supplies in that Way j and they fuppofed it might be 
poifible to do fo in England too : But however, they concluded, that 
his Majefty having been pleafed laft Winter, to agree to a general Suf- 
pcnflon, in a Time when the Parliament was to fit, that is, haviiiJ^ 
agreed that there fliould be one, till the End of Jlpril laft, whicli 
would have been two or three Months within the Seffton of Parlia¬ 
ment, they humbly hoped, his Majefty might find a Way to reconcile 
the Convcniency of his Service, as to the Meeting of the Parliament, 
with the like Propofition now. 

1'he Ambafladors, to fortify their Inftanccs in this Matter of the general 
Sufpenlion,fold nj,the Emperor, hav ing had it propbfed to him now lately, 
by ''PvdTcndorffc their Miniftcr, liad already accepted of it in the gene¬ 
ral, to be adjulled more particularly, under fuch Cautions and Condi- 
tiems between the Parties in War, as fliouJd afterward be found rca- 
fonable; that they, the Mediators, upon this Encouragement on to ^ 
Part of the Emperor, were going immediately to prefs Holland an»l 
Sp'iiu in the fame Point: And, they faid, they doubted not, br., 
whatever their Difpolitions otherwife might be in the Matter, they 
would be eafily awed into it, when they ibould be told plainly, that 
in cafe they did refufe it, Sweden w'ould be obliged immediately to 
enter into Action with all their Force, Qt. — And here M. Ehrcnjiccit 
interpofed, asking us, whether, when all other Parties ftiould have 
thus accepted this Propofition of a Sufpcnlion, and that our Maftef 
alone ftiould Hand out and refufe it, this might not be ill underftcfcd 
by the Parliament at their Meeting, and polfibly diflerve his Majfifty 
in his Affairs there, as much or more than his Majefty apprehends .tlie 
admitting of it might prejudice them in another kind ; To thi 4 wj 
thought ourfelves obliged to anfwer palfingly, that if the King .hould 
find it fit to fay fo then ; his Majefty, as we had frequently argued the 
oNlatter with them, the Mediators, had many great and prudent Con- 
fidi-rations, why he ft'iould not admit at this Time of that Propofition i 
and,one, which, wc thought, would abundantly fortify all the reft, 
which was, that his Majefty now, for above thefe three Months, has 

been 
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been ready, offering and prefllng by us, to clofe the Peace, upon Con¬ 
ditions, which they, the Mediators, and all the World, muft judge infi¬ 
nitely reafonabie and eafy; This, wc faid, we doubted not would 
very cafily redtify any Mifapprehenfion of his Majefiy’s not admitting a 
general Sufpenfion : We added, that this was what we had all along 
taken liCave to propofe to them, the Mediators, in lieu of a Sufpen¬ 
fion, whenever that Matter came to be difeourfed of; having ever 
judged, that the ^Duteb would certainly make a quite different Ufe of 
any fuch Eafe and Interval, tlian what the Mediators, we doubted not, 
defign’d it to, mz. the facilitating of the Peace. 

2. The Second Thing, the Count de ‘I’ott told us, they had to fay, 
was by Order of the King their Mailer, to pray us, once more humbly 
to recommend to the King, that his Majefly would plcafe to think of 
making yet fome further Abatements in his Demands, for the final 
clfcfting of the Peace ; they told us, they would not fay in what Par¬ 
ticulars, but in the whole, they befcechcd his Majefty would plcafe to 
allow fome yet further Moderations. They faid, they mull confefs his 
Majelly might have Reafon to think, he had already done very much, 
(and they uiull ever own his Majelly had done fo) and that, confider- 
ing the Stitch had not on their Part made any the Icall Step, his Ma- 
jolty might reafonably expert, they, the Mediators, Ihould rather turn 
their Inllances upon Holland^ and oblige them to approach proportion- 
ably on their Side : They therefore declared, that notwithllanding the 
humble Suit they defired now to make by us to his Majelly, for fome 
further liafe in the general, that they were refolved forthwith to fall 
up»n the Hollanders very warmly in the Matter, and to charge it Home 
upon them, that they had not in any Degree correfponded with his 
Franknefs and generous Proceedings in order to the Peace. 

VI I- anfwcrcd: 

I. A s to the general Sufpenfion, that when that Matter was laft 
•llirrcd, we had exprefs Orders from the King our Mailer, to declare, 
that abfolutcly his Majelly would not confent to it ; that wc had no 
Reafon to think his M a jelly’s Mind changed in the Point, lince that 
'J’imc } cfpecially confidering, that as, on the one Hand, the Scafon of 
Adion at Sea might be objeded to be now over; fo, on the other 
Hand, the meeting of the Parliament approaching, feemed, for Reafons 
, q| another Nature, to make this Propofition of a Sufpenfion equally 
X;v§^«nvenient to his Majelly’s Affairs. That as to the Argument they 
pr!'*ired of a Sufpenfion, in order to the preventing Spain and the Em- 
ccrir from openly entering as Principals into the War, and confequcntly 
^to the Negotiation of the Peace : Wc faid, there was another Way, 
we thought, much morefure and elfedual, to prevent all that,than a gene¬ 
ral Sufpenfion, and that was, a Ipeedy doling of the Peace upon the great 
Moderatfon*and Abatements of the two Kings and their Allies : And here 
wcl took liCavc to ask them, the Mediators, whether, confidering what 
ha\ palfed in this Negotiation, and the infinite Condcfcenfions ufed by 
the two Kings, cfpecially the King our Mailer in his Demands, whe- 
thbf^hey, the Mediators, did not in their Confciences think, that 
the ^at, and indeed, the only Obllacle to the Peace, was a prefum- 
ptuousS)bllinate Humour in the ^Duteb, which neither the Eafinefs and 
. Moderation of the two Kings, nor all the Inllances and Applications 
they, the Mediators, could ufe, had been able to bring to any Degree 
of Reafon : We asked,’ (if this were fo) what Hopes they, the Me¬ 
diators, had, that this H*umour would be ever a whit abated j nay,1:hat 
it w'ould not be infinitely more heighten’d and exalted, when they 

lliould 
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flioulcl find tlicmfclves fet at liafe by a Sufpcniioii ? So we could not 
fee, but tlnit indeed tliey would be rather bettered and fortified in 
tlien* Interefls j it being much more likely, that the Party would gain 
upon the middle and undeclaj-ed Part of the Empire, rather than lofe, 
during the '.fime i/ any fuch Sufpenlion. 

2. As to any further Condefcenlions on the Part of his Majcfty, we 
fiiid. We could not fee liow tlicKing our Ma/ier could poffibly make 
any fnrilier Abatements: 'J'hat his IVlajelly liad (as their J'.xcellencies 
had feen; moR frankly and generoufy, upon the very firft Occafion 
that foLined to call for it, fallen as low, and much lower, than any in- 
dirferenl and uninterefled Party could judgi- reafonablc in the State of 
Af un ^ : Ne.t\vitlifianding tliat IloUmid (as tlieir I'Acellencies had them- 
fei\e.s fre<]uenily acknowledged) had not, in all tins 'lime, made one 
fmgle Ste}* towards him, nor to this Hour fliew ed tlse leaf! Difpofition 
to make any ; as appeared more particularly from the Paper they had 
now put into the j^Iediators Hands, upon tlie Points of the flag, and 
the provilional Ikiiiits ol Commerce in'the The Mediators did 

acknowledge it was moll true, the King had, on liis Part, done every 
'J liing wiili the grcatell Pranknefs and Cienerolity imaginable ^ and .that 
on tlie otlier Hand, JloUancl done notiimg at all. How'ever, tliey 
faid, fir the common good of the Peace, they had Rill humbly to be- 
feech hi.^ jMajeli), to fee what <ither Abatements polfible he could yet 
make in his Demands m the general. 

'JTns being thus over, tlie iMed'.atcr.i returned to the other Matter, 
of tile ^J)ulcb Amballadors Paper, in Anfwer to our two Points of the 
Tlag, and the 'i'rade in the Indies. Upon each of which, w'e repcawd 
fuminarily wliat we had heretofore, on feveral Occallons, argued to the 
?vlediatoiA ; As to tlie f lag, we rememhred their I'xcelJencies, that 
the I'.xception we lutd taken heretofore to the Cilaufe JLo nwdo., (yi. as 
it Rood in the ‘Dutch Amballadors lirR I’Uper (vf the 15 rA of Aiv^pjiy 
was not there ; for that the Claiile, as to its SubRance, m the Senfe, 
the King our Mailer always uiulerltood it, was pi'opofed to make Part 
of ilic Article ; but that tliey continued to couch it in doubtful Words, 
c/t. CO rnodv fpi(\ (jc- t'hich, we laid, was in tbe Senfe they took that 
l Nprei'li,'.n, to leave a perpetual Occaiioii of qucRioning and doubting, 
wbat had been the antient Manner and I’raducc; whereas we infiRed 
to liiue Lliofe doubtful Yt'ords in the C'iaufe cleared, and afeertain’d Iw 
Xjlpolc quod.^ ik-c. which, we fay, do but bear tbe fame Senfe thofe othc ■- 
ought to do but are fo plain and dear, that they are not liable topic 
mifeonllrued to any other diueivnt Senfe. And this, we faid, w'as w/iat 
we bad at any time objected againR the Claufe ; and tliat what they, 
the 7 -///i'/;, now oifered us, of quite leaving out that Claufe, was there¬ 
fore lar from being an f.xpt dicnt to fatisfy us. We obferved likew ife 
to the Mediators, that the Dutch had, in this laft Paper, lintited this 
Duty, ts> be paid to the King's Men of War only j whereas we had ,ie- 
manded, it fliould be provided to be done, as well to any Yacht or 
otlier Ship or Veflel Avhatfocver, belonging to his MajcRy, or in his Ser¬ 
vice, and wearing his Majelly’s f lag. Colours, or Jack. - 

A s to the other Points about the Commerce, we put the AipoaRa- 
dors in Mind, that as wc had at fiift declared, the King our^iMaftcr, 
not to embarafs the Treaty with any Di bates of length upon that Sub- . 
jcct, was willing that the adjuRing the entire and compleat Body of a 
Keglcment of Commerce in the Indies^ and on the CoaR of Guinea, 
fliould be referr’d to Comnailfioners, to be appointed by tlie Parties 
w ithin a certain I'irac } fo w e had all along at the flinie l ime declared, 

theve 
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there were three or four provilionaJ Points, jt Would be abfolutely nc- 
ceflary to provide tor, in an Article of half a fcore J ,ines, in tliis Trea¬ 
ty : Tliat they were reciprocal Points, of a moll evident Reafon and 
Juftice, of necelTary and daily life for the Liberty and Security of that 
Trade i and as to the Merits of the 'I'hing, could coll no l ime at all 
to debate and fettle. That this we had fret^uently declared to them, 
the Mediators, and their Excellencies had as often admitted ol’ the 
Preteniion as r,.‘afonablc , and we told them, that if the T^utch luivc 
not indeed a Defign, for ever to elude any fuch ei]ual Reglemcnt of 
Trade, tliefe three or four Points are fuch as could not be refufed in 
this 1 reaty. 

I’nis is what pall'ed between us and the Mediators at that Confe¬ 
rence : being returned to our dwn Appartment, the French Ambafla- 
dors, a while after, came to us, to gi\ e us the Account of their Jail 
l>ifpatch from Court, which tlicy had been interrupted in fome Hours 
before, by the C. Fotis coming in at M. Coiiriin\ Lodgings ; they told 
tis, tliat l^rincc IViUhun of Furjiemher^h having fome Days before dif- 
patclied a Courier to the Court, principally to underftand how far the 
Aloft Chriliian King Mould take of the Propolition, lately fet on Fof)t 
hetween the Mediators and the Princes of Fiirfiember for the encou- 
Tviging a kind ot a by-alfcmbly here, of the beft affected Princes of Qer- 
of wbith we gave your Lordfliip an Account in one of tiiir late 
J .eiivfs ; t! o C.ourier was returned the Day before with a long Difpatch 
to 1). iw, the Ambaiiadors, the principal Points of which they told us 

W'rV ■ : 

, ’firs 7 the King their Mafter, after a ferious Confideration and 
iJ ii.ni with his Minifters upon the Propofition, judged it to have

■I;- cunfidered of this Propofition, bad found ft abfolutely to rejed it, 
a'.*wel; becuLife moft, if not all of thofe Princes intended, were already 
engaged in Ids Ir.terefts, and that by exprefs T'reaties of Action : As 
for larhincc, flcino-vcr to act by their Arms w ithin their Circle, and 
C'drh: V. ilhin that of in Conf deration of the Subfidics now 

adualiy paid them by France : So as he did not fee what nearer Ties 
could, h^ any fueli Meeting, be well expeded from them j belides that, 
ha h.ud in their fcveral Courts already his Minifters, inftruded upon 
al \3 ’.mevgeneies, to negotiate with them what lliould appear to be for 
the Alt Mintage of the common Caufe. And that after all, it was to be 
feared, ary luth Aftembly as this (wdiat other Fruit foever might be 
expiated from it) would moft certainly emliarafs and retard tlic Peace ; 
every'-.jiie having fomething or other for themfelves, or their Neighbour 
Allies, M' ?\eembers of the Empire, which they would pretend to thruft 
into this Treaty. So as, upon the w hole, the Ambaiiadors told us, their 
Alaftcr had directed them totally to rejed tlie Propoftimi, 

2. Tiiry told us, that the C. Fott^ having feme 'l ime fiiice, foi* tJie 
advancing tlie Negotiation on the Part of France^ at a Point where it. 

R feemed 
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fecracd mofl: flick, propofcd an Et[uivalent to the Moft ChHftifrrt 

Kin^, in lieu of the 1^1 aces demanded from; the King their 
Maflci* had confidcred of' it, and had finally -reftllvcdi as his laft and 
lovveft Cohdcfce'nfion in tliat Afatte'r, \Ji^ As to the Equivalent pro- 
pofed, to content himfclf with the Places of St. Omcr, 

and Iprc^ together with the Chaftcllanies of CttJJbl and “Batteul^ their 
Annexes and Dependencies ,• this to ftand in lieu of all the Places do-^ 
manded at Hrfl from Holland^ except that of Maejiricht ; and that as to 
MacfiYichi^ the King would confent that the Place, together with that 
of iVxck^ Ihould he wholly raz’d, the Sovereignty of the 'Pown and Ter¬ 
ritory to be and remain to the Bifliop of Liese^ who had been ancient¬ 
ly Con-Seignior with the Duke of ‘Brahaiit of that Place, and was fo 
left by the I'cacc of Mniijicr^ joyntly with the States : that the ^nys ^ 
Centre Mcttfe^ or the County of Menrs, which xhe‘Dutch fhould like beft, 
fbould remain in the Hands of tlic Moft Cliriftian King, to -be difpofed 
of to a certain Prince of Germany. I'his, as to the Particulars of that 
Equivalent in Queftion. d’hat beyond this, the King, to quiet Spain what 
he could, in any other Fears they miglit liavc, confents that as to the 
Dim. rentes arifen fincc the Treaty of Jfx^ about the Matter of the 
J jmits, that Condi and Dynk be raz’d ^ that tlip Sluices of Newport^ 
having been erc<ited by the french., fliall from henceforth remain to 
Spain ; and that whatever further Circumfiances, as to this laft Point 
of their J amits, fhal) happen to come into Queftion between them, the 
Arbitration of them ftiall be remitted to the Kings of JLngland and 
Sxvcdiu. 

'Pii E s! the Ambaffadors told us, were their Mailer’s laft Conditions, t'o 
uhicli he wasplcafed to declare, lie would moderate himfclf at theRc- 
commendjltioi'j of the Mediators; but on thefe Conditions between him 
and S'weden ; FitJI., M’hat the King will allow three Weeks Time for 
Szseden, to bring FlvUmfd and Spain to accept of thole Conditions; 
after which. Second/y., If they llTal-l’ refufe to agree to them, then the , 
King to remain wholly diftharged from the Offer, and at his Liberty, 
its to his Demands ; and Sxjeedcn, cai their I’art, to be thenceforth obliged 
by a Writing, which their Ambaffadors fliall now give in, immediately 
to enter into Aftion agdirift the Emperor j and laftly, to fecure Swedeny 
that ever after the Expiration of thefe three AVocks, the Moft Chriftian 
King will not, tho' he be othenvife at JJberty to do it, heighten h|> 
Conditions, and fo rcndi.r the Peace harder ■, His Majcfly docs agre * 
ftill to be honied by the fame Conditions as now offered, in Cafe, witn- 
in th.- faid tlircc Weeks, Sweden oblige it fclf by a Writing tq bring 
Sp<!:i' and llvlland to accept of thofc Conditions j or otherwife to dc- 
ciaiv againfl them. 

'Pill SI, the Ambartltdors told us, were their Mafter’s laft Conditions, 
as to tlie Matter of Places, and the Equivalent for them' by wliich, 
ihoir Mailer propofcd to himfclf, as on the one Hand, to quiet ihe 
E'ears Spain' and Thlland would have had, fhould he have infifted to 
have retained ‘Breda and Bqpiduc., and thofe the Empire would certain¬ 
ly liave had, for his keeping Maejiricht ; fo, on the other fide, one^in- 
cipal Aim he had in this Propolition was, to put the Thing fqThard 
upon Sweden, that either the Peace, as to fo far, fhould follow,, or Swe¬ 
den fhould cxprefly declare Prance to have Reafon on this Side the 
Matter i and fo, w ithout further Delays or Excufes, fhould be obliged 
cH'cctively to enter into Adlion j tvhich, their ‘Court takes notice, they 
hitftcito uie all ways imaginable to avoid. 
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When \vc were advanced thus far in this Difpatch, ciz . on Sunday 
the arrived the Exprefs Mr. ^arre^ with the Honour of yourI.ord- 
fliip’s of the \^th of September ; and in few Hours afterwards tlic Flan¬ 
ders Letters, with your Lordfliip’s Preceding one of the i ith ■ for both 
which we return your Lordlhip our moft humble Thanks: AVe are raucli 
troubled to find fo great an Uncertainty in the Diligences of tlie Or¬ 
dinary Polls, and therefore, confidcring the critical Points to which our 
Negotiation feerns now to be near brought, we lliall prefume, witli your 
Lordlhip’s Favour, for the future, to be more frequent in Exprefl'es. In 
the Clofe of your I.ordlhip’s of the i your Lordfiiip is pleafed to 

fay, that-“ Confidering by that Time that came to our Hands, 

“ the Time given us by his Majelly for finifliing the Treaty would 
‘‘ be far advanc’d i it would be therefore Time we font his Majelly 
‘‘ our Opinions, in what Manner, and with what Circumllances of £x- 

pollulation and Declaration on his Majelly’s Side, it would be fit to 
“ put a Period to the Treaty, in Cafe it Ihould happen not to be othcr- 

wife brought towards fuch a Conclufion as ought to be wiflied”- 

That is a Reflexion we had already made with ourfclves, and prepared 
in this very next Difpatch, humbly to lay before his Majelly, for his 
particular Directions in; as being of very great Weight, in our humble 
Opinions, and which, confidering the near Approach of the Time pro- 
pofed to be fet by us, for the bringing the Negotiation to a certain 
IlTuc, is that wc are next to take care to be throughly inllruCtcd in, and 
prepared for. 

In Obedience to your TiOrdlhip’s Commands, wc thought fit to lofe 
no Time to fpeak with the French Ambalfadors upon that Point: And 
accordingly next Morning we did offer it to their Confideration, how, 
and in what Manner, with what Circumllances of Expollulation, De¬ 
claration, and other more folemn ACts, in Cafe the T’reaty came to 
have that llfuc. T'hcir Opinion was, that we lliould joyntly, and in 
common, put a Period to it: They told us, they had not any Kind of 
'Directions what to do in fuch a Cafe ,• that the Court had not hitherto 
at all thought of that Point ^ that they knetv not, nor did they believe, 
their Mailer would be very follicitous, how that Point were made, not 
apprehending, that they, lor their Part, liad much Ufe of any fuch De¬ 
claration, Expollulation, ^c. but that it was wholly indifferent to them, 
E >vv, and in what Manner, the Treaty had a Period put to it: For, 
■n.; to the Satisfaction of their People at Homc^ as tlie Face of their Go- 
*<'^nmcnt is, that they had no People to fatisfy, that is, they cared not 
whether they were fatisfied or not: That as to the World abroad, 
fuch l^rts of it as were of Ufe to them to fatisfy, they took other ways 
of dding it, than by fuch Applications ; that they did not believe their 
Mailer would think fit, at all to apply any Thing of uhat had palled 
in the Eipgytiation, or Ihould pafs of Solemnity in the breaking it off, 
towards any Informations of the World, in a publick open Way, by De- 
citation, Narrative, or Writing: That it was certain, the Mediators 
wohld never be brought in that Cafe, to do more than barely give a 
Tqllimony to Matter of FaCl, as to what had palfed in it ,• /. e. that 
the Parties had rcfpcClivcly made fuch and fuch Offers, and finally left 
the Foace at thefe and thefe Conditions, without judging, or declaring 
in the llall, to what Degree any had Reafon, or not, in their Demands 
* or Offers. And that, even in this Sort of Tellimony, it was to be 
doubted, they would be.but cold and indifferent, in Order particularly 
to the prefervmg themfcE'es Hill in a State of being capable to continue 
Mediators hereafter, whatever new Party the Negotiation might take. 

R 2 A ‘ 
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A s to US, the AmbaffadOTs told us, poflibly the King our jMaftcr had 
anotJier Intoreft to conlider, in the Point now propofixl, mz. the Satis¬ 
faction of his People at Home j which being a particular intereft ^ 
ours, and with which they had nothing common on their Side, nrafe 
be left to his Majcfty, how to t4>ply what was paflfed in the Negiotiati- 
on j and finally, in what Manner to put a Period to the Treaty with 
moft Advantage ; concluding, tliat their Opinion was, as to what we 
had fuggefied of drawing from the Mediators a Kind of a Declaration, 
or Writing under their Hands, as to our Conduct in tl>e Negotiatioa, 
and the Conditions at which we had left the Peace ; that the Writing: 
any Tiling to the Mediators, in order to the drawing from them fuch a 
Declaration or Teftimony might be very dangerous, and have ill Confe- 
queiiccs, more tlian could be now forcfecn. And this was all the Opinion 
wc could find they have in that Matter, which vve prefumc to reprclcnt 
to your Ixirdlhip j that confidering that great Step is, as we humbly con¬ 
ceive, to be made joyntly, and by Con lent of all the Allies, as to the 
Kind and Manner of it, and that we do not find the french Ambafla- 
dors, as to the Thing itfelf, of actually breaking off the Treaty, arc 
yet inftruCted to do it when the Time comes; and the Court in¬ 
deed rcfolvc, as far as wc can judge by the Difeourfe of the Ambafla- 
dors, that it ftiall be done lb fuddcnly, as the King our Mailer feems 
to propofc to himfclf ^ and that, on the other Hand, when it lhall come 
to be done, the French arc not like to make it a Matter of any Confe- 
quence, liow and with what Circumllanccs the Thing be at la/l done : 
His Majefty may therefore plcafe only to conlider, what further and 
particular Orders to give us, in this great and weighty Point. 

W E could not but take notice, that in the Clofc of this Conference 
with the French Ambafiadors, that M. Court in faying, how ufeful it 
would certainly be in the general, that it appeared to the World, that 
the Allies had each of them moderated their Demands to the utmoll 
of whatever could be judged reafonablc, begun to make Inltances in 
fome of our Demands, as particularly, that of the Prince of Orange^ as 
to the making it Hereditary j the Article about the 3 or 4 Points of 
Commerce in the Indies; and tlie Bufinefs of the Filhcry : In all which, 
especially thclc two lall, wc found him plead in a more than ordina¬ 
ry Tarncllncfs, in the Perlbns, and wnth the Arguments of our Adver- 
farics, to a Degree that a little furprized us ; prefling the Matter fo f. r 
as to tell us, till we came to a yet further Moderation in thofe Point^, 
the Mediators would very likely excufe themfelves to t\\Q French^ 9 ’-cj 
the whole Alliance, if they did not proceed to execute their Treaty, 
liow far foever they allowed all the other Allies to have Reafon in 
their Demands, till the King our Mafter abated yet further in thofe 
Points: Of all the other, we found him Combat moft the Point of 
Trade in the Indks\ juftifying very concernedly, (as we thought) the 
'jyuteb Practice of forcing the Natives by War to make Treaties w*th 
them, for the foie buying of their Commodities ; the Thing was fo n|-w 
and unexpected, that wc could not but take this notice of it to ytour 
l.ordfliip. 

In that other Letter of your l .ordlhip’s of the 15/A, vve fountj^our- 
felvcs by your l.ordlhip’s Care and Favour (for w hich we make ojo* moft 
humble Acknowledgments)particularly inftrui^ed in two or three weigh¬ 
ty Pt)iiits: Firji^ his Majefty is pleafed to fer m at Liberty, and to allow 
us a 1 .atitude to the enlarging or reftraining the Time fior the Period of 
tiie Treaty, as upon Concert W'ith the Frsneh Pleniiwtontiaries fball be 
tound moft proper. We have already comiwanicated this new In- 

ftru6lion 
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ftmdtibii to the French Ambaflfadors, and, with their Opinions, have rc- 
folvtd to expert yet fomc few Days at leaft, before we proceed to fet 
aiay 'Day for the Period of the Treaty, in Hopes that pollibly the Dutch 
A!mba^^adors may yet prevent ns in that Step i for althe' we have in 
foitie of our late^l f^etters to your I.ordfhip obferved, they have for 
thefe laft three Weeks been very lilcnt in the Point of withdvawinjr from 
Itehce, which fome Time before they had been fo very hot upon, yet 
within this Day or two the Difeourfe revives again. Hcveming having, 
more than once, on Sunday^ at the Comedy, told M. deChanlncs openly, 
he was to be going in a Day or two, and that therefore he would make 
the Party of drinking his Fai’cwel with the Duke the next Day at 
Dinner. The fame Thing, the Duke told us. Van Haren had alfo re¬ 
peated to him, of himfelf, faying, he would be going dc)nain ou apres 
detnain : I'he Duke having anfwercd, that was very quick indeed ,• he 
reply’d, when Men fay apres dentain, it means, if not one Day, ano ¬ 
ther, that he is not very certain when; but it is apprehended, they 
may have fome dormant Orders in their l^acquct, as they fee Things 
turn, to go or not that is, two of them at leaft, and thofc the Men 
of Buiincfs, ciz. ‘Beverninp:^ and llaren^ the other two polUbly to conti¬ 
nue ftill here, as M. d' Odyike feemed to intimate, for Form Sake ; 
and poffibly to avoid the odious Step we arc endeavouring to bring them 
lo make, of tirft breaking off the ^J'rcaty. In fome few Days we ftiall 
iVr what they will do in that Particular ; and accordingly, with the 
h. It r>.rc wc can, proceed to take our Kefolution jointly with the French 
Airihalladors, as to the fixing our '^J'erm fcjr a final Satisfaction, under 
til" Denunciation of our Mailers taking themfelvcs to be refufed ; and 
tfrnfequcntJy at I.ibefty in their Demands, in cafe they receive not 
■Sat isfaciion ^ and then as to the Diftance at which to fix the '^I’crm. 

A r; to -any further Abatement that might be expeCted from his Ma- 
jclfy in ids Demands, we take Notice of his Majefty’s firm Refolution, 
repeated to us by your l.ordfliip in that laft 1 .etter, not to recede from 
any Part of his lafi Demands, as we are in Poffcffion of the Knowledge 
of thorn, and ftiall be careful to govern ourfelvcs accordingly. 

As to the Article of the Flag, wc take Notice of his Majefty’s Plea- 
fiire, that after a further Reflexion made upon that Matter, that his 
iMajeily likes much better the Draught lately font us of an Article, than 
iliat w e had firft given in here ,• and, according to our Duty, we fliall 
ii<dl liumbly obey it: Only having prefumed to tranfmit fume Obfer- 
ations upon it, by the late Kxprefs Mr. Smith\ and tlie 'Thing not 
otherwise preiTing as yet, tve humbly beg Pardon, that ive take Leave 
t<i expect, before we proceed further upon that Point, till wc receive 
you# } xirdftiip’s Anfwer upon that Difpatch ; and in the mean time we 
prefume to take Notice to your Lordfhip, of one or two Particulars more 
in the pre^’ent Draught fent us, which we humbly offer to your l^ord- 
ftup's Consideration : i. if it be clear enough that the Words — 
oil thofc Seas from the Cape Finifierre to the Hortb Cape in Nor-zeay^ 
will inckide all the Brittjf} Seas that run on the back-lide of Ireland 
aitjl Scotland : Next, Whether after the Words — fany Ships or Vef- 
felA belonging to Ids Majcfty of Great Britain\ it be of Ufe to 
add^-^ [or in his ServiceJ ; JLaJlly^ Whethet, if the Article can be 
made ifo pafs without it, wc may not have Leave to let the laft Words 
riM in the general, without adding the Words that now clofc the Ar¬ 
ticle, CVS. [by any Shi^ of the States Geneta'l, or their Predcceffors]. 
If til is lafl Alteration from the Draught fent us, be thought worth the 
maldng, we hope it may not be hard to obtain it; beciiufc it is l>ut to 

leave 
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leave tlic Article, in that Particular, as it Avas in the Treaties of 
and in that of the Ufurper y which, we hope, the Mediators will think 
but rcafonablc. As to the firft Point, of limiting the Bounds within 
Avhich this Duty fliall be paid, ciz. from the Cape FtniJicrtCy to the 
Ntn'th Cape in Nor'way i Tho’ the Article relate only to the Diitcb^ 
yet we fear thole Bounds may awake a Jealoufy in fomc others; and 
for that Kcafon engage them to be as little favourable to this Draught, 
as we find they are to our former one, for another Rcafon ; that isj thc 
AlTcrtion of the ancient Practice. For, by all we could judge when 
we laft difeourfed with the Mediators upon that firft Draught, they 
feemed inclined, and allowed it fliould be declared to be an ancient 
Right of the Crown ; but they infift to have the following Words left 
out, which declare it to have been practis’d in all Times. 

W E moft humbly beg Pardon for this Prefumption ; we rcfolvc, not- 
w ithftanding what we thus take Leave to reprefent upon that Draught, 
punctually to obey his Majefty’s Commands, in wholly negotiating upon 
that laft Draught, as it is fent us, fo foon as the Matter fhall call for 
it; we have adventured in the mean time, humbly to lay thefe Re- 
juarks before his Majcfty, for his further Confidcration, in cafe it be 
thought tvorth it; and humbly befeech his Majefty’s Pardon for the 
Prefumption. 

As to the laft Point in that T>ettcr of your I.ordfliip’s, of the I'yth of 
Septemher^ concerning the Words of the Article about the Filhery, we 
fliall take the utmoft Care we can, if the Matter ripen enough to call 
for it, that it be fo worded, as that it carry a fucccfllvc Permiflion only 
from Jiis Majefty to tlie T}titch to filh, not to part AvholJy with his 
Majefty’s Right to them in the Fiftiery ; But for our fuller Inftrudlion, 
and for the fecuring, beyond any Hazard, his Majefty’s Intcreft and Sa¬ 
tisfaction in this great Point, Ave do moft humbly bcfcech your Lordftiip, 
as you are pleafed to make us hope in that Paragraph of your laft, that 
you will pJeafe to obtain of my l.ords of the Committee of Foreign 
Aftairs, tlie Draught of an Article, fueh as in their Lordlhips Wifdoms 
they fliall find moft to his Majefty’s Mind in that Particular, Wu 
arc, or.

I N our laft that Ave prefumed to trouble your Lordftiip Avithal, which 
was of the by the Exprefs Mr. (a Duplicate whereof 

goes here inclofcd) your Lordftiip Avill have received a Copy pf that 
l.ettcr which the Dutch Ambalfadors w’rote on the 27 th to the Media¬ 
tors, upon the SubjeCt Matter of our Article of the Flag, and upon tjfic 
Ellablifliment avc defire in our Commerce in the Indies. We think ■ it 
our Duty to fend another Copy of that Letter by this Ordinary, as the 
true Mcafure of that Ingenuity, AvhereAA ith the Dutch Ambalf^ors 
have proceeded all this while ; for as they do take Notice in it but of 
two Points only, of feven that Ave had given in to them in out‘Ultima^ 
tiwi^ fo it appears, that even in thofe two Points, they have rather in- 
dullrloufly fearclicd for Pretences to elude the Avhole Thing, than confi- 
dcr’d of Expedients, AvhexcAvith to fatisfy his Maicfty. 


In 
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Iv the fame Difpach, 'Vc .gave, your Lordfliip an Account of the 
Earneftnefs, and the Rcafons,. tvherewith. the Mediators, uhon they 
imparted to us tins Letter of the Stitch Ambaifadors, prell'cd, (as they 
did iikevvife yefterday \yith mu^jh Solemnity) i. That liis Mujeily v.oiild 
give his Confent to a general .Ceflation of Anns: And, 2. Thar lie 
AViOuld,. be picafed to defeend to fartlicr Abatements in his Demands, 
tho’ they did not, apd faid, they would not infill; upon it in any havti- 
cularj fo abundantly do they profefji thcmfcivcs to be fatisfied with tho 
Condefcgnlions hisMajefty is already come to ; only, rhc\ fay, tliey t\ ill 
take Hill I,cave to hope, that his Majelly hath fonie finall Slatter liill 
in Referve to facrifice (if need be) to the obtaining of this Peace. Tliis 
Suit, as often as it is repeated, inects with the fame Anfwer on our 
Part, that is, that their Lxccllcncics, the jMcdiators, liave liad fo great 
an Evidence of his Majefty’s Propcnlions to. a IV*ace, and having own’d 
the great Advances he had made towards it, their Inftances would be 
(as we hoped) altogether now employ’d towards the ^nlch, wlio have 
not made one Step of Approaches towards his Majcfty to this Day ; and 
that they would give us Leave to adhere to, and infill upon the nlti~ 
matum lall given in, as the utmoll Abatements which his Majelly v ill, 
comJ to, lincc we have all the Allurance pollible, that no furtlier Com 
dcfccnlion is to be expcdled from him. 

In the Matter of the general Collation, wc mull beg Leave to add 
one Word from the Duke of Nezi'hurgb^ wlio, by his Cliancellor M- 
Stradtsman^ has reprefented to us, that he Iiath iiitcrellcd himfelf, tc- 
gothcr witii tlie Electors of ‘Brcindcnhiirgh and ^ac'aria, in propoling 
ni'^d folliciting this Ceflatiou, as the only Means now left to preferve 
tire Empire from breaking into Pieces, and throwing itfclf to a general 
Confiuiun : But fuch is the \'encration he lias for his Majelly’s Perfon, 
and fuch is the Deference he will always ha\e for his Judgment and In- 
terells, that he will neither promote nor own this Propolition, any fur¬ 
ther than it diall Hand with his Majelly’s Approbation, and the Good 
*of his Attairs ■, and tlicreforc that it was his Defirc to us, that wc 
would lay it before his Majelly, as a Thing the Duke intended and 
propofed for the common Good: Provided it hath nothing in it, that 
fuited not with his Majelly’s Judgment and Affairs. 

W E did like wife in our lall, take Lgave humbly to reprefent to your 
Lordlliip, that the French Ambalfadors, in a Converfation we liad had 
with them, (upon your l.ordflrip’s Direftions to us, to bethink our 
.'yes in what Manner, and with what Circumllanccs of Expollulation 
and Declaration on his Majelly’s Side, it will be fit to put a Period to 
the Treaty) did declare, that they have no Thought of ufing any So- 
Icmrlty, or of drawing any A£t or Declaration from the Mediatoi s 
mucin Icfs of having any E-xpollulation with the F)iitcb^ at the breaking 
up of this ’i'reaty j faying, that as their Mailer intends not to gratity 
hi| own People, with any Account of his Proceedings here, in order to 
j.uSiify liimlc'f to his Subjctls j fo he is in a better Way than that of 
publilhing Declarations, or Manifcllo’s, to fatisfy thofe Abroad, in 
wfipfe Judgments he would not be millaken ; They add further, (and 
tha^y'ery cxprclly to) that they have no Orders to come to any Decla¬ 
ration of a Rupture, or to break off the Negotiation here, and wc can¬ 
not tliff.k they will have any, unlcfs the Inllanecs of our King do pro¬ 
cure it for tliem. 

One Thing fell from,them with an Emphafis in that Converfation, 
Which we cannot but repeat to your Lordlliip, lincc Meffieurs Cciirtin 
and Wlaril/on repeated a great Part of it in a later Converlatidn on 

U'cdnffdny 
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tVc^ncfday laft j it was, that if we pretend to fatisfy any Party with a 
Declaration, or Account in Writing of our own, we iliall hav'c a great 
Difficulty to calculate fuch Writing, for the fcvcral and different Ap- 
prehenfions of thofc tliat will concern thcmfelves in it ; for tho’ our 
own People at Home may be fatisfied with the Demands we make, of 
^ Acknowledgment for the Filhery, and of the Settlement we would 
bring into our Commerce, as alfo of the Ettablilhmcnt of the Prince of 
Orange in the Place and Figure of his Anceftors ; yet they told us plain¬ 
ly, we lliould never be able to fatisfy cither the Mediators, or the unin- 
terefted Part of the World, in thofe our Pretenfions : Nay, that they, the 
Mediators, will have a plaufible Pretence (very much to the Prejudice 
of the common Caufe) not to execute their Treaty, or to declare againft 
the J^nteb ; while they lliall be able to fay, (as M. Cmrtin worded it) 
that tho’ France and the two Bifliops have moderated themlelvcs as 
much as can be defired, yet that they, the Swedes^ cannot declare that 
Holland doth refufe a Peace upon rcafonable I'crms, as long as Englandy 
one of the Allies, not to be leparated in the Treaty, lhall ftand upon 
Things, that they, the Mediators, cannot pronounce to be rcafonable: 
as, I. Upon a new yearly Tribute (fuch as was never yet paid) for the 
Fiflicry. 2. Upon the nulling of Treaties, (fuch as that with the King 
of MacaJJltr) which contain in them Advantages, that they, the ^Dtitch, 
had purchafed with thcExpcncc of their Blood and Trcafurc. 3. Upon 
the Change of the very Elfcncc of their Government, into fuch an Efta- 
blifliment as we pretend for the Prince of Orange. And tho’ we had 
the Convcniency of fliew’ing to M. Conrtin our Projed, in the very 
Words we had given it in to the Mediators, for the Rcglemcnt of Con;- 
mcrcc in the Eaji-lndies^ and defired him to confider impartially of our 
Right by the Laws of Nations, and of the Equity intended by us in 
making the Articles reciprocal; and that we demanded not the Benefit 
of It, where the T)ntch had made an abfolutc Conqueft of the Natives, 
but only where the old Government did ftill fubfill, and the People were 
ini juris : Yet he was not pleafed to be convinced, that we had Rea- 
foii on eair Side to oblige tlic FFitch to revoke their Treaty with the 
King <>f MacajU'ar i Hill urging, it was an Advantage the F)tt1ch had 
} urcliafi d to thcmfelves by their Arms, and afterwards by a 'IVeaty. 

On JTi'dncfday^ Mclficurs Conrtin and 'Barillon gave us a Vifit with 
fome Alarm ; they had, they faid, great Caufe given them a Day or 
two before to complain cf the Mediators, and they came to learn of 
tjs, whether wc had not the fame : That which they complained to us 
of was, that having communicated the great Condcfccnfion of the 
King their Maftcr, in being content to accept of Cambray^ Jirc St. 
Onic}\ and together with the Chaftellanies of Caffe I and ’Eadlleull^ 

and the little Iflc of T'^oornc unfortifyed, they, the Mediators, had, tVith- 
out confulting them, given a View', by their Letter to thc* 2 )«rrZ? Am- 
bafladors, tlnit they would ufc their Inftanccs with the King of Fraj..?Cy 
that he would part with Maejirkbt to the Fftutchy without demolilhing 
it, (as the French propofed to do, and to give over the entire Scigneurie 
of it to the Ihfliop of Liege) that they might therein have fo much at 
leaft in their Hands, towards the compenfating of Spain for the Waces 
abovementioned : ’J'hat the Mediators had told them, by way of Apo- 
h)gy, that they intended not that this Profcdt of theirs mould lie as an 
i ngagement in any w ife upon the King of France. This the French 
^XmbalTadors were far from being contented with, fince the very propo- 
fing of a 'Thing of that kind, was a Declaration of their Judgments, 
as Mediators, and confequcntly a Prejudice to the Pretepfions of the 

French ; 
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French i they dcfircd to know of us, whether wc had difeovered that 
they, the Mediators, had offer’d any fuch Abatements in our Concern ^ 
telling us, that there was the like Projedl of Abatement made in the 
Pretenlions of the two Bifliops, as Prince WilUam of Furjiemhergh had 
informed them the two French Ambalfadors. 

W E told them, that wc had not yet difeovered any 'I'hing that the 
Alediators had done of that kind, in Reference to our Demands ^ and 
yefterday, after a full Converfation with the Mediators, and a particu¬ 
lar one with M. Fhrenfiecn^ wherein he was pleafed to flicw us the 
two i.etters, which they, the Mediators, liad written to the *Dutch Am- 
balfadors, in the Concern of the French, (the one reprefenting what the 
King Avould accept of for an Equivalentthe other, what they, the 
Mediators, did propofc to thcmfelves, by their Inftances, further to gain 
from him) we could not difeover that they, the Mediators, had made 
any new Motion or Plan (as was fuggclled) in our Affairs i only the 
French Ambafladors are confident, that the Mediators do propolc to 
thcmfelves, that hisMajefty will at laft content himfelf with one entire 
Sum of Money, as an Acknowledgment for the I'iHiery, and with the 
Eflablifliment of the Prince of Orange only for Idfe. 

I,N our Converfation yefterday, wx heard the Mediators making their 
Apology at large to the French Ambalfadors, for their having made the 
Overture, or Project abovementioned, in their Concern, without tlieir 
Privity j that which had forced them to it, as tlicy faid, was, the Dan¬ 
ger that this Negotiation is in, of being fuddcnly broke off j that it had 
iiad this Effect already, i. To flop the going away of the F)utch Am¬ 
bafladors as foon as they intended. 2. I'o procure the Difpatch of an 
Exprefs upon this Subject to the Hague. 3. It had gained Time to their 
Minifter Jpplchoomc, to publilh this Condefccnlion of the French King, 
as he fiiall find it ufeful in Holland. 'Diat which M. Cottrtin replied to 
this was, tliat as, on the one Side, all Jhideavours to keep the Treaty 
alnc were now very improbable, in Regard that (as their Advices did 
• bear) xhiiF>nTcb had already made their Requifition to the M. dcSalinas, 
that Spain would break ; which he promifed Ihould be done as foon as 
the Prince of Orange lliould appear in the Spa7iifl3 Nethei'lands, with the 
Forces that he was to joyn to the Spaniards; and therefore, that this 
Affembly was to be dillblvcd, as a necelfary Confequence of their break ¬ 
ing with E'r/twfc : So, on the other Side, this Overture of the Media¬ 
tors will be a Thing prejudicial to the French in future I'imi*, when¬ 
ever a Treaty happens to be renew ed. 

Yet the Mediators do not defpair of continuing tliis Negotiation, 
notwdtliftanding all the boding Appearances j the Plan that they have is, 
to m|ike a Peace between the two Kings and the Fhilch, upon the Pro¬ 
ject low depending, refolving to exclude all other Pretenfions, and to 
keep thcmfelves to thofe original Caufes, upon which they firft entred 
into the *M 5 diation : And tho’the do not infill to have the reft 

offtheir Allies come in as Principals in this Treaty, as they did the other 
Day, very formally demand of the Mediators Letters of fafe Conduct 
to a Minifter of the Duke of Ijrrains, : Their Aufwcr was, that his 
Cdufc and Concern had no Place in the Treaty of Munjler tliat it had 
been long depending before the breaking out of this War, and confe- 
quently .can pretend to no Adjuftment from this Mediation ; The Me¬ 
diators do fa\ , that they are likcvvife furnillied with fufficient Anfwers 
to the Emperor and Spain, fo as to exclude them from bringing in their 
Pretenlions to tins Treaty : For if Blood Ihould happen to be drawn, 
(as fome there is already*) one Article of Amnefty and Abolition ill 

b futh- 
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fufficiehtJy provide for all Parties in that Cafe: If the Emperor pretend 
to brini^ the Pretenfions of tlie Towns of Jlfatia into this Negotiation, 
the Ah'diators will tell him, that he alone is not to judge or determine 
in that Caufe, but conjointly with the States of the Empire, and that 
in a Juridical Way, according to the Method preferibed in the Treaty 
of Munjtcr and that therefore the Swedesy both as Guarands of that 
'j'reat) , and jiaving a Voice in that Judgment, muft not fulfer the Em¬ 
peror to put tlie Arbitrage and Decilion of it into another Way : As 
to the Spaniardsy their Anfvver will be, that they intend the I'rcaty of 
Aix la ChapcUcy and the Guaranty thereupon, lhall be revived and fnb- 
lill inviolably ; and for the DiflPerence about the Limits, they lhall be 
fubmitted to the Kings of Grcaf ’Britain and SwedeUy unlefs the Spa¬ 
niards will accept of the Expedient mentioned in our laft. 

Toof THE R with this Narrative of what hath occurr’d to us in Con- 
verfation, we fhall humbly beg l\.eave to obferve to your T.ordlhip, that 
ye/terday, being the 5 th of Ofiobery was the Day on which we, in Con¬ 
cert \\ itli the Ei'fttfZj Ambafladors, had refolved to denounce the ^o1h 
of this Month, A’i S> as the laft and utmoft Day in wdiich w c would 
expect a Categorical Anfwer from the ; or if wc then had it not, 

that we would then take ourfelves for refufed, and no further engage d 
by any Communication or Overtures that had palled betw een us ,• but 
we rinding ourfelves, by your ]x)rdfliip’s of the \$lb paft, (which we 
received 5 Days ago) left at liberty, and that it is his Ala jelly’s Plea- 
fure to allow us a Latitude of enlarging, or reftraining the Term for the 
Period of the Treaty, as we lliall find, and judge it, by Concert w ith 
the Frcnchy moft for his Alajefty’s Scxvice ; and being every Day in 
Expectation that the ^}utch Ambafladors wriil leave this Place, cither in 
Execution of their ^freaty with Spaiiiy or elfc in virtue of a Con^e tlicy 
have lying by them j have thought it for hisAlajefly’s Service, in order 
to avoid the Odium of that Step, to defer tlie making of our Denun¬ 
ciation for feme few' Days more, until wc fee the Ifluc of this great 
Crifis; the Prince of Orange being already come into Flandcrsy and. 
the King of Prance marcliing as fall as he can towards Jiim : We liave 
therefore refolved to expect 8 or 10 Days longer, and then the d erm 
prerixed will be the laft of this Month, AT. A* If the [Dutch fulfer that 
whole d'ime to lapfc, w ithout breaking up this Alfembly, we flrall be 
to feek w hat to do, and how to proceed, when the Alediators fhall 
have told us, tliat they have no Categorical Anfwer from the Dutch ; 
for wc have not the leali Appearance to expert or hope from the French 
Ambafladors,.that they will joyn w'ith us, either in making any Ex- 
poflulation with the Dutch Ambafladors, or in drawing any A<ft or De¬ 
claration from the Alediators, nor yet in going off this Place : ,dLey 
have told us, that they muft expert Orders from Court, before ithey 
make any further Step, upon the Lapfc of the Time wc fhall pi\^fix j 
and that they did not believe that their Mafter liad any 'l*hotiglits of 
coming to thofe Steps, cither of leaving this Place, or demanding liny 
Ail or Declaration (except it be that of a War againft the Dnt^ch) 
from the Alediators; fo that their Conjunilion w ith us muft be concert¬ 
ed by fuch Inftances as his Majefty fhall think fit to make in the French 
Court. His Majefty having been plcafcd to command us, not to com¬ 
municate w ith the Mediators, nor yet with the French Ambafladors, 
that Temperament which he is willing to admit of in the Prince of > 
Orange his Cafe, until, 1. We lee what the utmoft is that the French 
w ill ask for their Mafter. 2. Until it be plain to us, that the Peace 
will-be made or broken upon this Point. 3. Until the ’Dutch Ambaffa- 

dors 
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tiers will open thcmfclvcs better, upon what they will ^rant his Majefty. 
w c have f<)mc Difficulty with ourfelvcs, to determine w’hen we may 
fafely think our felves at Liberty to communicate upon this Point ,• for 
it will l>c a difficult Matter for us to difeover, and almoft impoffiblc to 
be at a Certainty, •whether the Peace ■will turn, lb as to break or not 
Upon this Point; confidcring the Liberty which the flitch AmhaHadors 
are here in Poifeffion of, in that they accord to no one Thing, till they 
have adjufted all Pretenfions: Since his Majefty therefore is willing to 
acquiefee in the Lftablilhmcnt of the Prince for life, rather than lofe 
the Peace j it is poffible, it would be of Advantage, to have it known 
timely enough in Holland^ in Order to take off the Republican Party ,• 
and we arc perfwaded, the Mediators would reckon it a very great 
Condefeenfion to their Requefts : This Point being thus moderated, we 
are apt to believe there would be but two Points left for the Peace to 
turn upon (fuppofing the T)iitcb to be in earneft) : The one would be^ 
r!ie procuring an Lquiyalent from Spain ; Avhich, tho’ the T^ntdo ftiould 
be willing to endeavour, yet the Spaniards will hardly comply with 
them : The other would be, the Annual Acknowledgment for the 
l-^irtiery ; -wliich, tho’ a Thing very cafy to be done, yet their Stomachs 
will hardly digell: However, if the Mediators may be impowered to 
give a Temperament to this Article of the Prince of Orange^ it may 
haply facilitate the Peace ; and if not, it may help conilderably to put 
the ^}ntcb in the wrong. 

E have no more at this Time, but moft humbly beg of your f.ord- 
fl.ip, that tve may be a little more enlightened in this Point, and have 
tlfe Honour of his Majelly’s precife Inflrudions and Orders, how to go¬ 
vern ourfelvcs w hen that Time is lapfed, within which the *i)jitcb 
fliould give us their Anfwcr, if the Treaty llrould fubfift fo long : And 
your I^ordfliip, we doubt not, will judge this our l^etition to be fo much 
more ncceflary, in that we are not to hope for any Concurrence from 
• the Trench Amballadors, unlcfs there be fent them (at his Majefty’s In- 
ftance) new’^ Orders, and fuch as they do not expedt from their Court.

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W H11E \vc were in Care how to make this Step circumlpcftly, amJ 
fo as might be moft for the Advantage of our Mafter’s Service, that is, 
on the one Hand, to endeavour to bring the Negotiation to a certain 
Iffue, within, or near to the Term at firtt propofed by his Majefty, and 
yet to try by all Means, fo to order the Matter, that this Step, and 
what was to follow it, the actual breaking off the Negotiation, might, 
if^pofllble, be brought to be made by the ^nteb, and not by us, as a 
Thing that would necclfarily carry an Odium with it towards the World j 
While this was in our Care, and that we faw every Day a greater 
Uncertainty , than other in thc^iifcb Ambafladors, as to the Sudden- 
nefs .of their Return, or tlieir breaking off the Negotiation, it hath hap¬ 
pened, that not only wo arc in great Mcafure clear’d of the Doubts and 
Uncertainties we were in, as to the former Point; but that further 
Matter is likewife arifen, of quite a new Nature, and fuch as will re¬ 
quire a fpeedy mid ferious Conlideration. 

Yisteroay it fcoms, the TDuUb Arabaffadors having defired an 
Audience of the Mediators, they had the Hour of four a Clock given 
tliem at the Carmes; tlic Mediators, according to the Appointment, 
being upon the I'lace : 'J'lie ^iitch Ambaffadors, inftcad of coming 
themfelvos, font a Secretary with a certain Ixtter, (a Copy of which 
we here fend inclofed) by t\hich they do not only give a flat and final 
Refufal to owxXJltimatims^hVit (as your I.ordfliip will fee)proteft inaMan- 
ncr againft any further Proceeding in this Negotiation, till their Allies, 
the f mperor, the King of Spaiii^ and the Duke of Ijn ainy be received 
into it, as l^rincipals j and particularly till Palfports be granted for this 
laft to fend his Miniflers to the Affembly j doling all with an Intimati¬ 
on, that they will exped henccfortli, that a new Form be given to the 
whole Negotiation, new Methods fettled, and even a new Mediation 
fot on Foot. 

The Mediators were extrcamly furprized at this Matter, and not, 
more at the Thing itfelf, tlian at the Manner of doing it i the Secre¬ 
tary that delivered it, having told them, the Ambaffadors would fee 
tliem tlio next Morning, (which is this Day) for an Anfwcr to it: All 
the Anfwcr, the Mediators fay, they will make for Fight or 1 en Days, 
is, to pray leave to confider of U > and about that Time, to give them for 
Anfwcr, that they find themfeives without any Orders wliat Anfwer to 
make to a Propolition fo fudden and unexpeded j that they have given 
an Account in Sweden of the Thing, and are expeding the King their 
Mailer’s Orders what to do in it. And thus, the Mediators fay, they 
mean to draw on the Time, till it appear what Mcafures the two|Kings 
will thiqk fit to take on the one Hand > and, on the other, wh« will 
come of the Projed now lately fet on Foot, between the King thcVMa- 
fter and certain Princes of the Empire, for a new Alliance ffoi^the 
r;ty of tlic I'.mpire : In Order to w^hich, they fay, they are in Ift)pcs 
that a ’i’reaty^ is already concluded, or very near concluding, bctjvccn 
Sweden and the Elcdor of ISrandenhtirgh, tho’, by what we can gather 
from the French Ambaffadors, that Matter is not like to go on fo fall, 
and when it was done, they, the Fremb Ambaffadors do not feem to 
hope it will be fuch, as to advantage much the common Intereft of the 
two Kings in tfiefe Parts, os to the Difficulties now upon them, from 
thofe ni.'Vv Engagements of HfMand. 

have been this Morning with tlie Fret^ch Ambaffadors upon this 
new Incident j and fi-nd them without any Orders, what to fay or do 
upon it, onl)' refolved to give an Account of it to Court ,* and to tvait 
what fliall be thought fit to dired diem in it: And this, we think, is

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all we can likewifc do on our Part; and therefore wo prcfumcd to dil- 
,patch away this by iixprcfs ; humbly befijcching your J.ordflrip’s Favoui;,

upon : So that we, for our Parts, are now at a Stand, and like to be 
fo for a good while ; fince w e can att nothing till w e have new Orders 
and thofe upon fuch new' Meafures, as our Mafter fliall have concerted 
tvith that Court.

S INCE our laft of the by the Exprefs Mr. ‘■J^uJfirodc^ (a Du¬ 
plicate wl-tereof wc*nt by the Ordinary of the fame Day) we have 
the Hoitour of your Lordfhip’s of the 2 ^d of September^ O. S. to ac- 
knotyledgeand therein we have, by your I^ordlliip’s great Favour, 
anjOccafion given us moft humbly to acknowledge his Majeftj’s- 
inffliite Goodnefs and Clemency, in pardoning our Misfortune, of 
hewing put an Article into the Mediators Hands about the Flag, 
wiicli *dA.*.s not fnit with his Majofty’s Senfc and Judgment in that 
Point; and now' being poffcfled of his Majefty’s Royal Pleafure, 
cpucli’d in that Article w'hich your I.ordfliip hath been plcafed lately to 
fend us, wc fhall (if ever any Opportunity offers it fclf) prefs to have 
ItVeceived, and infift upon it with that Dutifu'lnefs and Zeal wc owe to 
his Majefty’s Satisfaction and Service. This laft likewifc that vsre have 
the Honour to receive from your T/ordlliip, gives us Hopes, that wc 
comprehend his MajPfty’s Senle fully enough upon the Point cd the 
Fishery j and if ever wc come to the wording of an Article, wc fliaU 
endeavour fo to exprefs it, that the Annual Acknowledgment be barely 
and folely in Confidcidtion of the Liberty of Filhing upon his ]\|ajelly’s 
Coafls ,• and not mingled with any Matter of Convenience, that cithci' 
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by common Humanity, or by Connivance, the 'Dutch may take to them^ 
fclvcs upon the Shoar: But that his Majcfty may be the more folly 
fatisfied herein, we fliall take the liberty to tranfmit a Project of this 
Article to your Lordlhip, if we fee any Probability (as your Lordlbip 
will perceive by our laft, how little there is) of bringing this Point, or 
any other, to an Ilfue. 

We moft humbly beg your Lordfliip’s Pardon, if it do appear in any 
of our former Difpatches, that we did not rightly or fully comprehend 
his Majefty’s Plcafurc in the Matter of the Prince of Orange ^ we fliall 
from henceforward fo underftand it, as that we are allowed to forego 
(if we be prclTed hard to it) the making of him Hereditary Stadtholder, 
and Captain, and Admiral General, fo as that thofe Offices lhall 
defeend upon the Heirs Males of his Body, exclulivcly of all others ; but 
w’c underftand, that we arc to adhere and contend, that he be confirm’d 
in thofe Offices for his own Life, in as full and ample Manner as any of 
liis Anceftors were, tho’ the Peace IhouJd turn and break upon that 
Point; nor fliall we think ourfelves concerned to communicate this 
Kcldchcment which his Majefty defeends to, to the French Ambafladors, 
or the Mediators, unlcfs we do difeover, that this further Conceffion 
will either facilitate the Peace, or clfe ferve to juftify our Mafter, in 
putting the Dutch yet more notorioufly in the w'rong. 

I h AT Liberty which your Lordfliip is plcafed to confirm to us from 
his Majefty, of enlarging or reftraining the Period of the Treaty, as the 
French and w'e fhould fee Caufe, ceafes to be (w hile Things ftand thus 
as they do) any Part ot our Bufinefs or Concern ; for, as it was his Ma¬ 
jefty’s Plcafurc, that we fliould come to the making of that Step, nei¬ 
ther than that his Majefty fliould be at an Uncertainty (whether Peace 
or War) at the Meeting of his Parliament; fo your Lordfliip wftll have 
judged, W'e doubt not, by our laft Difpatch, that the Dutch have now 
made that Step before us, and have in Terms exprefs enough refufed 
the I’eaee, and declared for a War: Since there cannot be a more 
clear and categorical Anfwcr in the Negative, upon his Majefty’s TJlti- 
matnm, (as well as thofe of his Allies) than that wdiich the Letter of 
the Dutch Ambalfadors to the Mediators, on the 9th of OUohcr^ con¬ 
tains. For tlicir faying, (as they do in that Letter)- that their 

Mafters can in no wife accommodate themfelves to thofe Ultimata; 
and that they had commanded them, their Ambafladors, fo to reprefent 
it to the Mediators, that they muft caft themfelves upon Providence and 

the Juilnefs of their Caufe ;-is the fulleft and moft categorical Rc- 

jcdlion that can be, not only of the feveral Ultimata traiifmittcd to them 
of the feveral a^verfe Parties j but alfo of that Project which the M/odi- 
ators had propofed to themfelves, as the faireft and fofteft Expedient 
they could think of (if not to bring the Parties nearer together, yet^to 
keep the 'Freaty alive, and the Negotiation of Foot, for fome furtl^T 
'J'ime. ■' 

1 T will be a mifpending of your Lordfliip’s precious Moments, to 
trouble you with thofe Converfations we are upon, almoft every Hour, 
lince the Mediators did communicate to us the Letters abovementioefed 
from the Dutch Ambafladors ; all Parties here delivering their Conje¬ 
ctures freely enough, but yet acknowledging themfelves altogether to 
feck, how to make any Judgment, what new' Orders or Refolutions this 
Incident w ill bring them, from their feveral Mafters : The French Am¬ 
bafladors are apt to believe, their Mafter will never give Letters of fafo 
Conduft to the Minifters of Jjorain to come hither ; fuch having been 
denied: him for four or five Years together at the Treaty at Munjier: 

Yet 
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Yet they do not deny, but tlicir Mafter is willing to come to an Ac¬ 
commodation with that Prmcc, and that they had treated together very 
lately ; the Moft Chriftian King not pretending to keep that Country to 
himfclf. 

This new Mediation is not at all welcome to them ; for they arc 
not without Apprehenfions of the Ifluc it may have, in Regard their 
Triends may be in a manner over-voted in it: Befidcs that, thofc 
Princes who arc bound to enter into Action for them, (as Ba¬ 

varia, and Hatwver} will dilpenfe with themfelvcs from adling, v.hcn 
they have taken upon them thcTigurc of Mediators ; and yet notv !tl>- 
ffanding cjmcdt their Subfidics and Penfions ftill to be made good 
them, as if they were in Action. And the Houfc of Juflrin will pro¬ 
bably have a bigger Influence upon this new Mediation, under Pretence 
of doing Right to the Empire, to the Prejudice of Frnncc, tJuin it v ouid 
have had upon Sweden (their old and infeparable A!lv as they take it), 
had it flood alone in this Figure. 

The Miniflers of Cologn awd Munftcr^ on tlic other Side, are very fond 
of this new Scheme of Mediation ; for, as they do not feem t o be very 
much fatisfied with France^ as having not fhewed fuch a Concern and 
Zeal to obtain for them their Pretcnlions, as they thouglit tJiey had 
Title to, by fcvcral Engagements ; tliey will (they hope) be. better able 
to make their Party good with the Princes of tlie Empire, tlian w ith 
Sweden alone. 

But the Mediators have above all a Pafllon for this Pn^jeft i it \\ ill 
continue their Authority, and bring a conliderable Strength to it j and 
it will cover that Inability they now labour under to break into Action, 
p^jrfuant to their Treaty of lafl Yearwhth F'rnncc. 

Yestfruay the Ambafladors addrelled themfehes to the 

Mediators, for an Anfwer to their i.etter of tlic of this Month, 
and in their Converfation they appeared to be more Jier and haughty 
than ever; the Anfwer which they, the Mediators, gave them, was, 
that they had not yet had Time to communicate upon their l.etter with 
the Adverfe Party ; the Mediators being dclirous to fee the Return of 
that Difpatch which they fent into Sweden^ (it being cxpedled within 
eight or ten Days) before they give any pofitive Anfwer to the F)uicb 
Ambafl'adors upon that Letter. The Bulinefs of that Difpatch being, 
as M.xV/»r/rr told us, to reprefent how likely it was, that tlic T)ntchy 
notwithftanding the Condefcenlions of the tw'o Kings, would break oil 
tins 'J'reaty, and to difpofe their Mafter, the King of Sweden^ to enter 
into Action.

T he lafl we prefumed to trouble your liOrdiliip with, was of the 
^tb Inftant, a Copy of wdiich we take Leave to fend here in- 
clofed ; fince wEich, we have the Honour of your l.ordfliiip’s of the i6tb 
of September^ O. S. for which W'c return our humble Acknrns ledgments, 
and particularly for the Account your Lor*dllii}> is there pleafed to give 
us, of your Converfation with the SA. del Frefno^ upon Occafion of hfs 
Expoftulation, concerning his Majefty’s Rcfolution to fend forthwitli 
a Body of 4000 Foot to \hc Service of France ; befides thvtt, all» the 

World 
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World fees evidently, we own all this infufferablc Inlblence we arc 
forced to bear from the Hollanders^ all thef Difficulties wc meet with in 
the Terms of our Negotiation, fingly to the Support and Fewel Spain 
gives to that Flame. Belides this, (for which they may poffibly pretend 
the intcreft of their own Affairs, and Reafons of State) wc find from 
all Hands, fo great a Bitternefs and Undcccncy in what they write and 
Ipeak concerning his Majefty’s Affairs, both at Home and Abroad, that, 
as your Lordfliip is plcafea to obferve, they feem no more the fame 
People j liaving lb of a fudden loft all that exterior Decorum, and Form 
at Icaft, for which that Government had even hitherto been fo parti¬ 
cularly noted, in their Carriage to their Neighbours and indeed, it is 
not without infinite Scandal, that wc daily hear and read fo much of 
tliis kind from the Partifans of Spain, and cfpecially from Handers Side. 

A s to the Treaty itfelf, and the Ends they or Holland may have at 
the Bottom propofed to themfelves in it, we find now and then the 
Jrcnch Ambafladors, and even the Mediators themfelves, almoft of the 
Opinion your I.ordlhip fays you were tempted to be of ■, that confidcr- 
ing the very odd Compofition the Treaty itfelf, as far as we lee it, is 
of, and the flow Pace with which the Emperor, as well as Spain, go 
about the attual Execution of it, it looks but rather like a Grimace, 
and not as if it were indeed meant fo much to carry on a War, as to 
precipitate all Parties and Humours into a Peace. 

But hitherto W’^c find every body holds the whole Thing for a Myftc- 
ry, and conclude there muft certainly be fomc feparate Articles or Apen- 
dicles to that Treaty that w^e yet fee not, which muft feem to conftruc 
and make Senfe of the reft ; particularly if Ave may believe Van Harcn, 
wlio fuid it very ferioufly and folcmnly tw'o Days fince, to M. 
that the 2 )///fi& are not by that Treaty in any Degree obliged to recal tlieir 
Ambaffadors from hence, or to break off this Negotiation ,• and Van 
Harcn upon that Occafion affured him, they had no Thoughts of leas ¬ 
ing this Afl'cmbly. But your Lordfliip judges moft rightly, in what you 
arc plcafcd to oblervc in the clofc of your laft, that the great Crifis w e 
muft expetft in the whole of this great Negotiation, and all that relates 
to it, is to be looked for from M. dc Vnrenue on tlic one Hand, and 
from the JMccting of the Parliament on the other; and indeed, by all 
we can obferve on this Side, much more principally from this latter; 
Holland and Spain having, for thefe three or four Months, in the moft 
exprefs and prefumptuous Terms imaginable, undertaken in a manner 
to all this l^art of the World, that the Parliament, at their Meeting, 
will not only peremptorily refufe all manner of Supplies to the King, 
but of proceeding to the e.bliging his Majcfty (for in that indecent Style 
they fpeak) forthwith to change all his Foreign Alliances and interefts ; 
and we have great Reafon to believe this Angle Expe6tation, into w^iich. 
they have thus deluded the World, has contributed more to the Repu¬ 
tation of their Affairs in the Empire, and the engaging the Houfe^^of 
Jhtftria, with whatever clfe Alliances that draws with it, than aiy 
other Conlideration tvhatfoever ; wdiich coming to be taken Notice or, 
and confidered by a Parliament of England, would, wc hope, (if other 
Confiderations were wanting) provoke them fufficiently to juftify tjAcir 
Duty to his Majcfty, and what they owe to the Honour of the King¬ 
dom, againft fuch nefarious Reflexions ; and we hope in few Weeks, 
with the Blelling of God upon that Meeting, to have, by your Lord- 
(liip’s Favour, wherewithal to do it. 
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W E find nothing new to have happen’d of any kind in our Bufinefs 
fince our laft ; the Mediators continuing yet to defer for fome Days the 
formal Communication of the ^utch Ambafladors laft Paper of the ^tb 
of OUohcr^ in order to the gaining Time fuflficient for them, the Media¬ 
tors, on the one Hand, to know their Mafter’s Mind upon that new In¬ 
cident ; and for the two Kings, on the other Hand, to confider of ,the 
Mcafures they lhall find fit to take in it. In the interim of which, we 
are forced to be at an abfolute Stand in all the Parts of our Negotia¬ 
tion.

^^I^CE our laft, which was of the by the Ordinary, a Dupli- 
Lj^ate whereof goes here inclofed, the Mediators called us to a Con- 
ferj^cc fit •was the Day fol lowing) at the Carmes; their Bufinefs to 
us*(as they faid) was, to communicate that Letter of the prb of this 
Month,(fevcral Copies whereof your Lordfliip will have received long e’rc 
ihi^ V hicb the Tiutch Ambalfadors had written to them, and wherein 
they*declared three Things . i. That the States their Mafters could not 
by any Means come to an Accommodation, upon the XJltimattiws of 
the two Kings and their Allies ; as being Demands not only excelfive, 
, but alfo introdudivc of Ruin, and an eternal Servitude upon their 
Rcpublick. 2. That thej', the States General, have now taken Mea- 
fures for a AVar, and entered into Alliances, and made Treaties (which 
were now cxcliangcd) with the Emperor, and the King of Spain^ ^nd 
the Duke of Lorain i and that without the Intervention of thefe Allies, 
they could not continue this Negotiation any longer here ,* and therc- 

T fore 
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fore did require Palfports for the Minifters of Lcrain^ to aflift in this 
Treaty. 3. That they defired to know, what his Moft Chriftian Ma- 
jef^ and his Allies did refolvc, touching the Mediation heretofore pro- 
pofed by the States of the Empire, in order to a general Peace. 

M. le Comte de iCott open’d the Bulinefs with much of Preface and 
Solemnity ; his Preface w'as, that the Letter itfelf was at firll Matter 
of much Surprize to him and his Collegues ; that therefore they, the 
Mediators, refolvcd not to impart it to us, and the other Minifters con¬ 
cerned, till they had firft demanded from the an Explication of 

feme Words, particularly thofe of utter Ruin and eternal Scrcittidc 
which feemed to them very unufual and harfli in thefe kinds of Nego¬ 
tiation : That the T>utch Ambalfadors had thereupon explained what 
they meant ^ and that they, the Mediators, had underftood from M. 
Jppleboume^ the SwediJJj JVlinifter at the Jlagiie^ that the Senfe of thofe 
in I’ower there was the fame with that which the Ambalfadors 

had exprefled in their I.otter, and their I'.xplication of it ; adding fur- 
thcr, that it was much againft their Will, that the}', the Mediators, 
muft deliver the Senfe of thofe People to ns in their oun Words, v/ho 
did not know liow to abftain from Exprelfions, very ungrateful and 
choqnant however, that the concealing of I'hings of this Nature from 
us, w hen they were urged and prelTed on by the other Side, w as not, 
as they conceived, reconcileable with that Sincerity and Faithfulncfs, 
whicli they, the Mediators, owe to his Alajefty in this Office of Media¬ 
tion j and therefore they did, as tliey faid, take l.eave to lay all that 
they had received from the l^utch before us, in Hopes it might be 
tranfinitted to his Majefty, and recommended to his great Prudence 
and Cicnerolity. 

'^PiiTs being faid. Count 7 «?/r having the Letter in his Hand, read 
over tlic better half of it, and then delifting at the Word Sercitnde^ 
began to declare wliat thofe Conditions were, whicli, as the ‘IJntch 
imagined, w-ould bring hRh/h and Serc’ttnde upon their Repiililick. 

'I’Ht firft that the Count enlarged upon, was the Bulinefs of the 
Roman Catlwl/ck Kchgiott: Trance infifting, as he faid, that the Inher- 
ty of exercifing it pubJickJy, be allowed by the States in thofe Places 
w Inch T'vance hath conquered ; This, the TTiitch do fay, (as he repre- 
fented it) w ill very much endanger the very Being of their Ciovernment; 
the Number of the Roman Catholicks being fo great in moft Places, that 
llic States will not dare to deny them any 'filing they fliall ask, when 
they lii d them under the Protettion of T'rance ; and that Trance has 
Places fo nearffiordcring on their Countrey, that they will be abL to 
ran intv) the Heart of it, without any conliderable Oppofition, whciwvcr 
the Roman Catholicks fliall think fit to defire their Affiftance *jind Vro- 
tedtioni not that theTJwrc/; do intend to abridge the Roman Cathom^is 
of the private Lxercife of their Confcienccs, while they behave them- 
felves quietly and modeftly in the Government i but that it will be 
a Ruin to them, and a Servitude upon them, to have them brought in. 
Capacities of voting and bearing Offices, as well as of exercifing fheir 
Religion publickly, and that at the Inftance, and under the Protection 
of Trance. 

1’ H F next Point of Ruin and Servitude that Count T’ott fell upon, 
was the Eftabiifliment of the Prince of Orange Hereditary Stadtholdcr, 
pretended to (as he worded it) by the two Kings : This, he faid, can¬ 
not be done, as the T'>ntch apprehend it, without an abfolute Change in 
the Form and very Ellcnce of their Government; he added further, (tho* 
he faid it was a Thing pcrfcClly chimcriqtie) that the Prince of Orange 

might. 
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liiightj in I'imc, come to the Crown of "England ; and then the Provin¬ 
ces) cfpccially thole, of Holland and 2lealand^ would become annexed ai 
Appendixes to tliat Crown ,• in which Cafe, the *Dutch did profefsj he 
faid, it would be much more eligible for them to return to their ancK 
ent Slavery under the Spaniard^ in Regard that Nation is not capable 
of managing an, Emulation in Trade, which is the only Subfillencc of 
the Provinces, in any Proportion to that, wliich England^ their only 
confidcrablc Rival, doth carry on againft them. 

A third Thing w hich the ^Dutch do dread, as a Servitude, (as the 
Count was plealed to go on) is the yielding an annual Acknowledgment 
for the Eillicry; this, he faid, they, the Dutch, reckoned to be a new 
Tribute ; and thole that pay it, to be no more than Tributaries (that 
odious Word was often repeated,) to the Crown of England. 

A fourth Piece of Servitude, was that of the Flag; for tho’ (as the 
Count exprelled it) the Dutch do profefs thcmfelves to be willing to 
do any 'filing that has been done in former Times, by Way of Refpedf 
to the Crown of England-^ yet they do dread fomething is now intended 
to be impofed upon them, that lhall amount to an Acknowledgment of 
his Majelty’s Dominion in the ^ritijh Seas. 

T H t laji Thing enlarged on, the Count did not fo cxprelly call a 
Servitude, as a Ruin to the very Being of their Eaji India Company, 
w hich was fo confidcrablc in their Common-wealth ; it was, that we 
pretended to have fuch an Adjuftment in the Matter of Commerce, as 
w ill dcliroy tlieir Trade in the Eaji Indies ■, and that we delire to have 
it prcfently fcttlcrl by this Treaty; whereas, fince it concerns their very 
Being, they ought to have 'fime fufficient to deliberate about it. 

Titp.i: Count I'ott w'^ls plcafed to make fome Paufe, and to repeat 
that Apology he had firft made, for his reprefenting of thefe Things 
nd'c'cmcnt^ us tliey had been urged upon them, the Mediators; faying, 
that tho’ they condemned feveral of thefe Things to be impertinent and 
chiincrioj^tic, at the very firft View ; yet they thought it to be for his 
' Majelly s Service, and the good of the Peace, to have them all truly 
and fully reprefented to him. 

Hire he took Occafion to add, that the Dutch W’cre a People tliat 
w as to be reputed Sick at tins 'fime ; and therefore to be pitied and 
cured of a great Weaknefs in their Judgments and Imaginations; that 
the Prince of Orange has had the Luck to lead them hitherto by 
the Nofe, and to prevail upon their Underftandings hy Declamations of 
this Kind, not only concealing from them the Abatements which the 
two Kings have made in their firft Demands, but alfo reprefenting to 
them thofe very Demands, with all the Exaggerations and odious Infc- 
rcncifc that they can poflibly faften on them. 

'I«E Count being told, that the Perfons to be applied to and cured, 
wcJjp not;tl\ofe of the common People, in Regard it is not in their Pow¬ 
er /to contribute any Thing to the Peace; but rather, the Prince of 
Orange and the Spaniards, were to be cured of their Fears; his Anfwcr 
w'as, that Amjicrdam and other Towns were ftill in a Capacity of being 
uiitfcccived, and the more, fince this new Alliance with Spain hath been 
enter’d into; which the Generality does already judge to be but little 
ufcful at the beft, will be at the laft very burthenfome, if not under¬ 
mining to their Government; therefore that there are ftill Hopes, the 
People will force their Governours to give them a Peace, when the 
other bide is fecn to have defeended to reafonable Terms. 
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Those Anfwcrs being given, and Proteftations made, which were 
fuitablc to the Tenour and Explication of the *Dtach Letter, as far as 
it concerned us, the Mediators did not enlarge upon the other Points 
of it ; faying, that the Matter of Palfports for the Duke of Lor am^ 
concerned the 'French only j and that the other Point, concerning the 
Mediation propofed by the States of the Empire, having been put in at 
the inftance of the Baron de Lyfola^ they, the Mediators, did not /ind 
the Dutch Ambaffadors at all concerned for an Anfwer upon it. 

The French Ambaffadors, after their Conference vrith the Mediators, 
gave us Part of what had paffed i telling us, that the Mediators 
had given them an Account of what they had fpoken in our Affairs, 
which gave them, the French^ an Occafion, as they told us, to tell the 
Mediators, that whatever wc Ihould think fit to infill upon, they were 
bound to Hand by and fupport us j and that they mull judge our De¬ 
mands to be juft and reafonablc, notwithftanding thofe Reflexions, and 
that comment made upon them by the Dutch Ambalfadors in their Let¬ 
ter, and by Words of Mouth: Then they proceeded to give us an 
Account of their own Affair and Concern, in the fame Letter which the 
Mediators had communicated to them likewife with Solemnity : Tlicy 
told us, it w'as the Matter of the Palfports for the Loratners ; ‘and 
gave us thofe Reafons, which they had, they faid, laid before the Me¬ 
diators, in order to fatisfy them, in that the Moll Chrillian King thinks 
fit not to admit that Duke into this Treaty; having given your 1 .ord- 
fhip thofe Reafons at large in our former Letters, we take leave to 
think it nccdlcfs to repeat them here. 

The French Amballadors palfed over the Matter of Religion, as if it 
had been no Part of that Difeourfe which the Mediators had liad with 
them ; and tho’ they were told it was the tirll String that the Mediators 
had touched in their Conference upon our Affairs, (tho’ it concerned i'> 
not at all) yet they palfed it over without any Account of it, or Concern 
in it, with a Silence more than ufually affected. 

This wc humbly take leave to take notice of to your 1 .ordfhip, witli' 
fome Remark, left the French Ambalfadors, and the Mediators too, 
would have it undcrllood, that the I’eacc Hicks principally, and in a’ 
Manner turns upon our Demands, and not fo mucli upon tliofe of our 
Allies ; whereas if the Dutch be in good Earnell, and wliat they w rite 
in that Letter be to be credited, the Negotiation is now upon Terms of 
liolding or breaking off, as the Palfports lliall be granted or denied to 
the Lorainers ,• and tho’ the French do fay, they have fatisfied tlie 
Mediators with their Reafons, yet wc have Caufe to think, the Medi¬ 
ators do not take their Reafons (for not granting thofe Palfports) for 
current T^aymcnt; however, tho’ the French Ihould be content to tflicri- 
fice the Matter of Religion to the Peace, and Ihould accommodaw the 
Affair of Lerain yet neither the Mediators nor they will |ja\e Raifon 
to fey, that the Peace Hicks more at our Demands than at theirs; rup- 
pofing the Temperament that his Majefty has thought fit to cntrull us 
with, in the Cafe of the Prince of Orangey be added to the reft oft his 
Majefty’s Condefcenfions; for there will be infinitely more Difficulty, to 
fatisfy FaftcCy in the Equivalent it now demands out of the Spanif!) 
Netherlands, (tho’ the reft of their Demands Ihould prove cafy) than in 
all the reft of our Points. 

'Phis Apprehenfion has brought us, under his Majefty s gracious Fa¬ 
vour, to rcfolve, that tho’ all the Parts of the Negotiation be at this 
prefent at a Stand, yet that it is for his Majefty’s Service, to give the 
-McdiatQrs fufficient Light, that his Majefty will be plcafcd to depart 

from 
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from the circumftancc of Hcreditarinefs in the Article of the Prince of 
provided he have full AlTurartce, that his other Points will be en¬ 
tirely granted him, without any further chaffering or diminution : This 
Article being, as it now Hands, the leaft defentible, as we conceive, the 
fooncr we difeover we have Liberty to yield it up upon Terms, the 
Icfs Pretence and Colour will be left to the ^Diftcb, to the Mediators, 
and to our Allies, to fay, we have any harder Terms in our Demands, 
er fuch as the Peace will more Hick upon, than the reft of our Allies; and 
therefore we rcfolvc to wait on the Mediators to Morrow Morning for 
that Purpofe. 

W E have now the Honour of your Lordfliip’s letter of the 2 d Cur¬ 
rent, by the Exprefs Mr. ^Petit^ and therein the Comfort to fee your 
Lorddiip ftill plcafed to continue your Protection to us with his Majefty, 
upon vvhofo infinite Goodnefs and Koyal Clemency, it will be our Hap- 
pinefs, as well as our Duty, to throw ourfelves, how unfuccefsful 
foever our Negotiation ftiall happen to be. We lhall apply ourfelves, 
all we can polTibly, to obferve and execute thofe Particulars which your 
Lordlhip is pleafed to recommend to us j and we lhall, to Morrow 
Morning, wait upon the French Ambaffadors, to communicate with them 
up(Vi his Majt.'fty’s Plcafure, as we have it now declared to us, touching 
a Ceflation of Arms, and touching thofe Princes of the Empire, that 
are willing to be admitted to this Mediation. We are, (h'c.

B y our Jaft, which was of the ~jh Inftant, b)"^ the Ordinary of 
that Day, a Copy of which we take leave to fend here inclofed, 
• Wo gave your I.ordllrip an Account of the Communication folcmnly given 
ns the by the Jilcdiators, of the late Paper of the Fyiitch Ambaf- 
nuloi's of tl-.e 9 th of Oihhcv, of the Comment and Explanation they 
gave, as they pretended, out of the Mouth of the Tintch^ to fome harlh 
isKpivihons in tlntt Paper; with what Aim and Intention it feemed to 
i!s, that th.e Alediators gave that turn to what they faid, and of thcRe- 
fojution v.e had prefumed to take upon what had pafl'ed upon that Oc- 
caiion, lorthwith to make fome Difcovery to the Mediators, of the 
Condefceii'Ion his Majefty is pleafed yet further to make in the Article of 
the Prince of Orange ; tliat is, the Abatement of the Circumftance ol 
Heri’ditarinefs, provided he have his other Conditions granted, and that 
thel'eaco come lingly to turn upon that Point i and as we judge it for 
hi^lajelly’s Service, to take this Occalion to give fo much Liglit to 
th/ Mecliators, and the French Ambafl'adors, of this Abatement, as 
fnould ferve to take away all Colour from either of them, of pretending 
tlip Negotiation can in any Degree be thought to flick at us; fo we 
did not think it neceflary, juft to make a formal and exprefs Declarati- 
ofi*« that the King did from hencefcath actually defift from that Circum- 
ftance, but rather to keep that in our Hands, in Hopes we may hereaf¬ 
ter, upon Occafion, notwithftanding the Intimation we have now given 
them to cxpccf th^ Thing, be able to value it to them, to his Majefty’s 
Advantage, \\ hen it pleafes God, we come again to negotiate upon the 
Matter of our Demands* Whereupon, having received the ^^th Inftant, 
the Honour of your I.ordfliips of the 2 0 . S. in which yoiir*T.ord- 
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fliip is plcafed, among other Things, to inform us of his Majefty’s Mind, 
as to the two Points propofed by the Mediators, viz. the general Sufpen- 
fion, and the drawing in the German Princes, for the firengthning the 
Mediation j we arc refolved next Day to communicate it, as well to 
the French Amballadors as Mediators j and that taking that for the 
Pretence of our formal Audience in both Places, we w^oiild, as it W'cre 
by the by, give an Infinuation of his Majefty’s Inclination, as to the 
Circumftancc of Hereditarinefs in the Prince of Oranges Matter ; and 
accordingly having firft communicated to the French Ambafladors, in 
the fame Manner and Degree we had refolved to do it to the Media¬ 
tors, ycAerday in the Afternoon we took an Audience of the Swedes 
Ambalfadors, where "Wc acquainted them, that his Majcfty, as well 
upon w hat \\ c rcprcfcntcd from hence at the Dchrc of their Excellen¬ 
cies, as upon the Inftances made at the fame Time by M. L^^cnbergby 
on tlie Part of the King of Sweden^ as to a general S'ufpcnfion, his Ma- 
jclly had declared, that in tJiat Matter he did entirely refer himfelf to 
what fliould be the Mind of the Moft Chriftian King; that, for his own 
Part, his Majcfty would W'ilJingly confent to it, if the Moft Chriftian 
King be of the fame Mind ,* and that his Majcfty had in the like man¬ 
ner commanded us to anfvver, as to the Point of drawing in the Princes 
of the Empire to ftrengthen the Mediation, that his Majefty refers it 
to Ills Moft Chriftian Majcfty, to over-rule any Opinion his Majefty 
might himfelf otherwife have in the l^oint ,• his Majefty leaving it all 
along to the Moft Chriftian King, to judge what is, or is not, to the 
Advantage of the common Affairs in the Empire. 

'1'he Mediators received this Declaration of his Majefty’s Mind with 
groat Ackiwwlcdgments of his Majefty’s Moderation and Condefcenlio.i, 
in Favour of whatever may adv'ance the Peace,- profelTing with much 
i-arneftnefs, they w^ere obliged on all Occafions to hear that Teftimony, 
to the Fairnefs and Sincerity of his Majefty’s proceeding in this Nego¬ 
tiation ; adding, that they would not fail to give the King their 
Mailer an Account, particularly of his Majefty’s great Readinef^ and 
Difpoiition on his Part, to coudefeend, at the Inftancc of their Mafter, 
in thefe tw'o Points. 

F R o M thefe two Points, which we made to be the w hole of our 
hulinefs in the Audience, we lead the Difcoiirfc by the by to the State 
of the Negotiation as it now ftands,- where wc found plainly, what ue 
had all along judged, that notwithftanding the Satisfaction the French 
Ambafladors pretended to have given to the Mediators, by their Argu¬ 
ments in the laft Conference at the Cannes^ as to the Bufinefs of 
JLn nin^ fo as that the Negotiation at prefent was not to be thpught 
chieHy to flick there ; wc found by the Mediators, that abfolutcly the 
'JFittcb Ambafladors, and particularly Fiecerning^ had again and af aih, 
now’ wiiiiin a Day or tw o, finally declared to them, that they cpulcf^tot 
hear of an}' further Bufinefs, relating to the Negotiation in arty kit^, 
till they had received Satisfadtion in the Point of the Duke of Lorain^ 
and that l^ill'pc.rts were granted for his Minifters to repair to the Afi'em- 
bly. So, as the Mediators faid, that was the Point at which they were 
now labouring for fome kind of Expedient, to prevent a flat and 
abrupt breaking off of all. The rather, as they faid, becaufe if they 
c.aiid but once get over that Rub, they had good Hopes Things were 
yet, for ail this, in Terms very capable of an Adjuftment, and the Con- 
dltiOi:s of the Peace not to be defpaired of: Here wc took Occafion 
to Hide in the Infinuation, we had refolved on in the Matter of the 
Princf of Orange, laying, we doubted not biit they, the Mediators, 

would 
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would acknowledge the King our Maftcr had done whatever was polll- 
blc on his Part, toward the Peace, by the great and generous Abate¬ 
ments he had fo cafily declared in all the Parts of liis Demands, where 
realbnably any Thing could be found, that could feem hard and diffi¬ 
cult : That there feemed now to remain but one Point, that they, the 
Mediators, thought a little levere in his Majefly’s Demands, which was, 
the Circumftance of Hereditarinefs in the Article of the J’rince of 
Orange i and if it pleafed God, the Matter ol the Negotiation came to 
be refumed, and that his Majelly had tlie relt of liis Points granted, 
fo as that the l^eace came fingly to turn on tliat Circumilance, we liad 
Reafon to believe, his Majelly would be willing, for the Sake of the 
Peace, even to delilt from that Circumilance (of making the Charges 
Hereditary upon the Prince of Orange) ; and this Infuiuation we repeat¬ 
ed in fcveral l^laces, twice or thrice; and the more exprelly, becaufe wc 
had undcrllood by the Count 'Tott^ in the former Points of our Conver- 
fation, that M. d Odyike^ and fomc one other of the ‘Dutch Ambafl'a- 
dors, were now in a few Days returning to the Hague, and tliat it was 
very likely ''Beveruing was to be the other that was to return, fo as ■v\ e 
were dclirous fume Dight of this Inlinuation of ours, in the Matter of 
the Prince of Orange, might be given out early enough for them to 
carry Home along w ith them. 

Thus much Jdght we thought necelTary upon this Occafion to give 
the Mediators, upon his Majelly’s Condefcenlions, in the Article of the 
Prince of Orange-, and we moll humbly befeech his Majelly’s Grace, if 
it Jlje not according to his Mind, we did it upon the bell Deliberation 
we could; and therefore vve lhall humbly hope, Jiis Majelly will, ac¬ 
cording to his wonted Goodnefs, forgive us, if we have miltaken in 
what w e ha\ e done. 

In the Clofe of our Difeourfe, we took Occafion, fpeaking of his 
JSTajefty’s Defire in this whole Treaty, to be principally as to make a 
fair and equal Peace not to aim at or defign any Thing, that might 
be ruinous, or even grievous to thefo efpecially, that all 
Things might be fo clearly and plainly provided for, as to prevent all 
future Dillerciices and Difputes in the Execution of it: Vv e took Oc- 
calion to touch two or three Words upon the Bufinefs of the Flag, and 
fo to make W'ay for the withdrawing the firll Article, and the putting 
in the fecond Draught, fent us by his Majelly's Order, w hen the Matter 
of the Negotiation comes to be refumed. 

W h are expecting what this Difeourfe, of two of the Dutch Ambaf- 
fadors feturning to the Hague, will come to ; yi. eT Odyike owns he has 
Leav(| to make a vStep Home for fomc Time, wdth Intention, as he gi\ es 
out,/(.) bring his Lady hither j and it's faid, M. Bc^'crning has let lull, 
in l^’eral»Pkices, that he likew'ife hath Leave to return for feme lime; 
anef t) 10’the one and the other pretend, it is at their private Reqiiell, 
and only in Conlideration of their particular domellick Affairs; )et the 
Mediators are of Opinion, if any two of them do indeed leave the 
Alfajibly, it is in 1‘ixecution of that Claufe of the Treaty betw ecu Spain 
and Holland ; and that it is to be taken for a Sign, that they intend 
not at all to proceed further in the Negotiation here ; that the iwo 
, that are left here, arc for Form and Pretence, only to at oid the Odium 
they apprehend to incur with the World, fhould they not feem llill to 
continue a Omnan of their Embalfy upon the Place; but that it is in¬ 
deed with a ]<.cfolution * not to do any Thing in the I'reaty : Sy as 
this Morning, the Mediators were refolved to attack them again ujn n 
the Point, and to be a little piain with them, as to the Interpixtiuion 
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they, the Mediators, fliall be forced to put upon their leaving the 
Alfembly, in cafe any two of them, efpecially ^verning for one, fhould 
return for Holland. What the Ifl'ue will be, is not known. We are, dxc.

My Lord,' 

T he laft that we prefumed to trouble your Lordlhip with, was of 
the [Itb, by the Ordinary, a Copy whereof (as alio of our Let¬ 
ters fince Mr. ^ulfirodes Departure hence, partly in Regard of the Un¬ 
certainty of the Pacquet Boats in this Sealbn, and partly in Regard of 
the dimcult Pafiage through Flanders^ Unce the War hath been there 
declared) we take the Uberty to indole in this Difpatch. 

Since our laft, the fame Day (at three, after the Hour of the Poll) 
arrived Mr. ‘Bnlfirode here, in very extraordinary Diligence, with the 
Honour of your Lordfliip’s of the 8 tb^ 0 > S. wherein wc find, by your 
Lordlhip’s Favour, a very fignal inftance of his Majefty’s Royal Grace 
and infinite Goodnefs towards us, in taking fuch Care as he hath done, 
that we fhould not fail to make the Step which relates to the Prince of 
Orange in due Time i and that we fhould not precipitate any Declara¬ 
tion or Ad, relating to the Rupture of this Negotiation, before his 
Majelly fhould point out to us the true Seafon for fo doing. 

That Step which related to the Prince of Orange^ wc had adven¬ 
tured to make before we received the Honour of your Lordfhip’s laft 
Letter, conceiving ourfclves to be fet at full Liberty, by your Lordftiip’s 
of the 22 th of Sept, to do it; It is true, wc did not think it nccefl'ary 
to make a full and a formal Declaration at this Time, that his ATajefty 
did now abfolutely dclift from urging the Point of Hereditarinefs ; be- 
caufc wc were not fo engaged in any Part of the Negotiation, as that 
the explaining and foftning of that Article, would bring any Difficulty 
or Furtherance to the reft of our Work : Our Defign was, to take otf 
from the French Amball'adors, and the Mediators too, all Pretences that 
might be raifed from the F^utch Declamations and Comments upon tliat 
Article, as if our Demands carried more of Ruin and Servitude to that 
Common-wealth along with them, than the Demands of the Moft 
Chrillian King feemed to do; and to give the Mediators fufficient laght, 
(and a very little will do it with Men that prefs fo carneftly and fo 
incclTantly for Abatements, as they always do) that his Alajeftylhath 
fomething ftill left to deny himfelf in, and to facrifice to the Pea^ of 
Cbrijietidom^ whenever he lhall perceive that the Fate of this Ncg^ia- 
tion is concerned in it; and that the Fhitch will yield to thofe other 
Things that arc indifpenfably necelfary to the Honour of his Crown, 
and the Subliftcncc of his Subjedls in their Rights and Commerce. 

Thus far wc have gone, in Contemplation of the faftning this item 
upon the Tkitch Ambafl'adors, before their Departure for Holland ; lujr 
arc we (under his Majefty’s moft gracious Favour) of Opinion (as 
Things now Hand) to go any further, notwithftanding the liberty now 
renewed to us ; for if the Negotiation do not go on, this indiretl No¬ 
tice is fufficient to affedl the Mediators, and the F)iitch, in order to 
thofe Ends wc propofe to ourfelves, preventing by this Inlinuation, fucb 
Objections as might be made againft his Majcfty, as asking Things ex- 
treamly difficult to be compafted by Treaty. But if it do go on, the 
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actual quittin,^ of this Circumflancc, will be ftill in our Power to value 
the reft of his Majefty’s Demands upon ; Belidcs that, in our laft Au¬ 
dience we took the liberty to raind the Mediators of their Promilc, tJiat 
we value ourfelvcs upon, they had often made it, and then confirmed 
it to us, that they will labour and contend for his Majefty’s Satisfaction 
in his Demands as they now ftand, without Regard to any Lxpecta- 
tion or Hopes, that his Majefty’s Royal Goodnefs may give them, of 
any further Softning or Abatements : And W'e cannot but think, tiiere 
may bo a Time, and that will be whenever the i'houghts of I'’-ace c.re 
prevailing, that his Highnefs the Prince of Orange^ will find his Mi- 
jefty s Royal Concern for his Eftabliflimcnt, will deferve a better Re¬ 
gard and Management, than now’ it feems to meet with on his Part. 

W E arc very glad his Majefty is pleafed to command us, to expedf 
his further Pleafurc, before W’c attempt any Tiling of Vindicativin of 
our Proceedings here i for the ‘Jiiitch liaving hitherto lead the'W'av, in 
all the difficult and uncouth Steps, towards the breaking tliis Negotia¬ 
tion, it will be natural for them to begin with fome Pllays in Di'r..nce 
of their Condudt; and then we fliall be better enlightned what Mea- 
furci; to take, in order to throw the Wrong and tlic Shame upon tliem ^ 
and as w'e afl'ure ourfelvcs they have done fo many 'J’hings unhandfbme 
and ungrateful to the Mediators, that they will never be able to draw 
from tliem tlie leaf! 'reftimony that may make for their Juflirication, or 
Excufe to the \vorjd fo wc iliall have the Help, if not tlie Conjun¬ 
ction, of the Mediators, and the whole Alliance, to retort upon the 
‘Untch^ if they offer to make any falle Reprefentations of Proceedings 
iiT«tliis Place. 

W )i A r we took the Inberty to advertife your I.ordfnip in our laft, 
that two of the ^')nicb Amball'adors (who prove to be M. cV Odyike and 
AI. 1 icz'criii 7 {^ are fuddenly to leave this Place, hath been every Day 
contiTm’d, and now holds as a Thing undoubted ; Sunday next 
• the Day tliey have fet, and Boats arc hired to carry down tlieir Bag¬ 
gage as well as themfelves : The Mediators being aware of their De- 
lign, and propoling to themfelves to dilfwade them from it, fent their 
.Secretary on 'liicjdciy Morning to them, the J)n1cb Amballadors, to give 
them a Meeting at the Cavmcs ^ AI. J',w Marcn being tlie only Amballa- 
dor that could then be fpoke with, told the Secretary, he feared tliat 
liimfelf and his Collogues were no more at Jdberty to attend Aleetings 
at the Ciirmcs^ in I’igure of Conferences with the Mediators j howet cr, 
that he would ads ife w ith his (rollegucs, and fend the Anfwer by a 
Alelfcitgcr of their own. The Anfwer w’as, that they defired to be ex- 
cufed from rendring themfelves at the CV/rwt’j* ^ but that tliey would 
rcadty wait on the Mediators at their own floufe that Day, and would 
be aad to fee them at any Time at theirs, the ^Jnteb Amballadors : 

ATe 3 ia 1 :ors were not able to perfwade them, w hen they came, to 
forbear or defer their Journey ; all they drew from them were l-xcufes : 
M.,^ Odyike^ that he w'ent to fetch his li,ady hither and M. ‘Jiii'cr- 
that he muft carry Home his Wife, lince both of them could not 
be* Icnger at this Diltance from their domeftick Aftairs ,• and that they, 
the Ambalfadors, would be lierc again about three M'^eeks hence. 

This the Alediators were further from being fatisHed with, in that 
it looks like their executing of the new'^ Treaty with Spciin^ by a plain 
Illuilon upon the Alediation, now‘ at a Time that the Spandlj and JFM- 
/a 7 id Troops are appearing in this Nciglibourhood ; for they are cer¬ 
tainly come over the ^Hcufc about T'hdo, and arc now ravaging* the 
Country of ytiliers^ and this Diocefe j intending an Imprelfion upon 
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Nttys Jind Zoiis., upon this River. Some of the Imperial Troops have 
likewife appeared this Side Mentz ; and Marquifs dc Grana^ in his 
greetings to his old Acquaintance in this City, tells them, he will be 
very fuddcnly here with that Army. Upon thole Appearances, the Duke 
of Newburgh hath left Hciisbnrgh, long before the uuial Time, and is gone 
to Huffelewrp i and ’tis certain this i'lc^tor thinks not himlelf fale at 
^onne^ but is coming to the Chartrenje here, for the Safety of liis l^er- 
fon. The inclofed to your I.ordlhip, we have from Count Ihhcnlo^ ’tis 
about an ancient Pretenlion of Arrears w hich his Family has agaijiH the 
Hutch: We cannot comprehend what his Majclly can do in it, other- 
wife than by Way of good Office and Recommendation his Envoy (as 
he calls him) brought this Pacquet, and another to liis Highnefs Prince 
Hupcrty and left with us the State of his Cafe in good Form. YVe 
are, dxc-

Mv Lord, 

T he laft wc prefumed to trouble your Lordlliip with, was of the 
which we took leave to fend by Mr. Ucciford^ not for the 
Importance of any Thing wc had then to w rite, but to fecure ourfelvcs 
againft the Accidents that might have befallen our feveral I)ilj?atches 
lince that Mr. ^nlftrodc carried ; of all wliicli therefore we thought lit 
to fend your Lordlliip doubles by this laft Exprefs. 

W E arc afraid he will have found the Pauage very difficult, efpecial- 
ly crofs the Electorate, and Dutchy of yulicrs^ by Reafon of the Prince 
of Oranges Army; fo as his Diligence may not liave been what }our 
Lordfhip might otherwife have expeCted ; but, we hc'pc, lie will arrive 
furc at laft ; and wc apprehend, w'ith your I.ordfliip’s good liking, that 
confidering the great Uncertainties of this Scafon of the Year, l.eiides 
all other Confiderations, it will be necellltous henceforward, once in ten 
Days, or a Fortnight, to fecure all by an Exprefs. 

Saturday the '^th Mr. Stradtfman^ Vice Chancellor to tlie Duke 
of Newburgh^ in his Dutchy of yulicrs^ and w ho remains h;Te on the 
Part of that Duke during this Alfembly, came to us in the Name of his 
Mafter, to pray our good Offices with the Baron dc Tjvjcla^ for liis Re¬ 
commendation to the Prince of Orange^ that Order might be ta^;en to 
prevent the great Spoils and Ravage committed by his Troops in the 
Dutcliy of ynlicrs ; confidering the Duke his Mafter had prefervcd*\him- 
fclf a perfect Neuter all this Quarrel, and tliat his 'ferritories bung 
otherwife Members of the Empire, he ought to be fc-cured by the Tijea- 
ties of llcjiphaUa^ from all Spoils and Hegdts of tliat Kind f we 
thougk.t it our Duty, according to what we have enjoyned us in ' the 
general as to that Duke, by our Inftruftion, and fuitabie to the parti¬ 
cular Affciitinn the King is pleafed on all Occalions to exprefs for his 
Perfion and Intercfts, readily to offer the beft Recommendations w e could 
give him in tlic Matter ,• and accordingly, immediately after Dinner, 
We made our Vifit to Baron de Lyfola ; he received our Interpofition 
feemingly with much Civility, adding in his ufual Style, that ho was' 
very proud of any Occalion to pay that particular Duty he had ever 
prcl'Tved for the King our Mafter, and all his Commands: 'iliatas 
to the Thing itfclf, tho’ the Emperor had Reafon in feveral I'hings not 

to

to be altogether fo well fatisfied with the Carriage of the Duke (jf 
Newburgh oi late, as particularly, in his withftanding the Execution of 
a cirtain judgment, now lately given in the Aulick Council, (as it is 
call’d) in a Caufc between him and the States of his Dutchy of ynlicrs ; 
and fomething likewife relating, as he faid, even to the preferit War 
yet that he, the Baron, knew well, it was the Emperor’s Mind, no 
olence or Difordcr fliould in the leaft be committed in any Part oi' In's 
Territories; and that therefore he had already by advance f rt (] r- 
tlcman, on Purpofe to recommend the Matter to the Prince of 0; , ;; t’, 
and would himlclf the next Day, if his Health permitted, go in Pcrivni 
to the Prince’s Camp to fecond that Inftancc. 

We immediately returned this Account to M. Stradtiman^ who re¬ 
ceived with great Acknowledgment that Honour Ins Maj^lty had done 
his Mailer, in thus owning his Intcrclls; and forthwith ga\’e liis Ma¬ 
iler an Account of it: We took this Occafion to make tlie King’s 
Complement to that Duke, upon the Overture that was fomc Time 
lince made on his Part by the lame M. Stradijman, concerning the ge¬ 
neral Sufpenfion, and tlie new Mediation upon which we had received 
his ^ajclty’s Pleafurc, in your Lordfliip’s of the ^th Inllant. 

Ik our Keturn from the Baron de LyjoJa^ we made a Vijlt to the 
Mediators, where the ilount'Tott gave us an Account of his having feen 
that Afternoon 'Emanuel dc Lyra: It was the firlt Interview 
they liave had ; and having been at a third Place, we perceived plainly, 
it had been made by an Appointment; the Count Lott told us, he had 
found him a very frank open Dealer, and had learnt a great deal 
imye of tlie true Mind of thofe Allies, as far as their Mind could 
be thought to be known by any Body* than he had yet undcrllood; 
that dc L’\ra told him plainly, it was to no Purpofe to think ever to 
make one Step in this Negotiation, without admitting firll the Duke 
of Lora/n into the Negotiation ,* that it was abfolutcly refolved to 
.carry that Ikiint, and not only for him, but for any other-Ally they 
now had, or hereafter Ihould bring into their Confederation ; that there 
was no more, and poflibly not fo much Reafon, why the King of Franco 
fliould except againft the admitting the Duke of Lorain into this 
Treaty, as why the Emperor Ihould againlt treating wnth the Elecior 
of Cologn and Bilhop of Mttnjier, who arc in fome Meafure Subjects to 
him, at leal! to the Empire they arc : So, as he faid, all 'I houghts 
mult be laid alide by them, the Mediators, of ever getting over that 
Rub. The Count Lott anfwcrcd, he was lorry to hear him of that 
Mind; that Monlicur dc Lyfola^ when he had difeourfed upon that Point, 
had answered him much more moderately, and not without Hopes, that 
an c£^y Expedient might be admitted in it; the other anfwcrcd, M- dc 
Lyfiii had a Language of his owm in all thefe Matters; and he {^}on 
Enp.nnet) tflld him the Truth, and it would be found to be fo ; that they 
were refolved the Peace fliould be univerfal, and take in tlie Intcrefls 
of 1^11 the neighbouring Princes, whoever they were, that had Caufe of 
Complaint ,■ and that if they (meaning them, the Spaniards apart) 
fliould lind any of their Allies faint-hearted enough to forget thcmfclves, 
and fall back to mean and low Conditions, they were able to make 
them come to themfelvcs, and would be fure to do it. It was true, 

. he faid, lie confelfed, they (that is, the Spaniards and Impcrialijis^ had nei* 
tlier Men nor Money, and that particularly in Spain they had not raifed 
one Man the more for this War, nor were they otherwife in any De¬ 
gree prepared for fuch a War; but that, however, having born as Jong 
as it was polflble in any Patience to do it, they were now refolved to 
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be no longer braved, or infultod over; but, whatever came of it, would 
at leaft fall with their Arms in their Hands, if they muft fall. 

Upon this CountTc/? made this Conclulion to us, and told us, they 
faw plainly the Allies would infill upon that Matter of Jjn^ain ; and 
that that muft be the firft Point, they, the Mediators, muft apply to. 

From this our Difcourlc, we palled by Chance to fomc Parts of the 
Matter of our Negotiation, and particularly to two of our main Points, 
the Flag and the Fijhery. The Mediators, as their Part is, pleaded in 
the Perfon of our Adverfaries, and the Count F^ott indeed fairly and 
moderately j but his Collegue M. Fihrenflecn^ with a little more Con¬ 
cernment and Prejudice, as we judged, than was reafonable. 

Up ON the Point of the Flag, among other Things that pafled in 
this Converfation, Monficur Ehrenfieen let fall, that Eevernhig had now 
very lately, within a Day or two, told him in plain I'erms, they would 
never agree that Point Ihould he given us, as of our Right ; or that 
the Article Ihould be fo worded, as that it Ihould appear to be given 
us, as of our Right j that it’s true they were willing, for the getting of 
the Peace, to agree to do it for the future; but that they would never 
fuflfer it Ihould be faid to be our Right. This he let Hip (it feems) 
unawares, for it having been immediately laid hold on by us, as an 
evident Demonftration to the Mediators and the World, how ill dif- 
pofed the ^Duteb were to the Peace, and how very unrcafonablc, and 
indeed un juft, they were in the Conditions they offer j and having parti¬ 
cularly defired, he, the faid M. Ebrenftcen^ would remember the Decla¬ 
ration 'Beverning had thus made to him in the Point, he feemed to flj 
off, faying, we muft cxcufc him for that, he would give no Teftimcny, 
and fo we \yent off that Argument. 

Thb Count Fott told us, they were ftill of the Mind to make fome 
Kind of Projed for the Parties, upon the Refufal of which, on the Part 
of Holland, as they forefaw moft certainly Holland would refufe it, be 
the Conditions never fo moderate; they Ihould, they doubted not, be 
able not only to have their own Mafter to fpeak out to the Purpofe, 
but to engage fcveral o|:hcr Princes of the Empire to joyn witli tlicm, 
in obliging the Hollanders to Reafon. We anfwcred ; w e could lay no¬ 
thing to that Matteri lire w^ere confident they, the Mediators, would otvn 
the two Kings, and elpecially the King our Mafter, had already of him- 
felf moderated his Demands to that Degree, that all the World muff 
juftify his Majefty to have offered the Peace upon moft reafonable and 
eafy Conditions, and conclude the Ncceflity there is to ufe otlier Argu¬ 
ments than thofc of Rtafon, to bring th»jD«rri& and their Ajlies to 
accept the Peace. 

The Count went on, that it was true they had Thoughts of pro¬ 
ceeding by this Way of Projcdl, but that they found it fo difagr^able 
to all Parties, (he meant France, we fuppofe) that they doubted i,.ow 
whether they ihould do it or not: Only he laid, to fhew they had not 
yet done any Wrong to the two Kings and their Allies, in w hat they 
had hitherto framed of that kind, the laft Project they had given in to 
the ^Dutch Ambalfadors, for the keeping alive the Negotiation, having 
been by them, the Mediators, communicated to the Elcftor of Bran- 
denburgb, the Conditions had been found by him to be yet too hard 
upon the Hollanders ,• and this, they faid, had been wrritten to them 
the other Day, by their Mtnifter in that Court: From w’hence we 
take Leave to obferve to your Lordfhip, what we had heretofore Ibme- 
times prefumed to hint, as the private Senfe of the French Ambalfadors 
in this Matter j how uniafe it may prove in the end, to leave it to this 

new 
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new Mediation, or third Party in Germany^ to frame Projedts for the 
two Kings and their Allies, unlcfs their Majefties have a Care early to 
take their Securities and Precautions upon them. 

W F told your Lordfhip in our laft, the Preparation M. d Qdyike and 
^eierning had made for their Departure, which they dcfigned lliould 
have been on Sunday^ but it feems the Mediators had been lo warm wdth 
them upon that Matter, that M. ^Beverning had been with them fince to 
tell them, he was very forry to find his Departure was like to be made a 
Matter of fo much Confcquence ; that it was a Favour the States had 
granted to his Importunity, barely in Confideration of liis DomeftieVv 
Affairs ■, and that he fhould be very forry it fliould turn in any Degree 
to the DifTcrvice of the State j and therefore he intimated, that rather 
than that fliould be, he would fuffer any Inconvenience in his own 
Affairs. So as now it is uncertain, what Kefolutions he may finally 
take in the Thing i only it is believed, wliile the Prince of Orange con¬ 
tinues any Avhcrc in this Neighbourhood, neither he nor eT Odyike 
will think of taking that Journey. 

The News of tlie Prince of Oranges Approach, puts thefe Countries 
irito a little Alarm, the more, becaufe, upon the Confidence of the French 
being at Hand to crofs any fuch March, they had all along left their 
Places Very meanly provided : His Highnefs having pafled his d roops 
at J''cnlOy the fobercfl Account we can have, fays, tliey did not appear, 
at their being drawn on this Side, above lo or 12000 Men effective, 
tho’ they gave themfelves out for twice that Number, and at the low elf 
15 or 16000 ; but by all the Oblervations that have been yet made, we 
•^annot judge them above 12000 Men, and moft of thofe but very ordi¬ 
nary 'froops. d'iie FFitch confift in 4 Regiments of Foot, one of Dra¬ 
goons, and tlie ixfl Hmf' ■, tlie Principal Olficers and Perfons of Note 
witii the Prince are, the Count the Rhinegrac'e^ C-Flodorp. 

young C. Starembergh, Bclnn 5, Brcdcrodc^ O'-jcrkirk^ ‘Pr. Courland^ C 
(Ibnllard^ C. de Warfii~c\ irajd'cnaer, Sgravemacr, Opdam^ &c. Of the 
ppanim ds^ they reckon 3 Regiments of Foot, indifferent good Men, and 
the reft Horfe, under the Count ddjjenlar, the Mailer Camp General, 
and Ijocigny Ins ideutenant General. 'Fhcir Artillery confifts but in 8 
or 10 fmaii Field Pieces, and 2 Mortars. Their firft Defign fi;emed to 
be upon Nnys^ but upon fome Intelligence they' received from Montccn- 
cnli^ they turned off at Cnflrc^ and took their Way near tins Town 
towards Bonne. Saturday and Sunday the Prince quartered at Fror^stl/cty 
an Abbey two Hours from this I’own, near the V<'ay to Ruremond ; 
where we fent Mr. Fairfax on Sunday Afternoon, to do our RefpeCts to 
his Highnefs, thinking bell to forbear waiting on him ourfelves, for the 
Confequcnces any fuch Interview might have had in this Conjuncture of 
Affairs. He was plcafed to fend a Gentleman the next Day to thank 
ys for\)Ut Compliment ,• and having quartered the laft Night at Breuit^ 
k Caftlc belonging to this Elcdor, three Hours from hence, he is this 
Day marching tow'ards Bonne., with Defign, as we arc told, to leave 
tTiat Town untouch’d, as he has done likewife the Caftlc of Brevill, 
cad to take his Way up towards Andernack^ to joyn the Imperialifts. 
This fudden Alarm from the Prince of Oranges March, made us think 
wfith the French Ambalfadors, of providing early for the Safety of tho 
Eledfor, as well to prevent any Affront that might be intended to his 
Perfon, as to fccure ourfelves agatnft the Praifticcs that might be form¬ 
ed by our Adverfaries* by the Favour of this fudden Hurry and Alarm, 
for the Irringing him tb a feparate Accommodation ; w'hich is aJDclign 
tliey are known to havQ on Foot Ibme time. Accordingly Saturday 

Night, 
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Night, the Elcftor was brought privately from ^onne to this Town, 
where he yet remains in the Cloyftcr of St. Tnntaleon^ till it be feen hat 
the Prince of Orange will do, and how far it will be necelTary to pro¬ 
vide further for his Security. 

T \v o Days flnce we received an odd Letter from M. Carr^ (w horn 
your Lordlhip will know by his Name) wc know' the Man pretty w.

JVIy Lord, 

S INCE our laft, which w'as of the --jh O'Uoh. by the Ordinary, (the 
Duplicate whereof we take I.eave here to inclofe) there happens, 0. 
very con/Iderable Diminution to tlie prefent Figure of our Afiembly 
licrc, in tliat the Moft Chriftian King is pleafed to call aw'ay the Duke 
de Chatlines^ tho’ it be faid his Abfcnce will be but for a fliort Time. On 
IVcdncfday tho firft Current in the Evening, the Duke did communicate 
to us the Letter which the King his Maher had writ to him : It was 
dated at VerfmUes^ the ^ 6 tb of Ofdober^ wherein the King let him 
know, that Jiaving called his Eftates in Bretagne, to meet on the i 5 />?* 
of tliis November^ lie judges it to be for his Service, to have him (the 
Duke) to prefide among them as his principal Commiflioner : The 
King adds, that the AlfcmbJy of thofe Eftates being to laft but for fix 
Weeks only, ho cannot conceive it will be any Prejudice to the Publick 
Good, or that of his, the King’s, own particular Affairs here, that the 
Duke be from hence abfent for fo Ihort a while, ftnee the King intends 
lie flialJ, fhortJy after that the States are difmiffed, return again to his 
Poft in tliis Negotiation. To this the King adds, by way of Advice, 
that the Duke ihould bring as few as he can polllbly of his Equipage 
along with him, but rather leave them here to expert his Return. 
However, his Dutchefs goes along W'ith him, fome Affairs (it feems) 
upon the Death of her Mother, that happen’d about three Months ago, 
neceffarily requiring her Prefence at ^aris^ in order to fettle them. 

’Phis fudden Departure of the Duke’s, after that M. Ic Marquis de 
iM'vardin^ his Lieutenant in 'Bretagne^ had been called out of Holland^ 
and difpatched fome Weeks ago to prefide in thofe Eftates, makes a 
great Noife here, but the greateft among thofe that arc Icaft concerned j 
for, bcfidcs that the Mediators, as W'eil as Mclfieurs Court in ‘^art'd Bt:~ 
rillon^ do afl'urc themfclves, the Duke will return hither again ; it does 
not appear, (by what the Mediators are pleafed to tell us, of a Con- 
verfation which they had yefterday with the *jyutcb Ambalfadors) that 
M. Bez'erning having the other Day rendered himfclf to the Inftances of 
tlie Mediators, and laid afide his Thoughts of going Home (for which 
he had once fixed Sunday laft to depart hence) for his own private Af¬ 
fairs, as he gave out, does not intend to ferve himfclf of this Example; 
but holds his Refolution of not ftirring hence, leaft the difcontinuing 
and breaking off this Negotiation Ihould be iihputed to him and his 
Maftefs, as the Mediators told him it would, in cafe he went away at 
a Conjuniilure, that could have no other Appearance, but that of exe¬ 
cuting 
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cuting their new Treaty with Spain, in ceafirnr to aflift further at this 
Alfcmbly. 

But the Mediators fay, they found M. ^eventing and his ColJcgucs, 
in yeflcrday’s Converfation, as peremptory and unmovcahle as ever, in 
the Matter of not treating, till the Duke of Lorain hath Palfjx.rts grant¬ 
ed him for his Minifters to come hither j nor would they hearken to 
the Offer of any Expedient (as fome fay they, the Mediators, were ready 
to offer) in that Affair. 

This Elector is ftill in this City, and flill wiilicd and expected from 
Day to Day to remove out of it, tor fear tlie Jmperialijis do find a W'ay 
to make Impreffions upon him, to the Difadvantage of the prelent Alli¬ 
ance i but the French Ambafiadors are the lefs anxious at this l ime, 
in that there is a very confiderable Body under Meflieurs de Liixemhcr^h 
and d Humiercs^ now aflcmbling at Macjlricht hut they feem to appre¬ 
hend, that the Gout hath feized the Prince of Condc., that he cannot 
be (as he intended) at the Head of that Army. His Prefence uould, 
without doubt, have given a great Reputation to this Body of Men : 
However, their very Appearance in this Country, Avill abundantly con¬ 
firm and fettle it j efpecially now, at a Time this Chapter is tamper’d 
witf), to difown wEat their Head, the Elector, hath done, in his (.'on- 
federations, Armings, and Actions, ever fince the Year 1671. as done 
againfl their Confent, or at lealt without tlieir Advice. 

As tve are unting, we have the Honour of your Lordfliip’s of the 
\-^tb of Oflohcr, O’ S’ to acknowledge j and therein your I.ordfliip’s 
great E'avour, in letting us fee his Majefty’s moft gracious Goodnefs t<i 
and his Care, that fuch an Article about the Fiflicry be put into 
our Hands, as hath firll palfed his Royal Approbation. For, tho' we 
did conceive ourfelves, by the E’avour of your l.ordfliip’s, fufflciently in- 
ilucted in feveral Letters, particularly tlrat of tlie 15 th of Scptcnihcr., 
what to prvivsde for, and wdiat to beware of, in tlic wording of that 
Article : Yet having fo much Reafon, as W'e have, to be millrullful of 
ourfelves, efpecially in a Matter never eflay’d (that we know of) be¬ 
fore this T une, to be couched in a '^Freaty, and yet of infinite Import¬ 
ance to the Honour of the Crown ,• it is to us a very great Relief and 
a Joy, that his Maj.dly hath been gracioully pleafed to Hate his own 
Royal Judgment, und to point out our Duty in thofe Lines, w hicli fe- 
cure to his jMajelly the perfect Satisfaction due to liim, and prevents the 
Poifibility of miltaking on our Side. 

As to the Article of the Ihince of Orange., your T.ordfliip will find, 
by fome of our Jx-tters that were not come to your Hands at the 'Lime 
your lliordfiiip writ this of the \ith, that we did underhand our-fel\ es 
to be, in virtue of your Lordfliip’s of the ^^ih of Sept ember ^ at Ifibcrty, 
to communicate his Majefly’s lafl: Condefcenlions in the Matter of He- 
reuitarinefe, which concerns the Prince of Orange ; fince we haie upon 
that Cionndence endeavoured to clofe with a Scalbn, that \xc judged 
proper to make Ufe of that Liberty in, for his Majefty’s Service. 

In this Pacquet goes that canting Letter of M’Carr, whicli fliould 
have gone w ith our laft ; but we were too much ftreightned in Time.

O U K iRft to your Lvordlliip was of the Inftant by the Ordinary^ 
a Copy of which goes lierc inclofedj fince which, we have had the 
Honour of your Lordfhip’s of the 17 //;, and are much troubled to find 
our Letters arc fo very long in their Paifage to your Lordfliip ; tve have 
refolvcd, as a Remedy in part of tliat Inconvenience, to fend every ten 
or fourteen Days at furtheft, an Lxprefs j who, if there be no other 
Bufinefs, fliall at Icaft ferve to fecurc the Pacquets we fend by the inter¬ 
mediate Ordinary Polls, by carrying doubles of them ; according to this 
Rule, we hope your l^ordlliip will liave received by Mr. 'Bedford^ who 
parted hence Saturday the th^ our Difpatchcs of the Day before, to¬ 
gether with doubles of our feveral I.etters lince that of the by 

Mr. Bnlffrodc^ as your J .ordlliip tvill pleafe to receive by this Bearer, 
the Copies of our tw'o lafl: Difpatches of the Olfeb. and 
cording to our general Rule this Jsxprcfs Ihould have Hood in the Place 
of our ordinary Pacquet by the Polls of to Morrow, and accordingly 
fliould have parted with the Mail that Evening ; but we thought it our 
Duty not to lofe a Day, to let his Majcfty know the great Diftradtion 
we find this EJeitor and his Minifters in, upon the fudden Approach of 
the ImptTfaliJis, and the Siege that is now laid to his I'own of Bonn.,: 
MovtcatcuH having, upon Advice of the Prince of Oranges advancing 
up beyond this Place, found Means to convey his Infantry by Boats, 
from as high as Bingben^ marched at the fame Time himfelf with the 
Cavalry round on the other fide, through the Wcttcraw ; and fo hav- 
ing joyned them here at Benne^ on SaUirday he and the Prince of OranfiCy 
wfith all their Torces, fet down before the Place : Hitherto their Time 
has been employed in railing their Batteries, which we arc told this 
.Morning, are to be four in Number ; three on this Side the Water, and 
all upon the Flat that lies towards this Town, and one on the other Side 
the River, in the Duke of NeisdbnrgJj s Country ,• that they will be this 
E vening finillicd { and then the Refolution is, immediately to proceed in 
their Attacks, which, wc are told, are to be three, all of this Side of 
the Town. 

\V i have feen a I.ettcr this Morning in Prince Williams Hand^s, from 
Colonel Arcnshivgy who commands in the Town for the Elcdtor of Cologn, 
dated yellerday at four a Clock, pofi mcr: which fays, the Garrifon 
is in pretty good Heart, and rcfolved to do w'ell, only he feems to 
look out for a Succour and to give fmall Hopes of being able to make 
any great RelUlancc, unlefs they fliould certainly fee a P'orcQ within 
Dillancc to relieve them j this Place being taken, it is concluded, ,thc 
w hole Body of the Army will proceed to Nnys and Kcifacr'waert { and 
at icalt make themfclves Mailers of all the F.ledorate, if not of thisTolvn ; 
which w'c have Rcafon to fear they principally aim at: Your Lordfliip 
will ealily imagine how great an Iniprclfion fo fudden and unexpedted 
an Alarm muft needs make upon tlie Mind of the Eledfor j who is 
oLhiruife of a very weak and uncertain Complexion. T he Truth is, 
w c find the fright is fo gnait upon him, the Succours that fliould fupport 
him io lar olr, und fo unlikely to come up in any 'l ime, that W'c very 
mucfi doubt, wliether he may not, in a very few Days, be prevailed 

upon 
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upon to hearken to an Accommodation apart j which is the Tiling (us 
\vc intimated to your Lordftiip in fome of our laft l.ettcrs) that the 
Baron deLyfola had been underhand to work upon for fome Weeks; and 
wc find the Trench Ambafladors have the fame Apprehcnfions : The 
Thing is already gone fo far, that this very Morning the Chapter had 
a Meeting, to confider of the Propoflils made them by the Baron de 
Lyfola^ on the Part of the Emperor ; and at the fame I'imc the States 
or the Country, that is, the Counts, Nobles, and 'I'owns within the 
Eleftoratc, are, on their Part, confulting w hat is belt for them to do, 
for the preferving the Country from the Ruin and De/lruction they fee 
themfelvcs in, in cafe they perfift in the intereft of the French^ &c. 
Prince William himfelf, who exprefles all polfible Zeal and Tidclity to 
the prefent Engagements, forefaw the Matter would be prelfcd fo hard 
in the Chapter, that he thought it nccefiary, and accordingly declared 
to the French Ambaffadors before us, that he tvould take uptm him now 
in this Meeting, to offer to the Chapter, that inltead of clofing with 
the Propofals made by M. de Lyfola, (which are, for the Eleiio^to recal 
his Troops from the Service of France^ to quit his Alliances with 
Straagers, not to fuffer any TYench 'I'roops in any of his Places, to 
oblige himfelf not to take Part aj,^df the Emperor, cr the King of 
Spain ; and for Caution of thidc Cyditions, to put certain of tlicfc 
ToAvns into the Emperor’s Mahds, ^11 the Peace be made:) Inltead of 
thefe, he thought it noccjjaEy, f^ the. managing the Humours and In¬ 
clinations of his Friends iqthc/<^apter, and for the taking atvay all 
Shew’ of Partiality, that tfiofe that are ill affeded in that Body would 
bc'apt to charge him W’ith, to propofe to the Chapter, that it might be ^ 
anfwered to the Baron de Lyfola^ that they did not know', nor did they 
apprehend, that the Elector was in any Terms of HolUli^ or Enmity# 
againll the Emperor, and confequently, they could not l^|ik fit aay 
Propolition fliould be made to him, for an Accommodation with pl^e 
Emperor; feeing that w'ould argue, that he were now in Enmity with 
him. T'hat if there tvere any Mifunderlfanding between the Elector 
and the Emperor, they were very ready (if the Emperor lliould fo 
defire) to interpofe their bell Offices, to bring I'hings to' an cclaircijjc- 
ment^ in order to clear all Miftakes that might be between tliem ; T’liat 
they W’ould be willing it might be agreed, the Elector Ihould recal his 
Troops from ferving againft the Emperor, and oblige himfelf henceforth 
not to furfer thenj to be employ’d again!! the Emperor, or againll the 
King of Spain ; that no Part of the French Troops ihould remain in any 
of his Gjjrrifons; that he and his Country would enter into a perlhct 
Neutrality, as to the Emperor and the King of Spain provided, on tho 
other Hand, that the Emperor would at the fame Time withdraw his 
Troops out of the Electorate, leave him his Country free, and dif- 
charged of all Contributions, C^arterings, and finally, leave him 
at Liberty to profecutc the War againll the Hollanders^ againll whom 
alone, it was intended. 

This, Vrince William ^eL\d, he forefaw would never be accepted of 
by thfe Emperoi, fo as nothing would be altered by the Olfer, to the 
State and Conditions the Elector and the Electorate at prefent Hands 
tow’ards France ; and yet, on the other Side, the Offer being fair and 
Bcafonablc in itfelf, the rejecting of it by the Impcrialijls, tvould cer¬ 
tainly prejudice the Chapter extrcamly againll them, and in proportion 
gain upon them, in Favour^of the prefent Alliance: So, as he went on 
upon htSX)W'n Head, as what he declared w as, in his Opinion, for tfie 
Advantag^of the common Caufe, to make the Propofition in the Cha- 

X . pter: 
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pter : And now this Evening he tells us, that having made it, it had 
tilt- Effcdt he propofed j that the Chapter did unanimoufly give into it, 
and agreed that lliould be the Anltvcr they would give to M. de 
I^yfolds Paper. 

He tells us further, they had before them a Draught of a l^ettcr, 
the Baron dc LyfoLi had offered to write along with the Deputies, the 
Chapter are thinking to fend to M. dc Moiitccuctili, upon this Occafion j 
in whicli tlic Baron had taken upon him, by way of Preface, to fay, as 
if the Chapter did difown the feveral Treaties the Elector had made for 
thefe laft I j Years, with divers 3 'oreign Princes, and efpecially this late 
one with the King of France ; which the Chapter immediately excepted 
againft, as a Thing they would not allow to be faid of them ; that tho’ 
they did confefs not to have confented to feveral of thofc '^I'rcaties, bc- 
caulc indeed their Councils had never been asked in them ; yet that 
they could not lay they did difown them, and particularly not this 
laft j fo as they did unanimoufly rcjctft the Draught, and ordered it to 
be conveyed by the fame Hand back to the Baron. In this State Prince 
JJ'i/Uam left tliat Matter in the Chapter, whicli, as he lays, is as well 
as could be wiflied and he doubts not, but that at that Lock hcfliall 
be able to hold tlic Thing, as longip he has a Mind ^ provided there be 
but fomc Appearance of Succours to relieve ’Bonne^ and put the Elcftor 
a little in Heart again. ’ So as, uppn the Vhole Matter, unlefs fomc 
fpcedy Care be taken fortliwith to <|||W a confiderablc Body together, 
capable to reftore Matters here in th^Eledtoratc, we arc very much 
rafraid what Refolutions the Elector may be prevailed upon to take: 
IVliich we have taken upon us to reprefent, with all the Earnefthefs 
wc could, to tJie French Ambafl'adors, that is, Mefficurs Cotirtin and 
Baril/on^ de Chaidncs parted hence this Morning, on his Way 

towards and fo for ’Bretagne ■, whither, wc told your Lordfliip in 

our lall, he was called by the King, to hold the States. I’hc Ambalfa- 
dors feem fufliciently convinced of the Confequence of any fuch Change 
in the hJctitcr, and therefore have difpatched many Exprelfes, as well 
to M. de fnrenne^ as to M. dc TMXcmlurgb^ to acquaint them wdth the 
State of T hings; and that nothing but an immediate Succour for the 
Relief of Bonne can lecure us againft a falfe Step from the Elcftor. 
'fhe laft was to begin his March as this Day, from about Nimcgnen up¬ 
wards tow'ards Niiys^ with near 15000 Horfe and Foot: As f'orM. de 
’I’nrcnne^ the Ambafl'adors liave had no Account at ail of him, thefe fix 
or eight Days j the laft they had was, as if lie Ihould have palfcd the 
Jibhie at Spb’e the lytb } wliat Rout he has taken fince, or Where he 
now is, is not known. 

W h have had this Afternoon with us Count ’Fott, to communicate to 
us, in wonderful Haft, a new J.ctter, they, the Mediator-:, arc fending 
to the FJtiich Ambafl'adors prefling them in the firft Place to agree, 
they and their Allies, to proceed in the Negotiation, in the fame Way 
it liath hitherto been in ; to call to them for an Anfwcr to their, the 
Mediators, late Project, as they call itj upon which they took Oqcafion 
in this Paper to enlarge in certain Points, and laftly, demanding their 
Confent to a Sufpenfion of Arms. This, he faid, he came only to 
acquaint us witli, as in Converfation, and by way of Difeourfe, and 
not in Form. We anfwered, wc could fay but what wre had faid before 
upen Occafion of their former Proje»ft, tliat tliey, the Mediators, were 
not to believe or exped the King our Mafler, after the great *Conde- 
fcenfions he had already fo generoufly and frankly made in hi^Demands, 
had any Thing more left in his Hand that could pofllbly be abated ,• 

only 
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bnly we have put him in Mind of the laft Abatement the King had been 
plcafcd to intimate to them, in the Point of the Hereditarinefs in the 
Article of the Prince of Oran^e^ which we delired they would, upon 
this Occafion, take Notice of a little more cxprclly to the 7 }ntch Am- 
balfadors ; but that, after that, they, the Mediators, would pleafe to 
remember, there was notJnng further remaining, in whicli any Abate¬ 
ment pollible could be expected from his MajLity j and when We had 
faid that, wclttid, tve mull leave it to them to govern their own Bufi- 
ncls as they fliould think ht ; we w i re not to take any CogniziXnce of 
it, as we then declared wo would know nothing of it j and fo he left 
us, faying, they were confident, what they were now going to offer to 
the T)utch Ambaffadors, would never be accepted of by them ; but 
that, however, the Aim they had particularly in it was, upon the Re- 
fufal on the Part of Jloll^na^ to be able to inflame yet higher their 
Dyet at Home, in the Refolutions tliey are now taking f<jr Action, and 
to engage the lileCtor of ^Brandcnlmrgh^ which, he faid, they doubted 
not but to do with much Advantage. 

A s we were doling this Dif])atch, the 'French Ambaffadors fend us 
Word, they have this Rvening received Advice from the Marefchal de 
Jlujuicvcs^ that Jic is advanced as tar as Lcichncich, three Hours from 
lienee, and within two Hours of Boniic^ with a Body of 9000 Horfe, 
being Part of the Prince of Condes 'JVoops ^ and which were at firft dc- 
fign’d as a Part of that Army, that was to gather in the Bottom of the 
RleCtcn-ate, . deFnixcmhurgb ^ but that having underftood by the 

French Ambaffadors Paci]uets, which he met with on his "Way, of the 
Danger Bonne was in from the Prince of Oranges '^J'roops, &c. lie 
ifeh of liiir.fclf, and even contrary to his particular Orders, turned Ihort 
out of his Way at yii/iers, to lee what could be done for its Relief: 
It is feared, he mufl be forced (confIderifTg the Inequality of Numbers, 
that his Foot arc none of them come up to him, and that his Men are 
extreamJy harralfed, by the great Diligence he has made) to draxv 
downwards, In cafe tlie Fncmy preffes upon him towards Fhiys^ where 
M. dc Fiixcmhiirgh defigns to alfcmble the Body he is to command.

My Lord, 

I N our laft that wc had the Honour to write to your Lordfliip, which was 
of by Mr. Fairfax^ a Duplicate whereof tvent alfo with the 

Ordinary of the fame Day; wc took leave to acquaint your Lordfliip, 
of a Vilit that C. F'ott was pleafed to give us, dcligning no more in it, 
as he then faid, than by Way of a private Converfation, to tell us of 
a Prt)jo(it, he and liis Collegucs were then upon, by Way of l>ettcrs to 
the Fiiitch AmbalTadors, in Order to keep this Negotiation on Toot, if 
it may be and if not, to throw the wrong ftill more notorioufly upon 
the F)ntcb i which he (as he faid) look’d upon as the much more pro¬ 
bable Iflue of their Projedt. 

Yesterday he and his Collegucs demanded Audience of us, and 
had it in P’orm ; their Bufinefs, as they faid, was, to communicate to 
us their Projedt, as they had now adtually given it into the Tiiitcb Am- 
balTadors, by Way of a Letter j a Copy whereof goes herewith inclofed, 
as alfo a Copy of that former I.ettcr of theirs, which this laft refers to, 
that your ] iOrdlliip may be fpared the Trouble of fcarching for a Paper 
fo little ligmficant, and fo long fincc tranfmitted among other Things to 
your I^ordihip. 

They were pleafed to tell us, that their main Drift in this Letter 
is, to give Occalion to tlw Fintcb Ambaffadors to anfwcr it in fuch a 
Manner, as may keep tlie Negotiation ftill on Foot; but tliey added 
withal, they had little Hopes ()f fo favourable an Effedl j ror their 
i.etter conlifting but of two Points, the one, that they, the F)utcb Am- 
baftadors, would be pleafed to continue the Treaty upon this Projedt, 
as calculated for all the Interefts and Parties concerned, they having 
couched the Affair of Ijorain in a feparate Letter by it felf, but deliver¬ 
ed it in at the fame ’l ime, with this inclofed; the other Point is, that 
the States will agree to a general Celfation of Arms for fome while: 
They, tlie FJuicb Ambalfadors, laave already anfw'ered them, the Me¬ 
diators, peremptorily by Word of Mouth, that to the firft Point, they 
could not fay any Thing till the Imperial and SpaniJlj Minifters did ap¬ 
pear, and w ere admitted as Principals in the Treaty, and that Paflports 
were accorded to the Duke of Xjorain: And to the Point of Celfation, 
tho’ the States were not averfe from confenting to it, yet they'could 
fay nothing to it, till all their Allies w ere admitted Principals to deter¬ 
mine of it, as Avell as they, in the IVeaty. 

H A VIK c. call our Eye upon the Letter which the Mediators -did give 
us part of, we took leave to obferve to them, that w^c had formerly 
taken the liberty to proteft againft a former Projedt of theirs, as calling 
a Prejudice upon our Pretenlions, and w ith a Proteftation to adhere *to 
the Vltimatum we had then given in, on the Behalf, and in the Naiwe 
of the King our Mailer ; and wc added, that upon this new' Projedt, wc 
h.ad very juft C^aufe to renew and to reinforce our Proteftations, and 
We delired them to excufe us, if w'e told them very plainly, that the 
Facility and Moderation inlinuated in their Letter, as a Thing that 
they, the Mediatoi's, promifed to themfelvc^ from us, was a Thing that 
we mj-ifl abf'lutely Jifow'n, and could never be brought to in the ^'^aft, 
(w^e having already twice told them, how his Majcfty would b&''willing 

to 
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to Idcrificc the Circumftancc of Hcrcditarinefs, which concern*; the Prince 
of Orange^ if the Peace Ihould ever come to turn upon Lhat Point) 
whicli we delired tliem to Jet the *Dutch know in that full Manner, as 
they, tlie Mediators, fliould judge to be moft conducing to tlie Peace , 
at Icaft to their Convidtion of his Majefty’s great Equity and Generofity: 
We thought it our Duty to repeat this Abatement to them again upon 
this Occaiion, but withal to aJfure them, it will pr()\e a very great 
Miftake in tlie End, if it Ihould be cxpc<y:ed or hoped, tliat Isis Mai.fty 
will abate in, or recede from any Circumftancc in the reft of his prin.ci- 
pal Points: We took the Liberty to tell their Excellencies iikev.d'e, 
tliat tho’ we ought to have all Submillions for their Manner of Proceed¬ 
ing and Method in the Conduct of this Negotiation, yet tliat w e could 
not by any Means comprehend, that their making Sliew of hoping for 
further I'acilities and Moderation on our Part, could have any good 
Effett or Influence upon the *Diitch^ who now enjoy themfelves more 
than ever in their Obftinacy; not only from the Noife of their Gains 
and their Numbers at this prefent before “Bonne^ but from the groundlels 
and fliamelefs Confidences they give out to have, of great Difurder in 
his Majefty’s Affairs at Home, upon the Meeting of the Parliament. 

I'.H fc Anfvver of the Mediators was, that they pretended not, by the 
Undertakings in their Letter, to oblige us to any Ehing; but that we 
lliould he entirely at Liberty, without Prejudice from what they now' 
w rite, to infill upon our Vltimatim with the utmoft Rigour ; their De- 
iign being no more than a Formality or liitercourfe w ith the 
Amballadors, to keep the I'toaty from being difeontinued, and from 
cealing utterly in all the Parts of their Negotiation. 

•AV fc took Occafion further to obferve to their Excellencies, how little 
Grounds w e luive to hope for Reafon from the ^ntch at this Time, 
lince they have of late much more openly and uningenuoully than at 
any U'ime heretofore difputed with their Excellencies, (as themfelves 
had been pleafed to let fall to us) as well as with others, upon the Right 
• ol til - Flag i flying, they will accord nothing to us, cx dehito, as an 
amient Riglit of the Crown of tho’they lliall not be averfe 

from f )me Complaifance with us in the Point, for Accommodation and 
Ik'ace Sake. 

H L r-1 tlie Mediators feemed to Ibften and cxcufe what the Tyntch 
Amballadors had fo often given out; faying, the Stitch W'ould be wil¬ 
ling to acknowledge his Majefty’s Right in the general, but would ftick 
Upon the Point of having a whole Fleet to ftrike to any fingle Vcffel 
carrying the King’s Colours : however, that they cannot acknowledge 
this Pojjit to be an ancient Right, tho’ they are willing to ftipulate it lliall 
be obferved for the future ; and this was the Senfc we found the Me¬ 
diators would liave put upon what had fallen from M. Bevernin^ fomc 
Days ago; and which w-e liad laid hold on with that Concern we owe 
to ib important a Point. 

This gave us Caufe to fay, that his Majefty w*as not fo rigid to the 
Wqj-ds he had dictated to us about the Flag, but that he would admit 
of an)' manner of exprelfing his Senfe; provided that, Firjt^ His ancient 
and'tincontroverted Right be fufficiently acknowledged. Secondly, I’hat 
the two Points, upon w hich the T)utch had raifed a Chicane, immediately 
before this War, the one touching a whole Fleet not linking to a 
. lingle Vellel; the other, touching thofe Places and Limits, within 
which the Tkitch are not to difpute the paying ofMrhis Refpedt, may 
be made fo exprefs and'clear by this Treaty, as not to yield any Co- 
1 our Tfi^^vil for the future. ' • 

Th 1 ■ 
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This being the Third Time, in which we have endeavoured 
to prepare the Mediators, to give Way to that Form of an Article, 
which your I.ordfliip hath becn'pleafcd to fend us, we could not think 
it now a Seafon to prefs it further: The Mediators declaring to us, 
they arc not at this 'l ime upon the Subjed Matter of the 'JVeaty, or 
any Part of it; they are now, they fay, upon the Formality only, whe¬ 
ther there fliall be any Negotiation continued or not; but we have our 
Article in a Keadinefs, as loon as ever tliey take in Hand any Point 
that concerns either his Majefty, or any of his Allies, and tv ill be fure 
to put them in Pollelhon of it, accordiiig to form. 

Wt have nothing to add to the Account we gave your Lordfliip in 
our laft of this Isleaor, only that he is ftill in this City, and the ln?pe~ 
rialifts^ as well as others, have all the Accefs they dclire to him We 
do not rind that the Chapter (tho’ there be fomc among them that are 
very willing to load him with the Knvy of this War) have made any 
publick Act, or Declaration, or Addrefs to his Prejudice ; only they 
have in their Converfations with Baron de I^fola laid, they had not 
been made acquainted with the Kefolutions and lingagements of their 
IslcCtor, relating to this War; and were not therefore (as they hoped) 
in Juriicc to fulier in the ill Confequences of them : iiut the States of 
the hleCtorate h.ave gone further, for they have directed their Deputa¬ 
tion towards M. dc 'Montccncnli to lay, that their I,lector hath entered 
into this War, not only w ithout their Confent, but alfo again/t their 
Proteltation, and contrary to their Capitulation with him j w hereby 
they had, upon his Adsancemeiit to this See, tied him not to enter 
into any Confederations for a War, without their Confent and Concur¬ 
rence. This Monrieur dc JjyJohr lays hold of, and he labours to dr.iw 
froin the States a Declaration in I'orm to this TlfeCt, in (;rdcr t(» naake 
ufe oi’ it at the Dyct at Ratishonc^ and the Court at Tienna. 

We took leave*to tell your l.ordlliip in our lall, that the 1 Vince of 
OrmJgc^ and M. dc Moniccncv.ii^ had fat down on SnUirdiiy before 
and that thre e Batteries on this Side, and a fourth on the other Side of 
the Rbiih\ hud been raif al, and were rinillied on Monday. But the 
grof. Artillery (which came not as faft as the Imperial Voot did, down 
tlie JC\.r) bigun not to play till yeferday Morning; \vhich they did 
very thick all Da\', and have continued fo all this Forenoon. M. dc 
linmicrcs detach’d* 300 Horfe to attempt going in, 100 of them got in 
on Tnc\day Night, under St. Syheftre^ a I'rcnch Colonel with eight 
Ofiicers, and they fn-thwith fell’to their Mufquets. Yet it is not pro¬ 
bable the down can h('hl out above a Day or two longer, witliin 
which Time it is not to be hoped, that either M. de Tnrenne^. or M. 
de Lnxovhnrgh^ can come to its Succour ; there being no Certainty that 
Monlieur dc Titrcnnc is yet palled the MojeUe^ and Monrieur de Ijiixcm- 
hnr^h is not at this d'ime nearer than Rhinchcry': It is feared,^ that bc- 
iitri's the Weaknefs of the Fortifications at 2 tcnnc, tJicir Amiriunition (fo 
Jitt/e Were they provided) begins to hiiJ them. ^ 

O u n. next Concern is for this City ; for tho’ the Generality be well 
inclincQ, and find it their Intcrcft to preferve the Neutrality, yet the 
Inipcviaiifts do not want a Party here tJiat fivour them j befides'' fhc 
Kegimcnt that now' ferves within the Walls. How'ever, the French 
Amballadors alluring themfclvcs and others, that wdthin 8 or 10 Days 
there will be aflbmblcd Toooo French in this Country ; wc hope thefe 
Burghers will be To cautious as to keep themfelyes ftriftly within the 
'I'erms of their Koutrality, as the only Aicans for them to preferve 
thcmfelves from -lecoming the Prey of botii Parties. We arc,^^^'^.

T H E laft wc took leave to trouble your I.ordfhip with, '.1 tisc. 

by the Ordinary of that Day, with an Account of the j;. 
ncral Project (as it is called) given in a Day or two bctVr -, by t!.j 
diators to the T}utch Ambalt'adors j as alfo of a feparate 1 cttLV t.i itt :i 
by the Mediators the Day after, particularly in the BuxitieiN of J .oraiu^ 
as the Point at which the Tkitcb had it feems anfwitvd, tlint al! tlic 
other Matters muft inevitably ftick, and in which they were tla reit)re to 
be firft fatisfied : To this laft Letter, they have yet ivccived no Anfwcr 
firom the Dutch, and ’tis fuppofed none will be fiuldenJy gA cn ^ but 
that the Confederates will probably let the whole Negotiation roll up¬ 
on that Difficulty, fo long as they find themfclves tiius getting Gv iind 
by .their Arms, without hearkning to any I'empcrament in t! ie , 
till obliged to it by fome conliderable Cribs in Affairs to riur AJ\iint:>ge. 

Wi told your J.ordfhip in our laft, the Condition we apprelicndcd- 
the Town of Home was in; and that it could not well be expected it 
fhould hold out above a Day' or tw'o longer ; and in Truth, all 'filings 
conlidered, the Slightnefs of the Place itfelf, the "Wcaknefs of the ('lar- 
nfon, the Want of Proviiions of molt Kinds within, and the little Hopes 
that appeared of any' Kelicf in Time j it is thought to liave done very 
much, t<' have been able to hold out lo Days, againft fo conildcrable 
a force as Avas brought before it : Sunday in th<; Afternoon, it was 
furrendered to JVI. dc Montccnculi, (for they had abfolutcly' refufed e\ cr 
to y'ield to the Prince of Orange) upon very fair Conditions, to march 
• out Bag and Baggage, Drums beating, and Colours flying, and to lia\ e 
fafe Conduct to Nuys i which was executed accordingly the next Day. 
It’s faid, the Garrifon At'ere found to be of about 8oo Foot, and 20? 
Horfe i and ’tis fuppofed there may' be of kill’d and wounded 100, (>r 
150, altho’ they of the Place will not OAvn to have loft above 14 or 16 
Perfons in the Avhole Time. On the other Side, it is certain tlic Be- 
flegers, tho’ they do not own it, loft Abundance of Men, and efpecially' 
on the Prince of Oran°e\ Side ; Avho, it feems, had the only real At¬ 
tack that was intended to manage, the other ttvo being, as it appears 
lince,. only to alarm and amufc the Place. It is faid, at the firft Night 
it colt the HoVanders 200 Men ,• and the taking of a little Demilune, 
Tvhich lies before the Gate that leads to this Town, coft them on /vv- 
day Night full tAvice that Number: I'hat Demilune being taken, made 
them l^aft ers of the Gate, fo as to be able to enter the Town almoft at 
their l^leafure ; and yet they Avithin kept there all Saturday, and part 
of Sunday, and (as the Count de Grace is faid to have anfwcrod the 
Prince of Orange) Avould have yet cott them dear, had all the Garrifon 
b^Jcn of the fame Refolution he and his Men were of. In all, the Confe¬ 
derates confefs their l.ofs to haA'e been 800 Men, among AAhom few oral 
Officers of good Note, but none of Quality is named, that aa c* yet hear 
of, belidcs the C'ount de Cmingfrnnrk, the elder Brother of that Fa¬ 
mily', who had put himfelf into the Service of tMle States, at the Be¬ 
ginning of tho V.'ar ; 'as tlie younger is in that of ^he French. 


What 
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What the Confederates will do next is not certain, 3 or 4 Days 
it’s believed they may reft their Men where they arc; and fome think 
from thence they will advance towards or Keifaerwnert^ and lb 

endeavour to make thcmfelves Mafters of the whole tlcCtorate ; fome 
fufpett they may have an Eye upon T)t^cIdorp^ as a Paflage of Import¬ 
ance, and being on the other Side of the River, would be of great Ad¬ 
vantage to them : It’s true, fuch a Violence as that committed upon a 
Prince of the Empire, who is in perfect Neutrality, would make much 
Noife in the Empire; but the Imperialijis in fuch a Cafe w^ould not 
W'ant a Pretext of another Nature to juftify the Proceeding; which is, 
that the Duke of Nczshnrgh continues to oppofc the Execution of a 
Sentence, lately given in t\\c Aniick Council (as’tis called) utT^icnnay 
in Favour of the States of ynlicrs^ againft him as their Prince : But 
this is but a Conjecture. Prince William tells us, he hears it is refolved 
by the Confederates, that if they can bring this Elector to a feparate 
Accommodation, then the Army lliall immediately c’juit thefe Countries, 
and march back tow ards Lorain and Alface Side ; if not, to advanccj 
and having made thcmfelves Mafters of the reft of the Places of the 
Electorate, cat upon thefe Countries as long as they will laft, and tfen 
pafs over into Wcjfphalia, and quarter there. In two or three Days 
we ftiall fee w hat they intend next. 

In the mean time, wc find they take thcmfelves to be Mafters 
enough of the Campaign, to do what they pleafe for this whole Win¬ 
ter, being, as is generally believed, not Icfs than 45000 effective Men, in 
thefe two Armies with Montectictili and the Prince of Orange^ befides a 
Body of 25000 that arc advancing, as w’c arc told, from Holland towards 
the Mcull\ under the Count Waldcck; of which fix arc of the Count de 
Moulcrcy\ Men, and are defign’d to watch M. dc Jjiixcmhtirgh^ or, if 
need be, at any time to reinforce this joint Army under Montccuculi. 

'V'ouR T.ordfhip will cafily imagine how far thefe Appearances are. 
able to flnake a firmer Complexion than that of this EjleCtor : Hitherto 
he has held out pretty well; but 'Bonne being taken, and the Confede¬ 
rates being now to demand a full and fpcedy Anfwcr from him, what 
he Avill do, w hethcr he will hearken to a feparate Accommodation for 
himfelf and his Countries, or to ftand it out in the Alliance he is in, 
wc cannot but much doubt what tvill be the Illue: E'or, befides his 
natural Weaknefs and Want of Refolution, equal to fo great a Cafe, 
we fee all Hopes of Support and Relief fo diftant, fo uncertain j and, 
on the otlier Hand, the States of the Electorate, who arc otherwife 
threatned with the total Ruin and Defolation of their Country, are like 
to prefs fo very Jiard upon him, that we can fcarcc hope he will be able 
to ivfilt it. We contribute all wc can to keep him in Heart, particu¬ 
larly by prelfing the French Ambafl'adors to follicit, by all Ways polTiblc, 
n fpeedy Succour for thefe Countries, as a Matter which wc apprehend 
does infinitely concern the common Caufe. 

O F M. de L'lircnnc is no certain News, all w'c can learn of the French 
Ambaftadors is, that they have l.ettcrs of the 6 th Inftant, that he was 
then near Crcutnach, on his March towards the Mofellc j but writhoot 
further Particulars of any kind : As to M. dc Ltixemburgh^ his Men 
began todratv from all Parts towards Rhinherg^ about the i d ox j^th 
Inftant; but he himfelf could not leave till he were relieved by 

the Miirlhal d HumitreSy who palled Sckenkcfckans the ^th, and might 
be nt Utrecht the \ot^h. 

M. (h Odyike being at Dinner with us tw o Days ago, among ^hcr 
iiiings told us, in 2 or 3 Days Ave lliould hear of a very conllucrable 

ncAV 
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new Alliance they had made in thefc Parts. More than that we could 
not get out of him ; but he alTured us, in a few Days it would appear 
openly. We have been thinking with the French AmbalTadors, who 
this new Ally lliould be, we are not willing to fufpedt the Eledlor of 
*Brandenhurgh, but befides that, we hear nothing yet of any great Dif- 
polition in the Elector, to favour that Project the Srjoedes feemed to 
have on Foot, of gathering a third Party to countenance the Media¬ 
tion ; and that we obferve, by M. Schwerin^ his Miniller here, that the 
preventing of the Confederates in thefe Parts, begins to give that Court 
fomc Care for their Countries of Clcve^ Mnrh^ and Racenshergb ; bc- 
lidcs this, it has been obferved, that one Major General Eller^ a pr-n- 
cipal Officer in the Eleftor’s Service, and his Governor at Mindon^ is 
pafTcd two Days fince to the Camp at Rome ; pretending, as yS. Schwerin 
tells the AmbalTadors, only Matter of Curiofity, to fee the Siege, 

and what palTcs in it ,• w’’hich looks like a very poor Pretence, we 
think, for an Officer of that Note, at this Scafon, to leave his Charge, 
and come fo fai out of his Way, to fee fo inconfidcrable an Adion as 
the taking of Ronne. The French Ambalfadors feem rather to have 
fome Jealoufy of FJenmnrk^or of the Duke of Zell: But all is but an 
imperfedt Conjcdlurc. We fliall try to learn what further we can of 
it by the next. 

Having received no Letters Srom. England^ fince thofe of tlie 27 
part, vve have nothing further to trouble your Lordfhip with ; only to 
add the double of our laft, wdth the tw o Papers that attended it: We 
are going to dine w’ith the French Ambalfadors, wdncrc we fliall meet 
Prince IVilliam of Furftemhurgh j and if we hear any Thing further 
worth your l,ordfliip’s Trouble, we fliall prefume to add it in tw'o Lines 
of a T-etter apart, not venturing to keep tliis open fo long. We 
are, C^c.

My Lord, 

S INCE our laft that w^e troubled your Lordfhip withal, which was 
of the -r^th by the Ordinary, a Copy whereof we take I.eave here 
to inclofe ; we have the Honour of your Lordftiip’s of the zotb of 
OHober^ 0 . S. to acknowledge; having been, to our very' great Affliction, 
full 18 Days between the Date of your Lordfliip’s preceding Letter, 
and our receiving of this laft, without any News out of England: Bc- 
lidcs that, there are three Ordinaries in Arrear at this Time, which we 
miglit have reckoned upon to come to our Hands, as foon as this docs; 
but for jrh^ Disfavour of the Wind at Sea, and the PalTage which w^e 
find (fince the declaring of the War) to be alw^ays uncertam, and now 
and then to be interrupted on this Side the Water : And it adds very 
much to our Grief, that we find, by Advices from Newport., that on 
the 23</ paft, 0 . S. there were no lefs than 4 Mails, (then at the 
Water-fide w aiting for Paffajrc) in each of which we had Letters. For 
W'c fliall, Avitli your Lordlhip’s Favour, beg I.eave fo far to cxcufe our- 
felvcs to your Lordfliip, as to fay, that we have not fail’d one Ordinary, 
that is, any one ‘Etiejday or Friday., wherein w^e have not addrefted our 
Duties to your Lordfliip, fince our coming upon thw Place ; and your 

our Anxiety to be more than ordinary at this Time, 
Y betaufe 
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bccaufc of tlic Reports which arc brought hither, and fprc&d with alt 
Diligence and Confidence pofllble, touching our Divifions at Home. 
Thefe Infinuations and Surmifes being, in this Conjundurc, a confide- 
rable Addition (if heeded to) to tliofe Difeouragements and Difficulties 
whicli invite this tlcdtor (and his Example will very much guide the 
Bifliop of Ahmjler) to J)carken to the Means propofed to them, for fav- 
ing tlicmfelves by a feparate Accommodation : Our Matter being (as 
’tis pretended) very movingly invited by the *Dutch^ and, which is more, 
very powerfully influenc’d by the Inclinations of his Parliament, to leave 
the Trench., and provide for himfelf in the fame Manner. 

Im tlie latt, we gave your I.ordlhip an Account of the yielding up of 
Tionne, after i o Days Refiftance i which, tho’ it was attack’d principally, 
not to fay < nly, by the Prince of Orange his Forces, yet it was furren- 
dred, contrary to feme Expectations, into the Hands of M. de Montccti- 
crM ; and the Marquis de Graim is lince made Governor of it^ the Prince 
of Oranges Men Ivaving had no other Benefit from this Conqueft, than 
tlic J.iberty of rifling the Elector’s Houfc in that I'own. 

YhST fc RDA Y the Army marched thence towards but intend¬ 

ed to t ike in ’Jiroell by the way, which, we doubt not, is done e’re this, 
tho’ we ha\e not any Account of Particulars; the Refiftance wEich Jthe 
Cattle might poflibly make for 2 or 3 Days, till the great Guns fhould 
come up againtt it, being to little Purpoic i the ExpciStation of all Men 
now is, wdictlicr thele Armies will lay Siege to Nnys^ or not j and it is 
tlic prevailing Opinion, that they are not like to do it, in Regard they 
have futfer’d the Garrifon of ^onne to march thither; and that M. ^ 
jMXvnihnrgh is certainly come up to Rhineherghy with 35 Battalions of 
verv good I'oot, befides the conlidcrablc Body of 10000 French Horf:, 
whit'll now lies in a manner overlooking that Garrifon ; not to mention 

de 'I'nrcvne, who is no further off than the Mofelle Side, about the 
middle w ay between ‘Friers and Coblcnts •, fo that, it is conje^fured, the 
hnpcriidifls will content themfelves to ttand polT^ed of Jndernachy 
IJiiiZ; iionne, and Znis, upon the Rhine ; as «llb of Reel, Lechnicky 
and Kerpen in the Upland, and eat up this Electorate (as they now do) 
at their Jsafe. 

'J'his not being like to meet with any fudden Controul, (for we 
hear nothing of M. dc Fnrenne's March this Side Mofelle) puts this 
1 ,lector and liis Minitters more and more upon the I houghts of renounc¬ 
ing his Alliance wdth France, and Ihifting for himfelf as well as he may 
by a feparate Accommodation : This is the more vifible to us, in that 
we h.ive been, upon Fuefday, Wednefday, and yefterday, Witneffes to a 
great deal of Dilcourfe, and to fome Heats and Reproaches between 
i’rince IJ'illiam of Furjiemhcrgb and the French Ambafmdors : "VVe have 
heard Prince WiUiam, more than once, charging the French Miniftry 
with having neglected this Elector all along this War,- and particularly, 
w ith having fufiered his tvhole Country to be over-run and‘pofTeffed by 
the Enemy, as now it is: M. dc Furenne fteering fuch a Courfe, and 
at that Diftance all this while, as if tjie faving of this Ally had been 
no Part of his Concern, or of his Inftruftions. 

Prince William hath gone further with us, and in Confidence Ihcw- 
cd us a Letter, which "iA.de Xjouz'oy had written to him the i%th paft, 
w hich We could not but be forry to fee, in Regard that Letter did per- 
I'cCtly defpife Prince William's Advices, concerning the Motions and the 
D-figns of the Imperial Army j as if thofe Advices had been the Di¬ 
ctates of a great l^ear, and yet of a. greater Want of Judgment, where¬ 
as they prove to be too prophetical in the EvOnt; bofides thaL,iw tvee 

^written 
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written in fuch a Stile and Language, as that we did not undcrftand, 
how the one could well give it, and the other take it j but that he 
profefled, he hath been long uled to receive Mortifications of this Kind, 
at the Hands of that Miniftcr. This he left with us as a great Secret, 
and we befecch your Lordlhip to ufe it accordingly ; becaufe it appears 
that he has placed his Hopes and Fortunes wholly upon Trance^ and 
that it may be a Prejudice to him, if this fhould come round. 

We have obferved the main Strength of that Defence, which the 
Trench AmbalTadors make againft Prince Williams reproaching, to confift 
in Saying, that Mefllcurs de H’urenne and L/uxemhurgh are coming to¬ 
wards us as faft as they can ; and that there will be 55000 effective Men, 
very fuddcnly in this Country j a Force fufficient (as tliey fay) to bal- 
lancc all that which the Confederates pretend to make againll them : 
And they add, that there cannot be a more pregnant Evidence of the 
Moft Chriftian King’s Care and Concern for the Elector, than that he 
forlakes all his Conquefts upon the Matter in the united Provinces, in 
order to make up an Army fufficient to relieve him. 

But we could never perceive their Excellencies to give any Reafon, 
why M. de ‘Tttrenne comes on no fafter ^ nor any Account how it is 
crune to pafs, that the Imperial Army hath thus far got tlic Hart of 
him ; nor indeed are we able, with all the little Reflexion we can 
make upon that Condudt, to attribute it to any Thing, but cither that 
he finds not his Troops equal to thofe of the Imperial Army, (which 
the greater Part tliat here pretend to know both Armies, are confident 
enough to give out) or elle that M. de Turenne having (as fome 
while fince we had tlie Honour to intimate to your Lordlhip) Arid Or¬ 
ders from Court, to be fure to ftand between the Imperialijis and the 
Countries of Lorain and Alfatia^ and to cover them, whatfoever became 
of the Thine Side, from becoming Winter Qiiarters to the Enemy : M. 
de Montecuciili made fo many falfe Marches that Way, and fometimes 
alfo toward T'rc'vcs, in Order to befiege it, as was once given out, and 
really believed at the Court of France i that lie gain’d Time cnougli 
to polTcfs himfelf of the Thine Side, while the French Army marclied 
backwards and forwards under thefe Amufements, and that no Body 
did believe it waS pofllble for him to march his Army (as he did) through 
the SpeJJart^ whereby he gained diredlly to Franckfort^ and fo to May- 
ence^ and hither, by an eafy Conveyance for his Foot by Water: But 
we find the French Ambalfadors avoiding, upon all Occalions, to hear 
any Difeourfe or Opinion given upon this Subject; covering all (as well 
they may) with the great Abilities of M. de T^urenne^ and the almoft 
Impolf bility of his doing any Thing that were not Hill for the bell in 
the ]6nd. 

This wc take the Liberty to mention to your Lordlliip, becaule 
that M. de T^tircitnes, Conduct Humbles our two Allies here, as think¬ 
ing thcmlMvcs and their Countries to have been facrificed in this Point, 
to the Safety and Protedlion of Lorain^ Alfatia^ and the Frontiers ot 
France. 

When the French Ambalfadors do tell Prince tVidiam, that their 
Mailer is at the great Charge of Thirty two Thoufand Crowns per 
Month in Sublidics (which have been hitherto conftantly paid) to 
this Eledlor j the Prince briskly replies, that if the EleiSlor might come 
to a Liquidation, and an Account with the Frenr^Jb upon that Point, 
it would appear, they have drawn fo much of Conttibution out of his 
Country of Liege, and’^given fo much of Damage t® his Subjedls there, 
where i that,* upon the Ballance of the Account, it vtould 
^ Y 2 I appear. 
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appear the French Subfidies have been paid him out of his own Rc- 
vSues’j and that there would be more in Arrear to the Eledor at the 
Foot of fuch un Account, than can be pretended to have been paid him 

bv Way of Subfidy. „ , , 

The French Ambafladors finding the Bifhop of Stt citshu\ 
cafy at KeyfcT'wncrt^ where he now is j and, as they fay, dec.aiing to 
Prince William in his Letters, a great Defirc to come to a feparato Ac¬ 
commodation j and finding this Lienor not only very timcrous in lius own 
Complexion, but in the Hands of fuch Minifters and Scrviuits, as may 
be conquer’d (Prince William only excepted) with low Ends, and little 
Temptations; do judge it to be in a Manner impolkblc to keep this Lienor 
from making his Peace fcparatcly with the Imf criahfis^ unkfs he may 
be perfwaded to remove himfclf fpecdily out of this City ; for belidcs 
that they, the French Ambalfadors, and w^c, have been hitherto refufed 
the Liberty of giving him any Vifit, it is certain, that M. de Lyjo/a has 
as eafy a Conveyance as himfelf can tvifli, of all Addrefles and Propoflils 
to him on that Side; belidcs that, it is credibly reported, M. dc Montc- 
CUCuU intends to vifit him in Perfon, and to oficr at the Execution of 
the Commiflion, (which, as it is given out, he hath from the Emperor) 
to treat and conclude all Affairs w ith the Elcaur. 

The French Ambalfadors do further obferve, that their Chapter docs 
prefs, that their Offices and Mediation with the imperialijis may be 
accepted of; and the States of the Elcdorate are more than importu¬ 
nate in their Protellations againft the Elcdor and his Proceedings: 
So that, upon the whole Matter, the French Ambalfadors do complain, 
they cannot look upon their Affair with the Elcaor in any Safety, un- 
Icfs he rcfolve to leave this Place ; they have mentioned Maejlricht^ as 
a Place fafe and proper for his Retreat. To this Prince William an- 
fwers, that it is an unreafonable Thing to exped the Eleiftor lliould not 
hearken to an Accommodation, provided it be fuch a one as lhall not 
violate the prefent Treaty he is engag’d in to the two Kings, fince he 
hath not a Foot of L.and that he is Mailer of, in his owm Electorate, 
nor a Penny of Money to buy him Bread, but w hat Prince WWiam 
fupplics him with; much lefs hath he wherewithal to pay the Troops 
in Ids Service, or to provide for the Defence or Recovery of his Lllates. 

We havc'llill obferved Prince William^ to prefs carneftly for a 
prefent Supply of Money, in all liis Difeourfes with the French Arabaf- 
fadors, as acknowledging that he had made fome late Addrefles to the 
F-cnch Court by the Order and in the Name of the Elcaor ; w herein 
he doth propofe, that if the Moll Chriftian King do expert that he 
(their Elcdtor) fliall Hill refufc the Accommodation offer’d hiVii, he 
mull have tlirec Things forthwith granted and confirm’d to him by a 
new Treaty j frfi is. An Allowance of 15000 Crow ns per Month, 
for the Support of his Perfon during this Diftrefs, in which h« doth not, 
nor cannot draw any Supply from his own Eftates : The fecond Thing is. 
The French Armies fliall forthwith Attempt the Recovering of ^onne^ 
and refettle him in it: The Thing is. That befidcs the 32000 

Crowns per Month now paid him, the King would make an additiqtuil 
Supply, proportionable to the prefent Necefllties the Elector is under, 
in order to recover this, knd to defend his other Countries by Troops 
and Garrifons. 

This is the 0\{crture the Bleftor hath made fince his coming into 
thefe Streights, tol the Mod Chriftian King; There is another Over¬ 
ture,, w hich the Chapter hath laid before the Elcaor to delibcrat^,.”nn£T. 
promiling their Offices with the Tmperiat liixnx^^xs, if the Elo^.or lhall 
* ‘ plcafc 
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pleafc to approve of their Propofitions, which arc to this liffedi; 

That the Jbledtor ihall rccal all his Troops, that arc now in the yreitd: 
Service, and fufl'er no French to be in his Garrifons cr Countrici. Se¬ 
condly^ That he fliall not adl any Thing ^ainft the Emperor, but fuffer 
him to put Garrifons of his own, into lomc of the Elector’s Places ■: 
only thole Garrifons to make Oath to the Eledtor, they ■will obferve a 
Neutrality as to the Emperor and France. Thirdfy, That there fliall 
be a Celfation of Arms between him and the F)utc/\ only the Places 
that he is pofl'clfcd of in Ot'cr-Tpell^ lhall remain as they new Hand gar 
riff)n’d in the Eledtor’s Hands, in depojito^ till a Peace be made between 
the F)utch and him, by a particular Mediation, and afterwards by an 
Inclulion in tlie general Peace. 

Thhse Propolitions lying before the Eledlor, he fent Ih ince U’i/liam 
on JVednefday^ to defire the Opinion and Advices of tlie Alcdiators upon 
them : The Mediators Anfwcr was to this Etfedt, that having con- 
Itder’d their Inftrudtions, they did not find they had Power to give any 
Opinion upon feparate Treaties, whereto they w ere no Parties j that as 
to a Celfation or Arms, which is the laft Article, as they had had In- 
ftrudlions to demand it from the Eledtor, as well as from the relt of the 
Parties, fo they would be glad to promote it, and to have it enlarged 
from a Particular one in his Cafe, to a general one between all the 
Parties in War ; and that in Order thereto, they would take tliis Occa- 
lion, and forthwith apply thcmfclves to the feveral Parties, and endea¬ 
vour to make that Celfation general, w'hich, in this Propofal, was 
intended with one Party only, and for the Eledtor’s Countries, and no 
other. 

•Ha VT^’G thus anfwered Princethey, the Mediators, applied 
thcmfclves forthwith to the French Ambalfadors, for their Confent to a 
general Celfation : The French Ambalfadors anfw'crcd, they could do 
nothing till they had firft fpoken with us : The Mediators having menti¬ 
oned to them the Declaration We had made about a Month ago, (in 
• Ahrtite of )our Lordfliip’s Letter of the id oi OSdoher) that the King 
our Mailer would confent to a Celfation, provided it were confilknt 
w ith the Affairs of France^ and therefore that his Majefty referr’d him- 
felf to tlie Moll Chriltian King for that Affair } and that he conlenting, 
his Majefty did the like. 

Thf French Ambalfadors taking the Pains to fpeak with us upon 
this Errand, were plealed to produce an Original Letter from the King 
their Mailer of the 9 tb Current, and to read to us feveral Claufes of 
Diredtion to them upon that Subjedl: Firji^ The King took notice of 
the Cotjimunication we had given them of his Majefty’s Willingnefs to 
confent to a Celfation, provided the Moll Chriftian King were of the 
fame Judgment: and then. Secondly diredted them, the Ambalfadors, 
to declare his Confent likew'ifc, provided the Celfation had no further 
Day thad the laft of Aprili and wdlliing theiri to value it to the Medi¬ 
ators as a pure Deference that the King hath for their Judgments, he 
havjng no greater Motive to confent to a Celfation, than that their 
^Mailer and they did fo earneftly dcfire it j but he charged them with- 
all* .before lie ihould make any mention of this Affair, they Ihould be 
fure to fpeak wfith us, and to inform themfelves, whether we found our- 
felves fufficiently impower’d to concur with them in this Declaration j and 
. if not, that they would give Time to fend to our Mailer, and they in the 
Interim not to declare themfelves in the leaft. One IT ing more he added, 
that they Ihould not at this Time proceed to any Debate of the Terms 
.-iWi 4 *C^ditions upon whibh this Celfation w*as to proceed, and that.thcy 
^ ‘. Ihould 
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ihould do no more but, in Concert with us, notify to the Mediators 
their Mailer’s Confent in the general. 

They and we having debated and concluded this Affair, went 
yefterday to declare the Confent of our Mailers refpedively to this 
CelTation j adding, as we did, that in the Circumllancc of Time to 
make this Declaration in, we had rcfolved to yield to the Earncllncfs 
of the Mediators, and to facrificc that Point of Difcrction (which fliould 
have lead us to forbear this Declaration, till the two Armies of France 
were come nearer together, and more in a Pollute to give feme Check 
to the SuccclTcs fo much boalted of by the other Side; which, the 
Trench AmbalTadors faid, they doubted not, would be within 8 or lo 
Days at furthell.) 

This was a particular Conlideration we had had in Debatej and the 
finglc Effedl, that we hoped from declaring the Confent of our Mailer’s 
in this Junfture, was, the Hopping the Elector from giving up himfelf im¬ 
mediately to a particular Treaty, \\ hen the Mediators ihould reprefent 
to hini, how impoffible it was to compafs that End, he flatters himfelf 
withal, of refeuing his Country from the prefent Wall and Ruin, unlefs 
the CelTation would become general j lince the Trench will be furc (as 
foon as the Elcdor lhall break off from them by the Neutrality and 
particular CelTation propofed) to attack the Imperialijis^ whcrcver*tbcy 
find them in this Country, and to fpare the EJedtor’s Subje6ls as little 
as the Imperialijls now do thofe that pretend to be Neuters in this 
Quarrel. We are not without Hopes like wife, but that the Confent of 
our Mailers to the CelTation at this Time, may have a good Influence 
upon the prefent Deliberations of Sweden ; for lince it is more than pro¬ 
bable that the F^utch and their Confederates will refufe the CelTati^pn, 
while they fwim down this prefent Stream, the King of Sweden having 
already declared in his Letters to the two Kings, that he will repute 
tliat Party to be an Enemy to Peace {pro oJb)'e Tads, is the Word he 
ufes) that lliall obllinately refufe the CelTation, he will have one Motive 
more to bring him into Adlion againll them. 

What Effoft this W’ill have upon the Electors Councils or Affairs, 
we arc not able as yet to judge j only we find that the Mediators, as 
foon as ever they tvere put into the Polfcllion of this Confent, in the 
Behalf of the two Kings and the Bifliop of Mtinjier, did write a Letter 
to the F)ntcb AmbalTadors lall Night, to defire their Confent to a ge¬ 
neral Cellation : We cannot hope to give your Lordfhip (by this Poll) 
an Account of any Anfwcr they may have had lince. We are told, 
tlic 'Dutch Amballadors are now in the General’s Quarters, which are yet 
at Tonne j and fo are the Imperial and Spanijh Minillcrs likewife. 

As to the Propofals abovementioned, which the Chapter Bad laid 
before the Eteftor, we, as well as the Mediators, w'ere frequently 
moved by Prince William, and by other Minillers of the Eledor, to give 
our Judgment and Advice upon them wre thought it our Duty to tell 
them in all Plainncfs, that we could not tliink thofe Propofals capable 
of being reconciled with the Treaties now in Force, between the two 
Kings and the Eleilor; nor with the Protellations which he is faiJl to - 
make upon all Occafions, that he will never enter into any Accorpmo-^ 
dations that lhall be prejudicial to his Honour and Engagements to the 
two Kings j for we made it appear unto them, that the Neutrality pre¬ 
tended, is a direft Contradiftion to the League offenfive and defenfive 
now in Force j and that the revoking of his Troops from the Service of 
France, is a pcrf|i6l Violation of his prefent Engagements. And w c 
prefled with all E 4 rncftncfs, that he and his Minillers w'ould be 

* f ^ to 
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to confider, how far they would be from rclievinj^ themfeivcs by this 
Change j lince the Kledlor and his Countries would be put iijto the 
Hand of an lincniy newly reconciled ,• and that the Frcncby who lias e 
yet loft no Battle, nor met with any Check, will, in 'rime, gj near to 
turn thefe Scales, will have good Ground to make this Country a .Sjar 
of War, in order to drive the Imperialijis out of the LLcUn’o riaccs ; 
which, if tliey do, they will be furc to keep to thcmfelvt s. 

In all the Converfation we have had with Prince 7 // 7 /Vc/w, wc ftill 
found him prelling very earncftly for a prefent Supply of Money to tins 
Eledtor, from the French Ambalfadors; complaining wry nuich, tlrat 
he had received no Anfwer upon the Propofils he had ft-nt to the F', oi-Jj 
Court, for a new Eftablilhment to the hledtor i the liiine that we have 
mentioned in the foregoing Part of this Letter, and fech as iliould be 
fuitable to the prefent Exigency. We thought it our Dut)- to reprefent 
to them, that all Means polTible w^ere to be ufed to prevent this Elettor 
from being taken off, in regard of the vaft Confequences it would have 
upon the whole Alliance; and '^e French Ambafladers, at our inftance, 
did frame themfelves to undertake, that if the Elector Hood firm, he 
ihouid be fatisfied in the new Eftablilhment he dellred of x 5 000 
Crowns/Jcr Month : Prince feemed not to be liitisHed with 

their Promife, unlefs w^e alfo would undertake for the Performance ; 
we told him, that as w'c were not, and could not be inftrucied for tliis 
Incident, fo we durft not undertake a Thing of this Weight of our 
own Heads ; Only, that if it would be any Satisfadtion to him, W;C 
were ready to lay our own Fortunes and Credit (as private Men) at 
Stake, and to engage with, and for tlic French Amballadors, that the 
hrft Month’s Eftabliftiment fhould be actually made good to the Elector, 
ii? that i’roportioii that the French Ambaffadors flaould promil'c, and he 
accept. 

Thus far wc thought it our Duty to offer ourfelves, and our little 
Fortunes, rather than fufter the Pretence of wanting a prefent Supph’, 
to make it pardonable for the Elector to break off from the prefent 
Alliance; to lliew an ill Example to Munfter ; and to endanger all the 
intcreft and Footing that the common Caufe againft the ^Juteb hath 
at this firefcnt in the Empire. 

W E fend your Lwdfhip a Copy (communicated to us by the French 
Amballadors) of the lall Treaty between the Emperor and the 'Dutch. 
Wc arc, (sec-

M. ‘Petit will fupply, or rather anticipate that Defedt, by delivering 
this (that W’C now take Leave to fend) before that other an'ivc.

My Lord, 

O UR. laft to your Lordlliip was of the .ffMnftant, hy 'Mr. Petit 
the Exprefs, who parted hence the next Day, together with Co¬ 
pies of our fcvcral Difpatches, fince that Mr. Fairfax carried with him, 
of the ^7^“. The principal Occafion of our laft, w as to give your Lord- 
Ihip an Account, a little more at length, of the great Diftradtion we 
found this Elcdlor in, upon the unejmedted Defcent of the ImpericUiJiSy 
their Conjundtion with the Prince of Orange's Troops, and the imme¬ 
diate Ruin they threatned him and his Country, unlcfs he would forth¬ 
with reconcile himfelf to the Emperor, by a feparate Accommodation. 
Wc found the Terror fo great upon him at that Time, that we were 
much afraid wc fhould not be able, by all we could do, to keep him 
right thus long ; but hitherto, w'ith much ado, we have done it i and, 
wc liope, his Fear lelTening by Time, and in Mcafure, as he fees the 
Danger go further off from his Perfon, by the drawing off of the Erie- 
tu)'s "^iVoops, and the Hopes w c endeavour to give him of a fpeedy 
Succour ; wc may be able finally to preferve him in the Alliance, efpe- 
cialJy if there come in I'imc a fatisfadlory Anfwer from the Court of 
France^ to the late Proportion made by Prince William^ on the Behalf 
of the Elcdtor, for fome additional Subfidies, as well for the Entertain¬ 
ment of liis Perfon, as for the Subfiftcnce of his Troops, in Conlidera- 
tion of the great Ruin brought upon his Countries and his Revenues, 
by the Marches, Quarterings, and Contributions occalion’d by the 
Armies of France j beyond w’hat was intended or forefeen in the I’reaty 
betw cell that Crown and the Elc(ftor, and in fcvcral Particulars, even 
contrary to what was there promifed by France. A prefent and erfc6fual 
•Satisfaction in this Point of additional Sublidies, we have Reafon to 
believe, would go far with Prince and the other Minifters of the 

Elcd( r, towards the final fccuring him to us,- altho’,-to do him*right, 
wc have found Prince William extreamly zealous and concerned in 
thi.s Occalicn, to juftify liimfclf and the Sincerity of his Services to the 
Alliance, and indeed he hath done it with great Induftry and.Addrefs. 

In our laft, wc acquainted your Lordfliip with a kind of a Projeft 
the Chapter had offer’d to the Eledlor, as the Conditions they would 
ndvife him to accept an Accommodation upon with the Emperor: The 
French Ambaffadors and we have (as your Lordfliip will ha^e feen ,in f 
that Difpatch) combated that Projedt before VtXnce William, and‘one 
Vidman, a Principal Officer and Man of Bufinefs about the Eledlor, 
tvith what Arguments wc could, as being, on the one Hand, diredly 
contrary to the Tcyms of the Alliance which the Eledor now ftands en¬ 
gaged in with th^two Kings our Mafters; and, on the other Hand, as 
not being in any Degree fuch, as would give .the Elcdlor any of that

Eafc and Deliverance (that he propofed to himfclf) from the Dilirif) 
he finds hirafelf in. We have not fince that Time heard any 'J'hiiig 
more of that Proje<a:, nor of any further Progrefs it has had ,• and bv 
the Calm we find about the Elector thefe two or three laft Davs, we 
begin to hope the worft is paft on that Side. In tlie mean time, our 
Allies cannot but think long that M. de Ttirennc advances not nearer, 
and that they have not much more News of .M. de Jjiixcmbur^h.^ who, in 
cafe he Ihould not be in Condition to make fomc kind of Stand to that 
Part of the Confederate Army, which is now drawing down towards 
the Bottom of the Eletitoratc, but that they have the Time and Oppor¬ 
tunity of making themfelvcs Mafters of Nuys; we find by the Miiu- 
fters of this Elector, of the Biihop of Mtinfier^ and other Neighbouring 
Princes, that they will look upon the taking of that Port, as a very 
great Blow to the common Interefts in thefe Parts, and fuch as wiii 
not cafily be recovered. 

W E cannot yet learn certainly, w'hcthcr that be any Part of the 
Enemy’s Dcfign at this Time, conlidcring the Scafon in which \\c are, 
and that, as we arc told, their Troops have need enough of Kelt and 
good Quarters ; for tlie prefent they are divided into feveral Bodies: 
The Prince of Orange with one, is marched a little to the left Hand 
toward ynlicrs\ another Body of 4000 is ordered, as we are told, up 
higher towards 7 L,/V^c-Sidc and a third keeps in the Plcitorate, more 
to the right Hand towards Nuys i M. de Monte cue tiH remaining himfelf 
If ill at jionne^ a little indifpofed; fo us it does not yet appear, what 
their next Dcfign is ; and we are afl'ured by thofe that pretend to have 
informed thcmfclves with Care of their Numbers, now at their riling 
from before "Bonne^ that both Armies, i. c. Montccnculi and Prince of 
Oran^c^ do not make above 30000 Men effective, contrary much to what 
hath been hitherto believed of them ; the T*rince’s Army ne t exceeding 
at the molt 6000 Men, of which the Foot, being about 2000, arc, tlicy 
ft)', molf miferable Creatures, generally all Boys, and not a Sword 
to every 8//; or 10//i Man : His Horfe is indifferent good, 'fhe Impe- 
rialijis are faid to be exceeding good Troops, cfpecially the Horfe, but 
not to exceed above 24 or 25000 Men in the wlioie : We arc allured 
by all Hands, there are already great Dilfatisfac'tions between thetw.i 
Generals; the Prince of Orange liaving r eceived feveral Mortifications 
from Montcctiai/i^ elpeciaily in the Bulinefs of the yielding up of 'Bonne^ 
which the Prince pretended ought, of Right, to have yielded to him, 

as having had his Attack the moll advanc'd j and indeed, the only one 

that had brought the Place to any Strefs. 

S A’tuRu AY the Inftant, the Mediators made us a Vilit, to com¬ 
municate to us the Anfiver they had received from the Ambafia- 

dors, to their Papers of the 6ih and 9th Infant, a Copy of whicli we 
fend your J.ordfliip here incloled ; all the Mediators fiid to us upon it 
was, that they could not well tell what to make of it, there were fo 
many I'hings unfairly faid in it, feveral miftaken Allegations in jMattcr 
L oPFadt, and the whole Turn of it look’d fo odd, they could not tell 

• Wiligt to think of it. All that w’c can yet conclude from that, and 

other Obfervations of their Carriage, and Difeourfe of the Tytitch Am- 
balfadors, is, that they refolvc finally to infill on the Matter of Xjcraln^ 
and that they are not like to admit of the general Sufpcnlion of Arms. 
And as to this laft Point, we were told yefterday w Stradt[man^ the 
Duke of NciaburglS^ Miniftcr in this Town, tliat as well the Count de 
_JM!jUtcxttcnliy (with whom it leems he had been to complain of thi’j^^rcat 
Diford'S'iii- committed by the Confederate Troops in his Mailer’s 'J'eirito- 

Z ries^ 
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rics) as the Baron de Lyfola^ had defired him to recommend exprefly to 
the Duke his Maftcr, to oppofc, as well the Matter of a general Suf- 
penfion, as the X’;Vrj-Party endeavoured to be formed in the Empire, 
as 'filings in no Sort agreeable to the Mind of the Emperor. 

I'his Day M. d one of tlic Ambafladors, parts hence 

for tlic Hague, having received an Account of his l.ady’s being dangc- 
roufiy ill; Whether any other of tlie Ambalfadots will follow (as was 
heretofore given out of Sccrni/ug) or ncit, is. not faid. Among other 
Things, at our taking Leave of liini lalt Night, talking of our prefent 
Afi'airs, he told us very plainly, in the hearing of fcvcral Perfons, upon 
the Point of the Flag,* that they would not acknowledge it to be our 
Right j that indeed they were ivilling to agree, that for the future all 
their Ships fliould flrike, but never to own, that it fliould be done 
as of Right to us ,• only bccaufe the King infilled upon it, and for 
Peace Sake, they would agree to do the Thing, as a Kefpedt they had 
a jMind to pay the King, and bccaufe liis Majefly finally infilled upon 
it. And this he faid in very plain 'Ferms more tlian once, in the hear¬ 
ing of all the C.'ompany ,• w hich Ihew’s fufficiently (we think) to all the 
World, and particularly our own People at Home, how far thefe Peqpla 
Hill are, from any Difpofition of doing his Majelly right, even after all 
the Extremities they have been yet brought to futfer. 

As we were doling this, with acknowledging your I.ordfliip’s of the 
z-;ib pall, we received by Mr. !Barn the Exprcls, that of the of 
JSloc'i'raher, w ith an Account of his Majelly's having prorogu’d the Parlia¬ 
ment till the jtb of yannary next, which w'ill be a's furprizing News 
on this Side, as jour l.ordlliip obferves it was unexpedted at Home* 
We hope it will plcafc Clod, according to that good Providence that 
hatli fo eminently all along watch’d over his Majelly’s Perfon and Af¬ 
fairs, to turn all 'J hings to the bell, for the Advantage of his Majelly, 
and of his Service ; aud to deliver him at laft with Honour, out of all 
the Inti’icacies thefe infolent and implacable Enemies endeavour to en¬ 
tangle the King and his Clovernment in. 

W I- fliall not fail, as your l,ordlEiip is pleafed to command us, to 
reprefent to the Treiich Ambalfadors here, how ncccflary it is to the 
Aliairs of the King our Alaftcr, to have afpeedy Peace, if it be polfiblcj 
and yet at tlie fame Time to take what Care we can, that our Enemies, 
upon this lall unexpedted Incident of the proroguing of the Parliament, 
do not bring our Adairs into further Difcredit with the World ; which 
moll certainly they will make it their Bulinefs to do, with all the ma¬ 
licious Arts they can. W^c are,

1 ' N our laft that we had the Honour to write to your Lordfhip; 
jI. which was of the by the Ordinary, a Duplicate whereof goes 
ht revvith inclofed, we gave your Lordlhip an Account of what had 
palled between M. d Odyike and us, as we took our Leave the Night 
before at his Houfe i on W^dnefday Morning he did us the Favour to 
l)id us adieu before he took Boat to go down xhoKhinc ; and being then 
very lull with the News of proroguing the Parliament, and wi^. 
Hopes (he faid) there w^ere that JEngJaud would come to a leparate 

Peace, 
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Peace, he, after that familiar Way he hath been ufed to converfe with 
us, was pleas’d to enlarge himfelf (but with fcvcral Intimations, that 
he did it in extream Confidence, and beyond his Commiflion) upon the 
fcvcral Points of his Majefty’s XJltimattim. 

He began with the Flag, and faid, his Majefty fliould have all the 
Refpeit he demanded, even that their whole Fleets fhould ftrike to any 
one finglc Ship of his Majefty’s ; but that they, the T^tttchy would be 
cxcufed from making any exprefs Recognition of the Point of Right 
in the Treaty, he alledging it to be an abundant Courteiie in tliem to 
have admitted the Words Maria Hritannica^ as they have done, into all 
their Treaties, while the trench could not be brought to ufe that 
Word ^ritannica^ but inftcad of it have the Words Maria proxima^ in 
their I'reaty of jhreda. 

One or two Things he did hint at, on this Point, which we had not 
obferved to fall from him in former Converfations : 'i'hc one w as, that 
they were willing, for greater Refpedt Sake, to ftrike to the King's 
Flag all the World over, in the manner delircd, without limitation or 
DiftinCtion of Places : This, wc told him, we did not underhand to 
be the King’s Delire, and being they were pleafed to be more liberal 
than 'We dclired, or expected they ftiould be, wc had Reafon to look 
upon the Ofter they made, as fufpicious in the C-'onfequcnce ,• for it may 
be fufpected as a Dclign to render the fpecial Right that w e arc now 
poflefied of in the ^ritijfy Seas lefs certain, and lefs clear and evident 
in future Ages j iince the if they lliall he of the Mind at any 

Time hereafter, to refufe us the Compliment of ftriking all the World 
over, will have a fpecious Plea to chicane upon, viz. that we, in ac- 
cef^ing of that Novelty, in lieu of the ancient Prerogative in tlKl'e 
^Seas, lirall have extinguifhed that Right, whereof we had immemorial 
Pofielfion j and have nothing left but to maintain ourfelves in this new 
Purchafe as long as wc can : Another Thing was, in his arguing againft 
Recognition of our Right and PoftelTion, which we delircd might be 
•couch d in the Article j he faid, it was unrcafonable to delire or expect 
that they, tlie thitch^ ftiould be urged to make a Declaration of that 
Right, wherein they Iiad neither Share nor Benefit j but, on the contra¬ 
ry, a Burthen derived from it; but feemed to fay, the alledging of our 
1 ‘retenlions might be permitted to us more tolerably, than exacted from 
them hy way of Acknowledgment. This gave us an Occalion to rcliect 
upon an Expedient, lately difeourfed of to us by lA. tbrenjlicn, as if 
it were not iinpoillblc to bring the T)utch to an Article, that ftiould 
have in it a ^Prcfacc^ and a jrbereas^ deducing what we dclir’d as the 
Prcteiifton of one Side only ; but that in the dilpoiitive Part of the Ar¬ 
ticle, the Dutch Ihould be bound to do and obferve the Things llipu- 
latcd, w ithout any further enlarging into the Particulars alledged or pre¬ 
tended in the Preface : We did not think fit (nor indeed had Al. d' 
Odyike Time) to engage in the Difculfion of a Thing, that was but 
obfcurcly hinted to us : Wc faid, liis Majefty defired no more, than to 
preserve this Riglit of his Crown entire, as it w^as tranfmitted to him 
\ by his Anceftors ; and to take off thofe falfe GlolTcs, and new Cavils, 
w fiith M. dc Wit had invented upon the Article of Sreda^ and upon the 
ancient Ufage, in thofe Letters and Inftruftions which he fent to all the 
Courts of Chrijiendomy in order to juftify the Affront given to his Ma- 
* jefty’s Yacht before this W^ar, 

From this Article of the Flag, he paffed next to that of Com¬ 
merce, and faid, they, t^ Duteb^ w'ould give us the Explanation we 
"deiifed-^bout Places bclicg’d or block’d up in t\\c Indies i and alfo^tliat 

' 1 i they 
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they would oblige themlelves not to make any more fuch Treaties, as 
that with the King of Mact^ar, to our Exclofk>n, as long as they 
Ihould be at Peace with us in Eftr^e: But fw the Matter of not 
building Forts upon Paflages, and railing thofe they have already built, 
it muft not, he faid, be expefted from them j fince fuch Acquifitions 
arc nevea: without vail Expences, and the Recoinpence they have is, to 
preferve the Trade of fuch Places from the Invafion of others ; Nor 
will they fuffer us (which was the fourth and our laft Branch of the Article 
of Commerce) to trade with any People, where they lhall come before us, 
and contrail for the whole Commodity j the Remedy againll the Seller, 
who doth not make good his Contrail, being not fufficient, as ho faid, 
in their Cafe : Where they have once contradled, they will not fuffer 
us to cheapen or intermeddle. 

^'HE Matter of the Fifliery he palled over with a Railery, tho’ he 
had been not long fince Ihewn an Original of King Jantes % Expollu- 
lation with the *Dti1cb^ in the Year 1618; w-hcrcin the States did not 
in the Icall difputc the King’s Right, but only in Regard of the Dan¬ 
ger and Confulion their Country then w^as in, from the JjK'eJiein Party, 
dcllred a little Refpite, and promiled, that as loon as their Affairs w'cre 
in any Mcafurc fettled, they would come to an Adjullmcnt with the 
King upon his Demands: He had been Ihewcd likewife another Original, 
whereby it appeared, that the City of Bruges bad fo lately as the Year 
166(5, fued out a Licence for the Filhing Boats of that Town in our 
Seas : But he was not pleafed to be more ferious upon that Argument, 
tlian to fay, that they, the T)ntch, would bait the Herrings (as Men 
do Carpes) to come and feed upon their Coafts j and then they would 
be in Pofleflion of a Liberty to lifli i adding, that then we Ihould filli 
upon their Coafts, without any Interruption. 

The Point about the Million of Money, he palTcd it over likewife 
with a Railcry, as if his Majelly w’anted it not, having fuch abundant 
Supplies out of Erance: Surinam^ he faid, lliould be accorded to us, 
as alfo an Article (as full as w’c can defire it) upon the Matter of 
liibcls and Medals. The Prince of Orange^ he faid, Ihould be all that 
w'^e did contend for, even Stadtholdcr Hereditary to Morrow^, if he 
do but fo much as hold up his Finger, and let the T^uteb underftand, 
ho will accept of it: All this, M v Lord, is but Talk, and fpoken by 
AI. d Odyikcy by which your Lordfliip may judge what Strcls we put 
upon it. 

H A V IN c; thus delivered himfelf upon our principal Points, he w as 
plealed to enlarge upon the prefent Forces and Conjuniflion of the Con¬ 
federates; he did with many great AlTcverations fay, the Prince of 'Orange 
w as no lefs than 14000 ftrong in this Country ; that Count Waldcck 
came with a great Force to joyn him at Venh^ and yet that there arc 
17000 Men left to defend their Country, and to polTels themlelves of 
the Places quitted by France ; upon whofe withdrawing fo uncxpc(fted- 
Jy, he laid many an Emphalis. 

The fame Day, M. Sberwood (who was Minifter to the Bilhop* of 
Mnnfter^ not long fince in England) told us, he had had Audience on 
F’nefday laft from this Eledor, and that he found him not fo unfcttlcd 
as was given out, and indeed might be expeded, as the Cafe now Hands 
with him : He declared himfelf, (as M. Sherwood told us) that he 
was refolv’d to expe(fl for ibme Time with Patience, and to fee what 
France would do in Purfuance of their Treaties,, for his Relief j he did 
declare himfelf likewife to be perfedly fatisficd.in evew Thing w itluihr 
King*our Mailer ; and being told, that wx had lately lent an E:;^refs to 

our 
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our Mafter, to acquaint him with the Elector s prdent Circuinftances^ 
he did own, and feem’d to be well pleafed with the Care and Concmt 
we had endeavoured to fliew upon all Occalions, both of his Perlbn, 
and of his Affairs, fince his firft coming into the prefent Straits j but it 
was an Obfervation that M. Sherwood could not choofc but leave with 
us, that all the Minifters and Confidents about him (Prince WiUiam of 
’Burfiembtirgh only excepted) are ftrongly byafs’d, and full of Wifhes, 
that he wo^d make his Peace with the Emperor, and quit the prelent 
Alliance without any more ado. 

If this Eleftor do Hand firm, and weather out this prefent Storm, 
very much muft be attributed to the Prudence, Vigilance, and good 
Condudt of Prince William ; who hath evidenced not only a great Zeal, 
but alfo very good Abilities, in managing the Councils and Affairs of 
the Elettor in his prefent Difficulties, and in preferving himfelf in Credit 
enough with him, at a Time when the Minillcrs of the oppofite Party 
have made their utmoft Efforts to remove him from the Elcdkor ,• and 
when all the reft of the Eleftor s Minifters and Attendants arc of that 
Byafs and Perfwafion contrary to Prince WiUiam's^ in that they believe 
and judge the Elc<ftor hath no Way to fave himfelf, but by a prefent 
and feparate Accommodation; One Inftance the Prince hath given 
very lately of his dexterous Management, in bringing the Elector to 
make fuch Reflexions and Anfwers upon that Project, whicli the Cha¬ 
pter had given in to him to deliberate upon, as a Means for him to 
put himfelf into a State of Neutrality and a Peace j and as an Oppor¬ 
tunity for them, the Chapter, to ufc their good Offices with the Irnpe- 
rialijis in their IMncc’s Behalf. 

*• This Project is now return’d again from the Elector to the Chapter, 
and the Elector is fo far from declining to enter into an Accommodation 
with the Emperor upon it, as it is now framed and modell’d, that he 
delircs the Emperor’s Anfwer and Refolution upon it j declaring, that 
in Cafe he hath not Satisfaction given him, he will carry it to the Dyet 
of the Empire, and fubmit to their Judgment and Jufticc. Uhe 
Chapter, in this Projed, had, it feems, propofed, that the EleClor fhould 
call back his '^I'roops out of the Service of France, and fliould forbear 
to carry on the War any further againft the HoUandei's, for that they 
now are Allies in the ftriCteft Confederation with the Emperor j but it 
being a ’I hing not to be denied, that the Alliance of the Emperor is 
fubfequent in 'I'ime to the Breach between the EleClor and them, the 
Elector conceives himfelf well founded to carry on Holland, 

vv ithout Offence of the Emperor: Nay, he hopes to have right done 
him'by the Empire ; in that the Empire having long ago declared, that 
tlie Hollanders have ufurp’d upon this Elector and his Predcccflors, and 
having further ufed all Inftances, Offices, and Means, that a Dyet of 
the Empij^c can ufo in the Behalf of fuch a Member of it ,• and that the 
iileCtor having not enter’d into this W^r againft Holland, till all thole 
Inftances and Offices of the Empire had proved altogether fruitlefs and 
ineffectual j the Emperor ought not (the Conftitutions of the Empire, 
and the Peace of Munjier being confidered) to have allied himfelf 
with Strangers, againft an EleClor and Prince of the Empire, prol^uting 
his own Rights j and thofe lying within the Bounds of the Empire, 
and declared by the Empire to be his Rights and alfo Reparation hav¬ 
ing been demanded by the Empire in his Behalf, but abfolutely refufed 
him ; in which Cafe it was lawful for the EleClor to League himfelf, 
^ajad to joyn his I'orces with any Princes, to recover thofe Rights jvithitt 
the Ernpire, violently detain’d from him and his Predeceffors ,* but that 
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it was an abfalute In&aAion of the Conftifutions of the Empire, for 
the Emperor to ally himfelf againft this Elcftor, in Aid and Support of 
thofc, who ufurped upon him within the Body of the Empire: So that 
the Projed of the Chapter cannot reafonably be refufed, if they pre¬ 
tend to intermeddle in the Affair; on the other Side, as it will certainly 
be refufed by the Imferialijlsy fo it will be Matter of Juftification to 
this Eleftor, and further a Ground of Complaint at a Dyet of the 
Empire. And indeed, the Cardinal of who affects much to med¬ 
dle, as a Reconciler in this Elector s Affairs, (in Hopes of making his 
Way caficr to the Coadjutorate one Day) finds himfelf embarial!s’d,''an J 
perfcdly at a Lofs, when he treats with Prince Williani for bringin<»- 
this Eledor to a feparate Accommodation. ^ 

Yesterday in the Evening, the Arabafladors flicwed us an 
Original I-ctter of their King to this Elcdor, wherein the King tells 
him, that as foon as ever he heard of the Harrafs that liis Country was 
like to be expofed to, by the Conjunction of the Imperial and Ncthcr- 
land Forces in it, he had commanded M. de Lnxcmbnrgh to do all he 
could pofllbly for its Prefervation and Relief; and by the feveral Orders 
he had given to the Vifeount de T’ltrcme^ and Duke dc Luxembturhy 
it will, it fays, appear, that he hath all the Concern and Care poflibfy 
of his Safety and Satisfaction, and w ill give him all the Marks he can 
of the Friendfhip and Efteem he hath for his Perfon ; for further l^arti- 
culars, he refers himfelf to liis Plenipotentiaries here upon the Place • 
defiring that all Credit may be given to what they fliall tell him, iii 
the King their Maftefs Name. ’ 

What they, the French Ambafladors, have to anfwer upon the 
Elector’s Propofal, for an additional Subfidy of 15000 Crowms per Month, 
for the Support of his Perfon, and for a further Supply for the preferv- 
ing and recovering of liis Eftates, we have not yet heard from them 
(their I.cttcrs being not, when we fpake with them, out of Cypher) any 
more, but tliat they have a Bill of Exchange for 12000 Crowms for him. 
But we hear no News of M. I’urenne’s marching this W'ay, himfelf being 
Ifill about Creiitjhacbj and having font his Copper Boats back again to 
Bhilipsbnrgh i nor is there any Thing faid of M. dc Lnxcmk!!gh\ 
advance nearer than Khincberg this Way, which is ftill Matter of more 
"Wonder and DiflatisfaCtion to the Alliance on this Side, 

The French Ambafladors do now own, their Mailer will confent to 
a Fiers Party, for the better Countenance of this Mediation : We wifli 
heartily it be not too late; and that thofe from whom much might 
have been hoped two Months ago, may not be now^ too frr engaged 
within the Intcrefts, or under the Awc of the Emperor: 'J'hcy do fur¬ 
ther fay, the King their Maftcr will be content there fliall be an Ar¬ 
ticle inferted in this Treaty, whereby the whole Affair of Lorain fliall 
be referr’d to Arbitrage, and the Decifion of Arbitrators fliall Ik binding 
to his Majefty in Virtue of this I'reaty. 

I.A ST Night the Mediators told us of a Letter w'hich the Dutch 
Ambafladors had writ to them, which alarm’d them very much ; the^ 
did not fhew it then to us, but faid, they would come and communicgjw 
upon it wflth us in Form: It confilted of two Points; the one was an 
E.xpoftulation with them, the Mediators, upon that Paflfage in my Lord 
Chancellor’s Speech, wherein his Lordfliip tells the J.ords and Com¬ 
mons, — “ That his Majefty’s Condefcenlion at this Treaty had been 
“ fo great, that the very Mediators have declared, they were not rea- 
“ fonably to be refufed.” The other Point was, that they defired JVt 
Sparr andM. Ebrcnfieen to own, that they in their Paflage-through 

Holland 
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Holland laft Year, had declared to the States General, that they would 
never give Way to thofe Prctcnlions of Dominion, which his Majelly 
lays Claim to in the ’Britijh Seas ,• but that all the Maritime Puilfanccs, 
and particularly the King of Sweden their Mailer, would (as they w^ere 
very well aflured) oppole thofe Prctcnlions. To this laft Point, M. 
Sparr told us, he could very truly and juftly give them the T)ementir : 
As to the Palfagc in my Lord Chancellor’s Speech, they were conteht 
we Ihould give our Reflexions and AlTtftances to tliem upon it, when 
they Ihould come to romraunicatc w ith us upon the I^etter itfelf, and 
then we hope to be provided for their Satisfaction, and your Lordlhip’s: 
In the interim, their Dpinion w'^as, tliat they delign hereby to pick a 
Qiiarrel with the Mediation, and to blacken it, if they can, with Par¬ 
tiality. 

For News, w^e have no more, but that Lcichiictch, a little Town 
in tliis LlcCtorate, is taken in by the Confederates; and there is the 
like Report of Kerpen^ but not fo certain : Nays has a Garrifon in it 
of 4500 Foot, and 500 Horfc, Siud Keyfaerwacrt is well provided. ’Tis 
taken for a certain Truth here, that M. de Montecuculi returns fuddenly 
for Vienna^ and leaves the Army under the Conduit of M. ^Bonrnon'Z'ilfc^ 
whith fo much diflatisfies the Generality of the Officers, that a conlide- 
rable Difperlion will probably follow. The Opinion they have of his 
Temper, (which is very prompt) and of his Abilities for this Poll, be¬ 
ing nothing advantageous. We have no Certainty to relate of the 
Conjunction now cnaiting between the Count dc Monterey and Count 
Wcildcck. Some fay, they delign to enter into France. 'I'he French 
Ambailadors juft now' received Letters, that the King of ‘Poland is fo 
difngcroLilly ill, as to have received Lxtream Unition. AN'e are, (jc.

I N the Ciilofe of our laft, which was of the Inftant, by the 
Ordinary of that Day, whereof w'e herew'ith fend your I.ordihip a 
Duplicatej We gave your l.ordfliip an Account of a J^etter the. Me¬ 
diators had received from the F)utch Ambailadors, upon Oecalion of 
that Palfage in my Lord Chancellor’s Speech, at the Opening of the 
late Sellion of Parliament, where he tells the Two Moufes, That 
“ His**Majefty’s Condefcenlions at this 'I'reaty had been fo great, 
“■ that the very Mediators had declared they were not rcafonablj' to 
“ be refufed. ” We told your Lordlliip how much the Mediators 
had beei> f^irpri/'d at the ’fhing, and the Doubt they were in, how 
to make a difcrect and fafe Anfwer to it, looking upon it as an Arti¬ 
fice delign’d on purpofe by the FJntcb to draw' from them, the Media- 
» tor.?, cither an Avowance of what my Lord Chancellor has there ftid, 
\a!vl,fo to get a Pretence to except for the future againft their Media¬ 
tion as partial and unfair ; or in Cafe they ihail deny to have faid it, 
then to ha\ e wherewithal to contradict my Lord Chancellor in that 
main Point, which they find pinches them in a moft fenliblc Part, as 
’ well to theM'orld Abroad, as particularly to our ow n Pctiple at Home. 
The Difficulty w'e found the Mediators were in was, how^ to anfwer, 
lb .a.s to defeat this Delign of the FFitcb. I'o which, they faid,^they 
would dclirc to come and communicate with us, before they jinally 
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.igreed upon it. Wc thank’d them for their Care towards His Majcfty, 
in a Matter which we faid their Excellencies judged rightly would con¬ 
cern much His Majefty’s Service to have difcrcetly handled : Wc told 
them, we were not provided to give their Excellencies an Account of the 
precife Words we had ufed in thofe Narratives we had made from time 
to time, touching the fingular good Satisfaction their Excellencies had 
declared, not only in their own Names, but in the King their Mailer’s 
Name, for that great Sincerity and Franknefs wherewith His Majclty 
had proceeded to fevcral great Condefcenlions, in Order to facilitate 
their Work of making the Peace, only we craved Leave to remind them 
of fevcral Gradations that happen’d in our Proceedings, and of their 
Senfe upon thofe Gradations. The firft was, upon the giving in of His 
Majcfty s firft Demands j then their Excellencies w ere pleas'd to fay, the 
only Thing they found very difficult was that of Cautionary ’I'owns; 
that if that Article was taken off by fome Expedient or Fquivalent, 
they doubted not but that the reft of our Affair tvould be found cafy 
enough to accommodate. This w c obferved to them w as their Senfe 
before M. ‘Beverning and Jiaren went for the Hague for before that 
Journey, they were fo tradable, that the Mediators tcld us, they durft 
not fay the hardeft Article (c/s. that of Cautionary low ns) was inllipe- 
rable, they only faid it was very difficult; but for the reft of our De¬ 
mands, they made no Difference between them, all feeming not at all 
difficult in Comparifon. Another Gradation was, when we acquainted 
them with His Majefty’s abfolutc quitting the Article of Cautionary 
Towns, then their Excellencies told us, they did not only give all hum¬ 
ble Thanks imaginable to HisMajefty for that Abatement, but profefs’d 
a perfed Veneration for his Piety in forwarding the Peace; adding, tiiis 
AWement being not only an Inftance of his Moderation, but a great 
Example for the reft of his Allies to follow, they would always iuar 
witnefs w'ith the King their Mailer, how forward and zealous His Majeily 
had fticw’d himfelf to facilitate the Peace. A third Gradation was, 
when both at the Time of giving in of his Majcfly’s Xjhhnatiim^ and at 
the Time wc demanded a Categorical Anfvver from the we had 

obferved to their Excellencies, that the T)iiich had not receded in the 
leaft from the T'erms tliey liad ufed in that Invedivc (ratlur tlnin l.et- 
tcr) of theirs, of the \ of Angtift^ nor from the Dcciararion tliey had 
lince made, they would make no furthLV Advance nor Offer, than w hat 
was in that Letter, till our Mafter, as well as the reft of his Allies, 
lliould come lower in his Demands; and that we had from Time to 
Time depofited fevcral eonfidcrablc Abatements in tlieir Excellencies 
Hands, upon their Hopes (and their Undertakings in a manner) to draw 
from the Dutch fome Offers and Advances towards his Majcfty in pro¬ 
portion. Here wc took Leave to mind their Excellencies, that they 
found thcmfelvesabfolutcly difappointed by thcDutchy as ^o. any Ad¬ 
vances of their Side ; that they had frequently complain’d of their 
Temper, which w'as become much more ficr and untradtablc, than they 
tverc before the Journey to the Hague : That to our many and earliell 
Complaints at fevcral Times, by w'ay of Advance or Approach from the I 
Dutch, for our many Abatements, their Excellencies were pleafetl to 
be fo juft, and fo generous, both at publick Conferences and private 
Converfations, to bemoan us, in that there was no better Return made 
to his Majefty’s Condefcenfions ; and to acknowledge, that it was an 
Effedt of Obftinacy in the Dutch, to refufc to correfpond in any Degree 
with his Majefty’s Abatements ; there being naReafon to be given, 
fo nfany Condefcenfions having been ftill laid before tiiem, as an InvP" 
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tatioii given them by his Majefty, the Dutch iliould ftill refufe to make 
tlic lealt offer or Adv ance on their Side. This Scries of Proceeding, 
we told them, iniglit have given his Majcfty Caufe,* to direct my Lord 
ClianceJlor to reprefent the Uningenuity of the Dutch ^ as he dotli j 
not to lily that we liad already obtain’d any Declaration or Aft in Form 
from their Lxcellencies, upon the Reafonabicnefs of Ids Mu jelly’s XJlti- 
matum^ but that their Excellencies had ackiiow lodged, all Correfpon- 
dcnce and Compliance on tlie Part of the Dutch had been refufed, and 
that without Reafon j lince nothing was more rcafonable than to recede, 
at leallwife in fome meafurc, from the Infoleticics of their l.ctter of tlie 
15 ih of Jngnji^ in Compliance with fo many great Condefccnlions on 
Ins M a jelly’s part. 

W li acquainted your J.ordlldp in our lall, of the Declaration the 
French Anibaliadors luid made to the JVIediators, of their Mailer’s cou- 
feniing to the I'ropolltion heretofore made, of a third Party to be 
i'ramed »>f the indifferent and well intention'd Princes of tlie Empire, 
lor tlie fupporting of the Mediation ; the Notification of it was imme¬ 
diately given to tJie refpeftive Princes concern’d, and alread) tlie Mi- 
liili.r of the Jdeftor of ^Jidcavid is, we are told, upon his Way. He 
of i . upon the l*lace with us •, and ’tis fuppos’d, that U/j t^.o

.Mvi-iLr j ahei c\.;if..nled to a I'ropciition that Duke had, it leems, Iv-me 
dine fince ir.ad>- in tii., (iJuurl of Fvdncc^ viz. that he might h 'Ve the 
Mw-f Cdvrilluiu King's C,i nfent to treat with the Swedes^ for tl.e j nning 
‘llwir'j jvoj s together, in order to Action, for the Advantage of the 
AJhaneji \\!.ie'ii, tlwy faid, the King their Mailer had now agreed to, 

’ and acco;eljiigiv, they advifed him, tlie Envoy, forthwith to apply to 
the Afcvr/i.i A:nl)all.:dor:> m that Matter. They tell us, there is f'WC 
I.ikeliliood, a.s if tl^e Elector of Mentz might alfo be gain’d verv fail 
into our lilt' nils, at kail fo far, as to be afiur’d to us in the Line oi 
tlie inteiiut d iliird Party, or new Mediation, in cafe that Propoiiticn of 
a new Mediation fliould take Place: Tliat one Chanevii ir A/ni’tTJ, 
who, it feenis, is the principal Man of Bufinefs a’oout Jiim, hath written 
fomethwig to that Efi’eci to AT. Courtin^ of whofe ancient .Acquaintance 
lie is i and that the Elcftor being at prefent in fume Straits ior Aiviney, 
he, the Chancellc.r, is of the Opinion, he might be engaged by a mode¬ 
rate Subydv or Pcniion. 

Thi re has of late been fome little Jealoufy here, upon al.ctt.r from 
the Bifliop of Strdslurji^hy of the Bifliop of Muiijfer\ tamperi-ig with 
. the*Emperor and the Confederates j but there does not )et ap}Kiii any 
'^certain Grounds for it , only it is obferved, that he hath n; -d a Half- 
moon, which, they fay, w^as of good Strength bcfoi'e +ue Gate of 
Dtrsben whicli bioks as if lie were thinking of giving iv that Place : 
And to this is added, that the Bifliop of Strashur^h hsving let him 
know, now that he was fo near liim as FJ^inebergh and Ipcjcl/y he had 
a Mind to make a Step pver and fee him. Tlie Bifliop of Mtntffcr had 
oxcufed himlelf, faying, Jie apprehended the Emperor might not take 
any fuch Interview well at this Time. But the French Ambaffadonii tell 
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us, the Commander Smijing^ one of his Deputies here, aflures them, 
there is no Fear of the Bimop’s ihrinking. And yet we obferved the 
other Night, that Ipeaking with the faid Commander upon tiiat Matter, 
he fell into a great Complaint of the Hardlhips done them in fevera? 
Particulars by the Court of France, and their Minifters cfpecially, in a 
Dilpute they had now depending with M. dc Ijnivoy, for a bum of 
46000 Crowns ,• which that Miniftcr pretends, as he fays, to abarc 
them, upon certain Qperks and Chicanes, out of the Subfidics now due 
to them from France, whicli, faid he, happens in a very ill Conjuncture i 
infinuating, as if fuch a Treatment at this Time were capable to en¬ 
danger the Bifhop’s flying off from them. 

A s to this Elector’s Accommodation, which the Cardinal dc liadcir, 
and the Baron de Lyfola, continue to profs with all imaginable Arts and 
Induftry; we find by Prince William, that after fcveral Projects offer'd 
and debated between them, the Emperor’s Minifters did give in ycftcr- 
day, thro’ the Hands of the Chapter, (who have the Parts of Media¬ 
tors in this Affair) their final Demands, which arc peremptorily to ha^ e 
Nuys and Keyfaerwaert put into their Hands, under a certain neiv 
Form of Neutral Places during this War, and to have a Carrifon of 
their Men continue in ’Bonne, tho’ under a Commandant of tlie Elector's, 
tlie Garrifon to be paid by the Elector, and the Emperor to have 1 ,i- 
berty, in cafe he fee it any Time neceffary'^, to place a Governor in the 
'fown, to whom the Edeftor’s Commandant lhall obey for the l ime : 
And thefe are the laft and loweft Conditions, the Baron dc lyfola fa) s, 
the Emperor will hearken to in that Matter. Prince William feems not 
to doubt, but that thefe Demands will be found, even by tlie Chapter, 
who interpofe in the Affair, fo very unrcafonable, that there will be 
an End of the whole Negotiation j and with this Ad\ antage tlie 
Part of the Elector, that it will appear to have broken on the fimpe- 
ror's Side, by the Unrcafonablcncfs of his Demands; 'J'he only l'hi::j. 
the Prince feems now to fear in the Matter is, that all (^tlier 'V\'ays 
bringing the Elector to an Accommodation failing them, they ivil! pro¬ 
ceed to execute what they have for feme time threatned, cv';:-. to burn 
all the Country. This they think, when it is found they are indeed in 
carneft, will bring lb great a Cry upon the Elector and Prince llilliara, 
(w hom they look upon almoft as the only Man that keeps the Elector in 
the prefent Alliance} that they will be forced to come to an Accommoda¬ 
tion forthwith even upon any Conditions: To fence this Blow, the 
French Ambaffadors did laft Night, at the Suggeftion of Prince IWilliam, 
declare to the Mediators, as by the King their Maftcr’s Orders, that in 
cafe the Confpdcratc Army Ihould proceed, as they have threatned 
they would, to burn thefe Countries, that M. de Lnxcmlmrgh had Or¬ 
ders immediately to do the lame in all theirs ; and particularly to be¬ 
gin with the Prince of Om^g^’s Country about Bticrcn, Ifcljbein, 
which, ’tis bebeved, will put a Stop to them in the Thing. 

But \vc perceive the laft and ftrongeft Security the French Ambaffa¬ 
dors think they have in this Matter is, that if after all the EfeClor 
fliould be prevailed wnth to come to an Accommodation, they are re • 
foh ed abfo'iutely to detain Ntiys and Keyfacrwaei't, under a Pretext, 
that they hadng furniflied the Elector feveral confiderablc Sums of Mo- 
nc) during this War, in Confideration of his having engag’d as their 
Ally, to joyn with them, for the procuring each other Satisfaction from 
the Ihitcb, againft whom alone the War w as‘begun, they muft come 
to an Account with him for thofe Sums, before they can delivcr-Jiijii, 
up lbs Towns ; and this we find is like to be, at laft, the fureft Hold 

we 
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wc have of the Llc6tor in the Matter; efpccially confidcring, that 
hitherto he has not received the Satisfadtion he liad hoped for from the 
Court, as to the additional Subfidy, for the Entertainment of his 
Troopsj for the more effedtuai folliciting of which, the French Ambafla- 
dors have perfwaded Prince WiUictm to dilpatch a Perfon on Purpofc to 
*Paris ; which ferves dill to keep the Elcdtor a little in Heart, vvliat- 
cver the Succefs of the Thing be in the End. 

1 N c I, o s c 1) we take Leave to fend your I.ordfliip a- Copy of the 
abovementioned Letter, written by the ^uteb Ambalfadors to the Me¬ 
diators, upon Occafion of my Lord Chancellor’s Speech, expedting this 
Afternoon tliat the Mediators will fee us upon it, as well to give us a 
Communication of it in Form, as at the fame Time to Acquaint us 
what kind of Anfwer they intend to return to it. They have hitherto 
feemed of an Opinion, and wc find the French Ambalfadors of the fame 
Alind, that they fliould not anfwer directly to the Point put to them, 
neit))er jea nor no, to prevent the Advantage thc^Jntch^ as they tiiink, 
delign to draw from any fuch Anfwer,- but avoiding that, to turn their 
Paper to a Delirc and Inllance to them, the FJiitcb Ambalfadors, to 
avoid in all Things the further embarralfing the Negotiation j and fo 
to call to them again to liearkcn to fome Expedient in the matter of 
Fvfiiin^ &:c. And tliis kind of turn they feem to think bed to give tlie 
Ai/lwer tliey are to make, 

\\ I. are not wanting to his jMajedy’s Commands, llgnified to us in 
your l.ordlliip’s of the ^.fh Inllant, to take all Occalions to reprefent to 
the French Ambalfadors here, the Necell'ity the King’s Affairs at this 
'^I'ime are in, of having, if it be polfible, a fpcedy Peace. But tho’ they 
continue to afl'iire us all along of an entire Difpolition, and a perfedt 
l 7 enre in their Madcr to put an End to the War, which, they lay, for 
mai y Reafons, becomes more and more neceffary every Day for them 
to do; yet we do rind f) abfolute and infupcrablc an Obdacle put to 
the Negotiation, by the refuiiiig to admit the Duke of Ijorciin as a 
Principal into it, that we cannot tell how to hope, ever to be able to 
get over that Rub ; and whatever be really the Averfenefs of our Ene¬ 
mies as to a Peace, ) et they hope to make a confiderablc Advantage 
t«)wards tl.e World, fo long as the Negotiation is made to dop at our 
refilling a I'hiiig, which they pretend is fo reafonable and fair, as the 
receiving of one of their Allies, the Duke of Lorain^ to treat as a 
IhM'icipal, w here two otlief of their Allies have already been received, 
i. c. never excepted againd, or denied to be received as Principals, ciz. 
the I'.mperor and the King of Speiin^ and that with a Prolpedt of pro¬ 
viding for tlicni in feveral Intereds and Matters, not at all relating to 
the pi^fcnt War. And this kind of Reflexion we have obferved tlie 
Alcdiators have made upon this Matter of the Duke of Lorain's^ fear¬ 
ing how reafonable at lad the World will find it, that the Peace diould 
finally miscarry for a PundtiJio or Point of Honour only. In the mean 
time, the Alediators have communicated to the Fiutch Ambadadors, 
wliat tiie Mod Chridian King hath offer’d in that Point, but have not 
as-'yet received any Anfw er to it} only it appears, they continue abfo- 
lutcly to infid upon the Point, rcfufing, as your Lordfliip will fee by 
the inclolcd Copy, of wliat they writ two Days fince to the Mediators, 
in the Matter of the general Sufpenfion, to anfw-cr any Thing to that, 
or any other Matter whatfoever, relating to the Negotiation, till they 
fliall be lird complied w ith in the other Point of the Duke of luorain.

The Confederates Army continues where it was by our laft, i.e. 
the greateft Part of it towards ^wren and Jnliers^ fpread and difpers’d 
for the Convcniency of Qiiarters; having attempted nothing confidcra- 
blc fince the taking of "Boitne^ only in their Pailage they made them- 
felves Mafters of Kerpen and Lcichneich in the liledoraje j w hich, tho’ 
but flight andfmaJI Places, might yet have made a better Refiftancc 
than they did. It’s believed they will fcarcc now think of medling 
with Ntiys or Kcyfhcrwcicrt^ conlidering the very fevere Frofl that is fet 
in, in thefe Countries, thefe 6 or 8 Days part, and that tliofe Places are 
otherwife very well provided by the Care of M. dc Lnxemburgh ■, the 
Truth is, fo well, that it would be no longer in the Power of the 
Elector, if he had a Mind to deliver them up to the Emperor, Care 
having been early taken by the Arabafladors from hence, upon the firft 
appearing of the Elector’s Unfteadinefs, that as many French as could 
be fliouJd be thrown into them. And it is believed, the Conlideration 
of this Circumftance, as it may make the Eledtor fail off from the 
Thoughts of his Accommodation, indeed feeing it out of his Power to 
execute that, which was to be the principal Condition of it, viz. the 
yielding thofe ttvo Places to the imperialifts: So, on the other Side, 
the Knowledge of it may likely enough make the Emperor call in the 
prelling this Accommodation, as forcfecing he fliall not be able to reap 
tljc principal Fruit he promifed himfelf from it. 

IN the mean time, they continue to commit all manner of Wafts and 
Ravage in the Country, making little Difference between the Dutchy 
of Julicrs and the Eleitoratc ; w hich has obliged the Duke of Kevs- 
hiirgb to carry his Complaints to the tw'o Kings, as your I.ordfliip will 
And by the inclofed l.etter of the Duke to his Majcfty, upon that Op- 
calion. It was brought us yefterday by M. Strndtfmnn^ w ith the Duke's 
Compliments and Refpe^ts to the King. The Meaning of it, as your 
I.ordlhip will find, is, to inform his Majcfty what he fuffers, for being 
fufpeCted to be underhand a Friend to the Alliance ^ and to pray his 
Majcfty s I’avours, that when it pleafes God the Peace is made, Care 
may be had for his Reparation in fome reafonable Sort; it being cer¬ 
tain that his whole Country of Jnlicrs is fo ruin’d by thefe Marches 
of the Imperialifts and the Prince of Oravgi\ as that in many Years it 
wall not be able to recover itfelf. 

Theuh is a Report as if the Prince of Orange and General Sporky 
wath the Body of the Horfe of both Armies, were order d to march to the 
Mojellcy to dc InreitnCy but it is much doubted of, conlidering 

how the reft of the Army would be left expofed to M. dc Lnxcmlmrgh 
in the mean time : It is rather believed, if the Horfe do march that 
Way, tliat it will be to take their Quarters fomew’hcrc in the ‘Pais de 
Jjc'iCy if poliibfe ; certain it is, they begin to be in great Difficulties liow 
to difpofe of their Troops, as to Quarters, upon the not finilhing their 
A.ccommodation with the Elector, as they had propofed to themfclves, 
and the Duke of Newburgh continuing refolute, not to allow' them 
Qiiartcrs in any of his Countries. 

W t hear nothing of M. dc Ttirenne fince our laft, only it is faid. 
Part of his Army are advanc’d as far as the MofellCy and that they have, 
retaken ‘Bernes-CajftcUy a PafiTage upon the River, which the Imperialifts 
had poflefs’d themfclves of; hs to ls\. dc Lttxetnburghy your Lordfliip 
w ill plcafe to fee the Condition his Troops are in on that Side, by his 
1 .ettcr of the 24?^ Inftant to the French Ambafl’adors, a Copy whereof 
w e take f .eavc to fend inclofed. We are, dye.

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W E were in Hopes when we writ our lafl to your Lordfliip, which 
was of the th by the Ordinary, a Duplicate whereof ”oes here¬ 
with inclofed, to give your I.ordlhip by this Ordinary, a perfect Ac¬ 
count of what the Mediators would rcioJve to anfwer to the Letter 
which the Ambalfadors had writ to them, touching a Paflage in 

my l.ord Chancellor’s Speech in Parliament, and touching a kind of 
Declaration, which the Mediators are pretended to have made liereto- 
fore, (as their Mailer’s Senfe as well as their own) againft his Majefty’s 
Dominion in the Seas; but the Mediators have not, according 

to the Hopes they had once given us, imparted to us their Pefolutions, 
how they intended to anfwer that captious l.ettcr : We waited on 
their Excellencies on ppcefncfdny in the Evening, at their Houfc, but 
fouiid them not yet come to a Kclblution in that Affair ^ only upon 
thaf OccaJion they were pleafed to fliew us two Letters, the one (a very 
fiiort one) that they had fent feme Hours before to the ‘JJnich Ambaf- 
fadors, intending, according to Alfignation, to follow it, as foon as we 
fliouJd liappcn to be gone: "^rhe other was a longer Letter, which 
th had prepared as a full Anfwer to the ^hitch Ambafladors Tx-ttcr, 
if they fliould fee C>aule to give it in: The ihort l.etter already fent 
e.wu), cont • )’d no more but their Excellencies Requeft, that the 
.'Ami)ai!ad.;rs w‘'uJd pleafe not to demand from them, the Mediators, 
any Account or Explication, in fuch 'filings as might nigrir Ics Efpritt^ 
and yet contrioute nothing to tlie Advr.ncemont of the Peace j they, 
the >.ludiat<’rs, profelling, it was their Jkifmefs, and liitherto had been 
then- Endeavour, to fweeten all Applications, and to remove all Obfla- 
cle-, as much as they Avere able, and lliat they, as Mediators, w ill 
itill continue fo doing. The longer Letter, Avhich Ave were (in Conti- 

dcnce) alloAied to read over, begun with faying - It A\'as hard to 

,.,> 4 wmand from them, the Mediators, an Account of a Print, that Avas 
m no Avife autlientick, and to anfwer upon a Speech tliat had been 
diverfly tranllatcd, upon which Diverlity they (not underilanding the 
Ejishfli Tongue) Averc not able to make any Judgment ^ A ct they per¬ 
ceived, as they faid, tliat the 'Eranflations all of them feemed to point 
at certain l\cldchcmcnts Avhich his Majefly had made from his firft De¬ 
mands',* but not at all at his Majcfly’s Proportion Aihich he Avould lin\e 
accorded to him ns Conditions of the Peace, the Judgment of the ^Me- 
diator.s being pretended to favour thofe Condefeenfions, but not at all 
to liavc«bgcn declared upon thofe Propolitions. In this Letter, they, 
the Mediator,'., do acknow ledge, they had exprefs’d very much of Re- 
fpedi and Applaufe to his Majelly’s condefeending to quit lus Demand 
of *Cautionary Toaviis j and they do add, tliat Avhenever it ihall pleafe 
to make an Advance of that kind on tli^ir Part' toAvard the 
Peat , liic}', the Mediators, will not fail to do them tliat ivight, as to 
cor. .ie.i(d and applaud them highly for fo doing: 'I'his Avas the E.ffect 
of their Anfwer upon this Point, as far as aac rue aide to recollect 
their Senfe and Scope, for Ave dare not (upon once reading) undertake 
to give your I.ordlEip aa Account of the Words of their Letter. 
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HeRF having firil acknowledged, with all humble 'I'hanks, their 
Jufticc in bearing Witnefs to that Truth, of’ their having upon his Ma- 
j‘fly's Abatements applauded his Princely Generolity, and his Propen- 
lions to a Peace j we did crave Leave to obferve to their Excellencies, 
that their Letter mci5ti(m’d but one particular Inftance of his Majefty’s 
Condefccnlions, ciz. that of forbearing to profs fv)r Cautionary 'J'owns, 
wh'jrcas his Maj.'fly liad made feveral from Time to Time : We named 
that great one in the Prince of Orange's Cafe, that Article, before his 
Majefly had moderated it, having appear’d to their Lxccllencies a Mat¬ 
ter of great Difficulty, and likely to fhock very much a conlidcrablti 
Party in Holland: So that their Excellencies inllancing in one Step or 
Degree of Condefcenlion only, would feem tacitly to imply, that his 
Majefty had made no more in the Courfe of this Negotiation j there¬ 
fore that it was our humble Suit to tliem, that they would be pleas’d 
either to enumerate all tlic Particulars of his Majelty’s Condefccnlions, 
or ellc fo to comprife them in one general Word, as might imply, he 
had from 'J'ime to '^fime come to feveral fuch KcUchcmcntSy as had 
obliged tlieir Jsxcellencies in Juflicc to declare thcmfelves very highly 
fitisfied with the Sincerity and Eranknefs of his Majefty’s Proceedings, 
in ord 'r to come to a general Peace. 

Jji INC. let into this Difeourfe, we took I,cave to tell them further, 
that the Refufal tvhich the ‘Thttch had made to his Majefty’s Conde- 
feenfions, might be put fomewhat clofcr to the IDutch Ambaliadors, for 
the juflifying of my T-ord Chancellor’s very Words out of the Matter 
of Fait itfcif with great Truth, and (as we lioped) without any Of¬ 
fence : For we could not choofe but mind their Excellencies, as we 
told them, that we had gi\en in his Majefly’s Demands in ynne^ and 
that we liad no manner of Anfwcr to them, but that invedtivc I.ettcr 
(of the i')th of Jng^nfl) to their Excellencies, which was written foon 
alter the Return of Mcfiieurs auA Haren from the Hague, 

M'b.at notwithflanding all the Infolencies of tliat l.etter, we had in our 
Mafters Name, and by his Order, depolited with their Excellencies, 
<iur further Abatements,' in Hopes and Expectation to bring them, the 
‘ 7 L//cZ\ oft from tlie Indecencies and Unrcafonablenefs of that their firft; 
Aiifweri but that all tlie Return we had received from their Excellen¬ 
cies svas, that tl.e I'inlch Ambafladors did declare, they had expref' 
Oi ders from their Mailers, not to make any further Steps or Offers, 
till the two Kings and their Allies fliould come yet lower, than they 
laid liitherto declared thcmfelves, in their Demands : So that his Ma- 
jelly liaving, at the Inftance of their Excellencies the Mediators, come 
to yet further Condefccnlions, and thofc Condefccnlions having been 
cominunicatcddiy the Mediators to the ‘DwrrA, in order to prevent their 
taking Mcafures for a long War, and to evidence the Propcnlions of 
the two Kings, (of our Maftcr cfpecially, who was acknowledged to be 
ft ill leading by his Example) to an Accommodation upoiv rcafonablc 
Terras; That the Mediators found them, the *Dtitch Ambaffadors, 
ftill more and more ficr and untradtablc j and notwithflanding all the 
Profpcttl they, the Mediators, gave them, of ftill greater Abatements 
that the two Kings would yet come to, yet they, the Tlkitchy kept to 
th“ir Refolutions of not making any further Offers or Advances in what 
concerns his Ma jelly to this Day; And this Conduct of theirs in 
yh'.gitj}^ September^ and OPlohc]\ might (as v\e humbly conceived) be 
very jufliy pronounced an abfolute Refufal of correlponding wftth his 
Majcii}' in his Condefccnlions ; their Excellencies, the Mediators, not 
onlj? cenfuring and condemning them from Time to 'fime, of an intole- 
' rablc 
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vablc Height, Arrogance, and Obftinacy in their Conduct, but their 
Anfwcr (of the ijib of September) to the Mcdiatois upon his Majefty’s 
principal Points, flicwing molt evidently, that they adlicrcd ftill to the 
Refolutions of making no new Offers or Approaches upon his Majefty’s 
Condefeenfions. Their Excellencies, the Mediators, liaving not been 
fuccefsful enough, cither upon the giving in to them of our XJUimatum^ 
or their demanding from them a Categorical Anfwcr in our Name, to 
draw from them any Explication that was more fatisfattory, or Icfs 
offenfivc than that Invc6tivc of the j 5 tb of Jngtiji. 

T o this the Mediators were pleafed to give us a fair Hearing, a:id 
not to difavow any Thing we had urg’d to tlicm, in Matter of Faa 
tlie Anfwer they gave us was, that they w^ere pfefently to go to the 
^Dnicb Ambaffadors, and would difeourfe with them fully thefe Particu¬ 
lars, and would afterwards communicate with us upon any Alteration 
they fliould fee Caufe to make in the l^ctter then before us, before tJiey 
did give it in to the Ambaffadors: \Ve perceived plainly enough 

that the Mediators will (if it be left to their Choice) difembarraf; 
themfelves rather by Difeourfe than by Writing, out of this caption^ 
Subject i and Al. IJieoeniin^ has told them, upon fome Skirniiflies the}' 
had already had about the Captioufnefs of the ^J)ntcb Ix'tter, that lie, 
for his Part, would be content with aii}' Anfwer they fl.ould gi\e it.

Tuch Jhirpofe as is charged upon them fo that they mull have ncccfla- 
ri)\ therein committed an Error themfelve.'', or elfe ha\e been mifnn- 
derftood b) fucli as they difeourfed w itli upon that Subject: ^Eliey f:!.\ 
furtlier, tliey had been very earnell both with one Party and with tlie 
otlier, not to ufe or contend for any Expreifions that might bring in 
cither Novelties or Difficulties in tlie Debate of this Point, or to tliar 
Effect: They clofe the Letter with a Kequeft to tlie T^iitcb Ambafla- 
dors, tliat for tlie future, Avhen they liappcn to have any Things intri¬ 
cate <’r difficult of this Nature to put to them, the Mediators, the), 
the l^ntcb Ambaffadors, would be pleafed to take the Pains Hrfc to 
fpeak and debate with them by Avay of Conference, that the ATatter of 
I’att may by tliis means be agreed between them, and one Party may 
not come to deny tliat, that the other affirms to be Matter of Fadt in 
fuch Difputes. 

Ow li Thing the Mediators let fall in this Conwerfation, Avhich may

willing) fo foon as the Negotiation is open, and that the Matter of the 
Treaty comes to be refumed again, to govern ourfelves in the Execution 
of thofe Points, with all the Skill and Cireumfpe^tion we are- able: fo 
as to make the bed Bargain for his Majefty upon every one of thofe Ar¬ 
ticles, that we ftiall find the Conjundture will poflihly bear ^ molt hum¬ 
bly befeeching the Countenance of his Majelfy’s (irace, to pardon ail 
our Failings in this great and weighty Affair ; and tl'.at he will plcafe 
to forgive us, if we have the Misfortune to fall fliort in any of thofe

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this we find to be the Opinion of the Mediators in the Matter, who 
tell us, they do-th^efore continue again and again tO' prefs the 'French 
Amballadors, that the King their Mailer will pleafe to think of conde- 
fcending, even in that Circumftance alfo; efpecially the Thing being 
little more than a Pundilio of Honour, and fuch a one, as they, tlie 
Mediators, doubt, whether the World will think it altogether fair and 
rcafunable finally to infift upon, • where the whole Face of the Peace 
is made to depend upon it: This is the great Obftacle at which the 
Negotiation now flicks, and however it be evident enough this Point 
of bringing in of the Duke of Lorain as a Principal into the Afibmbly, 
is a Difeculty induftrioufly fought out by the Lutch and their Confede¬ 
rates, on Purpofe to embarrafs the Treaty i yet they conclude the thing 
will be found to carry fo fair an Appearance of Reafon with it, that 
they fliall be juftified toward the World, not to proceed further in the 
Negotiation, till this be granted them ; clpccially conlidering two other 
of their Allies, ciz. the Emperor and the King of Spaing, have not at 
all been excepted againft, as to their entring as Principals into the Ne¬ 
gotiation j fo that the Degree that the Mediators have in the Plan they 
have laid down, for the making this Peace, exprefly provided for thole 
two Parties, even in certain of their Interefts wholly foreign to this War, 
and that have not the leaft Connexion with it, or any Thing that re¬ 
lates to it; and they prefume the World will judge, there is the fame 
Reafon for the Duke of Lorain^ being a Sovereign Prince, and in the 
fame Alliance with them. 

1 N our lafl your Lordftiip will have received an Account among other 
Things, of the Anfwcr the Mediators w ere framing to that liCttcr, tlvi. 
Liitch Ambalfadors had written them of the %\Ji of November^ upon 
Occafion of fome Paffages in my late Lord Chancellor’s Speech to the two 
Houfes, at the Meeting of the Parliament the o^OZiober : It feems 
a Day or two afterwards, the jMcdiators having alter’d it in that Claufe 
we excepted againft, and fo left it general, that they had in the Courfc 
of the Negotiation found Caufc to applaud his Majefty’s Condefeenfions, 
t^r. without inftancing the Particulars j they have been with the Dutch 
Ambalfadors about it, and having delivered them the Subftance of the 
Pa^cr, by Word of Mouth, as their Anfw cr to the laid I.etter, they of¬ 
fer d the Dutch Ambalfadors to leave it with them in W'riting, if they 
ftiould delire it: To which ^Bc<c(Ci'ning anfw'er’d, that it was all one to 
them, they were as well fatisfied to have it verbally from them, in the 
Manner they had already declared it; that what they had done in 
Writing that 1 .etter, was by particular Command of their Maftcijs, and 
lb producing their Original Orders, feemed as if he had a Mind to cx- 
cufe what they had done in the I’hing, and fo that Matter we think is 
over i and the Dutch having found they could not draw fuch an Anfwer 
from the Mediators in it, as it is likely they at firft hoped,’ feem now 
content to let it fell. 

Thursday laft, the Baron de Lyfola^ and Don Emanuel dc Lyva^ 
(as wc told your l.ordlliip in ours of the next Day) went to the Camp, 
to confer, as w^as fuppofed, with the Duke dc Botirnoncilk, as well upon 
w hat furtlicr Meafures the Confederate Armies arc to take, as particu¬ 
larly upon the Bulinefs of this Eledor’s feparate Accommodation : ^ It

yuliersy where the Quarters, begin to grow very bare and thin: lb as

Force, if they think fit. 

From ^refderl they write, that the Troops raifed by the ElcAor 
of Saxe^ for the Service of the Emperor, having been fome Days on 
their Way to joyn the Army in thefe Parts, had of a fudden been coun¬ 
termanded ; as have been alfo the Troops of the Circle of 'Franconia^ 
the laft of which parted from the Imperil Army in this Country 4 Days 
fince. On the other Hand, the Count T'ctt tells us, they have 20 Re¬ 
giments of Foot in Fomerania, ready to advance under Marlhal Hclm- 
feki towards their Dutchy of ^remen^ in order to joyn with the Troops 
they have already in that Country. 

The News of the King of Fotan^s Death being confirmed, imme¬ 
diately Prince Charles of Lorain is faid to have left the Army, and to 
have taken Poll for Vienna^ thinking the Game lies fair for him, to 
pretend to the Succeflion of the Crown, wdth a Condition towards the 
Emperor, of marrying the Widow Queen. Which, if it takes Effctt, 
is look’d upon as a confiderable Advantage to the Intereft of the Houfe

T he laft that we had the Honour to write to your Lordlhip, was 
of the by Mr. Sarre the Exprefs, a Duplicate whereof goes 

herewith inclofed ,• there hath nothing fince occur’d to us that relates to 
the Negotiation here, unlefs it be that the Mediators do daily, and 
upon all Occafions, repeat their Complaints, (as two of them did ycfter.v 
day with fome Emphafis) that the Treaty is made to flick infupcrably 
upon the Point of Paflports for the Lorain Minifters : The Dutch Am- 
bafl'adors, as the Mediators tell us, declaring thcmfelves more and more 
pofitively, that they will never enter into Matter, till the DukOfi^ 
Lorain be admitted Party principal, as fully and freely as any of the 
other Allies of either Side arc. The Mediators, as often as they make 
this Complaint, arc told, that this is a Pretext aft'cCfedly fought out, 
and laid hold on by the Dutchi and that if this were taken away, they 
would be fure to have P.ecourfe to fome other, that Ihould give them 
a Colour to continue the prelent Interruption they have made* in the 
Treaty ; this *thc Mediators do allow may not improbably be the Cafe j 
yet they cannot, they fay, eafily imagine, the Dutch will be able to 
find out a Pretext fo plaufiblc for their turn as this is; in* Regard the 
Duke of Lorain being neither a Subjeft nor Rebel to the Moft Chrifliau 
King, but a Sovereign Prince, undoubtedly as capable to enter into 
League with the Dutchy as they are to receive him or any other, £ath, 
by the Law of Nations, a Title to be heard, and (if it be not hi* ( 
Fault) to be included in the Treaty, as any of their other Allies ^and 
fince the French are not unwilling to hearken to Overtures of A^ora- 
modation with the Emperor and Spain^ in all Pretenfions depending 
tween them, even thofe foreign to this prefent War; they, tlie Mo¬ 
tors, are not fo well fatisfied with thole Arguments, which the French 
Ambafladors do ufe, (from the Point of Honour, and from the Exclufion 
of Ihe Duke of Jjorain in the Treaty of Mu^er^ as alfo from the 

Manner 
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Manner he was included in the Treaty of the *Pyrrhenics) again!! tlic 
admitting of him t6 the fame Capacity of treating in tliis Peace, as 
others that are Parties to the War are in ; It being fcarce poflible, 
this Peace Ihould be fafe or lafting, much Icfs univerfal, unlefs all the 
Parties that are now in War, be taken in and brouglit to an Acqiii- 
cfcence (at leaftwife in what lliall be agreed and concluded) ; This is 
the Rcafon the Dutch do give, of their not anfwcring upon the Point 
of a general Ceffation, which is a Thing the Mediators have preiled 
with Warmth and Concern. As for tlie Ders Party, we hear no more 
of any Progrefs made in the forming of it, than that we lia\ c given 
your LordiTiip an Account of in fume of our late Difpatclics: Only 
we perceive a Miniftcr is expected licre from tlic Idedtor of 'Ba'varia^ 
who may, w’hen he comes, contribute very confiderabJy for the carrying 
on of this Aflfair j wliich now the French Ambafiadors are better con¬ 
vinced of may be a Countenance and Advantage to the prefent Treaty. 

W E hear no more (than what we took Leave to give an Account 
of in our la!!) of this LlcCtor ^ we find it taken for granted on all 
Hands, and Avritten by the Nuncio here to Rome, that the LIcckt 
flicks clofe to the Interefl of France^ and that all Propofals that have 
been hitherto made for his feparate Accommodation, have pmved in¬ 
effectual : But w'e find Prince William of Furjltmhurgh harping very- 
much of late upon a new Model and Concert, to be entered into by 
the whole Alliance, in cafe they be forced to carry on the War this 
next Summer: This Model (as he projects it) is to have fo far a Ke- 
trofpeCt to what is already paft, that this Elector, (for inflance) who 
hath fuffer’d fo deeply for w'ant of thofe feafonable Succours, whicli 
ought reafonably, and might eafily (as Prince William fuppofes) have 
prevented his falling into the prefent Diftrelfes, fliall have Reparation 
of Damages from the Mtifl Chriflian King, by v\ay of an additional 
Subhdy during th.e Continuance of the War, in fome proportion to 
Avliat he hatir fufier’d, for want of a juft and timely Care of him : 
Mdie other Part of the Model is, that for the future the Arms of t);c 
Allies fliall f) act by common Councils and Confent, that their lirfl 
Bulinefs fliall be to preferve the fevcral Allies from Danger and Ruin ; 
[Elie next, that the Arms of the Moft Chriflian King fliall fo move and 
act, that his Allies may be fure of a Share in luch Advantages as 
they make, in proportion to their Hazard and Expence ; and tliat thofe 
Attempts which are to be made for Advantages upon the Enemy, fliall 
be in fome Degree concerted beforehand with the Allies. We mult 
confefs, we apprehend this laft Part to be very full of Difficulties, if 
at all practicable, there being fo many Accidents and Difappointments 
in the Courfe of a War, and fometimes fuch Necelfitics, and very often 
fuch juft Reafons to vary from the fir!! Meafures and Councils, that 
nothing feems more inconvenient than to be tied to one Scheme or Plan 
of acting* However, we have thought it our Duty to mention this to 
your Lordfliip, not fo much becaufe we find Prince William frequently 
upon this Motion, as that we conceive the ProjeCt itfelf to proceed from 
the Judgment he makes, of the manner of projecting and carrying on 
'■^flfairs in the French Councih of War j for he never fails to remark in 
tCefe Difeourfes the many great Advantages this EleCtor and the Bifliop 
MjinJicr have loft, as alfo the fevcral Inconvenicncies (befidcs that 
•' ^cat one the Elector is now under) that the two Bifliops have been 
expos’d to, fince the Beginning of this War, for w ant of being heard 
in the French Court, a*gd conlider’d in the Council of War, in propor- 
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tion to what they have hazarded, done, and fulfer’d for the common 
Caulb. 

This being communicated to us in the utmoft Confidence by Prince 
William^ we take Leave to lay before your liOrdlliip with this moll 
humble Suit, that his Name may not in the leal! be mentioned, if there 
Ihould be Caufe to make any Reflexions upon his Senfe and Judgment ; 
for befides that his Fortune wholly depends upon his being t\ell in that 
Court, we muft do him that Right, that he is the furtheft polfible from 
making any Complaint, or difeovering any the leaft Doubt of tlie Molt 
Chriftian King’s Jufticc and Gencrolity for thefe Allies; he is always full 
of Veneration for the King, his Complaints and Fears are of feme of 
the Minifters; and we gave your T.ordlhip, in feme of our late Difpatch- 
cs, a Part of that Conviction we have, from the Siglit he gave us of 
an Original Letter of M. dc i/Wcflv’s to himfelf, that the Advices of 
Prince// 7 ///V 7 W, and thelnterefls of thefe Allies, are more neglected tlian 
they ought to be, conlldcring the Capacities of the one, and tlie Con- 
fequences of the other. 

'The Bridge w hich u as fliatter’d by the Ice that fwam down the 
about TO Days ago, is now repaired; but it is nut thought the 
hnperial Troojvs will pal's the otlur Side fo foon : 'I’he D. eie ‘Jicin- 
miK'illc having now taken the Alarm, that the French are upon the 
Wing, and hat ing written to M. dc Qrana^ that he is gathering his 
’I'roops togetlier to find them out and fight them; it is probable tlie 
Impcriaiijis w ill endeavour to fix themfelves in the Country of Liegc^ 
where they w ill be difturb’d in their Dclign, M. dc 'Jzircnnc being polled 
upon the Seirr^ and about ‘Ircvcs^ will quickly reach them through the 
Country of Ln/cemhur^. Here is a Buz in Town, as if there had been'* 
fome Rencounter between the Troops of tlie Tmperor, and the I'rcncb 
in this Country, but we cannot find any Certainty of it. We are, (jc.

O UR lall to your Lor dill ip, was by the Ordinary of the a 

double of which we take Ixave to fend here inclofed ; lince 
which, nothing hath happened of any kind relating to our Negotiation ; 
and by all that w e can judge, the whole Matter of the Treaty (as w'e 
have acquainted your Lordlldp in all our late Difpatches) is abfol-utely 
and finally at a liand, at the l^oint of receiving the Duke of Lorain 
as a Principal into the Negotiation ; fo as till that be removed one w ay 
or other, there is no Hope of making one Step forward in any,Thing 
relating to the Treaty ; and this we prefumc humbly tv) lay before 
your Lordfhip, as the Tiling that is to be firft confidered of, in order 
to what liis Majefty feems to aim at, a fpcedy Peace, (if it may be 
had) or a notorious Conviction tow ards the World Abroad, and our own 
People at Home, of the unfuflferablc Obftinacy and Perverfenefs of t^ 
'Jhiicb^ in cafe they fhall refufc the Peace w hen offer’d upon thofc Isft 
great and unexpected Abatements, his Majefly has been pleafed to lod^ 
in our Hands : We are not wanting at every turn to harrafs the TYcneff^ 
Ambafladors upon this Point, as a Thing ive ,find the Mediators of 
Opinion will turn at laft to our Difadvantcgc,,- and that tiie World 
will certainly judge, we had not Reafon to ktfe the Peace upcii: But 
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wc 'perccive it is a Point they arc not othcrwife inflrndtcd in j and that 
therefore what is to be done in it, is to be done at the Court, and with 
the King, and his MiniAers. 

In the mean Time, vve obferve the Mediators greateft Expectations, 
till the Seafon of ACtion comes on, when they tell us they will certain¬ 
ly put thcmfelves into a Condition to make good all their Obligations 
towards the Alliance, their Expectations are much upon the T/«"jr-Party, 
intended in the Empire i in Order to which, vve are told, the Treaty 
between the Crown of Sweden and the ElcCtor of 'BrandenbursJj, which 
it is fuppofed, thefe two Princes delign, as the Model and Foundation 
of that whole Alliance, is already finilhed i and that it was lign’d at 
‘Berlin^ Monday Tliis M. Schwerin told us this Afternoon, out 

of his Letters of tlie from that Court j but does not yet ow'n 

to know the Particulars of the Treaty, which, wc hope, w'c may how¬ 
ever be able to learn by the next from him, or from the Mediators, who 
arc in daily Expectation of a diltinCt Account of that Matter from their 
Minifters in that Court. 

The Minifter from the EleCtor of Bavaria^ who, wc told your I.ord- 
fhip fomc Time lince, was on his Way hither upon that Errand, is, us 
we ilrc told, expected in Tow n this Night or to Morrow : It has been 
generally all along judg’d, that the firft '^I'liing the yVtTJ-Party would 
do, when aficmbled, w'ould be to form and propole fuch Projedts of 
Conditions to the refpeCtive Parties, as they Ihould judge fair and rea- 
fonablc, for each finally to acquiefee in and that w'c find is Itill judg’d 
will be their firll and great Bulinefs : In Order to this, we perceive by 
the French AmbalTadors, the Count ‘Lott^ who is very zealous in all this 
Matter, has had thefe laft two or three Days a Notion with himfelf, of 
framing a Paper, or Memorial, which fliould contain the fir/t general 
Scketch or Plan of the Alliance, intended between the fevcral Members 
of this iZjtVrj-Party i that this Paper, when form’d by him, lliould pri¬ 
vately be put into the Hands of Monfieur Stradtfman^ the Duke of 
Ncwbtirgb\ Minifter, to be brought afterwards, as the Thought and 
Opinion of the Duke his Maftcr (w'ho is one of the firft Contrivers of 
this whole Bulinefs of the T’/Vrx-Party) to the Mediators, and lb to be 

them handed forward to the reft of the Parties in that intended Al¬ 
liance ; which coming in Appearance from lb indifferent a Hand, as that 
of the Duke of Newburgh's^ it’s hoped the reft of that Alliance would 
with Icfs Difficulty give into it. The principal Points, he, the Count, 
propofes to form that Plan upon arc : 

1. That there fliall be a general defeiifive Alliance between the Par¬ 
ties, againft all that lliall pretend to take Quarters or pafs through any 
of their Countries within the Empire, othcrwife than according to the 
Conftitutions of the Empire, 

2. T H»A;r confidering the prefent War bctw'een the tw'o Kings and 
the States General, had likewife drawm in the Emperor and tlic King 
of Spain ; that the Allies ftiould agree upon certain Projects to be of¬ 
fer'd to the Parties refpeCtively, for their final Satisfaction j which, if 

^<^ef^s’d on the Parts of the two Kings, then the ‘Fiers-Varty to leave 
tRfciWar as it is, to take its own Courfc, without pretending to hinder 
thejEmperor from continuing his Alfiftancc to the Hollanders^ as an Ally 
. in^/t; they, the ‘jf/Vrj-Party, to remain however in that Cafe, in the 
-aibve-mentioned Condition of a defenfive Alliance. In Cafe tliat Pro¬ 
ject happen to be refufed on the Part of the Hollanders and their Confe¬ 
derates, then the Emperor to be applied to, to quit the Party, and fo 
the Hollanders and the King of Spain to be left to profccute tlie '\Viu\

in Cafe they fliall think fit; which,' if the Emperor iliall refufe to do, 
then this T/erj-Parfy to proceed to att even againft the Emperor, and 
■whoever clfc Ihall.joyn with him in the Afliftance of the Hollander Sy in 
C 3 onformity to the "I'rcatics of Wefiphalin : And this Atlion to be thence¬ 
forward concerted among the Allies, in the fame Manner as is agreed 
to be done between France and SwedeKy by the laft rcaty. 

3. Aki> laflly, to take away any Jealoufy T)cnmark might have, to 
fee Sweden in the Head of fo confidcrable an Alliance, and even to en¬ 
gage, if it were poflfiblc, that Crown into the Party, at Icaft to bring it 
to remain in a Neutrality, as to the Purpofbs of his Confederation j it 
is propofed, that tlic Parties do enter into a l<)lemn and exprefs Warran- 
try towards the Crown of Ficnmarh of the Treaty of Copcnbageiiy be¬ 
tween that Crown and Sweden ; which it’s hoped may be able, in feme 
Mcafure, to fatisfy that King, and to keep him from taking any con¬ 
trary Engagements: Thefe, as near as tve can remember, are the prin¬ 
cipal Conditions propofed, upon which to form that Alliance. 

And tho’ tin’s Delign of the (Jount ! 7 (?//’s, to have this Plan thus 
privately put into the Duke of NewbnrgFs Hand, be but his particular 
'^Phought and Projedt, and even without the Communication of his Col- 
Icgues, out of the Zeal he has to fee that Matter forthwith fet on 
"Work, yet it is concluded, the Conditions he mentions are the fame 
he and his Collogues have otherwife projefted, as the general Matter 
of the Confederation intended. 

W 1- W(.'rc in fome Expedtation, as your T.ordflnp will have feen at 
the Writing of our lall, that fome Adion might have happened between 
the J?}?j'nia//Jls and M. dc Ftixcmhurgb but it feems the Prince of 
Orange being palTed out of their Keach, the next Defign the Trench had 
was, to make their AVay through the Country up towards the Billioprick 
of IJcgc -y as well to be in pafs to joyn jM. de Tnrcnne on all Occalions, 
as more particularly, to cover the Town and Country of IJegc againft 
the Delign the Spaniards and the Prince of Orange were fufpedted to 
luive, of taking up part of their Quarters in thofc Parts j and in 'J'ime 
pc-Ulhly of making themfelves Mailers of the '{'own of Liege, as a l‘oft 
of mighty Confcc]uencc, to all the Purpofes of the War, the next Cam¬ 
paign. 'I'his, it feems, tlic hapcrialijls were not unaware of, and 
tliereforc immediately, upon the lirft News of Mcnfieur de jMxemhnrgli s 
March, the Duke de ^Bonnonville having order’d all the Artillery, and 
the grcatcll Part of the Baggage to J^onne, and leas ing the Foot to fc- 
ciire the Qiiarter, and that Pai*t of the Baggage that remained there, 
advanced himfelf with all the Horfe, being, as is generally reported, 
about 15 cvie thoufand, in what Diligence he could tow’ard tile Roer, 
in Hopes to be able to cut off the T'ciich in their Palfage over that River j 
wliicli, conlidcring how much the Imperialifts would in that Cafe have 
overpower'd them in Horfe, was look’d upon as a very prob^blv) Defign : 
But they found the Trench had prevented them j (or having already 
palled The River near Limichy they continued their Rout in fo clofc 
and fo regular a March, that with all the Horfe the ImpcridUfis 
had, they did not think fit to venture upon them; but immediately^ re¬ 
turned to the Quarter near Li chuck. The two Trench Armies 1 eing 
thus polled, to jnyn or reinforce each other, as they Ihall at any 'jfime 
fee Canfe, the Seafon of the Year being now far advanced, and all 
Hopes being now laid afidc of attempting any thing further upon the Plticer 
of Strength in the Elctlorate, the Imperialifts are now paffing into their 
Winter Qiiartcrs : Sporke, with Part of the Horfe, is order’d into the 
Dutchv' of Wefiphalia, and the Bilhoprick of Tadcrhoi'ne j and another 
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Part of the Cavalry under the Prince of Lorain:, is faid to pafs 
over into the County of NaJJaw^ and the neighbouring Parts of the Wt't~ 
Teravia j 3000 will be left, they fay, in the upper Part of this 
Eledorate, under the Duke of Lorain ; In Order to thele Marclies, 
the Irapvriabjis Jiave put up tlieir Bridge at ’Bonne, and fent to the 
Duke of Newburgh's Bailiffs, or Officers of the County of Bog, fortl:- 
with to repair to Bonne, to regulate and adjiilt the Marches of thole 
their 'IVoops, that arc to take their Pailagc through that Countr)', 
pretending they will only defirc a Palfage through his Country, and tliat 
with the bell Order and Dilcipline they can : VVliaivver become of th s 
Country of Berg, in all likelihood that of fillers mull be forced to fuf- 
fer fome Part of them all the Winter. However, th,e Duke has, as we 
arc told, given exprefs Orders all over that Country, that whatever 
imperidliji, Spaniard, or Hollander, be found railing or demanding any 
Contribution, that immediately he be treated as aii Enemy ^ and w ho¬ 
over lhall be taken burning any Hoiife in the Country, tlie I’artics to be 
immediately apprehended "and burnt. And this M. Stradtfwav tells us, 
the Duke refolves lhall be moll punttually executed upiin any Part of 
thofc '1 roops that flaall be found attempting thefe kind of Violences. '1 his 
Match of the Impcrialifis into WcOphalia, is like to give fome trouble to 
the Biliiop of Munfleri but the Commander tells us, he is put¬ 

ting his Frontiers into the bell Pollure he can, to defend themfelves; 
and for his better Encouragement, it feems there is a Perfon on the 
Way towards him from the French Court, who it’s fuppos’d carries liim 
fome Satisfaaion in the Points we formerly intimated to your J^ordBiip, 
he appear’d of lute to be a little dillatisried in. 

*W i\ find upon this late Accident of the King of Boland, that as tvell 
the Sveedes as the Elector of Brandcnhiirgh begin to be in flmie Anxi- 
et)', apprehending the Houfe of /liiflria, in the Pollure 'riiings are at 
prefent, may, if not timely provided againll, be able to fet it veiy hard 
in Favour of the Prince of Lorain, fo as wc perceive, as well the 
Swedes Amballadors as Monlicur Swerin, have been with the French 
Amballadors, to fee w hat joint Meafures may be now forthwith taken 
among thefe three ih'inces, for the fecuring the Succelllon to tha.t Crov. n, 

1 pon fome Prince of their Interell and Dependance. 'fhe Duke of 
Ncwbiugh, we find, would willingly enough renew his Pretenfions, and 
they feem as willing to encourage it, in Cafe it would appear fealiblc. 
But the Widow Qiieen being in the Cafe, it it fliall happen tliat tlie 
Boles be brought by the Houle of dnjiria to make that any Mcafurc; in 
their future Choice, then tlie Duke of Newburgh is, as to his own Per¬ 
fon, cut ojf by that Conllderation : And as to the Prince his Son, w horn 
W’e find they are apt otherwife to hope well for, it’s fear’d he would be 
found too young, as Avell to make a Husband for the Qiiccn, not b.'.ng 
above feviemeen, as to make a fit King for that Kingdom, in the Condi¬ 
tion their Aflairs arc j and being upon the Entrance of a great and ha¬ 
zardous War againll the ’Turk: So as they do net feem refohed in an'^ 
of fliefc Courts, what Refolutions yet to take in the Matter : But the 
jdrench Amballadors fay, they have charg’d themfelves, at tlie Inllance 
dP^lie Mediators, and the Miiiillcrs of Brandcnburn^h and Newburgh, to 
reprifent tlic I'liing immediately to the Court, f r their Mailer’s Plca- 
furr in it. One Thing is tliouglit to come not unfeafonably, as to the 
* inHucncing the future Election in Favour to the French Interell, and 
that is, that S bieski, the great General, who is deep in the Interell of 
France, and was known 1 k> have been one of' the principal Inllrumcnts 
m defeating the Prince of Lorain in the lall Canvage for that C"i*v.ii., 
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will by this late great Vi<ftory againft the T^urks near Cboczifty of 
which your Lordlhip will receive herewith a more particular Account, 
in a Paper apart, be rais’d into fo high a Reputation and Intereft in 
the Country during this Inter-regnum ; that no Doubt he will be 
able very confidcrably to influence the Election. We are,

My Lord, 

O U R laft that wc had the Honour to write to your lx)rdfliip, was 
of the Current by tlic Ordinary, a Duplicate whereof goes 
herewith inclofcd. 

On W^dnefday laft, the Mediators defired, and had Audience in form 
of the French Ambafl'adors; tlieir Bulinefs was, to communicate to 
them a Letter, which the T^titch Ambafladors liad w rit to them, the 
Mediators, the Day before ^ a Copy whereof, as it was imparted to us 
by the French Ambafladors, we take leave herewith to inclofe. 

The French Ambafladors tell us, that the politivc Anfwcr, and the 
categorical Refolution w hich the FJutcb do in general Terms infill; upon 
in this Letter, as a Repetition of Inftances they had formerly made, re¬ 
lates fingly to that Point, whether France w ill give Letters of fafe Con¬ 
duct to the Duke of Jjorain^ Minifters to come hither, and admit him 
as Party Principal to this Treaty, or not ? I'he Anfwer that the French 
Ambafladors gave to the Mediators, (as they told us) was to this 
Effect: I fiy That they have no other Orders or Refolutions of their 
Matter’s in this Point, than what they had communicated to them, the 
Mediators, a good w hile fince. 2. That as the Moft Chriftian King had 
of late, upon fevcral Occafions, declared liis Refolution was not to de¬ 
tain Lorain from the Duke the Proprietor, any longer tlian w as necef- 
fary for the Safety of his AflPairs ,• fo he w'as ready to refer that whole 
Matter to be adjufted by a fair Arbitrage. 3. I'hat he was willing 
there fliould be an Article incerted into this Treaty now on Foot, 
wdicreby the Reftitution of Lorahiy purfuant to fuch an Arbitrage, 
iliould be ftipulatcd and fecured. 4. That he having refufed for four 
of five Years together. Letters of fafe ConduCl to the Duke of Jjorain, 
for his Minifters to come to the Treaty of Miinjicr, lie would not come 
to other Terms with him in this prefent Treaty j the Duke being every 
Way now as obnoxious as then he was, and yet not more advantag’d 
by tliefe prelent Alliances, than he was by thofo which interpofed for 
lum at MunJiej'. This being the Anfwer, that the French Ambi?ifadors 
gave to the Mediators, we found, in a Converfation fince had with M. 
Fibrenjicciiy that they, the Mediators, are not fatisfied with it; but do 
ftill bemoan tbemfelves very much of this infuperable DifficiUty, they 
having (as he affirm’d) reprefented with feme Vehemence to the French 
Ambafladors, that it is a Thing the Moft Chriftian King cannot anfwer 
to the World, in that he would have all the Hopes and tlie Means w^e 
have for the Peace of Chriftendom facrificed to that, which is no more 
than an imaginary Point of Grandeur and Glory j and that there Hs'lio 
Rcafon to be given, why he Ihould make fo great Dilficulty to comuly in 
a Point of Formality (which yet hath the I^w of Nations to inforcejt), 
when he doth at the fame Time declare, he is ready to execute all Is^ifit 
can be reafonably asked concerning Lorain in, tins Treaty. It is true, 
and the Mediators do acknowledge it, there js much Caufc to fulpedt, 
that tho’ this Difficulty about thefe Palfports Were taken away, yet 
fome other Pretext would be found out to feep us off ftill from entring 

into 
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into Matter: Monfieur Bhrenjieen tells us, (by way of Confidence and 
Secrecy) that he difcourfing with the ^Dutcb Ambaffadors, fince their 
giving in of this their laft Letter, and remarking to them, (according 
to that Freedom he profelfes to ufc towards them in private Convcrfa- 
tions) that they, the Mediators, feared this Matter of Lorain is an 
Obftacle they, the Duteby have induftrioufly fought out, and affectedly 
entertained, in order to keep us all here at a bay, becaufe their Coun¬ 
cils at Home arc not fo perfectly difpos’d for Peace, as were to be w ilh- 
cd ; and further remonftrating to them, how little Evidence they, the 
Mediatory had of the Fairnefs of their Proceedings, whether they con- 
fidcr the Journey they, the Dutch Ambaffadors, made in yiily to the 
HagnCy for their Matters Refolutions upon the Demands of the two 
Kings, which had no other Effect, but to gain a Month’s Time for the 
better taking of other Mcafures ; or w^hether they refleCt upon the Hopes 
they gave them, the Mediators, (after their Return from the HaguCy 
and after their new Confederations were in part know'n to the World) 
that they, the Dutch Ambaffadors, had a Space of Time yet left, and 
would for their Parts improve it to come to a Peace i whereas their Ap¬ 
plication to the Bufinefs of the Treaty during that Time, did not fliew 
itfelf fuitablc to the Profcffions they made, and to the Conjuncture they 
were in, for flopping the Courfe of the War. All the Anfwer and tlic 
Defence, which the Dutch Ambaffadors thought fit to make upon thefu 
Objections, was, only to blame the Unrcafonablcncfs of their Adverfa- 
ries in their Demands, and to profefs in general Terms, they were ready 
and delirous to make a Peace, but difeovered no Sign of their Rcadi- 
.^ief», by entring into Particulars i contenting themfclves with faying, it 
was the Intercfl of their Country, fince it fubfitts by Trade, to embrace 
a Peace, which is tlieir certain Advantage, rather than involve them- 
felvcs in an cxpcnflve, hazardous, long War, as this is. 

Besides, "iA. de Lyra is fufpeCted to have provided himfelf of an 
Artifice to arrett this Negotiation under the fame Delay, in cafe the 
prefciit Difficulties about LiOrain be removed j for in a late Convcrfii- 
tion w ith Count L"otty he faid with fome Coldnefs, that he hoped the 
Catholick King his Matter deferv’d to be confider’d as much as (^ther 
Princes have been in this Treaty, and to be fought to with the fame 
RefpeCts and Solemnities, as the Parties that firft engaged in the War 
had been fought to by the King of Swedciiy to accept of his Offices and 
Mediation. When Count Dott replied to him, that the fending of an 
limbafly from Su^eden to Spain upon this Occafion, a^ had been done 
to the Parties firtt engaged, would be tlie Lofs of too much Time, 
cvcA* Moment of which is precious, in order to flop the Effufion that 
is now made of Chriftian Blood i but that if he thought they, the 
Mediators, were not fufficiently impower’d, or that the King of Szaedeu 
liad nwt hitherto fo fully (as Spain did deftre) declared, that he took 
tlic Interefts of that Crown to be as much his Caro and Concern, as 
the interefls of the other Confederates on both Sides arc ; the Count 
doubted not, but his Matter would quickly fupply all Defeds of For- 
jpality, and give all Satisfadlon pomblc in that kind, by his Letters 
*^id Declarations, without any great Lofs of Time : But this did not 
ajppcar to Count Tdotty to give that Satisfadion which M. de Lyra 
deemed to cxpetl, as due to the Crown of Spain in this Jundlurc : Yet 
mow indifpofed foever that whole Confederacy, or any Part of it, may 
be to the general Peace, we find it to be the Senfe, not only of tlic 
Mediators, but of our Allies, and of all difeerning Perfons here, that 
it is cxtrcamly to be wiflied, that the Obttacle (or, as it is reputad here, 
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the Scandal) of refufing Paflports to the Duke of Jjorain, were once 
removed, and the 'Dutchi as alfo their Allies, put by this Means to the 
Teft, whether they will proceed or not in the Matter of the Treaty, 
fince they make very folcmn ProfcHions by Word of Mouth, upon all 
Occafions, and fince it is plain enough, in their Letters of the ijth and 
2jtb of Noveinber^ (referr’d to in this their laft Memorial) that they 
would have the World believe they arc in carneft, and will enter into 
Matter as foon as ever this Obftaclc is removed. But the French Am- 
balfadors appearing hitherto out of all Hopes of obtaining thefc Pafl- 
ports, and yet at the fame Time very much convinced, it is a Point 
too odious to break off the Negotiation upon, we find our Allies, and 
all others that wifli well to our intcrefts, in fome Anxiety, leaft the 
IDutch^ either in the Reply they pretend to make upon his Majefty’s 
Anfwcr to their Letter, or by fome other Infinuations, fliould endeavour 
to raile to themfelves an Advantage, againft that Belief which the 
World now hath of his Majefty’s great and exemplary Propenfions for 
a general Peace, in that he fufters himfclf and Chrifiendom to lofe the 
Benefit of the prefent Seafon for treating ; and confequently, difeovering 
to the World, which Party is moft in earneft for a Peace, by complying 
with this Pundtilio of the Court of France : For tho’ we (for our 
Parts) are palfive and filent (as ’tis our Duty) in this Queftion, yet we 
do not fee what Defence or Anfwcr can be A\ ell made to thofc Argu¬ 
ments which the Mediators put to us, both from their own Judgment, 
and the Kcennefs of the other Party j efpccially when we confider tliere 
may be fuch an Anfwcr given to the ISxample of the 1 reaty of Miiv- 
ftcTy (tho’ we do not perceive that either the Mediators or the 
have yet bethought themfelves of it) as may, in our humble Opinions, 
quite take away the Force of that Argument j for in the Hiftory of 
the Treaty, written out of the Memorials, and by a Penfioner of Frahcc, 
{Vittorio Syrf) it appears the French do in this Treaty want tlie main 
Plea which they at Munfter had for their denying of Paflports to the 
Duke of Lorain i for whenever they were prefled to it in that I'reat)', 
their Anlwcr ftill was, that by the Preliminaries that had been adjufted 
fome Years before at Hamburgh, it was provided, “ Tliat the Allies of 
“ the one Side and the other might have Palfports, if they fliould 
demand them in Manner and Form there agreed on ; but in the lame 
Preliminaries it was (as the French ftill aver’d) exprefly ftipulatcd, 
that the Duke of Lorain, for the clearer excluding him out of that 
" Treaty, Ihould have no Paflports accorded to him, for his Minifters 
“ to come to Munfter" And tho’ it be true, that Paflports weve de 
faHo denied hira^ and yet a Peace was concluded, it cannot be thence 
inferr’d, that the Spaniards, who ftickled moft for to gain him thefc 
Paflports, gave way to his Exclufion, or acquiefeed in the Refufal of 
the Paflports, fince they were not at all Parties to that Peace; and pro¬ 
bably would never have been fo with the Exclufion of that Duke, who 
was then fo entire in their Alliance and their Service. But in the 
Peace of the Fyrrhenees, they did not fee fo much Caufc to be concern¬ 
ed for him, as they had been at Munfler, fince they were fo diflatisfi^ 
with him, as to detain him their Prifoncr at that Time. T 

Thus, My Lord, we take the Boldncfs to lay before your Lortf- 
Ihip, much of what hath been already faid, and fomething which no^ 
improbably will be faid fome time or other upon this Argument: I'hat 
if his Majcfty Ihould think fit to difpofe the Moft Chriftian King to 
wave this Point, (the other Party being abfolutcly deaf to any manner 
of Expedient) his Majcfty may not be unacquainted with the Reflexions 
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this Place affords, when he lhall pleafe to take his Meafurcs for that 
Affair: Nor dare we flatter ourfclves, fo as to think, that if the pafT- 
ports were granted, that any Part of this Affair will be fubmitted to 
Arbitrage i the Confederates in all Likelihood propofmg to thcmfelves 
to have a final Decifion of that Affair in this Treaty. 

W E have nothing to add to that Account we gave in our laft, of the 
Motion of the Troops in thefe Countries; Part of the Imperial Army 
being pafb’d over the Rhine^ to take their Qjiarters, not only about 
Jiifpcrky and thole Parts of this Diocefe which are on the other Side 
the 'BJbine^ but allb intending (as ’tis given out) to reach the Bilhoprick 
of Hcildjheim, (which is this Eledor’s) Murder^ and Taderhorne^ and all 
JVeftphalia over. The Envoys of Mnnjtcr tell us, that their Mafter 
having an advantageous Frontier to his Country, intends to oppofe the 
Imperia/ifts^ if they fhall attempt to take up their Winter-Qjjarters in 
his Country : But he complains to his Minifter here, that M. do Lux- 
emhurgb is paffed over into the Country of Liege^ very unexpectedly to 
him, fince lYance is obliged to fuccour him, in calc any Attempt fhould 
be made upon him on this Side. 

1 ’ K E laft Letters which the Ambaffadors of Sti'eden have, Ipeak their 
King to Jiavc pafs’d over the ^th Day in his Small-Pox w'ithout any 
Symptom of Danger. 

T H { French Ambaffadors tell us, that the 1 reaty lately fign’d be¬ 
tween Su'cdcn and ^randenburgb, is a bare renewing of a former defen- 
fivel-eague, without any RelpeCt to the State of Affairs at prefent. 
^"110 Minifter cxpeClcd here from Bavaria, is not yet arrived, nor 
h^ve wc heard any Thing more fince our laft of the Tiers Party. \Ve 
arcjCjf.

* -TIy Lord, 

T he laft: wc prefumdd to trouble your Lordlhip with, was of the 
iith Inftant, by tlie* ordinary Poll of that Day, a Copy of which 
wc take Leave to fend here inclofed: Since whichj there has not much 
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paft here relating to our main Negotiation, the whole of that Matter 
continuing, as we have all along told your Lordfhip, finally to flop at 
that infuperablc Difficulty, of admitting the Duke of Lorain fortliwith 
into the Negotiation as a Principal, and that Palfports be immediately 
granted for his Minifters to repair hither accordingly. 

Having been yefterday invited to Dinner by Prince William of Tiir- 
ftembur^y he took us afide, and entring into Difeourfe with us of the 
State or our Negotiation, and the little Likelihood there was, as Things 
now ftand, that the Diitcb and their new Allies would give us a Peace 
upon any rcalbnable, or indeed tolerable Terms, till by fome new Ac¬ 
cidents their Affairs came to decline, from that advantageous and im¬ 
proving Condition they take them to be at prefent in j it was Time, 
he faid, and more than Time, that the two Kings and their Allies fliould 
bethink themfelves of thefe two Points. 

1. Upon what Conditions they would each of them finally make 
the Peace; that is, having firft thought each with himfelf, to what 
Degree the Peace is neceffary to him, to fay finally, and with the very 
laft and lowcft Word, upon what Conditions he will be content to ac¬ 
cept of the Peace; and thefe being communicated and approved among 
the Allies, frankly, and without any further Referve or Abatement df 
any kind, immediately to fee if the Peace can be had upon thofe 
Terms. If it cannot, then, 

2. In the next Place, that the Allies Ihould confult amongft them- 
fclves how to carry on the War, that is, as well to concert tiic Force 
which each Party will undertake to carry on his Share of the War the 
next Year, as thus to fit down and agree jointly, how and upon wliat 
Defigns, the Force, when on Foot, lhall be employed i that the Opi¬ 
nion and Judgment of each of the Allies may be taken into Coniidcra- 
tion, and fuch Refolutions taken as may feein moft reafonablc for the 
common Good of the Alliance, and fo as each Party may find themfelves 
proportionably confidcred in the Defigns that fhall be gone upon. 

This is what he, the Prince, fays, he thinks rcafonabie, and what 
he is bound in Duty to the lilc6tor’s Interefts to offer at this Time; 
For, fays he, the Fle<ffor’s Affairs arc in fo very bad a Condition, his 
Country fo w holly loft or ruin’d, fo little Hopes of feeing it reftored to 
him, by any Care that is yet taken of him, that he, the Prince, how 
partial foever he is for the Interefts of France^ and of the Alliance, he 
cannot anfwcr to his own Honour and Confcience, to council the P.lctffor 
long to withftand the Temptations that are offered him to make his own 
Accommodation, unlcfs the two Kings do give him w hcrewithal to do 
it, by agreeing to the Method he now propofes; which certainly, fays 
he, all the World will think reafonablc in this Pofture of Affairs: Up¬ 
on this Occafion he paffed to mind us again of the fad Condition the 
Elector and his Affairs were in,- that he had loft his whole Electorate 
of Cohgn^ his Countn^ of Liege wholly ruin’d, moft of his Tow ns taken, 
his Revenues fpoil’d tor many Years, his Subjeds ruined, not to recover 
themfelves in 15 or 20 Years, a Debt of a Million of Dollars contract¬ 
ed for the Sake of the War only, all his Expectations loft of feeiiml-h'is 
Country delivered from the Enemies, wEich was promifed him jo fo- 
Icmnly thefe laft y or 5 Weeks, and the French Forces now mf^-ched 
aw'ay out of his Country into diftantQuarters, and upon fuch Mcal^rcsi 
as it is not to be imagined, they can ever be in a Condition to do 
any Thing for his Recovery in the Spring j fo as now, upon the whole 
Matter, he gives over all Hopes of feeing his Country delivered by the 
Arms of France: Beyond this, the Nobles, and the States of the 
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Eledoratc, are at prelent conflrain’d, for faving their Country from a 
total Dcftruition, to pay 30000 Dollars a jMontli Contribution, which 
they arc forc’d to take up at Intereft, not having of thcmfeivcs where¬ 
withal to pay one Penny of it: This, fays he, is the State of the 
Elciflor, and being fuch, and fo little Appearance of having any Thing 
done for their Deliverance or Protection, he fiimm’d up all in this i 
that peremptorily, lie could not be able to anfwcr for the TleCtor, nor 
W’hat Refolutions he might be forced to talce, iinlefs the two Kings 
tvould be pleas’d forthwith to come to fomc l^efoliitions in the two fore¬ 
going Points j and that without further l,ofs of 'l ime, the Allies might 
lee what they were to trull to: I'his, he faid, he had, as tlie Occalion 
offer’d, reprefented to the French Ambaliadors, and meant to do fo more 
formally to the Court, by the Perfon he is now fending to Far is upon 
that Errand ; one F)nj 3 fett^ Avho formally relided fcvcral Years on tlic 
Part of the Elector at Frii 0 eh; but pray’d us, we w ould alfo enter into 
it, and endeavour that the King our Mailer would pleafe to confidcr of 
it: And if the Continuance of the Elector and the Biiliop of MnJ^er 
in the Service of the Alliance were judg’d of Ufe, that liis Majelly 
w'ould pleafe hrft to agree himfelf, and next to difpofc the Court of 
France, tliat forthtvith the two Points aforefaid might be provided for, 
w ithout wdiich, he faid, he doubted much, how far the Elector would 
think it rcafonablc further to expole himfelf and his Country. 

This is what we had all along found thefe two Allies would finally 
Aim at, as complaining to liavc fuffer’d infinitely in their particular In- 
tcrclls, as well as in the Share they had in the common I’ortunc of 
the Alliance, for want of fomc fuch Concert and Omimunication, as 
'this now propofed is, in tlie many Events of the War this lali Year: 
And in thefe Points, Ave perceive, they Avill pref> to have a fpeedy Sa¬ 
tisfaction ; the Seafon of the Year, for final Refoluticis of a certain 
infallible Peace, or a vigorous Profecution of tlie War, coming on fo 
fall. 

As to tlie firfi of ibele tAvo Points, that is, upon what Conditicns the 
tAvo Kings Avon Id finally agree, as Matters now Hood, to make the Peace, 
Prince thought is, that the tAVo Kings having rcfoJved finally, 

hoAV low they Avill ever be content to come, that the lalt 'rerms and 
Conditions fhould be by the Hands of the Mediators, or of lum the 
Prince, or of both intimately by the by, as it Avere from themfehes, to 
tliis Ficrs-VnrXy iioav framing, from Avhom they feem to hope much in 
Favour <if the lY-ace, as the Conditions, to Avhich it were to be Avifiied 
the two Kings Avould be prevailed with finally to condefeend ; and f > 
tf) rruAke as if thefe were the final I'enjperamcnts and Moderations pre- 
pofed, as fair and rcafonablc, by the Mediators, for the two Kings tc. egree 
to, without difeovering that they had thus moved from tiic two King^. 
And tl\js is the Method, he, the Prince, would, he fays, propofe in riiis 
Matter, a*nd tliat no Time is to be loft in it, for many Rcafons, the 
Seafon of the Year returning apace, the middle Part of the Lmpire 
baginning to take a Figure in this Bufinefs, and it being certain that 
HoUand is hitherto, fo long as Spain has not actually broken with Eng- 
‘''£^id, in a Condition and PoAA'cr to make a Peace at a much calicr rate, 
thin It A\ ill be Athen the Rupture lhall haA'c loJIowed betAvccn thefe 
Crowns; that is, on Condition as to France' and Spain, ihat all 
^I hings 1;.' reftcitd to the State they Avere in before tins W’ar, and ac¬ 
cording to the Peace of yf/rc; and as to the Emperor and/h wi c, t.> 
bring all Things to thw Rule of the Treaties of; Avlicre; ;, 
Avhen once Spain lhall have broken with England, and tliat f - dit Wr.' 
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is become univerfal between all the Parties j Holland^ by Virtue of this 
laft 1 reaty of Spain, is obliged thenceforward never to make Pcace^ 
but oft Condition to fee rellored to Spain all the Conquefts of the SpaniJfj 
Pow-Countrics of the Year 1657. So, as he concludes, that as to the 
Hrft Point, ciz. the making of the Peace, and the agreeing the laft and 
lowcft Conditions upon which the two Kings will finally think fit to 
make it, no one Moment of ^I'ime is further to be loft in it. 

And as to the other l‘oint, that is, the adjufting and concerting 
joyntly among the Allies, how and in what Manner moft vigoroufly, 
and with Advantage, to profecutc the War, in Cafe the Peace cannot 
be obtained; belides that, it feems of great Keafon and Jullice, that 
where every Party bears a Slrare in the liurthen, and runs liis I’art of 
the Hazards in tlic Events of a War, there each of the Allies ftiould 
have a proportionable Influence upon the Councils that Ihould be taken, 
and the Conduit that ftiould be rcfolved for the carrying on of the War. 
IJelides this, which feems but jidt and reafonable, lie fays plainly, he 
finds the Eledtor fo fcnlible of the great Prejudice his Atl'airs have fuf- 
fer d, for Want of this Concert and Communication of Councils this 
laft Summer, that he cannot undertake to aufwcr lor him, nor the Refo- 
lutions lie may come to take, in Cafe he be denied tliis Satisfaction ^ 
and the fame lie fays aifo of the Biftiop oi Miinjla\ wlio is not like to be 
far beliind the Elector, in Cafe of fuch a Change of interefts. 

'r o tliefe Conliderations he adds, that of the intereft the common 
Caufe hath in tliis Point, that it is certain, as lie fays, the fcvcral Parts 
of the War thefe two Summers have fallen extrcamly ftiort of tire 
Suceelles that might reafonabiy be expected from them, for Want of 
this Concert and mutual (communication ; firft, in forming Council’s, 
and then in executing them : As, on tlie other Hand, one of tlie moft 
likely Ways to fecure the l-’ortune of the Allies, in their War for the 
future, will be fo I'rom Time to 'i'ime to adjuit and Concert the De- 
iigns and Actions of each Part of their I'orce, as that tliey may mutu¬ 
ally help and fecond each other; and this is a Thing we perceive thefe 
two Allies do mainly iniift to have done for the future. 

VhsTi UDAY the French Anibafladors made us a Vifit, to communi¬ 
cate to us, as they faid by their Mailer’s Commands, certain Ord:rs 
they had received from Court, relating to the Bufinefs of the general 
Sufpenllon: YotiV l.ordftiip will pleafe to remember, that when that 
Matt.r w'as pr.n-ofed fome W'eeks fince to the Mediators, with a formal 
D-.clawition of ilie Oinlent <'f the King our Malier, and of tlie Moft 
(.'hr I! an King, it was iimited that it Ihculd continue but till the End 
/ipi'1'; and founded piincipaliy on tliis Condition, that thetVvO .Ar¬ 
mies iiiould eaoli ol them withdraw- cut of the Empire ; this being the 
.I'oundutieni and main Scope of the '^J'lung, the Frauh Ambaflador.,, it 
ieems, had forefeen an Objection the Iviperialifls might be aptt-o make 
againlt that Condition, of w ithdrawing their Troops out of the E.mpire ; 
ior tlie March between tbi.s Electorate*, and the other neighbouring 
(A-untries up<jn the Rhifie, w here now their Army lic.s, and the Heredi¬ 
tary Countries of Fohemia and SUefia^ (whither in that Cafe the Emp^ 
tor’s I'roop.s mull retire) is fo very long, and the Time between this 
the 1 nd of Jpril fo ftiort and narrow, tliat by that Time tliey w’ouid be 
well in tlieir C^iarters in ‘Bohemia^ the Term of tlie CelTation would'be 
expired, and they muft be thinking of marching' back again ; fo as it 
Would f rve to little more than to harrafs and watft their Troop.s: Be- 
lides tliat, at the Expiration of the 'fruce, they, the Imperial's, would 
iind tCemkl\‘j.s by this Means a Month or Six Weeks march out ot their 
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jWay, and from the Parts where the War was to ,bc profecuted,: 
^Whereas, on the contrary, the Fvench Army would be at the next Door 
^o it, and have had all that Time (the other had been in marching back 
or forward) to refrelh and recruit itfclf in. And this Objedion, the 
Trench Ambafladors were of Opinion, lay fo fair for the Imperialifis to 
make, that they had taken I.cavc to lay it early before the King their 
Maftcr, for his Diredion what Anfvvcr to make to it, in cafe that Point 
of the Sufpenfion came to be further treated upon. To this therefore 
the King, as they told us, had now return'd them, as his Pleafure, that 
abfolutclyit wasnecclTary to infill finally on that main Condition, that each 
Party Ihould be obliged forthwith to withdraw their Troops out of the 
Empire, that being indeed the principal End for whicli this Sufpenfion 
was propofed j and tliat therefore, by way of Anfwcr to tJiat Objection, 
in cafe the Impcrialijls came to make it, they, the Ambafladors, fliotild, 
as of themfelves, fay, that tho’ the King their Maftcr had not thought 
fit to agree to the general Sufpenfion for any longer Time than the laft; 
of jiprily yet they, the Ambafladors, were of the Opinion, that as an 
Tafe^to thii Inconvenience alledg’d on the Part of the Impcrialijis^ the 
King their Maftcr might be prevailed with to continue the Sulpenfien 
even for ''lie Year longer, tliat is, till the End of Jpril but this 

to be faid as of tliemfelvcs, not difeovering that they had otlierwife any 
c\y refs Orders to make fuch a Propofition. And this, the Ambafladors 
t^ad us, tliey were commanded to communicate to us, to the end, that 
in cafe we were agreeing to it, they might, if that Bufinefs of tlie ge- 
nwj'al Sufpenfv’r. ci.n.e to be treated of, and that this Objediion were 
made on tlie P-irt of the Impirialijls^ proceed to make this Olier by 
way of isMp^dient : AVc told them, this was a Thing wliolly new and 
unfort fecn, and that coiifequently we had no particular Inftructions in 
it i tliat We knew in the general, the King our Maftcr referr’d himfelf 
• very far in all this ATattei of the Sufpenfion, to what the Moll Chri- 
ftian Ki: g fliculd judge moft ufeful to the common Caufe; but the 
Point of prolonging fucli a Sufpenfion a whole Year round, was cif tliat 
Importance, that it would be our Duty to inform his Majefty of wliat 
thesg the Ambaftadors, had thus communicated to us, and to receive 
his Pleafure more exprefly upon it; which we promifed them we would 
do by this Day’s Pacquet. Tliey clofed the Thing, by praying us, above 
all, to take Care that this Propofition might remain as a great vSecret 
between ourfelves, for the Alarm tliis Elector would efpecially take at 
it, fliould he forefec the Misfortune he w'ould be in, in this Cafe, to 
have t'lic greateft I’art of his Country remain, during fuch a Sufpeniioii, 
in the Hands of the Enemies, where now it is. Tliis is the only Mat¬ 
ter of AVeight we have at this 'fime to trouble your Lordfliip with, 
and w hicli *ve humbly defirc to lay before his Majefty, for bis Pleafure 
upon it. A'nur f.ordfliip tvill plcafe to remember, that the Opinions of 
the Mediators, as well as of the French Ambafladors, have ever been, 
that tliis Propniition of a general Ceflation will not take Place, confi- 
djrring the infolent Humour the *Dutch arc now' in ; or if it did as to 
the' firft I'crm intended, of the laft of Jpril next, yet it is not at all 
believed, tlie ‘J)i'Jcb could ever agree to any fucli l^roloiigation of it, as 
, this wiiicl) the Moft Chriftian King now’ propofes; for the great Burthen 
they, tlie Jiolldvdcrs, muft be forced to lie under all that Time, in the 
vaft Subfidies tli,'/ muft continue to pay to their Allies, fo as it is hot 
expeftod fucli a i'n'pofitiOn can take Place ; but the Ufc that is intend¬ 
ed fliall be made of it is, that the Mediators and thcT;Vrr Party ifi the 
Empire, w Jio arc more particularly concerned to fee the Empire be free 
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from thofe two Armies, may be fatisficd all is done that polfibly can 
be done on the Part of the two Kings and their Allies, for the obtaini- 
ing the Sufpenfion ; and confequently, the Rcfufal being on the Part oi 
the 'Tiutch and their Allies, we may be able to value ft to this middle 
Party to our Advantage, and to gain fo much the further into their 
good-Will by it. 

Since our laft, is arrived the Minifter of ^az'aria^ in order to the 
Bufinefs of the Triers Party; It is one Meyer^ a good difcrect Perfon, 
as the 'French Ambalfadors reprefent him, and one, as they fay, parti¬ 
cularly well affeded to the Interefts of that Court; in a little Time we 
lhall now fee, what Party that Matter will take, only it falls out un¬ 
happily, that tho’ the whole Bulinefs moved, as may be eafily fuppofed, 
firft by Sweden^ the firft Defign and Model of it having been concerted 
between the Swedes Ambafladors here, and the Duke of Newbnr^hy 
yet the Ambalfadors have not received to this Day their Powers for the 
treating that Matter ; fo as if all the other Parties were upon the Place 
and ready, as moft of them arc, the Thing mult fulfer a Delay for want 
of nccclfary Powers on the Part of the Swedes. But the Ambaf adors 
tell us, they have again minded the Court to haften them, and they 
doubt not but in a ^ew Polls they lliall have an Account of them, and 
that in the mean time they will proceed to enter upon the Matter v it)i 
fuch of the Parties as are already here. 

IT feems the Treaty, we told your l^ordlliip in our laft was ftiid to be 
concluded between Sweden and Jirandenhurgh^ proves to be but a plain, 
naked, defcnlivc Alliance, without any Relation to the prefent Aftalrs 
'I'he Particulars of it arc not yet come to the Swedes Amballadors, bet 
in the general, the Count Tiott tells us, it is no more than an ordinarv 
defcnfiv'c Treaty i fo as the Eledor of ^randenburgh is not, that v,e 
can find, fo far won by Sweden into the Secret and Intent of this ^'k•rs 
Party, as was hitherto believed ; that whereby the Swedes andFrencb r\ni 
balladf)rs feem to hope moft to gain upon him, in order to all ouiTnterelU 
at this Time, is, the Bulinefs of Foland: That is, tlie Hector haviny, 
fo great an intcreft, to fee the Choice fall upon a Prince well inclined 
to liis Tricndlhip, and particularly if it be upon the Duke of Ncwbiirgb' 
I’amily, for the Advantage it is fuppos’d that Duke has heretofore, u;. - 
on the like Occalion, agreed to allow and yield to the JUetitor, in tlie 
Matters depending between them two here, in their Countries of C/ecr 
and yuliers, in cafe he, the Duke, ihould, with the Aliiftance <'f the 
Elector, come to fuccccd in tlie Crown of Foland. This is judg’d not 
an unlikely ©ccafion, ior France and Sweden to engage that IJector more 
heartily into our common Interefts, by offering in his Favour to )o\n 
their Endeavours in ^Poland in Favour of the Duke of Newbnigl\ or 
what Prince clfc may be moft to the Liking of the Eledtof of ‘Franden- 
hirgh. This is a Thought we perceive the French and Swedes Ambai- 
fadors have upon that Matter of Frandenhurgh^ but which is not in 
their Power to make any Advance in, otherwife than to lay it before 
their fevcralMailers for their Conlidcration, which we believe tbey,Wf\c 
already done. |

that 1 own, in the fudden March he is now in ; Others bc!ie\.. I.c - ay 
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be gone to meet the faid Count of Monterrey, to beget a better Difpo- 
fition on the Part of Spain towards the Peace, than they are yet in* 
For It has been obferved, that ^everning^ fpeaking on fcveral Occafions 
of the Peace, and the Defire the States really have on their Part to have 
a Peace, let fall, that the Emperor was well enough difpos’d on his 
Part to it, only Spain kept off, and made the greateft Difficulty ^ fo 
as fome believe, it may not be impofllblc, but that Lyfola has made 
this Turn to fee what he can do upon the Mind of the Count de Mon¬ 
terey, in Favour of the Peace, in cafe they can find Things otherwife 
difpofe themfelves to it. We are,

I N our laft that we had the Honour to write to your Lordfliip, which 
was of the -^th Current, by M. Smith the Exprefs, a Duplicate 
whereof we take Leave herewith to cneJofe, we prefumed to give your 
I-ordfliip an Account of the Commiflion wliich theirewfi^ Ambafladors are 
now pofleifed of, to infinuate, as they fee Caufe, that their Mailer will 
confent, if the general Sufpenfion of Arms comes to be treated of, to 
fueb ii Truce as ihall lail till May 1675. This they are to give Hopes 
of as from themfelves, in cafe it be objefted that the Term lierctofore 
difeours’d of till May next, be too fhort and inconvenient; yet we do 
hot find, upon Converfation fince had wdth the French Ambaifadors, that 
they do believe, that a Truce of that Length (if any at all) will be 
confented to, much lefs delired by the other Side j only they hope, this 
Facility of the two Kings (fuppofing that our Mailer does concur in it) 
may prove a Means to convince and fatisfy thofe of the Tiers Part)', 
that this Alliance is ready to comply w ith any Expedient that lliaJl 
tend to bring this Negotiation of Peace to a happy Period. 

But as to the'J/Vrj Party itfelf, the Mediators told us late laft 
Night, that the Minifter of the Elettor of Jiavaria (who is thought to 
have been font hither in order to concur in it, and promote it) hath not 
yet been to fee tlicm, nor have they had hitherto any the Icail Commu¬ 
nication with him upon Bulinefs. Nor are they, the Mediators, as they 
themfelves do confefs, fo perfectly inilrudled, (which, they fay, happens 
partly from the Abfence of the King their Matter all this latt Summer 
Trom,Stockholm, and partly from the Accident of the Small Pox, that 
now detains him from returning thither) as they hope to be e’ro Ihng, 
for the managing of that Arfair, This Want of Inttruelions and Power 
the Frejich Ambafl'adors do not flick to impute to a great Negligence in 
the Mediators, having told them, that unlcfs the Powers which they 
expect do come very fpcedily, and be very full (enabling them to con- 
ckide and fign Treaties here with the Princes of the Tiers Party) when 
they do come, this whole Affair will be thrown fo far behind hand, that 
■"fJjTe Seafon of Adion will be too far advanced, and go near to nip it in 
th.e Bud : For this SloAvncfs, and thefe Delays of Svseden on the one 
Hand, and the tliriving Condition of the Confederates on the other, 
will, it is feared, make thofe Princes, who were once willing to joyn 
Hands in this Tiers Party, very backward to declare themfelves at this 
Time to any good Effett ; fince Sweden, w'hich was expeilcd to bo in 
the Head of them, does not appear diligent and vigorous enougli to form 
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and lead on the Party j and fince the Imperial Counfcl hath aJl the Op¬ 
portunity and liCifurc it can wilh for, to traverfe the whole Dclign: 
An Inftance of thefc Endeavours flicws itfelf very vifibly at Ratishoiw 
at this Time j where the Imperial Commiflloners are labouring to form a 
Centre League, under the Notion of providing for the publick Security, and 
of driving away Stranger Troops out of the Empire : The fame Diligence 
is ufed by the Imperial Minifters in the refpedtive Courts, that are fuf- 
pc£tcd to encline to this I'icrs-Vmrty : Tlic Imperial and Spanijh JVIini- 
fters now in the Court of Sweden^ calling with all Earneftnefs upon the 
Counfcl there, to execute the Guarranty which that King owes to the 
Peace of Munfier ; and another in Rerlin^ having labour’d all he could, 
and tliat with large Offers of Money too, (tho all in vain) to divert 
that Eledtor from figning the defenfive I.eague and Treaty lately made 
up, or rather renew’ d, (without any diredt Afpedi upon the prefent State 
of Affairs) betw^ecn him and the Crown of Sweden ; fo that upon the 
Matter, we dare not promife to ourfelves thofe Advantages from tlie 
TiVrj'-Party it might (had it been knit together' in due Time) have 
produc’d, cither by Way of Approbation and Countenance to our Demands 
from the Utitch^ as they ftand now’ moderated by fevcral Abatements; or 
elfe by Way of Oppolition and Check to the Imperial 'J'roops, in tlieir 
Quarterings, Palfagcs, and impofmg of Contribution, contrar\^ to the 
Rules and Capitulations of the Empire. 

On the other Hand, the Appearances are very flender, from any 
Thing that we have obferved to have of late been faid or done by the 
Mediators, that Sweden alone will break into Action this Spring, in Pur- 
fuance of their Treaty wdth France; tve do not find that they, the 
Mediators, do own that hingagement fo frankly at this ’1 ime as fornu r- 
ly they have done : For they do not only inlinuatc, that they are in an 
Apprchcnfion of their Neighbours, the Ilanes and the Holflcmcrs\, the 
Houfes of Rrttnjwick and Mecklenbergh, and even the 'Brandinhurghcr too, 
in Cafe they, the Swedes^ lliould enter into Action, before the Hands of 
thefe Neighbours be tied up, either by the Intercfts and Interpofition of 
the two Kings, or clfc by a common Concurrence of all thefe Princes in 
the T/Vrj-Party : But they would alfo have their Treaty of Ardon witli 
France fo underflood, as if there were certain Cafes, in which (falling 
out to be fo in Fact) they arc abfolutely excufed from executing it; 'I'he 
one is, in Cafe France Ihould refufe to yield to a Peace upon reafona- 
ble Terms; The other is, if FYance fhould adt in the Empire prejudici¬ 
ally to the Treaty of Munjier: Both which Points, they fay, are exprcfly 
provided againfl in their Treaty. Upon the Hrft of thefe Points, they 
have hitherto dilpens’d with thcmfelvcs from avow ing, that the *-i'ermS 
upon which Fr^incc hath offer’d to come to a Peace, are fair and equal, 
to the Satisfaction of their Judgment j and for the other Point, they have 
been obferv’d to fay plainly enough, that France is not to be excufed in 
the Invafion they have made upon the Eledtor of I’reces^ nor yet, in that 
they did not withdraw their Troops out of the Bowels of the Empire 
laft Year, as foon as the Eledtor of Rrandenlmrgh was taken off, and the 
Troops withdrawn into the Hereditary Countries: Belides thgt, 
they complain very much of the difmantling of Colmar^ a Protcflailf 
Town and Unirerfity, and other Free Towns in Jlj'atia: We dare pot 
fay, that they have explain’d thcmlclves to this Eiffcdt, by Way of l^x- 
cufc for their not executing the Treaty w’ith France ; but w’e muff, with 
all humble Submiflion, beg leave to fay, that we find nothing of that 
Fervour in their prefent Difeourfes, which we obferved in them in the 
Months of yiily and Angtjfty and which gave the Hutch Ambafi’adors 

Caufe 
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Caufe to complain of them, and the States General to order their Am- 
balfadors to enter into an Expofiulation with them, as having ufed fuch 
Threats and Menaces of breaking with them, and declaring againft them, 
las could not comport with the Office of Mediators ; inftead of which 
' Temper, they feem now to make it their chiefeft Care, to keep up the 
Figure of this Mediation, (if not fingly in thcmfeivcs, which the Empe¬ 
ror and Spain may except againfi, yet joyntiy with others) almoft 
upon any Terms. 

W E for our Parts, not difeovering by any 'i'hing they, the Mediators, 
have of late faid or done, that Sweden cither intends to declare, accord¬ 
ing to its Engagements, in the Spring, or that it is like the T/Vfj-Party 
will be brought into that Figure, that ITiail be of Ufe to the common 
Caufe, in Order to bring on the Peace \ and if not, to take off the Em¬ 
peror and the Members of the Empire from continuing their Aids to 
Holland^ did lately, in a Converfation with the French Ambaffadors, and 
for our Difcharge towards our Mafter, propole to them, that we fhould 
make a fair and rcfpe(aful Reprefentation to the Mediators, how little 
ufcful they may be faid to have been of late to the common Caufe, 
either as Mediators or Allies ; and that in Order to fatisfy the two 
Kings, it will be requifite that Sweden do improve this Projedt of a ■ 
TzVrj-Party, to procure a good Peace this Winter; or, if that cannot 
be, to enter into Adtion by a certain Day this Spring. But we found 
the French Ambaffadors unwilling to enter into any fuch open Fclair- 
icffemcnt with them, contenting thcmfelves to let them know, (as they 
fay they have done) that their Subfidies will be withdrawn wholly, and 
ceafe in ytily next, in Cafe Sweden does not very fuddenly anfwcr their 
Ljfpedtation with Effedt. 

However, as we thought it our Duty, under his Majefty’s gracious 
Pardon, to propofe this Reprefentation, as an Addrefs that could not 
have been otherwife than well taken by the Mediators, fince it is a 
Difcharge of ourfelves that wo are anfwcrable for, while we arc here 
‘upon the Sentinel; fo we humbly beg leave, thus to fubmit the Motives 
wc had to make this Propofal to the French Ambaffadors, and leax e 
the Judgment of them before your Lordfliip ; not that avc prefumc to 
cenfure the Councils of Sweden^ or the Mcafurcs they may take, nor yet 
that we do doubt, or are unfatisfied of the Integrity and Affedtion of 
the Perfons that adt in this Mediation for the common Caufe, or of the 
particular Refpedt and Veneration they profefs to have for our Mafter, 
(if the wrong Judgments they have, at our firft affembling here, made, 
of the fupplo Temper and perilling Condition Holland v as then in, 
as thcy^belicved, may be cxcufed in them :) But that we cannot think 
it poiuble, as 'J'hings now ftand, their Mediation fhould be of any good 
Eftedt, uiik-% the other Side bo convinced, that in Cafe the Mediation 
can do m^good this Winter, the Swedes wall enter into Adlion in the 
Spring: T'Vlr, as»our Hopes for a Peace here have no other Mcafurc, 
but that Ability, Union, and Vigour, that the whole Alliance fliall now 
appaar in, in Order to profecutc the War with Advantage next Year ; 
fo w'c £ire apt (under Correction) to think, the Confederates arc per- 
fwaded nothing is fo likely to turn the Scales of their prefent Condition, 
as the breaking in of the Swedes into Germany. 

Monsieur Fccerniug gave the Mediators yefterday a \'iiit, as if he 
‘had asked their l-eave to take a Step into his own Country, in order to 
look after his ow n private Affairs for a few' Weeks; and tlie rather, hv 
faid, in that the Duke d(i Chaulnes is now abfent, and that there is 
nothing of the Negotiation for Peace like to come on (as he iintkr- 
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ftands it) in that fhort Time he dcfires to be away: He did not 
fparc to let them fee, his Mafters were now wholly intent upon the War i 
having alfign’d twenty Million for the Land Service, and feven for the i 
Service of the Sea j and when he wras told, that a much lefler Sum( 
would purchaic them a very good Peace, his Reply was, that the Mo- 
ny was better bellowed for their Defence in the Refolutions his Mailers 
had now taken, not to part with any Place, nor give a Penny of Mony 
to thofc that had made fo impious a War (he ufed no better Epithet) 
upon them. 

IT is now no longer doubted, but that M. de Lyfola is gone to confer 
with Count de Monterey; he was not returned ycllcrday in the Evening, 
having had an Efcortc as far as JiMremonde, in his Way to *DieJi. The 
Prince of Orange and Count Monterey arc faid to have been on ‘Euefday 
the ^itb about Uandinne^ a Nunnery upon the Metife^ two Hours below 
Namur, where they were l^ing a Bridge, in order to pafs the River, 
and to obferve the March or the Duke of Luxemhurgh, who is faid to 
be now drawn from the Neighbourhood of Liege, where he was, and 
palTcd the River Ourji, in his Way to Sedan, and fo for France: This 
is written from jiken, but upon what Grounds we know not. 

I W E take the Liberty to cnclofc to your Lordlhip, a Copy of the Dutch 
AmbalTadors Letter, of the \^th Current, to the Mediators, for a ca¬ 
tegorical Anfwcr about the Lorain PalTports ; the Mediators having fent 
it us by their Secretary lall Night, tho’ we had it imparted to us, and 
font to your Lordlhip a Copy of it this Day fevennight. 

Since the Beginning of this Difpatch, we have the Honour of your 
Lordlhip’s of the i Ji Current, come to our Hands, and by it, the Joy, 
and the good Occallon to congratulate to your Lordlhip that good De¬ 
gree of Recovery in which you were at the Writing; which we 
befcech God to pcrfedl and confirm : This Poll gives us not Time to fay 
any more to the Contents of that Difpatch, than that his Majelly’s An¬ 
fwcr to the Dutch Letter takes exceeding well in thefe Parts; every 
Body feems affected very much with that Reafon of Honour, for which 
his Majelly declares againll all feparate Overtures ; as alfo with the frank 
Challenge that it is clofed withal, in Order to let the World fee, by 
the Progrefs and Succefs of this Treaty, whether his Majelly be wanting 
in thofe Propcnlions, that can be rcafonably expetled in him, to come to 
a fair Accommodation. M. de Qroote, who is a great Critique, and littla 
favourable to our Side, delpifes much the Addrefs of his old Mailers; 
for he fays, lince they intended it for a Manifello, (as he confelTcs it is) 
to convince and make a Party •, they Ihould not have begun lb low and 
crouchingly as they do; and lince they would have the World believe 
they become humble Suiters to his Majelly for Peace, they ought not to 
have ItufTd it with fo many Infolencies. 

We have printed off joo Copies in this City, and they arp for the 
moll Part dilpofed of it hath been printed likewife at ^ri^Jdis in French, 
and at Antwerp in Ysive-Dutch ■, Sir William Curtius prints it at 
Franitfort, and Sir William Swan at Hamburgh, both in Hi^-Dfttch.

O UR lall: to your Lordlhip was of the ''jh Inftant by the Ordinary, 
a Copy of which wc take Leave to fend here inclofed: 'I'hc 
next Day M. Courtin chancing to meet us at Prince WiUiam's in the 
Evening, told us, he and his Collegue were to come to fee us next 
Day, upon Occafion of a late Difpatch they had receiv’d from Court . 
The Matter, he faid, was this ; The Elector of Mentz having now lately 
reprefented to the King their Mafter, the Defire the Emperor had ex~ 
prclTcd, to have him, the Eleitor, to enter with the Elcdtor of Bavaria, 
and the Duke of Zell^ into the Mediation of the prefent Differences j 
he, the Elcftor, as he faid, before he would make any diredt Anfvver 
to.tlie Propofition, had delired to underftand his Majefty’s Mind, liow 
agreeable it might be to his Majcfty, that he Ihould accept of that 
Overture, and engage in the Work : To which the King their Mafter 
had, as he faid, made in a manner the fame Anfwer the two Kings had 
made formerly to the like Propofition, when made by the late Elcdtor, 
Predcccffor to him that now is, <viz. That as to the Differences depend¬ 
ing, or pretended to be depending between him and the Emperor, or 
•bhe Empire, his Majcfty was very willing to accept of his, the Eledlor’s, 
JVlcdiation, together with thofe of other Princes of the Empire, named 
in that Overture ; but that as to the Qparrcl depending between him 
and the States General, it was already put into the Hands of the King 
of Sweden^ that he had been long polfelfed of all that Matter, had tak¬ 
en great Pains in it, and his Majcfty could not therefore find it proper 
to make any Change in it. 

This, M. Conrtin told us, was the Anfwer that the King had now 
return’d to the Propofition made on the Part of the Eleftor, upon \\ hieJi 
Occafion the King, it feems, faid, he had made further Keflexion, as to 
the admitting, or not admitting Sweden into the Mediation of the Diffe¬ 
rences with tlic Emperor; tliat is, whether, as he has found fit to ex¬ 
clude thofe Princes of the Empire from the Mediation between him 
and Holland^ leaving that to the Swede^ and limiting their Mediation 
lingly, to the Differences he hath with the Emperor and the Empire, 
whetlicr it might not be fit iikewife, on the other Side, when the Mat¬ 
ters of the E^mpirc came to be mediated, abfolutely to keep Sweden out 
of that JVlcdiation, not allowing that that Crown be Mediator in the 
Matters depending betw'cen the King and the Emperor j in that, faid 
he, Sweden being obliged by their late Treaty to enter into open A< 5 lion, 
in, cafe the Emperor proceed to aflllt the HoUanders^ it will I>e impolfi- 
ble that Sweden can comply with that Obligation, and at the lame 
Time be Mediators between the Emperor and France that is, in cafe 
Sweden lliould come to be received into the Mediation bi.'twecn the 
Emperor and F'ance^ they will certainly plead to be excus'd from tlie 
• Execution of that 'J'reaty, as inconfiftent with the Figure tliey arc then 
in of Mediators. ’Phis, ftiid he, is the Refolution our Maltcr has made 
in the Matter, which he.has been pleas’d in his laft Difpatch to commu¬ 
nicate to us, commanding us to confider of it, and to return hid! our 
'I’houghts upon it. 


'Phis, 
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This, he told us, was the Thing he had to fpeak with us upon^ 
that is, as private Friends, not as Ambaffadors, to ask us what would 
be our Opinion upon the Point; not that they had any Direction to 
fpeak with us in it, nor that they would by any Means it Ihould be 
known they had confulted us in it j but being to give the King their 
Opinion upon it, and the Matter not being otberwife W’ithout its Diffi¬ 
culties, they would be glad to take what Help tliey could, in framing 
their own Judgments and Opinion in the cafe ; above all, he faid, they 
muft conjure us, not to fpeak of it to the Mediators, nor to take any 
Notice of it in our Difpatches to England. 

Acc ordingly the next Day the French Ambaffiadors came to fee 
us, and M. Courtin began to open the Matter, but very impcrfedly and 
confufcdly i and having proceeded to tell us what Anfwcr his Mailer 
had given to the Elector of Menrz, abruptly ended the Matter there, 
not touching one Word upon the main Difficulty, which lie had the 
Night before told us the King their Mailer had raifed to himfelf upon 
that Occafion ; that is, whether it W'ould not be fit, and how far to 
exclude Szffedcu out of the Mediation of the Differences w ith the Em¬ 
peror, for the Reafon there given ^ in the fame Sort he had declared, 
he thought reafonable to exclude the Mediation of thofe Princes of the 
Empire, in the Quarrel with Holland^ &c. of tliis tve found he did not 
touch one Word, but bumbling up the Matter with what had been an- 
fwer'd to the Elector of Mentz his Propolition, concluded, that tliey 
had delired to give us this Communication of it, that we would think 
what would be our Opinion in the Point, and fo they left us. W'e dft 
not prefume to judge of the Point in Queflion, nor lliculd we ha\c 
thought it fit, had the Ambafl'adors proceeded to ask our Opinions upon 
it, in the Way M.Conrf/u faid they W'ould, to have givxm any in a Tlmig 
of that Confequence, w ithout a more diftind Knowledge of his Ma jcOy\ 
Mind upon it j but finding by w'hat M. Cviirtin difeourfed to us the 
Night before, that the Ircnch Court have moft certainly fomething r.f 
this kind at prefent in Deliberation, and yet by his fudden Retrai^tic.a 
of himfelf the next Day, that it was not to be communicated to us 
for that very Reafon, we thought it much more our Duty to give ^•olir 
J,ordfliip this Account of it, humbly leaving it to his Majefly’s Plcaiiire, 
how far he will think fit to have the Matter further W’atched, or en¬ 
quired into, either here or at the Court of France i or whether his jMr- 
jelly will pleafe to leave that, as he is pleas’d to do generally all Mat¬ 
ters relating to the limpiie, to the Judgment and CionduCt of thgKing 
of France ? Qjily we moll humbly befeech your 1 .ordfliip, tho’ we have 
not formally ftipulated any Secret to M. f yet that the Notice 

his Majcity fliall think fit to take of the Thing, may be fo ordered, 
as not to expofe M. t who appears plainly, by wdiat fcjllowcd the 

next Day, to have cvcrfliot himfelf in what he difeover'd to Us the 
Night beftjre. 

In our laft, we took Noticc to your T.otdiliip of the heavy flow Pace 
we found the Bufinefs of the Fiers Party to move by, W'hich we thought 
our Duty the rather to obferve, and to be a little the more exprefs in, 
bc< uufe we do find plainly, that without tho Conjundion of thefe Prin¬ 
ces, or at leafl a confidcrablc Part of them, S’joeden^ notwithflanding the 
Engagements of their laft Treaty, will not be brought to ad : ’i’his 
thefe Ambalfadors, whenever they are preffed, and will fpeak out in 
Confidence, confefs exprefly and in Terms. And fo the French Ambaf- 
ftdors, in aConverfation we happened to haw with them the laft Nipht 

up-on 
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upon thcfc Matters, told us very plainly. Since that, we find by M. 
fLourtitiy the Envoys of Bavaria and Kewhurgh have had a Meeting Avith 
Vhc Swedes Ambalfadors, in order to the forming the Plan and Heads 
If their Treaty, w h^ch, he -told us, would be much the fame the Count 
'*Tott had been hammering upon, of which we gave your Lordlhip an 
Account in our Difpatch of this Day fevennight ; that is, that the 
main of their Treaty fliould be a defenfive Alliance among the Parties, 
in the common ufual Terms, and particularly againft any Quartenngs, 
Paffages, contrary to the Conftitutions of the Empire ; that there 
fliould be fecrct Articles, whereby tlie Parties Avould agree, for the com- 
pofing the prefent Dilfercnces, to propofc certain Projects of Conditions 
to each of the Parties in War refpeCtively, in order to their Satisfaction j 
Avhich if refufed by the Hollanders^ then the Ihnperor to be delired by 
the Allies, not fui'ther to alfiit them; or if he did, the Allies to oppofc 
him, and to liinder that no Palfage fliould be given to his I'roops 
through any Part of the Empire, even tho’ he fliould defre to take it 
under the Rules and Cautions provided in the Conftitutions of the Em¬ 
pire. This, M. Courtin told us, was propofed to be the Engagement. 
In cafe the Project were refufed by the two Kings, he told us, the Allies 
by this Plan obliged thcmfelvcs from theneeforth each to remain Neuters 
in the Qiiarrcl now on Foot. This we could not but take Notice of, 
as a much different Condition from what the Count lott^ according 
to tlie ftiid M. Cotirtin\ Relation, had hitherto propofed to be agreed 
upon in this intended Alliance, in cafe the Project fliould happen to be 
rcTuf‘J on our Part; for hitherto it had been faid, the only Condition 
(lies in this T/erj- Party would oblige thcmfelvcs to, in cafe the 
Prej. '-t fliould come to be refufed on our Part, was, that in that cafe they 
v oil id h ave the Parties to fight it out among thcmfelvcs, and not pre- 
t.ntl to Jii'idcr c\en the Emperor from afllfting of the Hollanders^ as now 
lie doth, ju'ov ided his Troops took their Pafldgc according to the Con- 
di.tutiops of the Empire: So as, according to that Condition, Sweden 
ajh! Avcidd liaie remained in its Idbcrty, under the Engagement of our 
le'.e Treaty, to enter into Action in Favour of the two Kings: Where- 
r. ., according to the Plan as M. i^ciirtin now open’d it to us, Sweden, 
111 cafe we (Jianee to rt.jeCt the ProjeCt, will be oblig’d from thenceforth 
to reni-un N' liter in our Qiiarrei, and confcquently to difpcnce with 
the l iigcg'.menr it is now under hy our late Treaty, to act for the two 
Kings againft Ho/hnid. T his, we faid, was a moft conridcrable Diffe¬ 
rence, and fucli a one as we durft not venture in any Degree, without 
the Pleafure of tlie King our Maftcr, to countenance, or to fuffer our- 
felves a*ny way to be made privy to, without at the fame Time declar¬ 
ing our Diflike and Dlfalluwancc of it. 

The next TTnie we fiw the Ambaffadors, taking Occalion to 

fpeak of Matter, M. Cvnrtin would have perfwaded us, the T hing 
was quite changed as to that Condition, and that now the Alcdiators 
and tlie F.nvos s were refolved to turn that Condition of the Aliiancc, 
to be to tiie fimc Puiyvife that Count 'Jott and the Mediators had de- 
ligiVd it, AVitliout any Obligation upon the Parties in that Alliance to 
rmain Neuters in tlie Qiiarrel. However, we fliall not content our- 
f.dves in a Matter we apprehend of fo much Confequcnce, with what 
•M. f- 'enrth fivs in it, but lliall take the firft Opportunity to inform our- 
felvcs direiftly from lire Mediators what has palled, or wTiat is intended 
as to that Circumftaiice ; ’as at the fame Time to give them to under- 
ftciul in the general, that In the whole CondiiLt of this Bufinefs of the 
']itrs Party, we ihall hope, from the Friendibip and good AffeCtion of 
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that Crown to his Majcfty, and particularly from the Engagements they 
are under by the late l^caty, that they will pleafe from Time to Time 
to give us early Knowledge of what they are doing in it; and wc fhall 
addj that fince the Bulinefs of the Party is a Thing they have' 
all along judged fo abfolutcly necelfary, in order to the bringing our 
Adverfaries to a fair and reafonable Peace, and that the King our 
Matter did on that Confideration fo frankly agree to it, they will pleafe 
to think fit, that we may conttantly underftand from them how it pro¬ 
ceeds, what is refolved in it, and upon what Confidcrations; becaufe 
we, for our Parts, have always apprehended, as wc fhall tell them, 
that whatfoever Figure of Neutrality and Indifference they, the Swedes, 
were alloAv’d to put on in Appearance in their Adtings in this Triers 
Party, yet that it was refolved they would at the fame Time fo order 
it, that in Compliance with the Engagements they ftand tied in to the 
two Kings, the two Kings Ihould be fure to have a Communication of 
all they meant to do, in order to know their Majetties Minds, how agree¬ 
able any Thing they were to go upon w’ould be to them, even before 
it were engaged in. And this wc lhall prefume to put them in Mind 
of upon this Occafion, and fo, once for all, beg they will pleafe from 
'^fime to Time to give us the Knowledge of whatfoever paffes in that 
Matter ; at leaft, that we may know w^hat is doing in it, as well as 
wc find others do know. And we prefume upon this Occafion, to give 
your T.ordlliip in Mind, that in all this Matter the Duke of Newhnrgb 
will have a confidcrablc Influence, as well for that it feems in a manner 
to have firft moved from him, at leaft the Thing was made to appear 
fo to the World, as that the Minifter he happens to have here upon tjjat 
Affair, M. Stradtfinan^ is efteemed a very difcrcct worthy Man, and fo 
is like to have a good Stroke in all the Management of it: So as wc 
humbly leave it to his Majcfty to confider, whether it might be proper 
to make any more particular Applications to the Duke upon this Occa¬ 
fion, and in what kind whether his Majcfty would think fit himfclf to ‘ 
write, or pleafe to dircdl us to make any more formal Compliment by 
this M. Stradtfman, of the great Confidence his Majcfty hath in the 
Duke's Kindnefs and Affcittion, and fo to infmuate, that in the Conduct 
of this Matter of the Triers Party, we are dire(ftcd particularly to apply 
ourfelvcs from Time to Time to him, the Duke’s Minifter, as well to 
underftand what is at any Time doing, as privately to interpofe and 
fuggeft, what we judge may be for the fair and reafonable Support of 
his Majcfty’s intcrefts, in any Thing that fliall pafs. ’I'his is a ’I'hing 
we prefume to put your Lordftiip in mind of, leaving it humbly, to his 
Majefty’s Plesffure, whether it be neceftary to have any Thing of this 
kind or no : If his Majcfty lhall think it otherwife nccclfary to be 
done, the late l.etter wc fent your Lordlhip for his Majcfty,from the 
Duke, if not yet anfwer’d, may not improperly, wx* think, give an Oc- 
calion to do it. 

Yestfroav the Commander Smifing, giving us a Vifit in the Even¬ 
ing, fell again into his old Note, of complaining of fomc late hard 
Ulages from the French ; and tho’ lie will not fpcak it quite out, *yet 
we rind plainly, that Billiop is exceedingly dillatisfied with the French 
Miniflcrs in fevcral Matters: That which he at prefent complains of 
is, that whereas the Bifhop having, by his ow'n Forces fingly, without 
any Alfiftance of the French or Cologn Troops, taken the Town of Cam- 
pen from the Hollanders, in the Beginning of the War j he, the Bilhop, 
at the Delire of the French King, put the Town into his Hands, but 
under an exprefs Article, that it Ihould be delivered to him again, at 

leaft 
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Icaft that it iliould not be reftored to the Hollanders j or otlicrwifc iiovi - 
foever difpofe of it, without his Confent: TJnit notwithftanding this 
exprefs Convention, tlie King of France is now about lligliting of the 
Place, in order to the quitting it to the Hollanders^ as he hatli done 
thofc other of the conquer’d Places, without fo much as the Knowledge 
of the Bilhop of Mnnjicr^ or laying one Word to him of it; a'tho’ at 
the fame Time, tliey have a Minifter with the BiflKm of Mnvffcry one 
Koiijffhaii, formerly employ’d in Ibme Kind in Szsceden, vtho, they find, 
fays not one Word about this Matter of Campen, 

M. Smiftng told us, that his Mailer was in good Hopes to cfcapc 
pretty well, as to the Qiiartering of the Impcrialif.s^ which he had ap¬ 
prehended fo much : For Major General Sporkc^ wJio commands that 
Part of the Imperial Horfe which is alfign’d to Quarter in tlmfe Parts, 
did, it feems, upon his firft Arrival, write a civil 1 .etter to the Bifliop, 
letting him know, that they underl'tood well, he the Biihen had en¬ 
tangled himfelf in the Alliance of the two Kings and the Flettor of 
Cologn againft the Hollanders y but that however, he, the Major General, 
had Orders to live well w ith him, and not to Quarter upon his d'errite- 
ries* and therefore he defired to know, what kind of Carriage he was¬ 
te expect from his, the Bilhop’s, d’roops in all Rencounters : The hifiiop 
anfwered, that he had nothing but Duty and Obfervance for the Fm- 
peror, had taken no Engagements with Relation in any Kind to tiic 
I'.mperor, and that therefore his d'roops Iliould have Orders to li\e 
with all Fairnefs and good Neighbourhood towards the Emperor’s l'('rces 
on all Occafions; So as, faid the Commander, we hope that Matter 
w fettled for the refl of the Winter. Whetlier this he all that palled 
between the Impcrialifis and the Biiliop, we are not able to fay : But 
in the DiliatisfaCtion v e find he is in at prefent ti'ith fome of the 
French M millers, wo apprehend it might not be unfit to eye him a 
little. 

W E told your J.m-diliip in our lall, the dormant Orders the T'revch 
Ambafladors had by them, in the Matter of the general Siifpenin r. ; 
that is, to give Hopes of their Mailer’s confenting, in Cafe it comes to 
need fuch an Expedient, that tlie Sufpenlion fliould be continued after 
the Find of Jpril next, to that '^I'ime twelve Months, j. c. to tlie find 
of yipril Since which, the Amballadors have been with us, to 

acquaint us ol an Order they have received by their lall T otters as to 
that Matter, that is, that they are, after Communication had w'ith 
us, and t>ur Concurrence in it, to let the Mediators know, tliat as to 
the Confent they and w'c had declared on the Part of our Mailer'-, or 
6 Weeks ago, for a general Sufpenlion till the h.nd of /Ipril next, that 
they were ordered to explain themfelvcs, and to let the i^lediafor^ knoA\", 
that in JCafe our Adverfary Iliould not accept of that Offer, before the 
End of this next J\Ionth oi yanuary; that in that Cafe, the two Kings 
will not think themfelvcs longer tied to their Word in ilie Matter, but 
fr<?m thenceforw'ard to be at l.ibcrty in it: Which, conlidering the 
Qrders we have had in all that Matter of the general Siifp-enlion, liave 
been to comply with the Mind and Opinion of the King o\'France in it, 
we prefumed, without further Difficulty, to agree to, and accordingly w'c 
told them, we were ready, wEen they ihould defire it, to concur wnth 
Them in this Explication of ourfclves to the Mediators upon that Matter.

Mir Lord, 

S INCE our laft, which was of the rtth Current by the Ordinary, 
(the Duplicate whereof wc take leave herewith to inclofe) Wc 
have the Honour of your Lprdfliip’s of the 8 tb of December^ 0. S. to 
acknowledge, as we do with all humble Thanks ; and in it that Matter 
of fpccial great Joy which is given us, in that his Majefty is plcafcd to 
take it into his own Care, to remove that Difficulty which this Nego¬ 
tiation hath fo long labour’d under, about the Lorain Palfperts j for the 
Treaty being to be reviv’d again in all Probability by this Means, we 
may hope cither to come to a Peace, when the Dutch and all the World 
lhall fee, what further Degrees of Moderation his Majefty is willing to 
defeend to in his Demands; or if that cannot be, our Adverfaries will 
have put thcmfelves much more notorioufly than ever in the Wrong, lind 
his Majefty’s Subjefts at Home, and his Friends abroad, receive perfect 
Convidions, that all Things poflvblc, on his Part, have been done with 
Sincerity and Zeal, for reftoring his own Kingdoms, and his Neighbours, 
to their Repofe. 

Besides, the overcoming of this Difficulty will be fo much the 
more for his Majefty’s Glory here, and all the World over, in that the 
Mediators, the French Ambalfadors, and all difeerning Men in this 
Place, do, upon ail Occafions, acknowledge, that if there be a Poffibi- 
Jity of removing this Obftacle, it is to be done only by that Authority, 
which his Majefty’s Wifdom hath with the Moft Chriftiaa King: They 
having (all of them) made it their Obfervation, that the fcveral Abate¬ 
ments which France hath come to, from Time to Time, in its Demands, 
as alfo the general Sufpenlion of Arms it is now ready to accept of, 
liave been ftill the Effed of thofe Influences which his Majefty, by his 
Example, and by his Communications, hath upon the Moft Chriftian 
King’s Judgment and Councils. 

W E arc likewifc very glad of the Occafion now given us, by his Ma¬ 
jefty’s fpccial Command, to wait on the Duke of Newburgh's Minifter 
here: And if our laft Difpatch, or this, do happen to come to Hand 
before his Majefty do write his Letter to that Duke, ’tis poffiblc that 
his Majefty will judge, there is prefent Ufc for the Duke’s Friendfiiip in 
Ids Care and Concern for his Majefty’s intcrefts, in the Proceeding of 
the Ders-F&ny j w'hereof wc have given your Lordlhip fome Account 
already : For the forming of this Party having mov’d originally from 
the Duke; and his, Minifter, M. Straekfinan, having a Hand in moulding 
the Projed it is to go upon, (he holding the Pen among the Minifters) his 
Majefty’s Intereft will, we have Caule to hope, thrive the better for a fpfe- 
cial Recommendation to his Highnefs upon this Occalion; and ftnee it is 
taken for granted, that the Refolutions and Proceedings of this Ders- 
Party, are to be governed by the Majority of Votes, the Duke being 
advertiz’d of his Majefty’s Pleafurc, will not, we hope, fuffibr his Vote 
to be applied to the Offering, much lefs obtruding of any Conditions 
upon his Majefty, that fliall be either unreafonable in themfelves, or 
difagrecing with that Plan of Condefeenfions, which his Majefty hath 
iorm’djto himfcif, and done us the Honour to intruft in our Hands. 


M. 
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M. Couftin having obfefv’d, that wc took the Alarm with fbmo 
Warmth when he told us, fome few Days ago, that the Princes of the 
I TiVrj-Party were, by the League between themfelvcs to be made, to 
remain Neuters in Cafe the two Kings Ihould refufo fuch Propofitions as 
would be offer’d them in the Name of that Party; and that wc undcr- 
ftood this Neutrality to imply, that the Swedes ihould, in that Cafe, 
Hand abfolved from their Obligation to execute the laft Treaty with 
France^ even in Calc Sweden Ihould differ from the Majority of the 
TVrrj-Party, and opine that fuch and fuch Propofitions (as being too 
hard and unequal) were not to be offer’d to the two Kings, took tin; 
Pains to bring M. Stradtfman to tell us, and fatisfy us, (as he call’d it) 
that the Notion of Handing Neuter in this Cafe, (as he faid) which W'as 
firft fuggellcd by C. was now laid afide,- and that the T/Vrr-Party 
would lay no more, (in Cafe their Propofitions ihould be refufed) but 
that they pretended not to give the Law to the two Kings, only they 
muH deny Palfage and Qiiarterings, throughout their refpective Domini¬ 
ons, to fuch Troops as ihould happen to be for their Party and M. 
Courtin would needs have us to underftand, that the Swedes^ when they 
in the Body of the TVerr-Party lhall have faid, they will not give the 
Law to the two Kings, who iliall have refufed their Propofitions, will 
ber as fully obliged to execute their 1 rcaty with France^ as they were 
at any Time fince the making of it; but wc muft confefs, w e feat, 
that the very Offer of any Sort of Propofitions would be, in Cafe the 
two Kings fiiould happen to refufe them, of intolerable Prejudice to 
^K’ir Affairs ; For beiidcs that, all the World tvould conclude, that no¬ 
th ng hard or unreafonable could be propofed by an indifferent Party; 
tiie Swedes will have not only a fair Pretext from the Explication they 
do already give to their Treaty with France, (in that it provides, the)' 
fay, they lhall not be bound to fupport any exorbitant Demands of the 
, two but alfo the Authority and Decifion of a Party, which muft 

be reputed indifferent, to excufe them from arming in the Quarrel, as 
long as the Kings lliall refufe thole Conditions they lhall pleafe to call 
juft and rcafonablc : Nor if they did arm, would they be permitted to 
march, or take Quarters, as being Forces belonging to a Prince of the 
Empire, (Duke of Fremen) and confcquently to be prohibited to march 
in Aid of France, 'rherefbre we moll humbly conceive it to be out 
great Intereft at this 'l ime, and we do watch it as well as pofllbly we 
can, that this Party, if it do proceed, do not of their oxvn Heads pul 
any Thing into their Plan for a general Peace, but what they arc af- 
fured 45 y the Minifters here, the two Kings and their Allies will finally 
acquiefee in; but how to fecure our Mailer’s Concerns in this Particular, 
is that which gives us the greater Anxiety at this Time, in that the 
Mediators ^re not walling to communicate with us upon their Proceed¬ 
ings, but would have us implicitly to acquiefee in their Care of us, and 
to expert yet fome Weeks the Iffuc of their prefent Endeavours. 

"v- M. Stradtfman, in a later Converfation with us, and if w’c millake 
' not, after fome Hints given him by C. ‘Tott, told us, he underftood out 
Maftcr’s Affairs would have no great Difficulty in the accommodating, 
but that it w’ould not be fo with France, in Regard their Differences 
.were not only with the Dutch, but with the Emperor, Spain, and Lo¬ 
rain ^ being all Matters very knotty and perplexed to accommodate , 
thpcforc that he hoped,* our Mailer would ufc that Authority, which 
his Wifdom and his Intcrdlls give him with the Moll Chrillian King, to 
difpole him to all the Abatements and Facilities that may in Rcafon be 
expcilcd from him, for a general Peace’s Sake, in this Conjundlurc: This 
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Notion, that our Mafter s Buhnefs is cafy to be accommodated, we fear, 
he may have received from the Mediators, or the French Ambafladors, 
or botli i for they would not have us to iiope for any more than what 
they, the Mediators, have, in their l,cttcr to the FJtifch Ambafladors 
in Scptcfnhcr laft, projected for ns ; we take leave herewith to inclofe 
that Letter, lealt the C-opy ah-eady fent may not be ealily found. 'J'liis 
Letter was tlien dclij>;n’d for no more (as the Mediators allured us) but to 
keep the Ntc,otiation alive, and not to be a Prejudice, as it is declared in 
the J.etter itf if, and fo it was by the foJemn Promifes of the Mediators, 
upon our i'.xceptions to it, and Proteftations again!! it, to our Pretenfi- 
ons botli in tlie Points mentioned, and in the I'oints omitted in that 
1 ./Otter: Jt is true, his Majefty in his lalt liiftrutuons hath given us 
Liberty to come as low, or yet lower than that ]_/Ctter j but the Me¬ 
diators knowing nothing of his Majefty’s lafl Abatements, have no 
AVarrmit to reduce us to the 'I'erms of tljat Letter, in the Project, which, 
it feems, they intend fliall be ofler’d in the Name of tlie ^/’/Vrj’-Party, 
to his Maje/ly. 

Mon Si I VR Stracftfmmi told us liketvife, of a Converfation he hadr 
lately liad with M. efc L,yya^ and that lie had avow’d to him, he iiad 
now' no Cliaractcr here, his Commifllon being expired, lince that Spain 
is become, upon the open Breach with France^ a Party Principal in the 
War: 'I'hat Spain will, (a^ M. civ Jjyra aflirm’d) tho’ it be but newly 
entered, or rather forced and drawn in by the Hair of the Head into 
the Wurj forthw ith agree to a Peace, as fliall be flill to their Difadvantage 
and J/ofs, provided it be fure, and fuch as tliey may promife themfelves 
will b.- lafling. He fays, 'J’reaiies and (iuarrantees will not fatisly 
them, the having of fome ilrong Places to cover them in the Spanijh 
Nvihti lands^ is the only U'Jiing that they (as he fays) elleem to be 
fure: M. Stradiiman faid, the Spaniards have an lye upon Charleroy, 
Actb^ and fome other Places, for which they would give the Value that 
lliould be convenient for France^ if they may have them reflored to 
them. 

Mon sit UR Meyer ^ the linvoy of tlie Lle£tor of Favaria^ ,^avc us 
his Hrfl \'lilt on IFeduefday lall j his Complement had nothing m it in 
his Mafler’s Name, nor did he enlarge to any Iktrticular of his Bulinefs licrc, 
or of the IZ/Vrj-Party ; lie apprehended, lie faid, the Matter of the 
Peace to be very diflicult, as '’filings now iland, but much was to be 
liop'd from the (lemroiitv of the f.rnperor, tho’ thci'c Avas to be a Mix- 
tuie of fear, from the i.)itficulty to fatisfic Spain : *^10 tliis I'.fledt it 

was that he difcours'il, but from Avliat e liave, (or ratlier not have from 
liim and others) vee think it our Duty, for our own Difchargc, to beg 
ol your Lordlhip, tlrat it may be fubmitted to liis Majefty’s gracious 
Pleafurc and Keflexions, that there may be Things very pr;ejudicial to 
his Majefly ’s Affairs concluded between thefe Princes of the ! 7 /fr.r-Party ; 
and we, tho' we watch them as iiarroAAdy as we can, neither heard in 
tlvm, nor know any d'liing of them. For Iiiftance, the determining of 
fucli and fucli Conditions to be fit for bis Majefly to accept of, or.thc 
declaring the King of Sueeden not obliged to execute bis '^freaty Avitli 
France but upon fuch and Inch Terms, or (as Duke of Fri7ncn') not to 
be permitted Paliagc to the AlUftance of France^ as long as the French , 
fliall refide the Propoiitions of tlie T/Vrj'Party. ^fhis w'c do take leave 
to obferve, not out of any I'rejudice we have againfl the IT/crr-Party, or 
tlicir D.'iign ; we !ind all Men lierc look upon 'the interpofition of it, as 
the only Means now left to come to a Peace-; but w-e cannot but call to 
Mind, wJiat his Majeflv, upon very good Confidcrations, as well as the 

Moll 
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Moft Chrifiian King, may e;icpe6t from the Arms of Sweden^ and yet 
what little Appearance of any good Effect from their Arms in Conjun- 
^on with this Party i which is not like to be drawn, as Things now 
Hand, to any Ipccdy and brisk Declaration or Adion. 

IT having plcafcd your Lordihip, by your Difpatch of the i Ji of fD<?- 
cewher^ to command from us a fummary Account of thofe authentick 
Juftifications we may have before us, whereby his Majcfty is warranted 
in his principal Demands from the ^Duteb. We having not negotiated 
thofe Points otherwife than by Word of Mouth, moft humbly beg Leave 
to lay before your Lordihip thofe Arguments, which w e have upon Oc- 
cafton difeourfed to the Mediators and others, for the fupporting of his 
Majefty’s Demands about the Vkig and the FiJJjery. 

First, for the Right of the Flag; as often as wc have been told, 
that Proofs might be demanded from us of our Pofleflion and Enjoyment, 
wc thought it our Duty to anfwcr, negatively, that his Majcfty 

would never endure a Practice, and an Obfcrvancc fo notorious and fo 
ancient, and fo univerfally conform’d to, to be queftion’d in Matter of 
FaCli nor put himfelf upon the Proof of a Thing fo avowred, any more 
than lie would the proving of Fttglands being an ancient Monarchy. 
3 dly^ Polltivcly, that there needs not a fuller Acknowledgment of the 
Right of the Flag, as to the Subftance of our Demand, than the Stipu¬ 
lation made of it by the *F)titch thcmfclves in Cromwelf s Article wdicre 
tlic Ufigc intended to be eftablilhed by that Article, is very clearly 
fuppofed, and admitted to have been the Practice of former Times and 
Governments; But that, if need w'crc, we have among our own Re- 
ifor'Is, Teftimoiiics moft authentick and moft ancient; one of our King’s 
(King yolvi) having, by his Statute or Ordinance, near 500 Years ago, 
declared, that thofe who Ihould refufe to ftrike to the Flag, fliould be 
treated as Isiiemies, tljough they fliould be Friends; and in tliis Statute 
this Ufagu IS not eftabliflied, but fuppofed. Befidcs, the Inftrudtions of 
cur Admirals to their Olficers for the Winter and Summer Guards, have 
always an Article requiring this Obfcrvancc to be look’d to and exact¬ 
ed j whi.li in the Journals of thofe Officers are conftantly accounted of. 
But above all, the concurrent Practice of all Nations without Hefitation, 
mucli Icfs Difpute, is a Teftimony not to be parallell’d in any Cafe for 
the Weight, Univerfality, and U ndou!)tcdncfs of it; for there is nothing 
tliat Witnelfes (if we were in a Courfe of Law) can depofe for an im- 
rijir.erial Polfeffion, but an infinite Number of Foreigners muft fay for 
c Lii’:., and that (if they fay true) even againft their ov\n Intereft. 

HAT liieh the FMitcb do moft glory in is, that there is no Circum- 
ftanJe in this Point that we contend for, but they have brought i.'rom'wcU 
to quit and give over in the Treaty of 1654 i — Example, that a 
whole i'ieet Ihould ftrike to an Man of War: Cromwell 

had ptft into If.s Pi ojeCt, but it was ftruck out, and came not into the 
Article; liov.ever, in this they are willing to yield to his Majcfty : 
An-'tber liing is that they infill upon, that Cromwell had inferted into 
h*is f'roj .dr, that Striking was an Honour, or Relpcct due to the FjUglijh ; 
hut that tliofe Words did not find Place in the Article. U'hethcr they 
■will be fj uningenuous, as to contend againft the Relative Word with 
as much KcfpcZl^ (in the Project as we are now to give it in) we do 
not yet know : Our Endeavour fhall be, to have Words fecurc a full 
1‘ixpreffion of former Ufage ; fince their own Practice, where they them- 
felvcs fet up, (as they»do in the Indies for the Right of the Flag) will 
put a great Value upon the Obfcrvancc. They fay further, and tis 
true, that Cromwell in his Projett propofed, that they fliould Ikikc to 
^ the 
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the without Difference or Limitation of Place j but that in the 

Article lie was confin’d to the Seas. Here ’tis not to be exped- 

cd that they will allow all that Traft between North Cape in Nor-wny, 
and Cape Finikerre, to be the ^ritijh Ocean j nor are we direfted, upon 
the Projea laft fent us, to pretend to it j but they will be fure invi- 
dioufly to alarm the Dane and the Swede, the French and the Spaniard^ 
upon this Occafion, and will contend hard rather than yield us to e,o 
Northward beyond their Selgick Shores, or to allow us more than they 
did to Cromwell-, for they take Notice, that theUfurper being rofolved 
to patch up a Peace, was content to take any Thing they would give, 
his new Republic; and tlicv glory, that themfcives were then very low 
in comparifon of FJtsJand :' However, this being a Point his Majcfty 
hath by an Article directed by himfclf, commanded us to contend for, 
wc fliall not fail to approve our Obedience in the belt Manner we can. 
The late de Witt\ Circular Letter difeovers to us a Point of Chicane, 
Avliich we muft endeavour to prevent, upon the Words oh'iam dedcrint in 
the Article. For he pretends, that their Fleet being at Anchor, and 
not in a Coiirfc under Sail, Avlicrcby they might have been faid to meet 
the Yacht, was not obliged to the Salute ; and the Mention o+ this la¬ 
mentable Shift to elude the Article, will be a fufficient Evidence with 
all Men unhiaL’d, of that Uningenuity, as W'cll as Arrogance, A\here- 
V, ith they have always treated this Affair. Mv Loko, we arc inter¬ 
rupted by the early Departure of the Poft, that uc mull beg l.cave to 
referve vhat we had to fay for the Fifliery, till the next Ordinary 
and to fubferibe ourfelvcs abruptly, but with all faithful Duty, M v

'^T^HE lall we prefumed to trouble your Lordfliip with, Ava.s of the 
X a Copy of which goes here inclofod, fincc which w • IvClA e 

no Pacquet come in, the ordinary Mails of "BrtijJ'cls and yh^zL'crp 

having, it feems, failed this lalt Ordinary, by what Accident is iv *. 
known. 

\Vi had well hoped, that this unlucky Matter of the fleeter e.f ( 
logn\ feparatc Accommodation, of which wc have been fr reed ty ' i 
your I.ordfhip tlicfe laft fix Weeks or two Months, fo many and f> I 
Troubles, had been over j but we find, fincc our laft, that for Vlzu.t < r 
that efleaual Support and Satisfaction, the Elector was then m.'d. t 
hope from the Court of France, the whole Thing is like to rtWolve n,.- 
on us again. Ow Saturday being at Prince/////Arw/s in ti-e 

lA'cning, Iw took us alide, and begun to renew his Complainrs on tl e 
1 ; half of the EleCtor, againft the Court of France, that notwithftandin^ 
a'i that had been promifed many Weeks ago, in the 'Eime he was mole 
pr.'fil'd by the Importunities of the Baron de Lyfola, and his own Strait;, 
to quit the Alliance, as to his Satisfaction he then propofed in the Court 
of France; yet in all this Time not one Word hud been made g('od of 
it ; Nay, that now, for any Thing he could fee, they tvere not to cx- 
ped that any 'I'hing could be done. To this Purpofc, he read us a 
Lctt''r. he had then" newly receiv’d from M. dc^Pompone, the Siibfi nice 
of winch, as far as w'c can recollect it upon once hearing it read, Ava«, 

' that 
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that hci M. de ^ompone^ had read what he, the Prince, had laft writ, 
(which was, to prefs the Court to make good what they had fo often 
and fo folemnly promifed, in order to the Elio^or’s Satisfadtion, (^c.) that 
) afTurcdly, the King would do all that depended on him for the Eledor’s 
Satisfaction, but that it was pofllble there might be fome of thofe Points 
the Eledor propufed for his Satisfadion, which the King might find a 
Difficulty to comply with; that they expeded, from the good Will and 
Affedion of him, the Prince, that in thofe Points he would, according to 
his known Dexterity anci Addrefs, bring the Elcdor to acquiefee in the 
Mind and Realbns of the King ; that he, the Prince, had govern’d the 
Thing with Succefs in a much harder Time, cvz. when the firft Terrors 
were upon the Eledor, and the Enemies Armies triumphing and infult- 
ing at the Gate of the Town ; and now thofe firll Fears of the Elcdtor 
were pafled, and the Enemies Armies drawn off into their Winter 
Quarters, they could not but promife thcmfclves, that he would be 
much more able to keep the Eledor right, and fo to order the Matter, 
as to bring the Eledor to moderate his Expedtation in the foregoing 
Points, to what ihould be the King’s Mind ; that upon the whole Matter 
nothing Categorical would be anfwcr’d in thefe Points by the King, till 
the Sicur whom the Eledor is fending upon that Errand, w ere 

arrived at Court. 

•T'hese were the Heads of that Letter, to which the Prince had an¬ 
fwcr’d as he read over the ^Brmillon: ‘‘ That as to him, the Prince’s 

“ Condud in all this Matter, he bcfeeches the King to reft afl'ured of 
“ all imaginable Zeal and Fidelity on his Part, he and his Brother the 
Biftiop having placed all their Hopes and Depcndance upon the In- 
^ tcrefts of that Crown j but that he pray’d his Majcfty not to fuffer 
“ himfelf to be abufed by a Belief, that it would be polfible to put off 
the Eledor any longer writh fine Words andPromifes: That the 
“ Eledor himfelf, how flow and unapt foever he was otherWife to med- 
“ die in his own Bulinefs, was by thefe long Delays and Difappoint- 
“ ments on the Part of France^ now fo heated in the Thing, that he, 
the Prince, found it could be no longer in his Power, nor any Body 
cife about him, to quiet his Refentments, w'ithout a real and effedive 
‘‘ Satisfadion in the Points he had propofed ; that truly and really he, 
tlie Prince, did not fee how, being trufted fo entirely as he had been 
by the Eledor, in all this Affair bctw'een him and France^ from the 
“ Very firft Overture of an Alliance in order to this War, he did not fee 
‘‘ how in Honour and Confciencc he, the Prince, were it in his 
■“ Power, could any longer perfwade him to rejed the Overtures that 
had* been made liim on the Part of the Emperor for his particular 
“ Accommodation, againft the Opinion and Advice of the greater Part 
“ of his Chapter, and the Eftates of his Country ; that they were ex- 
“ treamly miftaken in the Judgment they made of this Matter in the 
“ Court of" Frmce, if they believed it an caller Task for him, the Prince, 
“ to quiet the Eledor now, than it was to do it fome Weeks ago, at 
, the I'imc of the Siege of Boniie^ &c. as he, M. de Fompcnc^ feem’d to 
“ infinuate in his Letter; for as, on the one Hand, the Eledtor’s Terrors 
“ and Surprise at that Time were great, upon the fudden Inundation 
that he found broke in upon his Country; fo, on the other Hand, his 
Hopes were made great too, by the repeated Vows, Promilcs, and 
“ Proteftations of the French Ambaffadors, feconded by a kind of Com- 
‘‘ pliment and Warranty by the Minifters of the other Allies, (w ho ap- 
“ pcar'd much concern’d, in that Occafion) that a fpeedy and cffcdual 
Succour would be infallibly fent for the Recovery of his Country, and 

F f !* effcdual 
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“ effectual Care taken. for fomc Additional AlIo'wAnccs, whereb)^ to 
“ enable him to fubfifl: Jiimlelf in his Pbrfon, anli to entertain HisTVbops 
“ and Garrifpns, Whereas, laid “the Prince, at prefent, the Elcftor, 
“ finds that all. that is come to nothing, the pretended Succours under 
“ M. de XMXcmhtirgh having, under that Pretence, only amufed the 
‘‘ Eleftor, to make Ufe of his Country to gather their Body together in ; 

and now that they have eaten upon the Country As long as it could 
‘‘ maintain them, are call’d away into their Winter Quarters, God 
“ knows where, and to return God knows when and how: So that 
he concluded, that they were miftaken extreamly in the Court of 
“ France.^ if they did not think it would be infinitely more difficult 
now from henceforth to continue the Eleftor longer in the Alliance, 
than it was to keep him to it in the firft Fit of his Dillcmper : And 
this he pray’d them in his Anfwer to conclude and reckon upon : He 
“ clofed his Anfwer as to this Point, tliat the I'ruth was, the Elector’s 
Paflion and Refentment upon this Article had been fo great, that he, 
“ the Prince, had had all the Difficulties in the World to keep him from 
“ fending immediately an Exprefs to Vienna^ with a Carle hlanchc to the 
“ Emperor, thefc two Conditions only referv’d, that the Emperor would 
“ allow, that the Imperial Garrifons, at prefont in this Town, ■fliould 
“ receive their Orders from him, the Eledtor, which fljculd be, not to 
adt any Part in this War ^ and that the Emperor w’’ould plcafe to 
“ take Care, he, the Eledtor, Ihould have realcnablc Conditions from 
the Hollanders in the Peace that fliould follow. This Vr\ncc JFi Hi am 
told them, w^as the Meflage tlie Elcdtor was otherwife mo/l perem- 
ptorily bent to fend to the Emperor; but that he, the Prince, had 
‘‘ prevail’d with him to fufpend any Thing of that kind, till Iw had 
“ feen w’hat France would fay to his Pr'opofitions, which tlicy pretend 
“ they w'^cre ready to fiitisfy him in, fo foon as his Agent Fyvffctt fliould 
“ arrive nxFaris \ that then he, the Eledtor, would fee if they dealt 
fairly with him ; if not, then he would be juflified to the A^'orld tc 
“ make this Step, in order to a feparate Accommodation: And thu.s 
the Prince had found a Way to avoid that Extremity for tlie prefent, 
'' by which he left them, the Minifters of France^ to judge of the De- 
fpair the Eledlor was now reduced into, and of the Impoffibility there 
“ would be of further managing of him, tvhen once he fliould find 
nothing w’as done for his Satisfadlion upon the Arrival of FlnffettH 
This was in Effedt what Prince William return’d in Anfwer to that 
Tetter. To another, in wrhich M. de Fempone had, it feems, reflcdted 
upon Prince Herman of Furjiemlmrghy cldefl Brother to this Prince Wil¬ 
liam and the Bifliop of Strashiirgh^ and principal Miniftcr in the C.'ourt 
of ^Bavaria^ as if he had been wanting to bring that Eiledtor cffedtualJy 
to execute, this laft Summer, the Treaty of Alfiftancc he hath with 
France^ yihevi. the Emperor firft marched out of his Hereditary Coun¬ 
tries : I'o that Prince Herman^ as Prince William in the clofe of that 
Letter fays, makes Anfwer; — That belidcs that it w'as not in his 
Power, to lead as he would in all Things the Council of that Court, 
he did not fee how it could be expedted from the Eledtor of Favariay 
that he alone fliould throw hinifelf and his Country into fo evident a 
Danger, upon the Engagements of the Treaty that he had with France, 
while he faw other Princes, more principally engaged than he W’as to 
enter into Adtion, and upon much more profitable Terms, yet to keep 
off and avoid it (meaning S'ucedcn') ,• and if hC fliould have entered into 
Ad^on, wdiercas the Help and Alfiftance he was to exped"! from France, 
to fupport him againft the whole Force of the Emperor, that wmuld 

infallibly 
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infallibly have turn’d upon him in that cafe; could he, the Eledor of 
JBa'varia^ have relied upon the French^ that they would have hazarded 
\their Armies, to have crolfcd all that Enemies^uncertain neuter Coun- 
/try, that lies between FYance and to have defended him, 

/ when he finds they have abandon’d the Elector of Cologn^ who is at 
' theft: Door, and vviierc they had two or three very confidcrablc Armies 
in the very Neighbourhood; how could he, Pnnee Herman^ have an- 
fwer’d it to liis own Honour, to have feen his jMaftcr outed of his Coun¬ 
try, as the Elector of ^ologn is, without any the leaf! Appearance (a- 
Thought on the Part of France for its Recovery i — This Anlwcr of 
Prince Herman we found, had been made very home and fliarj); but 
w'hat Prince Wiiliam principally obferved from it was, that the great 
Misfortunes under which the Eledtor of L'okgn is fallen, and like to be 
left to fuffer, hath a moft unlucky Eftedt upon the Minds of our Allies 
and Wcll-wiflicrs ; and much more, it is to be feared, will it have upon 
the middle and undeclared Part of the Empire, of whom otherwile we 
might polTlbly have had fome Hopes for the future. 

Besides this, Vr'incc HHliam told us, the I'iedtor hsd refolved, as a 
further Mark of the Senfe lie was ikav brought to have of liis <)W!i 
AffaiVs and Ufage, to take Notice to the Molt Chriltian King, how 
much he, the Eledior, futfer’d in the Opinion of the World, in tlr.\t he 
had delivered Ids only Places of Strength, Nays and KcyJacTz:^thTr, to 
be wholly in the Hands of the French, under a Pretext, as if the /-h nch 
Garrifons had been placed there fix Weeks ago to preferve them from 
the Imperiai/fis y whereas the World began now to fay openi)', it was 
indeed that the Elcdtor might be no longer Maftcr of them, however he 
had a Mind to difpole of them ; But that the King of France wnis 
refolved lienccforth, by thofe two Places, to be Mailer of him and his 
Country : This, the Elector faid, being a great Reflexion upon the 
Honour and JuUice of the Moft Chrillian King, as well as upon the 
.Difcretion of him, the Elector j he, the Elector, would therefore pray' 
his Majefly, that order might be immediately fent to thofe Carrif.)n>, 
to obey him, the Elector, in all Things • that fo he might have w here- 
v\ ithal to contradict that malicious Glofs that was put upon the 'flung 
to the World. This, Prince JFilliam faid, the Elector was rcfdved 
forthwith to make a peremptory Demand of, and tlid not dcn\’, but 
that the Elector's Intention in doing it, was in a great Meafure to fa- 
tisfy Idmf If, as well as altogether the World, in the Point. And to 
give the greater Weight to all this in the Court, we find by Ih-inc!. 
William, tlie P-leCtor is refolved at the fame 'fime to write to the King 
our Maftcr, reprefenting tlie fad Conditions he and his Affairs are 
brought into by Occafion of this War ,• and to pray his Majefty’s efll- 
Ctual Intcrpoiition with the Moft Chriitian King, tliat a fpcedy and cer¬ 
tain Caro niay be taken for his Relief m all kinds ; othcrwife*, that his 
Majefty, our Mafter, wdli not takeit ill, if the I.lector, being no longer 
able to I'uiier fo great Extremities, and loling all Hopes of l>e]ivcratice, 

■ alo it laft hearken to the Accommodation that is cH'er’d him : Sueli a 
‘ Eayier the Prince told us, the lilcCtor meant to have readyg to put into 
our Hands, to be lent to the King by this Poll ; pray ;ng us to accom¬ 
pany It with the. Aflurancc.s of the Elector’s moft humble and faithful 
k .RefpeCt and Devotion tow ards the King our Mafter, and his Interefts, 
in all Occalious; which we promis’d to do wdth ail Punctuality. 

AmoKg other Things upon this Occahen, the Primx; told us, that 
Part of the Imperialifts having now taken up their Qparters in the Dio- 
cefe of HeUrfcjifheim, a Country belonging to this Elector, and C'ing 
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within the Circle of the Sajfe Saxe^ the Eleftor was rcfolved, in his next 
Difpatch, to pray the French King, that he would fend him a Letter 
for the Duke of Hanover:, whereby he the Duke lhall be fummoned, iiy 
Execution of his late Treaty, forthwith to oppofe the Imperial 1 roopi 
taking Quarters in the faid Diocefe which by the Air and Manner 
Prince WtUiam faid, it looks as if it were done, on the one Hand, to ifTind 
the Moft Chriftian King how much he the Elcdtor and the whole Alli¬ 
ance are brought to fuffer by the Non-Action of thofe other by-Allies, 
which France undertook to bring to its Alfiftance, and by Conlcquence 
to raife from them an Argument for his own Juftification, if he, the 
Elector, fhall happen, by the Example of fo many other Princes, that 
ought to have been long c’rc this in Action, for the fame Caufe and In- 
terefts, now at length, after fo great Sufferings, to hearken to a feparate 
Accom modation. 

Saturday in the Evening, we made a Vifit to M. Stradtfman, tlie 
Duke of Newhn/rgFs Miniftcr, to acquit ourfcivcs of the Orders his Ma- 
jefty was pleafed to give us by your Lordfhip’s laft, of aifuring that Duke 
of the Continuance of his Majefty’s Kindnefs and Concernment for all 
his Intcrclls j and particularly, the Pretcnlions he may rcafonably have, 
at the winding up of this Treaty, for feme Degree of Reparation for 
the many Spoils and Walls his Countries have been expofed to, from 
all Parties, during this War, which M. Stradtfhmn received in the Duke’s 
Name, with all imaginable RefpeCt and Acknowledgment, faying, he 
would not fail immediately to give his Mailer an Account of his Ala- 
jelly’s great Grace, in the Part he was pleafed to take in w'hat concern’d 
him and Jiis Affairs; and on the other Side, he pray’d us, with tjie 
Offer of thofe humble Acknowledgments on the Part of the Duke, to 
alfurc his Majelly of the Continuance of the Duke’s moll particular De¬ 
votions to his Majefty’s Perfon and Interefts, w'hich he would lludy all 
Occalions polTiblc to give his Majelly Proofs of. And this lead him to 
fpcak of the Treaty, and the unfortunate State it has fo long contmun, 
cd at a Stand in: He told us of feveral Converfations he had had 
with the Emperor’s and Spanijh Minifters upon thofe Matters ; the Sum 
was, that he had found by them, the Thing they look’d after, as far as 
could be gather’d from their Difeourfes, was not at all to engage in a 
War, but to be fure to be fufficiently comprehended in the Peace j that 
what they principally fought for in the Peace, was to have it fuch as 
might be lulling ; that the Terms and Conditions either of them, the 
Emperor, or the King of Spain, would pretend to in the Treaty, would 
not be at all difficult, as they faid ,• the main Thing they aimed at in all 
this, being to take care that what Peace fhall be now made, bo it \\ hat 
it will as to fhe Matter of it, lhall be durable and lafting on the Part 
of France. That in Order to this, dc Jjp'a told him, there w’as one 
Thing above all others, that they moft looked after j and which, being 
complied with, would be a certain and infallible Means to hx'mg Spain 
heartily and effedually to facilitate the Peace, in whatever Points fhould 
any Way depend on tlicra ; and that was this, that whereas France, hyi 
thefe late Conquefts, had pofleffed themfclvcs of certain Places fo overy 
deep in the Heart and Bowels of the Spanijh Netherlands, that it was 
almoft impoffible (were the Inclinations and Difpofitions never fo nnccre 
on the Part of France^ for them to live ■well together, while the FrencU 
hold thofe Places j the real Occalions of Difgufts and Difputes would be 
lb frequent, fo unavoidable, this Kind of Condition and Mixture fo un- 
cafy, and inconvenient to Spain, it was hardly poffiblq, but that Difil- 
rendcs would daily arife upon it: Bclidcs that, whatever it were in 
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Effccit as to the Point, it was moft certain, that while thofe Places re¬ 
main’d in the Hands gS Brance^ Spain could not believe themfeives 
fecure in any Peace that Ihould be made, how folcmnly foever otherwife 
warranted and feeured, and much more, in Cafe they Ihould find 
France^ after an Overture made for a fair and reafonable Exchange olF 
thefc Places, to perfift abfolutcly to refufe to part with them. Thofe 
Places, he faid, were principally Cbarleroy and Jeth^ if France would 
be brought to hearken to a fair Exchange of them, for Places otherwife 
of equal Confidcration fomewhcrc towards the Frontiers, Icfs in the 
Heart and Bowels of the Country, ^c. it was certain, that would 
not only quiet the Mind of Spain in the general, and fatisfy it, that a 
Peace would be lulling, and as intended by France to be fo, but even be 
a Means to engage Spain to facilitate the other great Difficulty which 
concerns the Matter of the Peace between France and Holland^ viz. the 
finding an Equivalent for France in the Spanish Netherlands^ in lieu of 
thofe Places Holland is to yield to them. This M. Stradtfinan told us, 
he found was the great Thing Spain at prefent had in their Eye, in 
which, if it were poffible to fatisfie them, lie verily believed, the Work of 
the Peace would not be at all difficult in none of its Points, as to Spain 
and the Emperor j and this we find likewife confirm’d to us from feve- 
ral other Hands ,• and that indeed any Exchange of one of thefe Places, 
which the Spaniards fay, are fo very intolerable to them, is the I'hing 
they propofe to themfeives, above all others, in this Treaty, if poffibly it 
could be obtain’d : M. Stradtfman told us, he had upon this fpoken to 
the F cneb Ambalfadors in the Point, but he found the Thing wholly 
new to them, and without their Inftruftions ; that they feemed to think 
^ta I'hing their Mailer would never hearken to, or if ho would, that 
the Place'^ were- know’ll to be of fuch infinite Importance, as w'cll for 
th jir G lodnefs and Strength, as for their advantageous Scituation, that it 
would not be eafy for Spain to find an Equivalent for them. 

A s to the Bufinefs of the F’iers Party, w'c told your Lordlhip in our 
lalt, what the principal Points of the Plan they were framing w’^cre faid 
to be, and the Exception we had taken to the Condition, it W'as re¬ 
ported, they were propoling by their fecrct Article, to tic themfeives 
in ; to w it, in Cafe the intended Project fhould happen to be refufed on 
the Part of the two Kings, they, the Allies, Ihould be obliged to hin¬ 
der any Troops from marching through any Part of the Empire, to the 
Affiltancc of any of the Parties to this War. This Condition we look’d 
upon as derogating in a great Mcafure from the prclent I'reaty Sweden 
Hands engag’d in tow'ards the tw’o Kings, and that it would wdiolly 
fufpend the Execution of that Treaty on their Part; and therefore we 
thought it our Duty, till we underllood his Majelly’s Plcafurc to be 
otherwife, to make this Exception to it in the mean Time, as to the 
Thing itfclf; and then, as to the Manner of doing it, we thought w'c 
had Realon much more to except, in that the Mediators had not pleafed 
to give us fome Way or other underhand, and in private, the Communi¬ 
cation of what they w^ere doing in the Thing ; w’hich w’^c have therefore 
fince taken Occalion to give them, as well as the French Ambalfadors, 
to underlland, wc cannot but hope, they will plcafe, for the future, to 
take a little Care of: Becaufe, as we apprehended, his Majelly, 
from the firft Overture of this T!m~s Party, had as to himfelf readily 
declared his liking of the Thing, and by his Example lead the Moll 
Chriltian King to agree at length to it; fo, wc apprehended his Ma- 
jclty had taken it for granted, that conlidering how far our whole IntercH 
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in the Peace would be put into the Hands of this ‘Tiers Party, his Ma- 
jcfty fliould be fure, from the Friendfliip and Alliance of Sweden, from 
Time to Time to have private and underhand a Knowlcdpje how Things 
moved, what was doing, and upon what Rcafons: So that his Ma- 
jc/ly might be fccurcd. Care was .had of a fair and honourable Satis- 
laccion to be provided for his Majelly in the Ilfue of all: This we 
have taken Occafion to intimate to the Mediators, who continue to 
allure us, with all the Proteftations imaginable, that as to the Projeft 
itlelf, when that comes to be framed, nothing fhall be done but with 
our Privity, tho’ it might be with all poflible Secrecy for the Importance 
it would be of; that tliey, tlic Swedes, do not appear in any Degree 
partial, or interefs’d in this Work ; What they do now, they tell us, is 
only at large to difeourfo and debate what Kind of Form to give their 
Alliance, under w hat Conditions to offer the Projetts to the refpedive 
Parties, and in what Way their Alliance lhall be active and clfedtual 
for the procuring the Peace, in Cafe the Projcdt.s come to be refufed by 
any of the Parties : 'J'hey were meant, as we were told, to have this 
firlt Sketch of it ready to have fent to Sweden, by the laft Saturdays 
Poll j but it feems it is not yet fo finally agreed upon : M. Jihrenjieen 
(one of the Swedes Ambafladors) having delired to confidcr it a little 
furtli r in fome Points, and we arc made to hope a Copy of it by the 
]\h. .“ans of M. Stradijman, fo foon as it Aral I have finally been adjufted 
among them, which will be in a Day or two. 

In the mean 'I’ime, M. Conrtin tells us, that having fpoken laft Night 
with the Count Tott and Monficur Sparr upon the Matter, and mind¬ 
ed them, how much it w'ould concern them to take care, not to agree 
to any 'I'hing in this Plan, that might tend to difpcnfe with them, the'* 
Swedes, from an cifctlual i'xccution of the Treaty they have with us 
lliey both protefted to liim, there was no fuch Thing intended ; that it 
w as mod plainly to them, that not only in Honour and Juftice, the Treaty 
they had with the two Kings, but really and truly in their own funda¬ 
mental Interefts, Sweden was obliged to the utmoft to take care they 
come off Avell at the laff, in the Engagements they have with the two 
icings; and for their own Parts, they looked upon Sweden utterly un¬ 
done, in Cafe it fhould fail in that Point; that for their two I'arts, this 
was abfolutely their Judgment tow'ards tlie eflential Interefts of their 
Mafter ■, and therefore, ho ought to affure liimfclf, it was their Care 
to know every Thing tliat Way, and to bring them at Home, to take 
brisk and vigorous Councils in that Matter; intimating, that their 
Collogue, M. ILbrcnJlccn, was in fome Things of a more Avary and 
lefs r^folvcd Complexion as to this Point; one was, that he had fcund 
by ihi'in, C'. ToH and M. Sparr, as to the Matter of communicating 
und. rhand to u.s, Avhat fliould pafs in this Matter of the Tiers Party c 
that ilicy had Orders from Sweden, not to acquaint any of the Parties 
Asitli Avhat they were doing in the Thing. And that particularly, as to 
us, they Avere a little tlic more Shy in what they faid to u.s, of any 
'filing, ever lince A\iiat my late Lord Chancellor had vouched them fdr 
i;\ liis Speech. We told him, any fuch Orders as thofe, not to commu¬ 
nicate to us Avhat they fliould be doing here, in a Bulinefs that fliould 
T) near concern the tAvo Kings, Avas, Ave thought, a very ftrange Order, 
and that avc ought by all Means to acquaint the King our Mafter with 
it; and as to the other Point of their Shynefs toward us, we thought 
tliey had no Rcafon ici it; being in the Sence they had interpreted to 
tile T)ntch Ambalfadors Avhat my Lord Chancellor.had faid in his Speech, 
they themfclvcs had, without Difficulty, own’d to have faid AVhat was 

al- 
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allcdg’d of them, and mote than that, we did not own evet to have 
written of them j and therefore we could not fee they had any Reafon 
to diftruft either our,Ingenuity or Difcrction : That ,we would neither 
add any Thing to what they ftiould at any 'J'ime fay to us in the reJat- 
ing it, or that it Ihould be known or taken Notice of, otherwife than as 
it properly and reafonably might, and without their Prejudice. 

W t are told, that the Swedes fufpefting in all Probability the Bu- 
finefs of the 'Tiers Party will not come to much, unlcfs they can be 
able to gain 3 irandenburgb into it, arc trying to fee how they can turn 
the Bufinefs of Toland^ in which that Elector is certainly much concern’d, 
fo as to be able, by the AlTifiance they may give him in that Matter, 
to bring him to joyn with them in this. And that to this Pur- 
pofe, the Swedes would be glad, by the Help of France.^ that an Errand 
might be fliapcd for M. Strndtfman to go to 'Berlin^ i. c. it is concluded, 
tliere would be no Prince fet up for the Pretcnlion to Foland, fo much 
to the Mind and Interell of Brandcnhiirgb^ for many Rcafons, as the 
Duke of Newburgb; and therefore Sweaeii is trying to fee how this 
Matter could be fliaped, with the Help of the Court of France^ to lliew 
the Elector of Brandenburgb a Likelihood of being able to advance the 
■ Dake of JSiewbtirgb to that Crown, and upon that Conhderation, to bring 
that Elector to mix with them in the Atfair of theParty. This 
. is a Tiling \ve find they have upon the Anvil, but as yet Frmice not 
having declared any Thing of their Mind as to the Aftair of '■Poland^ 
it cannot be knon n what EffeCt this will have. We find the Prince of 
Lorain in the mean time drives on liis Pretenfions with great Vigour, 
being himfelf gone this laft Week to T'ienna in Poll. 

\ ^ fwill receive from Mr. Buljirodc^ who continues at 
Bn'JJcls for that Purpofc, a more frefli and particular Account than we 
can have here, of what paffes between M. de Monterey and the Duke of 
Lnxembnrgb ; this laft is look’d upon as in a great Strait, unlcfs timely 
fetch d off, whicli, they fay, the Marflial de Bclfonds and Fv/dc Mental 
on the one Side, and fomc Part of M. dc Tnrennc'i> Troops on the other, 
arc now endeavouring to do,- fo as it is not unlikely but fomc Action 
may pafs between them. M. dc Lyfolahos^ been, it feems, all the Time 
of his Difappcarancc from hence, with M. dc Monterey and the Prince 
of Orange^ and is now, within thefe 4 or 5 Days, gone to Liege^ to try 
Avhat he can do wdth that Cihaptcr, and the Eftate.s of the Country, for 
the bringing them over to the Emperor and his Party ; and more par- 
ticulaily to prevent them, if potfible, and hinder any Propofitions from 
palling from that Place and Country, to the French Troops at and about 
Ma^iricbt. 

My I,oRn, The Departure of the laft Ordinary fo overtook us, that 
Avc had not 'l ime to add thofe few Things, w'hich We thought (in Obe¬ 
dience »to your ],ordfliip’s Commands) to fay of the FiJIocry^ after we 
had gi\ ei! a fummary Account of the Flag. As to the Fifliery, w c have 
more to fay for his Majefty’s Right to demand an Acknowledgment, 
than we have for his Polfeflion of any DroiCt, regularly paid upon that 
Account, for behdes that many Writers of good Note do hold, that 
i^ilicries may be appropriated in the high Seas, as well as in Rivers or 
Lakes 5 it is certain, that the Republick of Genoa do let to farm the 
Eifliing of Timmies in their Neighbour Sea ; and the Contracts between 
Queen Flizabetb and Denmark.^ about the Liberty of Filliing upon the 
< .'oafts of Kerwny, as well as the Prohibitions made, and the Idccnfes 
given by that Crown, .do at this Day fufficicntly evidence, that tlic 
Dane is, and hath been of a long Time in Poffefliion upon the^Coafi? 
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of Noru'^y^ of as much as we contend for to be due to his Majefty 
upon his Seas. As for our domcfiick Evidences, wc have an Adt of Par¬ 
liament in 2 Ricb> II. for impofing fix-pence a Tun upon every Vclfcl 
(as well Stranger as our own) that filhed for Herrings within the Ad¬ 
miralty of the Noi'th j wc have the fcveral Succeffors of that King 
granting Licenfes to the French^ and the Subjects of the Houfe of 2 «r- 

f undy^ to filh on our Coafts j and the like I jeenfes have been taken out 
y the I'iihcrmcn of F)iepy and by the City of Rntges^ even fince his 
Majcfty’s happy Reftauration. Wc have fomc Inftanccs made by King 
yames^ by his Ambaflador in Holland^ and by his Secretary of State at 
Home, for the Adjuftment of tliis Affair with the F)tilch ; and we have 
an Acknowledgment actually paid by the *Dutcb^ and accounted for to 
the Exchequer by the Earl of Piortbtimbcrland, in his late Majcjiy s 
Reign. Tliat which the ^titcb objeft to us, is their quiet Pofl'cifion 
of tire Liberty of Filhing thefe laft 200 Years, and the Treaty called 
Intercnr/hsmagnus, betw een ffenry Yll. and the Houfe of Rurgmdy, in the 
Year 1495. For the Poffefllon, it appears by our Records, it was ftill with 
the Licenfes of our Kings, Strangers always either having fpecial Licenfes, 
or elfe being under the Protedion of the fpecial Officers of thofe 'l imes, 
appointed for the fafe guarding of the Fifliing. For in Tidw- IV. Ricb.Wl. 
and Hen. Vllr^’s Time, there were Officers impower’d by Patent to that 
Efl'ed i and as they had certain Dues for that Attendance, fo they were 
to levy them upon all Foreigners, with this exprefs Diredion in Heft^. 
VII. Time: —'Fhat the fame was to be levied, notwithftanding any 
T>ettcrs of fafe Condud that Strangers Filhcrmcn might have, from any 
King, Prince, or Governor whatfoever. Befidcs, the *Dzitch asking 
Leave from the Governor of Scarhormgb to filh, was in Pradicc in 
Queen FJizaheth's Time j and King yantes, by Proclamation int the 7 tb 
of liis Reign, prohibited all Strangers to fifh in the Jiritijh Scasj with¬ 
out Ixave lirll asked and obtained ; which, together with what the Earl 
of Kurtbmnhcrland did, in levying this Droid, flicws how interrupted 
and precarious the PolTclIlon pretended by the T^iitch hath been all 
along. 

A s to the Intcrciirfiis magnus, it ■ is not to be denied, but that the 
firft War w hich the Crown of England liad w ith the Houfe of ‘Bttrgnndy 
after that Treaty, cxtinguilEed all the Privileges, and cancell’d all the 
Obligations in it; Nor can it be pretended, they were revived by any 
fubfetjuent Peace fince, further than Treaties or Articles can be Ihcwed, 
fpecif) ing the Particulars fo revived i and how far that Interciirfiis is 
out of Date, is fufficiently evinced, in that the Fnglijl} cannot at thjs 
Day, in \irtue of it, make any Title to the many great Privileges ac¬ 
corded by it to tXteFngliJh ; no, not among thofe that are truly Subjeds, as 
the SpaniJJ} Netberlands arc, to the rightful Succeffors of tlie Houfe of 
Burgundy. Nor would the City of Bruges have fued out his Majefty’s 
facenfe for their Filherboats, as they have done, had there been any 
C.\>lour of Right yet remaining to them by that old Treaty, lielides, 
fuppoling that Treaty to fubfill, which is againft all Rcafon and Pradice 
to fuppofe, and that it obliges tlic Crdwn of England to fuffer the Sub- 
leC^is of the Houfe of Burgundy to enjoy a I Jberty of Fifliing without 
! iccnfe ,• it is not cafy to conceive, how the King of Spain could, in de¬ 
claring as he hath done, a Parcel of his Dominions and Subjeds to be a 
I’rec State, or what elfe thcmfelvcs would plealb j that is, no longer 
Subjects to him, nor Part of his Dominions, transfer an Obligation fup- 
pofed to lie on the Crown of England, and veft it in a new eroded Re- 
public^A, that pretends not to derive any Thing from him, or his Prede- 

. ccll'ors 
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celTors that had made this Treaty,- much lefs hath any Privity in that 
tontraft, nor yet any Acceptance or Confent from the Kings of £»• 
glands that may give Colour to any fuch Transference. We are,

I N our laft, which was of the by the Ordinary, a Duplicate 
whereof goes herewith incloled, together with Duplicates of all 
our Difpatches fince the laft Exprefs Mr. S/mith went hence we humbly 
prefumed to give your Lordfliip an Account of what was faid, or rather 
conjectured here, of the fecrct Article, whereby the ‘Tiers Party was 
to offer Conditions of Peace to the relpeCtivc Confederates now in this 
War, and whereby that Party was to be at a Certainty, how to govern 
itfelf towards the Parties after fuch an Offer made, in cafe cither of 
thefti fliould rcfulc thofe Conditions : Now w'c take Leave to lend 
your Lordfliip the fecret Article itfelf, as it was tranflated out of High 
Tytiich^ and communicated to the French Ambaffadors, and to us, by M* 
Stradtfman^ the Duke of Newburgh's Miniftcr here, being the Perfon who 
drew it up. He told us, that into the Body of this Article, if the Tiers 
Party do agree to it, the Conditions to be offer’d to our Mailer and his 
Allies, as alfo thofe to the Confederates on the other Side, arc to be 
it^f. rted : But that they, the Mediators, and the Minifters that treat 
this Affair, are not yet come to the leaft Deliberation or Debate about 
thofe Conditions j nor will they enter upon them, until the League de- 
fenfivc between thefe Princes, and particularly this fecret Article to be 
fubjoyn’d to it, be approved of in Sweden, and by the other Princes con¬ 
cerned ; which, fince it docs not appear that this Project is yet difpatch’d 
for Sweden, we cannot hope to be certain of it, till the Beginning of 
March ; So that the only Thing of moment at this Time, to be fub- 
mitted to his Majefty’s Judgment in this Affair, feems, as we humbly 
conceive, to be, whether this lecret Article, as ’tis now penn’d, contains 
any Thing in it, that will direftly, or by Confequence, difpenle with, 
or derogate from thofe Engagements that Sweden is now under to his 
Majefty and the Moll Chriftian King, to enter into this War, and take 
Part againft the T)ntch ? Which, if it do, we hope his Majefty’s Re- 
prefewcation will come to the Court of Sweden, Time enough to pre¬ 
vent the approving of it there ; as alfo his gracious Orders to us, w^hat 
Inllanccs or Precautions to ufc upon this Place. 

The reft of this Project, which is faid to be no more but Articles of 
a defenfivc League in the ufual Form, fpecifying the of each 

Prince, as to the Horfe, Foot, and other Requifites for the Marching 
and Subfiftance of their Forces, we have not yet communicated to us, 
nof do the French Ambaffadors think fit we Ihould prefs for it, in Re¬ 
gard thofe particular Meafurcs thofe Princes take among thcmfelves 
cannot have any peculiar Refpe^l to our Affairs. 

The Mediators having found by the Ambaffadors, that wc 

were very much diffatisfied, in that we had not from them, the Media¬ 
tors, any tlie leaft Comnjunication of their Proceedings in this’ Affair of 
the Tiers Party, have thought fit, thefe three laft Days, fcvetally, in 
priv'atc Converfation with us, to anticipate any Complaint w'e rffight 
make upon |hat Subjed, by letting themfelves into a kind of Fcclair- 

G g eijpement 
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tiffenieut and Apology, (yet without owning they did either need or * 
make any) for their having proceeded in this Matter, without acquaint¬ 
ing us, or any of our Allies, as they (aid, with the Particulars now in 
Hand. The Subftance of what they were plcafcd feverally to enlarge \ 
upon, and in fevcral Conliderations, was, as near as we are able to re¬ 
collect ourfelves, to the Effect following : — That they, the Mediators, 
obferving how little Succefs they were to promife to thcmfelves, from 
the prefent Figure of their Negotiation, as Mediators, and that it is 
probable they muft come to aCt as Parties in the War ; have difeourfed 
of forming a Tiers Party, from whom, if Sweden fliould not have any 
effectual Afliftance at fuch Times as it fhould need it, yet would it be 
of feme Degree of Security from the Oppofition of tliofe Nciglibouring 
Princes ,• wlio, if they be not fuddcnly drawn in into fome Engagement 
of tills kind, will not be able to avoid the taking of that l^aVt," which 
tlK) Emperor offers them, with very powerful Invitations at this Time : 
'Fhat what they, the Mediators, have hitherto done, is no more but 
Difeourfe digelled into IbrojeCt, upon which they intend to pray their 
Maftcr’s Orders ; neither thcmfelves, nor the Envoy of having 

Power to conclude any Thing in this Matter ; beiidcs that, there are 
fome Things of moment that they cannot yet agree among themfelv{.'s, 
as the naming of a General to the Confederate Forces, in cafe they 
fliould be brought to aCt in Conjunction, the)-, the Mediators, taking 
Sweden as a Crown, to be in Poffefllon of this l^rcrogative (as they were, 
they fay, all along the laft German Wars) : But the Minifters of the other 
Princes liere, arc not willing to yield that Point. That as I hings noW 
ftand, they, the Mediators, can fcarce hope tliefe Princes will cuter 
into any brisk Engagement, fuch as they would readily have ventured 
upon, when the forming of this T/Vrr I’arty was firft propofed by Swe¬ 
den ; and that thefe Princes, otherwifo well inclined, labour at this 'I ime 
under a great Difeouragement, in that they cannot promife to thcm¬ 
felves the Conjunction of the Elector of Jirandenlmr^h i for were tlie)’, 
fay the Mediators, fiire of him, they might be fecurc fretm any Oppo- 
lition of the T)anc, tlic Princes of Ijimenhnrgh^ HeJJ'c^ Wiru mburgh^ and 
others, who either would have joyn’d with that Elector, or at lealhvife 
not have Birr’d to the Prejudice of the ‘Tiers Party : But tliat it is 
very much feared, he hath taken Mcafures already oppofite to tliofc of 
tlie Tiers Party; and that it cannot be for any Good, that M. Crcckezi\ 
a Miniller, who is tlie furthell polTible from favouring the IntercB of 
France, is lately gone PoB from ‘Berlin to J'inma. Anotlicr ItjBancc 
they gave us, of their little Hopes of that 1 .lector was, that when M. 
Schwerin, his MiniBcr here, had, upon tlie French Ambafl'adors RcqucB, 
writ to liis Father, that he would be pleafed to promote the renewing 
of that Eeague, which hath been lately renewed betw een tNxt’I'leCtor 
and Sweden, and alfo difpofc him to enter into the Tiers Part)'; the 
Elector flew olf as foon as be perceived this to be a 7 'liing that France 
defired, and w'ould willingly have promoted, and would not be fpolcen 
with about it in 8 Days Time. And this Remark could not bdt 
give us an Occalion to reflect upon the Carriage of M. Schwerin here, 
as it is of late changed into a Figure, that concerns itfelf to avoid all 
Commerce with our Alliance, and make his Court, if we be not mil- 
informed, much w’ith the other Party. 

Another. Misfortune to the T/Vrj Party, the Mediators told us, 
was, that France flood out too long againfl tlic forming of it j and tliat 
upon Grounds wholly miBakeii ; Firji, T hey w'ould not be bn ught to 
believe, that the Emperor would inarch this laB Summer vut of his 

Here- 
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, Hereditary Countries, nor that Spciin would come to an open Rupture 
with them j yet that, in both Cafes, it hath proved othcrwilc; but that 
the timely forming of the Triers Party might in all Probability have 
prevented both the one and the other: But above all Things, Frame., 
they faid, oppofed the drawing of thofc Princes which receive Sublidy 
from that Crowrn into this T'iers Party, leaft they Ihould thereby pre¬ 
tend themfclvcs to be dilpenfed withal from adting : Whereas they 
have not dared to adl fingly to this Day ; not tiie Islecftor of 'Jiaz-aria., 
tho’ the Emperor’s Troops marched through a Part of his Country, and 
he exprefly obliged to oppofc their Pafl'age ; not the Duke of Haiioccr., 
now that the Imperial Troops have taken up their Winter Quarters in 
Weftpbalia^ and confequcntly he obliged to oppofe them : So that now 
thofe Princes, who would not adl fingly, for Fear of not being leconded 
feafonably and elfedtually by the French., are now as backward to enter 
into any vigorous Conjundtion with Sweden, leaft the Emperor's prefent 
Afccndant over their Neighbours do intereft thofe Neighbours to fall 
upon them. 

Another Thing they, the Mediators, reprefented to us, as a gi-eat 
Difadvantage to theT/^?rj Party, was, that France hath of late not 
only loft its Reputation very much in the Empire, but is become, as they 
worded it, univcrfally hated j and that there can be no Conjundtion fo 
plaufiblc to the Generality, as that for the driving of them out of the 
Empire. This gave us Occafion to refledt upon two or three Pafl'ages, 
in a Converfation which had fallen from others, tending to the fame 
Pmpofc, and which (very much to our Regret) makes a Part in moft 
Converfations at this Time. The one was from M. Stradt[man, who 
faying, that moft. of the Princes of the Empire, and efpccially all the 
Branches of the Falatinc Family, do the Duke his Maftcr that Refpedt,' 
as to write to him, but elj^ecially upon the Occafion of thefe Hol) - 
,Days ; and that he having the Honour to be made privy to the Bufinefs 
of all thole Letters, hath obferved it is the unanimous conftant Note 
in all thofe Letters, that every Thing is to be done that can conduce 
to the driving of the French out of the Empire. Another Thing we 
have from Prince William, which is, that his Elcdtoral Highnefs, tJie 
Prince Falatine, doth not only make his Complaint againft the French 
in the Dyet, and in the Courts of the Neighbouring Princes, much 
louder tlian would be expedted from a Prince, fo entirely within the 
intcrefts of France as he isbut alfo is reported to be upon a treating 
at this Time with the Emperor, for putting of all the flrong Places in 
his Coifntry into his Hands. 

Another Thing the Minifters of Mnnfier, who arc feldom without 
Obfervations, if not Complaints againft France, obferved to us tw'o Days 
ago, was, ^that whereas the Complaints of the Eledtor of F’reves had 
been heard and receiv’d at the Dyet of Ratisbone againft the French, 
tvith great Refentments ; that the Eledtor of Cohgn having fent his Com- 
plaiftts of the like Nature to that Dyet againft the Imperialifts, upon 
thQ^avages committed in his Country, his Miniftcr was not able to 
get himfelf heard, nor his Complaint read in the Dyet i out of that 
Odium, as ’tis conceived, which prevails in that Aflembly againft the 
\French, and their Partilans. 

These I'hings notwithftanding, and every Thing elfe that is faid, 
or can be faid againft tho>French, the Mediators told us, they mull ftick 
to them infeparably j and no^only obferve inviolably their Treaties 
with them, but that if there were no Treaties or 1 ngagements at all 
in the cafcj, tliey mull act for them and with them, and have no other 
7 G g 3 Party 
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Party to take in this War, but theirs j an<! tliat to be wanting to the 
"French in this, or any other Occafion in the Empire, were to negled, 
indeed to overthrow their own fundamental Interefl: j which, as for as 
concerns them upon Land, confifts in an infeparabic Union with France: 
In the fame Manner they added, does their Intereft by Sea confift in the like 
Union with Fngland: But fince there have been, they fay,fomcMifcarria- 
ges which arc not to be cxcufcd on the Part of France, both in tha^egdts 
committed in thcBiflioprick of and in the Affair of theFrccTowns 

of Alfatia, France, fay the Mediators, muft firft give fome Satisfaction to 
the World, by promifing to Dedomage and make Reparation where wrong 
hath been notorioufly done by them, before it can be juft or rcafonable 
ior Sweden to execute their Treaty j (which is to aCt againft the Empire) 
ftnee the faireft Pretext the Emperor hath, is to take up Arms in Vindi¬ 
cation of that Elector, and of thofe Towns alfo, for the relieving the 
Members of the Empire from their prefent Preflurcs under the French 
Troops. The Advantages therefore which the Emperor hath at this 
U'imc, partly by the Succeffes of the laft Campaign, but much more 
from the Avcrlion begotten in all Mens Minds againft the continuing 
of the French Troops in the Bowels of the Empire, hath made the Me¬ 
diators, as they told us, to proceed with all Secrecy on their Part in 
this Affair of the TfVrs-Party ; and to pretend to nothing clfe, but to 
the gaining of their Neighbours into a Pofture of mutual Defence againft 
the common Ruin, that this War brings upon all the Parts of the 
Empire that it reaches : choofing rather to let us come to the Knowledge 
of tliofc Steps they made from the Duke of Mewbiirgb's Minifter and 
the others, that fuftained not the Figure of Mediators, than from them, 
whom our adverfe Party do watch fo narrowly, that they may, if polTi- 
blc, have fome Pretence to wave their Mediation. 

Upon this whole Matter, we not having the Honour of any ipecial 
Directions from his Majefty upon the Emergent of that RelervcdneE, 
which we have complained of the Mediators for, in our late Difpatches, 
told them, that our Matter having pleas’d to conclude himfelf in the 
Approbation which the Moft Chriftian King fhould make of this Tiers- 
Party, we had thought it our Duty, to lliew’ a Concern to the French 
Ambafladors, and to dehre them, that they would fatisfy themfelves and 
us, that tlie Engagements of this Tiers-Varty were no other than fiich, 
as might well conlift with the Treaty between us and the Swedes, having 
befecched them, that tljcy and we might joyn Heads and Hands toge¬ 
ther, to prevent, if poffible, the entring upon any wrong Mcafures lof 
that King: Jiut tliat now avc were fatisfied, their Excollencics were 
not yet come t© the Conditions they intend to offer us, as alfo w e were 
now freed from further Anxiety upon the Promifes they each of them 
in Particular made to us, tliat they would have all the Car*! pofllblc of 
our Mailer’s Honour and interefts, if ever they come to the Point of 
I’raming Conditions to be offer’d to him ; cfpecially, lince we had Affti- 
rance from them, that nothing of that Kind fliould be enter’d upon, 
much Icfs agreed and concluded, without our Knowledge, which rilcy 
repeated to us with very folemn Proteftations: and as tor the Manner 
of communicating what they lliould from lime to Time do or project, 
we did fubmit it to their Difcrction, hoping, as we told them, they ' 
would enable us to give as early and 'ks certain an Account of Proceed¬ 
ings here to our Mailer, as other Minifters might pretend to do to theirs : 
And thus, we hope, we arc come to a fufficient’gocd Underftanding with 
rhcm'‘upoii the Point of their Proceedings in this TiVrr-Party. 
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. Mr. Sridgeman's Letter of the i^th of December coining to 
Hand^ and advifing us, that an Exprcfs was to be fent hither within a 
Day or two after the Writing of that Letter, we have not difpatch’d 
our Exprcfs as we intended, in Company with this Day’s Ordinary; but 
have referved him till we know what your Lordlhip s Pleafurc is by 
that Exprcfs. We arc,

S INCE our laft, which was of the wc have a Duplicate come 

to Hand of that Letter of the lytb paft, which your Lordlhip hath 
done us the Honour to defign us by an Exprcfs, the Exprcfs himfelf 
not yet appearing. 

.This Duplicate brings with it his Majefty’s Anfwcr upon the Spamjh 
Ambaffador’s Memorial, which as it affeits us with all the Veneration 
^^nd Joy pofllble for the excellent Temper of it, fo it liappcns to come 
very feafonably (as we hope) to our Relief, in a new Embarrafs wc are 
lately fallen into with the Mediators. 

For w'c have underftood, as well from the Trench AmbalTadors, as 
from the C. T^ott and M* Sparr themfelves, in their private Confidences 
•^(as they exprcfs it) towards us, that the Court of Sweden is at this Time 
much alarm’d, (and C. T^ott did as good as tells us, the Alarm comes 
from what the Trench Miniftcr there [m. Teuqiiieres\ hath let fall) that 
the King our Mailer hath ufed Inftances with the Moll Chriftian King, 
that he would give Way to the King of ^Denmark to come in, and admit 
him to bear a Part in this Mediation ; The Count and M. Sparr en¬ 
larging with much Concern upon this Subject, and telling us, that 
nothing can be more unwelcome to the Swedcy than fuch an Over¬ 
ture ; lince that not only the Averfenefs, and as it were, the Antipathy 
of the one Nation againft the other, as allb the Competition in Point of 
Rank, wj^ould render it exceeding difficult to bring any good out of fuch 
a Conjunction ; but that above all Things, the Interefts of Sweden in 
the Empire do oblige them to ulc all Watchfulnefs and Means pofllble, 
to keep off TJemnark from intermeddling in thofe Things that concern 
the Peace of the Empire ,• and tliat it was for this Reafon, (as M. Sparr 
told us) tliat Count Totty in his late Embafly at TariSy explain’d him¬ 
felf fo freely to the Moll Chrillian King, after he had entertain’d him 
upon tjiofe ardent Delircs, w Inch the King of Sweden had to do his 
utmoll gofid Offices, to reltore the Parties now in the War to a good 
Underllanding, and Peace wdth each other; and that he, the King of 
Swcdaiy would not refufe the Conjundlion of the King of T^enmarky to 
co-operate with him in fo good a Work ; telling the Moll Chrillian King, 
tHkt if liis Majelly did defirc, as he had intimated, he Ihould tell his 
Mind, en honnejic bommey he mull and did confefs, that he had an Ar¬ 
ticle in his private Inllruclions, to labour all he was able underhand, 
that the King of T)cnmark might not be admitted into the Mediation, 
and gave the Rcafons a^ovementioned for the Jufiification of his Mailer’s 
Councils ID this Point. . Count T’ott added, that they, the Mediators, 
were now mpon the Point of giving us a good and honourableTeace 
very fuddehly; but if not, then of entring into the War, and bearing 
their Parf^ith us in all Vigour this next Summer ; that we fliouid hear 

very 
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very fuddcnly, that M. Feztquieres hath, fiucc the Return of the Court 
to Stockholm^ all the Satisfadion polfible given him, that Sweden 
is at this Time, in very vigorous Refolutions as to the War; and that 
he. Count had Advice this laft Ordinary, that the King of Sweden 
vras entring into a llridt League for that Purpofe, witli the Duke of 
JIanover, who hath a Minifter at this prefent at Stockholm^ adjufting 
that Affair, which the Court is very well afiiired, lac fays, will be to 

our Satisfaction. - To this c^r Anfwcr was, that while wc were in 

England, we had underftood his ^lajefty had rclifted very preffmg In- 
llances that had been made to him, to admit the King of Denmark into 
the Mediation ; and that he had done it out of his Ipecial great Confi¬ 
dence in, and Refpefts for the King of Sweden : I'hat lince our coming 
out of England, wc had not underftood one Word either from his Ma- 
jefty or from Court, that he had any Thoughts or Defires to introduce 
^enntark, to joyn with Sweden in this Mediation; That his Majefty’s 
Lnvoy at Copenhagen had indeed, about three Weeks ago, writ us Word, 
that M. T^crlon had Ihewcd him a Letter, figned by the Moft Chriftian 
King, wherein that King declares his Willingncfs to accept of the King 
of Denmark into the Mediation; and that thereupon, the Envoy ha'd, 
upon the earUeft Requeft of M. Merlon, endeavoured, as of his own Head, 
to found the King, and to difeover how he ftood now affeCted to a 
Thing he had heretofore very much follicited in the Court of England j 
that wc did not pepceivc M. Heinjhaw had any Orders to make any 
fuch Overture as ti^m his Majefty to the King of Denmark ; nor did 
wc find by his fublequcnt Advices, that that Overture was any further 
purfued, cithef by M. F’crlon or himfelf, but that he fulficiently inti¬ 
mates the contrary, faying, M. T'erlon had fince (hewed him a I.etter 
from M. ^Pompone, wherein he feemed to fuperfede the fifft Orders to M. 
Tcrlon, as doubting that to purfue them would be to difoblige Sweden 
very much. This Account being the very Truth, we thought it not fit 
for us to conceal, in Regard we had obferved, that the French Ambaffa- 
dors have both to the Mediators and to us, cxpfcfly difown’d any 
Knowledge cither from the Court of France, or from M. ‘Tcrlon Ifim- 
fclf, of any fuch Orders given him ■, and that they could not (as they 
expreffed it) imagine there was any Tiling in it; fo that M. Heinjhaw 
having ifiade this Step, wc thought this difobliging Motion would he 
laid at bur Mailer’s Door, as coming not only originally, but folely from 
him i unlefs M. ^':rkn be affected (as by the Command from his Ma¬ 
iler, and the Countermard from M. Pompone, wc conceive he is) to 
have been the firft and only Author, that we can perceive, to M. Hcin- 
jlmw, to make this Overture, which, he fays, was at the carneft Requeft 
of M. Perlon ; adding, that he exprefly declared to the King, tJiat what 
he did in the Matter, was fingly of his own Head, as his private Opinion, 
and witliout any Order from his and our Maftef : But if this does not 
fiitisfy the Mediators, (as we cannot find it does, fince the French Am- 
bafladors arc fo pofitive in difowning their Knowledge both of M. ‘I'crkns 
Orders, and of what he prevailed with M. Heinjhaw to do by Way of 
Ellfay in Purfuance of them) we cannot but promife to curfelves that 
Juftice from them, as to avow, lb foon as we fliall be able to Ihew 
them liis Majefty’s Anfwcr to the Spanijh Memorial, (which came but 
late laft Night to our Hands) that his Majefty’s Regard to the Media¬ 
tion of their Mailer, and to their perfonal Offices'in it, arc ftill as entire 
as ever j anti that howfoever fuch an Overture tame to be made to the 
King of Ticnmark, yet that it is not to be imagined, that his Majefty 
hath entertain’d any the leaft Doubt of the rriemilliip of th^ir Mailer, 

or 
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or any Prejudice againfl his Mediation, fince he is plcafed, upon this 
important Occaiion, to declare his perfed Acquicfcence in it ,■ in that he 
abiblutcly declines all other Places and Methods of treating, and Me¬ 
diations, that the Crown of Sweden may have no Caufe of Offence or 
lixception in the Point of Honour. 

The French Ambaffadors told us four Days ago, that tlieir Maftcr 
had order’d them to acquaint this Elector, (as they have done, they 
fay, by Prince Wilhcim., for they themfelvcs have not yet feen him) that 
he had ordered 8000 Crow'ns a Month, belidcs tlie 32000 Crowns he re¬ 
ceives Monthly upon a former Eftablifliment, to he paid him henceforth 
monthly, to the Beginning of the Campaign, for his prefent Occalions ; 
the King intending then, as they fay, to bring an Army hither, to deli¬ 
ver him and his Country from the prefent Prelfures ; They added, that 
the Elector had not in exprefs Terms, cither accepted or refufod the 
Offer : His Anfwcr was, with all l<.efpetts and Thanks due to his Ma- 
jefty, that he had now an Envoy (M. Buffett) juft upon his Departure 
for the Court of France^ and would be there within 1 5 Days, w ho 
ftiould lay opem before the King his prefent Condition, and the Suits 
he bath to liis Majcfty. But Prince WfUieim entring upon Communica¬ 
tion V ith us upon this Affair, fb reprefents it, as if the Elector had, in 
Terms exprefs enough, let the French Ambafiadors know, that lie would 
not accept of a Supply, fo far from bearing any Proportion with his 
prefent Diftrefles j for that in fo doing, he Ihould but raife an Expecta¬ 
tion in the Molt Chriftian King, that he fhould perfift in doing t hings 
t^iitable to his Engagements to tlie prefent Alliance, which, without a 
better Supply, he muft ncccffarily fail in, he being not able to dtaw 
one Penny out of all his Eftates for his own Support, much Icfs for the 
disbiirtliemng his Countries from the Armies, that now lie upon them, 
and draw above 150000 C'rowns Contributions out of them every Month. 

N o R muft we omit to lay before your Lordflrip, fuch further Dif- 
courfe that Prince was pleafed to enlarge into, as the Senfe of the 
Elector, and fuch as the Mciftor might hereafter by his Letter move his 
Maj'fty in, for the Good (as ho conceives) of the common Caufe; as, i. 
That the wliolc Alliance may be confulted for tlic carrying on of the 
War next Campaign, and that the Parties may act of Concert, and by 
joint Councils, which was a Propofition we troubled your I.ordihip with 
in fome of our former Difpatches. 2. That his Majcfty w ould be plcafed, 
for th'.* Good of the common Caufe, to ufe the Authority he hath with 
the Moft Chriftian King, to difpofe him to make good the li.ngagements 
he is tinder to thefe two Bifliops, of alTifting them with 8000 Foot and 
4000 Horfe ; which, if it he done cffeduaJly, they will joyn to that Body 
4000 Foot and 2000 Horfe of their owm, and therewith make animpreflion 
of Conf(?qqcncc upon Holland^ by the way of Ovcr-Iffcll^ w hich cannot 
but be very fenlible to tlie Enemy on that Side. 3. That if his Ala- 
jefty find himfelf in a Condition to land any Troops of his owm, that 
may joyn this Army, the two Bifliops wdll be content, that his Majefty, 
Avithout ftipulating witli him for his Numbers, and tlie Manner of act¬ 
ing, fhall have the one half of what this Army fliall conquer. For In- 
llance, his Majcfty fliall have the Hrft Town that is taken, and they 
the fecond; and tho’ fuch Towns may not be, fays the Prince, for his 
Majefty’s I'urn to hold, yet they may be good Advantages in bartering 
and making up a Peace.* Prince William is fo ingenuous as to acknow'- 
ledgc, thele two Allies Would have thefe Overtures made to his Majefty, 
and that they arc whiling to come to another, that would be to his 
Majefty’s Liking, in Hopes, and upon Confidence, that his intcrpcling 

with 
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with the Moft Chriftian King, will be able to procure them Conditions 
and Regards, fuitable to their Hazards and Services j and that they 
fliall not be fubjeded to the Dilates of a great Minitter in that Court, 
by whom they have, he fays, not the Happinefs to be confidered as they 
pretend to deferve. 

Prince WiUiam defiring thefe Things might be laid before his Ma- 
jefty, we moft humbly beg his Majefty’s gracious Pardon, if they be not 
fo fuitable as we could wilh, to his Majefty’s Profpeit of Affairs in this 
prefent Conjundture j and humbly beg Leave to repeat that Caution 
Which the Prince inculcates ftill to us, that however thefe Overtures 
may happen to be reliftied, or take Wind, yet that no Mention of his 
Name may follow upon them; fince that may prove his irreparable 
Ruin. 

This being the Bearer that we intended to part hence with the laft 
Ordinary, he brings with him Duplicates of all our Difpatches fince the 
laft exprefs j together with the AlTurance of our being, in all humble 
Duty, My Lord,

T he great Experience both of us have of your I>ordfhip*s Patro-^ 
nage and Charity to us, gives us the Boldnefs, in all our Ditti- 
culties, to depend upon your Lordfliip’s Orders, as we do upon your 
Protedtion. 

W E are now by his Majefty’s laft Orders, whereby he intimates his 
Royal Pleafure, that he intends all his Concerns lhall be finilhed in 
this Place, and before thefe Mediators, as alfo by the Concurrence of 
feveral other Citcumftances, become apprehenfive, that we are not like 
to be called hence in ibme Months yet to come j on the other Side, we 
find our I dveries of feven Months ftanding fo worn out, that they are 
like to appear very threadbare at Eqftcr, which happens to be the ^^tho^ 
March this Stile : Nor arc we without a Jcaloufy, (M. k T}ttc de 
Chaulnes being about to return hither in the middle of February^ and 
the French Ambalfadors here having, as they themfelves tell us, addrelfed 
Bills to him for all Neceffarics) that the French will appear with an 
Fclat that w*ill fliame us very much, unlefs we have new Liveries at 
Fajicr. We “have therefore. My Lord, thought it our Duty, to charge 
the Bearer, F'ho. QiU^ when he comes into Fngland^to provide us Liveries 
for 38 Perfons here of our Family, unlefs your I.ordfhip lhall cthink fit 
to give Orders to the contrary j and thefe we refolvc, God'willing, to 
pay fot as we lhall be able: For when we confider. My Lord, the 
infinite great Honour his Majefty hath done us, in fingling us out anibng 
fo many Objcdls of greater Figure, and better Capacities than we can 
pretend to for this Truft, we find ourfclvcs in all the Confufion imagi> 
liable, and conclude it to be an infufferablc Derogation from his Ma- 
Jolly’s Royal Goodnefs, if we Ihould prefume to cite the Precedents of 
Plenipotentiaries for other Treaties, for their Equipage, or to demon- 
ftrate to your I.ordlhip, that the Armies in th9fe three Months laft paft 
having bcficg’d us, (for fo it is) have heightcji’d the Prices of NecelTa- 
rics ^n our Diet and Horfc-Mcat, to the full double of what it was 
while the Country was open, which we know not how to remedy- 

\ The 
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I'he fingle Tliinp; that wo humbly take Leave to lay before your I.ord- 
fliip ii this j tliat when we came out of 'England^ \\c took theBoldnefs 
to allure your Lordfliip, that we would not only improve his Majefty s 
molt gracicui Allowance, the heft we could for his Honour and Service, 
but that We would fpend 500/. a piece of our ow n, over and abo\e our 
Allowance. 'Ihis, My Lord, we took the Boldnefs to undertake, 
when it was not expected we fliould fpend half fo many Month*, as u t 
Jiave done in this Service: That this laft, of Ipcnding 500/. a piece, 
over and above our Equipage Money, and current Allowance, is done, 
w e are not without the clcarelt Dcmonllration that Aritlimetick can 
aflord ; but how' much for his Majefty’s Honour and Service the wliole 
Expcnce hatJi been, w^e have an Account to fubmit to any Cenfure : 
We have therefore ordered Mr. Hedford to wait on your Lordfliip, to¬ 
gether with this Bearer, to learn your l.ordfliip’s Plejjfure, w hetlicr you 
And any Caufe, My Lord, why wc fliouid not proceed to provide, as 
we have now dofign’d it, the 38 Liveries that our Family will need e re 
long j for wc think it our indifpenfable Duty to govern ourfelves in his 
Majeliy’.*. Service Jiere, according as your Lordflup lhali find Caufe to 
dirfCt and command us, who are, cc.

O UE laft that wc prefumed to trouble your Lordfliip withal w as of 

Exprefs ‘Tho. Qill^ who brought with him tlic 
Duplicates of all the Difpatchcs we have had the Honour to addrefs to 
^ your Li^rdihip, lince Mr. Smith return’d hence Exprefs for EttpJjiidi we 
thinking it Hill our Duty to continue that Method, which your Lord- 
fliip liuth tiiouglit fit to recommend us, in order to repair in fomc mea- 
fure both the Mifcarriages which may happen in the Conveyance, be¬ 
tween this and tlie Water-Side, and the Accidents of crofs Winds and 
Weather at Sea in this Winter Seafon. Mr. LaKgflone, the Exprefs from 
your 1 iOrdfliip, that wc arc fo much in Pain for, having been liindred 
by crofs Winds for 4 Days together, as he tells us, at ^Joz’cr^ arrived 
here owH'ncfday lalt about Sunfet ; it w'as not above two Hours after 
the Departure of our Exprefs for England ; he brought us the Honour 
of yoflr Lordfliip’s l.etter of the v’jth oi ^]')cccmhcr., O.S, together with 
an aurhentick Copy of his Majefty’s Anfvvcr, upon the SpaniJJj Ambafla- 
dor’. Memorial: The Jrc/VfZ’Ambafl'adors iuippening to be with us at 
tlie r.im; *^1 ime upon a Vilit, wc communicated to them tlie Contents of 
tlie Ar.fvvcr, as well as w-e were able of a fudden to render it out of EngliJJj 
to the Fyi 7 !ch; but next Morning W'c W'aited on them, to leave a Copy 
with them in Form, and to delirc their Concurrence and Advice in tlie 
A^Jdrefs which we w'^crc commanded to make upon this Occafion to the 
Mediators ; tlicy did not take Exception to any Thing in it, but feemed 
to acquiefte very mucli in tlie Temperament his Majefty was come to, 

\ both in the .Suhltance of his Demands, and in the Manner of making 
them, as finting heft w ith his prefent Occafions at Home : A few' Hours 
after that we had rakeitJ^cave of tlsem, we had Audience (as we had 
font to delirc it) of the Mediators w e acquainted them with the Ar¬ 
rival of an I'.xi refs to l.s the Night before, and wdth the Commaifd we 
had from !iis Majefly, to wait on their ExcGllcncics ;• then having told 

H h them 
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them our Errand at large, \vc depofited in their Hands a Copy, atteftc^ 
witli our own Subfcription, of his Majelly’s Anfwer, together with a 
Tranflation of it into Frencby and offer’d ourfelves to enter into Mattet 
dcs d prejent. We ufed that Word, for to adjufl and couch in writing 
Articles of Peace, upon the 6 Propofitions contain’d in his Majcfty s 
Anfwer, that we did then leave with their Excellencies ; keeping our¬ 
felves in this Addrefs and Offer, as clofc as we could poflibly, to the 
very Words in his Majelly’s Anfwer, and your Lordfhip’s Letter j W’c 
took I^cave to obferve further to them, that wo were concerned to get, 
if poflible, an Anfwer in w'riting from the *Dutcb Amballadors upon this 
Oflcr, and that we did hope, it having been the Method of their Ex¬ 
cellencies, the Mediators, llill to write to the *Dutch Ambafladors, that 
a few Lines from them upon this Occafion would draw an Anfwer from 
the ^uteb Ambalfedors in writing j howeverj that if their Excellencies 
thought, that our tvriting to them, the Mediators, upon this Subjedl, 
and their tmnfmitting of our Letter over to the ^THitchy would be any 
Means to gain an Anfwer in writing to our Offer, We thought it our 
Duty to propofe it to their Excellencies, that we might, if they thought 
fit, renew this our Addrefs to them, and form it into a i.etter, which 
fliould bring incloled in it his Majclly’s Anfwer, and Ihould exprefs at 
large the Offer we had been commanded to make to the AmbalTa- 

dors, and the humble Suit we did make to their Excellencies, the Me¬ 
diators, to give Notice to the ^^uteb of our Offer : They, the Media¬ 
tors, entred into a little Deliberation upon this Point in their own Lan¬ 
guage, and came to a Refolution (Count T’ott taking Pen and Ink into 
his Hand) to take from our own Mouths, rather than by Letter, tliat 
Offer w hich we defired to make to the Twitch Ambaffadors, through 
their Favour and Mediation,- the Count couched the Words he gave us 
i.eave to didatc in this manner : — Mefjicurs ks JmbaJJadors dAngle- 
terre font offre d entrer en matierc par notre entremife dcs d prefeut acec 
ks JimhaJfadoTs dc M. Mcjficurs ks BJiats gcncraitXy pour adjnjier 
coiicher par ejerit des Articles fur ks fix Fropofitionsy contenHes dans la 
Refponfe du Roy kur Maijire d M. TAfnhafiador </Efpagne, I'hcn 
having defired us to read over his Majelly’s Anfwer in their Prefence, 
they difmifled us with great Evidence, that they were latisfied in our 
1 rrand : Q.lfott faying again and again, they would apply themfclves 
with the fame Hall and Eagernefs next Morning to the *Dutcb Ambalfa- 
dors, as fome Men do eat Fleih when Zjent is out, eating it as loon as 
'Eafter'Eves Midnight is over; he repeated that Comparifon more than 
once, and promifed to fend very early next Morning our Offer,**in a 
i.etter of their'own. to the Fkttch Ambaffadors, which Letter they have 
done us the Favour fincc to communicate to us, and goes herewith in- 
clofed. 

W E met Q.Tfott and M. Sparr, fome few Hours after this'Audience, 
at Prince Willianisy and they both told us, as M. Fbrenfleen did like- 
wife ycllcrday, that they could not fufficicntly exprefs the Satisfaction 
and Joy they had had upon a fccond reading, and fuller Perufal of |;iis 
Majclly’s Anfwer : It was in all the Parts of it, they faid, highly ge¬ 
nerous and judicious, and fo exactly well w'cigh’d and calculated for the 
prefent Juncture, that they could not, they laid, conceive, how any 
mutinous JEngliJloman, or captious Hollandcry Ihould be able to find any 
Handle to except againll it. 

Just as we had lent to defire an Hour of Audience from the Media¬ 
tors, tomes a Gentleman from M. 'Jiezernin^y to defire me. Sir yofeph 
ll'illia 7 nl(.ny to appoint him a Moment ot Audience in my own particular 

Room. 
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Room. I left him to take any Part ot the livening, after the Hour 
affign’d us by the Mediators: He began his Vifit with thanking me for 
a Vilit I had given him about a Month ago, to thank him for PafTports 
he had very civilly procured to Captain Churchill^ and fome other 
l&ne^lijh Officers in the King’s Service : He proceeded to difeourfe upon 
a little Difappointment his Curiofity for Infeds and Flow'crs, in which 
he profclTes to delight Very much, had met w'ith laft Summer; for he 
had a Collcdion of both of them fent him out of the IcjaA-Indies^ which 
he valued very much, as being gathered by one he employs and maintains 
abroad, he fays, for that Purpofe; but being confign’d to him in one of the 
Eaft-/«fl?/Vi Ships taken at St. Helena by Sir l^ichard Mwnday^ he hath 
undcrltood they arc ftiil in Sir Kiebarefs Hands, at leaftvvife not fold 
among the Prize Goods, w'hich if fo, or if cither the Flowers or the 
InfeOts may be recover’d by my Care, he will be glad to order to the Per- 
Ibn tliat liath them a handfomc Gratuity: This he fpakc, he faid, 
upon Suppofal, that they arc not come to his Majefty’s Hands, as fome 
Reports have told him ; in which Cafe, he pretends not to hearken 
any more after them, but Will be very glad, he lays, that this Accident 
lhall have furnilhed any Thing w orthy his Majcfly’s Curiofity. From 
that Difeourfe, he enter’d into that of pnblick Bufinefs, with faying, 
- nous tons jours icy les bras croifez ? and then, began with com¬ 

plaining how’ liiiich he fulfer’d in his own private Affairs, for being ab- 
fent fo long from Home : Then 1 (Sir Leoline Jenkins) being called in 
he repeated much of what he had faid before, and w'as about half an 
Hour upon the Subjeft of our Negotiation j he did not touch upon any of the 
tBrcc Points which the Spanijls Ambaflador demands for the T)utch in 
his Memorialand he glided over that of Surinam^ w'ith faying, it tvas 
not of that Moment as to give Caufe to continue the War upon it: He 
wilh’d tlie Rnglifli there already gone, whither his Majcfty defires to 
liava them travilportcd, and faid, that Matter would be eafily adjufted 
• in agreeing a fet Time, within which they might be at Liberty to de¬ 
part. Upon the Article of tlie Fifliery, he dwelt much longer, and en¬ 
larg’d upon the Authority of interenrfus magntts^ betw'ecn King Hen. 
\'II. and the Houfe of Jiurgundy^ in the Year 1495. but being brought 
to acknowledge, the Force it as a Treaty was quite extinguillicd by 
the hrfi War that happen’d after it, bctw'een the Crow’n of 'England and 
that Houfe ; and that tlicy, the l^ulch^ have no Pretence to any Benefit 
or Privilege in Virtue of it unlefs they can lliew it to have been re¬ 
ceiv’d, or at lealhvife the fpccial Article about Fiihing in it, between us 
and tlyyn ; he did much inlifi, that that Article did clearly evidence the 
Right and Pt>flelfu)n of Fifliing, without asking leave, to have been 
equall}’ pretended to by both Nations, in King Henry Vllth’s Time, 
as it luitlj been ever fince. This we told-him w’e could not agree to by 
any Means f our Rcccrds at Home furnilhilig us wdth pregnant Evidences 
TO the contrary, whereby it did appear, that Hen. Vll. was, and lb 
were his Prcdeceflbrs before that Treaty, in Polfcflion of giving Li¬ 
cences to the Subjects of the Low’-Countrics, and of forbidding and 
hinflring them to fifii, that prefumed to do it, (tho’ under the lafe Con- 
dud of another Prince) without firft fuing out Licences, and ranging 
. themfeives under the Convoys and Guards appointed by the Crown of 
^England. We added, that the Matter of Fad being notorioufly lb be¬ 
fore t!ie IntiTcurfus magvns^ the Crown of England having re-enter’d 
upon its Right and Policfnon of granting Licences to filh after that, 
that ’i'rcaty became upon fucceeding Wars of no Foi’ce and Effcdt;, the 
true wYv Fjigland was brought to Itipulate in the Intercurfiis 
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mapms^ that the Vifliing Ihould be free and without asking LiCcncb; 
was, that th<i Hpufc of liw'gtmJy gave it very valuable Coni.deration^ 
for that Kelaxation, in admitting us to Privileges and Immunities of v i ry 
great Advantages in thole. Times within tlic J.ow-Countries : And, 
that w'e had iince tlic interenrfus magmis refum’d our Poficlfion of 
giving Leave to the I,ow-Countrey-Men, appear’d very evident by_ the 
i’ra£ticc all Queen ElizabetJjs Time, in that the Netherlanders‘ < 3 ^^ not 
prefume to begin their P'ilhing, without firft asking and obtaining LeaVcf 
from the Governpur of Scarborough Calilc ■, and in that, King yames by 
his Proclamation in the 9 th of his Reign, proliibited all Stranger- to 
fiflr upon his Coaft: To which, M. Secerning had nothing to oppofe, 
but that the States had obtain’d from him an K&. of Stirjcans (10 ’tis 
term’d) upon that Prohibition; their fuing out of which, without dif- 
puting tl^c king’s Right, was, we faid, a fufficient Acknowledgment, th it 
the Liberty they had was of the Grace and at the good Pleafurc of the 
King i cfpecially, when it fhall be confidered, that whenever the Kii\^ 
called upon tlie Minifters of the States, to come to an Adjufment of 
that Point, with him, they never pretended to an. equal Freedom with 
us upon the Spas in Point of Filhing { but ftill had the good I^uck to 
put otf the Affair, either by pretending Want qf Coraniiffion, and In- 
ftrudtions for it, or by defiring a longer Day, in Regard fi)metim(;s' of 
their great Danger from Divilions at Home, as in 'Barncvilt\ Schifm ; 
Ibmetimc in Regard of the good Die w e might make of them, if w c ma¬ 
naged their People aright in our Afiairs abroad; as in that of the ar.s of 
tlic ‘Palatinate^ as alfo tvith France and Spain^ in his late Majcfly’s Rcipn 
of Moft BicfTcd Memory. So that M. tBeverning,.\xs>on the w hole, couJd 
not deny, but tve had kept a Kind of Claim on Foot all the three lafl 
Reigns; nor could he affirm, for W'C did put him to it, that the States had 
ever ufed Arguments in any of their Intcrcoiirfes wdth us upon this Affair, 
during thofe three Reigns; no, not in the Time that the Earl of Norihnm- 
hcrhmd levied thofe Droidts upon them, citlicr to conteft or difputc, much 
Jfcls to avoid and dellroy the Right and the PoflefTLon alledged on our Part, 
be in the Crown, in this Affair: His Refuge was to fay, that as our to 
former Kings had had the Goodnefs to fufTcr themfelves to be taken off, 
fo as not to i'jlift finally upon it, nor that it hath been brought by them 
into any Ticaty to this Day, be did, he faid, liope and rely very much 
iipt)!! his Majefty’s Fiontc^ that he will pals over tills Article, without 
inlifiing to liavc it brought into the 'I'rcat)’: For, he faid, and that 
witli feme F.mphafis, that he did not fee any 1- xpedient or Temper to be 
ufed in this Ahair : His only Rcafon v\as, that the Confequened!; to his 
feeming were Very vaft; and then fell into a Difeourfe of the Rofe- 
Noble, anciently confonted to be paid by all Veifels indifferently, of 
what Burthen or Cargo foever, in their palling tlie Zonnet^ and how that 
IS incrcafed into a great Burthen aiid a troublcfomc Exadtion at this 
Day i and tvould grow, he afl'urcd himfelf, much greater upon them, but 
that they have a Force able to bring thofe Exorbitancics, khen they 
grow intolerable, to Rcafon. We told him, that the Polfibility of- in¬ 
troducing an Abufc, was never lield to bo a Rcafon fuificient to debar 
private ,\lcn, much Icfs Princes, of their Droidts, if they were othcr- 
Avifo well founded in the Right; and tiiat liis Majcfty, upon the Settle¬ 
ment of this Affair, w^ould fwe doubted not) be willing to obviate all 
Abufes that may bo feared in future Ages, by fucli an Adjuftment, as 
thcy)fliould liavc all Caufe to aflhrc thcmfelvc 5 , that his Majefty intends 
no mere for himfelf and Succcflbrs, than what his Royal Predcccffors 
were in Pcffeiiion of fo long^ and without Coutefi, in former Ages. 


If 
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If wc may take leave to lay our private Appreheniions before your 
^.ordi^ip, we caniiot fay that we have any Hopes of obtaining tan Arti¬ 
cle in this Point, as I'hings ixovf. Hand, unlefs the Parliament Ihoidd 
happen toftand vigoroufly by his MaieAy,in theic Demapds he is plcafbd t 6 
make, for the Honour and Good of the Kingdom; and if wc may be fo bold 
as to offer an Impertinency of our ow^n, what if a Bill fliould be tender’d 
them, cither of the Tenour of King James his Proclamation, or die 
refembling that of 2 ^ch. II. that lays 6 d Ton impotition upon our 
own Fifliing Veffcls, wherein, if Strangers he not intended, - (as w'e hum¬ 
bly conceive they arc) they may be more exprefly taken in ? Nor Ihould 
wc prefume thus far, but that nieither the Mediatotrs nor our Allies, when 
we argue to them the Rcafonableiicfs of this Article, give us any En¬ 
couragement to infill upon it, much lefs any. Hopes to obtain it. Befides 
M. de Qrootf who fpcaks the Senfe, and bears the Figure of the Lovc/leiii 
Party, if wc millakc him not, as much as a Man can do, hath often told 
us, his Countreymen had rather bufrft, than fubmit to any thing of an 
Acknowledgement in this Matter; and ’tis.his Senfe, they the Hollanders 
Ihould rather forbid their Subjeds to fifli at ail, than to ask leave to do 
it of the Crown ,of Fj/ngland. 

Monsieur IBeverning, in his Dilcourfc about the Regleificnt of 
Commerce in the Indies, did not feem fo rigid and averfc from all Ex¬ 
pedients : He faid, be was no Merchant, and did not therefore under- 
iland more of that Affair, than what had come occalionally to his 
Knowledge, among other the publick Affairs of his Country j Nor did 
his Memory, as he faid, ferve him to recoiled thofc Things, that might 
fee faid upon the three or four Points we had fome Months lince given 
in to the Mediators ; he faid, he forefaw it mult draw the Negotiation 
into an intolerable length; and that it would be very difficult to de¬ 
termine what Countries or Places Ihould be faid to be fo, under the 
Jurifdiction and Power of the one Company, fo that the other lhall 
have no Pretence to trade or come into them; as alfo what Places 
Ihould be faid to be fo free, while the one or the other Company is 
Mailer of the Avenues to them, the other Company may, notwithlland- 
ing any Forts upon Pafles, have free Ingrefs to, and liberty in fuch 
Places: He gave a ftirewd inftance in the Cafe of the Illc of Ceylon, 
faying, their Company was hitherto in the foie PolTdlion of the Trade 
in it, and that it was one of the moll conlidcrable Things they were 
Mailers of ; yet that they had no more but the Mouths of a few Rivers, 
whereby they keep themfclvcs in that PolTeflion; He faid therefore it 
would be not only hard to them, but abfolutely dellroy that Trade, if 
the MngliP) Ihould be cither fuffer’d to pafs by their block Houfes, upon 
the Rivers and Avenues they the Hutch are polfelTcd of; or clfe, to be 
at Liberty to enter upon that lHand, in any other landing Place, in tljc 
back Part* of it, not defended or polfelTed by the Hutch, and fo by 
cither of thefe Ways enter into the Heart of their llland, and have as 
great a Share as they pleafe in the Trade, that the Hutch now drive 
with the little Kings and People of the midland Part of the Ille, upon 
Ffetcncc that thofc People are free, and not in Subjedlion at all (as the 
Cafe may be) to the Illitch : He added, that the only Way he faw 
open for the adjufting of any Thing in this Point, was by coming to a 
Specification of particular Places, defigning in the Article what Places 
by Name it llaall be free for each Company to frequent and trade with, 
and what not. To thi% cur Anfwer was, that Complaints did arilc 
from Matters of Fadt already done, and thofe have put us in Fpar «f 
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Encroachments and Violences of the like Kind ftill to be aAcd upon us, 
as Opportunity (hall invite i that therefore, when we (hall come towards 
an Article in this Point, we will offer them a Remedy fuitable to the 
Fa£ts already paft, and that (hall extend, as >vc hope, to future Pofli- 
bilities, and (hall defire nothing, but what (hall be reciprocal in the 
maintaining of our prefent Polfeffions and Trade ; and what (hall be as 
much to the Prejudice of our own People, upon the Square of any fu¬ 
ture Acquifitions or Pretenfionsi as to theirs. This ConVerfation ended 
with all Fairnefs, and was managed without the Icafi Heat: We fup- 
pofe he took this Occalion to (peak with us, bccaufe he forefaw, by 
his Majefty’s Anfwer, (which he acknowledg’d to come to his Hand by 
the Way of Holland) we were to offer ourfelves to enter into Matter 
with him, and it may be defign’d to frame his Anfwer to the Media¬ 
tors, when they fliould come upon the Mcffagc in fome Circumftances; 
as he fliould happen to fee Cauie from our Diicourfe. 

The Mention he made of the Lorain Paflports, was no more, but 
that the King our Mailer was not concerned in that Difference { however, 
that they the Lkitch mull flick to the Duke of Lorain; but for no 
other Rcafon, than their Alliance’s Sake ; and that his Cafe was fo 
much the harder in that, tho’ an Expedient w'cre found or comply'd 
with as to the Formality of Paffports, yet the Molt Chriflian King not 
declaring himfelf, upon what Terms he will make the Reflitution he 
promifes, the Duke will be left, at the End of the Treaty, in all the Un¬ 
certainties imaginable : For, faid he, his Country may be offer’d him, 
but he may be told, he mull not have his Towns j or if lie have them, 
that he mull not fortify themj'or elfc,that the King will referve to himfelf 
Paflage wdth any Armies through all Parts of his Country, or fet up 
Tolls where he pjeafes, or bar the Duke from paffing fuch and fuch Ways, 
(jc. And if the Arbitrators fliould liappen to give any of thefc q'hings, 
or any other Things in Qiiellion, againfl the King, wEat Princes are there 
that w ould take upon them the executing of the arbitral Sentence, and put 
the Duke into Poffeffion, againfl the Moll Chriflian King’s Will c* In 
this he faid he had no Rcafon to enter into Argument witli us, lince it 
did not concern our Mafler, nor the other Allies of our Side. 

The Mediators were pleas’d lafl Night to give us an Account of the 
Reception of their Letter, and afterwards thcmfelvcs met, w ith from 
the Lntch Ambaffadors, telling us pleafantly M. 'Bcz'crnmg had thank’d 
them for their Letter, which the Dutch Ambaffadors had not hitherto 
done for any other they had WTit to them before this: He excus’d him¬ 
felf, tliat tho’ he had received the Mediators letter in the Moiaiing, 
yet he had lyst yet communicated upon it with M. Ishrants^ who was 
then ill: That he propos’d to himfelf, to be able to fend them an An¬ 
fwer in Writing fome time next Morning ; (meaning this Day) .that he 
Jiopcd they fliould find their Powers and Inflrudions, when JNi. Ishrants 
and he had T^cifurc to conlidcr them, to be fuch, as would enable them 
to enter into Matter upon the Propofitions in his Majcfly's Anfwer, tho’ 
this Step was of that Importance, he faid, as to deferve they fliould 
firfl confult their Mafters upon it: That his Majefly having no open 
War with any of their Allies, they hoped thofe Allies would not 
be againfl this Advance, they were willing to make i The 
Mediators told us, Monficur Bec'crning did not mention the Ijoraiu 
Paflports upon this Occalion, but fpake witli Refped and Acknow¬ 
ledgment of his Majefly’s Moderation : ’j he Mediators have promifed 
us ajCopy of \\\c Dutch Ambaffadors Anfu er, as foon as it comes to 

their 
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their Hands, and (as wc arc Writing) we fend a Gentleman to watch 
and to bring it us, if it come berorc the Ordinary of this Day do 
depart. 

The Trench AmbalTadors have Letters, that the Prince of Conde and 
Monfieur T^urenne^ arc to be this Night (the 12 tli) at Aventie in Hain- 
avik^ in their Way to Cbarlercy ; that M. de Chaulnes lets out from 
Taris^ the ^oth of this Month at fartheft, for this Place: There is 
nothing that we hear palfed at Liege to the Prejudice of their Neutra¬ 
lity ; and tho’ the Governour complains much of the Trench^ yet it docs 
not appear, that M. de Lyfola, who is there ftill, hath been able to work 
them off from their Refpedt to their Prince this Elcdtor. Wc arc,

liuglc you out, in a Conjuncture of the higheft Difficulties both at Home

any notice at all of the whole Preface of that Ikipci;, but to 'apply our- 
fclvcs lingly to that p£U*t of it, whichcontain’d ‘ the Anfwer to « ur 
Offer j and as to that, we told the Mediators, that feeing the T)ntcb 
had made Choice of the Point of Commerce in tlic tliat they 

dclired to go firft upon of the three, the King our Mailer had demanded 
to be added, we willingly agreed to it: But then, we told them, the 
T}utcb Ambalfadors had much miftaken the Matter, \\ hen they pretend¬ 
ed in that Paper to give fuch an Explication to any ^fhing, they the 
Mediators have written or faid at any ^Time, as on our Part, upon this 
Point, as if the King our Mailer had at any Time heretofore offer’d or 
agreed, that all this whole Matter of Commerce in the Indies^' lliould 
be fo referr’d to Commiflloners, as not to expetit that thofc tw o or three 
Points fliould be provided for, even in the prefent’IVeaty; We tcld 
the Mediators, we mull delire leave to remember them, that we could, 
if there W'crc Caufe for it, make it appear, out of our Notes of tli-at 
’J'ime, that as vve had from the very firll Overture of our Demands, 
and fo all along through the whole Courfe of tlic Negotiation, wiiere- 
cver this Point came in QucBion, declared, that as to the forming and 
adjuhing an entire and compleat Body of Articles for a general Reglc- 
ment of I'rade, the King our Mailer was alread)' of himfelf refolved 
not to embarrafs this Treaty w ith it, as being a '\\'ork of great Lengtli 
and Intricacy, but to offer, that it might be referr'd to CommiHioners, 
So we had ever at the fame '^I'ime declared to them, the Media¬ 
tors, that we had three or four Points relating to the 1-iberty and Se¬ 
curity of our Trade in the £all- 7 w 7 /V.r, and on the Coall of Giihica^ 
wliicli being moll jull and reafonablc in themlelves, and in Terms per- 
feiitly reciprocal, which were ncccfl’arily to be provided for in. an Ar¬ 
ticle of lo or, 12 Lines in this Treaty ^ that w henever wc liad declared 
this Referve, as we minded them wc had conllantly done, whenever 
this Matter came to be fpokc of, they the Mediators had perpetually 
agreed to the Reafonablcnefs of it i alluring, that as to thcTe, or what¬ 
ever other Points were reciprocal, there would be no Manner of Diffi¬ 
culty made of admitting them into this Treaty j and thus we put tliem 
in Mind, the Thing had palled between us and them, the Mediators, at 
the very Time when they read to us the ’BroiiiUon of their Letter to 
the Ambafladors of the \lb ynly^ which is here quoted by the 

laid Ambaflador j and Count l^ott having been lliown an Entry of the 
J'aet, as they paffed in one of our Journals, he very frankly and gene- 
roully own’d, he well remembrod wc had indeed made this Referve of 
the general Reference we agreed to, and that‘they, the Mediators, had 
Hill .undertaken to us thofc Points, and uhate\cr elfc reciprocal we 

haw. 
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have, would find ilojDifficulty on the Part of the 'Dtitch^ to be received 
into this Treaty. 

This we faid, was the Truth of the Fa^t in this Point, as to our 
firft Overtures and Declarations of our Mafter’s Mind in it,- in which, 
we muft remit ourfelvcs to the Memory of them the Mediators, and our 
own Notes of that Time. But to Ihew the Stitch Ambalfadors, this 
had been all along our Demand, and that it was well known to be fo, 
and could be no other, we defired the Mediators to remember, and we 
appeal’d to them upon it, that two of the 'T)utcb Ambafl'adors being 
return’d from the Hague^ about the \/{tb of Juguft, with that Invedtive 
Anfwcr to our Demands, dated the \'$th of that Monththey, the 
Mediators, were \yithin four Days after, upon the oblHnate Declaration 
the flitch Amballadors had made, of not treating further w'ith us, till 
the two Kin^s come yet lower, to receive from us an Ultimatum 
(as they call'd it) of our Demands; the zotb oi Juguji, we gave 
them our Ultimatum accordingly in Form, by Word of Mouth, "and 
the of Scptcmlicr^ they fent their Secretary to take it in Writing, 
we dictating it to him; the 6 tb Article of tlmt Ultimatum^ we told 

them, was couched in the Words: - Reglemeiit dc Commerce dans 

Us Indes Orient ales ^ dy fur les Cqftes de Gtiinec -that they the Me¬ 

diators having look’d upon this Article, as alfo that of the Flag, as 
couched in tt)o general Terms, w'cre pleafed fomc Days after, at 
the Inftance of the ^)ntch^ to demand of us a more particular Explica¬ 
tion, how and in what Words we would pretend to have thofe two 
Articles couched. Upon which we, the ~th of September^ gave them in 
the one and the other in Writing : that of the Flag in Form, as w’c 
wiiked It might Hand in the Treaty; and this of Commerce, in three 
or four flnort Heads; which contain’d the Subftance of what we pretend¬ 
ed in that Matter, which they, the Mediators, as they now acknow¬ 
ledged to us, had tranfmitted to the *Dutcb Ambafl'adors; fo, as we 
concliuh.d, it w'a.s not at all fair or ingenuous in the TDuteb^ to pretend 
they fatishe his Majefty’s Demands in this Point, by remitting all to 
Comniiflloners, when they W'crc told fo many Months ago, that 
there Avere three or four Particulars relating to that Bufiuefs, Avhich his 
Maj.-fly would expeCt fliould be provided for in this 'Freat) and that 
upon their Demand, the very Particulars were at that 'J'ime given them 
in Writing, through the Hands of the Mediatorsthis Ave faid, w^as 
Avhat AA’^e delired might be faid by Way of Anftver to that Part of their 
Papev in juftirication of the Truth in this Bulincfs, and to prev'ent, 
that tiie ^JiUcb might not be able to impofc upon the World in this 
I'hing, by making as if we flatted any Thing new in this Point, and 
differinc^ from a\ hat avc had at flrft inlifled upon ; tho’ we faid, w'e did 
not apprehend, but th-at his Majefly was othcrAvife in an entire Liberty, 
after the peremptory and abrupt Refufal the T)utcb had given long ago 
to +iis Majefty’s Ultimatum^ by their i.etter of the gib of OUob^^ to 
vary his Demands, and to make Avhat Change he faw fit in any of the 
Particulars of them : only the Truth of the Thing being, as wc had 
now repeated it; and finding the Tiuteb had a Delign in this Paper to 
reprefent it otherAvife to the World, and to make it pafs as if all the 
King had at firft asked in this Article of Commerce, had been to haw 
the whole Avithout any E^xeption, or referve, remitted to Commiflioners, 
and fo Avh-at we AA cro going now to demand in thefe three or four Parti- 
cul-ars, was a neiv Demand, and flarted with a Defign on our Part, to 
difficult and obftruCt the Accommodation the King pretended to be Avil- 
ling to come to with them, the Hollanders ; for this Reafon, avc faid, 
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wc fliould delire, they, the Mediators, would plcafe, in the Anfwcr they 
lliouJd think fit to make to this Paper of the iSittch Ambafladors, to do 
us Right in that Point, and not to leave fo confident an Allegation, 
which their Excellencies faw was quite otherwife in the Truth of the 
Fait, without a Contradidion. 

\V E found the Mediators not at all willing at the firft, to infert any 
Thing in the Anfwer they were to make, being afraid, as they pretend¬ 
ed, it might be an Occafion of imbroiling them with the 'tiutcb Ani- 
balfadors, and the Trench Ambafladors feemed to be of the fame Mind 
in the Thing, when wc were firfl to fpcak with them upon it: But at 
lall, having both of them acknowledged the Truth of what wc alledged 
to be Matter of Fait, and being made fenfiblc of the Confcqucnces it 
might be of to the King’s Service, not to leave fo confident and untrue a 
Siiggeflion without a Refutation the Mediators did agree to give fuch 
a Teftimony to the Truth of this Cireumflance, as might be iulficicnt 
to our Purpofc ; and accordingly, having received yefterday our Pro¬ 
ject of that Article of Commerce, as wc propole it may be framed, as 
the next Step fit for us to make iii this Negotiation, and fuitable to tjic 
Heads we had given in verbally to the Mediators in and in 

Writing -ih of Sept ember^ which we gave in, as what could be properly 
expected from us, by Way of Anfwcr to the Papers of the *Dntch Am- 
balladors j they the Mediators immediately, in the Prefence of the 
Trench Ambafladors and us, framed a Letter, with which, they intend, 
this Morning to accompany our Project to the TTiitch \ Copies of both 
which Papers, your Lordlhip will plcafe to receive here inclofed. And 
thus far the Matter is advanced on our Part j in which, wc have en¬ 
deavour’d the belt wc can to avoid the Snares the *DtiHh fcem to have 
laid in the Thing. So we judge it necclfary above all Things upon oiir 
Parts, to be ready upon every the Icaft Step or Motion that is made of 
any Kind by the TTutch in this Matter, to anfvycr it forthwith on our 
Part, in fuch Manner as the Thing requires, that they the *Dntib 
may have no Pretence towards the World, or our People at Home, 
(which wc think they w'atch above all Things) to fay his Majcfty is not 
really, and indeed as forward, to proceed in this Matter with them, as 
he declares he is. 

W E cannot but obferve to your I.ordfiiip, that wc found evidently, 
that as well the Mediators as the Trench Ambafladors, notwhtliftanding 
that they acknow lodged M. Colbert had written to them from Toudon 
upon that Subject, were at firfl extrcamly alarm’d at this Offer wi; vverc 
order'd to make, efpecially when they found and his Collogue to 

ciofe with it, in Appearance fo very frankly j and certain it is they were 
not w ithoiit fomc Jealoufy, this Bufinefs might go on too fall, and for 
any 'J'hing they knew (as fomc of them feemed to intimate t) us) even 
come to iigning before the other Allies were aware of it. This Jea¬ 
loufy, we find really they had at firft, which we thought we oujjit 
above all Things to cure, as well in Duty to the Honour and Sincerity 
of his Majefty's Intentions in that Matter, as that We forefaw both tiie 
French Ambafladors and the Mediators would be fure, fo long as they 
Were under any fuch Apprchcnlion, to give us all the Difficulty and 
F.mharrafs imaginable, in the Negotiation we were now entring upon 
with the Ambafladors i and accordingly, vre hope, wc have con¬ 

vinced them, that befides all other Confiderations that ought to fet 
thenwat Reft from any Fears, that his Majefly will ever be brought to 
do othcrvi'ife than wljat he has all along profeifed, and given fuch 
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great and generous Proofs of, towards his Allies: We have convinced 
them, we think, that there is but little Appearance Holland ever means 
to comply with his Majefty in thefe fix Proportions, in the Terms and 
Manner we now propofc them; fo as there’s no Fear, as we tell them, 
of being taken at our Word, or that the Thing fliould immediately 
prefs upon us to a (igning; that all they do in this, is but to fjnee 
with his Majelly’s Anfwer to the Spanifl} Memorial, which they fee, by 
the prudent and wife I’urn it gives the Matter of that captious Memo¬ 
rial, puts the Thing a little hard upon them, the ^utch, till they can 
Ihcvv the World, they arc as ready and forward towards an Accommo¬ 
dation as his Majclly is. 

In Cafe this new Negotiation proceed, and that this firll Article 
about the Security and Freedom of Trade in the Indies comes to be 
adjufted between us j the next Article of the three, his Majelty hath 
been plcafed to add, which We lliall chufc to go upon, Hiail be that of 
the Fifliery, as well becaufe we apprehend that w-ill be much the moll 
difficult to obtain in the End, and therefore bell to be alfured of firll; 
as that by this Means, his Majclly will have Time to conirder in the 
Point* of the Flag, whether, feeing the Offer the TJutcb pretend to 
make in that Point by the M. del Frefno's Memorial, is to yield the Ar- 
ticlcT of the Flag to his Majclly’s liking and Contentment i whether 
feeing they have made, or pretend to make the Offer in thefe Terms, 
his Majclly will plcafe, as Things now arc, that we fliould proceed with 
the firll upon the firll Draught of an Article brought with us upon that 
Matter, and try to obtain that if w'e can j or whether his Ma¬ 
jclly will, that we rather go immediately upon that fecond Draught he 
was pleafed to fend us, and wEich, in the mean Time, till we receive 
his M a jelly’s Plcafure otherwife, we look upon as our Duty for the 
Directions we have heretofore receiv’d in that Matter from your Lordlhip 
,to proceed upon, in Cafe the Matter come to call for it, before W'c can 
receive, by your I^ordlliip’s Favour, his Majelly’s Plcafure in the Thing. 

Jan. r^tb in the Morning. 

Wf have prefumed to keep this Exprefs over Night, in Expeftatiori 
of what Jleception the Mediators Letter to the ilutch AmbalTadors 
would find : All that can be yet known is, that the Mediators, deli¬ 
vering them that Letter, (for it feems the Mediators faw them them- 
fel ves upon this Occafion) the Dutch AmbalTadors finding we infilled 
upon oi.Tr former Heads, given in the latter End of Juguft, in that Parti¬ 
cular the Commerce in the Indies, faid for their Parts thofc were 
Mattt rs they undcrllood not, nor had they any Inllrudtions in the Par- 
ticui.ws we infilled to go upon in that Article, but mult think of 
fending Hofiie for the States Mind upon them. But this was but faid 
in Converfation, the Dutch having referved thcmfelvcs to make a final 
Anfw cr to the Mediators, this Day or to Morrow' ■, what that will be, 
and how far theywill Hill Chicane upon their firll Pretence, as if this 
w hole Matter of Trade in the Indies, without any Referve, had been in 
the Scnce they undcrllood the Mediators heretofore offer’d on the Part 
^ of his Majclly, to be referr’d to Coramiffioners, we know not j but the 
Mediators think, as to the Matter it felf, the Anfwer will be, that 
they mull reprefent it to .their Mafters, and receive their Orders in it, 
being at prefent without, any Inftrudlions at all in that Point j if that 
fliould be tlicir Anfwer, we think it may be very well ordered as to the 
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World, that they have not been fo forward on their Part in this Nego¬ 
tiation as they would pretend, feeing they have to this Day left their 
AmbalTadors here, without any Inftru(aions in a Point that was given 
in to them, as one of his Majefty’s principal Demands, five Months ago, 
through the Hands of the Mediators: Befides that, it docs not look 
very fincere and ingenuous, that having pretended to enter into Matter 
with us, and having particularly finglcd out this Point of the Commerce 
to begin with, they fhould yet, now we came to profs them feiioufly 
in it, plead they had no Inftru<aions upon it i tve think that thefe arc 
Remarks, that arc not impertinent to make upon tlieir Procedure in 
this Particular, in Cafe that come to be their Anfwcr, as the Media¬ 
tors tell Us, it is like to be. We remain. My Lord, dye.

My I.ord, 

I N our laft of the T<,th Current by the Ordinary, w'e did not pre- 
fume to enlarge your Lordfliip’s Trouble any further than to fay, \vc 
were then difpatching this Bearer, M. Carlton^ Lxprefs for 'England^ being 
then in Hopes, as we were, w'c might have furnilh’d him to let out with laft 
T'nefdays Poll i the Rcafon that we detained him was, we w ere in Ex- 
pedation every Moment of an Anfwcr from the Tyutcb Ambalfadors to 
tliat Letter, whetewith the Mediators had been pleas’d, on E'ucfdav 
Morning, to accompany our Projed of an Article, for tlie prefent Set¬ 
tlement of three Points in the EzHi-India Trade j but notwithftanding 
our longing and our watching for tliat Anfwcr, w e came not to have 
any Sight or Account of it till late laft Niglit j and then the Mediators 
were pleafed to allow us the reading of it twice over, but not to take 
any Copy of it: Yet fince we are in fome Hopes to be poll'efted of a 
Copy of it, before the clofing of this Difpatch, we will not undertake, 
upon the Strength of our Memories, to give your Lordftiip the Detail 
of it, (for ’tis very long) but rather of the Reflexions w hich the Media¬ 
tors had upon it, in the Audience they were plealed to give us laft 
Night. 

^HE Bufinefs of our Vifit to the Mediators laft Night, was indeed to 
hearken after this Anfver, but in any Cafe moft humbly to thank them 
for the t.cttcr, wherewith they had conveyed our Projed to the T^uteb 
Ambafl’adors ; and efpccially, for the Teftimonial that Letter carried 
along with it, that our Projed was not a Thing that had beon once 
agreed to be referr’d to CommilTioncrs, but was an Article that had in 
the fame Manner with the reft of our Demands, lain in the Hands of 
the *Dittch above four Months ago, and was conformable to that Expli¬ 
cation, which they the Mediators had, upon the Inftance of the Tkitcb 
Ambalfadors, drawn from us the tt Sept, to the fixth Point of our 
Ultimatum^ which their Secretary had taken from us in 

Writing fix Days before. We intended further to make it our Suit to 
their Excellencies (if wc had fecn any Opportunity or Need of it) that 
they would pleafe not to put us upon treating or debating any other 
Article with the ^Dtitcb^ till this of Commerce were adjullcd; for C. 
^ott (having obferved the ‘Dtuch Ambafladors to fay they were not 
inflruded, if our Projed upon the Point of Commerce be to be entered 
upon and debated, but muft fend to their Mailers, not only for 
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lnftfu 6 tions, but for fome knowing Men in the Trade and Affairs of 
their Company) had let fall fome Words, as if it had been 

fair and rcafonable to defire us, to enter in the Interim upon Ibme 
other of the fix Propofitions, that wc might be doing fomething, whiJft 
the ^Dutch Ambaffadors fhould be expecting their Inftruftions for the 
Point ef Commerce: Such a Motion as this, tve thought it our Duty 
to prevent, as a Thing of great Prejudice to our Negotiation ,* for bc- 
fides that, we hold it for an univerfal Maxim, never to be varied from 
in this Kind of Negotiation, to begin firft with the hardeft Points, which 
if obtain’d, the reft will follow without much Difficulty ,• and if not 
obtain’d, the Scandal of refofing a Peace, for the Sake of one or two 
Points, when the reft are adjufted, will be avoided by that Party, 
which makes the hardeft Points to be his firft Bufinefs : The Mediators 
had let fall Words plain enough to convince us, that the *Dutcb are 
as far as can be imagin’d from any Intention to yield to the Eftablifli- 
ment which our Project bears in the Commerce. On the other Side, wc 
thouglit, that if the ^Lkitch were refolvcd to Chicane, and never come to 
a Settlement in this Point, it would adminifter to the Parliament, a 
more fenfible Evidence of their Obftinacy, than any one it may be of the 
other fix Points would do, in Regard that in this Article, there js a Com¬ 
plication of the Honour and Revenue of the Crown joyn’d with the In- 
tefeft of a great Body of Men, together w’ith the Vent and Commodity 
which the whole Nation finds, in the vigorous carrying on of that Trade. 

But Count To/t prevented us from entring into any Difeuffion of 
that Point, in telling us, by Way of Anfwer to our Complement of 
^khanks, that the Atteftation they had given us, was that which in 
Jultice they could not deny us, and that they, tho’they had endeavour¬ 
ed to infinuate it in the gcntleft Manner poffible, with a Delign to pre¬ 
vent further Phubarrafs or ILclardJJement upon that Point, (being meerly 
a Point of Conduct and P'orm) have not been able to avoid what they 
, apprelicndcd the ^)ntch Ambaffadors would come to; they having, (as 
he worded it) with a great deal of Rudenefs in their Difeourfe, and a 
great deal of Untruth in their I.etter, put them the Mediators in the 
I'ault, which they mull, he faid, now take upon themfelves, and get 
out of it as W'ell as they can : Having faid this, he gave us the Let¬ 
ter to read ; and when we had read it, each of us (by their I’atience 
and Favour) once over, lie, and M. ILbrcnfiecii in their Turns, proceed¬ 
ed to make tlicir Reflexion upon the I.etter itfelf, and upon a Conver- 
fation they had liad fome few Hours before with the T^utch Ambaffadors 
about it. I'hcy did not fee, they faid, with what Face the *Dtttch 
Ambaflud(.rs could averr, as they did, in downriglit Terms, that they 
had not, fince the la tter of the -^jb ytily^ w hich the Mediators had 
writ to them, received any Propofition from them, or from us, upon 
the PoiiTt j^f Commerce, there having been a moft exprefs Propofition 
of it made to the T^ntch Ambaffadors, in our Ultimatum of the 5 : lb, 
and our Explication of the wtb oiSeptember, A^. S. w hich the Mediators 
ha3 given them in Writing ,• feeondly, that the Evidence of that Matter 
oiiJ'’'aCt forcing them, the Tiutcb, to bring fome Temper, for Shame, to 
that bold Aflertion, they tell the Mediators, they had communicated 
to them that Paper of the wtb of September, but with fo many Dc- 
^ feCls of Form and Solemnity, as that the Paper was a 'jirotitlhn blotted 
and blurr’d ; that they communicated it to them, after they had ended 
tlie (Conference they ware then upon, and were rifen from the Table, 
and had only h'nt it them, upon Condition to reftore it again, and that 
the Iv.'ghQj AmbafVadf'r.N had never avow’d the Contents of it * the 

Count 
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Count faying, with much Indignation, that Men of Honour fcorn to 
have Recoune to fuch little fiarting Holes as thefe are, when the Sub- 
ftancc of the Thing, viz, that they had had the Communication of 
that Propofition, was of an Evidence not to be cuntradi^ed ; adding, if 
it had happen’d that fome Circumftances of Form had been omitted, it 
was very ungentccl and unfair to lay lb great a Strels upon a 
little Negledt or Miftake as to accTOcb the Peace of Chriftendom 
upon it. He enlarged his Complaints further, in faying, that for the 
^Dutch AmbalTadors to fay, they did not confider the Paper, becaufe they 
had not a Copy left with them in Form, but had borrowed the Media¬ 
tors Original, and lent it back again, was not a Condu^ that did be¬ 
come Men, that a£ted bond fide, or had any Regard to that Sincerity 
and Zeal, wherewith they the Mediators had proceeded all along. Here 
we took leave to put in a Word, to make the Grimace of the ^Duteb 
AmbalTadors to appear fomewhat more evidently, (what it is indeed) 
a downright eluding of the Truth of the Fadt, and the Frmcbife of 
the Mediators. They the ^Dntcb Ambafi'adors confefs, the Paper of the 
11 tb of September came to their Hands, but fo as they gave neither 
Anfwcr nor ^Iced to it; but they mention not a Syllable of the Ulti¬ 
matum, whi<fh having been given them fomc few Days before, * gave 
them Caufe to demand the -rith of September, which they are fo loath to 
take notice of, as an Explication to it, the Ultimatum which their Let¬ 
ter mentions not, being that by which our Propofition was communi¬ 
cated in Foim, the Explication being only incidental to it; nor are 
they pleas’d to take notice, how that by their fevcral Letters of the 
they have reftifed both the Ultimatum and the Explication, th^ir 
Refufal ahd their Rcafons in thole Letters being fufficient Evidences they 
had had very mature Deliberation, both upon the one and the other. 
In a Wdrd, Count was very much moved with M. "Bevernin^i 
downright faying to them, u^on fevcral of thefe Matters of Fadl, while 
they Rebated them — cela nefi pas vray; however, that confidering his, 
Figurjt, he had rellrained his Refentments till after the Peace w^as made, 
anfwdring to fevcral bold Affirmations of theirs no otherwife, than 
Mclfi.c'i^rs Nous nen Convenit pas, concluding it was a very hard I’hing, 
that becaufe Men came to a Conference, after their having drank a 
free Glafs at Dinner, as M. Bevernin^, they fay, fometimes docs, they 
the Mediators muft be forced to fuller ill Language, and have Miftakes 
imputed to them. He clofcd this Converfation, with defiring firll our 
Advice upon this troublefome Step; then making it the Requeft of the 
Mediators to us, that we would enter into Matter with them upon this 
Point, and make the utmoft Abatements and Concelfions our InIhHiilions 
would give us leave to make ,• and the rather, in that it was certain, as 
he faid, thaf if we receded from two Points and a half of thofe 
three Points W'e bad given in, the T)utcb would never comply,‘nor come 
to the half Point left j which made us reflect upon what JVT Sparr had 
told us the Day before, that M. Beverning having read over our Projedl, 
as ’tis now in their Hands, faid, the UngliJlj AmbalTadors might as Veil 
have demanded the one half of the Province of Holland, as the tjjree 
Points which they would have cftabliflicd in the Matter of our Commerce, 
to the giving of any Advice to their Excellencies, we excufed our- 
felvcs the beft we could, with a Deference, fuch as is due from us to. 
their great Wifdom and Prudence j as to any Conceffions, which might' 
be expeded from us, we .told them, w e were ^•eady to attend them at 
the Carmes, whenever they Ihould pleale to fiimraon us; offering (laft

Sincf the Beginning of this Difpateh, we have the Honour of your 
I.ordfliip’s of the 291b of T)cccmhej\ O. S. come to Hand, and therehi 
we acknot\'lcdge, with all liumble Thanks, the Particulars it hatli pleaft d 
your Lordlliip to give us, of what comes to your I.ordfliip from the 
Spaniflj Ambaflador and others, about the fecret Article between Spain 
and Holland. C. Ti’otl hath confirmed the fame Thing here, having 
had it, as he told us, from M. dicerming^ Mouth, that the Catholick 
Queen hath not yet ratified that Article. 

The Negotiation at JJege ends in this Qudiion, whether 4000 or 
6000 Crowns lliall be given to M. dc Lxfola for a. Prefent, all other 
•Matters remaining as they were. 

The Prince Elector of Saxe is advanc’d with 4000 Men as far as 
Fulda., in his Way to joyn the hupcrial Army upon the Rhine. Tlus 
French Garrifim at Ireces hath fetch'd in the Count de NaJJhfi Sarhrti?,g, 
and lus Wife to T’rcccs., he not eiting the Aliurances they rcouired from 
him, of his not Siding tsith the Emperor. 

Wf are difappointed of our Hopes of obtaining a Copy of the Txttcr, 
which the Fintcb Ambaffadors had written in Anfwcr to the Mediators ; 
the French Ambafl'adors having attempted, but in vain, to get it for us : 
M. Fiihrciifteen liad carried the Original to the Hollanders^ with a Defign 
tq, prevail upon them, to take it back again, and to enter into Matter 
upon the I’rojeti itfelf. The\' told lug C. F’ott had fliewed tl-’cm fome 
Kemarks he had made upon that I.ettcr, intending thofe Remarks 
fliould accompany it to the King his Maftcr; they fay, they are very 
clear and folid, exprefly otrning the Point in (^ueflion, to have been 
.one (the lixth) of our VkiwaUim.^ and making it out, that the FngliJJj 
Ambafl’adors had done all that was asked of them, and all in their Power 
to notify to the FFitch the Point of Commerce, a Part of thofe Demands, 
which the King their Maflcr would have infilled upon i that they the 
Mediators had likewife done their Part, to communicate this as well as 
other Points, to tlie ‘Dutch Ambafl'adors having put our XJltimat7tin, 
which liad this Point in it, and our Explication of it, above four Months 
ago into their Hands ^ and that they the Dutch Ambafl'adors, confeifing 
(as they do) not only the Notice they had of the Propofitions, but the 
Refufal they have made upon it, do now accroch the Affair upon a 
Cavil nlnd a Chicane, that hath no Colour in Facft or in Rcafon to 
fupport it. '^I'he French Ambaffadors fa)’, they cannot think the Dutch 
Ambafl'adors will take their I-ctter back again, but the Mediators told 
them, thty ^vould Ivavc a Conference at the Grrwo-, with all convenient 
Speed ; we not hoping that that Conference will have any Thing dc- 
cifive in it, cannot think fit to detain this Exprefs any longer ,• efpccial- 
ly, lincc we exped one to arrive here from Tendon within a Day or 
twtt, and may be difjiatchcd back again, as foon as this Affair lhali 
give us any Caufe.

I N our laft, (of the Ninth and Nineteenth) we took leave to 

your Excellency, a Narrative of ourProgrefs here, in the Offer w e liad 
made, to enter fortliwith into Matter witli the ‘Dutch Am’oafladori up¬ 
on tlic fix Propofitions in his Majelfy’s Anfwer to the SjyaniJb Memorial, 
and in the Project we liad given in, of an Article, conlilfing of three 
l^oints, for the prefent Regulation of Commerce in the P.aft-/ 77 ^/.vj and 
upon tJie Coaft of Quince^ wdiich Project the Mediators conveyed by 
their 1 -etter to the Dutch AmbafTadors j the Dutch Amhalfador*, in- 
ifead of entring upon the Debate of that Project, writ a \ ery Jong 1 ot¬ 
ter of the to the Mediators, telling them, i. That the Point of 
Commerce liad been on July laft, (as they perfvvaded them fives) 
wholly put oft to Commiffi-oners, to be adjufled after the Peace is niade. 
3. 'I'Jiat it is a 'filing of infinite Ixngtli and Intricacy ■, that this precious 
'lime is not to be Ipent upon it, lince it may be much better implod' d 
in giving a Peace to Chriltendom. 3. That tho’ it was not to be de¬ 
nied, but that the TingiiJJj Ambafladurs had right indeed, if they pleafed, 
to enter upon and unravel this Point i yet then it muft be allow ed, 
that they, the Dutch AmbafTadors, likew ife are no longer tied to tlic 
fix Propofitions in his Majefty’s Anfwer, but are to be left to their li¬ 
berty, to bring into Debate any Alatter they fliall think ft. Or. The 
Mediators finding this Letter to aflert feme ^J'hings that were very 
liiiiant from the Truth in Matter of Fact, and to iniinuate other Things, 
that reflect highly upon their Conduct as Mediators ; went at kali to

Tins Embarrafs being thus over, we were warned over Night, to a 
Conference to be had on Saturday laft at theT,^/r;;/rj- i but after this Notice 
given u.s, the Alcdiators, about two }fom*s before the Time, fent usW ord, 
it could not be there, dcfiring us (tlie Dutch Ambafladors, it fecRis, not 
agreeing to the Place) to render ouvTclves at the Alcdiators Houfe at tlie 
1 lour lirft appointed, where tin; Duich Ambafladors had the Apartment 
of Al. Span\ and w e that of C. '’Tott. 'J’he Count began w iih us, in 
defiling to know, that lince there tverc two Projects, one of our.s, and 
another of the Dutch Ambafladors before them, as it was their the 
Alcdiators Delign, to make fucli an Article out of both of them, as* 
fliould accommodate both our Pretenflons, whether there was any Thing 
we were willing to remit for the more facilitating of their Alediation c* 
W'e ttild them the Points in themfelves were eflential to the Idbcrty, 
nay, to the very being of our 'Trade in the Indies ; that we could not 
depart from any of them, witiunit leaving our Iradc to tho Alercy of 
<'.ur i'vivals; and tliat each Point in it felf was of fuch inconteftible 
j quity, as we thought no Txc.. ption couM be taken agair.fl any 'Thing 
in them, lince wc intended all to be reciprocal, 'I’lic Mediators upon 
this went down to the ^J}?<tch Anibaii'adors, and upon th.eir Return

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told us, they had gained one Point for us, with that one Journey down 
Stairs to the ^Jtitcb Ambafladors. But the Point proved to be no other, 
than that poor one. of Surinam: from that they went to the FiJJjcry, 
which gave us Occahon to obferve to them, that now we had entered 
upon the Point of Commerce, and that it was our Hope and Delire, with 
their Favour, to hnifli that before wc lliould enter upon any other; 
then palTuig to the Point of Commerce, tlicy told us, the 7 Jtttcb Am- 
balfadors looked upon the adjulUng of it as impolTible at this ''Ihme, 
from the Methods of confulting the Interellents at Home; and from 
their Want of Knowledge, being no Mcrcliants, and of Inflru( 5 lions re- 
quilite to treat an Affair fo intricate : In a Word, the Mediators let us 
fee, they the ’Dutch AmbaBadors had no Mind to come to this Point; 
and if we underftood them rightly, they did as good as fay, they had 
no Orders to enter upon this Matter, and fo the Mediators difmifled us 
at that Time. This Day, we expect to be fummoned to a fecond Con-* 
ference ; if there be any Thing very notable or dccifive in it, we hope to 
have Time enough to add alJne of it herein by a Poftfeript; in the Interim, 
we may fjy in Confidence to your Isxcellcncy, we cxpctit nothing but 
(iriihaces and Delufions from tlie Dutch Ambafladors, in Conformity to 
thofe hrofelfions their Mafters have made of feeking a Peace with his 
Majelly i fer there is not to us any Appearance they will confent to 
any ’Tiling of a Regulation to our Commerce, otlierwife than by turning 
the whole Affair over to Commiffioncrs ; nor will they be brought to 
endure fo much as a Mention of any Tiling we pretend of his J\lajelly’s 
Right in the FiJljcry, to be inferted into this 'Treaty.

and delired us, wc would walk up into that of C. Lott's. Being fat, 
the Count told us, they were to give us an Account of what had pafl'cd in 
this new Negotiation, fince they faw us : and in the firft Place, he faid, 
they the Mediators would defire us to believe, that relying entirely on 
the Aflurance they had, that his Majefty’s Defire or Inclination in this 
now Negotiation, was not to make a feparate Peace, lb as to abandoft 
the reft of his Allies : and being on the otherhand perfectly fatisfied in 
their own Judgments, that the King’s Bufinefs being done in the Way 
it now is put, (<Sb» ciffaire ejiant couche^ were the Words) it might be a 
very good Means to bring on the reft of the Allies, and fo the Peace 
might be general j and at the fame Time having, as they faid. the Con¬ 
fidence, they pray’d us to believe that it was with all the Sincerity and 
Heartinefs in the World, that they entered upon this Bufinefs, and that 
they would apply themfclvcs with all the Zeal imaginable to conduft 
this Matter, to his Majefty’s beft Satisfadion, and to the Ends he aimed 
at; that in this View it was, that they had prevailed with the *I}tilch 
Ambafladors wholly to withdraw that Letter they had read to us of the 
^th Inftant, fo as not to have it at all appear; the T)ntcb Ambafladors, 
as they laid, having folemniy pafl’cd their Word, that they would not 
lb much as make Report of it to their Mailers: This Difficulty, they 
faid, being removed, they had now brought the *Dutch Ambafladors 
thither to their Houfe in lieu of the Carmes^ where the Meeting had 
been firft appointed, in Gratification to the Stitch AmbalTadors, who, 
they told us, for Reafons of their own, had defired it might not be at

Excellencies, when they came to conlider them nearer, would find them 
all in their Natures fo plain, Angle, and in a Manner fo indivifible, that 
Wc could not fee any one CircUmflance fcarcely that could be feparated 
from them, fo as not to lofe thereby the real Scope and Effedt of. the 
Point itfelf j only wo let fall, as if in that Jafl, about the monopolizing 
of Commodities, it is poifible the ^Dutch might infill, that that Condi¬ 
tion might be foftned, and yet the Point it Was annex'd to, remain entire, 
and fecured in its Subflancc. Befides that, we Ikid, that wc could not 
fee, how any one of the Points were capable of any Abatement or 
Moderation in any one CirCumflance: This we more readily avowed 
to them, in Compliance with the Inflances they made us, for Modera¬ 
tion and Abatements, in the general j becaufe wc hope the Scope and 
Effedt of the Article is otherwife fufficiently provided for, in the reft 
of the Article i and that we find, in the Propofals and Memorials of the 
'Ej^-India Company, given in heretofore in 1658, and fince upon that 
Point, they themfelvcs content thcmfclves with a Stipulation, that no 
fuch Bargains or Contradts be for the future made, and that thofe 
already made, or which fhall hereafter be made, lhall not hinder or 
impede the EngUJh to Trade in the fame Places, and in the fame Com¬ 
modities, without infifting peremptorily to have thofe already 

made, formally revoked and annulled; altho’ we are far from having 
in any Degree given up that Claufe j nor fhall we, till we lee a fair 
Appearance that the yielding of that will aflurc, or at leaft facilitate 
for us, the reft of the Article, and that we do not find Caufe to lay. 
more Weight upon that particular Claufe or Condition than yet wc do, 
or receive his Majefty’s Commands otherwife in it: from this the Me¬ 
diators pafTed, to alledgc to us another Difficulty, the i)utch^ they faid, 
might make in this Point; which was, that it was of a Nature lb intricate, 
and which, confidcring how great a Body of People it was, that had In- 
tereft in it in their Country, tvould, according to the Forms of their 
Government, require fo much Time to confidcr of, and to come to a 
Refolution upon, that it could not be imagined poifible to fettle it in 
this Treaty; To this we anfwered, that thofe very Points had been 
debated and difeufled for near three Years together, in the Years 68, 
69, 1670, between the States Comilfioners and Sir WHliam 'Temple his 
Majefty’s then Ambaflador; that they had paifed and repaffed through 
all the Chambers of the Indies Traders to Guinee, Council of State, 
and *all other the Forms of their Government, that all had been faid to 
the laft Word on each Part that could be faid ; of ail which, we faid, 
wc had by us an exadt Narrative and Difeuffion, if it were neceifary to 
prove it: ^ So as all would be found ready confider’d to their Hand, 
and confequently no great Time would be required in the Thing. But 
fqppofc it did require I'ime, we faid the *Dutch had been poffeffed of 
that Demand of ours, now above four Months, folemnly and in Form 
that it muft be remembred, that this very Objcdlion or the Length of 
Time this Bufinefs would require, before it Ihould come to a Refolution 
in their Government, w as the Objedtion, and the only Objedtion we could 
find they tlicn made to it; fo as it having been left with them fo many 
Months ago, as a Demand the King our Mafter would finally infill upon, 
they have had all this 'fime, which is more than enough, to give it 
what Examination and'Confideration it could poifible require, and con- 
fequcntly, we thought that Objedtion ought no longer to be a 41 owed 
them again!! the Thing. Upon this, the Mediators rofe and told us, 

they 
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they would go try what the T)ntch AmbalTadors would fay to them in 
the Matter ; about half an Hour after, the Mediators returned to us, 
and being fat. Count told us, if they could but every Time they 
went down to the *JJutch Ambalfadors, bring us back one Point Avith 
them. Matters would foon be at an lind between us, meaning that tlic 
’Dutch had already yielded us one Point, viz. that of Surinam^ which. 
Count ^ott told us, the Dutch had agreed to as his Majclty had propo- 
fed it. 

As to the Point of the Fifhery, he faid, the Dutch Ambalfadors had 
difeourfed fomething of that to them ,• that ’Bei'crning had Ihewn them 
the’I’rcaiy of Intcrcotirfe oi 1495, which tliey pretend principally to 
infift upon; but that, however, ^ci'crniug faid, they could not difputo 
the King’s Right in the Matter; only the I'hing having never been 
yet in any Treaty, but perpetually, whenever moved, left Aiil as it 
was to reft; as in the Ufurper’s Time, Avhen it liad been contefted 
for above 6 Montlis together, between CromwclH Commilfioners and tlie 
Dutch Ambalfadors, of whom, ’Beuerning faid, he w^as one j they faid, 
tliey hoped his Majclly would pleafe, that it might ftill remain in tlie 
fame Terms it had hitherto continued, that is, faid C. f ott^ fub connl~ 
centiu aliqua j and then immediately retradling himfelf, adding, they 
had not indeed juft faid that Word, but that they pray'd his Majelty 
would pleafe to leave that Matter as it was, without inlifting to have it 
enter into this Treaty ; tvhich, they faid, they w'ould acknowledge as 
an eternal Obligation from hisMajefty, and would endeavour to delm c 
his Majefty’s Goodnefs in it ; this, he faid, w as Avhat they had uiulei i 
flood of their Mind as to that Article, 

As to the Point of Commerce, which W’as now* tlie Point in Qiicftion, 
he told us, the Dutch had confelfcd to them, tlicy tverc fo far co!;\ in- 
ced of the Importance of tliofe l\sints, and of tlie Nccelfity there- ivas 
to adjuft them, that they did not believe they could ever ha\e a hearty 
folid Friendfliip with ILuglnntl^ till thofe Matters were linally ftttled 
between them j that therefore they were moll ready and del'r<'us to 
do it by Commillioners, and even dcs d prcfciil ; that is, faid the C.'ount, 
as far as he could underftand, qnnji dujonret buy but to do it now in this 
Treaty, tliey delired, they faid, to be oxcufed ,• that the Matter v. as of 
a Nature not to be handled or dealt in but by Men of 'IVadc, and theft* 
too of the greateft Abilities and Experience : 1 hat ‘Bezerniug liad 

added, he had been near 40 Years converfant in theft* Matters, and yet, 
faid he, could not fay, he had in any Degree that Knov\ ledge, tliat 
W'as necelfary for the handling of fuch a Pointthat it was true indeed 
what we had faid, that thofe Points had been debated with his Majsfiy's 
Ambafl'ador at the Hiignc for near 3 ears together ; but, they laid, 
that Argument turn’d upon us ^ for it was a Sign the .Matt!,r w as, as 
they now pleaded it, of very^ great Intricac}’, and full of Difticuities, 
feeing it had not been adjulled in fo many Years. Wc own’d indeed, 
that was a Sign that a Difficulty had been made in it on the Part of 
the Dutch^ but withal we faid, after fi much Time fpent in the Dift- 
cuffion of it, it was to be concluded all had been throughly argued and 
debated on both Parts, and there tvould be little remaining for furtlier 
Debates in that w'hole Matter. Bclides that, as tve told the Mediators, 
it was plain, by the Narrative of tvliat had palled in the 'I'hing, tliat 
there had nothing been left unfaid of either Side, that could any Way 
lead to the rtnal Determination of the 'I’hing in Ojicftion.

to Commiflioncrs to determine, meaning Ccylcn for one j about which, 
l^c faid, they were told, there might be great Difputcs between us, 
liow far it was under cither of the Parties, and how far it is to be 
reckoned amongft thofe neutcr-Placcs, as he called them : To this, 
we faid, we did not well comprehend the Meaning of this Expedient, 
nor how it could be applicable to the Point in Qiieftion between us, we 
thought the Article we had given in was plain and clear in the Thing 
we aimed at t That as to Countries, or Places that were in the adlual 
Occupancy of either Party, and under their Government and Subjeftion ; 
as to all fuch Places, they were wholly out of the Cafe: Wc did not 
intend that any of tlie three Points in our Article fliould extend to any 
fuch Places, and the Article was exprefs and clear, that it did not ex¬ 
tend to any fUch Places: The Rules we demanded to be fet, were 
only for'J'rade to fuch Places and ('ountrics as ate not in the adual 
Poilclfion of either Party, or under their Government: That wc propo- 
fed the Article might go, as is natural for all Rules of that kind, in 
the general, without any Enumeration of Particulars ; which, wc faid, 
wc did not apprehend was at all nccelfary in this Cafe; as if thereafter 
it iliould be found fit, wc did not deny, but that might be one of the 
Things that the Commillioners to be appointed for the remaining Parts 
relating to the Regulation of Trade, might, at their Meeting, conlider 
of: And this, we faid, was plainly what wc mean in this Matter, as 
their Excellencies tvould perceive by the Frame of our Article ; Avhich 
we thcrelore pray’d, they would pleafe to read and conlider of: Ac¬ 
cordingly M. lihrenftccn took our Projed, and went over it Icifureljr 
Head by Head in the fir/l Point, about the Taberty of T rade, we de- 
lired them to take Notice, it was exprcfly limited to fuch Countries and 
Places, as are not in the Poflelfion, or under the Government of the 
other Party ; and fo wc faid was the Claufe againll cretting Forts 
to* cut on or hinder our Trade. When we came to the laft 
Point, Ashich is againll Contradts tor the foie Trading in a Commodity, 
having explain’d the Cafe to them, what the Abufe was, for which we 
demanded a Remedy, M. TJ:}rcnJlc(n told us, that, as far as he could 
undevliand, the Cafe in that Point on the 7 )utch Side, tvas net againll 
tlie J/iiw of Nations, or unreafonable ; that is, upon a Conqucll for Ex¬ 
ample, or othervsife by a T’rcaty, the ^^v.tch might julfly enough, ac- 
c< rding to the Law of Nations, Aipulate whth a People or Country, 
that they Iliould deal witli none but them, for fuch a Sort of Commo¬ 
dity. CJount ‘Tott interpos'd very frankly, that polTibly fuch a Stipu¬ 
lation may not altogether be againll the Law of Nations, but at lead 
it w'as not reafdnable or juft, that in virtue of any fuch T reat}' or Agree¬ 
ment, the 7 )ntch fliould therefore fall upon the lEnglijli^ in cafe it liap- 
pon’d that they fliould trade with the fame People for the lame Sort of 
Commodity : that it, faid he, docs not feem juft, that the 7 hitch fliould 
hinder the EnyJiJJj from Trading w ith thofe People, even in the very 
fame Commodity, in cafe the People be willing to it: We faid, what 
tne Count T'oli had anfwer’d in the Point, would, we thought, be found 
very juft and rcafonable ; and w c added, that the Violence we com¬ 
plain’d of was, tiiat under Colour of fuch Contradts or Agreements as 
thefe, the *Dtiich pretended to hinder us from Trading with the fame 
People in that Commodity, and to feir.c and detain our Ships: Whereas, 
wc faid, in cafe fuch Contradls were to be ailow'cd of, the *Dutch were 
however to take their Remedy againft the People, that fliould thus 
violate their Contrails, and not againft us ^ and tliis, we faid, wc de¬ 
manded 
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manded might be provided for in that Point. The Mediators told us, 
they would not fail to reprefent what we had difeourfed to them in this 
Conference, to the *Dutch AmbalTadors, and that wc lliould liave an 
Account what they faid in Anfwcr to it: And fo riling, to take our 
Leaves, Count TCott repeated again what wc have obferved he takes 
Occafion frequently, and with great Solemnity, to mind us of, cv.::. 'I'hc 
entire Confidence they have in his Majefty, that his Majcfty does not 
defign to make a feparate Treaty, fo as finally to clofe and l en with¬ 
out his Allies; becaufe they apprehended, as they fay, that were a 
Means to throw all Httropc yet further into the War ; That upon this 
Foundation it is, that they, the Mediators, do enter fo heartily and 
zealoufly upon this new Negotiation between us and Holland^ in the 
Way it is now in, in Hopes that this very Thing may be a very pro¬ 
bable Means to draw on the General Peace ; and that his Majefty hav¬ 
ing brought his own Affairs to an Adjuftment with Holland^ would be 
able to contribute very greatly to the inclining his Allies, in cafe 
there were need of it, to the fame Lcgrce of Reafonablenefs in their 
Demands, and fo the General Peace be clofed at the fame Time: This, 
he told us, was their Plan, and they looked upon it indeed as tlie moft 
likejy Way they could yet difeover, of bringing about the General 
Peace. 

^Ve obferved at parting, that upon fometliing JLhrcnflccn had 
faid to him in S'WidiJJ:>t the Count turn’d lliort to us, and wilh’d us not 
to take w’hat the ^)utcb Ambafladors liad yet faid in the Point of Com¬ 
merce for a final Negative ,• adding, that 'I'hings of'great Weight could 
not he moved all at once Matters of this Moment would nc/t be grant- 
(xl at the firft, which tended to give us Hopes, as if the 1 hitch 
might he brought to adjuft this Matter of Commerce w ith us : W'here- 
as we had obferved, that in fevcral Parts of their Conference, he let 
fall what in other private Difeourfes they liad cxprelly avowed to us, 
tho’ underhand and in private, that the had declared, they had 

• no Orders to enter u[ n this Matter of Commerce in this Treat)-, 
othcrw'ife than to refer it to Commilfioncrs ; and this having been fi 
often own’d to us by the Mediators, in Confidence, and under the T\ e 
of Secrecy, w^e tliought it Avould be our Duty, conlidcring the prefent 
Conjuncture of the Parliament’s fitting, and that one of the great Aims 
the Tintch have in all Likelihood, is to keep off the Parliami nt from 
granting any Supply to the King, by pretending that they were ready 
and actually proceeding to give his Majefty Satisfaction in his Demands; 
Wc apprehended it our Duty, if polfible, to be able, by the very firft 
Ordinary, to lay openly and avowedly, wliat the Mediators had hither¬ 
to toft! us only in Confidence, that indeed the Ihitch had no InftruCtiims 
in the Point of Commerce; W'hich is the Point they thcmfelves ha\c 
fingled out to go firft upon : nay, furtlier, that they did not expeCl 
they Ihould have any in it. ’fo tliis End, we went yefterday to know 
of the Mcdiat(.)rs, tvliat Anfvver they had received from the ‘Jhitch 
Anjbafladors, to what w e had faid two Days before to them, in our 
Conference upon the Point of Commerce ; and to knenv, if indeed the 
Ambafladors had InftruCfions to enter into Matter with us upon that 
Article, for the adjufting it in this Treaty, or not ? ’fhey told us, they" 
had not fecn yet the ^Ihitch Ambafladors, but defired tve would come 
^ to a Conference at their (the Mediators) Houfe upon this Matter this 
Morning ; and the Mediators having propofed to tlie T)tiich Ambafladors 
the Matter, who were alfo in another Apai'tment at the fame 'J'ime, 
they returned with this Account, that the Dutch Ambafladors had 

■■ I * « 
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anfwcr d, the States, their Matters, thou£;ht they had fufficiently in- 
ttruded them to enter upon this Point of Commerce with us, and even 
to adjuft it according to the King our Matter’s otvfi Demand j which, 
faid the Mediators, the T)ittcb Ambafladors alledge to be no other than 
V hat they offer ; that is, the referring the whole Article to Commiflio- 
ners : I'his, the Mediators told us, the Dutch Ambafladors underftand 
to be the King’s own Demand in the Thing, as well becaufc it was 
what he had been plcafcd to content himfclf with, even in the Year 
1672. by his Demands of ’Boxtcll^ as that by the Words of his Majefly’s 
Anfwcr to the Spanijli Memorial, all that his Majctty asks in this Point 
is, that there be a Kcglcmcnt dc Cmimerce, &c. equal and reciprocal in 
the Indies^ tcl qiiil a efie fotivcnt fois promts particidicrment dans k 
J'raiti dc 'Breda i in thofc Words they read it to us, out of a Paper the 
Dutch Ambaffadors had put into their Hands ■, fo then they argued, the 
King dclires but fuch a Reglemcnt in this Point, as "was promifed by 
t)ie "I'reaty of Breda ; and all that was ttipulated by that Treaty was, 
that it ihould be referred to Commilfioncrs, fo, as they faid, the 
States had concluded they had entirely fatisfied his Majctty’s owm De¬ 
mands in this Point, by offering to refer it to Commilfioncrs. We an- 
fwer’d, as to the Demands of Boxicll, if the Dutch would allow the 
King all the other Demands of that Paper, and particularly the Places 
his Majctty then inlifted upon, his Majctty would eafily condefeend,to 
'i'emperaments not only in thefe, but in feveral other of the Points now, 
depending between us and them : But that Argument we found fo 
trilling, tliat tlie Mediators acknowledged they had themfelves given 
an Anfwcr to it ; as to what they alledged out of the King’s Words 
in his Anfwcr, we faid it was plain, when his Majctty faid he would 
demand an equal and reciprocal Regulation of Trade in the IndicSy 
fucli as, O'f. it was meant of the Regulation and Quality of the Regu¬ 
lation, that it Ihould be equal and reciprocal, not at all of the Man¬ 
ner how it Ihould be made and fettled, i. c. by Commilfioncrs, as they 
would Itrain the Words : ^I'his, we laid, was tlie 'Meaning of thole 
W(jrds, and could be taken to be no other, w ithout a very forcible and 
unnatural ConUruCtion of tliem ; and this being our Matter’s Meaning, 
tve pi’a\’d tlie Mediators to demand an Anftser from the Dtitcb hrdooS- 
fadors, whether, according to tins Senfe of adjufting this l^oint in this 
\ery 'freaty, they had Orders and Inttruttions to proceed with us upon 
this Article of the Commerce or notr 'I hey did accordingly propofe 
this Oiieltion, and brought us for Anfwer, that the Dutch Ambafladors 
did dejire to be excufed from giving any Anfw cr for the prelent to that 
(.iiicltion ^ that Bcc'crning^ as tliey faid, like an old cunning lYcater, 
had finil’d, and faid, they mutt go Home to confidcr a little : That it 
was true, they had politivc Orders from their Matters how far to go 
with us upon all tliefe l^ropolitions, but that they mutt go Home and 
I'pcak together, and that they would return the Mediators ^in Anfwcr 
in W riting to AIoitcw Morning. This, the Mediators told us, was all 
the Anfwer they could get for us in this Point, and fo we were forced 
to leave it. 

Wf obferved the Count ^'o1t told us exprefly and roundly, that "as 
to the Point of the Filliery, tlie ^Dnich Ambafladors had declared to 
ihcm often and often, that they did not fee any Polfibility of it; they 
could not fee hotv polfibly any Thing could be done in it ; but his, the 
Count’s, Opinion was, as far as he could judge, that if that could be 
abated on his Majelly’s Part, there might be Hopes of having them do 
fomething upon the Point of Commerce. 

We 
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W E find the *Dtttcb Ambafladors have declared, they will, in the 
whole Courfe of this Negotiation, treat theneeforth altogether in 
"Writing, and that obliges iis humbly to apply, by your Lordlhip’s Fa¬ 
vour, for his Majefty’s Pleafure, whether wc Ihould not obferve the 
fame Method : Hitherto we have not, in Regard the French^ to whom 
wo were order’d to conform ourfelves in the Way and Manner of Treat¬ 
ing, were not of the Mind to do it. 

The Conference at the Mediators had not left us Time to be fo 
particular at prefent, on fome of thefe Points, as we ought otherwife 
to have been: But your Lordfhip w^ill fee what the whole amounts 
to ; that hitherto the Dutch Ambafladots have cxcufed themfclves from 
anfwering, whether they have Inftruftions to treat with us, upon the 
very Article they thcnlplvcs fingled out to proceed with us firft upon j 
and next, as to the Matter of it, in cafe they were to enter upon it, 
we foe but little Likelihood hitherto of obtaining any Thing in it ; 
that the Article of the Filhery is like to be abfolutely and univerfally 
denied us: Whatever it be they anfwer us upon the Matter of thefe 
Propofitions, all we can do is, to reprefent it to his Majcfty for his 
Pleafure upon it, confidcring w"e have not received any Inftrudions for 
our Gonduft in this new Negotiation, further than what your Lordfhip 
was pleafed to direct us in your Letter of the I'jtb of December^ whicli 
brought us his Majefty’s Anfwer to the SpaittOj Ambaffadors Memorial.

I N our laft that w'c had the Honour to write to your Lordfliip, which 
was of the '^tb Inftant by the Ordinary, a Duplicate whereof we 
take Leave here to cnclofe, w^e gave your I.ordlliip the beft Account 
we were able of two Conferences that wc had had, by the entremife of 
tlie Mediators, tvith the Dutch Ambaffadors: In the laft, when wc 
had inlifted, by the Favour of the Mediators, and required of them that 
they would give us a Categorical Anfwer, whether they would finally 
adlicrc to their Projctft, for referring the Avholc of the Commerce to 
Commiffioners, or clfc proceed with us to the adjufting of a prefent Set¬ 
tlement in the 3 Points, wc Contend to have provided for in this Treaty i 
M. ^Mcceming cxcufed himfelf from anfw ering to this Queftion, or indeed 
to any Thing clfc, otherwife than in Writing j w hich, upon Advice with 
the Mediators and French Ambaffadors, hath made us to refolvc to write 
as often asOccafion fliall require henceforward, unlefs his Majcfty fliall 
plcafc to comtnand us to the contrary: And this Anfwer proves to be 
a Letter to the Mediators, with a Projeft of 5 or 6 Points in his Ma¬ 
jefty’s T^nfwcr to M. Frefno. That of the Fifhery, they offer no Pro- 
jedt fgr, but they do (and they hope his Majcfty will) pafs it over in 
Silence : '^fhe other is a Letter to us, which is a long Dedudtion of 
’ their Rcafons and Reflexions upon the feveral Articles; a Copy of 
W’hich Letter to the Alcdiators, as alfo that to us, in its Original, was 
d'v-Hi'v ered us yefterday at Noon by the Secretary to the Mediation, and 
we take I-cave to fend herewith inclofcd. This Letter to us we pro¬ 
vide to anfw'cr, as w'cll and as faft as wc can poffibly, that they may not 
Inv anv Delays at our Door: We have already taken the Advice of

the Trench Ambaffadots and the Mediators for our general Mcafurcs j 
and wc have befpoke their Reflexions upon it, when it is ready, and 
before wc give it in in Form : For they are fufficiently convinced, that 
this is an Artifice levcll’d at them, and the whole Alliance, as well 
as at our Maftcr. Wc therefore take the Boldncfs to make this our 
humble Addrefs the Ihorter, in that the fpeeding of our. Anfwcr to the 
l^ttch AmbafTadors demands our whole Application at this Time: In 
the Interim, we cannot but humbly impart to your Lordlliip, the great 
Anxiety we are under, iii that wc have no News all this while of the 
Exprefs that we have been fo long a Time in Hopes of from Tnghwd ; 
for as the Declaration of his Majefty’s Pleafure upon this new Nc gctia- 
tion of fix Propolitions, would be a great IJght ^ us in the fhaping of 
that Anfwcr j fo the fame Exprefs fhould carry itTlome, to fubmit it to 
his Majefty’s gracious Pleafure; however, whether he come or not, wc 
lhall not fail^ as foon as wc w’e have put in our Anfwcr, to fend an Ex¬ 
prefs with an Account of it, and our l^rocccdings upon it, to your Lord- 
fhip. Prince in his Conference yefterday with the French Am- 

balfadors, let us lee this Elector is vext at the Heart, in that his 
Cavalry, w^hich was 2000 in M. dc ‘Turenne's Army, is upon the fudden 
fent him Home, without Warning to provide for them, he having neither 
Money to pay them, nor Country free of the Enemy to quarter them 
in, which will bring them all to defert their Colours.

My Lord, 

B y our laft, wiiich was of the /Z», wc took leave to tranfmit to 
your Lordfliip, Copies of the Papers we had tlie Day before re¬ 
ceived from the T)utch AmbafTadors, through the Hands of the Media¬ 
tors, upon the Matter of the prefent Negotiation ; to wit, a Project of 
Articles on their Part upon five of the fix Points, as they pretend to 
have them adjufted, lent inclofcd in a Letter to tlic Mediators, togetlicr 
with another I.ettcr addrefled diredJy to us, containing a Dediidion, as 
they call it, of their Reafons and Reflexions upon the Matter of tliefc 
Articles: We faw with what Affectation the FJiitch AmbafTadors en¬ 
deavour to value thcmfelves to the World, from their great Diligence 
in forwarding this Affair ; and therefore were convinced, no Time was 
to be loft in neturning an Anfwcr to their Papers ; Accordingly our Poft 
Day of Friday the being over, w'c apply’d ourfch'cs to frame a 
l^apcr upon the Plan agreed on the Day before with tlie French Ambaf- 
fadors, and receiv’d their Opinion upon it ,• we have this Morning font it 
to the Alcdiators by the Secretary of the Embaffy, and take leave hcrc- 
witli to inclofe your Lordfhip a Copy of it, molt humbly bcfeeching his 
Majefty’s Pardon, wherein it may be found weak or imperfect. As to 
the Matter of it, it was thought beft to infift principally, that htlving 
already entered, at the Choice of the TMitch AmbafTadors therafelvcs, 
upon the Article of Commerce in the Indies^ it could not be thought 
fair or reafonable in any Degree for them, after two formal Conferences 
held with us upon it, to quit that Article without coming to any formal 
Conclufion upon it, and to bring on at once, as they would by that 
Prejeft they had fent us, all our Points of the Propolitions ; which were 
not only abruptly, and contrarv' to all Rcafun, to change the Method we 

were 
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were already engag’d in, but to throw the Negotiation into a Confufion, 
by bringing on at once, and together, a Multitude of Points, which it is 
impolTiWc, after all, to treat or handle otherwife than one by one, which 
is the Method we arc already in, and which therefore we thought we 
ought principally to infill ihould be purfued. 

For this w e conceived, we ought, as on the one Hand, to touch in 
fome Meafurc upon the Reafons that feem to jullify us in our Demand 
of thefc three Points relating to the Commerce in the Haft-Indics^ See. 
which we infill, ought fingly to be the Matter of our Debate at prefent ,• 
fo on the other Hand, it was not thought fit to fay any Thing in this 
Paper, to the remaining Conditions which the T)ntch AmbalTadors fought 
in their liCtter and Deduftion at once to engage us in : Only en pafjant 
to give a Hint, that we referved ourfelves to fpeak to thole Points as 
they Ihould happen to come in Order to be debated upon, after this of 
Commerce Ihould be finilhed; this was judged, with the Advice of the 
'French Amball'adors, Ihould be the principal Scope of our Anfwer, as to 
the Matter of it: As to the Way and Manner, it w^as immediately 
upon the firll View concluded, that we ought not by any Means to write 
directly to the Fkiich Ambalfadors, but to the Mediators, according to 
the Stile that has hitherto been ufed in the Courfe of this whole Ne¬ 
gotiation, taking Notice exprelly of this Way of the Fhitcb AmbalTadors 
Writing to us, as an Innovation, differing from what had been ufually 
practifiid in Negotiations of this Kind, and wholly contrary to what has 
been ' .hherto obferved among us in this AlTembly ; confidering the Chi- 
^ lonig Humour of the People we have to do with, we apprehend wc 
lhall not be long without a Reply to this Anfwer, which we lhall pre- 
*pare to defend ourfeives againll, the bell we can, upon the Mcafures we 
yet have of liis Majelly’s Mind and Pleafure in the Matter of this new Ne¬ 
gotiation i which, as your l^ordfhip is pleafed to obferve from that Side, 
we cannot hitherto perceive the Fynich have at the Bottom any Mind to 
tranfaCt with us here, but only in their ottn Defence againll his Maje¬ 
lly’s Offer, w'hich they found themfelves a little prelfed with to make 
tlie Grimace, while their Aim and Defign is indeed to do what they do 
at Leneion. 

f' R I o A Y it, fome Hours after our Difpatch of that Day was gone, 
arri ved Mr. Howard tvith the Honour of your l.ordlhip’s Ix'ttcr of the 
5 th Inllant, containing his Majelty’s Pleafure to us upon fcveral Points, 
wliich we receive witli all Humility, and lliall take care, by the Grace 
or God, punctually to govern ourfelves by in the fevcral Matters it re¬ 
lates to: As to the two Points that relate to the Part the Crown of 
Sweden Ibiill take in the Fiers Party, and the Conduiit of that Party 
with R«‘l tion to his Majelly’s Demands, wc have not of late heard 
much of what that Party is doing : By what wc can learn, the Minillcrs 
■)f rh(de fevcral Princes having agreed upon a Kind of a general Plan or 
Scheme for that V/ork, to be propofed to the fevcral Princes that are 
meant to make that Body, arc expetting what will be the Mind of Swe¬ 
den upon it, before they can well go further; only M. Stradtfman is 
preparing, as ho tells us, in few Days, to depart for "Berlin^ to try to 
bring that Llcttor more openly and exprelly into this Party, than yet he 
appears difpos’d toj in the mean Time, w’e find, upon the incident of 
this new Negotiation between us and the F)ntch Ambaifadors, the whole 
Party, and more particularly the Swedes Ambalfadors, have turned their 
I’.ye wholly upon us ; looking, as they tell us, upon this new Incident, 
as a more likely and l^opeful Means than any otlier, of efietfting a gene¬ 
ral Peace i tliat is, as they explain their Notion of it, that hisJVIajefiy 
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having his Satisfaftion from the T)utch fettled and adjuAcd in this new 
Way of particular Negotiation, they confider his Majefty as the moft 
likely, if not indeed the only Inftrument, capable, by his Authority and 
Influence, to difpofe and inclincj as well his own Allies, as the adverfe 
Party to Reafon, whenever the great Bufinefs of the Peace fliall come 
to flick upon any of them. This wc find them fo ftrongly perfvvaded in, 
that they have let fall, as if they the Miniflers of the third Party, that 
is, the Swedes Ambalfadors, the Miniflers of Samria^ Newburgh and 
Hanover^ have a Mind to make fome kind of exprefs Propolition to us 
upon this Occafion, that is, to defirc it may be offer’d to his Majefly, as an 
humble Propofition on their Part, that he would plcafc to confider, whe¬ 
ther it might not be one of the mofl likely Ways to effeit the great 
Work of the general Peace, if his Majefly would pleafe, fo foon as his 
own Satisfa<flion and Conditions are fettled and agreed upon, between 
him and the States General, by this new' Negotiation now fet on Foot 
here, to joyn himfelf in fuch Sort, as he fhould find fit, to the Crown of 
Sweden in this Matter of a ‘Tiers Party j we have had a Hint that fuch 
a Propofition they have to make, but as hitherto they have not actually 
made it. In this or any Thing elfe of this Kind that lhall fall out, as wc 
cannot fee how wc can well refufe to reprefent it to his Majefly if they 
infift upon it ; fo there is one Things that, on the other Hand, tve cafily 
judge is our Part to mind them of, when they make any fuch Overture 
to us ; which is, that being a Thing of that Nature, and having fo im¬ 
mediate and confiderablc a Relation to our Allies, as that would have, 
wc lhall let them know, we cannot but immediately communicate the 
Matter to the French Ambalfadors and to our other Allies, as avc have 
already in fome Mcafure hinted to them; and wc know not, but that 
that may have been in Part the Reafon why we yet hear no further of 
them in the Thing: but fo much wc thought it our Duty to intimate to 
them, at the firft Knowledge they gave us of their Dclign. Wc have 
been fo prefled to get this Anfwer to the *Dutch Amball’adors off our 
Hands this Morning, that wc have not been able to get a tranllate of it 
made with that Accuratenefs that w ere fit ,• fuch a one as tlie Shortnefs 
of Time w'ould allow', wc take leave liowevcr to inclofe, humbly be- 
feeching your Lordlhip’s Pardon, for a more perfect and exaCl one till 
the next Ordinary. We are, dr.

My Lord, 

O U R lafl that w'c had the Honour to write to your I.ordlhip,, was 
of the ~th by Mr. Frances^ whom w’c fent hence Lxprefs, for 
tiie better Speed and Security of that Difpatch that was to bring your 
Lordfliip an Account of the Anfwer we had made to the Letter of the* 
rjh Januaryy which the Ambalfadors had w ritten and addrefled 

to us directly and immediately, we find that the addrofllng our Anfwer 
to the Mediators, and not to them, hath proved to be a Complement 
not unacceptable: For M. Sparr did tell us, that they, the Mediators, 
mufl owe it to us, (he was pleafed to phrafe it, to our Prudence and 
RefpeCls to them) that they arc not rendered much beneath their proper 
Figure in this new Negotiation ; that is, as lie Explain’d himfelf, not 
made mcer Letter Carriers between us and the "Dutch Ambafl'adori. 
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V E s T E R D A Y at Noon, the Mediators font us a Summons to meet the 
Stitch Ambaifadors at three, at tlieir Houfe. Count ‘Tott leemed to us 
to be in feme Kmbarrafs, when he was entring into tlic Bufinefs; he began 
with telling us, that they, the Mediators, had fpoken with tlic Thitch 
Ambafladors the Pay betbre, and more fully yellerday, before our Con¬ 
ference, for their Anfwcr to that we liad in our Letter inlilled upon, 
•viz. Whether they would joyn with us in adjufting the Points of Com¬ 
merce, before entring upon any other Matter or not 't That they liad 
found the ^utch Ambalfadors now more in earned than formerly, to 
make up the Peace with 'England j and that M. 'Bcvcrnhig liad expreHcd 
his Wimes for it, in Regard he thouglit an Accommodation v\ ith Eng¬ 
land w'as the only Way now left, to bring on tlie general Peace : I'lic 
Count furtlier told us, that they, the EJutch Ambafladors, w ould have 
given in an Anfwcr in Writing to our I.etter, but that the Mediator-, 
ibrefeeing they would not anfwcr tliat Quedion, wliich we in that Let 
ter had put to them, without putting to us another captious Quedion ol 
their owm, they the Mediators liad perfw aded them to this Way of doing 
it by Conference : "^I’hc Count added, that they the Mediators had (to 
ferve us in our Way) preded them to anfwcr our Qiicdion, but that 
M. beaming anfwcr’d, he faw clearly enough what that meant, and 
delircd to be cxcufed for not anfw^ering our Quedion ; that they would 
thun declare thcmfelvcs upon the Point of Commerce, w hen they did 
know what W'C would do upon the otiier Articles, wlaich they had late¬ 
ly given in in Form to the Mediators. '^I'he Count faid, it was his 
Opinion, that as wc would gladly lia\e wherewithal to acculc to the 
Parliament, fo they lay at Catcli for fome handle to charge us with 
Want of Forwardnefs, and with Delays in this Negotiation ,• that 
which the *I)utcb Ambalfadors oftcr’d, lie faid, w-as to go upon the 
other Points in his Majedy’s Anfwcr, in Order to gain 'I'ime j for they, 
he faid, had already written to their Superiors, and tlicy might e’rc 
long fend them fome Directions upon this very Point of Commerce . 

• in the mean wdiile, that to enter upon the other Points were to gain 
Time, dnee it is polfiblc, thofc Points, as well as this, may adminiftei 
an Occalion of Writing Home for further Orders ; and that vie may 
have Caufc given us upon fome of them, to write into Unghnid for Or¬ 
ders likewile, and that thofe Intervals will be wholly loll, if notliing 
be done w'hile each Party cxpe< 5 ts the Refolutions and Orders of our re- 
fpedtivc JMaders, that it luith been his Majedy's Method, and the Ale- 
thod of his Allies, to give in their Demands all at once ^ and that the 
*DMcb Ambalfadors ofl'ering, as they do, to enter upon the whole, W'ould 
appear,to the World, as he faid, to liave greater Propenlions towards 
tlie Peace, than wc fliould appear to have, if we iliould keep ourfclves 
clofe to this Point, and refufe to pafs along from Article to Article, 
wdicn thyy llvall invite us to it, it being (as the Count would have it) 
very rcafonaiilc tlius to proceed, and take feveral Points in Hand at one 
I'imc, lince the Difficulties that would arife upon each Article, would 
by this Means be timely difeover’d, and be laid (as it were all in one 
View) before our rcfpetlivc Madcr’s, in Order to have their Directions 
thereupon, and fo to come fooner to a Conclulion of the v\ hole, than if 
w'c iTiould expert a final Adjudment and Refolution upon each of them, 
one by one. 

» Count I'ott liaving w'ith fome Variations delivered himfclf to this 
EfteCt, W'C took leave to obferve to him and his Collogues, that we 
having written to the E^iitcb Ambalfadors, and made it our Requed, 
that they would come to a Refolution, vvhethet or no the^' would aA’.ree 
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witli us to come to an ad jutting of our f*ro)C(St upon the Commerce,' 
before we enter’d upon other Matters > And this being now the finglc 
}^oint, in which a Rcfolution, at Jeaftwife fomc Reply was cxpcdtcd, we 
asked their Excellencies, whether the Sum of what the ‘lyiitch Ambafla- 
dors had delivered to their BxcelJencics, as their Anfwer upon this 
Point, was not, that they (the ^JDuteb Ambattadors) did delirc we lliould 
pafs to another Article to gain Time, and leave this of Commerce 
without further debating, much lefs adjufting it for the pi'cfcnt ? 
C. l^ott looking upon his Collegues, faid: — Ony jc croy qtic miy j where¬ 
upon we took I/Cave to obferve to them, there was a great Difference 
between the rejedting of a Point (fuch as this of the Commerce was) 
in the grofs, which we thought was imply’d in the Anfwer which the 
'Dutch Ambaffadors made upon our Quettion, and tlieir differing with 
us (not in the w'hole Thing, but) in the adjutting and wording of fomc 
Circumttances : That, for ought we could perceive by thisCiionfcrcnce, 
and other former Converfations with their Excellencies, the Dutch Am¬ 
baffadors had own’d, in Terms exprefs enough, (tho’ their Excellencies 
had imparted the I’hing no otherwife than in Confidence) that they, the 
Dutch Ambaffadors, Jiad no Inttnuttions to come to the adjutting of 
the Point of Commerce with us, and that indeed they did not e^Ipctl 
any from their Superiors; that in this Cafe it would be Impcrtinency 
and Lofs of ’fime for us, to enter upon other Points ; when, according 
to our InttrufStions, we were to infitt, not only finally, but principally, 
upon this of Commerce, it being of Importance to the Weal of fo con- 
fidcrabie a Part of his Majetty’s Subjerts; but that in cafe we could 
have any Affurance of fettling the Subftance of this Point, we fhould 
not refufc to treat upon fome otlicr, wliilc fuller Inttructions were ex- 
pc( 5 ted for the adjufting and wording of fome Circumttances in it. 

Hr RE Count Don told us, the whole Secret of tlie Affair w'as, as he 
had, he faid, intimated to us in Confidence fevcral Times before; that 
fomething (not telling us what, but flill ufing the 'W'^ord qttclqnc chofc^ 
and no otlier) the Dutch would do in tlic Point of Commerce, if tliey 
might be fure his Majetty tvould defifl wholly from demanding any Ar¬ 
ticle or Mention of the Fittiery. "I’his gave us farther Occatton to tell 
the Mediators, tliat we fav. plainly enough what the Anfwer of the 
Dutch Ambaffadors tvas, tho’ they tvould not fulter it to be delivered 
us exprefly and formally as their Anfwer; that it wav a flat Refufal to 
come to any prefent Adjuftment in the Pcsint of Commerce: Hereupon 
the Count was pleas’d to fa)', the '^rruth was, the Dutch Ambattadors 
were neither certain nor clear (as he could liave w illied) in their Anfwer 
below, and therefore that the)', the Mediators, w’ould go down to them 
onto more, and fee whether they wfjuld own the Anfwer as W'c had 
apprehended and rc'peatcd it. Count Dott returning after fomc Space 
with a Writing in his Hand, faid, he had, for the Help of his owui 
Memory, fet down in Writing thofe Words, which the Dutch Ambaffa¬ 
dors delired might be taken for their Anfw er at this ''I'imc, but not for 
an Anfwer in W'riting ; and then read tliem fo Icifurely, that w'e took 
them in Writing from his Mouth ; lie verified our Tranfeript, when it 
was read over to him, the Words were thefe ; — Mcfjicurs Ics Jmbajfa- 
dors d Holland declarent^ qtte fi ccs llxccllcncies pour gagner m temps 
ft prectetix ccnlent entrer cn maticre^ O s'crpliqucr fur tons Ics points qiiils 
s'out pcrfiiadez qii cjians d'avord fur k Rfr, Mcjjfictirs Ics JEfatz fairont 
tout (j qui [era equitable-^ ponrchajfcr la palx^ qtiils fouhaittent acce tant 
dardenr^ ve s'accroche pas fur Ic point dii Keglcmcnt dc Commerce hors 
dc f Europe. 'I'his, M v o r u, was the Anfwer, to w fiich wc made 
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no Manner of Reply at that Time, but delired Leave to confidcr of 
it { telling them, that as foon as oUr Difpatch by this Day’s Ordinarj'^ 
was over, vve would wait upon them, the Mediators, with our Re¬ 
flexions and Refolutions upon it. The Count let fall to Us, that as 
they, the T)utch Ambalfadors, liked not any Form of Anfwer, wherein 
he, the Count, cllay’d to fpeak their Jienfe, (for he offer’d it to them, 
he laid, three fcveral Ways) fo they were very nice in the wording of 
this they gave him ; inftead of the Word font perfitfidez^ the 

CJount offer’d to let down qiiils ont tijUl'tires, as being a little more 
home and fatisfa^tory to us j but they would not agree to it by any 
Means. 

n F Conference being thus over, our Applications have been lince to 
conlidcr witli ourfelvcs, and advife with our Friends, uhat Anfwer to 
give in upon tliis Paper ; it being very obvious upon the whole Matter, 
that the *]Jnlch intend to pollponc our Project upon the Commerce, 
to all the reft of the Articles ; nay, that they did not do that little 
they pretended to do in it, qii ejhins daccord du rejie^ till they have 
their own 'I'crins in every Thing elfe; that they are irreconcileable to all 
Mention of the I’iflicry in this Treaty ■, that they would fain catch at 
foihc Advantage, or at leaff Pretext, uliercby they may recommend 
thcmfelves to tide Parliament, as being in good earneft, and very prefling 
to*come to an Accommodation with our Mailer. 

WT. hear no more from M. Stradtjman^ of what we hinted to your 
Lordfhip in our Jail, nor any thing at all of the T/Vrj--Party ; he is 
indeed at this Time at ^htjjcldot'p^ fo that we have not been able to 
(jeliver him his Majelly’s l.ettcr to the Duke his Mailer. 'I'he French 
Ambaifadors told us, they had acquainted their Mailer of our feparatc 
Negotiation now' on Foot, and alfo that they, for their Parts, had made 
no Difficulty to give us their Reflexions upon all Occurrences, W'ith the 
lame (,'oncern as if the Affairs of their own Mailer had been on Foot, 
, in Conjunction with ours ; that upon this Notice, the King liad given 
them not only his Approbation for what they had done already, but his 
F neouragement to proceed with the fame Application as in his own 
Affairs, and with the fame Confidence, as was enjoyn’d them in their 
coming hither. We are, (he.

fliip an Account of a further Conference we had the Day before with 
the flhitch Ambaliadors, at the Mediators Houfc, upoo the Article of 
Commerce in the Fafl-lndies., and of the Declaration we had with 
much ado prevailed w ith the F)utch Ambaliadors to give us, as to 
their coming to a prefent Adjuftment of that Article, or not, in the ge¬ 
neral, as to the Subllance of it, before we palled to the relt of the 
Propofitions; w hich Point, confideting the fliuffling, chicaning Humour 
*of thufe we have to deal wdth, we thought was the bell Ground w^e 
could cluK)fe to entrench*ourfelvcs upon } and therefore we refolved, 
with the Opinion < f the French Ambalfadors, to keep the FMttch a little 
tlofe toitj having come to learn underhand by the Mediators,'that 
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mofl certainly the Dutch Ambaffadors would not own to have any In- 
Itrudions from their Superiors, to agree to the Adjuflmcnt of that 
Point of Commerce in tliis 'J'reaty j and yet were afraid exprefly to 
declare they had not any InUrinitions, for the Difadvantage tlicy faw 
it would be of to them towards the World, and particularly, as they 
fear, towards the Parliament in England^ if it fliould appear that the 
States have left them all this while without any Inftruttions olf or on, 
in a Point that the States knew above 3 Months fince, his Majefty 
would finally infill upon ,• and which they thcmfelves liad, at our firll 
entring upon this new Negotiation, made Choice of, for the Point they 
would firft proceed with us on : We faw plainly, by their flmlfling 
and doubling, how much this Point did embarrafs them, and therefore 
it was thought bell, upon Advice with the Trench Ambafiadors, in tlie 
Anfwer we fliould make to their lall Declaration, to infill principally', 
tiiat they fliould agree to the Adjuflmcnt of this Point of Commerce in 
the general, as to the Subftance of it, now in this Treaty, before \vc 
pafied to the other Points i confidenng it w as one of thofc fix Points, 
into which his Majefty had been pleafed to contract all his Demands ; 
and fo was to be looked upon as a Point the King would finally infill 
upon i that they thcmfelves had chofen this Point to go lirft upon, and 
having accordingly had fo many fevcral Conlvrences w ith them upon 
it, we fhould conclude, that we could not think it rcafonable to leave 
it univerfaily in Sufpence, and unagreed to, as to the whole, w ithout 
coming to any Conclulion of, or in tlie 'J'hing : This w as indeed the 
heft Anfwer could be returned to that loofe, fliuilling Declaration thc^ 
had made j and then for Anfwer to the wonderful Care they pretend to 
have to gain 'Pime in this Matter, we thought it would do w ell to 
conclude with an Offer, that in cafe iliey would agree to tlie adjuliing 
of^ an Article in this Treaty, to the Purpofe and iiffeft of that we hati 
offer’d in the Subftance of it, wc ivould be willing, in the mean time, 
till they fliould receive InftruCtions as to Circumftances, and tlie ui'rd- 
ing of it, to pafs on to the other Articles : And according to this 
IMan we framed our Anfwer, which we have this Morning delivered 
in to tlie Mediators ; Tirjl^ verbally, and afterwards leaving it them 
in \\ riting, as it iverc fer the Help of their Memorices, as the Dutch 
have allected to do their Declaratii'ii. \\ liat Effect it will have yet, 
we l;now' not: 'I'lic Mediators have promifed to give us an Account 
of it in a Day or twoj hut by all we can yet judge*, they arc in no 
Difpoiition to give his Ma;ofly, at the Bottom, any real Satisfaction in 
this Point of Conuncrce in the Indies^ but will inlifl to have that fent 


with tlic reft fclating to the Reglcmcnt of I'rade to (Jommilfioners : 
And y'et we find they arc afraid peremptorily to declare, they will not 
agree to acijuft it here, or fo mucli as to lay they^ want Inftrutft'Ons from 
their Superiors, to treat with us for the adjuliing it or not in this 
I reaty', tor the Difadvantage they forefee it might do them with our 
People in England^ to refufe fo much as to treat with us upon tlie fet- 
tiing or not fettling this Point in the prefent 'Treaty. 

On Trida)\ after the Poll was gone, M. k C.'Joti vifited us, (and 
own d it to be in form) to acquaint us, that M. Spavr had juft then 
received his Orders to go Ambulfador fi,r Ilughnid j he told us, the ge¬ 
neral Points of his Inftruetions were: i. 'Io allure his j’vlajefty of the/ 
1 ‘irmneis of the Crown of Sceedeu to tiie j'refent Alliance, and to con- 
firiTi to him, tluit they will not be wanting in any' T hing they had to 
do fgr tlie common Caufe. 2. In the next Place, to offer any Service 
to his Majefty, that the Credit a.nd C.'haraCcer (ff t’ni"' AmbaftVidor is 


able 
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able to do him in this Juncture ^ wherein, it feems, they, the Swedes^ 
do promife to themfclvcs feme Succofs ; The Count taking it for grant¬ 
ed, that as, on the one Side, our Alliance with France labours under 
the deepeft Prejudice pofllble in the Opinion of the Parliament and the 
People i fo, on the other Side, that the Sincerity and Ufefulnefs of that 
Friendftiip, which Sweden hath for England^ may meet with the Conli- 
dcration and Rclpett due to it, even in the Councils and Relblutions 
of the Parliament, as it will be fure to do in the Edecm of the King; 
’^fhe Count told us, they, the Mediators, had Power to add here to 
M. Sparrs Inftrudions upon the Place, and would be glad to receive 
any Hints from us, that might be for his Majedy’s Service ; and there¬ 
fore defired us to think of it, that they and we might take Time to 
difeourfe of this Subjed together before he went. 

This Overture gave us Occalion to fpcak our Joy, that a Minifter 
fo able, and a Perfon fo acceptable to the King our Maftcr, as M.Sparr 
is, was to appear in our Court in fuch a Juncture ; and to wifh lie may 
not meet with any Thing that fhould delay or retard his Journey, in 
Regard thofe good Offices wliich were intended by this Rmbaffiy to be 
done tq his Majefty, by dating rightly the Judgments of his Subjects in 
Reference to the prcfeiit War, would, in all I’robability, be fo mucli 
the more efficacious, as they fhould happen to be the more early in this 
prefent Jundure, that the Parliament was enter’d upon Deliberations 
thereto relating. Here Count with the fame Concern that he 

hatl] of late evidenced in all his Converfations with us, (that Sweden 
fliould be taken into all our Councils and Refolutions for a Peace) fell 
into‘a Difeourfe of the lad Treaty with France^ obferving two I'hings 
principally upon it; the one was, that they in Sweden would never 
have entred into this d'reaty with France^ but that England was to be 
a Part in it; nay, that FiHgland perfwaded and brought them over to 
it ; and that therefore it would be very hard, if England fhould now 
clap up a feparate Peace, and leave the Swedes cxpos’tl to the T)ntch^ 
whom they are not able to deal with and againd whom they would 
iv.)t have thought of entring into League, had they not had all the 
AlUirances pofTible, that England would have flood by them to the lad. 
'ilhc other Thing was, that if his Majedy, having no Supplies from the 
Parliament, diould be forced to fome hard Terms, and to Condefccn- 
lluns, not otherwife fuitablc to his Greatnefs, and the Tenor his 
Alliance; they, the Swedes^ defired to know, what Meafures lie re- 
folved to take, in order to get out of a War, which would be highly 
inconvenient for him to carry on w ithout the Concurrence of his Peo¬ 
ple ; Sweden being refolved, as he laid, to venture in the fame Bottom 
with tlie King our Madcr, which would give them a good Occafion to 
extricate tlwmfelves out of the prefent Difficulties, and to joyn their 
Indances withjiis Majedy, in importuning France to accept of a jud 
and an honourable Peace : Nay further, that Sweden^ for his Majedy’s 
more d«;cc!it Retreat, would court his Majedy to enter into the Fiers- 
Party with tliem, A\liich is now forming ; that by this Means liis Force 
may b? by all tlie World confidcr’d, and employ'd againd that Party 
^whieh diould refufe a Peace. 

N f x r Morning v.c made our Gratulations to M. Span\ whofe Dif- 
ciHyfe, upon Ocoaho-n of his Lmbally, tended much to the fame Lffett, 
malcing it his fpecial Requed, to know from us, wherein, and in what 
Maniur of Way he might ni(;,w his Zeal for our Madcr's Service. One 
'flung lie added, that his Orders were to pafs through Holland^ and t£> 
deli', er a Medage about tlie general Ced'atien of Arms; which, we per- 
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ceive, lie is to propofe and infift upon at the Hagnc^ hut not to ftay for an 
Anfivcr, but to leave the taking of that to M. j 4 ffplehown^ their Minifter 
tiiere : He explained laimlelf to the iamc but fomewhat more 

diftindly than Count l!ott j that liis Bulinefs was, firll, to fcrve his Ma- 
jelly’s Intcrcft in any Way he fhould find himfclf capable, and fliould be 
fuggefted him by his Majefty, or his Minifters; And fccoiidly, to 
oWerve what Ply and Byafs our Affairs did take for next Summer, 
that S'xcdcn may be fure not to take different Meafures from England, 
no other but the fame with England being fafe for them, finee they 
have no lefs need of Peace than England hath ; and that they arc rc- 
folvcd to do what they can to avoid plunging thcmfclvcs into an im¬ 
mortal War in the Qiiarrcl of France. 

Yesterday the Mediators, after they had (all three) given us 
Audience upon our Anfwrcr to the Fllutcb Ambafladors j wliich Anfwcr, 
vvitli the tranflatc, we humbly take J ..eavc here to inclofe ; Count F’ott 
fell upon this fame Subject again, and it was more vifible by his Dif- 
courfe at this Time, tlian we had obferved it at any I'ime, that they 
have a real great Apprehenlion upon them, that our feparate Negotiation 
witli Holland ^ocs on lb fait, and they dread a Conclnlioii in it with¬ 
out France or Sweden-, his Difeourfe was, tliat Sweden hath its biggeft 
Interefts, to have one of the two great Maritime Puiflances ftill for 
its fall Friendfinee the Liberty and Security of tlicir Trade in the 
Flakick cannot otherwife fublift j that they had made Choice of England., 
and Buck to it with all Sincerity and Faitlifulnefs hitherto ; that if after 
a Provocation, fuch as Sweden, by entring into this League with Franct\ 
hath now given to Holland, England fhould leave the former t>.» the 
Mercy of the latter j they the ‘Hutch W'ouid hop and ruin the 'I'radc of 
the 'Baltick Sea, and joyn with thofe Neighbours that have an f.mii- 
lation againft the Swedes, and play them (as he term’d it) a thoufmd 
'1 ricks, which they fliould not be able to avoid or remedy : I'herefore 
tliat England was bound to foe Sweden, as ■well as it felf, get with 
Safety and Honour out of this War. Fie added, there \\ as no Need, it w as 
true, of minding his Majefty, that by his Lngagements, he w as no lef-- 
ni hrict Bonds of Friendfliip and Alliance to Sweden, than he was to 
France, only he faid, it iniglit, with all due KefpeCt to his Majehy, he 
truly added, that in one KefpeCt his Lngagements with Sweden were 
the greater and the ftviCter of the two, in that Sweden did not give into 
the Inclinations of France, nor was prevailed upon by its Arguments to 
enter into this Alliance j Sweden yielded to the Authority alone of the- 
King our Mailer, and he w as the foie Author of their being engaged, as 
they were' with France: He added further, that he and all Sweden 
were iniinitely fattshed of his Majelty’s Fh-mnefs to this Alliance, Ids 
M a jelly having already given thofe Proofs of it, that there w'as no fur¬ 
ther Doubt to be made, but that he would go on, as he hath begun, w ith 
fdl the I'.xattncfs and (lenerolity poliibic. But, faid lie, if the Parliament 
fhould he prelfing and vehement for a prefent Accommodation with 
Holland, and not have that Regard they ought to his Majefty’s En¬ 
gagements abroad, particularly to that with Sweden, Monlieuf S^arr 
would deferve, in that CJalc, he laid, to be heard in the Behalf of^ 
Sweden, and he might with all Truth and Reafon prefs, that it cannot be 
li.;fs thixw ^lanrjiucrdeparole, (he uling that Word more than once, deltred the 
Freedom of it might be pardoned him) if Fhngland do not take care to put 
Sweden d Convert, and in the lame Degree of Safety with its fell’, it having 
been never the meaning of Sweden, to continue longer, cr engage further 
than England fliould find it icif obliged to do. Ho added, that Sweden had 

as 
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iLs little in ^ts Thoughts, as Wlhgt^d hath,^ follbtv the Cd^f^es of Wtahee^ 
(whidi was a Wotd he tifed With feme lleinlng^lBitt^n^ls, ahd not with¬ 
out Mention of the Lorain Paflports) that Sweden had no Aihbitidh to fa- 
tisfy of its own, nor would it be made fubfervient to any others i that 
Sweden valued it felt upon the Conftancy and Sineprity of its Fricnd- 
Ihips j that it hath no Intercft capable, to raite any the leaft Jealoufy in 
"England of its Councils or Defigns, much Icfs to divide the two Nations, 
or to beget an Avertenels in the one againft the otherwitnefs (1]C 
faid) thofe two main Interefts of Religion and Civil l.iberties, which, 
whatever Jealoufy France may give the EngliJJj, faid he, in Reference 
to the one or the other, yet it w^as impoflible to ralfc any Pretext to 
fear either from Sweden. The Count having thus fallen upon the Men¬ 
tion of Religion, was pleafed to enlarge upon the Advantages England 
might do itfelf, in owning a Concern for, and Intereft in the reformed 
Part of the World, faying, (with a more than ordinary Efnphafis, and 
that often repeated) that how far foever England would engage upon 
the Account of fupporting and protefting the Proteftant Religion, Swe¬ 
den w'ould heartily and thoroughly joyn with it in the Engagement ,• 
which, faid he, will give the greateft Reputation, and the moft real 
Advantages that any Intereft can give, both to one and the other Crow*n. 
, Having done with this Subjed, he return’d again to that of his Concern 
and Wiflies, that the Parliament do hot prefs his Majefty to any fudden 
Refolution, that fliall engage him in a feparate Peace. We (as often 
as he gave us leave to put in a Word) ftill telling him, we w ere furc 
the Parliament would never prefs his Majefty to any Thing difhonour- 
• able, or not fuiting with his Engagements to his Allies; and if they did, 
it would be altogether in vain ,• his Majefty being immoveable from his 
I'riends, and tender with all the Exadnefs poflible of his Engagements 
abroad : but he ftill feemed afraid of the Power of Holland^ faying, it 
would be againft Reafon, to exped that Sweden Ihould declare againft 
Holland^ in Execution of their Treaty with France^ in Cafe we ftiould 
withdraw ourfclves from the prefent Alliance ; which he added, if avo 
did, we muft forthwith engage in another War, in Aid of the Swedes 
againft the F}iitch^ or elfe it would be, laid he, another Manqnerdc 
parole ; concluding with an odd Word, that difeovered fome deeper Im- 
preflions in him than tve fee Caufc for, faying, that hitherto he had been 
a very good EngUjliman; hut if the Parliament fliould bring the King 
to a feparate Peace, and that Sweden were left in the lame Bottom 
witli France., and at the Mercy of a Neighbour fo powerful at Sea, and 
fo.provokcd as Flolland was, he would, if it were not too late, be a 
very good Hollander. This Convcrfition ended with a joynt and 
earneft Dd'irc of the Mediators, that w-c tvould Avrite, with all the Speed, 
and ^lil the Ways polEblc, into England., that M. Spen’r is to fet out 
hence viithin three Days at furtheft on his Journey j that if his Prcfencc 
may be of any Service to his Majefty, thofe Councils in Parliament that 
•fluill be tending to a Separation in the prefent Alliance may be, if poflible, 
held at fome Bay till his Arrival; they entreated us to write fortliAAdth, 
* offering us the Convcniency of their Pacquet by the Way of Ufflland^ 
to Monfieur Leyenbergb's Hand, in which aVc could not choofe but com¬ 
ply with them; their Profefllons of Service and Zeal for his Majefty 
being fo very folemn upon this Occafion. 

As AVC Avere going to this Audience, a Gentleman from Monlieur 
Typcljci'y \A ho hath ^cen incognito in this I'oAA’n for five or fix Months, 
came to notify us of his appearing as Anibafl’ador extraordinary of his 
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Imperial Majefty, with the ufual Complements; this Day we intend 
to give him our Vifit. M. de I^fola is not yet come back from Liege, 
We are, (iyc.

My Lord, 

O U R laft that wc prefumed to trouble your Lordlhip withal, was 
of the 5 th Current, this Style: One Duplicate whereof goes 
here inclofcd j and we humbly take leave to addrefs another Duplicate 
to your Lordlhip, by the Way of Holland^ under the Mediators Cover 
to M. dc Lcyenbergb, it being their Requeft unto us we would make 
life of that Conveyance, in Regard that laft Difpatch of ours con¬ 
tain’d in it an Account of what the Mediators had told us here of the 
Motives and the Scope of M. Span's EmbalTy into England. 

On Wednefday at ten in the Morning, arrived M. liarre the Exprefs; 
here, not having been able to reach this Place fooner than the ^tb 
Day after his Departure from Jjmdon^ by Rcafon, it feems, of contrary , 
Winds at Sea. He brought us the Honour of your Lordfliip’s of the 
igtb, O. S. together with other Advices which put us to very great Anxie¬ 
ties for your Lordfhip, in Relation to u hat was then depending before 
the Houle of Commons j but yefterday the Mediators relieved us in a 
good Mcafurc, in giving us Part of that New's they had had from the 
iltitcb Ambafladors { (who have moft commonly notice of what paflcs 
in England^ much fooner than we have) that your Lordfhip had come 
off with great Reputation and Applaufe ■, and that the Houfe of Com¬ 
mons had declared itfelf fatisfied with the Defence your Lordfliip had 
made j and that they had rcfolvcd to defift from further profecuting 
any Inquifltion relating to your Lordlliip : As w e Iiavc no Rcafon to 
doubt or this New’s, fo we have infinite Caufe to blefs Almighty God, that 
liath made your Innocence, your Honour, your Integrity, and your Merit, 
(jM y I. ord) to fliine fo bright after this Eclipfe, and to receive a fur¬ 
ther Luftre from the Endeavours of fomc to tarnifli and obfeure them: 
And we pray to God, that nothing of Prejudice or Palfion may mingle 
w ith the Proceedings of that great Body ; but that the treating of his 
Majefty’s Minifters and his great Affairs, may be with a Moderation 
and Difccrning fuitable to that Figure, and to thofe Influences, wh\ch 
the Monarchy wdll have in the prefent Jundfure, while his Majefty’s 
Parliament move regularly and vigoroufly in their proper Sphere j and 
’tis wdth the deepeft Grief of Heart we fay it. My I.ord, lince we 
know not how to conceal it from your Lordlliip, that wc have cVifcrved 
the SwedUh Ambafladors, (who have been always ufed to value themfcives 
very much upon the Advantages of being allied w ith England) to let them-* 
felves into very bitter and odious Reflexions upon the Government before 
this News came of your Lordfliip’s being abfolvcd (as the Phrafe is here) 
by the Parliament, not flicking to tell us to our Faces, that our i.eagues 
abroad, and our Minifters at Homo, were fubjeded to lb much of Agita¬ 
tion and Uncertainty, notwithftanding all that his Majefty can do for 
the due obferving of his I.eagucs, and the protecting of his Servants, 
that all Nations w ill henceforward rccbercbc the I ricndfliip of the Dutch, 
whofe foreign Alliances once made, are ne\ ir fubjec; to fuch impetuous 
^ ' ^XSiys 
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Ways of examining tljcm, and breaking off from them, as they fear 
may happen in the prefent Alliance we have with Sweden. 

Yesterday, as we were paying our Adieus Xxiyi.Sparr^ Count 
^'ott took Occaiion to repeat wliat he had fo often told us before, as 
our late Difpatches inform your l.ordlliip, of the w rong we fliould do 
to Sweden^ and the Dillionour that w'ould redound to ourfclvcs, if we 
lliould now clap up a feparate Peace with Holland^, and leave them en¬ 
gaged in a Qijarrcl, into which they had never entered but upon our 
SolJicitation : We faw plainly, he took Occafion to enter into this 
Difeourfe, and to proceed in it with much Fervour, from the B ench 
Ambafladors being prefent j and he added briskly enough, that what 
Caufes foever we might have to be diflatisfied with France., (as their 
not liaving done their Part at Sea, or their intermeddling with our 
Affaii-s within Doors) he was very furc we had no Caiife to complain 
of Want of Sincerity, or Want of Performance in Sweden : And there¬ 
fore, that it would be a baibarous Thing in us, to leave the Swedes 
and their Trade at the Mercy of the F)ntch., and to break off from 
their Alliance now, tliat they are drawing in other Princes into a Con- 
junition with tliem, for the better Service of our Mafter and tlie com¬ 
mon Caufe; it being certain, lie faid, tliey W('uld have 50000 Men in 
the Field, to oppofe the Lmperor next Spring ; he clofed his Difeourfe 
with turning himfelf from us to the French Ambafladors, and telling 
them, that if they pretended to make this War a War of Religicni, 
or hereafter fliould make any War upon that Account, they, the 
Swedes, muft be cxcufed, they Avould, and mull be againft them; and 
tJiey w ould, he faid, readily take Part with Faigland in fuch a War 
iigamft France; tho’ in all other Cafes, they would be as zealous and 
faithful as ever in tlieir Alliance with France. 

To tliat Part of this Difeourfe whicl: concerned us, our Anfwer was, 
that Sweden had not had hitherto any the leaft Ground or Colour to 
. complain of Fjigland ■, that vve were furc our Mailer tyould take Care, 
it fliould have as little C’aufe to he diflatisfied for the future; and that 
we lioped yi.Sparr, as loon as lie fliould arrive in England, Ihould have 
tliole Fvidences from his Majelty himfelf, that the Doubts he, the 
Count, now entertains, w ill be quite effaced, tvith the lirft letters he 
fliall have received from M. Spai n out of England. 

The French Ambafladors, to the Point of a War for Religion, faid, 
they were allured this War now on Foot was none, nor did they believe 
their Mailer did think of engaging in any fuch War at any Time here¬ 
after. 

'i'ht! Count further told us, they, tlie Mediators, had been with the 
FDiitch Amball'ad(;rs that Morning, and had taken off M. Isbrandts from 
aRefidiition lie w as in of going into (he having had Jwave 

from liis*l’r^vince to return Jlomc fer feme 'I ime) after that they liad 
rcpr<.fented*to him the Courfe of the Negotiation (for w-ant of a 
on ^their Part, none but M. Fccerning being left on the Place) would 
be abfolutelv interrupted ; that the FFitch Ambafladors had requefted 
tlTtm, the Mediators, to try if w c could be perlwaded, tvithout further 
Writing on either Side, to go off from the Qiieftion we infilled on, for 
their Refoluticai in this Point of Commerce, z'iz. whether they would 
grant us the three Points of Regiement couched in our Project, or at 
iealt (as it was in our latter Writing) accord to us the Grofs and the 
Subliunce of them r dhe SL^utch Ambafladors telling the Mediators 
withal, that in oaf* wo ‘did inlill to have an Anfwer to our 1,otter, 
thev had an Ar.fwu' ready, and would give it in Writings but*111011- 
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Defire was, wc would wave that Qjicftion upon the Commerce, and 
explain ourfelves, in faying what it is that we pretend to in the Fiftiery, 
in the Flag, and in other Points ; The great Reafon pretended of their 
Defire not to dwell upon tlie Point of Commerce, but to pafs to other 
Points, and to the Difeovery of our utmoft Demands in tliem, W'as, 
that they might inform their Superiors all under one, upon what Terms 
the Peace may be had,- and that knowing W'hat the Peace in the grofs 
would amount to, they might offer the more in feme of the Points, 
that they might have the other fettled upon ealicr I'erms. I'his Pro- 
pofition being made to us in the Prefence of the Frc?ich Ambafl'adors, 
they were pleafed to deliver their Opinion upon it, as foon as they 
heard it propofed ; the Requefi:, they faid, was captious ; the Fkitch 
Ambaffadors found, that they had taken wrong Meafures in entring 
lirft upon the foie Point of Commerce, and in choofing it to begin this 
Negotiation withal; for the F)utcb Ambaffadors hndi (fay the French^ 
it will be a very implaulible Thing in the World, for them to break 
off, and wholly to relufe the Fnglijh a Regulation fo natural and fo 
neceffary j whereas if they can draw the Fn^lijh Ambafl’adors into the 
Point of the Fifhcry, they will have the lefs Difficulty to break wdth 
tliem upon, that being a Point (as M. Coiirttn exprefl’ed it) tliat* the 
Neighbour Nations favour notj the Fhitch having the Iiitcrciirjiis 
magntis^ and a long, quiet Poflcfllon, to plead for their prefent Enjoy¬ 
ment j befides that, they have been fo fortunate in all their Treaties, 
that they have hitherto avoided the Mention of it in any with the 
Crown of England: So that the Fnglijh Ambafladors, fitid he, liaving 
tw'o Writings, wherein they have given their Reafons, why they cannot 
leave this Point of Commerce in the utmoft Uiifertainty, till after that 
the other Points {hall be adjufted, as the F)tilch Ambaffadors would 
have them do, and having given an Account to the King their Mailer, 
that they had intrench’d themfelvcs in this Ground, and fubraitted their 
Writings and Reafons to his Majelly, they, the Fnglijh Ambafladors, . 
faid he, ought in Duty and Prudence to expert the King their M after’s 
Plcafure upon the whole Matter, before they quit the Advantage they 
arc now pofleffed of, and put themfelves into that Method, w^hich their 
Adverfaries would not fo carneftly prefs for, but that their fo doing will 
give them, the F)utch Ambafladors, tlie Opportunity of recovering the 
Ground they have loft, by the falfe Step they have made, in being them- 
fclvcs the Authors of fingling out this Point to begin withal. This was 
the Judgment of the French Ambafladors, but CJount T'ott was of ano¬ 
ther Opinion, and he would have the Point of the Fiflicry, and that of 
the Flag, and, all the other Points, advanced and laid before *thcm : 
His Reafon was, the F)utch Ambafladors will be fure to refufe the Point 
of the Fifhery nettement, and that Refufal may give the Parliament 
Occalion to refent their Obftinacy : We, for our Parts, deli’red fomc 
Time to conlider, before we would give in our Anfwcr to (his Propofi- 
tion of the Mediators, for wc thought the Opinion both of the onc^and 
the other, was to be weighed by us with all Caution : The French 
Ambafladors having an Intereft, that the Fhitcb AmbalTadtJrs and we. 
continue at a Diftance, and enter not into Matter upon the Merits of 
the Six Propolitions, which may bring ns to thofc Terms which they 
would not be well pleafed to lee: And the Mediators, on the other. 
Side, alFeding very much to be pviflefled of all our Points and Matters* 
in Controverfy, upon a Suppofition, that wjieo tliey are fo poflefled, it 
will be in their Pou'cr to manage us from clapping up this leparate 
Pcaoe, which they declaim againft ; and it would prevent the treating 

and 
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and concluding of tliis Alfair (which they arc exceedingly afraid of) ni 
Jjondon^ without their entremife and Mediation. 

\V I therefore reflecting on the one Side, that this Overture from the 
'l^utcb Amhaffadors is very unliiicere and captious, and that they aim 
not at any Accommodation vvitli us, unlcfl) they may have the Rcgle- 
ment of Commerce tv holly put olf to Commiirioiiers, tlie Point of the 
I'ifliery pafs’d over in Silence, and the Article of the l''lag adjulled in 
their own "^i'erms (which A\e tot>k I>eave to fend your J.ordlTiip in our 
Difpatch by Mr. Carlcioii) : And that, on the other Side, we fee by 
your Lordlliip’s laft l.etter, how intent his Mejeily’.s '^I’houghts and De- 
lires arc, to approve himfclf to the World to feck this Peace in earnefl, 
and to conclude thefe Six Points with the fooneft polllble, cannot think 
of a better Anfvvcr to the Mediators Ih’opolition of y'^efterday, than t(» 
tell them, as w'e intend this Afternoon, 'J hat we cannot proceed 

to the adjufling or wording of the other lk)ints, till we be cither alfured 
of fbmething in the grofs, and that the Subftance of our I’rojcdi; upon 
the Commerce be accorded ; or elfe, that liis Majefty, from w horn w e 
hope to have his gracious Directions for our further Government in this 
Point, (tins being now the j i ih Day lince the Departure of our Courier, 
with.an Account of our Anfwcr to the Ambafl'adors Letter) fliall 

plcafe to order us to depart from that Metliod and Refolution : In the 
jl'covd Piace, I’iiat we know' not of any Isxplanation that is nccclfary 
(which the Tintch Ambafladors feem to delire from us) in the Article 
of the iMfhcry, cr of Sitrhuim^ which are his Maj.-fly’s two remaining 
Demands : I'or as to tlie Lilliery, wc pretend to no more in the Ar¬ 
ticle we are ready to give in, than is in exprefs Words comprdiended 
iif liis Majefey’s Propolition to M. dclTrcfno^ and that the Affair of Su- 
r 'Dhim is no more but tlie due l:.xecution of an Article of the Treaty of 
ji)cda : Thar if the ‘lJutib Anihalfadors w ill but aflure the Mediators 
in (.^onddence, that they will accord to us the grof> of our Projcet for 
the Regulation <>1 Commerce, we will (even before we have any Anfwer 
•out of r,;r^/iiud to our lalt Difpatches, which vve hope to have in 7 or 
K i>a}s d ime at furthefl) go upon the Article of tlie Fiiliery, to coucli 
It iii f orm : And if wciliouidbe fo unh-rtunate, as that tho ‘Dntcb 
Ainhaiiiidors fliould not be fulliciently inllructed to word that Article, 
they aliuring the Mediators in Confidence, that the grofs of that Ar¬ 
ticle of the Tifiicry, as it lies in his jMajeffy’s Anfwcr to M. delbrefno^ 
will be accorded, wcfliail pafs on with them to the adjufling and word¬ 
ing of any other Article, fuch as they lliall tiiink fit. 

'f n u s vve liopc. My J.ord, to keep Ground in tlie I’oint of Com- 
merccj, which, the very Parti/aiis of lluUand^ fuch as the Tmperor s 
Arnhafiader M. Fefcbcr, and the Prince of dJadcu^ and others, cannot 
but acknowledge, they (for tlicir Parts) fee notliing that is to he op- 
pof d to^thc i quity oi the d'hing, to our inlifting for an Aiifuer 
ujfor.; vve jjjo on eaty further; and yet not to feem difticult or wanting 
in accoinmudut.ng curfelves to any Expedient, to prevent the l.ofs of 
Tin*e, and to give all the Difpatch and I'urtlicrance that in us lies to 
our jU'-L'tit Negoti.itioa : Eeiides that, we thouglit it our Duty, for 
the anfwev.ug, as far as lies in us, the Lxjieciaiion of liis Majefty, 
intini.tted ; ) us 111 your Lordfiiip's laft l.etter, to ejsdcaviair to draw 
from the l/'f/.?!'/'' A-.loenedors fome exprefs Deelaration, vvliethcr they 
.will uecoid uiw. ihing cr nothing in tlie Point of the I'dliery r And if 
any thieg, v. i -.1 ’t i.', and licvv r I’or that Ivis Maj.'lf) l.aving it he-foie 
him, n.r.) come to iu . ohn Refolution ; lUid iiTnnliihg at all, (wiki'll 
is that vve rneft fe ir) l i.> Majefty may have it in ins Power to inal.e 
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what Ufc of it he foes Caufe. Yet we muft confefs to your Lordftiip^ 
we do keep off as much as we can from coming to the Article of the 
Flag, till we do get the ^iitch AmbalTadors (if polfible) to fpeak upon 
the Point of the Fifliery: For wc muft beg your Lordfhip’s Pardon^ 
if wc fay, that wc forefee, that if the Tiiitch have the two Points of 
the Flag and the Filhery entire before them, to accept or refufe them 
in the Terms they arc now to be offer’d, they will not only refufe that 
of the Flag, as having in it an Extcnlion of the Maria 'Britannicay 
polfibly beyond our ancient Pretenfions, but will add Infolcncies to their 
Refufal ; and will, with odious Inlinuations, call the Neighbour Princes 
to bear witnefs, they do not refufe the one or the other Article fo much 
for their own Sakes, as to oppofe a new Dominion of the Sea, that will 
be, as they will pretend, more prejudicial to the Rights of Neighbour 
Princes, tlian to them. However, the Apprehenlion of this fliall not 
difeourage us in the Icaft from advancing (in due Time and Place) the 
Article of the Flag, as now it is ; only we hope, this Method will fome- 
w hat abate the Envy and the Aggerations they will be fure to bring 
upon his Majefty’s Demands on this Occafion. 

We hope. My Lord, wc underftand fully what his Majefty’s Plca- 
fui’c is, as to our Government in this Jundturc ,• it is, as we humbly 
conceive, that, on the one Side, wc fhould not fail to do any Thing in 
our Power that may bring us to clofe the fooneft that can be poffibly 
with the ^Dutchy upon the Six Points in his Majefty’s Anfwer to the 
Spanijh Ambalfador, it being of infinite Importance to his Majefty, to 
bring this Negotiation, as far as concerns himfelf, to a Period: On 
the other Side, that wc fhould finally infift upon a prefeftt Rcglement 
in the Commerce, according to our Project, confifting of three Points 
already given in, as alfo upon an Acknowledgment, by Article in Form, 
of his Majefty’s Right in the Fifhery, to the Effeft in his Majefty’s faid 
Anfwer. It feems to us (under CoiTcdtion), that his Majefty takes it 
for granted, that the ^^uteb will come to an Acknowledgment of his 
Majvfty’s Right, even in an Article, but that they will contend to have 
it much qualified, and that they w'ill agree to fomething of prefent 
Settlement in the Commerce, w hich we wifli heartily may prove fo in 
the L.vent. All that we can perceive hitlierto of their Difpofition is, 
Firjiy 'I'hat they are rcfolvcd not to make any Acknowledgment in any 
'Perms about the Filhing : In the next Place, tliat they will not declare 
they will come to any prefent Regulation in the Commcre'c, till they 
be firft aftured, that nothing will be required of them in the Fifhery, 
and do fee the utmoft that will be demanded of them in the other 
Point;;. Thei;efore wc conceive it our Duty, to perlift unmoveablc in 
thefe two Points, till vve have the Honour of knowing his Majefty’s 
further Pleafurc ; for wo conceive it would be a Diflcrvice to his Ma¬ 
jefty j-' to leave thefe tw^o Points of greateft Moment in Sufpence, and 
at an Uncertainty, till the very laft, and to proceed in the ^interim, to 
the adjufting of the others, that arc not to be doubted of ; for the 
flitch would have thereby the Advantage of pretending they Jiad 
agreed to all that his Majefty asked of them, (efrecially to the paying 
of a great Sum of Aloney, and tlie reftoring or a conliderable Place, 
tl'icir ancient as they call it) and that his Majefty refufes the 

I’eace, and brealvS upon a Point or two : That they, the ^TSv.tchy will 
be fiirc in this cafe to drefs in Colours of their own, and w ith their 
ufual Artifices.

^ nedtion of wliat l»is Grace the Duke of 'Buckingham., being called 
again into the Houfe of Commoiii, there fpoke; tliough his Deport¬ 
ment was much more even, and his DifcouiTe much better connc«ited 
than before : But the chief Points were, the great Hand that he had 
in making the '^J’ripple Alliance ; in preventing, when he was in Trance, 
their Conjunction with ,• in deterring that King from any Hopes 

that he would ever allow any of hi^ Ships in Conjunction with ours ^ and 
thoImprelTions he had there left, to fupply us wholly with Money in 
lieu thereof; but that by the Means of my lA^rd jiriingtou, this whole 
Seenc was altered ,• that when he went after to wait on the King of 
France at Dunkirk, with InftruCtions iigned by his Majelty, but not 
counter/igned, becaufe my Loi'd Arlington was then at Fujfon, he had 
almolt retrieved that Point, till his l.ordlhip’s new' letters came and 
fpoiled all; that he was the Man that prefs’d for the Polleiruon of 
Tow'ns, but my Lord Arlington oppos’d the having of any for the Hrlt 
Year; that it was my Lord Arlington was always lock’d up with the 
French Ambaflador, admitted liim to Ciouncils, and often broke ofl 
Debates, cili he had confuited the faid Ambaliador ; that his Opinion 
and my I,ord Shaftsbiiry\ was, not to begin a \Var till they knew how 
to carry it thiough ; but that was not iny T.ord Jrlingtons Opinion ; 
that it w^as my Lord jlrlingtin font for my I.ord Schomhevg, and he w as 
told, that he was not fit for the Work they had in Hand; and that one 
who is now dead, had told him, that it was the Opinion of one now 
alive, that his Majclly ought to govern by a Standing Army'; that the 
Regiment he had did belong to Sir Edward Scot ■, and that he only 
ow'ncd it for Sir Edward "s Sake, and to give him more Reputation ; 
that he had got nothing by it,- and that he had loll as good an hflatc 
as others had gotten ; that the J.ord Shaftshury and he were always of 
Advice, that tiic Parliament fliould have been concerned in the \\'ar 
that he had his Share in the Declaration, but not in Lhat Claufe re¬ 
lating to Popery^; that my 1 -ord Arlington gave the Counfel for failing 
on the Smyrna ITect: He mentioned how prudently the Bultnefs of the 
Ratificatiwn Utrecht was made when he went over; that my Lord of 
Ormond had gotten five hundred thouland Pounds; and th.at it appear’d 
upon Record, that my Lord Arlington had not gotten quite 1b much ; 
that he flung himfelf at the I’eet of that Houfe ; and that if he were 
a Grievance, he was the chcapeft Grievance that ever England had ; 
And fo his Grace withdrew'. And the Conclulion of the Work was, 
to remove him from his Majeily’s Councils and Prefence for ever, and 
* from all Imployments held at his Majeily’s Pleafure.

Sir Gilbert Gerard hrin^i. in a high Impeachment againll the Lari 
of Arlington, under three Heads; Popery, Confumftion ol Trealure, 
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Treachery to his Majefty’s Councils ,• and Sir Charles Whcler fcconded 
the Matter; both of them having been great Sticklers for his Grace 
the Duke of Buckingham: After the reading thereof, the I.ord Jr- 
linston^ having delired by his Letter the Favour of fpeaking to the 
Houfe, and being admitted, took Notice of fome Afpcrfions he had 
heard of by the Copy of a Paper or Accufation, \vhich they had or 
might foon hear of; and having no Time now to mention Particulars, 
1 can only lay. in the general, that he fpokc an entire Hour, and did 
make fo dilliiKfl a Narrative, fuch clear Anfvvcrs, fo higli a Juftification 
of all his Behaviour, and expoling his Grace of Buckingham fo much 
like a gentile Encmj^, that all the Waves and Billows of the Houle 
were flung into a dead Calm and he acquired more Reputation of 
Wifdom, Temper, and good Condud in that Hour, tlian moft of that 
AlTcmbly would allotv him to have, by all that he had been doing ten 
Years before j and I cannot but obferve, that he went out in the fame 
cool 'I’emper that he entred, and not fo much as the leal! Alteration 
of Colour in his Countenance: And it being now grown late, the 
further Debate was put off till this Morning; at which 'I'lme it being 
obferved, that he had fpoken nothing to the laft Article, which was 
of betraying his Majefty’s Councils, that was the Point that was chiefly 
diflciillbd to Day; his Friends declaring it to be High-Trealbn, and 
prcfllng that Sir Gilbert Gerard would own the making it out, or that 
he had Witnclfes that fliould do lb : And here the Knight did lb much 
boggle, that he has defired Time till to morrow^ at i o a Clock for his 
Anfwcr therein ; he offered to withdraw the Article, which was denied 
him ; and the Rcafon that many had to begin with this Article was^

Gilbert did declare, that 
tliis treacherous Correfpondcnce was in the Jaft ^utch War; but it oc- 
curr’d to many how unlikely tliis could be, for the fame Rcafon that 
his Lordfhip had yefterday apologiz’d, touching his Intimacy with the 
French Ambaffador j he faid, the Mixture of their Affairs, and the natu¬ 
ral Temper of that Nation, made that Ambaffador very frequently wdth 
liim, comparing Corrclpondences upon all Emergencies that happened ; 
and there was a I’ime \vhc»i he was equally intimate tvith the Spanijh 
Ambaffador, and had formerly lain under the Imputations of a Penfjoner 
fometimes to Spain^ and then again to Hollandy but could it be thought 
that any in the midft of all the Libels and Calumnies that is flung out, 
by the joint Difplcafurc of both, there fhould not be a Revelation of 
this Crime to his Difadvantage, if there had been any Truth herein, 
C^f ? So it is eafy to believe, that if he had betrayed the King’s Coun¬ 
cils, the 2 ^ntch are now fill’d with Revenge enough to have thrown* in 
that among their other Complaints. ,

FJntch Ambaifadors continue ftill peremptory in their Refolution of re- 
fuling to anfwcr, whether they would at all do any Thing or nothing 
in the Commerce in the Indies^ prelfing to lay that afidc without any 
Kind of Refolution upon it, and to pafs on to the other Points ; tliat 
as to that of the Filliery, tho’ they would not allow it lliould be report¬ 
ed to us, as a Declaration of their Mind in it, yet they liad again and 
again avow’d to the Mediators, the States w'ould do nothing in it, that 
is, in their Language, the States would defire that Matter might be 
left in tlie State it is, without making any Mention of it in the prefent 
Treaty ; the only other Point remaining, in Avhich any Difficulty can 
be made, being that of the Flag, and they being obliged, in their Offer 
.madc..by the Marquifs del Frefno^ to grant the Article to his Majefly’s 
Ontent, we could not fee, that either it w'as nccelfary or convenient 
for Ub, conlidcring we W'crc fo far entred upon that Article of Com¬ 
merce, rfind that it w'as at their Choice that that Article had been 
tingled or.t«to go firft upon, we could not think it fit, without a further 
Signilicati<m of his Majefly’s Pleafure, to agree that it lliould be w holly

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N' f^otiations of tins Kind, when Points are propofed to be worded and 
eii)ii/icd between Patties, there are but two Ways of explaining our 
fcJves upon fuch Points ; i/?. To explain oiufelvcs as to each Point, 
as to the Subilance and .Uflect of it in the general j that is, to exprefs 
ourfclves lb, as that it may be underftood by tlie other Parties, what it 
is we would have in the general. And 2dly, to explain ourfelves as to 
tJie lall I’articLilarities and Circumftanccs that may relate to the Adjuft- 
ment of the Point in Qiieftion, which we laid, W'as properly to form and 
word an Article, upon fuch Points. In thc firji Senfe, we faid, w^c conceived 
avc had futficicntly exprclTed ourfelves, i. c. that it was plain enough from 
the very Words ufed by the King our Mailer, in his Anfvvcr to the 
SpdnrJJy Ambalfador’s Memorial of the ~th of *Dccefnhcr^ W'hat it is in 
tile general his Majelly Demands in each of the three Points by him 
added j fo as there needs no further Explication j to make it underftood 
wha,t his Majelly means in each Point. As to the explaining ourfclves 
in the fccond Senfe ; that we underftood, w^as properly to be done, W'hcn 
the I'arties were agreed as to the Subftance of each Point. That how- 
evtr th.ey, the ^htlch^ having made Choice of tlie Article of Commerce, 
of tl).' three given in by our Mafter the King, upon rvhich to enter* firll 
into jMatter with us, rve had given in this fccond Senfe, explain’d our- 
f'lves upon that Point, having given in our Article in Form, as we 'de- 
lircd it m'ght Hand in the I'rcaty : and this Article being agreed, tho* 
as to the Subftance and in the general, we Paid, we wxre ready imme¬ 
diate ij’ to pal's on to the reft, ciz. to that of the FiJfjcry; having an 
Article ready formed for that IHirpofe j that upon the whole Matter, as 
t^> the three Pt)ints added by his Majelly in that of the Commerce, they 
Ivad already had our Projedt of an Article in Form ; in that concerning 
the Matter was fo plain, clear, and knowm, that we con¬ 
ceived there would be no Difficulty between us in the wording of it; 
as there remained, we faid, but one Point, in which they could call 
h xplication, even in this lall Senfe, ciz. that of \\\q. Fijhcry: And as 
that, w'e told them, we were ready immediately to give in a Projed 
of our Article upon it, fo foon as c\'er they would declare themfelves 
willing to agree to this 'J'hing in the general. That it being moll plain 
from his Majelly’s Words, what it is in the general his Majelly expeits 
in llnit Point, fo foon as in the general they fliall have agreed to it; 
wo were ready, in the ftimc Moment, to exhibit an Article in the F’orm 
and Words tve w'catld deiire it. And this wx told them, we conceived 
was according to the Method and Nature of all Negotiations of this 
Kind ; and, a* wx thouglit, the fpeedieft Way of bringing the wdlolc to 
a fpeedy Conclulion betwxcn us; which wc faid, w’as w'liat the King 
our Mailer extreamly delired; and had given us in Charge by all 
Means, on our Parts to endeavour. In this State our Negotiation Hands , 
that is, of the three Points added by his Majelly, in his Artfwxr to the 
Mr.rquifs del Frefno; the Amballadors cannot be perfw-aded by 

any Means to fpeak out what they will do upon that of the Commerce, 
not in the general, wlictlier at all, any '^I'hing or nothing. As to that 
< i the F/JljcrVi tho’ they have not allowe d it llionld be reported to us, 
a*, their AnfWcr, yet they have again and again, as the Mediators tell 
Us, told them, they can never agree that any I'hing fliould be done in 
it, but that the '^J hing fliould be left in the State it is,- but we appre¬ 
hend all they do here, is but Grimace and for Form’s Sake, to comply with 
o'.r (^)lVer of entring into Matter with them here, and that indeed their 
Delign and Expectation hath been all along, to have Alatters made up in 
Fncjdnd; in which, wc doubt they will have been much mere confirmed 

from 
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from the unhappy, Diitempcrs ariien in the Boufe of Commons, fince 
their laft Meeting; and that is now. look’d upon by all the World as 
the fatal Crilis of ali our Negotiations, here ; and which will certainly 
put an End to this whole Matter. God Almighty ^ant it be fuch a 
one, as may be for the Honour and Satisfrjftioa of his Majefty, and 
the future Advantage and Security of his Subjeds: But we cannot 
but with Grief of Heart, take notice upon this Occalion to your l.ord- 
fliip, what fatal Effe(^s thofe violent and impetuous Proceedings at 
Home are like to have as to his Majefly’s Interns abroad, every Body 
crying out already, there mull be an End for ever of treating or dealing 
with a Crown, where the moll folcmn, the moll advantageous Alliances, 
arc fubjedl to fo llrange and fo unheard of Violences : God Almighty 
continue his good Providence over his Majefty and his Affairs, and com- 
pofe thofe Diflempcrs, which feem to threaten fo fudden, fo irreparable 
Kuin to the Interell, as well as to the Reputation of the Nation 
abroad : We arc cxpcdling with great Anxiety of Mind, what the Ex- 
prefs will bring, which your Lordlhip was pleafed to let us know, was 
intended to be font us on Monday the 16tb oi January by him we flialJ. 
hope to receive a further Account, what fhall have been his Majefty’s laft 
Refdlution as to the Article of the Fijhery^ at which the Negotiation 
feems moft to ftick upon j this laft Letter your Lordfhip is pleafed to 
tell us, his Majefty hath received from the Jjutch: If that W'cre once 
out of the Way, the Mediators would make us believe, the Fkitcb would 
do fomething upon the Point of the Commerce ; but what it is they 
would do, they do not fay: they acknowledge to us, the ’Dutch Am- 
bfffadors have not allowed, that they the Mediators lliould fo much 
as tell us, they would do any Thing in it; it is but the Mediators 
private Opinion and Belief, that they would do any Thing at all up¬ 
on it. 

W E think we underftand his Majefty’s Mind fully, from what your 
, I.ordfliip was pleafed to fay in your laft Letter of the 19//& pail, as to 
our agreeing even to fign with the Dutch Ambafladors, in Cafe it fliould 
pleafo God Matters were come to that pafs between us ; that is, to 
do it with the Qjialification his Majefty hath put himfclf upon it, in his 
Anfwer to the Spanijh Ambaffadors Memorial, viz. as to himfelf, and for 
what Regards the King himfelf; and accordingly, we prepare ourfeives 
to do it, when the Matter fhall be brought to that Perfection, which, 
in that Cafe, we fiiall endeavour to quiet the French Ambaffadors in, 
as well as we can : Hitherto they have feemed well enough to allow of 
what we have done ,• that is, not to exprefs any great Difeontent or 
Umbrage at it; when the Bufinefs fhall be brought to that Point, we 
know not what they may do; but we fliall endeavour to make it go 
down with them as well as we can. 

Yesterday M. Sparr began his Journey for Fngland^ taking his 
Way dowif the Rbitie, and fo by the Hague^ where he expects to be 
detain’d 5 or 6 Days, as well to take off any Umbrage the Fyutch may 
have of his Errand into England^ as to try how far he can incline 
tWm to the Propofition he carries with him of a general Sufpenfion: 
Within a Eortnight he hopes to be at Ijondott. 

Wt have already acknowledged, in a former Difpatch, the Receipt 
of a new Project of an Article of the Flag j which we look upon as 
•his Majefty’s laft Mind in that Matter, and which we fhall accordingly, 
when the Point comes in.Order to be adjufted, infill upon j tho’ w€ ap¬ 
prehend the Dutch will* not fail to raife all the Difficulty imaginable 
upon that Part pf it, which afferts tb« King’s Right to the Flag viithin

S INCE our laft, which was of the a Duplicate whereof tve 

take Leave to inclofe, our Treaty here is fallen upon fuch an Inci¬ 
dent, as does not only put a Stop to our Negotiation fc’r the prefent, 
but excite a Horror and an Indignation in all that hear it. Prince 
Willicim of Furflcmhnrgh having born his Part in this Affembly, under 
the Character of Plenipotentiary to this Elector, thefe 8 Months lalt 
part, and having acted in virtue of his 'Pkniponvoir, which was at his 
iirft entring upon Bulinefs communicated to the Mediators, and admitted 
of by them in Form, w'as yefterday, about 4 a Clock in the Afternoon, 
fet upon, as he was going from his ow n Houfc to St. ^Panlakon'i,^ (the 
Convent where the Elector is retired) to w'ait on his Electoral Highnefs j 
he was attacked by 15 Men (or about that Number) in Arms, who 
Were commanded by the Marquis Ohizzi^ Major to the Regiment of 
Qrana^ whicli is now in Garrifon at Ponn. "I he iirft Shot tlicy made, 
was at the Prince’s Coachman j and having flopp’d the Coach, they 
pulled him down, and put one of their own Company into the Box ; 
two of tlie Prince’s Gentlemen, and his Secretary, being got out of the 
Coach, endeavour’d to make feme Defence j but they w ere fo fet upon, 
that they arc very dangcroufly hurt, partly with Fire-Arms, and partly 
with Swords.; fo are tw^o of the Prince’s J .acquies : '^fhe Prince being 
got likewife out of his Coach, they threaten’d they would kill him 
outright unlefs he went back again into his Coach and ha\ ing thruft 
him in, feveral of thofe that had made the AHault, thrull themfelves 
into the Coach along with him. ^'hus having rendered thertifelvcs 
Alaltcrs of him and his Coach, they drove out at a fiatc, where (it 
feerns) tliey were fure to meet with no Stop or Oppuftion from the 
Guards or Sentinels upon Duty; within a thoufand Paces of \he Gate 
he w ent out at, there w ere Horfe and Foot ready to take htm (as they 
did) into their Power, and then they marched, and carried the Prince 
away to Ponn. This Morning we underftand, that the Marc|uis 
tiiat commanded the Afiallins, was left upon tlie Place, being hurt 
:;rvi in fome Danger; the Magiftrates having undcrflood of it from the 
Mediators, ha\ e lince caufed him to be arrelled ; he docs not exprefs 
an\ Regret for the Action, profelTing that he ought not to have any, 
lince what he hath done, hath been done by the Orders of his Superiors. 

't he Mediators happen’d to be with us at our Houfe, when this New^s 
was brouglit us laft Night ; they were telling us, how that M. Pccer- 
ningha.d received a Plcnipotivoir to himfelf alone, and that M.Ishrmtdts 

was 
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was upon liis Departure ior Holland ■, that y\.^Bc‘verning having flicwcd 
to them this new Blcnipotivoir^ and they finding it was to treat with the 
Moft Chriftian King and the Princes Ins Allies, they took their Excep¬ 
tions to it, becauic there was no Mention made in it of the King our 
Mailer j telling the ^izitcb Amballador;., tliat this Manner of Proceed¬ 
ing w^ts not fair, in Regard the Aim they had of making feparate 
Accommodations, was very vifible in itfclf, as well as contiary to the 
CommilTio)! and Inllructions given to them, the Mediati.rs: AV e tiippofe 
Count ’^oti had a Copy of the ‘Plcnipoui'oiv (for he held a Paper in his 
Hand) ready to leave with us i but they, as well as we, took the Alarm 
fo hot, that they Hayed not to finiih tin* Difeourfe tin y were upon 
but \vc hailed all we could to Prince JtiUiams Houfe, \shere we found 
not only the Prince’s Siller and h'.r four Daughters, in a Conllcrnation 
that may be better imagined th '.n expr. lied, but alfo the p'reveh hm- 
bilfadors, under the fltmo Surprise vith the Mediators and us, at this 
Violation of tlic Publick Faith and Secunt\' : 'j he firil *^1 hing which 
the Medi-ators did, was to Fnd hr the Magsllrates, and to repr.fent 
unto them (when they came) this breach of tl.e 1 ,aw of Nations, and 
to wilh them to conllder how they would anfwcr it to the fevcral 
crown-d Heads, and otlier IVinces concerned. '1 h(‘y excufed thcmfelves 
upon an Accident they had all an Ablirrrence for, and not in the leall 
capable of being ferefeen by them ; and pi-omifed to make diligent 
i iiciuii-}’, whether any Perfon in this Ganifon (whicli is und.r their 
(Command) had any Hand in this Affaw^ and they charged thtn.feives 
to fecure the Prince’s Houfe and I'amily with a good (luard (as they 
d,d). For lalt Night, whil.-we were in L‘.xpeii.tiition of tlie Magillrates 
t^i come to us, all the Publick Minifl -rs prefent fell into futh Re- 
tu :;i MIS as occurr d to each upon this b.obarous Action, and upon the 
Caif:i.]uences c>f it; all concluding that this Violation of the Surety 
f i tills Place, docs necellar ly put a Stop to all Negotiation ; and that 
the Hands of ail Min liers here are tied up, till they have Orders from 
their refp alive Mail rs, whi'fe Honours (as they apprehended) are not 
only inter Ped, but ivounded in this Violence upon a Publick Minillcr. 
'I'liis Aftair being tiius debated to and fro, the Mediators took us apart, 
and told us, tin y liud a Dett' r written to them by the 'Dutch Ambalia- 
dors in Anlw-er to ours, and asked us, whether we would take an\ 
Communication of it from tliein, as t hings then llood ; adding, they 
would be glad that the Negotiation were not retarded by this Accident, 
but ofrer'd I’lemfelw's r .ady to demand Reparation of the wrong done, 
and alfo t > pr mote that i*art of tlie t reaty which was going on be- 
Tvseei’^us aad U Hand. We, luiving obferved that the Mediators do of 
late prefs forwa.rJ tliis Negotiation, in Hopes to be pollell'ed of all the 
Parts of it, and confecpiently to retain it here, fo that it fliall not be 
tranfacted in Dndi.n., and that it is not (if we underllood them riglitl} ) 
fo much tl%.'ir Zeal for the Peace, as for the Point of Honour in tin ir 
Ollice, which makes tlicni fo ddigent in an Aft'air, which they would 
be li'rry to fee at an L'Hie feparately from the reft of the Alliance, de- 
lired Time till this Alternoon to conl dcr (d w hat w e liad to do; and 
th^ hxprefs Mr. Hvihh happily arriving here tvith the Honour of your 
l.ordihip’s 1,otters of the zbth and -^oih pull, before tlie Hour w’c were 
to give in our Anfoer, wc fiuind in thofe 1 .etters, Intimations fufficient 
,(if w'c take rigl.tly, as we hope we do. Ids Majefty’s Meaning) to deter¬ 
mine us in this Point: Since liis Majcfty is gracioufly plcafed to direct, 
that wc fliould forbear tci prefs in this Negotiation, u> fervently as wc 
were formerly enjovned ; that wc may have Directions for our future 
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Behaviour, according to the Advice his Majefty iliould receive from 
both the Houfos of Parliament. When we came to give our Anfwer 
to the Mediators this Evening, tve did dclirc tliem to favour us with 
tlieir Advice in the Straits A\e wore in; telling them, we knew not how 
vve ihould be able to anfv\ er it to our Mailer, if we fhould fliiew the 
fame Refentments of this Vio]<.-ncc done to him and to all Princes, as 
well as to this Elector his Majelly's Ally, \thich we faw the Trench Am- 
balladors, and feva-al other Publick Minillcrs, were full of; they all 
expivifmg th.emfelves with a Refpect and I'cndernefs fuitable to tlie 
Weight of the Occalion ; every body among them concluding, nothing 
A\as htring, or indeed fate for any Publick Minilter here to do, (bolides 
th-at of uling has Inllances with the Mediators and the Magiflrates, 
that all Parties and Complices to this V iolation may be purfued) until 
he had the Orders and Refolutions of his Mailer upon this unhi.ppy 
Alibir j and his Majelly, as well as liis Alhes, having, when he con- 
feiited fo ti'cat in this Place, underllood it to be a Place of Surety ; lince 
now, in the judgment ol ail Mankind, it ceales to be fo at this 'l ime, 
we asked the lEimair ol tlieir Advic'-, whether it was not Eifcll for us 
to expect the Return of the Courier, we arc dirpateliing upon this 
Occalion, lioping in 12 Days at furth(lt to learn liis Majelly’s Picafurc 
upon this Incident, tlie Ainballadors difpatching upon tliis Occa¬ 

lion likewife an iixprefs to tlieir Mailer? 'I he jMediators arfweied 
us, thitt this was an Alfair of the highell DiflicuJty and Confcqucnce, 
that they diirll not give an Advice in the ( .'afe; hut as they would ule 
all Inlhuicos polkble to get Reparation (.A this Irpuy, fo they offer’d 
their Service to us in the mean time : hlicn they told us, the 1 hitch

to the I>aw of Nations, will be Matter of a very long Difputc and 
the longer, in that we arc told, this is faid to have been acted by tlic

Authority by which he was feized and brougl'.t Prifoner thither: The 
Marquifs anfwered, he knew nothing of it; tlie Orders from the Em¬ 
peror having come immediately not to him, but to thofe Hands that put 
them in Execution.

T'ienipouvoir, which they huvl difpatdied to the Spiiu/J}} Ambafiador in 
*J''>i''Ji;nd ■, having gone ofl from the Kefolution they had t'oee t iken, of 
fiidiiig ter fafe Conduits, for fi-me of their own Minilter;. to pafs into 
7 ii'di'Hid, for making up the Peace ^ that M. 'JSiccru/u^^ notw itl.ltanding 
uj] th;.t, had offer’d himf If jull then to go on in tlie 'Treaty here ; and 
liad deltred them, the Medhitc rs, to invite us to do our Parts in it; that in 
tlie IntL'rhm, they tli<' ‘D/./rZ? Ambalfadors would make all the Pn.telfatK.'Us 
and Inlhuices requilite, againit the Force a^ted upon Priiice WiUiiim^ 
in Ord' i' to have him ivllor-. d to his Lilvrty, and tlie Ofiender^ puniih- 
ed ; 'I'hat if we would accept of this Oder, and come to treat, M.

Peace here, but that the King of Bnyland had obliged them to quit 
that Method and Defgn i his ‘Minillers refuling to treat here, aifd the 
Ncccletv of their AllVdrs forcing them, the to accept of a 
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Pcac<’ iit any Hand or Way, that fliould bring it to them. The Count 
was in very great Heat j but we took the Liberty to cxcufc ourfelvcs 
witli the Freedom that became a Bufinefs of that Weight; telling him, 
that tho’ \vc were otherwife inllruftcd fufficiently, and ready to go ont^ith 
our Treaty with the ^utch, yet this incident was of that Nature, th*at 
wc muft acquaint our Matter with it, and have the Honour of his Or¬ 
ders upon it, before W'c Ihould make any one Step further with the 
Dutch Ambafl'adors; on whofc Side (as to the Party) this Violatioa 
of the ^Pnhlick Faith w-as committed, l^hat we thought this was a 
Point of Honour, that equally regarded each of the Princes of our 
Alliance, and confequcntly our Matter; and it being an Action fo far 
unforefeen, (that it enters not into any Man’s Thouglits but with Abhor¬ 
rence) wc could not be imagined to be inttrudlcd for it; That on the 
other Side, it was of greater Weight (as w'c conceived) than any one 
Point in our IVeaty: Therefore dclircd the Count to conlider, how 
abfurd it w'ould be in us, to enter into any Decilion of it, without one 
Syllable of Inflrudtion to guide us j that ’twas poflible that Prince 
UiHiam might be fet at Liberty, and that our Matter and other Prigees 
might content themfelves with that, as a Reparation fufiicient; but 
then it would be an infufferable Rattincfs and Prefumption in us, to 
anticipate, and (as far as lies in us) to conclude our Matter, by mak ing 
ourfelvcs fo far Judges in this Point, as to accept of, and acquiefee in 
Avhat fliould be now offer’d or done, before we knew' his Majetty’s Ploa- 
fure; who being concerned in the Point of Honour, was confequcntly 
to determine of the Reparation : The Fi'cnch Ambafiadors being prefent, 
took our Parts in this Opinion fb far, as to tell the Count freely, it 
was unreafonablc in him to profs w hat he did, and alfo to declare as 
they did, that if they fliould make fuch a Step, as the Count A\ould 
liave us make upon this Incident, they mutt expedt (and that V' ry 
juttly) to he proceeded againtt in their Country, as in a Crime of Icze 
MajcJic. In the other Point which the Count had fo much and fo 
bitterly refledted upon, ciz. that the l\^acc was m. king up at Ijndon, 
and S’weden patted by and negledted j they, the French Ambattadors, 
were very frank and generous in their Declaration : M liey faid, they 
had the fame Intcretts which the Swedes had, in that w hat the King our 
Matter was now doing ; that they were convinced, he was under a 
l ioient Necefllty, and (as it w'cre) in a Storm ; that they were cx- 
treamly fatisfied with hij Friendfliip and entire Well-wiflies towards 
their Mailer ai^^l the common Caufe ; and that confidering he ttruggled 
w ith D'tticulties, not otherwife to be furmounted or avoided, they w^crc 
gnev'ed at his Condition, but W'cre not in the Icatt dittatisfy'd with his 
Proceedings. The Count liaving heard the French Ambalfadors deliver 
themfelves fo freely againtt his Judgment, or rather his Deefamation 
upon both tliefe two Points, was much appeafed, and prefled us no more ; 
but having communicated to us a Letter he had drawn to the Duke dc 
'Botirnonvi/le, he difmifs’d us w ith a Refolution to anfvver M. jBcc’crning, 
that wc were unmovcablc from our Ground, and that upon no otMer 
Ibeafon but the Heinoufnefs of this Violence ; and that nothing of Pro- 
grefs was to be expected from us, till we have a Return of our Courier, 
w'hieh if your Lordfliip fees Caufe, w e hope to fee returned hither with 
all the Half poflible. 

W E take leave to enclofe here the Emperor’s Declaration made in 
///>;77J[att, for the Security of this Place, and of all Perfons that ihould 
bear Part in the Treaty ; w'hereby your Lordfliip will fee how' irrecon- 
cileable this At^tion is to it 5 there is one Circumftance the Mediators 

tell 
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tell uSj which makes it to be their own Caufc in fo particular a Man¬ 
ner, that we cannot but wonder they can think it fate for them to adl 
any Part, but of purfuing the Offenders, and waiting their Mailer’s 
Orders ; for Prince WiUiafn having, fome Weeks ago, acquainted the 
Mediators with the Advices he had of a Defign upon his Perfon, they 
reflecting upon the Declaration inclofed, and feeing he mult needs, in 
virtue of his Character, be as fully comprehended in it as any other 
Miniftcr, gave him Encouragement to continue and appear in Publ ck, 
not believing it polTible there Ihould be fo grofs a Violation of it. We 
have been, and are in fo great a Hurry and Diftradtion upon this Buli- 
nefs, that we mull humbly beg your Lordfhip’s Refpitc for a Day or 
tw’o, to recoiledt and digell thofc Notions, whereof your Lordfhip docs 
us the Honour to require an Account of us, in order to thofe Ufes 
your Lordfhip is pleafed to intimate. We have Mr. Smith the Exprefs 
to difpatch aw^ay as foon as we can be ready.

O UR Treaty here is fallen upon an Incident, that docs not only 
put a Stop to all Negotiation for the prefent, but excite an Horror 
and Indignation in all Mankind : Prince William of Furjlemburgb hav¬ 
ing, born his Part in this Affembly thefc 8 Months laft pail, as Plenipo¬ 
tentiary to this Elector, and acting in virtue of a Tlenipotivoir (as the 
Mediators tell us) in good Form, was fet on ycflcrday at four in the 
Evening, in the open Streets of this City, as he was going to St. 5 P^«- 
'taleons^ (the Convent where the EleCtor refides) by a dozen armed 
Men ,• his Coachman was prefently difmounted, and one of the Com¬ 
pany that made the Alfiult put into the Box. His Secretary, Gentle¬ 
man of the Horfe, and other of his Servants, dangcroufly wounded Tvith 
Swofds and Piftol-fliots j whether he was hurt or no (feveral Pifiols 

being 
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being Ihot into his Coach) is not yet known ; but carried away he was,' 
with all Violence pofllble, in his own Coach, which was driven out at 
one of the Gates, without any Oppofition made by any of the Guards 
or Sentinels, as he palTed by them: And it is certain, there w> re 
without the Gates, fevcral Companies of Hcrfe and Foot, that attended 
his being brought to them: Whither they have carried him, we know 
not: I’hc common Conjefture is, they have carried him to Bonn. He 
who commanded the Party that feized the Prince in the Town, is ftaid 
behind, being hurt in the Rcfiftancc that the Prince’s Servants made. 
His Name is Marquis Obizziy Major of the Regiment of Granny (wliich 
Regiment hath been alfigned to fccurc this AlTerably) and he docs 
avow openly, that what he did, was by Order from the Emperor. 
When we have any more Particulars, we lliall be fure to give them 
your Excellency with the firft Convenicncy : Befeeching you, M y 
Lord, to favour us w'ith your own Reflexions, as alfo with thofo of 
that Court, upon this horrid Atf, in order to our better Government 
upon this Place.

the new Negotiation we were upon with the Amballadors, until

This is the Coniideration we lead to determine 
us, principally, in the Refolutlon w e acquainted your Lordtliip we had 
taken in the Matter; and we humbly hope his Majelly will forgive us, 
if v\e have millakcn in any Part of it. W c found ourfeives in an infinite 
Straight in the Thing, and we t(;ok that Part wo judged molt fafe for 
his Majefty’s Honour; wliatever Hazards we ourfeives may run in the 
Judgment his Majcfty fliail pieafe to make otherwife of cur Conduct in 
it. 'J'his we find fo far prepared for Ins MajLlty, in Cafe he fliall find 
Caufe to make ufe of it to tliat Purpofe, that already the Mediators and 
fvVeral other Minifters have made the very fame Kencxion upon wha.t 
has happen’d, and conclude that this will indeed nccefiitate his Maj.fiy 
to draw the Negotiation of his feparate Peace (in Ce.fe liis hairs prels 
him to make one) to London : Nay, the Count in a Converfation 
we had with him the otlier Night, refin’d the jMatter a Degree furthjr, 
and wmuld needs have it, that this very Accident hefaikn Prince 
William^ was a Contrivance of the Spaniards., tlirown in at tins 'l ime, 
on Iirp'fc to oblige the King our jMaller to diau this Negotiation 
with Holland^ from hence to London ; by w hicli Means, faiu he, the 
Bulimfs of the general Peace, Spain apprehended tins f par.itc one be¬ 
tween the King and the States, lliou'ul it have been f niflieJ lui'., would 
in all Likelihood have drawn on, will bi* wholly defeated; So as we 
find upon what has happen’d here, and the Stops all the pi bJir’r. Minifiers 
have agreed ought thereupon to be put to all further Negotiation ^ the 
Minds here are fuificiently prepared to receive, a\ ithout very much Alarm 
er Surprize, the News of his Miijelly’s finilliing this preliminary t reaty 
at London: Which we think, is proper for us, by all Means, to humour 
and encourage what we can, in Cafe his Majelly fliall come to need 
fucli an I'.xcuf.^ to colour his talviug the Negotiation from hence.^ 

In Obedience to your Lordfliip's Commands, we have thought, as tve 
have been able, in tlie lliort 'I'lmc we have had lince w'c received your 
I.ordfliip’s Ord'-rs for it, how' to give a rough Draught of fomq Articles 
upon tlic principal Heaids your lamdlliip was pieaild to piake out to 
us in your lall Difpatch, as w hat your J .ordllrip judged, in your own 
Opinion, might not improperly make the Subjeiit of the intended preli¬ 
minary Treaty ; We are afraid they may not be altogether fo ex^d: 
and w eigh’d as they ought to have been ; but wc molt humbly bclccch 
)our lairdlliip’s Pardon, that wc chofe to fend them as they are, ap- 
pr-.hending by what W'e could judge of the Conditions 'I hings were in, 
at the Writing of your LordAiip’s laft, and that they may have beeri.. 
already couched on that Side We prefumo to fend them in Latin a^ 
well as Lnglijh, w ith fomc few Obf-Tvations w hich occurred to us to- 
make upon fomc of them. 


X. Till- 
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1. The firji Article is to reftore the Peace, provides in the general 
for all Offices of Fricndfliip and good Neighbourhood in tlie ufuaJ. 
Terms, and is fuitablc to the like Article in other Treaties, particularly 
noted in the Margcnt of the Draught, No. i. 

2. The fccond Article is for a general Amnefty of all Injuries, Spoils, 
Dolfcs, (^c. during the War; and for quieting the Propriety and Inte- 
reft of the PoflclTors in any Ships, Goods, and Moveables taken during 
the War, marked No. 2. 

3. The third is for all Hoftilities, to ceafe from the Time of the 
figning and publifliing of the Peace, marked No. 3. 

4. The fourth is for fetting different Terms or Days, according to 
the different Diflanccs of Places for the Peace to take Lffeft all over the 
World; as to Ships and Goods that may happen to be taken between 
the Time of the figning of the Peace, and the certain Knowledge of it 
in thofe different Parts of the World, and is marked No. 4. 

5. The fifth is the Flag, and is done in the Latin^ which is to be the 
Original I.anguagc of tlie Treaty, with all the l^xadnefs we could, 
upon, the laft jingliJJ} Project tranfmitted to us by his Majefty’s Com¬ 
mand ; fave that we have prefumed in one Place or two, under your 
l.ordfliip-s Favour, to help it againft the Cavils of the ^Dtitch^ Avhich 
your T.ordfliip will find a Line under. 

6 . 'F H E fixth is in the Bulinefs of Surinam, and is the fame Article 
we brought along with us in our Project ; only confidering, that fo im- 
poitant a Stipulation as this is, would look a little bare and naked, 
wfthout in fome Part taking notice of the Occafion and Ground of it, 
A\c have prefumed to prefix two Lines by Way of Introduction and 
Preamble to it; taking notice of the Right upon which the Stipulation 
is grounded, in Cafe his Majcfty lliall pleafe to have any Preface 
at all. 

• 7. T s for Reftitution of Places taken during the War, and is worded 

according to wdiat has been ufually done in the like Cafes. 

8. The MngliJJj, according to the Nature of the Thing, and the Model 
feem’d to be propofed for this preliminary Treaty, ought, we humbly 
conceive, to be the rcmifl'ory Article, is to contain the Provifion his 
Majefty intends to make for the agreeing and adjuffing thofe many other 
Points, that will be otherwife left unfettled and unprovided for by this 
preliminary Treaty : Such are, iji. All Points that relate to general 
Amity and Intercourfe, ufc of one another’s Ports, Safety and Freedom 
of Travelling, Sayling, Trading, (^c. which arc l^oints naturally confe- 
qucntial upon the eflablifliing of a Peace between the Parties; and 
make not Icfs commonly than twenty or thirty Articles, in all the ordi¬ 
nary Treaties of Peace. 2dfy, The main Treaty or Adjuftment of 
the Points, immediately relating to Trade in the general. 3. The 
Matter of Regulation of Trade in the Indies, See. In which, we humbly 
beg your I^ormhip’s Pardon, if we have not offer’d any Draught or Ar¬ 
ticle, as not knowing certainly how, where, and in what Way, his 
M^efty’s Mind w'ould be, that thofe Matters fhould be hereafter adjufted; 
if all at once and together, under the fame CommilTion, and at the 
fame Time, 6 r. however, if w^e can find, that upon the further turning of 
^his Point in our Thoughts, we arc able to offer any Thing worth your 
Lordfhip’s Trouble, we fhall endeavour to do it by the next Occafion. 

5>. T H E ninth in Ordc'r feems to be that for the Payment of the 
g00000 Crowns, wdiich having Icfs of Difficulty in it, we have prefusned 
to be Icfs follicitous in it, for the fending it by this Occafion, but fhall 
take leave to do it by the next.

jM Y JjORD, 

S INCE our laft that we had the Honour to write to your Lordfliip, 
w'hich was of the zth Inftant, by Mr. Smith the Exprefs, the 
Dutchefs of Zymmeren and the Princefs of NaJJan pafs’d thro’ this Town 
incognito for Zymmeren; and the Evening betbre they went away, the 
Dutchefs font us by a Gentleman the two Letters inclofcd; the one for 
his Majefty, and the other for his Royal Highnefs: I'he Dutchefs being 
in much Hafte and Diftradtion, upon News fhe had received, that the 
Prince Elector Falatinc had feized (as her Gentlemen reported it) both 
upon her Dower, and Part of her late Husband's pcrfonal Eftatc about 
the Heufe j particularly upon his Stable of Horfes, in which (it feems) 
he was very curious. 

T H E fame Evening, which was T’liefday^ the Count T’ott acquainted 
us, that the Fkitch Amballadcrs prefied them the Mediators very 
hard, that they would cither prevail with us to prccccd with them in 
tlic i'rcaty, or elfe that they would obtain from us a Declaration in 
Writing, why we did it not: He fhewed us then the rough Draught of 
a Ixtter, which he intended to write to the F>utch Ambafifadors, in 
Anfwer to the inftance they had made for our Proceeding \ but having 
varied from it, he font ’es yefterday a Copy of his faid Letter; the 
Tranfeript whereof we here inclofe to your LordHiip ; Upon this I>ctter 
wc took the I liberty of taking our Exceptions to that foft Way, that they, 
the Mediators, did make ule of to exprefs thcmfelvcs in, upon an Inci¬ 
dent of fo much Horror; not forgetting to reprefent unto them, that 
tho’ the King our Maftcr \\ as concerned to take notice of it,*as one of the 
Princes that were Party to this Afl'cmbly ; yet that we thought the King 
of Sweden, as Mediator, and confequently the Guarand of the Fith/ick 
Faith, and of the Surety of all publick Minirters here, had a more par¬ 
ticular Intereft, and fo had his Minifters, to relent it, in purfuing after 
the Offenders, and to fee Reparation done, then it Avould become thofe 
Ambafl'aders who appeared as Parties to do ; in Regard this Place 
mult be fuppofed a Place of Surety, by his Care and Provifion principal¬ 
ly, and next by the Acquiefccncc of the Princes concern’d, and by their 
Reliance on his Care. The Count was prefied by the French Ambalfa- 
dois and hurftlves, to make a more diligent Search after thofe (efpe- 
cially of the Garrilbn) who had been Part ies and (,'omplices to this 
Action ; fince the Magiftrates, for the better oxculing themlelves, were 

apparent-

apparently too loath to prcfs upon any Dilcovcry as might make them 
in any wife feem confeious to this Violation : We therefore defircd 
them to enquire particularly into the Grounds of thofe P^eports which 
are fpread up and. down this City, that there were feveral hundreds of 
Men in Arms, difpofed of up and down, to make good this Attion, in 
cafe of any Rcliftance fubfequent to it: And alfo, that feveral Parties 
were fecn to go up and down the City with naked Swords, immediately 
before this Adtion : But the Mediators complain, they do w ant thofe 
particular Informations, and difeharge themfelves upon the Barcn 
Frames, Councellor to this £ledor, from whom they expedt thofe Infor¬ 
mations that may give Ground to their further Enquiry : In the mean 
'Eimc they, the Mediators, think they have acquitted themfelves 
fully, in that they have fent their Secretary l.xprefs (with Inlirudtions 
the moft particular that can be) to their Miniller Fuff^cneforf at Vienna, 
and written to the Duke de liotirnont'ille : A Copy of the I.etter to 
the laft, we fent to your J.ordlliip by the Exprefs. 

Count in his Converfations fincc our laft, hath been very 

full in reprefeiiting unto us, that the Inclinations of S'ueedcn are now 
very diftant from engaging in the Qiiarrel of France . He fays, that 
if they do fo, the ^utch will quickly ruin them at Sea j (fuppoftng 
FHigland to be taken off by a feparate I’eace) he added, that the ^ane, 
if he receives but a handful of Money (as his Exprctlion was) from 
tlic ‘])utch, will fo infeft them, as to difable them, the Swedes, from 
appearing confiderable in Germany j that the King their Mailer ftiews 
»o Forwardnefs at all to enter into this War; and therefore that it 
would ill become them, the Mediators, to reprefent him angry, when 
he means no fuch Thingand that their Minifter having ipokeii 

with feme Freedom at Ratisbone, is difavowed by the King their Ma¬ 
iler, Avho hath promifed the E,mperor not only to revoke, but to punifli 
him; which the Mediators reckon as an Argument of a more than 
ordinary 'Ecinper, which Sweden hath of late admitted into its Coun¬ 
cils, and confcquently a Rule fit for them to govern themfelves by in 
this Juncture: Another Thing he gives an Inftance in to the fame 
Effect, c’/s* That the Senate hath declared, that the F)cgdis and Pdla- 
ges w hich the French have committed in the Empire, their feizing and 
demoElliing feveral ftrong Place.s, and their laying in hold feveral great 
Men, Members of the Empire, is a direCt Violation of the Treaty of 
Mnnftcr, and ccmfequently an abfolving of them, the Swedes, from any 
Obligation to aCt in theQparrel. 

T flt Count hath been pleaf.'d to deliver himfelf very much in Jufti- 
fication (to fay no more) of our forbearing to treat, or to adl any fur¬ 
ther, upon this Incident of Prince William, faying, tliat how'cvcr he and 
his Coltcgue differ in their Opinion, as to the iVleafures tvhich it be¬ 
comes thet?l, as Mediators, to take upon this Incident, yet that w'e 
could not juftify it to our Mailer, or to the World, if w e had made 
any Step after fo open a Violation ; i. Upon the Security of this Place. 
2% Upon the Pubiick Faith given by the Emperor. And, 3. Upon the 
undoubted Right of this Elector, a Prince of the Empire, and without 
Difpute, as capable as any other to conflitiitc a Plenipotentiary for a 
Treaty of Peace, and having the Honour to be particularly allied to 
* the King our Maftcr. 

Thf Count feems fond of a Notion he hath entertained fincc this 
Incident, w'hich is to prftpofe a Plan to all the Parties in War for a 
general Peace : The firlt Article of which is to be, the Reftitution of 
Prince Ifilliam with all Honour, as a Condition to be fuppofed and 

P p 2 com- 
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complcafcd, ftjly Bkhsr ^tep be ifiidc : Tte iiext is, grant¬ 

ing of the jjfrain Paffpoits by the Moft Chtiftian King j He hath named 
no more to us, nor docs it appear that the French Ambafladors, or any 
of the Minifters here, give him any Encouragement to make this Plan 
in this Conjundure. 

A s to his Majefty’s gracious Plcafure, of continuing us here any long¬ 
er after that the Peace is finiflicd at London^ wo have not that Profped 
into the Ufcfulncfs that we or any other Minifters may be of, as to be 
able to give your Lordlhip any Opinion in a Matter of that Moment. 
'J'his only we fliall, with all Humility, take Leave to fay, that we are 
in the perfedeft Degree of Resignation pollible to Ins Majefty’s moft 
gracious Pioafur', and that we arc apt to think, that neither the French 
nor the Spaniards have any Icrious Lxpedation of a Peace from this 
Congrefs, before they have tried the Fortune of tlic Campaign at Icaft 
coming on, if not of more ; and therefore that it is poifible, the Houfe 
of Jnjiria would be willing enough to Jiavc it broken up, becaufc it 
fetters tlie Councils of the ^^'erz-Party : The French alfo, in all Proba¬ 
bility, would bo of the fame Mind, and would break oflf on this Inci¬ 
dent of I’rincc William s, bccaufe it gives a Pretence to Suscdcn^ Faca- 
ria^ and Hanover^ not to enter into Action, as they arc oblig'd by their 
Penlions from, and Engagements to France, It is true, Sweden hath *an 
Intcrcll the Congrefs fliould not be broken np, partly in Regard of their 
Honour, in the Succefs of this Mediation, but much more, in that it 
will cxcufe them from arming as long as it fublifts ; and we arc apt to 
tlhnk, the F)utch alfo- will be Wcll-willicrs to the Continuance of it^ 
bccaufe they may have fomc Hopes (while this Aflembly is not diflblv- 
ed) of extricating thcmfclves from their prefent Party in the War with 
Spain, which is not very agreeable to their Intereft ; fo that, with Sub- 
million to your i.erdfhip, tve do humbly conceive the Mcafurcs of our 
Ufefulaefs here will be beft taken from that Figure; which the f.wediflj - 
Ambalfador M. Sparr, and the *F)nlch Minifters, after that the Peace is 
made with them, Avill dcfirc liis Majcfty to take in this Congrefs, ^c, 
which the World hero docs judge will be extreamly conlidcrablc, and 
moft cftedually contributing to the general Repofo ol’ Chriflcndom. 

Tut FrewfZ'Ambafladors do not difeover any Sournefs towards us, 
upon the News th*at fpreads itfclf here, of a feparate Peace ready to be 
dofed up between us and the F)utch at London: Nay, they have, 
upon fevcral Occafions, taken our Part againft Count Wott, who is apt 
to confure tho,Proceedings at London very feverely ; telling him, that 
our Mailer hath done his Part in the Alliance as long as l>e was' able ; 
that nothing but the Ncccflity he is under, and the utter Difability of 
doing any thing further without the Aid of the Parliament, would have 
taken him off: That, on the other Side, Sweden (as they tdll Count 
Wott) hath done nothing all this while ; and the failing of Sweden to 
do as it was obliged on its Part, hath been one principal Caufe fhat 
hath forced the King our Maftcr to leave the Alliance, which would 
have been in a better Profpeft, and a better Pofture than now it is, had 
Sweden as Avcil as England done its Part. 

THE Baron de JJIfola came to Town laft Night, having taken ^min 
in his Way, where he had a private Conference with Prince Willietm 
of two Hours long. We arc, C^c.

H E laft wc prefumed to trouble your Lordlliip with, was of the 
JL -Tith by the Ordinary of that Day, fince which we have the 
Honour of your Lordfliip’s of the 6 tb Inllant, wherein you are picafed 
to give us an Account, how hard Matters prclTcd on all Hands, for an 
immediate Accommodation with Hulland^ and that feparate from the 
reH: of the Allies, and to be forthwith concluded on that Side ; that 
the States bewailing themfelves of tha unhappy Conjuncture of Things 
at Home, had purfued their Point to that Degree, tliut without expect¬ 
ing what had been the Ulue of their former Letter which had carried 
the Propofals, much Icfs of a following one, by which they had dehred 
Paflports for certain Ambafladors, to go and conclude the Peace at 
London ■, they had in all Hafte difpatcii’d a Power to the Spanifi Am- 
balladurs, to treat and conclude a Peace out of Hand upon the Place: 
that his Maj.’fty upon this Notice had appointed Cnnimilfioncrs to enter 
into Treaty with him ; that the next Day the Conferences w-cre to 
begin, and that in all Idkclihood the M-attcr would be quickly con¬ 
cluded, fo as that there remained little for us to do, but to give Com¬ 
munication of this to our Allies here, and to try to get it digefted the 
tielt wc could by them : It happen'd, as wc have heretofore intimated 
to your Lordlliip we hoped it wrouJd, that this was no more than what 
all tlic World here had been already for fome Time prepared to hear ; 
and accordingly, coming in Obedience to his Majelty’s Commands to 
give formal Communication of it to the Fvcvch AmbalTadors and the 
M'-'diators, w'c found them botli to receive it with great Calmnefs and 
Temper, not the Jeaft Shew' of Surprize or Difeontent: On the centrar}', 
preventing us in all we could fay, of the invincible Necellity that had 
obliged his Majefty to do wdrat he was doing, and declaring tlicmfelves 
infinitely fatistied of his Majefty’s great Honour and Gencrolityg in 
having withftood thus long I'o groat and violent a Storm in his All'airs 
at Horae: that they w’ould not fail, according to their Duty, to give a 
fpcedy Account of it to their refpeCtive Mafters, who, tliey doubted not, 
would make the fame Interpretation of it. I'lic Tnnch Ambaftadors, 
to do them Right, w erefo far from murmuring in the leaft, at w hat was 
like to happen on cur Part in this Bufinefs, that they fell into Lxpref- 
fions of the greateft Stnfe and I'cndernoL imaginable, for the Condition 
of his JVIajcfty’s Affairs, that had obliged him thus to do a I'hing, 
wdiich all%the World, tl cy faid, fuw was fo infinitely contrary to Ins 
Nature, adding, that nothing in this whole Matter would more fenUbly 
toQch the King their jMaftcr, than to fee to what .Degree his 
^lajefty’s Affairs at Home had been expofed, for the Sake of this Alli¬ 
ance ; with many more Reflexions of the greateft Civility and good 
Manners imaginable. The Mediators w'cre likcwifo on their Parts full 
of extrcain Refpeit to his Majefty's Honour in all this Matter, not the 
• leaft Cloud or Refewe that wc could perceive in all their whole Con- 
verfation upon it, thcy^only added, that they hoped his Majefty would 
plcafj to think of fome AVay, when his own Peace w as made, of ferving 
his Allies, to the making of theirs, as far as well might be j and of contri¬ 
buting in fueh Wav and Manner, and under fuch a Figure, as his Maj<,*fty 

ftiOUid 
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llioiild judge the Matter capable of, for the bringing about the general 
Ppacc { which we anfwcr’d, they might allure thcmftflvcs of; and that 
the Hrll Thing his Majcfty would think of, conlidering the Neccllity of 
his Affairs had not fuffered him to do jull what he was othenvife oblig’d 
to, and which in his own Heart he would have delired above ell 
'^I'hings to have been able to do towards his Allies ; that the next Thing 
which his Majelly would think of, would be, what and how he could 
do any Thing elle for the Service and Advantage of their Intercfts, in 
Order to a fpeedy and an honourable Peace. In which therefore, we faid, 
his Majefty w'ould be glad to undcrlland their, the Mediators, Judgment 
and Opinion j and that in the mean ^J'imc, as far as we could yet judge, 
his Majefly’s Mind w'as not immediately to call us hence, even tho’ 
his own Peace was concluded; in Cafe he could fee our Stay here 
would be any Way ufeful to thdfe Lnds. We palled from hence to give 
the fame Communication to the Minillers of cur othi.r Allies, tho 
Tledtor of Cologn and the Biflrop of Munjicr ; the former, the Baron de 
Treines, a Counccllor to the P-,Ie( 5 tor, and one the Pilettor principally 
entrulls in thefe Matters, in the Abfence of the Billiop of Stras- 
hiirgb and Prince William^ we have not been able to find at Home, 
fo as to do it in Form; but w'e have taken our Opportunity, as 
we have met w ith him in Converfation at Prince William to tell h*im, 
what the Condition of his Majefty’s Affxirs ate, what liis Majclly 
is doing in Relation to his own Accommodation, and what the Ex¬ 
tremity is that hath obliged him to it. The like we did to thofc of 
Muiifter I and in both Places found, that w e faid w^as no News 1»o 
them j they had already, from the Appearance of I'hings thefe three 
laft Weeks or Month, concluded this would be, in all Tikelihood, the 
Ifl’uc of the Thing on our Side at lall ,• and therefore the Ommandcr 
^cfmijing^ whom we found juft arrived from Ccr/cr/r, w here he had been 
thefe three laft Weeks or Fortnight with tho Bifliop oi Mniijlcr^ told* 
us, that their Mailer having already forefeen this would be the Cafe, 
had order’d him now', upon his Return, humbly to recommend it by us 
to his Majefty, that he would plcafe, by his Intcrpolition and Offices, in 
fuch Way and Manner as (liould be found moft proper, and particularly 
by that Authority and Influence, it is judged, his Majefty will have 
henceforward with the Prince of Orange^ to allift him (the Biihop) in 
obtaining a rcafonable Peace ; that is, faid he, tho it is not to be ex¬ 
pelled it llxould be in any Degree an advantageous one for the Billiop, 
conlidering the State Things arc at prefent brought to, yet at Icaft, that 
it be as fair aiid reafonablc as may be j w hich he laid, the Billfbp his 
Maftcr promifed himfelf the rather from his Majefty’s I'avour and Cood- 
nefs, in that he the Billiop had never been brought by France to en¬ 
gage in this Alliance j but that he was firft allured of his*Majcfly’s 
coming into it: That no other Conlidcration would have ev^r been able 
to have brought him into that Engagement. Upon the whole Mgjrtcr, 
we have not found, upon the communicating of what is doing in this 
Matter j but that all our Allies appear very fair and reafonablc in fhc 
I’hing, not the Icaft Murmuring or Expoftulation upon it: On the 
contrary, they feem all very fenliblc of the unhappy NccclTity his Ma- 
jclly’s Afeirs at Home have brought him under, abfoiutely to do w'hat 
he docs, and to feem Content to bear tlveir Part in the Misfortune.* 
As to what remains, the Swedes and our infcriour Allies, as wadi as 
the MiJiillcrs of the Itiers Party and neuter Princes, feem to hope, his 
Majclly will however pleafe to think of doing fomc Thing in feme 
other AVay, towards the bringing off of his Alliics by a general Peace, 
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if by any Means it may be had j but do not fay particularly how, and 
what it is, they would defiro from his Majelly towards it: The French 
AmbalTadors do not fo much as defiro any Thing of that Kind, but 
feem to leave all that may concern our intcrefts after the feparate Peace 
is thus made, to the Court to confidcr of; not being, that wc can per¬ 
ceive, othervvife particularly inftruded in the Thing. 

As to the Anair of Prince William of Fiirfiemhurgh^ the Matter 
continues ftill as it was in our laft; he himfelf rem iins ch>fe Pnfoncr 
at Sonn, till the Exprefs returns from Tlcnna witlj further Orders: 
The Town here in the mean 'fime going on, but very coldly and llowj), 
in the Examination of the Buiinefs, in Order, as they pretend, to tlie 
giving that Satisfaction that depends on tlrcHi, to the i'evcral Kings and 
Princes intcrefted in the Violation committed in that Attempt. In the 
Interim, the fevcral Minifters lure are expecting Orders from their re- 
fpeCtive Mafters, how to behave themfclvcs upon fo great and extraor¬ 
dinary an Accident, not daring to venture, in Cafe the Negotiation 
were otherwife open for it, to make any of them one Step in Bufinefs 
aftei fo foul an Attempt as this appears to be, upon the Honour of all 
the Princes interelled in the Afl'embly, till they have exprefs DireCtitJUs 
in it j and yet notwithllanding that this has been declared again by 
the Mediators, to be the Judgment and Kefolution of the publick 
Minifters here, yet the JJutch Amballadors continue ftill to profs the 
Mediators, by new I^etters, (a Copy of one of which your Lordlhip 
will receive here inclofed) that we would proceed with them in our 
Negotiation here; the Mediators have thought fit of themfolves to 
return the fame Anfwer they had already leveral Times given them, 
viz. That the Accident befallen Prince William., was looked upon as of 
fo very high and extraordinary a Nature, that the fevcral Minifters 
here, and we among the reft, had found fit to difpatch away Isxprcftcs 
* with the Notice of it to our refpeCtive Mafters, in Order to rccei\ e 
their Plcafure for our Government upon it; and that till the Return 
of thofc Couriers, it was not thought fit or fafe to proceed further 
in any Kind of Bufinefs. We could not but take notice to the Me¬ 
diators, when they told us of this new Letter, that it appear'd very 
ftrange and odd, in that the Dutch Amballadors, at the very fiirac 
Time when the States had, as every Body faw, forced this whole 
Negotiation into a new Way, to be finally tranfaCted at London by the 
Means of the Spanijh Ambalfador, to that Degree, that their Ambafl'a- 
dors berc had above ten Days ago communicated up and down the 
Copy of the States Power to the faid Spanijh Ambafl'ador to tliat 
Effect; that at the fame I'ime, the faid Ambalfadors fhould yet pretend 
to prefs, .with fo much Serioufnefs, to have the fame Thing done here. 
We faid th^ looked very odd, and we could not imagine" how they, 
the Mediators, could judge it to be at all ferious or in earneft. They 
agresed it was evidently but a Grimace, and little better indeed than a 
jsfcckcry, and that it feemed intended by the Duteby to value them- 
felves to the World, and particularly to the Mediators, that they were 
not the Caufe of carrying the Negotiation from hence; but that they 
had much ratlicr, as well in Honour to the Mediators, as in Hopes of 
•thereby bringing on the general Peace, that the Thing might have 
been jfiniflied here. This the Mediators are fatisfied is their Defign, 
in this afteCted Earnefinefc to proceed here, but at the fame Time de¬ 
clare themfelves fufficiently fenfible on whom this is to be charged ;» and 
that his Mi'j.fty has abundantly juftified himfelf, and the Regard he 

had 
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had for the Honour of the Mediators, as to the Point of keeping the 
Treaty here, in the Anfwer he firft made to the Spaiujh Ambaffador’s 
Memorial upon this Matter. We are,

My Lord, 

O N T’uefday the '^tb Current, foou after that the Ordinary with 
the Letters, which we had the Honour that Day to write' to 
your Lordfliip, was gone, the News of the Peace, concluded and figned 
between his Majefty and the States General on the inread it" felf 
in this Town, having been publiihed by a Courier that palfed, as it 
was faid, from the Marquils del Frejho to Vienna ; \vc could not per¬ 
ceive that it did Alarum any Party here, all Men having already digeft- 
ed it in their BxpcAations: We for our Parts have \'er}' great Gaufe 
to rejoice, that a Matter fo weighty hath been taken out of Hands fo 
weak as ours arc, and hath been tranfa^ied by thofc mufi honourable 
Perfons, under his Majefty’s immediate View, and gracious Directions; 
which was an Advantage, as w'e muft have wanted here, fo wc muft 
without it have fallen Ihort in fomc Things, wliicli might have been ex¬ 
pected from us : Wc have now no more then to attend his Majelty’s moll 
gracious Plcafurc for our Revocation, and to befeech Almighty God, 
the Treaty, in the Progrefs and Execution of it, may prove more and 
more to his Majefty’s Satisfaction and Joy, and that his Subjects may 
learn by this and other Inftanccs (which arc innumerable) of his Grace 
and Clemency, to conform themfelvcs to a Temper of Obedience and 
Zeal for his Service, that may bear fomc Proportion with his inhnite * 
I'cndernefs for his People. 

Yesterday the ‘Dntcb Ambalfadors font us two Gentlemen, to com¬ 
municate to us a Copy in Print, of the I.etter of the of Febi'tiaiy; 
whereby his Majefty was pleafed to notify to the States their Mafters, 
the Conclufion and Signing of the Peace, and deliring an Hour, in 
which they might come and congratulate us ; at three in the Afternoon, 
we had their Company for half an Hour. MelTieurs Secerning and 
Isbrants (there arc but thofe two in Town) were very large in their 
Congratulation^ with us, but not fo rcfpcCtfuI in their l.anguage 
of the Moft Chriftian King, as we thought would have become them; 
They wilhed, they faid, that our Treaty had been ftnilhed here, but 
were glad it was done any where; lo great was their deiirc of a Peace 
with England: They did profefs. Peace was it they lock'«i after, fay¬ 
ing, that it being contrary to their Interefts to make Conquefts, it could 
not be poflibly for their Advantage to make War j they will, thcy*fay, 
hereafter contract themfelves in their Frontiers; this laft VI ar having 
fuificiently demonftrated to them, the Weaknefs of thofe Councils, 
that had lead them to entertain fo many Garrifons to fo little Pur- 
pole. This Day we intend to render them their Vilit. 

There hath happen’d here another Accident, which difeovers more, 
and more, how far this Place is from that State of Neutrality it pretends 
to: For the Ambalfadors, and the KlcClor’s Mini iters, having 

concerted to fend conliderable Sums of Money, viz. the French 48000 
Crowns, to their Garrifon at Wefel^ and other Places on the River, the 
Elector another Sura (we know not yet prccifdy wliat) to the Troops 

in 
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in his Service; the Moneys were loaded upon tAvo Carts, and in Bar¬ 
rels that were pretended to be Brandy : T he Cart where the i-levtor ^ 
Money was, paflTcd out at one of our Gates, Avithout any Stop made or 
Qjieftions asked, and got fafe to a Convoy of 600 Horfe, that w'aited 
for the Money not far from the Gates. T he otlier Cart, with the Mo¬ 
ney of the French^ w-as Hopp’d by the Soldiers in the Gate, under 
a Pretence of enquiring what it was loaded with ; Secondly^ By a down- 
rigJit Seizure; and the Cart was driven back to Kilmanjcck\ Houfe, 
Avho is the Commandant here of the two Regiments, the one of the 
Imperialijis, and the other of the If'ejipbalinn Circle ; there the Money 
now lies ; and hav-ing been demanded of Kihnanfeck^ he excufed him- 
felf^ and faid, he was to folloAV the Orders of the Baron de JLUfvh ; 
Count T’ott having been with the Baron, received this Anfwer, that he 
could do nothing in it without the Orders of the Emperor : And this, 
as it gives fufficient Refentments to the French Ambalfadors, fo it puts 
the Towui into tlie greatell Perplexity imaginable ; this Money having 
been feized within thofc Bounds, wherein they are obliged to provide 
for the Proteition and Indemnity of one Side as w'cll as the other : 
The one Party in War having no other Security for his Life from the 
Attack of his Adverfary, than what he hath for his Goods from Vio¬ 
lence ; which is the Neutrality of this Place. 

•Just as we are doling this Difpatch, My Lord, we have the 
HtJiioiir to receive your Lordfliip’s of the th by Mr. Frances ; as alfo 
another of the by the Ordinary, both Avhich wc acknowledge with 
tl'.c humblcft I’hanks polllblc. Wc dare not promife ourfclvcs, that the 
prdinary of this Day hath now fo many Minutes left to Hay, as the 
putting of your Lordlliip’s by the Exprefs out of Cypher will nccelfa- 
rily require : We therefore humbly take Leave to referve ourfelvcs 
upon it till the next Day j and to add no more to this, but that which 
is newly come to our Knowledge, 'viz. M. Magahtti^ a Gentleman of the 
Beddiambcr to the Great Duke of Florence, who hath fpent fome 
Months in this I’lacc, and is, if w e miltake not, very intimate Avith the 
Imperial and SpaniJJj Minillcrs here, hath, about tAVo Days ago, ciz. 
Imcc the firli >NeAvs of the Peace, told Mr, Chaidlcygh, that M. dc Lyra 
had exprefled himfelf to him, as if Spain Avould be A'cry glad his Ma- 
jelty AAould pleafe noAv to enter into the Mediation. This he made no 
Secret of, but feemed to M. Magalotti to have let himfelf into this 
Difeourfe, that he might hand it to us, he adding, that he intended to 
intimate it to us, if any Occalion had offered itfelf. Wc are, ^r.

B y our laft, Avhich Avas of tlie Avith the Ordinary of that 

Day, we had only Time to acknowledge in the general, the 
Honour of your Lordllrip’s of the i^th of Feb. by Mr. Frances, Avho 
arrived Exprefs in the Moment wc Avere doling that Difpatch : As to 
the tAAo Things his Majelly is there pleafed to give us in Command, 
• c'iz. the difeovering, as far as we can, to what Degree the Parties remain¬ 
ing in War are difpofcd to accept of his Majelly’s Interpolition and 
Olfices, in order to a gcn’cral Peace j and next, howr and by Avhat Figure 
Ave could moll decently offer ourfclves, towards the ftrengthening df the 

Q Cl Media- 
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^flediation in this Congrefs j which is what his Majcfty fcems to defire^ 
in cafe the Matter appear otherwife prepared for it: We have made 
it our Bufinefs what we could, to find out what is the Mind and Sen¬ 
timents of the fcvcral Parties as to a general Peace j and tho’, as we 
have heretofore touched to your Lordlhip in fome of our late Dif- 
patches, as well the inferior Allies, as the Mediators and the Triers 
Party, appear very carneft for it, and particularly that his Majelly 
would plcafc, now his own Peace is made, to interpofe his Offices to¬ 
wards tho Work ,• yet we cannot find that the main Parties in the War, 
CVS. Fnincc and Spain^ are hitherto in any ferious Difpofition to it j at 
leaft, by all w'c can hitherto gather from their Minifters here upon the 
Place, they, the Minifters, arc without any Inftrudtions in the Point; 
which thofc of France think, wc arc intimate enough to conclude, that 
as yet they do not indeed know their Mailer’s Mind as to the main, 
whether and how far, as Things now ftand, he w'ould be willing to 
have the whole Matter made up by a Ipcedy and a general Accommo¬ 
dation j or whether he would not ratlier, as a Point of Honour, he 
linglc (for fo he is in a Manner like to be) proceed to try the Fortune 
at leaft of one Campaign, rather than prefently come to a Peace, which 
he might apprehend, would look in the World as if he had been a^V’d 
into it i and, as far as we can judge, the French Ambafladors are of an 
Opinion, their Maftcr will not come finally to any Mind in this Point, 
without a Communication firft had with his Majefty j and that there¬ 
fore his Majefty will be able to know wliat is the Refolution of France 
in the Thing, much earlier and clearer on that Side, than we can be 
able to learn it here : As to Spain^ we are yet fo new in our Converfo 
with all that Side of the AlTcmbly, that we cannot pofllbly come to learn 
any Thing of their Inclinations in this Matter : Wc have endeavoured 
to purfue the Hint, we told your Lordlhip in our laft, we had received 
by M. Magalotti^ of what M. de Lyra Ihould have faid, as to that 
Crown's being defirous his Majefty Ihould undertake the Mediation of 
their Intcrefts in the remaining Negotiation ; wc have laid out the beft 
we could, to learn what the Bottom of this might be, but hitherto wc 
cannot find any Ground to make any great Reflexion upon it r Wc fliall, 
however, continue with the beft Care and Skill w’c have, to inform our- 
felves further of it- and give your l.ordlhip the beft and earlicft Ac¬ 
count wc can of w hat we learn. Count told us laft Night upon 
this Occafion, that by all he can judge from M. ^ieicrning, whom he 
obferves to have been very linccre all along in thefe Matters, Hollandy 
i. c. the States themfelvo, arc certainly inclin’d to come out of the 
War as foon as they can, and that by a general Peace ; that as* the 
moft likely Way of bringing Spain (in cafe it Ihould otherwife prefume 
on the Advantage of this Conjundlure, and rather be for continuing 
the War) to hearken to a fair and reafonablc Peace, would be to bring 
Hclland heartily to defire it; fo nothing but the Inftances and'Authority 
of his Majefty with the Prince of Orange^ would certainly work that 
Difpofition \n Hettand: And that, as the Count told us, was. one Way 
the World judges tho King our Maftcr may be principally inftrumentad 
toward the General Peac^. Another he told us, by cnclining FrawCy 
on the othor Hand, to give a reafopable Peace to Spain and Holland^ 
i. e. fuch a one as that Party, upon the lato Changes happen’d iu 
Things, approhond they have li^eafon to expe(^ Thefe are the great, 
and indeed only Difficulties, upon which this .Work of the General 
Peace, Ibcms to depend, iiz. to, difpofe one Party to give a reafonablc 
Peace,* and the other, to receive it ■, towards both which wc apprehend 

the 
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the Mediators find the King may very principally contribute, by bis 
great Credit and Authority with the Moft Chriftian King on the one 
Hand ; and through that Influence the World believes all his lnterpofi> 
tions with the Prince of Orange mult needs have, on the other Hand. 
And this is all we arc able to learn of what it is that would be de- 
fired from the King our Mailer, towards this Work of the General 
Peace, or in what Way. We have omitted no Occalion of calling upon 
the Mediators, as well as upon thofe Parties that have appeared defirous 
of his Majelly's taking a Part in the Mediation, to think how and in 
what Way they would propofe to have his Majclty enter into the Thing j 
but have not been able hitherto to receive any kind of an Account 
from them, other than in the general, that they defire infinitely his 
MajelW would be plcafed to interpofe in it j but ftill, as to the Particu¬ 
lars or the Figure, Way, and Manner of his Majefty’s interpofing, they 
leave that to his Majclty’s own Judgment and Pleafure, which is all we 
have been able to draw from them ■, and we were (bmewhat furprized to 
find by the Count T'ott, that even M. Span\ who w e concluded would 
have .been very particular and exprefs in that Point, is not like to fay 
much more on that Side in the Thing. 

Y.e s t e r d a y M. Spanbeiniy the JEledor Palatine's Miniller, came to 
fee us : The Occafion of his Vifit, he told us, was by Order of his Ma- 
lU:r, to acquaint us with the fudden and extraordinary Violence done 
him by the Troops of France^ in the furprizing of his Town of Qer^ 
merjhcim^ fituato on the KJbine 2 or 3 Hours from Philipshurgb. The 
Stfcry at length he told us was this : His Electoral Highnels having 
had Caufe, for thefc lafl; 8 or i o Months, cxtreamly to complain of the 
Spoils and Ravages committed by the French Troops, in their Marches 
and Countermarches through his Country, and having, by his Miniller 
in the French Court, fevcral Times made bis Complaints of thofe 
Abufes, the Marquifs de Pethune (the fame that it feems was employ’d 
hcrctofotc in that Court, for adjufting the Article of the Marriage 
between M. and the young Elcdtoral Princefs) was fome Weeks fince 
font to Heydeibtirgh^ in Quality of Envoy from the Moft Chriftian King, 
to give his Highnofs Satisfaifion in the Point; being arrived there, the 
only Propofitions he made were two : 

1. A s to the Reimburfements, and Reparation for the Spoils doUc 
his Eleftoral Highnefs’s Countries by the French Troops, he alfured his 
Highnels, it had been abfolutcly tvithout the King’s Knowledge, and 
contrary to his Mind ; but that, as to the Satisfaction, his Majefty 
thought it was but reasonable, that feeing the Hollanders had been the 
Occafion of carrying this War into the Empire, that they Ihould be 
looked upon as anfwcrable at laft for thefe Damagesi 

2. The other Point he propofed was, for a Neutrality to be eftablifii- 
cd henceforward in all the Eledor’s Territories j which he demanded 
might* be done on fuch 'I'erms, as that a free PalTage might be from 
Time to Time granted to the Troops of France^ but denied to thofe of 
the Emperor. 'I bis M. Spanbeitn told us, W'ere all the Propofitions the 
Marquifs had made in that Court. To which his Electoral Highnefs had 
anfwcred : 

^i. That as to the Alfignation he feemed to give him, the Elcftor, 
upon the Hollanders^ for a Reparation of the Spoils committed by the 
French in his Countries, ha could not look upon it as fpoken in any 
Degree ferioufly; but muft take T.cavc to fay, it was a Raillery, dt 
could not be cxpcdlcd Holland (liould be anfwerable for fo many vaft 
Spoils and Ravages, as bad been committed by the French Troops in 

Q.q % Ger~ 
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Germany; or i£ they were, it were a ftrange Way' about to fetui him, 
the JBlc£kor, -to procure himfelf Rcalbn from them; and therefore he 
muft beg Pardon, if he look’d upon that as a Jeft put upon him. 2 /jS^, 
As to the Point of Neutrality demanded from him ; bis Anfwcr was, 
that he delired to remain a moft humble Servant to his Moft Chriftian 
Majefty, and refolvcd not to do any Thing to forfeit his Majefty’s Fa¬ 
vour and Protection j but he did not fee how he could in any Kind of 
Reafon enter into the Engagement offer’d him, under the Condition it was 
offered; that it feems a Contradiction to the Nature of Neutrality, to 
refufe that to one of the Parties in War, which was granted to the 
other. 

The Marquifs finding this in Subfiance to be the Mind of the ElcClor, 
in thefe two Points, did immediately, in Execution of the Orders he 
had, it feems, brought with him from Court, give notice to M. dc 
Roebfort and M. de Vaubrune, the Trench Lieutenant Generals in 
Atface^ of the Complexion he found the Elector of,- upon which they 
marched prefentiy with a Body of Men, and invefied the Town and 
Cafile of Germerjheim above-mentioned a Place, as they reprefented 
it, of no great Strength in it fclf, but of wonderful Confcqucncc to the 
Security of thofr Parts, being the Key of A^ce. towards the Empire, 
and a moft necelfary Poft for the Security of Thihpslmrgb^ in Cafe of a 
War in the Empire. This being known at Hcydclhergh^ the EleCtor 
fell into a great Palfion writh the Marquifs de Hethune^ that he could 
not but wonder at fo open and avowed a Violence ; and particulary at 
a Time, when the Moft Chriftian King had a Minifter arrived in 'his 
Court, with frelh Expreflions of extraordinary Friendlhip and good Will 
for him the Elector and his Interefts : Upon this, the Marquifs w as ob¬ 
liged to tell him the whole Secret of the Thing ; w hich w as, that tlic 
King his Mailer had received certain notice, of a Treaty fign’d between 
him, the EleCtor, and the Emperor, of the j^fh oiyanuary paft; by 
which, as he faid, the EleCtor had obliged himfcll^ i. To receive 2oco 
Horfe and Joo Foot of the Emperor’s Troops into his Country, thofc 
Troops to be paid by the Emperor, till Contributions ftionld be fettled 
to pay them otherwile. 2. To give PalTage from I'ime to Time to the 
Emperor’s Forces, and to refufe it to thofc of France. 3. I'he Empe¬ 
ror to give him a Subfidue of 50000 the one half payable imme¬ 

diately upon the publilhing of the Emperor’s Letters Avocatory (as 
they call’d them) in the Elector’s Territories, and the remaining 
Moiety, when the Emperor ihould actually break with France. And 
lajily., 'I'hat tfor the Performance of thefe Articles, the Town cr Ger- 
merjheim ihould be put into the Emperor’s Hands. This Agreement 
the Marquifs told the EleCtor, his Mailer had received a certain In¬ 
formation of, and indeed a Copy, which he laid he had *hcn by him, 
for the greater Juftification of the Thing; and upon this it was, he 
faid, the King had lent him to try how far he could be able. By the 
Offers he had made, to draw him from thofe Intentions, and to fix ^im 
in the Friendlhip and Alliance he Had fo long had with the Crown of 
France; and which he had hoped had been much more ftrongly con¬ 
firmed, by the late Tye of Marriage between Monficur and the Electoral 
Princefs; but having found, that no good was to be done in it ; that 
his Highnefs appeared relblved on the Councils he had already taken 
in that Matter ; he own’d the King his Maftcr, to prevent the Defign 
of tilie Emperor in the Thing, had given Order for the doing what was 
done in the Matter of Germerjheim^ &c. To this the Elector aiifw-cred, 

I /?, That it was abfolutely a Mii^ke, that he had figned qr treated 

anv 
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any liicl\ Agreement with the Emperor, he had never any fuch 
Thou^ts, only it was true, that finding the infinite Spoils and Wafts 
committed by the Ftencb Troops, in their Marches throw his Terri¬ 
tories this kit Year, he had (as the ancient Conftitutions of the Em¬ 
pire, and the Peace of Mmfter warrant, and in fome Sort dired the 
Princes of the Empire to do in the like Cafes) written to the Emperor, 
that the neighbouring Circles of Franconin and Swahe might be ordered 
to give him fuch Part of their IVoops, as he fliould from Time to Time 
defirc for the Security of his Countries: This, he faid, he own’d to 
have done, by Virtue of the ancient Conftitutions of the Empire, and 
purfuant to what is provided by the Peace of Mtinfier in that Cafe - 
and that the Marquifs might fee what it was lie had done, the Elcdor 
at the fame Time delivered him a Copy of tlie Letter, he had written 
to the Emperor on that Matter. 2^/)', ’Vhe Eledor told him, that 
whatfoever it was the Moft Chriftian King had been informed in that 
Bufinefs, he could not but think, the Way and Manner of that Pro¬ 
ceeding a little ftrange, that the kmc Time he had his Miniftcr in his 
Court, full of the greateft Profefllons of Kindnefs and good Will imagi 
natlc for him the Elcdfor ,• and particularly inllruttcd, as it now appear'd, 
in this very Point: That the Moft Chriftian King fliould yet proceed to 
fo violent an Execution as this w as, without having firft taxed him, 
the Eledor, with the pretended Treaty and Agreement wdth the Empe¬ 
ror, and hearing •what he had to fay for himfclf upon it. This, he 
faid, he could not but think a very extraordinary Way of Proceeding. 
t:o\vards a Prince that had been fo long and fo heartily engaged in the 
Intercfts of the Crowni of France^ in that Part of the 'W'orJd. Thi' 
M. Spanheim told us, was ivhat had palfcd in the 'fhing, of whicli the 
Eledor had commanded him to give ns this particular Account, with 
a Dcfire that wc would reprefent it to his Majefty for his Information . 
that when the Matter fliould come to be ripe for it, his Majefty ivoiild 
pleafe to own him the Eledor with his Protedion and Favour, in Order 
to his Reparation for this, among many other Violences he hatli fuffer’d 
of late from the French. We had had the fame Story told us two 
Days before by the French Ambafladors, with thefe onij’^ Ditfcrenccs; 
that as to the Point of Satisfadion for paft Spoils, tho’ the M. dt 
^thune had in general Difeourfe in publick, charged it in a Manner 
upon the Hollanders to make Satisfaction for it ■, becaufc they, the 
French, would not have it pafs in the AVorld, as if thc}- did not look 
upon it as their Right in Time of War, to take Pallage wherever tlicy 
had Occafion; yet that underhand, and in private, he had made tlie 
Eledor underftand, the King 'W'ould take Care for a rcafonable Conli- 
dcration to be had of thc Spoils committed. And then, as to th.c 
Treaty'with the Emperor, that moft certainly the King liad rc'cci\cd by 
a fccrct Way a Copy of fticli a Thing, and upon that Ground Jiad pro¬ 
ceeded to do what was done ,• that M. dc 'Bcthunc had produced a Copy 
of the Treaty to thc Eiledor and his Minifters, that wEcn tljc King 
dbuld be allured of what thc Eledor pleaded for himfeJf, that there 
was no fuch I'hing, that thc Mifchief would not be great, it would 
be but thc withdrawing of his ’I'roops, and rL-ndring of that Place, which 
his Majefty w'as in that Cafe moft ready to do. '^I’his is one of thofc 
many Incidents, wdiich wc find happen daily on every Side, to the Ditfi- 
culting any general Accommodation, w hich might be otherwife hoped 
for or endeavoured ; and which, wc do not perceive the Parties a^;c any 
of them follieitou-s to have remedied. 

A s 
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As to the Bufinefs of Prince Willicim, it is not yet known what 
Anfwer the Emperor will make to the Mediator’s Letter upon that 
Incident; it is faid, there hath been much Difference of Opinions in 
the Councils at Vienna upon it: But that in all likelihood, the Empe¬ 
ror may excufc the Thing as not done altogether according to his 
Diredions, as to the Circumftanccs of it ; and particularly, that it was not 
knovtrn the Prince had the Charadter of AmbafTador and Plenipotentiary j 
yet it it generally believed, now he has the Prince in his Power, he 
will hardly part with him, till the Peace be made ; tho’ fomc give out, 
he has been offer’d his I.iWty immediately, on Condition this Eledlor 
will finally conclude his own Accommodation with the Emperor. In 
the mean Time, the Courier difpatchcd upon this Occafion by the 'French 
Ambafladors is returned from Court, bringing the King’s peremptory 
Commands to his Ambafladors, by no Means to advance one Step in any 
Part of their Negotiation here, till the Prince be fet at Libcrt)'^, and fit 
lleparation made to fo many great Kings and Princes, whofc Honours 
and Dignities are fo deeply concerned in this Attempt. We take 
leave to fend inclofed a Copy of that Circular Letter the Moft 
Chriftian King hath written upon this Occafion to all his Minilfers 
abroad; tho’ we doubt not, but your I.ordlliip will have already re¬ 
ceived a Copy of it from Sir William Lockhart. 

W E have been fcveral Times called upon, as well by Mediators as 
the other Minifters here, to know what Inllrudions we have received 
from our Mafler upon that Matter. We have anfwercd, that our Ex- 
prefs with the firfl Notice of it, was but arrived the Night before tho 
Date of our laft Letters, fo as there had not been Time for his Majelty 
to come to any Conclufion upon a Point of that Weight. Only we 
faid, his Majcfty had been pleafed wholly to approve of what we had 
already, upon the firfl happening of the Accident, done here upon the 
Place, in refufing to proceed further in any Part of our Negotiation ; 
which was the fame the King of Frame had now fignified, as his In- 
ftrudtions likewife to his Ambafladors. 

The in the Afternoon, we returned the Lutcb Ambafladors 
their Vilit and Compliment, upon the happy News of the Peaceand 
this Day W'e have invited them, to hnifh that Ceremony at Dinner with 
us; believing it our Part henceforward to take another f'igure in all 
our Converfation and Alanner of I.iving, as well towards them and the 
Spanijh Miniflers, as towards thofe of tlie Emperor yet ftill with that 
good Manners and Fairnefs that is fit towards the French Ambafladors, 
and the Minifterj of our other Allies, who continue to carry thcmfblves 
towards us wfith all the Gencrofity and Franknefs imaginable, confider- 
ing what has happened. We arc, C^r.

I N our laft of the ^ 3 , we humbly took leave t:o lay before 
your I.ordfhip, how little Light this Place affords us, whereby 
his Majefty may difeover, firjiy how the ‘Parties now in War 
arc difpofed to accept of his Majefly’s good Offices, in Order to 
a gcntral Peace: Secondly^ How, and by what Means and Figure, 
we may moft decently oftcr curfelves to flreugrhen this Medi¬ 
ation, 
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ation, £br the keeping up of this CcHigrefS) which his Majefty feems to 
defire;, fince the Diflblution of it would render the Peace yet mote 
diftant and defperate than now it is. As to the Jirft Point, we have 
not fince our laft, obferved or heard any Thing ha^ fallen from the 
Minifters of 'Prance^ or of the Houfe of Juftria, that might give us 
Caufc to hope they are in any Difpofition, on the one Side, to give 
what will be accepted; or, on the other Side, to accept what will be 
given, according to the prefent Standard of Affairs, rather than try the 
Fortune of this next Campaign. 

The French^ for their Parts, valuing thcmfclves upon their ufual 
Vigour, (joyned with the Experience of their Commandots) and not 
leis upon the Advantages they have in being under one Head, and 
confcqucntly in having (as it were) but one Heart: The Confederate 
Party, on the other Side, talk in all Convcrlatians of the Invalions 
and Diverfions they are like to make upon France^ by their great Num¬ 
bers, and of the Odium that flames out every where againft the French: 
But the one and the other Party fufficiently difeovering, that they have 
no Meafures but tbofe of War, at this prefent, in their Thoughts,- and 
the rather, in that neither Side hath at this Time any thing to hope 
or feat from that T’iers Party, of which much hath been talked, and 
fomething expebted about two Months ago. The j^uteb Ambaffadors 
did indeed, in a Converfation fince our laft, difeourfe at large to us, 
the many Accidents and Difappointments that both the one and the 
other Party may be fubjc6l to, this next Campaign ; and therefore that 
it is fore againft their Wills, that they, the go on any further 

in ^his War : But they faid, they can the better endure to do it, in 
that the more troublefomc Moiety of their Embarras is taken off by 
the Peace w ith Fngland and that tho’ they would readily embrace a 
Peace with France, yet they will not give one Angle inch of their 
Ground to purchafe it: So that of the Parties in War, the Bifhops of 
Cokgn ^eAMunfter are the only ones that fpeak out openly, and on all 
C)ccafions, their Willies and Defires, that his Majefty would interpofe his 
Offices, which they affurc thcmfelves cannot choofc but be very power¬ 
ful and cffc<ftual, as far as they are concern’d, in Regard of his Autho¬ 
rity chiefly with the Prince of Orange -, who, if be fhould pleafe to dif- 
pofe the States to give an honourable Peace to thefe two Princes, the 
Emperor, they hope, would have no further Pretence of Hoftility againft 
them. 

A s to the Beginning of this AfTcmbly, and our affifting in it, which 
is the other Point j wo have been told fince our laft, that the yltijirian 
MiniftcBs make that Judgment of France, and particularly of the Cir¬ 
cular Letter W'hich the Moft Chriftian King hath writ the i^th paft, to 
his Minifters Abroad, upon the Fnlcvemciit of the Prince of Fiirjhm- 
bnrgh, tliat they believe the French will not leave this Place, tho’ the 
Emperor fliosld perfift not to give any Satisfadtion in that Point; 
And that may be one of the Rcalbns, why the Imperialifis arc fo little 
fbllicifous as they arc, to do right to the French, or rather to the City, 
for 4 thc Money feized on fomc Days ago by them in the Town-Gate -, 
a Seizure as little detcnfiblc, even by their own Confeffions, as that of 
’ Prince Williams Fnkoement can be pretended to be; that Money rc*< 
maining ftill in the Commandant Kilmanfeck'$ Hands. The French 
Ambafiadors, on the other Side, feem to expedt Orders for their leaving 
this Place, as loon as the Mediators here fhall have an Anfwer to their 
Addrefs to the Emperor, irf cafe that Anfwer docs not reftore the Prince 
to his Liberty : They were indeed, before this Incident of Prince 

liam\. 
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Hams, fo much in AfTurancc of their own Stay here, and of the Duke 
de Chaulnes Return hither, that they had fent for all Manner of Sup¬ 
plies from ^aris, to be brought them hither when he came, and alfb 
had gotten the ^Duteb AmbalTadors to procure from the Hague fafe 
Condu&s for his Paflage j yet now they fpeak of his Return as a Thing 
they have wholly ceafed to expert, indeed to think of, fince that 'Enle¬ 
vement. On the Spanijh Side, tho’ we have endeavour’d (from fome Hints 
of M. de Lyra's^ as we told your Lordlhip in our lall) to difeover their 
Sentiments of our afllfting at this Mediatioo, and of our Matter’s En¬ 
deavours to continue it, all that we have been able to learn is, that 
lince our latt, M. de Monterey gives it out at that we are to 

be recalled hence very fuddenly : But M. de Ijyra gives out, we are to 
continue here fome Time, in order to keep up the Congrefs. The 
Mediators, on the other Side, are fufficiently troubled to fee this Aflem- 
bly languiih as it does, but know not how to remedy it, nor what Fi¬ 
gure Sweden is to take when this Congrefs is dittblved. They have not 
given us lince our latt, any Intimation they would be glad our Matter 
did take upon him any Figure or Share in the Mediation of this Peace. 
The View they feera to have is, that liis Majctty will enter into fome 
Courfe of Neutrality, whereunto they may be admitted, and conle- 
qucntly may cxcule thcmfclves then as Neuters, (in the fame Manner 
they are dilpens’d with now as Mediators) from a<iting as Parties to the 
War : But that Plan, we fuppofe, (if they have any fuch) will be laid 
before his Majetty in its full Light, (for we have but Glimpfes of it) 
when M. Sparr arrives on that Side. 

W E have nothing to add to what our latt informs your Lordlhip of 
Prince Williams Affair ; the Exprefs fent by the Mediators to 'Wienna 
being not yet returned, nor indeed any News of his Arrival there : M. 
^Ptiffendorff^ the Swedijh Minitter there, by his latt Advices, laying no 
more, but that his appearing upon this Incident at that Court, was in 
the Strength of his own Reafon, and not upon any Directions from tlv* 
Mediators hence. He fends the inclofcd Paper, as the Account whereby 
the Enlevement of the Prince was notified to the Foreign Minifters in 
that Court ; We lhall not trouble your l.ordfliip w ith the Remarks 
obvious to every body upon the reading of it ; only what is affirmed of 
the Prince his being a Valfal, in Regard of any Tenure or Matriculation 
in Jtyiriay is taken here to be as groundiefs, as that where it is Aiid 
he was not AmbalTador or Plenipotentiary in this Congrefs. We 
are, (^c.

S INCE our laft, which was by the Ordinary of have none 

from your liOrdfhip to acknowledge ; nor has any Thing happen’d 
new, which may deferve your I.ordlhip’s T'roublc upon either ot the 
two main Points, which we apprehend remain now in our Care to give 
fome Information in, <viz. whether, and how far, by what Figure, and 
in what Way, his Majefty could moft fitly intcrpole by us here in this 
Aflfembly, for the bringing on the General Peace ■, and how far the Par¬ 
ties interefled are in a Difpofition to accept of his Majelty’s interpofing 
in the Thing. Thcfe w^e take to be the main Points remaining hence¬ 
forward in our Care to give an Account of: have made it our 

Bufinefs to make what Difcoverics polfibly we could upon this latter 
Head, viz. how far the fevcral Parties arc difpofed towards a Peace, 
or to accept of the Offices of the King our Mailer for tlae bringing it to 
pafs, but cannot find any Thing confiderable to fay upon it, beyond 
what we writ in our lafl: We find it taken for granted on all Hands 
here, that Spain is not at all defirous, indeed w illing, to come imme¬ 
diately to a Peace; i. c. it is apprehended on that Part, that the Con¬ 
juncture is now become fo very favourable, cfpecially by feparating 
TjUgland from the contrary Alliance, that Spain ought not noAv to hear 
of a Peace upon lefs Terms, as to their own Intcrells, than tlie bring¬ 
ing back all Matters to the Peace of the ^Pyrrhenees . This is thought 
to be the Conclufion they have taken in the '^I'hing, fo long at Icall 
as they can be allured of Holland'^ flicking to themj for it is judged, 
that all the Moderation that is to be expetited on the Part of Spain in 
this Affair, will depend immediately upon the Mind and Complexion 
of Holland: Not but that all the World believes that Crown will 
have a very particular Regard, from many Reafons, for the Mediation 
ot his Majelty, whenever he fliall plcafe to interpofe his Oifices with 
them in Order to a Peace ; but that the only Thing that is like finally 
and certainly to govern S^ain as to the Peace, w ill be the Plye Holland 
will take in the i'hing : And this we find is the great and principal 
Point, in which the World judges, his JMaje/ly hath it in his Pow'cr 
to advance the general Peace, ciz. by infuencing the Prince of Orange 
(who, it is liippofcd, might otherwife, for the particular Interefts pofii- 
bjy of his Charge and Poll of Stadtholder, incline to the continuing 
of the War, as now the Party is formed) to incline to a Peace, upon fair 
and roafooahlc Terms j tvhich, if he Ihould dt), it is not ^doubted but 
Spain would be obliged to come to the fame 7 houghts to : 7 his is, as 

to what we find, judged to be the Mind of Spain in the 7 'hing. 

As to the Emperor, by all wc ean learn or difeover, the Councils^,at 
Vienna are not hitherto come to any other 7 'houghts, as to the Conti¬ 
nuance of the War, than what the Interelts of Spain lead them to; i.e. 
that as to the Matter of a General Peace, the Emperor, as far as can 
be judged, will do as Spain lliall find moll uleful for itsintcrelis : Not 
but that iome of the piincipal Officers of his Army, and even feme of 
his Miniflers here in this Aflembly, have been bbfevved to let fall fome 
odd Exprclfions, as if the Emperor would make Ufe of this Conjuncture, 
which they look upon as growing daily mure and more favourable to 

their 
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their Intcrefts, by the great Difguft the French Conduft of late gives 
in the Empire, for the retrieving the Imperial Power and Authority to 
that Point his PredecciTors formerly held it in ; and which, they pretend, 
is, by the ancient Conftitutions and Cuftoms of the Empire, ow ing to 
him j but this feems to be but I’alk at Random, and without any par¬ 
ticular Appearance of Ground for w hat is faid: On the contrary. 
Things do not appear in any Degree advanced enough yet, fortlic Pm- 
peror to form any fuch diftant Defigns, which, when they liinuld once 
come to difeover themfclves, and to be taken Notice of by tlv Qerman 
Princes, would, it is conceived, create him fuch Oppofition from within, 
ill the Empire itfeif, that how fair foever the Pollurc of his Arms may 
feem at prefent, while the IVctence is againft a ilrongcr Prince, he 
w ould not be able to carry on any fuch Delign as that is much further, 
fliould it once come to be difeovered. So as, upon the whole, the Em¬ 
peror is not thought to have hitherto cxprelly formed any Deligns more 
than in the general, to fupport the Affairs of Spain^ and polfbly toraife 
him, for the future, fome iurther Credit and Reputation to his Perfon 
and Government ; w hich, it is faid, is a Point of Honour he is of late 
much prick’d with : P'or as to thofe few Particulars, which arc othcr- 
wdf? pretended to be charged upon France^ w itli relation to the Empire, 
as the Matter of lo 'I'owns of the Fiefs of Metz^ &c. they are 

judged to be fuch Points as could not much difficult the Peace, in cafe 
the Parties were otherwife really chl'pofed to it. This is ail w'e are able 
as yet to difeover of the Mind of thefe two principal Allies, and that 
only by the occa/ional Difcoiirfes of others; not that the Miiiillcrs of 
eitlier have hitherto been obferved to touch any Thing upon this whole 
islatter. As to Hulhnid, all w'c can yet learn of their Mind, by the few 
(Jonvcrlations w'c have hitherto had with their Amballadors here, is, 
that in the general they feem to wifli and hope for a general Peace, 
and tliJit in the grcatefl Meafure by the Interpohtion and Offices of his 
Maj dly ; but they do not come to any Particulars, cither as to the 
Terms upon which it might be reafonablc for the Parties to heerken 
to a Peace, or of the Way and Manner by w hich his Alajefty might con¬ 
tribute tow'ards it. In the other Party, w e cannot Hnd the French Am- 
balladors are able to fay fo much, /. c. they are not able to fay in the 
general, how far the Xing their Mailer, as d hings now Hand, ivould be 
willing to hearken to a tieneral Peace, till he have firll tried the For¬ 
tune poffibiy of one Campaign, not to feem to the World to have been 
awed into it. It is a Point they do not ow n to have any kind of Jdght 
in ; but, on the contrary, they feem to think, that whatever the jMind 
and Refolution of the King their Mailer be in the Thing, it will have 
been hrft certainly communicated to his Majelly, fo as that it w ill be 
know'll much earlier and more fully on that Side, than we fliall be able 
to learn it here from the Amballadors. The inferior Allies, that is, the 
two Biflinp#, continue \ cry preffing to have the General Peace brought 
on, and that by^ tlie King our Alaller’s Interpofition ,• and to a Degree, 
thA it is much to be fufpctftcd, if they do not find fuddenly a Probabi¬ 
lity of having a General Peace, they w ill be thinking each of providing 
feparately for hlmfelf: And we have Reafon to believe, by what has 
thefe lall Days fallen in fevcral Converfations from thofe of Mitn/ier^ 
that their jM alter is already far on his Way in the Thing. As to Swe¬ 
den, the Amlfaliatlors here continue to vvilli at large, that the King 
w'ould pleafe to interpofe his Offices and Alhllance towards the Work 
but will not fpcak out, and under what Figure they would propofc his 
Alajclly fliould do it: They fpeak in the general, of the Authority his 

R r 2 Mo.- 
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Majefty may have with the King of France on the one Hand, and with 
the Crown of Spain, and much more with the Prince of Orange, on the 
other Hand, for the bringing the two Parties to Terms of Realon in their 
fcveral Pretenlions ; but ftill they feem dclirous, that the Name and 
Figure of Mediators in this Work may remain lingly to them. And 
this is all we can hitherto learn of their Mind, as to the Part and Fi¬ 
gure they would be willing his Majefty Ihould take in the "J'ldng. Wc 
had well hoped, that by what they had hitherto difeourfed to us of the 
Errand of M. Sparr, that he would have been inftrudted, at his An'ival 
on that Side, to have fpoken a little more clearly and throughly as to 
this Point ,• but by what we could gather yefterday from Count T^ott, 
he is fo far from that, that indeed he is to feek noAV, fince the Conclu- 
(ion of the Peace, what to fay of any kind at his Arrix ul at Jj/udon ; 
and he let fall, as if that were indeed the Kcafon, why he, M. Sparr, 
made no more Hafte in his Journey, to gain Time for IniiruCtions 
from Svseden, to meet him at London by the Time he r. i -» es there. 

A s to the Affair of Prince William of Furjlemhnrgh, it continues in 
the fame State it was in our lalt ■, and the great Lxpedation is, w hat 
Anfwcr the Emperor will think fit to make, to the Memorial of the 
Swedes Minifter, given in upon that Subject at jlcnnct, a Copy of u hich 
we take Leave here to inclofc; as far as can ho yet judged, the Em¬ 
peror is in a Refolution of owning the whole I'hing, even in the Cir- 
cumftanccs of it, favc what relates to the Prince's Charadcr of Ambaf- 
fador j in which not having been own’d by the Emperor, or his Mini- 
fters here upon the Place, as they pretend, they feem to iniiil, that as to 
them at Icaft he W'as no Ambafl'ador, or Publick Miniflcr, and fo not 
within the Protection of the Law of Nations : However, it is believ¬ 
ed, that in the Refolution the Emperor takes upon this Matter, he will, 
in the fir ft Place, have an Eye how far, and to what Degree, the fjve- 
ral Kings and Princes intcrclted in it are like to refent the J'hing, and 
accordingly will come off it or not: So as it is believed, that a ferioiis- 
Intcrpolition, even by Letter, in cafe that could come ’^I'imc enoiigli 
from the fevcral Princes concerned in this Aflembly, would go far with 
the Emperor in the Matter. 

Tv o Days ago M. de Scrinchamps, one that had been feme Months 
h<’re on the Part of the Duke of Lorain, tho’ without Character, came 
to compliment us in the Duke his Mafter’s Name, upon the Conclufion 
of the Peace j which, he faid, the Duke refolved to do himfclf by Let¬ 
ter to his Majefty, which he defired we would give Cover to, fo foon as 
it fliould come to our Hands. He touched a little upon tho Matter of 
Lorain, and ^hc great Injufticc he had fo long fuffer’d from the French 
in it} faying, the Duke his Maftcr w’ould now hope for his Majefty’s 
Favour and Protection to him, now that his Majefty had concluded his 
ow n Peace, in cafe the Negotiation of a general one fhould be refumed. 

Stncb the clofing of this Difpatch, wx* have the certain News of 
Prince Williams having been removed from Fionn on Saturday lall in,the 
Evening, under a Guard of 350 Horfe, with Order, as is faid, to make 
a Stay of fomc few Days at Hermeiftieim, and fo to proceed with him 
directly for Vienna. Which looks as if the Emperor w’crc refolved 
finally to Hand by what has been done in the Thing, even to the utmoft 
of the Circumftanccs of it. , 

This Advice is font to us by the Countefs Lcvcnjicin, Sifter to the 
Prince j and by what wc hear from others, w e* have no Reafon to doubt 
of the Truth of it.

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W E moft humbly bcfccch his Majefty's Favour as to our Allowances 
and Entertainment, that his Majefty would pleafe gracioufly to name us 
to my Lord Treafurer, that we may continue to be in his Lordlhip’s 
Care, as to our Aflignments. 

W E have all along hitherto taken Care, as well for the Credit of 
our Charafters, as in Conlideration of the Point of good Husbandry that 
is in it, to buy all with ready Money, fo as not to be owing any where 
a Day; and- we would be glad Hill to do fo. Your Lordfliip will 
pleafe to remember, our Payments are from three Months to three 
Months, and that only when the Term is expired, for which the Money 
is due ; fo as we arc always three Months Allowance out of our own 
Purfe.

W E had no fooner clofed our lall, that we had the Honour to write 
to your Lordfliip of the -\th by the Ordinary, a Duplicate 
whereof goes herewith inclofed, but M. Ic ‘Baron de Vraincs-, the prin¬ 
cipal Minifter that now, lince the En'Lvemcnt of Prince William^ appear^; 
here in the Elcdor of Cokin's Affairs, came to us, with a Mi-llage from 
his hledcral Highnefs : It was to delire us to con\cy a Letter, which 
told us, he was to bring from the Eledor, addrelled to his Majefty; 
and alfo to recommend to us, as from his l.ledoral Highnefs, two 
'Phings, to be by us in all Humility laid before his Majefty (as Part of 
the Ikilinefs of this Place) with the firft Conveniency. The otic was, 
the reftoring of Prince William of Fnrfiewhnr^h to liis Liberty, with 
•Honour; the other was, the Inter. Its of this Eledor to be taken into his 
Majefty’s Protedion, in the making up of the general Peace. For Prince 
IIilUam^ the Eledor had, as M. de Frainex told us, done the utmoft 
on his Part; for he had written with all Ivarneftncfs polTlble to all 
(;;hr,ftian Princes; he named the Pope, the Emperor, the Kings of 
Spain and Sweden, tlie ft-veral Eledors, and all the Princes of the Em¬ 
pire ; and would ftiil perlift in his Applications to all and each of them : 
But it was his, the Elector’s Opinion, that as his Majefty, on the one 
Side, is intcrefted in the Reparation due for the Aftfont done to this 
Aflembly, and for the Violation of the publick Security accorded to 
this place ; fo on the other Side, He is at this 'Eime in a perfed good 
Underftanding with the Eimperor and the Queen of Spain : I'hat his- 
Intercelilon for the Prince’s Jaberty will have Weight, in Proportion, 
and far abo\;p that wlucli any other l^rince (not excepting the King of 
Sweden intcrefted as Mediator) can have. The Eledor therefore deiired 
his Ma)' fty might be befeeched to make fuch Inttances by his I^ctter to 
tl^ Emperor and the Queen of Spain, as might manifeft a Concern 
fuilEablc to the Occalion, in Order to prevent an indelible Blemifli, that 
will otherwife be faften’d upon the Councils of the Emperor in Story, 
and to hinder the diftolving of this Aflembly, lince it is in a Manner to 
be dcfpaired of,rfh-at fucli another would be got together for the univerfal 
Repofe and Good of Chriftendom. As to the other Point, ciz. the proted- 
ing the Eledor’s Interefts*. in the general Treaty of the Peace, he did 
not fuggeft any particular Means or Way, tvhereby his Majefty might 
evidence his Friendihip and Concern for the good of the Eledor, only. 
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told US, the Elcftor did alfurc himfelf, fcvcral Occafions would hereafter 
prefent themfelvcs, where his Majeliy’s Intcrpofils with the Houfe of 
yUtftria^ and with the Prince of Orange^ would be of fpecial Advantage 
to the Eiedtor. We repeated to Al. de Fraines^ upon this Occalion, 
w hat we had often intimated to him, as well as to our other Allies, in 
former Converfations, that nothing could be fo heartily welcome to our 
Mailer, as an Opportunity to llicw the Zeal he hath to employ his 
Cftedit with the Parties in War, in Order to rc-cltablilli a general Peace 
between them j and has therefore been pleas’d not to rccal us, as foon 
as the Peace was concluded at Jjondov^ that w^e might convey to liim 
fuch Suggcltions or PropofaJs as lliould come from any of the Parties in 
War, if any were offer’d : for it being very difficult for his Majelly to 
take Jiis Mcafures for the bringing on of the general Peace, unJefi the 
i’artics give him a View of w hat would content tliem, at leallwill- how 
and in what Manner his good Offices would be acceptable and efficacious 
in the general Treaty : In Order to which, we did offer it to his Con- 
lideration (he having been pleafed to lay, the T Icetor judged our Stay 
here to be of good Ufe to the general Peace) to fpeak with the j\iedi- 
ators and the French Ambafladors upon this Subject and to difcpver, 
if it might be, from the fi'rff, W’hethcr lliey can liopo we might be ufe- 
ful to llrengthen the Mediation ,• and if fo, how far, and by what Meansc 
And from the laft, t'iz. t\\{i French Ambaflador;., whether our Alaller’s 
good Offices will be accepted in endeavouring to unite them and their 
Adverfaries. The llaron did not fay, he had any Difeourfe with the 
French AmbaHadors upon this Subject, only he did confefs, and that in 
a Manner before lie was aware of it, tliat ho had fpoken with CJoiuit 
F'vtt upon this Subject, and tlutt the Count had difcover’d to him, that 
they, the Mediators, liad no jMind we fhould intermeddle in tliis Me¬ 
diation, under the exprefs Figure of Mediators; and therefore he took 
upon him to explain the Flettor's meaning, in that he judged our Stay 
liere to be Hill necellary j for lie faid, the F.lector was n(;t of Opinion 
that our Alaitcr fliould trouble himfelf to mingle with the .Mediators, 
and to appear in the fime Figure with them ; lie thought Ids Alajelly's 
offices, even w'ithout the Name of Meciiator, would be mucli mere piAc- 
crliil, to moderate the Parties in their Preteiilions, and to allay all 
eimrgent Difficulties, than the Offices c f any other i’rince, coniidering 
his Authority wdth France^ with Spa'ni^ and with Ihllr.nd. So that 
upon the w hole Alatter, the Meflage lie brought us, refoivcd itfelf in¬ 
to thefe two I'hings ■ '^I'hat his Alajeliy liad ail Rcafon on lii.s 

Side, and feme Erigagcment alfo, to interell himfelf for the labcrty of 
VrincQ UHliam i there being more to be lioped from his Inlhinces (ft' 
they he early and prelling enough) to the Lraperor, Queen of t'pain., 
and the Prince of Ornwic^ than from thole of any other Prince in 
Chriftendom ; For the other Point, It w as a Recommendation only in 
tlie general of the Lleiitor’s Intereff, wherein Al. dc Fr^iincs did repeat 
over and over, liow' punctual the Elector had been in complying, with 
his Obligation to the Alliance, he had tiic Honour to have with his 
Alajcfly { but without propoling any Plan, or offering any Eflay, tliat 
his Majcfty fltould make or ask for him at this Time. And indeed, tis 
generally thought here, the EleCtor a* this Time hath no Plan to offer, 
or clVay to make, in Order to bring *.bout his Peaep with the Em¬ 
peror j for he hath nothing of his owui remaining in his Hands, where¬ 
withal to purchafe a tolerable Peace, or a ^tate of Neutrality, which 
might give the Emperor more Advantages or better Security than now 
he hath, while he poffeffes all his Places, excepting thofc the French 

have ; 
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have ; and lays on Contributions as in an Fnemics Country: But the 
Baron de Ffdines not bringing us the Flcdcr’s ratter, as he promifcd, 
we have nothing to add for the further Explanation of this Mclfagc. 

Thf removing Prince Willidnt from Sonn is now confirm d, his 
Relations here having had a I^ctter from him, that did, upon his being 
removed, intimate, he was to be carried into fome very remote Place ; 
he telling them, he was not like to come to his Journey s End, in Icfs 
than three Weeks Time: Which gives Men caufc to conjctlurc here, 
he will be carried to fome Place iii the Hereditary Countries. This is 
taken to be of very ill Omen for the Aflcmbly here, it being probable, 
the French Ambalfadcrs will defert if, according to the Declaration 
they have already made to the Mediators, as foon as the Emperor 
fhall by any publick Declaration own the Continuation of this Violence 
and Reftraint upon Prince JVillidms Perfon. 

'I'Ht iDwrr/;'Ambalfadors, in a Vilit they were plcafcd to give us 
yefterday, lecmcd very much to bemoan this Incident, as of ill Confe- 
quence to the general Peace; and to be troubled at that Difficulty, 
which the Emperor and Spain make of treating upon the Reftitution of 
Forain^ for Want of the Vormality of Pallports; faying, that they, 
the T>utch Amball'adors, arc not 'w anting in preffing their Allies, 
not to make this Peace dclpcrate by thi^ Violence, nor to redufe it, 
if any hon'')urablc Peace be offered, becaufe the Duke of F^'d/n is no 
Party to it, according to the ufual Forms ; adding, that they do daily 
prefs it more earncitly to their Allies, in that tis wholly againft the 
intcreft of the States their Matters, to continue in this War; and that 
tbc l-mpcror, by his 1 'rcaty with the States, is (as they obferv'd to us) 
bound to accept of an honourable and fafe Peace, whenever it is of¬ 
fer’d him. , 

It is now, it feems, acknowledged on the Wince Fleeter Fa/atine ^ 
Part, that there was a Treaty made, fuch as was produced by the 
• French l-aivoy, the Marquifs de T>ethmc, between the Emperor and 
the I lec:t'''r j and now”^ the Precautions w’hicli the Mott Chriltian King 
hatli ufed, in foiling of Germerflieim, is not fo furprizing, in Regard that 
othcrfvife the Place w’^as to be put into the Pmperors Hands, to the in¬ 
finite Prejudice of the Garrifon at Fhilipslmrgh^ and the French Affairs 
in thofc Parts ; but the Envoy hath Orders, as it is faid here, to offer, 
that if the Prince Eiedor lEall picale to renounce the I'reaty, and to 
continue in a State of perfect Neutrality during this War, Germerflieim 
fhall be put into the Hands of any Prince of the Empire that the Elctfor 
himfelf fliall choofc, till the War be ended, and then to be reftored to 
the Prince Eledtor. 

Since our entring upon this Addrefs, the Honour of your Lordlhips 
of the 2id is come to our Hands; which wc do humbly acknowledge; 
and your r.o{diliip being pleafod to intimate to us, that his Majetty is 
defirous to receive an Account of our humble Opinion in Reference to 
our Station here; which w'c humbly take leave, to underftand of thofc 
tffio Points AAc have in our Care, to give your I.ordftiip from Time to 
Time the cxaCfett Account Ave can poffible, viz. hoAV, and in Avhat Fi¬ 
gure, his Majetty »nav heft fupport this Mediation ; and how far dif 
pofed the Parties in War are, to make a right Ufe of his Majetty’s 
good Offices. Wc have nothing Worth your Lordfhip’s Trouble, that 
we can add to the inclofed Duplicate, and to other our former Dif- 
patches upon that Subject.; only the Mediators do appear to us more 
and more difeompofed and anxious touching the ncAv Figure that 

den is noAV to take in the prefent Conjuncture j for they give it for 

grant- 
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granted, that their Mediation here is in a Manner expiring at this 
Time. 

One Thing fell out yefterday, which is to be reckoned and added 
to the many Misfortunes, if not downright Faults, of this Government j 
the Marquifs de OUzzi^ who commanded the Party that firft feized upon 
Prince William^ having received a Hurt in that Confli^, which difablcd 
him then to get off with his Party, was in a kind of Cuftody here in a 
Convent, under a Guard appointed by the City j but yefterday he was 
conveyed away out of the Convent, and fo over the River into *DuyttSy 
where the Impcri^ifts have now a Garrifon. The Marquifs de Hadais 
Coach received him at the Convent Door, he getting into it by fome 
Surprize upon the Sentinels, or elfe by their Connivance ; his Efcape 
is certain, but the Contrivance is not yet known only the Sentinels 
were found in their ufual Pofture at the Door after he was gone. We 
are, ^c.

My Lord, 

T H E laft we prefumed to trouble your Lordihip with, was of the 
i6tb Inftant, a Copy of which we take Leave to fend here in- 
clofed; fince which, we have not been able to difeover any Thing new' 
worth your Lordfhip’s Trouble, upon either of the two Points remain¬ 
ing more particularly at prefent in our Care, to wit, how’, and in wliat 
Way, his Majcfty could beft interpofe his Offices here towards a General 
Peace j and how far the feveral Parties are in a Difpofition to receive 
his Majcfty s Interpofition in the Thing : We are not able, for the pre- 
Jfent, to fay much more upon either of thefe two Points, than what we 
have prefumed, in Obedience to his Majcfty’s Commands, humbly to lay 
before him, in our three or four laft Difpatches j to tvhich therefore we 
muft take Leave, in all Humility, to refer ourfelves : Wc only obferve, 
that tho’ all the Parties here upon the Place have for a long 'l ime been 
at a ftand, and fo feem, for any Thing wc perceive, likely to continue, 
as to any Overture or Advance from any Hand for refuming the I'reaty j 
yet ftill wc find them all willing, as far as wc can judge, to keep up the 
Congrefs, unlcfs it be Spain^ which polfibly may be thought a little more 
indifferent ip that Point than the reft j but whatever be their Mind, 
any of them, as to the Point itfelf, of continuing or diffolvirig this 
Meeting, wc find plainly, that none of them would be willing to be 
the firft that fhould break off and quit the Affembly, they feem all to 
think that a Thing odious and implaufible towards the World ; and yet 
we cannot perceive there is any Care taken on any Hand, either by 
the Parties on cither Side, or much by the Mediators themfclvey, for 
the reviving and fetting on Foot the Negotiation ; and indeed, after 
the Experience that has been had, of the very flotv and heavy Pace 
wherewith Sweden hath moved hitherto in the Work, the greateft Hopes 
the World on this Side leem to have, are from his Majcfty j that is, 
as we have heretofore intimated to your Lordfliip, from the Credit 
they believe his Majefty’s Interpofition will ftill have with the Moft 
Chriftian King on the one Side, and the great Authority they conclude 
his Majcfty muft needs have hcnceforwards with the Prince of Orange 
on tllie other : And thefe two being fairly inclined to a Peace, it is not 

doubted. 
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doubted, but that Spain will be brought to be of the fame Mind i and 
this is an Office we find all People here of an Opinion, cannot be hoped 
for well but from the King our Maftcr ; but how, in what Way, under 
what Figure, the King ihould undertake it, that is a Point we have not 
been yet able to have any body give us any diftindt, clear Opinion in : 
In the mean time, your Lordfliip will have obferved, there hatli been a 
Difeourfe thefe two or three Months laft paft, as if the Pope has an 
Intention to offer his Mediation to the Princes that arc of his Commu¬ 
nion ; and it hath been told, within tliefc two Days, by a Domcftick of 
this Nuncio, tliat adually at the Court at Vienna^ not only the Propo- 
lition hath been made, but that the tmperor, as to himfclf, hath ac¬ 
cepted of it: This was told us very confidently, by one in principal 
Place about the Nuncio, and we are endeavouring to learn the Certain¬ 
ty of it from other Hands. I'he French Ambafladors, upon this Occa- 
fion, told us, that their particular l,cttcrs fay, the new Nuncio ^xFctris 
did now lately, upon his firft Arrival, make the fame Offer there j* but 
they do not fay what the Anfvver was the King made to it. • 
Friday theInfant, returned the Courier which the Media¬ 
tors had difpatched to Vienna^ with their Complaints upon the Seizure 
of Prince William^ bringing with him the Emperor’s Anfwcr to their 
Minifter’s Memorial upon that Subjedt, a Copy of which w’c take i.eave 
to fend your I.ordfliip here inclofcd : Your Lordfliip will find the Fadl 
is owned in all its Circumftanccs, and little more faid in Juftificaticn 
of it, on the Part of the Emperor, than what had been firft infinuated 
in the Notification given of that Matter to the feveral Publick Mini- 
llers at l^ccnna ; an Extradt of which, as it came written to the Mcdia- 
tdVs from M. Fnffcndorjf their Minifter there, your I.ordfliip will have 
received in one of our late Difpatcliesj tliat w hich we find all People 
to have their Eyes now upon is, to fee what Way the feveral Kings 
and Princes intcrefted in this Violence, will think fit to take for the 
Keparation of it: In the mean time, till that can be rcfolved, (for it 
<is conceived that mufl be done upon fome Concert and common Mea- 
fures to be taken amongft thefe feveral Princes, or at lead between the 
three Kings, and the molt confidcrablc of the other Princes) in the mean 
time, till that can be done, this Elcdtor perfivades himfelf, a Letter from 
his Majefty to the Emperor, if it could be fent forthwith, and in Terms 
a little ferious and earneft, would do very much at this Time in the 
Thing ; and therefore he has now again recommended it to us by M. de 
Frames, to reprefent this as his humble Suit to his Majefty j and that his 
Majefty would plcafe, that as well for the Security of the Conveyance, 
as for the greater Solemnity of the Thing, the I.eftcr might be font by 
a Couficr Exprefs. This, it feems, is one of the tw o Things the Eledtor 
himfelf hath delired of his Majefty in his own Letter, which, he fends us 
Word, fliall be put into our Hands by and by, to be tranfmitted by our 
Pacquet of this Day. 

There hath been no further News of the Prince fince his parting 
• from Sienn, only it is faid, the Order is to carry him to Ncwjiadt in 
sh^ia, 6 or 8 Hours beyond Vienna, where is a ftrong Caftle, alotted 
uiually tor the Perfon of great Offenders j there, it is given out, he is to 
be kept j and private Letters from Vienna fay, the Emperor means to 
make fhort Work of the Matter, unlefs fome fpeedy and efiedtual Inter- 
pofition be mad<^ on the Part of the feveral Princes, who are looked up¬ 
on as intcrefted in their Honours and Dignities in what has pafl'ed in 
this Affair. All that W'e*, find the Ambaffadors do upon this 

Anfwcr from the Emperor is, to tranfmit a Copy of it to the King their 

S s Mailer, 
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Maftcr, and to cxpcft his Orders to them upon it j which they fecih 
doubtful yet what they may be, whether immediately to withdraw, or 
to remain here. 

W E prefumc humbly to recommend to your Lordfliip’s Favour, the 
inclof'.*d Bill of Extraordinarics, being partly for the Remainder of our 
Travelling Expcnccs in our Journey hither, and partly for fuch extraor¬ 
dinary Sums as we have expended during the Time we have been here : 
The Bill wc have figned is under general Heads, according to the Stiles 
ufually allowed in like Occalions but at the fame Time wc take Leave 
to add a diftindt Account of the very Particulars of each of thofe Gene¬

wife forced to make Ufe of it, for our weekly Subfi/lance here, unlcfs 
we be enabled, by his Majefty’s Goodnefs, out of w hat is due to us upon 
thole Bills, to keep Pay with thole Wc arc already owing to, We 
arc, (^c.

My Lord, 

O U R laft that we had the Honour to write to your Lordlhip, was 
of the rjb Current by the Ordinary, a Duplicate whereof wc 
take Leave here to inclofc. Wc gave your Lordlhip an Account, in feme 
of our late Difpatchcs, of the Surprize of Germcrjheim (a Town upon 
the Rbine^ belonging to the Prince Elcdlor Ralatinc^ about two Hours 
from *Pbilipsburgh) by the French Troops, under Mclficurs e!e Vaitbrnne 
and de Rochefort; as allb that the Particulars of the Proceedings, relat¬ 
ing to the Surprize, had been notified to us by the exprefs Diredtions 
and Order of his Elcdloral Highnefs, by M. Spanbeim his Rcfident here. 
We do new' find, by fome Palfagcs that w'cre let fall in a Converfation 
between the Mediators and M. Spanbeim on fttefday laft, that there is 
a Mediation endeavoured to be fet on Foot here, for accommodating of 
that Affair. It appeared then by M. Spanbeim^ Dilcourlc, that he had 
had fome Days before, an Overture made to him Iw the Mediators, to 
be tranfmitted to the Prince Eilcdlor his Maftcr, of their Readinefs to 
interpofe their Offices forthwith, to take off the Mifunderftanding be¬ 
tween the Moft Chriftian King and the Prince Eledfor,^begotten upon 
this and ether late Emergents; ' which they, the Mediators, thought 
thcmlelvcs fufficiently enabled to do, in virtue of their prefent Powers 
and Inftrudlions, to labour in every Thing that may prclerve the Peace 
of the Empire j to which Overture they added an Alfurance they lAight 
with all Eafe, and would with all Speed, draw fuch further Powers 
from the King their Maftcr, as Ihould qualify them particularly to 
ndjult thefe Differences, and to fatisfy the Prctenlion^ of his Electoral 
Highnefs, upon this and all other Accounts. 

AI. Spanbeim^ in debating this Affair with the Mediators, feem’d to 
apprehend, that this Mediation, if it Ihould be fet on Foot, would meet 
w'icb great Difficulty, in two Points efpecially, which the Prince Elc(ftor 

would. 
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would, he faid, finally infill to be fatiified and fecured in : The one 
was. Reparation for Damages already fuftained by his Subjjdls from tJic 
tYeneb Troops. The other was, an Allurance and Warranty for tlic 
future, that his Electoral Highnefs’s Countries and Subj tts llioiild not 
be opprefled and trodden under Foot (as he worded it) with fuch a 
Watte and Violence, as' they have been by the I'roops of Frame. For 
Compenfation of the Damages already flittered, Al. Spanheim faid, (but 
believed it as his own private Opinion) tliat it would not be uoica- 
fonable for the Prince Elcdtor his Matter, to ask and expect to ha\ e the 
Town of Fhilipshurg difmautled, and rettored to the Propriit'"r, tlie 
Bilhop of j and that he would think hiinfeif fitish'd for what 
his Countries have hitherto fuffered in tliis War, if he might be cafed 
of the Inconvcniencics and Damages perpetually ariiing from th * Marches 
to and from that Place: But there could nor any Ihing be thought on, 
as the Mediators and we conceived, lefs likely to take EtteCt, thi n 
that France W'ill, upon fuch a Conlideration, give up a Pott they fo much 
value. In the other Point of future Indemnity and Safi ty from the 
Ruins and Violencies of the French Armieiv. wiien it was debated, t'iz. 
wh£ft Caution or Security was polhble for the LleCti.r to h ve : Count 
T^ott very frankly interpofed, that in cafe the Prince Fleeter would 
enter into Neutrality with France^ the King cur Matter and the King 
of Sweden might, and probably would, become Guarands oi fuch a 
Treaty, and fuch a fp''cial Article as would provide for the Indemnity 
of his Ettates in the future, d his, My Loro, was all the Count 
f^id upon the Occafion, without intimating any D ■! r * to Uc, that bv., 
Majetty ttiould be intreated to take part in this Mediition ; nor did 
there any Thing clfe, cither in this Ci'iif r'iice, or any otherwhere in 
our hearing, fall from the MeJirters, that fliould induce us to believe, 
they would be glad of our Conjunction or Alfittancc in the F'igurc of 
Mediators, in this, or in an\ otlwr Part of their liulinefs: And tho’we 
have taken all fitting Occalions to let them know, that his Alajctty 
hath a Zeal to put his helping Hand to a General IVace, and to draw' 
liis Allies out of that iimharrafs, from which himfelf is now' difentan- 
glcd j yet they have not feemed to ns to he any 'Filing warm and hearty 
m their Approbation of fo generous a Dcfirci naj, rath r, they ttill 
decline, withfome Induttry, all further Enquiry and Difeulfion, how his 
Majetty’s Offices may be introduced, and applied to any Part of the 
Matter of the (iencrul Peace. 

If his Majetty fliould think fit to make an Offer of his good Offices 
upon *his Incident, we have all B.eafen to believe his l lettoral Highnefs 
would defer to them with all Refpect and Satisfuviion to his own 
Thoughts j he having not c-nly recommended to us the acquainting 
his Majetty with this Affair of Gcrfiurfljcim^ but alfo (as yenr Eordfliip 
did us the Honour to let us know in one of your Difpatches, about the 
Beginning ob F)ccemhcr latt) made it his Suit to his Majetty, to take his 
'i^retenfions for Reparation of Damages into his Care and Protection, at 
nte; winding up of this 'Freaty : But how far his Majettj’s Interpofal 
will he acceptable at the Court of France., we fliall not rrefumc to 
offer any Conjecture; only we fliall beg l.eave to obferve to your Eord¬ 
fliip, that w e think we have Reafon to believe, that the French Am- 
balfadors arc not* only privy to this Offer which the Mediators have made 
to the Prince I'.lcCtor of tjieir Offices, hut that tliey have the whole 
Conduct of it in their Hands, and have a conttant Account from Count 
Fott of every 'Filing that pafl'es between them (the Mediators and* M. 
Spanlwini) ; yet the French Ambattadors have not been pleafed to take 

S s 2 any 
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any Notice to us that there is any fuch Overture on Foot,- much Icfs have 
they difeovered to us any Wiih or Defire, that the Authority and Offices' 
of our Matter were taken in, for the better compofing, and quicker 
fettling of this Bufinefs, or indeed of any other Part of the Peace. 

But if his Majefty Ihould not think fit to offer himfclf upon this 
particular Emergent, as having no fuch direct Tendency to the general 
Peace, the removing of thofe two great Obttacles, videlicet^ on the one 
Side, the denying of Paffports to the Duke of Lorain; on the otlier 
Side, the Violence upon the Prince of Lurfiemhurgby is of that Confe- 
qucncc, as to deferve, as we humbly conceive, his Majefty’s Reflexions, 
upon what is pra<5ticable in that Affair ; for there feems to us, as the Par¬ 
ties now ftand, an Impoffibility of entring into Matter, as long as thefb 
two Points (which arc now become as it were Preliminaries to any Nego¬ 
tiation of Peace that is to follow) do ftand thus unadjufted, unlcfs his 
Majefty’s Credit with both the Parties can prevail with them to com¬ 
pound, the Matter, and at one and the fame Inftant, the Emperor to 
fet Prince William at Liberty, and the Moft Chriftian King to grant his 
Paiffports to the Lorain Minifters. 

This we humbly take leave to mention, as an Affair fo much .the 
more worthy of his Majefty’s Confideration, as that the Eyes of ail 
thofe Princes and Perfons that vifli for a general Peace arc upon tjie 
great Authority he bath now in HvUandy and the great Credit he hath 
w:ith the Moft Chriftian King and the Houfe of Anjiria ; befidcs that 
the prefent Mediators have been refufed by the fevcral Parties refpe- 
ttively in thefe two Points j and that it feems to be a nicer Point of 
Honour on each Side j in the compounding whereof, there will be nt» 
Diminution to the real intcrefts and Pretenfions of cither Party, and 
that both Points are taken here to be in a Manner of equal Scandal, •viz. 
that of denying Paffports to a fovereign Prince, no Subjed: of the Crown 
of Francey to come to a I'reaty of a general Peace. AVhen, on the one 
Side, the Emperor, who oppofes not the appearing of any of the Allies 
of Francey as Parties to the Treaty, demands thofe Paftports, as to an 
Ally of his in tliis War; and when, on the other Side, the Rcliitution 
this Prince intends to demand in the Treaty, is acknowledged to be a 
'1 hing not to be denied him, feems to be as little dcfenlible by the 
I-aw of Nations, (th.o’ not fo uncoutli and horrid) as that other of 
fc;:d;ing and; carrying away by Violence the Elector’s Ambaftador and Ple¬ 
nipotentiary, acting in a Treaty of Peace, and at a Place warranted 
by the Emperor hinifelf, fo as that Ambaffador ivas as fully as any other 
Ambafladpr here whatfoever, within the Letter and Protection of that 
Warranty ; an<f all this upon no better Ground, than that the Emperor 
docs know this Perfon to be his Subjed, and a Delinquent againft him ; 
but does not know, that, he had the Charadcr of Ambalfador in this 
Place; So that it feems but reafonable to fuppofc, that l^vo lb great 
Princes,would not refufe fo. fair Occafion (fuch as this of compounding 
thefe two Points upon his Majefty’s Intcrcclfion feems to be) to draw' 
back from this Step; which may be a Blcmilli in their Story, but ca^ 
be no, real Adsantages to their Pretenfions; 

'J'hb Strasbnrgb being ftill Oit Keyferwerty font one of his 

Gentlemen two Daj's ago to me. Sir yb(eph Williamf^ny to let me know, 
he had a great Delirc to fpeak witli me upon BUlincfs •there. I have 
made my Kxcufes to him as well as I was able; partly from that my 
Prefence cculd not be. of any great. Effcd in.’Bulinefs relating to the 
PubJfek, without, my Collcgue allb upon the Place; and partly from 
the Hazard of meeting with. Affronts and Infolencics from the Soldiery 

in 
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in the PalTage thither ; befidcs that, 1 did not (as I told the Gentleman) 
well know how to go by the Duke of Niewbur^'s Door, upon that which 
muft ieem to the World to be nothing clfe but a Vifit, without having 
yet paid one to that Prince, for whom his Majefty hath lb particular an 
Efteem and Kindnefs. We are both of us (having reflected upon this 
Melfage, upon the Bifliop’s Temper, and the prefent Pollure of his Affairs) 
much perfwaded, that his Thoughts are wholly fet upon making the beft 
Peace he can for this Elector and for himfelf with the Emperor, as foon 
as is pofllblc; and therefore ive take leave to fubmit to your I^ordlhip, 
whether the Ipcaking with him at this Time ihould not be declined ; as 
1 am refolved to do, unlefs his Majefty fliall judge it to be of Ufe to fpeak 
with him (to difeov er the Defign and Method he is upon, and to endeavour 
to turn it) fo as it may be fubfervient to the general Peace. We arc, ^c-

S INCE our laft of the d Inftant, a Duplicate of which, according 
to our ufual Cuftom, wc take leave to fend here inclofed j we have 
received the Honour of your Lordfliip’s of the 2d Inftant, in which 
your Lordfhip was plcafcd to take notice to us, among other Things, 
of the gracious Interpretation his Majefty has been plcafcd to make, of 
the good Temper and Moderation wherewith, as well the Wrench Ambaf- 
fadors as our other Allies, as the Mediators, had received the News of 
the Peace being finally concluded j as if we had contributed, by any weak 
and iroperfeit Services of ours, towards the begetting thefe Pre|)arations 
in them. Wc do with all Humility acknowledge his Majefty’s infinite 
• Goodnefs, in forgiving fo gracioufly the many Failings wc may have 
been guilty of, in the Courfc of this whole Negotiation ; far from pre¬ 
fuming to deferve fo gracious an Acceptation of any Thing wc arc 
able to do; we beg leave to lay ourfelves moft humbly at his Majefty’s 
Feet, for this infinite Goodnefs, befecching the Continuance of your Lord- 
Ihip’s l^rotciftion, that wc may be ever preferved in his Majefty’s Grace and 
Favour, which is the greateft Happinefs wc can wifli ourfelves in this World, 
By our lail, we prefumed to entertain your Lordfliip at large, upon 
the Occafion of the laft Incident, of the French polfelfing themfeives 
of the Town of GcrmcrJJjchn in the Falaiinate i and of the Hint that 
had been cafually given, in a Converfation with Count T'ott and M. 
Spanheim, tlic Prince Eleiitor Fataline's Minifter here, as if his Majefty’s 
Interpofition in th.at Matter might not be unfeafonable for the prevent¬ 
ing that g(yieraJ Flame, that, it may be feared, may otherwife break 
out, upon tlie Occafion of that particular Incident. It was a Thing 
barejy of the firft Imprcffion, of which we did not prefume ourfelves to 
'^jiakc any Judgment; but humbly fubmit it to his Majefty’s Wifdom: 
It^s certain, that as the Matter feems to turn, unlefs fome Expedient be 
found fpeodily to keep Things from palling to Extremities, the Elector runs 
a great Hazard ot having his Country wholly ruin’d; for the beft he 
can hope, as the Cafe now ftands, is, to be able to keep himfelf Ma- 
ftcr of the reft of his Places, by Reafon of the Forces the Emperor is 
to furnilh him, which very Prefervative may at laft come to coft him as 
dear, as the ill he hopes to provide againft j and in the mean X^mc, 
muft bring in a nccelfary Waft and Deftru&ion upon his whole Country : 

'fhe 
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The French Ambafladors tell us, that abfolutely by this Time, they 
reckon M. de f Urge is there j that is, on the Conrines of the Volatinate, 
w ith a iiody of 9000 Horfe cffe<itivc, and with a Dclign of doing what¬ 
ever further Execution of all Kinds he can, in Cafe the Elector con¬ 
tinues in the fame Mind he at prefent is in, as to the new Engagements 
he is in with the Emperor: On tlie other Side, the Emperor has al¬ 
ready put Garrifons into four or five of the Elector’s Places, Francken- 
dalc\ Oppenbeim^ Attry^ &c. and finding the firft Numbers 

they liad brought fall much Ihort of vhat will be nccclfary for the De¬ 
fence of the Country, againft what the French are bringing againft it, 
they have fent for a further Supply, out of which, Lctddcmbnrgh and 
Manheim are in the firft Place to be garrifoned j and fo one of the firft: 
Scenes of the War, that tvill be opened in this Campaign, is like to be 
the F elicit inatc. 

In the Vilit we made yefterday to the FFiiich Ambafladors, upon Oc- 
cafion of the 'Bunns feftes, we found M. Beveming full of his ufual Dilfa- 
tisfaction and SharpncE againft the Mediators, particularly charging it 
upon their Want of Activity, or fomething elfe, that the Negotiation 
of tlie general Peace had Ituck fo long without any Kind of Endeav'bur 
ufed to remove the Obftacles that were fo unhappily thrown in its Way ; 
that they, the Mediators, whofe Part, he laid, it was to invite, to 
follicit, and prefs the Parties, where they found them backward, have 
been fo far from doing what in that Kind might have been expeited from 
them, tliat to this Day, he faid, they had not formally oflered their 
Mediation to the Emperor or to Spain: Nay', that tho’ they were af- 
fured under Hand from M. de Lyra^ early upon his firft Arrival in the 
Aflembly, and before M. de IdIfola was upon the Place, that their 
Mediation, which it feems they liad defred, he, M. Becerning^ would 
found their Allies in, would be very readily accepted of by the Crown, 
of Spain^ and (he doubted not) by tlie l.rnpcror too, iho’ he have 
made them this Anfwer, through his, IM. Bcc'crningi. Hand ; yx’t to this 
Day, he faid, they had not thought fit to fay one W ord further in it; 
even tho’ they had been told, by him, M. Bci'crning and his Collcgucs, 
that the States their Matters had order'd them, in their Names, to inter- 
pofe, for inclining the I-mpenir and tlie Cjjieen of to accept tho 

Mediation of Sweden^ in Cafe ithey ihcuid find tln'y made otlicrwift^ 
vi Difficulty in it: Which he faid, confiuering the J iigagcu'.ents all 
th: World faw that Crown hath with I’rancc^ cneii in Relation to this 
very War, and the round Sums they receive regularly upon that Ac¬ 
count, w.is a Tbbig tlie Emperor efpecially might, with good Rexifon, 
have made a Dillleulty' to agree to. ’Phis, and much more to this 
J’urpofe, he urged, tending particularly upon tho W'ant of \'igour or 
good Will in the Mediators, that the Work of the general Peace had 
not been more forwarded by this Time ; that w e w ere left* to fit with 
our Hands in our Pockets fo many filonths, without any Care or 
Concernment there, where it ought to b.e, to have the Dirficultics that 
had fallen into the Negotiation removed. Concluding, that for thoif 
Parts, tlicy were quite weary of being Jiero, witliout doing any Thing; 
and that tliey had now, by their lall l .i.itij,';, received Orders from the 
.States to profs tlie Mediators, to know whar tlioy arc to expedi, whe¬ 
ther any (Jure will be taken for the bringmg 011 of the'gcneral Nego¬ 
tiation of the Peace, and how? This, he told us, they were now 
ordered to profs the Mediators in ; hut ’no doprehended, he a little 
mumbied the Matter in the telling of it, as if he had not a Mind to 
lie well underftood ; and we found fome Hours after by the Count 

that 
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thttt !as to that Matter, there had been u kind of Heat in the AiTcmbly 
at the HaguCy between the Prince and the States : The Prince (as the 
Count told us, and fccmingly from M. Governing ^ Information) having 
extrcamly prefled, that the Ambafladnrs h'-re might be ordered forth¬ 
with to make one final Demand of the Paliports tor the Duke of Lo¬ 
rain s Minifters; fo that if they Ihould be ttill refuf d, the States might 
think of what they had further to do with relation to the prefent 
Cortjunfture. This Propolltion was judg d to be m?de at the Inftance 
of SpatUy and with an Intention, in cafe thcK'ng of France fhou.d ftill 
refufe that Point, forthwith to drive the States into yet deeper Engage¬ 
ments with the Houfc of Jufiridy in order to the Prof cution of the 
War ; lb as the States being aware of it, took Leave to differ irom the 
Prince in the Point: And tho' the Thing was prelled with lome Con¬ 
cernment on tho Prince’s Side, yet the St-.t.s would not be brought to 
put Things on fo violent and fudden an llluc, as th it feemed to be; 
and therefore agreed only, that the Mediators ihould be called upon, 
again in the Way M. Heverning had before told us. 

Among oth r Vilits wc mad:;, wc called m to fee M. FifcheTy one 
of the Emperor’s Ambafiaders, a kind of a good, plain, downright 
Man : We found him touch upon the old Note, that a Peace w as to 
be wiihed above all Things; but then it mull be futh a one as might 
bc»lafling, built upon fair and equal Te rms, and w i. warranted ; not 
forced upon either of the Parties, as thof ol’ 'Breda and Alx la Chape lie 
Were ; (tor wre obferved he reckoned th'-m be th und'^r the f me Head 
as to that Particular) alt ho', he faid, it was to be conffled, that Spainy 
^s to its own Condition and Pofture, was not at ah b tt- r provided now*, 
than it was then, to undertake a War; only they were now feconded 
with good Alliances, w hich then they wanted ; but that for all that, 
conlidcring the King of France w'as a powerful Prince, Tingle to himfelf 
to r{;f'lve, conduct, and execute, without the many D'. lays. Differen¬ 
ces, and Diftppointments, that inevitably attend an Alliance i. e. a 
Body made up of feveral Par' -’, that fcurcc ever fuit well one to ano¬ 
ther; and if they did, yet it is impolTible they fliould ever be perfedly 
of a Piece, fo as to act with the fame Harmony and Vigour the other 
docs. He feemed, by the manner of his Difeourfe upon this Subject, 
to think the State of their Affairs, how favourable foever the Conjun- 
dturc is judged by fome, to be not altogether fo very fecurc, at leaft, 
that the Game is not at all fure on cither Side: So as, by what wc 
could difeern, according to his Opinion, the Emperor Ihould not at all, 
for his own Part, be averfe to a Peace : And more than this, wc have 
not been able to learn lince our laft of any kind, relating to that great 
Point of the Inclinations of the fcvcral Parties to a Peace ; only wc find 
the Expectations of all arc turned more and more upon the King our 
Maftcr, as to that good Work ; cfpccially now that they liave got the 
News iromtfParis and Brtiffels^ of his Majefty’s having fent to offer his 
Mediation to the Crown of France and Spainy with which every body 
fcefhs to be wonderfully plcafcd ; and to form great Hopes to them- 

ves of feeing fuddeiily fomc good Effects of it. 

This Morning wc have had with us M. Serynchamps, the Duke of 
Lorain sMiniRcVy to put into our Hands the Duke’s Letter to hisMajefty, 
of which we already gave your Lordfliip an Account in a Difpatch fomc 
Pofts fince; w'ith this goes likewife a double of this Elector's late Letter 
to his Ma jelly, as alfo a Letter to the King from the Bifliop of Strashurgb, 
of whom wc have not crtlierwife heard any thing fince our laft, or' of 

.what 
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what he is thinking to do as to a feparate Accommodation of the Ele&of 
with the Emperof. We are,

My Lord, 

S INCE our laft, which was of the Current, a Duplicate we 
humbly take Leave herewith to inclofe, we have the Honour of your 
I^ordfliip’s of the i^tb to acknowledge, whereby we underftand his 
Majefty s gracious Plcafure to be, that we fliould make no Difficulty 
to appear in fuch Vindications of the Rights due to the Charadler of 
Publick Minifters, as the French Ambafladors may poflibly invite us to 
joyn with them in ; but with this Cattion on our Part, that we contain 
ourfelves within thofe Bounds of Moderation and Refpedt, that fuits 
with the prefent Alpeft, in which his Alajcfty, fince the Peace with 
Holland^ Hands towards the Emperor, and that Party which may concern 
themfclvcs in juftifying the Violencies aded upon the Prince of Furjiem- 
hurgb: This gives us the greater Comfort and Hopes, that w^hat we 
have already done, in appearing upon the Strength of our own Senfe 
of Duty, more eminently and more early than any other, in an open 
Rcfcntment of that Violation, hath had nothing m it unagreeable to 
his Majefty’s Royal Judgment j for when the Mediators prefl'cd us to go 
on par provijion^ and upon Suppofal tliat all Right would be done to 
Prince William, urging us not to give a Stop to the Negotiation we were 
then entered upon ; we did take Leave to break off abruptly upon that 
Incident, apprehending that Violation of the Publick Surety to be (as 
W'e then told the Mediators) a Point of greater Weight, than any one 
of the Articles we were then treating of with the ^Jtitch Ambafladors, 
thofe Articles being Points tvhcrcin his Z'Jajcfty had honoured us with 
his Inftrudions, and wherein we knew thcl.atitude that was allowed 
us ; but that this Violation was a mccr Point of Honour, determinable 
by Princes alone, wherein, as we were mot in the icaft inftructed, fo to 
have anticipated the King our Maftcr’s Judgment, in a Matter fo ardu¬ 
ous, fo nice, and fo unheard of, would have been the greateft Abfur- 
dity imaginable on our Part. The Mediators were not then fatisfied 
with our Refolution, tho’ they (as well as all other Miniflcrs here) have 
fince judged, that we, in fo breaking off, had taken the fafer and more 
honourable Courfo. 

'f HUS it happen'd to us immediately upon that Fnleccrncnt but on 
‘Tiiefday laft, we had another Occafion given us to difeourfe our Senfe 
upon it with M. dc /’ Jfola, in a Vilit he w as plcafed to return us; he 
began Avith telling us, there was fomething in Vv\ncc Willi am a Cafe that 
had given the Emperor a perfonal Rcfcntment againft him, he did not 
tell ns Avhat it tvas, but the next Day he told the Mediators, it fiSems, 
it w as, that the Prince had a flritt Corrcfpondence with the late Reljcl« 
in Hungary, Zenni and ‘Tottcnbach ; he told us indeed, that he had writ¬ 
ten to one of the great Miniftcr'; at TicnfUi, with intent to do the Prince 
fomc good Offices ; but that he had receiv'd in Anfvvcr from that Mi- 
nifter, and alfo in 4 or 5 Lines writ with the Emperor'vow n Hand, (in 
the liortom of one of his D'fpatchcs) that it \yould be in vain to touch 
upon that String any more. M. dc / Ifola letting lumfejf into the whole 
Mensts of that Affair, feemed to lay the main Strefs of their Juflih'cation, 

in 
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in that he was never own’d (j’cconnu was the Wvord he ufed) by the 
Emperor or his Miniltcrs, for Ambafl'ador or Tihicnipotentiary here ; and 
that if he had offer’d to appear as fuch.^/ fie had Orders to refufe treat¬ 
ing with him, and had adiially dcdfi.ared, he would not treat with the 
Deputies of this Chapter, if./»^J^rincc William were of the Number; 
adding for Rcafon, that tVoe Emperor could not treat with one that 
was his Vaffal, a in his Country, and highly obnoxious, 

We thought the/Converfation had fo much of Dclign in it, that it was 
not fit for us altq^gether to ftific our Sentiments upon this blatter ; and 
when we had }'?aved, to fpeak any Thing in the Defence, or Purgation of 
Prince Willit^^^ Perfon, leaving him to the ] .aw of his Country, (which 
he mult an^fwer and fatisfy as foon as his Character is laid down) for 
the crinyiinal Part of his Charge; We took leave to tell M. de 
t Jfola^ *^:hat the Matter being looked upon here, as a Concern of all the 
of tliis Aflerably, we had thought it our Duty, (being ac- 
coi’-ntable to our Mailer tor an Afiair of this delate and Moment) to 
<;Ajnlider it with the belt and maturclt Applications we could; that it 
•had been with a very great Reverence, that we had loo];ed upon that 
Part, which his Imperial Majelty owns in this Incident, as being no 
Strangers to liis great Equity and Zeal in all Matters of Honour and 
Jullicc ; tiiat the great Difficulty that lluck with us was, that w^e knew 
no't how to reconcile this Violence, wuth that Declaration of the 19 April 
wluTcby liis Imperial does, in the molt folcmn Form, Itipu- 

late all Surety poffible, to all tliofc Princes and Perfons, and in exprefs 
Terms toLleeiors, and to their Ambaliadors, that lEould render thcmfelves 
in this Town, as Parties to the Congrels and 'Ereaty, to be held bet\v;een 
•fme two Crowns and the States (icneral, and their refpedtive Allies; 
tliat fuppoling Prince William to have that Charader and ’’Pknipouvoir^ 
which lie pretends to from this Elector, he was as fully within the 
Tetter and Protection of that Declaration, as any of us publick Mini- 
fiers could pretend to be ; and that the Benelit of that Declaration, 
•was no more to be difputed to him, than if he had had particular Let¬ 
ters of lafe Conduct apply’d to his own Perfon. 

’I H A T for the Matter of owning and recognizing of him under that 
publick Character, it w as very fufficiently dune by all tlie Perfons, that 
had Right and Intcrelt to examine the Reality or Validity of it: 
The Mediators being (as it were) the judges, at leaft, the folemn 
Witnelfes and 1 )epolitories of fuch Things, liad own’d him as fuch : 
'^iTie lyiilcb Ambaliadors alfo, as the only IMrties then interclled, had 
likewife admitted him as tlieir legal Oppolite, and entered into Matter 
With liim ; beiides that, their Mailers, the States, liad given him 
their I’etters of ftife Conduct hither. So that upon this Point, wc took 
liiberty to fay, that we knew not of any Right the Emperor, at Prince 
Willi am ^ firll entring upon this Negotiation, had to exa<it, that he fhould 
jullify his Character to him cr his Minillers, his Imperial Majelly being 
yet no Party to the War; and confequently, not to the Bulincfs of the 
^ Conguefs ; it being apparent, that tlic I'rcaty between the Emperor 
ii«iLd tlie Dntch^ by wliich ho i.s Party to the prefent War, is of a later 
Datb than Prince Williams Plenipouvoir is ; and that the Emperor had 
no Minillcr here feveral Months after that Prince William had entered 
into Bulincfs v th the Dutch Ambaliadors: Nay, wc added further, that 
fuppoling the Elector his Mailer to be (which he abfolutely denies) in Ho- 
flility with the Emperor; Wc did not comprehend how Prince William 
lliould be bound, nor indcccTHhould be able, (properly fpeaking) to notify 
and jullify his Character to the Imperial Minillers here ; they haviag,

him as his Vaflal, while his Charader lafts, and he goes not out 
th'‘ E<mnd.s of his fafe Conduct: We made this further Conccfllon to 


M. dc t Ifvla^ that if the E,mperor, tho’ he were no Party to this Con- 
grefs, had excepted Prince William^ or his own Valuils in general, f/om 
J’av'.ng Part in the Surety intended by his Declaration of the jpt/j of 
y/pr//, it raufl; be at his own Peril, that he fliould, after fucii Exceptipn, 
have trod this Stage i no Prince being bound to give J .cttcrs of fafe 
Condudt to another Prince’s Ambafl'ador, to pafs through or ftay in his 
Countrey; but that the Emperor having made the Declaration of the 
jp//j yJpril^ and Prince William by his CJharader being as fully as 
any other publick Minifter here, within the Purview of it j we did 
not know, how Hands could be laid upon liim, w-itheut a downright 
Violation of the ^Publick Faith: All that could be done, if the Emperor 
found himfjlf furprized, was, to have I’evokcd his Declaration as to 
Prince Will:am ^ w hich was not to be dene, without folcmn Notice to 


the Elector and Prince William^ and without paifing this Revocation, 
w ith the Kcafoii-s of it, in the fame Solemnity that the Declaration it- 
felf had been palled at Katisbone : So that wc concluded, a\ e w ere 
extrearaly to feek how' to reconcile the 'freatment he had met with in. 
his Perfon, witli the Privileges due to his Character by the Jaiw of Na¬ 
tions, and allured him by the Emperor’s Declaration. 

\V E mult beg your Lordfliip’s Pardon, if we fay, it w as fomc Satis¬ 
faction to ns, to find by M. dc /’ li'ola's Arguments and Replies, that he, 
the Perfon who wc thought had moll Itudicd the Point, had fo little to 
fay (that was^folid) for its Defence ; and wc cannot but conclude from 
his AVay (1’ arguing, that thofe wlio put the Emperor upon this linlcz'e- 
ment^ had only confidcred Prince William as highly obnoxious j and 
thought the Emperor was not bound to take notice of his Character, 
bccaufe he had not been received to treat u ith him i but had never be¬ 


thought thcmfelvcs that Prince William was liere to treat with the 
Hollanders^ not tvith the Emperor; nor that the l.mporor had •con¬ 
cluded himlcif, as to all his Right of meddling wdth his Perfon, linpo 
he had taken him under the Notion of Ambaliador to another Prince, 
into his Ijsecial Protection and fafe Conduct, by his Declaration tlie 
\ 9 th of Jpril laft. 

aVI. de T Ifola was plcafcd in this Viilr, to con grata late the Peace 
with Holland^ in Terms of great Refpedt ft)r his Majelly j but we did 
Uvit obfervo any Thing to fail from him, tivapfpokc it to be either the 
‘ ^ De- 
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Dcfircs, or the Hopes of that Party, that his Majcfty might become an 
Inflrument of the General Peace ; but he faid much of their Numbers, 
and the Probabilities they have of ading fucccfsfully this Campaign. 
The French AmbalTadors acquainted us yefterday, their Maftcr had, by 
his i.etters to the Bilhop of Muiifter and this P.JeCtor, given them No¬ 
tice, that the King our Maftcr had offer’d him, the Moli Chriftian King, 
his Mediation j the I^etters, it fcoms, carrying feme Intimation witli 
them, that his Moft Chriftian Majefty was inclined to accept of it, and 
did in a manner make Account of their Concurrence. 

T H t News of the Defeat of a Party of French Horfe, given in a 
Fqftfcript of our laft, ftands uncontrouled, ’tuas near Manhcjm^ Ccunt 
Caprara commanded the Imperialifts^ M. dc'jieam'ifc the French this 
laft was hurt, 200 French were left upon the Place, and 100 Prifbners 
taken. 'J'he Chamber of the Princes at the Diet are come to a Kefo- 
lution, that they will alfift the Prince Eleaor Fahiiinc : We humbly take 
Leave to fend your Lordfliip a Tranflate of that Refolution, in which 
the lilcctoral College is faid to have concurr’d, but that the Deputy of 
Mnycncc fufpended the Conclufion : Herewith goes alfo a Tranflate of 
a Reply (difperfed by tlie Bifliop of Strashtiryji) to the Emperor’s An- 
fwer upon the Swedijh Memorial in Prince Williamh Cale. We are, c^r.

at Icail for the prefent, in the Parties, and fo little Care and Ccnccrn- 
ment any where clfc, to revive the Negotiation^ that tec do not f.c when

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or how we are to hope, that it will ever be othmvife, at Jeaft not by 
any thing that is like to be done on tliis Side towards it. 

W E gave your I^ordlhip an Account, in one of our Difpatchcs of the 
laft Week, that the Tintch Ambafiddors have received Orders once more 
to call upon the Mediators, for a diredf and a precife Anfwcr from 
France in the Matter of the Lorain Pallport.s: Some Days afterwards, 
they did accordingly execute that Command, in a Memorial given in 
by way of Letter, a Copy of which we take l,cave to feiul your 1 . rd- 
fliip here inclofed. To which the Mediators have not yet returned any 
Anfwcr, nor fo much as demanded hitherto of the 1 ) cnch Ambaiiudors, 
what kind of Anfwcr they fhaJl make their Intention being, as they 
fay, to delay the Thing as long as they can in their own Hands, in 
Hopes ftill of gaining 'l ime, till Ibmc lucky Criiis or other happen, to 
mend the State of I’hings ; which tlie A'ediators confefied to us, in a 
Vifit we made them ye/lcrday, looked at prefent very cdly, efpecially 
here in the Lmpirc. 

W f find, lince our lad:, the College of Towns in the Diet at Rat/s- 
honcy have unanimouhy agreed with that of the Princes, in the Decla¬ 
ration We told your 1 -ordfliip they had given, that the late Seir.urc of 
Cicrmcrjlicifn^ is a Contravention of th(; Peace of If and that 

the Reparation of it ought to be profecuted by the joint Force of the 
JviApire. Thus far, wc are told, the 'filing has already proceeded in the 
Diet, and with great Heat and Animolity in both thofe Cc'lleges ; there 
remains only that of tlie LleCtors, to make it a compleat and folemn 
Judgment of the whole Umpire and in that, t\c arc told, ‘/; ccr.r, 
and 'lirandenhiirgh^ have already declared their Concurrence, 
only Mcniz^ Cologn^ and Jhivar/ii^ have taken 'J'ime tc' confult their 
Mahers about it; and it is concluded, the lirfl will not long Hand out 
in the Thing, or if he fliould, and fo there happen to be no Vote in the 
College of F lectors, it is believed the I'.mperor, as Head of the Empire, 
.would go near to declare the judgment compleat and entire, upon 
the \'ote and iU'follitiou of the other tuti Colleges, and fo the War 
From hen. jeforth to become a V/ar of the whole Empire ; wliieli would 
verv miieh alter thi; CJafe in all t'.iis Part of tlie \Vorld ; V'hether it 


be tins new Appearance in tlie Affairs of the L.mpire, orviiatever elfe 
it be, we have olifervcd, as we thank, a mutli greater Col do cfs and In- 
diH 'renee of late in M. r/c f Difcourfe, as to any 'J'hing of a 

(icnerai Peace, < v the reviving the Negotiation of it, than formerly. Wo 
made him a Vilit of Civility ye/terday, but the whole Time pafled in 
fyn-'ral Difcourfe, not a M'ord of tlie Peac(g or any thing that looked 
jike a.n*Inclination tawarfis it. One 'J'hing wc ohferved from him, that 
among many other Dillatisfattions that are ol.fervcJ to be aiTU'ug tlic 
Allie-., the 'fvipcrui/ifts begin of late to be much unlatisfcd wiih the 
Count dc Monii'rL')\ and his Proceedings towards the Ihnpirc j the Par¬ 
ticulars M. r/t?/’did not name; hut VC imagine one ''I'hing lie 
meant is, tire Spaniards ill Uiage of late of the Biflioprick of Lirgc^ 
's^hich has fo exafperated that Country, that it's faid, tliey arc rcfoJvod, 
not only not to hearken lienceforward to any Propofition on the Part 
of tlie Emperor, nr of that whole Alliance, but that they ha\ c actually 
demanded Contribution of the Neighbouring Parts of the Spanijti Jjow 
Countries^ in Reparation of the liite Violences committed on them by 
tlie Count dc Monterey. We find from anotlicr Hand, the States are 
not at all fatished with feme late Paflages on the Part of the Impcria- 
lijis., tbit is, tlicy have evpoftulated very high, as M. Smijjng tells us, 
lit P^iennai as if the Emperor had net afted this Winter with all that 
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Sincerity towards them that he ought to have done, /. c. that there 
has been, and is fomc private Underftanding between the Emperor’and 
the Bifliop of Munfier^ fo as that the Emperor’s Forces under Sporke^ 
which arc quartered in Weftphalia, and the other Parts neighbouring 
upon the BiiTiop of Mmjier\ Country, have been fo far from acting 
againft him, as the Hollanders pretend they ought to have done, that 
they have, on the contrary, flieltcr d and covered all that Part of his 
Country, and fo left him at liafc on that Side, to turn all his Forces 
upon the States on tlie Side of Gronmgucn and 0 <ver-JJJel: M. de 
HonrnonoHley they fay, continues rcfolved to quit the Service wholly, and 
not to liavc dc Souebez put over his Head in the general Command. 

W F. gave your Lordfliip an Account in our lalt, of this Eicetor hav¬ 
ing received notice from the Court of France, of the Offer his Majefty 
has made of his Mediation to tlie Molt Chrillian King; in whicli, it 
feoins, the Elcttor immediately returned his Confent, as your Lordlhip 
v. ill fee, by the Copy of the Letter he writ tlic next Day, in Anfwcr to 
tliat of the Molt Chrillian King, which goes here inclofed. How ever, 
wc have perceived by the Difeourfe ot the Baron dc Fraincs, that the 
Elcdor in a Manner expedts his Majelcy will pleafe, for the Honour of 
it, to make fomething of the fame Oner directly to him. the Elector, 
altho’ he have in the mean Time fufticiently declared his Acceptance 
of it, through the Hands of the Molt Chriltian King j in which your 
Lordfliip will pleafe to fignify his Majelty’s Commands, in Cafe it be 
thought fit that any Thing fliould be faid to him in that Matter more 
exprclly and folemnly, than what were at firlt propofed in the general, 
of his Majelty’s being delirous to contribute in any Way that fliould bo 
thought proper for the bringing on of a general I^cace, Wliicli is 
a Thing, wc have fevcral Times, fiiice the iigning of our Peace, I'ery ex- 
prefly i-epcatcd to all the Parties here, and particularly to him, M, 
Frames, on the Part of the Elector.

O U R lalt that wc had the Honour to write to your T.ordfliip, 
(wliich was of the wa.s no fooner clofed and difpatched 

UAvay, hut M. Stradlfman, Minilter to the Duke of Ncwlmrgb, coming 
from Jhffeldcr^ (for he hath now' of a good while difeontinued his 
.ixelideiiee among us in this City) brought us a Complement from the 
Duke Mailer i wherein he did particularly congratulate to his Ma- 
I'lly, the Peace he now hath with the United Provinces; exprefling it 
to be the great Hopes and hearty Willies ol his Mailer, chat his Ma- 
jelly may have, by Way of Enlargement to this particular Felicity, the 
.S'u-ciTs and Glory of conipoling the remaining prcfeiit Differences, and 
of giving an univerfal Repofe to the rdl of Cliriftcndom. I'lie Duke 
(as he told us) alluring himfelf, there is no Prince in Europe, that 
hatli that powerful Influence and Authority that his Majclly hath, to 
hr'iig about fo great a W'ork : He told us further, that the Duke his 
Malt' r had font him to Tow n at this I'ime, upon the earnell Invitation 
and Reqiu'ft of the Mediators here, to deliberate and refolve further 
upon tlie Matter of the Tiers Party, fo much talk’d of four or five 
.Months ago; the Mediators having, as he laid, lately received Orders 

full 
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full and precife from the King their Matter, to proceed to a Conclufioh 
of Ibme Points in that Negotiation of the J^iers Party. We have, in 
fomc of our former Dilpatches, given your Lordlhip the Tranfeript of a 
Projed drawn up by the Mediators, and the Minifters of the Duke of 
Savaria and NewhurgT?, which, it feems, is the .Subjed Matter of their 
Deliberation at this Time j it confitted of two Points : The 09 ic was, to 
eftablifh a defonfive League mutually between themfclves (with Liberty 
to all Princes to come into it) for the better prefervihg of their refpe- 
divc Countries j the Tabcrty of Commerce, and other Rights, from the 
Oppreflions, Damages and Ufurpations they may fuflPer, by the Forces of 
thofe tvho arc Parties to this preicnt War; and tor that End, their Troops 
and Subfidies were to be alcertain’d by a ^itota, as IhoUld be agreed 
on among themfclves. The other principal Point was, that thefe Confe¬ 
derates ihould agree among thcmfelvcs, upon a certain Plan of realbn- 
ablc Conditions, to be by Way of amicable Offices propofed and offered 
to the Parties in War, as fit for them to accept of, and make a Peace 
upon j and in Cafe fuch a lUan fliould be refufed, that then the Titers 
Party fliould, with common Advice and Confjnt, betliiuk themfclves of 
other Means, more efficacious to bring the Party refuiing to Rcafon j 
fuch .as is the denying of Paffage or Quarters to his T['roops in any 
the Territories of the 'Tiers Party, and to call into their Aid, if need 
Ihould be, the Party oppofite to him that fhould fo refufe their Plan, 
in Cafe he fliould do or attempt any Thing prejudicial to any Member of 
the Tiers Party. 

To the lirft of thefe Points, tlie JMediators have, they fay, full 
P^wer (and fo hath the Miniftcr of 'JSacarid) to confent to it, and con- 
clifdc it: hut the fecond Point, of offering a Plan of Conditions to the 
Parties in War, is not to be meddled with at this Time, the Mediators 
not being, as they fay, inftruited in it. Monficur Stradtfman did, after 
lie had given us this Account, exprefs it to be very much his own Wifli 
(for he did not deliver it as his Matter’s or tJic Mediators) that the 
King our Matter would plcafe to do this Tiers I^arty the Honour, to en¬ 
ter into it; and the rather, in that his Power and Authority would 
rank him moll juttJy in the Head of the i\hole Party; adding, that his 
Majetty and tlic King of Sweden joyn’d together, Mould be able to do 
cv^ery Tiling that can be hop’d for in this Conjundure towards the Gc- 
ucrai Peace. 'I'his ga\c us Occallon to enter into fomc Enquiry with 
Jiim, how, and by what Means, his Majetty (if the Tiers Party did 
dclire, and think it their Ihtereft to have his Majelly enter in this 
league with him) would be inttrumental to thofe Ends of promoting a 
general,Peace, wdiich they propofrd to themfclves j and the rather, in 
that this League feemed to he calculated wholly for the Defence of 
fuch neuter Princes in the Empire, as might, upon the cafual Motions 
of Troops up and down in it, be opprefled and ruin’d without fuch a 
Combination $o awe the J’artics in War: Befidcs that, there would be 
a Difficulty for his Majetty (by Rcafon of the great Dittance of his 
Kingckims) to ad by his Forces with Effcd and Advantage, as to re- 
ebivp any JVenefit liimf.-lf from the Tiers Party upon thofe Emergents, 
that it w'ould principally provide againtt. M. Stradtfman s Anfwer 
was, that as they of the Tiers Party were not only to defend each 
other’s Countries, but alfo to maintain and preforve the Commerce and 
Rights of each other ; So his Majetty might, if this War Ihould long 
continue, find himfelf concerned, by Prejudices and Damages that 
"'"'^’ould accrue to the Conrmcrcc of his Subjects from his Neighbours 
in the United Provinces and Sf>anijh Netherlands^ to make ufe of jthe 

Forces 
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Forces of the I'icrs Party, to prefs upon either of thofe Netherlands^ 
and to oblige them to Reafon, in cafe they fhould be injurious to his 
Commerce : In the fame manner the King of Sweden and the Princes of 
the Empire here, would find themfelves obliged, if the Emperor fhould 
continue this War without jutt Caufc, or go beyond his juft Bounds in 
it, to defend their Countries with thefe Forces, and to difpofe him to 
accept of a reafonable Peace. Thus he conceived, he faid, that the 
Offices of the I’iers Par^y, and, if need were, their Forces too, might ho 
applied by his Majefty to Spain^ and the States General, and by Sweden 
and thefe Princes to the Emperor, as Occafion lliould require, for the 
mutual Indemnity of all the Princes concerned, and for the aw ing of the 
Parties now in War, fo as not to refufe a Peace when it is offer’d them. 

W E arc apt to think, that tho’ the Mediators have not difeourfed 
any Thing to us upon this Subject, yet that they imployed M. Siradtf- 
man to make us this Overture, they not knowing which Way to turn 
tliemfelves with any Probability or bringing about a General Peace, in 
their prefent F'igure of Mediators. M. Strcidtfman^ in this Converfa- 
tion, mingled much of the Duke his Mafter’s Sufferings, from the Gar- 
rifons of Venice^ Ktiremonde, Erklens^ &c. the Count dc Monterey being 
fo much the more implacable, as his Exactions and Opprcffions upou the 
Dutchy of are without Meafure ; notwithftanding tlic earneft 

Intereclfion of the Emperor himfelf for the Duke, as alfo of the Mini- 
fters of Spain that arc in this City ; which hath caufed the Duke to 
have Recourfe to his Majefty, by a late 1.otter upon that Subject,- tho 
Duke profelfing very mucli to depend upon his Majefty’s Favour and 
Protection, in this and all ether his Concerns in the prefent War. 

On Wednefday^ as we dined wdth tlic xAmbaifadors, they took 

Occafion to enlarge much in tlicir Complaints of the Mediators’ that 
they !iad fuffer’d them and their Oppofites to be licre fo many Month.-., 
without propofing any Thing to them of Matter to enter upon j and 
particularly, that they had not fhaped thofe twoPv)ints, of the 
Pafl'ports, and of Prince ?r/ 7 //Vi'w’s Relaxation, into Heads or Preiimina- 
rics to be treated upon, which muft be done before it be polfibie to enter 
into any otlier Matter, and the Merits of each Parties Prctenlions can 
come in Debate intimating, th.at if they, the Unich Ambafiador.s, iiad 
had a View given them, tliat .Satisfaction might have been had from 
France.) in the Matter of thofe Paftport.s, th'.v A\ould have employed 
their very bell Offices to have Prince//////Vw;? fet at Jjberty : Wc are 
not wanting, as Occafion offers itfelf, to let tliem fee, how powerful and 
efficacious, at Jeaft in our Judgment, the Oflice^ and Inftances of the 
States their Mafters would be, in order to a (leneral Peace, if they 
flK;u!d refolve to interpofe heartily with their Allies the Spa.iiiardS) 
crpccially in reprefenting to tin m the Hazards of this War, and how 
preferable an honourable fafe Peace is at all Time:;, even in the moft 
promifing AfpeCt of Affairs. 'I'lieir Return to all our Arguments ftill 
wa.s, by way of Complaint of the Mediators, asking us ftill, why the' 
Mediators did not prefi* them with fuch Argument.s and Keafoirings > 
Never taking any Occafion to fay, that the Mediation wlftcli the King 
our Maftcr hath now offered, may in good time remedy or fupply what 
they ll'cm now to w ifli for from the Offices of the King of Sweden ; nor 
fvivo they in this, or any other Convcrfaticai w’e have had with them, 
taken any Notice, or made any Mention, c>f the Oficr ..wliich his Ma- 
l-'flv hath made, (which is fo notorious here) of his Offices to the Moft 
Chriflian King. 
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This we conceive to be our Duty, humbly to obferve to your 
Lordlhipj'thc rather, in that we have not only met with no Congratu¬ 
lation upon this Occalion to the Publick on that Side, but alfo that in 
Icveral Converlations with the THitch Ambalfadors, the Emperor’s Am- 
balTadors, and their Partifans, when the Difcourfe b^th lead in a man¬ 
ner necelfarily to Ipeak fomething upon that Subject, the whole Matter 
hath been ftill paffed over with a Silence, which feemcd to us more than 
ordinarily atfedted : Befides that, that whole Party do deliver it as 
their Judgment upon all Occafions, as we are credibly informed from 
levcral Hands, that the Court of "England ftill retains the fame Affe¬ 
ctions it had in the Beginning of this War for the French Intcreft. 

O N Wednefday laft, the ^cnch Ambafladors received their Orders to 
leave this Place, and to return Home, together with the Memorial here 
inclofed j wherein are deduced their King’s Refentments of Prince Wil¬ 
liams Affair, as the Caufe of his calling his Ambafladors away from 
this Affembly j they communicated it forthwith to the Mediators and 
to us, and they do declare to all Perfons, their Refolution of depart¬ 
ing hence, as foon as they can procure the Paffports nccelfary for them,’ 
which they w'cre yefterday to demand from the Dutch Ambafladors and 
the Spanijh Minifters here j fo that they make Account, they will be 
in a Readinefs to leave this Place within i o or 12 Days at furtheft. 
The Mediators are much furprized and troubled at this Newsj they are 
refolv’d, as Count T^ott told us, to put out a kind of a Proteftation of 
their Diligence and Zeal, againft thofe that break off from this Affem- 
bly: In the fame Inftrument they will, they fay, invite both Parties 
M;ith Solemnity, the French to remit of their Rigour, whereby they 
refufe Paffports to the Lorain Minifters ,• the Imperialijis to reftore the 
Prince of Furjiemburgh to his Liberty: This, they fay, they are dif- 
patching with all Hafte pofliblc to the Courts of Vienna and Faris; 
but tis generally thought they will come too late. The two laft Ordi- 
^narics having brought us no Englijh Letters at all, we have no more at 
this Time, but to afllire your Lordfhip that we are, f^c.

S INCE our laft, which was of the -I th^ we have had the Honour 
of your Lordfhip’s of the zoth oi March j by which we find your 
Lordfhip had already forefeen, by fomc Hints of M. dc Rtwigny's on that 
Side, what your Lordfhip will have underftood by our laft, to have 
fallen out indeed t 6 be the Cafe herethat the Moft Chriftian King, 
, upon the Emperor’s Anfwrer to M. Fuffendorff' s Reprefentation in the 
Matter of Prince WHUcim of Furjiemburgh^ hath order’d his Ambafladors 
forthwith to quit this Place, and to return. At firft the Town feemed 
to .believe this was only a Grimace in the French Court, to bring on 
the Emperor towards fome rcafonable Satisfadion in the Point of Prince 
William ; but finding the Ambafladors in fo great earneft in the Thing,' 
as immediately to demand Paffports from the Minifters of Spain and 
Holland^ and tHfe very next Day after the receiving of thole Orders, to 
ybegin to make their Adieus, they foon came to be of another Mind ; 
and now that adually thfe Ambafladors have unfurnifhed their Houfc, 
and broken up their Family, with Refolution themfelves to begin t^ieir 

Uu Journey 
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Journey on JHihnda^ next, every body looks upon the Thing as done, and 
this AflTemhly broken up and diflblved paft Hopes of a Recovery : In 
the mean time, the Mediators, as we acquainted your Lordfhip in our 
lail, have difpatchcd away to their Minifters at Vienna and Tarts, to 
try once more, whether it be polEble to obtain fomc Accommodation in 
the Point of Prince William, and in the mean time to get a Sufpeniion 
from the Court of France to thofe laft Orders for recalling the Ambalfa- 
dors : I'he Magiftrates of this Town have likewife been as well with 
the Swedes Ambalfadors, as W'ith the Nuncio, to engage their Offices 
with the French AmbafTadors, that they will at leaft allow them, the 
Magiftrates, to fend an lixprefs to Vienna once more, to try tvhat the 
Jimpcror will pleafe to do in the two Points of Prince William and tlie 
Money ; in which laft, they have declared, in cafe the Emperor fliall 
continue ftill to detain it, they muft be obliged to make it g(X)d; but 
the Orders to the French Ambafladors being peremptory, and all that is 
ofter’d on the Part of the Mediators, or the Town, being but a bare 
Repetition of Offices, which have already been negledted and refufed 
by the Emperor, the French Ambafladors continue refolvcd on their Re¬ 
turn, and adually to begin their Journey on Monday next. 

B Y their Example, M. Fifcher, one of the limperor’s Ambafladefts, is 
likewife preparing for his Return, having to that End demanded Palf- 
ports of the French Ambafladors for his Goods and Family, wEich he 
means to fend up by Water Home to Fribur^h in Trittfjaw, the ufual 
Place of his Abode, and muft therefore pafs before Thilipshtirgh and 
Trifack ; M. dc /’ Jfola at the fame Time talks of removing, but whi¬ 
ther ’tis not faid j one while he talks of making a Turn to Vienna fer 
fome I’imc, another while he gives out, as we arc told, that he is to 
return to the Hague: However it be, the AlTcmbly is lookctl upon as 
fo abfolutely diflblved, by the withdrawing of the French Ambafladors, 
that every body is preparing to be gone as faft as they can ; and 
tho’ we judge it for his Majefty’s Service to be of the laft upon the, 
Place, and even to affebt to interpofe what Offices we can with the 
French AmbafTadors, to have them ftay and expedt what may be the 
Etiecc of the Mediators laft Inftanccs with the Emperor; yet ue are in 
tlie mean time ordering our Matters underhand, to be in a Readinefs, 
upon tin.' firft Receipt of his Majefty’s Commands, after the French Am- 
hailadors fliall be actually parted, and other I’ublick Minifters in a 
lEfture to follow, to part with all the Speed conveniently \vc can ; 
rc'rolving, f(!r the Eafc, as well as the ’I'hrifr of it, to take our Way 
by Water through Holland, as well tor our Perfons, as our Goods and 
Servants. 

1 1. our pafling, wc know not what may be his Majefty’s Pleafure, as 
to our waiting on the Prince of Orange at the Hague, or not; i. e. whe¬ 
ther it may be expebted, in Decency from us, that in our Pafl'age we 
fhould take our Way by the Hagtte,. to do our pcrfonal RefyeCts to the 
Prince of Orange; in which wc fhould humbly beg pour Lordflim to 
difeover what would be moft agreeable to his Majefty s good Pleafure. 

A s to the Matter of the Talatinate, the laft I^etters from Fiatishone 
fay, the Deputy of the Elcdtor of Mentz having confulted his Mafter, 
as to tho Vote of the other two Colleges, declaring the Seizure of Ger- 
mcrfJjcim to bo a Contravention of the Peace of Wqftphalia, had imme¬ 
diately received .Orders to conform himfelf to that Opinion; as now 
that Kefolution had likewife pafled the Eledlorgl College, and by con- 
fequence is now become the Declaration of the \\ hole Empire; which 
ininvtely exalts that Party, as a Thing they conclude will at once 

change 
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change the whole Face of Affairs, and immediately fet the Intcreft of 
the Houfc of Aujiria in the fame Height and Prevalency, thofe of France 
have of late Years held in the Empire. One of the firft Confequcnces 
this Refolution is expeded to have is, that as well the Elector of Colt^Hy 
as the Billiop of Munjlcr^ lhall be obliged, as Princes of the Empire, 
and who are therefore by that Determination to joyn witli the Body of 
the Empire, in the Vindication of thofe InfraAions of the Peace of 
Munfler^ that are charged on the French ; and confcqucntly to quit and 
renounce all Engagements, of what Nature foever, with the Crown of 
France: This is apprehended will be one Ufe the Emperor will make 
immediately of this Refolution.; and, we arc told, this and fome other 
Fears that have taken the Eledior, upon the feparating this AlTcmbly, 
have fo far wrought upon him within thefe 3 or 4 Days, that the 
French Ambaffadors are verily pcrfvvadcd, that they fliall not be able 
to preferve him many Weeks, nor Icarcc many Days, in their Alliance, 
after their Backs are turned of this Town. 

What the Bilhop of Miivfier is doing, we do not hear certainly ,• but 
by all we could gather from the Difeourfes of M. Smifing upon this Sub- 
he will take the firft fair Opportunity he can, to make his own 
Accommodation with Holland^, cfpecially if it be true what was told us 
yefterday by the Prince of FadcUy that General Rnbenhaupt hath fallen 
upon him with lo or 12000 Men near Nicwhiys, in the County of 
^enthem, and utterly routed his whole Force. 

W E perceive the Duke of Netehurgh is putting in hard for the Crown 
of Roland for his Son : M. Stradtfman^ he that has appeared in his Affairs 
\n this Affembly, being order’d in 2 or 3 Days to part Poft in all Hafic 
for Warfaw upon that Occalion. I.,etters from Vienna^ by tlie laft Or¬ 
dinary, fay. Prince William of Fiirftcmhurgh was expedted there in 4 or 5 
Days, being already arrived at Frinn^ a ftrong Caftlc in Moracia. That 
it was believed he would be privately examined, as to fome fecrct Mat¬ 
ters, before the Emperor himfclf, and fo font to Ncwjiadt. There is a 
Sufpicion, as if one of the great Matters they will prefs to get out of 
Prince William is, to difeover who they arc of the Minifters and others 
about the Emperor, that have had any Correfpondcncc at any Time 
with the Court of France ; which points at the Prince de Lobkewitz, 
W'hofe Ruin, it feems, the Spanijl) Faction, under the Credit and Au¬ 
thority of this new Favourite Hockcr, are driving at with all their 
Might: And therefore endeavour to make fome Difeovery by Prince 
William's Examination, if poffible to undo him that Way. 

This we have from a very good Hand, and that poffibly was one of* 
the *grcatcft Ends that Fadion had in feizing the Prince. We arc,

S INCE the laft that w'e prefumed to trouble your I.ordfhip withal, 
w hich w as of the a Duplicate whereof wo take I.cavc here 

to inclofe, we have the Honour of your Lordfhip’s of the 23^ paft to 
acknowledge* and therein the Notice your Lordfliip is pleafed to give 
us of his Majefty’s meft gracious Plcafurc, that we ftiould come aw^ay 
from this Place Avith all Speed : It is. My Lord, with all the Joy 
imaginable, as well as Obedience, that w'e prepare for our Journey ; 
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•And \vc lliall haften all we can poflibly, to throw ourfelves at his Ma- 
jofty’s Feet, to beg his Moll: Gracious Pardon j and therein we fliall 
very much need your I.ordlhip’s IntcrcelTion, for the many Failings we 
have been guilty of, in the Courfe of this unfortunate Treaty : And 
tlio' the common Fate of thofe Minifters, who have laboured here all 
in Vain, as well as ourfelves, may render our Cafe more capable of his 
Majelty’s wonted Clemency and Pardon; yet we muft acknowledge, 
that we have a Calamity peculiar to ourfelves, and to our own Breafts, 
in that his Majclly having, by an infinitely gracious Opinion of our 
Dutifulncfs, devolved fo great an Honour, and fo important a Truft upon 
us j w e have not been able to let the World fee that Zeal and Pafuon 
we brought along with us for his Service, in fuch a Proportion as might 
fuit w ith that deep Senfe w-e have, of that Royal Grace, and Infinite 
Goodnefs, wherewith his Majclly had defeended to linglc us out for 
this Poll. 

YtsTERoAY in the Evening, as foon as the Honour of your Lord- 
fiiip’s Fetter came to our Hands, we w'^ent and acquainted the Media¬ 
tors with the Notice we had had of his Majclly’s Pleafurc, touching our 
Return ; this furprized them fo much, that it w as a Wonder to us, 
(having prepared them in fcvcral Converfations, to expect no other 
than fuch New's, and that very fuddcnly too) to fee fuch a Mixture of 
Alloniilu-ncnt ; and, as it were, a Dejedtion appearing in JVt. Hhrevftcens 
Countenance, as foon as we mentioned the Orders we had received, 
'fliey entered forthwith upon feveral Arguments, to perfw ade us not to 
order our Departure hence, till they have an Anfw cr to their late Ad- 
drels to the Emperor, which they expedt within eight or ten Days at"^ 
furthell; and hope (they fay) it will be favourable for Prince Williams 
R(jlaxation. We told them, lais Majclly’s Pleafurc for our returning was 
precife ; and that we feeing the 'French Amballadors will be gone 
hence on Monday the \ 6 th^ without furtlner Remifc, (as the King our 
Mailer had been inform’d they would) had no difcrcticnary Liberty left 
us to Hay any longer, than were necellary to procure ourfelves Pallports 
from Holland^ and make ourfelves ready for our Voyage; wlierein we 
W'ere commanded to ufo all Diligence : 'J liat the waiting for our J’all- 
ports from Holland^ W'ould fpend us eight Days Time or thereabouts 
and that we would have all I'hings ready by that i'imc they could be 
obtained and font us; and w'ould, upon the receiving of our Pallports, 
immediately leave this Place, unlefs fucii a Change in Affairs fhould 
otler itfelf in that Interim, ai w ould be likely to bring the French Am- 
bafladors back again Jiither; (fuch as w e conceived the RelaxatioiY of 
lYince Tlilliam •Would probably do) tliat then, and in that Calc, 
we would difpatch a Courier to our aMaller, to know liis Pleafure 
upon the Emergent; and w'ould not purfue our Voyage, till we 
ih.ould receive an Anfwcr, and further Orders: Here Count Fott took 
Oi'callon to repeat what he had by Harts, and by the by (as it w ere) 
Jiinted to us, in private Difeourfes two Days before, and fince the lifit 
Ordinary, but tv ith fome Variations from himfelf: It W’as, that they, 
had, by their laH i.etters from Szeeden^ undcrltood, that upon the News 
of the Peace between Fngland and Holland^ there had run a Report in 
Svaeden^ that the King our Mailer would offer his Mediation to the 
i’arties in War, and that there would be poflibly feme Difficulty to get 
it accepted ; that thereupon their King had font them exprefs Orders, to 
joyn in all Rcadinefs with us, and to admit us' into a Confortlliip w ith 
them in all the Parts of their Negotiation ,* taking care, as they were 
charged,*'to avoid and prevent all Difficulties, that tlie Matter ol C'om- 

petcnce 
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^etence ^as he worded it) might raife between us; telling us further, 
that tho they in Sweden had not heretofore much diflembled their 
Unwillingnefs to joyn in any fuch Mediation with Tienmark^ yet tliat 
the Senfe of their Court was quite otherwife, if Occalion fhould offer 
it felf, to joyn with JEngland in the Mediation; This he inlifted upon 
as a Demonftration, that the Friendlhip between the two Crowns, is 
not only finccre, but infeparable ; which M. Sparr had Orders to declare 
to his Majefty more at large, both in letting him fee the Dcftrence 
their King hath to his Majefty’s Occalions, that brouglit liim to make 
a Peace ; he having not llicwcd any Diftatisfadion at that feparate 
Peace, nor made any Enquiry into his Alajefty’s Reafons or Induce¬ 
ments for fo making it, without taking in Sweden; and alfo in alluring 
his Majefty, that nothing can be more acceptable to tlicir Alafter, than 
a Conjunction with Ins Majefty, in carrying on this important Affair of the 
Mediation. M. Mbrenjieen added, (w'lnch Count ^'ott confcfl’cd he had 
forgot to acquaint us with in former Cemverfations) that their laft 
Orders from Sweden were exprefs to ufe, if need were, all Inftances 
poffiblc with the French Ambafladors here, to have lus Alajefty’s Me- 
diaiioa accepted of in the Court of Jrance^ and to have our Offices 
here admitted in every ^J’Jjing, wlierc they, tlae SwediJJo Ambafladors, 
Ihould interpofe. 

T H o’ this was not imparted to us in Form, but by Way of Conver- 
fation only,- yet wx think it our Duty, humbly to Jay before you'’ 
T.,ordlhip the Detail of it j becaufe, touching the Subject of his Maje- 
l^v’s entering into the Mediation, they have been, till within tlicfe two 
of three Days laft paft, altogether lilent, as w ell as tlic Minifters of the 
Atijirian Side. 

W E know not well what to impute this Change to, unlefs it be, to 
the Apprehenfions they have, that tlieir Alediation here is even ex¬ 
piring, and therefore have their Recourfe to his Majefty's Authority, to 
l^eep It alive if poffiblc j nor can we perceive, tliat they intend any 
'J'hing cJfc this Summer, than to perlilt in their Figure of Mediators ; 
for they do not now talk as they did in the Beginning of laft Summer, 
that they have Troops coming over into Germany- much lefs, tliat 
they will oppofc the Emperor’s March ; for it appears, that they have 
now (cfpecially fince the whole F'nipire liatli joyn’d in a Declaration to 
drive all Stranger Forces out of its Limits) no further 'I'houglits of 
forming the T/Vrj Party into a F.caguc i all that the\' now pretend to is, 
that the King our Alafter, the King of Sweden,, and the EleCtor of 
'Brandanburgh, may not, as Confederates in a Fiat s Party, but as great 
Princes, who have a Concern and Zeal all three for the Repofe of 
Chriftendom, and the two latter, a fpecial Intcreft in the Peace of 
JVcftpbalia, ufe their feparate Offices and Inftances with the Parties in 
War, to acc«;pt of a fafe and reafonabie Peace, in Regard the For¬ 
tune of this next Campaign may bring fuch a Change into Affairs, on 
the ohe Side or the other, as that the Treaties of Wefiphalia and Aix 
iaChapellc may ceafe to be the Alcafurcs, as now they are, for compofing 
Ififferenccs; lb that all Parties fliall be left without View or Hopes 
of Means, to be brought together again, and united in a general Peace. 
One Argument Count Fort told us he had ufed to Al. Beverning, in 
Order to difpofo him to w ork tlic Spaniards to Ilcafon, fomewhat far- 
prized us; it was, that tljcy, the F)ntch, mufl not flatter themfelves, 
that the Peace with Flnglaftd is now fo firm, as is generally imagined ; 
’J'he Controvcrfics of the Fe^i-lndia Trade muft be firft fettled, und 
that (he faid) will never be done to Pnrpofe but in a gcaeral Peace, 

he 
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he cftccming the fettling of the Point of Commerce, to be the true 
and real Ratification of that Peace. To aU this we conceived, that as 
Things now Hand, we had no more to Reply, but that there was no 
Argumont to be drawn againft the Firmnefs of our Peace with Holland^ 
from the Points of Commerce that remained yet undecided; that his 
Maieftv’s Inclinations to a Peace, as well as his intcreft in the quiet 
Settlement of the Prince of Orange, would not fufler the leaft Jealoufy 
or Coldncfs to arife and appear of his Side againll the States General; 
and that his Zeal for the univerfal Repofe of Chriftendom, would en- 
caee him in all Endeavours imaginable on his Part to procure it ,• and 
cfpcciaily, to joyn with the Crown of Sweden in fo meritorious a Work, 
and to have all Complaifancc for that King, that may be a Means to 
confirm and fccurc inviolably fo ftrift a Friendlhip as now is between

r H E laft we prefumed to trouble your Lordfliip with, was of the 
1] fince which we have received the Honour of your Lord- 
Jhip’s of the 27 part, incloliug his Majefty’s I.ctter of that Date for 
our formal Revocation, We were already preparing ourfclves for our 
Return, upon the Signification your Lordlhip had been plcafed to give 
us, by your Letter of the 23^, of his Majcity’s Plcafure in that Parti¬ 
cular } and the French Ambalfadors having, in Purfuance of the Orders 
they had received, Ritually left this Place yefterday Morning, we are 
now fitting ourfelvcs with all the Speed pofllble we can to follow : We 
have already made our Vifits of Adieu, to moll of the Publick Mini- 
fter?, and hope to begin our Journey on Monday next, the Inftant, 
down the River, and fo through Holland. We are told, it will colt us 
J or 5 Days to reach Rotterdam, from whence, with his Majefty’s gra¬ 
cious Favour, we think it will become us, in cafe the Prince of Orange 
be at the Hague, or other where next our Way in our Palfage, to wait 
on liis Highnefs as we go by, to pay him our pcrfonal Refpeds; which

than to lofc Time in expecting any from the other Side. Wc have in 
the mean time defired Sir Gab. Syh’ius at the Hague, and Mr. T’nckir at 
Rotterdam, to receive what lhall come for us from England, in cafe his 
Majcfty lliall find fit to give us any Commands in our Palfage through 
Holland. 

W E find the Town after all a little furprized at the French Ambalfa¬ 
dors Departure ; the Imperial and Spanijh Minillcrs having all along, 
in all Companies, till the very Morning they faw them depart, given 
out, this was but a Grimace in the French Ambalfadors, and they faid, 
wc Ihould find at the End tliey had never intended it: Nay, dc Lyra 
went fo higlt in the Point as to fay, they would not have the Courage 
to do what they faid: I'lic Ambali’adors were no fooncr out of the 
Town, but wc immediately found every body preparing to follow as fall 
as ithey could. The Swedes Ambiilfadors are in Thoughts of palfing into 
Holland, there to expect further Orders, and to watch how the World 
is like to go in the mean I'ime. M. dc t Ifola talks of going to Bonn, 
till he can receive the Emperor’s Pleafurc how to difpofc of himfclf: 
What the Spaitijlo Minillcrs will do, wc do not yet know’ here; only 
•wc find by M. Be‘vcrning,* who dined with us yefterday, that the Stitch 
Ambalfadors cannot prevail with de Lyra, to go down w’ith them into 
Holland, as, it feems, they had defired he w ould ; w hich w’e perc<#ivcd 

troubled 
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troubled them not a little, as marking an ill Complexion on the Part 
of Spain towards any fudden reviving of a Negotiation in ordef to the 
Peace. 

We find, that as well this Eledor, as the Bilhop of Munjier^ having 
received the Molt Chrifiian King’s Approbation and Allowance of it, aru 
treating as fall as they can, each apart and for himfelf, the firft with 
the Emperor, and the other with the *iDutcb i and as the Moft Chriftian 
King is obliged to lay his Scene for the next Year’s War, we cannot, 
fee but as well the one as the other defpairing of any confiderable Suc¬ 
cour from France^ whereby to enable them to defend themfelves, in 
cafe they had otherwife the Will to do it, we do not fee but they will 
be forced to conclude upon fuch Terms, as the others will be tvilling 
to allow them. We are,

I N the laft we prefumed to trouble your Lordlhip with, which was 
of the a Duplicate whereof goes here inclofed, we acquaint¬ 
ed your Lordlhip with the Preparations we were making, in Obedience 
to his Majefty’s Commands, for our Ipeedy Departure hence j and that 
we intended to begin our Journey on Monday next, the -^^tb Inftant, 
which Term being now fo nigh at Hand, we are endeavouring to pacic 
up our Goods as Jaft as we can, and we hope the Hurry which always 
precedes a Journey fuch as this, will ferve to plead our Excufc with 
your I^ordlhip, if we take the Liberty to make our Difpatch more ftiort 
at this Time, than your Lordlhip might polTibly expedt. 

W E mull not omit to give your l.ordlhip an Account, that we have 
left liis Majefty’s I^etter to the Emperor, in the Hands of M. dc T Ifoht 
and M. Fifcber, his two Ambaftadors here ; they received it with Ex- 
prclTions or the higheft Rcfpedl to his Majefty, alluring us, they doubted 
not in the leaft, but the Offer of our Maftcr’s Mediation would be very 
acceptable to his Imperial Majefty r We having thought it our Duty 
to attend the Delivery of it, with the beft Reprefentation we w'ere able 
to make, of his Majefty’s Royal- Senfc and Judgment, upon the Ob- 
Itaclc that the Enlevement of Prince William would bring to all future 
Treaties. M.de f Ifola faid, he had done his little Offices in all Tilings 
he was able* upon that Subjedl; that he was perfwaded his hiajefty 
would do a great deal for the Peace’s Sake,- but then that it was but 
juft, that if he Ihould facrifice his prefent Refentmcnt to the Publick, 
he might be d cotrvert from the like Injuries for the future. As far as 
we can gather from Ids Dilcourlc, there is nothing of violent Proceed¬ 
ings intended againft Prince William in the prefcirt Mcafures j only the 
Emperor will not probably lofe his hold of him till the Peace be alTu- 
rcd. He told us, that the Emperor having commanded his and 'his 
Collegue’s Advice, touching his accepting or not, of the Mediation of 
Sweden, they had given their Opinion, it lliould be accepted of j to 
which the Emperor inclines very much, and that they^will opine the 
fame (M. dc f Ifola faid, out of his particular Knowledge of his Majefty’s 
)uft and generous Inclinations) upon this Olfer which his Majefty makes ; 
But that they arc to feck very much what to advife (their Opinion be¬ 
ing ^called for) upon their Confulion, or rather IncompatibilitN that will 

fol-

follow, if the Pope wUl, as he fecks to do, enter into this Media¬ 
tion, the King of France hath accepted his Mediation already ,• and tho 
the dueen of Spain hath deferr’d to give any Refolution, till Ihe know 
what the Emperor and her other Allies will do ; it is certain by what 
the Nuncio here gives out, that the Emperor hath already accepted it 
likewife j but M. de t Ifoia^ upon Conference had with the Nuncio, can¬ 
not (he fays) find the Difficulties that will arife can be folvcd by any 
Method that the Nuncio hath yet thought of. On Monday next, the 
\vc doubt notj Gc)d willing, but wc iliall fet out lienee down the 
River i but all tell us, wc fliall not be able to reach Rottcraam in 6 w 
7 Days ; where we hope to meet Avith the Honour of )'our Lordiliip s fur- 
thcr Commands.

My Lord, 

W E fet out of Cokgn on Wednefday the ~th of y^r/V, at 4 in the 
Morning; we dined that Day at ^Mijjcldffrp^ at the Duke of 
Newburgb'Sy where w'c were received with all the Demonftrations of 
that Refpea:, which tlic Duke profefles always to have for his Majefty. 
We will not trouble your Lordlhip with the Particulars of the Military 
Parade, or of any other Part of the Entertainment, all which W'^as in very 
great Pomp, and very good Order j but the Satisfaction and the Plca- 
fUre which the Duke himfelf took in that Opportunity, to publilli and 
to reiterate the Devotion he hath for his Majelly’s Perfon and Service, 
did outfliine every thing clfe j and made it appear, that that Prince 
hath all the Veneration imaginable for his Majelty. Ihe Duke was 
not plcafcd to enter into Bulinefs further with us, than to enlarge into 
•a judicious Difeourfe of the prefent Pofture of Affairs, W'herein he did 
remark, that Ibme harfli Carriages of the French towards the Princes of 
the Empire, had been very prejudicial to France i he feemed to appre¬ 
hend, that the Emperor does promife to himfelf a conliderable Accellion 
to his prefent Greatnefs, from the Polturc his Affairs arc now in ; and 
that the Princes of the Empire may cafily fee what Height of Power 
he propofes to himfelf, from the blind Obedience he requires from the 
Elector of Cihgn at this Time ; it being one of tlie Conditions upon 
which the l^mperor offers him a Peace, that he, the Elector, lliould 
oblige himfelf to a Treaty, not to difient from the Houfe of Jujiria^ 
but td joyn all his Votes with it in the Affairs of tlic Empire. 

H E did much bemoan the Mifcarriagc of that ProjeCt (which he otvn’d 
to have given the firft Rife to) for a F’iers Party in the Empire; con¬ 
cluding, that now it w’as too late to expeCt the knitting of it; that 
molt of thcTPrinccs of the Empire had already taken Part with the^ 
E’.mp^j*rortho’ he feemed to promife to himfelf, that the l^leCtor of 
Frandenbnrgh would keep liimfelf within tiie Bounds of a llrict Neutra¬ 
lity : He icemed to impute the Mifcarriagc of the ProjeCt for a Fiers 
Party, to the Slowncfs of Sweden^ and the Irrefolution of tlic Duke of 
Hnnocer: He complaint d very much of tiie continuing their 

Oppreflions ftiil upon his Subjects, del.ring bis Majelly s Ollices and Pro¬ 
tection to him,'as Occafions fhould now offer tiicmfelx cs to his Majelty 
in the Figure of Mediator. 

CD • 
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\V li took Leave of the Duke in the Evening, and lay that Night 
before Kcyferwerty where we had the Opportunity of waiting on the 
hifliop of Strasbur^h for feme Hours; his Refolution, he told us, was, 
to march and leave that Garrifbn, whenever the French Troops do 
march ; and, he fays, the French w ill fuddenly march 24000 Men, 
where their Enemies do not fo much as fufpeit any Appearance of Force 
to come out again!! them. 

On l’htirfday\ Friday^ and Saturday^ we paflTcd by the fevcral Pla¬ 
ces, which we cannot lay the French are polfcHbd of, but rather, are 
now leaving upon the Fhine. 

\V I met with the ufual Civilities in moft of thofe Places, without 
ain Stop or V'fit in our Courfe ; on Scitiirday an unhappy Accident over¬ 
took Us, Aihich, tlio’unforefeen and unavoidable on our Part, is lb much 
tlic more a ’rrouble to us, as tha.t it will make a great Nolle, and in a 
manner engage his Majelty to take Notice of it. 

A s we were palling between Niwegitcn and‘ 7 /r/, dow n xhcFhinCy a' 
I'oi't Company of IS-w/JJcs (as they proved aftevw ards to he) difeovered 
itfelf marching upon the Bank-Side up the River j the) were going from 
I’ort St. ^/7/!^;v (which is now quitted) to Kiinc;e.heni ten Men of them 
and a Serjeant, were advanced fomc fcores before their Baggage, and 
tlie Body of the Company, and three of thofe ten came down the Banks 
clt)fc to the Water-Side, took Aim at our Vcflel, and fliot each Man a 
fevcral Shot with Bullet, the one whereof hurt the Stcerfman thcri at 
the Helm, ihooting him through the Hand ; the other hurt Captain 
‘Fcilcs^ one of the Company, grazing the l ip of his Nofe i I, Sir yofepb 
WdJiamfoii^ Hood clofe by the Stcerfman when lie was liurt; the third 
Shot was into a little Boat, where fcveral of our Company w ere at tliac 
'l ime, but it did no Hurt. I'licir Dcfign, no doubt, was Booty ; nor 
did tiiey know, at leal! take Notice, of his Majeliy’s Colours, tho’ they 
were on both the Boats. When we fiiw thi.. \ iolent Allault, and that 
tliey charged their (iiins again, we went both of us, witli feme fcAV of 
our Company, on Shear as foon as they perceived who wc W’crc, they 
Hed ; by that I'imc we landed, tl:eir Olhcers were come up to tlie Body, 
w ho proved the one to he the ( iovernor of Fort St. Andre^ who had left 
it that Morning, and was going along with this Company (which he 
had liad witli liim in thatl'ort) to his Name was, Lj" Chez'a- 

ikr dc and by tlie Crofs he W'ore, was a Knight of Malta ,• the 

other was a 4S'av/j’, L.o\. cCAndrilkn they called him, and he had the 
Command of tlie Company, which was a Company : 'Jdie 

C,he\alicr belUrr'd himfelf handfomcly, purfued the three Fellow s, and 
having taken them and the Serjeant, arrehed tlicm for Prifoners, and 
pytrroitcd them to Purpofc : The w as vi.ry old and maimed, and 

tlio’ lie did not exprefs the fame Concern, nor polfibly underltand tlie 
Nature of the Aflfoiit with the Chevalier, he faying nothing, but the 
Cihevalirr Rill crying uut, il oa dc tua'Jefh'-t yet the Sue/f's was not the 
lefs troubled at the Accident; which we tliiiik our Duty to mention, 
becaufe ’tis poHtble, that when tiiis Afl'air comes to bo taken Notke oi 
to the Molt Chriliian King, his Majelly, cut of his innate Clemency, 
may think lit to intercede for thcle Otficer;, who were fo far behind the 
tliree Soldiers and the Detachment, that tlioy did not hear the Mufquets 
when they went ^'li : 'I’hey gave us thi. r Procefs verbal of what had 
puil'd, and begg’d his MajcRyb Grace and Pity to their Mislurtuue ; for 
there was nothing could he imputed to their Fault in tl?is Rencounter. 
'Flic Procefs verbal and more minute Acc nnt of this, we take leave to 
referve till wc wait perfonally upon tour irdiliip. 


Y E S T E R- 
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Yesterday being Monday Morning, nc came to K^otterdaffi, anJ 
paflcd thcncc to the Hague in the Afternoon. We found that his High- 
ncfs the Prince of Orange was newly return’d from Utrecht i and this 
Morning Sir Gabr. Syhius brought us Word, the Audience we humbly 
begg’d of him fliould be given us at 'I'hree this Afternoon. A\ e found, 
as your Lordlhip’s Letter and Sir Gabriel had prep:ir’d us,that there n tr^.- 
great Prepofleflions in tlie Prince, partly from the Partiality he believes 
his jMajefty hath ior Prance^ and partly from the Impoifibility of contain¬ 
ing the Moll Chriltian King within any Bounds but by I'orce of Arms. 
In our Addrefs to the Prince, we did endeavour to govern ourfelves 
ilridtly by your Lordfliip’s Caution, and advanced no more, but that 
tlie King having approved of the Delign we had to pay our perfonal 
Duties to liis Highnefs, in our Paflage through this Country, he had 
beei^ pleafed to command us, not only to allure the Prince of his 
RefpeCts, but to acquaint him, that the King deligning to imploy his 
iitmolt Offices to mediate a General Peace, it would be a great Satis¬ 
faction to him to know, in what Particulars he might be ufcful to the 
Intcrells of the Prince which were now become the fame with that of this 
Country, and indeed with his own : That we had further in Command 
to coftnnunicate to his Highnefs any thing that may have occurr’d to 
lis in the Courfc of our Negotiation, as to the prefent AfpeCt of Aflairs 
in order to a General Peace, with the fame Freedom as to his Majclty 
himfelf. The Prince replied, that he W'as very much obliged to his 
Majclty for his Care of himj that truly he was not againft a Peace, 
provided it may be fuch a one as may conlilt w'ith the Intereft of this 
O^untry, and with that of their Allies ; the Alfurance that a Peace 
fliould be lulling, was the only Thing difficult in Jiis Judgment; that 
this Fllate is not fecure, much lefs are the SpaniJJj Netherlands^ from 
being over-run, as they were two Years ago, whenever the French find 
th-’ir Opportunity; that they, the Stitch, arc obliged to rellore Spain 
to the Terms of the 'Pyrenean 'I'rcaty; that the Spaniards have no 
f^'ronticr to cover them, and can never be in Safety as they now Hand ; 
that he did not fee how this Alfurance might be had from France, in 
'Regard Guarantees and Paper w-ould not do it; that they had a great 
<.ii.iantity of Paper from the French King already, but to no Purpofe. 

W t did not oppole in this firll Addrefs any Realbnings of ours to 
his Highnefs’s Sentiments ; we yielded, that if a Peace were to be made, 
it mull be at the fame Time made a lalling onci that we hoped our 
Mailer, if he intermeddled in the Mediation, would make it as much 
his Care to procure that tlie Peace ihould be lalling, as that the War 
fhould eeafe ; only that his Majefty would be (we thought) glad to 
learn from the Prince, what it is that in his Highnefs’s Judgment will 
amount to an Alfurance, fuch as fliall fatisfy his Highnefs, this Countrj', 
and their Allies: We did not take our final i.eave of his Highnels, 
nor did w^e enter into any EcclarciJJement about the I.cvics, referving it 
to another Time. We arc, (^c.

I N our I-etter that we prefumed to trouble your Lcrdfliip withal on 
this Day fevennight, we gave your Lordfliip an Account of the Au¬ 
dience th.at his Highnefs the Prince of Orange had done us the Honour 
to give us that Afternoon. We lead good Hopes to have been admitted 
to anothi.r, -and indeed to have been difiniifed ere this Time. But the 
Prince had been either abroad (as he Avas ail yefterday, to fee a little 
Seat on Jjtrccht Side, which he intends to purehafe hr his 1’lca.furc of 
Hunting) or elfc fo engag’d in Buiinef., tliat we have not been a#c to 
obtain leave (tho’ S\y Gabriel Syk'hts liad Hill follicited fn* us) to pay 
our Duty to his Highnefs, fincc our firli Audience on this Day fes ennight. 
\Vc have, lince Ave are not admitted ourfelves, requefted Sir Gabriel 
Sykim to enlarge, as he fliould h'nd Opportunity, both upon t]:c Seafon- 
ablenef. of the O’/erture Ave have made to his Highnefs in his Majelly’s 
Name, and upon the Rcafons that fupport it. 'Vhe Prince hath been 
plcafcd to tell Sir Gabriel^ he Avill, Avhen he hath Lcifurv', difeourfe a\ ith 
us upon the Subject Matter of the Peace, and of thofe Means and Terms 
of publick Surety, fuch as aaoII content this State and their Allies ^ 
but at tlie fame Time he intimated, that he himfelf cannot come to 
any Refolution about the Peace or Surety, before he do advife Avith the 
Count tic Monterey; adding obliquely, that the States do hold theth- 
felvcs bound to fee Spain rellorecl to the 'i'erms of the Vyrcncan 
Treaties, unlefs Spain Avill of its oAvn Accord acquiefee in a Satisfaction 
more moderate, at Icafl: of a lelfer Diff culty to be obtained : It is Sir 
Gabriel Syhinx his Obferv^ation as avl-11 as ours, that our Reception here 
is very cold, and that the Men of Bulinefs decline us A\ith feme Ii>- 
dufiry i nothing being here talk’d of, but the humbling of Trance by 
the formidable Torce the Confederates liave noAV on Foot, to fuch a 
Degre<*, that there Avill be no Caufc to fear any Dillurbancc from it in 
var) many Years. So that the 'I'cmpcr liere is A'try diflant fr< in what 
his iNPajtfiy, entring upon the Oflicc ('f a Mediator, coiikl AvilR it to be ; 
but that Note AAill quickly be changed, if the News from the Tranche 
Conrtt (whence we liear nothing hitlicrto) proves to be contrary to tlic 
prefent Heights of JixpeCtation.

gerous Greatnefs of that King: 'Phat this Barrier can be no other, 
than to bring liim to quit all his Conquefts lince the ‘Pyrenees, and to 
fix him to tl)e Terms of that IVeaty, which this State is now oblig’d to 
do, in Favour of the Spaniards. 

W E did endeavour to reprefent unto his Highnefs, how' improbable it 
was, or rather impolfible it would prove to be, (tlie prefent \'igour and 
Force of France confdercd) to bring that King, by Way of Office and 
Negotiation, to part w itli fo many Itrong Places j and on the other 
Side, how full of D fficultics and Uncertainties, the grafping at fucli 
an Attempt w ould be, by Force and Arms ; and how long all CJhrillen- 
dom mult bleed, if the AVar be continued 'till Spain does recover all 
it fiath loft fince the Vear 1659. "I he Prince was pleafed to fay, the 
King our Mafter would be able to bring tlie French King to itcfpe- 
cially, if his jViajefty, finding that h.s Offices are not conlidtred, and 
prevalent enough, would come at laft to declare lor, and )<>yn his 
Armies wdth the Confederates. Wheii we had told lus Highm fs, that 
tho’ we were not in the leaft inftrueted to fpeak to this weighty J'oint, yet 
that we underftood, and had all Keafon imaginable to believe, that his 
JVkijefty’s Affairs at Home w’ould not permit him tt) engage in a new AVar. 

He was plc^afed to enter into Difcourfe, that the Charges would 
be very little, and the Rifque Icfs, that this AA^ar would engage his 
Majefty in : 1 hat his Fleet at Sea need not be fo great, a much fmaller 
%joyn’d w ith theirs would be fufficient; that his Land Forces need not be 
great neither, the Confederates being numerous enough already ; and 
siifo to difeover a Itrong iCrfwalion he liath imbibed, that the Par¬ 
liament and People will not be wanting in any Supplies requitite for a 
AV'ar, out of their known Antipathy againlt France : Naj', lie did cx- 
prefly enough declare it to be his judgment, that w itliout Ibme fuch Con- 
junonon againJl J'rance, there w’ere no Hopes that this State would be 
brought into any flricter Friendthip, and to fuch an hearty entire Union 
(as were to be wiflicd) with Fngland. He was pleafed in a Manner to 
challenge us to fliinv, that our real Intcrcft was other than to enter into 
the ftricteft Amity poffible with the States ■, and even to make A\'ar in 
Ajeaijunction with them againft France. 

IT appear’d to us by the Pcnlioner J'agel\ Difcourfe the fame Af- 
ternof n, that this is a Notion that prevails very much here, tho’ the 
Ixnlioner tliiiik it needful, or wifli as tlie Prince did, that our Mafter 
fhouitl come to an aClual Engagement in this AV'ar ; only that he ftiould, 
by his A}>plicatic!is for a general Peace, let France fee, that he hath 
the fame Interell with tlie other Confederates, to fet firm Boundaries 
to its prefent Greatnef). The Prince, in his Difcourfe of the Pofture of 
hfs Army, iind of the prefent Conjutture, delivered himfelf wdth very 
admirable PrudLiice and Moderation ^ letting us fee, he was fufficiently 
awrfVe of the Cheeks and Revolutions that arc ordinarily Incident to 
gi’cat and j. rofperous Aftairs : I'hat his Confidence was not over great 
Ml tlie i'paii/Jh 1 roops, nor his Reverence over much for their prefent 
Minifters and Ciouncih ; but above all, that liis Attach to their Inte- 
reiiS, is to laft 110 longer than the Neceffity of a Countei'poizc to the 
French Greatnefs lhall require. His AVords were, that ho was not fo 
i’ar addicted to the Spaiiijh Intcrcft, but that if Spain ftiould deliga 
any Thing againft this* State, or fet up for a univerfal Monarchy, 
he wouUr become as good a Frenchman as he is now a Spaniard i 
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being on no Occafion either Frenchman or Spaniard, any furtlicr that: 
his Intcrcft leads him j but in all Cafes, he was, and would be, nn ‘Bon 
Hollandois: Wc did not find his Highnefs fo unequal (if we may pre¬ 
fume to fay fo) in any Thing, as in the Refentments he feems to have 
about the i.evies, which wc had your Lordfliip’s Order to inform him 
in ; tor bclides' that he did aver, that all Men who have an Inclina¬ 
tion to the Service here, were difcountcnanced and over-aw’d in Zi'w 
land'. He was plcafod to apprehend and declare it, to be a Juftice due 
to this State, to have the 1 liberty, now after the Peace is made, or 
levying as many Men in Fln^land, as are now found to be remaining in 
the Service of France, and arc not called Home. We found (whiclj 
we couid not but wonder at) Monficur Fagcl to be of the lame Judg¬ 
ment ; and tho’ neither the Prince, nor he, would fay, that the not 
calling back of our I'voops from France, was a direct Contravention to 
the fecret Article ; yet they tvould not allow us, that his Maje/ly 
(being now in the State of Neutrality, and entring upon the Oflice oJ’ 
a Mediator) can, without great Partiality for France, prohibit l<c\ ies to 
be made for this Country; unlcfs at the fame Time he refufed tliat 
J dberty to the Frcneh King. But to aggravate this Affair, Monficur 
Fagcl told us of a Proclamation in Scotland, whereby Liberty Was 
git ell to go to the French Service, and a Reftraint declared upon all 
that would enter into the Service of this State. Which we took leave 
to gainfay, as a 'Phing utterly incredible j and fuch as wc hoped 
would appear, within few Days, to be a malicious Falfity. Monficur 
Odyike had done us the Honour to invite us to dine witli him that 
Day i where the Prince and Monficur Fagel render’d thcmfelves at Noon: 
We liad about an Hours Difeourfe with the Penfioner, which A\as the 
firft and only Interview wc had with him. Our Scope was, to reprefent 
unto him, that now (their Condition here being fo profperous) was tho 
only prc.per Seafon to make a Peace ; and in Order to it, to let our 
Mailer know, what would finally content them and their Allies ; or at 
feaflwile to give liis Majefty good Grounds of Aflurance, that they'^ are 
Jiere in a real Difpolition to receive Terms of Peace, if his Majefly can 
procure France to offer them fuch as are fafe and honourable. 

'J’nis iafl the Penfioner moll inclined to, they, the ‘Dutch, having 
nothing to ask of France, fince they hope to be rcpoffelfed of Grave 
(Without uling any Force) in a Biort Time j and that they defign 
Macjh’icht (when the Peace is made) to come to the Spaniards. On 
the other Side, the Spaniards, lie told us, will never fpeak any Thing 
iefs than the 'Perms of th.e Fyreiices, and this State muft Aand by them 
in thofe Demands, only here they will be at Idbcrty, if Ih~ancc •fliall 
ofi. r ll- afbn fo all the Confederates, to remonllrate to the 
that it IS fafer and better for Spain, and ail tliat Party, to accept of 
'f erms, that are lefs advantageous than thofe of the Fyrcnces would 
bo, rather than continuing the embroiling of all Europe in the Mifcries 
and Uncertainties of a long War. 

'I'ni Penfioner therefore prayed us, that his Majefty would procure 
;i fair Offer from France ^ alluring us, that this State will make the heft 
Ufe of It towards their Confederates. 

W V. told him, wc could not believe liis Majefty W’ould judge, he 
ii.'d any Grounds of Aflurance of their good Difpolition here to a fud- 
d< n Peace, if they expected that France Ihould fuffer Mt felf to be 
perfwodi-d, by a Mediation, out of all its C.'onqucfts : He acknowledged, 
chat that was not to be expedted, or iniifled on, provided the Peace 
niigh^ be ft.re and lafting; ho thought Spain might be brought to 

ac- 
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acquicfcc in feme Temperaments and Expedients that would fatisfy, 
without the Terms of the Pyrenees. 

A s foon as our Converfation with the Penfioner was over; We 
haftened from the Hague to this Place, and were yefterday at *i)elphs 
Haven, to fpeak with the Captain of the Yatcb, that brought over 
Mr. Alderman 'BackwelL The Captain is, as he fays, to follow the 
Alderman s Order, which he hopes to receive this Day ,• if the Aider- 
man’s Affairs fo Hand, as to permit the Captain to give us a Wafe over, 
we fhall clofe with that Convenience ; if not, we fhall lay hold on any 
other this Place affords, that we may haften all wc can poffibly, to be 
at his Majefty’s Feet ,• and to alfure your Lordfhip, viva voce^ that 
we are.

't' o thefe Letters may be added. Sir Leoline s own Account of this 
Ncgt)tiation, as deliver’d by him ore tcmis in Council, upon his Re¬ 
turn ; and taken from his Minutes, which contains not only an Abftradi 
or Summary of the preceding Letters, but many other material and im¬ 
portant Circumftances of that Time. 


H E Duich (fays he) in the whole Courfe of this Negotia¬ 
tion, were never real or in earneft for making a Peace with 
Lngland: As evidently a 

1. From the ^Plcnipot 
having no lefs than four 
of it, and one notorious 1 
' jcation being reprefented to their Mahers at the Hagtie^ they got at laft 
for Sluimc amended. But the Falfity (which is an Aflertion, that the 
States liad before the War tender’d ail the Satisfaction and i<cparatioii 
the two Kings and their Allies could pretend from them) Hands unamended 
to this Day, iiotwitlihanding the Inftances of tlie Mediators, and our 
■'Avn iS'oteftations againfl that Alfertion, not only as untrt'e in itfcJf, but 
alfo a?: begging of the Qucllion, never admitted in any 'I'reaty. 

2. 1 he ‘J)it 1 cb Arnbafladors, being polfeffcd of his Majefty’s Demands 
on tlv* \,cl oi ynne^ whicli was the Day upon which the Mediators 
hrll called for them j tw'o of them went on the of ynly for the 
Hagtu\ (in Carder to confult, as was pretended, their Mailers thereon) 
but r^,turn’d not till the :*i/j of Anguft ; fo that in a whole Month, there 
was neither Anfwcr given, nor Exception taken to his Majefty’s De¬ 
mands, nor any the ieaft Step taken in the Negotiation. 

3. i'liE Day after their Return, they gave in a Writing to the Me¬ 
diators, wind I may be better called a Manifefto than a Letter, it 
l)eing patch'd up of Artifice and Declamation upon the Caufes and 
Merits oi' th-' \t ar j and tho’ they did take notice of his Majefty’s prin¬ 
cipal Demands, one by oite, yet they anfwcr’d each one with a Cavil 
or an Lvafion, hill mixt with Infolency, notwithftauding that they

grofs Equivocations in the Body 
-allity in the Preface. The Equi- 
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had often confelTcd in private Converfation, that fomc of thofc Demands 
either were not worth their ftanding upon, as that of the Libels ; of 
could not for Shame be denied to his Majetty, as that of the Flag. 

4. From their not taking the leaft Notice, cither in that of the 

i<itb of or in any Letter fince to the Mediators, of his 

Majefty’s great Condefeention, ia quitting wholly his Demand of cauti¬ 
onary Towns, even at a Time, when he might have promifed himfelf 
fomc Modefty and Compliance in them from the Pofture of his own 
Arms ; nor of his Endeavours Hill to draw on his Allies by his own 
gtcat Example, and carneft Inftanccs, to facilitate the Peace, and to pre¬ 
vent their involving of all Httrope in a perpetual War j which the 
Mediators have upon all Occalions thought fit to acknowledge with 
the higheft Thanks, and greatcll Veneration poflible for his Majefiy. 

5. 1 'hat ever lincc the Return of the two Ambafladors from the 
Uaguiy it hath been an Obfervation, and the conllant Complaint of the 
Mediaters,’ that the ^Duteb Ambaffadors did grow every Day more high 
and untraftable in their Publick Bufinefs, and alfo infolent and i*ude 
(fomc of them) in their ordinary Converfation, as if they had been 
fcarching for Quarrels, and had renounced all good Difpolitions requi- 
lite to Men that arc to treat of Peace. 

6. That in their Treaty with Spain, bear ng Date the ^oth of jSu- 

giiji, ’tvvas exprefly fiipulated, Spain fliould break with France as fpon 
as required thereto by Holland, and Holland Ihould then difeontinue 
the AUembly at Cohgn -, and yet they denied there was any fuch Article 
in that Treaty, three Weeks after it was figned, and when the Media¬ 
tors had a Copy of it, to fliew them how dilingenuous they were in. 
their Proceedings. ’ 

7. His Maj-'fty’s Demands being fo moderated, as not to afford the 

*Dutcb a Handle to break upon, in any one finglc Point, without taking 
the Shame and the Wrong notorioufly upon thcmfelvcsj they did, by 
their l.ettcr of the 9th of OBoher, I'cfufc his Majefty’s Propolltions in 
the gf'ncral, as cxcelTivc, ruinous, and introdudivc of eternal Servitude ‘ 
upon tlieir State, without giving their Ileafons, or taking their Exce¬ 
ption to any one Particular; inft;much that they were forced to have 
Kocouife to a pitiful Pretext, which concerned not his Majefty, nor re¬ 
lated to chis War in the leaft, upon which they muft break on the Ne¬ 
gotiation ; C'iz. bccaufe the Moft Chriftian King denied PafTports to the 
Duke of Lorain, whofe Quarrel they have efpoufed ; tho’ it depended 
long before their War with France, and tho’ that Prince hath neither 
Country, nor Army, tvhereby his Alliance may be of Ufc or Moment 
to them. , 

8. That now Spain having aftually broken into a War, thQ^ntch 

Ambaffadors declared on the 14//& of OUober, they were no more at 
Liberty to treat at the Cannes, the ufual Place of Treating, even before 
they had an Anfwer from the Mediators, tvhether the AJoft Chriflian 
King was refolvcd or not to deny his Paffports to the Minifters of 
Jj/rain, to come and aflift at the Treaty, .^nd lb two of the four Am- 
bilfadors, Meffieurs Secerning and d Odyike, the chief Men in Rank, 
and Members of the two principal Pro^'iIK•cs of Holland and Zealand, 
dci>arted on the 19 tb, and left behind them the other two, which could 
uni lue thought inftrufted to proceed in the Negotiation without their 
Cs'l'cgues. , 

B Hu'E s the foregoing Obfervations on the Conduft of the 
there were many others which offer’d thcnilelves to Sir Levines Re¬ 
flexion, ariling from the Intcrefts and Views of the reft of the Parties in 

War, 
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War, and the general Pofturc of Affairs during his Stay at Cologn, and 
which he continued his Account of to the following Purpofe. 

Before and after the taking of Maeftricht^ fays he, till thcMarcJ? 
of the lmperial{fis was certain, the French were too high and implicit 
in their Demands { our Fleet was Icfs fuccefsful in the two firft Engage¬ 
ments ; the lyutcb had a Profpeft of the Emperor’s Marcli, and that 
Spain would break: After the Bufinefs of Maejiriebt^ the French be¬ 
came confident the Emperor would not march j and if he did, that 
Marefchal T'urenne would be too ftrong for him, and that Spain durft 
hot declare. 

The FMitcb were fatisfied of the contrary, as it aftertvards proved; 
the laft Engagement at Sea did them but little Hurt : The French 
Army in the L/m Countries was not in a Condition to attempt more 
that Campaign j Supplies in Parliament were not feared by the *Dutcby 
tinlefs it were to break with France. 

MontecucuH having gained his Point, ^onn and Kaerden being taken,' 
the Prince of Orange having marched backwards and forwards without 
any Thing being attempted by Turenne or ^juxemhurgh^ T’reccs and 
other Princes being ravaged, the Prince of Orange being influenced by 
Spain,^ the Parliament difquietcd, and univcrfally inclined to defert 
France; Holland would not hearken to any Thing that was high, and 
Fram:e to any that was low, or part with any Thing they could keep. 

Much more was it fo with each Party, i. When Spain had declared. 
2. When the Parliament had refufed Supplies. 3. When England came 
to a feparate Peace. 4. When the Imperial Army had polTefled itfelf of 
ay the Elcdor of Cohgn's Country. 5. When France had forfaken fo 
masiy Places, w^hen the Falatine had actually engaged, and the Empire 
declared againft them. For then Spain forgot the Terms of jiix la 
CbapellCy and talked of reducing all to the Fyrcnean Treaty ; the "Em¬ 
pire expected to chafe the French out of all their footing in Fhilipsburgb 
and J^ace: So that Things Hand at the wideft Diftance pofliblc, now 
his Majclly declares he will mediate a General Peace. 

This the Spaniards will render fruitlcfs if they can, tho’ they Ihould 
fcemingly accept his Majefty’s Offices : For their fundamental Maxim 
is, that the French Treaties are not to be relied on ; that a Reftraint 
is to be laid on that King by Force; that he muft be made to quit all 
his Conquefls, fince the Fyrenean Treaty, and to renounce all Preten- 
lions of luccecding in Spain. 

France finds itfelf ovcr-match’d on the one Side, but will not be 
hedor’d as low as Spain would have it, on the other Side : So that as 
Spain wjll not come to any Peace, as long as Holland and the Empire 
will Hand by them, the French King will offer very liberally to detaebe 
thefe Allies, and vety fairly for Spain^ thereby to put it in the tvrong. 

And the Allies by Confequence are the foie Arbiters of the Peace. 
The Emperor jjath a Profped of eflablifhing his Authority at Home, 
and fo will to continue an Army on Foot, ivhich he is not to 

pay. The Ilutch^ whofc Intereft is Commerce, will go no further in 
this War, than the Prince of Orange will carry them. 

S o* that his Highnefs feems to be the only Perfon to be taken off : 
But his Inclinations are to be at the Head of an Armythe Spanijh 
Councils, and the young Men about him, cherilli and encourage that 
Inclination : He J^ath fome Refentments that arc perfonal againft the 
French King, as well as fome Emulation for him. The IjoveJiein Party 
is fo deprefled at this Time, ‘that this Pofturc may feem to him in fome 
Mcafurc ncccftary for his Safety. As he hath a great Senfe of Honour 

Y y tc 
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to execute their 'freaty with Spain by very ample Returns, and by 
bringing Things to the T^yunean 1 rcaty ; lb the Party that hath ad¬ 
vanced him, muft gratify his Humour, and place their Security in the 
fame Bottom with the Prince. 

T H E only Means that feem to me likely to draw his Highnefs off by 
are, i. Begetting in him a Confidence in his Majefty, and a Reverence 
for him. 2. By Convincing him, that his Authority at Home tvill be 
beft cftabliflicd in faving tlie Purfes of the Subject, and in having the 
King his Uncle firm to him and his intcrefts. 3. It may be done in 
marrying him with his Royal Highnefs’s cldcft Daughter. 

If it be confidered, whether it be the intereft of "England to enter 
into a ftri^tcr Amity wdth Holland and Spain^ tho’ to the DilTatisfadtion 
of France ? 

IT feems to my humble Apprehenfion to be fafeft j for fo we lliall 
make a fuffieient Counterpoize againft France, whofc Puiffance docs 
every Day threaten to turn the Ballancc, and who wdll be always em¬ 
broiling of us at Sea with thcElutcb, in order to weaken us. 2. France 
will not offer to invade us at any Time, if \vc arc Ari<ftly united with 
^nain and Holland, and fo we lhall have the Icfs Oppofition in our Trade. 
3. The lefs Danger of Difturbance at Home j for then it will not be the 
Prince’s Intereft, or any of that Countries, that we be embroiled. 

Whereas if we continue in the Intereft of France, our Reward can 
only be, cither Part of its Conquefts Abroad, or Maintenance of cur 
Peace and Qjiiet at Home. But as to the firft, the Share of the tveaker 
Ally is never fo good in the Dividend, as in the Defignation : And we 
have no Rcafon to alfedi new Acquifitions, unlcfs we had the go8d 
Fortune to make a better Ufc of our prcfcnt Poircfllons. As for the 
Maintenance of our Peace at Home, after the prefent Difrclilhcs and 
Jcaloufics, it is a Thing that the People or Parliament will never fancy 
or expert from a Friendlhip with France: Nay, if his Majefty Ihould 
enter into a ftridlcr Amity with France, it may be expected, that th^ 
Parliament will again take upon them to enquire into and Judge of that 
Treaty.

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InJimUioiis fit' the Mediation. 

Charles R. 

T he Offer Wc had made of Our Alediation about the Month of 
Sept. 1674, having been accepted by the feveral Parties in War, 
with that Rcadinefs and Satisfaftion Wc could have wiflied, Wc imme¬ 
diately applied Ourfelf for the fixing of a Place for the Alfembly to meet, 
in Order to the I'rcaty of a General Peace. After feveral Conteftations 
Upon this Point between the Parties, at laft We prevailed, about the 
Month of February 1674-75, that the Tow n of Ntfncgticn in Qclderland 
Ihould be the Place ; but the Moft Chriftian King, as he had been of 
the earlieft to agree the Place, facilitating with great Diligence the 
Difficulties which arife upon that Head, he declared he could not in 
Honour make the next and ncceflary one of fending his Ambaffador to 
it, till the Elmpcror fhoald in fome Degree fatisfy him in the two great 
preliminary Points, of the I.iberty of Prince William of Fnrficmhurgh^ 
and the Reftitution of the Money feized at CvUgn ^ and upon this Dif¬ 
ficulty, the whole Bufinefs relied this laft Year, till at laft, all other t.x- 
pedients failing. We fo ordered the Matter, as to prevail with the 
Bilhop of Strasburghy Brother to the faid Prince Wllliamy himfcif to bc- 
contie a Suitor to the Moft Chriftian King, that he would depart from 
the Point of Honour he had hitherto fo peremptorily flood upon, and 
agree to fend his Ambafladors to the Place of Congrefs, without further 
infilling on the previous fequeftring the Perfon of the faid Prince into 
^omc neutral Hand; which w'as the Temperament He, the Moft Chri- 
ifian King, had heretofore propofed in the Matter. This Suit of the 
Bilhop of Strasburghy Wc fo feconded wnth our Inftanccs, that it prevail¬ 
ed with tlie Moft Chriftian King, lb as he has agreed his Ambalfadors 
fltall, without further Conditions, forthwith part for Nimegueny and 
begin a 'JVeaty. 

And therefore having thought fit to make Choice of You for Our 
Amballadors Extraordinary and Plenipotentiaries in thofe Mediations of 
a General Peace, for the Experience We have of your great Sufficiency 
and Abilities in Negotiations of this kind, you. Sir JLeoline Jenkins, 
(your twoCollegues being already on the other Side the Water) are forth¬ 
with to embark yourfclf on Board the Yacht appointed for your Tranfpor- 
tation, and Wind and Weather ferving, to pafs with what Diligence 
you may to the ’Brill, or fuch other Port as you can bell make in Hol¬ 
land or ^alandy and thence by the Way of the Hague, where S'lrWilliam 
F’cmple is appointed to be ready to joyn you, to proceed with all convcr 
nient Speed to Nimcgttcn. 

W F have already called upon the States, to have their Ambaftadors 
in a Rcadinefs, wJicn Wc Ihould be able to gain this main Point upon the 
MbftChriftianJ^ig; however, it will be fit, in your Paflage by the Hague, 
to pref^l»(!fh, in cafe they be not yet ready, to follow with all Speed to 
Niidt 0 ini ; as likcw'ifc to procure effedlually from the States, whatever 
fh^ll be found necelTary to be done on their Part, as well for the atftual 
forming the Alfembly, the determining a reafonablc Circuit of neutral 
Country, next adjacent to Hiwieguen, between the two Rivers of the 
W'aal find the Meufe, as tvcll for the Security and Convenicncy of the 
Afl'embly, as for the difjjatching by themfclves and their Confederates 
the PaflportsMiecefi'ary for the other Parties, in the Forms that arc pro¬ 
per. Ail wLich Points, and whatever clfe you ftiall judge ufcful to the 
Work, you ar W'illiam Temple, and you Sir Leoline Jenkins, arc care¬ 
fully to tlunkjand concert betw'een yourfelves, while you arc yet at the 

Hague, 
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JlagvXi and to fee the whole put into fucli a Way of Difpatch as may 
be fit, even before your leaving the Place, to the End the Bulincfs of the 
Aflembly may not be retarded by any Thing wanting on the Part of the 
States, or their Allies. 

Be iKG upon the Place yourfelvcs, your firft Care muft be to get the 
Affembly complcat, by prclltng the Confederates to difpatch away their 
jMinUlcrsi thofc of FTance being, as We arc informed, already on their Way j 
fo as in all Likelihood to meet you upon the Place at your firft Arrival. 

In the interim, till the Alfcmbly can be complcated, you will haye 
Time to adjuft, with the Opinion and Liking of fuch as ftiall be already 
airived, fcvcral Matters of Circumftances relating to the Alfembly, and 
the Manner and Way of Negotiating in it, particularly the finding out 
fome fit Houfe or Place, where the Minifters of the fcveral Parties may 
aftcmble and tranfadl together: I'hc Particulars of all which muft be 
left to your own Diferetion, to order and difpofc in fuch Way and Man¬ 
ner as you lhail judge moft convenient j taking Care all that may be, 
to avoid in the general all Occafions of Conteft and Difputc about Mat¬ 
ters of Precedency and other Ceremonies : To whicb Lnd, We think it 
were well, that as We will not that you yourfelvcs do make any Publick 
Entry at NimegueUy fo you Ihould prevail with the fevcral Ambafladors 
and Plenipotentiaries, as they ftiall unite, to decline any fuch folemn En¬ 
tries, for the avoiding Contefts for Precedency, ufual upon fuch Occafions. 

As to the Matter of Treaty, We don’t fee how We can at prefent well 
direft you any Thing in it, that being to arife from the feveral Parties 
among themfelves, according to the Pretenfions they lhall be found to 
have upon each other refpedtivcly. In which, your Part, as Mediators,will* 
be fo mutually to reprefent and value the Reafons of each towards thb 
other, as to bring them at laft to a fair and rcafonable Accommodation, 
which you are to labour with all the Care and Skill you can ; ftill re- 
membring to keep that Fairnefs and Impartiality in the Negotiation, 
which may become the Perfon and Figure We bear of a Mediator between 
the Parties ; and that’s as much as We think can be now faid upon that * 
Matter; Only in the general, it may be fit in this Point to warn you, as 
to the Method as well of your firft entring, as in the, whole Progrefs of 
the Treaty, that you ftiould not by any Means be drawn to make any 
Propofals, or Scheme of Conditions between any of the Parties, but leave 
it to them to make what Demands they ftiall think fit one upon ano¬ 
ther ; and then your Part is to be, fo fairly to manage them between 
the Parties, as to bring them to condefeend to one another, in fuch rea- 
fbnablc Temperaments and Moderation, as the Matter ftiall be capable 
of. And this Method of Proceeding, as it feems moft proper and patu- 
ral for tlic Figure you arc in, fo We think it much the fafeft and leaft 
I'ubjcd to Exception, and Mifeonftrudion from the Parties j and accord¬ 
ingly We would have you proceed in it. 

This is what occurs to Us at prefent to dirc^ you, as to^thc Matter 
and Bulincfs of the Treaty j and as for the reft, if any 'HhfiTg r.^v or dif¬ 
ficult ftiall arife, as there may many Things in the Procefs of a NSgotia- 
tion of fo general a Concernment to this Part of the World, We ftigjl 
from Time to Time, upon your Reprefentatiohs, give fuch further 
Orders and Inftru£i;ions as ftiall be fit, by one of Our Principal Secreta¬ 
ries of State J with whom We do therefore direct, that you conftantly 
correfpond in the Execution of the Commilfion We have^now' intrufted 
you with. \

Right Honorable S i r, 

Y laft was a Line from Greentfiich on Moiidey Morning j 
we went but to the Buoy in the Oufedge that Night i vve 
attempted to go further, but were forc’d back again. 
On Thurfday we came to Margaret Road by eleven j 
about nine at Night we fet to Sea for this Coaft, the Wind 
at S. ir. but blowing very hard, and indeed ftormy. 
Yefterday about nine in the Morning, we made this Land, but could 
not reach to this Port till it was Sun-fet. I went not on Shoar. The 
Burgomafters and the Penfioner, who fpeak French^ came in the Night 
and complemented me on board, cxculing themfelves that they liad been 
mifinformed of my being by the Way of Maefland i and that it being 
a Day of Devotion, Ncw-Tcars-Day^ and the firlt Wednefday in the 
Month, they had not broke up Time enough to call an Allembly. The 
Captain was forced to make his Demand of the Refpect due to his Ma- 
jeftysHag, and had it paid him, fo as 1 hope that Point upon this 
Coalt will admit of no further Queftion. As to Matter of Fadt, ’twas 
thus : We being come within thefe Lands to the Pits (as they call them) 
below the 2 r///, the F>utch Pilot vve had come on Board, led us un¬ 
avoidably upon a States Man of War that fid there at Anchor, with his 
Pwinant flying aloft ,• the Man of War gave us five Guns, but did not 
ftriHc his Pennant j hereupon Captain Faishy^ after fomc ferious Re¬ 
flexions upon his Orders, inftead of anfwering his Salve, gave him a 
Shot athwart his Forefoot, and fomc Time after another over him, 
upon which he ftruck his Pennant. Somewhat further, I mean nearer the 
Rrill^ and in the very Place where you and I, Sir, as we came back 
ffom Cologn, had the rencounter with the States Man of W^ar, that car¬ 
ried the Ambafliidors from hence to England^ May 1674. there did 
ride anoth.;r Man of War at Anchor, with his Pennant flying as the 
iirlt, but he ftruck without more ado, and ftiluted us with five Guns j 
nor did lie demur at all, fo as to give the Captain the Trouble to 
demand it of him i 1 fliould not be juft, if I did not give the Captain 
the Teftimony he deferves in this rencounter j he having behaved hira- 
felf w'ith a.s much Caution on the one Side, and brisk Tlefolutenefs on 
the other, as could poifibly be expedted from any l\Ian in fuch an 
OccafioB. 

Thk Fort at the Rrill afterwards fainted us with thirteen Guns, 
we anfwcr’d them with five ; they refaluted with thirteen again, wc 
anfwcr’d with three; and they clofcd with fifteen, w'hich the Captain 
looks upon as*extj^aordinary. 

I fliallh;!**?^!^ take leave to fuppofe, that his Majefty will not be ill 
pleafe(^’'fo hear that his Yacht will anfwcr Expectation in all 'rhmgs, 
the Captain being well fxtisfied with her working and ftiiling, having in 
a Rencounter on the River outgone all the Scoots, and a V'acht the 
higheft eftcemed her:.', as the Pilot told us, for her fay ling. I befeech 
you. Sir, lay me the loweft polftble at his Majefty’s Feet, in my Ac¬ 
knowledgments xif the Honour I have had, to be the firft that palfed 
the Seas in thi^'acht, that hath fo much of his Majefty’s incomparable 
Judgment in Fabrick’of it, and his Magnificence in its Beauty. I

I Gave my fclf the Honour of Writing to you from Rotterdam yo- 
fterday j and I humWy take leave to cnclofe the Copy of what f 
then writ. The Burgomafters and Penfioner had embarked thcmfclves 
before I could get off the Water; and having met me, we came on 
Shear in a Manner together j their Artillery going off. I found their 
Coach at the Water Side, and caufed them to drive us to the Senior 
Burgomafter’s Houfe, where they and I alighted, and went to pay my 
Complement, but ftaid not one Moment j the faid four Perfons condu<9:- 
cd me in their Coach quite through the City, and faw me take a Barge, 
which they had ordered for me and my Company. The Crowd was 
all the Way more than Ordinary, and the Cries for Peace very frill of 
Benedictions upon the King, and lb were the Complements of the 
Burgomafters. 

'Phere lay there about 200 Sail of 'Englijh Shipping, moft of them 
fmall Craft, and many of them colourably free, being really *Dutcb as 
well in Fabrick as Propriety, ready to fet Sail with the firft Wind. 
Mr. Reeves, the Mnglijh Merchant there, told me, there is a great 
Abufe of his Mkfcfty s Bounty, upon the Aft for tranfporting Corn ; fSr 
the Fhitch lending Commilfioners into England to buy Corn, their 
Faftors do demand and receive the Gratuities of the Aft, and arc ac¬ 
countable for that Money to the *Dutchy which was intended only for 
the Benefit of the King’s Subjefts, and has been, as he fays, 9 or 10000/. 
out of his Majefty’s Purfc within thefc nine or ten Months. • 

Yesterday about Noon I came to this Town, where I found 
all l-’avour and Kindnefs pofldblc from my Lord Ambalfador ‘Temple. 
The Prince is out of Town a Hunting, but is expefted to return 
to Night, to do his Devotions to Morrow. Sir ll'illiam Temple dc- 
fires his ilefpefts to your Honourhe refolvcs for Mimegiicn fuddcnly, 
purfuant to our Inftruftions, in the Commilfion I have communicated to 
him, as I do as foon as I liave my Difmiflion from the Prince of Orange. 
Mclfieurs Reverning and Tan Haren arc now in this Town : Since the 
Writing of the foregoing Twines, M. le Raron de Rend told me, he liad 
mucli ado to perfwade fomc of this Country, that his Majefty is in 
•.’iirneft for making a Peace j lincc England cannot, they fay, but find 
its Accounts more advantagcoully by the W’^ar. I am, i^c.

1 toid him, his Majcffy had commanded me to aflure his 
Highnefs, that his Majefty had nothing more in his Thouglits, nothing 
nearer liis Heart, tlian his Highnefs’s Concerns in the prefent War, and 
in tlie Succefs of it i that ic was his MajePy's Judgment, it w'oiild be 
for his l-lioh;;.r?s .'TServicc to bring him out of the War, by a good Peace, 
as fociu^f^an be; and that it would be his Majefty’s endeavour to do 
it with ull Honour and Satisfaiiion polfible to his Highnefs. 

That liis Majefty had to that Paid commanded Sir JVi/liamIempk

H iS Highnefs dining at Sir IFtlliam T'emp/es^ he took mo alone 
into a Window, and was pleafed to tell me, the King in his l.et- 
ter had referr’d him to what 1 had to fay. I told him, that what I 
liad to add, to what I had had the Honour lalt Night to lay before his 
Highnefs, was only thus much j That the firft Thing the King had in- 
his liyc was, to contribute as much as lay in him, by his Omccs, to 
make a general Peace: The next Thing, and that neareft his Heart, 
was, upon the making the Peace, to enter into a Friendfliip and Al¬ 
liance, the ftrifteft poflible, with this Government; and that his Majefty 
judged fuch an Alliance W’ould be the only Means, under God, to 
render the general Peace firm and lading; befides that, it w'ould be a 
Security to the Peace and Eftablilhment of his Highnefs here, and a 
great Satisfaction to the King and his People in Eng/and. Here the 
Prince took me up Ihortj Yes, faid hoj but how can that bcc* How 
can fuch an Alliance be obtain’d here, without ullng the proper Means 
for it ? To which my Anfwcr was, that the general Peace was, ^s 1 
humbly conceiv’d, a proper Means to it; which being concluded, that 
Alliance muft of Neceflity be enter’d into, in Order to the preferving 
it, and making it lading. You Mediators, faid the Prince, mud tlien 
propofe the I'erms of the Peace. I told his Highnefs, that the King 
would keep himfelf in the Figure of an upright Mediator, and nbt 
take upon him to arbitrate or determine, what may be right or reafon- 
ablc ; he would leave each Party to propound, and value itfelf upon its 
own Pretenfions, but would hand the Propofals, and manage the Rea- 
fons of each to other ^ wliich his Majcdy conceived to be the Obliga¬ 
tion and true Bounds of his Office. The Prince hereupon faid, the two 
Txtrcains will be fird advanced: We, faid he. Confederates, will in- 
iid to have France reduced to the Peace of the Fyrcnces j and France 
will pretend to keep all tliat it hath got. 1 told him, that as it would 
i»c impolUblc to prevail with the French by Intreaties, to link into the 
’i crms of the Fyrcnch ■, fo it would be a Work of much Time, and 
great Uncertainty, to bring them to it by Force of Arms. To this his 
Highnefs replied, tliat it w'as a Battle throughly w’on of the French^ that 
would do it. This gave me Occafion to lay before his Highnefs, 
wliat Ins Majefty had condefccndcd to entruft me, of the Way that the 
French have, * upon any Occafion, to reinforce their Army in Flanders^ 
by throwing in the King’s Houlhold j of the Jcaloufics and Diftradtions 
incident to all fuch Confederacies ; and of the true Scafon to make a 
Peace, w hen Things appear’d not too far difiant from a^^lancc. Here 
the Prince (Company filling the Room) broke off witnlilfcy, faying, he 
did not fee how it w’as poffible to reconcile thefe two ExtrcltRi*, and 
confequently that he faw but little Hopes of a Peace. After Dinner, 
his Highnefs being to go to Morrow, at four in the Morning, to* his 
Houfe at S^efdyke^ w'as pleas’d to turn to me, and give me his Adieu, 
adding, by Way of Raillery, he would pray for us at Nimeguen. One 
untoward Incident difeover'd it felf to Day before Diimcr; the Prince 
leading the Palfports to the Deputies of Lorain^ as thc\wcrc come to 
Sir William Femple\ Hands from France^ found there leas no notice 
tak^^n,. or mention made in it of a Duke of Lorain, tip Words being, 
aux Deputes dc nkre cber Coujin k Frinec Charles da L^rains ; this 

/ liis 
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his Highnefs firft obfcrvcd, JLe ^aron di Serinchamp^ Envoy here from 
that Duke, took notice likewife of it with Siiarpncfs, as fomething more 
than a Defedt: This Minifter is very well with the Prince, goes abroad 
with him to all his Divertiferaents; befides, the Prince profefles a very 
extraordinary Eftcem and Fricndlhip for the Duke his Matter. Monfieur 
de Qroot^ Rcfident here for the Prince Eledtor ‘Palatine, in a Villt he made 
me this Day, took Occalion to acknowledge the Reception, and the 
Prefent M. Spanbeim had had in JEn^land i but his Bufinefs was, to de- 
lire me to give under my Hand (as M. Spanbeim had done) that Mon- 
lieur P. de Groot, that is now quettioned here by the Fifcal, had not, 
that 1 knew of, rien tramc d Cologne centre fa ‘Patrie j but, on the con¬ 
trary, had in his Conveifitions maintain’d the Intcretts of it with Zeal. 
1 excus’d my felf, in faying, 1 could not give any Thing under my 
Hand relating to the publick 'JVanfadtions at Cohgn, but in Concert 
W'ith my Collegue in that Embatty. 

M. Sik'crcroon, tlie Swediflj Commiflary here, in his Vifit to me, 
fpoke much of opening the Pott through ‘Denmark, and of conttgning 
the Difpatches from the Confederates to the Swedes, into the Hands of 
M. Rompb, the Dutch Refident at Stockholm but 1 took leave to refer 
him wholly to Sir William ‘temple, as a Thing he had treated, and 
taken into his Care long before; he blames M. Sparr for not having 
attempted to correfpond with Sweden, he having done it with Succefs. 
He thinks, C. Oxenjiierne, that was at Vienna, will come to the Treaty 
inttead of C. tott, but that the other two will ttand.

After his Complement 
upon his Majetty’s undertaking of the Mediatorfliip, he fell into the Dif- 
courfc of Pafl'ports, and of their Equity, tliat thofe of the Trench to the 
Confederates ttiould be as ample and as comprehenfive, as thofe ac¬ 
corded to them by the Confederates j efpecially in the Point of dilpatch- 
ing Couriers, wiiich was very largely enjoy’d by the Ambafladors of this 
State at 

feveral Difquifitions upon the Reafons or Pretenfions the 
Trench might have, to refufe the prefent Duke of Lorain the 'fitle; 
lince the Reafons given by France, for their laft invading and feizing 
that Country^ were not drawn from any Right, cither by Cclfion or 
Conquett made, or from any Title by Dcfcent or Purchafe, but merely

large from this State, as himfeif fliould tljink tit to demand. That it 
would be v<.ry reafonablc to expect, and have it much larger than be- 
tv/eeti tlie Udell and the Mcnfc: i. In llegard the trench^ if they ac¬ 
cord no more tlian tliat Txtent, vthcre they do not, nor cannot come 
to make miy Courfes, they grant as miicli as comes to nothing on their 
I’art: 2. lhat it being certain, as he was pleas’d to tell us, there will 
be a Miiiije.r of the l^ope, that will take up his Xlelidcnce at Chces^ 
both tlial- a;-.d this 'J'own mull; be lookt upon u.s one Cientre, in llefpect 
of the Circumference, that is to be preserved Neuter: 3. That as it 
will not be unrerTonable, fo it will be a great I'avour to tlie Prince, to 
take in the Country of XIAv/rr, only the Spaniarc's will lirive hard to 
lutvc their Part of Qncldcrland compriz’d in the Neutrality ; another 
ileafon he was pleas’d to add, recommending it to me, hnee J was 
like to be Krft upon the Place, liiimbly to nuAe liis Majelly, after I 
lliould be inform’d hoW' Things Hood, and what might be nudl equal 
and j-raCLicablc ; and that our ICellraint at Khncgmn would in all Appear¬ 
ance be very long, (which fell from him metluwjghts hef; re he wva‘- 
aware) therefore that we, his Alajelly’s Servants here, lliould cndcat oui' 
to make our Prifon as large and as cafy as w o could.

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them ; lb that if the £]e6liun of the Dauphin Ihould come hereafter to 
be propofed for King of the Romans', thefe Princes ihould not dare to 
oppofe it j but fuch an £le(S):ion would be carried without Controverfy, 
tho’ Sasce and %randenhtirgh flibuld oppofe it, fince Ravaria and Cohgn 
are already within the Interefts.of Trance entirely. 

4. I f the French do get Rurgundy into their Hands, all Correfpon- 
dence between the £mperor’s Hereditary Countries and the Spanijh Ne¬ 
therlands will be quite cut off,- which will be the greateft Prejudice and 
weakning that can be, to the Defence and Support that the two Branch¬ 
es of the Houfe of Aufiria are to give one another upon all Occalions. 

y. This would be a weakning and difmembring of the Empire in 
its prefent Conftitutions, which will not eafily be endured; that it 
would be a very great Prejudice to the Prince of Orange, and to his 
Heirs, to bo at the Mercy of France, as to his Eftatc in burgundy, juft 
as he is in that of Orange. That he hath there Fiefs and Seigneuries 
fo honourable, that the Son of a King (that was his Expreflion) may 
very well hold them, as the Tenures now are, without Difparagcmcnt. 
That his Dependencies there are very great. Refamon, the Salt Pits, 
and above 200 Villages, being his in a Manner in Soveraignty j befides 
that, all his Rights there make a very confidcrable Part of the Revenue 
he has to fubfift on. 

The Penfioncr having enlarg’d to this Effect, upon the Concernment 
of fhe Spaniards not to part with Rnrgmdy, as upon a Theme not new 
to him, he laid it next as a great Difficulty how to come to fuch a Se¬ 
curity, as Ihould fatisfie the Doubts and Fears of the Confederates, 
where they have to do with a Nation that is fo ac^ve and enterprizing 
"as the French are; and where the Councils are fuch, that can fatisfie 
their Prince, that he may juftly make fuch a War as that againft the 
United Provinces pour fa Qloire that he may invade a Country, while 
the Soveraign of it, being within the Publick Faith of a Treaty, dreams 
not of any fuch Surprize ; and fuch as can intruft a Minifter to affure 
.the Catbolick Qjieen at Madrid, that the Arms of France ihould not 
do the leaft Prejudice to the Dominions of Spain, while the French Can¬ 
non was at the very fame Time battering dowm the Walls of Towns in 
the Spanijh Netherlands: Thefe Objedions he repeated in feveral Parts of 
his Difeourfc. 

That which gave him Hopes, he faid, that France is not now averie 
from a Peace is, Firji, That they do more than begin to want Money in 
that Kingdom, being brought to make great Anticipations upon the Re¬ 
venue. 2. That France is concerned to preferve unto Sweden, the Inte- 
reft and Footing it hath in Germany j and lince that cannot now be to 
rcdeeifi it, in order to give a Counterpoife to all Attempts that ihall 
happen to be made againft Alfatia, no other Prince or Power in G^r- 
mar^ being like to ferve the French ufefully to them, and with lefs 
Hazard to himfelf, as the Swede is ; Cardinal Mazarin having always 
valued himlPlfj ‘as he faid, upon thofe Councils, whereby he joyn’d 
Swedejjgie^France inlbparably ; and being ufed to boaft of that Projedt 
as hts Mafter-piecc, and as a fufficient Compenfation of all the Blood 
and Treafure expended by the French in Germany, whenever the conti¬ 
nuing of thiit War was objedted to him. 

H e clofcd his Difeourfe, with an Intimation of his Fears, rather than 
his Hopes, about the Peace, faying. That tho’ thefe States had nothing 
of Advantagf^to hope by this War, nay, tho’ they may obtain from 
the French (a| hath been eflPered them more than once) their own Terms, 
yet that the\ cannot forfakc their Allies, or leave them in an unfafe 
1 Con- 
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Condition, or in a Neccflity of accepting Terms not honourable ; that 
thefe States would have all the Deference polfible for the Sentiments 
of .the King our Mailer, and this his Mediation i and that the rather, 
bccaufe his Majcfty hath as little Caufe as they have, to wilh any Ac- 
cefTion to the prefent Greatnefs of France^ cfpecially fince it grows more 
and more formidable every Day by Sea i having now, as he mark’d it 
with an limphalis, above loo flout Men of War, ready upon all 
Occafions ^ and that it is not for his Majefty’s Advantage, no, nor for his 
Talc, any more tlian for theirs here, that thehave already lb many 
llrong Places in Flanders j this he concluded withal j and this is as near 
as I am i ble to recollect, both the Subject Matter, the Words, and the 
Method that this Minifter was pleafed to limit himfclf to in this Con- 
verfation. 

This Tvening, before I left X\\q Hague, 1 attempted to return M. 
Fagcl his Viiit, but he was not at Home.

A rriving here at 8 lall Night, I take Leave with the lirftT)c- 
calion, tho’ it feems to be fomewhat the furthelt Way about, hum¬ 
bly to acknowledge the Honour of yours of the 22 tb, and another of the 
2^ lb part, O.S. the lirfl; having overtaken me as 1 was parting from the 
Hague, the otlier expecting me here. I addrefs this to your Honour, as 
an Lflay, by tlie Way ol Antwerp, referving myfelf for to-morrotv by 
the Way of the Hague, and have this Account (different from th,o' 
Prints liere, which have allowed me to take a Turn to Amjlcrdani) to 
give you of my Voyage. 

In my laft, vhich was on T!uefday ^,tb pall, from the Hague, I told 
you. Sir, 1 would, having taken Leave of the Prince, be going next 
Day j but having not had the Order ncceflary for a Yacht, and to free 
me from 'Lolls, it was late on Thurfday before I could reach Fetter- 
dam i tvhcr.ee, lying on Board that Night, I fet out next Morning with 
the Tide, being this Day fevennight, the AVind being very fair, and 
having long lain fo, to come up to this Pla.ee all the Way (which was 
tho Advice of my Friends) by AVatcr j we were not got up the Macs as 
high as *T)ort, but the Wind chopt about to the Faji directly again!! us, 
and being not able to make any more Way than the Tide did carry us, 
wliich was about a T.eague further, we waited there all Saturday, Sun¬ 
day, and Monday, being the three laft Days of the Moon, but all in 
vain, for the Change of the Wind. On T’ncfday Morning, leaving the 
Yacht, and alf^# a Bylander, in v\hich the King's Plate, and the little 
Plate 1 brought along with me w'as laden, to fall down back again, 
under the Care and Conduct of Mr. Wynne and Mr. Ellis, and 6 or 7 
Servants, 1 order’d the By lander to wait for a AS'md^sn the Har¬ 
bour of j as did 2 other Bylanders that had followed Tl».^S;om llie 
Hague, having the Baggage of Melficurs Van Eccerning and Van Jlarcn, 
bound for this Place, on board them ; where if tlie Froll do overtake 
them, I may Hay probably a very long I'ime without thofe Necclfarics., 
having been forced to quit the Yacht and alfo my Baggage. 1 caufed 
myfelf, and about 20 more in my Company, to be row'd up in Sloops 
as far as Gorcum, which, tho’ reckon’d hut .j Hours, we\ncTc 8 in paf- 
liiig, theWind being then, and continuing tu tliis Moment'^ in the fame 
Point i as 1 pafs’d up to Gorcum, there wer^ levcral HcrlVmen laid in 

' the 
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the Way to carry the Tidings of our Approach. The Commander re¬ 
ceived me at the Landing Place. There were fcVeral Foot Companies 
dijawn ^ in the Town the Way we pafs’d j and the great Artillery 
went off three Times, not only there, but at Worcum and, 

Caftlc on the other Side of the River, where is Deputy-Covernor Major 
AJpeley^ younger Son to th.e Lord (old Sir yacoli) of that Name. 

These Civilities had heeri ordered by Q. Hwrn-y General of the Ar¬ 
tillery, and Governor of thole Places. Having pafled Gorcum without 
making any Stop, through a Arange Crowd of People, I came to Vtanenl 
by the Canal,, that Tuefday Night; and on Wednefday having come by 
ten to Utrecht, I avoided landing in the Town, and provided myfelf in 
the Faubourg of Waggons, the only Voiture df the Country, and came 
within 3 Hours of that Night. Ycfterday I could not reach 

Arnbeim before Sunfet, where we quitted our Waggons, and came 
upon a Canal, I mean to thcWtiaFs Side, by 8 at Night j being glad 
that nothing was known of our coming, whereby I had the good Luck 
to avoid the Embarrafs ufual in fuch Cafes. Mclficurs Feverning and 
T^an Haren are cxpedled here to Morrow. The French AmbalTadors arc 
faid here to be at Charleville upon the Meufe. The Poll will fuffer me 
to add nothing rhore, befidcs the Alfurance of my being,

I took Leave humbly to acknowledge the Honour of yours of the

touching the Occurrences here i and for a further Ellay, I fend you in- 
clofcd the Continuation of what was begun with the good Liking of 
Sir William F’cmple at the Hague and in cafe this Method does meet 
with the Happinefs of your approving it to his Majelly, I know nothing 
that is like to put any Interruption to it for the future. 

I took the Liberty to advertife my Lord Berkley and Sir Jfilliam Go- 
dolphin of my Arrival here, by the laft Night’s Poll: Mclftcufs Fever- 
ning and Fan Haren are not expeded here till Monday : The Deputies 
of this Qiiarter are now in their Alfembly here about Subfidics for the 
War. I am very glad to liave received his Majefty’s Diredtions upon 
Sir WiUiam 'Temples Queries, before the Arrival of the T)utch Ambafla- 
dors here j who, as Sir William Temple writes me Word, will give me 
the Vilit, but allow of the Rule. I'hcreforc I humbly dffer to Confide- 
ration, that we may not be unprovided, either of a fufficient Reafon, or 
ellc of a handfome Expedient, if any Minifters, for Example thofe of 
Spain, Mjfinbd' refufc to fubmit to the Cologn Rule, that there may be no 
Pretenbe of Accroebement to the good Work from our Mailer, who, by 
his Office, is to endeavour the Removal of all Obftacles, efpecially of 
fuch as have little or nothing of real Confequence.

Irijh Priefts in good Note in the Univerfity, and in good Credit at the 
Court at Vienna. He call’d them ^Dunwald and Forjiel. 2. That this 
lall is Kin to one Forjiel^ now Secretary to the Duke of Latiderdaky 
was Preceptor to the C. Zerini's Son, and travcll’d with him, and when 
he Paw his Time, difeover’d the Father’s and Frangipani's Treafon to 
the Emperor. 3. That young Count Lefly is now Governour of Hun¬ 
gary^ a Perfon of vaft Wealth and good Credit at Court. That the 
Rebels have fubmitted to him, the Exercile of their Religion being 
allowed the Proteflants there, and a Houfe for it even at Vienna. 4. 
That one yetaldino^ an Irijh Cavalier, pafs’d thro’ Cohgn the Beginning 
of this Month for Vienna, having in his Company 2 young Men {Forficts 
going by Name) to ftudy there. 5. That there is one Ctiningbam a 
Watchman, now Rofident for the Duke of Holjlein at Vienna.

appearing in Arms for their Reception) to let their Excellencies know, 
by a few Lines here inclofcd, how our Mailer had inllruAed us, not only 
to avoid all Ceremony ourfelves, but alfo to perfwade all other publick 
Minifters to do the fame, at their Arrival here. 

They came not afliorc, except that M. Van Horen Hole into Town 
a Saturday^ but return’d fuddenly on Board again till this Morning, 
their landing was without Ceremony or Noife.

Sir William Temple and my felf. It was brought me by a Gentleman 
they have font hither with two Domcfticks more, in Order to prepare 
the Houfes that are hired for them. I took Occafion from this, to 
return them the Anfwer inclos’d ; wherein, beiides that I give them 
fomc Account of the Stop upon the Paflports they are there expecting, 
I take leave to acquaint them, in the Clofe of what I had to fay to 
them, as News of the TDutcb Ambalfadors Arrival here, how the Judg¬ 
ment of our Mafter is againft all publick Entries whateyer: His 
jefty’s Inftrudtions bearing that we fhould prevail with the feveral Am- 
baft'adors and Plenipotentiaries to decline publick Entries; 1 thought it 
my Duty, to prepare the French as well as I was able with this Addrefs. 
•But finding the Gentleman that delivered me the Letter not intending 
to Return, nor yet able to direct me to any other Conveyance for mine, 
I rcfolv’d to recommend it to the Governor of Maqftricbt^ by the Scrip 
inclolbd j that he may, if 1 cannot find a Convenience to hand it for¬ 
wards, keep it by him till they came thither, where by the Way, 
the Gentleman told me, they refolved not to make a Halt lb much as 
*for one Night’s Lodging, but pafs on hither with all the Diligence polV 
liblc, as foon as they lhall receive the Palfports of Spain and of the 
States, which he told me, he has the greater Hopes his Mafter will not 
be long without, in that he found, as he pafs’d by Namur, that Order 
had been given there from 'Bruxels, for the Solemnity of their Reception, 
but he knows not, it feems, where the Refort of that Matter moves; 
Having taken the Liberty to do thus much, in Order to inform the French 
AmbaSadors of his Majefty’s Sence about the Matter of Entries, I do 
beg the Honour to know, w^hether there is any Thing further, in Order 
to prevail with them; and whether we muft find out Ways to forewarn 
other Minifters before they come at this Place, and how it is to be done, 
if his Majofty defires they fhould wave Entries. 

This, Sir, I doubt not, but you will concert with Z). Fetro de 
"Konquillo i hilt my humble Suit is, to know how we fhall bell and 
fuflftqen^' execute that Article of our InftruCtions, when we hear of 
othcr^fiibiick Minifters moving this Way. 

This Morning, the Burgrave of this Place vifited me j when I told 
him of two Leagues d la ronde this Town for a Neuter Country, he 
anfwer'd me ’tw as as good as nothing j for the Ground within that DiftriCb 
produces neither Corn, Hay, nor Oats, nor any other Kind of Sufte- 
nance, bearin^othing but either Heath or ’I'urf. 

At Noon awivcd here ^tr. Skelton, his Majefty’s Envoy Extraordinary j 
he ftaid no lobger than to* do me the Honour to take a Dinner with me. 
He hoped to r^ch Cleeses this Night, and Cologn on Saturday ; he jvas 
* fome- 
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fomewhat bruifcd in his Leg and Arlli with a Fall^ but very intent upon 
his Journey. 

Sir, you may be very well alfnrcd, I fliall not abate any Thing, 
God giving me I.ifc and Health, of om Culogn Meafurc, when I have 
Matterbut tho’ I do pratique and frequent all that I find here of any 
Quality, yet I afiurc you, tho Converfation will not yet furnilh (lb far 
are we from the Soofe of Bufinefs here) even fuch Matter as Jodocus 
^emkrns would think worthy of Place in his Itinerary. I am with all 
Kefpett,

night Honourable Sir, 

M y lall that I gave you the Trouble of, was Wednefday the 
1 9 thy the Duplicate whereof I take now leave to cnclofc. This 
Morning, which is* the Arrival of the Poll from the Hagnc^ docs not 
bring me the Honour of any of yours, nor any out of 'England. I told 
you in my laft, S i r, that Meflieurs Ecverning and Han Harcn had taken 
leave of their Yachts, and were to lodge, as they did that Night, in 
their own Houfes / but, as 1 am now better informed, they live botii‘ in 
one Houfe. 

The next Day being ^Jburfdey^ M. neverning alone, attended by his 
Secretary (or rather that of the Embafly) and another Gentleman, came 
to vifit me at my Houfe in the Afternoon, but without fending to tak^'.' 
an Hour, neither was M. "Han Haren in his Company, nor any Mention 
made of his Name by him or me j the firft Thing that he ventur’d upon 
in Converfation was, to acknowledge how highly, great and good, his 
Majefty’s Undertaking and Zeal is in this Mediation exprclTing his belt 
Willies and Hopes, that God would give a Blelling upon it, fo as that, 
lie might live to fee, not only Peace reftored to this State, but alfo to fee 
it joyn’d in the ftridclt rricndlhip and Union pofliblc with the Crown of 
England. I’hat the two Nations might live and flourilh as one, as they did 
in Qiieen EUzahcth\ and Xing James's I'imei adding, that both Nations 
arc lb much the more concerned to do fo at this Time, upon the Account of 
one and the fame reform’d Kcligion, and alfo upon the Account of that 
Trade, by which the one and the other Nation hath fo long flourilhed ; 
the one and the other being like to run a great Danger, unlcfs both the 
Governments be knit together in a very ftrict Union the one with the 
other; v.hich now he thought we could not mifs of, God Alrfiightj'’ 
having plac'd the Prince of Orange as a Gage, the deareft and nearcll that 
can be to his Majefty and this State, and in a Station capable to main¬ 
tain all good Correfpondcncc polfiblc between the two Nations: From 
this he defeended to give me Thanks for the Tx‘ttcr I had Writ to them 
to prevent their making any Entry, faying, it furpriz’d him 'Sicjj^^jduch 
to hear that the Soldiery had been drawn up in the Market Place, in 
Expectation of their Landing; this he guefs’d, and that rightly too,‘to 
have been the Caufc of my Writing; but that Appearance was not, as 
he faid, with an Intent to complement them ; it was the Pay-day of the 
Garrifon, and they had been drawn up to that End. 

That lie, for his Part, had fo concerted the Thing beforehand at the 
/Z 7 ^^//r,that there fliould lie no Ceremony, (and fmuft do th^ that Right, 
f did not hear fo much as the Guns of their Yacht go olf at tneir T.andieg) 
andjt was his Judgment, as he faid, that it was a Precauwon worthy his 

* Maji.'lly’s 
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Majefty's great Prudence and Zcaljto endeavour thus timely to prevent 
thofe EmbarrafsmentSj which never do any good, and feldom are without 
Milbhief. But he was afraid, ho faid, the French AmbafTadors, M. 
Colbert clpecially, having had Caule to take notice at Aix la Cbapelk, 
of his Di^ofition in this Point, would aife^ to have a publick Recep¬ 
tion i for M. Colbert having font at Aix^ to befpeak his (M. 'Bevernii^s') 
Coach, he endeavoured to dilTwade him ail ho could pofTibly from 
making the Entry, (for if he did, he would not refufe his Coach) in 
Regard of fomc Difpute, that might be between M. Severning and M. 
de Strasbourg^ who was there in ^rfon with his Guards; but M. Colbert 
was not then to be pcrfvvaded, and M. Jieoerning was forced to defire 
the Rhinegrave to fend a Party of Horfe out of Maejiriebt, with Orders, 
in Cafe of a Conflidt, not to kill any but the Horfes only, in Cale M. 
de Strasbourg fliould attempt to get the more honourable Place i but to 
let M. ^Gverning fee, I had done what lay in me, to difpofe the French 
AmbalTadors to comply with his Majefty’s Judgment, and not to pretend 
to make any Entry here, I called for the Brouillon of that Letter I 
had written to Meflleurs Colbert and TS Afcaux^ in Anfwer to theirs j 
and let him fee, how 1 did lay before them his Majefty’s Judgment up¬ 
on* the Thing, and his Charge upon us. 

This Subjedf let in M. ^Bevernin^ further into the Matter of Cere- 
ntony, faying, he with all Franknefs ufed to break through all Things, 
or rather pretend to nothing, where there appeared no Competition with 
his Mafters in the Cafe; and that the Smtes General had now given a 
Rule of much Eafe to their Minifters to walk by ; it is, that their 
.Minifters lhall yield in every Thing to crown’d Heads, and fo to the 
Republick of Venice ; yet the only Inftance he gave was, the giving of 
the Hand to the Envoys of crown’d Heads in their Houfes j but there 
remaining a Competition between their Mafters and the Electors, and 
feveral other Princes, in Rencounters with thofe Minifters, thefe arc to 
yield no Pundtilio. 

This lead him infenfibly to the Chapter of firft Vifits, upon w’hich, 
after he had complemented me with faying, he was in a great Impa¬ 
tience till he had embraced me, he faid, he was afraid fomc other Par¬ 
ties in the Congrefs would make a Difficulty upon this Point; that 
that which was done at Cologn, was a private Compad of one Side only, 
and neither confonted to, nor pradifed by any Party of the other Side ; 
for he was very fure, as he affirm’d it, that the Swedijb Mediators gave 
to him and his Collegue the firft Vifit at Cologn j and that it had been 
fo obferved at Aix la Chapellc ; (where yet he .confefs’d, the Figure of 
Mediators was not fo folemnly put on and acknowledged) and fo in 
all other Places hitherto. When I fay, faid he, that others will make 
a Difficulty, I do Inftance in the Spaniards^ for they have Heights pe¬ 
culiar to themfelvcsj all the while, faid he, we were at Cologn^ F}on^ 
^JEjnanucl dc l^ra and Monfieur Blondel never vouchfafed us the Title of 
jBij^jjJJUiiicy ; yet this we pafs’d over, and gave them the Hand in our 
Houfes ; which yet, faid he, I would not have confented to, had I 
know'n what I do now ; for I have learned fince, that neither of them 
had any Commiffion for that Negotiation ; fure I am, faid he, Monfieur 
Blondel had none, and tho’ M. de Lyra had Credit enough with .one of 
the Secretaries of State, by Rcafon of his Relation to him, to procure 
him one, yet 1 have had lince Caufc to believe, he had no Commiffion 
neither ; mus having jdonc with the Spaniards, he expreffed his Senfc 
very muchyipon this Subject of the firft Vilit, as if he would have had 
me taken itl (fuch as it was) which 1 did not underftand by any Means a 
1 • firft

firft Vifit wclJ given, and in due Fokn. He fpake of their being here 
at Home, yet he look’d upon himfclf now, as being AmbaiTador in a 
Place Avherc his Matters had nothing to do j and that his Vifit was as if 
he had been at Ct 7 og«, or fome other neuter Place, ttiil concealing fomc- 
thing, which yet he would have willingly fpoken out. 

From this of Vifits, he \frent to the Care we fliould have, that all 
Lacquies ihoiild be forbidden to wear Swords; and of the Provilion we 
arc to make of a publick Place for Conferences.; he was in doubt we 
fliould not be fo well accommodated here, as at Cohgn ; he fear’d there 
could not be in the Stadthoufe of this Town, Avenues convenient 
enough, and as many in Number as will be requifite; but in cafe that 
would not ferve turn, he faid 3 or 4 Houfes ftanding together mutt be 
hired, and Pafi’agcs made on each Side to the middle Room, where the 
Mediators arc to be; and that he would give me his Judgment and 
Afltftancc in the viewing and confidering of all Places that may be for 
the turn ; he fuppofin^, that in the Site of the fevcral Rooms, that 
may other wife be alfign d to the refpedive Parties, there will be Pun¬ 
ctilio’s inlittcd on, and that it will be a difficult Matter to accommodate 
and content them. 

Next he difeourfed of a large Circuit of Neuter Country, for our 
more cafy Subfittance here. That the Mott Chriltian King is too rigo¬ 
rous in not granting more than 2 Leagues d la rmde of this Town*: 
That ’tis true it may be objected fo the States here, that they would 
not (at the Inftancc of the Mediators) allow of any Circuit at all about 
Cologn, when the Prince came up to Sonn. But this the States, faid he, 
refufed, not out of any DifrefpeCt to the Mediators, or that Allbmbly,.- ’ 
but out of a meet Defign of a little Revenge upon the Elector and his 
Friends, whofc Ettates lay about the City, {Mejfienrs les Moines was the 
Expreflion, by which I believe he meant the Chapter of the Cathedral) 
w ho had been fo forward to ruin and tread under Foot every Thing 
they came at in this Country. 

He faid, how he had always believed it impoffiblc fo to extend the 
Neutrality, as to take in the Country of Metires^ he having always ob- 
ferved the Mott Chrittian King to have nothing of Kindnefs for the 
Prince, w'ho is n6t, he lays, behind writh him in Point of good Will. 
He inttanced feveral particular Things, wherein the Prince had fuffer’d 
in his Eftate (as the blowii^ up the Houfc he had for Plcafure and 
Retirement in the Mayery of "Boldve^ the ruining of Menrs, &c.) fince 
this War. He added, that we Stranger Minitters fliould, by the Dearth 
and Scarcenefs of all ^Denre'es, quickly feel the Inconvenience of fo 
narrow a Circuit in our Purfes ; for their Parts, they can better provide 
and fliift for thbmfclvcs, and truly fo they do; for as they had their 
Fuel from hence, you may pleafe to remember it. Sir, to Cologn ; lb 
they have how their Hay and Oats (here is fcarce any here) out of 
Holland. • -• 

IK this Converlation he did fay no more of the Probability antW^aife 
of the Peace, than that they had for their Part little to demand, and 
would be cafily contented, only they mutt flick and be firm to their 
Allies : That the Mott Chrittian King is indeed very much to be dread¬ 
ed for his Force and his ConduCf; that he hath one great Advantage 
that will never fail him againft the Confederates, in that he is obliged 
to ask or take no Advice but his own : That they in this^ountry do 
■ flatter themfelves, that his Money begins to be-fcarce withyiim ; that 
their Cafe here is as bad, if not worfe, and fo he fears it/is with the 
reft of the Confederates. 


Here- 
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Hereupon he took Occafion to bjmoan the (lovernmcnt of Spain^ 
that it is not able to make good the Intcrefi itnd Tigurc it hath in this 
Confederacy j fomc Hopes he conceives of its Reftauration, now that 
2 )a» Juan is to be at tlje Head of Aifairs ; he hath fliewn t ery much 
what he can do, in liaving kept thcK-ingdom of Arragon in excellent 
Order, as he hath done all this while j faying, th.it if he do but abo- 
hlT) the Abufes of the current Money in Cqjiilc^ and abolilli the Plura¬ 
lity ol Pcnfions, the Government will quickly recov' r its former Vi¬ 
gour -y one InlLancc he gave of the private Wealth of fomc in that 
Court, amidll the great Wants of the Publick, that the Duke of ^Pa- 
Jirana is lately dead with 260000 Crowns l)ing by him in naidy Mcmey. 

It was one of his Conccllions (as 1 may call it j, that the Confede¬ 
rates will have always little Jcaloulics and cfem.L’i’S among therafeives, 
tho’ they be never fo fuccefsful. 

Carclflady he faid, he hoped would be furrendr- d to the MotiterianSy 
but the P)ane would gladly get the Polfelfion, whith would be an entire 
Ruin to the City of iSrtwwj but the States have font a l\rfon from 
thcmfelves thither in all Halle, to interpofe their Offices; thi.s State pro- 
fditng to owe a fpecial Protection to that City, in tliat it is* the only 
City m all Germany^ that always hath be(.n, and is Hill, of tlie Reform¬ 
ed R' hgion, as it is diftinCt from the Lutheran. 

P ROM Denmark they had News, he faid, that a free Pafl'uge w ould 
be allow d to the Swedifi Minillcrs to come to this Treaty j and that 
M. Mayer (now he hath an Addition, as a Mark of being enobled, to 
his Nunn ) who w as at Cologn, will be here on the Behalf of Denmark. 

• Upon the Subject of Prince William^ who, he fays, is indifpos’d and 
hcctick, he gave it for a Reafon why the States and the Prince could 
not joyn iheir Offices with thofj of his Majelly to the Emperor, that 
PniKc liilliam, among fomc high Words he had with M.Odyike at 
CvlogHy did fay, he had for 15 Years tlien pall been labouring all he 
couid to bring about the Ruine of this State. This Lhrcnjieeny be¬ 
ing It fjcms prelent when the Words were faid to be fpoken, did by 
Implication as much as confefs to have heard, when he was asked of it 
in his Embally here ; this is the Caufe that in the laft Deliberations 
here, neither the States nor the Prince could hear Prince' William\ Li¬ 
berty moved without Indignation. He fj ake of his own felf, as never 
having accepted of any PriTent in any of his Embaifies ; In Lnglandy 
he relufed a PreLiit of Plate worth 1000/. \x\ Spainy a Jewel worth 
1500 Piltols; whether this might have any Regard to a Rumour (and 
tis hut a meer Rumour) in this I'own, that the States vvill pay the 
Rent of the Mediators Houfes, which I mull confefs, tho’ they be twdee 
as dear as thofe at CvUgity I do not dclirc ; or w hether it had no fuch 
Reflexion, I humbly leave to Conlideration. 

He acknowledges much the Happinefs of this Government under the 
sEt^e, it having come to w hat it is, wholly by that Family j w idling 
th^\^J^berty of the People, and Pre-eminence of tlie Prince, may 
alway.sKcep thcmfelves in that equal Poi/c, that one may never attempt 
or inctoach upon tlie other. 

He blamt'd very much the irreconcileablc Tlnvartnefs of De IFit 
againft that Family, and upon that Account againll the King our Ma¬ 
iler; faying, that in the Fieedom he had had w ith him, he found him 
not only to be ,m;dukcn, but alfo uncouncellable in this Point : M. 
Pcc'erning being of Opinion,, that ’tis impolTible fo great a State as this 
is, can contain itf.lf, and •fublill within the pure Terms of an Aridc- 
craCy.

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I had almoft forgot to tell yo\i| Sir, how he found Fault with the 
PafTports for the Lorain Minilters, it being a Diminution that would 
have boon taken Notice of, had the Stile been — Charks Prince de Lo¬ 
rain ; but to have levelled the Duke with all thofe that pretend to be 
of the Houfe, as thofe of the Houle of Gni^ do, by ftyling him no more 
than — ZiO Prince Charles de Lorain, is that which cannot but cheque 
very much. 

One Thing more he remark’d, which I know not how far we arc 
free from the Embarrafs of, as Mediators, if it Ihould be revived again ; 
for my Part, it is my pure Opinion we muft interpofc our Offices. The 
Fa< 5 i was this : On Monday laft, four or five Charretts, with the Bag¬ 
gage of deVitiy, fays he j fays M. dc k^ttrys l.andlord here, of Mof- 
fieurs Colbert and efySvatix, either landed from off the Meufe, or elfo 
came from MaeJiriebt-woLvd by Land, and croft over the Meufe at a 
Place called Mook, 2 Hours frorn this Place ; ’tis, it feems, a little Vil¬ 
lage upon this Side of the Metifc, and ftraight over-againft this Town ; 
where tlicre is at prefent a Horfeguard to ftop the Lrench, in cafe they 
Ihould make any Attempt to make Courfes into the Maes-waalt, or tJic 
^ctiiwc i a Cornet that commanded this Guard, demanding the Pafl- 
ports of thofe that were with the Carts, had fhewed him a Paflport 
figned by the Governour of Namur, whereat he relied fatisfied, w ith- 
out asking for any Pafs of his Superiors here. They blame the Simplicity 
of the young Officer extreamly, for every body hero hold, that if he had 
fcir.’d on thofe Goods, he might have had them adjudg’d to himfelf and 
Party good Prize, and the Frenchmen made Prifoners of War ,• but both 
the one and the other arc now in Town, and hitherto unmolclled. . 

I mull not forget to tell you. Sir, how the Allies, as M. ^evernin^f 
was plealed to fay, prelTed to know of thefe Ambaffadors, w hy they 
made this Haft hither, and what to do ? And that their Anfwcr was, 
it w as a Shame to them not to be here with the firft, fmcc the Place of 
Congrefs was in a Manner at their own Door. , 

1 'H us. Sir, you have the moll minute Account I am able to recol¬ 
lect to myfclf, of what pafs’d at this Vifit; wdiich I have not yet re¬ 
turn’d, as conceiving it to be my Duty to expert a Viflt in Form, ac¬ 
cording to his Majclly’s Order, and to return that, before I can take 
Notice of what is done in Favour to me in particular: I concluded 
'twas a Viflt cn amy, and not in Form. 

1. Because here came but one of the Ambaffadors, there being 
another in Town. 

2. Because there was a kind of Negligence in the Equipage, and 
that afiedted*; there being but 2 Footmen by the Side of an old Coach, 
they having new ones brought up with their Baggage. 

1 did not return it cn amy, 

1. B E c A u s E that having ftridl Orders to expedl the firft Vifit, as a juft 
Refpedt due to my Mailer, I am to fee his Expcdlation fatisfied, before 1 
can (w'ithout Abfurdity, as I conceive) take Notice of a Civilitj^ intend¬ 
ed only to me. 

2, His Majelly’s Order is exprcfly of Ambaffadors in the Plural Num¬ 

ber, as your Letter, Sir, of the z^lh of‘JAr. fets it down. And Sir 
WiUiam 'Temple, in two of his from the telling me, that they, 

fpeaking of thefe two Ambaffadors, W’ill m-..kc no Difficulty of giving 
me the firft Vifit and fure I am, ’tis noted in T'iflsi’io Siri, that M. 
d'AviHix alone, before M. Scrcicn, or the Duke of JjniXucvillc came to 
liim, did receive a folemn Vifit from a Jjody of three Ambaffadors, (iw- 
p(rial, as I take it, for my Note is fhort, i” not fettlng down who they 

were. 
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were, ’tis Xotn, $. parte p. 292.) w that if this docs flick finally, ’tis 
bccaufc they Will not conform thcmfolvcs to the Pradticc at Ctlogn. 

3. That which 1 apprehended was, that if I lliall return this Vifit 
to M. Jicverning^ 1 fhould have found M. Van Haren in the fame Houfe, 
ind then my appearing would have been interpreted a firft Vifit ,• and 
:hat Point being fo loft, had not been to be recovered by their firft 
/ifiting Sir JFilHam ’Temple when he Ihould come ; for the firft Vifit had 
Dcen his due of Courfe, according to the general Rule. 

Happening to hav'^e charged myfelf in Jjtndon with a Letter for 
M. ’Bcccrning^ I defired Mr. Chiidkigh to go yefterday in the Afternoon 
:o deliver it in my Stead, and to tell him how impatient I was till the 
Vifits of Ceremony were over, that I might be at Liberty to wait on 
iiim i hinting to him, that I had underftood from Sir William Temple^ 
how I was to demean myfelf in Obedience to the King’s Pleafure, till 1 
had received and confefledly render’d the firft Vilits. When this was 
civilly intimated to him, he faid he knew w’hat his jMajefly’s Orders 
were to me, but that he w'as in a great Embarrafs to put his Houle into 
Pome Order; not faying that he would, when that was over, think with 
his Collegue of making me a Vifit in Form, obfeuring all he faid, as 
before with me, with general and many Words. 

'Thus, Sir, ftands my Cafe, and it is my Unhappinefs to be fo 
little fien in thefe Matters of Vifits, that I cannot but miflruft myfelf 
in w*li.it 1 do, only 1 have endeavoured to order my Error on the fafer 
Hand ; for I am certain his Majcfty expeds the firft Vifit, but I am far 
from being certain, that this was in fuch a Form as he wnll allow of;

S i r, you fee 
Ik)W great a need 1 have of your Favour, and ’tis with more than or¬ 
dinary Confidence that I throw myfelf upon it, as having great Expe¬

moll efpccially for thofe Copies of your Letters to others, fuch as of 
ttsdEat M. It oily and of that to my Lord Ambaffador at the Hague^ 
W'hiclsgive me a full View into the Idght they Hand in, and ferves not 
only for a S itisfadtion, but for my better Government. 

M Y laft w as a minute Deduction (but 1 muft confefs a tedious one) 
of M. ’Bez'crning'i entretiens in the Vifit he gave me ; belidcs, I hum¬ 
bly prefumed to lay before you my poor Reflexions upon the Defign 
that he had, as I conceived, in that Vifit, wdiich was to make it pafs 
for a firft Vifit given in Form, and I gave you my Refolution not to 
underlland it as fuch, anjl therefore not to return it at all. 


% 
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It appears now by Sir William lLmple\ I^etter to me from the Hague^ 
on Monday laft upon this Subject, that the States and the Prince "had 
received iin Account of this Vifit, and it was their Meaning, that this 
Vilit of M. lievernings ftiould have pafs’d for all that was due to me; 
and that the Vifit in Form, Ihould be deferr’d till Sir William Temple's 
Arrival here. This M. de Maurregnio rcprcfcntcd to Sir William Temple^ 
from the Prince and the States, cxcufing this Omilfion, (in Cafe it muft 
be taken for one) as having been occafioned by their Ambaflador’s Un- 
dcrltanding me to be here incognito^ becaufe they found my Coaches 
and Liveries were not yet come up. 

’Tis true. Sir William Temple fays, that the Prince hath undertaken 
thefe Ambafl'adors lliall be writ to, that both of them do make me a 
V^ifit in Form; what vrill be done, I am not able to foretel, but am re- 
fclv’d to keep to the Ground I am now upon, till I have the Honour to 
know his M a jelly’s gracious Pleafure, unlcfs they do both give me the 
Hrll Viiit, which then I Ihall return in an Equipage as near as I can, 
for I have my Number of People here anfwerable to theirs. 

But you will, 1 fuppofe, S i r, judge this fo much the more nccclTary, 
as they did intend to referve the firft Vilit till Sir William Temple's 
Arrival here; for the Confequence of that would be, that one of 
them only having vilited me en amy^ which is quite another Thing 
from a Vilit in Form, I Ihould in all Probability have found both of 
them at their Houfe to receive me, as in a firft Vifit to them in Form, 
tho’ I Ihould defign no more than to return M. ^everning his Vifit j then 
the Vifit paid to Sir WiUiam Temple would have been a Vifit within 
the general Rule, which runs in Favour of the laft Comer, and fo hi'’ 
Majelly’s Expedlation would have been anfwcr’d at the bell with a Moot 
Point, if not with a clear Difappointment. 

Nor can I think the Matter of my Equipage (the coming whereof, 
fooner or later, depends upon fo many Accidents that are not in my 
Power) to be other than a mccr Pretext j for befides that you, S i r, 
and 1, made and return’d our firft Vifits at Cologn^ before w’e coula 
put ourlclves into any Equipage, I find Mr. Chudleigb able to allure 
me, that my I.ord the Earl of Sunderland did lately the fame in his 
Em bally in Spain. 

'1' HI s Incident, S i r, brings me to beg of you a Copy of that Order 
of Council, (for I remember to have heard that there is fuch a onel 
tlntt directs liow our AmbalTadors arc to govern themfelves as to the 
Hand to Envoys in their own Houfes, and fo of any Thing elfc that 
ftiall occur to their Memory, and that your Charity fliall think fit to 
reach to me for my better Government; for tho’ 1 am anxious enough 
in lliefc Matters, as knowing the Value they liave in the World j yet 
am I the moll unaequainted that can be polTiblc in the Prafticc, as it 
doth obtain in the Courts, and among the Minillcrs of Princes, at this 
Da}\ Gn Thurfday lalt, M. Hlafpily the Minifter of tfec Elcdor of 
"Brandoikirgb^ palling from Cleves through this Town to the Ifagg'tey 
gave me the Favour of a \'ilit j whether he had any Charader or not I 
could not difeover; however 1 was careful not to give him the H^nd 
or Cbaife d bras. He told me, he liopcd to be here with M. Scbiaeriu 
t' e I'athcr (who is now at Cleces^ upon tlie Account, and in the Name 
of tlieir jMaltcr; the 'I'imc of their coming, he faid, w as not yet fixt, nor 
do I hear of any Houfe that is yet taken up for thofe Minifters. He 
a\ ow’d to me that this Confederacy, tho’ it be one of the moll pow’crful 
and bell knit that ever was, is not unattended with that Face which is 
ufual to all Confederacies j that is, tlie one hath Hill a jealous Eye over 

the

the other, and not one of them is without Views and Ends peculiar to 
himfelf j the inftance he gave was,^ in the Difl'atisfadtion the reft of the 
Allies would have, if the King of Denmark Ihould pretend to be put 
into the Polfeflion of CctroIJiadt upon its Surrender, as fome would have 
it believ’d he does; yet this Miniftcr docs the lefs believe it, becaufe 
there have been great Alfuranccs given from the T)anijh Minifters to the 
Elcdior of Idrandenhurgh^ that their Mafter would not pretend to it. 

H E told me, they had News that the Swedes were giving over their 
Attempt upon Wa^aji^ and had fent for Horfes to draw off their Canon. 

On Saturday there marcht moll of the Horfe out of this Garrifon, 
to joyn with fuch other Troops as ihould be got together for the re¬ 
lieving the Chateu de Hers, a Gentleman’s Houfe not far from Hajjelt, 
where the Tiutch had put in about 6o Men to keep it j the Trench had 
propos’d to themfclvcs, and were marcht from Maejiricht to take it; 
but a Party of Dutch being upon Forage, (about 400 ) and happening 
to have notice of this Delign, put themfelvcs into the CaftJe before the 
Trench could reach it, and having fuffer’d the French to pafs a Tiqjje 
Court or two, they let fly at them 2 Fauccnneaiix and fell on them 
fo warmly, that they kill’d between 25 and 30 Officers, and about 400 
Men of the French, who left off the Dcfign witliout further Dilpute. 

I do perfectly fubferibe to the Judgment you arc pleafed to make, 
Si^, upon the Incident of PaffportSi and I do not know, whether I 
may offer it as my humble Conjedture, that it was firft penetrated 
that the one Side would find Difficulties and Delays, before the other 
did put itfelf upon the prefent Stiffnefs j and fuch a Penetration 

• feems to me the more cafy, in that I have not been able to obferve any 
promifing Symptom of Forwardnefs towards the making up of the Af- 
wmbly ; nor found any Man fanguine enough, to hope for a Peace be¬ 
fore the Campaign be over, fince I came into this Country. Nor can 1 
think, that the Duke of Newburgh, that is now railing of Troops, 
would have now enter’d into the War, having been fo long a Martyr to 

* a Neuter Condition, but that the Party that furnilhes towards his 
I.evics, hath let him fee, there arc no Hopes for him to be better at his 
Eafe by a fudden Peace. 

If the French Ambalfadors Ihould be recall’d, I am in fome Apprehen- 
lion, that the Saddle Horfes font by my Lord Duras to M. Colbert, and 
as I am told, arrived here, and fo the Hardes and the People, as I 
told you. Sir, in my laft, come hither from Charlemlle, may be, if not 
lighted upon, yet lookt after and brought afrelh into C^eltion, in Or¬ 
der to make Prizes of the Horfes and Goods, and Prifoners of War of 
the Servants, for want of Paflports from this State. I would moll 
humbly beg to know his Majefty’s Pleafurc as to my Duty, in Cafe any 
fuch Thing Ihould fall out. 1 am, with all Truth and Relpctt, CJe-

'^"^HIS Morning bringing me no Letters out of England, I have little 
X or nothing to add to my lall, which was of Wednefday the z6th, 
(a Duplicate w hereof I humbly take leave to enclofe) fave only the Ac¬ 
count of what hath firfee pafs’d in the Matter of Vilit between the 
Dutch Ambalfadors and mo. 


% On 
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On T’hiirfefay laft about lo in tli^ Morning, M. Huift (Secretary as 
■vve take him to be of the Embaify) camp to demand an Hour of me 
with much Trefacc^ that his Mafters (as he termed them) had been in 
a great Hurry hitherto, and -vvcrc yet far from being able to put them- 
felvcs into the Equipage they delir’d to be in, to give me the Vilit j yet 
that they were delirous to do it with the fooneft polTible, unlefs I fliould 
order them to defer it till they could let up their Equipage, and that 
other Minifters Ihould be upon the Place, and would do it, if I would 
agree to it, that very Afternoon ; to this my Anfvvcr was, that I would 
fubmit the Time, and the other Circumftanccs, to their Excellencies ; 
That I had no Pretence to expert their Vilit in full Equipage, lince I 
Ihould not be able to return it fo, for Want of my own, which was not 
yet come up ,• that it was my humble Opinion, the fooncr thofe Matters 
of Ceremony were over, the fooncr they and 1 lliould be at Liberty to 
.enter into that Freedom of Intcrcourle eacli with the other, which 1 
was fure, w ould be a Matter of particular Satisfaction to his Majefty, 
and miglit, 1 hoped, be fo much the more feafonable in the prefent 
Conjuncture of Aftairs, in Order to the forming of the Congrefs; a little 
before their fetting out, they fent again two (ientlemcn in their fecond 
Coach, to tell me they were ready to render themfclves here, if it wi<erc 
not unfeafonablc ; thofe Gentlemen being return’d to them, they were 
here in a Minute, and gave me both of them the Vilit, w hich was 
above three Quarters cf an Hour. 

Their Equipage was thus : 'Fhcy had but two Coaches and but two 
Horfes a Piece, the Coaches M. ^ecervhif^ was pJeafed to fiy tlicy had 
borrowed, he laid the Horfes too j but afterwards recall’d, faying, feme 
Horfes w^e have of our own ; in the one Coach were themfclves only, 
and in the other four Gentlemen j two w hereof were known to be Se¬ 
cretaries, they had three Pages and nine Footmen. 

Next Day, I delired Mr. Chttdleigb to go and take an Hour of them, 
at the Hour (which was three) 1 fent two Gentlemen as they had done, 
to difeover wliether I Ihould come feafonably, and tvent with two ' 
Coaches, the one borrowed, and the Horfes; (thofe I expeCc out of 
h'ricjumd being not yet come up) the other a new Cahkhc of my own, 
that I bought at the Jlagv.c^ for Fear I lliould ftay too long for the 
Coaches I expeCt out of Hngland. My Company was Mr. Chudlcigh^ 
four (ientlemcn very well accoutred, and one of my Secretaries, four 
I’agcs and ten Footmen ; the Pages, Footmen, and Coachmen, having 
all good Ciif7?pciigv Coats of a Sort; and thus the frit Vilit was made 
and paid, in which, 1 hope, we loft no (Ground. 

Monsieur ’Bevcrniiig after his Complement in the Vilit, fell upon the 
Rub we are now^ upon j laying, he hoped God and tlie World would 
purge his Mailers from the (luilt of having contributed any Thing to 
this prefent Accroachment, as well as from liaving; any llancl in giving 
this Negotiation tlie Interruption it met with at Co/egn. » 

'J'hen lie fell upon the Bulincfs of Couriers tliat muft go hcncc^^dC' 
at fet l imes, fo much as when Incident Matter do require it, imd fo 
upon the Duke of iwwVs Conctrn, to the fame Fiffcit, as I have givt:n 
you. Sir, an Account upon a former Convcrfition. 

H E told me he had News, not that the I'rcihh Ambalfadors w ere yet 
gone from Chctrle^illc^ but that they had caufotl their Coaclies that w ere 
put into Boats upon the to be taken out again, in Order, as was 

fear'd, to their Return. 

1'hat the Pope’s Miniftcr defires to be in this Town, but inlills to 
liavc feme publick Place to cxcrcifc his Devotion in, which the Ambaf- 
^ fttuors 
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fadcrs believe this State will never^rant. That the States found Fault 
with their Plenipotentiaries at Munfier^ for notifying their Arrival to 
the Nuncio there, among the other Publick Minifters ; and gave Order 
that they lliould proceed no further, in cafe there tvas any Notice taken, 
as there was hone, by the Nuncio. That M. 3iccerning^ when he was 
9XJiXi was moved by M.Colbert^ to notify the internuncio there of his 
Arrival, which, he faid, he would adventure to do, if M. Colbert would 
firft get a Promife from the Intcrnuncio, that he would pay the Refpedti 
due to the Minifters of this State in Form ; But M. Colba't let it die. 

The Palfagc at Mtmfter is in Leo eib Aitzema, as 1 remember, for 
1 have not my Books yet come, in his Latin ^to. among, or rather at 
the Clofe of the Inftructions to thofe Plenipotentiaries. 

M. ^cterning feem’d to be concerned in the Narrownefs of moft of 
the Streets in this Town, where it will be impoflible for Coaches to pafs 
by each other in feveral Places; therefore he was of Opinion thofe Paf- 
fages muft be made up for fome Hours in the Day; yet he confelfcd he 
did not fee how that was pradicable, in Regard of the Hindrance it 
would be to the Townfmen, and their Intercourfe. 

They found Fault wnth the l.iberty the Swedijh Mediators Secre¬ 
taries did take, to communicate the Tranfadions of the Parties in that 
Congrefs j they hoped we here would take better Care for the Secrecy 
roquifitc; they fpokc upon a Mention of the Nuncio there, and his 
Auditor ^articbelli, who would be ftill endeavouring to penetrate into 
their Bufmefs, (you remember the Man, Sir) but in vain; they enjoyn- 
ing all their People a ftrid Relervcdncfs as to the Negotiation. 

In my firft Vifit to them, 1 did conform myfelf to what M. Secerning 
*had done with me, that is, he, as foon as they had fat down, began 
with a kind of premeditated Complement upon his Majefty’s great Zeal, 
my Winter Journey, and their Delires to make a Peace. My Comple¬ 
ment was not in many Words; it was, i. To take Notice of the Refped 
they had paid his Majcfty, and of the Honour that came to my Share 
by their Villt. 2 . To tell them how grateful I thought it would be to 
hisMajefty, to hear (as 1 hoped he did by this Time) of their Excellen¬ 
cies having rendred tliemfclves with fo much Diligence upon this Place, 
and that they are the firft of all Publick Minifters; w hich the World 
will, as well as his Majefty, take Notice of, as an Evidence in the 
States of their Regards to him, and of their Advances to form this Con¬ 
grefs. 5 . That his Majefty docs ufe new^ Applications and new Efforts, 
upon the Difficulties newly rifen upon the Matter of Paflports j and, 4 . 
To beg the Honour of their Commands, Or. 

In the Anfwer to this, Isl. ^ez'crning did fay exprefly, that they had 
made this Vifit by Order of their Mailers. 

The reft of tlie Converfation was much upon the fame Subject Mat¬ 
ters with his former ones, only he fliaped his Difeourfe upon the Affair 
of that it did end in a kind of Appeal to me, upon w hat I had 

'^obferved in the Proceedings of the lall Duke in his 'freaties with France^ 
whith put me upon the Necelllty of cxcufing myfelf from delivering 
qny Opinion in that All'uir ^ it being far beyond my Fortee to judge of 
fuch Queftionsj and this being (by what 1 happened to fee into it in 
this new Incident) one of the moft knotty that is like to come upon 
the "Tapis ; but that w hen the Aficmbly is form’d, and my Collcgues 
licre, we fiiall be very careful to value fuch Reafons as their Excellen¬ 
cies fliall plcafe to commit to us, 1 hope to their Contentment. 

M. ^cvcrniiig^ when‘he hath had Occafion to mention his Majefty's 
Offices in tliis Fun^ition, hath ftill joyn’d, — (^x le poids qtic fa Majcjic 

duvncra 
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donvera par fa piiifance d ccs intercefons ufing it as if the Stone were 
to be joined to the Gofpcl. 

'iHfY told me of Letters that came from p'^enicc and of 

Riii'ttr\ Victory, but did not give the Particulars that this Day’s Ad- 
t'ices bring from all Parts of this Country. 

I hive difcoLirf-’d the Bulincfs of this Poll yefeerday with the Am^af- 
faders, tlicy are, it feems, not pleafed in their own Behalf, and will 
cndea.vour to remedy it; but the Courfe of the Courier cannot be chang¬ 
ed, becaufj the Lines from Ga many Side, from Holland^ and (which is 
moll: material to the Poll-mailer) from Amjlcrdam^ do center in this 
^I'own i the Remedy will be by fetting out Lxtraordinaries : The Let¬ 
ter that I now write will unavoidably be 24 Hours before it comes to 
the y>r/7/, and yet it is but 16 Hours eafy Work for a Courier to pafs 
lienee to the Hague \ inclofed goes a Scheme of our Poll-Days here. 

The Burgrave (his Name inWeldcrcn^ Brother to a Jdeutenant Ge¬ 
neral of Horie, that died in the Lxpedition of 1672 , againll CZv/r/<?r<?r, 
and vho is the belt jMan here) hath been with me, to complain of the 
Menaces whicli the French make, to burn up all in the Maes walt^ unlcfs 
they come in and compound their Contributions i the Billets have bi;tn 
ferved 3 or 4 Days ago, upon the Gentleman that is Baily of that Part 
of the ^Lics-walt which runs from Grace Side down towards Fort St. 
y/«^rf,that from Grace to this Tov\n is the Burgrave’s Bailyw ick,butnot 
yet fummoned 5 and they came to me, being told the States- have re- 
t'err’d the alligning the neuter Country to his Majclly; and therefore they 
hope and pray, that his Majelly will take thefe poor People into his 
l^roteCtion, and obtain for them a Neutrality all over the Maes-TOalt^ 
and not content himfelf with the 2 Leagues d la ronde, which is as 
much as nothing. M. Van Haren being Upon this Subject with me, faid, 
tliat if Clcccs be made the Center, and a Neutrality granted on the 
one Side as far as P'oit St. Anche^ ’tis but an equal J.,cngth fo to exteml 
it on the other Side, as to take in Menrs.

~ H r, lall I prefumed to trouble you with, w as of Salurday the 
X z9tb pall, and 1 rather choofe to cnclofe the Duplicate of it here, 
tluin to tn ubl'> you with Repetitions. This Morning brings me* the 
Hom.ur <if yours of the 25 /Z/ pall, 0. S. and therewith feveral Pieces, in 
order to let me into a better View of tliofe Oblladcs that are like to 
hinder the forming of our Congrefs this Spring. 1 flialJ not prefume to 
oHer any 'I'hing of my own I’houghts, or rather ol’my Fears, in this-^ 
Matter, which his Maj-.lly hath been pleafed fo throughly to coniidtr 
of, and concern himfelf in. I lliall look upon it as my Part, to endea¬ 
vour the Satisfaction of the Ambalfadors, and all other Men here, hotv 
lincere and how zealous his Majelly hath been, as in the firll under¬ 
taking of the Mediation, fo in the whole CciuluCt of it to this prelent; 
and liow far he w^as from being confcious to any Delign that others 
might have in deck, in order to dilappoir.t or retard the Negotiation 
here ; But that which M. Tccerning tells me thi;i Morning, of the Tremh 
Amballadors not being gone back, but of their being come forward as 
far as Sedan., mid of their having hired Lodgings there, (which gave 

Occa- 
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Occafion to the taking out of their Coaches, which were embarked 
upon the Meiife) makes me hope tliat his Majefty’s Inftanccs at Varis 
have had that Force and Succefs with them, as to prevent their Proceed¬ 
ing there to that fatal Step of calling back thefe Ambaffadors. How¬ 
ever, I have not been wanting to let M. ’Bcverniiis fee, with w’^hat Care 
and Anxioufnefs his Majclty did concern himfelfV to prevent their being 
recall’dj and how, on the other Side, his Majclly had order'd Mr. 
Skelton to be fent after, that he might go on further, wherefoever 
his Majefty’s Commands iliould overtake him, till his Majcfty be fatis- 
fied, whether there be any fecret K.efervc or not, refolving to nip in 
the Bud thofe Hopes and lindcavours that were fo promifing before this 
Incident lliew’d itfclf. 

On Sunday laft, M. Van Haren came to take his Leave of me, being 
to go, as he laid, into Friezland, for a matter of 15 Days, upon Pub- 
lick Bulinefs. It was, as he then intimated, to aftift at the AlTembly of 
the States there. He told me, he had obtained I-cave to go, while he 
wras yet at the Jlagne^ which the Prince did not only accord him, but 
prayed him to be fure to take the Journey, in Regard it would be for 
the Publick Service upon the Matter of the Paflports ,• while W'C Avere 
difcourling of the Polfibility and Means to adjult it, he told me there 
AverJ the lefs Hopes, becaufc the Spaniards having no fueh Mind to 
the Peace, would be fure to lay hold of fo plaulible a Ground, as the 
DeR'dts in the PalTports would be, to keep oft from forming the Aftembly. 

He told me, he had fecn the Lmperor’s Anfwer to his Majefty’s Let¬ 
ter by M. F)uckc}\ and asked me, if I had fecn yet the Anfwer which 
the States General had given to my I,ord AmbalVador, and to Mr. Skel- 
*toii^ whereby they excufe themfelves for not complying with his Majefty’s 
Deltrcs in that Matter of Prince William of Furjiemhurgb. I'his 1 hum¬ 
bly take l.eave to note, having fecn neither of thofe Papers, that you 
may fee. Sir, how ufeful, and indeed necellary'^, your Charity is to me, 
1.1 tranfmitting to me from Time to d ime, as you arc plcafed to do, all 
^^ipers and Documents relating to this Negotiation. 

He told me, that the King of had at laft yielded to the 

l^afiage of the SzacdiJS Plenipotentiaries hither through his Countries, 
and that upon the ftrong Inftanccs of this State; faying, that as, on the 
one Side, to have abfolutely denied all Paflage to thofe Minifters, Avould 
have been tani amount as to have faid, 'Denmark will have neither a 
Peace nor a 'Treaty ; fo, on the other Side, that the King of Denmark 

having agreed to a Paft'agc in general, may fo order the - of the 

Swedes, as the French did the Paflage of thefe very Minifters in 1673 
towards Cologne feme Troops of French Horfe having convoy’d and led 
them, mot by the Way thefe Ambafladors had propofed to themfelves, 
but another Way, fuch as the Commander, by Order from M. de Monial, 
thouglit fit to bring them. 

Y h s T E K i> A Y tliC'Senior Minifter and chief Preacher of this Towm 
told me, that on Saturday laft, he and the other Minifters had been in a 
Body, upon a formal Errand with the Dutch Ambafladors; it tvas to 
offer them their Services in the Way of their Function, if they Ihould 
thiHk fit to order them at any fet Times, that Ihould be particularly, 
and publiekly devoted to beg a Bicliing upon this Congrefs. It was withal 
to beg their hixccllencies, not to fufter the Stage-players (whom they 
had underftood to be already in Town) to fet up and att their Plays 
here, deliring the Ambafladors to procure Orders from the States Gene¬ 
ral (if they thought it rc^uiiite) to that Eft'cdit. ’To this the Anfwer of 
I the Ambafladors w as, as \his Divine told me, that for Matter of Devo- 
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tion, if to the firft Wednefday in every Month, N> S. which is fet afide 
for a folemn Day of Humiliation by the States General throughout 
their Dominions, any other Iblemn Excrcifcs fhould be thought fit to be 
added, it might be done the ufual Way in fuch Cafes ; but as to the 
Matter of the Players, and the indulging or rellraining of them, that 
the States had left wholly to the ordering of the King our Maftcr. 
This Account I confefs was furprizing to me ; I made no other Anfwcr, 
but that I was alone yet upon the Place, and could not meddle in any 
Thing of that Nature without the joint Advice of my Collegues, one 
of them at leaft j and that all of us together Ihould not prefumo to 
interpofc in a Thing that belonged wholly to the Magiftrates, until wo 
had firft learned how far the States had committed this Matter to his 
Majefty, as alfo what his Majefty’s Ploafure will be for our Dire<ition. 
I would humbly beg, that we might not be unprovided of an Anfwcr, 
that lhall contain his Majefty’s Pleafurc, in cafe wc be called upon to 
fay or do any Thing in this Matter : I muft confefs, as 1 do not fee 
w^hat Colour the States had to defign fuch a Thing to the Direction of 
his Majefty, fo wc lhall be loaded with Envy and Clamour among thefe 
precife People, (who, for ought I perceive, count Plays to be Things in 
themfelvcs unlawful) if we be any wife inltrumental to procure Counte¬ 
nance or Toleration to the Players. I had an Occafion given nie to 
wait upon M. 'Be^crning this Morning; it was the D. dc Vitrys Com¬ 
ptroller of his Houfc came to me, to ask my Pafs for Ibme Coach- 
Horfes that were come out of Holland this fide Utrechty but relied in a; 
Village in that Province in their Way hither ^ he was, he faid, to go 
and fetch them thence.

I have waited on M. Secerning fince my laft, but had nothing from 
him relating to the Negotiation, faving that be bemoans his own and 
his Collcgue’s Misfortune, in that they are confined to this Place with¬ 
out any Hopes of Bulinefs to come on ; and that their Mafters will not 
(for Shame; fuffer them to return to their Homes, as long as it fliall 

be 
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bo his Majefty Plcafurc I fliall remain here: He told me, he had had 
Letters that Morning from the Prince at Soefaycke^ and that they have 
the News of de Ruyters Victory come to them fo many WaySy that 
they no longer doubt of it, tho’ they have nothing yet from himfeif, 
which yet is, it feems, this Morning come to Hand. 

It is agreed from feveral Hands, that Verfehore^ a Rear Admiral,*was 
kill’d in this Engagement j his Daughter and Relations arc in this Town, 
and all in Tears. 

Mr. Meredith writes this Poll to M. Chttdlcigb^ tliat upon notice from 
M. Van "Betminghen^ that the ftriking of feme Ships of tliis State to the 
Yacht that brought me over, was like to be taken for a Precedent in 
Jingland; the States have order’d, that the Admiralty of Rctterdam 
ihould take Informations how that Matter had paifed.

T H E laft I gave you the Trouble of, was of Wednefday the 9 thy 
a Duplicate whereof I take leave liercwith to enclofe. This 
Morning brings me nothing out of Englandy nor indeed out of the 
but a Ixtter from Sir Gabriel Sylvius^ which fpcaks the little 
or rather no Hopes there is of having an Aflembly here this Spring. 

Yesterday M. k Raron de Schwerin (Father to the Envoy) did me 
the Honour to come over from CleveSy and to take fuch a Dinner as I 
happen’d to have, but return’d to his Charge (for fo he call’d the young 
Princes there) in the Evening: He did not begin with any Comple¬ 
ment from his Matter, but having difeourfed fomething of his Son and 
Daughter in Law, and of the Civilities they have met with at Court, 
as allb the Misfortune that all Appearances of a Congrefs here this 
Spring arc now vanquifliing -y he told me at laft, the Elector his Matter 
had given him in Charge to take fomc Time to come over hither, to 
congratulate with me upon the great and good Work his Majctty had 
taken in Hand, for his own immortal Glory, as well as for the laving 
of the Chriftian World from deftroying it felf. 

Tn the next Place, he had in Command to learn of me, (if I w’ould 
be fo free with him) what Judgment is Majetty his of, in Reference to 
the prclent DiflTerences, and the Rupture between his Matter and Swe- 
^den ; that is, as he explain’d himfelf, what Means and Expedients his 
Majefty had thought of, as moft likely to be agreed to by the Parties, 
in Order to the compofing of all, when the Treaty between them fliall 
be fet on Foot; deliring w'ithal, that his Majefty would be pleas’d to 
take the Intcreft of the Elector into his Ijiccial Protection, and to re¬ 
commend it with Favour to his Minifters in the Negotiation, 

• My Anfwcr w'as, that I was fo much the more allured, that the In- 
terefts of his l',le( 5 loral Highnefs would be in fpecial Recommendation 
with his Majefty, in that 1 had had the Honour to obferve, and to be a 
Witnefs to thofc Injunctions he had laid on his Minifters at Cologiiy to 
endeavour w hat fliould lie in their Power for the Service and Satisfaction 
of his Electoral Highnefs in his Concerns, if that Aflembly had come to 
any Perfection. That I did not know in the leaft, what Judgment hi-^ 
Majefty may have formed to himfelf upon this particular Cafe, nor what 
Means and Expedients he looks on as moft likely to be fuccefsful tow'ard.s 
the Peace of that Part of Germany ; his Majefty having not thought ft 
to declare himfelf to me upon that, or the particular Cafe of any of 
the Parties in War j the Province afllgn’d me being no other than to 
rcnde54jiy felf w ith all poflible Diligence upon this Place, and to co- 
-oncMte wdth my Collegues in every Thing I ihould be able, towards 
t/c firft forming of this AflTcmbly; his Majefty's I’houghts at my coming 
•^ay being fo taken up with the Care and Endeavour of bringing the 
jrafties to meet together by their Minifters, that lie thought liis Directi¬ 
on! upon particular Cafes in no wdfe requiftte for his jVliniftcr.-. here, 
'till he fliould hear from them, that there was an Alfembly formed, and 
that the Parties were enter’d cn maticrCy upon their fcveral Pretenfions 
however, that I had Rcafon to believe, that his Electoral Highnefs had no 
other than all Satisfaction polfible in his Majefty’s Proceedings fince tlic 
• Rupture; my feif haviilg had Occalion to obferve the Contentment 
which the Envoy had had in fome Incidents, upon w'hich he had made 

% his 
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his Addrcflos to his ATajofty. This he was plcafcd to avow to be very 
tru*', and did very much extol his Majclly’s Tquity and Fricndfhip to¬ 
wards his Aluftcr in the prefjnt Conjuncture. From this he proceeded 
to the Alerits of his Alallcr’s Caufe, inlilling cfpcciaJiy upon the lalt 
'frci-ty, whereby the King of Sweeten and the Fleeter were to continue 
in a hrm Peace with each other, tho’ they Ihould happen to take Sides 
with contrary Parties. He enlarged likewife upon the late Succefles 
wherewith God, he faid, had wonderfully blcll'cd his Mafter, and con¬ 
tinued (till to profper him ; a Brother of this Baron’s having lately re¬ 
lieved Wdgajl^ and driven the Swedes once again cut of U'cllin and 
UJedem. 

H E told me, the Swedes began to have feme Difordcr in their Affairs 
at Home j for tliat not only the greater Part of the States of the King¬ 
dom, but alfo fome of the Senators thcmfelvcs, (and thefo of the great- 
ert) wilh’d that Sweden were fairly rid of what it holds in Germany j 
the maintaining of thole Places having been a Burthen to the Crown, 
a dlfpeopling to their Country, and bringing no Advantage at all to 
the Publick, but enriching a few General Oflicers of the Army j yet this 
he avow'd to be a lamentable Rcafoning ; that ho had a T.etter lately, 
that the Czar of Mnfcoiy intends for certain to fail upon the Swedes on 
the Liconia Side ; That the Houfe of Lunenbitrgh will be in the Field 
with a very conliderable Force this Summer: 'I'hat the Duke of Hei- 
noz'cr can be got to do no more, than to furnilli out 4000 Alcn to the 
Emperor, on Condition they be not engaged againft France-, implying, 
that they may be againft Sweden. That the Baron de Goes had writ to 
him, with whom he hath great Familiarity, (that Baron having been 
10 Years together in their Court) that he and his Fellow Plenipotentia¬ 
ries were ready to let forward, as loon as they Ihould hear the French 
Minifters were come upon the Place. 

THIS, as far as I am able to recolledt myfelf, was tvhat fell from 
the Baron upon any Bufinefs, only I muft not forget he told me, his 
i.etters from London advifed, that his Majcfty had been pleafed to give 
out his exprefs Orders I Ihould be called from this Place. 

AI. ‘Beverning came in as we were rifen from the Table, but the Baron 
ftayed not. He favours me with a kind Mclfage, juft as I am writing, 
that the Electoral Prince will do me the Honour to dine with me on

I Have this Morning the Honour of yours of the 8 tb^ together witli 
the Copies of feVeral IjCttcrs and Papers, whereby you arc pleafed 
to continue to me the Favour and the Advantage of Itanding in the 
fame Light with Sir William ‘J’emple and Mr. Skelton^ as far as relates 
to the Bulinefs of this Place ; for which you have my humbled and hcar- 
tieft Acknowledgments. I have nothing in a Manner to add to my laft, 
which was of Saturday the 12 th Indant, only I take Leave to iiiclofc 
the Duplicate. 1 am in Hopes the States General will make no Diffi¬

Since my laft, which was of the 19th Current, the Duplicate where¬ 
of I take I.eavc to inclofe, the Meuyer of M. dAvatix addrefs’d himfelf 
to me in Form of a Complaint, as it were, that M. the C. de SolnZy Go- 
vernour of this City, had on Sunday Night promis’d him a PalTport for 
2 Grooms to come hither from Maeftrichty but cxcufed himfelf on Mon¬ 
day Morning, as he was going for the HaguCy in that he could not then 
grant it, having found it necelfary, upon Conference he had had with 
the T)utch Ambalfadors, to acquaint the Prince before he granted any 
fuch Palfports. 

I c.vsuk;d myfelf from being able to ferve him, otherwife than by my 
g <^3 Offices at the HaguOy in recommending his Affair (as alfo that of 
a^alfport for lumfelf, to go into Friezland to buy Horfes for M .^yJvauXy 
M he faid he hs^ Orders) to the Favour of my Lord Ambaffador there. 
'Jhb: gave me oVafion toreprefent to him by Word of Mouth, as I did 
^efterday by Letter to the Trench Ambafl'adors, (who were the if th Teh. 
/at Charievillc) how that whole Affair relating to Palfports for their Do- 
/ meflicks now Hands at the Hague. 

' M. de Solm gave me the Favour of a Vifit, as he pafs’d through this 
Town from Germany y whgre he had been making his Recruits j he is 
I'TIlolonel of the Prince’s Regiment of Guards, a Perfon of about forty 
Years of Age, of very good Senle. He complain’d much of his Comi-

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try’s being ruin’d by the quartering of the In^erialijis^ and their into^ 
lerable txadions upon his Subjeds. 

M. ‘Becerning went for the Hague on Monday ^ promifing to be back 
again here about 2 Days hence. M. Van Haren^ in a Vilit he was 
picafed to give me yefterday, difeover’d methought much Confidence, 
that this Conference will hold, notwithllanding the prefent Obftaclcs, 
but feems to ground it moft upon what M. Van Beuninghen writes to 
him from that Side. 

H E does not expett much, he fays, from the Congrefs now at Mar- 
chienne an Bont^ about the Neutrality of Liege. M. Dyckvelt is gone 
thither from this State. 

H E and all this Place are troubled, tliat the French do prefs for Con¬ 
tribution out of the Macs-Waal in our Neighbourhood, there being no 
Place in the United Provinces that now pays any j for they do not 
reckon the Mcycry of Boldue^ or any Part of their Tats de Cmquete^ 
to be within the Seven provinces ^ becaufo they do not depute to the 
•States. ’Tis prodigious what he told me of Contributions, tliat tlicfole 
Garrifon of Macjiricht raifes no lefs than 2500000 P'lorins per Jnn. from 
the Countries within its Reach. 

When the Difficulties about the Pall ports are removed, the Fncncb 
Ambafladors will be quickly here ,• and then the Spaniards will not ftay, 

1 fuppofe, any long Time behind. This brings me. Sir, to crave Leave 
that I may mind your Honour, of a Pafl’age in your Letter to Sir Wil¬ 
liam Fcmple^ the ^'&th oi December, wherein, upon the Qiieftion of the 
fill! ^'ilits, it appears, that his Majcfty had taken Order, that .M. dc 
Ruc’igny fliould be fpoken to, to get the French AmbaiTadors inflruded 
to give it us here w'hcn they come : I fuppofe that is fettled long find;; 
and tho’ it Ihould not be, yet his Majcfty s Orders to us arc clear and 
pofltivc. My humble Thouglits and "Wifhes are, that fomc fuch Courfc 
may have been taken in tlie Imperial, Spanijh, and Danijh Courts; and 
that the Pretence of thofe Minifters, fince that the Point is new, and 
that they are not inflructed, may not, when the Allcmbly is met, puf 
our Negotiation to a ftand; for if any of thefe Parties fliould refufc to 
do it, after the Dutch and French too fliall have given it, I know not 
how his Majefty will be able to depart from expecting the fame from 
thofe that ftand off; yet ’tis probable there will be fome fo touchy upon 
the Place, as to lay hold upon this Pretence, to keep off from entering 
into Bufinefs'. 

If .the Thing come (which 1 wifh with all my Heart may not) 
to be debated here, I know not how it will be done without a kind of 
new Mediation i for 1 take it a Matter for granted, that phofe whu 
will refufe the Refpett, will clofe with no lixpedient, when we come 
to lupport our Pretenlions, and alledge the Precedent at Cologn: The 
Anfwcr will probably be, that that Precedent cannot eftablifh 
ter by way of Rule, fince it was a Thing concerted by thofe or'-fie' 
one Side only, and never followed or confented to l^y thofe of tie 
other. This LX-fcrence to a Mediator, feems to me (u;:lder Corre£tio .) 
to have the further Objedion againft the intrinfic Valuy' of it, that jt s 
purely and barely relative to fuch aFundion, as all Princes and Puiftan- 
CCS are indifferently and equally capable of ; and the Office is no fooner' 
laid down, but the Honour vanifhes, and would be of no Manner of \ 
Moment in any Controverfy about Precedency. Befides, this Office as 
it is now ordered all the World over, hath ,not its firft Rife from any 
Submilfion, or even Requeft of the Parties in War, but from the Friend-" 
fli^ and Charity of the Mediator j fo that he is Icfs at Liberty to lay 

Claim 
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Citiim to, or to contend for any Deference or extraordinary Refped to 
be paid to himfelf, than he would Be, if fome Law, or the Confeut ot 
the Parties, had vefted him with any arbitrary or decilive Powerand 
when it w'ill fallout naturally enough (I know not how it will prove 
in his Majefty’s Cafe) to be part of the Mediators BulineL to pcrfvvadc 
thofe in War to admit of Temperaments, and even to depart from their 
Rights, tho’ otherwife unqueftionable, lor the Sake of a Peace. I do 
not doubt in the Icall, but that his Majcfty hath already, of his Royal 
Goodnefs and great Forefight, fufficiently provided againlt all little In¬ 
cidents and Objettions of this kind, upon Occafion of the firft Vilit. I 
am with all Truth and Relix'dt,

1 ,cannot forbear to exprefs the Veneration and Joy 1 have, to obferve 
that his Majefty, out of his deep Forefight and Wiidom, thinks fit not 
to take any of the Points in Difference to his own Arbitration, nor yet 
to interpofe (his prefent Figure confidcr’d) for his Highnefs the Prince 
•I'dcftor Falatine, in the Accommodation he w'ould be at with France, 
fifrther than the reft of the Confederates ftiall know' and allow of. 

We fee in fevcral Inftances, how nice a Matter the one and the 
other is, and how almoft infcparable from Diffatisfattion and Refent- 
ment: The very propofing a Ceflation of Arms, as was done by the Me¬ 
diators at Cologn, at a Time difadvantageous to the Jiutch, is thought, 
*^e fee, of Weight enough to enter into that Declaration of War thefe 
States put out againft Sweden in June laft j and thofe Otfices are made 
a Matter cf Charge againft them, wdiereby that King, being Mediator, 
did help the I'iedtor of Frandenhurg^h to make his Peace with France i 
nor is it forgotten, that they fhew’d thcmfelves no Friends to that fe- 
parate Accommodation we were upon w itli the Fiiiich. I'ho’ 1 heed not 
much what is fet downi in the Latin Gazette at Cologn, yet the Para¬ 
graph from Ratisbone this Week, lince the Name of the Imperial Com- 
milftoner is fet to it, makes me think, the Offer of his Majefty’s Media¬ 
tion to that Aflcmbly (lince the Body of the Empire, which it reprefents, 
is, by the Diiclarations made there againft the French and the Swedes^ 
•made Party to the War) may be not improperly made by Mr. Skelton, 
before leave that Place, in cafe he proceed in his Journey to Tlcnna. 

yiHE Tall^ of this Town is, that the Spaniards have order’d one 
Months Rent to be forthwith advanced for the Houfes they have had 
retain’d for tho^ here fome Months ago, and thereby to continue their

T his Morning brings me the Honour of yours of the izd paft, 
together with fcveral Copies, which I can never fuflicicntly ac¬ 
knowledge, for that I am thereby let in to ftand in the fame Light with 
thofe that arc abtoad upon this Service. 

I cannot but make it my moan, that tho’ you have been pleas’d to 
favour me with your i.etters conftantly twice a Week, (without once 
omitting, fince I came upon this Place) yet it moft commonly fo falls 
out, that 1 have them not come to Hand till the $tb Day from their 
Date, ha\’ing liad the Luck but three Times fince my coming hither, 
to receive them tlic 5 tb Day from their Date ^ which 1 take leave now 
to mention, that if itpleafcGoo we come to enter upon Bufinefs, 
fome better Provifion for Difpatch may be made, as far as Wind and 
Weather will permit. 

'r H F Lxpedient which hath come into his Majefty’s Thoughts of grant¬ 
ing the Palfports himfclf, appears to me at firft View fo very fair* and 
practicable, that the Parties methinks fliould have nothing to objeCl 
to it j but forthwith to furnilh to his Majefty fuch Power in good Form, 
for that muft be firft, as may found his Majefty in their Right and 
common Confent. But his Majefty hath, 1 doubt not, c’re this, in his 
Royal Wifdom, confidered whether this Expedient (if it ftiould be ac- 
quiefe'd in by the Parties, as he propofes it) will be fufficient to remove 
the Difficulty, and to bring the Moft Chriftian King and the Duke 
of Lorain to treat upon the main Queftion between them. Therefore I 
hope his Majefty will, before he enter upon the Execution of this Ex¬ 
pedient, find a Way to fatisfy himfelf what Kind of Rleniponmtr the 
French will grant to their Minifters here, and whether the Duke of 
Ttorain will treat with them upon fuch a *Plenipomotr j or at leaftwife, 
whether both Parties will acquiefee in fuch a Declaration from his 
Majefty, as was given by the Mediators bctw'cen the French and Spa¬ 
niards at Munfiefy otherwife we lhall probably have the fame Knot 
again to untie, upon the Communication of the Tlenipotwoirs ; for as 
tiiofe Plenipoui'oirs muft come from the Parties thcmfclvcs, and cannot 
be fuppJy’d by any Att of his Majefties, fo each Party will, unlefs fa- 
tisfied beforehand, have an additional Pretence to their prefent Non- 
Compliance, from the very Ufe that hath been made of this I'lxpcdicnt. 
Another Thing is, that if all the Surety the ZMain Miniftcr^ fliall 
have liere, and in their Way hither, (I cannot think the Cafe needs to 
be extended to any other of the Minifters, becaufc they may have their 
I’ailports out of France^ muft be owing to, and in Virtue of 
jefty’s fafe Conduct to them j the Paftports for their Couriers will cou! c 
to be ask’d of his Majefty once for all, or of his Minifters^,here, as oftc/r 
as any Couriers are fent hence to that Duke j and then, If there happc(' 
any \'iolation in one or the other Cafe, I cannot, I n.uft confefs, fed^ 
how his Majefty can avoid to be intcrefled dircCtly and immediately in 
the \'ioiation, and in the Point of Honour. 

But, Sir, I moft humbly beg Pardon, that I have prefumed thus 
to lay open my Fears; I do it, not only bccaufe that thofe that fliall 
prove to have lefs Mind to a Peace, would he glad to fee it embarrafs’d , 
any other where than at their Door ; but alfii that I am infinitely con¬ 
vinced of the Reafonablcnefs of that Rule, which his Majefty hath 
‘ , been 
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been pleafed to fet to himfelf, of'Offering, as fparingly as he can, any 
Thing of his own Arbitrement or Authority, to bring the Parties nearer 
together. 

Monsieur 'B&vern'ing is not yet return’d, his Garden has borrowed 
fome few Days of the Publick this vory fair Weather. 

The Prince is expedfed generally in this City, in his Way to, or at 
his Return from Schenken-Sebans ; but M. jyan Jinren was of Opinion 
this Morning, he would como no nearer it than SoefdyJie; and if he did, 
it would be by the Way of j^nebetm, not this Way ; but he faid, it 
was probable M. Faget would pals thither, it feems, ’tis to take Poflef- 
lion of that Fort, tho’ the Garrifon in it hitherto be the Eledtor’s. M. 
IFan Haren was faying, it would be extreamly convenient for the States, 
but was of no Manner of Ufe to the Eledtor. 

He confirms to me what Sir J. Faul writes, that the Thanes will 
not fuffer the Plenipotentiaries of the Swedes to pafs through their 
Country: They oflfer them fafe Condudt by Sea, and no other Way.

"Right Honourable Sir, 

M r. Renfon lets me fee, by the Favour of his of the ^%tb paft, and 
by the feveral Papers enclos’d in it i that you are pleafed to take 
' all Care polfible, that nothing do interrupt the Continuance of thofe 
Communications you did think would be ufcful for me here j which I 
am extream fenfiblc of, tho’ I am to feck for Words whereby to ex- 
prefs my Acknowledgment. 

Since my laft, which was of the firft, a Duplicate whereof I take 
••leave to cnclofe, here pafl'ed the Raedt Penfioner through the Town ,• ho 
landed on Tburfday Morning from Arneheim about eight a Clock, but 
llraightw-ay took W aggon for Schenken-Schans^ not fpeaking with or fending 
for M. 'Han Haren, nor yet calling at his Brother’s Houfe, who is Burgo- 
mafter Regent, and Poflmaftcr here, then being indeed out of Towm, 
being one of the Deputies now at the Land aebt held for this Province 
at Zutpben. 

Having underftood tliat the Prince would be probably at that Fall 
yefterday Morning, I defircd Mr. Cbudleigh to w'ait upon his Highnefs, if 
he came thither, in my Name, and in his Complement to make my 
humble Offer to wait upon his Highnefs, if it Ihould Hand with his 
good Picafurc, to kifs his Hands, and if 1 might difeover where I might be 
leaft a ^Frouble to his Highnefs in his Paffage back again. 'I'his Ad- 
drc-C'he received very gracioufly, but difpens’d with my waiting on him 
iii^cgard of'his Poft liaftc, as he faid, to return i neither his Highnefs, 
\^o was attent^d with Prince Maurice and the RJmiegra<ve, came back 
tiis Way, nor M. Fagcl -, and ’tis faid, they arc to be to Morrow at the 
flagne; the Coeur Prince of Rrandenburgb, and his Brother, with their 
iGovQxwoViV M. de Schwerin, met the Prince at the Fort, and tlicy dined 
/there all together the great Noife and Expcdlation of this Place was, 
f that the Poffelfion of Scars fliould be deliver’d up to the States ■, but 
the Cicntlcman that attended the Coeur Prince, underftood no fuch 
iijt'lattcr; fo that comparn^ what thofe Gentlemen told M. Cbudleigh, 

' w ith what M. 'Han Harm had told me upon that Subjed the Night be¬ 
fore, that Meeting was to give the Prince a full View of the Means \o 
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continue the Stream of the RhinCy by opening, enlarging, and deepning 
the Channel of it in its old Courfe j and to prevent its failing too much, 
as it hath done of late Years, into the Ucia/, Icaft this Side of the 
Country come at lalt to be deftitute of that Cover and Fence the 
Khine-Stresim gives it. 

It hath pleafed the Prince to give the Command of the JEngliJf) 
Regiment, that Colonel Lillejirtii commanded, to Major J^ley, Son to 
the late Lord Jjikyy Sir Jacoby of tvhom I made fomc Mention in a 
former l.ettcr to your Honour j my Lord Ambafl’ador hath, I doubt not, 
ferved him very powerfully, as well as heartily, in that Affair ; and I have 
no lefs an Obligation to attempt fomething, for his Satisfaction and 
Service, on my Side Hkewife j but this I have no Hope, or Pretence to 
be able to doj unlcfs it be by your fpecial Favour, S i r, that his Ma- 
jefty might be fupplicated for his l.cttcr to the Prince of Orange in his 
Favour, in a Conjuncture that gives him a View of the only Thing he 
is ambitious of in the World. 

It is to be made Drclfart of Gorctiniy the prefent Officer being cer¬ 
tainly to be turn’d out for Mifdcmeanour ; the IsleCtion is the Towns, but 
they will choofc him, and no other, that the Prince fliall pleafo to re¬ 
commend. Colonel [ajiley was born in that ’1 own j the ’Fow n’s People 
put him upon feeking of that Place, being moft unanimous in their 
Wiflics, and fo would be in their Votes for him j ’tis a Place of fofne 
Truft and Credit: But I am told, the main Thing he propofes to liim- 
fclf from that Office is, to be able to bring the Regiment thither, 
which he will labour all he can to bring into fomc Credit again.

Right Honourahlc S i r, 

I N my laft, which was of the /^th Current, I took Leave to acknow¬ 
ledge the Honour of yours of the %%th of f'eb. as alfo the Favour of 
Mx.Renfons of the ^^th, by your Order: Thcfe Eafterly Winds not 
fuffering any of frefher Date to pafs over, which otherwife I might 
have hoped for this Morning. M. Van Ilaren, who is the only MiniUer 
here, (JJl. Reverning having already made his Excurfion of lo Days, to 
fpin out about 20) was pleafed about 2 Days ago, to communicate to 
me, as News we had talk’d of together, the two Kefolutions inclofcd, 
which I take the Liberty to fend, notwithllanding I prefume you have 
them already from the Hague. The one, upon my I.ord AmbalTador’s 
Memorial, you liave, I doubt not, from himfelf: The other, upon M. 
Reuninghcn\ Ixttcr, fince my Ijord mentions nothing of it in his to me, 
may not have been with the lame Diligence (tho’ both of the fame Date) 
communicated to him. 

I^had much Difeourfe with M. Van Haren laft Night upon them both, 
and I could not choofe but obferve, and bemoan to him, how unfairly 
the States did (in that llcfolution which relates to the Memorial) put 
it upon his Majefty, as if he were now engaged, by fomething he had 
aflured them by his Minifters, to procure Palfports for the Jjffrain Ple¬ 
nipotentiaries, in the Form they are now inlifted on. 

^ I told him, his Majefty had nilly made good what he had undertaken 
t# do, in tliat he had brought the Moft Ghriftian King to yield up that 
Point, which had occafioned the Doubt and the Qjieftion among the 
Confederates, and to grant Paflports to the Miniftefs of Lorain, which 
Rrance liad abfolutely refufed to do, firft at the Treaty of Munfier, next 
at that of Cologne, notwithftanding all tlic Inftances of the refpeftive 
••Mediators'. 

That what our Minifters did undertake in his Majefty’s Name, or 
w hen they did undertake it, does not appear by any Writing quoted or 
referr’d to; and that it was hard to ftrain the Words and the Hopes of 
a great Prince, (while he is doing the belt and the glorioufeft Work 
that a Prince can do) beyond the common Intendment of all Mankind; 
for w hoever doth promife, tho’ never fo confidently, that a third Perfon 
fliall do fuch and fuch an Atl, muft either be thought not to underftand 
tlie Difference betw ecu that which is in his own Pow'er, and that which 
is in another Man’s ; or clfe muft be allowed to mean no more by fuch 
Proinifes and Undertakings, than that he will do his beft Olficcs in the 
cafe, w hich thcmfelves cannot but abundantly witnefs, his Majefty hath 
done in the Court of France on this Occallon. 

^ u T M. Van Haren, upon my faying that this Incident about the 
'ytlc of Duk(^ was a Tiling that could never have come in Queftion, 
i| the late Dul^ Charles had lived, replied upon me, that the Under- 
mking by our Minifters was fince the laft Duke’s Death, and with Re¬ 
gard to this prcicnt Duke ; which gave me Occalion (under Corredtion) 
/that if the htates when they drew^ this Promife or Undertaking from 
his Majelh’s Minifters, did not at the fame ’l ime forefee the Difficulty 
that is now rifon upon tlie Difference between the Cafe of the Nephew, 
and that of tlie Uncle, (in Regard the Ceflion alledg’d was to take 
Place at his Death) and did, upon their Apprehenfions of the Title that 
France was like to fet up, defire his Majefty to take Care and provide, 

^at 
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that this Duke ihould not be abridged in any Thing of the Stile of his 
Uncle j they have no Pretence to fay, that his Majefty’s Offices have 
fallen fhort of the Undertaking ,• for the only End of the Pafiports in 
Quefiion being, that the Zjorain Minifters may be here (and fo likewife 
pafs and repafs) with the fame Honour and Security, that any other 
Minifters may pretend to ; it cannot be faid, that the procuring of this 
'i'itlc (which was to be no Ingredient to the Security of the Minifters, 
but relates wholly to the Merits of that Duke’s Caufe) was any Part of 
that which his Majefty was plcafed, as they fay, to charge himfclf withal, 
and to undertake by his Minifters xhAtFrance Ihould not ftick upon that 
Point. 

The other Refolution upon M. Van Bemingbens Letter, aftonilhes 
me yet more than the firft,- for here is an Expedient refufed, before his 
Majefty hath 'I'ime to propofe it^ or is heard by his Ambalfador to the 
Obje(ftions againft it} and ’tis fo halW» that fuppofing his Majefty had 
(upon hearing of what Sorts of Difficulties were made about it) re¬ 
trench’d his Propofal of granting his PalTports to all the Parties in War, 
and limited it to the Duke of Jjorains Cafe alone, all their Difficulties 
which have been anfwer’d for putting the Expedient to, here would be 
no Prince concern’d to part with his Sovereignty, but the Moft Chriftian 
King alone, and he declares himfelf willing and ready to do it (for fo 
my Lord Berkley is pleafed to write me Word) upon this Occafion; tho’ 
they make a wonderful nice and myfterious Matter of it j befides their 
Labour of Writing, except it be to the Duke of Lorain, would have 
been faved : but this Refolution feems to me to be fo hafty and fo raw, 
that it can give them little Reputation of being extraordinary well'in¬ 
clined to have a Congrefs before the Campaign. 

In this Convcrftition I did not obferve any Thing t6 fall from lA.Van 
Haren, as if he had had any Profpe6t or Hopes this Bufinefs might be 
remedied by fome other Means ,• only he asked, why the Moft Chriftian 
King might not be prevailed upon to put a Blank PalTport, figned by 
himfclf, into his Majefty’s our Maftcr’s Hands, to be fill’d by his Ma¬ 
jefty, with the Duke of Lorain's Titles. But he fpoke much of the 
Advantage w-hich our I'radc brings to France, for the carrying on of the 
War, and how quickly the prefent Heights of France would be brought 
to Reafon, and ceale to be Matter of Apprehenfion to all the Parties in 
War, if his Majefty did joyn with them, and employ but i o Men of 
War to ftop any one Port, while they ftopt the others; together with 
much more to that Purpofe, and upon the Subject of the Treaty of 
Munjicr. The Interpretation whereof France and Sweden (as being two 
Voices againft the Emperor, and the States of the Empire, wEioh arc 
allow’cd to be but one) do challenge to themfclves, upon the ambiguous 
Paragraph, — Ut eo fincerhs — and fo in other Doubts wrhich Time 
raifes upon that Treaty. 

'E H1 Prince, when he was at Scbenck-fort, gave Prince LodenSibk, 
the youngeft Son of the Elcdor of Firandenhnrgb, a Regiment of FooL 
Wc do not yet hear that a Dutch Garrifon is received yfiere, tho’ thi 
Prince is faid to have named Vuoy, his Quarter Maftmr General 
Engineer, to be the Governour. M. Van Haren fays, that Fort will 
e re long be put into their Hands. 

IT is a Son of M. Van Zulichem's, that is Draft, or DrelTart of Gcr- 
I'utn, and hath above loo Articles of Accufation preferr’d againft him, 
which are of that heinous Nature, that Colonel j 0 ley is alTured he will 
be turn’d out, notwithftanding his Father's great Power, and his Bro¬ 
ther's being Secretary to the l^ince. It is upon that Confidence that 
• I took 
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took the Boldnefs to trouble you. Sir, in my laft, joyn’d with the 
elief 1 have of the Colonel’s Worth. I am, (^xc.

M y laft was of the 8 tb Current, a Duplicate whereof I take Lcavd 
to inclofe. 

This Morning brings me the Honour of two of yours, one of the 
apr/Srpaft, the other of tlic Current, together with fcvcral Copies 
and Duplicates in each, for which you have my moft humble Acknow¬ 
ledgments. 

I do w'ith the deepeft Veneration and Dutifulncfs imaginable acknow¬ 
ledge his Majefly’s Royal Goodnefs, in fuffering my Petition to lie at 
his Feet, till there be Caufc to dired fomething upon it, touching my 
getting out of this Country. 

I muft confefs I cannot but wonder, that they in the Hague can own 
fo w’cak an Objedion as that is, about Princes departing from their 
Sovvraigntics, in deriving upon his Majefty their Power of granting 
fafe Conduds in fuch a Cafe as this is. 

His Majefty, if he do not fee Caufc to demand this Power from all 
the Parties, in order to cover the particular Cafe of France and Jjorain^ 
w'ould be able to take away the very Foundation of that Cavil, if he 
fliould demand it from none but from France alone ; for fuppofing that 
• the French would defire none from the Duke of Lorain, no Prince’s So- 
vf raignty would come in Queftion but that of the Moft Chriftian King, 
w ho would be as hardly brought to part with any Snip of his Soveraignty, 
as any of their Mafters that make this Objedion. 

However, I am .not without fome Anxiety, till 1 do by your Fa¬ 
vour, Sir, learn, that his Majcl^, in Cafe this Expedient be at laft 
*accepted of, hath fome Alfurancc from the Parties themfclves, that when 
the Fknipotevoirs come to be exchanged here, they wall either acquiefee 
in fuch as IhaJl be given, or elfe in a Declaration from his Majefty, 
(fuch another as the Mediators at Munfter gave) que les qualites prifes 
ou omifes ne pourront p)'ejudicier: But fuppofing we were over the 
Difficulties of Palfports, arc we furc the Spaniards will enter into Mat¬ 
ter ? I humbly take Leave to make the Doubt, for that the Accept¬ 
ance that Spain hath declared of his Majefty’s Mediation was on this 
exprefs Condition, that his Majefty’s Mediation ftiould be compatible 
with that of the Pope’s, which the Queen of Spain fa id, Ihe wrould not 
depart from, as having been lirft accepted : If the Pope refufe to fend 
hither, becaufc here is no open Exercife of their Religion j in fo doing, 
he determines his Majefty’s Mediation and his to be incompatible. 

^H ERE is a Report of a Treaty fet on Foot by the French at Zeven- 
l^rg in Hranfyhania, which is fpread fo much the more indullrioully, 
|hat the Scop\ and Dclign of it is faid to be, to give the F’urk I.eifure, 
^Wljcn he hath made Peace with the Role, (for they are the Parties faid 
'‘‘to be in 'iVeaty with each other) to fall with all his Force into the 
Empire. I am w'ith all Truth and Refped, ^c.

T^ight Honourable Sir, 

T he laft that I took Leave to trouble you with, was of the nth 
Currentwherein I did acknowledge the Honour of yours of the 
3 being the laft from that Side as yet come in Hand. 

M. Hecerning is not yet return’d hither. I do not find by any I'hing 
that falls from^ M. Van Harcn^ upon the Matter of the Lorain PalTports, 
that thefe States arc to be prevailed with to depart from their Refolu- 
tion paft upon M. Van ^eminghena Letter; but when 1 have oft'er’d 
him any Tiling, as I have done in Converfation twice or thrice, for the 
Rcafonablencfs of their fo doing, he ftill replies upon me, with aW'hy 
not a Blank PalTport, ligned by the Moft Chriftian King, and fill’d up 
with the Duke of Jjn'ains 'I’itles by our Maftci* ? 

I have told him, that fuch a Palfport muft be underftood to be that 
King’s own formal and immediate Adt in all tlie Parts of it, and that 
the Contents of what he ftiall fubferibe to, w ill be in Conftruttion of 
I.aw indivifiblc, and not to be diftinguifti’d and feparated the one from 
the other, by any Salvo or Proteftation : Whereas tlie giving of a ge¬ 
neral Power, (fuch as the King our Mafter propofes) does imply a Ae- 
ferve, and a Liberty to the Giver to aflign Limitations to him that hath 
it, and to proteft with Effcd againft any Ufc that ihall or may be made 
of it, beyond the Intention, or to the Prejudice of the Giver: This 
being the Doctrine univcrfally received all the World over, in Cafes of 
Mandates and Procurations. ' 

I’ o this he was not pleafed to fay much, only to affirm, that by tlie 
Expedient his Majefty propofes, France would gain the l^oint in Con- 
teftation, tho’ 1 could not perceive any Medium he went upon to evince 
or prove what he affirmed. 

This laft Ordinary brought me a Letter from our old Friend Mr. 
Fijl3ei\ tho Copy whereof 1 take l.eavc to inclofo here, togetiier witli 
the Duplicate of my laft. You will fee. Sir, the Bulincfs of it to be, 
that (the Emperor liavingmade him his Vice-Chancellor in fome of the 
Hereditary Countries, and confcqucntly difmift him from his Poft at 
Cologn) he would have me employ the Friends and Credit he is pleafed 
to fuppofc I have at the Court of France^ to procure him a Palfport 
to go from Cologn to Fribourg in 'Brifgowie i wdiich is liis Home indeed, 
but mucJi w ide, as I take it, from thofc Places he is to enter upon his 
Cliarge in ,• and his Journey will be all along through the prefent Seat 
of the War. Having no Shadow of Pretence to the Credit he fuppolcs 
me to have, 1 would willingly excufe myfelf, but 1 doubt I cannot, fince 
this Motion to me may polfibly have been directed from thofe who gave 
him I.eave to make Means for this Pallport: Befides that^ his Maje(ly 
hath fome Pretenlions (as it were) depending in Matter of good OflBct^s 
between himfelf and the Emperor at this ^'ime. How'^er, I have not 
prefumed to write to my Lord ^Ferklcy^ fo as to requcfc any Thing of 
him in this Matter; only I have humbly taken Leave to acquaint Air; 
Secretary Coventry^ as I do your Honour, w ith it, that in cafe it Ihould 
be thought fit to move his Majefty for his Pleafure, and that he give his 
Approbation, my Lord ’Berkley may have his Orders fi-om that Side to 
move for this Pafl'port; and if it be obtained, to fend it llraight hither. 
If nothing be to be done or attempted in itj I beg the Honour to be -• 
directed what to writ c to Mr. ,• for the prefent I tell him, that 

ha\ 1112: 
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^ving no fuch Acquaintance as he is pleafed to believe, I make it nay 
jh^ble Suit to the Secretary of State for that ^Departement^ to judge 
and try what could be done by his Majefty’s Ambaiiador in FTance for 
Mr. Fijhers Service. 

The dcmolifliiiig of the Citadel of Liege^ is Matter of Wonder and 
Joy here ; they fay, the News is fo good, they can hardly flatter them- 
fclvcs with it { tho’ the Mines and Difmantlings that have been making, 
and the Provifions that have been felling ever fince Saturde^ was feven- 
night, make the Thing very credible. 

The French Ambauadors are ftill at Charlcville. I take Leave to 
fend you the laft Letter I have from them. The Prince of Orange hath 
refufed that Paflpo’"t, which the C. dc Sclmes had undertaken to procure 
from him for 3 Grooms, that were to come hither from Maeftricbt ; 
but hither they are fince come, without any PalTport at all, except it 
be from one Fanu^ uri Officer in the French Service. The Conimandant 
here hath had it in Deliberation, to Ibize them! as his Prifonersj but 
M. Van Haren did tell him, (for I made my Inftances with him as foon 
as 1 heard of it) twas his private Opinion, he Ihould do well to forbear 
it. The beft is, thefe Fellows prove to be not Frenchmen^ but Germans 
that have quitted tlie French Service. 1 am with all true Refpedt,

T here being this Poll: two Mails in Arrcar, the laft I have the 
Honour of from you being of the 7 tb Current, I have nothing 
befidcs the Duplicate of my laft, which was of the i^th, to trouble you 
withal. M. ‘Beverning is not yet return’d, but is faid to have fet out 
tw'o Days ago for this Place. 

M. Van Haren, in his laft Convci fation, leem’d to have fome Hopes, 
that the Swediflj Plenipotentiaries, when they arc come upon this Place, 
where he expedts they will be ere long, the States General having re- 
folved to fetch and tranfport them in a Ship of their own, wall bring 
France to yield the Point of the Lorain Paflports, and to fend their 
AmbafTadors hither without further Delay. 

W E fee the States can, when they fo pleafe, make a bigger Step in 
order to remove Difficulties, than that of joyning with his Majcfty in 
the Bufinefs of Priace WtUiam would have been: But is not there a 
fecrei; Reffort from France tliat moves to it, as well as their ow'n Jea- 
loufy that their Neighbours do not profit too much, from the total 
driving out of the Swedes from what they had got in Get'many ? ’Tis 
to me fomewhat vifible, that they do not like the Pretenfions of the 
Elcdlor of Rrandenburgh to any of his former Rights and PofTeffions in 
Fomerania; fince the Treaty of Munjier hath, they fay, vefted him in 
more tlian an Equivalent, to compenfate w'hat he had parted with. 
But when the flrall by a new' Way have brought the Swedes up- 

^ 'on this Place, i wifli fome Care may be taken (unlefs the Lane and 
the Swede do exchange Paffports after they arc here) to prevent Ren¬ 
counters and Mifchicfs that may happen between them. For if neither 
the States General, nor the Government here, fhall, in vhtue of their 
Soveraignty, concern thcmfelvcs (as it feems they will not) to reftrain 
* Violences, or to keep the Peace in this Affembly, how’ fhall the Swede 
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be fa6j from the ^ane^ for Inftancc ? or where ftiall he that is mfultc<j\ 
cohipliain ? for I take it under Correftion, that every Man’s Safety hcre\ 
lies in the fafe Condud that the Soveraign of one adverfc Party llialJ 
give the Subjeds of the other. 

If it be faid, there is a Reverence due to Neuter Places, ’tis true ; 
but then ’tis hard to imagin6 that any Place can be made Neuter, un- 
Icfs it be cither by the Confent of the Parties, which I fuppofc the 
*Tidne not to give on his Part in this Cafe j or clfe by the laws, w^liich 
the proper Soveraign gives in it j whereby he recjuircs his Peace to be 
kept in it, and will fuffer neither of the Parties in Enmity to Violate 
thaf Prcteiftion which he imparts indifferently to both. 

You will fay. Sir, that thefe are Speculations that take Place 
only with Men that have little elfe to do, it may be fo ; and I do 
iholt humbly beg your Pardon , nor Ihould I have committed them 
to Paper, but from an Appreherifion that 1 canhot cure my fclf of; it 
is, that the very Being of fuch Affcmblies is of an extream (lender 
and precarious Frame, that many Accidents and any Contrivance can 
dalli them to Pieces: To this 1 add, that it will dill be cither the 
feemihg Intercd, or the real Paifion of one or other of the Parties, to 
have them come to nothing.

Months Abreiice, return’d two Days ago. He and his Collcguc arc 
much furpriz’d at the Imprifonment of M. Griffcnfcldt in Denmark. 

In his Ileafonings lad Night upon tliis Incident, he concluded him 
to be corrupt ,• for fird, this great Minidcr was obferv’d, A\'^hcn News 
was brought him of the Victory that the Eledor of Brandevimrgh had. 
obtain’d over the Swede, to be exceedingly mortify’d with it; and to 
ha\'e dmt up himfelf for fcveral Hours, and not to difeover the lead 
Sign of Joy or Satisfaction upon fo conliderablc a Defeat given to an 
I'.iun-.y ef his Madcr’s. Secondly, The Conduit of the i)ane before 
liifmar was fo ill, that Ibbcr Men did conclude, the Ifad no 

Mind to take^he Town j and this ill Management, M. Becerning im¬ 
putes to the '"rreachcry of M. Gr\ffcnfeldt. thirdly, M. Bccci'ning 
having now of a good while concluded with himfelf, that the Molt 
Chridian King mud have fomc fecrct Rcfource and Confidence, bc- 
lides that of his prefent Force, otherwife he would makff more Hade to 
deliver Sweden and himfelf by a Peace, from the great^mbarrafs that 
tile Allies are like to put them to^ upon this Incident, contludos it 
mull be, in a great Part, the Intrigue the French had in the Court of > 
Ficmiiarh. 

Hr feemed to wifh, that the French not the like in the Court 
of Brandcnhirgb •, for tho’ he be fatisfied, as he fays, that that Elcitor 
is a Prince of Courage and Gencrofity, yet tvv^o or three Men have been 
able to bring him oft’ uiihandfomcly enough, from the Rcfdlution he had" 

taken 
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i^akcu to allift the States, not without a ftrong Sulpicion that thofe Men 
were corrupted by France. 

H E told inc, he thought his Majefty’s Expedient would be accepted 
of at laft by tljc Allies, but that three Months at the leaft would be 
taken up before it came to any Effect. 

It is his Conjecture, that the Seat of the War will be about Fhilips- 
burgb this Summer. 

The Intcndant of M. Colbert told a Gentleman of mine, that a 
Burgher of this City had reported to him, that fume EngliJ!) and Fiutch 
Men of War had fought together upon thcle Coafts about ftriking; 
other People, but of no great Credit, have talk’d of the fame Thing, 
but we hear no more of it (all the inclofed from I.ine i o tvas in 
Cypher). They arc not without Hopes here, that now the EleCtorefs of 
^a'varia^ (who died the I'ith) being taken out of the Way, the 
Elector will be brought over to the Emperor’s Intcrefls j and they do 
now own fome Alfuranccs in the Duke of Newburgh and his new Le¬ 
vies.

herewith to inclofe ; 1 gave you my Acknowledgments of the Ho¬ 
nour of yours of the lofh and 14 //? Current, which arc the lalf yet 
come to Hand. 

The F)utch AmbalTadors, in a Vifit they favoured me with yellcrda}’, 
had nothing at all, they fliid, new: Their Expectation is to hear, 
what this great Incident in FJenmark will end in ; they have no Cer¬ 
tainty, they fay, wlien Alonlieur Quldcrficrnc is to embark in Sweden, in 
Order to his being tranfported in a States Man of War for thefe Countries: 
Nor is it known hitherto at the Hague, w ho tvill afllft at this I'rcaty 
befidcs himfclf j M. FJjrenJlccn having upon his Supplications been cx- 
cufed, and M. Sparr's Charge of General of the Foot Militia, Iceming 
to require his Attendance upon that Port •, and M. de la Qardie being 
now Rix-drqft, his late Charge is at prefent executed by a Vice- 
Chancclloiir. 

H E blocking up of Rbilipshurgh goes on in good carnell :; and there 
is an Endeavour to bring over the Confederate Troops, intended againfl 
Stadc'.i, to engugc at prefent againft Fhilipshurgb: The French, they 
tipx, labour ail l|iey can to make up a Peace between the Foie and the 
T^rk i but thatfving pleafes not at all here : The Rcafon given, is his 
toeing too much in the French Interell. There is a very magnificent Em- 
I baffy now upon the Way from the Ottoman Port to Vienna. Their 
Converfation being upon thefe Subjects, wx had nothing at all mention¬ 
ed of the Expedient, more than that their Mailers had not yet had anv 
^)clibevatIon upon it, as a,Thing ordered by his Majelly, to be propofed 
to them in Form. 'Ihey lock upon this Campaign, as like to be very 
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bloody} the Vigour and Efforts of the Confederates, being in their prS/ 
fent Appearances much greater than in the foregoing ones. 

Here is a frclh Report blown about the Town, as if it were cer- 
taiii the Irencb Ambafladors would be here from Charlevilh before the 
End of this Month, tho’ the Dutch Ambafladors profefled to know no 
Ground for it; whenever they do come, I fuppofc the new Plenipoten¬ 
tiaries for Spain (who arc faid to be Den Emamicl de Lyra, and M. 
Tape^ being fo near Hand as they are) will not tarry long after, when 
the French arc here. ’Tis probable they will be but Envoys Extraordi¬ 
nary, as M. dc Lyra and his Collcgue were thought to be at Cologn. 
But you may pleafe to remember. Sir, what Difficulties the Count Tott 
did complain of, that M. de Lyra did put him to there, when the 
Count had a Mind to come to fpccch with him: I cannot hope, that 
our Cafe will be better here j and therefore ’tis pofliblc, that his Majcfty 
may think fit to defeend to let us know his gracious Pleafurc for our 
Government in that Cafe. 

I beg your Pardon, Sir, mofl humbly, that I troubled you three Polls 
ago for a Pafl'port out of France^ that M. Fijhcr (our old Acquaintance 
at Colcgn) delired might be procured for him to pafs to Frihiirg. He 
writes me VV'^ord laft Poll, that he had one already font him by the 
Favour of the Bilhop of Strashnrgh ; I fliould not have font you bis 
I<ettcr, as I do inclofed, (it hath fo much of fulf me Complement in 
it) but that you may fee it is his Opinion at Icaft, that there will be 
Reparation for Damages fuftain’d inliftcd on of that Side, when they 
come to treat. I fuppofc that which he had in View, w as the Burning 
of 'BrticfcU in the Diocefc of Spirc^ which is a fad Story; and 1 think 
not juftifiable by the Rules and Pcrmifllons of War, if it be as the 
Print enclofed tells us.

The lafl that I have the Ho¬ 
nour of from you, is of the i^fb^ there being two Mails in Arrcar 
Ifcrn England. 

The Dutch Ambafladors did not yefterday own to know’ any Thing 
of the Rcfult of that Conference, w hich was had upon his Majelly’s 
Expedient at'thc Hague this Day feven Night j all they were pleas’d to 
tell me was, that the States tvould make no Difficulty on their Part, 
if the Allies would now-, upon his Majcfty s Circular Letter, declare their 
Acceptance of the Expedient. 

U r o N a Difeourfe that they and I had of the Narrownefs of the 
Streets in this Town, and of Stops and Rencountres tl;ht may happen, 
w hen the Aflcmbly is full ; they told me, (and theY feem’d to have 
enter’d upon that Subject, that they might take Occafion to tell* me) 
that the States and the Prince had long before the fending of theii 
Ambaffadors hither relblved, that the w hole ordering and governing of 
th.is Place Ihould be put into his Majefty’s Hands, and that this Refo- 
lutK n had been communicated to Sir tVillinm Dempk. I told them. 
Sir Jniliam T’empk may have received his Majefty’s Pleafure upon thai^ 
Matter, but that I had not yet beard any Thing of it. They delired, 
* that 
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I feiat they and I iliould fet apart fome Day or other to view the Streets, 
in Order to conhder what might be done to prevent Accidents ; adding, 
thgfc when the Aflcmbly fliould begin to fill, they for their Parts, and 
fo the Magiftrates for theirs, would not concern themfelves for any 
Thing that related to the Allembly ; but fliould hold themfelves for mcer 
Strangers, and as in a foreign Territory. 

In thofe Accounts that I have feen of the Treaty of Miinjici\ there 
is Mention, as I remember, of a Governour and Garrifbn brought in. 
thither upon that Occafion, and fworn to two Pointsthe one to ob- 
ferve a Neutrality, as to the Parties in War ; the other, to obey the 
Orders of the Magiftrate of the Place. 

I write now to Sir William ‘Temple, touching the Communication faid 
to be had with him in this Affair ,• and as for his Majefty’s Pleafure, 
how far he would have his Minifters here meddle with the Bufinefs of 
the Garrifons, or of the Magillrate ; we have an Intimation of it much 
in the Negative, where he is gracioufly pleafed, by an Apoltil to a Query 
of mine, to direct, that the Mediators Iliould leave it to the Parties 
in War, to take fuch Orders as themfelves Iliould think fit, about 
their l.acqueys wearing or not w^earing Swords ; and about conligning 
their Domefticks to the Magillrate, in Cafe of Riot or great Crimes. 
But*’tis poHible, his Majeffy may judge a more exprefs Signification of 
his gracious Plcafure to be needfui to us ; fince this State feems to 
reckon that it hath difeharg’d it fclf from this Care and Concern of 
keeping the Peace upon the Mediation.

^vifion or Remedy againft this Difficulty, till M. Serinchamp found 
out this Defcdt in the I’alfports for Lorain, as they w^ere Ihcw’d him

li u 1 the Penner feems to me to make Avows of every Word by 'Siis 
Kei’ifcjning againll making Ufc of the Expedient, becaufe ’tis not to be 
met ith in Story ; and by his mentioning of the Titles of the King of 
which is, as 1 humbly conceive, fomewhat wide of the Point 
in Hand : '1 hat indeed which he fays of the Bilhop of Swashurgh

But 
the Eimperor could not, under Correction, refufe the Billiop a Paftport 
to come to tlie Treaty, it being a Cafe ruled in the Treaty at Munjicr^ 
that no Princes or States of the Empire fliould be denied Paflports, be¬ 
caufe tliey had been declared Rebels. 

T H t Subjection of thofe Princes or States being not underflood to be 
abfolute, as in the Hereditary Countries, but quabfied according to the 
C'onflitutions of that great mixt Body.

Tis a fpecial Favour you do in fending me that Part of hX.VanReuning- 
hi u Memorial tliere. 1 fliall within a Day or two, in all Probability, 
h.v\c t he Reflexions of xho*JJutcb Ambafladors upon it j for they look 
iipi'U hull heivas too much a Well-wdflier to the Expedient. 

I told )oil. Sir, in my laft, 1 had received the Refolution of the 
States b\ that Day’s Ordinary but fpeaking to the Ambalfadors of it 
i)n Monday^ (2 Days after) they , did not own to have feen it j faying, 
the Hol\-days were the Caufe nobody fent it them,* there being none 
of it in their Gryjc. I 

I told M. 7 an ‘liccerning, upon their demanding of rf the Subftance 
of it, that 1 IhoLild appeal to him, after he had read iv, as I had done 
upon another Refolution of the lotb of March to his Collegue M. 
Uaren, w hen he w as away, tvhether the Penner of this laft Refolution 
did not ftrain that Undertaking too hard, v\hich is there aferibed to 
our Mailer i fince tlie States and the Allies could not choofe but be 
fatislied, i. That a Mediator ought not to ijndcrtakc any more from- 
either of the Parties, than that he would ufe his heft Offices with them 1 

and 
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ana that it was net roafonable to exped mere in this Cafe. 2. That 
liis/Majefly has obtained mere from France in Favour of Lcrain, than 
any Mediators before him had obtained ; and that no more had been 
rjquiiitc, than what his Majelty has now obtained, if the Death of the 
old Duke Charles had not unhappily begot this nctv Incident. M. 
c'crning and M. f an llarcn were both pleafed to avow- the frit very 
frankly, that his Majefty could do no m^)re than ufe his belt OfHcci, 
and he believed he had done it to the full in the prefent Cafe. 

A few Hours after Mr. Duckera Departure for England on Sunday

1I101 lie! now fend fpr. 1 would moft readily and heartily ferve his High- 
nefs^ if 1 could tell how' j but 1 fliall by no Means expofe the Mention 
of )cur Name, Sir, to this or any other Rifque, without your I.eave: 
And anotlier I'hing is, the Colour is fo palpably grofs, that if the 
Thing-) do fall under any Sufpicion, that lliall proceed fo far as to 
,tuke any the leall View of them, ’tis impofiible to efcape a Difeovery. 
Bfiides, if we lliould be deprehended in this pitiful little Ftifc^ the 
V. :ir!d would not reckon it fo much my Folly, as fcore it up fora 
Pial'ality in my Mailer to that Side. So that 1 lliall not dare to move 
■ me Step without the Honour of your Directions. 

'Fhi-, Intcndant of M. Colbo't told one of my Gentlemen yefterday, 
•that he would call upon me very fuddenly, to defire my good Offices in 
procuring them Palfports from the States, to return Home as they came ; 
yet 1 have heard no more hitherto of him, tho’ this Day’s Poll for the 
Hague be near upon going. 

Ok Mcnday laft came to fee this Town Prince Lodowick, fecond Son 
of the Elector of firandcnbitrgh, wdth his Governant, de Schwe¬ 

rin^ from Clews they dined at M. le SBaron V. Rt^om's^ a Relation of 
M. dc Schwerin fi. I had an obliging Promife from him, for he did me 
the Honour to call upon me, that he’ll take a Dinner the next Time 
he cogies w ith me. This Prince did very fclcmnly debre to have his 
liumble RefpeCts and Services to his Majclly. 

M. Schwerin writes me Word, the two Brothers go to Rerlin at 777 ;/r- 
fmtide^ and tlie cldeft thence to his Father in the Campaign. The 
cldeft is now' at Jmjtcrdam incognito^ but will be back again in a Day 
or tw o. . I had almoll forgot to obferve, that the SDutch AmbalTadors 
W’cre, in their lalt Converfation, very inquilitive to know, what that 
Minillerof cur Mailer is, wEo is now with northern Crowns. Thele 
Gazettes call hiih M. kCroJje^ and fay he is difpatchcd in ^Denmark. I 
could not give them any the leaft Account of the Man or his Bulinefs.

I have fince the Honour of yours of the 3of Mareb 
come to Hand, and in it, amongft other Copies and Duplicates, the 
Ixtters that palfed between you and ^Don Tedro dc Ronquilh ; for which 
you have my moft humble Thanks. 

The *Dutcb Ambalfadors having fpoken to me a fecond Time about 
du Crojfc^ and particularly that he was a Servant of M. de Ruvigny i 1 
carried the Letter you had written to T>on Tedro^ and read it to them 
this Morning, telling them, it was all the Anfwer I was yet able to 
give to the Enquiries they had made after this Man. I cannot lay 1 
did perceive in them all the Satisfadtion that might have been rcafon- 
ably expefted upon this Letter, nor can I guefs where it Hicks. Some 
Care there is, that renders them lefs free and open of late, than they 
ufed to be in Converfation ; they avowing to me this Morning, that tlaey 
had now received the States Relblution, and M. R 7 in Rcnningbcn s Me¬ 
morial upon his Majefty’s Expedient. I told M. Rcccrning^ I was ready 
to make good that Appeal I had made to him againll the Penner of 
that Refolution, as having ftrain’d too far an Afliirancc pretended to 
bo given in his Majefty’s Name, that the Matter of the Lorain PalTports 
Ihould not hinder the going on of the Treaty. His Anfwer was, that 
the ’French Tranflation puts it harder upon his Majcfty, than the Dutch 
Original does; w'hich does, he fays, no more than inlinuatc feme fucb 
Thing.

That which you feem to hint, S 1 r, of a Difficulty you might have 
met vyith, in attempting to ferve Mr. FiJlieVy gives me feme Hopes that 
the Demur I have made to give my Pallport, to cover the Prince of 
Strasburgh's Moveables in their Paflage hither, (as I'hings that you and 
I had left behind us at Cologn) will find Pardon with his Majefty, in 
cafe it be brought before him, and w^ill alfo bring me the Honour of 
your Dirc< 5 tions, in cafe it be thought fit i lliould attempt to ferve 
that Prince on this Occafion. 

I took Leave to tell you. Sir, in my laft, what Anfwcr M. Hever- 
ning liad given to my Complaint, againft the Paflage in the laft Kefolu- 
tion of his Maftcr’s upon his Majefty’s lixpcaicnt. He hath lince been 
as good as his Word, in fending me the I'ranfcript of the ^Mitch Ori- 
ginaf, Avhich 1 take Leave herewith to inclofe; and on Monday he w^as 
pleafed in a Whifper (we happening to be then in Company of many 
Perfons of this Neighbourhood) to value himfclf upon the Difeovery

thinks, w ould be a fulficient Fence againft the Nullity that might 

Fffa objeded 
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objetitcd to fuch a Protcftation, (as being contmria faUd) fincc there can 
be no Nullity in accepting of, and acquiefeing in thc Scnce and^De- 
claration of the adverfe Party. You arc plcafcd to do me the Honour 
to rehed and recoiled your Thoughts, upon fomc Difficulties that I 
liavc taken leave to Jay before you, as likely to arife in tlie Courfe of 
this Negotiation.

fattion, in that you arc pleafed not to dilapprove of my Excufc to M. 
Strasbiirgb. 

1 took leave to tell you. Sir, fomc wliilc fince, that there ajmear’d 
in the ^)utch AmbalTadors Demeanour of late, a kind of DilTatisfadion 
towards us. 1 am now apt to think, it proceeded from Sir IVilliam 
'Temple a denying to exchange the PalVpcrts between Sweden and thefe 
Allies; for it happen’d two Days ago, that M. Van Jlarcn fell upon 
that Subject, and exprefled a Wonder, and, in a Manner, a Difeontent 
at the 'filing. He faid, his Maflers were loath to do any Thing 
that fliould iliock the King our Mailer; yet that they could do no 
other, for tlie General Peace’s Sake, than ferve thcmfelvcs of another 
Way to exchange thofe Palfports. 

1 was by your fpccial Favour furnillicd with his Majclly's Reflexion 
upon this Affair at New-market ; and 1 did, as near as I was able, an- 
fwer him, and give an Account of Sir William Temple's Rcafons, in the 
very fame Words that Mr. Secretary Coventry had tranfmitted to your 
Honour : But he would not be fatisfied, but his Majefty was at Liberty, 
without any Prejudice to his Indiffcrcncy, to order the Exchange of 
Paflports between fucli of the Parties as had no Difagreemeut about^ 
the Form of them, notwithftanding that fomc or one of the Parties 
fluck, and could not go fo far. He added, that there W’as the Icfs 
Reafon to entertain any Scruple or Fear of a feparatc Treaty, bccaufe 
it was undoubted that Sweden would never treat, nor was at Liberty 
to do it w ithout France. 

H r- ttdd me, that 'Pedro dc Ronqtiillo tvas preparing to pafs over 
into Flanders but tliat liis Dclign was, to come thence to this Place as 
foen as might be, and that this comes from M. Van Penninghen to the 
States. 

'J' H L Sieur Van 'Bcttninghcn hath, it feems, given the States fome Ex¬ 
pectation of a new Expedient to be proptTcd from his Majefty ; the 
Ground for it, it feems, is no more,, than that his Majefty, two Days 
befere his going to Few-market^ (and before M. Van Benninghcn had

thought the Emperor will difavow this Action of G^s.

S INCE my laft, which was of Saturday the 22th.^ a Duplicate 
whereof goes here inclofed, I am made happy with yours of the 
18/^ Current, with fuclj,Copies inclofed in it, that I have thereby the 
Ho/iour of feeing his Majefty’s Judgment upon the Refolution of tJiefe 
States, and upon M..VanReuninghcns Memorial relating to the Expe¬ 
dient j and I can never thank you as 1 ought for the Profped and the 
light you arc pleafed to give me in thefe Incidents of our common 
Commilhon on this Side. 

IT is with the deepeft Veneration pofllble that I look upon his Ma¬ 
jefty’s great CircumfpcCtion, in that he docs not think fit to enter into 
any Difcullion, much Jefs to make any jud^ent upon the Reafons pro 
or con^ that the Parties in War lhall fee Caufe to advance ^ and con- 
fequently, net to examine the Refolution or the Memorial, as to what 
may concern France or Sweden to anfwer i yet it is with Rcafon and 
Juftice no lefs prclllng on the other Side, that his Majefty takes Care 
to maintain the Candour and Impartiality of his own Proceedings, 
againft thole difingenuous Surmifes in the States Refolution. 

A N n I am glad with all my Heart, that you have Occafion given 
you. Sir, to dc\)o(\tc with FL. Van Renninghcn fuch Remarks, as may 
vindicate his Majefty in the feveral Steps he makesj for I am afraid his 
Majefty will meet with feveral fuch Rubs in the Progrefs of this Me¬ 
diation j and we may fee, (as I took Leave to hint to you. Sir, in 
fome of my former Letters) how very fmall Matters are kept in deck 
in fuch Cafes, by the Complaints which the Fiutch make of the Par¬ 
tiality of the Swedes for France^ when this State took Occafion to de¬ 
clare a War againft Sweden. 

’iA.Reverning is expeded to return this Day out of Hollands if he 
does, M. Van Haren and his Lady will go to Morrow for Frize. Upon 
a Difeourfe W'c had yefterday, of a Report that the Congrefs w as not 
to be here, b^t at Jix la Cbapelle: He told me, he could not believe 
it, in Regard all the Allies have exprelly accepted of this Place. 

If I underftood him rightly, there is not much expeded from the 
Siege of Stadc%^ nor from that of Fhilipsburgh j for the utmoft that 
will be done in cither Place, for fome Time, will be, to block them up. 
About Staden there w ill be the greater Difficulty, in that the Confede¬ 
rates arc fallen off from the Adjuftment made at the Hague about the 
Partage of thofe Conquefts. 

The great View now-*feems to be, that the Confederates Army in 
the Netherlands being 70,000 ftrong, may be able to detach 30,000, 
that may enter France^ v. hile the reft do obferve and make Head agninll

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thu French Forces in Flanders. The like impreflion is intended to be 
made in Lorain.^ by the Imperial Army under that Duke. 

I' h at I told you. Sir, in my laft of Ameland^ is owned by M. 

7 an JIaren: lie added, that the Lord, or, as he termed it, the Sovc- 
rats;n ot Ameland^ hath been in quiet Poflcllion about 200 Years; that 
another of the fame Idncagc put up a Title about 40 Years ago, (hav¬ 
ing married the Heirefs, that he contends this Seigneury ought of Kight 
to have defet nded to, but that it has wrongfully, by Tcftamcnt, been 
given away from her) and took Invelliture for it from the Lmperor : 
'i'hat this laft Pretender, or fome Defccndant of his, hath conveyed his 
^I'itlc to the C. of Coningscck ; and tliat this Attempt by Cvps hath 
been made in Favour of him ; 'I'Jiat the Imperial Commillary was 
feized on, and is now Prifoner in the Ifland : That the Soldiers were, 
when the Jaft Poll came away, in their Boats before the Ifland, and 
t!ie lll-inders in Arms to oppofe tlicir Landing : 'That the Conimilfa- 
ry’s Commilfion and Papers were fent to the Prince.

S INCE my laft, which was of Saturday the part, I have the 
Honour of two of yours, that of the 25 lh^ which came to hand 
the ^oth i and that of the 28 which this Morning’s Ordinary 
brought to me, thefe being two Inftanccs to be added to tliofe very few 
which liavc happen’d, that your Letters have been delivered me the 
5 tb Day after their Writing. 

That of the zZtb., bringing in it the joyful New's, that his Majefty 
has fo happily overcome the Difficulties about the Lorain Paflports, I 
wci^t immediately to rejoice upon it with M. 'Beverning^ who return’d 
hither late on Saturday out of Holland j he exprefs’d a great Joy at 
the,News, and had already font his Secretary about to publilh it, and 
-to give a Ipecial Part of it to the Minifters of this Town, that in 
their Devotion, (whicJi happens to be very folcmn to Morrow, in Regard 
it is JfcenJion-tDay') Publick Thanks may be given in the feveral Church- 
• es, for the prefent ProfpeCf and Hopes they have of a Peace j in Regard 
there is no doubt now made (for this Day’s Letters from the Hague 
are full of it) but the Alfembly will be formed in a very ftiort Time. 

This happens to be fo much the more feafonable here, in Regard 
of a great Anguifli and Fright this Town has beeir under thefe 3 or 4 
Days ; a Party out of Maejlricht having fallen into the Maes-Walt in 
tjur Neighbourhood, and done the Executions w'hich arc ufual, ivherc 
the Contributions are behind. 

T H E Party was of 600 Horfc, as many Dragoons, 200 Firelocks, with 
5 Pieces of Cannon, the ordinary Jttirail of Grenadoes and Flambeaux 
to put the Country on Fire. The Commander was M. dc Caho, who 
had been Lieutenant du Key at Arncheim^ when the Trench were 
Mailers here. 

On Friday^ Saturday^ und Sunday^ they here hearing that Troops 
were at Genep^ (which is not above 3 Hours off)’ flatter’d themfelvcs 
they were fometimes Ltincnhtirgbers^ fometimes tlic Duke of Ne’wlmrgb's 
'J'roops going to joyii the Army in Flanders^ till they were come along 
the Meufe as lew as Mcok, which is jul^l overagainft this Town, and 
began to enter and ravage in the MaesWalt. 

On Sunday about. 9 at Night, M,Bccerning^ who had been gone 
from about .2 Hours before, knowing nothing who thofe Troops 
were, cr whereabouts they marched, came to me, together with as 
many of the Nobility and of the Magiftrates that are now in Town 
and in Office, deffring (as they were pleafed to word it) I would give 
them my Help, now tho French were within an Hour and a little more 
of tliis Place, carrying on Military Execution in the Country, for not 
liaving come in, us tliey liad been fummoned about y Months ago, and 
made their Compclition at Maefiricht. 

Ggg Having 
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Having nprefcntcd to them, and taken M. Sieverning to witnefs, 
lunv the Neutrality has been only talk’d of hitherto, but flood un- 
afcertahi'd and unadjullcd, as to the Extent and Limits j I told.them, 

1 would 50 as near the "V^^nd as the Thing would bear to ferve them; 
and l.aving drawn the rougli Draught of the Letter that goes herewith 
to the Commander, in 7 kc'crmn(s Prcfcncc, he was Tplcafcd to 
ac’jv>u'ledge there could no more be laid, nor deiired from me: I 
caufed it to be fairly written forthwith, and fent it by a Gentleman 
with a ’’I’ri'nipet to find out M. Qiho. 

It was Nec.ri on Movday before he could overtake him, for he was 
got as low as Mncs-^ommcl, a very fair Village about 4 Hours hence 
below T>diculmi)g^ where he had left his Foot and Cannon upon the 
Maife Side. He received the Gentleman very civi/jly, while at the 
fame '^I’inic he treated the Baron dc ^yeten, great Baylilf of Clcves^ and 
aiiother, \ cry coarfeJy, that had come from Clcvcs to adjull their Com- 
pofition w ith him. 

H ji writ the Anfwer that goes like wife here inclofed, where, I doubt 
nc-t, you w'ill pleafe to obferve, Sir, that he wilfully millakes my 
I .Liter, as if I had affirmed the Moft Chriftian King had accorded a 
Neutrrdity to this Town and its 'Environs j wliereas I faid no more, 
but that upon our Mailer’s Care to obtain from both Parties, thj|t a 
N'.aitrality Ihould be cftabiifhcd for Ibme convenient Dillance about 
this 'Fown, the Moll Chriftian King had given his Confent thereto, but 
that the Extent and Limits were not yet fettled ; and for his Compli¬ 
ment, that forfootli in Confidcration of me, he would not come with¬ 
in two leagues of us. You will remember. Sir, that the laft Over¬ 
ture from Vi’iincc was, that ^ I..eagucs d la rondo would be fufficient;

l.‘u‘\ and Jr.iiiks m'.glit he prefeiited to his Majefty, the Mention of 
] !*, Khtnie and llcA al Mediation liaving fo far wrought with M. Chf/w, 
that lie tired no Houfes after he received my Letter; and that he was 
witJidrawn out of the Country without any Hoftages taken up, orCom- 
po.iition mad'', that they could yet hear of. What thefe Gentlemen 
l .'.'v. tU :ie <.f their own Heads, M. ’Beverning will not feem to know ^ 
vet i liTA L Caufe to belie* e, they have fent Caho a Prefent for himfclf, 
;:nd defircd Letters of fafr Conduct for fuch as they lliall depute 
t(.' Macd'iichi fo agree their Contributions. 

'Fh :- Particulai-i of the Damages they could not tell me yefterday i 
1 lent to tiiom thi^ Morning, but they have not yet any perfect Ac¬ 
count j hx Vilu.ges in tlie Macs-tVdlt reckon to have been fired, but 
t’n -le ho\vc\'er not fo dcflroy'’d as Macs~Bommcl, where there was no 
! u life unhred, hut that which M. Cr/A'o was in; fomc Gcutlcmens 
i h ufrs, one of tills l own, FirWrr wholly burnt down; but 

ui t'lis ihorc is commonly fomc Ingredient of private ^lalice of tlie 
( inidns, and the Correfpondents. 

1 had almofl forgot to tell you, Sir, that tlie Terror was no lefs im. 
s dc Clcrcs -y tire Prince Eletflor and his Brotlier, together wdth 
I'riii'v Mjtn icCy (the GcA crnour there for the Elector) and M. le Baron 
dc were retired on Iriday, as liir as» 1 can learn, to Schenk- 

jebans ; 
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fchans ; and I fuppofc they remain there ftill, Clcves being a moft inde- 
fenfible Town, and but the Shadow of a Garrifon in it. 

It’s fo with us here, there being not above 600, all new rais’d 
Men, and about 400 at Grave, but not one Troop of Horlc, which 
Calvo faid they knew very well, in all the Seven Provinces. You will 
imagine. Sir, what Murmurs and Clamours too this begets here, and 
the rather, in that the Prince did forbid the Maes-Walt Men to take 
Notice of the Summons, or go to make their Compoiition about five 
Months ago at Maejlricht. 

This Matter of Compoiition makes me beg Leave to lay before 
you. Sir, by way of Query, what will be the Damage to the Neutra¬ 
lity, and Confcquencc to the AlTembly, in calc the Townfmen Ihould 
make any upon this Occalion with the French \ for tho’ the Country 
do promife, yet ’tis certain they will not be brought to pay their Mo¬ 
ney, if they have Hopes to be Ihclter’d from Fire and Sw^ord by the 
Neutrality j tho’ France, on the other Side, having Right, by thclb 
Mens Lngagement, to levy the Contributions, will hardly be able to 
do it, without at the fame Time violating the Neutrality j fo that I 
humbly conceive his Majcfty will find it necellary, for fccuring the 
AlTembly in all Freedom and Peace, to obtain from the Molt Chrillian 
King a Renunciation of all T'itle to Compoiition or Arrear from within 
that Extent where the Neutrality lhall be eltablilhed^ ^ 

The News of the AlTembly being as good as formed, and that 
“a Detachment of 15000 French is fent from the Army in Flanders to 
that of Jlfatia, rejoyces this Town cxtreamly this Day ; for they con¬ 
clude that the fending away the Detachment, is an Argument there 
* Propenfion afterwards in the French to a general Com¬ 

bat, and that no great Siege will, after ^Bouchain is over, be attempted.

Fight Honourable Sir, 

I Have not, nor indeed did I cxpc< 5 l the Honour of any from you this 
Morning, having received yours of the 2^th pall on Wednefday 
the 3 d, which was the Date of my laft, and gives you a tedious Ac¬ 
count (the Duplicate of which I take Leave here to inclofe) of the Ir¬ 
ruptions of the French into the Maes-Wah. 

I have no Particulars to add, for tho’ the Burgomafter Fagcl hath pro- 
miicd me a Co^ of Avhat Account Ihould come of the Damages and 
other Matters to his Hands, yet he told me laft Night, that the Infor- 
i^tions this Government had given Order to be taken upon the fcveral 
jrtaccs, were not yet returned and come to Hand. M. Beverning re¬ 
turning me the Vilit I had made him, upon Occalion of his Majefty’s 
happy Succefs about the Jjrain PalTports, did propofc to me, that he 
and I Ihould take a VicAv together (as w-e did yefterday in the After- 

G g g 2 noon) 
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noon) of the Statdt-Houfe here, in Order to fee \vhat may be fit to be 
done or alter’d there, for the better Conveniencics of the Aflembly in 
their Conferences. 

M. Fagel^ who afiified us, promifed to get a Plan drawn of the Build¬ 
ing and Avenues : The Building will afford fcvcral good Rooms, as good 
or rather better than thofe of the Carmes at Cologn. The Streets about 
it arc narrow, but there are two broad Places w ithin a few Paces, of 
each Side of the Entrance to it; where the Minifters may alight, and 
the Coaches may ftand and wait. 

M. Fagel brought us to fjc fomc Rooms in the old Caftle of this 
Town, and to lee tw’o Churches that have been the one of FremcifeanSy 
the Ollier of Canons Regular. But thofe Places afford nothing of Con- 
venicncies comparable to the Stadt-Houfe. 

M. Hct'crning^ in his Vifit on T^hurfday^ was pleafed to mind me of 
what the Mediators ought to do in difpofing the adverfe Parties to vilit 
each other, at leaftwife at their firft coming. I'he French Ambaffadors 
were, faid he, before the Arrival of the at Cologn, 'Phefe laft 

had rcfolved, in a Manner, not to notify their coming to the French^ as 
pretending no Vifit from them \ but the Mediators perfwaded them to 
do it, upon Allurancc from Count Foit that the French would vifit 
them. 

N o w the Tables arc fo far turn’d, that it will be the Part of the 
French, to notify their Arrival to the l^ntch Ambaffadors j and if they 
do, the *Dnich, he faid, will be fure to give them the firft Vifit. 

M. Ttcvern'mg asked me yefterday, whether any had been with me 
from the Nobles and the Town, defiring their Cafe and their I.ofTes 
may be (as many of them as had Eftates in the Mctcs-Walt) reprefented 
to his Majcfty and that in Regard, the French ’JVoops do threaten to 
be here very fuddcnly again ,• and that this Place will be very ill ferved, 
unlcfs the FcHs de Maes-Walt, as w'cll as the Diftriit of Kimeguev, be 
exempt from Contributions, as well as fecurc from Hoftilities ; he added, 
that it was his Advice to them, to make this Addrefs to me : Having 
not fecn or heard from them, 1 had no more to lay, than that if they 
expc< 5 ted I ftiould ferve them, in conveying any Dcfircs as fuits of theii's 
to his Majclly, he, as well as they, would judge it reafonable, that 
their Requeft ftiould be firft put into fVritingand that therein due 
Confideration ftiould be had, that nothing ftiould be ask’d of his Majefty, 
but what comes naturally and directly w ithin the Euniftions of a Me¬ 
diator. 

M. ^cz'crning told me, lie had heard it from M. T^ein F'romp himfelf, 
that M. Grifi'enfclt had directed him to take his Way for Denmark 
by Land by *Hamburgh i and yet had fo order’d it, that he was to have 
been furprired by thofe of Staden, and fent into Sweden ; that of nine 
or ten Letters that M. Gtddenfew had w'rit to the King, he had had no 
Account. M. ^Bevernings laft Journey into Holland, was upon the 
Account of his being one of the Curators of the Univerfity of Leyden. 
I'hcre is like to be a great Schifm there, between the 'Writers in The¬ 
ology, as well as thofe in Philofophy : He bemoans mudi the Want of 
Epifcopal Conftitutions, and of luch an Authority in tshis Country; as 
the Bilhops have in "England. The Number of Students at Leyden, is 
j6oc at this Time. 1 am with all Truth and Rclpeft, ^c.

SINCE the Writing of that which is above, and indeed fince the 
fending it to the' Port Houfc, there came to me a Deputation of 
Gentlemen from the Maes-Walt^ and delivered me this Memorial, which 
1 take leave to cnclofe. They were indeed more particular in their 
Difeourfe of that they had to requeft of me, than they are in this 
Memorial; for they propofed to me, that I would write to the Ambaf- 
fidors at Charlcville^ and likewife to M. d lifirade, that all Holtilities 
might ccafc in tlic Macs-Wdlt, till the Bounds of the Neutrality might 
be afeertain’d. I told them, that if the fecond Execution be to be 
made within 8 Days after the firft, my l.cttcrs cannot poflibly come 
Time enough to Hand, to work any fuch Efied; and that tho’ the 
King my Mafter had made a Propoiltion at the firll Hopes of a Congrefs 
here, to take in the whole Mcies-Walt^ yet that France could not be 
brought to accord any more than deux licnes d la ronde whicli the 
States General not then accepting, 1 fear’d, as I told them, there would 
be a Difficulty to obtain it now. 

I did not promife them 1 would t\ritc either Xo Charlci'iHe or Mac- 
^firiebt^ but promifed them to fend back for my Letter to the Pofthoufe, 
(if it were not gone) and to fend away tlie Memorial enclofed, which 
^ 1 mdft humbly befecch you, Sir, to lay before his Majefty. 

The two material Things they fay in it, 1 take to be very 
true; ’Phe one, that the Sullenance of this Tow n, and the Supply of 
^this Market, is moflly drawn from that Country: The other Thing is, 
thflt they have had no Summons in the ufual Form from the Intendant, 
to come to Maeftrkht to make their Compolition i and w hereof I think 
1 gave you, S i r, a Touch foon after my coming hither, being only 
'Brandt-'Brieven^ (as they call them) not ferv’d upon any Perfon, nor 
fubferib’d with any Name; and that the Confidence they had, that this 
Country would be Neuter (having heard that his Majefty had made 
fuch a Propolition) made them to be lefs careful upon their Defence, 
and the lefs heedful of the Summons. 

Upon the whole Matter, and having confidcred his Majefty’s Inftru- 
dtions about the Neutrality, 1 think it my Duty to write both to Char- 
levilk and Maejirkht^ to defire the fecond Execution may be fulpcnded 
for fomc ’Eimc; upon this Ground, that the Nobility and the U'own 
having taken upon them to evince to his Majefty, that there is a Nc- 
cc'ffity of making the whole Macs~Walt Neuter, for the Subfiftance of 
the Alfembly, and having put their Rcafons into my Hands, to be con¬ 
veyed and reprefented to his Majefty; it is but fair, that further Exe¬ 
cution fliould be ftaid, till his Majefty’s Reflexions upon the Reafons 
and Memorial, and his gracious Pleafurc to me, be known, in Re¬ 
gard that it is polTible his Majefty may, upon this Reprefentation, 
think fit to revive his Propofition touching a Neuter Country, in the 
fame Extent he was plcafed at firft to make it; and may have fuch 
good Reafon;- as may prevail with the Moft Chriftian King to accord it.

HIS Morning I had the Honour of yours of the j th Current, 
X together with the ufual Favour of fcvcral Duplicates, which I 
acknow’ledge with all Thanks polfiblc. I lhail forthwith apply my fclf 
to obey your Commands, in reviewing thofe Letters I have formerly 
troubled you with, and in giving you a Scheme of the Points, w hcreiii 
your Direction may be neceflary for our better Government here. 

In my lall, which was of the fixth, I inclofed a Memorial, that the 
Gentlemen interefted in the M^cs-W^ih came and delivered me, after I 
had font my I-ettcr to the Poll. It was my Opinion then, (as I told 
your Honour in my ^ofifeript^ that I might and ought to do more, in 
Purfuance of the Requcll they made to me by Word of Mouth, than 
I thought convenient to undertake and promife to them at that Time ; 
but upon fccond Thoughts, I have forborn to write either to Maejirkhr 
or Charkville^ tho’ I had prepared my Letters, as you will find, by a 
Copy of what 1 intended for the French Ambafladors. 

M V Rcafon was, I found M. d Amcronghen come from the States Ge¬ 
neral, to encourage, or rather to enjoyn this People, not to compound 
for their Contribution ; and that this Government was entring into a 
Dcliberation, if not a Concert, with Prince Maurice, the Governour of 
Clei'es, to form and bring together a Force, that might oppofe itfelf to 
any Irruption or Attempt of the French for the future. 

1 ’ HI s being fo, I calily concluded no Letter of mine could do go«ic!, 
lince the French cannot be ignorant of thefe Preparations but 1 wa^ 
not fure, but a Surmife might have been rais’d upon this T.ctter of mine, 
that 1 had been wrought upon by this People, to endeavour to bring the 
French into an Amufement, whilll they on their Side w-cre making 
themfelves ready to oppofe the bringing of theCountry under Contributions 
by open Force j tho’ 1 cannot imagine the French will undertake ano- 
thei March of 30 Leagues from their Garrifon, amajjcr des coifjni//cs, 
as M. Cako laid, he did not come fo far for trifling Purpofjs, when 
the Deputies of Clears were waiting on him, and endeavouring to fmooth 
him with good Words. 

Ho tv EVER, my Writing or not AVriting docs not make the Thing 
the lefs entire before his Majcfty, to form his Propolition as he in his 
Royal Wifdom fliall fee good, for the extending and afeertaining of the 
ISound-s of the Neuter Country; only I do moft humbly fay, that Ids 
Majelty’s frft Propolition of taking in all between the Maes and Walt, 
is moft indifputably clear and practicable, the Bounds and Limits being fo 
know'n, that here can be no Chicane upon them; whereas if the Neu¬ 
trality be reduced to two Leagues about this Place, there mult be firft 
an Agreement, whether they lliall be underftood to be French, or elfc 
this Country T.cagucs ; and none will think himfclf in Security till 
thofe I.cagucs be meaiured by Conlent, and fet out by a l.ine; and 
w hen our Neuter Country is thus afeertain’d, and markt’d out, the FYencb, 
when they have any Demands to make, or Executions to aCl upon that 
I'art of the Maes-Walt, which ftiall be without our I.imits, will be nec^fll- 
tated topafswitliin lefs than twol.eagucsof this Place, (forvve cannot ima¬ 
gine they can ford or ferry over the Meufc below’ us without Danger) 
and confequcntly the Fright and Damage that mull needs attend their 
March upon fuch an Ocealion, will be Matter of perpetual Clamour ; and 

that 
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that Space which ihail be dcfiroci to be Neuter, \\ ill hardly be thought 
and efteemed to be fo by the Confederates, el'pecialiy if they Ihouid 
have Icfs Mind to treat than the other Side. 

One Thing more tlicrc is, that may poflibly render his MajcH\’.s 
firft Project calicr to be received ; it is, that many, f not moft of the 
Nobility living in this Town hitherto, and Inivuig let their Houfes to 
the Foreign Minifters that arc to come hitlicr, will be forced, when the 
Aflembly comes to be formed, to take up in little Cabanes uithin the* 
Walls, lince they will not be able to retire with Safety to the Coun¬ 
try Houfes they have in the Alitcs-Wci/t^ at a lunlier Diliancc than t\'. (< 
Leagues oif; wliich they had flatter’d themfelves tumid be comjM-^lv.nJ- 
ed within the Neutrality ; This I take to be tlie C,all- of the Irciich 
AmbalTadors Landlord, and I am fure had been tlie Caie of t-n.; of tiie 
SpaniJlj Ambalfadors I/audlords too, but tliat liis Houle was burnt u; 
the late Ravage : But tis not the Cafe eiihei- t f Sir li'iUicim '‘Temple ^ 
l.andlord or mine ; Nor have 1 thus enlarged upon this Subject, upon 
any Acquaintance or private Regard tliat might move me to wi)li this 
Thing, but mcerly and only that my moll gracious Mailer may be en¬ 
titled to the Prayers and Returns due to his good Olitccs, and his Cha¬ 
rity that is moll cxtenlisc. 

^I'liE Intendant of jM. having cbferved that I went on with 

forne Enlargements that I had begun about my Stables and Houfe, 
which I had left olf when the Matter of Paflport'- w-as growm defperate, 
.as he and others had done, was very inquifiti'.c A\lieliier 1 had fent (as 
in Truth I did fond, the very Day we liad the News that his Majclly 
had prevailed for, and received the jLovdin Paflports in Form) for the 
reft of my Equipage out of JEn^lmd ^ telling the Centleman he fpokc 
with, that his Mafter at Chnrltx'illc was not like to Itir, till it Avas 
known what Anfvver tlie Confederates would ghe upon his Molt Chri- 
ftian Majclty’s having granted the Pall ports j 1 do not well know what 
he. means, nor why they do not now' go on (tins being the 18//? Day 
tince the Paftports were lignefi) with t!ic Staldes they lead left hail 
•covered and hair uncovered.

'I'here is more of Difeourfe and Expectation here about the NcutCt 
Country, and about the Bounds that his Majefty lliail pleafe to endea¬ 
vour to get afeertain’d for it, than there is of the Aflfcmbly and Peace 
itfeif, every body that is in any wife concerned, promifing himfelf that 
his jMr jvUy will not go Jefs than his tirft ProjeCt, of gaining all that 
is between the and tlie McnfCj and that the FiJJa Mariana will 
be tlie I.ine EalKvard between the two Kivers, otherwife there will 
bo perpetual Brabbles about the Idmits, and that it will liardly be 
pollihlc to adjuft tlie CJontributions. ‘ 

Ye ST E R n ay the Baron of Waichtendonck, a Landed Gentleman with¬ 
in the 1 .and ef deers, but fo near us here, that his whole Eftatc is (as 
he favs) within 2 l.eagues of this City, came to me upon this Ln-and, 
being fjnt, as he faid, by the Coeur Prince of Hrandenburgb, and by the 
States ('f deers. His main Bufinefs was, to implore his Majefty’s Grace 
and ProteCticn to that Country, tvhen he iTiould be pleafed to apply 
liimf-'lf to the afeertaining of the Neuter Country within known Bounds 
end Inmits ; which would be, he faid, an Obligation that the Coeur 
Prince would think himfelf, as w^cll as the Eleilcr his Father, bound 
to -acknowh-dge with all Fhanks polublc. 

This SubjeCt ho did much enlarge upon, (being an underftanding

in the Matriculc of the Empire: "Whereas this Iniquity of the Imperial 
Dycts hath been always protefted againft by Cleves ■, and ynliers is a 
Country well peopled, and fertile Ground all over ; this of Cleves is a 
.great deal of it waft Ground, and wild Wood, and very thin peopled. 
This Gentleman took Leave of me with this earneft Requeft, that in

If his Majefty do find 
it convenient we ftiould not ftand upon that Point, becaufe forac of 
them are not like to give into it, I humbly fubmit to Confidcration, 
whether the Trench Ambafl'adors fhould not have fomc Hint that it is 
not cx^edted from them ; and the Hutch Ambaftadors fomc Apology 
made to them, for that it was infifted upon at their firft coming. I 
humbly take l.cave here to inclofe a Note of what yours of the 'ith 
(which came to my Hand this Day fevennight) feems to defire from 
hence. 

One Thing J ftiall humbly beg you would at your Leifure and Con- 
verfation with M. Sparr think ofj it is, how he and his Collogues at 
Cologn govern’d themfelvcs as to the Tas in 3 Places towards the 
Imperial Ambalfiidors, as alfo how they did for the Hand, and the 
Reception in their own Houfes, to the Minifters of Elcdtors, and other 
Pjpfhccs of the Empire. 

This Morning Prince Maurice, the Governour of Cleves, favoured 
me with a Vilit. He profefl’ed very great Obligations to, and Devotion 
for his Majefty, enjoining rtie not to fail in the conveying of his moft

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humble Rcfpefts and Obedience to his Majefty. He is here by the 
l^incc’s Order, (as he was plcafed to tell me) to diftributc Commifllons, 
for the railing and drawing together of Forces, for the Defence of this 
Country : There will be 8o Companies quickly got together in this 
Place. It is reported he bad exchanged the Government he hath of 
Utrecht^ for tliat of the C. de Solms in tliis Province ,• but tliat is not 
fo, he adts only as Marefchal of this State, and diftributes Commilfions 
by the Prince’s Authority. He told me, the Marefchal d Jlfiradcs was 
to come one of the Plenipotentiaries hither.

S INCE nij^ iaft, which was of Saturday the 20/^, I have the 
Honour of yours of the \6tb^ and therein his Majefty’s Royal Plea- 
fure and Reflexions touching the firft Vifits, which I receive with all 
the joyful Submillion imaginable. The Rule and Pradticc at Mwiftcr 
(which ^edro 'RjmquiUo refers himfelf to) would have been clear 
againft us, and the Hiftorian I have, which is ll^iorio Siri, laying down 
for an exprefs Remark, that the Venetian Ambaflador had no Manner 
of Prerogative, (the Pope’s Nuncio was already in PofTelTion of all he 
could delirc) in virtue of his Function of Mediator. 

I humbly offer to Confideration, what wc are to do as to the T^as^ 
and the Hand, if wc Ihould meet the Emperor’s AmbafTadors in any 
3 d Place j as to other crowned Heads, our Duty is plain, (as having 
the Honour to be his Majefty’s AmbafTadors) not to fuffer the Minifters 
of any to gain any Thing of us in thefc Points. 

A N o T H B R I'hing I took Leave to hint in my laft upon this Occa- 
fion is, whether there Ihould not be fome little Account, or Compli¬ 
ment, given to the l^ntch AmbafTadors, feeing this Refpeft hath been 
.. infifted upon, and they gave into it. 

I thank you. Sir, moft humbly, for the Copy you have been plcafed 
to fend me, of the States Refolution upon the Exchange of the PafT- 
ports i what they defire for the Duke of Newburgh'a Minifters, and 
for the Reciprocation of Claufes, is but Rcafon for them to offer to 
his Majefty, and to exped from France. 

B u T I cannot by any Means underftand their declaring, that thofe 
Claufes fhall be in their Paffports, fans auctin cjfet^ till France do fur- 
nifh them with the like j fhould not Meflleurs Colbert and dAi'atix^ com- 
• ing hithcrupon thePublick Faith of thofe Paff ports, be fafe here while they 
flay ? Should they not go back again, if they have a Mind to it, tho’, 
France fliould, whicli is not to be imagin’d, either differ or refufe the 
like Claufes of repajfer and fejourner to the States and their Allies c* fure 
they cannot be of tiiat Mind. 

Besides, the Words repajfer and fejeurtier are Redundants in a 
Manner : Thefc Words are incorporated in thofe for fafe coming t6 
the Place and the Law of Nations, as well as common Honefty, ab¬ 
hors fuch Snares and Traps as the contrary Interpretation would make. 

B u T that which weighs moft with me is, that the Being and Validity 
of the Grant, w hich the States have made of thefc Paffports, does in 
no wife depend upon a Reciprocation from France. The States, while 
the Paffports were in their own Hands, might have demanded what 
Terms rhcmfclvcs plcafcd but now they cannot, having let go the 
Paflports ; divide the Continuity, as it were, of one and the fame their 
A6t and Deed ; it muft be all good, or elfc ’tis all void. — If their De¬ 
claration can make void, fuppofe upon very good Rcafon, their Decla¬ 
ration will be fto lefs operative (with their own Subjeds, w'ho are to fee 
to the obferving of the fafe Conduct) when they declare upon a bad 
Rcafon, or upon none at all; and if this Doftrine of declaring upon 
raffports be allow’d, will there not be a Difficulty to perfwade the 
French Ambafladors, that ’tis in virtue of the Paffports they are here 
in Safety, and that none can juftify the Violation ot the fafe Conduit?

All they muft nndcrftand, 
the Unthought of Concern of the Duke of Newhirgh to be grafted Snr 
ce pic^ no Icfs, nor otherwife, than the Reciprocations they demand. 

For the Words- que cettc '^efolution [era mijc cs mains, dn

SiNct they did not think fit to detain the Paflports till Satisfadlion 
was had to their Demands, I think their proper Remedy had been to 
leave all to his Majcfty's Offices ; and if they fltould have received An- 
fwer from him, that Prance, for inftance, or Sweden, could not be pre¬ 
vailed with to fatisfic their Demand, then, and in that Cafe, (which is 
fcarce to be imagin’d) it would have been regular and honourable too 
for them to prefix a Ihort Time to all Perfons that ftiould be here, or 
in their Way hither, upon the Faith of their Palfports, to take notice 
at their Peril, that they recalled their Paffports, and declared them to 
be of none Ene6l from utch a Time forward. 

The Wrench Domefticks here do fay, that they rcccSvcd Letters on 
Wednefde^ laft from CbarleviUe, dated the of May, whereby they 
find, the Paflports were not yet come to Hand, but were exposed withii. 
two Hours. That their Mafters matle Account to fet out thence, as on 
Friday laft, for this Place. They feem to believe,^ that M. ^ 
Fftrades w-ill not come along with MelfieUrs Colbert and ®’ Anaux, and 
they in their Difeourfe give tliis Reafon, for that he will not ftir till he 

finds 
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finds tlie chief of the Embafly of Spain firft arrived here, that he may be 
bound to give M. ^ EJirades^ and not JVl. d'EJirades to him, the firft 
Vifit j and being told, that their giving the firft Vifit to the Spaniards 
would be no Prejudice, fincc it would be in Conformity to a Rule univer- 
fally cftabliflicd ; They replied, the Drench haVc Reafon to pretend to 
the firft Vifit, and to avoid tlie giving it, fince they underftood the 
chief Imperial Ambalfador would not be here till laft of all, that all 
Minifiers may be obliged to give him the firft Vifit. What Ground 
thefc Domefticks have to enter into fuch Difeourfes, 1 cannot yet learn, 
but this is their 'J'alk.

1 do not yet hear of any that arc making any Preparations in any 
Kind for the Imperial or SpaniJlj Minifters j nor do 1 hear of any other 
moving this Way j for Sir Ddward Wood advifes me from Sweden, 
(whence I ftiould have hoped the firft Advance to be made) that C. 
^ent Oxcnjiier'nf (tho’ he profefled hirafelf in a Readinefs to embark 
in the Hutch Man of War, that brought M. Mortaigne thither with' 
the Treaty of Commerce) was not like to leave Sweden before he 
Ihoifld hear this Place to be pretty full of Company. M. d Olwenkrantz, 
(who was parted from Sweden the 26th of J^it) coming by the Way 
t^rDngland hither, you will be able to tell us more. Sir, than we lhall 
know other where, of his Motion this Way. 

M. de Haren is not yet returned from his Province: I hope he will 
about the Time of his Return receive fome good Effed^s of your Offices, 
in Favour d»f his Kinfman, that delircs a Pafs to travel in Drance.

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M. Secerning, in his laft Converfatioh, has very much bemoaned to 
me the Lofs of M. de Ib^ter; his Letter (it feems) to the States, was 
full of bitter Complaints of the Spaniards in that Adkion, but the 
States did not think fit to fuflfcr all that was writ to be pnblilhed. 

The Want of the Hottand Subfidics, as well as a good Underftanding 
among themfelvcs, is the Caufc why the Brmfwick and Munjier Troops 
arc not come upon the Mofelle Side, according to the Concert agreed 
on at the Hague. 

’TI s a great Joy to me to find, that his Majefty is pleafed to refurae 
thofc Thoughts he had of purfuing his Inltances with the Emperor 
about Prince William; for I do humbly conceive that to be as ncccf- 
fary to the Treaty, as ’twill be a Favour to the Prince j for if fucli a 
Temperament cannot be obtained, as France will acquiefee in, France 
will make the Bufinefs of his Liberty a Kind of Preliminary Article to 
the reft of their Demands ; juft as they did the Liberty of the Elector of 
'Treves in the Treaty of Munfter: Then the Confcqucnce will be, that 
we fhall not be able to get cither backwards or forwards till that fingle 
Point be fettled i and it will fpin the Treaty to an intolerable length, if 
the Parties Ihould come to open their Pretenfions by Piece-meal, and not 
advance all they have to demand at one and the fame Time. Sir, it 
is with all humble Thanks polfible, that I acknowledge the Countenance 
and Affiftancc you arc pleafed to give me, about the Furniture of* my 
Chapel ; and I moft humbly beg the fame to my Petition, depending be¬ 
fore my lA)rd Treafurer, for my Share of our Cologn Arrears.

(in Regard ’tis certain the French Ambafl'adors arc removed from Char- 
levtlle, and that their Officcts here do expeft their Arrival within Jour 
or five Days) to acquaint M. Reverning, who is the •bnly Ambaftador 
noAv in Town< with his Majefty’s laft c 3 rdcrs to my Collegues and my 
felf in the Matter of firft Vifits, with the Motives his Majefty might 
have for fo doing; and to tell him, that as tve were now to give the 
firft Vifit to thofc that lhall arrive here after ns. So we will be fure to 
do it to his Colleguc M. d Odyike, and to aiiy other that (hall come to 
this Place from the States.

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This I would have adventured to do fome Time this Day, by the 
by, of my own Head, but receiving the Honour of his Majefty’s Com¬ 
mands, I thought it my Duty to do it in a formal Audience, and vo 
make my own- Apology fomething more exprefs, by fliewing the Am- 
bafladors, that as his Majefty’s firft Orders did proceed, upon a Belief 
that he then had, and ftill hath, that he is cn choit to exped; the lame 
Treatment to liis Minifters from others, that he himfelf, after mature 
Deliberation, and upon a Concert with Trnncc, had given in to, at the 
Alfembly at Coioiait ; fo he does not depart from thofe Orders at this 
Time, but in a great Tendernefs to the Bulincfs of this Place, and upon 
a Pcrfwalion his Majefty hatli, that he cannot do his own Kights any 
Prejudic-’, when he takes the Pains to present, and to allcr an efezant 
to every’I'liing that hatli but a Pofllbility of introducing of any Queftion, 
or Scruple, that fliould retard his Proceedings in the Fundtions of liis 
Mcdiatorfliip. 

M. ’Bcz'cvning was not ill pleafed with tlic Compliment, and did with 
a juftRefpedt acknowledge this to be the lifted or a deep Foreilglit, as 
well as great Gencrolity in his Majefty. What he did was, he laid, by Or¬ 
der of his M afters, who are refolved to have no Difficulty with crowned 
Heads in any fuch Matters ,* their Buftnefs, hefaid, was to watch tliel' led- 
ors, and other l^rinccs, that pretend to Things they cannot allow them. 

He liad nothing, as he w'as pleafed to tell me, of New-s, either from 
tlfc Armies, or from the Allies that arc to fend Plenipotentiaries hither : 
■^He does not know whether M. dc JjVra be in Commifuon or not, nor 
who is like to come and appear here for Spain ; only lie believes, that 
when the French are arrived here, all others will haften, tho’ not fo 
much of good Will, as out of Jcaloulie of a feparate tampering betw een 
the French and this State. 

H E told me the Story of M. Caprara's l^etter, intercepted by the Mcft 
Chriftian King, and feiit to the Prince of Orange^ witli an Intimation, 
that he might thereby fee what Manner of Friends he was among. He 
, faid the I,cttcr w'as full of Villanics againft liis Highnefs and Ci. Wal- 
deck. He complained likcnvifc very much of the Fmbarrafs w hieJj the 
Ismperor hath given them (at a Time fo little feafonable) about the 
Bufinefs of /imeland. J am with all Truth and Refped, ^c.

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Morning, with an d qmy jc ne j^etens pas •• M. efJvatix would prefix 
none, but expert me after my vifiting M. Colbert. 

^ Having made my Complement to i. Upon his happy 

Arrival, as alfo upon the great Speed he had put himfelf to make. 
2. Upon the good Augury that was to be taken from the Advances 
his Moft Chriftian Majcfty had made, in fending them out fo early, and 
in removing a Difficulty that was otherwife infuperablc. 3. Upon the 
Choice he had made 01 his Perfon, ^c. with Offers of Service; he told 
me, after fome Returns of Ceremony, that they had received Palfports, 
three for the Duke of Newburgh's Miniftors, and thofe of the Rmperor, 
and ^randenlmrgh^ and thefe States i two for each, to be added to 
thofe they have already. 

I waited on M. d^aux as foon as I left M. Colbert^ they told me M. 
d'Eftrades w'ould be hero within 15 Days at furtheft. M. Colbert fpake 
mucli of Dilfatisfaftion tvith the Houfe that had been taken for him, 
and of his Refolution to get another. 

He asked me, whether the TPdts Ncutre was yet fettled, and what 
the Reafons were that more was deiired than deux lieges d la ronde. 
He was in fome Miftakc, in that he thought the taking of the whole 
Macs-Walt would be a conliderable Diminution to the Contributions 
at Macftricbt; for never was any paid out of the Maes-Walt^ or the 
Diftri«it of Nimeguen. 

In the Afternoon, M. Mignon^ M. Colbert's Secretary, brought me ^he 
Paffports, and having charged myfelf to fend them by Exprefs to Sir 
William Ttemple^ I adventure, in fome Hopes it may overtake the Pacquet 
Boat that goes off, as w’o compute here, on Wednefday about Noon. 

The Secretary demanded of me an Hour in the Name of both Ara- 
baffadors, that they might return me their Vifit j intimating, they 
would be glad to take it this Evening, to Morrow being Poft-Day 
from France. 

This Evening they came at fix, and now are over (in a Manner) 
the giving and receiving the firft Vilits; for the lame Perfon that noti¬ 
fied me, notified the Fiutch Ambafladors of their Arrival j and the 
*Dntcb Ambafladors (for M. Van Haren came Home late laft Night) 
gave them their Vifit this Afternoon at three ; I fuppofe the French Am- 
balfadors will not return it till to Morrow. I'hc ’Dutch Ambafladors 
Jiad 2 Coaches with 6 Horfes a-piece, fo had 1 \ they had but two 
Pages, 1 had three j a Misfortune being happened to two more that 
came over with me : They had fourteen Footmen, the Cook and Por¬ 
ter being faid to be amongft them, I had but ten ; only I do reckon it 
a little AoK^antage, that befides Mr. Chudleigh, I had five young Gen¬ 
tlemen of Quality with me, befides Secretaries, and fuch other as made 
a good Appearance. The French Ambafladors made no great faoon of 
it, for they came with one Coach and two Horfes. M. ’Jamboneau was 
obferved to be the only Gentleman here in their Train j they had two 
more of their Officers in the Coach. M. Colbert did very much bemoan 
the Death of my Lord George Hamilton^ which he ha<F heard of at 
Maeftricbt^ but did not allow that the Imperialifts had had the Ad¬ 
vantage that the Letters from Cohgn (being Tranferipts of one from 
the Duke of Jjorain's Camp) do mention, of having defeated the 
Fngl 03 with an entire Ruine. 

This Night was the firft Opportunity I had to Ipeak your Comple¬ 
ment to M. Van Haren^ he having been out of Town ever fince you 
were plcafcd to charge yourlelf with procuring a Paffport for his Ne¬ 
phew or Kinfman. I am with all Truth and ReTpeift, c^c.

T H E French Ambafladors told me on TiJmrfdcyy they had had Let¬ 
ters from M. Tomponey whereby they undcrllood the King their Matter 
to be willing and ready to fupply the Words repajfer and fejmrner in 
all h:s Palfports where they are wanting, upon Condition the fame be 
fupplied in the Pattports his Ambafladors have from the Allies ; and it 
was a Remark they made, that in thofc Paflports they have been fur- 
nillicd with, thofc Words are wanting. 

Another Thing was, that the King our Matter having detttted 
from the Overtures he had made, to have a Power general to all Pleni¬ 
potentiaries to fend Couriers, and that exprefled in their Paflports, 
France did not infert the Claufc about Couriers in the Paflports, for 
thatithe Mott Chrillian King docs not defire that Benefit to his Mini- 
tter^j and that he thus far denying himfclf, thinks none of the other 
will infift upon it, in Regard none of them have the Difadvan- 
—ttige France hath ; lince the Letters of thefe Ambafladors arc to pafs 
through^ the 'I'crritorics, firtt of this State, then thofc of Spain.

Right Honour able Sir, 

S INCE my laft, which was of Saturday the loth, I have the Ho¬ 
nour of two of yours, the one of the 6//&, and the other of the 
9 tb Current; together with his Majefty’s moft gracious Diredtions, and 
Refolutions upon fcveral Points relating to the Ceremonial Part, and 
other Matters that may be incident to this Congrefs. 

T o thclc were added, fcveral other Papers touching M. Skelton's 
Voyage, the Acceptance of his Majefty’s Mediation, and other Matters 
that may come in Queftion, during the Courfc of tliis Negotiation , for 
all which, as being an exceeding great Idght to me here, you have my 
moft humble and heartieft Thanks poftible. 

My little Judgment is as fully fatisfied with, as it ought to be, and 
is entirely fubmitted to, what his Majcfty is plcafcd to dirodt in the 
Apoftilsj and I do think, that M. Cw/rf/V/s Conflrudtion, that a Pleni¬ 
potentiary, if not withal an AmbalTador, hath not an Ambaftador’s 
Rank, tvill hold here } for it was fo determin’d by the French^ at leaft- 
wife at Munfter^ and I find the T)utch Ambaftadors give into it. 

But when his MajelW comes to determine upon our (iovernment 
here, towards the Ambalfcdors of tledtors, of the Duke of Lorain^' 
the Duke of Newhirgh^ or the Houfc of Rrnnficick ; I hope it w ill be 
confidered, that the Minifters of thefe Princes can hardly ask any.

I'he Cafe 
is one of the moft favourable, and confequcntly not to be denied a Con¬ 
formity in ; except we can (licvv an Intereft of our own, why we flK)uJd 
not go along, for inftance, with Spain and the E.mpcror, in doing Ci¬ 
vilities to thefc Princes. 

IT is apparent that this I'iafincfs and Favour in the Cafe of a Friend, 
did at the Alfembly of Munftcr riflle and bear down all Partitions and 
Difterenccs that were between the Crown’d Heads and other Princes 
and States. And if there be any 'fhing of ancient Boundary j ct re¬ 
maining, it will be much hazarded in this Congrefs; for there w ill be 
the like Eafinefs, where there is the like Intereft on the one Side, and 
the like Importunity on the other. But our Queftion will be, how far 
his Majcfty h bound, in hisprefent Figure, to oppofe thefc Excefl'es, and 
refufe a Conformity to thofc Things, W'hcrc Crown’d Heads fiiall lead 
the Way c* 

I take leave to cnclofc the little Extract that M. Rez'evning hath 
thought fit, upon Occafion of Difcourfc about the Electors, to favour me 
with; becaule it may be of fome Effc, if it come Time enough. 

The French Ambaftadors arc politive for allowing but one League round 
of Neuter Country, and that one I.eague to bear its Part in the Con¬ 
tribution : I fear this will not go down with the Stages, for then* the 
Condition of their Subjeds will be worfc than now it is i for thefc of 
Wmegtien and the Maes-Walt never paid nor compounded for any.. I 
did delirc them (having Occafion given me by Sir WUlimn F’cmple^ to 
let them knotv, the fettling of the Neuter Country w as in a Manner 
the only Thing that kept him at the Hague^ to rcprcfcnt this Matter, 
that this Neighbourhood never paid Contribution to his Moft Chriftian 

Ma- 
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Majefty, in Hopes that none would be now expelled j lince that would 
hazard the Agreement and Being of any Neutrality, 

But M. Colbert let himfelf into a great "E/mportment^ rather to let 
the War go on, (his Mailer having not more need of Peace than his 
Adverfaries) than to be ftill upon the yielding Hand of all Manner of 
Advantages to their Enemies j and go back again to Taris^ than begin a 
Treaty upon thefc Terms. 

The Liutch Ambafladors obferve, that the French, in their Vifit to 
them, afteded to mention the Prince (not Duke) of Lorain, when they 
fpoke of the Adion in Alfatia. They ufed the fame Word in that Re¬ 
lation to me. 1 fufped the French Ambalfadors, by their Difcourle to me 
in the fingular Number, have but one Flcnipoucoir to anfwer to all 
Parties if fo, I am afraid that the Dittch will determine nothing upon 
the Validity or Invalidity of it, till they have their Allies here to ad- 
vife with upon it; and that will be a long Pauf/. 

This is but my Conjedure. I told the T'Ycnch Amballadors, the third 
Time they mentioned to me their being in a Rcadincf> to put their 
Flenipomoirs into my Hands j I would, if they thought lit, acquaint 
the ^utch Ambafladors with it, they leaving it forfooth to my Diredti- 
on : I did fo yefterday, and the 'Dutch Ambafltido s anfwer'd me, theirs 
ttyA* (one for France, and another for Sweden) were in all Readinefs, 
e/cn the Copies which they intended to leave with the Alediators j but 
jmey did not make any formal Ofler to put thc*m into my Hands, as I 
told them the French had done. Sir William 'Temple advifes me this 
Day, that he will be here next Week, which is to me a great Joy in 
fevcral Refpeds; efpecially in that there will be no Pretence then left 
t» the prefent (Irimaces about depollting the Flcnipotivoirs. I am with 
all Truth and Refped, ^c.

Right Honourable Sir, 

^ I N C E the laft I took leave to trouble j ou with, which was of 
Wednefday the 14//^, 1 Iiav^e not the Honour of any of yours, this 
Morning’s Ordinary bringing me none out of England. 

On Thurfday Morning, the Ambafladors were pleafed to come 

and give me Part of their News out of Sicily, which 1 take leave here¬ 
with to cnclofe ; they were not very affirmative or politivc in the deliver¬ 
ing of, it, but concluded forae Succelfcs of this Kind to be in a Manner 
neceflary to difpofe the Spaniards to a Peace. 

They touched again upon the Neuter Country, and laid a great 
Strefs upon that, that the 'Vreaty at Munjier had now provided for it. 

T o this 1 had not much to fay, for it would not have come Home 
to the prefent^ Cafe to have replied, that in the Preliminaries of Ham- 
hitrgh, there was an exprefs Proviflon made for a quiet and fafe Paf- 
fage from Munjier to Ofnahrug, and that any Place which the Parties 
Ihould agree tc^mcct at about half Way, fliould be as fully Neuter, as 
cither of thofe Cities. I rather chofe to tell them, that I thought it 
■g^as not now the Qiaeftion, whether there Ihould be any Neuter Country 
a! all, or not? the Thing being not only propofed by the Kii^ cur 
Mailer, but agreed to in the general by all the Parties ; the Difficulty 
now remaining, being only about its Extent and Limits. 
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Iv the Afternoon came to me a Deputation from the Nobles intcr- 
relfed in the Tah de Nimegne cn ceiuy dn Macs-Walt ■, their Bufinefs 
was, to reprefent how they had been lately threaten’d with Military 
Execution, and that very luddenly too, from Maejirkbt j bemoaning 
their Condition as worfe than any of their fellow Subjeds, tlie States 
having forbidden them to pay or compound, upon Pain of Death on the 
one Side, and yet not allowing them to keep any Garrifon in this City, 
becaufc of the Affcmbly, whereby they might {that of Grave acting in 
Concert with the Garrifon here) defend themfclvcs, and co\'cr their 
Country, as they have done from the Time that Grave was token in, 
to the Time of the Irruption of the French^, in the Beginning of May ; 
T6 this I had nothing to fay, but that I was alfurcd, his Majcfly did, 
and w'ould do what could be done with Fairnefs, to cftablilh a Neutra¬ 
lity about this Town. 

They delired me to fpeak to the French Ambaffadors here, and to 
M. dt Eftrades when he IhoUld come, that Execution might be fufpended, 
at Icaft, till it Ihould appear whether any Neutrality would be granted 
or not; but were content I lliould ftay till M. d Eftrades came, who 
is expeded to lie at Mook, two Hours off, this Night, and to be here to 
Morrow in the Forenoon at furthcll. Some Hours after them came the 
T^utch Ambaffadors, having font to take an Hour on Purpofe. 

They told me they had had Orders the Day before to inform thcim 
fclvcs upon this Place, and particularly from me, whether the French' 
Ambaffadors had any Orders, and were impower’d to adjuft the Bounds 
and Limits of the Neuter Country j if fo, that they were ready to 
conclude and treat that Matter with them, having received Inflructions 
and Power to that Effcdt. 

I told them I had obferved in feveral Converfations I had had with 
the French Ambafladors, that they were fully inftruded in that Matter, 
and they had Rcafons and Arguments to fiipport the prefent Sentiments 
of the Court of France^ which were now to allow of no more but one 
League, and that to bear its Part of the Contribution ; but of their 
Orders or Powers I knew nothing. 

H A VIN G charged myfelf, as the 7 Jiitch Ambaffadors defired me, to 
make this Overture; I waited on the French Ambafladors yefterday 
Morning, but they would own no particular Orders or Powx*r for this’ 
Point, ’fhey wore ready, they faid, to produce their Fknipouvoir^ 
that they thought comprehended this Point of Neutrality, as well as 
any other relating to the Peace j and in Virtue of that, they were 
ready to fall to work, other feparatc Orders or Powers they had none j 
nor did the^ expert, but that this Matter ivould have been endyd by 
the King our Mailer before their Arrival here. 

This Anfvver I gave the 7 )titch Ambaffadors an Account of in the 
Afternoon. If I miftake them not, the States would accept of any 
Extent, a League and no more, rather than none at all j but this Mat¬ 
ter of Contribution and Execution upon it wnll go hard|y down with 
them j and they talk there will be a Neceffity of putting Horfe and 
Foot (cfpecially Horfe) in this Town, in Grave and Ravenftem^ to pre¬ 
vent burning under their Nofes, (that tvas the Expreffion)|Whilc they dre 
Treating here. 

In Truth, Sir, I fear it will be made a Point of Honour at laft# 
and we fhali have no Neutrality at all. Befides, I perceive they are 'a. 
Ifttle exufpcrated to find, as they fay they do, that the French Ambaf¬ 
fadors have their Appointments charged upon the Contributions of 
thefe Countries. I am with all Truth and Refpeft, (^c.

M y laft was of Saturday the i-jth i the laft of yours that I have 
th(* Honour to have, is of the 9 th Current. 

M. ^ Btftradcs arrived in this Town on Sunday the \%th in the Morn¬ 
ing ; he was pleafed to notify me, as he did the ‘Dutch Ambaffadors 
the fame Forenoon, of his Arrival; 1 returned him the Complement in 
the Afternoon, and had the Hour of 10 on Monday alligned me for 
my firft Vhit, as the Dutch bad that of 11. 

His Complement was much (as well in his Anfvver to me, as in the 
Vilit ho returned me at 10 next Alorning) upon the confance and the 
parente between the Kings our Mailers r. fpedtively, w^ith a Wilh that 
his Majcfty would be pleafed to interpofe his Authority, as well as his 
Offices, where he finds that Reafon will not be hearkened unto ; that 
the Spaniards would be found the moll backward to come to this 
Alfembly, and the leall rcafonable in it, unlefs the late Blow in 
lervK Road does work on them more clieilually than any other of 
th(^‘ Circumllauces feem to have done. 

He toJd me yefterday in his Vilit, (as he had done on Monday) that 
I.ols was of 12 Men of War and 7 Galleys, which exceeded the 
firft Relation we had by one Ship and one Galley j telling me, he had 
had this Account from M. t Jhhe d Efiradcs his Son^Ambalf^or at 
•J cilice^ of the i^th i my Letters of the 12 ?^, from SixDhotJias Higgons^ 
mention'd no more but an Lxpedtation of Action. 

The Marcfchal added, that M. Bcccrning, in his Vilit on Monday, 
would have brought it down to three Dutch and four Spantjh Men of 
War, and two Gallics only : This I find this Day is perliftcd in, with 
the Lofs of de TIacn and JIarra, tho’ M. the Marefchal and U,djvaux 
will not yield it, as 1 found by them this Morning. For 1 had an 
Audience of them two this Morning, M. Colbert having taken Pbylick, 
it was at M. dc Carricre's Houfe, who is come hither with the Ma¬ 
refchal j my Bulinefs was no more, but to deliver into their Hands two 
Pall ports, of the {oLvac Tenonr oi^yh December 167^ • from the LleCtor 
of ^randenburghy which his Minifters, it feems, had detained in their 
Hands, till they fliould be furnilh’d with the two Duplicates from 
Trance^ as now they are, by Sir William 'Temple. 

M. d Acaux, upon M. d JLftradc\ Quellion, whether thefe Paflports 
were according to Form, oblerved, there was no Words in them that 
anfvvcred or exprelfed the Word jejourner., which yet they infill to have 
in tho French PalTports : He might have c bferved likewife, that the 
Word Legatns is not at all in them ; whereas the Want of that Word 
in the French Paflports, to the Minillcrs of that EleClor, is made a 
* Matter of great Exception ; but it was none of my Bulinefs (who have 
by Accident only thefe PalTports come into my Hands) to point out 
fucji Matters of DcfeCl; the Copy goes along. I am with all Truth

M y Jaft was of Wednefday the the Duplicate whereof I take 
Leave to inclofc. This Morning brings me the Honour of your^ 
of the \6th Current, with the ufual Favour of fevcral Duplicates. 

Herewith goes inclofed a Paper of 5 Articles: I received it on 
'Jburfday from the French Ambafladors, at a Vilit they gave me to that 
LflTeet. It was thus ; they read the Articles out of the Paper, but ^ex- 
cufed thcmfclvcs when 1 ask’d, whether 1 might not have the Favour 
of a Copy of it; I allcdging, that iince it was their Pleafure I lliould 
impart the Particulars to the ^Dutch Ambafladors, it was but rcafonablc 
I fhould keep myfelf to their Terms precifely. 

M. Colbert, that managed the Conference, was pleafed cafily, and of 
himfelf, to come to that ^'cmperament, as that a Secretary from me 
fliould come to their Houfc, and the Words Ihould be dictated to him, 
which was done by tA. Mignon, out of a Paper, as foon as they returned 
to M. Colbert's. • 

I take Leave to give an Account of this little Circumflancc, that Ijs 
jVlajefly may be pleafed to take his Mcafures, in cafe the French fliould 
make a Diificulty to treat in Writing ; you may pleafe to remember. 
Sir, they would not commit any Thing to writing at Cologn, which 
would have embarrafled the Mediators very much, had there been any 
ProgrTs made to thofc Points, which would have been nice and intri¬ 
cate in that Negotiation. 

I do not fee how an adverfe Party, tliat is difpnfcd to treat by "Wri¬ 
ting, vll bear it j and mull he in all Isvents betaken at liis Word, as 
he fli.v.l happen to put it into Writing ? And fliall he have no otlicr liold 
^'f In', /‘.dverfary, but the Word of tlie Mediators which Word,' tho’ 
it cannot be much liable to Queflion, becaufe of liis Figure j yet his 
right comprehending, and juft repnfenting of thofe d'hings that are in- 
trullcd to him, w'ill be liable to perpetual Cavils. ’Tis true, the Mat¬ 
ter now put into my Hands is not worth this Scruple, but other Matters 
cf greater Mc'incnt, if thus treated, may bring on great Diihculties. 

Tii' iirfl Article you will find to be. Sir, about the Neuter Coun¬ 
try ; this the French Ambafladors and I had fome Difeourfe on, for I 
obf.rviiig to them, that it was Matter of Joy to me, that the King 
their MrJ.’er lyid not only allowed two Leagues inflead of one, but allb 
feemeu not to demand Contribution, but where it had been impofed ; 
and that none having been either levied or impofed within two 
Leagues naind this Place, there would, I hoped, be no Difpute be¬ 
tween France and tliefc States, about the Contribution of the two 
Leagues. M. d'FJfrades told me, the Contribution had been impofed 
on their Side, tho’ thefe Pi oplc liad never fubmitted to it. I told him, 
t’ney did not fo much as acknowledge any Summons or Demands in the 
wonted Form, lince the lleduition of Graie ; to which his Anfvver was, 
that Summons and Demands being the Bulinefs of the Intendant fo 
make, he had given Way to F\.Cahus late Fxecution, upon Certificate 
from the Intciulant, that thefe People wtre^ behind-hand with their 
Contributions. 1 carried the firfl Article in.Writing, juft as 1 had re¬ 
ceived it, to the 'JJiitch Amballador.', with another Copy to the Bur- 
grave aiul the 'J'own. 'Phis I did ycfterdi \ and this Day the F)utch 
Ambalfader.N Irouglit me the Paper inclofe 1 ni Writing, auvl left it with 
‘ me i 
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ms } at firft they would have had it delivered to the French AmbafTa” 
dors j but upon fccond Thoughts, when I had obferved to them, that 
that Writing could not properly be taken for an Anfw^er to the Articles 
I had left with tliem ycllcrday, and that it was poflible the States by 
this Time may have lome Overtures from the King our Mafter about 
the Neuter Country j they dedred me to keep it by me till they ihould 
have their Mailer’s Anfvver upon the Articles 1 had left, and then they 
will put into my Hands, they fay, fomething that may take in the 
very Words and Senfe of the French Articles. So that, I fear, the 
liuliiTjfs w'ill end in no Neutrality at all. They would needs leave 
with me an Authcntick of F’rcmp's Victory, and an Account of the 
Mufcocite Forces marching on the Lhcnia Side,- they told me of their 
recovering Canayc^ a Plantation in the Weft-Indies, from the French, 
and of 33 'Funs of Gold, now coming Home from the Feift-Indies: 
Thcfe Thingo 1 cannot refufo to hear, when the Parties enter upon 
telling them. 1 have nothing elfe to fiy, but that I hope thcfe great 
Events arc all Tendencies to a Peace. 1 am with all Truth and Rc-

'N' r s T F R I) A Y the Dutch Ambafladors, at an Hour they tverc pleafed 
to take from me, came to deflre me to communicate that Papef they 
had left with me this Day fcvenniglit (a Duplicate whereof I take 
Le-.^vo to fend herewith, tho’ there went by the two former Polls one) 
to tlv: French Ambafladors, as the Anfwcr ax the States General upon 
the I’v Ibiution of the Moft Chriflian IJn/:^,*'touching the Neutrality. 


M. Fever- 
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M. ^everning enter’d into a long Dedudion of the Matter, to the 
end, they faid, I might inform the French Ambafl’adors, how this Affair 
had gone on ail along ; telling me, the States had, upon an Ov'crture 
from the King our Mailer, agreed, that all their Country between the 
JJ'anl and the Menfe ihould be neuter; that the Moil Chriilian King 
did thereupon declare, he would allow of no more than 2 Leagues 
round this Town, yet did not then make any Demand, that they could 
liear, of Contribution j that this paft 6 or 7 Months ago ; that the 
Lorain Paifports having iince ralfed Difficulties, the Bufinefs of the 
Neutrality was no more talked of till of late. 

That as to any Demand of Contribution or Summons, to come 
over to Macjiricht^ to agree the Payments, they (the Ambafl'adors) had, 
they faid, taken feme Pains to inform themfelves, from the Magillrates, 
Nobles, and others intcrefled here, of what had palled j which they rc- 
prefented to this Ltfect : 

That when the /'/yatZ'G arrifon was to quit this Town, it was 
agreed <hat a Sum of Money Ihould be paid the iTcnch^ as a Ranfom 
of their Pillage principally^ but in this Sum was compriz’d all the 
Arrearages of Contribution that were incurr’d, and alfo that that lliould 
be^me due and payable till the \ ft of y-iinc 1674. That thefc Sums 
artu the Times ol Payment being adailled and engaged for, the French 
'Gm/rifon alfo being march’d out, theintendant removed hence to Grac'Cy 
^nd fiimmon’d the Inhabitants here to come to Grai'Cy and agree for 
their Contributions from the Beginning of ynne forward. 

'I'hat thefe Inhabitants obeyed not thole Summons, and were pro- 
iiibited by the States General to come to any Compohtion with the 
French} and that M. Rabenhaupt fitting dowm before Grace in y-n/yy 
and the 'lown at lall reduced, they heard no more of the Intcndant. 

'I' H A T the Inhabitants do acknow ledge, there were certain Billets 
fcattered iij^ and dow n in the Macs-Walty about yanuary lalt, purporting 
Summons from Maijiricbty to come and adjuft their Contributions ; but 
tlitit it was not known from what Hands they came, nor were they 
f.rvt'd upon any n<;blc Officer, or Perfon concerned whatfoever. 

'I'hat this being the Matter of Fadt, there is no Pretence of their 
having cm this Side fubmitted or agreed to any Contribution, lincc the 
French left this ih'ace; and for giving Way that thefe People lliould 
now enter upon any new Terms or Compolxtion, the States will by no 
jMeans hear c;f it: For, 

I. It is a C('ntradiCuun in adje^hoy (that was the very Word M. Re- 
coning iifcd) to be in a State of Neutrality, anxi yet to pay Contribu¬ 
tion. . 


2. 'Fi'.a t it W'ould be a derniere foibleffe in the States, to deliver up 
their Subjeas, now at a 'fime they ari able to protect them in the main, 
bating the Surprizes they may be caught in by Incendiaries fetting 
Fire in the Country here and there. 

3. 'I'hat having computed the Contribution of 2 Leagues round 
this Town, they find it will come to little more than 600 Crowns a 
Month, counting it according to the grcatelt Rigour it hath been at 
any 'J'imc impiil-d on them here by the French ; that in the whole 

^'ear amounting to no more than 22000 Livres, they cannot facrifice

Clofe of all was, that this Bufmefs had depended very long; 
that the States defircd no more than to be once at a Certainty : It the 
French defircd two Leagues of Neuter Country, the States would be 
well plcafed, provided they pretend not to pafs the River into the 
^BeUiwe • if they will be contented with one only, nay, with a Quarter 
of a League, the States will clofe with them ; but upon no Terms fub- 
mit to the Payment of a Penny Contribution. 

W HEN I defircd to know of them, whether it was their Will 1 fliouid 
impart their Paper to the French Ambaffadors, as a Memorial deliver’d 
me vefterdav, or elfe on Saturday lalt; they told me, it Ihould be by all 
Means delivered as dcpofited with me 6 Days before; the Reafon they 
gave for it was, they would not feem to make any new or high De¬ 
mands at this T'ime, leatt they may be thought to have been the Con- 
fcquent of their bcfieging Maefiricht. They would have this, of not 
fubraitting to Contribution, to be an Original and fixt Refolution of

When this Qjicftion and their Rcafonings upon this Subject ,ixas 

over I took leave to reprefent to tlicm, that tho’ I was ready to obey 
their Excellencies with all Chccrfulnefs, yet that fincc I had full.Af- 
furance that Sir Williaml'emple w^ould be here within 24 Hours, I could 
not but ask them, whether they could allow me to rcfpite the com-

i<5y8. So that I lliould hope this Point were as good as fettled, 
but that I find thefe Republick AmbafTadors (of this State) have no fuch 
Rule or Practice, as to make a DiftindHon, (as the Crown’d Heads do) 
in going between the forcmoll and the hindmolt Ambalfadors of Elcdtors ; 
which polfibly may tempt the Elettors to endeavour the obtaining of an 
abolifliing this Diltindtion, even tvith the Crowned Heads. 

F o R in an Accommodation that the Imperialifts came to with the 
'French^ at the firft Procclfion at Mtinjici'^ the dividing of one and tljc 
fame Embaflfy was condemned at Vienna, as an incongruous abfurd 
Thing; the Count dc Niijjau, that was the Chief for the Emperor, 
having fuffer’d one of the Fi cUch Ambaffadors to march betw'ecn him 
and Wolmar, was chid for it; tho’ Wolmar w as not a Man of Quality, 
but of the long Robe only. 

But this is no fartlier of our prefent Confidcration, than that if the 
Electors have in this Conjundturc a Mind to gain tliis Step, and to 
make their Ambaft'adors in one entire Piece, the Confederates will pro¬ 
bacy be cafy in it, and the Trench and Swedes as difficult i then the 
O/eftion will be, w hether the King our Mafter may joyn in oppofing a 
lyoi'clty, (as this w ill be) and not be thought partial againft the Pre¬ 
tenders i 

M Y Cafe w ith M. Tlafpiel is not come to any Dccifion ; the Secretary 
he hath here, having not called to me for my Letter j but When he 
docs, I fhall not write otherwife than Veus c'otre, for I have Sir 
William Vcmplcs Opinion, tliat tho’ the Letter he writ to me makes it 
extrcamly ambiguous, w hether he be Chef d AnthaJJade or not j yet I 
am not bound to take notice of his Charadter, if he hath it, till he 
render himfelf upon this Place, and do notify it to me in Form. What 
Court in determines of the ’J'rcatmcnt of Plenipotentiaries from 
crown’d Pleads, without having the Charadter of Ambafladors added to 
It, I think is now agreed on all Hands; the Court of France delidod it 
for M. Servient againft M. ef Jvaux at Munjicr; and I find M. Secer¬ 
ning (who is very well focn in thefe Matters) clear againft all Preten- 
fions in Favour of Plenipotentiaries, without any other Charadter. 

What M. Court in fays of the Duke of Jjyrains Ambaflador, is very 
rcafonable, if thefe Matters of Ceremony were to be meafured by the 
Abfolutenefs and Ancientnefs of his Sovereigntx’, or by the Splendour 
and Merit of his Family : But Poftelfion and Precedents being the only 
Things* capable to fet up a Title, and make or create a Right in thell* 
Cafes, the Duke w ill be in all Probability much to feek for the Uncles 
Sronillcrcs with the P.mpire, and the two Crowns in their Turns, are 
aocienter than all thefe Innovations and Clondefccnfions of crown’d 


Heads to Rcpublicks, Fledtors, Savoy, &c. and confcquently his being not 
well with any Crow n’d Heads, hath loft liim the Opportunity of making 
Precedents iiir himfelf, as they have done, France never allowing him to 
fend, any Miniiier under any Charadter to any of the modern Treaties. 

I have humbly*taken leave thus to enlarge, not knowing what may 
■^11 out; if our Mafter w’erc a Party, none of thefe Matters would be 
Wi^Lh the talking of; 4 mt as he is Mediatcr, ’tis polfible they may 
require fume Reflexion, 

1 ftiould have told you, Sjr,*^ the Beginning, but that I w'as in the firft 
Place to offer you, together wi//my humble 'I'hanks, my little Thoughts 
upon the Matt-.’ of Ceremony, jMatged upon in your Letter, that on Sunday 
* ttie 
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tbez^, S'xrJt'illiamT’cmpk arrived here fafe and well, to my very^catCom- 
fort and Joy: He hath been hitherto fo taken up with rccciving and paying 
Vii.ts oi' Ceremony, that he and 1 have not aded any Thing relating 
i<j our joint CommiiHon. We did not think proper to trouble you with 
ii joynt J.ctter, which probably we fliall have Occafion to do by the 
next Ordinary. 

As Ibon as he came to Town, I acquainted him with the Memorial the 
Ih'.tch Amballadors htd put into my Hands, about the Neuter Country, 
ur.d how 1 had delired them to cxcufj me from communicating it to 
the French Ambafladors till he fiiould come to Town. It was his 
jiidgmf.nt, that in Kegard he could not decently enter into any Bulinefs 
till he had gone tln-ough tlic Ceremonies, that 1 Biould alone impart 
the Memorial to the French Amballadors, with the Keafons of his not 
appeariiig as yet in it. 

'I'll IS 1 did on Monday Morning, giving the/'/•rwr//Ambafladors an 
Account, why 1 was c<;me alone; and difeharging my felf in the beft 
Manner 1 could, of uhat 1 told you, Sir, in my lall, I was to lay to 
them from the FFilch Amhalladf'is. 'I hiTo were together M. etFfirader 
and M. Colbert M. Colbert fell into an F.wportement-y that they mult 
be I’rifoners in tliis 'J'own, while the AHks had J.iberty to go whituer 
they pleafed. '^I hat the demanding of ('ontribution irom the 
and the fubjeiting them to it, could in no Reafon be interpreted a Hin¬ 
drance to the Amballadors and tlieir 't rains from taking the Air; after 
lliis Heat, both of tlwm faid, they had not much to fay to me, but 
would write to their King of it; adding, that the fooner the King font 
for them back, the more welcome it would be to them, Oc. 'I'o tl^c 
Matter of I'aCt about fummoning tin fe People formerly to come and 
comjwaind fc'r their Contributions, the ^)ntch Amballadors having or¬ 
dered me to tell them, there had been no fuch Summons given ; M. cH 
FJh'iWes wni- pleafed toanfwer, that in Septetuber lafl, he had fent a 
Parry out of Macflriebt^ which liad burnt Heufes in tl;c Maes-Ualt\ and. 
)iad tal^en up fome Prifoners, and brought th^m xo Maejlricbt that 
ihcle Prifoners had fubmitted to a Contribution ; and that upon tlieir 
fo doing, they had liien releafed ; and t'nat their Neighbours, wlien they 
came liomc, liad notliing to fay agaiufe tlie Payment of it; only that 
the ‘ tales Jiaving lince pohcifled tii,.mfclves of thought their 

SubieCLs were in a good jMcafure a C'-'t-cert from Maejh'icht^ and liad 
forbid the paying of this Contribution ; and that for this Non- 
Pa^^nunt, M. Cairo had executed them two Months ago. 

d'nis Martir of I'act 1 acquainted tlwAmballadors with, as 
alfo the KiTolution of the French to fend the FDutch Memoi'ial to 
their Court; but I did not tliink I w\is bound to repeat to them all the 
eager pallionate W'ords M. Colbert liad ufed on that Occalion. 

I had aimolt forgot to tell a’oii. Sir, how theAmbalfadors 
were pkafed, on Sunday in the Aft< rnooii, to furprizc me (tho’they did,,^ 
take an Hour) with a \'ilit of Ceremony . 1 mean Meifidurs Colbert and 
ef yk'oJiox^ coming each of them with two (ioaches and fix Horfes. Their 
Complement was, they had, in reiiiniirg me my Vilit of CxTcmony, 
treated me irof Jawiilcrcvhnt^ in liating no more than ^ one Coach and 
a Pair of Hoiks ; they added, they were come to put into my Handj^

A fter the Vifits of Ceremony made and returned between the 
Ambafladors here, and me Sir WtlliamT^empk upon my Arrival, we 
conlider’d that 1 , Sir having formerly exculed myfeJf from 

performing any formal A6ts of a Mediator, upon my being here alone, and 
fo declined the receiving of the French^lenipomioirs^ it might now be fit 
to malic fome Pace, whereby we might let them fee, that being here 
together, wc found ourfelves impowerd, by his Majefty’s Commilfion, 
to enter upon the Fundion of Mediators, at fuch Times, and in fuch 
Ways, as the Parties fliould defirc it. Wc thought it likewife necclfary 
to offer them our Opinions upon fome Points, which might conduce 
mucli tow ards the Peace and good Order of the Congrefs, upon fo great 
a C^ncourfe of Minillers and other People, as is likely to attend it. 
Bepaufe fuch Agreements would be ealicr made while we were few 
uron the I’iace, and would be caficr followed by others, who Ihould 
afterwards arrive, cither linglc, or at moll three in one Commilfion, who 
might not think fit to difier from either the Agreements or Pradice 
^•already cllublillied by the Ambafladors, Mediators, and thofe of the 
two principal Parties in the War, who are now upon the Place. 

*\Vt found the Ncirrownefs of Streets and Turnings very inconvenient 
for grjat Numbers of Coaches or Train ; that the French Ambalfadors, 
in the firli Vifits between them and me Sir William ‘I’emple^ feemed 
very willing to be deli\t.red from the Trouble of thofe Emulations they 
jkvere Hke to be put upon, by the great Preparations of the Marquis de 
hs 'Falhafcs from Spain^ and the Count Antoine from ^ienmark: That 
the Dutch Ambaflador.'., in the fame Vifits with me Sir William T'emple, 
complain’d of the Culu-in of making the firft Vifits thcmfelves with a 
I'rain of Coaches and lix Horfes, and fuch Numbers of Servants, 
w hich thofe Streets were not capable of without Inconvenience y and 
they apprclicnded likewile, that the Greatnefs of the Ambalfadors Pre¬ 
parations in Point of Equipage, miglit polllbly contribute to the Delay 
of their Journeys hither, efpccially thofe of the Houfe of Atijiria and 
‘Denmark. 

U p 6 N all thofe Confidcrations, we drew up the inclofed Paper of 
5 Heads, tending all to the Qtnet and good Order of the Affembly ; 
and hat ing aiked an Hour of the French Ambalfadors, we met them 
at Count eFEHradcs ycflcrday, at three in the Afternoon. 

W t firft gave them an Account of what remained yet unfiniflied in 
the Matter oP* Pall ports j that is, the Minifters (at the Hague) 

refilling to deliver tlie two for Francey till two otlicr from France were 
ready to be exchanged. 

The Excufe^of the Sirashiirgfi Palfports by the Emperor’s Miniftefs, 
’’^r.ly upon Neglect or Forgctfulnefs of the Secretaries ; and by Don 
jititanticl cic Fyray upiin^he Necelfity of their iollovving the Emperor’s 
Palfports in that MattcA^ind Stile j the Confederates being content 
without the Word'.leliring only that ef repajjer in the 
fevcral Paflports. * /)

M. Colkrty upon Pretence the Count d Bjiradcs having not been 
here when thofc Matters bcg% anfwcrcd us upon all the Points: I'hat 
the Jail was a 'fhing ended iTncc the Confederates defifted from that 
OflTcr of the Word jejonrner, to be inftrtcd in the PalTports : That for 
the hrft, they would \\ritc that Night to France^ for the two remain¬ 
ing *JJaniJh Pafiperts, and were content the Exchange lliould be at the 
fime Time. That for the Strashirgh Paffports, they hoped the Empe¬ 
ror would make no Difficulty for tliat Prince, llrtcc their Matter had 
made none for any of the Allies ; and therefore he defired we would 
prefs the F)utcb Ambaffadors upon new Inftanccs towards their Difpatch, 
which we promifed. 

Atter this, he made us the Offer of delivering to us their Tkni- 
ponvoirSy at any 'fime we fhould appoint; but feemed to dclirc, that 
the T^uicb Ambalfadors fhould firtt know of this Offer tlicy made us, 
to the end we might difeover whether they were ready to make the 
liime Pace: We told them, we were ready to receive tlicm at what 
/l ime they fhould think fit j and fhould in the mean while let the 
7JuUb Ambaffadors know it^ and acquaint them with what they had 
faid upon it. 

After this, with fonne little Preamble of the great Importance 
which the Qpict and good Order of the Affcmbly, and eafy Vsaf of 
living among the Miniltcrs, was like to be of, even to the Succefs \of 
the Treaty ; and obferving the Commands his Majefty had given us to 
begin it, by the avoiding of any Sort of Entries, etherwife than as 
private Perfons; and to endeavour to introduce that Way of living 
during the Congrefs, which might be without Confcqucncc for other" 
Times and Places; we read to tlicm the inclofcd Paper ; 'J'hey received 
it with much Approbation, and Complement to us, upon the Conception 
of it j faying, they fhould picll-ntly agree to all tlic Articles of it, 
except the fccOnd j but upon that they could not, without fivft acquaint¬ 
ing their Matter with it, from whom they had Orders to maintain the 
Rank that Spain liad given them by 'I'rcaty, and fo could not flop oi 
make Way tor the Minifters of that Crown, tho’ they would be co:i- 
tent to do it for thc.fj of ‘Bnindcnhnrfb or L(ratn. Wi' told them, that 
t.ho’ they yielded the Pafs to the Empjror’s Ambafladers, yet we in¬ 
tended to difpofe them, when they came, to this general Rule; and 
for ourfelves, tho’ we thouglit ourfelves hors dc Unie Competence cn 
qiuilhe dcs KlediateiirSy yet we refoived to enter into this Pradicc witli 
the red, and to give the Example. 'They feemed in their own Opinions 
fatislied with it,' but defired, however, they might have the Paper, and 
write as laff Niglit to Court upon it. 

After this," we propofed, as in Converfation, how avc fhould treat 
the Ambaffadors of an Eledtor, and how the private Perfons of Quality 
or Officers of this Country, or of any other that fliould vilit us, to 
the end that we might fall into one general Form ; we agreed upon 
the firtt, to give the Hand, and Tas and Flxcelknce to the chef of 
an Elcttor’s Jmhafadr, but to none of the reft ; and that if M. 
picl at h's coming (w hich is foon expedted) declares himfelf to be chtf 
dAmhajfadey he fliall have it i but tliat if aftir him, M. SchtsSerin 
fhould come with tlv.it Quality, w e fhculd give it to him', and thereupon 
refufe it to M. WafpkU 

Tor Perfons of Quality here, the Eirewf/v’Ambafradors faid, they 
had given the Hand to none yet, tho the cliiefeft had vilited theni. 
That their Ambaffadors had never giw'm it to any Germans lower 
than Counts of the Empire, and the "A Jett of the Houfe ; ncr to 

C anv 
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any Icfs than General Officers of Armies, nor to the Nobles of Holland^ 
tho’ they made an Hereditary Part in that State. That if we fliould 
begin to make any ’Rjeldcbcmcns^ it would give us perpetual Difficulties 
where to determine them ; That fo wo reduced ourfclvcs to live W'ith 
One another like private Perfons, they faw no Inconvenience in carrying 
up the ufual Heights of our Charadicr towards other People: Wc 
told them wc iTiould fall into the fame Way of I'reatmcnt of all Per¬ 
fons hereabouts in our Eyes, and of thofc Ranks they had mention’d, 
lince they had Rules fixed, and we had none in thofc Matte rs, but a 
Conformity with other Ambafl'adors ; anid we agreed, that if any Per- 
fon came to Tow'n that could make a Difficulty, we would endeavour 
to concert it together. 

Upon this End of our Vilit to the French AmbalTadors, "we intend¬ 
ed to go to the 'Dutch^ both to communicate our Paper to them, and 
to acquaint them with the Offer of their Flenipouccirs but hearing 
they were gone to my (Sir William T’cmplcs) Houfe, wc went and 
found them there. Wc told them our Intentions of going to them, 
but asked the Idberty of faying there what their Errand was ; they 
agreed pcrfedlly with all the Heads of our Paper, and deiired tlicy 
might have it, lb as to fend it away to the States, w ho might commu¬ 
nicate it to the Minifters of their Allies ,• in Hopes that w hen the Am- 
baflVdors that were to come faw' the little Ufc there would be of fo 
grpat Preparations of Equipage, they might make the more Halle to 
theCongrefs. 

Upon our Account of the French AmbalTadors Offer, as to tlieir 
Flcnipowvoirs^ they paufed a little i and having fpoken together in 
, UFiich^ M. Fecerninp^ anfwered, that it was in the French Ambafl'adors 
Choice, when to deliver their Flenipomioirs^ and that it was to them 
indifferent when they did it; that they could fay only, that in their 
Opinion it was not a Thing which w ould gain any Time, lince they 
did not find themfclves inUruded fo as cither to deliver their Powers, 
cr to make their Refiedtions necefTary upon thofc of the French^ till 
fhe Arrival of their Allies. We asked, whether they defiredwe fliould 
fay this from them to the French they faid, they W'^ere contented we 
fliould fay, that upon what we told them they had made us that An- 
fvver : We faid, we fliould do it, lince that was properly our Pa^ts ^ 
but it was likewife our Parts, as Mediators, to tell them, that lince 
they leemed not in a Difpolition to enter into Bulinefs without their 
Allies, it w'ould at leal! become them to hallen them to the Congrefs, 
by all the Inltanccs poffiblc, Icaft the Delays of fo great a Work 
might be laid to their Charge ; this, they faid, they had already done, 
'and would endeavour again by their next Letters to the States. Wc 
are, Sfa, d)c.

U R laft w'&s of Saturdc^ the 8 th Current, foon after the finifli- 
ing of wdiich M. d'Fftrades gave us a Vilit, at an Hour he had 
to take that Fdrenosn. He told us, he intended it not for a Vilit 
of Bulinefs ; he begun withs^sking us, w'hether we would favour M. 
djdcauXi (who was upon .feeling one of his Grooms to Arnhcim^ to 

L11 bring 
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brine irfome Ibme Cdich-licJtfes th^t Were to be brought thither for 
him; fo as to give our Cettificatc, that the Gfooih belong’d to^ us, to 
prevent his falling into Trouble or Stop irt his Way : We offer’d to 
lend hint one or two of ouf Owri Gtoortis, which the Marcfchal judged 
to be the fafer Courfc, Und w’hich M. d At'^ux hath fince accepted of. 

1 ’ H E Marclchal afterwards entered upon telling us, how neceffary 
it would be to the Health of this AffciUbly, to have a Neuter Country 
fettled, and that of an Bxtent large enough to take the Divertifement 
of Hufiting within it. That he, for his I’art, could not live without 
an open Airj that he hath been always ufed to it j that even at St. 

ho hunted twice or thrice a Week ; that he miifl do fo here ; 
that we muft get the I'own of C/eces to be comprifed in the Neutra¬ 
lity ; fo that he may not only go and hunt, but go and live with his 
old i'ricnd Prince Maurice t\n‘rc; which, if obtained, he would, lie faid, 
fpend more Time with that Prince at Clcves^ than in this Town. 

H E confclTed to us, that the demanding of Contribution here, pro¬ 
ceeded from a mal-cntendu in their Court ; their Minifters being apt, 
lie faid, ill molt Things, to retain the Impreflions that arc firft given 
them, and not eafily to hearken afterwards to a better Information j 
he acknowledging thefe People to be in the right, in what they allcdgc, 
of having never agreed or fubmitted to a Contribution for, ffaid 
he, as foon as ever we, from Maeftrkht^ did any Thing, in order to 
force thofe of the Macs-Walt to fubmit to a Contribution, by burning 
Houfes, carrying away Prifoners, cjc. the States iliued out their Placarts 
to forbid them to pay or agree to any. 

I’hc Conclufion w'as, that a Neuter Country (and that a large one 
too) muft be agreed, and that the Town of Clcvcs muft be taken in ; 
but that it muft be the Work of the King our Maftcr to do it. Wix:n 
we told him, his Majcfty had ufed all Ofllces pofiiblc, but that their 
Court would hear of nothing without Contribution j he faid, that 
where tliey, the French^ had had none fettled, it was not now rcafon- 
ahlc to demand it j hut where it was agreed, as in the Dutchy of 
Ckves^ that, he faid, ought to be paid, and the Neutrality ftand good 
only to the Ambaft’adors and tlicir Ketinues. 

1 N this Converlation, wc acquainted the Marcfchal with the Anfwcr 
the 'i)nich Amhaftadors had made us, when wc told them the French 
Amhalladors were read)', and offer’d themfelves to put their Flcnipoii- 
ccirs into our Hands, and would have taken Monday laft to do it. This 
Anfwcr we gave you. Sir, an Account of in our lailand on Monday 
we imparted it to the three Ambairadors together, in a Vilit wc 

made them for that Purpofe. 

'^r H FIR Reply was, that the feveral great Advances which the King 
tlicir aMaftcr had made, toward the forming of this Congrefs, and the 
entring into the liulinefs of it, was in Compliance with the great Affe¬ 
ction and Zeal w hich the King our Mafter had for the Peace of Chriften- 
dom-, that their King would be as well able, as any other of the Parties, 
to hear the Inconveniencies of the War, till his Jincmics ftiould bend 
their 'fhoughts and Dcfires in good earndt for a Peace ; and tliat he 
lliould be no I.ofer by their delaying the Peace, he enlarging confidcra-

Bufincfs being, they hoped, a fuificient Evidence, where the Backward- 
nefs was to be charged. 

I, Sir WiUiam 'Temfky had fomc Particulars to acquit myfelf of to- 
\ wards them in this Audience, the one was, to deliver them, as I did, 
‘their firft PalTports back again for the Duke of Kewhurgh^ which by 
' Miftakc were font with the Style of AmbafTidors } in the next Place, 
to delirc PalTports for the three Elcdors, ^Palatine, Mentz., and P'rierSy 
with the Stile of AmbalTadors to their Minillcrs; the Paflports now in 
my PolTeflion carrying only the Stile of Minifters and *DcpuieZy 
have been thereupon refufed by the faid Elector’s Miniltcrs at the 
Hi^ue ; and this Defirc I now made, upon a Requilition made by the 
States to my Secretary at the Hague^ lincc my leaving that Place ; 
upon this Point, the French AmbalTadors made no Difliculty : The other 
was, to acquaint them, that I had received a Letter the Day before 
li om M. de Serinchamp, deliring me to procure PalTports from France 
for the Minifters of the Duke of Lorain his Maftcr, and that with the 
Stile of AmbalTadors : I told them, I did not otherwife than by way 
of Converlation lay this before them, in Regard it came not to me 
from the States General, which hath been hitherto the Conveyance of 
the Allies Dclires in this kind only that 1 thought it not improper 
to'imention the Thing, that it may not be nctv to them, (the AmbalTa- 
dors) when I Ihould find myfelf obliged to move them in it, at the 
Inftancc of all the Allies. 

/ M. Colbert entered prefently into Argument upon this as a new Cafe ; 
faying, it will lie upon the Duke of Lorain to make out, that his Predc- 
celTors have had Minifters heretofore, (as theEledors have had fomc) that 
iiave been ftiled and treated as Ambafl’adors; in this he thought there 
^as no Precedent to be Ihew edfor the Duke j his laft Prcdeceffbr had not 
had any kind of Minifters, or Deputy, in the three Alfemblics the moft 
noted of any in thefc latter Days, Munfter, Frankfort.^ and Cologii ■, 
M. dEftrades adding, he was fure there had never been any luch 
, Thing as an Ambalfador from Lorain heard of in the Court of France* 

T o all this w'e did not think proper to reply any Thing pro or con^ 
our Bufinefs being, as we humbly conceive, not to engage by way of 
Argument, or Anfwer for the Parties j but to report and manage fuch, 
as the Parties lliall think for their Purpofe to put into our Hands. The 
French AmbalTadors faid, they would write to Court of this Matter, 
as a Thing which the Mediators would be obliged, ere long, to prefs 
them in, at the Inftancc of the Allies ; they delired M. dc Serinchamp 
might be advertifed of the Objection, that he might prepare to clear 
■Mt, if it Ihould beget a Difficulty in the Negotiation. 

FRt)M this Conference, we went ftrait to the Dutch AmbalTadors, 
and acquainted them with what the French AmbalTadors had faid, upon 
their not being at Liberty to exhibit their Pknipouvoirs i particularly 
we let them know that Emphafis wherewith they (the French Am- 
balfadors) had dcfired us to charge our Memories, fo as to be able to 
beat them Wifnefs, the Delay of entring into Bufinefs was not to be 
imputed to the French. 

M. Severning faid, they, the French^ were not fo clear in that Point, 
but that the Delay of fevcral Months might be imputed to them about 
^e Lorain PalTports ; but that, he faid, he would not infill upon, but

S INCE our laft, whicli was of this Day fevennight, we liave the 
I'avour of yours to us, both of the 7 ?/; Current i for which "wc 
liumbly thank you, cfpecially for the many ufeful Reflexions therein, 
both upon the Incident of FiFBliijpicl, wliich is now well over, and upoi- 
the Cafe wherein the P..rties in ^Var may cc'me to he divided about 
Honours that may be pretended to by fome Minifters in this Afl'emblv, 
as it is not unlikely to be the Cafe of thofo, whom the Duke of Lorain 
fliall fend hither, if wc may ground any Conjecture upon M. Colbert's DiC. 
courfe, which wc gave you an Account of in our laft. On Saturday 
there was deliveicd us a Paflport for the Bifliop of Strashnrg from the 
Elector of Brmdenbiirgb, together with a I .otter that accompanied it 
from M. Blalpie/-, the Seeretaiy that brought the Paflport, delired to 
lu\c it back again, to carry it to Prince Maurice^ Governour of Cic-ves 
in Regard the Bifliop of Strashnrg had delired the fiid i*rince, to 
fend him a Palfport, to paf. through his (lovornment of Ckzrs. Ikit I, 
Sir ll'iUiam I'cmpfc, having had feveral exprefs Dircdlions from yourfelf, 
to f iid all Ihiilpurts for AI. de Strashnrg to your Hands; have thought 
it bell: to fend it, as now wc do, to be difpofed of as you fliall fee 
Caufe. 

Thl fame Day, M. de Haren came to us, by the Command, as he 
faid, of the bt^ttes his iMafterA; and told us, that tlie States haviny^. 
called together their Allies, in Order to impart to them the Inftanccs wc 
had made lo him and his Collogue flime Days before, that the'States 
W’ould be plcafcd to quicken their Allies to haften hitlier their Pleni¬ 
potentiaries, in Regard it now ftuck upon the Refufal the Dutch Am- 
baft'adors had made, to depofite with us their own BhnipouToirs, or to 
enter into Conlideration of thofc, that the French were ready to give 
into our Hands. They (the States) were anfwcrcd by the iMiniflers of 
their Allies, that the Kings of FVance and Sweden had not yet difpatch- 
cd the Number requiflte of three Palfports a Piece to the Allies, excepting 
to Spain alone, w ho had had their Compleniv iit; but that the Emperor, 
the King of Denmark^ the Elector of Brandenhtrgh, and other Allies, 
liad yet received but one a Piece; and that Want of thefe Paflpofts 
in the Number delired, the Allies cannot their Plenipotentiaries to 
the Congrefs; finqe fomc being ready, £^it happens, to fet out before 
others, one Palfport cannot be made uferaf by more tlian one Perfon.

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That as the States have not been able hitherto to obtain Paflports 
in the Number that was rcfolvcd on j lb, on the other Side, the Minillcrs 
of the Allies make a Difficulty to let go out of their Hands the Palf- 
p^ts of the liieetors ^alatinc^ MaycneCy Trffscs^ and of Munfier^ and 
*<mo thofe tliat have been delired for tlic Bifhop of Strashurg, till France 
/nd Sweden do on their Parts furnifli the Number delired, and fo the 
Exchange may be made ; M. dc Ilarcn pray’d us to continue our Offices, 
in Order to have this Defect fuppJied j adding, that he was at Idbcrty 
to tell us, tliat if after the necell'ury Number of Pallports was really 
fupplied, and this Pretext taken away, the Allies would not render 
thenif.'ives upon the Place ; yet they, tlie 7)nicb Amballadors, would 
enter into BulineP, notwithAanding the Abfence of their Allies. In 
the Isvcning he feiit us a Memorial of this Matter, which goes here¬ 
with inciol.d. 


The 7'/v/.r/& Ambafl'adors being acquainted the fame Evening with 
this Mefidge, and having a Copy given them next Day oFM. de Harens 
Memorial, made very flight of it; faying, it was a nicer Pretext, and 
capable of a very good Anfwer. 'ilie Allies, fay they, having had 
treble Pafi'pr.rts from France^ as many as liavc made any Inflances for

**I’he fame Sunday \Lve.r\\x\)g tint 1, S\y Leol/ne yenkinsy delivered

tiiey had reeeived Jy^'tters from Court that Morning, and to acquaint 
me with th; Sjnee of their King upon the Matter of Neutrality, which 
jfirov 's to b ' very difl. rent from that, which he and his Collogues had 
oxpreifed th mfelvos in, in feveral late CJonverfations with us; for he 
told me, it is the Refolution of tlic Moll Chriiii-an King, that the 
N-aiter Omntry (which he intends fluill be of two Leagues, and no more) 
fhall be fuhject to the Contribution they the French have impofed upon it;

Duke • whereby we endeavour to excufc ourfclvcs, as having nothing 
to warrant us, to interpofe our Otfice..- in fuch particular Matters as this 
of the Contribution is \ and w ithal, to let his Highnefs fee, we are not 
unacquainted with the peifonal Triendiliip and Lltecm that his Maj.lty 
hath for him. 

On T'v.cfclay^ the Marflial d Tjflrade difeourfing to me. Sir 
yenkins^ in a particular Converfation of the abovementioned Memorial 
of M. de IIaren\^ toJd me, tliat they, tlie Frmch, ware not at liberty 
to reply to it in \N'riting ; but that when they have C-ommiffion from 
Court to do it, and to anfw'er fuch Papers as tliat, they would be fure 
to do it to the Purpofe. 

The Marflial, wdio had upon all Occafions declared himfelf moll ea^'y 
and much concerned to have a Neuter Country ellabliflied, did expref’ 
himfelf much otherwifj at this 'fime ; faying, that the ^hilch were 
much in the wrong, in holding that there can be no neutrality, where 
the Country is fubjeCt to Contribution ; he inftanced in France and Spain, 
which had paid Contribution to each other during the Neutrality i (I 
fuppofe he meant fomc Cellation of Arms that was between tlv m be* 
fore the Peace of the Fprevies) lie was of Opinion that the Inliab.tants 
liable to C^>ntribution might be well executed, and that without any 
Violation of the Neutrality intended for .^mballadors and their 'J'rains 

'1'hi! French^ he faid, f r their Parts, if any of their Troojis iluaild do 
tlie leatt Injury to any belonging to the Minillers e*f the Allies, they 
would b'“ fure to profecute them evim to hanging : 'I'liat if, on the other 
Side, any (^f the F)n1ch fliould infult any belonging to them, (the French 
Amballaders) the King th'.ir Mailer would quickly fend for tJiem Home, 
and the f xm r, lie faid, the better. 

Tins iMorning, I Sir JFiiliam Fcmple received a i.etter from Fy'n 
Jlmannel de Lyra^ with a Pallpcrt for the liifliop of Strashtry^^ which 
go'vs lierouit+i inclofed- I have iikewilc a Letter from M. dcSerinchainp^ 
telling me, that the States had by one of tlieir Deputies delired my

Neutral Country, we added our own houghts and Defires, that till 
tlTis fliould be ended by his Majefty’s OiTices, the States fliould take 
Care to forbid all Infults or Infolencics toAvards the French Ambafl'a- 
dors or tlieir dVain, in the Ufe of this innocent Liberty.

M. O'ilcrt reply'd, tliat the Ditfrence w as great betAveen this “rreaty 
and that <'f Ologv^ where there was in a Manner but tyco Parties, (lince 
Av ‘ and the Jrnich Avere but <me in that Avhole Bufmefs^ and tho'Lfitch 
Avere lingie, a\ ithout any Allies that AVere then declared in the ar;) 
but that in this Treaty he belioAcd there aaouIsI be near tAventy An^)-.- 
bhii'drvs of croAvned Heads, bcllde thofe cif Sffltes and other Prinm ; 
•and tlvat lie doubted Conferences couJu neft be managed among fo 
many Miniilcrs, n.ir Order kept anrr ng tja'ir Siervants, to AA'hat Number 
i(,cvir tliev ibeuld be reduced. M.^y/'cw/.v 
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M. dAvavx declared himfelf of the fame Opinion, and faid, he did 
not fee of what Ufc fuch Meetings could be, lince there were no Con¬ 
ferences to be between the adverfe Parties, but they were to keep in 
their feveral Chambers; and that it could ferve no further than to favo 
i the Pains of the Meditors, who there tvent to the feveral Parties in 
' their Chambers, inft^SPof going to them in their Houfes. 

M. dF/fradcs added, that there was no fuch Publick Place ufed at 
^reda^ till the ligning of the "1 reaty, after all was concluded that 
w hether fuch a Place would be necell'ary at the ligning it or not, he 
was fijre it w’ould not be fo before i and that if it w'erc fo then, yet 
it would be without any Danger of Diforder j lince after the Conclu- 
lion of all Differences, iJaiojctic des Ffprits feroit tontc appaifcL 

I obferved upon all thefe Difeourfes, tliat they w^ere all of Opinion 
to decline a Publick Place for Conference and therefore asked them, 
whether upon Occalion I fliould declare this to be their Senfe? they 
anfwered, that what had palled was only in Difeourfe j and that it 
being the Part of the Mediators to propofe tliofe Ways they judged 
moft convenient for carrying on the Bulinefs of the Allcmbly, they, 
wh<‘n we fhould do it in tiiis Particular, would then give us more for¬ 
mally their Reflexions upon it. 

On Mondqy ir\ the Forenoon, "Si. Colbert and giving me. Sir 

J 'vhni' fenkins^ the Favour of a Vilit, let themfelves into a Difeourfe 
ti' .ine Tenour with what is above fet down ; beginning with the 
^jrk Paliports, then going on to the Mutttr t>f Forain Amballa- 
then to the two h'rli Articles of our Project, for the good Order 
of this AflcmbJy, and concluding with nuuh of StreC upon the no 
Neceirity and vilihlc Danger of a Coneourfe at any one Pubiick Place 
j^;r Con.fercncvs. 1 cannot recollect myfelf of any d hing that fell from 
them over and above, or otherwife exprclled, than is abnvcmc utioncd, 
upon thef' feveral Heads ; only upon that that related to the Lorain 
Amhalladovs, M. Colbert laid, they hoped and dci.red that we, the Me¬ 
diators, would remember and bear Witnefs, that this'Title of Ambafl'a- 
• dors is a new' Diftieulty, and a new Delay, tl.at canne^t in the Icall be 
imputed to them, the j') cneb ; their M-iiler hating above two Months 
ago furnillicd Paliports for the Lorain Minifters, in the fame Stile in all 
' Things that the Allies had thought lit tlien to reeiiiire them. 

• M. d'A'vanx did add to the Keafons that ^\. Colbert had given againll 
^a Publick Place' lor (.Joulerences, that tho’ it Wiiuid be a greater '^Froublc 
L to us to vil.t the Parties in their feveral Houfes, than to go from one 
^Jhamber to another at the Stadthoufj ; yet that there was a far great- 
'Trouble that we lliould avoid, in having no Publick Place at all to 
take C .ire about, lince it would be a very ditficult'I'hing for us to 
content thefcveral Parties with Rooms, according to the LxpeCtations 
tliey would probably base. 

WnfN I t )ld them, in Aiifwer to tliis, that wc fliould not in the 


Icall conlider our ow n F.afe, and that the King my Mailer at my com¬ 
ing away scfloit e::pliqnc, (for I did not mention our Inflruitions) that 
he thought it would he one of the Hrll 'Things wc fliould have to do, 
W'hcn we came upon this Place, to provide a Publick T’lacc for Confe¬ 
rences, and to lay before tht' feveral Parties what (Jonvenicnctcs were 
to he had for^hc Retreat of each ,• his Majelly liad nothing in his

M. Colbert anfwered, that th'^y did not now, by Way of Propolition, 
delirc tlie 'Thouglits of fuch a Place rr. ly be laid alide, but rather give

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keep up their Rank, which is bctw'ccn Crow’n'd Heads and other inferior 
Princes, and conform themfclves to the prevailing Examples. But he 
feemed much troubled, that the Limitation intended of two Horfes and 
no more to a Coach, did not take Place. He was anfwcr’d, that we 
for our Parts would make no fuch Halle to depart from the Model vie 
»had propofed, but woujd ftay at Icall till the French and their Allies 
^ould come to a fornfti Refolution. 

' He asked, whether we defired to have the States acquainted with 
it, that they might call, as they ufe to do, the Allies together, to deli¬ 
berate of it ,* whereto he was told, that this was only an Intimation of 
a Doubt we had, that the Practice upon this Article might happen to be 
different from what we had projefted, and what they had feemed to 
approve of j and tliat we gave them this Hint, as foon as we difeovered 
any Scruple made upon it, Jeaft any of the Minifters of their Allies 
{liquid, in preparing their Trains, look upon our Projcdl as a Model re¬ 
ceived and eltablilhed here j and yet find, w hen they come upon the 
Place, that the French have not conformed themfclves to it, but appear 
abroad with greater Number of Attendants than was at firft projected; 
and that they, the French themfclves, at firft Sight, thought fufficient 
for all ufcful Purpofes, and fafeft for the publick Peace. 

This Morning the ’l^utch Ambafladors came to us, and acquainted 
u^', that they had received an Anfwcr from the States their Mailers, 
upM the Notice that they (the Ambalfadors) had given them of the 
Dycourfes which the French Ambalfadors had lately made upon the Li- 
bpty they intended to take in the Ufo of the Country hereabouts, even 
rhile the Bufinefs of the Neutrality remained undecided. 

The States Anfwer was, that they did not confent to this Liberty, 
and thought it fit the French Ambafladors fliould have fo much inti- 
* mated to them, for Fear of any Inconveniencies that might pofllbly hap- 
p(?fl. That the States thought it nccefl'ary that either a Neutrality 
fliould be agreed on, fo as to prevent all Hoftilities by Compadt, or 
clfe that there fliould be no Neutrality at all; and that this Opinion 
being grounded upon the Rcafon of the Thing, fliould not be alter’d 
at all by any Succefs in the Siege of Metcjirkhl. But if the French 
fliould make a Declaration, that no Hollility fliould be cxcrcifed with¬ 
in two Leagues of this Town, the States w'ould in that Cafe confent 
^^Jiat the French Ihculd enjoy the Liberty they now' pretend to, and 
thc^ would make a Declaration on their Side to the fame Elfedt. We

S INCE our laft of the 9tb^ wc have the Favour of one from you 
of the 4ri&, upon which wc do not find any Thing to be returned, 
but that 1, Sir William Temple^ fhall w rite this Night to the Hague^ 
foliicit the Difpatch of two Paflports more, from each of the Confede¬ 
rates, for the Bilhop of Strashurg ; which 1 fliall have now better Grour J 
to do, (fincc you think it ncccTfary) upon the States demanding thno 
for the Bifljop of Munjier. Their former Excufe was, that no more 
than one were delircd, cither by the Duke of Jjorain^ or any Prince of

T w o Days fincc, wc received from the T^uteb AmbafiTadors the Let¬ 
ter and l.ift of Paffports, whereof wc fend you the inclofed Copies } 
yefterday wc communicated both to the French Ambafl'adors; they 
feemed to receive them with much DifTatisfadtion at the Proceeding of 
tl'.c States i faying, it appear’d too plainly, that they the States meart 
nothing clfe by this Application, but to gain a. Pretence of delaying tho 
Treaty by a Demand of more Paffports for ^he Electors, which ought 

to 
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to have been made three Months ago, if their Intentions had'been fair j 
and by another for the Duke of Lorain^ in a new Stile, which the 
King their jMallcr could not grant, being not grounded upon any Pre¬ 
cedent : That tho’ the States might pretend to have a Mind to the 
l^ace, yet being engaged with Allies who had none, and tying them-

which we had newly received from the Hague^ and have given you a 
larger Account of what pafled therein, fince we obferved both the 
Diicourfes and Difpofitions of the French AmbalTadors to differ now 
from whut they feemed heretofore to do, both in the Impatience an'd 
ill Humour they exprefled, upon the Delays of the Confederates in the 
’J'reaty, and likewife in their Arguments upon the Lorain Affair, w hich 
they liave formerly told us lliould be governed by Precedents, and/ efe- 
fired Information of what had pafTcd in it, even in other Prii^cs 
Courts, without the Rcftridlion they now made to the Practice of tht\r 
own. But of all this we took no Notice to them, not efteeming it r^t 
to let fall any Thing upon thefe Occalions, without his Majcfty’s*br- 
ders, that might be interpreted to look either like His Opinion or ocr- 
f)wn. We Rave nothing clfe to add, beyond the Profeflions of our 
being always.

W I have by ours of the 5 tb^ given you an Account of our Inflances 
made to the L)utch Ambailadors, for Paflports to the bavarian Mini- 

fters. 
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fters with.thc Title of Amhaffadvrs^ and of their Promile to ufe therein 
their Diligence with the States. As for thofe for the Duke of Lorain^ 
l^ith the Title of Ambajlfadors to his Minifters, and allb for thofe for 
Jibe Dukes of Hanever and Holftein^ with the Titles of Miniflers and 
'plenipotentiaries, we fliall be fure to imploy our Offices with the FTencb 
AmbalTadors the firft Convenience. It having plealed his Majclly to 
think a Publick Place of Conferences not only convenient, but necelTary 
for this Work, according to the Pradice at Sreda and Cologn^ we 
fliall think it our Duty to promote the eflabliihing of it, as much as 
in us lies. But the French AmbalTadors having declared unto us, that 
the Obje^ions they made againfl it, tho’ delivered to us as their pri¬ 
vate Sentiments only, yet that whenfoever we, in virtue of the Media¬ 
tion, ihould propoie to them any fuch Place, and the Ufe of it, we 
fhould then more fully and formally receive their Reflexions upon the 
whole Matter. We do humbly defire we may have the Honour to 
receive his Majefty’s particular Diredtions in the Point; i. Whether we 
fliall make fuch a Propofition to them formally, as from the Mediation: 
In the next Place, whether, in cafe his Majcfty orders that fuch a Pro- 
polltion be made, it may not, however, be thought fit to defer it, till 
fome other AmbalTadors arrive at the Congrefs, whofe Alfiftance in it 
wc may exped:; whereas w’e have Reafon to l^lieve, the Fremb will 
certainly oppofe it. 

t O N Smdety wc had Speech with the Burgomafter Fagel^ and with a 
D..'putation of the reft of the Magiftrates of this Town, that attended 
^ us at an Hour he had taken from us, upon a Defire we had intimated 
a good while fince, of an Opportunity to fpcak with him and his 
C!ollegues. Wc let them know it was his Majefty’s Pleafurc, that we 
Ihould be always ready to confign into the Hands of the Juftice of this 
Town, fuch of our Domcfticks as Ihould be guilty of any Crime againft 
the Peace and Publick Government of this Place ; and that it was his 
Majefty’s Plcafure, that Juftice fhould be done upon them according to 
their Demerits ; and that wc Ihould not take upon us to withdraw or 
proted them from the ordinary Courfe of Juftice, in virtue of the 
„^^hts and fh'ivileges of that Charadcr, wherewith it had pleafed his 
^(Mjelty to honour us. 

^T HEIR Anfwer was very civil, that they would, at this our Requeft^ 
^ ready to apprehend any that Ihould be faulty, but that they Ihould 
^loath to proceed againft them without our Privity in all Points. But 
vre told them it wras his Majefty’s exprefs Dcfirc, that Juftice Ihould be 
f done in all fuch Cafes, without Regard to Privilege, according to the 
Laws and ordinary Pradtice of the Place. We Ihould have acquitted 
ourfelves fooner of this his Majefty’s Pleafyire, but that the Burgomafter 
has been out of Town, and that we did not think it fo convenient to 
do it to fuch as fupplied his Place by Deputation. 

An Envoy of the Eledor of Cohgn (as Prince of Liege') palTtng 
through this Pllice to the Hague^ where he hath refided feveral Years, 
did on Monday laft call upon us, and in his Maftcr’s Name defires the 
Interefts of the Eledor might ftand recommended to his Majefty, as a 
Prince that has ]|ad the Honour to be in Alliance with him, and to have 
fiiflfered extreamly by that Alliance : He named no Particular, but 
tliatof the Eledor’s Ri^t to one Moiety of tho Jurifdidion of Mae- 
firiebt. He did complain, much of the Infolencics of the Subjeds of 
Liege againft their Prince his Maftcr j but {cemed to apprehend much 
more, upon fome Difeourfe he had had with the Marefchal dFjirades, 
* of the French^ w'ho were rcfolved, he faid, to fall upon them of Uege

S INCE our laft of the i6tby wc have none of yours to acknow¬ 
ledge, but have obeyed the Orders your laft of the ^ tb brought us, 
to perform our Parts here of thofe Offices his Majcfty continues there, 
for procuring the PafTports fiiJl wanting for Lorain, Savaria, Hanover, 
and Holbein, in the Stiles you are plcafed to mention. When we com¬ 
municated thefe Orders to the French Ambaffiadors, as well as the 
Advice we had received, of his Majefty’s Inftances made to M. Courtiu 
for the fame Purpole, they profclfed not to have heard one Word from 
M. Courtin, of his Majefty's having over yet made any fuch Dchrc, as 
that of Paflports for Xjorain with the Stile of Jmbajfador; but pro- 
mifed coldly to reprefent to their Court, by the laft Night’s Ordin^y, 
what w.c had communicated to them i tho’, they faid, their Offices could 
ftgnify little in a Matter where his Majcfty had been pleafed to imploy 
his owm. 

The *jyutcb Ambafladors promifed to acquaint their Mafters with 
the Dcfircs of the Dukes of Hanover and Holftein, as recommended by 
his Majcfty, and made no doubt of procuring the Paflports necefl'ary. 
Thofe for the Elector of kavaria, wc have already received from the 
States, and rcfolvcd to put tlicm into the Hands of the French Ambafla¬ 
dors, who defired it of us, and from w hofc Hands wre received the 
Letters tranfmitted to his Majcfty from that Duke concerning this 
Matter j nor do wc indeed know any other Conveyance at prefent for 
them. « 

W E arc here in Expectation of hearing every Hour the Succefs^of 
what is like to pafs between the two Armies before Maejiricht, which 
in Appearance will be the moft dcciflvc A(ftion that has yet happened 
in the Courfe of this War.

O UR laft was of Saturday the \9th, we have fince the Honour 'of 
yours of the 15: tb Current; in which wc do not find any parti- 
cular to account for, befldes that of our I'hanks for the Copies therein 
inclolcd. 

On Monday Evening late arrived here Mefllcurs Oxenftiern and 
d Olivenkrantz, Plenipotentiaries for Sweden t , between 8 and 9 that 
Night they notified to us their Arrival by their Secretaries, the one 
after the other. W e told the Secretaries, that we fliould not fail to 
return their Mafters our Complement ne?rt Morning (which was yefter- 
day) at the Hour of 9 j conceiving (as we told them) that would be a 
, Time 
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Time not unfeafonable for the AmbalTadors to receive our Complements, 
and to give us their Hour to make them our Vilit in. This our Secre¬ 
taries executed accordingly, and had (upon their asking) the Hour of 
three in the Afternoon a^gned for our Vifit. M. Oxef^iern adding 
that Reafon for it, that he had already given an Hour in the Morning 
to the "French AmbalTadors. 

W E vilited M. Oxenjiiern firft, being yet in his Inn. After the ufual 
Complements made and returned, there palTcd little of Moment in 
our Converfation, only the AmbalTador cxcufed himfelf very much, that 
he had not received us at our Coach Side ,• his People, he faid, having 
told him, it was not our Coach, but our Gentleman s, that they law ap¬ 
proaching : This gave us an Occafion to cxcufe, and to give an Account 
of our coming, but with one Coach and two Horfes, and with no mote 
but two Pages and four Lacquies a Piece j it having been a Model, we 
told him, that we had propofed to ourfelves, and alfo laid before the 
other AmbalTadors upon the Place for their Practice, if they fo pleali d j 
that as We had already put it in Prafticc by our joint Vilits both to the 
French and Dutch AmbalTadors, fo wc could not go out of it to any 
others without Injury to thofc we had already vilited. Belides, we had had 
the Honour of his Majefty’s Approbation and Encouragement in the Thing. 

To this the AmbalTador replied, that he had heard of the Thing 
before his coming away from Sweden; and had heard it difeourfed and 
c6nlidered of lince his coming to this Country ; that as it had met with 
a general great Approbation every where he had heard it talk’d of, fo 
i^>lid with him ; and that he, for his Part, was both ready and delirous 
to conform in all Things to our Model. 

*From him wc went ftraight to M. d Olivenhrantzh Houfe, where, aftci* 
the Complements palTcd, he told us, how Monlicur Colbert had been 
already entertaining of him upon the Bulinefs of the Neuter Country j 
he firft repeated, and then anfwer d the feveral Arguments M. Colbert 
had ufed to him, which we do not repeat here, they being no other 
but thofc wc have already troubled you with very often j in fum, he 
declared himfelf fteely enough to differ from M. Colbert in Opinion, and 
^(^havc entered very far into the fame Apprchenlions that his Majefty 
is^leafed to have, of the Dangers that this Congrefs is in, as long as 
^is not fenced about with a Neutrality, eftablilh’d by an exprefs Con- 
^nt of Parties. 

^We were the glader to find him, and the more delirous to confirm him 
aB wc could in that Opinion, for that we are driven oftner than we 
would otherwife do, to contend (with M. Colbert efpecially) for the Rea- 
fbnablencis of fuch an Eftablilhment; and this we do, not as for a Point 
in Difference between the Parties, but as for a Propofition originally 
made by his Majefty, and long fince confented to in the Grofs by all 
Parties ,• nor do we think the French can here juftly tax us with any 
Partiality for the Dutch ,• fince they, the Dutch^ make it no Part of 
their Pretenfions, but arc contented to have all Neutrality bounded 
within the Ramparts j and fince there is a Neceflity of fettling it one 
Way or other, in Regard of the Hazard that the very Being of this 
Congrcls is in, while the French^ on the one Side, maintain, that they 
Kiay, by the Law of Nations, ufc and enjoy the Environs of this Town, 
As a Neutral Country ,• and the Dutch^ on the other Side, as pofitive 
in a contrary Senfc of tfip Law of Nations ; belides, that the States 
have declared cxprclly and folemnly, that they cannot confent to the 
Liberty that the "French pVetend to take io this Point.

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W E had found, (w we had already told you) that thefe Ambafrap> 
dors had given the Hour of eleven in the Forenoon' to the French Am- 
baffadors, for their Vifit i and that of three in the Afternoon to us ; 
and therein done (as we humbly conceived) a Difrefpeft to the Medi¬ 
ation, in Regard they ought to have referved the firft Hour to us, who 
had been tirft font to, and would have returned their Complement, and 
would have taken their Hour immediately; but that M. Oxenjiierns 
Secretary being asked, whether it would be fcafonablc at that Time of 
Night (for it was about nine of the Clock) to return his Mafter s Com¬ 
plement, and to receive his Hour for our Vifit, made Anfwcr, it was 
grown late, and that the Morning would be more feafonablc, or to that 
h.frc6t. 

This wc thought was not to be paffed over, without taking notice 
of it ,• and the Bufinefs being nice, (as all thofc of this Kind are) we 
concerted and agreed beforehand the very Words, in which wc thought 
our Rcfcntment was to be exprclfcd, which were thefe that follow :

W E refclvcd to make our Complaint to M. / Olnenkrantz^ as a 
Perfon that wc had feen and converfed with before, rather than tofnis 
Colleguc, to whom wc were yet utterly Strangers. \ 

M. Olk'enkrantz apprehended the 1 hing prefently, and ingcnuouil^ 
enough gave us an Account how that whole Matter had palled. W. 
Oxenjiiern and himfelf having had, he faid, a Deliberation upon i^e 
Matter of Notification and firlt Vilits j they had agreed tlic firft Notice 
was to be font to us, and ordered it accordingly ; this he thoug^it their '' 
Secretaries had done, as they were dirc6led. I'hat it was liis (M. 
Olk'cnkrantz) Opinion, that the Time of giving the firft Vifit was due, 
and to be referved to us the Mediators, tho’ we Ihould happen not to 
be the firft in Order that fhould fend to demand their Hour for it. I'hat 
in this Point, M. Oxenjiiern differ’d from him, and was of Opinion 
that whoever firft demanded an Hour, Ihould have it firll aingned him 
and that he had urged Prefidents to this Purpofc, which made him* 
OlivenkrantZy defer for that Time to his Opinion, as a Perfon that*had 
been upon many Embaftles before, and he not. ^ 

That when our Secretaries came to take an Hour from him, he hdjl* 
examined the Matter no further, than to givti that Time^ if it flood 
with our Conveniency, as wc could fooneft ^are, after we had vifited 
M. Oxenjiiern j that M. Oxenjiiern gave the Hour, and that he only 
confidered his Time and our Conveniency, but had not feen him or 
fppken w'ith him, about afligning us an Hour upon the Demands our 

Sccre- 
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Secretaries had made of it^ and that confequently the giving of an 
Hour to the French before us, could not properly be charged upon him. 

That now the Thing be (b done, it was not, he faid, poihble to 
undo it again; that therefore they mull endeavour to repair that £r.* 
ror, which he knew no other Way of doing, but by rendring us our Vilit 
firft, and before they fhould render it to the French. 

The Ifl'ue was, that having font laft Night to take our Hour, they 
both gave us the Viiit this Forenoon one after another, in which M. 
d OUvenkrantz took Occalion to aflurc us both, (having thank'd us for 
our Conriance in him) that they did now give us the firft Vifit, and that 
their Error was, in believing the ArobalTadors here intended not to 
make them Vifits of Ceremony, till they fliould be in a better Condi¬ 
tion to receive us, which they had fignified to us by their Secretaries 
they .were not yet j M. Oxenjiiern being lodged in an Inn, and he, M. 
d OlivenkrantZy in a Houfe not yet furnifhed. 

This Morning the ^Dutch Arabalfadors called upon us, by Order, as 
they faid, of their Mailers, it was to enquire in what Capacity, and 
upon what Intcrcft, the Dukes of Hanover and Holjiein defire Paflports, 
to aflift by their Deputies at this Treaty: Their Allies, they faid, they 
are not i and they would know, whether they defirc it as Allies of the 
other Side, they fuppofing that the Inftance had been made directly and 
ymnediately to us ; but as foon as they underftood we had not moved 
for thefe Paflports, but by his Majefty’s Orders, they faid, the Paflports 
were difpatchcd, and in their Hands ready to deliver us, 

>^NE Thing more they added, it was the Defire of the States, their 
Qjjfices might not be prefled for the obtaining of more Paflports than is 
already granted for the Bilhop of Strashurg. Not that they make any 
Difficulty of their Side, but that they find their Allies extreamly averle 
to move further in that Affair; the Perfon being particularly unaccept¬ 
able to the Emperor. We are, (;)c.

I N C E ours of the 23 wc have none from you to acknowledge, 
and little to trouble you with from hence. 

This Day the French Ambafladors gave us an Account of their hav¬ 
ing received all the Paflports mentioned in the late Memorial from the 
^Dutch Ambafladors, and of their being ready to exchange them, when¬ 
ever the reciprocal Paflports from thofc German Princes Ihould be ar¬ 
rived here. 

For that of Lorain^ they told us, the King their Maftcr ptetended 
no Way to Prejudice the Right of that Duke, in Cafe he could make 
it appear, that the Crown of France had ever received Ambafladors from 
any of his Predeceflbrs. But on the other Side, if no fuch Thing had 
ever been pradtifed, he could not think fit to eftabliih fuch a new Right 
, for the Duke or Lorain upon this Occafion. 

In the third Place, they told us, they were commanded to make a 
Remonftrance to us, of the Hardfhips put upon the Bifhop of Strashurg 
by his Paflports from the.Eledlor of Frandenhurgh^ which implied the 
fame to be likewife contained in thofe from the Emperor, obliging the 
Minifters of that Bifliop, to make their Journey hither by the fame Way 

wliich 
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1^'hich the French Ambaffadors had taken ; whereas he had many Papers 
tlrat lay at Strasburg^ and other Places diftant from that Road. 

All thefe Particulars wc immediately communicated to M. "Pan 
Jfaren, the only ^ttch Ambaffador at prefent here, who promifed to 
rt'prcfent the whole by this Night’s Ordinary to his Mailers. We re¬ 
main always, c!rc.

O UR laft was of Saturday the 26tb; lince which, we have the 
Favour of yours of the 22d Current to acknowledge. 

W E lhall with all the Care tve can apply ourfelves fo to perform the 
Duties of our Fundlion and Figure here, as to prevent in all Occafions, 
fo far as lies in us, the multiplying of unneceflary Troubles to his 
Majelly or your felf. 

IF wc have troubled you with an Account of the Demand of Palf- 
ports that was made for the Jjorain Minifters, with the Style of Am- 
balTadors, before wc did ask them of the French (as now we have done) 
in Form j it was becaufc the firft Overtures of that Demand came from 
M. dc Scrinchamp only, and not from the Allies. We thought they 
might be worth your Notice, tho’ wc could not think them Grounos 
fulficient for us, as Mediators, to make our Inllanccs upon to the French 
Ambalfadors. We prepared them with the Overture by Way of Con- 
verfation only; but as foon as the Thitch Ambalfadors acquainted us 
with the Delircs and Refolutions of their Mailers in that Behalf, we 
made our Inllancc, without expedting further Order from that Side. 

It is juft fo with us now in a further Step wc are making in the 
fame Affair. M. Serinchamp fent me (Sir William T'cmple') feme while 
lince, a Paper of Precedents, whereby he pretends to make out his 
jMafkr's 'Title and Right to fend Ambalfadors : This Paper wc ha\ e 
tranfmitted to you fome Polls fince, and we have difconrled the Con¬ 
tents of it to the French Ambaftadors, with Intimation enough, that a 
Copy of it llioiild be given them, if they Ihould fo pleafe j but as they 
did not allow this coming from M. Serinchamp to be authentick, fy 
wc could not ground any Office upon it as fuch ; but now that the States 
have font'it to their Ambalfadors here, with their Refolution upon 
it, wc fliall, as foon as the Fhttcb Ambalfadors lliall bring it us, (as 
they have already told us they will do very fuddcnly) give it in to the 
FrmZ? Ambufl'adors in Form, with our-Inllanccs upon it, without ex¬ 
pecting his Majefty’s particular Diredtions in that Point. 

W E lhall be very careful to found both the Spanijh and Imperial 
Minifters, as foon any of them arrive here, (and DonFedro de Fj>nquillo 
lias been cxpcdled here thele two or three laft Nights) what their 
Judgment is of that Pretenlion of the Duke of Lxtrain^ if it Ihould come 
to be fet up in their Courts j but we have nothing of Light to hope 
from the Puliports of any of the Allies, for wc find already by M. de- 
Haren, that the Allies (his Mailers at leaftwiic) do neither give nor 
receive Paffports the one from the other. ‘ 

Yesterday M. enlarging himlolf, in a particular Con- 

verfation with me Sir Leoline Jenkins^ upon the Relief ol Maejiriebt^ 
and, upon the Reputation and Advantages it gives to the French kSnXrSy 

was 
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was pleafed to fay, that now the Hottdviders mulS: needs ipeak out j 
that the States of Holland are at this Time aflembled; and that M. 
'Bevernme being gone to the Hagiw^ will probably bring from them 
fome Reiolutions of Importance to the Bufinefs of this Peace. 

That they, the French, will be out in March, if the Peace be not 
made in - the mean while, and will befiege and take more Towns in 
Flanders ,• and that it will not be in the Power of the Spaniards and 
*Dutch to hinder them, there being fuch Stores and Provifions of all Sorts 
in all the Places that thcFreiKh have conquered, that they will have done 
their Bufinefs with Eafc, before the other can make a Head confidcra- 
ble enough againft them: That the lelTer Towns in the Spanijh Ne¬ 
therlands will now be taken in with Eafcj and that the greater (he 
named Antwerp and Ghent) will turn and declare themfelves Repub- 
lick; and that they, the French, will receive them as fuch : That 
Sicily is now upon its laft Legs j and that it is a goodly Sight to fee the 
ftrong Fleet of above 50 Sail, that is lately fet out to reinforce the 
French Strength in that liland; and that there is not a Spaniard or a 
Dutchman that appears in thofe Seas. That the appearing of fo great 
naval Force upon tlie Coafis of Italy, was very fcafonable at this Time, 
parcc que (faid he) cela aidera beaucoup d faire an Fape, faying withal 
in Raillery, that lie knew well that we Proteftants are not much edi- 
ficjikwith fuch kind of Eledtions.

.-^^INCE our laft of the “loth paft, we have none of yours to acknovv- 
ledge i yefterday the Dutch Ambafladors came to us, being the 
after M. 'Jievernings Return from Holland-, they told us, they 
came only to repeat the Delires of the States and their Allies concern¬ 
ing the Lorain i^aflports, and Stile of jimbajj'ndors ; and at the fame 
Time to put into our Hands a Paper they had received from the States, 
containing the Inftances of the Right and Pradticc of thofe Dukes in 
this Poiht, which they delired might be put into the Hands of the 
French Ambafladors : They faid, they had fooncr brought us this 
Paper, but that they knew it had been formerly font to me. Sir William 
F’emple, from the Hague ; fo that they had cftccmcd it needlefs, till w’^c 
told them that we had not thought ourfelves obliged to deliver that 
Paper formally *to the French Ambafladors, which had come only to 
me Sir William temple, in a private Difpatch from M. Serinchamp. 
t told them it was true, and that having taken no formal Notice during 
my Refidence at #ie Hague, of what came to me only from one parti- 
evdar Minifter . or the Allies, writhout a Deputation from the States, 
We fliould" think fit to obferve the fame Courfe here, in what might 
be tranfmitted to us from* the Hague by any of the Minifters there, 
and fliould expert to receive from them, (the Dutch Ambafladdrs) 
^whatever the States or their Allies defired us to propofe to the other 
I Parties, in Purfuit of his Majefty’s Mediation at leaft we thought this 
' oueht 
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ought to be the Method, until the Plenipotentiaries of their Allied 
arrived at the Congrefs j after which, they, the ^uteb Ambailadors, 
could beft tell, whether they intended the fcveral Propolltions ihould 
be made apart by each Party, or jointly by them all. M. Secerning 
anfwered, that the firll Method ihould be obferved till the Arrival of 
other Ambafiadors, and perhaps might be followed afterwards in the 
Preliminaries which had hitherto been managed by the States, by Con¬ 
cert with the feveral Minifters of their Allies at the Hague ,• but that 
when they came to treat of the Bulinefs itfelf, he fuppofed each Party 
would negotiate their own intcrefts, and make their Propofition upon 
them to us, the Mediators. M. Van Harcn took up this Difeourfe a^ 
it fell here, and added, that this would be done however, upon a pre¬ 
vious Concert among the Allies. M. "Beoerning faid after a carelefs 
Manner, that mull be done to prevent the Propofal of Things that 
might be othtrwife inconlillent one with another. 

After this, they changed the Difeourfe, and told us, that M. Van 
Bctminghcn liad writ them Word, that France having given Paflports 
to the Duke of Ne<wburgh^ w-ith the Stile of Amballadors to his Mi¬ 
nifters, now called for them back again j but that the faid Duke re- 
flifcd to deliver them, and now follicitcd his Majcfty appuyer fan droit 
upon the Point. I, Sir William Vemple^ told him, that this Matter 
having pafled thro’ my Hands at the Hague^ I could alfure them ti.r’t 
M. Van Beuninghen was miftaken, and that no Palfports had yet been 
delivered from France to the Duke of Idewburgh, but that they ,lay 
Hill in my Hands ready to be exchanged, whenever they, the Fkat,b 
Ambafladors, ftiould bring me Palfports from that Duke for France; 
and that I was very fure thefe Palfports I w'as polfclfed of, ran only in 
the Stile of Minijire and Flcnipotentiaire. I'hey faid, it was certain 
there had been fuch Paflports, for upon that Ground, not only the 
Minifters of Ne'jsburgbt but of the Houfe of Brmfwick too, had folli¬ 
citcd the States to procure them Palfports with the Stile of- Ambaffa- 
ders. I told them, I would not anfwer whether ever any fuch Palf¬ 
ports had been ligned or no; but I would, that no fuch had ever been 
either delivered, or fo much as communicated to the States, or any, of 
their Allies ; and therefore if any fuch had been, they could not be 
looked upon as Palfports, but ufelefs Papers i and we fuppofed both tho 
States would confidcr, whether it was Ht to dclirc his Majefty’s Offices^ 
and his Majefty likewife, whether it was fit to inoploy them, in the 
Deman<^, of a Point that could pretend no Sort of Precedent, which 
was the equalling the other Princes of Germany with the Elcftors; 
lince thefe had not only imployed their Minifters to feveral Courts of 
Europe with that Character, but upon much Debate had it likewile 
formally allowed them at the Treaty of Muttfter. Whereas no other 
Prince of Germany had cither pretended to it there, or ufed it in any 
Court of Cbriftendomy that we had ever heard of. 

Upon that Incident in our Difeourfe with the Tiutcb Ambalfadors, 
which fell in by chance concerning the Way deligned of treating the 
fcveral Intcrefts of the Parties, either feparately or jointly, we have 
thought it might be necelfary for us to receive feme ^ftru^ions from 
his Majcfty i Whether, in cafe any one of the Parties (according 19 
what feems at prefent to be M. Bevemin^a Senfc or Scheme of this 
Matter)- Ihould put their Demands or Propclitions into our Hands, to 
be olfer’d to all the other Parties jointly, w'e ^lould proceed upon it in 
the lame Manner, as if it came to us fiom the whole Alliance of one 
Side, to the whole of the other ? What we ihould likewife do, in 

- cafe 
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cafe fuch Propofition fliould come to us from one of the Parties of the 
one Side, and to be offer’d only to one of the Parties of the other Side ? 
•And what we are to do, if we difeover that fuch Propofitions are in¬ 
tended to be fccrct, or feparate from the reft, cither of one Side or 
the other? 

This wc think the more feafonable at this Time to defire the 
Knowledge of his Majefty s Mind in, becaufe we conjecture, from what 
falls fometimes in Converfation here, that fome of the Parties, perhaps 
of each Side, may endeavour this \Vinter rather to fall into feparate 
Mcafurcs with fome of the others, than fincerely to advance the General 
Peace. 

This jMorning we delivered to M. d'Eflrades the Paper abovemcn- 
tioned, given us by the ‘JDtttcb Ambaffadors, concerning the Duke of 
JLorain^ Preteniions, who received it without other Reflexions, than 
tliat they fliould tranfmit it to Court; But this Afternoon he came 
to us in Ibme Heat, and faid, that having perufed the Paper, they 
found it was the fame with what we had before offered them ; that they 
had then given an Account of it to Court, and received for Anfwcr, 
that in cafe the King their Maftcr found any fuch Pradice upon his 
Kegifters, he would confent to it now j but in cafe he did not, he 
fiiould refufe it. I'hat they, the French Ambaffadors, faw the States 
wmild impofe "I’hings upon them which they had already anfwered j 
their Maftcr would be whiling, upon fuch Ufage, to rccal them from 
Jjence. Wc anfw’cred him, that this Paper had never before been 
e^n either us or them by the F)utch Ambafl'adors, or from the States 
that tho’ it were true, we had formerly received it from M. Scrin- 
and read fome Paragraphs of it to them, the French Ambafl’a- 
dor.N, upon their own Delirc, and for their private Satisfaction, yet we 
had neither offer’d to leave any fuch Paper with them, nor had they 
ydefired to hoar the whole read. dFLftradeSy tho’ he grew fenfible 
this liaving been the true Courfe of this Affair, yet continued his 
Heat, in repeating again, that the States did nothing but trifle and 
raife Difficulties, and that their Mailer was very whiling to recal them 
Jiftom hence ; but ended all, in defiring us to procure Paffports for the 
Bmiop of Meirfeilks^ the French Ambaffador to the Crown of Foland^ 
^inh we have undertaken to defire from the ‘Dutch Ambaffadors. We

O U R lall was of Saturday the 2 d Current, fince which wc have 
none of •yours to acknowledge. 

On Monday lall M.dJvaux^ upon fecond Thoughts, as he faid, 
.pnt;r’fl into by him and his Collegues, delivered us thofe Paffports that 
he had flicw a |Us, which came to their Hands on the 26th paft, as 
\^c advifod you hy the Ordinary of that Day. 

• 'r H E Pafl’ports are for the Prince Elcdlor Falatine^ for the Eledlors 
of Mayence and Treves^ apd for the Bifhop of Munjicr^ three for the 
Elettcr of Treves^ and two a-piece for the other. 

The Rcafon, he faid,'for their configning thefe Paffports to us at 
f this Time was, that they, the French Ambaffadors, thought the Palf- 
l O o o porta 
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ports fo depofited, would not only be the more ready for an Exchange,' 
but alfo w’ould be a clearer Evidence in our Hands, than they could 
be ill theirs, of the Advances that arc Hill made on their Side for the 
hiling up of this Cengrefs, and confequently for the Bufinefs of it 
when it is full. 

He told us further, tliat they had had frcfli Letters from Court, 
touching the Ijomin PaHports, of the lame Tenor with the former ; 
their King being refolvcd not to grant new Paflports for that Duke, 
as they are now delired, unlcfs he be fatisfied out of his own Re- 
giftric.s, that Mlnilters from Ijordin liavc been heretofore received in 
the Quality of ylmhqfjculors in that (Jonrt. 

M. d'Jtanx added, that M. Conrlin adviles them here, how that he, 
wh'en he w as fent fome Years linee to tJje Treaty of Hailhran^ had 
made a diligent Scarcli before he went, in their Regifiries, touching 
the 'I'ities that the Miniiters of Jjorain had been received under in 
that Court j and that he remembers very well they met not with any 
'I'hing that fliew’d there had been any received with the Stiic of 
JmhnjU'actff’rs at any I'imc in France. 

\V E arc told from fevcral Hands, that the Princes of the Koulc of 
Hininfysick will inlilt to have Pailport. lor their Miniiters, like thofc 
which the Electors have obtained, witli the Stile of ,* the 

Inllance for fjcli Palfports cannot rcgulariy come to us, but by the ^.ay 
•of the Stitch Amlsalladors, in the Name of their Mailers and their 
All ics. We therefore humbly beg tlie Honour of bis Majolt} \s gra¬ 
cious Directions, what w'c are to do, in cafe the AmbalfaCovs 

Ihould come to demand our Ofliccs in this Behalf, this being a Stop that 
we cannot make, as \vc humbly conceive, w itliout know ing lirlt'*his 
Majefty’s Plcafurc, both in Regard he hath an Intcrcll in common with 
other Crow ned Heads, (and not at all as Mediator) in the Rcfolutions 
that lliail he taken iiptai fnch a Demand w hen it is made j and likewife 
in Regard wc lately found ourfelves inflruCted by your Orders, to dcr 
mand Paflperts from the French Ambaffadors, lor t!ic Duke of Hanover 
as well as Floifiein^ w'ith no other '1 itle tlian that of Mhiijlcrs and 
^Depittez. ^ . 

JVl. dOUt'cnkrantz^ in a Converfuti(»n that 1 , Sir Jxeline yenkmsy 
had witli him yelterday, complain’d very much of the Stop that vis 
made of their J .etters in FJenmark ; and that he and his Collegue 
having received none from Sweden linte their Arrival in this Countr]^, 
intend to jcprelbnt it to us very lliortly ir. a Memorial ^ the Rcquili- 
ticn that is made to them of procuring Paliports lor the new EleCior of 
Trecr.r, and likew ife another Pailport for the Imiperor, (in lieu of ours 
that has a Claufc omitted in it) making it ncccllary for them to 
fliew us the Impolfibility of complying w ith us, or with the Allies, in 
any fuch Demand, unlcfs there may be a free Pallage through 2 )^^- 
mark for their Letters. 

He did not pafs over this SubjeCl without a Remark^ that it was a 
Wonder to him, that M. Canjpricht at the Halite Ihould defire the 
SwcdiJlj Palfports might run to the Plenipotentiaries pro Intpercitor&. '\}/ 
pro Imperio y for in one of the Pafiports of Sweden i^ run, it Ibems, 
pro hifpcratercy and no more j in the other was added,' ^ pro Imperto.: 
He, M. d OHccnh'antZy nAt thinking, as he«faid, that the Emperor, 
tho’ ncAv higher than ever, would take upon him to fend Plenipoten¬ 
tiaries in the Name of the Empire, as well as in his own j and if he 
did, that tho Diet at Kati'sbone would ttof allow itfelf to be well repre- 
fenttd by any Plenipotentiaries but of their own chooling. 


Some 
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Some Germans that bore Civil Offices in the Service of the 
in the Dutchy of 'Bremen^ being now retired to HamJmrgb^ Xaibeck, 
and other Places, have lately advifed them, the Swedes Ambaffadors, 
that there is a nc\v Treaty very lately made and concluded between 
the Emperor and the Elector of Brandenhurgh^ whereby they mutually 
engage not to treat of a Peace till the Swedes are driven quite and 
clean out of Bomcrania. 

This he, M.. d"Olivenkrantz^ faid, he asked M. Beverning about two 
Days ago, who told him, he knew nothing of any fuch Treaty, nor 
ever had heard of it ,• but, on the contrary, that his Mafters would, 
c’re long, come to a Refolution, to fix a rcafonablc Day to their Allies, 
by which, if they did not fend their Minillers here, they, the B)utcb 
Ambafiadors, would, without any more ado, begin to treat apart. 
Wc find the Inhabitants of this Town, and of the Country about it, 
begin to have Apprehenfions of the French Parties in the Maes-Walt, 
and the more, upon the Threats of the Marcfchal d Fftrades to fevcral 
of them: All which, we doubt, w ill not happen without fome ill 
Confequences to the Congrefs, or w ithout fharpening the Humours of 
each Side: We cannot conceive, that if France could be prevailed 
with to confent only to one League about this Town, to be free 
from ail Incurlions ot armed Men, but that it might have the fame 
Effect as that of two Leagues, that was once propofed by France: 
And we guefs, by the Difeourfes of the French AmbafTadors here, that 
^hcre will not be much Difficulty in France^ to give that narrow Extent, 
to the Honour and Saf ety of the Congrefs, even without Contribution, 
which will be very inconfiderablc within that Compafs, and very diffi-

in, as in ail other Matters in which w^e have the Honour to know his 
Majclly’s Plcafurc, we lliall not fail to purfue it, in the fame Manner 
that is preferibed us : We may have Occafion very fhortly to make 
this Pace, lince M. Bcccrning juft now aflures us, that T>on Bedro de 
Konquillo and Chriliive will be here next Week, and likewife that the 
States of Jhlland have made a Refolution, of fixing a Day for be¬ 
ginning the N'jgotiations here, in cafe the Minifters of their Allies 
ihall not arrive at the Congrefs by that Time. Wc fuppofc there will 
be no Difficulty of the States General agreeing with thofe of Holland 
in tl)is Matter, nor of their fixing as fliort a Day as can well be 
allowed for the Journeys of the AmbafTadors from Vienna^ which is the 
^rnfl-teft Diftance. M. Bez'erning at the fame Time gave us a Tranfeript 
of another Refolution, concerning the Pretenfions of the fcvcral Prin¬ 
ces of Qermdby to tire Stile of Ambaffadors.^ to their Minifters deftin’d 
“ to the Allembly, whereof we fend you a Copy here inclofcd, and 
which feems to excufc the Thing as far as they can find it convenient 
to do, in a Matter wdiith may lay the Diftaft of fuch a Refufal upon 
them, and thereby difoblige fome of thofe Allies, whom they efteem

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neceflftty in the ^t^ent Cohjunfture. We find nothing more of 
Moment to cncreafc this prefent Trouble, but the Alfurances of our 
being, t!rc.

‘BJght Honourable Sir, 

S INCE our laft, which was of Saturday the 9 th^ we have not 
any of yours to acknowledge. 

Yesterday M. Slajpiel paffing throw this Town from Cletes to the 
Hagtie, did vifit us at an Hour he fent to takcj he did not lay, that he 
was come to Ipeak with us upon any particular Bufinefs, excepting 
that of recommending his Mailer’s Intercll to his Majefly’s Care and 
Protedion. 

His Difeourfe was much in generals; that he was ready to render 
himfelf here, and had Orders fo to do, whenever wc Ihould delire him ; 
that without oUr Summons, none (he thought) expedted them the M i- 
nifters of the Eledors to be here, till the Minilters of the Emperor their 
Chief were upon the Place; that it would be found, his Mailer the 
Eledor would bring all Ealinefs towards the Peace, that could rcafon- 
ably be expeded from him; and that the Conclufion of the PcacC 
Ihould not be retarded one Day the longer, for any particular Intcreft 
of the Eledor’s; that he was forry there were new Accroachmcnts like¬ 
ly to arife, from the Prctenlions of other Princes of Germany, to fend 
their Minillers w ith the Style of JmbaJJadoj's as the Electors did; 
that the Right of his Mailer to lend Ambafladors, cannot be brought 
into Qpellion, llnce that, belide the more modern Examples, there arc 
Inllanccs of 2 or 300 Years Old,'how the EdcClors of ‘Brandenburgh have 
font Ambalfadors gefandt, as w^cll as Minillers of inferior Order at 
gefandt, fthofe were the Words ho grounded his Diftindion upon) to 
fuch Places and Alfemblics, as their Occalions required ; but the find¬ 
ing that we made not the leall Difficulty or Doubt touching the Right 
or his Mailer to fend Ambalfadors, but only that wc did obferve, th^ 
the Princes of Germany had not demanded Pafl'ports for their Minillcr^^ 
as Jfnbajpadors, but W'cre content to fend them with the Style of de¬ 
puties and Minif ers only to this Congrefs, till it pleafcd the Bledor 
to demand new Palfports for his Minillers w’ith the Style of Ambcfjd- 
dors i his Anf^vcr was, that the prefent Eledor, his Mailer, had alw^ays 
in his Affairs obferved this Difference, that where he was concerned as 
Party principal, as in the Weftphalian Treaties, and in thofe he has 
had I'lndB with Sweden and Poland, he font his Minillers with the Cha- 
radcr of Ambajfadors ; but where his Interclls were not diredly and 
ffnmecfiately touched, he fent only Envoys, as he did Monlicur Schwerin 
(now m 'England) to that Congrefs at Cologn. 

BUt his profclllng that he was here without any Charadcr at all, 
and delired to be treated by us as fuch, together with other dillant Ini 
linuafions that he ufed, makes us Conjedure, that the End of his 
Viliting us w’^as, to difeover how his Mailer’s Jmbajfador - were like to 
be treated in Point of Cefemony, w hen they Ihpuld come to this Af-* 
icmbly. 

To this He Was told, that the Affembly would in all likelikood go¬ 
vern it fclf in thofe Matters according to former Precedents, rather than 

make 
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make any new Examples, we conceiving, as we told him, that thofe 
Matters of Ceremony have been fufficiently eftablilhed already in the 
Treaty of Mmfier. 

He would not own, that the Jmbqffadors of France did there treat 
the Chief d Amhajfade for Frandenburgh^ with Diftindtion from his Col- 
legues, giving the firft the Hand in their Houfe with the Title of Ex- 
cellcncy^ but not to the others; nor indeed that the French and Fran- 
denburghers did fee one tlie other, during that 1 reaty, becaufe of a 
Difference rifen between them upon the Words Majcjiie and Serenitie. 

W E did not take upon us to maintain this Point againft him, but 
laid in the general, that if any fuch Qpeftion fliould arife, it would be 
no hal’d Matter for all Parties concerned to fatisfy themfelvcs what 
the Practice was at Munjier. 

Here w'c took Occalion to exprefs our Wifhes, that fomc Expedient 
might be thought on, to take us off from this new Accroachment about 
Pali ports for the Duke of Lorain and the Princes of Germany y lince it 
wras like to be a Hindrance to the compleating of the Affembly adding, 
that if the Parties could not be brought to agree in any Expedient, it 
would be a generous great I'hing in his Eledtoral Highnefs of Franden- 
htirghy to ferve himfelf of the Paflports he had firft demanded and re¬ 
ceived, which were for Deputez MiniJireSy and no more j in which 
Cafe, we thought the Duke of JL/nrahiy and the other Princes, would 
content themfelvcs with the fame Stile, and the Duke with the Paff- 
already granted him. And this, we told him, the Eleftor would 
|udgc a Thing that would not derogate in the leaft from his Right of 
fendwg Ambalfadors, in Regard it doth appear, that in the firft Project, 
^Uila for that general Treaty of Peace W’hich was intended to be at 
Coldly but was afterward held at Munftcr s the Emperor himfelf was 
content to fond Deputies only, without the Style of Jmbajfadorsy as is 
kto be feen in the printed Minutes of thole firft Paffports. 

V'fo this M. Flajpicl's Reply was, that if the Thing w’erc now entire, 
hi^Eieiftoral Highnefs might be induced to hearken to fuch an Over¬ 
ture ; or if others (he named Sweden in particular) would fhew fuch 

an Example, fomething poillbly miglit be done; but that the Elector, 

asJThings now ftand, is engaged not to recede from his Right, but to 
aft^ it; lince the Minifters of fome of tliofe Princes (he named the 

Du]^ of Ijunenburgh) do give out, that their Mailers have no Icls 

Rijght to fend Ambafladors than the Electors themfelvcs. 

This being over with Flafpicly the Ambalfadors of Sweden hav¬ 
ing taken an Hour for a Conference with us, (as the Expreffion of the 
Secretary was) came and told us, they had their Flejiipotwoirs in a 
Rcadinelii; and w^crc delirous, if w’e fo thought fit, to depolitc them 
forthwith in our Hands ■, and the rather, that in Cafe there Ihould hap¬ 
pen to be any Thing in them to be reformed or alter’d, (as they hoped 
there would not) tiierc might be the lefs Time loft on their Side, who 
were to f^nd fo far off as Swedeny if Occafion Ihould require it. 

We told the Ambaffadors, we were ready at all Hours to receive 
their Flenipowvotrs into our Hands, and would be glad to enter with 
^jj^i^oneft pofllble, upon doing thofe Offices that belonged to our Fun- 
dlion in that Cale^ only that we would take leave to relate to them, 
hoig^ tlie French ^ibafladors had made to us the fame Offer fome Days 
Wter their firft coming higher, and how we had communicated their 
Offer to the 'Lntch Ambafladors, and what their Anfwcr, and the Iffue 
then tvas. 


Having 
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Having related to them the Series of that Affair, and offer’d 
them to go to the T)utch A*nbaffadors this Morning, (fince laft Night it 
was fo late, that it could not well be) and know their Refolutions up¬ 
on tliis Overture ; they, the Swedes Ambalfadors, declared thcmfelvcs 
very well contented with this Office we intended them, and would ex¬ 
pect to hear what Anfwcr the 7 )«tcb Ambaffadors would give us upon 
their Propofals. 

They did not in this Conference offer us the Sight of their ?/<?- 
nipoiicoirsy nor had we any further Difeourfe about it i but they told 
us, they had another liufincfs or two to communicate to us, and to de- 
lire our Offices therein. 

The iji was, concerning that Paflport, which the Allies have de- 
fired might be fupplied from Sweden^ for the Emperor’s Minifters; 
there being fome Claufes omitted, in one of thofc three that came from 
Sweden for the Emperor. 

Those Claufes, they Paid, were of that little Importance in thcm¬ 
felvcs, and there being two Paflports already that want them not, that 
there can be no Pretence from thence for the Imperial Minifters to 
delay their coming to the Congrefs ; That the Minifters of the Em¬ 
peror have, by the Paflports already in their Hands, more of Provifion 
for their fafe coming hither, than they the Swedes had, as ho came 
hither without any Paflports at all from any of the Allies, but from 
the States General alone. . 

That as to the Paflport v\ hich is defired for the new Elcdof^ of 
‘I'receSy they knew not of his Election, when the PafTport come to 
Hand was difpatched in Sweden ; that they will write to theii\,Kin^ 
concerning A\hat is deiired, and doubt not, but he will give all rcafOi? ; 
able Satisfadion in that Particular. *' v 

Upon their mentioning of Writing to their King, they took Occa-/ 
fion to enlarge, and appeal to us, upon the Inconvenience they arc iindc^ 
for Want of a free Paflfage for their Letters and Couriers through t^'ic 
'J’erritcrits of ^}cnmark; deflring carneftly our Offices in removing t,his 
Obftacic, otherwife that all Negotiation here on their Part muft nc- 
cefl’arily be at a Stand. E'er bolides that it cannot be w'ell imagined, 
as they argued, how a Negotiation of this Nature can be weiLsgr- , 
lied on without a free and conftant Communication betAveen the Iferties 
principal and their Minifters; they did further alledge, that the Allies 
thcmfelvcs liad come to a Refolution, to liave a Claufe for the free Paf- 
fage of Couriers incerted into the common E'orm that Avas projected for 
the PaflTportfs of the one Side and the other; that this Refolution of 
the Allies had been fent laft Year to the Minifters of the States Gene¬ 
ral refiding in Sweden^ Avho, together with the King our Mafter’s Einvoy 
Extraordinary, got that Refolution and common Form to be approved 
of, and Paflports for all the Allies to be difpat< h’d Avith that Claufe. 

So that the States, and their Allies, having;, fay the Swedes^ firft 
offer’d that Claufe for the Liberty of Couriers; and the Swedes having 
iicceptcd it, and by granting their Paflports Avith the Claufe defired, 
executed all that lay to do on their Part, they tak.e this Offer of the 
Allies, and Acceptance of the Swedes^ to amount to fnch a 
that the one Party cannot go back from without tlv? other. 

They took Notice, there Avas a Pretext laid how on, to excufc the 
Allies from making good this Contract; for that the Moft Chriftian 
King, Avill not alloAv of the like Claufe for the Liberty of Couriers in 
the Paflports he grants. To this their Anfivcr Avas, that as one Man 
cannot have an Obligation laid upon him from the Fa6t of another, fo 

wh^n • 
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when two Parties are engaged in an Obligation or a ContraiSl, the one 
to the other, fuch Obligation ought not to be difeharged, nor Contra<ft 
refeinded, by the Fa£t of a third Perfon, that is no Party to \yhat the 
other two have engaged themfclvcs in. 

They added fiirther, that what the Moft Chriftian King docs, can¬ 
not be any Plea in Defence of what is done in 'iOenmark ; becaufe that 
the ordinary Couriers that palled through France into Spain before tlie 
War, have their Courfes ftili kept up j but in ^Jemnarki all Paflages for 
Couriers and Polls arc Hopp’d, lhat the Moll Chriltian King olfers 
Palfage to the extraordinary Couriers, that the Spaniards lliall have 
Occalion to fend through France^ provided they be content with fuch a 
Way as lliall be prefenbed them, which w ill prove to be a AVay fome- 
what about ; bclides that, he otters them all Manner of free Palfage be¬ 
tween this Place of pt/megaen and 'Brtixeh j but the King of Denmark 
will allow of no fuch I hing, whicli yet he were bound to do, if he 
pretend to any Colour for what he does from the Colour of France. 

That which thefe Arabafl’adors did linally inlill upon was, that 
there might be full Liberty for fending of Couriers to Sueeden as often 
as they Ihould fee Caufe i and that in tlie mean 'rime, they might have 
the fame Benefit in tlie Palfage of tlieir ordinary Polls tlirough ’Den¬ 
mark^ as the Spaniards liai c in the Palfage of their ordinary Couriers 
tl^ugh France^ i. e. tliat the Courfe of the Potts wdthin the Territories 
>dr the King of T)cnmark may be as free, and as uninterrupted, as 
it was before the breaking out of the War. 

viNG enlarged thcmfelvcs to this hffett by Word of Mouth, they 
^ook out a Memorial in Writing, which when they had read to us 
tllrbughout, they left with us, and we take leave to infert a Tran- 
Icript of it herewith. 

'I'his Morniug we went to the F)nicb Ambalfadors, and having 
Wiven them an Account, how the S^jeedes had ofi'er’d to depolite their 
'jHeniponooirs in our Hands forthwith ; their Anfwcr was, that they 
hoped the Aflembly would be very fpcedily en etat to enter upon fuch 
Bultnettes; that the Penfioncr had written to them, that Mefllcurs Fon- 
(jmilio and Chrijiinc would be here this Week j that M. Flajpiel reliding 
axjpk-ves^ is in a Manner w ithin Call; how'ever, that the States of Hol¬ 
land liave made a very conliderable Step, in refolving that a precife Day 
Ihould be fet, upon which tlie Congrefs llaall be opened, and tlie Buli- 
nefs of it entamu'y (as M. 'Bcoeming cxprclfcd it) whether tlie Allies 


do come or not. 

A s for the Palfage of Couriers and Letters, they could not deny 
but that fome fuch Liberty mutt be ellablilhcd, elfe that fuch a Nego¬ 
tiation could not w ell be carried on; that the King our Mailer had 
prelTcd it with all Earnellnefs to M. Van 'Beuninghen j that the States 
had given order to their Miniller in Denmark^ to ufe all Means polllble 
to get it fettled ,• that they, the Ambalfadors here, have Orders to prels 
M. Heugh upoif it, and will be fure to do it when he comes, in Cafe it 
be not done at the H^ue^ where he is, wdth Effcd. That the above- 
“KflCMioned Memorial of the Swedes^ whereof w^e gave them a Copy, 
lliould be fent away to the States their Mailers, in their Pacquet by 
this Ordinary. • 

Y o u’l find this Letter fign’d by myfelf alone, for that Sir William 
F'emple, after that he and,I had been this Morning to give Part to the 
^Diacb Ambalfadors, of what we had received laft Night from the 
^ Swedes^ w^ent, before this’Lctter could bo writ out, tow'ards Sflefdykc^ 
where he hopes to find the Prince, w ho had defired him by a Letter,

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all writ with his own Hand, (which he wfis pleafcd to Ihcw me) to let 
him fee him at Soefdyke^ if it might ftand with his Convenicncy.

S INCE our laft, which was of Wednefday the i^th^ wc Imvc the 
Favour of yours of the 8/Z'Current, together witli the Conics of 
the Duke of Holfteins Letter to his Majelly, and of a Memc rial put 
in by the Duke of Newburgh's Relidcnt. 

Wh have likewife formerly received thofc Copies of the Dukes of 
Ravetria and Hanover's Iwcttcrs, mentioned in your ‘Pqftfcript., but arc 
not able to give you an Account, how it comes to pafs that the ^IJuich 
AmbalTadors have not delivered to us tlie PalTports of the States bu- 
the Dukes of Hanover and Holjicin, they having told us above a fort¬ 
night ago, that thofe PalTports tverc ceme to their Hands, and that 
they would deliver them to us, being fatisfied that the Demand we 
had made was not upon anjr immediate Inllancc made to us by tliofe 
Princes, but by his Majcfty s particular Orders and DircCiions. 

A s to the Memorial of the Duke of Ncwhtnghs Relidcnt, M. Rccrt^ 
told us, he had fomc Account oA'from m. Van Rcnninglen., and 
profelTed he wondered there Ihould be Words fo infolent in it, • 

was his Expreflion) as that the French Ambafl'adt.rs Ihould Isave nepe 
of that Duke’s Paflports, unlcfs he alfo were latisfied in his Demands. 

This Morning hl.Reverning font me. Sir I.colinc yenhins., (V nowing 
that Sir William TAcmple was not expedit’d to return Irom S{cfeh'J'c till / 
this Afternoon) a Billet, to let me know that the States General ha^ 
appointed the i Ji of November next for the opening tf the '1 reifty • 
here, {pour /’ Overture du Cvngres) thofe arc his Words, as will appear 
by the Copy of it I hcrew ith fend. 

This comes to pafs, I fuppofc, in Purfuance of the Refoiution ^ 
the States of Holland., which was to prefix a certain Day pear I C\r- 
turc dtiCongrcs^ (that w'as their Word liliewife) in calc thcii' Allies do 
not render thcmfclves upon this Place before that 'Time, of which Rc- 
folution we have font you a Copy in one of our fornricr Difpatchcs. 

A s foon as i had received this Piece of New s, I went to communi¬ 
cate it to the French Ambafl'adors, but fpokc only with M. Colbert., 
Fi.d'Vfirades being indifpofed, and lA. dylvaux not in the Wa'y. M. 
Colbert told me, I had brought them that which was very welcome, 
and fo much the more feafonable, if they might rely upon it, as that 
they, the French AmbalTadors, had i.etters from their King by the laft 
Poll, with exprefs Orders to acquaint us, the Mediators, that tho’ he, 
the Moft Chriftian King, had fent his AmbalTadors hitficrw-ard before 
any of the Parties in War, and as foon as tlicre w’as any Appearance 
that a Congrefs might come to be formed in this Place j yet thaf*i^ 
was not his Meaning, nor could it conlift with his Dlgaity, to let them 
continue much longer here, without having fo much alone Word fpok- 
cn to them by the FAuteb Amballadors that have been here all this 
while, and w ithout any Minifters in tht; Jichalf of any one of the 
other Allies, fo much as appearing upon the Place j thcrefcre tliat we, 
the Mediators, lliould think ourfclvcs cbligod to call upon tliofe of 
the Allies that had no Minifters yet come hither, and let them know% 

• that 
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that'if tfiey' <Rd not iehd them veiy fpeedilyi-the King wdtild call 
back his AmbaiTadofs ,* and all Men-would fee and judge, they were the 
•Enemies who rofiifcd to reftore Peace to Cbfifiendom^ and not he, the 
Moft Chriftiah King: This, he faid, was hgnified to them by the 
King himfelf in his laft Letters, and that they intended to communicate 
to us in Form with the firft Opportunity, which I fuppofe will be as 
foon as Sir William temple is returned. 

From this he fell upon the new Demand that the Princes of Ger¬ 
many make for Palfnorts, with the Stile of AmbalTadors to their Mi- 
nifters, which they did mcerly, he faid, to accroche the Treaty, and 
to render our coming hither. Who are already upon the Place, of no 
Effect. 

That the Houfc of 'Brnnfwick may very well afford not only to 
endure, but to contrive fuch Delays as thefe arc, whilft thofc Brothers 
(fome of them) liavc large Subfidies from Holland^ and the Duke of 
Hanover the conftant Pay of France and all of them Winter Quarters 
for their Troops upon the Empire, without any Burthen to their own 
Countries. 

That the Elector of ^randcnhnrgb may alfo on his Side be very 
well content to fee thofe Accrochments fruftrate the End of our Meet¬ 
ing here, as long as he is profperous in all his Undertakings againit 
th^iSbsr^rj, and has as good Quarters as he can wifh for his Army. 

HE Clofe of this Difeourfe was with fome Warmth and Earneftncls, 
that it was impolfible there fhould ever be a Peace made, till France, 
^ the Emperor and Holland, do make it between themfelves, and 

refolvc, as foon as this is done, to give the Law to thofc Princes of 
' the North, and impofe a Ncceflity upon them to enter into fuch a 
Peace as fhall be preferibed them, fince they will otherwife ncgledt this 
AlVembly, and purfue their Intcrcfls and Advantages by the War.

^INCE our laft, which was of Saturday the \6th, vve have none of 
yodrs to acknowledge. 

O N Sunday the French Ambaffadors came at an Hour they had font 
to take, to join their Inftances, as they faid, to thofe the Swedijh Am- 
balfadors had made fome few Days before, for the free Pafl’age of 
Letters and Couriers through Denmark into Sweden ; they told us, they 
did it by fpecial Order from the King their Maftcr, who finds himfelf 
concerned, they faid, to have his Correfpondence with that Ally, eljic- 
*' at this Time, free and uninterrupted : That if this be denied, 

he will be forced to break the Meafures that are eftablillied for the 
Palfagc of l.ctTCrs through his Dominions, into Spain and Italy. 
This, they laid, would be of vaft Confequcncc, not only to the Spa¬ 
niards, but alfo to other Psinccs and Nations, mentioning the King our 
Matter in particular. 

The next Thing they fpoke of, was about the Project we had given

barrafs in tbefc narrow Streets,, fliall not be drawn. intp.Qpnfequence, 
either in the Courts of Princes, or in any otlw Aifcmbly that fliaii 
happen to be made for the future j nor, yet in this Place, if apy folemn 
Appearance Ihould happen- to be made, i, they inftanced in cafe of Meet" 
ing publickly to fign the Treaty. The Article, as ’tis apoftill’d, goes 
herewith inclofcd. The three other Articles they admitted of, they 
laid, as very ulfeful, M. Colhert having, fo far put one of them in 
Practice, that he hath one of his Servants at this Time laid up in the 
Town-Prifoa for Mifdcnaeanors. 

A third Thing they enlarged upon was, to defirc us to. take Notice 
how long Time it is they, the French Ambafladors, have been here, 
yet without Fruit or Effect, lb much as to enter upon any Bulinefs all 
this while, nor to fee any Miniflers from any of the Allies (the States 
(General only excepted) fo much as appear upon the Place in four 
Months Time, two of them fpent at CbarlevilL'^ to hearken after their 
coining. 

That the Xing their Mafler had ordered them to deflre us to 
quicken the Allies, and to take Notice of the unhandfome Return "bey 
make by their Delays to fo affectionate a Mediation, as that of tfiv 
King our Mafler is ; that if they did not come in a rcafonablc 'f ime, 
after fo long trifling, the Moft Chrilliau King would be obliged to 
rccal them his Ambalfadors from hence. 

Upon the firft Point they had fpokc to, which was touching tlu* 
I'ofts through ^Dcnmark^ we anfwcr’d, that we had on the Wedncf'lay 
before handfed a Memorial from the Swedijh Ambafladors to the TJutch^ 
attending it with our own Inflances upon the Rcafonableucls, and indeed 
upon the Ncceflity of the Thing; \Ve gave them an Account aTo 
how wcJl-inclined we had found the ^Flitch Ambafladors, to procure 
Satisfaction to the Swedes in that Point. 

U PoN the 2 ^ Head of tlseir Difeourfe, which was upon the Pro¬ 
ject for regulating this Aflcmbly, wc had little to reply, lince they, -and 
all Parties clfc, arc to be left at their Liberty, to accept or refufc what 
Vas there propolcd. 

Upon the 3 </Hcad, which was, that the Allies foould bs called 
H,ipon to balton away their Minitters hither, elfe that they, the Fr.e^cb 
Ambafladors, would be called .back inalhort Time: We aivfwcrcd, 
•that we hoped that the inceflant Pains taken by his Majofty jfqr i^hp 
forftiing of this AflembJy, .was ifo well known ^ tbema pind to fill tte 
World, as<not to-need enlarging upon at that Time ; and that npw it 
-hath had that good ElfeCl, as to bring the States Ccnctal to a .Refolji- 
-tion, to fix aicertain .’Day, the-of No^emhef^ for ^hc .qpepipg 
this Aflcmbly, and entering upon the Wqrk -of it. 

This 'Inftanec of tlie.Ambafladors, about t5iel?aflage of J.et- 
ters and Coumrs through T^enmark, We-prefontly acquainted the 
Ambafladors with s theyiaid no morc;.t0 it, but protefted of their i|)i- 
ligcnce in the Thing ; only M. Secerning made it his Reinark, tjigt ijic 
Moft Chrifthln 'King rifufing i:o grant the ’Claufo for the Liberty of 
Couriers in hisiihil^oct to thcJVllies,,was <the foie,Caqfc qf this Jlim- 
bal-rafs. 6 n 
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O N Monde^^ M. OxenJUern^ iif' a particular Vifit he made me. Sir 
Leolins Jenkins^ told me, he came to acquaint me, there was great 
Danger this AlTembly would be fuddenly broke up; his Intelligence, 
he faid, was from a very good Hand in France, and he thought, the 
Way to bring it about would be, that the Confederates would perfift 
in their wilful DelaySj and confeq^uently the Moft Chriftian King would 
be obliged to rccal his AmbalTadors; He enlarged very much upon 
the ill Confequences fuch a DiiTolution of this Congrefs would have^ 
both as to the further Confufions that would follow in Chriftendom, 
and to the Difregard that would be thereby thrown to his Majefty’s Me¬ 
diation.

S INCE our laft of the lotb, we arc to acknowledge the Favour 
of one from you of the Sth, with his Majelly’s Reflexions upon our 
former Difpatches, according to which Lights, we Aiall perfedtly govern 
our Proceedings here in all Points, wherein they clear us; and in thofe 
wherein they arc prefent, leave us more in the Dark, we ihall make 
Jffc more cautious Paces, and fuch which, upon joint Confultations, we 
ihall conclude to be moll agreeable to our original Inflru£kions upon this 
Ei^afly. 

isTERDAY the *Dutch Ambafladors, in a Vifit of Form, gave us the 
^Miowlcdgc of their Mafters Refolution, to endeavour the procuring 
Satisfaction, as far as they could, to the Pretenfions of the Houfe of 
Lunenburgh, for the Stile of Jmhafadors to be given their Minifters in 
v^he French and Swedijh PalTports: They ihewed us a Letter from the 
allied Dukes of that Houfe to his Majcfty upon that Subject, with fome 
*other Papers digefted by M. Mutter, their Minifter at the Hague, in the 
Defence of that Right j and at the fame Time, defired us, in the States 
^cir Mafters Names, to perform our Offices both towards his Majefty 
and the French Ambaifadors here, for the obtaining thofe Princes Sa- 


tis&Cfion in this Point. 

W E anfw’cr’d the AmbalTadors, that we fhould not fail to acquaint 
his Majefty by this Ordinary, with what they defired; but that we could 
not prefumc to perform any Offices, either towards his Majefty or the 
French AmbalTadors in this Matter, without firft knowing his Majefty’s 
Thougjits upon it; both bccaufe it was a Thing he was concerned in, 
as one of the great Kings of Europe, as well as a Mediator and we 
knew not how far he w’ould think fit to advance a Claim, by the De- 
cifion whereof he might raife a Precedent, contrary perhaps to the 
Style of his own Court, and the Practice of his Royal PredecclTors ; 
and befides, wc ought to expeCt further Orders upon this Point, fince 
the laft we received, had engaged us already, in his Majefty’s Name, to 
PalTports for the Duke' of Hanover, a Prince of the fame Houfe, 
with the Style of Minifire dr l^eputee. The Tkach Ambaifadors pro-^ 
felled to be vcrj| well fatisfied with our Anfwer, and to think we had 
Rcafon in it: We fend you enclofed the Copy both of the Letter and 
Paper, that you may obiervc, whether this Copy of that to his Majefty 
(which wc find is made a* publick Thing) agrees with the Original of 
no, and upon the Paper, ‘may make the Reflexions it deferves. 

P p p a M« 
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Betvrmng^ in fepame Convetf^tions to m t>oth Ibm^ DAys bdR)re, 
hftd told ns, that a priacipftl Otficer of the Gaenfoo c(f had 

ncvfly with hnn, and told him a Bcb^n he had of Sizing upon M. 
O'EJfraaei, -or any that -belonged to him, if be could meet threin, as 
they were erften out of the Walls of this Town ,• M. ’Bevetning faid, he 
advifed Iwtn by no Means to do it, as a Thing of publick 'Concern¬ 
ment to the Congrefs j but that he rqdicd, he had teen a Rcfolutioft 
of the States upon that Point, declaring that they could not allow the 
French Ambafladors Liberty in going out of the Town, before any 
Neutrality was agreed on j that he.confefled, he had a particular l^ck 
to M. dEftradesy upon Ibme perfonal Injuries, and bciides, thought he 
naight make a good Prize j that he, M. Beverningy thought fit to give us 
Notice of this Incident j to the Hnd, we might do the fame to the French 
Ambafl'adors, and perfvvade them to be a little more cautious, and retain’d 
in the Liberties they took of this Kind, till the Matter was agreed. 

We abfolutely told M. Becerningy this was not enough, but that he 
ought to command the Officer of Graccy in his Mailers Name, to at¬ 
tempt no fuch Thing, which would be a certain Breach of the Congrefsj 
and upon his laying, that they would give no Command to any Officers 
of the Army, clpociaily in a Matter which leemed to have been allow¬ 
ed by a Revolution of the States, and that thole Officers would obey no 
Orders but of the Prince tf Orangey we told him, that he ought himfclf 
to go over to the Prince, (then at his Houfe near Utrecht) and procure an 
Order from him, to forbid all fuch Attempts, till the Matter were re-, 
gukted j and at leaft charge the Officer to forbear them, till he,. JVion- 
licur Beverningy received the Prince’s Plcafurc upon it: This he |*ro- 
mifed to do, and to that Purpofe, that he would immediately fond for 
the Officer, who was flill in 'lown ; but that in the moan 'I’imc, 'ho 
defired we would touch this Matter to the French Ambailadors, in fuch 
Manner, that their Caution as tvcil as ours might contribute towards 
the preventing any ill Events upon it. 

'I'his j\1c<rning we were with the French Ambalfadors, and gate 
them notice of the T)utch Propofal tt) us yoftf rday, in Behalf of the 
Duke of Lnnenbifrgh ; as likcwifo (f the Anfwcr we had made them, 
fo as we pretended only to give them fomc Light in a Matter that wa*" 
like to come upon the Sta.g<\ but not perform any Offices upon tt. 
'I'licy gave us many Thanks for the Communication, and much ap¬ 
plauded the Anfwer we had made, and expreft their own Opinion in 
the Cafe, of the little Right that could be pretended by the German 
Princes to fend Atnbajjhdors ; and that either his Majcfty would not 
think fit to propofe it to the King their Mailer, Or W'ould eafily be fatis- 
fied with the Rcafons he fliould have to excufe himfolf in it. 

Tho’ the Difeourfe of M. Beverningy concerning the Officer of Graven 
wore a Point little mere delicate, yet we had the good Pottune to give 
them the Account of it in fuch Manner, that inftWd of being lliock’d 
at any Thing we laid, they prolefl'ed to take the Advice very well of 
us, and not ill of M. Beveming: They pretended neither to have done, 
nor to do any Thing in thole Kind of Liberties, that might give any 
juH Offence ; promifed to enquire, if any other Ufe had been made of R 
by any of their Servants without their Know ledge ,• and only faid, that 
it upon any light or innocent Occafions, any ill L fe Ihound be made erf it 
by the Brutality of any Officer of the States, thpy fhould only acquaint 
their Mailer with it, and leave it to him to refont it as he thought fit. 

W t have the rather given you the Account how this Matter has 
pall on both Sides, that you may plcafe to refleft upon it as a Thing, 

which. 
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which, if it ihoiild lie Idng undecided, Will hardly efcape fottite Way or 
other the railing fome ill Accidents in the Matter of the ibongrefs, 
and poflibly fome to the very Breach of it < Wherein we know how far 
his Majefty mull needs be concerned. 

W E have nothing more to encreafe this Trouble beyond the Profeilions 
of our being, (jjrc.

O UR laft was of Satwrday the lince which, we have not 

any of yours to acknowledge. 

On Monday wc renewed our Offices with the *Dt4tb AmbalTadors for 
Paifports from their Mailers, and from the reft of the Allies, lor the 
Bilhop of Straslmrgy in the fame Number and Form, as they arc given 
out to others; letting them know, as his Majcfty is pleafed to diredt, 
that there was no Difference to be made in the tilafe of Paflports, be¬ 
tween him and the other Parties in War, notwithllanding any pcrfonal 
Difplcafure that Ibme of the Confederates may polfibly retain againft him. 

The laft Sunday VoU brought me. Sir Liedine y-enkinSy a Letter 
yfom Mr. Kenmdyy which relates to Sir Richard "Ru^rodty his Majelly’s 
^ Reld^t at Rruxelky and was in Anfwer to one I had writ to Sir Richard 
Rujftrodey (who it feems hath been lately ill) to accompany a Memorial 
into my Hands by the French AmbalTadors, for Paflports from the 
Duke de ViUa Hermojay for the Bilhop of Marfeilhsy for his Return into 
Finance from L^o/andy where he is now Amball’ador. 

The Anfwer that was made, you will fee, by ft Tranfeript of the 
S,Lettcr which I take leave to enclofe, to be fomewhat angry j I ac¬ 
quainted M. Odbert with no more of it, tlian was neceflary to let him 
know, the Duke de Villa Hermofa cxcufed himfelf from granting this 
Paflport, for that the Moft Chrillian King had of late rfefuled the Duke 
P^llperts in the like Cafe. 

M. Colbert was fomewhat furprized at this Anfwer, faying, he could 
do no more, but give an Account of it to the King bis Mtilh r ; yet he 
did not believe, he faid, that France had refufed Paflports to any Am- 
baflftdor or Miniftcr, fuch as the Bilhop of Marseilles is, but it may 
be to fome Officers of the Spanijh Army j if fo, the Duke could hot fay 
the Cafe was alike, it being an ordinary Thing to deny Paflports to Men 
that be* in the adluftl Service of the Warj but never, that he beard of, 
to an Ambafl'ador, clpecially to one in his W^ homew^ds to his own 
Country, tho’ there might have been poflibly feme Pfeterice, if the Pafs 
had been for an Ambaflador to go dn his Embalfy. 

This he reckoned as an angry Thing on the Spaniards Side j and 
the rather, for* that the States General had made no fuch Difficulty, 


but upon a Duplicate of the fairie Memorial put into theit Hands, grant¬ 
ed this Bifliop their double Paflports. 1 his Refufal, he faid, was hot 
unlike thdfe Eoco^ions the L)P$ch Ambafladors did take, (as wc had 
advifed them tht French Ambafladors the Day before) at the Liberty 
the French do take in their going not only up and down the Country 
hereabouts, but alfo into ,the Retuwey wffiich was always intended to 
be prohibited. He allured me, that both himfelf and his Collogues 
had, in their feveral Families, examined what had been dene in this 

Kind; 
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Kind i and that they had found, thatt none of their Train had been over 
in the Setttwe % and that their Servants do no more but ride out their 
Horfes to airing, for about a Quarter of a League out of the Gates ,• 
and that one or two of them have been a birding not far from the Town, 
and all this Side the River. 


When I told him, that nothing but a Neutrality could clofc up the 
DilTatisfad^ions on all Sides, and that a certain Circuit of Ground, tho’ 
never fo little, being declared Neuter, would be a great Eafe to all 
Parties, and a Fence, as it were, to the Congrefs itfelf, and yet of no 
Confcquence to the War ; he told me, that he for his Part was indeed 
of that Opinion } and that having found, that there is a little Circuit 
of Ground, not a League in extent, this Side of the Waa/ weftward, 
nor having upon it more than two or three poor little Villages, which 
Circuit is known and called by the Name of the Eebevinage or ^anliem 
of Nimeguen: That this Traft of Ground being reputed part as it were 
of Nimeguen it felf, had never been put under Contribution nor Tax, 
as the reft of the Country adjacent was, to the French ; That the Walks 
they (the French Ambafl’adors) do fometimes take, are into Meadow s 
and other Grounds part of the Fchevinage ; he had written to Court as 
his private Opinion, that this little Circuit, as it has been always re¬ 
puted as it were an Appendage infcparablc from this Town, and never 
taxt with the reft of the Country •, fo if it were let go at this I'ime 
Tax-free, that would make it Neuter beyond all Pretence and Queftion; 
and confequently fliut out all Soldiers from coming within it; and ht>- 
was, he faid, in Expedfation what return W'ould be made upon '^his 
Opinion of his. 

■M. ^lafpiel having taken a Journey to the Court of ^randenhur^b 
at Berlin^ font hither the Number requilitc of Paifports for the French 
from his Mafter. The Secretary that attends here faid, he hoped to be 
back with M. Somnitz^ the other Plenipotentiary, by the firft of Novem¬ 
ber } and that M. Rocmjwinck/e (the Refident of that Court at the 
Hague') being now at CleveSi would come over hither in the Interim, -if 
there were any Occafton. 

The ^Duteb Ambafladors told us, the States their Maflers had fet 


up an extraordinary Courier, that ftiould part from hence on Mondays 
and iLhurjdc^s^ between three and four in the Afternoon, who would 
be on iCuefdays and Fridas at ten in the Morning at the Hague^ which 
is the Hour of AlTcmbling for the States: That in the Contradl with 
the Courier, there was a Regard had to his Majefty’s Minifters 
* Tiis Fs- here, and that our Letters to and from the Hague ftiall be 
^ franFd. This will be fome Difpatch for oijr Letters both 
'th?lLdi»twl thofc Days, which will be taken up within lo Hours after their 
Arrival to the Hague for the Rrilh, whereas our Saturdey Let¬ 
ters ftay the better Part of three Days, and our Wednefday Letters two 
Days at the Hague^ in Expedtation of the Time for the ^r/ 7 /. 

M. Olitenhrantz told me, Sir ZjeoUne Jenkins^ in a Viftt yefterday, 
that he hears there is a Treaty now forming between the'King of JFen- 
mark and Sweden^ whereby the former warrants to the latter his Conqueft 
in Sebonen, Hkckenning^ and all he can recover (if the ancient Pofleiltotrs 
of the ^ane but he does not believe that it is yet concluded. We

s joint Letter, and of two feparate ones from the Dukes of Hano¬ 
ver and Mecklenhurgb GuJiroWt to his Majefty, as alfo of the ^anijh 
Memorial, with the Apoftils to it, relating to the Paflage of Letters 
through Denmark, which laft we were already polTefs’d of fince the 
Beginning of May by your Favour. 

• T N the fame I^etter we have his Majefty’s gracious Directions how to 
govern ourfelvcs, in handing between the Parties fuch Propofals and 
Dcfires as fliail happen, tho’ they be prclTcd upon ns to have the Coun- 
jfbnai^.ce of being little rcafonabie as to their Subject Matter, which we 
fliall endeavour to keep to with Exadnefs. 

The fame Letter brings us his Majefty’s gracious Commands, to pro¬ 
pose and recommend to the French Ambafladors, the confenting to a 
Neutrality for one League round, which we fliall be fure to do wath 
-the fopneft. 

Your other Letter of the 29tb^ letting us fee his Majefty’s inde- 
Tgtigahle Pains and Applications, to remove all Difficulties that are like 
,tp ^fitard .the main ifluftnefs of this Aflembly, we find it to be his Ma- 
^pfty’s pl^afure, that, we on this Side fliould likewife apply ourfelves to the 
^Duteb AmbajTadors, and by their Means to the Allies, that the feve- 
,ral Mjnifters intended by the Allies for this Place may be haftened 
.ayiray, and.tffat the Obftacles now like to come on, about Titles and 
.Chai'a^ers in Paflports, and ftill remaining about free Paflage for Let- 
"ters into Sweden^ mayj jf poflible, be avPided j wherein we lhall endea¬ 
vour to do pUriPuty with that Care as may be fuitable to his Majefty’s 
^eat Zeal on xhat Side. 

SiKcE our laft, we*have little of Moment to trouble you with, but 
. what .bath p^l^fed here th^fe 2 or 3 laft Days, touching the Paflage for 
the Swedifh Letters. 

On 
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On Mtndm. the Ambaflfadors acquainted us, as from their 

Mafters*, thst? *\ijpoh'a M^orial lately put in by M. Com- 

miflary for Sweden at t\\c He^tic^ to have the Stated’new'Jh*eA|y''of 
Commerce with Sweden put in tixccution, the .States had fo prelTed 
M. MeyerenoA^ the Envoy of 'DeHmark, that he coulil nc^ but aikh6^7> 
lc4go himfelf convinced with their Re^ns,* and had undertook to 
write to his Court, to ha^e the Paflfa^e'fbr Merchants Letters between 
Holiand iiwA Sweden fet open and free ; anid that tho’ the Cafe of the 
Swedijh Ambaffadors here, was* no Part of the Conference between the 
Peputics of the State and M.* ’ yet that they, x\di*jyMcb 

Ambafi'adors, were confident, that what was thO’n prefled upon M. 
McycrcTCOii^ would have a good Lffett upon the Commerce of i.etturs 
in the Negotiation here j that they allowed us to tell the Sweden Am- 
bailadors as much. 

Another Thing X\\c.^yntch Ambalfadors told us, that they having 
acquainted their Mafters, with the Account wc had given them fomc 
few Days before, of the French Ambalfadors having feconded the In- 
ftanccs that the Swedes had made by their Memorial, for a free Pafllige 
for their Letters and Couriers through ^Jenmark^ and how they liad 
in a Manner threatned, that in cafe this were not granted, it might 
bring the Moft Chriftian King to give an Interruption to the Paflage of 
i.etters through the Kingdom of France. Their Anlwer was, in, the 
Name, and by the Orders of the States their Mafters, that tlic present 
Difticultics have not their Rife from them, or any of their Allies'*, that 
they had agreed the Liberty, not only of the ordinary Poll, but of 
Couriers upon all Occafions, ftiould be provided for in all PalTporrs j 
and that the firft Draughts of the Pailports were fo concerted ; and 
moreover, thitt they and their Allies had difpatched their relpc^tivc 
Pailports, with Claufes clear and full to that Effcft that they always 
underftood France had agreed to tlic fame, and did appeal to me. Sir 
tVWiam T’emplo^ who had offer’d them feveral Changes and Amend¬ 
ments in thofe Draughts, which tliey could not imagine to have come 
to my Hands out of FMgland^ but with the Concert of M. dc Rtiv/gny, 
wl)o then managed the Affairs of the Preliminaries with his Majefty ; 
and that, they, the States, did fufpend the Force and Effect of the 
Claufe concerning Couriers, by a Refolution tliey pafs’d into, when 
they found the Moft Chriftian King refufe to grant the reciprocal in 
his Paft'ports to the Allies ; that when it lliall pleafe the Moft Chriftian 
King to ue-cflablilh that Claufe, by confenting it fhall bo admitted, as 
it was firft agreed, into all Paflports of the one Side and of the other i 
they, tlie States, will readily concur in it, and doubt not but to pre¬ 
vail with their Allies to do the fame ; and the rather, in that they do 
not conceive, that there can be Tuch a Freedom fettled any other Way, 
as the Nature and Importance of this Negotiation does require. 

A s to the Menace of flopping the Coiirfc of I.ettcrs through France, 
* the};, the States, have no more to fay, but that that was cftablifh’d 
upon a Contraft, whereto they arc not Parties at all, nor any of their 
Allies, faving the Crown of Sparn; ’and that tholb being Meafures 
agreed to between the two Crowns alone, and that before the Claufe 
, of Couriers came in Queftion, or the Forms of the' Paffports were 
^. thought on, they, the’States, look’d upon it as a Concefn of the two 
Crowns between thcmfelvcs,- and wuot *as Bulinefr relating to‘their 
..Alliance.^ 

'On ‘I'ncfday we acquainted the Fnnch Ambafi'adors with the Re¬ 
flexions ubovefaid, that the States had made, and commended to us by 

their

their AmbalTadors. Their Anfwer was, that their King did not find it 
for his Conveniency, to have Couriers pais through his Dominions at 
Pleafure, without prefcribing them the Ways they ihould take f yet 
that they thought the Liberty of the ordinary Spanijh Courier, every 
15 Days from ^ruxells into Spain^ very well deicrved to be compen-* 
fated by fome fuch Liberty for Swedifi) Couriers, to pafs at certain 
Times through ^Denmark; and the rather, in that the Conveyance 
which was before the War by the ordinary Poft, is now quite flopt and 
taken away. That that which is deduced in the Swedijh Memorial, of 
an Offer made by France, to fuffer the Couriers to pafs from hence on 
the Rhine Side to Switzerland, and ib to Ijyons, and thence to Spain, 
will be ftiH made good by France, provided a Liberty equivalent be 
granted to the Swedes and the French, on the ^Denmark Side. 

Having thus done with the French AmbalTadors, we were upon the 
fame Errand with the Swedes ; the Ihort is, they would not fay, that 
the Conveyance which the States were like to procure for Merchants 
Letters would fatisfy them, in Regard, they faid, all fuch Letters muft 
pafs through the Hands of the *Danes ; nor were they plcafed to feem 
lenfible, that what Liberty Spain had of fending through France, was 
upon a particular Accord founded upon Rcafons peculiar to thole tw’o 
Crowns j and it being an Accord made before the War between Sweden 
and Ticnmark, it was not eafily to be drawn to evince, that tliere 
ought to be the very fame, or the like Accord between the two Crowns 
iji-liie North, That which the Swedes flood upon w'as, that they hav- 

t in Conformity to the Accord llipulatcd at the Beginning, for a 
rtf*of Couriers on all Sides, ana fufficicntly provided for by an 
3fs Claule in the firft Paffports, executed what they had to do, in 
ig out their Paffports to the Allies accordingly, the States and the 
Allies were to look upon their Calc as leparate from that of France, 
and that the Refulal of France to conform to that Stipulation, ought 
not to prejudice them who refufe not. 

That which they feemed to fuggcfl as moft pradlicable, was the 
ftflTgning of a certain Route to Couriers; and if Spain and the Allies 
would be content to take fuch a Way as France fhould give them on 
that Side, they, the Swedes, W’ould lubmit to the like for the Courlc 
of their Couriers through Denmark, provided it were a Diverfion that 
were rcafonable, and with Relation to the Motion of Armies, and to 
llrong Places. 

One Thing more we have to trouble you with, it is, M. Cafpari, a 
Counccllor of the Duke of Newburgh, brought us a Letter from the 
Duke his Mailer, the Copy whereof goes herewith inclofcd, and took 
an Hour to fpeak with us on 'Tuefdas Morning : His Bufinefs, he faid, 
W'as to change the Paflports of his Mailer, with thofe he expcAed from 
us ivom France Swedenixom Sweden, we told him, we had none 
come, wliich we thought might be attributed partly to that the Duke 
his Maftcr ivas not yet in the Alliance, when his Majcfly made a 
Demand of thg Paffports for the Allies from Sweden, according to a 
Lift that the States General had given him, and partly from the Inter¬ 
ruption that is lately fallen upon the Courfe of Letters through T)en- 
mark into Sweden. 

Having given him the three Paffports from France into his Hand, 
htf was plcafed to aelire Leave to compare them, according to his Orders, 
as he faid, with Copies Re had brought with him of the Paffports of 
France to the Minifters of Rrandenburgh j he quickly found the Stile of 
jmbajpaders, which he look’d after, was not in thofe for his Mailer’s 

aqq Mini- 
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Miniftcrs j and having found it wanting, he told ns, but in a civil 
Manner, he could not exchange with thole Palfports, his Orders ex- 
prefly bearing he Ihould not: Thereupon he enlarged himfelf into 
feveral Reafons j as ij 9 . That it is confelTcd of all Hands, the Princes 
of the Empire, as well as the Elcftors, have jus Legationis. 2. That 
at the Alfembly of Mutter^ the Eledofs had no Ambalfadors; and that 
at the Aflcmbiy which is called that of the Rhine, the Miniftcrs of 
the Princes, as well as thofe of the Eleftors, were ftyl’d Legati. 5. 
I hat when divers Princes of the Empire, as well as Ibme of the Eledt-^ 
ors, font into France in the Year 1668, for procuring and facilitating 
the Peace between the two Crowns, the Baron de f Herode was fent 
thither by the Duke of Newburgh, and received the lame Treatment 
with the Ambafladors of the Eledtors, that were there upon the fame 
Errand. 4. That his Mafter is of the ancienteft Houfe in Gcrtnat^, 
capable to have two feveral Elcdtoratcs defeend upon his Line, and 
therefore thought his Cafe, as being the firft after Ravaria upon the 
Bench of the Secular Princes, that pretend to go du fair with the 
Elcdlors in this Prerogative of fending Jmhajfadors, 

W E anfwcrcd him, it wras not our Bufincfs to examine or difeufs thofe 
Points, but mccrly to reprelcnt what Ihould be depo/ited with us, to 
the other Parties concerned ; only we dcfired him to confidcr, that the 
contrary of what he affirmed of the Pradtice of Munjter, having been 
avert’d upon feveral Occafions by the French and Swedes, the Judgment 
of it would be, as the Proof of the Matter of Fadt Ihould happen to'be 
clear and authcntick on the one Side, or on the other ; and whatf the 
French do fay was eftablifhed there, M. Colbert, upon his own Jv^ow- 
Icdgc and View, docs affirm to have been the conftant Pradticc at'']^ip- 
Aflembly of Frankfort, at the Coronation of this Emperor: Befidfcs, 
\vc told him, that what he allcdgcs of the Baron del'Herode is very 
material, but that to bring it Home to this Point, it mull appear, that 
that Minifter, in his Letter of Crcance to the Moft Chriftian King, and 
in that of Recreance from the King to the Duke, had the Stile of 
gattis or dtnbc^ador, and w ithal did cover at his firft Audience before 
the King. 

This Gentleman having confidcred thefe Things, and being fatis- 
fied that the Palfports which had been firft ilTucd for his Mailer, and 
had the Stile of J/mbqffadors, had been called back, becaufe they were 
given out upon a mccr Miftake ; and being further alfured, that the 
Pall'ports given out at the Beginning of this Negotiation, even to the 
Electors thcmfelves, were with the Stile of Minfjires and FJefiitez only, 
and not at all with that of Jmhajfadors j and that wdiich gave Orcafion 
to this Demand of the Houfe of Rrunjwick, and the Duke of -Lorain, 
proceeded from a Demand that the Elcdtor of Rrandcnburgb, upon 
lecond Thoughts, had made, to have the Stile in the Pall’ports granted 
to and exchanged with him, changed into that of Ambajfadcrs he 
feemed to be much better fatisfied, and told us, there were feveral 
Things in this Affair, that his Mafter was not fully informed of, which 
he thought. When the Duke had undcrltood, he might give him Orders 
of better Satisfaftion than thofe he brought now' along with him. 

This being over, he fell into very great Complaints of the Suffer¬ 
ings the Dutchy of yuliers groans under from the ftarrilbn at Mag- 
Jiricht. That which was new, (for his Majcffy hath ,bccn acquaintc*d, 
as we perceive by the Copy you have been pleafed to fend us of that 
Duke’s i.etter, with the old Exaftions) was for Pioneers, and the Rc- 

* pair 
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pair of their Fortifications, which was ftill double to the Proportions 
of CleocSi and tlie Spanijh Qelderland. 

W E found ourfeives obliged to give the French and Swedtfit Am- 
balTadors an Account, as we have lince done, of what pafl'cd between 
us and this Gentleman about the Exchange of Paflports; the Anfwer 
that the French gave us was, that their MuUcr did not intend to make 
any Enquiry into the Jnciennctc^ or other Prerogatives of the l^rinces of 
Germany^ nor to interpofe in the Pretcnlions they may have, the one in 
Concurrence to the other ; that in this Affair, touching the Stile and 
Treatment of Amhaffadors^ he governs himfelf by Poflellion ■, that 
he finds the Electors Jiad the Poffcflion both at Mnnfter and Frankfort^ 
of what they now pretend to; and that he goes along with that Pof- 
felllon, and ihall do the like to thofe Princes not Electors, that can 
make Proof of fuch a Polfeflion. 

The Swedes^ when we acquainted them with it, told us, they 
would write to the King their Maftcr, as foon as they Ihould be put 
into an entire Pofleflion of that Freedom for their Jx'tters, as is ne- 
cefl'ary for fuch a Negotiation ; but that this being a Bufinefs in which 
the Emperor and the h-ledoral College has an Intereff, they do believe 
that their Mailer will be very wary in concurring in any Novelty that 
may be to the Prejudice of the Emperor or the Electors. 

This Morning the French AmbalTadors taking an Hour, acquainted 
us with the King their Mailer’s Refolution, that he w as wnlling to 
ponfent to a Neutrality, even without Contribution, that might extend 
to half a German League about the Tow n of JAimegtien of this Side of 
thaHff^r: We acquainted them at the fame I'ime, we had laft Poll 
n^ived from his Majclty, Orders to dclire their Offices for obtaining 
^eir King’s Confent, that a Neutrality might be agreed on, extending 
to one League about this Town ; We told them, we did not doubt, 
the Extent intended both by them and by us, would prove to be the 
fame, tho’ exprclled in different Terms; and w hen we mentioned to 
tl^em certain Places, that we thouglit would agree with his Majeily’s 
Meaning, they confented to them as fuch as would be within their 
Mailer’s too, and confequently, that after the Thing fliould be propofed 
and agreed by the FJiitcb^ (who have already profeffed their Readinefs 
to any bimits that fliould be propofed by France) we Ihould, with 
the Affillance of them, the French AmbalTadors, fet out fuch Places and 
Alarks, as fhould determine the Bounds of this Neutrality : So that 
we elleem now the whole 'Filing to be agreed, and fhall give his Ma- 
jefty an Account of the further Progrefs to be made upon it. 

The Ambaffadors told us, the King their Mailer had confented to 
this Neutrality, upon the Reprefentations made to him of the Inconve- 
nicncies and the Dangers, (which we had often laid before them) the 
Want of it would unavoidably bring upon the Congrefs. We are,

S INCE oul laft of the 5 th^ we went to acquaint M. Van Haren, 
in the Abfence of Monlieur 'Beverning^ with the Conceflion made 
by the Moft Chriftian King, and lignified to us by his AmbalTadors here, 

(^q q z COD" 
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concerning the Eftabliihment and Extent of a neutral Country nl>out 
this IWn. We put him in mind, at the fame Time, of what the 
States and their Allies had fevcral Times declared upon this Occafion, 
that they fliould agree to whatfoever Limits 'Prance ihould propofe, 
whether of a Qparter of a League, two Leagues or more, fo it might 
be on this Side the River, and without Contribution j we thereupon 
exprelTed our Confidence of no Difficulty being like to arife from the 
States, and confequently of thofe Matters being well ended. Monfieur 
Van Haren furprized us by the Coldncfs with which he received thofe 
Difcourfes, and by the Anfwer he made us, which was, that he fhould 
acquaint his Matters with what we had told him ; but that they, their 
Ambaffadors, had no Power to accept this Propofition, nor any other 
upon this Matter i fince wo might remember, that when it was latt in 
*1 reaty here, during the Siege of Maejiricht^ they acquainted us with 
the Refolution of the States, that in Cafe it ihould not be agreed be¬ 
fore that Siege ended, either one Way or other, they would not after¬ 
wards be obliged to come to any Adjuttment at all upon it, but ihould 
leave it ftill upon the Terms it then ftood : We replied, that we did 
not at all remember any fuch Refolution of the States liad ever been 
iignified to us, nor any Difeourfe of them their Ambattadors to fuch 
Purpofe. That, on the contrary, we did well remember, that they hav¬ 
ing told us their Matters Refolution abovementioned, to be content with 
any extent of a neutral Country which PYance ihould agree to, provided 
it were with thofe two Conditions j they added at the lame Time,-* 
that this Refolution being grounded upon Reafon, no Succofc Aiat 
ihould happen one Way or other in the Siege of Macjiricht could nAike 
them change it ; that hereupon we had confidently told the Fremiu- 
Ambattadors, there would be no Difficulty on the Part of the Stafes, 
and had written the fame to his Majetty, upon their advancing this latt 
Propofition, that we defired he would write thus much to his Matters 
froih us; and that we hoped they would make good what we had 
faid or done, fince it was agreeable to all which they had yet declared# 
to us upon this Occafion. He promifed to do fo ; but M. Secerning not 
being here, and their Commiffion running to any two of them, he ad- 
vifed us to fpeak with M. O'Odyike, w ho was then new ly arrived in 
Town: We did fo immediately; and tho’ he faid, he came 6nly here 
to give fome Orders about his Houfe, and meddle with no other Bu- 
finels, but would return next Day to the Prince j yet he exprefled his 
own Satisfa&ion, in what we told him had been fignified to us from the 
French Ambattadors, and that he ihould joyn with M. Van Haren^ in 
reprefenting it to the States. We met afterwards both M. Colbert and 
him upon the Walks here, and falling into Converfation upon this 
Subjedt, they both agreed in defiring, that when this Matter ihould be 
eftabliihed upon the Terms already propofed, there might be a .|urthcr 
Agreement, for extending the Liberty of the Ambattadors themfelves, 
both in their Perions and Domctticks, w ho fliould accompany them to a 
greater Dittance, and even ib as to comprehend the Twvn of Cleics; 
which we told them, we ihould be very ready to endeavour, when this 
prefent Matter were once ended, and the Limits thereupon well afeertaiu’d. 

Two Days ago, aMinitterof the Eledior of Cohgn fwho had for¬ 
merly patted this Way to the Hague^ as we advifed y#u; came to us, 
with Defircs from his Matter, to procure him P^ports jfor his MinilUrs 
cr Deputies, to come to the Congrefs. He faid, he had already de- 
luanded them of the States, and their Allies, by a Memcrial at tlie 
Hague^ and defired we would do the fame herb of the French and S'^jee- 
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AmbaiTadors. We asked him in what Figure that Bledor in¬ 
tended to fend them to the Congrefs, whether as a neutral Prince, or 
an Ally to any of the Parties, and whether he demanded the PaiTports 
for ^Deputies only, without pretending any other Charader; He told 
us, he believed it was as a neutral Prince, but had not any dire< 5 i Orders 
to fay fo i that he had no Inftrudtions to demand any other Charadcr 
than that of deputies i and thought it would be neceflary, fince he 
believed there would come three from each of that Bifliop’s Diocefes of 
Cologn, Ldege and Hildjheim: We defired however he would give us in 
a Memorial, which ihould exprefs his meaning in both thefe Points. He 
gave us the inclofcd j upon which we demanded Pallports of the French 
AmbalTadors accordingly, who made no Difficulty of Writing for them 
by the next Ordinary. But yefterday, the faid Cologn Minifter came and 
acquainted us, that he had newly received Letters from his Mafter, 
which commanded his immediate Attendance upon him at Cologn^ with 
Intention to give him more particular Inftrudtions therein, in what Man¬ 
ner he Ihould demand thofe PalTports ^ he faid, he lliould be back in 
four or five Days, and thereupon defired us to forbear our Offices to the 
AmbalTadors upon this Subjc<St till his Return : This we told him we 
Ihould do, in Regard of the Swedes^ whom vve had not yet fpoke 
to; but having done it already formally to the French^ we were un¬ 
willing to go again upon fo light a MclTage, but adviled him to in¬ 
timate what he had defired to Monficur Carriere^ who was his great 
Acquaintance at Liege^ and is now, tho’ without any Poll, much con- 
fideil^d^d imployed in the Bufinefs here by M. d EJirades. We are, 
y^cE the Writing thus far, M. Van Haren has been with us, with 
'<u»r^nfwer from the States his Mailers, to the Propolition of France, 
upon the Subject of the Neutrality j it is, that they entirely confent to 
it, and defirc us to perform the Offices neceflary for afeertaining the 
Limits, which wc promifed to do upon the firft Occafion. 

He told us likewife, that upon his repeating to the States his Mailers, 
tlie«lalt Inftances wc made by his Majelly’s Order, for the prefling yet fur¬ 
ther the Allies, to haften their Minillcrs to the Congrefs, the States had 
returned him Anfwer; that having on the %zd pall, by a formalRelblution, 
fixed a Day for the coming of their Allies, or clfe for entring into the Bu- 
linefs of the Treaty without further Delay j they could do nothing more 
than declare, that they Hill perfillcd in the fame Refolution. 

W E have nothing more to cncrcafe this Trouble beyond the Afluran- 
ccs of our being ever, (^c-

O UR 1 all “was of the 9 th i fince which, we have none* of yours 
come to Hand to acknowledge, nor have we any Thing to add, 
but that ycllerday wc communicated to the French AmbalTadors in Form, 
what M. Van Haren had acquainted us with, of the States his Mailers 
accepting the Nettrality on their Side in the Extent, and upon the 
Conditions oflPer’d |by France. 

In the Afternoon,^ wc rid abroad with the French AmbalTadors, on 
Purpofe to confider of the Limits that might be agreed on for the Neu¬ 
ter Country. Wc found a Neutral Bound made by a fmall River 

crofltns; 
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crotfing tlic high Way to Gratae j here they were content to fix their 
Bound on that Side, tho’ they feemed to doubt, whether they could 
extend it to the fame Diftance on all other ; but that we lhall en¬ 
deavour to adjull Mirith them, and to make it equal, if we can, on all 
Sides. Wc eftcem that Bound to be about ah Hour from J<Smegmn^ 
and confequentiy agreeable to his Majefty’s Intentions. 

W E reckon this Matter to be now in a very good Way of being loon 
and well eftabliihed. Since the writing of that above, we have the 
Favour of yours of the 6th Current come to Hand. We fliall not fail 
to do the Offices therein directed, for PafTports to the Duke of Mecklen- 
hurgb Gthrow's Minifters, and we fhall endeavour to keep dole to w'hat 
his Majcfiy is plcafcd to preferibe, for our better Government, in Cafes 
wherein himfclf and the Stile of his Court, as a Soveraign Prince and 
great Monarch, may be concerned. 

As to the calling upon the Confederates, for the hallening away 
their Minillcrs to this Place, our laft will have brought you an Account 
of what Anfwer we have had by M. T^an Haren from the States General, 
to the Inftance w^e had made in his Majelty’s Name to that Effect: 
So that liave nothing now to add, belides the Aflfurance of our

'Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE our laft of the \ rth^ the French Ambalfadors have, in Com¬ 
pany w’ith us, made further Enquiry after fuch Idmits, as might 
moft properly be given to the Neutral Country, and yet comply with 
tlieir Orders from Court in fome Mcafure, as W'cll as ours : They have 
agreed on three more, on three feveral Highways, befides what wo 
laft advifed you of, upon that to Grace ; as to fome others, wrhich they 
thcmfelves thought proper, but doubted whether they would be allowed 
to be within the Compafs of their Orders, tlicy have writ to Court, 
and expect an Anfw’^cr w'itli the firft j but have m the mean Time given 
Orders to the Commander of Macjirichty to fuffer no Parties, upon any 
Occafion, to come W’lthin thofe Bounds they have already in their own 
Judgmcnt^alfigned for the l'!,xtcnt of the Neutrality. 

The Tiutch Ambafllidors do not defirc to be concerned in this Mat¬ 
ter, till the French have digefted the Propofition they intend to make 
in its whole Compafs ; and will then, as wc believe, be eafy enougli in 
agreeing to it, provided the Diftance in all Parts approach in any 
Mcafure w^hat W’e acquainted them was agreed to by the French at our 
firft Conference, which was at half a German League ; fo that we hope 
there will no great Difficulties a rife upon this SubjeCt, tho’ it be not 
yet perfected, as we thought it might have been by this Time. 

^'HE French Ambafladers having formerly complain’d to us, of the 
Refufal given them at Rruffels of Paftports for the Bifliop of MarJsilleSy 
upon his Return from Foland^ and declaring to us, that their Mafter 
was refoived, upon this Occalion, to refufe likewdle ^II Paftports to the 
Subjects of the Catholick King, we undcrtocftc to Vvrite to the Duke 
tie Pllla Hermqfa, efteeming that it becamccour Function, as Mediators, 
to endeavour the Prevention of any new, or greattfr Sharpnefs than 
had hitherto been pra^tifed between any of the Parties in the Ccurfe 
» of 
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of this War j but finding iince, by ft Meinorial of the TPrench AmbftfTa- 
dors, that they defired us at the fame Time to procure Paffports from 
all the Confederates, for the Marquiis of ^try^ Efw^e Extraord^irfi 
en la hajfe Allcmagne, now returning for France^ and for a Son of the 
Marquifs de FeuyuterSy going to fucceed in the Marquifs of J^try's Em¬ 
ployment: Wc have thought fit to write to the de Villa Her* 
mofd only upon the Subject of the Biihop of JdarfeilleSy and to make a 
Paufe upon the others, till we have known the Senfe of the ^Duteb 
AmbafTadors about them ,• becaufe we thought there was a great Diffe¬ 
rence between demanding Paffes for a Minilter returning from a Neutral 
Crown, and deliring- others for the Return of one Minifter, and the 
Difpatch of another, into a Country, and among Princes actually en¬ 
gaged in the War j elpecially fince we know the Emperor has forbid¬ 
den the Admiflion or Rcfidence of any French Minifter in thofe Parts 
of the Empire ^ and the Allies may poflibly think the Pafliage and Ne¬ 
gotiation of a dextrous Minifter to be of as much Confequence, as the 
very Paflage of French Troops through their Country; But if wc find 
the ^Dutch AmbafTadors eafy in this Point, as they have already been 
in that of the Biflrop of Marfcilles, wc (hall endeavour this likewife, as 
we have done the other. 

IN feme Difcourle between me. Sir William ‘T’emple, and M. Fleiser- 
ningy on Saturday laft, in a private Vifit I made him upon his Return 
from Holland, I found him very vehement and open in his Complaints 
againft the Councils and Proceedings of the Emperor, in the Delay of 
his Mimfters coming to the Congrels j he went fo far, as not only to 
la^ytliat they would begin to treat at the Time appointed by the 
Sj^es, in cafe the Imperial Minifters did not come, but that they 
w»uld make a Peace without them, and that he knew they could do 
it in three Days Time. He faid, that he had held the fame Difeourfes 
the Day before to a Gentleman of Cologp, whom he took to be a Sort of 
Minifter imploy’d there by the Court of Vienna, and that he had done 
it,on Purpofe that the laid Gentleman might acquaint that Court with 
*his Difeourfes. 

B u T I found in the reft of my Converfation with M. Eet'erning, that 
he had not feen the Prince of Orange in his late Journey to Holland, 
nor lince his Highnefs’s Return from the Campaign, and that he rcfolv- 
cd to make another Journey fuddcnly to that Purpole ; which, he faid, 
it would be neceffary for him to do, for receiving fuller Inftrudkions 
before the Treaty began j fo that I prefumed his fir ft Difeourfes came 
rather from his ow n Heats, than the Orders of his Mafters, and chiefly 
from the Diffatisfadion they had in Holland, upon the Belief that the 
Councyis at Vienna confidcred fo much the Interefts of Germany, as to 
neglcd thofe of Flanders, in the Courfc of the War j and that their Ar¬ 
mies, upon the great Advantages they now had over the French Forces 
in Alfatia, inftcad of marching into the Country either of 2 f«r- 
gundy, or Lorain, for the taking up at leaft their Winter Quarters there, 
10 as to be r^dy in the Spring for an Invafion of France, tvould con¬ 
tent themll-lves to poll their Troops in the Countries about 
fo as in fomc Manner to block up that Place this Winter, in order to 
tlie bclicging it next Campaign ; which the Dutch think will be a 
Way to lengthen out tlie War, and to expofe Flanders again next Sum¬ 
mer to the greateft Strength and Attempts that can be made upon it 
by the Moft Clwiftian l^ing, in the Head, and with the chiefeft Force 
of his Army. ^And this *1 remember, the Prince of Orange, when 1 
went to him laft at Sccfdyke, difeourfed of to me, as a Thing that he 

appre- 
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apprehended from the Councils at Vitena^ and which bethought would 
be of great Prejudice to the Affairs of HoUand and Flanders^ in the 
Profecution of the War, if it fhould continue another Year; which 
made me take the more Notice of it now, as a likely Ground of M. 
Severnir^s firft Warmth upon this Argument, having had, as he told 
me, long Conferences with the Penfionary, tho’ he had not fecn the 
Prince. We have nothing more to add to this Trouble, befide the Affu- 
ranccs of our being always. Sir,

O UR laft was of the \6th^ fince which we have the Favour of 
yours of the \ith Current to acknowledge: We fend herewith 
inclofcd a Copy of the Letter we have writ to the Duke de Villa Her- 
mefa, upon the Subjedt of the Palfports, which the French AmbalTadors 
defire for the Bifhop of Marfeilles. 

Tho’ the Day prefixed for opening the Congrefs here be fo near, 
yet we hear of no Publick Minifters that are fet out, and upon their 
Way to this Place. Fedro de RenquiUo is faid to be detain’d .by 
his own private Occalions at Jntwerp, and M. Wafpeil (for thofe arc 
the two we had once neareft in View) is ftill at Rerlin ,• nor is.jt cer¬ 
tain, as M. Reverning told me, Sir Leoline Jenkins^ in a private Vifit I 
made him on Monde^^ whether the Chancellor Somnitz^ W'ho w'as onVe„- 
intended the Chef ajmbajfade., comes or not, he endeavouring to ek- 
cufe himfelf upon his Unweildinefs of Body, but M.de Schwerin labour¬ 
ing all he can to havd him put upon this Employ. 

M. Reverning, upon the Mention of M. Rlafpeil^ faid, that that 
Eledor had taken it fomewhat amifs from the States, and made his, 
Complaints to their Minifter in his Court, that they had pafTed to the 
fetting of a Day, efpecially fo fliort a one { which had given Occafioii 
to M. Revemin^ to write a Letter to the Eledor, as he had done, he 
faid, that very Day. 

M. Reverning did, in this Converfation, enlarge himfelf upon fcvcral 
Heads relating to the Negotiation here, to the very fame Eifed as he 
had done to me, Sir William F’emple, in another Converfation two Days 
before, the Detail whereof we gave you in our laft Difpatch. 

One I'hing he exprefled his Wiflies in, with a great deal of Warmth, 
was, that fince the S^anijh Minifters do fo affcdedly delay, their 
coming hither, he wiftid they, the F>uich^ • might find tho French Am- 
baflkdors fo eafy, as to yield to rcafonable Terms of an Accommoda- • 
tion in the Behalf of Spain ; for then, faid he, we would make a good 
Peace for them againft their Will, and in their Abfence, and it might 
be done in 24 Hours Time. o 

The Realon, he faid, of his Wi(h was, that if they could procure 
a reafonable Peace for Spain, which they are bound to endeavour, and 
fo they are likewife for the Reftitution of Lorain ; then, faid he, our 
Work w'ould be done, for that we are under no Manne^ of Obligation 
to labour the Procurement of any Thing to any other of the Allies, 
he naming the Emperor, Denmark, Rrandenburgb, ana the Houfe of 
Xjunenburgb. * ..

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This "Ml, Severnij with much Refolutipn in the Delivery, (ukI 
we cftnnot omit to add to it, what M. Oxehfti^ let fall yeftef day ip 
an ordinary Vifit’^ie made me. Sir JjboHHc jenkiiis^ whereby you wiik 
fee, that we makd no Secret here of difcourling at leaftwife of feparate 
Accommodations ^ it was, that the ^Duteb having nothing d dmikf 
with the Frenfby the recoveri^ of Maefiricbt only excepted i which 
yet they have fometime profefjed to fet no great Value upon, and hav¬ 
ing no Manner of Difference with Sweden^ he hoped it would be very 
6 afy to make up the Bufinefs of Holland with thofe two Crowns; 
but that the King of Sweden his Mafter will not, with his good Will, 
come to a particular Peace, his Aim will be always to a general one t 
but .if others do frame themfelvcs to feparate Accommodations, he 
fhould think it in that Cafe mofl advifable for his Mailer to comply and 
do the fame. 

This is all that occurs here, that we can think worth your Notice, 
whereto we have nothing to add befides the AfTurance ot our being, 
SIR, c^e.

S INCE our laft, which was of the 2id, we have not any of yours 
to acknowledge. 

Sir John Taul having, by his Letter of the 11 ri& of this Month* 
advifed us, that the King of ^enmarky upon a Motion he had made 
to hina by Orders from his Majefty, accorded the Paftage of the Swedijh 
AmbafTadors Letters to the King of Sweden and his Minifters, and fo 
vice verfd Ihould be free, provided thofe from the Ambafl'adors here be 
fent under our Covers to Sir John Vaul; and thofe from the King, or 
his Minifters, for thefe Ambafi'adors, be committed to him to be for¬ 
warded hithw. We did communicate it forthwith to the Swedijh Am- 
baftadors, they were not much fatisfied with it, partly in Regard this 
is much Ihort of what they pretend to, in virtue of the Claufe for the 
Lilierty of Couriers, in the PalTports they have from ^Denmarky and 
partly for that |he like Promife had been already made to M. du Cre/Sf 
but without anf good Effect that followed to them, the Swedes. 

The Refolufton they came to, after two Days Deliberation, was, 
to defire us tlfey might have the Liberty to put into our Hands feme 
additional Reafons to thofe in the Memorial they have already given

YESTiahAY the Ambafladors cariie, at an HoiT^they had 

taken, to fiatouaint us.how t'he States their Mailers, had, upon .'the lall 
of this Month, N> S. fpoken with the Minifters of AlUos, how at 
the Ha^i and minded them of the Rcfolution they, the States, had 
paiTcd the of Septen^er lall, that the Congreft here ^ould be 
opened oh the i fi of November. 

To this the Minifters fo far took Exception, as to afledge, it was 
generally underftood not of the New Stiky but of the Stile. of the 
Place where the Congrefs was to be, it being alfd the Stile of Icveral 


of the Courts intcrefled in the Alliance ,• adding, that the.Preparations 
and Mcafurcs of the Minifters, that were delign’d to be of the AlTem- 
bly, had been taken accordingly. This the States did not think fit to 
raife any Difputc upon, but confonted their Rcfolution fhouid be inter¬ 
preted according to the Old Stiky and fo fixt th November to be tht-. 
Day y and therefore defired we might know that they departed net 
from their firft Rcfolution, 


Th e Minifters for the Emperor, ‘Denmarky and Hrandenhirghy aftured 
the States, that their Mafters would not fail to have feme in their 
Behalf upon this Place by that Time. Of the Time w hen the Ambaifa- 
dors ifft^pain would be here, nothing was faid; there being no^Miniftcr 
for that Crown prefent at that Meeting. 

ANoTjf.Ek. Thing they apejuamted us with from their Mafters was, 
that thp Minifters for the Duke of Lorainy and the Princes of the 
Houfe of jBrunfwicky, had at that Meeting renewed their Inftances to 
the States, to have Paflports from France and Sweden procured for them 
with the ^ilc of Ambafladors, as they have been already demanded. 
And that therefore the States ordered them, the Ambafladors, to in¬ 
form themlclves what we had done, upon the Dclircs made to us for¬ 
merly in the Name of the States in that Behalf^ and to let them, their 
Mafters, know, in what State that Affair wws at this I’imc, the Am- 
bafl'adors being likewife ordered to defire our Offices might be renewed 
with the French and Swedijb Ambafladors here, for obtaining of thofc 
Paflports. 

We gave them an Account of what wc had done upon the Papers 
they haa left with us, as w'cll thofc from the Houfe of ^runfwicky as 
that from the Duke of Jjirain j and we gave them an Account of the 
Anfwers that the French and the Swedes had feverally made us upon 
thofe Papers; and let them know', we Ihould readily renew our In¬ 
ftances with the French and the ISwedes Ambafladors, to the Effed dc- 
lircd, tho’ we faw bijt little Probability of lucceeding. 

They further told us, that the States General, while they had 
upon this Occalion the Pretenfions of thofc Princes under Conlidcra- 
tion, had bethought thcmfelves of an Expedient, which th^ were not 
out of Hopes but mi^it take Place: It was, that the Paflports, with 
the Stile of Legati or dmbajffdders, fliould be given out by prance 
and Sweden for the Minifters of thojfe Princes, but that that ihould 
be underftood not to induce any Obligation upon ihe French and 
Swedtjli Ambafladors hpre, to treat the Minifters of thoiib Princes other- 
wife than forpticrly, and as having no fuch CltaraiStcr. 

This tlic Ambafladors faid, they had Orders to difeourfc to us of, 
with a Delirc vve ihould propound it, if wc liked it, not in their 


Name, 
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Name, but as coming from ourfelves. Our Anfwer was, that we did 
not think ourfelves fu/ficiently enabled by our Inftrudtions, to propound 
any Thing of this Kind and Confequence of our own Heads, our Bufi> 
nefs being to hand between the Parties, what they delire Ihould be 
propounds each to other; belides that, we look’d upon it as Icfs ad* 
vifable for us to meddle in, in Regard we elleemed it not likely to 
fucceed, or to fatisfie either of the Parties. 

The laft Thing they had to fay to us, was not from the States, they 
faid, but a Thing recommended to them by the Penfioner 'Fagel j it 
was, the French and the Spaniards being now come to a Relolution, 
not to content thcmfelves with Contribution, or to adjuft it each with 
other, as hitherto they have done, but to proceed to the burning down 
and delhroying of all before them, where they can reach, in each other’s 
Country, which was a new and barbarous Way, and not praftifed in 
any former War ,• This, they faid, would fet all Parties in a Rage, 
and make the Bulinefs of the Peace much more defperate: There¬ 
fore it was the Pcnlioner’s Delire, that the Thing might be difeourfed 
of to us, hoping it may by that Means pafs to his Majefty, and become 
Part of his Care, and that he will in his peat Wifdom endeavour to 
prevent a new aigrewr as this is, that will render the Parties more 
irreconcileable, than any Thing elfe can do that hath happened lince 
this War. 

S IR Richard Ridftrode adyifes us, that having delivered the Letter 
to* the Duke de Villa Hermofa, that we had writ to him about Palfports 
for thqJBifhop of MorfeiUes^ the Duke had promifed to fatisfy us in 
wh»c 'was delired; that going to the Secretary, he had told him, that 
^'eir Office being not open that Day, (being a Day of Devotion) he 
eould not difpatch him till the Morrow after, and that then the PalT- 
ports Ihould be put into his Hands. We are. Sir,

I N our laft, which was of 'Tbuirfday the ^6tby (fince which we have 
not any of yours to acknowledge) we gave you an Account of 
what the Tyutcb AmbalTadors had the Day before' communicated to us 
from the States their Mailers. 

T w o of the Points they had fpoke to us of, we were bound to 
carry further; and did accordingly, on Friday^ reprefent to the French 
and Swedijh AmbalTadors, the Resolution of the States General, both 
touching the Time of opening this Congrefs, and touching the new 
Inllances they delired we Ihould make for PalTports for the Duke of 
Jjorainy and the Princes of the Houfe of Rrunfooick. 

The Anlhter which the French and Swedijh AmbalTadors gave us 
upon the lirft Point, was to one and the fame Effect; that they were 
^ad to hear the States continued firm to their lirft Refolution, of giv¬ 
ing a Beginning to the Negotiation here ; and that for the Difference 
or 1 o Di^s between the New Stile and the Oldy they would make no 
Matter of it, tlo’ M. Colbert made it his Remark, that it was une 
petite Cbicancy mat fome of the Allies had laid hold on, and that from 
it might be co^e^ured, there is a Backwardnefs among them to come 
to the Treaty.

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Upon the other Point, which was of the Pafi^tts, -and upon the 
Office we were to make upon a frefh Requifition from the States Ge¬ 
neral, the Anfwcr of the Weneb Ambaflfadors was, that the King their 
Mailer continued ftiU in the fame Refedution they had formerly ac¬ 
quainted us with ; that as for the Duke of Xarm/a, in Regard it had 
been alledgcd, that there had been Amb^adors from JLontin in the 
Court of France:, who had received the Treatment of AmbaiTadors 
there, he was ready to give PalTports with the Stile, and in the Form 
that was deiired, provided Proof were made of what was alledgcd to 
have been done in his Court ,• as for the other Princes, that the Demand 
for them was a 'I'hing, they faid, never heard of before in France^ and 
that the Moft Chriftian King is refolved, as, on the ’^■)ne Side, not to 
derogate from the Rights of the Princes of Qermav^ fb, on the other 
Sidc^ not to give Way to this Novelty, as they termed it, but to 
govern himfelf as the Practice and the Pofleffion have gone heretofore. 

T H E Anfwcr that the Swedes Ambailadors made upon this Point of 
PalTports was, that they had taken Notice of our former Diligence, 
and had endeavoured, in the bell Manner they have been able, (intimat¬ 
ing the Difficulties they are in for fending their Letters into Sweden) 
to acquaint the King their Mailer with it j but that they had not yet 
bad any Return upon what they had writ j that they did likcwife 
take Notice of our Office, as we now renewed it, and hoped W'hcn 
the PaiTage for Letters Ihould be free, to have fuch Anfwers, as be¬ 
came the King their Mailer to make. M. dOiwenkrantz did, in this 
Converfation, fay, he had received Advice from the Hague th-’t very 
Bvening, that Fi. Campricht^ Refident for the Emperor there, gives c>ut, 
that the Emperor his Mailer will give the Stile of L^gati or Jmbqj^ 
ders^ to the Plenipotentiaries of the Princes of Germany i and thcfc- 
forc he asked, whether we would not of our own Heads found, whe¬ 
ther fuch Plenipotentiaries would be content with the Name only, 
without the Treatment of Excellence^ and of the Hand ; but he was 
quickly fatisfied, that we would not enter into fuch Matters, without 
cither Orders from the King our Mailer, or a Requifition from fomc of 
the Parties concern’d. 

Yesterday we gave an Account to M. Van Haren, (M. Feverning 
being gone to the Hague:, but to be back to Morrow, that it may not 
be faid he is not here on the iji oi November) how we had renew’d 
our Offices with the French and Swedes for the PalTports, and how we 
had fatisfied them of the Intentions of the States, not to delay the 
Overture of*the Congrefs beyond the \fi oi November:, 0 - S. he charged 
himfelf to give an Account this Day to his Mailers of what we had 
tlonc. 

W E put into his Hand a Memorial that wc had received feme Days 
fince from the French Ambaff&dors^ for fevcral PalTports (from the Em¬ 
peror, the States General, and each Prince of the Alliance one) to M. 
/<’ Marquis dc Vitry, Envoy Extraordinary from the French King, en la 
bajf'e Allcmagnc, to return into France and as many mcie for M. lo 
Comte dc Fobenac^ Son to M. de Feuquieres, to go in his Place. 

\V E are afraid this may meet with fome Difficulty, eipeclally tfiat 
for an AmbalTador going en Allcmagnc, which is a Word of great 
l.atitude, and may give Jealoufy to the Allies as Things Hand. 

W E arc told M. Heugb came very late laft Night intofthis I'ow'n, but 
wc have not yet heard from him. We are, T

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE our lall of the zd Current, the French AmbalTadors came 
to us, and with a Complement of the King their Mailer s great 
Conlideration of the Offices performed by his Majelly, for the Ellablilh- 
ment of the Neutral Country, to the Extent of one League about this 
Town i they gave us Notice of his full Confent to our lall Inllances 
upon this Occalion, and put into our Hands a Paper, containing the 
Names «f <»J1 Villages, which they underllood to be comprehended 
withw^ the faid Extent; they referr d likewife to our Conlideration, 
• what was further to be done, either by Ad in Writing, or by Eroding 
of* Marks upon the fcveral Highways, towards the perfed concluding 
of this Al&ir. 

W E found their Paper agreeable to thofe Limits, which wc had pro- 
pofed to ourlelves upon his Majelly’s Orders, and our own Survey of 
tj;ie .Ground and Dillances hereabouts j and therefore gave them Joy 
upon it, as a Matter well ended. Wc promifed them to acquaint the 
fDutch AmbalTadors with it, and to conlidcr with them what might be 
the bell Ways of fixing and publilhing fuch Marks as might leave the 
Thing moll out of Difputc. 

This Conference pall on T’hurfday lall, after the Date of our Let¬ 
ters, (w'hich go from hence about 4 in the Afternoon) the fame Even¬ 
ing a Secretary of the Swedijh AmbalTadors came to us with a Memo¬ 
rial, concerning the Liberty they pretend, both for the PalTagc of com¬ 
mon Letters, and of particular Couriers, from the AmbalTadors here 
into Sweden j they grounded this Memorial upon the Notice we gave 
them fomc Days before, of a l.etter from Sir John Faiil^ fignifying 
to us a Conceffion made to him by the King of J^enmark^ of free 
PalTagc for all Letters between the King or Minillcrs at Stockholm^ and 
the Swedijh AmbalTadors here, which Ihould be tranfmitted under our 
Cover, and bj^ir John haul's Conveyance. 

The Swedijh AmbalTadors received this Advice from us with great 
Coldnefs, Ibme Difdain of the King of HenmarU^ Offer, as a Mat¬ 
ter of Indignity to their Mailer, rather than a Conveniency to them j 
and thereupon w^iuld needs draw up this lecond Memorial, deliring us 
to tranfmit it to Its Majelly, in Hopes Sir John Faul would be there¬ 
upon better inftrldled w hat to demand, and likewife to communicate 
it to the ^utem AmbalTadbrs here,- to the End their Mailers and the 
. • Allies 
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Allies might be better informed of the Jufticc and Realbn of their Pre- 
teniions in this Affair. 

Upon Saturday^ the French Ambaffadors came to us again, as they 
faidj chiefly to inforcc by their Inftances the Effedt of this laft Memo¬ 
rial from the Srusedijh Ambaffadors j when they had reafoned upon the 
Nccelfity of fome Conclufion in that flufinefs, they took the Occafion 
of this Conference to pafs on to another Difeourfe of more Importance, 
and which we interpreted to be their chief Errand at that Time : It 
was, to put us in Mind that the ift of November being paft in both 
Stiles, w hich was the Day flxed by the States for giving Ouvertwre to 
the Negotiations dclign’d here; they thought it was fit for them to 
know, what was really intended by the Allies in tl'at Matter, to the 
End, that the King their Mailer might thereby judge how to take his 
Meafurcs, and what to expedt from the Progrefs of this Treaty. They 
delired hereupon, that wc W’ould put the Fiutch Ambaffadors in Mind, 
of the Affurances they had at firft given us from their Matters upon this 
Occalion, and the Excufes they had lately made us upon the Difference 
their Allies infilled on, between the New and the Old Stile. They in¬ 
timated to us, that they thought this Motion would come properly 
from us, as Mediators, to the djutch Ambafladors, without declaring 
that we w'cre difpofed to it by any Dclircs of them, (the French Am- 
balfadors) which might make them appear more needy of the Peace, 
than they had any Kcafon to be from the prefent Pottures of their 
Matter’s Affairs. 

W E told them, that we had already an Hour given us by rhe ^Duteb 
Ambaffadors that Afternoon, and fliould at the fame Time both "om- 
municate their Propofition concerning the Neutral Country, and their 
Inttances ufed to infcrce the Swedijh Memorial ; and at the fame Time 
Ihould find fome Ways to introduce the Mention of w hat the States 
had given us Keafon to expedt here from the Beginning of this Month, 
being now fome Days paft, and upon which we had ourfelvcs believed 
W'c Ihould have heard foraething fiom the F)iitcb Ambaffadors before 
that Time. 

I M M E u IA T E 1. Y after this Conference, we went to the Thitch Am¬ 
bafladors, and hrtt gave them Part of the Scheme the French had drawm 
up, and delivered us in Paper for the Neutral Country : M. ^everning 
defired the Paper, and faid, they would confidcr of it, and give us an 
Account of their 'fhoughts upon it : Wc thought their Manner of 
rcccivi^ it fomething cold, and therefore told them, that finding the 
lamits extend, as we conceived, to the Diflancc laft propofed by his 
jMajelly, wc thought there was no further Difficulty to be made upon 
it, except only confidcring the bell Ways to mark, and thereby to alcer- 
tani the Bounds intended upon the fevcral Highw^ays about this Town. 
M. ^lieverning reply’d dryly, that they would confider of it, and in very 
few Days give us their 'Thoughts upon it, but M. Vdnllaren in a little 
Warmth made us eafiJy comprehend the Myftcry, by telling us, they 
heard the French Ambaffadors had faid, that this was Matter the 
States had notliing to do with, furtlicr than barely to accept whatever 
Conceliion ihould be made in it by France. Wc endeavoiiit^ to foften 
tliis Humour, and fo left it to cool of itfclf, finding M. Severning would 
not be perfvvaded to enter further into the Difeourfe at that Time. 
Wc put the Swedijh Memorial into their Hands, whicp they promifed 
to read, and return us their Reflexions upon it with \ihe firft. In the 
m an Time they affured us, that their Matters would ^mit no Endea- 
V ours to procure the free Paffage of I.etters to Sweden j and that they 

\vere. 
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Wert not well iktisfied with the Proceedings of Denmark in the Oowrfe 
of that Afl&ir* But that for the Liberty of Couriers, which they pre¬ 
tended in Ri^t jof their Paffpoits, it was' a Matter that would depend 
upon the Relolution of Franccy to admit that Claufe, or to continue, 
asi they had hitherto done, the Refufal of it. 

"When thefc Difcourfes were ended, we told them, that having not 
feCn thend lately, we hoped they would think, that fince the iji of 
November^ 0 . S. we had kept within, on Purpofe to expeCt feme New^s 
from them, of the Motions they intended towards the OvfL'erttvre of 
the Congrels, which they had promifed from their Mailers lliould begin 
at that Time. M. 'Bevernin^ fmiled, and faid, he undetftood very well 
what we meant, and reraembred the Refolution of the States upon that 
Subici^, which tney Hill purfued; but that the Ambafladors (Media¬ 
tors) of fo great a King being here upon the Place, they had expedled 
to receive from them the Meafures they, the Mediators, thought fit 
to be oblerved by the Parties upon this Occafion, and to know in w-hat 
Manner they intended a Beginning Ihould be given to the Congrefs 
here j and when they knew how we defign’d this lliould be done, we 
Aiould find they were ready for it, according to the Refolution formerly 
taken by their Mailers. 

W E told them, that in cafc they expeded a Scheme drawn by us, 
we fliould take Time to confult upon it, and to confider not only w^hat 
to advance upon fuch an Occafion, but whether indeed we were fuffi- 
ciently inllruCtcd to advance any Thing of this Kind or no, as a Rule 
or DiretllBTh Hfbr the Proceedings of the fevcral Parties j fince we 
und<5fllood our chief Part in this Mediation, to be the conveying over, 
in^ the bell Manner w'e could, the Propofitions and Opinions of the 
Parties one to another. But in this Matter, concerning the Ouverture of 
the Congrefs, we conceived the Parties thcmfclvcs had agreed already 
upon tlic Manner of it, and upon the firll Pace ivhich was to be per¬ 
formed in it. For they might remember, upon our firll Arrival here, 
^ii^Wrciich Ambalfadors bad, of their own Motions, made the Offer of 
delivering to us their Blenipmvoirs ; that the Swedijh Ambalfadors upon 
their Arrival here, had done the fame; that upon our Communication 
of both thefe Offers to them, the Stitch Ambafladors, they had at firft 
told us, tlicy were not impower’d to deliver us their Bknipouvoirs^ or 
to make their Reflexions upon thofc of the 'French or Swedes^ before 
the Minifiers of their Allies arrived here; that they had told us lincc, 
their Mailers would begin to enter upon Bullnefs here by the iji oi 
Novemher^ whether the Allies w'erc arrived or no : But in all their 
Difcourfes upon this Subjed, they had given us no Reafon to think they 
did not'concur with the French and Swedijh Ambafladors, in believing 
that the mutual Extradition of the Flenipottvoirs^ w'as the firll Step that 
ought of Courlc to be made tow'ards the Oticerttirc of the Congrefs : 
And therefore fince the Manner of it had, as we conceived, been agreed 
upon by the Parties thcmfelves, we thought that which would now be 
expeded from* them, (the *J^utch Ambafladors) by the French and 
Swedes^ would be to declare, whether they were now ready to produce 
their FlenipoiivoirSy as the French and Swedes had declared themfclves 
to be ever fince their Arrival. 

Mi^e^erntng |ot finding an eafy Evafion from fo plain a State of 
this Matter, tolcuus frankly, that fince we thought that was to be the 
firll Pace in thejpufinefs of. the Congrefs, they were w illing to juake it 
lb, and would W ready tq put their Flcnipouvoirs into our Hands upon 
|any Day we Ihould appoint. We faid, we would acquaint the French 
^ Amballa- 
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AijabaiTadors with* it, and thought it unneceflary to take notice of the 
Difcourfes he made us afterwards, about the ^anijh Amhafladors being 
already here, and intending to appear within two or three Days j and 
the S^anijh Ambaffadors having at length certainly received their Inftru- 
dtions frem Madrid^ and refolving to be here by the End of the 
next Week. 

Yet W’c confefs wc interpreted all this to have been faid with In¬ 
tention of gaining fomc little Time, as indeed what he had faid at firll: 
about the Mediation, giving them their Meafures concerning the 
Manner of beginning the Congrefs, feemed to us to have been de- 
lign’d for a longer Delay, by putting us upon a Demurr, which might 
have required new Orders from Court. ^ 

Yesterday in the Afternoon wc went to the French Ambaffadors, 
and acquainted them w'ith the Refolution in which we left the ^utch 
the Day before, which they (the French') feemed very glad of^ and 
told us, that on their Parts, they were alfo ready, and therefore dc- 
lircd that the Day might be as focn as wc could. Wc propofed to 
Morrow, being F'tiefday, for receiving the Flenipotivoirs from all the 
Parties at prefent here, in Cafe they all confented to it. The French 
Ambaffadors approved it, and wc promifed to propofc it likewife to 
the Swedes and FFutch. Wc agreed at the fame Time upon the Way 
of doing it} which was, that the fcveral Ambaffadors fhould fend their 
Secretaries to us at what Hour they thought fit, (provided it were 
upon the appointed Day) who fhould deliver into our Hands the 
Original Powers, with Authentick Copies of them; Tii'irf*'ufter this 
performed, wc fhould compare the Copies with the Originals, and our 
felvcs atteft them. That wc fhould afterwards carry the Powers of 
each Embaffy, to the Ambaffadors of the contrary Party ; and at "the 
fame Time, both leave with them the attefted Copies, and Ihew them 
the Originals, to the Eind they might judge thenifelves, whether they 
were in due Form, as to the Seals and other Exteriours, or not. 

This Way wc propofed, to avoid the Difficulties that we forefaw 
would now occur upon the meeting even of tlie French and Swedes Am- 
balfadcrs at our Houfe, upon this Affair: But would grow more trou- 
blcfomc hereafter, upon the meeting of the French and Spanijh Ambaffa¬ 
dors by this Example, and upon the fame Occafion} and when we 
acquainted the Swedijh Amballadors with it the fame Afternoon, Mon- 
ficur Cxenjiiern gave us Thanks for having advifed upon a Way that 
would prevent many Difficulties, which might otherwife cnfuc in the 
Courfc of this Bufinefs. 

We acquainted the French Ambaffadors, in the fame Conference, with 
the Copies wc had received of the Dukes of Newburgh and Mecklen- 
bergh's Letters to his Majefly, containing the Reafons upon which they 
grounded their Pretenfions to the Style of Jmbnjjadors for their Miniflers 
here. The French Ambaffadors told us, that wc could not expedt they 
fhould take much notice of what might be allcdgcd by thefe Princes, 
who were Parties thcmfclvcs in the Demand. That the^^'* ftad formerly 
told us upon this Subjod, their Mailer’s Refolution to obfj^^ Jhe Pof- 
fl'illon which he found in the Cafe, by the Prefidents of his own Court ; 
That upon fearch, he found none either for the Duke of Lorain, or the 
Princes of Germany, who were not Electors; but however, th^ did not 
know why the King their Mailer fhould take upon hira to difoblige all 
tiic Princes of Germany, by being the Author of refufinP them a Preten- 
fion, wherein they feemed fo much concerned; but .ather theught, 
that if the Empcior and the other crown'd Heads in Chriflendcm w ere 

re-' 
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refolved to allow it them, their Maftcr might thereby be perhaps in¬ 
duced to do it too. Therefore they defired to know of us, Jirfiy whe¬ 
ther the Requifition we had made in this Particular came from the 
Emperor, the Kings of Spain and ^enmark^ as well as from the States 
General ^ and next, whether we made it in the Name of his Majvfty, 
as a Thing which he had allowed and defired. We anfwered, that 
the firft Inllances had been made to us by the Parties thcmfrlvcs, or 
their Minifters ,• that the next had been made by the States General for 
them j that we had likewife received Orders from his JVla;efty, to pro- 
pofe the Pretenfions of the fevcral Princes to them, the French Ambiif- 
ladors, in the fajpic Manner they had been reprefented by the Parties 
thcmfelves, either to his Majcfty in England^ or to us here, W’hich we 
had done } but could not fay, that the Rcquifition came to us from the 
Emperor, and other crowned Heads in the Alliance, or that it was a 
Thing adjudged or defired, but only reprefented by his Majcfty. The 
French Ambafladors reply’d, that they ought to be informed in thefe 
two Points, bcfo;c they could perform any fuch Offices at their Court, 
as they might hope would prove cffcdtual in this Matter. Upon the 
V hole, it feems to us, that this Pretenfion of the Princes of Germany^ 
is neither favour’d by their Friends, nor by their Enemies; but that 
neither one or other arc willing to be the Authors of refufing it. We 
hear th^t the Dukes of Liincnhnrgh intend to proteft againft the States 
bcgini.ing the T reaty here, before they have procured Paflports for 
them, and the other Princes of Germany^ in due Form; and we believe 
it not that the Emperor and Spain may be W'illing enough to 

profiiotc any fucli Pretexts of Delay ,• nor do we fee what Expedient 
is J;ke to be found out at prefrut in the Cafe, unlcfs thofe Princes 
Avrj be perfwaded to fend their Minifters to the Congrefs, with Or¬ 
ders to purfuc their Pretenfions here, as thofe of the Electors did at 
Munjfer^ where they indeed obtain’d them at laft ; but after having 
come firft to the Congrefs w ith Paflports as Deputies, and ftayed long 
•upon tlic Place before they were allowed tlie T reatment they pretend¬ 
ed to. If the Minifters of thefe Princes fliould come here in this Manner, 
W’e do not think it neceffary that the Difputes about their Character 
ftiould delay the Courfc of the T’rcaty i in the Purfuit whereof, they 
would need no Intercourfe but with their own Allies, and with the 
Mediators: And tho’ we could not receive Vifits from them, or make 
them any of Ceremony, before tlieir Pretenfions were determin’d one 
Way or other, yet upon Pf)ints of Bulincfs we might, as we conceive, 
go to them to their Houfes, as well a* fee them at any Place of Publick 
Conference, without any Confequence at all, or Derogation to the 
Dignity of his Majcfty’s Character: But in this Point we ftiould be 
glad beforehand to know his Majefty’s Opinion. 

T H t R E is likewife another Point, w’hercin it will be necclfary for 
us to be inftriifftcd, as foon as his Majcfty ftiall think fit; for tho’ we 
had the good Fortune to avoid the making any Propofition of our 
own, cmicdWng the Manner of beginning the Congrefs, wEcn M. Se- 
emrni na lyr^pld have put US Upon it j yet wc forcfcc the fame Point may 
return upon us, when that of the Fhnipouvoirs is over, and the mutual 
Satisfaction of the Parties in the Form of them Ihall be declared ; and 
if then they flisill prefs us to dir -Ct what the next Pace Ihall be in the 
Progrefs of the treaty,* w o do n^'t wt ll fee how wc can avoid it, nor 
tvhat Anfwcr i/to be ma^c up n ii . u:.l' ft it be, that w c fuppofe the 
Parties will tMnk fit to draw i p I rh hr Pretenfions refpedtively iii 
^ Writing, upon vvhich they expose t: 1 reaty Ihould begin, and that 

b < they 
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they fliouW all deliver them into our Hands upon a certain Day, to be 
communicated by us to the contrary Parties, in the fame Manner as 
will be done in the Bulinefs of the ^lenipowooirs : But in this we 
humbly dclire to receive his Majefty’s Difedlions as early as we can. 

Since the writin|; of this, wc have acquainted the ^Dutcb Ambalfa- 
dors with what palled yefterday with the French iLnd Swedes.^ upon the 
Subj .’dt of the Flenipowveirs^ and that to Morrow had been propolcd for 
that Purpofc to which thcy/;onfentcd after fome little Demur ,• fo that 
we expedt the Thing will be done to Morrow. 

We arc here to acknowledge what ought to have,been done at the 
Beginning of this Letter, the Receipt of two from yoi‘ of the 24and 
lift poll, upon neither of which wc find any other Return to be 
made at prefent, but that having performed our Offices concerning new 
Paflports for the Bilhop of Strasburgb, they afliired us there would be 
no Difficulty from the States j and that M.^lnjpiel had told them, 
there would be none on the Duke of ^randenburgFs Part j but what 
the Emperor was like to do in it, they gave us no "Account, but charged 
thcmfelvcs with reprefenting thefe our Offices to the States. We are,

O UR laft was of the 6 th^ fince which we have none of yours to 
acknowledge. The next Day after, the fcveral TleuipcuoQtrs of 
the French^ Swedes, and Tiutch Ambafliidors, were brought us by their 
fevcral Secretaries, of all which wc inclofe you the Copies. 

Yesterday (being the Day following) we carried the fevcyal 
Originals to the Ambafladors of the contrary Parties refpedlively, and 
left with them Copies of each, compared and attcllcd by oiirfcJvcs. 

Yesterday Morning theAmbalTadors, at an Hour they had 
taken, acquainted us with fcvcnil Things the States their Mailers had, 
as they faid, given them in Charge. 

was, the States confented to that Extent of the Neuter 
Country^that the French had agreed to, upon our Requifition in his 
Majefty’s Name, only they made it their Requeft to us, that if one 
little Village more, called Malden, lying between this Place and the 
might be taken in, it would be a Thing that w'ould plcalb 
their Mailers very well. They deem’d to make this Requcll in Favour 
of F\. Sfeenhuys, lately Lieutenant General of the Horfe to this State, 
who is the Lord of tiiis Village : But when wc fpoke of it to the 
French, (as we had an Opportunity prcfently to do) they would not 
hear of it, faying, they durll move no more in it, havingyj^iro^ofcd it 
already in their laft Projeil, and been refufed. 

A jccond Thing they acquainted ns with, that the'*Sftrt'e 5 their 
Mnllers had difpatchcci and fent them the PalTports, we had, upon a 
jMcmorial of the French Ambafladors, dcfired of them for tlic Marquils 
de Thry, Envoy Extraordinary from France, ^ cn hi Allemagnc, 
returning thence into Fraiijce, and for M. le Cofnte de Ryhenact to go-iu 
bis Place. 

This, they faid, the States did for themfclves, but defired to be 
excufed'from endeavouring to procure tlic like from the Several other 

Prince'. 
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Princes named in’that Memorial, partly for that fome are named in 
it, who are not of their Alliance, as the Eleftor oiColi^i and of 
thofe that are, Ibme have no MiniAers at this Time with them in the 
Hague, as the Duke of l^wburgb; and partly, for that bettfcen 
the Emperor and Spain of the one Side, and France on the other, 
there Me Difficulties upon refufing of Paflports the one to the other, 
in which they do not defire to meddle. 

They themfelves had had, they faid, fqpic Experience of thofe Dif¬ 
ficulties in the Commerce they have had with. M. de Carriers, whom M. 
Jiccerning by the Way did mention, with a Suppolition that he is Se¬ 
cretary to the Ftwneb Embaflfy here j for they having been Suitors to 
him for a Pafl”port/to a Minifler of theirs, that they would fend to refide 
at FranJ^ort j (upon the Death of him that was there before) he has 
anfwer’d them, that the Intendant at Macjiricht (to whom he lends for 
fome Sort of PalTports) can grant none to publick Minifters, but pro- 
mifed them withal, there Ihould be one procured from France j which, 
tho’ this be a good W'hile ago, is not yet done; however their Mafters 
would not, they laid, make any Merchandife of Paflports; thofe for 
Mclfteurs P^try and Kohenac, they have already fent us. 

A third Thing th^ had to tell us, was upon the fcveral Memorials 
of the Swedish Ambafladors, about the Palfagc of their I.etters through 
^yenmark : They did profefs their Matters (the States) wxmld do any 
Thing within their Power, to procure that Satisfaction to the Swedes* 
They did a cknowl edge alfo, that the Refolution of the States General on 
the \Ztb oTIBJ^ for the fufpending of the EffeCt of that Claufe, which 
.the Allies had given in their Paflports for the free Palfage of Couriers, 
was pafled into upon a wrong Suppolition. 

’U' I s therein taken for granted, that Sweden as well as France had 
rejected it j but it proved to be otherwife in Fad, tho’ the States did 
not then know of it; for the Swedes had allowed of the Claufe, and 
difpatchcd their Paflports, and even exchanged them with Fienmark 
accordingly. That whicli they thought would be the only pow^crful 
Argument in this Cafe was, that the Swedes fliould prevail with the 
French, to declare (as ’tis faid in the firft Memorial the French did 
offer) that the Couriers into Spain fliould have free Palfage as often as 
fliould be delired, provided they W'ould be content to follow the route 
that fliould be afligned and limitted them ,• and that the French, in 
fuch a Declaration, fliould withal delign the route all along they intend¬ 
ed to allow it. 

This Declaration and defigning of the Way would oblige the F^anes 
to explain themfelves, when the States their Allies fliould lay it before 
them ; and yet defire no more of them, but an Equivalent, in Regard 
of the Paflage into Sweden. 

The fourth and lafl, was a I’hing that did not relate to the Media¬ 
tion, as Monlieur Secerning faid himfelf, nor to any Thing of the Al¬ 
liance bctweei^hc King and the States, but concern’d the Traflick of 
both Nations. It was, that the King of Fyenmark endeavours to fet up 
a Toll at '^imhfiadt •, and that fevcral of the Electors (in whofe Power 
it is jointly with the Emperor to grant or deny the Thing) did incline 
to grant it him, which will be of infinite Prejudice to our Trade, they 
faid, as well as tolthat of the F)utcb, in thofe Parts j their Propofal 
from the States w», that *liis Majetty would plcafe toconcern himfelf, 
^fo as to endeavour Jlo hinder it, by Offices cither to the Emperor, or to 
fome of the EleCtoR j (in Regard that one Negative among them is fuf- 
fi^nt to hinder this Pretenfion) they obferved to us how the Toll inthe 
^ Sss 2 Zundtp 
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Sitmdt, ^jirkifch "xfias at fivft }>i}t a JdsVhi is tatifid of late Years ; and 
^ow the Pfiqe^s qf Jpun^burgb hftvp iet qppq the Eib about Staad, an 
Enilign of their ^uthwity, whereby they require the ^uteb and all Na¬ 
tions to Arihe to them. Th« they i^pprebend may in Time come to be 
a Gahell, and even upon the ^Dsu$ch^ who have cxmtributed their Money 
lb largely tp that Conqueft. The States leave it wholly to his Majcfty, 
how to manage this Office relating to the Toll at Qhichftadt^ the 
Ambafladors mentioned, as^if the States delirod to joyn theirs with his 
Majcfty i but they prefcntVy retra«fted that, faying, ’twas fit to leave his 
Majefty to choofe his oWn Method. We are, i^c-

Right Hmmmrahk Sir, 

S INCE our laft of the 9tby we have none from you to acknow¬ 
ledge. The next Day being 'Fridayy the THttcb Ambaftfadors came 
to us in the Morning, and told us, they had read over the fcverol Pow¬ 
ers of the 'French and Swedijh Ambafladors, and found them drawn up 
in fuch Terms, that tho’ they had not received the States Opinion 
upon them, yet they muft toll us from themfclves, that as they arc Am- 
balTadors here, they could in no wife think fit to proceedupon them, 
iinlcfs they Ihould receive pofitive Orders from their'Tmfters to that 
Purpolc. They began with the Svsedi/h Powers, in which their main 
Exception lay againft thofe Words : “ verum etiam ad arma fufeipi'^nda 
“ adaFii fuerimus necejfitate tuendi JVefiphaUcam Facem; fecuritatem- 
que qM pace iliafiabilita ejiy' which was a Claufc, they faid, could 
never be admitted by the Confederates, who could not allow, that 
either the Swedes were forced to take Arms, or that any Infraction had 
been made of the Wejlphaliqyse Peace, which might move them to it. 
That, on the contrary, it was known to all the World, both that the 
Swedes began the War, by invading the Duke of RrandeuburgFs Coun¬ 
try i and that both the H^anes and the ^Duteb had entered into it, only 
by Virtue of a defenfive Alliance, which they both had with the Duke 
of Rrandenburgb; and that the States had purfued it only by auxiliary 
Forces. ,The jeemd Exception which they made, was to tbefe Words : 
“ cum prjcfatortim Ord. Generalium faderati RclgHy eorumque Cenfade- 
“ ratorum. ac Soci(xrum Legatis Flenipotentiariis th<^ faid, it was too 
much Honour for their Mailers to be named alone, lo that -they have 
no Keafon to cornplaiu j but they mentioned it as a Form, which would 
not be admitted by the Confederates, who could not (as they believed) 
think fit to treat upon Powers, wherein their Mafters were not named. 

From this, they proceeded to the French Powers, and faid, that 
being two feveral Inftruments, they would begin w^^ that of the 
Duke of T'itryy Monficur Celberty and d Jvaux ; their firft Exertion 
lay againft this Claufe : Crnime la Faix doit itre toujv M^tfdt v^itahle 

“ objeti des gtierres qui font entreprUes jufimenty nous Taeons eti penr 
“ Jin priucipale dans celle qpw nous f mines oblieges de Soutemr de puts 
quelqucs amees they faid, that tbefe Words niight be fi^t for a 
MtinifeftOy but not iar %Flenipoueoiry nor could be ad^^itted by the Con- 
fodprates, 0 nce the firft Part of them aft'erttd the WaV to be juft on the 
Freftcb Side, and the fccond to be neccfiaiy {.neither or which they could 
allow, lincQ all, the World knew how France had began the War, witho^^ 
lb mufih as advancing any Pretenfions. T h 5.».,r

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Tmiir fecond Exception was to the Words, “ v^mes aoec 
“ dtudewr^ tonAer em cMmuncmtent de fmnee derniere ftfpermce aw 
“ twte FEurope avoit mfe aux Conferences de Coiogn, which they laid 
made a Connexion between the two Treaties of Colopp and Nm^ueny 
whereas the States underftood, there was none at ali, but that this was 
a Thing wholly new and by it lelf j neither the Mediators nor the Par¬ 
ties being the fame, any more than the Place. 

The third was again!): thefc Wordsr Jjors qtien nommant la 
“ de Nimegue pour le lieu de CotfeSl^os, nous ouwrijmes pour le 
bien de la Cl^efiiente ce nowoeau moyen ^m^iver d la Conclufion de 
“ la Taix i" u^n which they faid, que la chsfe nejioit pas veritabley 
lince it was hivMajefty, and not the Moil Chriftian King, who had 
named the Town of Nimegueny and thereby made the Otvoerture of the 
Congrefs. 

The fourth was to the Words, que nous voulous bien attendre 

de fon entremife aupres de FEntperetir Ftffet des temperaments que 
“ nous avons admit touchant la libeTti du prince duilliaume de 2^r- 
ftemhergy ” they faid, that by this Claufe, the Temperament there 
mentioned was made a Preliminary of the Treaty, which they undcr- 
Itood not to be j and that it might be a Matter fit for Infirudtions of 
the French Ambalfadors, but not for their Powers; that the States their 
Maiters were not at all concerned in the Bufinefs of that Prince, but 
that they knew the Emperor would be cheque at the mention of it in 
the French Powers. 

The to the Words, celle que nous d ejle qffert 

“ qui pouroit etre exercee cy apres par nStre fanSi pere le Tape j ” upon 
Yhich they faid, that they knew of no other Mediation but his Maje- 
fty's; and for that of the Pope, they would never have any Thing to ^ 
. do with it; That the States their Mafters could not treat upon any * 
Power that had fo much as the mention of it. That if the Catholick 
Princes concerned in the War, intended to make anyUfc of it, they 
•mnft give their Minifters new and particular Powers to that Purpole 
among themfclves. 

The fixtb and jeventh Exceptions lay to thefc Words, “ de nos 
“ tres cbers & grands amis Ics EBats Generaux des Trovinces Unies 
“ des Tais Fas ^ de tous autres Trinces & Efiats leurs Jlliez ; ” and 
in another Place, where, after the mention of the States, there followed, 

“ ^ tous autres Rqysy Trinces & EJiats leurs JlUeZy' upon which 
Claufcs, they made the fame Reflexions that they had done upon 
the like in the Swedijh Powers, that France had done their Mafters 
too much Honour, cfpecially in that Claufe, where they were named be¬ 
fore autres Roys; but that they were fure feme of their Allies would not 
be content to be fo comprehended, without particular mention of them, 
efpccially the King of TDenmarky again!): whom France had folemnly 
declared the War. 

Thereupon they reprefented to us, how improper thefe Kind of 
JPesfaetS lldlTbecn always found for Treaties of Peace j that at MunfieTy 
*Vfl!8HUiaj5Ji*fputes and mutual Exceptions made againft Trcfaces of this 
Kind, brought thither by the Minifters of the Houfc of Juftria and of 
J^anccy at length a certain Form was propofed by the Mediators, and 
agreed by the Barties, that it Ihould proceed no further than the Pro- 
feflions of thciJeftceming Peace the greateft good; of their Difpofitions 
towards it ,• o:^heir havipg accepted fuch a Mediation, and thereupon 
refolved to feira certain Plenipotentiaries to the Place of Treaty, which 
had been agreed on; hereupon they, thelDffrci&Ambafladors, produced the 

printed 
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printed Book, containing the fcveral Treaties of /Sind. read the 

Powers oi and ^usietien,; adding, that upon this JBxainple, <and 

the Lxccption,that;had been made to a Clanfe of their own Powers at 
CoUpii which irientioncd only,, that the States having offer’d Satisfa(Stion 
to his Majcfty and to France^ they had upon this Treaty refolvcd to 
make no Fr^ace to their Powers, but le phts Jimplc qiie Jhpcnc'oit faire^ 
and fuch as could not polfibly be liable to the leaft Exception. 

They faid, that upon the Powers given to the Marlhal dFJirades^ 
by Way of Subflitution in the Place of the Duke of Vitry^ they hadno 
Keflexion at all to mak^ ^ 5 ut only one Point, which they believed was 
nothing more than thcv-Miluike of a Pen ; the Power o/concluding being 
in one Place given to three, two, (r one j and in an\ithcr Place, only 
to three, or two of the Nurab'jr ; they concluded that we might be fure 
that thefe Keflexions were only their own, an'd not at all of their Ma¬ 
ilers, for which there had not yet been Time, lince our firft Communi¬ 
cation of the Powers j but that they would affurc us, they had not yet 
reprclentcd their Keflexions upon them to their Mailers, nor fo much as 
communicated the feverai Copies of the fevcral Powers to any iVliniftcr 
of their Allies ; tho’ both the UJaniflj and ^Jirandcnbtirgb Minillers had 
fent to them to dellrc it j but that they had deferr’d it, in Hopes that 
by their Communication of them firft to us, and ours to the French and 
SwediJJo Ambafl’adors, they might either produce new Powers, which 
would not be fubjeCt to any of thefe Exceptions, cr at leaft undertake 
to procure them before thefe were communicated by the States to their 
icvcral Allies, wdio might make the fame or fliarpcr IWhJSffcns upon 
them ; but they faid, they would leave it to our Choice, either to com¬ 
municate to the French and Su'cdifl) Ambafliulors, thefe prefent Reflexi¬ 
ons of their own, with the true Intention of them, or elfe to defer the 
Oftice, till they, the ^)utcb Ambafhidors, fliould have written to their 
Mafters, and received Orders how to proceed upon this Occalion. 

W E told them, it was their Part to choofc, and that it v\ as ours to 
do either of themj w hich they fliould delifc us: They chofc the firfl, 
and thereupon we promifed them to feck the Hrft Opportunity of com¬ 
municating their whole Difeourfe to the French and S’-jccdijh Ambafl’a- 
dors ; but bccaufe the Thing was of fo much Confequence, as to im¬ 
port at leaft fomc Delay to the main Bulinef. of the IVcaty, and tho 
Particulars they had mentioned were fo many, we defhvd tliey would 
at leaft mark upon Paper the fevcral Janes and Wojds in both the Pow¬ 
ers, to vilTich they laid their Exceptions, which they promifed to do 
upon Copies which they would fend us w ithin an Hour j and we fo ex- 
peat(.'d them, being defirous to make this Report to the French Ambafta- 
d rs that Afternoon, before the Clofurc of their Pacquet, w hich [varted 
in the Evening j but the Paper was not fent lis by the Stitch Ambafla- 
ders till about nine next Morning, and thereby tliat Ordinary was loft. 

At the F)utcb Ambafl'adors leaving us on Friday Morning, a Gentle¬ 
man came to us from the F^anifb Ambafl'ador, to give us notice of his 
Arrival in UWn, and excufing his not having done it fooii^, ttip' 
Difbrdcrs of his new Houfe. We returned his ComDlcm cjit| 

Hour after, and made him our Viiit at four in the Afternoon, wmch was 
the Hour given us, and in the fame Forms with what we had done 
before to the other Ambafladors. He told us, he had made his firft 
Complement to us the Mediators, and w ent through tlm ufual Forms, 
of tho King his Mailer’s great Satisfaction in his Majen V’s Mediation, 
and of the great Eafinefs and Inclination we Ihpuld alwa>, s find in him 
towards the Peace : In fpcaking of the Treaty, he faid, he heard the 

Powers 
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Powers had been exchang’d, but that he fuppofcd that was only pcmr 
faire kgitiimr Jes ^erf<ames. 

W E obferved two Points in his Ceremonials different from what haid 
paffed with the other Ambaffadors, which were, that in the firft Cewi- 
plemcnt by his Secretary, he aflur^ us de fon amitie home Corre- 
j^ndence, and upon our Vifit to him, he received us only at the Door of 
his Antichamber; but this we lhall pay in the fame Form we received 
it. 

Upon Saturdny Morning, having receiV^ from the Ambaf¬ 

fadors the Copicsi they had promifed us o^tije French and Swedijh 
Powers, with Mwhs given under the Lines anu Words, upon which 
they had made fheir Keflexions, (and are the fame that have been 
foverally mention’d in this Letter) we went immediately to the French 
Ambaffadors, and gave them the Account above recited of all that 
had pafl’ed with the iDutcb Ambaffadors. The French^ after many Rea- 
fonings upon the Weaknefs of thofe Exceptions, and upon the Import¬ 
ance of Ibme which they had to make againll the Pow'crs of the FHvtcb 
Ambaffadors, at length referr’d themfelves to what they Ihould fay to 
us at the next Conference. We went from thence to M.of Olivenkrantz^ 
who had fent to demand an Hour of us, and to excufe his Collcgue 
M. Oxei^iem from coming to us, having been hindered by a Domeffick 
Accident. He told us, that his Intention had been, to acquaint us 
with feme Defeults they had obferved in the ^utch Powers, which he 
then did ! But after we had likewife communicated to him the Ex¬ 
ceptions ot tlie~ Fkitch^ he defired that he might refer himfelf to a Con- 
• fultation with M. Oxetfiiem^ before he either gave Anfwer to the FJtitch 
Reflexions, or advanced their own Exceptions againft the F)utch i both 
which, he faid, fhould be done at our next Conference. 

^ The fame Evening, my Lord Berkley with his Family arrived here, 
and came into the Town without any Appearance of Entry or Solem¬ 
nity, according to the <!lcncral InftruCtions given us by his Majcfty. 

* Upon Sunday Afternoon, the French Amballadors having delired an 
Hour, came to us about three a Clock, and told us, that having con- 
fidcred of the *Dutcb Objections againft feveral Claufes of their Powers, 
and found them all very w-eak, they had, for Eafe of our Memories, 
drawn up their Reflexions upon them in "U riting, by Way of Anfwer, 
which they read to us, and goes herewith in an inclofed Paper. We 
asked whether their Intentions were, that we fhould leave the Paper 
with the F>taob Ambafl’adors, or a Copy if they delired it j but they 
told us, that nothing having been communicated to them but by Way 
of Difeourfe, they intended" nothing fhould be returned other Ways to 
the ‘Dutch ; and that having drawn up this Writing only for our Eafe, 
they were content we fhould road it to the Dutch Ambaffadors, but 
give no Copy of it, and only fuflfcr them to take fliort Memorials of 
it, if they pleafed, as they might do out of any other Difeourfe. But 
nliey delirg^Kc fhould at the fame Time let the ‘Dutch Ambafladors 
they, the French^ had one Exception to a Claufe in the 
Dv^vieneeemt^^ which they conceived would be far more important than 
allfhofe of the Dutch to theirs j and it was thefe Words, lcidiie‘Paix 
aux Conditions les plns utiies d evemtageufes au hien cet Eftat j which 
Words, they faici were captious, and left a Door open for the States 
to difevow, andlofufe to ratify any Treaty that ftiould be concluded 
by their Ambafflpors here,* upon the Pretence that it was not la plus 
utik^ & la plus^avantageufe m lien de cet Eftat, and that the Ambaffa- 
Wlors had exceeded their Powers: That fuch a Procedure was the more 
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to be ^prebended in a popular State, by whofe ConAitutions the 
Voice of one Province, or perhaps of one Town, might poflibly hinder 
th^ Ratifi^tion of a Treaty upon a fmaller Pretence: That althougli 
this Exception of theirs lay againft the elfential Part of the TMtcb 
Powers, whereas thofe of the ^Duteb lay only againft the formal Part 
of theirs j yet to Ihcw their Mafter’s great Inclination to a Peace, they 
were content to go on with the Treaty, if the ^Duttb AmbalTadors 
would do the fame, and leave the Exception on both Sides to be re- 
drefted in Time, and by tj^Officcs of the levcral AmbafladOrs in their 
refpedlive Courts j and^lrfs Expedient they deftred us* to propofa to the 
'Dutch Ambaftadors ; ^d the Marefchal a mirades pVelfcd uS, that it 
might be done that fame Evening. ^ 

Immediately after this Conference, we went to'the Dutch Am- 
baflfadors, and finding M. ^eventing fo ill as not to be fpoken with, 
we asked M. Van Haren^ whether he would then receive what we had 
to fay to him from the French Ambalfadors, or defer it to another Time, 
wi)cn M. ^everning ihould be prefent ? He chofc to receive it then ; 
and thereupon we read the Paper to him, W'hile upon each Paragraph 
he took fliort Notes, for the Eafe of his Memory j but upon the w hole, 
replied only, that be would communicate it with M. 'Be'serning^ and 
that he fuppofed they Ihould report it to the States their Mafters, and 
receive their Orders upon it: That if the States themfelves made no 
Reflexions upon the French Powers, the Thing was ended : But if fhey 
did, they rauft begin again, and do it in Writing, as ^ Ord ers from 
the States. 

W E have appointed to Morrow to give my I,ord Berkley an Account 
of what Bufinefs has palTcd in the Congrefr fince our Arrival here, a^d 
by the reading and confidcring together of our Commilfion and In- 
ftrudtions, to fall jointly from that Time into the Excrcifc of this Im- 
ployment. We remain always. Sir, t^yc*

Right Honourable Sir, 

O UR*laft was of the i^tb, fince which w'e have the Favour of 
yours of the qtb Current to acknowledge, and in it a Copy of 
the Claufes that the Bifliop of Strashurgb does except againft in the 
Rrandenhurgh Paflports, and a Copy of Sir JobnTaufs Letter, contain¬ 
ing in it a Declaration of the King of Denmark, touching the Paflage 
of the Swedifh Letters through Denmark, to and from this Place. 

1T would be a very good Way, as you are pleafed to obferve, to 
prevent Miftakes and Difputes al^ut Words, to obtaitn if it were pofli- 
ble, a Declaration in Writing, of what Denmark iy wimng to do Jir 
this Cafe j and the Swedijh /ymbaifadors thought it a Thing 
ncr neceflary, when w^c communicated to them a letter cMm^fth of 
OZiober, that Sir John Taul had written to us, to the fame EfFedf as 
that to you. But wc are afraid that the Swedes are at this Time off 
from that, and all other Temperaments, and that th(y will accept of 
nothing lefs than a free and unlimited Paflage { for thev have not been 
pleafed to make Ufe of our Covers fince tho 3 or 4 Vofts next after 
their Arrival here i and we know no Realpn for it,' but what they 
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gave in their laft Memorial, for their not making Ufc of us as they 
had began. 

How they will help thcmfelvcs here, we are the more to feek, in that 
M. Heugb^ in his Vifit of Ceremony to us yefterday, declared he had 
nothing left in his Power for the removing of that Difficulty j that he 
did not fee that the preferibing of a limited Route would anfvver the 
finds of the ^Dancs^ lince no Way can be preferibed them but through 
’Blcckin and Hollandt, and coniequently through the Grofs of tlieir 
Iroops, there being no Likelihood but that thole Provinces will be 
Hill the Scat of th^^r. However, that he faid, was certain, 

that if any Thin^was to be done for the it was to be done 

in England by th^jaute interpofition (as he worded it) of his Majefty, 
where the King jp ^)enmark hath a Miniftcr inftrudted to treat that 
Affair, and where fome Progrefs hath been made in it, but that to be 
fure nothing would be done upon this Place. 

A s for the Bifhop of Strasbtirglj s Paper, the ^uteb Ambalfadors did 
yefterday own, that they have been pofl'efs’d of it from us a good 
while lince; that they expected Paflports for him from the States very 
futldcnly, in the Term they are dclired j and that they muft fpcak with 
M. Rlafpeil^ who is here but upon Starts, and incognito^ for a new Palfport 
from the Elcdor of 'Brandenburgb j his Palfports, and not tliofe of the 
States, having given the Caulc to complain. 

W' E arc very glad to find by your Letter, that the Offices we have 
made here for the Paflports, and the Stile of Ambafl'adors, inlilted on 
by levcrai-#«iicps of Germany, are agreeable to his Majefty’s Meaning, 
which we perceive is, not to mingle his own Right, or to come to a De¬ 
claration of his own Judgment in this Point. 

“Yesterday we gave the T)utcb Ambafl'adors an Account of his 
Majefty’s great Zeal, to prevent the coming of the French and Spaniards 

Extremities, for Want of agreeing, as ufually they do about tliis 
I'imc of the Year, to content thcmfelvcs with the Contributions of the 
Country. The Ambafl'adors were glad to hear of it, and the rather, 
in that they had underftood the Commiffioners of both Sides had late¬ 
ly broke up a Meeting they had had, without any great Hopes of 
agreeing, and that there is to be but one Meeting more between them. 

On Fuefday w’e gave'my "LovA 3 icrkley in the Forenoon an Account 
of our Proceedings lince our coming upon this Place, reading over our 
Commiflion and Inftruitions together. In the Aftcrnoon,the Ambaf- 

fador M. Heugh, returned to us fevcrally the Vifit of Ceremony we had 
made him. After the ufual Complements, he took Occalion to tell us of 
theFranknefs he intended to proceed with us in this Ncgotiation,and liow 
he had already made it his Requeft to M. Oxenftiern, that he would 
treat the Matters in Difference between them en cavalier, fuch a Man¬ 
ner of proceeding being not inconfiftent with their Obligation to keep 
clofe to the Inftrudions and Orders of their feveral Mailers. 

^ He told us how he had - obferved unto him a Word that had crept

"''tBBVwhi^night have been fpared, he faid, but that Men newly come 
into BtSmcTs ^rom the Univcrfitics of Germany, do not, he faid, fo 
much confidcr how far fuch Words arc an Offence to others, if they 
prove to be according to their Fancy that hold the Pen : The Word 
was, infolito int\ Regcs,t^Frincipes moratiores exemplo, and the Choice 
of it he did iiAutc'to M. dt Oltvenkrantz Attedation. 

The fame Evening the ^wediJJj Ambafladors brought us their Defence 
in Writing, upon the Refnarks that the Uuteb Ambafl'adors hdd made

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on their Tknipouvoir, j it being cxprcfl'cd in the Swedijh Plenipouvoir, 
then their K/k? had been forced to take tip Jrmsy out of a Necefftty to 
maintain the ^Pcaco cf Muniter : The Explication they gave to thofe 
Vv'o)\i.-> was, that by them they fet no Prince or Party in the wrong, 
only that their King was under a NccclTity to do as he did, by Force 
of a I.eaguc with France, wherein he was engaged to take up Arms, 
whenever the Cafe lliould happen, which happened at the 'l ime he 
entered into Arms. I'hat the King of Stxeden being a Party Principal 
to the Peace of it dies upon him to maintain it, and therefore 

would let all tlie \Vorkit^>w' lie aims at notliing'drf;. 

'1' c> tl'.c Objedtiou^j^TO might be made, tluit fuch\Dcclarations were 
beri: left out, as they Avere in the PJcnipoticoirs at lil^ficr ; the Anfvver 
was, that thofe Pkniponcoirs were concerted lHi<\rehand for that 
'J'reaty, fo were not thefc* j befides tliat, tlic States have Icfs lleafoii 
to except againlt a (daufe tending to juftify the War, as this is, in 
ilegard they thcmfcives liad fuch anotlier in the Ikcamble of their 
PlenipoLZ'oir ox. Cokttii, and could not be prevailed with to ra/e it out, 
as may be made appear bv a kefolution of theirs (the States) to that 
Effedt. 

Thf other F.xccption that the 7)ntch Ai' haffadnrs liad made was, 
that their Allies were not named and f x eifyi d in the S'zsccHfb Plcni- 
pottfoirs. 'I'he Anfwcr is, they did it, i //, 'I hat tlicy miglit there¬ 
by avoid giving Ollencc to fevera) Kin};.s and I'rinccs in the Rank ihey 
lliould put them into. ? dfy^ 'fliat lince the Number of the Allies 
might increafe or diminilh (as tlie Duke of iViiX’fcrfiu-«*^oir!e into 
tliem lince the Date of the Szaedijh Plenipouvoirs) they wc/uld avoid 
the 'J'rcuble of being ohligod to procure new' Ponvoirs upon every 
Chan,r e. 'I'hat they did avoid to bring a particular lor 

each Ally, leap it fiiould be tiiought a Dehgn of treating not a Cenc^ 
ra!, but a feparate Peace. 

'fills we take to be the main Scope and Subf.ancc of their Defence, 
but we fend you a Copy inch Fed of the Ahmorial at large. 

'J'liT y having underliood that we had had the Defence of the French 
in Writing, and had been defred to ufc it only for the Help of cur 
Memory, in cur Report to the Ambailadors, but not to leave 

any Copy of it witli them ; they pray’d we A\ould make no other Ufc 
of tlieir i’aper, nor leave any Copy of it with them, the F)itTch-, and 
the '^I'itle they gave it, is to tliat Purpofe. 

Thiy aflded further, that in Regard much Time may be loll about 
Words and Sentences, not eflential to the Poticoirs, they would be 
w ilhng to enter forthwith into jMatter, provided the Ambafia- 

dors w ould do the fame ; and would be contented to engage that ilieir 
Court lliould furnifli a Plenipouvoir in fuch a Form, as the Alcdiators 
fliould tliiiik fuflicient, and void of Exception. 

On f 'filing more they added, in Annver to the Oflices Ave had for¬ 
merly made witli them, about Palijports Avith tlie Stile of AmbalVadors, 
to tlie Minifters of thofe Princes cf Germany that infift*ffyi6fi*4t .^ 
was, that tlieir prefent Inltrudions do tie them in tho fe ]VTa|tQie g* TtT' 
the Stile of the I'reaty at Munfler ,• however, that they liatl written 
about it into Sveeden, but could not anfwcr for any Return, in Regard 
of the Difficulties that their Letters do meet Avith in FFptmark, 

Yfsterday Morning we carried this Memorial toFthc fDutcb Am- 
bafladers, who took Notes <if it, as it was read to tym ; as to the 
Offer they, the Swedes, had made, as well '^as the l^tnch before, of 
entring into Builnefs in the interim, Avbilc the Plenipoumirs were re-y 

form-^ 
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ft>rming ; the T^iitcb Ambafladors Anfvver to the one and the other 
was, that they mull expect Orders from their Mailers. 

But they agreed freely enough, that the Exception made by the 
'French and Swedes^ againft their '‘P lent potwoir^ where the Peace is di¬ 
rected to be made, “ aux Conditions ks plus acimtugcufes dr utiles an hien 
dc leur FJiat^ was not without Reafon ; 'I hat they had fo repre- 
fented it to their Alaftcrs, and doubted not but it would be amejided ; 
adding, that if the French Ambalfadbrs would do the fame, that is, 
get their Pleniponc'oir reformed as foori as may be, they tljought tlie 
DiHerencc cQnceriijmg Plenipouvoirs wouk^dsc at an End, tvitlmut en¬ 
gaging the Ihirtij^Oh Contelhitions by Writi^ija 

As the Frencm had made one Remark mo^NWpon the Stitch Plcni- 
ponc'oirs^ which/wa.s, that the relative \\'ord ainji, reduced yet more 
Itrongly ail that was to be done to the Uncertainty in which the fore¬ 
going U’ords, Conditions Ics plus avantagenfes^ left them j fo the Tyntch 
told us they had found another jMatter fit for Reflexion and Fcclair- 
ciffhmetit in the French Plenipoutoirs ; it was, that the Moll Chriftian 
King mentions other Princes his Allies, after Mention made of the 
King of Sweden^ and they (the ^hitcld) not knowing of any 'di king 
themfelves, are concerned they may know them in 'I ime, they being 
tvilling, by an autlientick Declaration, to give in the Names of all that 
are in Alliance with them in this War. 

This we acquainted the French Ambalfadors withal ^ their Anfwcr 
W'^as, that their King would have feveral Princes to take in and com¬ 
prize as his Allies, wlien this Peace fliould be made up ; and that they 
are not bound*to difeover any Alliances they may have with thofe that 
are no declared Parties to tlie War. 

But for this and all other Remarks, the Anfwcr they Hood upon 
w-as, that if the hDutch would treat in the mean time, they would 
^ undertake to procure fuch Plcniponvcirs from their Court, as the Me¬ 
diators fliould propofe as a Form indifferent for all Parties ; but that 
if the F)utcb mu ft attend for Orders from their M afters upon the P/e- 
• niponcoirs, before they do any d'hing, they (tlie French') muft do the 
fame.

Fight Honour able Sir, 

I N our laft of the w'e gave you an Account of the Offer made 

both by the French and Swedifi Ambaffadors, to charge themfelves 
with the procuring new Powers, in fuch a Form as fliould be agreed 
upon by the Mediators, provided the ^)ntcb would do the fame, and 
in the mean time enter into the Bulinefs of the Treaty. 

W E could not communicate this Propofal to the ^iSutch Ambaffadors 
lilimr^ I laft, by Reafon of M. 'Beverning's IllncE ,• but having 
"'Irtiepi^Jgncjli, they aniwcred us, that having reprefented to their Mafters 
tl>(e Exceptions made on all Sides to the feveral Powers, the States 
had refolvcd to give full Satisfaftion to the French and Swedijh Ani- 
baffadors in wl^t had been objeded againft theirs ; and had thereupon 
given Orders Ar the Difpatch of new Powers, which were already 
come to theirfeands, with the Omiffion or Change of thofe Claufes, 
againft which £he Excepinons lay. They added further, that to fliew

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their Maftcrs Inclination and Sinccfcntjfs in the Courlc of this Bnfineis j 
they were content to proceed in the Treaty, and enter immediately 
upon Matter, in Cafe the French and &t£edilh Anibaff'adors would oblige 
tlv nif-lves, by an Aft under their Hands, to procure neW Powers in fuch 
l'<.nn as ihould be propofed by the Mediators. 

\V E acquainted yefterday both the Trench and Swedijh Ambafladors 
with thefe Difeourfes of the which they both took notice of 

as Teftimonies of the States linfcerc Procedure in the prefent Treaty ,• 
but gave us indifferent AnfvWs upon them. The Swedes faid, that 
the} found the Propoiition a^ecablc with the Intp’;!.^ons wherein they 
had left their Mafter, aij#P^crcfore fliouid make r.o Dl|fficulty of engag¬ 
ing themfelvcs to proefite new Powers in the Form raeition’d, nor lign- 
ing an Aet to that Purpofc, and therefore they defircdv us to draw up, 
as fcon as we pleafed, both the Form of Power they were to procure, 
and the Adt they were to fign. 

1 'he Trench told us, that tho’ upon the firft Exceptions advanced by 
the TTntch to their Poxvers, and by them to thofc of the TTtitch, they 
had oftVr’d to proceed in the Treaty, in Cafe the TTiitch Ambafladors 
would have done fo too j and in the mean Time, have pcrfcjrmed their 
mutual Offices towards their refpedtive Mafter.s, for the Redrefs of fuch 
Claufes in their Powers againft which the Exceptions lay j yet fince the 
SDntch Ambafladors had now reprefented the whole State of that Matter 
to their Mafters, and received Orders upon it, ihcy efteemed it ncccf- 
lary for them (the Trench Ambafladors) to do fo too. They fay, they 
had given an Account of the whole Bufinefs to the King their Mafter on 
Friday laft, and doubted not but in few Days to receive Orders upon it. 

'I' H E fame Evening we communicated both thefe Anfw^rs of the 
French and Swedes to the F)mcb Ambafladors, who faid only upon them, 
tliat they muft attend till the French had received their Orders from 
Court, and that they could not take any Meafures foparately w itli the 
Swedes in this Matter. That in the mean T'ime they doubted not 
but tlu'ir Allies would be arrived here ; the Count Kinski being already 
at CoUjgn^ and Monfieur Semnitz at Cleccs. 

'1 H E TTuich Ambufladors liad told us, they liad Orders from their 
MalUrs, to dclire us, that the neutral Country being now concluded 
upon by bis Majefty’s Mediation, we would move liis Majofty hereupon, 
to pufs an Act of Guarranty for the Neutrality both of this Town, and 
of fo nmch of the Country about it, as was agreed on to that Purpofc. 

1'nk ^Brdhdcnhiirgh Ambafladors being expected here in very few Days, 
and the French Ambafladors being refolved to treat them in the fame 
Manner that was praCtifed at Munjli-r^ and lince at Frankfort^ wliich 
was, to give the Hand and Fas to the firft of the Embafl'y, but not the 
roll; we fuppofe it is his Majefty’s Intention we fhould do fo too j the 
S'±edijh Ambafladors being likewife refolved upon the fame Coiufcj 
but we ftiall be glad however to receive one Word more of pofitive Di¬ 
rection in the Cafe. 

We find ourfelves inftrudted by your Anfvvcr upon feme Querie s made, 
by me. Sir Ixoline Jenkins, before my coming away, to pretenci iite 
Rank of the Emperor’s Ambafladors, as well as others hcr««i«> 
of Mediators. But we find ourfelves referr’d by you at the fame Tifne 
to farther Enquiries, bow that Matter pafled between the Swedes at 
Cologn and the Empetor’s Ambafladors there. We can^'rot fitislie our 
felves here as yet in that Point, as to Mattcfr of Fa^^t ,• nor do we 
hope to gain much Light in it from the Ambaflacf ts here, whom 

we do not find open "or free as we expected, either in thlJf Acknowledg¬ 
ment 
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ment of what was given to them as Mediators at Cologn^ or in the Ex- 
preflions of what they intended to give us upon the fame Occafion here. 
But of this we ihall pofilbly be obliged to give you feme further Ac¬ 
count hereafter ; in the mean Time, we fliall be very glad to know his 
Majefty’s Pleafure mere dircdly, what we fliall pretend in this Point 
with the Imperial Ambafladors, whcrujvcr the Cafe fliall happen after 
their Arrival here. L 

U p o K Saturday and Sunday^ my l^ord "Bcrkl^ received the firft 
Vilits from the otl|cr Amballadors hereVbut having not yet returned 
them, has been ijj^reby hindered hithc^o from entring into Bu- 
linefs, which weiouwofe his Lordfliip will bNisjmdy to do by the next 
Ordinary. I ^ 

There fell /ut on Saturday an unlucky Accident in the Vifit in¬ 
tended his Lordfiiip by M. Oxer^iei'n. My Lord "Berkley had given M. 
dl jivaux three a Clock, and allures us, that he firlt gave M. OxenJUcrns 
Secretary between three and four, but at his going away, dclircd it 
might be a Quarter before four. M. Oxciifiicrn came while M. eC Jvanx 
was with my Lord Berkley^ and not rinding his Lordfliip there to re¬ 
ceive him, went away : My I.ord Berkley lent his Secretary to cxcufe 
it, but Monlicur Oxenfiiern return’d him Anfwcr by Monfieur Agrtmiius^ 
that he expedted w hat he had done fliould pafs for a Vilit ; and that 
thereupon my Lord Berkley fliould return it him, as if it had been made 
in Form. He pretends that the Hour having been given him between 
throe and four, any Time after three was his own, and that he did not 
come till a Quarter after three. Not only my Lord Berkley^ but M. 
d" Acaux affirms; that he, M. d Acaux, having come earlier than his 
Time, (upon the Knowledge that Monlieur Collert's Vifit w^as over) was 
oyt^cf my Lord Berkley's Door by three a Clock, and that Word was 
brought of Monfieur Oxenjiicrns Arrival, by that Time he and my 
J^ord Berkley were let down. Upon all which Circumftances, and other 
in Agriconius his Difeourfes to my l.ord Berkley^ his Lordfliip believes 
it was a Thing affedtedly done by M. Oxevjiiern ,• and alfuring himlelf to 
have made no Fault, cannot W'cll refoive how to offer any Satisfadion 
w ithout his Majefty’s Orders in the Cafe ,* tho’ we find liis Lordfliip to be 
very well difpofed to admit any Temperament, in which he might hope 
to be allowed by his Majclly j but this Matter w ill be related to you 
more at large by bis Lordfliip this Ordinary, and to M. Cotirtiit by all 
the French Ambaffadors here, w ho do not believe my Lord Berkley to 
have made any Fault in the Courfe of it j and therefore we fliall not 
enlarge that Trouble any further at prefent, but remain always, S i r, 
&c.

As for the Pal&ge of the Swedijh I.cttcrs through "Denmark, (which 
you are plealed u your Letter to begin with) we have already given 
you an Account « what kH.^Heugb took Occafion lately to fpeak of it, 
and of the good Oifpofition, in which wc have always found the Dutch 
' Ambaf- 
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/iirabjtiraclors (and they have ftill alfured us their Matters are in the 
fame) to do what lies in them to remove this Obttacle out of the Way ,* 
they profefling thcmfelves to be fcnfible, (as all Men living mutt be) 
that we cannot hope for any Difpatch of Bufinefs from the Stsedcs^ as 
long as they are debarred the Communication of Proceedings here with 
their Matter. r 

I, Sir William I'cmplc^ fliall m^c it my Bufinefs to renew' my Inftan- 
ccs with the Pcclioner, and with the States too, when I am at the 
Haguey as 1 intend to be witl;>hi few Days, that his Majetty’s Oifccs to¬ 
wards the King of ^enmam may be feconded by fJ^Km and the Allies 
and wc ttiall be furc ^f us to take this frclh Otctcafon to apply 
ourfelves to M. Hcttgh and M. ‘Bevervingy tlie other Ambefiadors 

being not in 'I'own at this Time. 

As to the Steps that arc to be made towards the Subject Matter 
of the 'J'rcaty, (when the Difficulties upon the ^PhnipviK'virs are o'/er) 
wc are molt humbly thankful for his Majetty’s gracious Directions there¬ 
in, which wc fliall be furc to keep clef* too, that being now a beaten 
Path, as appears by the Practice at Mnnfier and Colcgn. 

As to the Minillcrs of the Princes o)i Germany not P.lcdcrs, (nhich 
tvas the laft Point in your i.etter) it is clear according to the Practice 
of this AHembly hitherto, tvhich hath been to give the firft Notiheation 
to the Mediators; the Difficulty of vifiting thofc that fliall come with 
the Style of JmhaJJ'adorSy will rirtt light upon us ; and therefore, in Pur- 
fuance of his Majefty’s Directions, wc fliall, when any fuch Minittcr 
gives us notice of his Arrival, if he docs it in the Stile of /ImhnJJhda'y 
let him know, that if that Point were determin’d among the Princes 
here engag’d in the Treaty, wc fliould not fail to give him the frft 
Vilit i but while that is depending, wc can do no more, but return him 
our Complements by our Secretaries upon his Arrival; But in Cafe they 
do not ufc the Stile of JmhnJfadorSy wc fuppofe we arc then to c;xpeij(t 
tlio firtt Vilit from them, as is the Practice between Ambafladors and 
Tnvoys in all other Places. 

'I'he French Ambafladors, in an ordinary Converfation w ith me Sir 
William Fcmplcy and M. iTOlic'enkraniz- in the like w itli me Sir Lcoline 
JenkinSy took (iccalion to delsrc us, tliat we ivould draw i^p a I’onn of 
Plcnipotaoil's that may ferve in general for all Parties, which they would 
ccmmunic itc, they faid, to the Kings their Mailers, to prepare tlicm 
befortliaiul, for the faving of 'l ime. 

E cxcufcd ourfelves till the 'filing was delired of us by the joint 
Requilition of the Parties, hut told them, having fpoken of the 'filing 
together, ofir Opinions were, to propofe a form for a Preface only ,* 
and to leave the difpolitive Part of it to the Stile of each Court, for fo 
it was at Munjicr ; for notwithftanding the French Plcniponcoir tliere w as 
reformed, the Difpolitive in it was left entire j and ’tis the fame that li:td 
belli ufed with Vcrcins before, and hath been lince ufed at the PyrcnciSy 
uiix la CbapellCy and Cologn. 

f'oR the Preface, we told them, wc thought it wou jd do beff-^ 
I'xtend it no further than only to the mention of his Ma'jelfy’^'^jj^ig 
offer’d liis Mediation to fuch or fucli a Prince, and of its f <jij*g^rFcpted 
by him, and by all the Parties engaged in the War, and of the Tot^ii of 
Kimcgticn\ being agreed on for the l*lacc of Congrefs; and that tlicrcfore, 
filch and fuch a Prince had font fuch and fuch Pcrfliftis his Pi*, ii'potcn- 
tianes, (jc* The French Ambafladors did feem to ap[^ove of this f'erm 
of a Prtlace very much, we would be vcryyglad to whow his Majvtt)’s 
Opinion i pon it bf fore the Cafe hapnens. 

Las/ 
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Last Night \vc acquainted the Swedes Ambafladors with thofc Or¬ 
ders his Majefty hath been plcafcd to give to Sir yohn ^Panl in Den- 
mark^ and to us here, to renew our Inftances (as alfo in what Manner 
W'C arc direded to do it) about the free Paflage of their Letters through 
Denmark i this Notice they rcteived with all humble Thanks and 
Acknowledgments to his Majcfty. L 

IN this Converfation we had fomc D^courfe of the unfortunate Acci*- 
dent between my^ord ’Berkley and M. ; we found, that tho’ 

he would not allu^f his having raade^^y I'ault on his Side, yet 
he exprellcd a a^it^cal of Wiliingnefs ttNi^mc to any Accommoda¬ 
tion .of this Buinefs, but ftiJl to preferve his^'Iartcr’s Honour •, this 
gave us Occafiai to afilirc him of tlic fame good Difpolition in my 
I.>ord Berkley. • 

M Y Lord ‘Berkley having not finillicd his Vifts of Ceremony till !a/t 
Night, docs not lign this Difpatch j but beginning this Day, as he does, 
to enter upon the I’undtions of our Commiifion, he t\iU be fure to lign 
the next. 

'J' HI s Morning the SwcdiJJo Ambalfador M. Oxcnjflern was with us, 
to acquaint us, that they had this Day Advice ironi the S^c'ed/lk 
niltcr at Pans, that the Moll Chriftian King would confent to a cer¬ 
tain Route, fuch as fliould be preferibed for Couriers hence into Spain ; 
and that the trench AmbaHadors had Orders to declare fo much to us 
here, in order to our obtaining the like Paflage through Denmark, for 
Couriers between this Place and Swicden. 

This we hope to improve towards the final cftablifliing or this 
Matter, in Purfuit whereof 1, William‘■J’cmple, ha\e promifdd M. 
O^^nftiern the moft vigorous Inrtances I can with the States and their 
Allies, while I am at the Hague. W'e are, cjr.

S INCE our laft of the ^'^d, we have none from you to acknow- 
lcd.gc. Upon Friday Morning M. Beoerning acquainted me. Sir 
William temple, with an Incident arrived here the Day before, that 
the Titular Bifliop of Utrecht came to the Magiftrates of this Town, 
to let them know, that the Pope’s Nuncio Pallavicini, now reflding at 
Cologn, had received Orders to come to this Place, upon his Mailer’s 
Mediation in the prefent Treaty of Peace ; but dclired h'rlt to know, 
whether they, the Magiflrates, w^ould anfwcr for the Security of his 
Perfon and Family here : 'fhe Magiflrates took Time to ad\’ife with 
M. Beveruing upon it ; M. Bevsrning told them, it w^as a Matter whcrc- 
- i|^hev, the Magiftrates, could give no Anfwcr, without Orders from 
JillflbSai WlfsTrTr Advice from the Mediators, and that he would charge 
Inrdi'tP^irh drminrlinr both the one and the other ; and thereupon 


he oame to defire our Advice, according to Orders w'hich he had re¬ 
ceived from his Mailers, whenever any fuch Cafe fliould happen. I 
told him, it w* a Thing wherein 1 could fay nothing at ail, but 
would confult wall my Collegucs, and then we fliould give him our 
joint Anfwcr. a t 

U PON Confintation tiJJ^ther the fame Day, wc all three rcfolved 
'this Anfwer fliould be given to M. Beveruing . 1 Ji, That it was a 

Thieg 
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Thing wherein we were not at all inUruftcd. 2 dly. That for our 
felves, we conceived it an Incident wherein we were not concerned i 
efteeming our Part to be, to perform Offices between Party and Party 
engaged in the War, but not to intereft ourfelves whether any other 
Party were admitted or not admitted into this Mediation, and confe- 
qucntly, that we defired to be cxBufed from giving him (M. ^ccernin^ 
any Advice in this Cafe. f 

W E drew up thefe Words ^ Writing for a Menprial among our 
felves, and agreed that we,/Sir William T’emple^ arvd^ir Leoline Jen¬ 
kins^ (my I.ord ihdifpolition not fulfering him to go Abroad 

that Day) fhould acqu'aint M. ^Beverning with it, but ii Difeourfe only, 
according to the ufual Way hitherto obferved, and lil^e to continue, 
till we actually enter into the Matter of the Treaty. 

U p o K tins Anfwer, M. Beverning entered upon very large Difeourfi s 
concerning the Difficulties we fhould meet with, in cafe of a Nuncio's 
Arrival here j how unavoidable it would be for us to fall into Com¬ 
merce with him, in cafe of his entring upon the Mediation in the fame 
Place, and yet how contrary that would be to our Conflitutions and 
Practice, and how difficult the Point of Precedence j fince, he fiid, 
we confidered the Pope but as a Temporal Prince, whereas all the Ca- 
tholick Princes would certainly give him the Precedence before all other 
Mediators. 

We eafily perceived that all thefe Difeourfes were intended to 
poflefs us fo far of the Troubles that would befal us by this Accident, 
its to engage us thereby in all poffible Endeavours to prevent it j but when 
he faw that we kept clofc to our Anfwer, and told him, for what con¬ 
cerned ourfelves, it W’ould be Time enough to refolve, wdicn the Diffi¬ 
culty fhould befal us j he then delired us, that we w’ould go to the 
French Ambaffadors,' and acquaint them w ith the Cafe, and let thern^ 
knowf, that tho’ on the one Side, the States could not honnetement refufc 
the Entry of this Place to the Nuncio, if he fhould offer to come hither, 
lince it w^as made a neutral Town for the Ufe of the Congrefs; yet 
they, the States, could never have any Thing to do with him in the 
Courfe of this Treaty, nor take any Notice of his Mediation, and 
that bccaufe he forefaw^ this Accident might prove un embaras au 
Congrez ; he delired the French Amball'adors would ufe fomc Means on 
their Side, pour le detmrner docilement^ whilfl the States would endea¬ 
vour the fame, on the other Side, wdth their Allies : And this, M. 
Beverning tol*l us, we could not refufc to do, being only an Office de¬ 
lired by one of the Parties tow'ards the other. We told him, we wmuld 
do it, and in the fame Manner he delired w hich we performed accord¬ 
ingly the fame Evening. 

The French Ambalfadors Anfwer was, that it was a Matter they 
W'cre not at all inftruded in j but the King their Matter having accept¬ 
ed the Mediation of the Pope, (as the Emperor and King of Spain had 
likewife done) whenever any Nuncio fhould arrive in this 
the French Ambaffadors, fhould give him all the Honour that 
to him, inftead of uling any Endeavours to divert him- 6 « 5 i''.&oming 
hither ; that they fuppofed that the Mediation of the Pope wds a 
Thing that would not touch the States General here, any more than 
it had done at the Treaty of Munjier} but that it \^as a Matter for 
them, the States alone, to refolve of, w hether they ^ould admit him 
into this Towm or no. j ^ 

T H: s w e reported from the French Amhafl^'ors to M. Beverning^ who 
feemed to wonder they fhould profefs to have no Knowledge before of 

this 
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this Matter, which he thought had been concerted with them. He faid, 
he was fure the Biihop ol: Utrecht was not a Perfon pour fuire une 
fourbericy being a very good and a learned Man; but whatever the 
Bottom of this Matter was, he fhouid reprefent it to his Maftcrs, and 
believed they would be lb wile, as not tin any kind to refufc the Entry 
of this Town to the Nuncio, wheneveilwie came hither. 

IN the fame Conference he told us, tlAt he had certain News of the 
Count Kinski beinf parted from Cologn t\p Days before, but that he 
was informed it waBHieith Intention of goin^«^o Cleaves ; that if it were 
true, and he Ihoi^ Hay there any Time, he would take 

Occafion to let hTO know, that he lliould conlid 3 t his being there as 
Hill abfent from^he Congrefs, and Ihould go on in the Treaty without 
him, in cafe he came not hither whenever the "French Ambafladors 
Ihould receive Orders from France to enter into Bulinefs, with AlTurancc 
of procuring new PalTports. 

H E dcHred us, that when this Dil^atch came from France^ we would 
lofe no Time in giving him Notice of it, to the End, that if the French 
gave in to the Expedient, they, the ^)utcby might fall into Confulta- 
tion w’ith thofe of their Allies that Ihould be prefent here, lb as to 
acquaint one another with their mutual Neceluties, and give Notice 
to luch as Ihould be abfent, that they were forced to proceed without 
them. 

Upon Sattrrde^ Night M. Cafpersy who ftiles himfelf Councellor and 
Envoy of the Duke of Newburghy came to us, being newly arrived 
here ; he told iis, he came upon the Pretenlions of his Mailer, to the 
Style of Ambafladors for his Minifters, without which he could not 
fend them to the Congrefs j and becaufe at his laft being here, the 
French Ambaffadors had referr’d that Matter to the Precedents that 
"‘'■.vould be produced upon it, he had, upon Search into the Archives of 
the Dutchy of Juliers and CleoeSy found out feveral that were clear 
Jn the Cafe, and whereof lie was ready to produce the Originals, if the 
Mediators fliould cflccm it nccelfary j that he expedted very fuddenly 
further Examples fhouid be fent him by his Maflcr, as to what concern’d 
the Dukedom of Newburgh ; but fuppofed thefe at prefent were enough 
for Evidence in that Matter. 

W E defired him to give us his Allegations in Writing, that we might 
reprefent them both to his Majefly and to the French Ambaffadors, 
which he promifed j fo that we hope to fend you them inclofed with 
this Letter ; but for Fear they fliould fail us in that Form, we may 
tell you here, that they confifted in three Inftances ; the i fly Pi. Treaty 
of Alliance between Francis the Firfly and Duke of ytdiers: The 
idy A Treaty of Marriage between Henry the Fighiby and Jnn of 
Cloves: And the 3 </, A l.ctter of Recreance from the King of SwedeUy 
by a Miniftcr of this Duke of Newburgh ,• in all which were ufed the 
Style of Ambalfador, that is, Legatus in the two firft, and Gefandt in 

obferved upon the whole, the Scope of his Argument was, to 
diftm^Wflf his Mailer’s Pretenlions from any other Prince of the Empire, 
upon the Dignity of his Houfe, being greater than any of them, and 
equal with the Ele«aors: He faid, he had Orders to attend here in 
Purfuit of this I Affair, ^till it Ihould be determined j upon which the 
other Ambaffadors defign’d by his Mailer would likewife arrive, he being 
one of the Conmifllon ir^nded. 

Just now tne DukeTw Newburgh's Envoy fent us a Letter, of which 
we here inclofe you a Copy : We have not Time by this Poll to fend

O UR laft was of the ly/z^Iiiftant; avc have finojp the Favour of 
yours of the 2\Ji to acknowledge. 

W E lhall not now repeat any 'riiing of the Account you were then 
in LxpeCtation of, as to what Ihould he faid by the Swedes, or the 
Stitch, for or againft each otiicr’s Powers, we having already given you 
Part of all they have committed to us upon that Subje<a : But fince it 
is his Majclly’s gracious Plcafurc, to leave the adjuUing of this Matter 
of Powers to us, we fliall endeavour to govern ourlelves with all Im¬ 
partiality towards the Parties, and alfo according to thofe Precedents 
and txpedients that have been admitted of, upon the like Difficulties, 
in former Treaties. 

Our Negotiation is at a Stand at this prefent, ’tis in Expedtation 
whether the Court of France will order their Ambafladors to enter 
into Bufinefs forthwith, and to leave it to the Mediators* to prepare, in 
the mean while, luch a Form of a Fkniponveir, as lhall be void of all 
Exception. This the Swedes and the F}ntch have declared tbemf Ivds 
ready to do for their Parts, M. Reverning expreffing himfclf very frank¬ 
ly, that they, the *Dtitcb Ambafladors, have all they intend to askf' 
ready digefted in Writing, and have Orders to give it in without fur¬ 
ther Delays, in cafe the Expedient about the Powers be accepted of., 

W E arc very glad to be poflefl'cd of your Remark, upon a Matter 
which the French Ambafladors do at every 'I'urn let forth, laying Claim, 
as it were, to his JMajefly’s Endeavours, to prevail with the Emperor 
for admitting of that 'remperament, wliieh France tvas willing to come 
to about Prince William of Fnrficmhmgh. We do cafily forefec the 
Bulinefs of that Prince will be one of the firft I'hings the French Am- 
haffadors will offer to a Ik'bate, when we come to enter into Bulinefs; 
M. Cclhcrt having told mo. Sir Jjcoline Jcnhtvs, in a particular Conver- 
fation on Mmidny laft, that they mull advance it as a I'hing, wherein 
the Honour of their King was too much concerned, not to make it one 
of the lull: Bulinclfcs of this treaty ; fincc that Prince was fo much a 
Sufferer for his Affedtion to France, and net guilty of the Crimes charg¬ 
ed upon him ogainfl the Empire. 1 hereupon took Occafion to reprefent 
tvS him what a Difappointment it would be to the general Expectation, 
if they, tht: French, Ihould, inftcad of propounding Means to 
a Cejieral Peace, and to re-unite all the Parties, enter into the 
the Bulinefs of I’rince William as a Prctimincry, which woffld"?Ske up 
a great deal of 'l ime, and yet at-laft would be of no Moment, which 
Way foever decided, to further the Peace. 

His Reply was, that the Moll Chriftitin King canncA in Honour do 
otherwife than make this his firft Bulinefs ,■ and that .it would be a 
Thing of ill Example, to facrilice tlxTc that i^d fluefc him, as that 
Priiice had done. « 


This 
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This ^vc me Occafion to lay bc^c him the ill Ellens that fuch 
a Propofition as this had had at Munji^ i where the IBteikhi in their 
firft Propofition, asked the Liberty of the Eledtor of ’trestesy when 
the Imperialijis and Spaniards in theirs had propoied Terms and 
Means (as it was expe^cd the French Ibould likewife have done) to 
come to a general Accommodation; JThe French were then forced to 
forego that Propofition, and to come to ethers that might be treated as the 
Subject Matter of the Peace j and yet ^cre is this Difference between 
thofc two Cafes, jfliat the Imprifbnment\jF the Elc^^or of TCreves^ being 
in Alliance with made by Fr)Sn(e the Caufc of its decla¬ 

ring the War agi^ft Spain; whereas the ImpilHbnmcnt of the Prince of 
Farjiemhnrgby is airedtly and immediately the Qjjiarrel of the Eledlor of 
Cohgn^ (whofe .^baffador he was) but that France had found a Rea- 
fon to concern ilfelf in it. 

M. Colbert was plcafed to acknowledge, that this Propofition about 
Prince WiUiam would not do well to be expofed alone, but that nothing 
hindred it, to be mingled with other Propofitions relating au Qros ae 
tq 0 aire j fo that upon the whole Matter, we muft exped the Bufinefs 
of Prince WiUiant to be one of the firfl Things that will be brought here 
into Difpute. 

W E fhall not fail to give the ^Dutch Ambafladors notice, how far his 
Majcfty has been pleafed already to intcreft himfclf in the Af&ir of the 
new Toll at Ghtckjladt^ and how ready he will be to joyn with the 
States General in any Offices, in Order to preferve the Right of Com¬ 
merce to fo many neighbouring Nations, from fuch Encroachments. 

In our laft wcht inclofed the Letter of Monfieur Cajpers, Councellour of 
the Duke of Newburgh, about the Pretenfions of his Matter; In this we 
iifclofe thofe Copies we had not then Time to tranferibe, being the 
Extrads out of two feveral Treaties made between King Henry the 8 th 

England, and Francis the iji of France, with the Duke of yuliers, 
which M. Cafpers refers to in his Letter. We remain always, ^c.

Fight Honourable Sir, 

S INCE our latt of the ^oth, we have none of yours to acknow¬ 
ledge. The fame Evening, the French Ambalfadors came to us, 
and acquainted us, that they had received an Anfwer from their Court, 
upon two of their Difpatches, containing the Objedions made to their 
Powers by the Tkach Ambalfadors, and the Difeourfes which had paf- 
fed upon them ; that the King their Matter found very little in them 
«i|torth Rgfl^xion, but yet was content to give a particular Power for 
with the King of ^Denmark, if it were infilled upon; and 
wker 5 *iHs faid, nommant la mile de Nintegue, he was content it lliould 
be laid propofant { but for the other Claufes againtt which they eii*- 
cepted in the Preface, he faw no Reafon to alter any Thing in them. 
That-for the firA, he thought he might fpeak honourably of the Caufe, 
and Juttice of the War,*and of his Arms j and the other Parties might 
do fo too. Thit for theAttair of Prince William, it was necelfary for 
his Honour to Wntion fince he had long declared, that he would 

U u u 2 not 
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Hot treat till Satisfat^ion was gt^en in that Point, and had at length 
tcfolvcd to ibnd his Ainbalfad&s from Cbarleviik^ only upon hjs Ma- 
jclty’s Promifcs to employ his Offices for obtaining it from the Emperor, 
upon which he had not doubted the Succefs. That he could in no Way 
dilpcnfe with the Claufe which j’mentioned the Pope’s Mediation, being 
to treat upon thefe Powers with the Emperor and Spain^ who had accept¬ 
ed it, as well as with the Stadis. 

This was the Sum of tbeir Anfwcr; upon whfeh wq put them in 
mind of the feveral Confi^nces which had becn-dp ^is Matter, where¬ 
of the two firft had only in the mutual Objet^ions betw een the 

Parties, but the third had ended in the Account of 'the States having 
amended their Powers, and in the Oder of treating, itj cafe the tYencb 
and would oblige thcmfelvcs by an A6t under their Hands, to 

procure new Powers according to a Form that fhould be agreed upon by 
the Mediators. We defired to know, whether what they had now told 
us was to be given the T)utch Amball’adors for Anfwcr to vEat had 
pafled at the laft Conference, as well as at the others ; they feemed a 
little to differ at firft in their Opinions, but at length agreed, that it 
fhould be given them as a general Anfwer j fince they did not believe 
the King their Mafter was likely to change his Mind, or that it could 
cohfift with his Honour, to alter the Form of his Powers. But the lame 
F.vcning meeting with them in Converfation, they defired us, that when 
we fhould make this Report to the *Dutch Ambalfadors, we fliould take 
Occafion to let them know, that they had not yet received Anfwcr upon 
that Difpatch, which contained the laft Offer from the 'Dutch upon this 
Matter. 

Upon p'ridety Afternoon, we accordingly reported all that had paft 
to M. ^ecerniitg, who is at prefent alone here ; he told us upon it, that 
he obferved nothing new in this Anfwer, or that differ’d at all materially 
from what the French Ambafladors had formerly made j fo that he fup- 
pofed, the Difpatch they had now received from tlicir Court, was no¬ 
thing more than an Approbation of what they had firft faid upon his Ob- 
jedtions; and that fince they had not yet received any Anfw'er to his 
laft Propofal, which W'as according to the Expedient ufed in the '1 rcaty 
of Munjfcr j He thought it was beft dc nc fc rmnpre pas la leftc de tonte 
ce difeourfe^ but to expedt a further Anfwcr, Which miglit come in Courfe 
by the next OrdinaryHe laid it w'ould be indifferent to him, if the 
French w'ould cither agree to a common Form of Powers that fhould be 
drawn up by the Mediators, or make ufc of their own Form by Way of 
Conftitution for all their Ambafladors, which they had already ufed in 
the Subftitution of the Marcfchal ^ Ffiradcs, and wherein he did not 
except againft any Word; fince upon Difcourfc with the Danijlt 
Ambaffedor here, he Iccmcd to content himfclf with his Mailers being 
included in thofc Words, which after the States General name tens 
Koys d' Frinces knrs Allicz ; whereas in their firft Powers, it w’^as only 
taus Ics Trinces Icnrs AUiez ,• he faid, that for the Change^, 
for propofant; it was a Bagatettel j that for other Exception?’nbout 
juftifying the War, and’ the Mttntioh of Prince Willram^ they wr-cre made 
as againll Claufes more likely fo tboepile their Allies than theriifeiveS, 
who were not fo delicate in Points not very niaterial j that there was 
only one Point which was effential to the States, ahdfupon which they 
CQuld never treat, and this was the Pope’s Mediation i that this was a 
Thing that had never been offer’d to his h'feftcrs ; and if it fhould be 
fr>, they knew' very well what AnfWer to gtvc it; I'hat the Powers 
A ould be publick, and for that Rcafon they had never conlented to the 

Mention 
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Mention 6f filriy fuch Mediation at th'e^ea'ty df tmd been 

cxeifcifed tftdfe between Frahca and Spai^ that he conld nbt fee any Didi* 
culty for France to give two Powers, the one fo be ufed upon his Majefty’s 
general Mediation, which had been accepted of by all the Parties j and 
the other, with the Mention of the Pope’s Mediation, which had been 
accepted, and might be ufcfully cmplojKd among the Catholick Princes, 
if any Difficulties in the Treaty ihoiml remain particularly between 
them. That if Fsance would fatisfy ti^m in this Matter, either by 
fending a new Po\w^ih'the Form of the^Marlhal dFJirades Subftitu- 
tion, or by confeon^Tolinother that fliould jjc drawn up by the Me¬ 
diators, tho’ he rould not engage that all theif Allies fliould approve 
of either; yet would engage, that if they did not, the States Inould 
proceed in the 'Ireaty without them : And for his Part, that the very 
next Day after fuch d Difpatch fliould come from France^ he would 
fend an Exprefs to the Count Kinski^ (who we heard was fallen Sick 
at Cohgn) to let him know, tliat tho’ he was lorry for his Illncfs, yet 
he muft not expeft that the Treaty of Peace Ihould demurer au lit 
auffi fur cettc occajion. 

Upon Saturdayy we gave Account of all thefe Difeourfes to the 
French Ambafladors, who, tho’ they argued for their Mailer’s adhering to 
their firft Fotm of Powers, and efpecially in the Infcrtion of that Claufe 
concerning the Pope’s Mediation j upon which, they faid, the States might 
protell as a Thing they neither accepted nor were concern’d in ,• yet 
they concluded, that they rauft attend upon a further Anfwcr from 
Court, which they expedlcd would come on T'burfday next. 

, After this Conference, M. dFfirades defired, that we would give 
hinj M. Fevernit^s Anfwcr in Writing j upon which we concluded, 
that the Account we have given you of it here fliould be tranflated 
4;ito Frenchy and read to them, the French AmbdlTadors, fo as they 
might take Notes upon it if they pleafed. 

W E acquainted them likewife with the new Inllanccs and Allegations 
bffelr’d us by the Duke of Newburgh's Envoy here j they anfwer’d upon 
them, that none difputcd the Princes of Germany having Jus Lega~ 
timis j but that the Right of fending Minifters with the I'itle and 
Treatment of Ambaffadors now in Ule, was at firft peculiar only to 
the Crown’d Heads, and by their Confent allowed fince, firft to the 
Republick of VenicCy and after to that of the United Provinces, and 
laft of all, at the Treaty of Munjiery to the Eledlors. But that this 
Pretenfion of the Princes was never heard of till.now ; and that their 


Matter could anfwcr no further upon it, till he knew whether it was a 
Thing defired, and which could be granted by the Emperor and SpatUy 
and the other Kings engaged in the War. 

Upon ^htirfday laft, feme Companies of the Duke of Courland s 
Regiment palling thro’ this Town, one of them being very drunk, and 
meeting M. Carriere with another French Gentleman in the Street, began 
4 ^ufe great Infolence towards them both in Words and A<Stion, fo as 
^fe^w^i^orced to fave themfelves in a Burgher’s Houfc j upon which 
tiie Ambafladors made Iharp Complaints to us, and we did the 

fame to M. Beverningy who exprefled fo great a Rcfcntment upon it, 
with Defires both to find out and punilh the Men, and to prevent 
any fuch Difordqjrs for the future, that the French Ambafladors profefs 
to be perfectly latisfied* in the Matter,

The Suoedijh kvcAsSiSoLdoss having given us to tindefftand, that their 
Mafter’s Minifter at Taris had informed them, how that the Trench 
Ambaffadors had had the Orders of that Court to deelare to us, that 
the Moft Chriftian King was willing to grant free Palfage to all Cou¬ 
riers that the Spanijh Ambafladors mould have Occafon to fend from 
this Place of Treaty to Madrid^ defired us to take Ibme Occafion to 
put the French Ambafladors upon this Declaration, in Regard they, the 
Swedes, had found them unwilling to make any fuch Deelaration, with¬ 
out feme Caufc given them, together with a 1 rofpeft of obtaining the 
Recipr^ue from the T)anes. 

On Tuefday xve took an Hour of tha French Ambafladors for that 
Purpofe, and having obferved to them, how the Tkiich Ambafladors 
had laid hold of the Swedes Memorial of the zt tb of September, import¬ 
ing, that the Moft Chriftian King offer’d to make good that Conve- 
niency to Spain, that the T)utcb think it of Moment, if it were fo de¬ 
clared, to induce T)enmark to agree to the like on that Side j having 
alfo acquainted them with the Advice the Swedijh Ambafladors had 
lately received from Farts, they, the French Ambafladors, told us, 
their King had given them Commiflion to declare, that he, the Mol^ 
Chriftian King, did confent, there fhould be a free Paflage for Couriers 
to pafs at all Times from this Place towards Madrid, provided they 
took their Route hence to Sa/ie, and kept the German Side all along 
up the Rhine j and that they Ihould not enter into the Kingdom of 
France but by the Way of Switzerland, and fo to Lyons, and fo for¬ 
ward to gain the Fyrenecs. 

This, they faid, was not otherwife declared by them, than upon 
Conditiofi, \ft. That the Swedijh Couriers Ihould have the like free 
Paflage thro’ the Dominions of Denmark, 2 dly. That the Couriers 
of the Ftencb Ambafladors hence to Faris, Ihould have the like Free¬ 
dom uninterrupted. 

And here we humbly take Leave to obferve, that tho’ there hath 
been an Overture formerly made, that the Paflage of the Spanijh Cou¬ 
riers from hence to RruxeUs Ihould be free, yet there is no fuch Free¬ 
dom yet eftabliihed, which we conceive Will, if the Bulki3fs,,^fj^-e 
Treaty come to any Ripenefs, be an extream Inconvenience 
French as well as to the Spaniard ; for it is not unlikely, but that there 
will frequently fall out Matters of that Importance, as not to be truft- 
cd with the ordinary Poft. 

In our laft, we gave you an Account of the Ambafladors An- 
fwer, upon the from Inftanccs w-e had made, and th? Papers we had 
given in, in the Duke of Namc,^^bout thq. Style of thofe 

Minifters he intends for this Place. 

His 
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His Envoy being acquainted witih the Anfvvcrs the Ft'enffb h^d 
made, would needs prefs upon us to J'cprofcnt to them an Expedient, 
which, he thought, could remove the .^rcat Prejudice they (as he fup- 
pofed) ftuck at: It was, not to grani^ PalTports to the Minifters of any 
l^ince of the Empire, with the Style ,of JmhqJJadors^ unlcfs the Prince 
asking fuch Paflport fliould produce Ibch Examples and Precedents in 
his Family, as the Duke his Mailer hadaone j he being confident there 
were not above ti^ee Princes or four moll throughout the Empire, 
that were able to^nhiw -their Houle had font JV^inillers Abroad with the 
Charaftcr of Jf£hq0adors, as his Mailer had done j and that this Rule 
being kept to, all tlie little Sovereigns that might pretend to the fame 
Privilege, wouIB Hand excluded for Want of Precedents to lliew. 

This we could not refufe to lay before the Trench AmbalTadors, as 
we did in the fiime Audience ; their Anfwcr was the fame as in cur 
lalli M.Ctlbci't adding, that it would be mere proper for this Minillcr 
to apply h'.mfclf to the Emperor, and the other Ivings in the Alliance 
againll France, and to get them firll to agree, and then to declare what 
Style and Treatment they will give liis Mailer’s Minilters, it being moll 
natural for his Allies to lead the Way in a Refolution of this Kind ; 
and then it will be Time enough to call upon the Moll Chrillian King, 
with whom they arc in Enmity, to declare himfelf in the Point. To 
this M. dAvaux added, that this was a Cafe in which the Sentiments 
of the King our Mailer, as a great Monarch, having an Interell in fuch 
Decifiens, tvere^ to be enquired into, and made known before the Mat¬ 
ter was determin’d. 

Inclosed we fend you the Copy of a Letter we received on T'uef- 
(hey from C. Kinski, as alfo the Anfw'cr w’e wrote him this Day, b)' the 
fame Gentleman that brought it. 

jM. Van Haren, in a particular Vifit I, Sir Teoline Jenkins, made him 
two Days ago, at his Return from Triczland, was very inquilltivc whtli 
^e.to know^, whether the French Ambafladers were yet come to any 
Refolution upon the Propofal they, the Ttyuleb Ambalfadcrs, Jiad made 
them, of entering forthw ith into Bulinefs, and of leaving the '■Pknipcvjvirs 
to be adjulled by the Mediators, each Side engaging to procure I’owcr^ 
in the Form that Ihould be agreed on from their Principals; and tinit 
what fliould be treated and concluded in the interim, Ihould Hand good. 
He told me, that if this Expedient were once embraced, they, the 
*T)utch, not having beanccup d dcmiler with the French, might come to 
a fpeedy Conclulien w'ith them ; and that their Differences being once 
agreed, that Agreement might be left to Hand Hill in Fventitm (that was 
a Word he ufed twice or thrice) ; then might they, the FFutch Am- 
balfadcrs, he allilling, he faid, to us, and employ their Offices with their 
Allies, to bring the Differences between them on the one Side, and 
France and Sweden on the other, as near as was poflible to an Accom¬ 
modation ; This w'e thought was fit for us to give you an Intimation 
tlm it palfcd but in common Difeourfe; bccaufe it looks like a 
’ ^S^^l^cy to a feparate Negotiation. 

SiNc'fc our writing thus far, w’e have the Favour of yours of the 
28?^ pall to acknowledge. We fliall take the firll Occalion to acquaint 
the F)titcb Ambafladors with the Anfwcr his Majdly is plcafed to give 
upon the Guaranty of the Neuter Country, which we clleem to be 
confulted with fo great Prudence, and grounded upon fo much Reafon, 
that we do not qiiellion bj/ they will receive it with Satisfadion. 

. Your Diredions in thtf Matter of Ceremony with the ^randenbnrgb 
Ambafladors being very clear, we fliall be fure to follow with all Care. 

In 
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In your otherj about the /»sf/>fr#^Ambafladors, fince we arc left more to 
ourfclves, and fomething in the i^ark, we fliall endeavour to govern 
outfclvcs with the beft Caution \vC can. 

W E hope that the Incident between the Lord Berkley and M. Oxen- 
Jiiern being compofed, by the Advice and Offices of the 'French Ambaf- 
fadorSj without any Confequenoe to be drawn from the Omijfion of the 
"Fifits on both Sides, will bo'xo his Majefty’s Satrsfadlion, and that it 
will occafion no Interruption of the Commerce, betvjv^n us and them. 

W E return you our humble Thanks for the Commi^nication of the 
Spanijh Memorial, an<fthe Anfwer to it. We fliall watch all Occafions 
to make that Ufe of them, as we can think moft condu« ing to his Ma- 
iefty’s Vindication and Service here.

S INCE our laft of the 7 thy we have none of yours to acknowledge. 

The fame Evening the French Ambafladors font to demand a Con¬ 
ference with us, the Subject whereof was, to acquaint us, that they had 
that Morning received I.cttcrs from their Court, whereby the King their 
Maftcr had given them full Power to agree upon any Expedient that 
fhould here be offer’d, and they fhould approve of, for determining the 
Differences occafion’d by the mutual Exceptions made to the fcvcral 
Powers ; that thereupon they, the French Ambafladors, were content 
to accept the laft Propofal which had been made, of obliging themfelvcs 
by an A<5t, to procure, within a limited Time, new Powers, in fuch a 
Form as lliould be drawn up by the Mediators, and agreed to by’all 
the fcvcral Parties ; But this, uppn the Condition which had been offer’d 
by X\s&Fiutchy for the entering immediately upon the Matter of the 
Treaty. 

T H1 s was the Subftance of what they defired us to give the T>utcby 
in Anfwer to their laft Propoftil ; but w'as introduced to us by the 
French Ambafladers, witli a good deal of Circumftancc about the fmall 
Weight t^jc King their Mafter found in the F>utch Exceptions ; the 
Ecafon he had thereupon to adhere to the Form of his firft Powers, 
but withal the great Difpofitions he ftill exprelfed towards the Peace, 
and the Confidcraticn he mould always Ihew for the Opinions or Propofals 
of the Mediators. 

On Fridc^ Morning wc acquainted the F)titcb Ambafladors with this 
Anfwer of the Frencby who faid, they would the fame Afternoon 
acquaint their fcvcral Allies with it, who are now in Town, i. e. the 
F)anijh Ambalfador, who is publick here i and IDw Fedro de Rmgm^y 
and the two Rrandenhurgh Ambafladers, who we hear arc freqfient in 
Vilits or Conferences with their Allies, tho’ they have not as yet-ap- 
pcar’d in other Company, nor given us Notice of their Arrival. 

M. Scheming went on to tell us, that they for tljeir Parts would 
perform what they had told us, and upon the figning of fuch an Aft as 
they had propofod, by the French Ambaflador^^ would immediately enter 
into Matter ; and therefore dclircd that \ve;^ould draw up the Form 
both of the Flenipouvoirs, which fhould be common to all the Parties, 
and of the A6t obligatory for procuring them within a certain Time j 

faying. 
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faying, they did not fee how they could on either Side figii the laft 
without firft approving the other ; or ^w they could oblige themfelves 
to procure ^lenipmmirs in a Form vdjfich they had not feen. 

W E told them, we thought the MLaiiing of the French AmbalTadors 
was, that we ftiould at prefent draw' up the obligatory Adi, but defer 
the Form of Flenipouvoirs till all the Parties were arrived fince they 
did not think it was fit to oblige their Mafttr to quit his own Form, 
and to admit a new one, which might I'screafter be refufed by any of 
the Parties, and j(l^*xpofe him to the Nccclfity of further Changes in 
this Matter. / ^ 

The Dutch AmbalTadors perfifted, that we would draw up both thefe 
Adis together, land faid, that if the Form of the Flenipouooir were 
fuch as they approved of, and left no Exception to any of their Allies, 
they did not quellion their Confent to it j but if they fail’d of obtain¬ 
ing it, they would, however, enter upon the I'rcaty without further 
Delay. 

This wc reported the fame Day to the French AmbalTadors, who 
at firll differ’d in Opinion among themfclves, whether the Form of 
Powers Ihould be drawn up at the fame Time witli the Obligatory Adi j 
but defiring a little Time to retire, and confult together, at length 
upon their Return they gave us this Anfwer, that tho’ they had received 
no further Orders, than only to confent to the obligatory Adt, and to 
refer thcmfelves to fuch a Form of Powers as fhould hereafter be drawni 
up by tlie Mediators, and confented to by all the Allies when prefent 
lu re ; yet upon the Dutch AmbalTadors Confidence of their accepting 
fucli a Form as they fhould agree to, and upon their Refolution hovv- 
cw«r, of proceeding in the Treaty fo Toon as this Pace was made, they 
conf. nted to it, and join’d with the Dutch in defiring us to prepare 
both the Form of Powers, and a Draught of the Adt obliging to pro¬ 
cure them. 

The fame Evening we acquainted the Swedijh AmbalTadors ivith 
what had palled between the French and Dutch in this Matter, and de- 
lircdi to know their Intentions likewife upon it, tho’ they had formerly 
exprelTed great Facility to fill in with the Expedient, when it was at 
firll propofed by the ^yutch : They gave their Confents very freely to 
all that had palfed in this Matter, and made us likewife their Delires 
of drawing up the two mentioned Adts, which wc promifed them (as 
we had likewife to the French AmbalTadors) that w e would do with 
our firft Convenience, after that wc had confultcd and conlidered of the 
E’erms that had been ufed in the like Cafes, cfpecially thofe at the 
Treaty of Munfter: Belidcs thefe Pallages, which were conveyed by 
Ui from one Party to another, there were fomc other which fell in 
Difeourfe from M. Secerning in one of thefe Conferences, that may 
likewife be worthy your Knowledge and Reflexions : He laid, he be¬ 
liev’d, that after the Form of Powers was agreed upon, it would be 
niccllary for France to give a fcveral Power for treating with each of 
tmi Parties, at leaft with them and Denmark^ and the Elcdtor of ’Bran¬ 
denburg^ in calc the other Princes of Germany lliould content them- 
felves fo be included in the fame Adt of Treaty with the Emperor: 
He faid, that Don Fedro de Konquilh^ upon his Arrival here, had been 
of another Mind,' and thought that one Treaty might comprehend the 
Interefts of the whole Alliance i but that he, M. Beverning^ had con¬ 
vinced him to^ the conty-y, by Inftances he had given him : As for 
, Example, that when the^the Dutch^ Ihould produce their Pretenfions, 
they would confift in four Heads: The Reftitution of Maeftricht j 

X X X The 
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The Reimburfement of the Prince of Orange ; ^'he Reglement of 
Commerce ; and the Satisfa£ti<(^ of their Allies. Now, he laid, upon 
thclc Points, what could Spainy\ov Lorain^ or other of their Allies, be 
concerned in \vhat Ihould pals/bctwcen them and France upon the 
Reglement of Commerce e* Ana there might be fuch other Points be¬ 
tween other of their Allies and France^ which as little concerned them,- 
and this would make a Ncccfllty of the Ads of Treaty being fevcral. 

Upon Difeourfe concerning the War, he faid, his Maflers had 
already agreed upon the State of it for the next Year, and fpokc of the 
great Armies they iViOuld have in the Field, and how*’near a third Part 
<if their L,xpence would be faved, by the Retrenchment of their Sub- 
lidies formi^rly paid to their Allies ; but confefled a|ctcr all, that he 
doubted wry much that Camhray and Valenciennes would hardly bo 
laved from falling into the French Hands this next Spring, at lealt if 
tliey fl.oiild be defended at the fame Rate the other Towns 

have been ; and that he believed the French would this next Summir 
make themfeives abfolutc Mahers of Sicily ; wdiich he thought neith. r 
we nor they, the ^Diitch^ were like to be glad of, conhdering our 'i'rainck 
in tliofe Seas, and that tlic Subjoition would thereby fall to the J'rcnch. 

U PON Saturday Morning we w'ent to the F.)anifh Amballador, ar.d 
after our Oirices renewed icr the free Pallage of Letters and Ojiiriers 
into S'Weden^ which he promifed to fecund by his Reprefentations to tlie 
King his Maher ; W'c told him, that tho’ he had not yet thought fit to 
make the Fxtradition of his Powers, as the other Ambailadors here had 
done, yet Ave ehcemed it our Duty, as Mediators, to give him an Ac¬ 
count of A\hat had pafl'ed among the other Parties here, upon feme 
Diflicultics that liad fallen out, by their mutual Lxceptions to each 
other’s Powers, and of the Expedient they had at length agreed upon; 
and this we thought Ht to do, to the End he might take his Meafures, 
cithtr in exhibiting his PoAvers, or falling in Avith the fame Expedient 
as the rell had done. 

He gave us I'hankr. for this Communication, and told us, the U)utch 
Ambailadors had given him the fame Account the Day before ,• th^ he, 
for his Part, approved the Expedient, only delired, for his own Juftificu- 
tion to his Mailer, that the obligatory Act might he draAvn up with 
this Condition, that nothing Avhich Oiould be treated in the mean time 
Ihculd be valid, until their new PoAvers arrived here; but upon our 
Reafonings, how that no Part of a I'reaty could be binding, before the 
A\hole AVer© agreed, and that of late Years at Icall the very Ratifica¬ 
tion Avas thought neceflary to the Perfection of a Treaty : He faid, he 
Avas fatish'cd in the Matter, and Avould come to us upon and 

at the lame Time both exhibit the Powers he Avas pollefs’d of, and do-, 
dare to us his Confent to tho Expedient propofed, of a new and com¬ 
mon Form : ’I'he fame Day we acquainted the *jyiitch Ambalfadors 
Avith the Agreement of the French and Swedes to the Expedient, in 
the Way delired by them, the Tiutch ; AA’hich was, that both the Forfh 
of Powers, and obligatory ACt, Ihould be draAvn up by the Mediators at 
the fame Time, and be together prefented to the Parties : They faid 
hereupon, that they faw no Difficulty remain in it, and that they had 
already difeourfed it over to T^on Fedro de Jionqtiillo^ who, as to his 
own Part, approved of it, but delired that he might acquaint the Count 
Kinski with it, who is ftill at Cologn ; and M. Secerning added, that 
for an Affair of that Importance, // ne fak^^pas la p^er m jour ou 
detix. We have acquainted the ^utch Ambaffadors with the Rea- 
fons, Avhy his Majefty has thought Ht to excufc himfclf from giving any 

Guaranty 
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Guaranty to the Neutral Country j and cfpccially with what futida-* 
mental one you gave us, that fuch a Gi^ranpr might fubjed his Mafeit)'^! 
upon any fmojl Incident, of a Mediat^ to become a Party: M. 
ning immediately anfwcr’d, that foif his own Part, he cileemed this 
Rcaibn fo ftrong, that he had nothingVo allcdgc againil it, and thought 
that his Alaltcrs would be fully fatisfied with it, efpecially upon the 
Afluranccs which we gave him at the lame I'imc of his Majetty s Refo* 
lution to interpofe his Offices, both for the Prelervation of the faid 
Neutrality, and repairing, any Violation of it, as well as for other Mat¬ 
ters which concerned this prefent Mediation. 

Upon the Defircs abovementioned from the fc^^cral Parties here, we 
have already prepared the Form of a common Power, and of the 
obligatory for jfrocuring it within a certain Time; but the ^anijh Am- 
ballador having taken an Hour this Afternoon, in Purfuit of his Promife, 
we have thought fit to delay the prefenting of tliofe Forms to the Par¬ 
ties, ’till this Conference be over ; and thereby another Ambalfador come 
to be engaged in the Acceptance of them. We remain ever,

O U R laft was of the iitb ^ fince which, we have not any from 
you to acknowledge. 

M. Heugb, the Deinijh Ambalfador, fent us his T^lcnipottvoir by his 
Secretary on Monday^ at the Hour we told you of in our la§ he had 
taken, and himfelf followed foon alter. 

That which was obvious in it, (as you’ll fee by the Copy inclofcd) 
is, that his Power is limited with a Prafertimy to treat with Sweden i 
he did cxcufc it with faying, that France had not declared the War 
againll Denmark when that Power was given him, as will appear by 
the Date : That this Defeat in it would, he faid, be certainly remedied, 
either by his Mailer’s renewing the Power in the common Form, that 
wc have projefted for all the Parties, or elfe by that Power which Count 
Antoine will bring with him when he comes, and that will be, as he 
told us, within 15 Days. 

U p o N a further Diicourfc we had about the Difficulty of compre¬ 
hending fcvcral Parties in one and the fame Power, he did exprefs him- 
fclf, that the Allies, he hoped, however they might be forced to divide 
in Regard of the Style and Difficulty of ranging the Parties in their 
Order, would be fure to keep clofe together in the main Bufinefs, and 
enter into no Meafurcs, but fuch as would be of joint Concert* 

■ Here he took Occafion to fpeak himlelf well plcafed with the Dif- 
politit>n he found Don Pedro de Ronquillo to be in, for the Bufinefs of 
this Place: His Judgment of him was, that he is a Man of a frank and 
pubiick Spirit, but firidtly tied by his Orders to a clofe Concert in all 
Things with the Imperial Minifters, and that that was the Rcafon he 
appear’d to be at prefent unrcfolved in fevcral Matters, it being a great 
Difappointment to him^hat the Count de Kinski is not yet come, and 
that it is un*certain v^en he will come. 
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M. ^evernif!^^ in an ordinary Convcrfation, fpokc the fame Notion 
of ‘Pedro RonquiUo^ and particularly of his llridl Orders to keep faft 
to the Imperial Minillers. \ 

This Convcrfation being over) and wc being yet together at my 
Houfc the Lord Mefliejurs Colbert and a Avaux came to us, 

but they telling us, they had no Bufmefs but that of an ordinary Vilit 
to me, both «iy Collogues took their lycaves: After they were gone, 
and fome ordinary Difeourfe paft, they (the French Ambafladors) let me 
know the great Apprehenfions they had, that the mentioning of his 
Majefty’s Mediation in that Form or Plenipomoir^ that we were draw¬ 
ing up for all the Parties, would be Matter of Embarrafs, in Regard 
the Pope’s Mediation was to be admitted of likewife, ai'id could not be 
refufed between the Catholick Princes j and that thcr^iforc, lince the 
Pope’s Mediation was not to be mentioned, it would be inconvenient 
to mention our King’s. I told them, we could do no other than men¬ 
tion it, for that it would ill become us to leave out a Claufe of Relpedt 
in the Form we had to propofe, lince their King, the King of Sweden, 
and the King of Denmark, and the States General, in theirs, had 
thought it a Thing due in Jultice to his Majolty, and had couched it in 
Terms of a very high Value and Applaufc. 

I, Sir Leoline Jenkins, having been in an ordinary Convcrfation with 
M. ‘Bc'cerning about an Hour before, had found him apprchenlive of 
the fame Difficulty, telling me, that he feared it the more, in that they 
were not the Allies, but the Drench (and M. dEftrades by Name) that 
did talk of this Embarrafs, as likely to be a Stop to the whole Nego¬ 
tiation ; he delired me cameftly to reprefent it to my Collegucs, and 
profs very much that wc would follow the Pattern of the Powers at 
Munjier, in which the Mediators were not at all nam’d. 

A s to thofc Patterns, I told him, the Difficulties were fuch on the 
Mediators (that is, on the Pope’s) Side, that he could not cxercilc 
his Function between the two Sides in War, but in Part only, and 
therefore could not be named as a Mediator in the whole Negotiation j 
for France had declared, he would never treat without its Proteftant 
Allies ; and the Pope in his Inftrudtions had direded his Minifters not 
to meddle at all in the Affairs of the Hercticks (as he call’d them) : 
Befides, France had by Treaty promifed the Dutch to procure them all 
Advantages polftblc, and particularly to ftand firm to them for their re¬ 
taining of thofe Places they had gain’d from Spain; the Pope, on the 
other Side,* declared, that he would not interpofe his Offices to any fuch 
Effect j and it was not to be expected, he would own a Mediation in 
a Treaty, that he was afterwards to protcll againft, as he did moft fo- 
Icmnly by his Nuncio againft the Treaty of Mtmjler, after that it was 
concluded. 

But in our Cafe, there was no fuch Difficulty, his Majefty being 
accepted Mediator by, all the Parties, and there being no Sort of 
Difference in this War, wherein his Majefty will not be at full Li¬ 
berty to do his Offices, and to value the Rcafons of one Party to 
the other. 

M. ^^erning profefs’d he did give us this Caution, not out of any 
Difficulty they (the 2)«rf<&)'had, to go under his Majefty’s Mediation. 
Upon this I told him, all I could do was, to acquaint my Collcgues with 
it, which 1 ihould not fiail immediately to do. Upon this Suggeftion to 
imy Lord ^erkkij from M.i CoiHert and d Avat^ and to me from M, 
Severning, we had a Cdnfultation t<^ether, ara refoived unanimioufty, 

that 
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that it could not coniift with the Duty and Care wc ought to have of 
his Majdly’s Honour, to omit the Mention of his Majefty’s Mediation 
in a Form that we were to draw up, Alien we had obfervcd it to bs 
cxprcflcd in all the Powers yet exhibits, and in all, but in the French 
lingly ; and the Mention made there of the Pope, had been the chief 
Objetition of the *Dutch againft it ; bcfldcs that, in our Draught they 
could not fay there was any Thing that could be interpreted as an 
Exclufion of the Pope, or any other Mediator. 

Hereupon wcrefolved not to change any Thing in the Form we 
had drawn up, but reprefent it on TCmfday Morning to the feveral Par¬ 
ties ; and to avoid any Thing that fhould look like Preference in the 
Time of our confmunicating thefe Draughts to the feveral Parties, wc 
agreed, that I,i Sir F’emple^ fliould charge my felf with per¬ 

forming that Office to the French and the U^ane ; and I, Sir Leoline 
JenkinSi fliould do the fame, and at the lame Time, to the Sisedcs and 
*Dtitch. 

In Purfuance of this Refolution taken among ourfelves, I Sir Wil¬ 
liam T'emple went to the French Ambafladors, and acquainted them with 
the l^anijla Ambalfador having put his Powers into our Hands, and of 
which 1 gave them at the fame Time a Copy attefted by us, and dc- 
fired to know, whether they thought it neceflary to have the original 
Powers fecn on both Sides, as had been pradtifed between them and 
the *Dutch: They referr’d me in it to what the ^Danijh Ambaffador 
Ihould defire; but faid, that for their Parts, they thought it not necef- 
fary, lince the‘Parties feemed to agree that new Powers fliould be 
procured on all Sides in one common Form. 

•U PON this I told them, I had brought them the Draughts of the 
two Inftrumcnts, which they and the other Parties had delired us to 
prepare ; and read both to them. 

As to the obligatory Aft, they faid, that one nccelTary Condition, 
as they thought, was wanting in it j which was, that all fliould be 
^alid, which fliould here be treated in the mean, and before the Arrival 
of any new Powers: I told them, it was a Condition that had not 
been fuggefted to us by any of the Parties, but that the Expedient had 
been propofed and accepted by them, peur entrer au plutoft en matiere, 
which Words were incerted in the Aft; that the i)anijh Ambaflador 
had defircd a Condition in it directly contrary i which was, that nothing 
fliould be valid till the Arrival of the new Powers ; but that I yet 
hoped, the meaning might be the fame in fo contrary Propofitions ; and 
that the Difficulty on their Side, might be fatisfied by the fame Reafons 
it had been on his j for whereas, in a Treaty that fliould confifl of 
twenty Articles, if nineteen were agreed upon by the Parties, yet none 
of them could be faid to be valid, till the laft was agreed likewife, and 
the Treaty fign’d and ratify’d. The ^anijh Ambaflador confefled 
thereby, that he was fafe in his Pretcnfion, fince ivhatevcr fliould be 
treated in the mean Time, it would be always in his Power to defer 
cither the laft Article, or the Signature, ’till the new Powers arrived ; 
and they, the French Ambafladors, on the other Side, could not pretend, 
that what fliould be treated of before new Powers came, fliould be more 
or othervvife valid, than if it had been treated upon the Powers firft 
produced, and without any Occafion or Stipulation for new. 

T o this they made a* little Demurr j but after Confultatiou among 
thcmfelvcs, they told me^that tho’ what I had faid tvas true, yet they 
thought fome fuch Condttjon was neceflary to be inferted in the Aft i 
but that they were content it fliould be fo exprefled, that whatever 

fliould 
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ihould be treated before the Arrival of new Powers, ihould be valid in 
the fame Degree, as if it had been treated upon the old, and they had 
palTed without Exception. \ 

As to the Form of Powers, thar Anfvvcr w'as, that whereas they had 
formerly offer’d to procure now Powers in fuch a Form as fhould be 
drawn up by the Mediators, and confented to by all the Parties, they 
were ftill ready to perform it j and therefore, if the ^uteb (who of ail 
their Enemies, yet alone appear'd here) fliould approve of this Form of 
Powers, that they the French would oblige themfclves to procure new 
Powers in the faid For^, to treat particularly with the 7^)utch; but that 
they could not oblige themfclves to procure new general Powers in 
the faid Form to treat with all the Parties, till thej^ knew whether 
all the Parties confented to it or no, and tliat they thought could not 
be done or known, till all their Minifters lliould be arrived hero. 

After this Anfwcr, they told me, by Way of Difeourfo, that the 
Ground of their Delicacy in this Point, was the Rcafon they had not to 
feem to exclude the Pope’s Mediation, by accepting this as a general 
Form, before they knew whether the Imperial and Spanijh Minifters 
fhould agree to it or no. 

I told them that my I.ord Fcrklcy liad acquainted us with feme 
Converfation that had palled from them of that Kind the Night before, 
but that upon Deliberation, we had rcfolved to offer them the Draughts 
in the preftnt Form ; that all I would fay for our Juftification in it 
was, I Jlf That w'c had found his Majefty’s Mediation mentioned in all 
the Powers exhibited to us by the fcvcral Parties. Secondly^ That it had 
been accepted by all the Patties, as well as offer’d to them; which we 
fuppofed the Pope’s Mediation could not be. ‘Thirdly, I'hat it had been 
not only accepted, but alfo aftually employed for above a Year; and 
that by the Omccs of that alone, not only the Place of Congrefs had 
been agreed, but the Affcmbly was actually formed, where no other 
Mediators yet appearing, no other Mediation could be mentioned- in 
thefe Draughts, w hich had been defired of us. Fourthly, That by this 
Form of Powers, no other Mediation was excluded but if any other 
fhould hereafter be accepted by feme, and refufed by other, we doubt¬ 
ed it would not be employed as a general jMediation, but only among 
the Parties that accepted it. Laftly, That we knew not w liat other 
Introduction to make Ufe of in this Draught of tlic Powers, bcfides 
the Mention of his Majclly's Alcdiation, fince that was the only Reafon 
upon which any of the Parties had yet profcfTcd to have taken up their 
Refolution, of fending their Minifters to this Congrefs. After this, I 
told them, that whether thefe Rcafons were ftrong or no, yet I w-as 
fure they would at leaft allow, that it was not fit for us, upon any 
private Intimations, to leave out the Mention of his Majefty’s Media¬ 
tion. But if all the Parties lliould agree to deiire it of us, we fliould 
then confult what would be fit for us to do, and accordingly give our 
Anfwcr. 

Hereupon M. Colbert told me, that they were fully fatisfie^ with 
what I had faid, of the Difference that muft nccefl'arily be betwccn.his 
Majefty’s Mediation, which was general j and that of the Pope’s, which 
could be but particular j that what they had faid tlic Night before to 
my Lord upon that Point, had been only in ordinary Converfa- 

tjoh, and he doubted might have been milapprehendcd by his Lordlhip, 
and that it was faid, ferns duenne eije'e} and tbgjt they vierc fo far from 
dcllring the mention of his Majcfti ’s Mediation fliould be omitted, that ' 

• ' if 
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if \vc ourfelves had forgotten it, (which they knew we could not do) 
tlicy would have put us in Mind of it, and defir’d us to infert it. 

From the French^ I went to the ixinifl) Ambafl'ador, and told him, 
that the French had referr’d it to hinf to refolve, w?hcthcr there were 
any NecelTity of the Original Powers on each Side being Icon, lince 
the Parties lecm’d to be agreed upon procuring new. 

H E anfwer’d, that tho’ there feem’d no great Necefllty of it, yet he 
de/ired that the Matter having pafs’d in that Form between the other 
Parties, the fame might .bu likewifo us’d with him. I then gave him 
the Draughts of tlic two Inftruments beforementioned ; upon the read¬ 
ing \\ hereof, he laid, he had no Reflexion at prefent to make, nor faw 
aiiy Reafon not! to approve them in all their Parts j if any fliould occur 
to liim after a Day or two’s Confidcration, he would come and acquaint 
us with it. He faid, he fpoke with 1^011 Tedro KonqniUo the Day 
l)ef('re, and did not lind him likely to make any Difficulty about the 
Mention of his Majeliy’s Mediati-. n, and that for his own Part he 
thouglit it ncceffiary; and that when the Pope’s lliould be accepted by all 
the Parties, alors per alors^ it would be '^I'ime enough to think of an 
Alteration, tvhich were tlie \V(.rds he ended with. 

VV HUE this was doing, I Sir LeoUne yenkins was upon tlie fame 
I'.rraud, firft^ with the Swedijk^ and then with the Fyiitch Ambalfadors : 
'^I'hc P-aecdcs gave tlieir Approbation in general I'erms to botli the 
l’)raughts, only they civilly referv’d to themfeives a Liberty of further 
t houghts upon them; and added, that in Regard all Publick Inllru- 
ment.s, accordiftg to the Stile of their Court, are to be in Latiity they 
nuiit dclire us to put thefe into tliat Tongue. 

• •When I prefented them with a Copy of the Amballador of F)en~ 
mark'^ Power, attefted under all our Hands, M. OxcnJHcrn told me, 
that tho’ they could not in the leaft diflnilt our Care, yet they had 
fome Rcafons particular to themfeives, to dclire wc w'ould procure them 
a Sight of the very Original Power j they being charged with a fpecial 
*Ciaution that related to the Seal of ^Jenmark. 

I told him, that we having no more but Copies of the S'wediflj Powers 
to give to the FJdnc, and had not the Original to fliew him, could not 
regularly bring them any more from the Uanc but that Copy attefledi 
but that as foon as they fliould pleafe to furnifli us with their Original 
Power, to the End wc might fliew it to the F)anc^ we fliould not fail 
to procure them likewife a Sight of the Dane\ Power in the Original : 
d his they were fatisried with, and fent us their Original that Evening. 

In this Converfation M. OxcnJHcrn^ fpeaking of the Facility that one 
general Form of Tlcnipottvoir^ if agreed to by all, would bring to the 
opening of the main Bulinefs of this Congrefs, ask’d me, with more of 
Inquifitivenefs in his Countenance, to my feeming, than in his Words, 
whether the Emperor had yet accepted of his Majefty’s Mediation, or 
not s' 1 told him, I made no doubt but he had, and that I had icen, 
before my coming away from JLandon, fufficient Evidence of it in the 
Hands of one of his Majefty’s Secretaries of State; bolides that, the 
Imperial Minifter, the Count de Kinski^ had, about ten Days ago, 
written to my Collegucs and myfelf from Cologn^ giving us an Account 
of the Stop his ill Health had for the prefent put to his Journey, 
which I thought he would not have done, had he not look’d upon us 
as Mediators, and that ft was fit to inform us of the Reafon of his Stay 
by the Way. • 

Hereupoi/I askedTnim, whether any Thing had occurr’d to him, 
that gave him Occafion to doubt of the Emperor’s Acceptance ? He 

anfw^r’d 
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anfwcr’d (as near as I can recolleft myfelf) in thcfc Words, — Nofi, 
Monfieur^ mats tm nia demands feulcment cette qtiejiion^ ce qui me 
Jit fake reflexion Id-deJJus, ejimtqtte Tamis remarque eftant demeure 
d Vienne qu'on faifoit qiielque dti^nlte d" accepter la Mediation de fa 
Mcycfte ’Britanniqitc. 

1 did not enter into any further Mcclaircijfement with him upon that 
Point, becaule I could not call to Mind then, nor do 1 find fince among 
thofb Papers, I have any particular Adt or Letter of the Emperor s, 
direftly declaring his Acceptance of his Majofty’s Mediation , but the 
States General, in their Letter to his Majeliy,* do exprclly witnefs it of 
all the Allies*,■ and tHe Conftable of Cajiile^ in his An%er to the IMitcb 
Minilicr, moving the Queen of Spain to declare her Acceptance of his 
Majefty’s Mediation, doth exprefly fay, that the Qiicen iiad had Advice 
from Vienna^ that the Emperor had accepted his Majefty’s Mediation, 
upon Condition that the other Allies fhould agree thereto, and that 
thereupon the Queen accepted it in the fame Manner j if to this be 
added what has palTed lince Mr. Skelton\ being at the Imperial Court, 
1 think there is no Place left for any fuch Queftion j but that wliat 
the Emperor had done is tant ametmt to the moft full and formal Ac¬ 
ceptance in the World. 

A s foon as I had done w'ith \hc Swedes^ I prefented the two Minutes 
to the Dutch Ambalfadors j they took no Exception to either, faving 
that they thought the Word la former in the obligatory Ad, might bo 
left out, the better to avoid Ambiguity ; the Objedions they had made 
being, they faid, to the Matter of the French and Swedijh Powers, 
and not to the Form. 

Here they took Occafion to enlarge (as M. ^Beverning had done the 
Day before) againlt the mentioning of his Majefty’s Mediation in our 
Freamhky repeating ftill, they did it not from any Scruple they had 
in themfelves, or had met with in any of their Allies, but that their 
Fear was from what was let fall by M. dFJirades, As for our 
Draughts, they faid, they would advilc firft with their Allies upon 
both of them, and then give us their own Keflexions, and thofe of 
their Allies upon them. 

Having conferr’d all three together, after our fpeaking thus with 
thefe fevcral Parties, we thought it moft convenient to give tliem (the 
Dutch') an Account of the additional Claufe abovementioned, which 
the French would have put into the obligatory Ad, before they (the 
Dutch) fhould •ntcr into Deliberation upon it with their Allies. 

1T was refolved between us, that 1 Sir William Dmple^ and I Sir 
Leoline Jenkins, fhould fpeak with them in the Afternoon the fame Day, 
and after a long Converfation, they refolved upon thefe four Points : 

Firft, That they will enter into Matter, and treat in virtue of this 
obligatory Ad, in the fame Manner they would have done upon the firft 
Powers, in cafe they had met with no Exceptions. 

Secondly, That tho’ all Points fhould be agreed (which they can¬ 
not think fo probable) before thefe new Powers come to Hand j yet that 
they will not come to figning till the new Powers be fhew’d them^ 

3 dly. That they will have an Article in the Clofe of the Treaty, 
whereby they will promife the Ratification of their Mafters within a 
Time prefix’d, and this Article to be reciprocal. ^ 

e^thly. That fince they {thcDutch) judged it would be neceffary 
there fhould be a particular Power to every Pa|^, for aypiding Compe¬ 
tition, as well as for other Reafons, they woilld, in cafe the French 

would 
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would engage to procure a Power in this Form, prefently enter with them 
into Matter. ; 

In this Converfation, M. Severnin^toid us, he would not have mov¬ 
ed for the omitting the Mention ortthe King’s Mediation in the Pre¬ 
amble of our Draught of a ^knipottvoir^ but that M. d' EJira^s had 
difeourfed of it to him, as a Thing that would make an Jccrochment 
in the main Builnefs, and had delired him to endeavour to divert us 
from it j but that this having paft in Privacy between them two, he 
defired us to make no Words or it-. 

M. Eevernihg enter’d into a Dilcourfe of the Caution that was ne- 
ceflary for the|Mediators toobferve, in not divulging the Time where¬ 
in, nor the Cifcumftances wherewith, the feveral Parties may here¬ 
after depoiit their Propofitions, or other Secrets, with us, (the Media¬ 
tors) iince there was very frequently a kind of a Point of Honour in 
thefe Circumftances: In this we promifed to govern ourfelves with all 
Caution and Secrecy requifite. 

Yesterday in the Evening, the Swedijh Ambafladors had a Sight of 
the Tianijh Original l^lenipouvoir i it was in Paper, not Parchment; 
and the Seal was upon a Wafer, not very plain; They view’d it very 
much j but their Anfvvcr was no more for the prefent, but that that 
Seal was altogether new to them, and that they would take a Time 
to give us their Thoughts upon it. 

Last Night very late, the two ^randenhurgb Ambaffadors gave us 
the tirft Notice of their being arriv’d here. We remain, (jyc.

• Upon tlie Notification from the Erandenhurgh Ambaffadors, that 
was given us laft Night, w'^c return’d our Complement this Morning by 
our feveral Secretaries going together, in the very Words that we fend 
herewith inclofed j my I.ord 'Berkleys Secretary, who was to fpeak, 
having had Orders not to vary from them in the leaft. 

IN our Vifits this Morning at half an Hour paft ten, wherein we 
expetfted not, nor intended any Thing but what palfes of Courfe in 
Vilits of Ceremony, M. Somnitz obferving, it feems, that I the Lord 
Berkley^ who delivered our Complement, gave the Treatment of Excel- 
lence to him alone, and the Stile of Monjtenr f ^mbqffadeur ftill and no 
more, to M. Blafpiel his Collegue, as we had refolved beforehand it 
fliouid be, took Occafion to tell us, that Son Excellence Monfietir /’ Jm- 
bidPadeur mon Collegue, (thofc were his Words) was intrufted and com- 
miflion’d the fame in all Things as himfclf; and that they, both of 
them, would bring us their Bkntpoumir, whereby it would appear, that 
his Eledtoral Highnefs had given both of them the fame Character, with¬ 
out any Diftindtion or Difference, at all. 

This Difeourfe he broke into three feveral Times, before we made 
miy other Reply to the Point, but Affurances of Efteem, and of a fair 
Correfpondence in general Terms. 

A T laft, when we faW ourfelves fo hard and bluntly put to it, we 
told them how unexpefted that Entretien was: However, that fince 
they did -think fit fo far infift upon it, as to put us to give them an 
Account of our Sentiments, upon the Point of Treatment to each of 
them, we told them plainly we could not do it, but with fome Diftin-

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^ion i yet \yiith no other but what we thought to be the Stile of the 
Aitibafladors of all crown’d Heaths, and which had been the Pra(Sdce at 
Mmji$r, To this their Anfvvcr witasj a loi^ Reply made^ by M. Smmkz, 
which conlifted, i. In denying ^bfolutely that there was any fuch 
Praftiee at the Informations to his Mailer from- that Treaty 

beai^ng the quite contrary ,• belidcs that^ at the Treaty of 0//W, where 
himfelf had been a fecond AmbalTador, he had always receiv’d the 
fame Treatment with the Cbtf ^Jmbajfade. 2 . In tellk^ us the Em¬ 
peror had granted in Writing to their Mailer all that they pretend to ; 
and that for the leaves AmbalTador, we might fatisfic ourfclves with 
what he docs now pradtife towards them, in all Vilits ard Converfations 
in this Town. 3 . In offering to bring and leave witji us Proofs of 
what had been done at Mtt^er and otlicr Places in this Cale. 4 . In 
letting us fee they pretended all the fame I'rcatmcnts that was given 
to the Ambafladors of T’etes Cmronnies i telling us, there was nothing 
of Refpedt wc did give to the Venetian or Uftllatid Ambalfadors, but 
they thought they had at Icaft as good a Right to pretend the fame i 
and that two Ambafladors from this Eledlor received a like I'reatment 
in all Things with thofe of Vkes Cmrcmees from his Majclly at his 
Court. 

Our Anfwcr upon the whole Matter was, that wc could go no 
otherwife than according to our prclent Orders, which we conceived 
were grounded upon fuch Informations as his Majclly bad liad, of what 
was the Pradltcc at Munfier^ and other Places lince j as alfo upon liis 
Majafly's thinking fit, in this Aflcmbly, rather to follow old Precedents, 
than to lead to new ones ; however, tliat wc were ready to receive any 
Informations they would be pleafed to give us, and tranfmit them to 
hisMajelly j but that we could not pafs any Judgment upon them, nor 
change our Condudt here, till new Orders from his Majclly. 

Just as wc are doling this ^jifeript^ comes to us M. Colbert's Secre¬ 
tary, who had been this Morning with the other French Ambalfadors 
Secretaries, to take an Hour from the 'Brandenburgb Ambalfadors for 
their Vifit, and tells us, their Orders were to ask only for M. SofnnitZy 
and to make their Complement to him, and treat him once, and no 
more, with Excellence ; Their Complement being done, M. ^lafpiel 
being prelent, ask’d them whether they had Orders to Ipcak to him, 
they anfwer’d, not j whereupon he immediately went out of the Room, 
Qwt brnCqumtent). M. Somnitz did not give thefc Secretaries any 
Hour for their Maflers, but told them the Hour of three was taken by 
t\it’Dane, five by M» C?w^/Vr», andyfjc by Fi. d Olkenkrantz i and 
that aiterwards he fear’d it would be too late, exculing himfelf upon 
the common Style of alllgning Hours, in the fame Or^r they Ihould 
be asked j lb that the French are hitherto without an Hour given them.

Eight Honourable Sir, 

S INCE our lall of the i^tb^ we are to acknowledge one from you 
of the ^tby containing principally his Malefly’s Inflru&ions and 
Commands what we Ihould vttf to M. Sveerningy^ and the other Parties 
here» upon the Irequent Occuixeneds we meet with of late concernii^ 
the Pope's Mediation, and likewile your Op^qn aboutethe Dilficulties 
Ml remaining in ^Ihetenfions of the Qermait Princes. 


What 
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What you are pleafed to fay of this laft, how little they would 
gain by the Admifilon of the Style of Ambali'adors, unlefs their Treat¬ 
ment were likewife adjufted in other Circumllanccs, has too good a 
Proof from what is now arrived herci in the Bufinefs of the Sranden- 
burgh Minifters ^ but it was before fo eVident, that it occurr’d to us to 
f^ the very fame Thing, in one of our laft Conferences with the Duke 
of Newburgh's Minifter, who made us an Anfwer fomething too artifi¬ 
cial ; for he faid, they did not defire to enter furtlier at prefent into 
that Matter, than what barely concern’d the Style ; and when that was 
once agreed, it would bo then Time enough to declare themfelvcs, in 
what they pretended as to the Ircatmcnr, which ?ls yet he could give 
no certain Accoilit of. 

Upon Friday the *Dutch Ambaffadors came to us, and told us, that 
having fpoken with their Allies, they now defired us to acquaint the 
French AmbalTadors, that for the obligatory Act, they were willing to 
treat upon it, when it Ihould be fign’d, in the fame Manner, and with 
the fame Validity, as if they had treated upon the firft Pow'crs, and 
that no Exception had been made againft them : U'hat they found it 
necelfary there Ihould be fcveral Powers given for the feveral Parties, 
and therefore defired the French would firlt oblige tliemfelves to procure 
new Powers, in the Form the Mediators liad already drawn up, to treat 
with them, the Fiutchy upon which they would enter into Matter ; but 
they defired at the fame Time to know of them, whether they would 
likewife procure new Powers for the other Parties, w hen they ihould 
defire it, and iliould agree upon the Form. 

These were the material Points of their Difeourfe, there were fome 
otjj^s of fmallcr Moment, which they propofed, towards the perfecting 
thofe two Inilrumcnts drawn up by us j as that the Draught of 

Powers ihould be fign’d by each Party, at the fame Time w'ith the obli¬ 
gatory Act ,• that it ihould be agreed for each Party to fill up the 
Blanks in the Style and Language ufual to the feveral Courts i and 
that wrhere Mention was made in the obligatory ACt, of the reciprocal 
Objections having paft centre la forme dcs Foucoirs^ it iliould be faid, 
centre Ics Fouvoirs; fince they faid tlieir Objections had been againil 
the Matter, and not againft the Form of the Powers. 

After we had charged ourfelves with reprefenting thefe Difeourfes 
to the French Ambafl'adors, the F>utch told us, that having fpoken that 
Day with the Frandenbnrgh AmbalTadors, they found them much trou¬ 
bled at the Difficulties they here met with in their Treatment, not 
only from the French and Swedifh AmbalTadors, but from the Media¬ 
tors thcmfelves; that they had thereupon defired them, the Fhitch^ to 
reprefent to us the Arguments upon which they grounded their Preten- 
fions, and to endeavour to find out fome Expedient in the Matter. 

W E did not obferve, in tlie Deduction made us by the Ftutch Am¬ 
balTadors, of the Arguments ufed by thofe of Frandenburgb^ that there 
was any one Point which had not before been alledg’d by the Frandcn- 
burgh AmbalTadors themfelvcs, in their Difeourfes to us, of which you 
have had an Account in our laft: And therefore our Anfw’cr was, 
that ‘it was not our Bufinefs to determine the Validity of fo different 
Proofs that were offer’d in this Matter, even by Perfons on each Side, 
who pretended to have been prefent thcmfelves in the Practices they 
allcdged. That ivhat t\\e*Frandenburgh AmbalTadors had offer’d to us 
thcmfelves at firft, and now by them the F)utchy wc had already re- 
jircfented faithfuMy to hi« ^ajefty, as wc Iliould be very ready to do 
any further.Proofs which they ihould put into our Hands,'' and Ihould 

y y y z attend 
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Attend his Majefty’s Plcafwrc upon them j but that for any Expedient in 
the mean Time, we could not offer at it, having folloAvcd owr Orders 
to the fuilcli Extent of them*; and hereupon we deiired tha T^tcb 
Ambaffadors to take notice, how we had performed the Part of Media¬ 
tors, in not tying up ourfelves fo flridly, as other Crown’d Hoads had 
done, lince neither the French nor Swe^s had vifited them, by Rcafon 
of thefe Difficulties j whereas we having performed our Viiit, had left 
M. Somnitz without Excufe, and under the Obligation of returning it, 
by which Means he might enter into all Commerce with the Mediafors, 
and thereby into all that was neceflary with the Parties thcmfeivcs, 
tho’ thefe Difficulties*fhould continue to hinder any Interviews between 
them. The F)utch Ambaffadors faid, that the Anfvi'cr was chir (jy 
net, and that they would report it to thofe of 'Brandenhurgh. 

About the fame Time, a Gentleman came to me, the Lord Berkley, 
from the Brandenhirgh Ambaffadors, to make their Complements and 
Exc’ufcs tliat they had not returned our Vifits fo foon as they deffred ; 
and to let us know, that the Rcafon of it was our Refufal to give 
the fame I reatment to M. Blafpiel, which we had done to Monlieur 
Somnitz. 

Upon Saturday we went to the French Ambaffadors, and acquaint¬ 
ed them with the Difeourfes which the Fkitch had made us the Night 
before: they delired to confult together upon them, which they did, 
and coming back to us, they told us w'ith great Complement, how 
much they were to acknowledge the great Pains and Diligence of the 
Mediators in thefe frequent Offices, and their Prudence'in digefting fuch 
a Form of Powers as might be without Exceptions from arty of the Par¬ 
ties, which, they faid, we had dene; but that it was impoflible foria’^y 
Perfon of another Nation to know the Properties and Manners of Speech 
in their I^anguage, fo as not to make feme Miftakes in them j that upon 
Perufal of our Draught of Powers, they had been forced to remark fc- 
veral Words and Exprcflions, that were not at all proper in their I.an- 
guage: as namely, the Word Centres, which they ftid, was not French, 
or if it were, it lignified unc Cbofe pas honnite. That the Word Com- 
m(ffaire, Hgnify’d properly Perfons that w'cre lent by their King to his 
Subje^tts, and not to other Princes ; there were a great many other Re¬ 
marks whkli they w ould give us in a Memorial if there were Occafion : 
But that they thought, tiic King their Malter could not part lb wholly 
from the Sti^c of tliis Court, as this Form of Power would lead him; 
and thorefcrc they believed the better and the fliorter Way would be, 
for the F)titcb to make their Exceptions againft fuch Claufes in the 
French Powers, as chiefly concern’d them the T)utcb j and in Cafe the 
Mediators thought it fit to have thejn loft out, they would oblige them- 
fclvcs to procure new Powers in that amended Form, to treat with 
them, the T^uteb, provided their Allies might not be mentioned in it i 
and that when the Minifters of the Allies came upon the Place, and ex¬ 
hibited their Powers, they lliould then fee, what reciprocal Exceptions 
might arile between them, and that they fliould govern themfelves ac¬ 
cordingly ; or elfc they would return to their firlt Propolition of •Obliging 
thcmfelves by an A<ff at prefent to procure new Powers in fuch a Form, 
as Ihouid be dreffie par les Mediateurs avec concert de tontes les parties. 

W E told them, that for what concerned the Proprieties-of tb«r Lan¬ 
guage, we confefs’d ourfelves very ignorant in them, and fbould be 
very {d*id of their Amendments, w hich we ^oubted not would be eaflly 
admitted by the other Parties, in Cafe tho Form of .^he Draught andj 
Sehle were left as it is ,* and that by what they had faid, we conceived 
V their 
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their Intention vras ftill the fame with what they had exprefled at our 
laft Conference, to procure new Powers in the Form offer’d by the Me¬ 
diators, to treat with the *Dutcb^ but referve themfelves as to what con¬ 
cern’d the other Allies, till they fhould be upon the Place, and Ipeak 
for themfelves. 

Monsieur anfwcr’d (with Complements ftill to the Form 

we had offer’d) that they obferved in them, upon Perufai, not only 
Miftakes in the DiAion, but fomething likewife in the elfential, which 
muft be amended, and others which were fo different from the Style of 
their Court, that they coiild not be admitted j that tho’ it was true, 
they had confented to procure new Powers for the *Dutch in this Form, 
yet it was before they had taken Time to contider them ; and he hoped,^ 
we would not qjake ufe of it to furprize them; and that he thought, 
there were no other Way, but to follow the Example of the Treaty of 
and leaving each Party to their own Forms, and for the Me¬ 
diators to correct fuch Claufes as fliould be found choquant in them. 

Monsieur dAvatw took up this Difeourfe, and enlarged upon the 
Difficulties of reducing all to one Form, and upon the Facility of fol¬ 
lowing the Example of Mwnfier j but being this ihouid appear like a 
retradting what they had formerly offer’d, of procuring new Powers in 
the Form already prefented by the Mediators, he faid, they were ftill 
willing to oblige themfelves to it, upon fuch Amendments as were ne- 
ceffary j and being too long to trouble us with now, they fhould give us 
them in Writing, if this Form w'ould be infilled upon. 

Monsieur Colbert interrupted him, and faid with a good deal of 
Heat, “ tl faut aller mi fond de cette Affaire^ nous nc nous obligerons 
^^^j/imais a une forme des ^Pouvoirs avec exclufion de la Mediation du 
“ Pape^ & nous nous feparerons plutot icy d Kimegue" from hence 
he fell into a Difeourfe, how all this was, une piege qui leur ejioit drejfee^ 
by the Piutch and their Allies, who had a Mind to bring them to ac¬ 
cept of a Form of Powers, that might exclude the Pope’s Mediation, 
Which the Houle of Aujiria might afterwards lay it to their Charge, as 
an Offence to the Pope j which they were refolved not to incur. 

W E told them, our Parts was only to receive and carry their Anfwer 
to what we had now brought from the ^Duteb; and to that End, we 
delired it might be coileifted or digefted in as fhort and clear Terms as 
they could : We found this a hard Matter to do; but it ended at laft 
in ^is, that they were willing to oblige themfelves to procure new 
Powers to treat with the *Dutcb alone, (provided the Word Allies were 
left out) either in the Form offer’d by the Mediators, but with fuch 
Amendments as they the French Ihould propofe j or clfe in the Form of 
their own Powers, with the Change or Oraiilton of fuch Claufes as were 
choquant particularly to the Tiutcb; or elfc they lliould return to their 
firft Propofals of procuring new Powers as fhould be offer’d by the Medi¬ 
ators, and concerted with all the Parties, when here upon the Place j 
that for what the TAuteb defired concerning feveral Powers to the 
feveral Parties, it was a Thing which could not be done { and that if 
their Allies muft be named iri the Powers, the Words ufed in thofe 
of tho Marfhal d^ EftradeSy of tous Roys ^ Princes leurs Alliez^ would 
comprehend them without any Difficulty about the Rank : That for the 
fmalier Matters offer’d by M. Peverning^ concerning the Way of per- 
feding thefe Inftruments*, and leaving out the Word Form in the obli¬ 
gatory A^i, they would be eafily confented to, if the main Points were 
once agreed; but wheroa^ they had at firft admitted the Expedient of 
changing their firft Power's, only upon the Profpe^l eff gaining Time in. 
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the Treaty j they now declare, that they retraced Ivhat they had pro- 
mifed in that Matter, in Cafe the Tkttch AmbalTadors made any fur¬ 
ther Difficulty of accepting what they had now proofed. 

At the End of this Conference, I Sir LeoHne Jenkins going Home 
with Sir William Ttempk to his Houfe, we there found T)on Tedro Ron- 
qnillo in the I^ady T* ^mples Chamber j after feme Time paft in common 
Converfation, the Ladies leaving us together, J)on ^edro^ as foon as 
they were gone, fell into long Difcourles upon the Bufinefs of the 
Treaty ; the Sum of what feemed material in them confifted in thefe 
Points. I'hat for his own Part, tho’ his Equipage were not- come, 
yet he was ready tcy produce himfelf here whenever we thought it nc- 
^cflkry ; but his Orders being pofitivc to proceed in Concert with the 
Imperial Minifters, he thought it would be to little Purpofc, before 
Count Kinskis Arrival; That he agreed w-ith us very much, in blaming 
the faid Count’s affefted Delays j and that if they had a Mind to gain 
Time in the Treaty, he might do it with much better Grace here at Nirne- 
gtten^ than at Cologn ; that he had written the Night before very earneftly 
to Count Kinski upon this Subjedt, and hoped he would yet be prevailed 
with to come hither in few Days j that for the Spamjh Powers, they 
W'crc linglc to each of the Ambafladors, fo that he was capable of pro¬ 
ceeding in the Treaty, tho’ here alone, and even of concluding, if any 
reafonable Occafion were offer’d him ,* or if he fhould have need of any 
Rccourlc, it was no further than where he might have an Anfwer in 
four Days. He defired to know of us, whether the Trench made a Dif¬ 
ficulty upon the Form of Powers offer’d by the Mediators-^ and when wc 
told him they did, upon their being general, he defired to know^ how 
wc would proceed upon it, and ask’d us, tvhether in Cafe wc fhonhi 
follow the Example of Munffer^ where no Mention was made of any 
Mediation at all, there might not be fomc other Way found of giving 
fomc eclat d la Mediation du Roy nStre Maijire^ vhich he profefs’d 
himfelf to be cxtreamly concern’d in. 

We anfwer’d him, that the Form of Powers which wc had drawn up, 
was at the Requifition of all the Parties then appearing here ,• that this 
had been made us without the Icaft Intimation of any of them, of 
omitting the Mention of the King's Mediation; that we had obferved 
the faid Mention in all the feveral Pow'crs exhibited to us, and there¬ 
fore had thought wc could not omit it. 

That on the other Side, the Pope’s Mediation having hitherto been 
mentioned only in the French^ it had been abfolutely excepted againfi: 
by the UtitcBy and at prefent by the Dane too, as having never yet 
been offer’d to his Maftcr j but wc told him, that if all the Parties 
fhould deli re us to change that Form in the Powers, as finding a Diffi¬ 
culty arife from the Mention of his Majefty’s Mediation ,• wc fhould 
then give them our Anfwer upon it ; but in the mean Time, we would 
tell him, as wo had done the French AmbalTadors before in Difeourfe, 
that we were very confident whenever his Majefty knew the Parties 
defired that Omiffion, as a Thing that would facilitate the Bufinefs 
here, he would very eafily confent to it; and this we had tho»more 
Rcafon to believe, becaufc that the Treaty of Jix la Chapelle, tho’ 
every Body knew it was his Majefty’s dwn Work, and that neither the 
Pope’s Nuncio, nor the Minifters of any Cathdlick Prince, had any confi- 
dcrable Part in it j yet his Majefty had been content, that no Mention 
fhould be made in it of his Mediation, itor that his Miniller fhould fign 
it i which was done only by the Pope’s Kunpio, and tlie Minifters of 
fbnde Catholick Princes of Germany.

^Don Tedro de Rpn^iffo feemM fatisficd with what we Ikid upon this 
Subjed, and faid, he did not fee any othet: great DlfEeulty could arife 
in this Preliminary; But we told him, there was anot^r, wherein the 
French and the ^tkttch AmbalTadors were of very contrary ^nd5> 
which was, that the laft thought it abfolutely ncccflary, that feveral 
Powers Ihould be given for the feveral Parties ; whereas the French 
were of Opinion, that could not be done. Fkn Fedro anfwer’d, that 
he was of the Mind of the French Ambafladors in this Point, and that 
fo far, that, for his own Part, he could not confent to treat upon fepa- 
ratc Powers, tho’ all the reft Ihould defire it. 

W E told him„ that in fo material a Point, wherein he and his Allies 
differ’d fb much, we thought it would be neceffary for them to con-' 
fult together, dhid come to fomc Point wherein they might all agree. 
He faid, lie would Ipeak with the Fkitch AmbalTadors that very liven¬ 
ing if he could, or at Icaft endeavour it next Day, both with them and 
the J^ttne* 

On Sunday the Swedes AmbalTadors defired a Conference with us, 
the Subject whereof was, to acquaint us with the Exceptions they had 
again!! the Fianijh Powers ^ which w^as, i Jiy That no Mention was made 
in thsm oi France. 2 dlyy That the Titles of the King their Mailer 
were not exprelTed at large. And, 3 dly^ I'hat a Novelty was ufed both 
in the Style of the King of Fyenmarky and in the Seal ; that the Style 
ufed by the King of Denmark ever fince the Treaty of i6n, between 
thofe two Crowns, was, Vdndahrum Gottorumque Rex ; whereas in this 
Power, it was, Ctothorum Vdndahrmnque ReXy which was the Title ufed 
by the Kings of Sweden ; and differ’d from the other both in the Pofition 
of the Words, and in the Letters of Gotbortm and Gottorum: That 
in the Seal of this 7}amjh Power, they obferved likevvife a new Quarter 
added to the Arms, which contain’d thole of the Province of Schoonen j 
and the three Crowns in the fame Manner that Sweden ufed them. 

, After we had promifed to acquaint the ^an^fb AmbalTadors with 
thefe Reflexions, they told us, they had perufed the Draughts of the 
two inftruments drawn up by us, and having difeourfed with the French 
AmbalTadors upon them, they found that they, the French^ could not 
agree to a Form of Pow^^ers, where there was no Mention made of the 
Pope’s Mediation, and that they expeded new Orders from their Court 
in this Matter i that in the mean time they, the Swedesy defired to 
know of us, whether we could think of no Expedient in it: We told 
them upon this Subjed, the fame which we had faid before upon it to 
SDw Fedro de Ronquittoy but added what we had likewife faid before to 
M. Fevemingy in Purfuance of his Majelly’s Commands by your lall, 
that tho’ his Majefly pretended not to exclude any other Mediation 
which the Parties Ihould think fit to ufe, yet he could not ad jointly 
in any wife with that of the Pope, nor fufrer his Minillers to enter into 
any Commerce, either of Conferences or Vifits, with any of his that 
might be employ’d here. 

The Swedijh AmbalTadors feemed much latisfied with this Declara¬ 
tion, o^ his Majclly’s, as the Tiutch had been before ; and from thence 
they fell into the Talk of the Frandenhurgb AmbalTadors, in which they 
not only agreed in Opinion with us, but M. Oxenjiiern allured us, of 
having ufed the fame Pradice himfelf with all Ambafiadors of Elcd- 
ors, whilft he was at Fteuremberg i they quoted to us likewife 
the Memoirs ofin the '^31/Tome, whereof about 
the Beginning, • they faia,' this Pradice was clearly, aflferted 
by the Example of M. T’buWer^y to the $rmdenhurgb AmbalTadors at 
thej5 !?^«^. Aft«& 
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AfTER this, tb^ told US of an Ajccideht, which t^cf doubted inight 
break the Oraer ind IPeacfe’ Uf the Con^cfs j wbich was, that two 
lights before‘a* tacqucy oi Isit.Oxet^iern paifingufbn his Way before 
the Door of the Sraiidenhurgh AmbafTadoirs, one of ^heir Servants canto 
bchihd hiih^ atid with a Flambeau gave him fuch a Blow on the Head, 
as ftruck hipi do\Vn ; that the Lacquey rifing again, with the Help of 
fomc of M. 'EJlradis Servants, fell upon thofe of %rmdenbwrgbs and 
drove them into their Houfes i that upon this Accident, fome of the 
Parties were arming themfeives privately againft fuch Occafiohs, and he 
knew not w^hat the Ifiue of it might be. 

^ We gave him Thanks for his Communication, and aiTured him how 
' fcnfiblc we were of any Accident that might touch the Peace of this 
Aflcmbly; and that notwithAanding the Difficulties befallen our Com¬ 
merce with the Srandenburgh AmbaAadors, we Aiould yet find a Way 
of fpeaking to them, and letting them know our Senfe upon this Ac¬ 
cident, and both endeavour to procure Satisfadion for what had palfed, 
if the Fad were agreed on, and likewifo to prevent any Thing of this 
Nature for the Time to come. 

A FTER Swedes were gone, ivc rcfolvcd, upon Confultation among 
ourfclvcs, that one of us fhould go in the Name of the feA to M. Som- 
nitZy and complain of this Infolence, declare the ill Confcquence that 
might happen upon it, and his MajeAy’s Concernment in any Thing of 
this Nature, and put into his Hands a Paper, containing the fame Articles 
which had been offer’d by us to the other Ambaffadors upon their Ar¬ 
rival here, and approved by them all; and to defire hereupon, that in 
cafe the Fad be round true, the Dclinqueht might be font to M. Oxett^ 
fiiern^ according to one of the Articles in that Cafe. 

This Morning we gave M. ^cverning an Account (M. Harcn being 
ill) of what we had been cncharged wdth at our laA Conference with 
the French Ambaffadors; all the Anfw’er we received was, that he 
would fpcak with his Allies, and would then come to us with w^hati 
he had to fay upon it. However, he entered into fcvcral Difeourfes 
concerning the Matter in Hand, and faid, he did not obferve any Ex¬ 
pedient in what now came from the "French Ambaffadors ; for whereas 
they propofed to procure a Power in one Form or other, to treat w^ith 
the FFutch alone, but without Mention of the Allies, they, the lyutch, 
would not treat in that Manner j and tho’ upon the Delay of their 
Allies they'would have been content to enter into Matter, provided 
they left their Allies at the fame Time in* a Capacity of treating, 
which would have been done if France had confented to a Form of 
Powers which might have ferved the Allies W’hen they came hither, 
as well as them, the *Dutch j yet without it, they would not enter into 
the Treaty befofe the Chief of their Allies came. 

A s for the Difficulty made by the Frenchy M. ^everning told us, 
the Truth of the Story was, that both the French and the Spaniards 
were fo delicate in the Point of leaving out the Mention of the F^e's 
^Icdiationy and fo rcfolved not to give one another the IcaA Advan¬ 
tage in being the firA to confent it fhould ^ be left out, that he found* we 
were likely to meet with verjr great Dilfifculty in it. 

Upon Difeourfe in this Conference, we fell upon the Mention of 
tbis'Expedient, that m cafe his MajcAy, to facilitate the Treaty, Aiould 
be,content with out offering a Form, where no Mention Aiould be made 
of any Mediation at all, th^, thclZhUftb,' Wpald ende^our to difpofe^ 
FJctt Fedro de Fjtfhquillo to qcblarc hiihfelf upon it, and the Swedes 
might perform the fame Office with the Ambaffadors: But if 

f ' both 
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both fliould ftand upon the Point of not declaring firft, then each of 
them might be prevailed with to fignifie their Refolution in a fealed 
Paper to the Mediators j who, if they found the Thing agreed between 
them, fliould proceed upon it i if refufed by either, fliould let it fall, 
and burn the Papers, without ever declaring from whom the DiflTent 
came. 

Upon the whole Matter, we conceive it will be neceflary to know 
his Majefty s Pleafure, whether we fliall offer a Form of Powers, with¬ 
out Mention of his Majefty’s, or any other Mediation, in cafe^ the Par¬ 
ties conceive it neceflary towards the Progrefs of the Treaty.

Right Honourabie Sir, 

O UR laft was of the i 8 f^, fince which we have not any from you 
to acknowledge. The fame Day (tho’ too late to give you the 
Communication of it) we received a Letter, and two Papers inclofed 
in it, (the Copies of which we fend herewith) from the Rrandenburgh 
Ambaffadors. 

In the Lettpr, they endeavour to excufc their not defiring an Ecclair- 
cijfement with us, as they did, it feems, with the French and the Tiuteb, 
before they had engaged us to make them a Vilit. 

••They feem to fay, our Gentleman fpokc fo low, that they did not 
perceive the Diftiniftion he made between the one and the other of them 
in his Addrefs ; but they arc not pleafed to take Notice, that our 
Collogue Sir Willieitn T’emple had, above four Months ago, reprefented 
, to M. Rlafpicl himfelf, (which he did obferve to the *Dutch Ambafla- 
dors when they came to mediate in this Bufinefs, as we told you in our 
laft, and objeded to thcmfclvcs, when they had forced us to Ipeak our 
Thoughts in this Point in the Vifit we gave them) the great Difficul¬ 
ties which this Pretenfion of his would bring upon the whole Negotia¬ 
tion, in cafe the Elector his Mafter were not pleafed to prevent it ; if 
not by fending his Minifters without the Charadcr of Ambaffadors, 
which would be a certain Means to ccafc all Pretenfions of the Princes * 
of the Empire for fending their Minifters with the Charader of Am- 
bafladors hither; or elfe, by fending no more but one Ambaflador; by 
which Means the prefent Difficulty would have been avoided. 

Upon the Papers which they fent us in their Letter, there is that 
occurs to us at firft View, which fheweth their Cafe is not fo clear as 
they would have it to be. For in the Relation of what pafled between 
the Rrandenbvrgb Ambaffadors, and the Imperial and Swedijh ones, at 
Ofnabrug^ in 1645 , it appears plainly; i. That the Imperial Ambafla- 
dors did then pretend to the fame Thing that we do now. 2 . That 
this delation does not make out any Point to have been gain’d, but that 
of Excellencies to all the Rrandenburgh Ambaffadors. 3 . It is to be 
wonder’d how the Relation comes to be fo fhort, as not to give an 
Account of what pafled at the centre Vifit, for it was there that the 
Point of the Hand to all the Rrandenburgbersy and the no Difference 
between the and the firft of them, was to be clear’d j for it could 

Z z z not 
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not come in Qjieftiori while the Imperial or &wediffli Ambaflfadors vilited 
the ^randenburgbers. 

Besides, if this had been decided at Ojhabrvg in 1545, it is not 
eafily to be imagined, why the Srandenburgh Minifter at Vienna ihould, 
in Mvember laft, after 30 Years Pofl’eflion, follicit the Emperor to come 
•to a Declaration in this Point. 

Upon this Letter and Papers we confulted together, and rcfolvcd 
not to give any Anfwcr at all to them, but to expefl: his Majefty s 
Pleafure upon the whole Matter. Yet the Apprehenfion we had of the 
Danger that the Peace of this Place, and confequently, the Being of 
this Congrefs is in, if fuch Infolencics as that we told you in our laft 
^.the Swedijh Ambaflkdors had complain’d to us of, to have been afted 
upon M. Oxenftierns Lacquey by feme of the 'Brandenb^rgbers People 
before their Door, were not repair’d, and, as much as lies in us, pro¬ 
vided againft i we kept to the Refolution wc had taken, not to omit 
on our Parts the doing of fo important an Office, as this Cafe required 
of us, notwithftanding the Obftaclc that the Brandenburgb Ambafladors 
had laid in our Way to come at them i wc having had, fince our laft to 
you, the Opinion of M. Beverning fully in the Manner, as well as in the 
Matter wc had refolved to apply ourfelves to them. 

Whereupon I Sir Ijcoline Jenkins WQwt to the Brandenhurgb Am- 
balTadors Houfe, without fending, to take an Hour from them, or lb 
much as fitting down (as the Manner is) while I delivered to them 
that which I had in Charge. 

I acquainted them, in the Name of my Collogues, with the Conlc- 
qucDces that depended upon the Peace of this Alfembly, and how ex- 
trcamly the King my Matter did concern himfelf upon all Occafions^ 
that it iliould be kept inviolable. I gave them the Relation of the In- 
fult that had been made upon M. Oxei^iern s Lacquey before their 
Door, (in the fame Words, as near as I was able) and wc had before¬ 
hand digclled in Writing the Words 1 was to fpeak, as the Swedijh 
Ambalfadors had given it us. 

I gave them alfo a Copy of that 'Regletnent for the Peace and good 
Order of this Place, that we had prefented to the fcvcral Ambalfadors 
who arrived here before them 3 and told them, w'c had had their Ap¬ 
probation upon itj Ihewing them how by this Rule, (which all Ambafla¬ 
dors that have hitherto appeared in this Place do let to themfelves) the 
Satisfaction that would be due to M.OxenJiiern^ in cafe the Fadt allcdg’d 
were true, "was to be given. 

I took I.cave to recommend to them to make all diligent Search 
polfiblc within their Houfe, and as they Ihould find the Matter to have 
been, fo I defired them to do right for what was pafled, and to provide 
againft the future. 

M. Somnitz (to whom I addrefled myfclf, and gave him the Title of 
'Excellence^ but not to his Colleguc) anfwer’d me, that this was the 
firft Notice they had had of any fuch Complaint i that they would 
make all Search poifible in their Family, and if that Search did not 
anfwcr Expedtation, that they would fend to M. Oxenftiern^ tojtnow 
if he could give them any Light to difeover the Offender, in which 
cafe they would be fure to give him Reparation to the full j and we 
have fince found that they foon after lent a civil Melfage to M. Oxen'- 
fiiern. 

M. Blafpiel was the firft that came down to me to their State-Room ; 
having told him I was come upon a Commiffion that concern’d very 
much the Service of this Alfembly in general, I left it to his Choice, 

whether 
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whether he would deiire his (jollegue to come down, or elic himfelf t;o 
tBkt from me what I was charg’d with:, He dcAred his ColJegue mighi 
be. fent to and be prefent. While we were expeding of him, M. maf- 
fiei would have entered into fome Difeourfe u{)on the Matter of the 
ViAt in Difference between us, I took Leave to cut him fhort, and to 
tell him, 1 was come upon a particular Commilllon, that related not to 
that Affair, and was not at any Liberty to enter into any DifculAon, 
with him of that Matter of the Vifit, or any other, but that which I ’ 
was intruded with, and dirc&ed by my Collcgucs. 

When this was over, we had a Conference with the Trench Ambal^ 
fadors, the main BuAnefs of it was about PafTports. The Magiftrates 
of Hamburgh had writ a Letter to us, to defir^ our Offices with the 
Ambaffadors of France and Sweden, in order to procure them the ne- 
cefl^ary PafTports from thofe two Crowns, for fuch Deputies as the Town 
intends to fenti to this Treaty. 

The Ambaffadors made no Difficulty in the Thing, fo far as 

• to proraife to write that Poll to the King their Matter; no more did 
the Swedes, when we fpokc to them of that Bufinefs; they faid, they 
would write to the King their Matter, and defired, if we fo thought 
fit, their Letters might be committed to thofe Magittrates, to find a 
Conveyance for them j for in all thefe Cafes of Writing, the Swedes 
lay before us the Refufal that is made of Paffage to their Letters; we 
told them,' the King our Matter had a Rcfident at Hamburgh, and that 
we would fend their Letters, if they’fo thought fit, to his Hands, with 
our Defires that he would take the ncccfTary Mcafures for the fafe con¬ 
veying of theip into Sweden. 

Another PalTport we had to defirc, was for a Gentleman that 
Vedro Renquilk delired miglit pafs from this Town to Luxemburgb, to 
fake Poffemon of the Place of Secretary and Grcfficr of the Council 
there : They told us, that the Mott Chrittian King had given Orders 
that no PafTports fhould be granted thenceforth on his Part, and that 
thofe that were already granted ftiould ftand revok’d ; bccaufe of the 

• Refufal the Elector of ^randenhiirgh had made of PafTports to Mef- 
fieurs de Vitry and Rahenac, to pafs the firft back into France, the other 
into his Place en la hajfe Allcmagnc j and that for this Refufal, the 
Count dc Harach, AmbafTador from the Emperor in Spain, would be 
ftopt upon the Frontiers; which we take Leave to obferve, becaufe 
this is a new aigre, that will have a great deal of Trouble and In- 
con veniencics attending it. 

In this Conference, the French Ambaffadors topk Occafion to tell us, 
that notwithftanding M. Secerning had made them believe he would 
enter into Matter with them by the Beginning of November, whether 
his Allies came or not, yet that they faw no Effeft of that Promife i 
that they, mutt wait with Patience the coming of the Imperial Mini- 
tters, and thofe of the other Allies ; and that till they fhould come, 
they had no Hopes of doing any Bufinefs. 

This they fpoke, upon our Collegue Sir William ‘Fempleh intimat¬ 
ing to them, he intended to take a Turn to the Hague, He began his 
Journey on Fuejde^ in the Afternoon, of which we fuppofe you’ll have 
an Account from himfelf before this, comes to Hand. 

The fame Everling, M. Reverning brought us a Letter, that his High- 
nefs the Prince of Orange had written to him and his Collegue, upon 
Occafion of the Courland Trooper, that had fome Weeks ago infulted M, 
des Carriers and another French Gentleman in thefe Streets : . His De¬ 
fire .was, that A^e would communicate the Letter to the French AmbalTa- 
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(fors, iSnd Ifet them knotv, the Man was bron^ht' t<y-TWh, and lai^ ih 
I^ri^n, but that he denied thcFaiffc i and^ that therdB&re. they did 
him to the ^encif, to put him to the Qjieftipn, or toiorder him in-what 
Manner they ihoujd pleafc. 

The Amball'adors havingbeen* acquainted with this in the 

Morning, by the Secretary of the^»r^i& Bmbaffy, and with the Cou- 
• tents cl the Prince’s Letter, profefs’d to us, upon fliewing* them the 
Original of that Letter, and deiiring to receive their Refolutions and 
Orders touching the Prifoncr, they were pcrffcdtiy fatisfied* with it, and 
had given an Account, by the Dilpatch of that Day, to the King their 
Mailer, of the §p:eat Juftice and Honnetete that his Highnefs the Prince 
had Ihcvv’d in this Buhnefs; that they expeiied to hear no ntorc of the 
Offender, but defired his Pardon might be interceded- for ; that tJiey 
had received full Satisfo6lion for their Matter, and'the,.mott abundant 
Civility to themfclves, that could pofllbly be expedted j and the Prifoncr 
having yefterday Morning been to confefs his Fault (as a^latt' he did) 
to the M. ^ EJirades, and to M. des Carriers^ begging their Pardon, 
he was immediately after fet at Liberty. 

M. ^everning bringing us this Letter of the Prince, took Occafion tO( 
fpeak of the Difficulties that all Parties are now plung’d in about 
their Vlcnipmooirs ■, and delired, that M. dBflrades might be fi)oke to 
before the ‘jtuej'd^ Night Pott went away (which is their Day of Difo 
patch), how one of the great Difficulties upon the Powers might be- 
falvcd: It was about the Number of Powers, which the Frencbi he 
faid, were exceeding loth to multiply, and which the Allies, on the 
other Side, would not be content with, unlefs each Ally were treated 
with upon a feparate Power. 

The Temperaments he had thought of was, to briijg the French and 
the Swedes to furnifh five Flentpouc'oirs^ and to bring the whole Alliance, 
on the other Side, to content themfelvcs, and to be comprized wii:hin 
that Number. 

T H E fiffi Ihould be for the Emperor, and under him fhould be 
ranged the Eledtors and Princes of the Empire that arc in this War. 
The feemd fhould be for the King of Spain^ and that fhould take in 
the Duke of Lorain. The third fhould be for the King of Denmark. 
The fburtb for the Eledcr of Brandenburgb. And the J^tb for the 
States General. 

He acknowledged there would be a great deal of Difficulty to bring 
the Allies to this Temperament j fomc. of them, OLsSpain^ being for no 
more buf one Power j and, others, as ISrandenhurgh and Denmark^ for 
a foparatc Power to each Party that defires one j But, he laid, he had 
that intereft with them, and particularly with Dm Tedro Ronqttiilo, 
that hp was confident to bring them to this .Expedient, He faid fur¬ 
ther, hp, knew theru would be great D^ifficulty to obtain from France.

ha^rbrwardi w. that fo many Mintfters' of the Allies are here, 
and thejreil bpoin thtj Way.

In this Converiation, Secerning took Notice, bow ©WJ Tsdro 
^jmqtdilo' bemoan’d, him of the Abfurdity committed by Bar, He 
Salinas in 'England^ by bis Memorial j but that they, the had 

Occallon given them to complain no lels of M. Van who 

bad committed' an Abluvdity in the fame Kindhe wiihed that his 
Speculations in Divinity and Philofopby did give him Leave to look to 
his Buiinefs a little better ,• faying^ that he was un b<mme dt tres 
grand Efiude mass m tres mattoass Tditifue. 

The fame Evening I, Sir Leoline Jenltins^ being to give an Account 
to ^on Tedro RonquillOy of the Anlwer we had had about the Pad'port 
he dciired, I found him undervaluing the Offer that the French bad 
made, to give ^Liberty to Couriers to pafs by Rqfle thro’ Switzerland^ 
and fo to I^ns into Spain be faid, it will be fetching of a Compa£i 
of above fourfeoro Leagues, and fo cannot deferve the Name of an 
Equivalent, to the Palfagc that is defired of the Swedes in lieu of it 
through ^Denmark. 

That which he would be at is, the fetting up an cxtracffdinary 
Courier, that may go hence every *ItieJd^ for Rn^els ; he propofing 
to himfelf by that Means, to return an Anfwcr to thofe Spa/nijh Let¬ 
ters, that the foregoing Ordinary of Sunday lliall have brought him, 
fo as to be Time enough in Rruffels to overtake the fame Couriers 
going for Spain. 

He fpokc much of the great Noife the French did make at this Time 
of their Zeal to have the Pope’s Mediation mentioned in the Powers ; 
that he knows this to be an Artifice of theirs, to value tbemfelves, 
and to cry down the Houfe of Juflria in the Court of Rome; that 
notwithftanding be, for his Part, would not have his Majefty’s Media¬ 
tion paffed by unmentioned ,• but it muft be then in a feparate Aft, 
and not in the Preamble of the Rowsoir j this, he faid, he would not 
propofe, that the French may not take Advantage of him, as if he 
•were the firft to give his Confent to leave out the Pope in the Preamble. 

H E mentioned alfo the 2 d Difficulty upon the Powers, which was 
about the Number of them j i. e. how many feparate Powers France 
and Sweden fhould be required to furnifh to the Allies ; he did not, 
• he faid, in his Judgment defire more than one ; but fince he law the 
Allies would not be fatisfied, he would canforra himfelf to their 
Defires. 

H E fpoke of Remar do Salinas Memorial; that he now has it, 

and the Anfwer to it; but that Tlon Rernardo did not communicate 
that, or any Thing elfc to him j that he, for his Part, would rather 
have had his Right Arm cut off, than been guilty of fuch ^ abfurd 
Difrefpeft to his Majefty } that if the King his Matter had given him 
precife Orders to put up fuch Wwds to his Majetty in a Memorial, he 
would not have done it, without firft having reprefented his Rcafons to 
the contrary, and then been peremptorily over-ruled upon fuch a B.c- 
prefcntation> 

M. 4 OlhenkrantZy in a Conference we had with him about Paffpom 
for i:he Hamburghersy took Occatton to enlarge upon the two great Dif- 
dbttlties now depending about the Powers. Upon the^/?^, which was 
tjhe, mentioning of his Majetty’s Mediation, be thought none of the 
Minifters here would mako it their Requett to have it left out, and yet 
that none of them, wfcp had accepted the pppe’% would acqniefoe in

. He readily allowed, that we, ibr oiir Parts; could not, as Things 
ftand, oflfer them any Projedl that did leave out his Majefiy^s Mediation ; 
therefore that there was no Way, in his Judgment, to get over this 
Rub,^ but what his Majefty himfeit fhould pleafe 'to direft. 

IT appear’d plain enough, that he and M. Secerning had talked toge¬ 
ther upon this Subjeft ; M. ^cvemifig having, in ordinary Converfation, 
exprefled himfeif to the very fame Efteft but adding, —je fuis dans 
tattente que JIf. Brittannique de laTiete de fin Zeak pour la 
paix ordonnera a fis JmbaJJadeurs d offrir m autre Trojet cu H ny 
mra pas mention faiti de fa Mediation, 

Upon the sd Point, which was the Number of the Thnipowsoirs^ 
we perceived that not only they, the Swedes^ and M* Set'erning, do differ, 
but they differ alfo with the French: M. Secerning holds it impoffiblc 
to come to treat, without five Fouveirs at the lealt ,* the Swedes fay 
three is the utraoft that is requifito; that is, one for the Emperor, one 
for Spain, and one for the States ; but the Swedes will grant none for 
Brandetdnh'gh, and they are very loath to grant any for Denmark ; but 
would have both of them come iii only as Allies and Seconds to the 
States General. 

However, they fay, that fince the have given out they 

will procure a fpccial Power to treat with 7 )enmark, they will not 
refufe to do the like tho’, they fay, that was a Step the French fliould 
not have made without their Knowledge and Concurrence. 

’Rut yeStesAoLY dOHvenkrdntz giving me, S\v Leoline Jenkins, a 
Vilit, told me, he and his Collogue having thought mud] of the 
Difficulty about the Mention of his Majetty’s Mediation, they had 
come at laft to draw up a few Word6, which he would leave in ray 
Hands by Way of Contideiicci he faid, as a Projeft that did take No¬ 
tice of his Majetty’s Offices in getting this Place of Congrefs to be 
accepted of ; which was a Part that neither the Pope or any other 
could pretend to, and did in the difpolitive Part of it leave a Door 
open for any other Mediator to come in. 

The Project goes herewith incloied: He would not own, when I asked 
him, that he did offer this as a Form that they, the Swedes, and their ^ 
Ally the ^ench, would ftand to, and defire us to propofe to the Par- * 
ties; only he acknowledged the French had feen it, and he thought 
would qpt oppofc thcmfelves to it i but that he had brought it to me, 
bccaufc that he knew the Morrow' to be our Pott-Day, that we mi^t, 
if We fo thought fit, lend it to Court, in order to have his Majefty’s 
Plcafure upon it. ' , 

W e have fince underftood frtmi M. ^eveming, that the French have 
had a View of it, and we are not certain but they are the Authors of 
it: This is certain, that'they have lb far confidered it, as to fend it to 
their Court by laft ^u^day's Pott. 

M. Severning does confefs to haV.e leen it j nor doth he fay he or his 
Collegue have any Exception to it ; but be fays withal, ho will not 
meddle in propofing or promoting It With his Allies j the Rcafon he 
gives is, that he, for his ^rt, is lb well fatisfied with the Form already 
propofed,' that he has '^no Realbii fn^defire to have it changed ; tho* 
we are apt to belieVe, he may have ftirther Reafon, which is, that 
the-Minifters; ;if they cejBW^-fh'-^difcoy^ that thiis'projeCl comes 
from their-adverfe PatfEy, coiitenty theihfcfves-'With a

Right Honourable Sir,' 

O U R laft was of 'Tburfd^ the iijl -y fince which, we have the 
Favour of yours of the 12 tb Current to acknowledge. 

. W E do not fiira any Particulars in it, that oblige us to give you the 
Trouble of any Return upon them, belides our humble Thanks for 
the Communication you arc pleafed to give us of M. J^an Reuningbens 
Memorial, and of the Anfwer upon it ; touching both which, we gave 
you in our laft a Taft of M. Reverning's Judgment. 

The Poft was no iboner gone on Tburfday laft, but the Wrench Am- 
balTadors let us know, they had that Day received Letters from their 
Court, whereby they were enabled to add ft ill to thofc Facilities they 
had already given upon the Preliminaries; that in Purfuance of thofe 
Orders, they had drefled a Form of Power, (which was then Writing 
out) that (hould contain nothing in it of thofe Things that the ^Duteb 
Ambaffadors had, excepted againft ^ and particularly, that there ihould 
, be no exprefs Mention made' in it of the Pope’s Mediation j and yet 
thofe that ftiould have a Mind to make ufe of that Mediation, as hav¬ 
ing accepted it, or elfc of the Venetian^ might do it, thdy having couch¬ 
ed the neceflary Implication of it in fuch general Words as thefe: 
doiler dans la mile de Kifnegue — conferer foit direSiementy foit par 
t entremife dcs AmbaJJadeurSy Mediateurs refpeUivement re feus & agreez, 
they added, that there Ihould be in this new Projed a Mention made 
of the King our Mafter’s Offices and Mediation ; and in fliort, that it 
Ihould be fuch a Form as might be adjufted to the Contentment of all 
the Parties in an Hour’s Time i and in Order to that, they offer’d to 
give M. Reverningy and any other of the Allies, a Meeting at my 
Houfe (the Lord Rerkley^y and that the fcveral Parties might be in 
fevcral Chambers, and we go between them, if any Difficulty which 
they could not forefee did happen to arife. 

As foon as the Form of the Tlenipoumir was thus agreed, they 
would oblige thcmlclvcs by an Ad, to procure and exhibit it under 
the Seal of France within a limited Time; and they did hope and de- 
fire, that one Roumir in this Form might ferve the Turn for all the 
Parties. 

But in Cafe the Parties Would not be content with one general 
Rouz'oir in this Form, they (the French Ambaffadors) rather than fuffer 
long Delays, would be content to furnilh four in all, one to treat 
with the States General and their Allies, another for the King of Flen- 
marky a third for the Emperor and his Allies, and a fourth for the 
King of Spain and his i but that in thefe two laft, they would make a 
more exprefs Mention of the Pope’s Mediation, unlefs the Auftrian Mi« 
nifters would make it their Choice, to treat upon a Power in all Things 
agreeing with that they now offer to the States. 

Friday in the^Mornin^, we communicated this Propofition to M. Re- 
* z'erning (his Collegue bem| not well). 


Two 
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Two Things in it, he&id, he could not agree tO{ the one was, the 
AiSembling at the Mediator’s Houfe to confider this new Projed;; for 
all the Allies in Town could not meet there, becaufe of the Difficul- 
; ties in Point of Rarik between them j and it would be as difficult to 
get them to intruft the Bufincfs to one or more of the whole Number j 
therefore he defired to have the Project given him in Writing, that 
he, his Collcgue, and his Allies, might have the Leifure • requifite to 
confider it. The other Thing he excepted againft, was the O&r made 
of one for all in general, and no more j for he was fure, he 

faid, the Allies would not be fatisfied with lefs than five. 

The fame Evenigg we gave an Account to the French Ambafladors,' 
of this Anfwer of M. Fevernii^s, they feemed dilTatisfied principally 
at that, that he refufed a Meeting with them, in which they doubted 
not, they faid, to agree all Differences upon the Words of the Power 
before they parted. 

But fince he would have it in Writing, they would not refufc to give 
it him; but defired, that we would put it into their Hands, not as 
their Expedient, but as our own; at leaft that we would conceal that 
it came from them. 

We took leave to excufe ourfelvcs, fo as not to offer it in our 
own Names; for that we could not offer a Project, that was intended to 
be of common Ufe to all the Parties, but we muft have the Directions 
of all to fet us on Work : That wre had been fo directed, in that we 
had already drawn, and that that had been the Practice in the like 
Cafe at Mmjier. 

A s to the concealing of their Names, we fuBmitted it to them, how 
that could be done, fince we had Reafon to believe M. Feverning knyw 
already by whom this Project had been drawn. 

When they faw this would not do, they gave us two Touvoirsy 
the one was a large one, and the fame they brought along with them 
from FrancCy only the Mention of the Pope s Mediation and the Prince 
cS Furjlemburgb was wrholly left out, the Words juftifying the Wai, 
and mentioning the Treaties of Cologn^ were a little fmooth’d ; in all 
Things elfe, it was conform to their Original Powers ,• the Copy goes 
along herewith. 

The other ProjeCt they gave was a fhort one, and has this Title j 
FrojeB de Mejfteurs les Mediateurs reduit felon le Stile de France, you’ll 
find it alfo herewith inclofcd : It mentions fo much of the King’s Pains 
and Mediation, as to have got this Town of Nimeguen agreed for 
the Place of Congrefs; their Dire&ion to us was, that we would firft 
offer the larger to the *Dtacb Ambaffadors, and profs it on all we could, 
both from the Inoffenfivenefs of it, as it flood now retrench’d, and from 
thuUnrcafonablenefs of impofingupon the King their Mafler any Language 
(fuppofing the Words were ind^ferent) but fuch as he had been formerly 
ufed to in the like Cafes, and fuch as he had direded their firfl Foumirs 
to be drawn in. But they gave us Liberty, in Cafe we found that this 
would not down with M. Feveming, to offer him the fhort one, 

. M. IBevemingy upon the firfl reading of the long one, quickly ^ewed 
himfelf to be furprized and dilfatisned at it i and faid, the Allies 
w'ould never endure thole Words, (juflifying the War) nor hardly the. 
mentioning of the Mediation of the King of Svoedeni we fhewed him, 
that they were much fmoother than in the firfl Power, and told him 
withal, that France would admit of the fame or the like Words, if 
any of the Allies would think fit to uie them,^ ^ juftify (their Arms. He 
replied, it would be a difficult Thing to'^exprefs that, which was 

couch- 
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couched with lb much Art (as he expreffed it) by the Brencb in any other 
Language, as JjOtin, and in other Courts, without going either higher 
or lower than the Force of the French Expreffion was, which would li ill 
beget new Dilputes; but he added one Argument more, that the King 
of Spain had wholly declin’d all fuch juftifying Language; and that his 
Memoir begun with faying, — T^bat being new come of Jge^ - and entred 
upon the Government^ be bad thombt fit to apply bis firfi I'hotigbts to 
the refioring of Teace to Cbrifiene^. 

Another Thing M. Governing obferved in the Preamble, it was, 
that where the Moft Chriftian King fays, the King of Sweden^ ani the 
Princes his Allies, will bring to this Place the fame Sentiments that 
himfolf hath, for the Good and Repofe of Europe^ it will certainly 
alarm both the States General and all the Allies, and the whole Bull- 
nefs will ftop tHere, till they can have an Ecclaircifiement, whom he 
means by thofe Princes his Allies, lince they know of none in this War 
but the King of Sweden, unlefs it be the Bifhop of Strasbourg : This he 
confefs’d was a Remark, they the T)utcb Ambafl'adors did not make, 
when they made the other Remarks upon the firlt Ihcwing of the 5 P/m- 
pouvoirs y but he obferved, it then ftartled the Allies, and will certainly 
further awaken that Jealoufic that has been given, by the Inftanccs we 
have formerly made for Palfports to the Dukes of Bavaria, Hanover, 
and Holfiein, lince the Allies do not know of any Bulinefs or Concern 
thofe Princes have in this Treaty. 

Finding him pofitive in telling us this Tlenipowvoir would never 
pafs, but revivc,the fame Difputes i and he having ask’d us, why the 
French did not offer them the fame Ihort Project that he had already 
fcipn two or three Days ago, for the Swedes Projed, that wc had juft 
before put into his Hands, having made no Difficulty with him, he 
declared it muft be a Projedt of the lame Nature with that, or none at 
all, that muft do the Bulinefs,- whereupon we told him, that our 
lirft Commiflion was to fupport, as much as we could, the Stile and 
Language of the Moft Chriftian King; and in the next Place, that if 
we perceived by M. ^evernin^s Oppolition to it, that it would throw 
the Bulinefs into further Difculfion and Embarrafs, both with them, 
and the reft of the Allies, that we lliould then, without more ado, put 
the other into his Hands; which, as foon as w’e did, finding it to agree 
with the Swed^h Powers, which w'c had juft before put into his Hands, 
and with the Copy of it himfelf had fecn before, he acquiefeed in it 
at lirft reading over, without one Word more. 

We Ihould have told you, that upon Friday, as foon as wo had 
done with the French, the Swedes brought us their Projedt, which we 
fend inclofed^ the next of it is our Minute put into Latin, the Apoftils 
are the Alteration they defire, and that M. Severning alTcnts to. But 
they, as well as t^aFrencb, would have had us put our Pfojedl, thus chang¬ 
ed by them, into the5[)«/ri&Ambalfador’s Hands, as of our own Heads, and 
being our own Invention ; but we excufed ourfelves in the fame Manner 
we had done to the French, being aware that it was already in M. 
Sewming's Hands, he himfelf having Ihew'cd it us that Morning. 

W £ do not know that it is permitted to us to make any Comple¬ 
ments upon fuch an Occalion, but you’ll pleafe to fuffer it to be 
obferved to you how both the French and the Swedes prelTed us feve- 
rally to put in their feveral ProjeAs into M. Fevernin^s Hands in our 
own Names, and as of our drawing, when it is certain that M. Sever- 
nine was poUefted of the one and the other before wc knew any Thing of 

^ ‘ Aaaa them; 
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them; for when we went on ZWiifey Morning, at the defirc of the 
"^enchi to {Hropofe this Expedient to him, he took the ^edijh Latin 
Projedt out of his Pocket, and read us the Alterations that the Swedes 
had made in it; and yefterday, while we were combating him in the 
Defence of the French long Projedt, he himfclf called to us for the 
Ihort one, faying, he had already fecn fuch a one, before we did 
either propound or mention it. So that we fee thefe Parties have a 
fecret Communication one with the Other ^ but we do not fee, why 
they fliould dcfire our Names fhould have bpen ufed, where the feinte 
would have been difadvantageous to the Sincerity and Fairnefs that is 
requilite in our Function, and yet would have difeovered it felf at firft 
Bluih. 

M. ^et'crning being now polfelTcd of thofe Forms of Fqmoirs which 
arc to his Mind, he has told us, he forthwith would go about, and 
prefs the Allies to acquiefee in them j and he has further declared, 
that if they do not, he will, without more ado, pajfer otitre, enter 
into Matter; ho adding, in Confidence to us, that he had this Day 
received a Letter from the Prince himfclf, a^cec ordre d'areancer 
poiffer T Claire tant que je pmrrc^ — thofe w’ere his Words. 

M. Beverning having intreated us to communicate the two Projefts, 
(the lliort one from the French^ and the Lattn one from the Swedes) 
to the Danijh Ambaflador, fince he is an Ally that appears in pub- 
lick i to the End, he (M. ^e'verning) might not be thought over- 
forward in receiving and managing fuch Overtures with the Allies i 
tho’ he did charge himfclf to cairy them to the Spanijh and 'Brandcn- 
hurgb Minifters, fince they lie yet incognito. 

M. Heugbh Reflexion upon the reading of them was, that tho’. wc 
had not, in opening the Matter, (as indeed we had not) given 
him any Light, who they were that had formed thole Amendments 
upon our Minute, yet it was cafy to fee, he faid, they came out of 
the French Forge j and that fince the French and the Swedes fhewed 
thereby how clofc they ftuck together, he thought it would become 
the Allies to do the like j and that it would be his Opinion, when he 
and they fhould meet together, to have another Projcdl drawn up by 
the Allies, rather than to have that, which was drawn up by the 
French^ impofed upon them; tho’ for his Part, he faid, he was willing 
to acquiefee in the Minute that we had offer’d, and did not dcfire 
any Change of that, his Mailer having no thought of any other Media¬ 
tion than that of the King our Mailer ,• and confequently, that there 
needeef no Alteration at all in it in Regard of *Denmarh. 

had likewife in Commiffion both from the French and the Swedes^ 
to Inform ourfelves, whether he would be content to |reat upon the 
fame Flenipouvoir with his AUies, or whether he ekpefred a particular 
one from France^ and the like from Sweden f 

His Anfwer was, that a J)afticulkr Power from each Crown was 
abfolutely neceffaty ; that he had now procured one from the King his 
Mailer, to treat prafertim cum Rege Qrdlu^ juft as that which he 
hath already Ihewed is w ith a praertim cum Rege Suenix^ aiftl that 
the King his Mailer muft bn exprefly riitoed, as well as the Emjferor 
and the King of i^ain are in the Or^itial Powers of the French. 

H e took Occkfion tq fpeak fpmdmng by Way of Anfwer to the 
Qb^e^ons that h'^d b^u fuade by ^f^ ^edis_ kgaii^ his Power, for 
the different f^jliog of M'n.'Wo*" ^ be was fcarce Critique 

e^ugh to fay any Thiiij^ in it j buit he ^buldciaform hflbfelf in a Con¬ 
venient 
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venient Time; and ib for the blazoning of the Arms of Denmark, 
he laid, he was not Herald enough to give fuch an Account of it as 
might be expected ; but, he faid, that Poland had fo long born the 
Arms of Sweden^ and 'Boland thofe of Brance^ yet without any Qpe- 
ftion about them, that they were Infiances great enough that the 
Sfaoed 0 > AmbafiadorS were over-critical in their Objedions, grounded 
in Orthography and Blazonry; and fo he treated that whole Afiair 
not over-ferioufly. 

As to the other Objection, upon the Words cum Kege SuecU, without 
other Style or Title, he feid, there was nothing in it that was a Dero¬ 
gation to his Due; but in the Pafiport that the K^ng of Denmark had 
given him M. Heugb, there was no more but Kex ^anU ; and ’tis the 
conftant Style, he fays, of his Matter, l^x ^anU Norvegia ; he 
added, that M. X)xenjiiern had lefs Reafon than others might have to 
object again!); retaining of Titles after the Pofieifion is Tofi, in that 
he himfelf, in the SweMfit ^kniftymoir^ is fiyled, ^re^eUus Trihmalium 
Wifmarise, where his Jurifdi6!ion and Interefi is wholly extin^, and in 
the Hands of the ^ane. 

We thought it convenient to advertize M. ^everning with the 
jeeroebment that fuch a Way of Proceeding, as that M. Heugb inti¬ 
mated, of falling to make a third Projed, upon Sufpicion that the 
French are Authors of this fecond, would bring upon the Bulinefs : 
His Anfwer was with fome Heat, that we faw they, the Allies, have no 
Mind to enter into Matter; but he added, —• Vims verrez que dans 
I j jours Us leront tous dune autre maniere, without further ex¬ 
plaining himlelf what he meant by thofe Words. We are ever, (jrc.

O UR laft was of Chrifimas-Fm^ fince which we have the Favour 
of yours of the 19 Current to acknowledge. 

The Temperament about the Fouooirs, which our Letters that 
were then before you gave fome Hopes of, is .fince in a Manner 
departed from, as you’ll find by our latter Letters; nor hath our 
Minute of a general Form (either as we gave it in, or as it hath 
been finec reformed by the French and Swedes) had the Luck to 
meet with tUiKpprobation of any of the Allies, the Hiutcb Ambafiadors 
only excepted. 

For 2 )^ Fedro Fonquillo finds Fault with it, that there is fiill 
a Mention of his Majefty in it, and not of the Pope; and M. Heugby 
that it is the Didate of the French and Swedes^ which the Allies 
muft not futfer to be obtruded upon themfelves, but offer a Form of 
their own. 

'TheSR were their firft Reflexions, but this Day they are to have a 
Meeting upon the Matter of theie Flenipomoirs ; if lb, they have been 
able to agree the Diifipulty about a third Place i for it feems the 
Spamdrd and the ^ane will not meet at the ^Duteb or the Sranden-

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j i\iA fo the ^l^cb and tiie ^randeiAurgbers caarnot meet at 
the Spaniard or the ^Danes^ becaufc of the like Competition between 
thcmfelves and that Elc^r. 

W E ihail take the firft Oceafion to recommend, in his Majdiy’sName, 
as you are pleas'd to direct, the opening of a free PafTage to the Cou¬ 
riers of Spain^ between this Place and BrwxeUs; but we muft expe(a 
that the French will demand, in lieu of it, the like Palfage for their 
Couriers from hence to Farts. 

This being fo eftttbUihed, the Spaniard will not much care for their 
Palfage into Spain by the Way of the Rhine and Sttijpe j the Courier 
that goes once a Fortnight from Rruxeils to ^ain will, as Thn Fedro 
Rcnqtiillo fays, do their Builnefs s and then there will be no Equivalent 
from France to the Allies, that may deferve over and above the Paflage 
to Faris a Palfage to the Swedes through Denmark. 

We arc moll humbly thankful for the Inftruftions his Majefly 
is pleafed to give us, touching the Ambalfadors of the Princes 
of Germany not Eledors. We lhall keep clofe to it, and wait till the 
Crowned Heads, which arc Parties, do agree among themfeivcs about 
the Treatment of thefe Minifters, hoping that all Inllances we may 
be prell’ed with, will receive this AnAver, that his Majefty, in his pre- 
fent Figure of Mediator, fulpends the declaring of his own Judgment, 
tliat he may not hereby be thought to have turn’d the Scales one Way 
or other, in a Matter that is to receive its Adjullment, not from the 
Mediator, but from the Parties contelling. 

W E humbly thank you likewife for the Communication of the feve- 
ral Papers you arc pleafed to fend concerning Prince William of Fnr- 
Jiembtirgbi we conceive that Difficulty to be now taken out of the Pre¬ 
liminaries, in Regard that the French^ in both their new Draughts for 
a Power, have wholly left out the Mention of it i but the Papers you 
fjnd us will probably be of Ufe hereafter ^ for the French^ whenever 
they make any Propolitions, or formal Demands in Behalf of thcmfelves, 
will, in ail Likelihood, make that of the Idbcrty of Prince William one 
of tlie firft. 

But that Paragraph in your Letter concerning an Fventual T. ’rcaty\ 
as you arc pleafed to word it from M. de Haren^ is of infinite Weight 
and Confequcnce with us ,• we fee that Method of Treating is the 
readicll Way to come to a feparate Agreement, which, if it ihould be 
effected, would be an extream Difappointment to his Majefly’s Inten¬ 
tions and Zeal to give the World a General Peace. 

O u K Mife^ is, that we are at a great Difadvantage in our prefent 
Figure, to difeovet the Steps that are made in it j for befides that the 
Parties carrying it on, do conceal what they do with||il pofllble In- 
duftry from us, the very Allies thcmfelves that are agai* it, (as welt 
as we), do npt give us any Part in their Difeoveries. and th^ir Thoughts, 
out of aq Apprehenfion they have, it feems, that Mnghmd llrikes into 
this Conjunftion, and, is tp pear a Part in a new Alliance that this Peace 
vill beget betweeiT France.) S'Of^eden, and Holland. 

What you are pleafed to obfWve of the Swed 0 ) Mediators at 
Cohgn^ that they would haye injerpolcd a. Protellation, had our Phace 
with!the bepp adjufted there,,as. it was nxW^fifairfier^' is little 

to. be dopbtedof j but you!li pteafe to.remembejv Sir, that not only 
you and; I, Sir Leoline. Jpnkins, thought with curfeLves,, but the French 
Ambaffadors, our then Allies, declared to. the Mediators, that the Ne» 
cejO^ty of his Majefty's Afthirs at Home- was fufficient to j^ftifie that Se¬ 
paration I 
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paration; if the *Dutcb come to the likellTiiej they will be lure to 
make Ufe of the fame Argument. 

They did fo in 48, notWithftanding moft vehement Proteftgtipns 
given in by the ErencB, and repeated again and again both at Muufief 
and at the Hague and thofe founded upon the ftri^eft and clear^ 
Obligations of Treaty, whereby the Dutch were tied to adt co^ointe-^ 
ment in all Things with the French, not to make any Step the one 
before the other, in advancing their Negotiation with ^ain; and if 
any fuch Step were made, there to flop upon the Requifition of the 
otlicr Ally, and to ftand Ihll till the other was come up as far as they. 

All this the Dutch pafs’d over with very little^ Regard to fo great^ 
fo ancientj fo then hourifhing an Ally, without any Thing being 
charged upon France, but that Cardinal Mazaritt and M. Seroien had 
not fo great a JVPind to the Peace as fome in Holland had. 

W E humbly offer this, that you may plcafe to judge, what Effect 
Proteftations in general can be of,- and further, that fince we have never 
fecn the Proteftation of the Swedijh Mediators intended at Cologn, whe¬ 
ther they were not better founded in that Cafe than we are in this ? 
For 1 , Sir Leoline Jenkins, lhall crave Leave to mind you. Sir, that 
Baron Sparr did, with much more Eagernefs than Count ‘Fott, prefs upon 
us the Obligation w’e had to continue in the Alliance, from the parti¬ 
cular Mcafures that Sweden had entered into with Mngland and France, 
in Contemplation of the War. 

He urged, that was obliged to come into the War in fuch 

and fuch Cafes, .and that it would never have entered into any fuch 
Mcafures, but wi,th a Profpeft to find Fngland. go on in it, as it had 
be^un i this makes us fuppofc, that the Swedes, if they had given in 
a Vroteftation, would have grounded it rather upon their Alliance, 
than upon their Mediation i for a Proteftation does generally fuppofe 
fomething of right. 

S o in the Proteftations made by the Pope’s Nuncio, the one at Fa^ 
tishone, after the Conclufion of a Diet there in 1640 j the other at 
Munjier, after that the Peace was made j the Ground is, that there was 
a Prejudice done to the Church in its Rights and Poflefftons j and there¬ 
fore that the Pope, in virtue of his Paftoral Charge, was bound to re- 
monftrate to, and admonifh the Emperor, as Advocate of the Church, 
(which is Part of the Imperial Office) and fo other Princes of the 
Roman Communion, of what they did owe to the Church, and that 
what they had done, was a Violation to the Church, and conlequently, 
ought to be revoked ; nay, was void in itfelf. 

Here was again a fuppofed Right, which we do take Leave to 
mention, thg^we may have the Favour of your Direftion, what 
Ground andlRirn to give to our Proteftation, which we are moft 
ready to make, as thinking it fuitable to his Majefty’s juft Glory and 
Merit, in the infinite Pains he hath already taken for the General Peace, 
that fomething of this Kind be done. 

The > 0 ^ Steps (if we may take Leave to conjecture) that are like 
to be ijiade in this feparate Treaty, may poffibly be thefe : 

iX The Dutch, French, Swede*, wiU probably join Ilfue (as 
it were) upon the Forms of Fottwirt, as* tiiey have been handed to 
M. %ecerning^. 
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The Ambafladors will let their Allies know, they have 

their Orders to give in their Demands forthwith, and will preis them 
the Allies to give in theirs likewife. 

3 dfyy IF the Allies, efpccially Spain . and Lorain, (for whom, and 
for none elfe, the Dutch do profefs they have a Concern) do refufe 
to give in any Propofitions or Demands for themfelves, they, in virtue 
of their 4 Branch, (which is. Satisfaction for their Allies^ will make 
Demands for them of Reftitution, 

/\thly. That when their own three Branches, about Maejiriebt, the 
Prince, and Commerce, are provided for, which we fuppofc may be as 
well otherwhere as here, they will tell their Allies, that this and this 
they have demanded, and that this and this they will be able to pro¬ 
cure for them, and can do no more. 

’itbly. That if this be refufed, the Eventual TPeace will quickly be 
turn’d into an abfolutc one. 

This wo take Leave to reprefent, as a iP/y that this Negotiation 
may chance to take, with Hopes to have your Diredions, how far we 
may go on in interpofing our Offices between the Parties, and at which 
of thefe Steps it is his Majefty’s Pleafurc that we Ihould break off 
wuth any Declaration or Proteftation, fuch as wc fliall be further di- 
rcdled to make ; in the mean time, wc lhall take all Occafions to pof- 
fefs the Allies, that the only Thing his Majcfty hath in his Thoughts, 
and in his Defigns, is a General Peace, anfwcrablc to the End he had 
in getting together this General Congrefs, as well as to the Prayers 
and Vows of all Chriftendom, 

On Ttiefday M. 'Beverning called upon me Sir IjCoUnc Jenkins, to 
tell me, he was not forgetful of the new Projciits avc had put into his 
Hands on Saturday from the French and Swedes \ tliat he had already 
communicated them to the Spaniard and Brandenhurghers, and had 
fpokc of them to M. Heugb-, that they would have fome Meetings about 
them as foon as the great Holy-Days were over, and wrould then come 
to fome Refolution. 

That he had found them cxtreamly backward to enter into Bufi- 
nefs i thjit he had told Don Bedro Konquillo, Sici^ might have been 
faved, if he had been here fix Months ago. 

That he had told M. Heugb, that it is altogether in vain for the 
Danijh Miniftcr at the Hague, to follicit (as he does) ||||kMoncy, Sub- 
iidies, and the I.oan of Shipping j for Meuieurs nos peu^K (thefe were 
the very Words he fpoke to him in, as he repeated them to me) ne fe 
refoudront jamais d donner un fols pour continuer cette guerre, as long 
as they have any Hopes of a Peace; and they will Bill hope for it, as 
long as the French are not mifes dans leur tort; and thofe that would 
have the Continuance of their Affiftance, mull be able to let the,World 
fee, that it is the French that refufe the Peace and this is to be made 
appear, if at all to any Effeft, between this and the Time of the great 
Affiembly at the Hague in February next. 

He faid further, that it was a fenlelefs Thing for the Allies to 
refufe to treat upon the frivolous Exceptions that the Spaniard and the 
Dane make upon the Forms of Bouvoirs, as they are qpw mended by 

the 
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the ^encb and Bwedes j that his Matters will not be paid with fiich 
Rcafons ; that he has Orders to go to every one of the Allies, and to 
affedt them with a full Notice } that his Orders are to enter into Mat¬ 
ter upon the faid Forms. 

That the States will labour what they can to make the Peace Ge¬ 
neral, and to procure the bcft Terms poiiible for the Spaniards^ they 
having done bonnetetncnt by the Tiutcb; but they cannot continue in a 
W ar eternally, and tliat upon a Caprice of others. 

On ^uefd(^^ as it ftruck nine at Night, Count Kinski notifyed us 
of his Arrival j and we perceived by the Secretary, that it would not 
bo unfcafonable (tho’ fo late) to return our Complement that very 
Night, and to take our Hour for to vifit him : Our Complement was, 
as it is ufed to, be, in Words concerted beforehand j the Anfwer was, 
as to the Hour we demanded, that he would not give an Hour to the 
Mediators ,* but that the Hour of three next Day being given to the 
^anijh Amballador, we might come at any I'irae after ; only he did 
not know but that he might happen to ftay till four or five, in his Vifit: 
The Gentleman that fpokc for us rcplyed, that what h\s Excellency was 
plcafed to fay, gave them Caufc to fuppofe feme other Ambail'adors 
had been notifyed before the Mediators j for that the Mediators had 
font at the very Inftant they were notifyed : To this M. Kinski re- 
plycd, that the ^anijh Ambaffador had prevented, and had font to him 
to take an Hour, before he had notifyed him of his Arrival: But for 
the Mediators, he left them to themfelvcs, to come before three next 
Day, or after, t\,s they fliould plcafe. This Return being uncertain, 
and we obferving the Proceedings of the T^anc to be irregular ; we fent 
the fame Gentlemen the fecond Time, and they bad the Hour of Eleven 
exp!‘cfly given them. 

Hereupon w'c vifited him at the Hour, and after the ordinary 
Complements, and reprefenting how unprovided he was of all Furni¬ 
ture in his Houfc, (^having taken up at the Houfe intended for the 
Bittiop of Qurck) he defired to know of us, whether the Ercnch and the 
Swedes would, upon the Notification of liis Arrival, give him the 
Vilit, and receive from him the Revifit in Manner accultomed ; Ihcw- 
ing a great deal of Fear and Scruple, and tliat it was not fit for him 
to s'embarquer fans (he ufed tlie Metaphor) without having firft 

Aflurance, that he fiiould have Right done him. 

W E offer’d him to engage our Word, all Right Ihould be done him 
we told him, that Point had met with no Difficulty -at all in this Af- 
fcmbly : We told him, that it was Part of our Fundion, to dilpofc 
the Parties that are adverfe to each other, to the Practice of thofe 
Civilities ar^Bjjpfincffcs, that are ufual in Neuter Places ^ but that 
we had not nBIrerto had any Occafion to imploy our Offices that Way; 
He would not be fatisfied with the Offer we made him, of our Aflu- 
rances, he would have us tirer parole from the French and Swedes 
upon this Occafion of his Arrival, tho’ not let them know we did it 
at his Delire. This we promifed to do for him, and to fatisfie him. 

IN bis Complement, as well as in his Difeourfe afterwards, he faid, 
his l^after was, and w'ould be alw^ays ready, d donner & accepter la 
paix pmr me qitelle foit feure bonnete & durable ; this laft Requifite 
he did enlarge upon in his Difeourfe more than we expected j and 
when we had told him, that the Bufinefs of the Parties intereffed, was 
to have it feure ^ bonnete, and to leave it to the Providence of God, 
and his Judgmeg^, or Mqrcy, towards thofe that came after, to deter- 
• mine 
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mine how lailing it is to be : have the j5ti!r«ition of it 

to be the principal Bufipicfs of and that it was not 

enough to make it Qnly^«r^ ^ bdimite i 'vroich - arguing of his, toge- 
tlier with the Refolution he feem’d to intimate, of remaining here 
incognito, till he can fet hinifclf out in £<|uipagc, makes us fear that 
he docs not bring along with him all the Facilities thal^this Negotia¬ 
tion requires. . . ' 

It jeems the Srandenhurghers, as well as the *Ddne, vifited him 
yeftcroay in the Afternoon ; this tJie *Tyutcb do take very ifl, for that 
this Preference is given to the 'Brandenburgbers, with whom they have 
a Competition j whereas they had font yefterday Morning tO take an 
Hour of him, and their Gentleman had tor Anfwer, that they might 
come three or four Days hence, w hen his Houle is in bqtter Order. 

Thf Judgment that they make upon him is, that he is not dc rnieux 
verfez en fin Metier. W c are ever, Qc.
